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An Account of this Edition of the following BOO K. 


H E Great Hiſtorical Dictionary of Monſieur Morery, was an unexpected 
Work to come from a Perſon, who underſtood not any Greek or Hebrew ; 
and had but an indifferent knowledge of Latin. For it will be al- 
lowed, amidſt ſuch a multiplicity of Subjes, to contain many very in- 
genious things. Yet I defire not to commend him for the Invention 

he aſcribes to the Chineſe of the Province of Xamſ/: who boyl their Vittuals ( he ſays ) 
over Pits of Subterraneous Fires, proceeding from the Bowels of the Earth; Which, to make 
the Fire burn the quicker and ſtronger, they contraft at the Mouths in ſuch a manner, as only 
ro leave room for the Caldron to ſtand. For though the Chineſe are famous over the World 
for their Inventions; yet the Wit of thx hath fo little in it of the Wiſdom of their Ocher, 
or Common Senſe, that it ſuperſedes the Civility of the leaſt pretence to approve of it. 
Neither yet is it poffible, for me to be reconciled to his Account of a Tribe of the Trogle- 
dytes ; dwelling continually in the Caverns of a Mountain, 1n the {land of Maka; near 
to a Houſe of Pleaſure, belonging to the Great Maſter of the Order of the Knights there. 
A tall, robuſt, long-liv'd, inhoſpitable people, as he deſcribes them: 77ho ſpeak altogetber 
the pure Arabick Language, in which they are inſtrutted, as to matters of Religion, by the Ma- 
ronites that come to Malta. For there appears no more Probability of an Arabian Race 
of Chriſtian Trogledytes at Malta, than of a Nation of Pygmies in the Neighbourhood of 
the Nile. Therefore in a word, Mornftenr Morery, as he hath his Excellencies, ſo he hath 
his great Faults roo: And ir ſeems to be none of the leaſt remarkable of the Latter, 

That ler a thing be never ſo Fabulous in Pliny and Herodotzzs, or the Hiſtories of the 

old Greeks ; never ſo extravagantly reported by the Modern Books of Voyages and 

Diſcoveries, or the Common Memeires of the Times ; yet he mixes ic with his purer 

Geography. Which hach given me continual reaſon to admire the Patience and La- 

bour of his Pez: but 1 diſagree with his Fancy, it he thought ſuch Colle&ions pleating 

to Men of Senſe ; and with his Judgment, if he thought them true, 

In his Geography of the Kingdom and Counties of England, there is no body but 
muſt be offended with him upon other Accounts. The principal of our Rivers ( next 
the Thames ) the Severn, the Trent, the Humber, the Medway, the Derwent, 8&c. None 
of them have their Names with Deſcriptions in his Work. Peterborough, Wells ,Cambridge, 
Sbrewsbury, Richmond, and Rippon, are wholly omitted out of our Chief Towns and Ct 
ties. Cambridgeſhire, Hertfordſhire, Cheſhire, Shropſhire and Wiltſhire, out of our Counties. 
And all the Deſcription that he gives co Eleven of our Counties more, with the Capual 
Town: thereunto belonging, wall a juſtly rehearſed in about Elevan Lines. Fo South- 
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hatnpton, he ſays, @ Town and County in the South of England, with a Pirt to the Sea. 
To Stafford, a Town and County of England, towards the middle of the Kingdem. To Sur- 
rey, a County in the South part of England. To Sufſex, a Ceunty in the South of England, 
hereof Chicheſter « the Capital. To Warwick, a Town and County of England. To 
Weſtmorland, « County in the North of England, which was a part of the Country of the an- 
cient Brigantes. To Huntingdon and Leiceſterſhires, he adds the Names of the Rivers 


Ouſe and Stower, with two or three Towns. To Middleſex, ſmall County in the Eaſt of 


England, included in the ancient Kingdom of the Eaſt Saxons, and only conſiderable for Lon- 
don its. Gafital.. . To Rutland , « County in the middle of England , but litile conſiderable, 
having no-more than one Town called Oakeham i i#. ToSuffolk, s Town and County in the 
Eaſt of England. This is 44onſieur Morery's way of deſcribing 2 2ext Neighbor Kingdom, 
and one of the moſt Powerful in the World. . Which 1s the leaſt that a Geegrapher ſays, 
of the moſt diſtant and obſcure Provinces of China and Fapar , or the unknown Regi- 
ons of the” Afiatick Tatrary. And though he may be ſomething larger upon Londen, Ro-

cheſter , "Briſtol , and now and then'a County; - yet he does 1t with fo little Care and 
Art, ſo wngeograpbically in compariſon to his Illuſtration of other Countries ; that 
take his Accounts of England all together (.with which thoſe- of Scotland , Ireland, 
and Wales, are done after the hke'manner ) and they will be found- the crudeſt and 
meaneſt and the moſt Contemptible part of his Volumes. 

I need take no Notice-of his M5/akes about Rutlavd and Suffolk ; which occar even in 
thoſe diminitive Sketches that he gives them, and are already ſenſible to every running 
Eye. He is no leſs miſtaken about the Biſhopriek of Coventry and Lichfield. 4 Biſhoprick 
( ſays he ) about the. year 656. was ag at Lichfield. And there being another Biſhop- 
. rick afterwards eſtabliſh'd at Coventry , theſe two Biſhopricks in time became united in one. 
Whereas .it never from the beginning was otherwiſe than one and. the ſame Bilhoprick ; 
primarily eſtabliſhed: at Lichfield in 656: Next removed to Cheſter in 1067 5 or as others, 
in 1075- From Cheſter, removed to Coventry in 1088 : and from Coventry returned to 
Lichfield again in 1186. Whereupon followed an Agreement under Biſhop Alexander de 
Savensby ( who ſucceeded to the See in 1220 ), that the Epiſcopal Style ſhould be dert 
ved from both Coventry and Lichfield, yet with the Precedence to Coventry. Monſ. Me- 
rery is noleſs miſtaken in the ancient Seat of the Biſhops of Lincoln3z which was Dorcheſter 
in Oxfordſhire , ſituated 'at the Confluence of the Thame and the Js. For he hath the 
fortune, 'not only to attribute it to Dorcheſter in Dorſetſhire, upon the River Frome ; but to 
quote Wiliam of Malmsbury for the ſame, to aggravate the matter, in miſtaking both 
his Anthor and the place together. Ir is very pleaſant to obſerve in his Account of Noy- 
rbumberland, what an extent he gives to it. Al Northumberland ( ſays he ) compre- 
bends fix Counties ; York, Durham, Lancaſter, Weſtmorland, Cumberland and Northum- 
berland. To which he ought to have added the South parts of Scotland too, as far as 
Edenborough; if he knew no other, than that the Limits of Northumberland now remain 
in the ſame State, as they were eleven hundred years ago, in the time of Saxon 
Heptarchy. Perhaps a'Stranger will continually admire at the meaning of ſuch Words 
as-Lerbie, Barthe, Lanclaſtre, Torriger, &c. He may be pleaſed to know therefore, that 
Monſieur Morery is not much to be truſted for the Right Proper Names of Places or Per- 
ſons ( Antient or Modern ), out - of his own Country. Yet neither can our Nation 
blame him for it, more than another. His Mzſnomers are moſt Univerſal : and the 
meaning of thoſe mentioned, 1s Trebye in Cumberland, the Bath, Lancaſhire, and the anti- 
ent Britain Yortiger. It 1s more ſtrange to ſee him Miſplace the Houſes of Lords and 
Commons 1n the Abbey of Weſtminſter ; and to ſee Dr. Barrow of Cambridge attributed 
throughout his Character to the Chairs and Preferments of Oxford ; and Dr. Stilling- 
fleet quoted with che Ticle of the preſent Biſhop of Wimcheſter., Yet there is a ſtranger 
and a more admirable Paſſage ſtill, expeQing to be alſo remembred here; which ſays, 
in illuſtrating the occafion/and manner of the Deſcent of the Troops from Holland in 
1688. that they were landed at Torbay in Wales, | 

It is true, theſe particular Defects and Errours import nomore , than the unskilfulnefs 
of the Author, in the Geography and Hiſtory of England; whereof the diſparagement 
redounds to himſelfonly, with Mop/feur Le Clerc his lare Editor at Utrecht, who certainly is 
the Father of a ſhare.” Bur if 24. Morery hath happened to be as unfortunate as Maimbourg 
. and Varillas, in miſtaking in Particulars relating to England ; Heis allo as injurious as Sca- 
liger and Sorbiere 1n fomeof his General Characters of it. Ir 1s fit, T ſhould repeat his Words, 
Firſt, he beſtows a line or two of commendation upon the Gentry and Nobility, who 
perfe& their Natural Parts and Edncations by Travel and- Converſation with Stran- 
gers, (Voc. Angleterre) But on the Contrary (he adds) the People of England, are cruel, inſo- 
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lent, brutal, ſeditious, Enemies to Strangers. The  abundance- of 'all the Neceſſaries of life 
produced by their Country with little pain ,' renders them proud and negligent. They 
have not the ſame Induſtry, nor the ſame Addreſs to Works and ManufaFures, as their Neigh. 
bours and other People 5 who are made to love labour, ' and be induſtrious, by neceſſity and the 
fterility of their Country. It hath been long fince' ſaid, 


Anglica Gens eſt Optima flens, ſed peflima ridens, 


To-be perſuaded of the Truth whereof, one need only conſider the Evils that England bath 
ſuffered theſe thirty or forty years, 'by the Tranſport and the Malice of its ſour, queralous, 
opmiative, and diſſembling Spirits. = The Men of Letters often compoſe their Works with a 
Pipe of Tobacco in their hands. —— The Citizens and Peaſants delight in the fighting of Bears 
and Bulls, Cock-fighting, and- Wreſtling ; which agree with their ' Inclinations, which are a 
little cruel. — The Women go without Ceremony to the Taverns, © The Gallants carry their 
Miſtreſſes to them ; to pleaſure whom the Treat muſt be concluded with the fighting of Bears 
and Bulls, Cock-fighting and Wreſtling, and many times with all thoſe three together. By 
ſaying all three together, he imagines we fight the Bears and Bulls with one another. 
Now as my Grandfather Heylyn anſwers to-the- like Calumnies of Scaliger, by the ſhoot- 
ing of the Bow, we may eaſily gueſs the quality of the Archer. + 

It the People of France lived with all' the Innocency and the Freedom. of the Golden 
Age, their Cenſures might have been ailowed to/paſs with the Authority of Oracles. But 
as it is their unhappineſs to be Slaves tothe Rack, and the Wheel, and theGalleys; who 
have filled the Univerſe with- the Outcries of their Perſecations at Home, and their 
Devaſtations abroad; and can never be forgotten for the blood of Henry HI. and IV. 
the Barracades of Pars, and the Nuptials of S. Bartholomew's Eve; before they begin 


' the Cry of Cruelty and Seditiouſneſs upon another Nation ; let them remember chat 


Divine Character of a Man, who quarrels with a Mote in bis Brothers Eye, whilſt he 
hath a Beam in- bs own. It I know anything of the Native Engliſh Temper, Cruelty 
1s the very Antipodes to it. There is nothing more odious/ in Hiſtory amongſt us, than- 
the Memory of a Prince, who' ſtains his Reign with Blood;+ As our Government: 
is a' Monarchy without Tyranny, it requires our Obedience-without Serwility. Torture 
is excluded our Laws with an abhorrence; not only as a Servility unfit for Chriſtians, 
but a Barbarity unkt for Men. And- that famous ancient -compariſon:of | Anght- ran-: 

quam Angeli, ſhines moſt eſpecially in the beauty of their minds ;: compoſe of Simpli- 
city, Integrity, Modeſty, Mercy, Open and Free-heartedneſs, Pedce, Gratitude, Generoſity, Gal- 
lentry and Love z which are all comprehended/ in one Word, they call-Good "Nature, fo 
appropriated by God to them and their Language, that 1t+ſcarce admits: of''a direct 
Tranſlation into any other. The true Reading of the: Verſe;: that is quoted-by Monſieur 
Morery, is by an Abuſe corrupted and turned into Arnglica gens Otherwile-1t.is 


Raſtica gens eſt Optima flens, ſed Peſſima ridens. 


And underſtands the Peaſantry, not of Ours;:or any Particular Nation, but allin' Com-- 
mon, Though the Senſe and Equity of it neither ſo is any-better than the Poerry: And 
I dare be confident the Rhiming Monk that ' wrote it, never/knew in himlſeltiwhat La-. 
bour and Oppreſſion means. Whilſt the Peaſant by the .conditian of his Being carrees. a: 
Croſs, to add tothe weight whereof is barbarous in Oppreſſing-the Oppreſſed. : It is no ſmall 
ſign of a Diſpoſition contrary to Brutal, Inſolent, Quernlons and Cruel, that England1s to. 
a Proverb the Paradiſe of the Tender Sex. For whom Monſieur Morery hath prepared ſuch'a 
Treat of Sports,as hath I believe at leaſt one excellence 1n it, Not 50 be Common; He ought to; 
have excuſed thoſe Sports from Cruelty in their faverrs too; and to have known,  thatthe 
partieular pleaſure of the Peaſantry therein, is only to {ee the courage oftheir Beaſts, 
or laugh at Cowardiſe even in Beaſts. But for the Evils which England (he ſays) bath 
ſuffered theſe thirty or forty years, or more, it 15 very unjuſt to. forget the Praiſes -# 
Perſons that were innocent of them, and to.draw the Character of the whole Nation 
from the Crimes of the guilty only. Who fo far as they forſook. Peace, and Love, and 
the reſt of the Virtues abovementioned, degenerated from the Native Spirits of Engliſh- 
men. Whilit fearing beyond reaſon, and immoderately perſecuting a Phantoſme of Cru-.. 
elty in others, they begat the Monſter amongſt themſelves. So odious i5:the apprehen-: 
fon of Cruelty, Slavery, and Brutality here; that the Ewils of England have been occa- 
tioned by nothing more, than a falſe fear taken at their Names. | 

His other Character of the People of England, is,that they are Enemies to Strangers. For 
which, I never could learn a better Argument,than that of Aon: Sorbieres ;: (lee Dr.Sprats.

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nd not teſþeRed in the quality of Hi/oriographer Royal to the K. of France, by the 
moron and Sehoblboys of Dover "For = before the reception of the French Proteſtants, 
the humbers: of Strangers:at Norwich, Canterbury, and London, were computed to be 
more thait conſtantly reſided at any twenty Cities, either of France,or Spain, or [taly. 
Virtue, Merit and Civility in Perſohis of a Foreign Country, like the Commodities 
imported thence, charm.the hearts of the Ergliſh. and have a greater value ſet upon 
them, than the equal prodiifts of our own. So far are we from being inclined to be 
Evneinies to Strangers, that we are ambitious to be Friends: to Strangers, even till we are 
Enemies-to our elves, - It is for their benefit, that in the Court of Admiralty we con- 
Rantly retain the uſe of the Civ] Law 32nd have enlarged it with the addition of thoſe 
admirable. Laws of Oleron, ' publiſhed by our King Richard I. which have equalized the 
Fame and-Juſtice, as to Marine cauſes, of the ancient Laws of the Rhodians. And how 
very careful both our Common and Statute Laws are, in doing the exadteſt juſtice in all 
Pleas berwixt Strangers arid Denizens, or the King and Strangers; I need only appeal to 
the Inqueſt of Medietas Linguz, given by the Statures of the 29. and 28. of Edw. [1]. 

Another Part of his Di(graces of the People of England, 1s, their Pride and Negligence, 
want of Induſtry, and of a Genius to Works and Manufatures,occaſioned by their relyance upon 
the fertility of their Country. I maſt obſerve he joyns their Pride and 2vant of ary 
very ill rogether : For if ever they pretend to be proud of any thing, 1t is of the Effects 
of their Induſtry, and the Works of their Hands. Their Plantations in the Weft- Indies, 
and Commerce thither z Their African, Levant, Eaft- Indian, Ruſſia, Groenland, Huds 
ſens Bay, Spaniſh, French, Hamborough, and Merchant Adventurers Companies, for other 
Fortign Cortimerce: At Home, their Incloſures and Tillage; the New Rivers of the 
Femns, the Coal Mines of the North, the Lead Mines of Derby, and the Tin Mines of 
Cornwall ; the Orchards of Hereford , and the Plough-lands of other Counties :. 
Their Manufactures in Clothes, Stuffs, Linnen, Iron, Copper, &c. The Quantities 
of their Commodities tranſported yearly beyond Sea; Their Diſcoveries in the Mecha- 
nick Arts, and their Perfection in the Learned; Their Books 1n all the Faculties and 
Sciences, upon all ſorts of Subjets ; Their Reſtauration of London in three years, 
which was ſuppoſed to be the Work of an Age; Their Ships of Trade and War; their 
Riches, their ledge; their Power by: Land and Sea: All theſe, as they are the 
undeniable Demonſtrations of a moſt Ingenions and Induſtrions m—_— from the meaneſt 
to the higheſt quality ; fo they are juſtly verified of the Engizſh in the view of the World. 
Who notwithſtanding inſult over no Foreign State ; neither detract from the Praiſes of 
any greater Trade : Bur if they value and careſs themſelves upon the happy Effects of 
their Induſtry, it #s a Virtuons Pride that is ſo well grounded. 

When Monſieur Sorbiere travelled into England, he could not but take notice? of the 
Convenient form of the Bridge at Rocheſter, for being ſo contrived, that the Mens Hats can- 
wot be blown over it. We havealtogether as worthy an Obſervation here of Mon}. Morery ; 
that the Mer of Letters in England often compoſe their Works with a Pipe of Tobacco in their 
bands. Whereby I truly, withregard both to the Engliſh and French Men of Letters, am as 
fully ſatisfied, that che Fancies of particular Perſons, and ſometimes of Nations arc un- 
accountable; as when I remember that the ſage and noble Egyptians of old (and from 
them the j/reelites) fer ſuch a high value upon Garlck and On:ons, as to honour them 
with a place in the number of their 7iu/ar Deities. For if any Engliſh Man of Letters 
1s ſo addifted to the Feed, to write and ſmoak together; yer the Fancy of Monſieur 
Morery ſeems no lefs unaccountable ; firſt to employ his Obſervation upon ſuch trivial 
and infigmficant particulars; and next to print them in a Voluminous Work, amidft the 

al' Character of one of the moſt illaſtrious Kingdams in the World. 

If all the reſt of his Geography had been conformable tothis of England, there had been 
no occaſion to uſe him m an unpleaſing Labour that hath happened to be obtained 
from me. Particularly as to: his own Country, he ſpares no Pains nor Eloquence to 

F adorn it. And-to be ſure, he ſuppreffes the ancient Glory of the Archievments of the 
Victorious Engliſh 1n France,as much as poſlibly he can. Indeed the Intereſts of the French 
Crown, and the Uſe that Mon/. Pompone made (fomerime Secretary of Stateto Lewis XIV.) 
of the Obligations he laid upon the Author, are vifiblez not in that only, but in the 
great care that 15 taken in rehearſing the Titles, Pretences and Dependences of the 
Crown of France, as if they did deſire to entitle ir to all the Ancient Gallia, according 
as 1t was bounded in the times of Fulixs Ceſar. I have followed him throughout his 
four Tomes from Place to Place ; leaving his Adultermme Merces, the Infinite Traſh that 
1s in him, as undiſturbed as ſhes of the.Dead; to take what is purely.Geographical and 


Chronological, proper, and eafie, and ſhort, according ro the Quality and Genius - 
the 
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the following Di&ionary: Which is therefore in this Edition not only enlarged 
with the Antient Geography, and all ſuch other Deſcriptions of Places, as occur un 
the French Work, above what it was poflible to contain in the Editions of this 
Difionary in lefſer Volumes ; and alſo with fome Improvements made in the 
Geography of Þg/and in the like manner: But I have further taken care to ſupply the 
Defects of the Deſcriptions themſelves, in thoſe Editions, with whatever accrued 
thar was really neceſſary to ſuggeſt a more perfe& knowledge of each Reſpegive 
Places. The Daodecimmo aſcribed ro Monſieur Du Val, (Geographer to the French King) 
and printed the fourth time in Ergliſh 1681; with the Title of a Geographical Dicho- 
nary, was rather a Geographical Nomenclature, than a Di#ionary. It was Begun to be 
made properly into a Di&ionary by Mr. Edmund Bohzn, at the Perſwafion and Charge 
of the Proprietor of the Copy. And undoubtedly, whatever the Faults of Mr. Bebur's 
Ocavo are; yet it will always remain an uſeful Book, and a light Companion (as he 
propoſeth), for Travellers: when, ſuch is the Neceflicy and Pleaſure of a piece of this 
Nature in the hands of all ; that the very Nomenclature of Du Yall 1s entertaining ſtil). 
Bur the advancing of this Work to an Abſclute Perfettion 1s a matter of a higher Con- 
{ideration : which requires the diligence of many Years, and the ſucceflion perhaps of 
many Hands, and muſt be content to proceed by Degrees. And tho the labour in en- 
countring oftentimes a dry and difficule Soyl is unplealing and deterring z which cauſed 
Mr. Bohun to declare, he never deſired to do it a ſecond time; yet as it 1s like to redound 
as well to the Honour of the Engliſh Language, as the Univerſal benefit of Learning 
amongſt us; it will abide an encouragement to conſider, that every Mite beſtowed upon

The Englith Mile by Statute Law confiſts of 5280 London Feet, or 1760 Tards, 
and eight Farlongs.

In 
America, the Cordilleras, the Sierras Nevadas, and the Apalatzan Mountains. A- 
monglt theſe, the Olympzs, and the Pico, have been meaſured: and the former is 
found to be ſomething above 'a mile high perpendicularly, the other yer 
ſomething higher. Some are of opinion, that the height of the higheſt Moun- 
tains is equal to the depth of the deepeſt Seas: but it is what hath: not been as 
yet ſo evidently proved. The height of the higheſt Mountains only ſerves tocaule the 
' Waters to flow with {low and eafie Channels. For as for adding any thing conlide- 
rable to the meaſure of the Diameter of the Earth, their greaceſt height ſcarce a- 
mounts to the ewo thouſandth part of its Radim. It 15 uſual to obſerve upon the tops 
of Mountains S2a-Plants growing. Upon the A/pes there are divers Lakes: and 
particularly the Lake upon Splugen 15 known to keep Trouts and other Fiſh very well, 
tho the Water 15 frozen at the top. The Monte Now? near Pozzwulo in the Kingdom 
of Naples was caſt up not long fince by an Earthquake. 


The vaſt Maſs and your ColleQion of all Waters which ſurrounds the Land, 2, .... 

and compoſes the other part of the Globe of the Earth, is called the Oceas : ;,, 

whoſe Superficies 1s every where naturally of the ſame height from the Centre ; 

yet in ſome places 15 ſo much higher than the Land, that when Olearizs meaſured 

with an Inſtrument the height of the Waters of the Caſpian Sea, he fays,he 

" found them level with the tops of the bordering Mountains. And unleſs the O- 

cean be generally higher than the Land, it 15 no miracle that it does not overflow 

the Land. Tho the Ocean is ſalt, yet he 'I'% [2 of all the freſh Raves, yy

and Springs, which derive their Streams originally from him, and after the finiſhing 


of their Courſe about the Land, give themſelves up into. his Arms again. The mo- 
tion of the Ocean in its conſtant Ebbs and Falls is one of the Opprobriums of hu- 
man Knowledge. From the New Moon to the Firſt Quarter it decreaſeth, from the 
Firſt Quarter to the Full Moon it ſprings, from the Full co the Laſt Quarter it zepes, 
and from the Laſt Quarter to the Prime or New Moon again, it ſprings again. The 
Tides obſerve a Rule in their coming, tho they vary their time daily. For generally 
the next days Tide comes an hour and ten minutes after the time it did the day fore- 


going. And many will aſcribe theſe motions to the Dominion of the M40, on whom 


they ſeem to wait; or to a motion of the Earth, or to a preſſure of the Air and the 
Winds. But ſtill the queſtion is as good as left as it is found, We muſt believe there is 
another, an internal, a ſubterraneon; Ocean beſides this, and an Abyſs of Waters within 
the Earth, which obſerves a Communication with the Abyſs above the Earth, which 
Nature hath not accompliſhed without Cauſe. Nimis itle oculis permittit, qui non credit 
eſſe in abſcondito terre ſinus maris vaſti. Seneca. 

The whole Ocean takes up one half at leaſt of theSurface of the Globe. And if it 
divides the Land into ſeveral diſtant portions, which yet is convenient for the di- 
ſtinion of Nations and Kingdoms and People, it furniſhes us at the ſame time with 
a quick and eafie Tranſportation from one Land to another. Here is the Seat of the 
greateſt Empire under Heaven : the vaſt Empire of the Leviathan, whoſe Dominion 
15 moſt abſolute, without rule to dire& him, or power tocontroul him. Pearl and Co- 
ral are of the Commodities of this Element. The common Fiſhery of it is of an in- 
_ Value: and perhaps the Spoils of the Land alone make it as rich asall the 
Land. 


'In the ſeveral Quarters of the Earth, where-ever the Occean flows, it hath 


ons of the certain general or particular Denominations adjoined to it, which as it were di-

vide it into parts, and diſtinguiſh the ſaid pon one from another, and tell where- 
abouts it is that they lie. On the Weſt of Europe, and part of Africk, it is called 
the Arlantick and the Weſters Ocean. Towards the Cape de Bona Speranza, 
the Erhiopick, To the Eaſt of Africk, the Indiav. To the Eaſt of Afia, the Ea- 
ſtern Ocean, and the Sea of China, To the North of Aſia, the Sea of Tartary. 
On the ſame fide, and towards Europe, the Scythian'and Frozes Sea. Thele, and the 
particular Denominations that it hath, it takes, ſometimes from the name of the per- 
ſon who diſcovered that part of it the firſt ; as the Sea of Mrgellan is fo called from 
Ferdinando Magalbaens, the Portugueze, who diſcovered it in 1520: ſometimes from 
Accidents of Note, whether real or but fititious ; as the Mare Aureum betwixt Cilicia 
and Crete in Florw was ſo called by the Pyrates of C:licia from the Spoils that they took 
upon it; and |

But for the moſt part it takes them from the name of the Coaſt 'of the Country or City 
adjacent. The ſame Sea, that is it ſelf but one Branch of the Ocean, is called 
by various Names, which diſtribute it as it were into various Seas, according to the 
Coaſts that are waſhed by it. For the Mediterranean in one place takes the name of the 
Thrrbenian Sea; in another of the Adriatick, the Ionian Sea, and the Gulph of Venice : 
in another, of the eAgean Sea, and the Archipelago : 1n another, the Sea of Conſtanti- 
rople : another, the Euxine Sea. Which laſt 15 likewiſe beldes called the Black and Fu- 
riozs Sea ; as there are other Seas of the names of other Colours; the Red Sea, ( Mare 
*BevOeator ) the White Sea, the Vermiglian Sea : andif the Euxine is the Furious, the Mare 
del Zur is called the Pacifick Sea, There is a Diſtinion of mare internum, and externum. 
The former underſtands thoſe Seas, which enter a great way within the Terre Firma. 
The principal whereof are the Mediterranean, the Baltique, the Caſpian Sea, the Red 
Sea, the Perſian Sea, the Sea of, Mexico, and the Vermighian Sea. The latter underſtands 
the Oceans that do not enter, but only inveſt the Land. And both theſe keep a 
Communication with each other : excepting what is ſaid of the Caſpian Sea, that it 
neither ebbs nor flows, nor communicates immediately as much as can be found 
with the Ocein at all; which if-crue, in eft;& it 15 more properly a great Lake, than 
a Sea,

A particular Sea is ordinarily a Mare intermum, and ſome leſſer part of. the Ocean, 4 Sea. 
that enters within the Land by a Strezghe, As the Mediterranean Sea breaks in from 
the Arlantick Ocean between Spain and Africk by the Streights of Gibraltar. 


A Streight is a narrow Sea, bound up betwixt two Lands, which ſerves ,,.;,.. 
as a Channel to give patlage frome one Sea to another, or from a Gulph to a © © 
Sea, or from the Ocean to the Ocean it ſelf. The principal of this kind are 
in Evrope, the Streight of Gibraltar; the Streight! of Gallipol;, which paſſes betwixt the 
Archipelago and the Sea of Marmora : the Boſphorus Thracixs, or the: Streight of Conſtan- 
ztinople, which paſſes betwixt the Sea of Marmore, and the Black Sea: the Boſphorus 
Cimmerins, or Streight of Caffa, which paſſes betwixt the Black Sea and the Palms Meo- 
7z: the famous Eurypm betwixt Negropont and Greece : the Sund betwixt the Baltique 
and the German Ocean : the two Belts betwixt Fuynen and Zeelandt, and Fuynen and 
Fatland; and the Streight of Dower and Calaz, at the Entrance of the Engliſh Chan- 
nel. In 4/ia, that of: Ormw or Baſſora at the Mouth of the Perſian Sea. In Africk, 
that of Babe/-mandel at theEntrance of the Red Sea. In America, the Streights of Magel- 
lan, Le Maire, and Brouvers : which, all three, join the North and the South Seas, 
and lie betwixt the Continent of Americe, and the Terra Auſtrals, They were diſco- 
vered ſeverally by the perſons, whoſe names they bear, in 1529, 1616, and 1643. 

The Yermiglian Sea is but a Streight, or Gut of Sea; which paſles berwixe California 
and New Mexico. More to the North, there is Weigars Streight, betwixt Tartary and 
Nows Zembla: the Streight of Anian, betwixt Aſia ( as '1t' is ſuppoſed) and America: 
the Streight of Feſſo betwixt the Terra de Feſſo and Fapan'; betwixt Eftoiteland and Groen- 
land, that of Davs; betwixt Groenland and the Iland' of Elizabeth, that of Martin 


Forbiſher, cwo Engliſh Men. | 


An Archipelago is a Sea, in which there is a great number of ſmall Iſlands. Di- 4rch:pe+ 
vers Seas, or Arms of Seas, in the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, of this'Nature, are by late '©2*: 
Writers called by this name : as the Archipelago of the Maldives, the Archipelago 
of Chile, the Archipelago of Aexico, the Archipelago ' of 'S. Lazarm', in ailu- 
fion to the Mediterranean Archipelago, or the e/£gean Sea lo called of old, which hath 
an innumerable ſhoal of ſmall Iſlands in it. | 


A Galph is a Peninſula of Water. An Arm of Sea running in between Lands ; Gu/ph. 
or a Sea reſtrained to narrower Bounds , and” circumſcribed in part within 
a Circle of the crooked ſhoar. The principal of which kind are the Gul 
of Venice, Lyons, Lepanto; the Bays of Finland and Dantzick, in Europe. The 
Bays of Nanquin , Cochin China , Cambaia , Bengale, Ormus, and the Per/ian Gulph 
in Afia. The Bays of Mexico and Hondura, the ' Gulph of St. Lawrence, and 
Hudſon and Baffin, our Countrymens Bays, in America. For Bay and Gulph as con- 
cerning ſuch large Waters are words uſed promiſcuouſly with us, tho the Italians, 
Spaniards, and Portugueze call them only Golfoees. But the liccle Gulphs arecalled no- 
thing but Bays, and a little Bay 1s a' Creek. Anda tation for Ships in either Gulph, 
Bay, or Creek, where they ride in ſafety from all Winds, by being hemmed in by the 
Land, is a Port or Haven. A ſtation for Ships in'the 'Sea where they are defended 


from ſome Winds, is a Road. 4 


A Lake is a perpetual -Body of Waters, deep and large, and encloſed within Lake 
Land, which hath no Out-let of its own into the Sea; nor no viſible Commu- ** 
nication therewith, unleſs it be by ſome River that ſprings from it, or paſſes 
through ic. The principal of this kind'are: in Ewrope, the Lake of Conffance, 
which hath the Rbine paſling through it; the Lake of Geneva, which hath the Rboſne 
paſling through it ; the Lake Ozega, which tranſmits its Waters by the River Sri into 
the Lake of Ladoga; which does the ſame with his Waters by the River Spaſco into the 
Bay of Finland ; the Lake Balaton, and the famous Thraſymene, where Hannibal defeated 
Flaminizs the Roman Conſul. For as far as the'Polms Meotzs, itis not fo properly a 
Lake, as a Gulph. In 4/a, the Lake Aſphaltites.” In Africe, the Laks of Zaire, 
our of which ariſeth the River Zaire : the Lake" Nigir, out of which ariſeth the River 
Wigir : the Lake of Dambea, which is paſſed through by: the” Nike.

A River is a Trad of running Water , which ifluing from ſome Lake or Math 
or Spring, flows within a Channel which is a Natural Bed to it, and in its way is 
augmented with the ſtreams of Springs, Rivulets, and other Rivers conjoining ir, 
till at laſt it falls into the Sea by an Ofivm, or an Outlet, which is irs Mouth 
It is reckoned, there are ſixty three principal Rivers 1n Europe, twenty fix 1m A/a, 
eighteen in Africe, and forty ,one in America. The molt illuſtrious of which are 
the Thames, the Severn, the Tay, the Shannon, the Tiber, the Po, the Danube, the. Rhine, 
the Elbe, the Oder, the Weſer, the Viſtula, the Nieper, the Tanaz,the Oby, the IVolga, the 
Dwina, the Duero, the Guadalquivir, the Ebro, the Tajo, the Rhoſne, tne Loyre, the Ge- 
ronne, the Sejne, the Schelde, and the Maes, in Europe. The Eupbrates, Tigre, Fordain, 
Araxes, Phaſis, Indus, Ganges, 10 Aſie, The Nile, Niger, Zaire, 11 Africa. The Ri- 
ver of Amazons, the Rio de la Plata, de la Magdalena, the Orenoque , the Rio grande, 
S. Laurence, and the River of Powhatan, in America, For the Courſes of Rivers, there 
is required commonly the Dechvity in the Land of one pace in five hundred, To which 
purpoſe Nature hath provided a Riſing of the Land from the Sea-ſhoar always onwards 
up the Continent, which encreaſeth the further it reacheth there. And ſome Rivers 
have Catara&#s inthem, which are ſteep and violent Falls of the Water down the Rocks 
with 2 great noiſe, which make it 1mpoſlible to carry a Boat higher up the ſtream. 
The Nile and the Nieper are particularly famous for theſe. But 1t is not to be conceived, 
whatan immenſe quantity of Water is diſcharged by all the Rivers into the Sea conti- 
nually, when the Helga alone, ſays Varenias, diſcharges - as much in one year, as a- 
mounts to the vp Seed, of the whole Earth: whoſe Bowels therefore muſt certainly 
be full with.it, as well as its boſom; and the Circulation, that digeſts ic and paſles it, 
is a Work that commands our higheſt Admiration. | | 


One great effe& of that Circulation is to be ſeen in the Springs and Fountains : which 
are little Sources of Water ariſing out of the private paſſages of the Earth, ſome upon 
the tops and ſides and bottoms of the Hills, and ſome upon the Plains, which either are 
ſuch that they continually flow, and arethe Heads of Brooks, Lakes and Rivers; or 
ſometimes they flow, and ſometimes not, according to the' Seaſon; or they are otherwiſe 
remarkable for bringing with them a TinAure of the Gravel and the Mineral, 
which they are percolated through, as they paſs along the Bowels of the Earth. For 
being impregnated with the Virtue of that Gravel or Mineral, they become ſo medi- 
cinal, as to be of very great uſe and benefit to the World. And there are thole which 
ſpring with a warm Water, as well as others that are cold ; .and thoſe which ſpring 
with a Salt Water, as well as others which are ſweet. The principal here, and in the 
Countries adjacent of theſe Medicinal and Mineral Waters are thoſe of the Bath, Tur: 
bridge, Epjom, Buxton Wells, Richmond. &c. The Spa in the Low Countries: thoſe of 
Bourbon in France: thole of Aix Ia Chapelle 1n Germany: the Bagni d' Abano, Salviato, 
Tritolino, and all other - plates in Iraly, which have the Pranames of Bapni to them. 
No leſs famous are divers of the freſh Water Springs of Greece and Traly eſpecially for 
being ſacred to- the Muſes and the Gods in the Fables of the ancient Poets ; and becauſe 
in all Ages the ingenious have choſen ſuch to be the places of their moſt happy Retreats. 
Thus'the 4ganippe and Hippocrene, the Caſtalins fons, and that of Daphne are as immor- 
tal as the Verſe which writes of them: and who. does not likewiſe honour the Yaucluſe 
of the modern Petrarch? The original of all which Springs is either che Rain or 
Snow, if they are ſuch as do dry up by times, and are ſweet ; or the Abyſs of Water, 
which is wichin che Earth; or the Sea : and ſome Springs are known to have a certain 
Flux and Reflux 1n imitation of the Sea, | 


The Occalion of the Diviſion of the Earth by the Ancients into the three general 
Quarters of Europe, Aſia and Africs, is ſo: unknown a thing to us at this diſtance, 
that the Reaſon of their very Names was forgotten before the time of Herodotzs. And 
as for the repeopling of them after the Flood by the three Sons of Noah and their 
Poſterity, we cannot at the ſame time believe the Accounts which we find in Authors 
of good repure of the great Kingdoms that were eſtabliſhed, and the infinite Armies 
that were brought into the Field by Zoroafer King of BaFria, Staurobates King of India, 
Ninus King of Aſjjria, and Semiramus the Queen, within the ſpace of three hundred 


and fifty years afrer the Flood of Noah; that 4s, that Ninus invaded Ba&ria with an 
Army of one million and ſeven hundred thouſand Foot, and two hundred A 
6 Horſe,

Horſe, beſides ten thouſand and fix hundred armed Chariots, which were all met 
and engaged by Zoroaſter with an Army of four hundred thouſand fighting Men : 
and tho Semirams invaded India with three millions of Men and upwards, and ten 
thouſand armed Chariots, yer ſhe was outnumbred and ſlain by Staurobates the King 
there; we cannot, I ſay, believe the half of this, but we ſhall be put to diſpute the 
very Hiſtory of that Flood. What the Tragedian Senece wrote long ſince,

It hath as exactly been verified in the Diſcovery of a New World by Chriftopher Colum- 
bas in the year 1492, who was afterwards made Duke de la Vegs in Famaics, as if the 
Poet had prophefied. And why this New World is. not called after the Name of the 
Diſcoverer, rather than after the Name of Americus Veſpuccio, a Florentine, who adven- 
tured at leaſt ſeven years afrer him, and went no further than the Cape of Sr. Au- 
guſtine in Braſil, without ſo much as ever ſeeing the Rio de Ja Plata, 1 know no ©- 
ther Reaſon than that Men are the moſt ungrateful to the moſt Merit, and hate a 
Genius greater than their own. So he who had a Capacity as to this beyond 
the knowledge of all foregoing Ages, in his ſecond Voyage was returned back 
from the World he had diſcovered a Priſoner in Irons unto Cafile, in his fourth Voy- 
age he was denied entrance into the City Domingo of his own Building, and the only 
monument there is now any where remaining to his memory, 1s, that Epitaph upon his 
Tomb in Sevilin Spain, where he died in 1506.

For as he was equipped in his Expeditions at the Charge of the King of Caf#ile, (o 

what he diſcovered it was for that Crown,who firſt made him Admiral of the I1ndies,then 

2 Duke, then affigned him a Coat of Arms with this Inſcription : For Caſtile and Leon, 

Columbus hath diſcovered a New World. It is true his eldeſt Son ſucceeded both in the 

Dukedom and the Admiralty to his Father. But yet that Son dying without ifſue by 

his Wife the Duke of Alvs's Daughter, and the younger Son dying unmarried, and 

| Bartholomew the Brother of Columbas dying alſo without iſſue, who had been Governor 
of the Countries that were diſcovered by his Brother, the whole Name and Family be- ( 
came extin& with them. All the European Princes and States fince, after the Example 
of Caſtile, have accounted their Diſcoveries of the reſt of this New World as ſo many. 
Rights to them to poſſeſs the ſame, juſt as that Man of Athens did to all the Ships which 
he ſaw coming into the Pyreaws, when he ſet them down in his Book for his OWN. 
Only they have added the Ratio ultima Regum to that Title to confirm it: which hath 
in a manner as is infamous to the Chrifian Name, nigh extirpated the Natives for 
Riches, which did the leaſt hurt in the innocent Hands where they were. And ſtill 
there are Lands beyond the Ar#ick and Amtardick Circles, which have never been to- 
lerably diſcovered yet : and perhaps they are as vaſt, as any of the now four Quarters of 

| Europe, Afia, Africa and America, But theſe unknown Lands make no Difference 
however in that Diviſion : becauſe till ſuchtime as we ſhall know them better, chey are 
attributed in part to the New World, and in partto the Old. |

with the one is the midnight wxh the other : unleſs they beth lie under the ſame frigid 
Zone and Pole. Such as dwell diametrically Feer to Feer, oppoſite to one another, in 
eppolie Points of the ſame Meridian and Parallel, on each fide of the Equator, and 
at an egual diſtance from thence, ſo as a Right Line drawn from the one to the other 
paſſeth from North to South throngh the Center of the Earth, they are 'Arzmdis to 
each other : whole Days. and Nights, and Winters and Summers, all difter. Qur 
Periati are to Our Antipodes as Amtaci; and our Antaci are to our Antipodes as 
Perizci, The Perizci are *Avriyfors; to one another, being earth to earth, and fide to 
ſide, diametricaily oppofire : bat the Antipodes who are feet to feet ſo, and always 
the diſtance of one hundred and eighty degrees from one another, are the moſt 
oppotte of all, Which is what La#Famins moſt rhetorically explodes, and Bede af- 
ter him condemns for a Fable. Neque evim Antipodarum ( ſays he) ullaterus eft fabuls 
aecommodandus affenſus. And when Virgilizs, a Biſhop of Saltzburg, had afſerted the 
Amvipodes in a Tra# of his about the year 747, Boniface, the then Archbiſhop of 
Mentz, complained againſt him to Pope Zachary for it, and the Pope condemned 
himof Herehe. + So vrolently even the Cathedras hath erred, and whole Ages with it 
both before and ſince, by not knowing that the Earth is inhabired ronnd. Upon which 
occaſion I agree with Monſteur De /a Croix, to ay, ne doute point, qu' on ne dc- 
couvre des choſes qu' ow & Cru juſques icy impoſibles & contraires & la religion, quoy 
qu” elles ne ſoient pas en efet.

The Þnbabitants of the Earth throughout all the general Quarters of it are again divi- 
ded into Periſcii, Heteroſcii and Amphiſcii, from the different projeQion of their Merz- 
dional Shadows; which 1s an effe& of their Situation in relation to the Sun. Such as 
dwell in either of the Frigid Zones, beyond the ArFick and Antarfick Circles towards the 
Poles, are Iltelowa: becauſe.their Shadows are projected every way round their Bodies ; 
according as the Sun, whicte continues above their Horizox for many of our days and 
weeks and months together, proceeds to encompaſs the Heavens in 1s diurnal Revolution 
from Eaſt co Eaſt agam. Such as dwell in either of the Temperate Zones, betwixt the 
Ard#ick and Antar&#:ck Circles, and the two. Tropicks, are ingjome : becauſe their Noon- 
Shadows are projetted always one way only : which is either, as in the Temperate Zone 
that we are in to the North Pole; or in the other, to the South: becauſe the Sun 
continues always Soarh to the one, and always North to the other. Such as dwell un- 
der the Torrid Zone, betwixe. the two Tropicks, have their Shadows caſt ſometimes to 
che North, whert che Sur'is South to them; and ſometimes to the Sourh, when he is 
North to them; and therefore they are *Aupiowa : excepting twice in the year that the 
Stin comes perpendicular upon them ; and then they are *Agzur, withous Shadows at all, 
becauſe their Shadows are abforpd'in Light. 


The mention that hath been now made of Zones, Poles, Parallels, Meridian, Ho- 
rizon, e/£quator, &c. which are Lines and Terms,of Art belonging tw the Do#rine of 
the Sphere, and' yer cannor bur be retained in Geography in thoſe qty ug 6 and o- 
thers, in which they are here ufed, ſhews how abſolutely neceſſary it is for the: ander- 
ſtanding of Geography, to know the Principles of the Do&rine of the Sphere allo. 

The Sphere ( opates) 15an artificial Inftrument of the Figure, without any thing of 
'the ſubſtance, of a Globe ; having the Earth for its Centre, and the uttermoſt Qtb of the 
Heavens as xs Circumference; and compoſed of divers imaginary Ciscles, by the means 
whereof we explam the Movements of the Heavens, and the Situation of the World. 
The principal of thofe Circles are divided: into {ix greater enes, the Horizon, Meridian, 
equator, Zodiack; and the two Colures ; and into four leſſer, the two Tropicks, ay 

the 
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che two Polar Circles. The firſt cut the Sphere into ewo equal parts : the other, into 
ewo unequal. The Horizon and the Meridian are mutable, and change their Situation 
according to the different places where one 1s. All the reſt are fix*d, immucable, and in 
the ſame Pofition upon the Sphere always. The fer Circles run parallel to the £qua- 
zor : and the degrees in thoſe Circles are leſſer in extent than the degrees in the greater. 
For both the greazer and the /efſer are alike divided into three hundred and fixty parts, 
called degrees : every of thoſe degrees 1s ſubdivided into ſixty minutes or ſcruples 5 every 
minute again into fixty Seconds; thoſe into Thirds, Fourths, &c. But the degrees ia 
the greater Circles are computed to be equal to about fixty miles Engliſh, each: from 
which extent the degrees in the lefſer decreaſe in proportion co the diſtances thar they 
take from the «Equator on either fide towards the Poles. The Planes of all which 
Circles being continued down ro the inferior Orbs of the Heavens, and thence to the 
Earth, divide both the Heavens and the Earth into the ſame equal and unequal parts, 
as they do the Sphere, in which: the Heavens and the Earth are included. Not that 


in won there are any Circles upon the Heavens or the Earth at all. But as the Sphere 
O 


it ſelf, fo all the Circles that are upon 1t, are chings of meer imagination, contrived 
by the Ingenuity of the Artiſts of many Ages for the benefit of our Conception and 
Exopreflion of the Works of Narure in theſe great and daily Phenomens of the World. 


The Horizon is a greater Circle, which ſurrounds the Sphere from Eaſt to Weſt, and 
paſling by the Center of the Heavens and the Earth, divides both thoſe into twwo equal, 
a ſuperior and an inferior, a viſible and an inviſible, Herziſpheres. Irs Poles are every 
way diſtant fromit ninety degrees: and in a Parallel Poſition of the Sphere, they are the 
ſame with the Polesof the Sphere. In the Sphera refs, the Poles of the Horizon are 
in the Equator, as the e/£quator's Poles are init. In the Sphere obliqus, they are oh 
this or that fide of the Xquator : upon which account the Horizow, as well as the Sphere, 
hath the ſame differences of Parallel, Right, and Oblique attributed to-it. And the 


Places which are fituated under either of the Poles are ſaid to hays a Parallel —_—_ | 


as thoſe under the efyqnzator have a Right, and thoſe on either fide of the Poles 

the Equator an oblique Horizons For the Poles of the Horizon are the two perpen- 
dicular Points in the Heavens, which ate exaMly over our Heads, and under our Feet. 
The Terms in uſe for thoſe Points are the Arabick 'Words, . Zenith and Nedir. Oar 
Zenith which is the perpendicular Point over our Heads, 15 the Nadir to our Antipodes ; 
and their Nadir is the Zenith to us. And both the Zenith and the Nadir to them and us 
varies at every ſtep we take; for which reaſon the Horizon 1s a Moveable Circle. 


Only the Zenich and the Nadir of a Country are always conſidered as smmoweable; {o 


that the Arch which is contained betwixt the Zeniths of rwo Countries is equal in de- 
grees tothe diſtance of the ſame. The Zenith 1s otherwiſe called our PYertical Point : 
whence the Circles that are drawn from the Zenith to the Nadir through any Pointe 
or part of the Horizon, cutting it at righe Angles, are alſo called Vertical Circles, and 
Azimuths: whereof the Prime Vertical is that Circle which paſſeth the Zenith by the 
Points of Eaſt and Weſt ; whilſt that which paſſeth the Zenith by the Points of North 
and South is particularly honored with the Name of the great Meridian: from which 
all the other Vertical Circles and 4zimuths in general, which are ſet out upon the Globes 
and Maps at thediſtance of every ren degrees, and you may imagine as many more 
as you pleaſe, are likewiſe caſled Leſſer Meridians : ſhewing the Latitudes of Places,. and 
the pofition of any Point of the Heavens in reſpe& of. the Horizon and the Cardinal 
Points. But if through every degree and = of theſe Vertical Circles and Meridiazs, 
you draw others from Eaft to Weſt parallel to the Horizon, and decreaſing in their 
Circumferences proportionably to cheir diſtances from the Horizon, nll cowards the 
Zenith and the Nadir they come to a Point, all ſuch Circles will be of the Nature of 
leſſer Circles; and are called either Parallels, Parallels of Declination, Circles of Alti- 
tude, or Almicanteras : ſhewing the Longitude of Places, and how far any Star or Point 
in the Heavens 1s high or diſtant from the Xquator : the Complement whereof is the 
diſtance of that Star or Point fromeither of the Poles. In fine, the ſame Circles which 
in the uſes of them upon the Sphere are properly called Azimurbs and Alnmicamteras, 
Vertical Circles, Circles of Altitude and Parallels of Declination, in other uſesof them upon 
the Globe are called Meridians and Parallels, 'The Cardmal Points of the Horizon are thoſe 


four, Eaſt, Weſt, North and South, which are made by the Incerſeftion of the Horizon 


by the Great Meridiav., For the Meridian Line that is extended berwixt the =o _ 
ections, 
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&&ions, points North and South : and the Line of the Horizon that is extended betwixe 
the two Interſe&ions points Eaſt and Weſt. The Subdiviſion of which four Cardinal Points 
into other Collateral and By-points is the occaſion of the thirty two Points of the Compals. 

Behides this True and Rationals Horizon, which divides the Earth and Heavens 
into two equal parts, becauſe its Center is the ſame with that of the Earth ; there is 
an infinite number of Horizontes ſer/ibiles, which divide the Earth and Heavens into two 
unequal parts, becauſe their Center is at our Eye: and if our Eye be but elevated fix 
Foot, the Horizontes Senſibiles become extended by 1t three miles. Upon theſe Hori- 
Zons it is that the Stars and the Planets riſe and ſer tous, when they come up from the 
rp below, and when they go down thither again. So that it is theſe Hori- 
zons alſo, which are the Cauſe of the Artificial Day and the Artificial Night, For the 
time of the continuance of the Sun above them, 15s the one: and the time of the con- 
tinuance of the Sun below them, is the other. The Poles of theſe, and their variation 
at every ſtep we take, is the ſame is in the account of the Horizon Rationals, But 
whereas the Line of the Horizon Rationals paſſeth round about the Center of the Earth 
in the inviſible Hemiſphere; the Line of the Horizon Senſibilz is that parallel to it, which 


does 3eitey, terminate our fight there, where the Heavens and the Earth ſeem co meer - 


and kiſs each other. The Finitor is another Name for it to that purpoſe. And yer 
with reſpe& jto the Orbs of the Heavens, and their Appearances, to which the Globe 
of the whole Earth in compariſon hath no Magnitude art all that is ſenſible, this Divi- 
fion of the Horizon into Rationalz and Serfibilz does not fignifie any thing; becauſe the 
diſtance betwix: the one and the other 1s but a Semidiameter of the Earth. 


The Meridian is a moveable great Circle of the Sphere, which paſling through the 
Poles of the World and the Poles of the Horizen too, and interſeQing both the ££qua. 
tor and- the Horizon at right Angles in the Points of North and South, divides the 
Heavens and Earth into two equal, an Eaſtern and a Weſtern, Hemiſpheres. Ae the 
ſame time, together with the Prime Vertical which it meets with 1n the Poles of the Hori- 
zon, as alſo by its interſe&ing of the Horizon, it caſts the World into the four equal 
Quarters, of Eaſt, Weſt, North and South. The Poles of this Circle are in the Ho- 
rizon in the Points of Eaſt and Weſt. Ic hath the Poles of the World fix'd init. The 
beighth of the Pole and the heighth of the e/£quater, the Declination of any Star or Point 
of the Heavens from the e£9uator, are all accounted upon 1t: and the Heighth of the 
Pole is always equalto the Latitude of the Place, as the Heighth of the Xquator is al- 
ways equal to the Complement of that Latitude to go. For the Heighth of the Pole is 
the Arch of this Meridian that 1s intercepted betwixt the Pole and the Horizon : and the 
Heighth of the equator 1s the Arch of this Meridian that is intercepted betwixe the 
e/Equator and the Horizon, Now there being the diſtance always of ninety degrees 
from the Horizon to the e/£quator, and from the equator to the Zenith, whatever 
the diſtance from the e£quator to the Zenith, which 1s the Latitude of a place upon 
the Sphere, is, it you ſubſtra& that diſtance from go, the Remainder muſt be the 
Complement of that Latitude ro go. And if on the other hand you take the Heighth 
of the. Xquator by the Heighth tor Example of the Sun at Noon about the tenth of 
March, or the twelfth of September, when the Sun is in;the © £quino&ial Points, and 
you ſubſtra&t that Heighth, or that diſtance from the Horizon to the e Equator, from go, 
the remaining diftance from the Xquator to the Zenith ſhall be equal to the diſtance 
from the Horizon to the Pole. For the Arches of the Meridian which re intercepted 
betwixt the one and the other are equal: becauſe the Angles that are made by Righe 
Lines drawn from thoſe Points, and cutting one another in the Center of the Earth, 
are Angles ad wtrinque, which are equal. And the Latitudes beginning alſo at the 
e/£quator, Where both the Poles of the World are in the Horizon, and the Horizon's 
Poles in it, ſo far as we remove from the equator towards either Pole, changing ouc 
Zenith, ſo much muſt that Pole be exactly elevated above the Horizon, and the oppo- 
ſite Pole be depreſſed below it ; that the diſtance betwixt the Zenith and the Horizon 
may be ſtillgo: And the diſtance betrwixt the one Pole and the other may be Rill 
180 degrees Likewiſe the Latitude of a place upon the Globle is accounted upon the 
degrees of this Circle, and the Longitude of the ſame is but its diſtance from this Circle, 


It is a Queſtion under Diſpute amongſt the Geographers, over what Part or Point of

Autunmal Equinoxes: 11 whichthe Days and Nights are of the ſame length 1n all parts of

The 
Breadth of it is no leſs than about fourteen Degrees ; in favour eſpecially of thoſe fix Pla- 
nets, Saturn, Fupiter, Mars, Venus, Mercury, Luna, who not moving exactly under the Line 
of the Ecliptick, which. is m the middle of the Zodiack, as the Sun does, have Circles 
of their own that croſs the Ecliptick on one fide and the other : but ſo as not 


' to exceed about fourteen degrees in all on both : and the Zodiack being inlarged to

IF, they are there to be found in it by their Longitude and Latitude. So the

h another great Circle of the Ecliptick included within 1t : and both are 


drawn upon the Sphere ; but the Ecliprick only, without the Zodiack, is drawn upon the 


Globe. - The Zodiack 1s famous for its twelve Signs, The other for being the Line

whereby it divides the Zodiack into two equal Breadths of about ſeven, Degrees.

and near forty nine minutes. But changing perpetually his diſtance from the -£quaror, his 
Heighth at Noon, and the Points of his Setting and Riſing upon the Horizon, in obe- 
dience to the Obliquity of the Line in which he 1s,' which brings him alternatively 
towards the one and the other Pole ; as he draws nearer to the North Pole, he lengthens 
the days; and as he draws nearer to the South Pole, he ſhortens them ; and the Vi-, 
ciflitude of his Approaches and Receſles each way, is the Cauſe of the Viciflitude of

Sunt Aries, Taurus, Gemini, Cancer, Leo, Virgs, 
Libraque, Scorpins, Arcitenen}, Caper, Amphors, Piſces. 


'The Dopeps of the Zodiack are taken from Weſt to Eaſt, beginning at 4ries : and 
every Sigs hath the equal proportion of _thirty of hem allottedtoit ; whereby the whole 
Twelve Signs complete the whole three hundreu and fixty degrees. Yet not, chat the 
Pofition of the Conſtellations of the ſame Names in the Heavens is according to this 


Rule of the Signs. For the Sign of Aries challenges the firſt thirty degrees of che E- 


cliptick from the Equino#ial to the beginning of Taurzs : being, as it 1s a Sign, conſ1- 
dered only as a Twelfth Part of the Zodiack, which is divided fnto ſo many Signs, as into 
ſo many equal parts: in which Senſe of- them it is, that we ſay, that the Equinoxes 
are made in the two firſt points of Aries and Libra. But the Conſtellation of Ares, 
you will ſee upon a Globe, is advanced almoſt thirty degrees forwards into Taurm :

and thoſe parts into which the Ecliprick is divided by them, according as they have the 
Sun in his annual motion to come under them, are the, Parts that conſtitute the four 
Quarters of "the Year. For the firſt part of this Diviſion of the Ecliptick, which is 
contained betwixt the beginning of Aries, and the beginning of Cancer, makes the firſt 
and Vernal: Quarter of March, April, and May. The ſecond part from Cancer to Libre, 
gives us the Summer Quarter of June, July, and Auguſt. The third from Libra to. Ca- 
pricors rakes the Autumal Quarter of September, Oftober, November. The fourth from. 
Capricorn to the beginning of Aries again, the Winter Quarter of Dectmber, 7, \ 
February. In the firſt two, the Days are longer than the Nights. In the two laſt: 
the Nights longer than the Days for the moſt part, And every Quarter is an equal

The Tropicks are two Boundaries to the Sun, beyond which he never palſles to the Tropicks.

Rill. The firſt happens about the eleventh of Fune: the other about the twelfth of 
December : which Seaſons from thence are known by the Name of the Summer and the 

Winter Solftices. But if the Equino&ial Points are now removed out of the Conftelations 

of Aries and Libra, into Piſces and Virgo; the Solſtitial Points muſt be removed pro- - 
portionably from their original Seats in the Conflellations of Cancer and Cafricorn : both

Bur as that Conſtellation 
conſiſts of ten Stars of ſeveral Magnitudes,Ome of thoſe ten,which ts in the tip of the Tail 
of the Bebr,a Star of the ſecond Magnitudeis moſt particularly famous for being the Pole- 
S;ar and Sea-Star, from whence ſo many Obſervations upon the Heavens and Earth are 
continually calculated by Geographers, Aſtronomers, and Mariners. The ſame Star is 
the Fore-horſe in Charles's-Wain ; as there is'a' Wain fo called in either of the Conſtella- 
tions of the Leſſer and the Greater Bear, conhiſting of- four Stars for the Wain, and 
three others for the Horſes. Now fancying that the Pole-ftar, and the Horſe next to 
him, make'at p 07m Triangle with the Pole, on that part towards the Brighe Star 
of the Vain in the Leſſer Bear called the Guard, it will-carry your eyein a manner to

miſphere is: where the 4xs pafſeth, upon which the 'Heawvens move from Eaſt to Weſt - 
cl web 'Fabrick' of the whole World does mar, and all things that are in it. The 
Pole is fix'd, and keeps it ſituation in"the' fame Point throughout all Ages, But the 
Pole-ftar in the time of Hipparchw, as he is cited by Ptolemy, was twelve Degrees and 
two Fifths diſtant from the Pole. In the year 1700, he will be but rwo Degrees and 
fourteen Minutes diſtant from it ; abont four hundred years hence, he will be with 
half a Degres of it : and afterwards he departs from it again. Whoſe higheſt Alrirude 


. aboye the Pole one way, ang his loweſt under it - another (and the fame of any* o- 


cher Star, that never ſets, like'this ) being taken with a @adrant, and added toge- 
ther, the half thereof will be the beighrh of #hbe Pole above the Horizon ; which is al- 
ways equal to the Latitude of the place. The Southern Pole and its Circle: are called - 
SANT Pvle, and the Antar#ick Circle, from their diamecrical oppoſition co the 

orthern ; and both are diſtant from each'other the ſpace of one hundred and eighty 


Degrees. . 


Theſe Tropical and Polar Circles together, divide the World into five Tra#s, called 
by 'the Greeks Tara: becauſe they ſeem to begird it round like ſo many broad Belts. 
Phage is a Latin Name tor them in Ovid, where they are all thus deſcribed. £

He attributes the 'Zozes to the Divifions upon the Heayens, and the Plagz to thoſe 
upon. the Earth: in which ſenſe che latter will be: ſaid to be i» ſuch a Zone, when 
they are under ſuch a Zone. -But otherwiſe” it is concluded, that the Zones begird the 
whole World; and the Divifions that they form upon the Heavens are as ſo many 
Plage there too. Dextra, and Siniffra 1 the Deſcription beſpeak fr to be a Poet's: 
to whom the North is the Right Hand, and' the South the Left, ſuppoſing that they 
ſtand with their Faces to the Weſt, they fing ſo much of the Fortunate I{Jands. But 
non. eſt habitabils, ef 15 ſpoken according to !the ancient Geography : when neither 
the Torrid nor the Frigid Zones were thought capable to be dwelc in, for the exceflive 


Heat of the one, and the exceflive Cold and Darkneſs of the other. Which is an 
Error, that hath been perfealy reified in 'the Improvements of Men and Times 


fince. For now we know, not only of great and divers inhabitgd Countries. within 
the Frigid Zones ; where the continuance of the Sun above the Horizon from one to 
ſix monchs together contributes to diſpel” 'their Cold, and to attone in ſome conf1-' 


. derable meaſure for. the-condition of, their dark Months; but that within the Torrid 


one alſo, and under the very Line, there lie many'excellent, well-peopled, and fruic- 


” ful both Continents. and: Hlands : whoſe Heat is extraordinarily moderated by their 


Rains, which. are frequent ;_ their Winds, which are brisk and conſtant; and their 
Nights, which” are* twelve hours long continually.

later Ages been travelled and navigated all over. And in the other our Mariners have 
arrived as far as to eighty two degrees of Latirude, if not much further, when they 
have ſought for a North Pafſage from about the Pole into Chink. With Grotnlond par- 
ticularly, whoſe moſt Southern Cape wants but half & degree of the 2r@ick Circle, 
from whence they have diſcovered it to the Laticude of 98; and with [eland, which 
lies in the Latitude of 57, being half a &gree beyond the Ariick Circle, the European 
Merchants and Marmmers maintain a great and conſtaht Commerce. Therefore the 
Frigid Zones are thoſe two in the Northern and the Southern Hemilpheres, that are in- 
cloſed berwixt the Polar Circles and the Poles: each of the extent of twenty three 
degrees and a half: che Inhabitanes whereof are the Periſcii The Tewiperatt Zones arc 
thoſe two- incloſed betwixe the Polar Circles and the Tropicks in either Hemiſphere: 
which are each of the extent of forty _ three degrees; ahd their Inhabitants, the Here- 
roſcii, The Torrid Zone 15 that that lies beewixe the ewo Tropicks; half in _ Hemi- 
ſphere, and half in che other ; being equally divided by the <£quater, which croſſes it 
at the diſtance of twenty three degrees and a half from either Tropick + fo that the 
whole is of the extent of forty ſeven degrees: and the Inhabitants of this are the 
Amphiſcii. | 


As the Zones let us know the Temperament of all the P/4ge actworic to them (;,.. 
upon the Earth, as to Heat ahd Cold ; ſo the Climes into which the Zones are ſubdivided, ,1d Pa 
and the Parallels into which the Climes are fiibdivided, let us know in Every Plaga and ralels. 
every part thereof their condition as to Days and Nights: 'Thers afs iti all from the «4. 

quator to either of the Poles, thirty Climis, arid fixty Parallels: which with the longeſt 

Days that they ſer out in every Latitude from their beginning te their end, and the 
Extent of each Clime in Degrees and Minutes of Latitude, are thus deſdribed in a 
Table, beginning from the <Aiquator. : | | | 
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Excepting in the laſt Cl;me, which is included in a fingle Parallel whoſe Term and 
Center is the Pole, two Parallels throughout this Table anſwer to a Clime: and every 
Parallel, beginning from the Aquator, increaſes the day the length of fifteen Mi- 
nutes: andevery Clime increaſes the day the length of thirty minutes: till from un- ' 
der the Equator, where the days and' nights are equally always of twelve hours, you 
come to the two Polar Circles in the twenty fourth Clime, and the Latitude of {1xty 
lx degrees, thirty one minutes, where the Frigid Zones are begun : and there the day 
is an entire Revolution of the Sun about the World of twenty four hours: in- 
creaſing afterwards the further that you go on towards the Pole, firſt by what to us 
are whole Days, then Weeks, then Months, from one month to fix months ; ſo as un- 
der the Pole; the whole year is abſorpr in one Artificial Day, and one Artificial Night. 
This Alteration is wrought in the Compals of fix Climes ; and twenty three Degrees 
and a half of Latitude from either Pole. Every Parallel to thoſe fix 'Climes __

the length of the day a fortnight: and every Clime increaſes it a month. Therefore 
thoſe fix Climes are called Monrbly Climes, in diſtintion from the twenty four ante- 
cedent which are all Heorary : and there 15 this difference beſides betwixt the one and 
the other ; that the Horary Climes and Parallels extend-to a greater ſpace of Earth and 
more degrees of Latitude, the nearer that they approach to the <AEquator : but the 
monthly Climes and Parallels extend to a greater ſpace of Earth and to more de- 
grees of Latitude, the nearer that they approach to the Poles : and the firſt diminiſh of 
that ſpace, as they proceed more North : the ſecond increaſe in it, as they proceed more 
North. They both extend the length of the days, as they proceed more North, and ſhorten 
it as they proceed more South : bur the firſt does ic by ſmall ſteps, the ſecond by vaſt leaps. 
The firſt what they add to the day, ſubſtra& from the Night, and ſubſtra& from the 
day, what they add to the night: ſo as they involve both day and night in the compaſs 
of twenty four hours: and che Sun's diurnal motion from Eaſt co Eaſt till meaſures out 
the ſame Natural day to them. But whilſt in that motion he ſurrounds the World a 
hundred times, he neither once riſes nor ſets to a' half of the other; and the year to 
the laft is but a Natural Day. A membly Clime then is a ſpace of the Earth, contained 


berwixt two of the Parallel Circles; where the longeſt day in that part of it which 1s 
towards the Xquator, is ſhorter by a month than it is in the other part of it which is 


towards the Poles A Horary Clime is a ſpace of the Earth, contained betwixt two of 
the ſame Parallels, where the longeſt day in that part of it which 1s'rowards the #- 

uator, is ſhorter by thirty minutes than it is in the other part of it which'ts towards 
the Poles. The immediate uſe whereof 1s to mark out the inequality of the 
days and nights throughout all Countries: where knowing the length of the longeſt 
day, and ſubſtrating twelve from it, if you double the Remainder, by reducing the 
Hours into. Half-hours, it ſhews on the other hand what Horaery Clime and Parallel 
that Country is in. As becauſe in England the longeſt day is ſixteen hours and a 
half, therefore reducing the Remainder From twelve into Half-hours, it is in theninth 
Clime, and the eighteenth Parallel. In the next place they ſerve to diſtinguiſh notonly 
the Situation, but the Nature and Qualities of Countries and their Inhabitants in ſome 
meaſure from one another. For it 15s obſerved, that Men ſtrangely differ from one 
another in the Aﬀections and Tempers of the Mind,and ſomething 1n the faſhion of their 
very perſons, according to the Countries where they are born: where 1imbibing toge- 
ther with their Mother's Milk the Influences of the Soil, the Air, and the Heavens, 
and being ſtill moulded and formed from their tendereft years ſuitably to the Impreſ- 
fions of the ſame, where-ever they go afterwards, they carry a touch of the Cask with 
them, as long as they live. And that this much proceeds from the power of the 
Qualities of the Clime, it 1s ſo' true, that when Countries by the Forcunes of the 
Times have loſt and changed their old Inhabitants, and have been repeopled by Colo- 
nies of new from other parts, the poſterity of thoſe new Colonies ſhall ſucceed to the 
Diſpoſitions and fimilitude of the old, as they have done to their Habitations, as much 


| as if the one was entailed upon the other. - Ut ſunt Gallorum ſubita ingenia, 1s an; Ex- 


preflion which will not be diſowned by the French now, tho Cz/ar ules it of the an- 
cient Gauls, And the Opprobrium 1s as little 1n Germany, diem nottemque continuare po- 
tando ; de jungends affinitatibums, de bello denique & pace in convivia conſulrare, as 1t was to 
thoſe ancient Germans in tae time of Tacitwm. Yet France lince Ceſar, and Germany 
fince Tacitzs, have been peopled by other Nations over and over.

Climes : and all Climes can no more produce them, than they do Gold and Jaſpars.

the Sun at high Noon without any difficulty; for his height then above che Horizon 
being the very height of the Aquator above the ſame, and found upon the Quadrant, 
and ſubdued from 90, the Remainder is the Latitude required: Becauſe the heig he of 
the equator is always equal to the Complement of that Latitude to 90. It 15 taken by 
the Meridian Sun at any time of the year whatſoever, if you firſt know the dj 
ſtance of the Parallel from the Aquator in which he moves. For that diſtance being 
either added to or ſubſtracted from his Meridional Altitude, according as he is either 
below or above the Xquator, makes the caſe the ſame with the height of the Xqua- 
tor, and then the Operation is the ſame as tefore. It is taken in the nighe by the Ele- 
vation of the Pol-tar, or any other that never ſets like it. For the beight of the Pole is 
always equal tothe Latitude of the place. It is taken upon the Globe, by curning the 
place propoſed to the Meridian only, where the degree of Latitude is ſer off to the 


Hand. | | 


The Longitude of a place is the diſtance of the Meridien of it from the Great Meri- 


dian, to be computed through the degrees of the Xquator from the firſt to the three 
hundred and fixtieth. Or, the Arch of the Fquator which 1s contained betwixt the 
place propoſed and the Great Meridian. There are Methods of taking it from the 
Moon's Entrance inta the Eeliptick every Fortnight ; the Appulſe of the Afoon to any of 
the fixed Stars, to be obſerved at all times but about the New Moon ; the ConjunRions, 
Oppolitions, and Eclipſes of Fupiter's four Satellites , which move ſwiftly about the 
Body of Fupiter, and have no conſiderable Parallax: But thele Methods are difficult, 
and ſubje& to Miſtakes and Inconveniences when all is done. And as for all the reft 
of the Planets but the deer, they are fo flow in their motions, that the quickeſt of 
them ſeems ta us to continue an- half hour together in the ſame Point. Which ren- 
ders their Appearances unſerviceable to take a Longitude by : becauſe a Longirnde, if 
poſlible, ought to- be computed to a minute : but computing it from a Star, that 
ſeems to continue fo l6sng together in the ſame Point, it may occaſion the miſtake of 
ſeyen or eight degrees. Therefore hitherto it hath been generally uſed to determine 
the Longitudes'of Places from the Beginnings, the Mediums, and the Ends of the Eclipſes 
efthe Sun and Moon,and eſpecially the Moon. Which 1s done by obſerving upon the place 
propoſed, the exact moment,that they appear to happen rhere : comparing it with the time, 
that the ſame appearance, whether the beginning ,middle, or end of the Eclipſe, was exact- 
ly obſerved to happen elſewhere. For the difference of the time that the ſame appear- 
ance happened in one place ſooner or Jater than the other, allowing fifteen degrees 
eo an hour, and fifteen minutes of a degree for a minute of an hour, reſolves the 
difference that there. is in the Longitudes of thoſe two places., As becauſe the ſame 
Eclipſe was obſerved at London at twelve a Clock, which began not at Brandenburg till 
one, therefore there is fifteen degrees difference in the Longitudes of Brandewburgh and 
London ; and the exceſs is, where the appearance laſt happened, to Brandenburgh. But 


if it is obſerved, that the ſame appearance happened at places at the ſame moment, 


the Longizudes and the Meridions of one and theother are the ſame alſa. Upon a Globe, 
the Longitude of a place is taken by turning it to the Meridien, and marking in 
what degree of the XAquatoc the Meridian crofeth it; for that degree is its Low-

Aa, a ſmall River in the Canton of Bern in Suit- 
zerland, called by the Inhabitants des Arquebuſades, 
from the virtue it has for curing Wounds made by Gun- 
ſhot. 
Aa, another River in the Territory of Bo/ogne, 
called alſo Agnzo and Enneno, diſemboguing it ſelf 
into the Sea at Gravelime. | 

Aade, a ſmall River of Brabant which runs not 
far from Borſleduc. 

Jahuis, a ſmall Town in the Biſhoprick of Munſter, 
fituate on the River Aa, from whence it hathits Name. 

Jar, Arola, the principal River in Suztzerland, 
it ſprings from S. Gothards Hill near the Head of 
the Rhoſne, and being increaſed with many Rivers, 
falls into the Rhine at 'Waldſhut, one of the Foreſt 
Towns. Thereare two other little Rivers in Germany 
thus called. 

FJarbourg, or' Aarberg, a pleaſant little Town 1n 
Suitzeriand, tull of wealthy Tradeſmen, tempted to 
fix their Habitations there by the Pleaſantneſs of the 
Situation, and the frequent Marts there holden. 

AIba, a Town in Arab:a Felix, according to mo- 
dern Geographers. $ Alſoa Mountain-in the Contines 
of the Greater Armenia, at the foot whereof ariſes 
the River Euphrates. $ ATown inPhecis in Greece, 
which gave the Surname Abeus to: Apollo, who had 
a Temple there. Being burnt by Xerxes, the Inha- 
bitants retired into the Ile of *Negropone, formerly 
Eubea; from them at that time called Abantzs, 
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Ibacares, a People in the South of America up- 
on the River Madera. 

Ibahius, Abahuis and Abanhs, diflerent Names 
of the River Nzle. 

Ibatmbe, Abaibe, Abibe ; Abaibe, a Ridge of 
Mountains in Peru, in the Province of Carthagene 
near the Gulf of Uraba. 

Ibanbo, a River of Erhropia, it falls into the - 
Nile a little above Meroe, it is ſuppoſed to be Ptolo- 
my's Aſt apus. 

Ibancay, a River riſing in the Mountains of Andes 
in Peru, and after having waſhed a Town of the ſame 
Name with it ſelf, falling into the River Maragnon in 
the Province of Lima. 

Ibano, in Latin 4ponus, a Village in the Territo- 
ries of Padua, ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Birth-Place 
of Titus Livins, antiently famous for its Baths. 

Ibantes, the Inhabitants of 4bg. See Aba, 

Ibanwiwar, a County of er Hungary up- 
on the Tibiſcus, the Capital of wii is Caſcharo ; it is 
called by the Germans Abaviwar. 

Abara or Abaraner, a City upon the River A!:n- 
geac in Arnienia Major. The Arch-Biſhop of Naſ- 
/ivan frequently makes it his place of Refidence. 

Jbarays and Aboraas, a Town in Guinea, upon 
the River Volta, about twenty five Leagues from the 


Sea. 

Abarim, a Ridge of Mountains in the Rocky Ara- 
bia, of which Mount Nebo and Mount Piſgah, men- 
tion'd in Scripture, are parts. 5 

Jbarimon, a Country in Scythia, at the foot ct 
the Mountain ſmaus. | 

Jbafles or Abcaſſes, a People of Mount Caucaſus, 
bordering on. Mengrelza, well-ſhap'd and vigorous. 
They cheriſh Cuſtoms much diftcring from the People 
of other Countries. . 

Ibbefozt, a Town in Norwey with a good Port, 
in the Government of Aggerhuzs, about 20 Leagues 
from 4nſlo, and 25 or 3o from Srafariger. 

Abbeville, a City of the County of Porrien in 
Picardy, upon the River Somme it 1s well fortified, 
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large and beautiful, and lies 34 Leagues from Parts 
to the North. It belonged heretofore to the Abby of 
S. Riquer, and from thence had its Name. 

FIbdera, an antient City of Fhrace, famous, among 
other things, for the Madneſs of the Inhabitants. Ot 
latter days it was calld C/azomene, then Poiyſtz/e or 
Aſtrizze, and at this time Aſperoſa. | | 

Ibenſperg, alittle Town of Bavaria three German 
Miles from Ratzsbon, and one from the Danube. It 
gave Birth and Surname to Foaxres Aventinus a 
Learned Hiſtorian, who wrote Annals of his Country 
from the Flood to 1460. in Ten Books, ;

Ibcrfraw, Gadiva, a Town in the Iſle of Angleſey, 
the Royal Seat of eleven Kings of North-Wales, where- 
of Amirawd the firſt began his Reign there, A. C. 
877. and L/:wellin the laſt of all the Brattiſh Kings 
was flain in Battel, Ann. Chr. 1282. Long. 15: 20. 
Lat. 53.10. 

Abergavennp, in Latin Gobannium, a Town in 
the County of Monmouth in Wales : It belonged to 
the Silures when the Romans conquered them ; it 1s 
fortified with a Wall and Caſtle, and ſeated where the 
Urke and Gevenny meet. -It was erected into a Baro- 
ny, Which in 1685. was poſſefled by George New, 
Lord Abergavenny, firlt Baron of England. 

4 bernethp, a Town on the River Tay in Strathern 
in Scetl/and, anciently the Seat of the Kings of the Pz&s, 
and fince a Biſhops Sea, is now removed to S. Andrews, 
where we Thall ſpeak further of it. | 

Abta and Abiamu, a great River in Jagathay, 
coming into- the Caſpian-Sea on the Eaſt fide; the 
Oxus of the Antients. The former Name denoting 
the upper part, and the latter the lower part thereof. 

Abilene, a Territory of Fudea, ſo named from 
Abila the chief Town thereof, the Tetrarchate of £ y- 

ſanias, mentioned Luke ni. 1. 

Abington, a Corporation in Barkſh:re, on the 
Thames, between Oxford and Wallingford, gariſon'd 
for the Parliament againſt Charles the Firſt, in 1644. 
which proved a great Inconvernence to that Prince. 
It ſtands ahout 5 Miles South of Oxford. The Right 
Honorable FamesBrrtie was created Earl of this place 
November 30. 1682. by Charles II. 

Ibiflinia, ſee Ethz0pra. 

Ibtz, Jatrus, I{char, a ſmall River of Bulgaria 
which talls into the Danzbe a little below Nzcopolzs. 

Ablon, alittke Town with a Caſtle, about 3 Leagues 
from Paris, where the Proteſtants were for ſome. time 
allow'd the Exercife of their Religion, till they had a 
Church at Charenton.

Ibo, the Capital City of Finland, under the Arc 
Biſhop of Tpſa/, upon the River Avraroks in South 
Finland, near the Shoars of the Balzick Sea, 25 Ger- 

man Miles from Reve! to the North-Welt, and 31 from 
Stockholme to the North-Eaſt. Longtt. 45. Latit.63. 
This City was well mgh burnt to the ground in 1678. 

Ibocharana, a Town in Arabra the Happy, fituate 
on a ligh Mountain, the Paſſage to which 1s for feven 
Miles fo ſtrait, that not above two Men can go-abreſt. 
Here the Grand Seignior keeps his Treaſure. | 

AIto2as, or Chaborras, a River in Meſopotamia, 
femetimes call'd Giulap. 

 bozigines, were the moſt antient People of La- 
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tium, the Seat of the firſt Original Romans ; they are 
mentioned by Tacitus Annal. 11. as one of the tirit 
Nations in Italy which received Letters from Evander 
the Arcadian. They are ſuppoſed to have been the 
firſt People which entred 1raly after the Flood. The 
Word is generally uſed to fignifte the firſt Inhabitants 
of any Country, of whoſe Original no-account can be 
g1ven. 

Abop, a Market Town in Eaſt Meath, in the King - 
dom of Ireland. 

Abzener, a City of Armenia the Greater. See 
Abara. 

Abzeojos, otherwiſe Baxos de Babueca ; certain 
Rocks near the Iſland of H:ſpanzola, fo called by the 
Spamards becauſe of the great danger of them : their 
Name fignifying Open your Eyes. 

Fbzolhos, a litte Iſle with « Ridge of Rocks near 
the Shore of Braſil, for the ſame reaſon thus call'd by 
the Portugueſe as thoſe aforenam'd by the Spaniards. 

Ibzue banya, Aurartarum, a Town in Tranſ)/- 
VAania. 

Fb211330, called by the Romans Aprutium, is a 
Province of the Kingdom of Naples ; it is bounded 
on the Eaſt with Apulia, now Puglia, on the Weſt 
with Marca Anconitana, on the North with the Adria- 
tick Sea, and on the South with the Apennine; it 
was anciently the Seat of the Pzceni, and the Sam- 
nites, which Jatter People by their Valor put the con- 
quering Romans to the laft refuge of chuling a Di&a- 
tor four times, and afforded them the Honor of XXX. 
Triumphs. Their laft was in 481. year of Rome, 270 
years before our Saviours Birth : This is one of the 
greateſt, richeſt, and beſt peopled parts of the King-

20n, and the Temple of Ofirzs, ſo much celebrated 
in the ancient Poetry, and Mythick Hiſtory. Long.

Ibpdos, a Fortreſs in Aſia oppoſite to Seſtos in 
Europe on the Helleſpont, both which are now called 
the Dardanells ; made famous by the Love of Hero 
and Leander, and by the vaſt Bridge here laid croſs 
the Sea by Xerxes. 

AIbyla, a Mountain in Afric, anſwering to Calpe 
another Mountain in Spazz on the European fide of 
the Streight of Gibraltar ; they are uſually call'd Here 
cules Pillars, becauſe they were the bounds of his Tra- 
vels Wettwad.

Ichem, a very large City, the Capital of a King- 
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dom of the ſame Name in the North part of Sumazra, 
in the Eaſt-Indies. The King of this City is in league 
with the Dutch, who export from hence many rich 
Commodities, and much Pepper. 

Icheron, a River in Epzrus, rifing in the Marſh 
Acheruſia, and having receiv'd ſeveral leſſer Rivers in 
its paſlage falling into the Sinus Ambraczus in the 
Adriatic Sea. Now called Velichs and Verlichs. 
S Another River in Calabria, now nam'd Baſſento, 
Sanuto, or Campagnano 7ccording to ſeveral Authors. 

Icheruſia, the name of ſeveral Loughs or Marſhes; 
one in Epirus aforenam'd. $ Another in /&gype. 
whereinto the Inhabitants were wont to put the dead 
Corps of their Friends in order to be tranſported to 
the contrary ſhore by a Ferryman there plying, in the 
language of the place call'd Charon. Hence many 
Fables. $ Another in Campanta, between Capua and 
Baiz, now nam'd Lago di Colluccia: ; 

Achiliea, otherwiſe Achills curſus, Hegu©- Ayia 
a«G-, a Peninſula near the Mouth of the River g0- 
ryſthenes.

Achlar, Arax#, a famed River of Armenia Ma- 
jor, it is called in the latter Maps Aras, by others 
Caracz, by the Perſians Araſs : Its ancient Name 1s 
fetched from the violence of its Stream. The Foun- 
tains of this River are within 16 Miles of the Foun- 
tains of the Euphrates. And it divides Armenia from 
Media Atropatia, and falls into the Caſpian Sea. Buf-

Achzida, Achris, Achridius, Adirida, by the Turks 
called Giuſtandil, Fuſtinian the Emperor being born 
here, rebuilt it, and called it Juſtznzana, and made it 
the Metropolis of Macedonia, in which it tans, and 
of Bulgaria; it is ſtill a ftrong and populous City go- 
verned by a Sangiack, it is ſituated near the Lake of 
Lychnidum. It has been in the Turks hands 200 years. 

Achterwaldt, $:/va Arduenna, a famous Wood, 
that heretofore extended very near the whole breadth 
of Germany- 

Ichpz, a City of Poland in the Palatinate of 
Kjovia, upon the River Vorsk/o towards the borders 
of Moſcovia: It has a Caſtle and is well fortified ; 
ſome few years fince it has been in the hands of the 
Moſcovites. It ſtands 25 Polonian Miles beyond the 
Boryſthenes. TE 
- Actaponda, a Town of the Zaſt-Indzes, in the 
confines of the Bay of Bengala, and of the Kingdom 
of Pegu : it has a Harbor belonging to it. ; 

Acterno, a ſmall Epiſcopal City in the Citerior 
Prancipate, under the Archbiſhop of Salerno, from 
whence it is diſtant 25 Miles to the South-Eaſt. 

Acojokrlu, Armenia Minor. 

XIcqs, commonly Dax, Aque Auguſte, called 
heretofore Taſta alſo, is an Epiſcopal City of Gaſ- 
coigne, under the Archbiſhop of Euſe, in Aquitarn 
in France; upon the River Dour, or Adour, which 
falls into the Aquitain Sea at Bajomme. This City hag 
Baths in it, and is diſtant about five Miles from the 
Ocean, and about ten from Bajonne to the South-

Acquapendente, a City in S. Peter's Patrimony, 
ſeated on a riſing ground by the River Pelza ; aboun- 
ding in Waters, from whence it has its name.

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Acqui, Aquz Statielle, a City of Liguria, inthe

biſhop of Mslan : it lies upon the River Bormia to- 
wards the Apennine, about 16 Miles from Aſta, to 
the North Eaſt. Here are ſeveral hot Baths, to which 
there is great reſort of People. This City ſuffered 
much damage in the laſt Ita/zan Wars. 

Icla, a Lake in Bithynia, and a River of theſame 
name. | 
Iclar, Acſerai, Ain-zarba, Anazarbus, A City of 
C:licia, heretofore an Archbiſhops See under the Pa- 
triarch of Antioch; now ruined by the Turks : it is 
18 Miles diſtant from Fl/aviada towards the Eaſt, up- 
on the River Pyramuw. Long. 64. 20. Lat. 38. 50. 
Dioſcorides was born here., a famous Phyſician in 
Nero's times 3 who wrote ſeyeral things which are ſtill 
extant. 

Fctium, a moſt celebrated Promontory with a City 
of the ſame name in Epirus. It was here that Augu- 
ſius overthrew Marc Anthony and Cleopatra in the 
year of Rome 722 or 23, about 3o years before the 
coming of our Saviour. Apollo had a magnificent 
Temple dedicated to him, and Games every tive years 
were celebrated in his honour in this City after the 
manner of the O/ympicks. Strabo gives us a particu- 
lar deſcription of all that Auguſtus did to it, to eter- 
nalize the memory of his Victory. He reedified the 
Temple of Apollo, revived the Games, and called the 
City Necopols to carry the remembrance of his Vi- 
Ctory in 1ts very name. The Promontory is now 
call'd, Trigalo. See Trigalo. 

Iczud, Aczudia, a ſmall Town in Moldavia up- 
on the River M:{ſovo above Breſlat. 

Adamah or Admah, mention'd Gen. 10. 19. One 
of the Cities of the Plain that God deſtroy'd by tire 
trom Heaven with Sodom and Gomorrha. 

Adavot, a People of Guinea in Africa. 

Adda, Addua, a River that parts the Dukedom of 
Milan from the State of Venice, it ariſeth in the 
Alpes, and falls into the Po, 6 Miles above Cremona 
towards Placentia, alſo the name of a Country in the 
Mszlaneſe betwixt this River and Ser:o ; memorable 
for the Victory obtained by Lews XIL of France 
over the Venetzans May. 14+ 1509. 

Idea, a Kingdom of Ethiopia in Africa, exten- 
ded upon the Eaftern Ocean at the entrance of the 
Red Sea : It was once under the Kings of /£thiop:a, 
but has now a King who doth not depend upon them. 
Magadoxo, the Capital of this Kingdom and a Sea- 
Port, 1s become a ſeparate Kingdom alſo ; it lies in 
three degrees of Northern Latitude. 

Idegele, Chryſorrhoas, a River of Damaſcus, in 
Scripture called Phaypar : it flows through Damaſcus 
and its fields, where 1t is loſt and never reacheth the 


Sea : its Fountains are in Libanus. This is one of 


the Rivers mentioned by Naaman the Syrian, 2 King. 
5. as better than all the Waters of Iſrael. 

Idel, a ſmall Kingdom in Africa at the mouth of 
the Red Sea, heretofore called Azania ; with a City 
and a River of the ſame name. 

Adellperg, Poſtonia, Piſtonia, a Town in Cro- 
atia. | 

Aden, a very ſtrong Town in Arabia Fzlix, at 
the Foot of the Mountains not far from the Mouth 
of the Red Sea. It has a very large Sea-Port, and is 
alſo the head of a Kingdom of the fame name. The 
Turks in 1538. took this Town and hang'd up their 
King, but not long after the Inhabitants revolted and 
put themſelves under the Protection of the King of 
Mocha, and expelled the Turks again. This Country 
was known to the Romans by the name of Adana. who 
had here a great Trade. $ Alſo a Mountain in the King- 
dom of Fez, remarkable for Mines of Silver. $ There 
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is a City of the ſame name in C:/zc:4, which 1s an 
Archbiſhoprick under the Patriarch of Antzoch, upon 
the River Malmiſtra or Piramus, and often mention'd 
by the antient Geographers. 

Ider, or Eder, a Tower within a Mile of Bethle- 
hem, (aid to be built by the Patriarch Facob and that 
here the Shepherds were advertiſed by Angels of the 
Birth of our Saviour. 

FIderbozn, a ſmall Town in Pomerania upon the 
Oder, a little above Sreein, belonging to the Swedes. 

Iderburg, a ſmall Town .in the Electorate of 
Brandenbourg upon the Oder. 

JIdtabene, a Province of the antient Aſr:ia which 
for ſome time was itſelf a Kingdom ; now called Bo- 
lan, or according to others Meſere and Sarca, Tts 
two Rivers, Adiabas and Diabas, are tmention'd by 
A. Marcellinus. 

Admiratti, a River of S:icis/y. Whether this or Ba- 
jaria be the Eleutherus of the Antients 1s a diſpute 
amongſt Geographers. T 

Idon, a ſmall River of Bretagne in France, which 
falls into the V:larne. 

Adonis, a River of Phenicia in Syr:a, ariſfin 
near to Mount Libanus and dividing the Kingdom _ 
Patriarchate of Feruſalem from Trzpols and the Patri- 
archate of Antioch, falls into the Mediterranean near 
Gibel. 

Idonr, a River of Aquitain, vide Dour. 

Adza, a ſmall Sca-Coaft Town in the Kingdom of 
Granada in Spain, with a Port and a ſtrong Caltle: 
i ſtands upon the Mediterranean Sea, 9 Leagues to 
the Welt of Almeria, which has robb'd it of the 
Biſhops Sea, heretofore belonging to it.

See in Arabia, mention'd coriuptly by the name of 
SedSetoy for Aſegey in the 16th. Seflion of the 
Council of Chalcedon. 

Adzaſte, a Territory, and an ancient City in My/a, 
famous heretofore for a Temple dedicated to Nemeſis. 

Adzta, Atri, Hadria, a City, and an Epiſcopal 
See under the Archbiſhop of Ravenna, - in the Pole- 
ſine, in the States of Yenice ; little inhabited. Some 
believe the Adriatique Ocean, which we now call the 
Gulph of YVemvce, derived its Name from hence. 

Adztanople, Uſcudama, Oreſta, is a City in the 
midſt of Thrace, taken by: Bajazet in 1362. after 
which it became the Seat of their Empire till the take- 
ing of purer why An. 1403. This City was re- 
built by Hadrian the Roman Emperor, from whom 
it has its Name, but is now called by the Turks End- 
rem, by the French Adrianople, It isan Archbiſhops 
See, under the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, and is di- 
ſtant from it 150 Miles Weſt, being ſeated upon the 
River Mariza, (Hebrus.) The late Noted Emperor 
of the Turks for the moſt part refided in it ; he 
hating Conſtantinople, and loving Hunting. 

Adzinza, the preſent Name of Af7ia, once the 
Miſtris of the World. 

Id;obe, a River of that part of the Aſian Tartary, 
which is ſubje&t to the Moſcovites : it falls into the 
Folga beneath Cazan. 

Adzumete, the ſame with Mabometa. 

Adula, the Name of a part of the Alpes from 
S. Gothard. | 

Iduliten, Adulis, an antient City in Africa upon 
the red Sea, now called Ercoco. 

Adpzmachides, an antient People of, Libya towards 
Egypt. Their Daughters, newly married, were pre- 
_ to their King, who had a right to uſe or refuſe 
theme 
Aethiopia, is about one half of Africa : it is di- 
vided into two''parts, the Upper and the Lower. The 


Upper is bounded on the North by Egype and Libys, 
on the Welt by the Lower &:h1iopia, as alſo on the 
South ; on the Eaſt it is bounded by the Red Sea, 
and the Arabian and Barbarian Bays : it contains Nn- - 
bia, Abiſſinia, the Kingdoms of Muaci, Macvci, and 
Zanguebar, &c. 

The Lower :hiopia is bounded oh the North by 
Libya, on the Eaſt by the Upper Ethiopia, on the 
Welt and South by the /£rh:opian Ocean : It contains 
the Kingdoms of Monemotapa and Monemngs, the 
Weltern 4E:hiopians, which are divided into the King- 
doms of Congi, Loangi, and Angola, &c. This more 
Southern Part of Africa, which was little known to 
the Ancients, was found out by the Poreupals. 

Afkerat, The preſent Name of Euphrates, one of 
the moſt celebrated Rivers in the World : called by 
the Arab:ans Frat ; it ſpringeth from the Mountains 
of 4rmenia Major, and running to the Weſt receives 
the Harpage and Arſametes ; then it bends to the 
South, and divides the greater Armenia from the leſſer. 
Then it waſheth Meſopotamia on the Weſt and South, 
and divides it from Syria, and Arabia Deſerta ; and 
at Creſiphon, it runs into the Tigris, with which it 
falls into the Perſian Gulph beneath Teredon and 
Palſera. 

Afra, a ſtrong Caſtle upon the Frontiers of Zaa- 
ra in Africa{;and ſtands divided into Egypr, Barbary, 
Biledulgerid or Numidia, Jaara or Libya, Nigritia 
and Ethiopia. 

I FRJ CA, one of the four principal Parts of the 
Earth, ſo called by the Grecians, becauſe it ſeldom 
feels any Cold : it is bounded on the North -by the 
Mediterranean Sea, on the Weſt and South by the 
Ocean, on the Eaſt by the Arabian Gulphand the Red 
Sea, being only joyned to 4fia by a Neck of Land. It 
was anciently known no farther South than to the 
Mountains of the Moon, till the Portugueſes of late 
diſcovered the Southern Parts. The inland parts of it 
are generally barren, and almoſt Deſert by reaſon of 
the Sands, and venomous Creatures, and want of Wa. 
ter: it is almoſt twice as big as Europe, + + (140195 ye

a Town and Port in Barbary in the Kingdom of Tunis, 
20 Leagues from Mahometa.

Name in the Upper /Z:h19p14. 

A gades, a Kingdom with a City of the Name in 
Nigratia in Africa ; tributary to the King of Tombzu:. 

Igan or Pagan, an Iſlet in the Eaſtern Ocean, be- 
twixt Chomocoan and Guagan; where the famous Por- 
tegueze, Magellan, was aflaffinated as he was going 
in ſearch of the Moluccaes. : 

Aganara or Aganagare, a City on this fide the 
Ganges in the Eaſt-Indies, remembred by Prolomy. - 

Iganippe , a Fountain in Bror:a in Greece, cele- 
brated by the antienf Poets. 

Agaoſi, a People in the Kingdom of Bagamedri in 
the Upper Athzopra. | 

The Bgarens or Hagarens, a People of Arabia 
Felix, dekcended trom Agar and Iſmae/, who went 
to war with the Tribes of Ruben, Gad, atid Manaſſe, 
in the time of Saul. Their capital City is called after 
their own Name Agarena or Agranum. When they 
revolted from the Roman Empire under Trajan, that 
Emperor attempted the Reduction: of them without 
ſucceſs : and fince Mahomet was born amongſt them, 
they have been of his Religion. 

Igarus; Sagaris, a River of the European Sar- 
matia, which falls into the Danube ini Moldavia, now 
call'd Srirer, according to Ortelius. a 

Agathyzle, Agatyrium, Agathyrna, an antient Ci- 
ty and Promontory in Sicily. ' The Promontory is the 
ſame with that they now call Cape d' Orlando. |

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I gathyzſes, an antient People of Secythra, ap- 
plauded by. Hiſtorians' for their Hoſpitality to one 
another.

It is a fine and well built place ; feated at the mouth of 
the River Eraud, which there falls into the Meaztcr- 
ranean Sea. 

Agdus, a famous Rock upon the Frontiers of 
Phrygia in Aſia Minor. | x: 

gen, a City and Biſhoprick 1n Guzenne 1n France, 
under the Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux, and the Capital 
of the County of Agennois, which gives the Title of an 
Earl. It ſtands upon the Garonne, where 1t receives 
on the oppoſite ſide the River L'Egers. It 1s large, 
beautiful, and one of the beſt Cities of Aquitarn, be- 
ing alſo the Birth-place of Foſeph Scaliger ; about 
15 Leagues from Beurdeaux to the North-Eaſt. 

Aggerhuis, a Province of Norway, fo called from 
a Caitle in it. It is bounded on the Eaſt with the King- 
dom of Sweden, on the South with the Sound, on the 
Weſt with the County of Bergen, and on the North 
with that of Drontheim, from which laſt it 1s ſepa. 
rated by the Mountain Sevone. It reacheth in length 
from the North to the South 240 Miles. The chief 
Cities of it are An/loga, Fredericſtad, Saltzbeg, and 
ar ih The whole of it is under the King of Den- 
mark. \ 

Agion Dzos, Athos, a Mountain in Macedonia, 
in the Province of Fambolz, call'd by the Italians / 
Monte Santo, by the Greeks az0ov Or, the Holy 
Mount. It runs into the Agean Sea, like a Peninſu- 
la; it is joyned to the Continent by a Neck of Land, 
of an 1:alian Mile and half, which Herodotus faith, 
was cut through by Xerxes. It is 9o Miles in com- 
paſs, called by the Turks Scididag and Monaſtir, by 
reaſon of the vaſt numbers of Monafteries in it, being 
about 24 Cloiſters of Caloirs, or Greek Monks, the 
chief of which are Garopedos, and Agias Laura, in 
which two are 6co Monks, in all 5000. Moſt of theſe 
Nonaſterics are fortified to ſecure them from Pirats. 
From hence the Patriarch of ©, onri0u" 26 fetches 
molt of the Biſhops he needs for his Patriarchate, it be- 
ing now the School or Univerſity of all Greece, the 
Monks are all of the Order of S. Baſil. This Moun- 
tain lies between the Bay of S:rymon on the North, 
and that of $:ngo to the South. 

Agira, Agurium, Argirium, and Agnina Urbs, 
is a City in Szc:ly near Mount At14. The Birth- 
place 4 Dicdorus Siculus, now called San Philippo 
a” Argirone. 

Agile, a celebrated Caſtle in the Province of Cana- 
v0rs in Savey, which gives a Name to one of the moſt 
1luſtrious Houſes in that Country. 

Agmet, the Emere of Prolomy, an antient City in 
the Province of Marocco, ſometime the Seat of that 
Empire, and very populous and ſtrong, before Ma- 
rocco was built. | 
_ Agmundeſham, a Corporation ſeated upon a ſmall 
River which falls into the 1/is, a little above Uxbridge, 
in the County of Bucks. It ſends two Burgeſſes to 
our Parliament, and is not otherwiſe remarkable to 
my knowledge. It ſtands 9 Miles from Txbridze 
to the North-Weſt, and about 8 from Maidenhead 
to the North-Eaſt. 

AIgnabet or Agnetlin, one of the principal Towns 
of Tranſylvania, ſeated upon the River Harbach, 
which falls into the Alt. In this place Q. 1/abella al- 
ſembled a Diet for the preſervation of her Son, which 
Martinfius diſſolved, and began a War upon his Ma- 
fter; which ended in both their ruins. 

_ Igno, Clanus, a Riverof Campania in Italy, call'd 
afterwards Liris: it rifeth in Mount T:phate, and 
flowing Welt between Ave/la and Nola, entereth 
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Terra ds Lavero, makes the Lake of Linterna. and 
at laſt ends in the Sea of Tuſcany between the Ruins 
of Cuma and the Mouth of the River Voltorno. 

Agnone, a Town in the Province of 4bri7;0 in 
Italy, underſtood by fome to be the antient 49u;lonza. 

Z gobel, a City in the Kingdom of Trem:ſſen in Bar- 
bary, underſtood by fome to be the YViforia of Pro- 
{omy. Alſo another in the Province of Hea in the 
Kingdom of Marocco. 

Agol, a City in the Upper @£rhzopia towards the 
Mountain Amara. 

Agoze, Agorum, a ſmall City upon the River Cer- 
devol in the Dominions of the Republick of Yenzce. 

Agouges or D'Agouges, a ſmall River of Auvergne 
in France, Which talls into the Allier a little above 
San Porzain. ; 

Igouſte, Auz1ſta, a City in Srcily, built by Fre- 
derickthe Emperor in 1229. upon a Peninſula, which 
in the laſt Age was turned into a little Iſle with a 
Bridge to communicate betwixt it and the Continent. 
It has a very large Haven defended by 3 Cittadels to 
the Sea. Taken by the French in 1675. and abandon'd 
by them in 1678. 

A gout, Acutus, a ſinall River in Languedos in 
France, waſhing the two Cities of Caſtres and La- 
vanr, 1t falls into the River Tarne. | 

Agra or Agara, a new City ſeated in a Province 
of the ſame Name in India beyond Ganges: It is the 
Capital of the Moguls Empire, and his reſidence ; a 
rich and beautiful City, built by Ekebar, one of his 
Predeceſſors, in the laſt Age upon the River Gemin:. 
It is of a vaſt circuit, and adorned with a ſtately Pa- 
lace; on the other fide of the River lies another Ci- 
ty called Serandra, which is well built, and but a 
kind of Suburb to Agra. 

Agragas. . See Gergent:. 

Agramont, Agramontium, a Town in Catalonza, 
in the Plain of Vrgel, between Solſona and Lerida. 

Agreable, an 1{land in the Kingdom of Fez, form'd 
by the River Ls/ſe. | 

FIgreda, a ſmall City in the Kingdom of Popayar 
in the South America, belonging to the Spanzards. 
Alſo a Town-in Arragon upon the River Queiles, 
which ſome underſtand to be the Grachurzs, others the

gri or Acri, a River in the Baſilicata in the 
wor pv of Naples. It ariſes at the Apennines, and 
paſfes by Marſico to the Gu/ph of Tarentum. 

Agrta, called by the Germans Erlaw, 1s a little 
but very ſtrong City of the Upper Hungary, upon a 
River of the ſame Name, which falls into the T:b;/- 
cus 12, Miles beneath it. It is a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Gran. This Town was taken by the 
Turks, An. 1596. But after a long Blockade ſurrendred 
to the Chriſtians in 1687, It is 19 Miles diſtant from 
Buda to the North-Eaſt, in the: Confines of Auſtriz. 

Icrimonte, Grumencum, an antient City, and a 
Biſhops See in the Baſil:cata in Naples. The latter. 
has been ſince united to that of Marfito. 

Icriophagos, an antient People towards the Weſt 
of Ethiopia, who lived, fays So/znus, altogether up- 
on the Flefh of Panthers and Lions. 

Agropoli, Acropolis, a Town in the hither Prive 
cipate in the Kingdom of Naples. : 

Igualaa, and Agaa de Moura, two Rivers in Por- 
tugal which fall into the Cadaon in Eſtremadura. 

Agneda, a Town in Portugal, built upon the. 
Ruines of the antient Aminiam. It takes this Name 
from a River which paſles by it. 

Aguer, at City at the foot of Mount Atlas in Africa. 
Taken by the Porrugueze in 1536: 'and ſince retaken 
by an Army of 50000 Moors. 

Agnila, a City in the Province of Hebat in the 
Kingdom of Fez, upon the River D'@rguz/e.

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Iguilard, Agzlarra, a pretty conſiderable Town 
in old Caſtile about 14 Leagues trom Burgos.

Njan, or the Coaſt of Ayan, a Country in /Zthio- 
pia, which hes along the Coaſt of the Sea of Fangue- 
bar, from Magadoxo to the Cape Guardafuy. It con- 
tain3 the Kingdoms of Adea, Adel, &c, 

#jas, a City of Arabia Felix, two days journey 
from Aderi. Thevet calls it Hegias, and makes a 
Kingdom of it. | 

3a330, Ajaccio, Adjacium, Urcinum, an Epiſco- 
p:1 City of Corſica, under the Archbiſhop of Pſa ; on 
the Weltern Shoar ; it has a itrong Caſtle and a large 
Haven, and is a neat and beautiful City, flouriſhing 
now under the Domimon of the Republick of Ge- 
1014; the greateſt part of it is ſurrounded by the Sea, 
and it lies at the foot of the Mountains not above a 
Mile from the Old Adjacium. 

Aichſtadt, Aureatum , as appears by an old In- 
ſcription found there ; a City upon the River Alemul, 
which falls into the Danube between Ingolſtad and 
Ratisbon ; it 1s a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Mogrunce © It lies in the Contines of Bavaria, and the 
Dukedom of Schwaben, and is under the Civil Jurif- 
diction of its Biſhop ; two miles diſtant from Neu- 
burg towards the North, eleven from Ratzsbon to the 
Wett. There is ſome Controverlie amongſt learned 
Men about the old Name of this City. 

Fidinelli, Caria, a Province of the Lefler Aſia; 
it lies right over againit Rhodes, and has had ſeveral 
fine Cities in it, but they are all ruined by the Turks, 


who have been a long time Maſters of this poor Pro- 


vince. 

XA idos, Abydus, a City of the Leſſer Aſia, upon the 
Boſphorus ; diſtant about a Mile and three quarters 
from Seſto, on the Thracian Shoar ; heretofore a Suf- 
fragan See, under the Archbiſhop of Cyzicum, from 
whence it is diſtant 21 Miles to the South ; but now 
the Biſhop of it-is made a Metropolitan. It has a ſtrong 
Cattle, weil fortified by Mahomez II. after he had ta- 
ken Conſtantinople; and it is one of the Dardanels, 
which has ever in it a good Turkzſb Gariſon to defend 
the Paſlage, and ſecure Conſtant:neple. 

Atducal,- A TL 44S, the greateſt Mountain in all 
Africa ; it begins in Mauritania, near the Atlantick 
Ocean, to which it gives Name ; by Cap de Guer, and 
by various windings, it extends it ſelf Eaſtward as far 
as the Deſerts of Barca; raiſing it ſelf out of barren 
Sands, it hides its towring Heal in the Clouds; and 
has vartety of Names. The great height of it-was the 
cauſe the Antiens feign'd 4t/as, (whom they make a 
King) bore the weight of Heaven 'on his Shoulders, 
There 1s another Mountain call'd Atlas Minor, now

Famous heretofore for S. Edith here 
born. The Honourable Robert Bruce, was created 
Earl of this place, on March 8. 1684. It is a Cor- 
poration, and ſends Burgeffes to the Parliament. 

Jillp, a Seigniory in Picardy, whence one of the 
nobleſt and antienteſt Families of that Province, the 
D' 4illyes, receive their Name. 5 

Attzall, an Iſlet, or rather a Shelf upon the Coaſt 
of Scotland towards Galloway.

pagne of the Year 1688. The Imperialifts found 
84 Pieces of Cannon in it, with almoſt an incredible 
quantity of Ammunition and ſmall Arms.

S. Fibans, [ YVerulamium ] is the faireſt and the 
beſt Town in the County of Hereford. It aroſe out 
of the Ruins of Verulam, a Town more ſtrong and 
antient, ſeated on the oppoſite fide of the River Yer. 
This new Town took its Name from one A/ban a 
Citizen of Yerulam, who in the Dzocleſian Perſecu- 
tion, ſuffered Death for the Chriſtiag-Religion, and 
is efteemed the firſt of the Brirsſþ Martyrs. To 
whoſe memory the Britains built a fair Church, 
which being ruin'd in the Wars between them and 
the Saxons, Offa King of the Mercians built: here'a 
Monaſtery to his honor, An. Chr: 795. the Abbot 
of which obtained from Pope Adrian, the Preceden- 
cy of all Enz/iſh Abbots, to which an end was put, 
Dee. 5- 
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Dec. 5 1539. by the ſurrender of the ſaid Abby to 
Hen. VIIT, Near this place Richard Duke of Tork 
overthrew Henry VI. and took him Priſoner. Ano 
Dom. 1 45s. who four Years after was reitored to his 
liberty again, by a Victory obtained here too. This 
Town had the Honor of an Eartdom beſtowed upon tt 
by Charles HI. April 27. 1660. 1n the perſon of Henry 
Fermin, then Baron of S. Edmondsbury in Suffolk 
Since raiſed to a Dukedom by the ſame King.  Thrs 
Town lies upon the River Yer, 10 Miles from Hert= 
ford to the South-Weſt.

building of Grand Cairo. Heretofore the great Trade 
for Spices was driven here,which were brought by Ca- 
mels from the Red Sea; but are now bronght to us 
by Sea from the Eaft-Indies.

of Ships by a Tempeſt, belonging to Cbarles V. in 
I541. when that Victorious Prince attempted the 


Conqueſt of this place. The Engls/Þ have had better 


ſucceſs againſt them ; twice entred their ſtrong Har- 
bours, and burnt their Ships. Firſt under Admiral 
Blake, April 4-1655- And afterwards (having been 
forced to a Peace in 1668. by Sir Thomas Allen, which 
they broke the year following), in 1670. Capt. Beach 
meeting 7 of their Men of War, forced them on ſhoar-; 
two of which they burnt themſelves, and the Engliſh 
the other five, - relealing 250 Chriſtian Captives.. In 
1670. Sir Edward Sprague deſtroy'd 9 more of thair 
Ships near the Caftle of Bygra, which plaid upon him 


. with their Cannon. This laſt Victory reduced thoſe 


Pirats to beg a Peace, which, with the Eng/i/h they 
have kept the better ſince. The French Fleet com- 
manded by Mareſcal D'Eſtree, diſcharged 10420 
Bombs into the Town, in Fuly 1688. whereby above 
two thirds of it were deftroy'd ; alſo 5 Ships in Port, 
belonging to theGovernment there,were ſunk or burnt. 
The Aſerines enraged thereat, ſhot off the French 
Conſul at the Mouth of a Cannon, with ſeveral poor 
Captives; which was revenged by the French upon 
three Alperine Officers they had brought in cuftody 
with them, whom they ſhot to death, and put their 
Bodies upon a Hurdle of Planks to be driven aſhoar, to 
warn their Countrymen of the effects of their Cruelty.

The Ha- 
ven was built by Trajan the Emperor, and is one of 
the faireſt in the World, but not fo ſafe as capacious 
In 1532.

it hath an Univerlity, ereCted by Fames I. An. Dom. 
1426. It is allo an Archbiſhops See, erected by 
Pope Sixtw IV. An. 1471. inſtead of Aberneath. 
The Archbiſhops of all Sco:/and were heretofore un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Tork, till Fames ILL. of Scorland 
repreſenting to the Pope that there were frequent 
Wars between England and Scotland, obtain'd from 
the ſaid Pope, That the Archbiſhop of S. Andrew 
ſhould be independent Primate of Scozland, in the 
twelfth year of his Reign: yet Innocentius VIII. 
who immediatly ſucceeded him, obliged eh Pri- 
mate and hn Succeſſors to obſerve the laudable Cu- 
ſtoms of the famous Metropolatan Church of Canter- 
bury, This City in 1651. not, ſfurrendring upon 
the firſt Summons, to our Erz/:/7> victorious Rebels 
was turd Five hundred Pounds; but had it remitted 
upor ſhewing they were poor Scholars. It is 38 Miles 
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from Edenburgh,to the North-eaſt, and 23 from Aber- 
neath to the Eaſt : it hes in Lon. 17.28. Lat.57. 4c. 

Indzo, Andros, Andria, an Iland in the Archi- 
pelago, with a City of the ſame name, which is an 
Ejiſcopal See under Athens, inhabited by Greels, 
Latins and Turks. The Antients call this Iſland, 
Cauros, Lyſia, Nonagria, and by ſeveral other names. 

And2ogpnes, an antient People of Africa, com- 
poſed they ſay of both Sexes; their right Breaſt a 
Mans, the left a Womans. Pliny and Ar:/totle. 

AInd2zofen or Ardroſen, Androſa, a ſmall Town 
in the County of Cunningham un Scotland, upon the 
Weſtern Shoar. 

Induze, Anduſa ad Gardonem, a Town in Lan- 
gucdoc in France, upon' the River Gardon ; hereto- 
tore fortified ; demoliſhed by Lews XIIE.

AIngamala, a City in the Promontory of Mala- 
bar, in the Eaſt-Indies, upon the River Azicor, as 
likewife a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Goa, 
till Pope Paul V. in 1609. changed it into the Archi- 
epiſcopal See of Cranganor, and conſtituted that as 
Metrapolitan of the Chriſtians of S. Thomas, 

Ingediva, a ſmall Iſland under the - Poreugneſe, 
in the Kingdom of Decan in the Eaſt-Indies. 

Ingeles, Angelepols, or Puebla de los Angeles, 
a City in a Province.of the ſame name, ( otherwiſe 
called Tlaſcala by the 'Indians ) in New Spain in A. 
merica ; built in 1531. by the Spaniards, who have 
eſtabliſhed an Epiſcopal See in it under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Mexico. 

Angermund, +:d. Tangermund. 

Angers, Juliomagus, in Ceſar Andes, is the 
Head of the Dakedom' of Anjou, a large 'well built 
City, and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Tours. It 1s Seated on the River Sartre, in a very 
good Air ; andis alſo an Univerſity, founded by Lews 
IT. Duke of Ajou, the Son of King Fohn of France, 
Anno 1388. This City is 26 Leagues from Tours 
towards the Weſt, and within 1 League of the Lozre. 
In 1685. Lews XIV.eſtabliſhed by his Letters Patents 
an Academy here of Thirty ingenious Perſons, who 
are all to be born in the Province of - Anjor., under 
the Title of the Royal Academy of Angers, The fa- 
mous Berengarius was Arch-deacon here. | 

Angitta, the antient name of Selva d* Albi, a 
Foreſt between the City of Albi in Languedoc, and 
the Lake Fucinus. 

Ingleſep, Mona, called by the Welch, Mon or 
Tir-mon, and Angleſey from the Engliſh after they 
conquered it: it 18 compafled on all fides with the 
Iriſh Sea, which ſeparates it from the County of 
Carnarvan in Wales, by fo narrow a Channel, that 
in ſome places it may be forded at low Water : it 


is in compaſs ſixty Miles, making one of the Counties - 


of Wales, and the moſt fruitful. This Iſland was 
the Seat of the Brittiſh Druides, ſubdued for the 
Romans by Suetonius Paulinus,. in the. Reign of 
Nero ; but he not being able to perfect the Con- 
queſt, Fulius Agricola his Succeſſor, did it effectu- 
ally. Edward 1. brought it in Subjection to the 
Crown of England in 1282, till which time it was 
under the Kings of Nortb-FFales, The Right Ho- 
norable Arthur Anneſly, a great lover of Learning 
and Books, was lately Earl of this County. 

Angola, a Kingdom in Africa, upon the South 
of the Kingdom of Congo.

Angouleſme, 
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Ingonleſme, Engoliſma, is an Epiſcopal City in 
Aquitaine in France, under the Archbiſhop of Bour- 
deaux ; it ſtands upon the River Charme, which falls 
into the Ocean right over againlt the Iſland of Orleron.

Ingutila, is one of the Caribby Iſlands planted by 
the Englrſh : it lies in 18 deg. ' 21 min. Nor. Lat. and 
430 Fe, 3.66 in length about 10 Leagues, in breadth 
3. formerly call'd Snake Iland, from its ſhape. The 
Tobacco of this Iſland is well eſteemed. ; 

Ingutlilara, a Town and Lake in the Padouan in 
the States of Venice. $ Alſo a Town in the States 
of the Church, upon the Lake of Braceszano. 

Anhalt, a City almoſt ruin'd, and a Principality, 
but little conſiderable, in the Upper Saxony in Ger - 
many, watered by the River Sala. The Houſe of Ar- 
halt has poſſeſſed the EleCtorates of Brandenburgh 
and Saxony ſor ſeveral Apes. 

Anian, a Streight, ſuppoſed to be between Aſia and 
"America, but could never yet be diſcovered where or 
whether there be any ſuch Paſſage or no: It1s thought 
to lie North of China and Fapan,and to disjoyn the Ea- 
ſtern part of A/ia from the Weſtern part of America. 

AIntanfu, a City in the Province of Chuqnams in 
China. 

Intava, Aniwa, a Promontory diſcovered by the 
Hollanders in the Terra de Feſſo to the North of Fa- 

an. 
: Anigre, Anigrus, a River of the Morea. 

Animacha, a River ariſing in the Kingdom of Cal- 
lecutt in the Eaſt-Indies, which falls into the Ocean 
fix Leagues off Cranagor, giving its Name to a Town 
11 its Way. 

Injon, Andegavia, is one of the nobleſt Duke. 
doms of France: bounded on the Eaft with La Be- 
auſſe, on the Weſt with Britain and part of Poifon, 
on the South, 'in part by Berry, and in part by Poz&ou, 
in which Circumference are included 4njou, Tourecin, 
and Marne, This Country is for the moſt part very fruit. 
ful and pleafant, eſpecially in Toure, and along the 
Loire. Anjou; properly fo call'd, is ſeated between Tou- 
rein and Maine, and was ſo call'd from the Andegavs, 
the old Inhabitants of it. Henry IT. King of England, 
was Earl of Anjor by Inheritance from his Father, as 
he was K. of England by Maud his Mother, Daughter 
to Henry I. King Fohn, his Son, loſt it; and ever 
ſince it has been annexcd to the Crown of France, or 
given to the younger Sons of that Royal Family.

It is the Capital of the Dukedom'of Geneva, 
ſeated upon a Lake of the ſame name; where the 
River Tionud ifſueth out of the Lake at the foot of 
the Mountain Saymenez : heretofore greater, but now 
it 1s little, and not well inhabited, tho the See of 
the Biſhops of Geneva' has been tranſlated thither a- 
bove 100 years.

Annonap, Annoneum, Annoniacum, a City with 
the Title of a Marquiſate in the Province of Vrea- 
rets in France, upon the River Deume. 

Anone, Ano0nuum, or Roque de Non, a Town it 
the Mzlaneſe in Italy upon the River Tanaro, al- 
molt ruin'd. | 

AInoſfi, Carcanoſſi, Androbeizaha, a Province of 
the Iſle of Madagaſcar. There are ſoine Colonies 
of French in it. 

Inot, a ſmall City of Provence in France. 

Inoth, one of the Scilly Iſlands. 

Inpadoze, Catara#us, a River of Candia. 

Anſa, a River in the Province of Friul; in I:a/y. 
It paſſes by Aqueleia to the Adriatique Ocean, 

Inſe, a ſmall City in the Province of Lyennoss in 
France. 4 Leagues from Lyons. Made a Roman Gar- 
riſon in the time of Auguſtus, who gave it the 
name of Antium. | 

Inſene, Angria, a ſmall City in £zypr, 20 
Leagues from Cairo, near the Nzle. 

nſianaites, a People of the Weſtern part of the 
Iſle of Madagaſcar. | 

Inſiquaing, Anſicans, a People of Abyſſinia, 
commended for their Fidelity aid Honeſty. 

Inſlo, or Opſlo, Anſlooa, a City of the Province 
of Aggerhuys in Norway, with a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Drontheim, ſeated upon a Bay of 
the ſame name, 35 Miles from the Baltzck Sea, 
Northward : it has a Caſtle near it call'd 4ggerhuſto. 
This City was miſerably ruin'd by Fire, in the Reign 
of Chriſtian IV. who rebuilt it in Anno 1614. and 
call'd it Chrs/ſtzanſtad from his own Name. In this 
City were celebrated the Nuptials of Fames I. King 
of England, with the Lady Ann, Daughter of Fre- 
aerick II. King of Denmark, Novemb, 23. 1589. 
It ſtands 56 German Miles from Stockbolme, Wett.

Antavares, a People on the South part of the Iſle 
of Madagaſcar.

Inte, Anta, a ſmall Town and Port in Guiny in A»

Antego, one of the Caribby Iflands plac'd in 16d. 
17; m, of Northern Lat, and 339 of Long. mhabi- 
ted by the Enpliſh for ſome years, and is about 6 
or 7 Leagues in length and breadth ; difficult of 
Acceſs, p%. not much ftor'd with Springs, which the 
Inhabitants ſupply by Ponds and Cifterns. © 

Intequera, a fmall ill built City of New. Spain 
in America, - 80 Leagues from Mexeco, which in 
1535. was made a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Mexico, by Pope PaalTI..'$ Alſo a ſmall Town 
in the Kingdom of Granada mm Old Spain. 

Intefſa, Anti/a, an antient City in the Iſland of 
Lesbos, which was heretofore a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Mi:ylene. Ovid ſpeaks of it, as alſo 
the antient Geographers, undee the notion of its being 
it ſelf an Iſland in their times: whence ſome believe, 
that the Canal betwixt Lesbos and it, has, by degrees, 
filled up and united with the I{land of Lesbos. 

Intibes, a Town and Port in Provence in France, 
which was heretofore a a See under the rr 
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biſhop of Ambrun ; but the See is fince transferred 
to la Grace. Thereis a Caſtle to 1t. 
Anticyra, an Iſland of Theſſalia, famous for its 
Hellebore. : : ; 
Intifello, Antiphelus, an antient City of Ly/ia 1n 
Aſia upon the Mediterranean, and ſometime the See 
of a Biſhop. - | 
Antigonia, the capital City of the Province of 
Chaonia in Epirus : Heretofore confiderable. $ An- 
other of Macedonia. % Alſo an Ifland diſcovered by 
the Portugueſe near the Iſland of S. Thomas. 
Intilaban, an inhabited Mountain in Sy7:4 over 
2gainft Mount L:ibanus. | 
Intilles, the fame with the Car:bby Iſlands. 
Antinoe, Antios, Antinopols, a City of Epype, 
6 Leagues from the Nz/e, and heretofore a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Thebes. It had Twelve 
Religious Houſes in it for Women in the tune of 
Palladius. Now utterly ruin'd. 
Antioch, Antiochza, call'd by the Turks Antachza, 
by the Arabians, Anthakia. It was built by Se- 
leucus, the Son of Anticchus King of Syrza, one of 
the Succefſors of Alexander the Great, and call'd af- 
ter his Fathers Name.

Intifcoti, or the Iſle of Aſſumption, an Iſle in the 
Gulph of $S. Lawrence in New France in America, 
where the French have eſtabliſh'd ſome Colonies. 

Intium, 4xtio Rovinato, an ancient City of Italy, 
the Capital of the Yolſe:; Famous in the Roman 
times for a Temple conſecrated to Fortune : Some- 
time alſo a Biſhops See, but fince ruined by the 
Saracens, | 

Antivari, Antibarum, a Metropolitan City of 
Dalmatia, {cated upon a Mount upon the Shoars of 
the Aadrzatich Sea, under the Dominion of the Turks. 
The Archbiſhop of this City had 9 ſuffragan Biſhops 
under him : it 1s diſtant from Budoa Weſt, and Do!- 
cingo Eaſt, 10. Miles; from Scutari South, 18 Miles. 

ntongtl, a Bay and Country in the Northern 
part of the Iſle of Madagaſcar. 

Intrim, the moſt Northern County in the Pro- 
vince of V{/ter in Ireland; divided into 9 Baronies, 
which are bounded on the Eaſt by S. Georges Chan- 
nel, on the the Weſt by the River Barre, that parts 
it from London-Derry; on the North the Deucalide- 
nian Ocean, on the South the County of Down. 
The chief Town is Carrickfergus. 

Intron, an antient Town of Theſſalza. The 
Aſſes of this Country were ſaid to be prodigiouſly 
great, whence the Proverb Aſinus Antrontus, for a 
very ignorant Perſon. 

Antros, a (ſmall Iſland at the Mouth of the 
Garonne, on the Coaſt of Guzenne in France, where 
ſtands the celebrated Tour de Cordovan, to light the 
Veſlels that go to Bordeaux. 

Antwerp, Axverſa, called by the French, Anvers ; 
by the Germans, Antorf, is a City of the Low Toun- 
tries in the Dukedom of Brabant, upon the River 
Scheld, It is a large and beautiful City, and was a- 
bout 100 years f the moſt populous and beſt 
traded City in all thoſe Provinces ; and in 1559. was 
made a Biſhops. See, by Paul IV. In 1569. the 
Duke de - Alva'built here -a ftrong Caſtle. In 1576. 
the Hollanders plundred it. In 1585+. the Duke of 
Parma reduc it under the Dominion of the Spans- 
ard again, in whoſe hands it now -is : but all theſe 
Mutations, aad the building of Forts upon the River 
by the Hellanders, has reduced much of its antient 
Glory, and it is now decaying, Abraham Ortelius, 
a learned Geographer, who was born here, has de- 
ſcribed this City. at-large, as alſo Lews Guicciardin, 
in his Deſcription of the Low Countries. It ftands

Jozna; Hornas, a City of Bafria and a very 
ſtrong rocky Caſtle in the Indzes, both taken hereto-, 
ſore by Alexander the Great.  $ Alſo a River of 4r- 
cadia, arid a certain contagious Lake of Ep:rus, and 
a Lake in Traly, mention'd by Ferg:!. 
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Xouſte, 4rpuſtz pretoria, a City and Dukedom 
of Piedmont: It is an Epiſcopal See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Tarantaz/e, and a part of the Dominions of 
the Duke of Savoy: it ſtands in a mountainous, but 
fruittul Soil ; at the foot of the Grecian Alpes, upon 
the River Dor:a, where it receives the River Bauteg- 


gio, which do both fall into the Po. This City was a 


Roman Colony, call'd by Pliny, Tralze Limes, the 
Frotitier of Kaly. It is 50 Miles from Turin, Eaſt: 
S, Anſe/m, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was born here. 

Apalaches, Apalachites, Indians of Florida, 
dwelling in ſeveral diſtin Provinces near the Moun- 
tains of Apalataz.. Their capital City 1s Me:ztor in 
the Province of Bemarin. Their King relides there, 
who acts the Sovereign over all the Chiefs of the other 
Provinces, : 

Apaches, a numerous People of New Mexico in A- 
merica, divided by the Spanzards into four ſorts of Na- 
tions, the Country is ſo vaſt where they live, and For- 
tified with-Caſtles upon the Mountains. Eh” 

Apamea, See Hamen. | ; 

Fpamea Celene, a City and an Archbiſhops See 
in Phr»gia, of good Antiquity ; now. little inhabited, 
and almoſt ruin'd. The Turks call it Miarlea, S Al 
ſo two other Cities in Meſopotamza 3 one upon Tigris, 
and one upon the Euphrates. . | 

Apantuw,a Province of the Terra firma in America. 

Iparia, a Province of Peru 1n America, near the 
River of Amazons, Oo NE Ie 

Apennino, Apenrinus, a known and very great 
Chain of Mountains, whica divide {taly tato two parts: 
it is 700 Mules long» and begins. at the Maritim Alpes, 
and extends itſelf to, the utmoſt bqynds of Calabria; 
where one Branch of then ends at Capo del” Arme, 
12 Miles Eaſt of Regg59 ; and the other Branch at Ca- 
fo di Santa Marian Apulia, at the Mouth of the 
Gulph of Yenice.... In all this long Courſe there is on- 
Jy the River Offanto ( Aufidus) that crolleth it near the 
City Coz. It basdivers names given it in ſeveralplaces. 

Ipenrade, 
in the Dukedom of Sleſiick, near the Baleick, Sea; 
it belongs to that Duke with the adjacent Territory, 
and is diſtant from Header. Sleven,. Sopth, 3 Daniſh 
Miles. It has a large Haven, ſecured from the South- 
Eaſt Wind by the Iſland of Alſer. 

Apetous,  4petube, aPcople of Braſil in America. 

Jphace, a place in Paleſtine, Dedicated ſometime 
to the Worſhip of Vers in all maner of -ooqpe 

Iphetes, an aptient City of the Province of Mag- 
efiatn Theſſaly, upon the Gulph.now called de! Vallo. 

I phzodifium, a Cape now calPd Cap de Creuz,upon 
the Mediterranean, near Roſas in-Catalogua. 

Iphytis, an antient City of Thrace, beretofore fa- 
mous for a Temple of Apollo. 

Ipina, an antient City of Pyg/za.in Italy, long 
fince ruin'd. 

Ipiola, an antient City of I:aly. Taken by Targuzn. 

Apodiſia, Aphrodi/tas, a City of Cariain Aſia Ms- 
2or ; heretofore a Biſhops-See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Stauropolis, And the Birth-place of Alexander 
Aphrodiſeus ; now almoſt Ruin'd. 

Jppenzel, Abbati/cella, a very rich Burrough in 
Switzerland, and the Head of the latt of the Cantons, 
it not joyning with them till x 513- It has its Name 
from this Town, and was once a part of the Juriſdicti- 
on of the Abby of S. Gal/, It is ſeatedat the Riſe of 
the River Sinera; diſtant from Curia 12 French 
Leagues, from Aurich 6 German MilesEaftward. The 
Inhabitants of this Canton are mix'd, of the Proteſtant 
and Romith Religion. 

Ippleby, 4ballaba, the County Town of Peſt- 
morland, almoſt incompaſſed with the River Eden ; 
an antient Reman Town, and the Station of the Aure- 
lign Moors. It has a pleaſant Situation, being built

upon the eaſfie Aſcent of a riſing Hill ; with only one 
Street, and that not mightily inhabited : yet for the 
great Antiquity of 1t, the Aflizes and Seſſions are kept 
here ; and 1t has the right of ſending two Burgetles to 
the Parliament: *Fllitam, King of Scotland, ſurprized 
this Town,but King Fohn ſoon after recovered it again.

- Fpollonia __ Anthium, now call'd S:ſſopols, 
1s a City in a ſmall Ifland in the Euxine Sea, near 
Thrace. Heretofore a Colony of the Mzleſians,and had 
a Temple to Apollo 1n it. S The ſame Name was born by 
a City upon Mount Athos in Macedonia,and now call'd 
Eriſſos ; by two others in the Iſland of Crete ; by four 
in Afia Minor; by one in Paleſtine, near Foppe ; 
one 1n Syrz4, near Haman; one in Celeſyria ; one in 
i befides others,of which we have nothing extant. - 
" Apzio, Apros, Apr, aCity of Thrace, and ſome- 
time an Archiepiſcopal See, under ' the Patriarch of 
Conft antinople ; fo beloved by the Emperour Theodo- 
fius, thatit was alſo call'd Theodoſiopolzs from him. 

Apte, Apta, Jutza, a City and Biſhoprick in Pro- 
vence upon the River Calavone, at the foot of the 
Mountains. This Biſhop is a Suffragan to the Arch- 
biſhop of Ax: it is a ſmall place, diſtant from Avig- 
103 9 Miles to the Eaſt. 

Aptera,Apteron, Atteria,a City in the Iſlandof Crete. 

Ipuies, Apus, Indians of Brafil in America, 

Ipulia, a Province of the Kingdom of Naples, 
bounded with Abruzzo on the Eaft, with Terra ds O- 
tranto, and the Adriatich Sea on the North ; and on 
the South with Calabria. The Italians do call this 
commonly Puglia, as the French call it Pouile. 

- Ipulia Dania, is that part of Puglia which' lieth 
nextto Abruzzo, from which it is parted by the River 
Fortore ; and ſoextendeth Eaftward as far as the River 
Lofanto, where it meets with Peacetia. 

Fpulta Penucetia, extendeth from the Banks of 
Lofanto to the Land of Ortranto, Eaft. 

Fpnrima, a River of Peru in America, ariſing at 
the foot of the Andes, from whence it pafſeth to Cuſco 
and falls into the Xauxa, after a courſe of 60 Leagues. 

Apurovaca, Capera Yaca, or Piragua, a great Ri- 
ver in Gutana in America. 

Aqua Dolce, Glecinero, Athiras, a River of Thrace 
falling into the Propontss by Selivrea. 

Aquapendente. See Acquapendente. 

Aqua-ſparta, a ſmall City in the Dukedom of Spo- 
leto in Iraly, upon a Hill, giving the Title of a Dutchy 
to a noble Family. 

Aqua Utva, and Aqua Yia, a Town in the Pro- 
vince of Bari, inthe Kingdom of Naples; giving its 
Name to an illuftrious Family in that Kingdom. 

Fqui, and Aquza, a City and Province in the Iſland 
of Niphonia, belonging to Fapan. h 

Aquigires, Aquigire, Ind:ans of Braſil in Ame- 
r:ca, towards the Prefecture of S.'Eſprie. 

Fqutila, the chief City of Abruz4o in the Kingdom 
of Naples. It is a Biſhops See, once under the Arch- 
empted from his Juriſdi- 
ction : ſeated ona Hill, and has a ftrong Caftle in it; 
the River Peſeara flows near it : it is 60 Miles diftant 
from Rome, to the Sonth=Eaſt. 

Aquileja, is call'd by the French Aquilee, by the 
Germans Aglar, and Aglaren : a Patriarchal City of 
F-aly; in antient times very great, and one ofthe prin- 
cipal Cities of Italy, the Reſidence of ſome Emperours. 
In 452. Attila, King of the Hwns, took and deſtroy- 
edit, after a Siege of 3 Years : after this, being rebuilt 
by Narſetes, it was again Burnt and Ruin'd by the 
Lombards in 590. and was after this rebuilt by Popoxe, 
Patriarch of it, In antient times 1t was under the tem - 
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poral Juriſdiction of theſe Patricrchs ; but being aſter- 
wards taken by the Dukes of Auſtria, it remains to 
this day in their hands. It is now almoſt deſolate, by 
rcaſon of its bad Air, troubleſom. Rubbiſh and Ruins, 
and the Vicinity of Venrce, which drawsall Trade from 
it, This City lies between the River 1/030 to the Ealt, 
and Anſa to the Weſt ; and is not above 9 Miles di- 
ſtant from the Shoars of the Adriatich Sea on the 
North. It lies in 36. 10. Long- and 45. 45. Lat. 

Aquino, Aquinum, a very antlent City in the Terra 
ai Lavore, in the Kingdom of Naples: a Biſhops-Sec 
under the Archbiſhop of Capona, and heretofore a Ro- 
man Colony. Almolt Ruin'd, and little confiberable 
now, but tor its being the Birth-place of S. Thomas 
Aquinas, as formerly of the Poet Fuvenal. 

Aquiſgrana, 4qui/ſgranum. See Aix la Chapelle. 

Jqutatne, Aquatania, a third Part of the antient 
Gaul, ſuppoſed to be fo call'd from the abundance 
of its Waters. The Emperour Augu#tus divided it in- 
to Prima and Secunda, inciuding within both, Bore 
deaux, Agne, Angouleſme, Xaintes, Poitiers, Peri- 
gueux, Bourges, Clermont, Rodes, Albi, Cahors, Li- 
moges, Mende, and Puy> Whereunto the Emperour 
Adrian added a third Province, by the Name of No- 
vempopulonia. See Gaſcoigne. This Country cone 
tinued in Obedience to the Roman Empire, till Hone- 
rius about the Year 412. yielded part thereof to A- 
thaulfe, King of the Gorhs, whole Succeſſours took 
occaſion thereupon to Uſurp the whole. About the 
Year 630. it came into the Poſſeſſion of the Crown of 
France entirely : The Gaſcozgners ſoon revoulted, gi- 
ving to Eudes their Leader, the Title of Duke of 4- 

uitain ; which brought on a War that was not ended 
till the powerful Reign of Charles the Great. In 778. 
Charles the Great erected Aqritaine into a Kingdom, 
in the Perſon of Lewss the Debonnarre his Son. It con- 
tinued a Kingdom about 100 Years,and then broke into 
rticular Fiefs and Hereditaments. ' In 11 52. it came 
to the Crown of England, as Dukes of Aquitarne, in 
the right of Eleanor Wife to Henry II. For its fortunes 
ſince, ſee Gaſcoigne. 

FIrabfa, 18a very large Country in Aſia : having on 
the North Syr#a and Dzarbechia; upon the Eaſt the 
Perſian Gulph, and the Streights of Baſer, by which 
it is ſeparated from Perſia ; on the South it has the 
Arabian Sea, and on the Weſt the Red Sea, which cuts 
it off in great part from 4fr:ca. The Southern and 
Eaſtern parts, which are the greateſt, are well cultivat- 
ed ; but the Northern is for the moſt part barren and 
ſandy, having but few Inhabitants or Cities, by reaſon 
of the vaſt Deſarts, barren Mountains, and want of Wa- 
ter. It is all under Princes of its own, except a ſmall 
part of Arabia Petrea, in which the Turks have ſome 
tew Forts, This vaſt Country is divided into three 
Parts, vi3. The Deſart, The Happy, and The Stony. 

Irabla Weſerta, (che Deſar:) is the leaſt part of 
all the three, and lies moſt North : call'd by the A/ia- 
ticks Beris Arabiſtan ; bounded on the South by the 
Mountains of Arabia the Happy, on the Ea(t by the 
Province of Iraca, heretofore Chaldea ; upon the North 
by Diarvechia, from which it is ſeparated by the River 
Euphlrates ; upon the Welt by Syria, the Holy Land, 


and Arabia the Stony. 
Fravia Foeltr, (che Happy) is the greateſt of all 
the three parts, and hes extended to the South and Faſt: 
it iscall'd by the Inhabitants Femen,and is encompaſs'd 
on all fides by the Sea, except towards the North, 
where it bounds upon the other two Arabia's. There 
are in this part many Kingdoms and great Cities, the 
Soil being fruitful, and the Country not eaſe to be in- 
vaded by the neighbour Nations, by reaſon of itsSituation. 
Irabia Petraea, (che S:0xy) lies more Weſt, and 
18 call'd by the Turks Daſe-likh Arabiſtan, or as others 
fay, Baraab Arabiſtan by the Natives: it is bounded 
en the North by the Holy Land, and part of Syria ; 
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on the Eaſt by Arabia Deſerta in part, and by Aravr4 
Felix in part, as alſo on the South ; and on the Weſt 
it has the Red Sea and Ezypt. Two things have made 
theſe Countries known to all the Wor!d, The wander- 
ing of the Children of 1/rae! 4o Years, in the firtt ; 
and the Birth of that great Deceiver Mahomer, in the 
latter of theſe three Parts. 

Iracujes, a People of Chz/z, which are the moſt 
Warlike of all the Americans. 

Irach,Parthia,a Province of the Kingdom of Perſia. 

Arach, Petra.the chief City of Arabia Perrea,once the 
capital City of Moab,and then call'd Rabath; afterwards 
an Archbiſhops See, under the Patriarch of Fernſalem, 
being taken from the Patriarch of Alexandria ; it was 
alſo once call'd Cyriacopolis, and Mons Regalis ; by 
fome now, Krach : it itands upon the Contines of Pa- 
leſtine, near the Brook Fareth, and lies in 66. 45. 
Long. and 3o. 20. Lat. 

Arad, Caucaſus, is a Mountain of Aſia, which the 
Fable of Prometheus has made' very well known. It 
15 that part of Mount Taurus which lics betwixt the 
Euxine or Black Sea on the Weſt, and the Caſpian Sea 
on the Eaſt ; including the Mengrelians ( Coraxicos ) 
Caitachians (Heniochos) and the Acheans ( Acheos.) 
It is continued alſo amongſt the Aſiatick Tartars, ag 
far as to the C:mmerian Boſphorus, now commonly 
call'd Cocas. This Mountain is very high, and always 
covered with Snow. It is call'd by Hayton, the A4r- 
menian Cochias; by others Albſor ; by Niger, Ada- 
zer ; by Circaſſians, Salatto;z and by the French, le 
mont de Circaſſie. | 

Fradus,an Iſland and City of Pheicia in the Syrizn 
Ocean over again{t Tortoſa: ſometime the Seat of a 
Biſhop, till it tell under the Tyranny of the Turks. 
 Irafat,a Mountain withina League or two of Mecca 
in Arabia. On the top of it there 1s a Moſque, whither 
the Mahometan Pilgrims repair tofiniſh their Devotions, 
after their performance of the Ceremomes of Mecca. 
Tt is the ſame, they. ſay, that Abraham would have 
Sacrificed his Son I/aac upon: in Commemoration 
whereof, before they part, they kill ſome Sheep in the 
Valley of Mz:na below ; and what they preſent not a- 
monglt their Friends, they diftribute to the Poor, by 
the name of Corban, that is, their Oblation., 

Iragon. See Arragon. 

Irats, Araxes. Achlar. 

Frakil-Uanc, a Celebrated Village and Monaſtery 
at the foot of Ararat in Armenia, in great eſteem a- 
mongl(t the People there ; who believe it to be the 
place where Noah, after the Deluge, retired to offer his 
Sacrifices of Thankſgiving to God for his miraculous 
Preſervation. 

Aran, Arana, is avery fruitful Vale in Aquitazin 
fn France, which lies between the Pyrenean Hills and 
the County de Bzgorre, of which it was a part tiil 1192. 
when Alphonſus, King of Arragon, ſeifed on it ( as 
Peter de Marca faith) and annexed it to the Kingdom 
of Arragon, tho it lies on the French fide of the Pyre- 
ez. In this Vale riſeth the River Garonne, one of the 
greateſt in France ; and there are in it 33 Caftles or 
Villages, of which Vzella is the chief. 

Jranios, Aranus, a River of Tranſylvania arifing 
near Clauſenberg, and afterwards falling into the Ma- 


Irarat, Arat, by the Armenians call'd Meſeſou- 
ſar,or the Mountain of the Ark, by the Perſians Agri ; 
is a part of the Caſpian Mountains near Erivan in Ar- 
menta, and the moſt renowned of all others, for ſu- 
ſtaining the Ark of Noah, after the Univerſal Deluge. 
It exceeds in height Caucaſits and Taurus, carrying its 
head into the temperate Region, whilſt ſome of the 
lower part of it is covered with continual Snow. E- 
very 5 Leagues upwards,the Chriſtians have built a lit- 
tle Hermitage, where the curious Traveller may be re- 
freſked. They will tell you there is a Cell, and ordi- 
varily 
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narily a He-mite in it. upon the higheſt Top, who lives 
as a Recluſe for his Life. But the ſtory of Noah's Ark 
remaining uncorrupted and entire to this day, by rea- 
{on of the temperature of the Air, which the ſaid Her- 
mite ſhews you, I ſuppoſe is grounded upon as good 
an Authority. 

Iraſch, a Town and Port in the Province of A/zar 
in the Kingdom of Fez : fortified with a ſtrong Wall 
and a Caſtle, 

Arauco, a City, River. and Valley, in the Kingdom 
of Chili in America. The Natives had maintain'd a 
War again{t the Spanzards above 100 Years, before a 
Peace was made in 1650. 

FIraxat, Araxius, a River of Braſil in Americas 
which falls into the Mongagombe in the Province of 
Pairaba. : 

AIraxes. See Achlar. 

Arba, or Arbee, a Town in Paleſtine, call'd in 
Scripture Hebron and Mamre, being the Sepulture of 
the Patriarchs. + $ Alſo anIfland and City, which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Xara, in the 4- 
driatique Ocean, upon the Coalt of Dalmatia. 

Irbela, an antient City of S:ci/y. The Peop'e 
thereof were ſtupid to a Proverb. 

Irbciles, a.Town in Aſſhria upon. the River Lycw; 
where Alexander M. entirely defeated Darius the 
Third time, in the 423 Year of Rome, and 331 be- 
fore the coming of our Saviour, 

Arbogen, or Arbo, a Town upon the River of the 
ſame name, in the Province of /eſtmania in Sweden. 

Arbon, . Arborfelix, a City of Switzerland under 
the Biſhop of Conſtance. ; 

Irboziches, the antient People of the Province of 

eland in Holland. 

Arbots, a Town in the Franche-County, famous 
for the good Wines it yields. ; 

Arc, or L'Arc, alittle River of Provence in France, 
which paſſes by Azx to the Berre. ; 

Arcadia, Pelaſg1a, an antient Province of Pelopo- 
neſus,(or the Morea) now call'd by the Turks Tzaconia, 
with a City of the ſame name. In the Year of Rome 
386, the Lacedemonians gave the People of this Coun- 
try a bloody Overthrow ; by reaſon their Sacrilege in 
Pillaging the Temple of ar toro Olympius had 
contracted upon them the hatred of all Greece. $ Al- 
fo the Name of a City heretofore famous in the Iſland 
of Crete, with a Suffragan Biſhops See thereto. The 
Gulph of Arcadia is the ſame with Cypariſſus Sinus 
of theantients. | 

Ircani, Apſarus, a River of the Mengrel:ans, which 
riſeth from the Mountains of Chie/der in Armenia Ma- 
jor; and running Northward, falls into the Eux:me Sea 
at Arcani,, a Town of Mengrelia, ſeated upon the 
Sea between Trapezunt, (from which it is diltant 150 
Miles), and Phazzeth a City of Mengrelsa. 

Ircas, a ſmall Town in the Kingdom of Caſtile in 
Spain. Heretofore a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Toledo ; but united to that of Cenca, by P. Lucie 

12s III. at the requeſt of A/phonſusIK. King of Caſtile. 

Arce. The ſame with Petra in Arabia Deſerta. 

Arch=-Ingel, 1s a very famous Sea-Port in the North 
of Muſcozy, 1n the Province of Dw:ina, upon the Ri. 
ver Din ; which near this place is divided into two 
Branches, making the Iſland of Podeſmeske, and then 
falling into the White-Sea, 6 German Miles beneath 
this City. The paſſage by Sea to 'this City was firſt 
ſound out by one Rzchard Chandler, an Engliſh-man, 
in the Year 1554, or near that time, before which the 
Muſcovites had no Communication with theſe parts of 
the World, excepting by the Baltick Sea, by Narva, 
and Poland : accordingly, the Eng/:ſh were at firſt 
treated with great Kindneſs by tht Princes of Muſcovy, 
and in the Year 1569, obtain'd from Baſileovirs, the 
Emperour of M»ſcovy, that none but the Engliſb 
ſhould Trade here ; but ſince that, the Durch, Danes, 
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which when it was diſcover'd was a Village, is now be- 
come a rich and populous City.This City lies in 64d.of lat. 
Archidona, a Town in Andaluziain Spain. S Al- 


| fo a ſmall City of Peru in America. 


Irchipelago, Archipelagus, mare Ageum, is a 
part of the Mediterranean Sea, which hes between 
Greece, the Leſſer Aſia, and the Iſle of Creer : this 
Sea 1s ſtored with an innumerable Shoal of ſmall Iſlands; 
and by Allufion, late Writers have for that reaſon given 
the ſame names to divers other Seas in the Eaſt and 
WeſteIndies ; as Archipel de $. Laxzare, des Maldives, 
du Chiloe, de Mexico, &c. 

FIrcifla, Arc:/ſ6, the Lake of Yan. See Van. 

Ircklow, is a ſmall Town, with a County belong- 
ing tO it, in the Province of Leinſter in Ireland : (eat- 
ed upon the Ir:/k Sea, 31 Miles South of Dublin ; and 
deſerves the rather to be mentioned, becauſe it belongs 
to the Noble and Loyal Family of the Dukes of Or- 
mond, who are Barons of it. 

Arcuevtl, a ſpruce Village within a League of Paris. 
its proper Name 1s Arc-Fulten, which was given it by 
Fulian the Apoſtate, in Commemoration of the A- 
queducts he made here, whilſt he ſejour'd at Paris, 
in the Yeats 357, and 360. 

Ardaſchat, Artaxata, a City of Armenia, upon 
the Confines of the Territory of Erivan : where are 
to beſeen the reſts of the magnificent Palace of Tyr:- 
dates, call'd by the Inhabitants Tact-rerdat, or the 
Throne of Thridate. 

Frdagh. There are Four Towns in Ireland of this 
Name ; the 11t. in the County of Leerim ; 29. in the 
County of Eaſt-Meath ; 3d. in the County of Long- 
ford ; and the 4th. in the County of Cork. 

Irdbzacan, a ſmall Town in the County of Eaſt- 
Meath in Leinſter in Ireland. 

Irdea, a City heretofore of 1:aly, the capital of Ru- 
tilij, and antienter than Rome : Now a Village of ſmall 
conſideration. 

Ardevil, Ardevila, a Town in the Province of Ser- 
van in the Kingdom of Per/ia, about 26 Leagies from 


the Caſpian Sea. It is a large City, but not Wall'd ; 


remarkable for its being able to ſhew the Sepulchres of 
many of the Kings of Per/ia; and in the Year 1618, 
the Turks and Perſians fought near this place a dread- 
ful Battle; the Perſians getting the Victory with a vaſt 
loſs, which ended in a ſpeedy Peace, offered by the Vi- 
tors, and accepted by the Turks. Brietius. 

Irdee, Araea, a River of Normandy, which falls 
into the Brzt:ſh Sea at Auranches, near the Limits of 
the Dukedom of Britain. 

Ardee, or Atherdee, a ſmall Market-Town in the 
County of Louth in the Province of Ulſter in Ireland. 


King Zames IE. lay encamped upon the Plains here, 


with an Army of 20000 Men, - whilſt the Duke of 
Schomberg and his Forces were fo ſtrongly entrench'd 
at Dundalk: who not accepting of a Battle, when it 
was preſented by King Fames ; both the Armies reti- 
red ſoon after, without fighting, into their Winter 
Quarters, November 1689. 

Frdemboarg, or Rodenbourg, Ardenburgum, a 
Town in Flanders. Taken by the Hollanders 1n 1604. 
One League from Sluys. 

Ardennes, Ardenna Sylva, calld by the Germans 
Ardenner-waldt, and Luitticher-waldt, is the greatelt 
Foreſt in all the Low-Countries ; it reacheth above 100 
Miles in length ; as this day extending itſelf through 
the Dukedom of Lyxemburgh,the Biſhoprich of Liege, 
the South part of Henalr, and to the Borders of Cham- 
paign ; it istaken notice of by Ceſar and Tacitus. 

Ardesg, a Tract in the County of Down in Ulſter 
in Ireland, upon the Lake of Coin, inthe form almoſt 
of a Peninſula. 

Irdeſche, a River of the Province of Vivarets in 
France. It paſſes by Aubenas to the Rhoſne, wow, 
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which it diſcharges itſelf near S. Eſprzt, and ſeparates 
Languedne from Vivarets. 

Irdfcart, a Town' ir the Couinty of Kerry in the 
Province of Munſter in Irelard PEE 

Ardila, a River of Spain, whichriſeth in Andaluzza , 
and diſchargeth itſelf into the Gradiana, below the Ct- 
ty of Oliven;za in Portt/gel. 

Ardmonack, isa Territory in the County of Reſſe 
in Scotland, belonging to the Royal Family of Scot- 
land. Charles 1. as ſecond Son to King Fames I. had 
the Title of Baron of Armonach, given him at two year 
of Ape. : 

Ardrach, a Town in the County of Longford in the 
Provirice of Commarght in Ireland. | 

VFrd:es, Arara, is alittle, but well fortified, Town 
in the County of Gutemne in Picardy in France : it 
{tands in the Marſhes, in the Borders of Artozs, three 
Leagues from'Calis toward the South, and a little more 
frotn Gravelin, Francis 1. and Henry VIII. King of 
England, had an enterview with each other near this 
Town, in 1520. Both Courts appearing fo magmtt- 
cent, that they call'd the place, a Field of Cloth of Gold. 
In 1596 Cardinal A!bret took it for the Spaniards, 
who did not keep it long. $ Alſo the Name of a King- 
dom and City in Gurney in Africa. OS 

Frdzet, Ardrathen, or Ardrat, Ardatum, a City, 
anda Bifhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Armaghin 
the County of Kerry iti Ireland. 

Are, Arus, a River of Tork-ſhire. It ariſes upon 
the Borders of Lancaſhire, and falls into the Oyſe be- 
low Tork. | 

Irembourg, Areburium, a Town of the lower Ger= 
many, lately adorn'd wiab the Title of a Principality ; 
it lies between Colen to the North, and Treves to the 
South, upon the River Aer. 7 German Miles from 
Fuliers, ta the South, and 4 from the Rhine, Welt. 

Freqtitpa, one of the moſt conſiderable Cities of 
Pera ith America, upon the River Chila, 7 Leagues 
from the South Sea ; 70 from Cuſco. And a Biſhops 
See, utider the Archbiſhop of Lima, with a me. 
ous Pott. It is made rich by the Silver Mines of the 
Andes, that are fourid within 14 Leagues of it. In 
I $a. ati Earthquake ſas the Country here is very ſub- 
ject to them) almoſt ſhook 1t to peices. In 1600, the 
Pulcato which ſtands by it, broke out into terrible 
Flatnes, They did uſe to bring the Treaſure of Potoſi 
hither 3 but the difficulty of the Road has driven them 
to Arica. 

Ireſtitiga, Liba, an Iſland in the Indian Ocean, 
towards the Provinces of Kherman and Dulcinca, in 
Perſ:a. 

rethttfa, a City of S$yr54, which is a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Apamea. $S Another in Ma- 
cedonia, by forme call'd Taino and Renina, upon 
the Bay of Conreſſa. $ Alſo a Lake in Armenia Ma- 
702, near the ſource of the River Tigres. 

Irez30, Aretium, a City, and a Biſhops See, imme- 
diately under the Pope, in Tuſcany in Italy. Famous 
in the time of the old Romans. 

VWrg, Argus, a River of Swabia in Germany. Paſ- 
fing by anger, it afterwards falls into the Lake of 
Conſtance: 

Irgan, a Townin New Caſtzle in Spain. A Coun- 
cil here held in 1473, evjojrs every Biſhop to ſay Maſs 
thrice, and fimple Prieſts four times at leaſt a year ; 
and that none be preferred to Eccleſiaſtical Dignities, 
who underſtand not Latin. Itſeems the Learning and 
Devotion of that age went toutes par la main. 

'Argens, 4rgentenus, a River of Provence im France, 
It ariſes from three ſeveral Sources ; then falls into the 
Qcean near Frejus. 

3.gentan, 4rgentomum, ArgAtomagum, a City 
of Normandy in France, upoa the Urne. 

Irgenten, a Town in the Dukedam of Berry in 
Prance, wpon the Creaſe. ; 


Arcentoz, a River in the Province of Angoumors in 
France, falling into the Charente at Porſac, 

Irgentrevil, 4rgenrolinm, a ſmall Town three 
Leagues from Paris. There is a Priory 1n it, depen» 
dent of the Abby of St. Denrs. 

Argile, Argathelia, a very large County in the 
Weltern parts of the Kingdom of Scor/and; upon the 
Weſt of Dunbritame Frith. This was the firlt Coun- 
try the Scots who came out of Ireland poſleſs'd them- 
ſelves of, as is inewn by Camden out of Bede. Firſt 
alſo made a County or Earldom by Fames II. King of 
Scorland, who inveſted Colin, Lord Campbell, with 
the Title of Earl of Argzle, in regard of hisown, and 
of the worth of his Family, which 1s deriv'd from the 
antient Princes of this Country. They have allo, (faith 
Camden) been made Lords of Lorn, and for a good 
while General Juſtices of Scotland : but the two laſt 
Earls were unfortunate. 

Inginuſes, an Iſland of Greece, where the Athe- 
n1ans under Conon, obtained a great. Victory over the 
Lacedemontans, in the Year of Rame 347. 

Irgipeeni, an antient. People of Sarmatia- They 
never would go to War with their Neighbours. 

AIrglas, 1s a ſmall Town in the Province of V/ſter, 
in the County of Don in Ireland, with a Haven be- 
longing to it. The Lord Cromwel of Oakham is Earl 
of this place. 

Argonne, a Territory, part in Champagne, and 
part upon the Borders of Loraine in France. Beau- 
mont and Clermont ſtand in it, 

Irgos, the antient capital City of a Kingdom of the 
ſame name in the Morea, now call'd the Province of 
Romania. This Kingdom was Founded by Inachus 
contemporary with Moſes, or 346 years before him, in 
Euſebius's Calculation. It continued 546 Years; then 
changed into a Republick, which maintain'd ſeveral 
Wars with the Grecians. The City has been firſt an 
Epiſcopal, and next an Archiepiſcopal See. In 1383, 
the Yenetzans bought it, In 1463. the Turks took it. 
In 1686. General Moroſinz reduced it under theVene- 
t1a4ns again. 

Argos, Amphilogium, was a City of Epirus, ruin'd 
long ago, $ There was another of the Name in Theſſalia 
in Macedonia, call'd now Armero. 

Argow, one of the four parts of Switzerland, 
taking its name from the River Arg, upon the Borders 
of Conſtance. - 

Irguin, [Arguinum}] a ſmall Iſland, with a Fort 
upon it, belonging to the Hollanders, upon the Coaft 
of Nigritia. This Fort was built by the Portugals in 
1455- Taken from them by the Hollanders in 1633. 
Taken from the Hollanders by the Eugliſh, of late 
Years; and it was again taken and ary ; 5 the French 
in 1678 ; and is now again under the Hollander. It 
lies in the Azlantick Ocean, upon the Coaſt of the King- 
dom of Gualata, about, or in 20 d. of Northern Lat. 

Arhon, 4ſopus, a River of the Morea, falling into 
the Gulph of Corzneh. 

Irhuſlen, Arhuſia, a City of Denmarb, in the 
Dukedom of Jutland, upon the Balrick Sea : it is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſtop of Lunden, ſeated 
1;:0n the River Gude; 10 Miles South of Alburg, 2 
Weſt from the Iſland of Fujnen, and about 26 North 
of Lubeck, This City was taken, and ſeverely treated 
by the Swedes in 1644- but is ſince that in the Poſleſ- 
fion of the Danes again. 

Jria, an antient Province and City of Perſia. The 
one is now call'd Choraſan, the other Herat or Serat. 

Iriano, Arcanum, a City in the further Principate 
in the Kingdom of Naples, and a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Benevenzo, giving the Title ofa Duke. 

Irtano, upon the Po, is a ſmall City in the Ferra- 
rex inTtaly, and Capital of a Territory call'd Poleſino 
di Ariano, upon the Borders of the States of Venice. 

Arica, 
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Irica, a Port im the Kingdom of Pery, in the 
Province de los Charcas, where they ſhip the Silver 
brought from Porofi. It 1s a ſmall Town, but has 
1 capacious Haven, and a ſtrong Caſtle, diſtant from 
1.a Plata to the South-Ealt, and from Crſco to the 
South, go Leagnes. 

Iriccta, or /a Riccia, was heretofore a confide- 
rable Town in the Campogna das Rema in Italy, upon 
a Lake of the name, now called /azo di Nemz.. It 
has ſince become a ſmall Village, yet gives the Title 
of a Duke. 

Iric!, a River of the Precopenſian Tartars, which 
falls into the Nzeper, ( Beryſthenes ) below Terkz. 

Artent, an antient People of Germany. Another 
in Aſia, whom the Gals reduced. 

#rima, a Town and Port of Fapan, in the King- 
dom of Ximo or Saicoh; The Infidels heve extirpa- 
ted the C/riſtians therice. 

Irimaſpt, an antient People of Sarmatia Euro- 
fer. ED | 
{ rimintm. See Ramen. 

Arimea, an Iſland diſcovered by the Hollanders 


in 1618. near New ' Gumney, betwixt Moa and 
Schouten. nd 

Zrics, Atelas, a City and Archbiſhoprick in Pro- 
wence of France, upon the Rhone. In this place 
there was celebrated a great Council of the Weſtern 
and Afi ican Biſhops, by the Order of Conſtantine 
the Great, in the Year 312. or as Cabaſutzus faith, 
in 314. that is, about 16 years before the General 
Council of Nice; and there has been ſeveral others 
held in aftertimes in the ſame Place. This City was 
once made the Head of a Kingdom, which had Kings 
of its own from 'the' Year $79. to 1032. ſometimes 
call'd the Kingdom of Arles, and ſometimes of Bur- 
gundy beyond the Feur. (Furana) It is ſeated + on 
the left fide the River Rhone, over which there is a 
Timber Bridge, 12' Leagues from Marſeilles to the 
Weſt. The Academy eſtabliſhed here in 1669. and 
the grand Obelish of Roman work erected in 1677. 
ought not to he forgotten. =

This is one of the mot 
fruitful Counties in all Ireland, Upon the River Ka- 
lin, which falleth. into the Blackwater, (a River fo 
called ) ftands Frmagh, a poor deeayed City, tho 
an Archiepiſcopal. See, and the Primate of the whole 
Kingdom. This Primate was fubject to the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury till 1142. when it was exempt-

Irmenia major, called by the Inhabitants Curd;- 
tan, by the Georgians Armeniola; a very. large 
and well known Country of Afia; being divided 
from the Georgians, Mengrelians and Muſcwites, 
by the Mountains; on the South by Morne Taurus 
trom Meſopo:amia, and by Monnt Niphate from 4. 
ſ3ria, on the Weſt it has the Eupbrates, by which 
it 15 divided from Cappadocia, and Armenia the Leſs: 
The greateſt part of it is under the Turks, but a ſmall 
part towards the Eaſt is under the Perſian. In this 
Country both Erphrates and Tigris have their 
Fountains. | 

Armenta minor, called now by ſome Aladul:,by o- 
thers Ac-cozonlu, is a part of Aſia the Leſs, and was 
heretofore a part of Capadocia: bounded on the 
North by the Mengrelians and the Pontus, or Eux- 
#ne Sea, on the South by Czlicia' and Syria, on the 
Eaſt by Armenia major, and on the Welt by Cappa- 
dogia, This whole Country is now under the Do- 
minion of the Turks. 

Armentiers, Armentariz,a Town of Flanders up. 
on the River Ley ( Lepia) which falls into the Sche/de 
at Ghant. This Town was the Theatre of great 
Actions during the former Wars, and was left to the 
French by the Treaty of Aquſgrane, who have had 
it ever ſince the Year 1668. It is a fair Town di- 
ſtant from Ghant io Miles, and ſomething lels from 
Cambray. |

Frnheim, Arenacum, one of the principal Cities © 
of Guelderland, and one of the States of Holland ; 
feated upon the- Rhine, which a little above. it is di- 
vided into 2 Branches, the 7je! to the Eaſt and the 
Rhme to the Weſt: it is a neat Town, and has be- 
longed to the United Provinces ever ſince the Year 

1585. It lies2 Leagues from Nameghen, ( the chief 
Town of Guelderland ) and 7 from Urreche. Taken 
by the French in 1672.-'and: deſerted 2. years after ; 
the Fortifications of it being firit demoliſhed by them. 

2Frno, Arn, a River of Tuſcany in Italy, which 
ket, erphaes the Appernine, not far from the Head 
of T:ber; and running Weſt, it obliquely paſleth be. 
tween Florence and- Piſa. - From the Sea, as far as 
Florence, it 1s Navigable. 

Frnon, a River ariting from the Mountains of 
Arabia, which traverſes all the -Deſart, then falls into 
the Lake Aſphaltires, and divides the antient Seats of 
the Moabites from the Amorites ; God Almighty 
rendred the paſſage over it miraculouſly ealie to the 
Peopke of Iſrael, Numb, 21. 13, 14. : 
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Irngbourg, the Capital City of the Ifland of Oe- 


fel in the Baltick Sea, with a Caſtle, under the 


Swedes. 

Aroc, Arren, Aria, an Ifland in the Baltick Sen 
under the King of Denmark, dependent of the Dutcly 
of Sleſwick, 

Aromata, a Province of New Andaluzta in As 
merica, near the mouth of the River Orenoque, 

Frona, a Town and Caſtle in the M:/aneze in I- 
taly, upon a Lake, belonging to the Family of the 
Borromeos. The famous S. Charles Cardinal Bor- 
romeo Archbiſhop of Mzlan was born here Otob, 2. 
1538. 

"Iroo!, a Town in  Muſcozy 40 Leagues from 
Moſcor. 

Aroſen, Aroſia, a City and a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Vpſa/ in Sweden. It is the Capi- 
tal of the Province of Weſttmania, with a Fortreſs 
upon the Lake Meler. Here Guſtavus I. defeated 
Chriſtiern 11. about the year 1521. And in 1540. 
the States here aflembled declared the Crown of Swe- 
den Hereditary. 

 Arow, Aarorwr, a frank Town in the Canton of 
Bern in Switzerland, upon the River Aar, from 
whence it takes its name. The Proteſtant Cantons 
-are uſed to hold their Dyets here. 

Arpata, Caudium, a City heretofore, now a Vil- 
lage, in the further Principate in the Kingdom of 
Naples. Near to it, there 1s a very narrow defile 
for two Perſons to paſs, betwixt two. Mountains, 
called Srreeto d'Arparo, and formerly Furce Caudi- 
me; where the Samnites having obliged the Roman 
Army under'T. Verruris and Sp, : Poſthumius, Con- 
fals, to render themſelves'upon diſcretion, put them 
to the diſgrace of patiing under-a Traverſe of Pikes, 
with Hands tyed, diſarmed and bare headed, 

Irpajon, an anticnt Birony in the Province of 
Rovergue'in France, erected into a Dutchy in 1651. 

Irpentras, A City heretofore upon the Lake Le- 
mane in Switzerland, now a Village they call Vsdy, 
built out of the Ruins thereof. - Great numbers of 
antient Medals are found here. 

AIrptno, Arpinum, a Town and Caſtle in the 
Terra di lavoro in the Kingdom of Naples. Caius 
Marius ( Seven times Conſul) was born here. Ci- 
cero is 'Strmamed Arpinas from hence, it being but 3 
Miles from the place of his Nativity. 

Irques, a Town in the Dutchy of Bar in France 
near the Merſe, ſuppoſed to! be the Birth- place of 
Toane of Arc, the Maid of Orleans, famous in the 
Reigin'of Charies VII. 

' 'Frques, Arca, a Village in Normandy in the paris 
de Caux, upon the River Arques, 2 Miles South trom 
Diepe. This place was made illuſtrious by a great 
Victory Henry IV. obtafh'4 there in the Year 1 Bo 

FIrxa; a Barony in {- County of Tipperary in 
Mmxnſter in Ireland, \ 

Arracan, Arracaon, Arrachamum, a conlidera- 
ble Kingdom and a City upon the River Marcaban, 
beyond the Ganges in 'the Eaſt Indees. 

Arragon, ' Araponia, a very large, and indeed one 
of the three principal Kingdoms in Spain ; bounded 
on the North by Navarre and France, from: which 
laff it - is divided by the Pyrenees, on the Eaſt it 
hath Catalonia, on the Welt New and Old Caſts/e, 
and on the South it hath the Kingdom of Valentia. 
Fhis Kingdom was united to! Caſti/e in the Year 

I 479. | 

Irran, a Barony made up of four lands; upon 
the Coalt 'of the County of Dungal in the Province 
of Uiſier. And made an 'Earldom in 1661. in fa- 
vor of Richard, the Second Son of Fames Duke of 
0» mnd.' Theſe Itlands lie n the Weltern Ocean. 

Arran, Arania, Glotra,' at Ifland on the Weſt 


of Scotland in Dunbritain Frith near Argile, which 
was anciently an Earldom. 

Arras, Atrebatum, Nemetocerna, called by the 
Dutch Atrecht, a great Epiſcopal See under the 
Archbiſhop of Rherms ; the Head City of the Earl- 
dom of Artozs, and ſtands upon the* River Scarpe, 
which flows alſo by Doway. - It is conſiderably well 
fortified, and has a ſtrong Caſtle z it came into the 
hands of the French in 1640, and when the Spanz- 
ards 1554. attempted by force to retake it, their 
Army was defeated the 25th. of Auguſt of that Year 
ſince which time the French have peaceably enjoyed 
it. This was ene of the greateſt Actions of Cardinal 
Mazarine, and won him much Honor in France. It 
1s 15 Leagues from Tournay, and 5 from Doway. 

Irren. See Aroe. 

Irrours Aroſus, a River of Burgundy in France: 
it riſes by Amay le Duc, paſles by Autun, and joyns 
the Loyre by Bourbon-Lancy. 

Arſa, Ar/ie, a River of Iſtria which divides Italy 
from 1{{yrium. It falls into the Adriatique near Pola. 

Arſinoe, a City of Czlxcia 1n Aſia Minor, betwixt 
Antzoch and Seleucia. | 

Irſinoe in /Egypr- See Sue, 

Arſinoe, between Berenice and Ptolemars in Afri- 
ca, is a City and a Biſhops Sec under the Archbiſhop 
of Cyrene ; ſome ſay now called Trochara. The An- 
tients give us three more of this name in the Iſland of 
Cyprus, whereof we have no farther account. 

Arta, or Larta, a City of Epirus in Greece up- 
on the River Acheron, 15 Miles from the Sea, and 
a days Journey from Ambracia. Adorned with a Me- 
tropolitan See and a noble Church. 

Irtots, Arteſia, bounded on the North with the 
Country of Flanders, on the (Welt and South with 
Picardy, and on the Eaſt in part by Flanders, in part 
by Hanalt and Cambray. It lies in length from North 
to South 26 Leagues, It was once the Eaſt part of 
Flanders, but became a ſeparate Earldom in 1198, 
and continued fo till 1332. when it returned to the 
Earls of Flanders, but at the Pyrenean Treaty in 
1659. and that of Nimeguen in 1678. it was intire- 
ly yielded to the French. This was the Country of 
the antient Atrebates, The Capital City of it is Arras. 

FIrnu, a City and Kingdom in the Ifle of Sumatra 
in the Eaſt-Indzes. $ Allo an Iſland of Aſia, between 
the Moluccaes and New Guaney. 

Arva, called by the Germans Orova, a Town in 
the Upper Hungary, near the Confines of Poland, 
towards the Carpathian Mountains upon the River 
Vag ( Vagus ) fs Miles from Bz/tr:«c;, North, which 
Town gives Name to a County. 

Irva, a rapid River of Savoy. It ſprings out of 
the high Mountains of Foſſigns, and pafling by Bon- 
ne Ville, falls into the Rhoſne at the Gates of Geneva. 
Gold is found amonglt its Sands. 

Irundale, Aruntina Valls, a Corporation in S1y/- 
ſex, upon the River Arun; in which there is a Caſtle, 
a ſtately place,, ſtrong by Art and Nature. The Name 
State and. Dignity of Earl belongs to whoever 1s 
polleſſed of this Mannor and. Caſtle, without any 
ther Conſideration or Creation to be an Earl, as 
Mr Camden acquaints us out of the Parliament Rolls 
of the 11. 'H. Vi. This Caſte ſtands 9 Miles Eaſt of 
Chicheſter, and the Fee is in the Hands of the molt 
Noble Henry Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marſhal of Eng- 
land by Inheritance z granted by Charles I. in 1672. 
to the Father of this preſent Duke ; who ls the Eldeſt 
Duke, Earl and Baron in England, and the firſt Pro- 
teſtane of this Noble and Illnftrious Branch. The 
marmora' Arundeliana have made this name univerſal- 
ly known amonglt the Ingenious of all parts, The 
Corporation ſends Two Burgelles to the Parliament. 
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4rztlla, Xr/7a, Azella, a maritime Town in the 
Province of Hasbata in the Kingdom of Fez, upon 
the Arlantique Ocean ; well fortified. Alphonſus V. 
King of Portugal, furnamed Africanus, took it in 
1471. The King of Fez belieged it in 1508. without 
Victory. Afterwards the Portugueſe abandon'd it. 

Arzeron, Ax1r:5, a City of Armenia upon the 
Fuphrates; the Turkiſh Viceroy of which has under 
him 17 ſubordinate Governors, 

Aſafi, a Town in the Kingdom of Marocco. 

Iſaph, Elwa, M__ a Town and Biſhops 
See in Flintſhire in Wales: this Biſhoprick was ere- 
ed by Kentigern Bifhop of Glaſcow in Scotland, in 
the year 560. Ke returning afterwards into Scor/and 
made Aſaph, a holy Man, Biſhop of this place, from 
whom it has its Name. There is in this Dioceſe 128 
Pariſhes. The Town is mean as well as the Church, 
and it ſtands upon the River Cluyd, about three Miles 
from the Sea, and fixteen from Cheſter, Lat. 53. 
22, Long, 3. 17- | CE 

Asbozn, a Market Town in Darbyſh:re, in the 
Hundred of Wirkswor th. 

Ifcalon, was heretofore a City of Fudea in the 
Tribe of Dan upon the Sea Coaſt, and one of the 
firongeſt holds of the Phil:/tines. Baldwin I. King 
of Jeruſalem took it from the Saracens about the 
year 1153. It was made a Biſhops See, but ſo de- 
{troyed fincey that not above 50 Families now dwell 
in it. who are- Moors and Turks, 

Aſcanta, an antient Town in the Principality of 
Anhalt in Germany, betwixt Magdebourg and Nor- 
chuhauſen : it gives the Title of a Count. 

Iſchaffenbourg, 4/c:burgum, a City in Germany 
in the Dioceſe of Mentz, but in the Limits of Franco- 
11a, and therefore by ſome aſcribed to that Prevince. 
Heretofore an Imperial or Hans-Town, but after= 
wards exempted ; it is divided into two parts by the 
River Mayn, which falls into Rhine at Mentz. There 
Is in it a ftately:Palace, built of ſquare Stone; called 
Fohansburg, where the Elector of Ment; often re- 
fides : This Town is diſtant from Frankford 6 Miles, 
Eaſtward. ' 

Aſchen, a Caſtle in Bavaria. 

Aſcherlleben, Aſcania, an old Town in the Dio- 
ceſe of Halberſtad in the Principality of Anhale in 
Germany : whence the Houſe of Anhbalt receives the 
Name of principes ' Aſcanis : almoſt ruined. 

Ilcherne, Aſchenten, Askarna, a Town in the 
County of 'Limerich, in Munſter in Ireland, upon 
a River of the Name, | 

Aſcolt 4s Satriano, ( Aſculum Apulum) a ſmall 
decaying City, an Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop 
of Benevento in the Kingdom of Naples, in the 
County called the Principare, at the foot of the 4- 
pernine, 35 Miles Eaſt from Benevento. This City 
15 built on a-Hill; a former which: ſtood near it h«+ 
ving been rum'd in the year 1399, by a dreadful 
Earthquake : this was built in the year 1410. by the 
Inhabitants of the other. 

Alcoli upon the River Tronto, a City in the Mar- 
cha Ancomtana in Italy, with an. Epiſcopal See/nn- 
mediately under the Pope. The. Birthplace of Pope 
Nicholas IV. as formerly of Berutius Barrus an Ora- 
tor tnentioned by C:zcero, In 1557; the French and 
Spaniards had' a Battle near this place. The antient 
Inhabitants were the firſt that contederated againſt 
the Romans in the Mar/ick War. Sometime after that 
it was almoſt ruined ; but rebuilt, and fell to be one 
of the firtt Temporal Demains of the Pope. 

Iſcot, a Mannor in the County of Buckingham, 
which has long belonged to the Loyal Family of the 
Dormers, Earls of Carnarvan, and Viſcounts of Aſcor; 
who were advanced to this Honor Aug. 2, 1628. by 
Cl-av/es I. for whom Robere, the tirſt Earl, died 
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fghting in the Battle of Nemberry, in 1643: 

AIſebin, Niſivis. See Nizbin. 

Iſgar, a Province in the Kingdom of Fez in 4- 
frica,to the Welt,hetween the Provinces of Fez and Ha- 
bat-Its principal Towns are, Araſchand Alcafar-Quivir. 
 JIſhby de /a Fouch, a Market-Town and Barony 
in Leiceſterſhire, which, ſaith Camden, is now in the 
Karls of Huntingthnz one of which Family, Sir 
William Haſtings, procured the Town the Privilege 
of a Fair in the Reign of Henry VI. It ſtands in 
the North-Weſt Corner of the County, about eleven 
Miles North-Fatt from Eaton. 

Iſh-burtun, a Corporation ſeated upon the River 
Dart in Devonſhire, which ſends two Burgeſſes to 
the Parliament: it ſtands about 197 Miles from Exe- 
ter, to the South-Weſt, and 5 Miles from Newton. 

Alſhdale, a Place in Scor/and, of which the late 
Duke of Monmouth was Baron. 

Aſhdod, Axotus, a City in the Holy Land, which 
was one of the Principalities of the Phz/:ſtines : in S. 
Ferom!'s time it was a Biſhops See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Ceſarea; now a Village, called A4/zete by 
the Turks. See Azortus. | 

Athfozd, a Market-Town 1n Kent, upon the River 
Storer in Scray-Lath. 

Iſhkrig, a Market-Town in Yorkſhire in the 
North-riding, and the Hundred of Hang Weſt. | 

A DF 3. the firſt of the Four parts of the 
World; the Mother, and for a long time the Nurſe 
and Miſtreſs of Mankind ; for here in this, Man was. 
created ; and after the Deluge, this was the Place God 
choſe to give Mankind a ſecond Beginning in: the 2 
tirſt of the General Monarchies, ( viz. the Aſſjrian. 
and Perſian ) were in this part; and to it chiefly was 
the Church confined till our bleſſed Saviour came.

Iſphaltites, or the Dead Sea, by the Arabians 
ſometimes called Baar Lout, (that is, the Sea of Lot, 
in Memory of his Deliverance,) is a Lake of Fudez 
in the ſame place where formerly the Cities of Sodrm 
and Gomorrah were conſumed. The Rivers Fordar 
Arnon and others fall into it: 53o Furlongs long, 
and 150 broad, according to Foſephus. They ſay 
no Fiſh can live in it, forthe Bituminouſneſs of its Wa- 
ter, and that nothing ever grows upon its Banks. 

Afſaſiniens, a People formerly inhabiting about 
12 Towns in Phenicia near Tyre, under a King of 
their own Elefting. Whillt they paid a Tribute to 
the Templers, they offered to turn Chriſtians, to be 
diſcharged of the ſame; but the Templers refuſed it; 
which, ſays William of Tyre, has been the cauſe of 
the ruine of Religion in the Eaſt. In 1231 Lews 
of Bavaria was aflaflinated by theſe People. In 1257 
the Tartars Came upon 
ent ( or King ) and took their Towns : and we have 
had no further account of them ever lince. 

Aflinarins, a River of Sicxly. See Falconara. 

Iflinſhire, Aſſinus, a County in the North-weltern 
part of Scorland : it has Strathnavern on the 
North, the Mountains of Marble and Alabaſter on the 
Eaſt, Rofſe on the South, and the IriſÞ Sea on the 
Weſt. This is properly a part of the County of Rofſe 
and therefore little is ſaid of it. 

Iffifi, /Efipum, Aſſiſium, a City of Umbria in the 
Patrimony of St. Peter : it is a Biſhops See, built on 
a Hill, 5 Miles from the River A/io. : 

L'Ifſumption, A/umptio, a ſmall new City in 
the Southern America, near the River of Plate in 
Paragua: it is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
de la Plata. | 

BFApzta, the firſt of all the Empires and Kingdoms 
m the World. It ſubſifted for 1300 years under 37 
Kings, or according' to the computation of others, 
for 1484 years under-41 gs, that is from Nim- 
70d and News (the firſt of which reigned at Babylon 
in the year of the World 1879, the at Ninuive ) 
down'to Sardanapalus; who burnt himſelf in 3178. 
876 years before the coming of our Sawour. 
Now it is a Province of Aſia, called otherwiſe. Moſul 
and Arzerum, between Diarbeck and Perſia, under 
the Grand Sergnior, See Moſul. 

Ifta, a City and Roman Colony, lying between 
Piedmont and Montferrat : it isa Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Mz/ar, well fortified, with a'ſtrong 
new Caſtle belonging to it : once a Commonwealth, 
then it became a part of the Dukedom of M:zlar, and 
was under the V:ſcounts ; being disjoyned from that

Altetian, a Province of the new Kingdom of Mex- 
zco in America, upon the Coalt ol the Fermaglian 
Ocean. 

Iſtoza, Aſtura Auguſta, a City and Biſhoprick in 
the Kingdom of Leon 1n Spain, 9 Miles from L cone, 
( the Archbiſhops See ) to the South. This City is alſo 
Called Aſtorga. 

Iſtracan, Aſtracanum, the Capital City of a Tar- 
tarian Kingdom in Aſia, near the Mouth of the River 
Rha, or rather olga, where it falls into the Caſpian 
Sea: 1t 1s built in an Iſland made by that River about 
25 German Miles from the Sea-ſhoar 3 and has been 
in the Hands of the Muſcovites ever fince the Year 
T1554. before which time it had Kings of its own. 
The Kingdom of 4ſtrasan is a contiderable part of 
the Czar's Dominion : it lies in Tartaria Deſerta, 
from the Head of the River Ra to the Caſpian Sea z 
and extends Weſt to the River Tanais, oo parts 1t 
from the Precopenſian Tartars. It was conquered 
by Johannes Baſilovits, Emperor of Muſcovy. 

Iſturia, was once a Kingdom, but is. now a part

JItha, a River of Germany in the Dukedom of Ba-

Athamas, a River of /Etolta in Greece, with a 
Mountain of the ſame name, from whence it ſprings.

Ta- 
ken in 1667. by the French; and by the Treaty of 
Aquiſgrane, this and the Territory belonging to it 
was yielded to them ; but by the Treaty of Nimzguen, 
in 1679. it returned under the Spamzſb Domunion. 
In this place in 1357..there was a League concluded 
between Vence/laus Duke of Brabant, and Lewis Earl 
of Flanders, 033-4; 

Athens, Athene, one of the moſt antient and 
moſt noble Cities of Greece, the Capital of Acrica. 
Built by Cecrops an egyptian, A. M. 2350. accor- 
ding to Helvicus lin 2390. the laſt of which Accounts 
precedes the going up of the Children of 1/rae! out of 
'Egypr, 64 years. It was govenned by Kings to the 
Death of Codrus, A. M. 2882. under Archons for 
Life, till 3190. after which it had Archons for ten 
years, till the year of the World 3268. when it be. 
came a perfect Republick,and had never more any reſt 
or peace till it/fellinto the hands of the Kings of Ma- 
cedonia firſt, and afterwards of the Ryans. About 
3430. Xerxes invading Greece, the Atbemans burat 
their own City, ' and ſent their Wiwes and Children 
into the Iflands of the Medterranean: prevailing 
afterwards againſt that great Prince, they built the

Athlone, Athlona, Atlona, is a ſmall Town in the 
County of Reſeccmen, in the Province of Connausht 
in Ireland; mn the Confines of Leinſter ; ſeated up- 
on the River Shannon; where it comes out of the Lake 
of Lough Ree, 16 Iriſh Miles from Longford, South. 
This Place was the Refuge of the Rebels in the Iriſh 
Rebellion, who fled thither from Kz!kenny in 1650. 
being preſſed upon by other Rebels ; where they had 
not much re{t, the Town'being taken by Hewſon in 
1651. The Strength: of it lies in the Caſtle : whi- 
ther, when Douglas with 10 Regiments of Foot 
and '4 of Horſe of the Forces of King #/l;am, ar- 
rived, in order to a Stege,. about the middle of 7uly, 
1590. the Iriſhretired, burning the Town, and break 
ing the Bridge. And at the laſt he was forced to leave 
itn their poſſeſlion. But it could not withſtand the

Athol, 4tholia, is a ſmall County. or Earldom in 
the heart of Scotland'; between the Mountain Gram- 
pus on the Weſt, and the'Sherifdom of Perth on the 
Faſt; in which rifeth the River Tau, the greateſt Ri- 
ver in all Scor/and.

Tt was di- 
vided m thoſe times firſt into 10, then into 13 Tribes. 
Each Tribe afſumed its denomination'from ſome or 
other Heto of. the' Country, and was made to con- 
fain a certain number of Towns and Villages, amount- 
mig in the whole'to 174 ; being then as populous a Re- 

ion as Hol/and now. It extended its Dominion al-

Aude, Atax, a River of Languedoc in France. It 
takes its ſource from thePyranees in the County of Ro- 
fillon, and falls into the Mediterranean near Narbonne.

JIvetro, Averonius, a River in the Province of Ko- 
vergue in France. It riſes in the Territory of Sowo- 
rac ; paſles to Rhodez, St. Anthonin, Bourniquet, 
Negrepelifſe ; and having entertain'd the ſtreams of 
ſeveral Rivers in the way, delivers itſelf into the Tarn 
at Pointe d'Averrou.

France,q, Leagues from Rheims,near the River E. 

Ivenmoze, Dabrona, the Broad Water, a River 
in the Province of Munſter in Ireland: it ariſes near 
the Earldom of Deſmond, and running Eaſt, it takes 
In ſeveral other Rivers; and having walhed the Town 
of Liſmore, it falls into the Ocean at Toughal, where 
it maketh a Haven, about 20 Miles Welt of PPater- 
Ford Waven. 
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Iverno, Avernus, Aernus, a deep Lake, furronnd- 
ed] with Mountains and a Wood, in the Terra dr: La- 
voro, in the Kingdom of Naples, near to Baja and 
Cuma. The Vapours it ſends forth are very corrupt 
and noxious ; which made the Poets repreſent 1t as 
one of the Mouths of Hell. Nero attempted to make 
a Navigable Canal from hence to the Diſembogure 
of the Tiber ; but the Mountains and Soil rendred 
it impracticable. To the Weſt of it there is a Cave 
{track out of a Mountain, where they formerly con- 
ſulted an Oracte; and its ſuppoſed the ſame Cave was 
the Grotto of the Sibylſa Cumana. 

Iverfa, a City and a Bifhops See, in the Terra ds 
Lavoro, in the Kingdom of Naples. Built in the Ele- 
venth Century upon the Foundations, as ſome believe, 
of the antient Atel/a ; and Fortih'd with a noble 
Caftle. It carries the Title of an Earldom too; toge- 
ther with this Epiſcopal See, they have united that of 
Atella and Cuma. 

AIveſnes, Avenne, a Town of Haynaut ; little, 
but famous, and well Fortifi'd ; ſtanding upon a fall 
River which falls into the Sambre. This Town ſtands 
4 Miles South of Maubeuge, 8 from Mons. It was 
yielded to the French by the Pyrenean Treaty An.165 9. 

Aveſnes le Comte, a ſmall French Town in the 
Province of Artois, in the Borders of Picardy. 

Fugarras, Indians of Braſil in America, in the 
Province of Puerto Seguro. 

© Ange, a County in Normandy. 

Augatow, Auguſtavia, a New Town in Poland, 
upon the River Brebeez, on the Borders of Lithuania, 
betwixt Bzelsko and Grodno. 

Avigitano, Aviliana, a ſmall Town in Piedmont, 
upon the River Durza, 20 Mites from Turin to the 
Welt. (This River is call'd Grana in the late Maps) 
It ſtands on a Hill, and has a ruin'd Caſtle. 

JIvignon, Avenzo, a City of Provence in France, 
npon the Rhone : it is an Archbiſhops Sce, a large well 
built Place, and very much famed for having been 
the ufual Reſidence of the Popes from bank, th the 
Grant of Foan Queen of Naples, and Counteſs of 
Provence, to Clement V.) to 1378. In which time 
died here, Fohn II. in 1334. Benedi& KII. in L341. 
Clement VI. in 1352. Innocent VI, in 1361. and 
Urbanus V. in 1370. This City is an Univerſity, 
and had once a Stone-Bridge, which is now decayed. 
The Archbifhoprick was erected here by Sixcus IV. 
in 1475. During the Difference betwixt the King of 
France and Pope Innocent KI. about the Franchiles, 
the former took this City into his own Poſſeſſion. 
It lies about 9 Leagues from Arles, on the Borders of 
the Principality of Aurange. 

Avila, 4/bula, a City of old Caſtsle.in Spain, fa- 
mous for the Birth of S$. Terefia. It is wholly built 
upon a Hill, well fenced with Walls, ſeated amongſt 
many Rocks, and neighbouring Mountains, yet has a 
plea ant Situation near the River Adaja. It is a Bi- 

ops Sec, under the Archbiſhop of Compoſtelle : it 
ſtands in the midſt between Salamanca and Madrid.

Ixmiſter, a Market Town in Devonſhire upon 


the River Axe: the Capital of its hundred. 

Axum, Auxuma, a City, and keretofore the Capi- 
tal of the Kingdom of Tigre, in the Province of Szre 
in Ethiopia. 

Apr, a ſmall Town upon Dunbritain Frith, in 
the South part of Scotland, with a River of the ſame 
name in the Territory of Kzle ; 11 which O/:ver Crom- 
wel built a ſtrong Citadel or Fort, to keep the Scorch 
Nation in awe. 

Apr, Arola, a ſmall River in France, which riſcth 
in the Dukedom of Barrois; and running North, 
watereth Clermont and YVarenne ; and at lait fills into 
the Arſne. 

A3a, a Town in Cappadocia upon the Borders of 
Armenia betwixt TrebiZonde and Neo-Ceſaraa. 

Azack, Tanais, Sec Aſoph. | 

Azamoz, a Town in the Province of Duquela in 
the Kingdom of Marocco, at the mouth of the River 
Ommirabi. The Portugueze took it in 1508 and in 
1540 they abandoned it. The Moors afterwards re- 
peopled it ; but being all kill'd- or taken in a night 
by a furprize of the Portugueze, it has continued de- 
fart ever fince. 

Azaotan, Azaor, the vaſt Deſfarts of Libya in 4- 
frica. 

Azeca, an antient Town of the Amorites in Cha- 
naan, where God Almighty rain'd down Hailltenes up- 
on them from Heaven. Foſh. 10. 11. Rehoboam re- 
pair'd it. 2. Chron. 11.9. Tt was afterwards ruined in 
the Wars by the King of Babylon. Ferems. 34. 7. 

Fzem, a Kingdom in the Terra firma of the In 
dies, beyond Ganges, in one of the moſt plentiful 
Countries of all A/ia, for all things neceſſary to hy- 
man lite. The Capital of it, is Kemmerouf, 21 days 
journey diſtant from the Town Azem. The People 
live altogether at their eaſe. They etteem the fleſh of 
dogs particularly above other meats ſelling great quan- 
tities thereof in their Markets. . 

A39zes, commonly call'd by Engls(b-men the Ca- 
ary Iflands, are 7 I{lands in the A:lantich Ocean, not 
unknown ta the Antients3 and by Pliny, Solenw,-and 
others, mentioned under the name of the Fortunate 
Ilands ; and tho they differ. as to- the number, yet all 
agree, Canaria. was one of them; but which is moſt 
wonderful, the knowledge of them, was pertectly loſt 
till 1330. when a Ship being diſtreſſed by Weather, 
diſcovered them ; and it is not agreed whether it was 
an Engliſh, French, or Dutch. Ship In 1334. the 
Portugueſe attempted to conquer theſe Iſlands, and 
were beaten off. In 1417. Henry King of Caſtile 
granted theſe Iſles to one Fobn Betancourt, upon con- 
dition he ſhould hold them under'the Crown of Ca- 

ſtile ; and heaccordingly ſubdued four of them. Fer- 
dinando conquered the rei in 1483. ard under Spain 
they are at this day. They had this name given them 
from the great number of Hawks the firſt Adventu- 
rers found in'them. See Canary Iles. | 

JAzotus, an antient City of Paleſtine. Taken here- 
tofore by..Zoſhua about: the. year of the World 2586. 
Then it: became one of the! tive Governments of the 
Philsſtines, who detain'd the Ark in it. Since Chri- 
ſtiarity, it was made a Biſhops - See under the Arch- 
biſhop, of Ceſarea. Baldwin: 1. took it from the 
Saracens.in riot. It had a'Church built in it, and 
an Epiſcopal Houſe in the particular place (they ſay ) 
where St. Phalzp left the Eunuch:'he baptized, when 
he was rapt away by the Spirit. Sometimes call'd Azo- 
tw. Paralia, to diſtinguiſh it from Azotus Ippine, 
which was another Epiſcopal See heretofore in: Pale- 


ſtine. See Aſbded. 


Jztn=court; or Agincourt, a {mall T>wn in Ar- 
20% inthe Earldom of S. Paul, from which it:is di- 
{tant ſomewhat above 3 Leagues to the Welt, as it 
1s alſo from Heſdin to the North, In 1415. Henry F 
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e. Enland beat D' Anbret, Conſtable of France, viho 
came apainſt him with a French Army conſiſting of 
80000 Men, near this ſmall Town ; which has gl- 
ven it a name amongſt the moſt conſiderable Places 
of the World. See. Truſſel. Life and Reign of Hen.V. 

IJ 3uayes, a poor People of Barbary and Numidia 
m Africa upon the Coatts and Mountains. They wear 
a Croſs engraven upon their face or hands to dittin- 
guiſh them from other Africans. A Cuſtom firſt in- 
troduced amonglt them in token of their being Chri- 
{tians, according to a Law made, when the Gothiſh 
and Chriſtian Princes reign'd in Barbary, that where- 
4s all ſuch Infidels as would embrace the Goſpel were 
excuſed Tribute, therefore thoſe who became Chri- 
ſtians in reality ſhould make themſelves known to the 
publick Officers of the revenue by a Croſs of that na- 
ture. They perſevered in their Converſions till the 
Caliphs came in: And tho they wear the Crofs full, 
yet it ſerves them with other Figures more for a pre- 
tended Ornament,than a token of Religion.

- WBabelmand:1, D:odors Inſula, is a ſmall Ifland 
in the Red Sea, belonging to Ethiopia, mentioned 
by Pliny, Prolemy, Arrian, and others: but the later 
Geographers are not agreed whether this be it, or Prz- 
meira, Which lies near it. It lies in the very entrance 
of the Red Sea, or Arabick Gulph, and gives name 
to that paſſage. " 

* Babylon, one of the moſt famous Cities of the 
antient WotTd, celebrated both in Sacred and Profane 
Story. It is ſeated upon the Eupirazes, and was the 
Capital-of Chatdea, about 42 Miles from Bagder to 
the South Fatt, in 979. d. of Long. and 35 of Nor. 
Lat. Generally beheved to have been built by. Nim- 
70d, the Grand-child of Noah, ſoon after the De- 
lyze ; and to have been a continuation of Babel, ſa 
called, becauſe the Lord did there confound the Lan- 
. guage of all the Earth, Gen- 11. 9. | This City was 
antiently incompaſſed with Walls af Brick, which 
made a Circuit of 385 Stadia's, ar 48 Engl:fh Miles. 
They were ſo broad at the top, that two Chariots 
might meet, and paſs, without. any tundrancez. and 
they are ſaid to be 100Cubits high; ſo that this was 
one of the ſeven Wonders that amazed the old World. 
This City was the Capital of the Aſſ74a Empire ; 
and tho Nabonafſar rain'd-that.;:Empire, yet he for- 
ſook it not ; but his Son Nebuchadnez7ar very much 
increaſed and'inlarged it, as appears Dev. 4-39. After 
this, it was taken by Cyr the Perſiau. Anno Mun, 
3516. before the Birth of our Savigur $37 years; 
and tho it changed its Maſter, [yet it kept much of its 
antient Greatneſs under the Perſian Empire : Selew- 
cits Nicanor, one of the Succeſſors of Alexander the 
Great, (who dyed here.) building Seleucza upon the 
Tr2r%, at about 4o Miles diftance from it, as Strabo 
obſerves, it became thereby deprived of its Wealth, 
its Honour, and Inhabitants ; whence Pauſanias could 
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fay, that it had nothing in his time but its Wall : ir: 
the days of S. Ferom 1t was only a Park, and in after- 
times 1t became an Habitation for Scorpions and Ser-- 
pents, fo that no Mancould fafely paſs through it.. See 
Bochare. Geogr. Sacr. lib. 4. c. 15, It is very hard 
now to know afſuredly ſo much as where it ſtood. For 
tho Bachad or Bagdat is often call'd by the ſ:ime 
name, and divers have therefore been induced to ac- 
cept it for the ſame. place, yet that this is a great mi- 
{take, ſee Bachad. 

Wabylon #1 £2ypt, flood 'overagainſt Memphis, 
near the Nile. St. Peter wrote his Firſt Epittle, its 
thought, from this Babylon ; becauſe the other was 
deſerted before, as this fince; yet forming Cairoout 
of its ruines. | 

WBabolitza, Carethna, or Vallis Cariniana, a Town 
placed by Anziochus in the Lower Pannonia, now 
part of the Lower Hungary. 

Baboliza, or Babolza, a Town of the Lower 
Hungary, call'd by Antoninus, Manſuetinum : i has 
now a Caſtle, and lies about five Hungarian Miles 
Welt of Azgeth ; in our latter Maps it is call'd Ba- 
bolcha. 

Wabuco, ' Bauco, Bovil/ie, a Town of S. Peter”: 
Patrimony, near the Confines of Campania, and the 
Kingdom of Naples. 

Wabul, Patrala, or Patala, isone of the greateſt 
Cities in the Eaſt-Indies, ſeated in an Ifland of the 
vg Indus, under the Dominion of-the Great Mo-« 

ul. 
2 Wacalal, a Lake in the Northern America. 

Wacar, 1:urea Trachonitts, a Region of Paleſtine, 
often mentioned in the New Teſtament, It lies be- 
yond Fordan between Samaria and Arabia, and be- 
longed to the Tribes of Gad and Reubey, The Irha- 
bitants are famed ,in the Roman Hiſtory for good Ar- 
chers; tho Czcero, [2. Phil] calls them at the ſame 
time, Omnum gentium maxime barbaros, the moſt 
barbarous of all Nations. They are mentioned alſo 
by Virgil, Lucan, and Vopiſcus, onthe Tame account. 
There 1s another Country in the Eaft=Iudzes, call'd by 


the ſame name. | 

Baccharuch or Bachruch, a ſmall Town in the 
Lower Palatinate upon the Rhne, in the greateſt 
eſteem for Wine of all the places in Germany : whence 
that Etymology of its name, Bacchs ara, deſcanted by 
H. Stephan, 

Bachad, Seleucia, a City of Meſopotamia upon 
the River Tigris : in anticnt times called Coche , 
and afterwards Alexandria from Alexandria the 
Great , who rebuilt" it ; after which being re-edi- 
fied by Antiochus King of Syria, (who catfd it 
his Fgther's name, Seleucia) and being again ruin' 
it was rebuilt in'762. by Almanaſor Abupiafar the 
229. Calif, firſt on the Weſtern Shoar of Togrss, and 
after on the Eaftern in Chaldea: in time it grew great, 
rich, and populous, being the Seat of many of the 
Califs, and was call'd Bagdad, or Bagdet ;; that part 
which lay on the Weftern fide, being deſerted by de- 
grees, is become a heap of Rubbiſh. ' This City lies 
in an oblong figure, is great and well fortified ; ic 
has a Bridge of Boats over the Tigrzs, and a ftrong- 
Caftle, in which the-TwrkiſÞ Baſſa reſides. It has been 
very often taken and re-taken by the Turks and Per - 
/ians. The former poſſeſs'd themſelves of it in 1638. 
after a bloody Siege, in which they loſt 40000 Men, 
and have kept it ever fince. It lies 79; 20. Long. 35. 
40. Lat. and ts by many Writers miſtaken for Baby- 
lon, tho it lies at the diſtance of: forty Miles from it, 
and upon the Typris, whereas that lies upon the Eu- 

hrates. . | FH 
F Bach, Bachia, a ſmall Epiſcopal City of the 
Lower Hurgary, under *he Archbiſhop 'of Colocza, 
upon the Danrbe, where the River Sgrwizze meets 
if, 
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it. This Biſhoprick is united for ever to the Metro- 
politan See; and it was in the hands of the Turks, 
till 1686. when, by the taking of Quinque Eccleſte, 
and the deſerting of Colocza by them, after Buda 
was taken; it returned under the Obedierce of the 
Emperor. 
| ABachian, Bachianum, called Bacham by the Por- 
eugals; one of the Molucco Iflands in the Eaſt-In 
ates, and a diſtin Kingdom ; ſmall but very fruit- 
ful ; under the Dominion of the King of Machzan, 
from whence it lies about 3o Miles to the South, and 
2 little lefs from the Iſland of G1ols ; almoſt exactly 
under the Line. It has a Town of the ſame name, 
and a Fort belonging to the Dutch called Barnemwele. 
Serrail, or Bacze-Saray, the Capital City 
of the leſſer Tartary upan the River Kabarta, and 
the uſual reſidence of the Cham of the Crims. 
Bachu, a City of Albania upon the Caſpian Sea; 
in the times of the Roman Empire it is ſuppoſed to 
have been called A/bana; but there is ſome Contro- 
verſie about it. From this City the Caſpian Sea 1s 
called by ſome Mar di Bachu. $S And there is alſo 
another City in Arabia Felix called by the ſame name 
in Ptolemy. : : 
Backow, Bachow, Baccovia, a City of Walachia 
(as others of Moldawa) upon the River Alauta, 
which falls into the Danube a little above N:copols. 
This was made a Biſhops Sec. by Pope Clement 
VIIL. under the Archbiſhop of Colocza : it is in the 
Northern Bounds of Walachia, about 25 Miles North, 
Weſt of Targviſco, the Capital City of that Pro- 
vince. By ſome called Bra:/low. 
Bacras, one of the Branches of Mount Taurus, 
which riſes in Cilicra, a Province of Aſia the leſs. 
Bartriana, (Bazzer in the modern Appellation) was 
an antient Province of Perſia, anſwering in part 
now to Coraſan in Perſia , and in part to Us- 
beck in Tartary ; divided by th? River Gerchog. 
Its Capital City was Ba&ra, hereafter mentioned by 
the name of Bagdaſan, which is of little conſideration. 
The River  Ba#rus of this Country has alſo 
changed its name to Buſchian, falling into the Gez- 
chon. The antient Inhabitants had the repute of the 
beſt Soldiers in the World: they were always in Arms 
upon the account of the Scyzhians their. Neighbors, 
who lived. by Spoil. And much addicted to Aitrolo- 
gy 3 Aoroaſter their King being the ſuppoſed Author 
of that Science, under the name of Magick. 
Baeueen, Badubenne Lucus, a famous Foreſt in 
Frzeſland, one of the United Provinces mentionedby 
Tacitus : 1t is ſtill the greateſt Wood in all that Pro- 
vince ; by the Common People called Deven-WPol- 
Den, that is the Seven Woods, It ſtands 3 Leagues 
from Groningen, to the Weſtward, towards Sloze ; 
others ſuppoſe it to be meant of Coevorden, a ſtrong 
Town m Trans-Iſſilane, near the River Schwart-ma- 
cer, or Groeningen-Diep, (which falls near Gronin- 
gen) called by the Romans, Virus; but the moſt 
common and beſt ſupported Opinion is the firſt. _ 
Wadat, | a People of Tartaria Deſerta, adoring 
the Sun, -and ſome ſay, a red Clout elevated in_the 
Air. 
Badajor, Pax Auguſta, a City of Eſtremadura, 
which heretofore belonged to Portugal, (inthe Con- 
tines of which..it ſtands ) but is now the Capital of 
Eftremadura,” a Province in the Kingdom of Leoz: in 
Spain : large,” populous, and well fortified, and ſeat- 
ed on a Hill. :Fhe Porzrgals after they had driven

Wadaſcian, Maracanda, a City often mentioned 
in the Writers of the Life of Alexander the Greaf, 
Tamerlane the Great was born here, and had is Pa- 
lace in it, who much beautified it, and erected here 
an Univerſity. 1t belongs now to the Province F224 
taja in Tartary, and lies about 100 Miles North of 
the River Oxu. A famous place tor Merchandiſe, 
very large, and the Capital of the Ealtern Tar:ars. 
Chalcocondylas calls it Samarachantan and the Tartars 
Samarcand. 

Wadelona, a Town of Catalonia in Spar, cilld 
by Mela, Betulo: once famous, now a Village, not 
far from Barcinone, and about a League from a Ri- 
ver of the ſame name heretofore, now cal'ed Be/os, 
which falls into the Mediterranean Sea between theſe 
two Places. 

Waden, Ober Baden, Aque, Caſtellum + 520K 
Therme ſuperiores, a Town in Switzerland, between 
Rurich, ( | which it is diſtant two Leagues ) and 
Baſil, from which it ſtands fix Leagues. As the 
Aſſemblies of the Cantons are uſually held here, this 
place is famed for a League treated among(t them- 
ſelves in 1656. There was a general meeting of the 
Deputies of the 13 Suiſſe Cantons held here, Ofob. 
1690. wherein they reſolved, in reference to the pre- 
ſent War betwixt the Confederate Princes and Fraxce, 
that they would maintain a Neutrality ; but withal 
ſecure the paſs of Angſt, and the Biſhoprick of 
Baſle, with the four Forreſt Towns, in which the 
Frexch did pretend to take their Winter Quarters 
It lies upon the River Limat, ( Limagus ) which a 
little beneath falls into the Aar ( Arola) the greateſt 
River in thoſe Countries, which falls into the Rhine 
at Waldhuſt, a Town of Schwaben. 

Baden, Bada, Therme Inferiores, 4 ſmall City 
of Schwaben in Germany, the Head of the Marquiſate 
of that name; 5 Leagues from Strasburg to the 
South-Eaſt, 1 from the Rhine, and 8 from Spire : fa- 
mous for its natural Baths, from whence 1t has its 
name, The Marquiſate is of no great extent, but 
very populous, and the Villages ſo thick, lying along 
the Rhine, that the whole. Principality is compared 
to one continued City. Long. 28. 40. Lat. 82. 20. 
It is called by 'the Germans, Margraven Baden, to 
di ſtinguiſh it from'6ther places called by. the name of 
Baden. The Original ef the Noble Family now poſ- 
ſeſſed of this Honor, 'was from the Duke of Zering ; 
for Bertholdus 1. was the Father of -Hermanaus, the © 
firſt Founder of this Family, which is now divided 
into two Branches, the one profefling the Proteſtant, 
and the other the'Roman Catholick, Religion ; of the 
later Branchy comes*the preſent - Prince. Lews, who, 
fince the Death of the Duke of Lorramn,has been hono- 
red by the Emperor with the: general Command of all 
his Forces in Hungary; and obtained great Victories. 
_ Baden, 'Aque' Pannoniz, a Town'in Auſtria, 3 
Leagues from Yierna'to the South, ſeated at the foot 
of the Mountains. * | 
* Badenoch, in"Latin Badencehia, is a, County in 
the North! of Scer/and, of a -barren Soil, fulli of 
Mountains; divided in two by a great Lake, and 
bounded by the Counties of Murray, Roſs and Athol. 
— Badenwetler, a City in the Province of Br:/gow 
i Germany, between Friburg and Baſil; yet a part 
ot the Mirquifate of Baden, and tamous for Hot 
Baths, Bacotia. 
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Waeotta, See Boeotza. 

Waern. See Berghen. T 

Waetica, one of the 3 antient parts of Spain, 
taking its name from the River Bers which we 
how *ciall Gnadalquivir ; See Spain. Its principal 
Cities were Sevil and Corduba. From the time that 
Alphonſus King of Caſtile was defeated here, by Aben 
Foſeph K. of Morocco, in the Year 1195+ the Sara- 
ces polleſled it unto the Reign of Ferdinand V. 

Waeza, Bratia, a City of Andaluſia. - It was 
heretofore an Epiſcopal City, under the Archbiſhop 
of Toledo; but in 1249. its Biſhoprick was united 
by Pope Innocent IV. to that of Jazn or Gaen. 
[ Giemna] This City was recovered from the Moors 
by Ferdinand King of Caſtile, m 1227. It was a 
Koman Colony, then called Urbs Betica. Hereis an 
Univerſity, erected in 1538. and the Town is large, 
and ſtands upon a Hill one League from the River 
Guadalquivr. 

WBaflin's Bay, a Gulph extended from the 7oth to 
the Soth, deg. of North Lat. in the Terra Auſtrals 
of America; diſcovered by an Eng/1ſhman who gives 
his Name to 1t. 

Baffo, Paphos, a City in the Iſland of Cyprus, 
once famous, now ruin'd. : : 

Wagaloag, a Town upon the Frontier of Beſnia 
in Dalmatia, under the Turks, By 

WBagamidri, a Kingdom in the upper Athiopsa, 
lying along the Nzle to the Weit. It is ordinarily di- 
vided into 17 Provinces, whereof ſome are large e- 
nough to be Kingdoms. 

Bagaudes, a People amongſt the antient Gauls. 

hey revolted twice from the Romans, at the end of 
the third and in the Fifth Century ; and were each 
time defeated, , : 

Wagapa, Bagy, Vaga, a City of Numidia in A- 
Frica. The Emperor Fuſtinian Wall'd it, and new- 
nam'd it Theodora from his Empreſs. In 394. the 
Donatiſt Biſhops celebrated a Council here, concern- 
ing the Cauſe of Primianus Biſhop of Carthage. 

Wagvdat, or Bagder. See Bachad. 

Wagdaſan, Batira, a ſmall City at the foot of 
Mount Caucaſus, ſeated ina fruitful Soil, much cele- 
brated in antient times; now of no Note. 

Wagnabar. See Golconde. 

Wagnarea, Balneum regis, Balneo-regium, No- 
vem populs, ſo called by the order of Defiderius King 
of the Lombards, as Paulus Diaconus faith. It 1s 
an Epiſcopal Cityin $. Peters Patrimony, built upon 
a Hill near the Lake Bo/ſena; it ſtands almoſt in the 
middle between Mount Fiaſcone and Orveto, trom 
which laſt it is not above 6 Miles diltant to the South. 
In this Place S. Bonaventure, who flouriſhed in the 
twelfth Century, with the Title of the Seraphical Do. 
for, was born. 

Wagneres, a Town in the County of Bzgorre in 
Gaſcony in France, famous for its hot Baths till 1660. 
when that natural Fire which heated them, was extin- 
guiſhed by an Earthquake, as Brie:aus faith. 

Wagni 4'A4bano, Fontes Apons, Aque Petavine, 
a place that has Baths, in the Territory of Padous in 
Tealy. 

Bagnt, ds Salviar:, a place not 
where Ceſar the Di&ator had a Country Houſe. _ 

WBagnt 4s Tr:to/in0, a place in Camparia, where 
Cicero had a Country Houle, not far from Putcolum. 
To theſe and divers other places in T1taly, they gave 
'the Pre-names of Bagnz, from their Baths; wherein 
the antient Romans delighted fo, that P. Vitor recks 
ons 8oo of them in Rome only.

Wahar-Ennili, one of the Branches of the Nzle in 
Ethiopia. 

Bahar-Socozoph, the Perſian Gulph 

WBahar-Rumi, the Mediterranean Sea. 

Wahta de todos los Santos, the ſame with S. Sal- 
vador in Braſil. 

Wahups, Bahuſiuym, a ſtrong Caſtle ſituated in 
a ſmall Ifland made by the River Trolhetta, which 
falls a little lower into the Ba!tick Sea. It hereto- 
{ore belonged to the Kingdom of Denmark, but in 
1658. was taken by the King of Sweden, together 
with the County of the ſame Name. It ſtands two 
Daniſh Miles from Gottenburg towards the North. 
This Caſtle was built by Hakn TV. King of Norway 
in 1309. ſurrendred by Treaty to the Swedes in 1660 
who before were in Poſſeſſion ot 1t ; atrempted by the 
Danes in 1678. but without any good Succeſs. 
The Province in which it lies is bounded on the Eaſt 
with weſt Gotlandt, on the Weſt by the Baltick Sea, 
and by the County of Aggerhuis towards the North. 
It lies 100 Miles in length from the North to the 
South, but it is not above 3o Miles broad, and in 
many places but 15. It has, beſides the Caſtle I 
mentioned, a Town called Malſtrano. This Terri- 
tory was yielded to the Swedes by the Treaty of Rof- 
child in 1658. 

Baja, Baie, a City of Campania in Italy, now- 
ruined, It was the delight of the antient Romans. 
Separated from Pozzuoli byan Arm of the Tyrrheniars 
Sea, about 2 Leagues over, which the Emperor Caligu 
la cover'd with a famous Bridge, paſſing and repafling 
the ſame in Triumph. The noble Refts yet extant 
diſcover that it has been a very ifeent Place. 
Since the times of Chriſtianity; an Epiſcopal Chair 
was placed and ſettled in it, till its rume was effected 
by Earthquakes. 

Wajaria, Eleutherus, a River of Siczly. It falls 
into the Mediterranean Sea, 8 Miles Eaſt of Palers

Regalis on the Eaſt : The Germans call it Platzee. 

Balbaſtro, Barbaſtrum, a City of the Kingdom 
of Aragon in Spain, upon the River Vero (Verum) 
where it falls into the Cinga about $8 Miles from Hu- 
eſcar (Oſca) to the Welt, and IHerda, now Lerida, 
to the North-Eaſt. It is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Zaragoza, from which diſtant 14 
Miles. This City was recovered from the Moors 1n 
the Year 1102. Call'd by ſome, heretofore, Bergi- 
dum ; and by others, Belgida. 

Walbec, Helzopols, Ceſarea Philippi, A City an- 
tiently of Celeſyria, at the foot of Mount Libanus ; 
which was at firſt a Biſhops See, made afterwards a 
Metropolitan under the Patriarch of Antioch, It is 
incompaſled with very high Hills on- all fides; and lies 
at the equal diſtance of about 32 Miles from Damaſ- 
es, Tripols, and Abyla. 

Waidins, Ufens, a River of Italy ariling in St.Pe- 
zer's Patrimony, at a place call'd Caſexove, 2 Miles 
from Seria; and falls into the Mare ds Toſcana near 
Terracina a City of Campania. It is now common- 
ly call'd s/ portatore, |

It runs from the Eaſt to the Weſt, and ends at the 
City of Meſembiria; out of it ſpring the Rivers He- 
brus, now Mariza, which watereth Hadrianople g and 
Strymon, now $rromona, The Sclavonzans call it 
Cumoniza; the Italians, CaſtegnazF0, or the Chain 
of rhe World; and the Turks Balkan.

Ballingacarrigy, a Caltle near Cavaz in the Coun- 
ty of Cavan in Jreland. It had a Garifon of about 
200 Mnin it, when Colonel -##%/feley with a Party of 
King William's Forcescame to. attack it. And is ga- 

ly fo ſtrong, thatnone {as the Agcount ſays) but 
Iriſþ Men would have been. beaten out of it without 
Canon. Aﬀter ſome Reliftance, which however coſt 
Colonel Woiſoley dearer than he expected ; they agreed 
to ſurrender it on terms, May 13. 1690, 
Baiſac, or Balzac, a Territory in the Dukedom 
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of Angoumeis in France, upon the River Charenze, 
giving 1ts name to the Family of the Gue7, which late- 
ly produced the moſt eloquent Man of France, Mon. 
fieur Balſac, a yerpetual honour to his Country, and 
particularly this place.

Balſara, Balſera, Teredon, a City attributed by 
Ptolemy and A'tan to Babylon, by others to Arabig.

A great City, ard of good 
Trade, and ſtands at the Conjunction of the Tigris 
and Euphrates,where they fall into the Perſian Gulph. 
After the King of Perſia had taken Ormw in the Year 
1622, the Engliſh, Dutch, and Portugueſe. betook 
themſelves to this Place, and ſetted their Factories 
here. In times paſt it was under the Kings of Per/ia, 
afterwards taken by the Turks. The Haven is ſafe 
and large, and ſtands about 12 miles above the Per- 
fian Gulph, on the Weſtern ſhoar ; and in the neigh- 
boring Villages many Chriſtians of the Sabborztes, or 
of St. John, live. 

Waltimoze Bay, a Bay and Haven in the Province 
of Mounſter in the Kingdom of Ireland, and in the 
Earldom of Deſmond, upon the Weſtern Ocean. s 

The Baltick Sea,Sinuw Codanm,may juitly be call'd 
the Northern Mediterranean. It has no Communi- 
cation with the Ocean, but by a narrow Streight call'd 
the Sound, which parts Futland from Gothland : 
from the Cape of Schagen in Futland, it bends to 
the South-Eaſt, as far as the Ifland of Jeland, which 
reſtrains it to ſo narrow a breadth, that the Caſtles of 
Elſeneur and Elſenborg command the Paſſage, and 
enable the King of Denmark to enforce a Tribute from 
all Ships trading in or out of the Baltich Sea : from 
thence it runs South, and waſheth the Dukedom of 
Mekelenburg and Pomerania, as far as Dantzich : 
from thence it turns North again, and waſheth Cur- 
land and Livonia as far as Nargen, where it is divi- 
ded into two other great Bays ; one of which is cal. 
led the Bay of Finland, and divides Finland from Liz 
vonia. In this Bay lies N4rva, the Capital of Live- 
1a, heretofore the Store-houſe of the North : a little 
more North it receives the River Severs ; into which 
run Ladega and Onega, two vaſt Lakes that part 
Megrina and Cornelia, and run up almolt as far as 
the White Sea, with which they ſeem alſo to have 
ſome Communication by their Rivers: from hence 
the Baltsck runs to the North, as far as #bourg ; 
where it turns again and runs South Weſt as far as 
the Iſlands of Aland; and here begins the 24, Branch 
of the Baltick call'd the Finni/ch or Botner Sea ; 
which runs North and South, leaving on the Eaſt 
Finland and Boddia, and on the Weit Sweden and 
F;nmarckh : at the moſt Northern Point of it lies Tor. 
nia, a Sea-Port Town. The varions Countries which 
do border upon this Sea, and have little or no Com- 
munication with the other Seas, make it much fre- 
quented by Merchants of all Nations. 

Balp, an Ifland of the Eaff-Indies, Eaſt of Fav, 
about 12 Miles in compaſs, very fruitful and well in- 
habited, Tt is thought to be the lefler Fava, being 
ſeparated from the greater only by a Bay. 

— Bamba, -a Province of the Kingdom of Congo in 
Africa, with a Town-of the ſame Name : it lies be- 
tween Loanda to the South, and the River Zaire to 
the North, on the Weſtern Shoar of ory, name 
the Line. There is a Province inthe South Americe, 
in the Kingdom of Papaian, under the Spansards ; 
and a Village in Caſtile in Spain, both of the fame 
Name. 

' Bamberg, Gravienarium, Bamberga, a City of 


' Germany in the Circle of Franconia, upon the Rives 


Redmy, 
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Rednit, which 3 little lower falls mto the Mayn. It 
is a Biſhops See, (under the Archbrſhop of Mayerce, 
for ſome time) now immediatly dependent on the 
Pope. This City was made a Biſhoprick by Henry II. 
Emperor ; and had its Name from Baba, a Daughter 
of Othothe Emperor ; and it ſignifieth m the German 
Tongue, the Hill of Baba, It is under the Civil Ju- 
riſdiction of its own Biſhop 3 and ſtands about fix 
Miles from P/urtzburg, to the North-Eaſt, and Nu- 
renburg to the North-Weſt. In this City died Hen- 
7y IL in 1025. Conradws II. in 1152. Philip L in 
3208. It was antiently a free Imperial City, but not 
now : there belongs to it a ſmall Territory or Dioceſe, 
which lics along the Mays and the Rednze, extend- 
ing in length from North to Soath 25 German Miles, 
but much reſtrained as to its breadth by the Marqui- 
fate of Culembach on the Eaft, and the Biſhoprick 
of Wurtsburg on the Welt : befides theſe, he has ſome 
few Towns in Carinthia which were ſubjected to the 
Emperor by a Treaty in the Year 1535. with Ferds- 
nando 1. Henry II. (called St. Henry) built here a ve- 
ry magnificent Church for the Remiſſion of his Sins 
in the Year 1007, and ſubjugated this City, with all 
its Dependencies to the Popes of Rome ; but it was 
after redeem'd by Henry V. who gave that See the 
City of Benevento in Italy in Exchange for it. The 
antient City of Prague in Bohemia, is a Fee belong- 
ing to this Biſhoprick ; and the Electors of Saxony 
and Brandenburg hold other conliderable Fees of it.

Indico, Cotton-Wool and Fuſtick-Wood, and 
after that falling into the Sugar Trade, its Reputation 
and Wealth increaſed. And this Colony which for a 
long time ſubſifted- by the courtelie or negligence 
of .the Spaniards, ' grew fo ſtrong: and numerous, 
that all their after Attempts ſignified nothing. , Their 
Sugars, which at firſt were coarſe, and would quick- 
ly melt if not ſpent, are now- improved to a great 
Perfection. This Ifland -is not well Watered with 
Rivers, or freſh Springs; yet lying now, they. want 
not that, Element, being ſupplied by Pools, .Ponds, 
and Cifterns. It is- yery.- fruitful, and enjoys a-perpe- 
tual Summer : Hot,. but cooled by the Briezes'which 
riſe with the Sun;-abt.blow freſhen, 'ay+ the :Sun gets 
higher. . The chief Town of this Iſland is S. Michaels, 
ſituate at the bottom. of Carl:/le Bay, if the South-

Leagues fromValenciennes, and 6 from Moms, Ic 
was twice burnt in the laſt Age, and repair'd again. 
The Cergue, Aquedu#, and Inſcriptions here, are 
ſafficient marks of its Antiquity. It ſtands upon the 
little River O/near. 

Bavart, Boz/, Bojares, the firſt of the antient 
Germans that patſed the Alps, and fixed their Standards 
upon the Banks of Tiber. They carried their victorious 
Arms eveninto Greece, beyond the Helleſpont. Theſe 
were the antient Inhabitants of Bavaria. See Bava- 
YIA. 

Baudiſten, a Town in L#ſatia, a Territory be- 
longing to the Elector of Saxony ; between Mina 
and Bohemia, where the Governour reſides. 

Bauge, a ſmall Town in Anjou in France, where 
Charles VIE. then Dolphin, obtain'd a Gignal Victory 
againſt the Engliſh, commanded by the Duke of C/a- 
rence,who was there ſlain in 1420. It ſtands 3 Leagues 
from La Fleche, upon the River Cove/non. Built by 
the old Earls of A»jou. $ Another in the Province of 
Breſſe in the ſame Kingdom, giving the Title of a 
Marqueſs, beſides its Name to a Family, who have been 
the Sovereigns of Breſſe above 400 years. ſn Latin 
Balgiacum, the other Ba/ztum. 

augenci, Baſgentiacum, a Town upon the Loyre. 
In the Province of Orleans,betwixt Blozs and Orleans. 
In 1152. a Council here Afſembled, to take Cogniſance 
of the degree of Parentage betwixt Lewrs VII. King of 
France, and Eleanor his Wife, Dutchels of Guienne, 
Daughter to lliam XK. the lait Duke of Aquitain. : 
{which- ſaid Degree of Parentage,rendred their. Marriage 
nullandvoid from the beginning:) pronounced ſentence 
of Divorce” betwixt them 3+ whereupon the ſaid: Prin= 
ceſs remarried to Henry Duke of Normandy,afterwards 
Henry I. ' King of England; and in her' Right, 4- 
quizane fell to the Crown of England.

2 {mall Leagues from hence-you ſee a 
natural-deep and ſpacious Cave 1n the Earth, [which 
furniſhes the Country with continual Ice-in- the Sum- 
mer, and in the Winter flows with Water. _ 

Bauman, a vaſt-Cave inthe County of Reger- 
ſtein in the lower Saxony, where they find numbers 
of Bones of divers Animals, and ſometimes of

-Wayonue, -Baiqnas Boratumn, a very large, :rich, 
ftrong City ; Catedinon the River Adour, abaut.2 
Leagues from the Sea, in .the Confines of the King- 
doms of France, and Spain ; honored with a Biſhops 
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See, under the Archbiſtiop of Au/ch ; and has a larpe 
Haven on the Briee:ſÞp Sea. It itands 6 Leagues from 
the Confines of Spain, 7 from Dax to the Welt, 
and 3o from Bourdeaux to the South. There was 
a famous Congreſs in this City between Charles IX, 
with Catharine de Medices his Mother, and E!iſz- 
beth Siſter of Charles, Wife to Philip IL. King of 
Spain: in which an Agreement was cloſcly made be- 
tween the two Crowns to ruin the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, both in France and the Low Conntries ; which 
was followed by Rivers of Human Blood, ſhed on 
that account : this was in the Year 1565. and men- 
tioned by Thuanus and Grotius. $ Alſo a Town 
in the Kingdom of Gaticia in Spain, near the mouth 
of the River Minho, which falls into the Azlanrich 
Ocean, betwixt it and Lima. 

aux, a Town in Provence in France, giving the 
Title of a Marquiſs: it is fituated upon a Rock, with 
a good Cattle thereto, near Arles. There is an il- 
luftrious Houſe of this Name in Provence, and it 
is uncertain whether that has denominated the 
Caſtle of Baux, or the Caſtle it. 

Wabarta, called by the Germans Beyeren, a Duke- 
dom in Ge:-many ; the ſecond Circle in the Empire; 
having its name from the Avares, a People of the 
Huns, who polleſſed this Country. . It is alſo call'd Bo- 
jaria, from the Bozi of France, who once dwelt here. 
And in the times of the Roman Empire, Noricum. 
Bounded on the North by Franconia, on the Weſt by 
Schwaben, on the South by the Italian Alpes, and 
on the the Eaft by Auſtria and Bohemia, Be- 
fore the Treaty and Peace of Weſtphalia, it had 
lefſer Bounds : bat then it was not only raiſed in 
Honor, the Duke of Bavaria being made the 
VIII. Elector, but enlarged as to its Extent. 
This Country had Kings (after it was Con uered ) 
from the Romans, to the times of Arnolphus the 
Emperour ; and $S. Lew3s-is faid to have declared his 
Son Lewis King of Bavaria, in the Year 8:7. From 
thoſe times to ours they have had Dukes ; the firſt was 
Arnolphus, ſlain by the Normans, about the. Year 891. 
The greateſt part of this Country is Fruitful, and well 
cultivated, and has many.noble and ſtately Cities, the 
principal of which is Munchen, (Monachium \ ſeated 
on the Jar. The Family thereof gain'd the Upper 
Palatinate, by the Peace of Munſter.. He is of the 
Communion of the Church of Rome, and the far great- 
elt part of his Subjects; by which and their new Grants 
and Dignities, they are very firmly-united to the Houſe 
of Auſtria: which the preſent Emperor has improved 
by Marrying his Daughter to the now Duke of Ba. 
varia. ' 

az, Oczre, a ſmall Iſland on the Weſt of TIre- 
land, over againlt the Earldom of Deſmond in the Pro- 
vince of Munſter, North of the Bay of Dingle; call'd 
by the 1riſp Blasquo. | Mae 

1aza, Ba#t, a City of the Kingdom. of Granada 
in Spam, It was once a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Eluzre, at which time it was well Fortified ; 
but now 1t is little inhabited, and every day decays ; 
it ſtands upon the Borders of the Kingdoms of New 
Caſtile, and Murcia, 6 Leagues from Guadix to the 
South-Eaſt, 15 from Granato, and Gaen, or Faen to 
the North-Eaſt, and 16 from Almeria tothe North ; 
it is built at the Foot of an Hill, in a Valley call'd from 
it Hoya de Baya, by an inconfiderable Brook. 
..S S, Yaſata, a ſmall Territory in.the Low- 
er. Gutenne in France, which has the River Garonne 
on..the North and Weſt, Agenors on the Eaſt, and 
Condomoss on the South. It has its name from Ba- 
Js the principal.City-of it, and a Biſhops See, uns. 
ler the Archbiſhop of Auſch ; this.City ftands.ſearce 
3 Miles from- the River Garonne towards the South, 
7 from Bourdeaux to the North-Eaſt, i© yo Con- 

om0ozs, 
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domors, and 17 from Auſch. Tt 1s mentioned by the 
Antients under the name of Cofſium Vaſatum, Civi- 
gas Vaſatica, and Vaſate Arenoſe. And likewiſe the 
People of the Territory of Bazadors by the name of 
Vajates, who were the ſame perhaps with the Coco- 
fates of Pliny and Ceſar. 

Wazatm, [ Barace ] a vaſt Tract of Land but 
very barren which lies between Egype, and the King- 
dom of Tuny in Africa ; the ſame which was called 
Marmarica, as Bochart faith. $ Alſo a Town in 
the Kingdom of Gnzurate in the hither Eaſt-Indies : 
ſituated upon the Coaſt of the Gulph of Cambaza, 
26 Leagues from Daman to the South. It has been 
in the hands of the Portugueſe ever ſince the Year 
I534- who have built a good Cittadel with ſeveral 
{tately Churches in it, and made it a fine Town; 
therefore fuller of Gentry than Goa;- infomuch 
that Fidalgos de Bazaim, a Gentleman of Bazaim, 
is become a Proverb with the Portugueſe. 

25azano, a Mountain of Abruzzo, in the Kingdom 
of Naples in the Territory of Aquila, of which 
mention is made in the Life of S. Zuſten. 

WBazas. See Bazadois. 

Wazots, a Diſtrict in France in the Dukedom of 
Nivernots. 

Beaconsfield, a Market-Town in Buckingham- 
ſtire, in the Hundred of Burnham, on a ſmall Hill. 

WBearefozd, was a ſmall Monaftery built by the 
Danes in Greenland about 300 Years fince, but now 
a long time ago deferted and ruined. BC: 

Bearne, a fruitful and well Watered Territory in 
the South of France, advanced to the Honor of a 
Principality. It lies at the foot of the Pyrenean 
Mountains, which part it from the Kingdom of Ara- 
gon towards the South ; upon the Ealt it has the 
County of Bigorre, and Armagnac le Nozr ; upon 
the North Gaſcogny, and vpon the Weſt the King- 
dom of Navarr. This Country had heretofore Prin- 
ces of its own, one of which by a Marriage with E- 
lenora Queen of Navarr, united it to that Kingdom. 
Henry IV. brought it to the Crown of France, and 
by a Decree it was annexed for ever to that Kingdom 
m 1620. SE 

WBeancatre, a ſmall City in the Province of Lan- 
guedoc in France ; upon the River Rbo/ne, right over 
againft Taraſcon; 4 Leagues from Avignon towards 
the South, and 3 from Arles towards the North ; 
moſt remarkable for its Fairs. Tt! is called i Latn, 
Belloquadra. This Town was taken and retaken in 


the Civil Wars-of Frazice. Tt had a Cattle in it built 


upon a Rock to the River fide, which the laſt King 
commanded to be demoliſhed. 

Beauce or Beauſſe, Belſia, a Province of France, 
that heretofore was of very large extent, but ts 
now much leſs, and the Bounds not well known. It 
hes between the Loyre on the South, and the Seyn to 
the North; the principal Towns in it are, Chartres, 
Chaſteaudun, Montowr, Pluviers, Eſtampes, and Ven- 
doſme, This Province lying fo near to Pars, a con- 
fiderable part of it has been taken into the lite of 
France. The Soil is dry, but very truitful, and a- 
bounding in all things, efpectally Corn ; ſo that it 18 
called totzus Galize Horreum, the Store-houſe or Gra- 
nary of all France. 

Beanchamp, a place near Ca/azs in Picardy. The 
Duke of Somer/et is Baron of Beauchamp. 

Beanfozt, a Caltle in the Dukedom of Anjou in 
France; which belonged heretofore to the Houſe of 
Lancaſter, and was mach beloved by Zobn of Gaunt; 
who cauſed all his Children that he had by Catharine 
Swinford to be called Bzauforts, who were after- 
wards Dukes of Somerſee and Exeter, and Earls of 
Dorſet. The moſt: noble Henry Somerſet late Mar- 
queſs of Wo: ce/ter being deſcended from the anticat 
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Dukes of Somerſet, was Debember 2. 1682. by Charles 
IT. of moſt bleſſed Memory, created Duke of Beauforr. 
This Caſtle lies about 3 Leagues Eaſt of Angiers, and 
2 from the Loyre. And is now poſleſled by the Houſe 
of Beaumanoir-Lavardin, with the inferiour Title 
of an Earl from the King of France. $ There is ar- 
other Beaufort in Champagne : this is a fmail Town. 
but honored above the other with the Title of a 
Dutchy by Henry le Grand, in the year 1597. which 
Title has been granted by Lews XII to the Honfe of 
Vendoſme. 

2Weauzjatots, a ſmall Country contained in the Ly- 
0n08 a Province in France with the Title of a B:- 
rony. It takes its name from the Town Bearer, 
in Latin Baujovium or Beltiecum, upon the River 
Ardiere ; the ſame does the Houle of Beaujer. 
| Beaumaris, a Town in the Iſland of Angleſey, 
with a Port to the River Menay. It is called in La- 
tin Bellomariſcus; and Elects one Burgeſs for the 
Parliament. | 

Beaumont in Argonne, a Town in the little 
Country of Argonne near the Meuſe in France. It 
ſaftered much in the Civil Wars of that Kingdom: 

Weaumont /ur Oyſe, a Town upon the Oyſe, at 
the foot of an Hill in the Iſle of France, about 8 
Leagues from Pars towards the North. 

Beaumont /e Kozer, a Town in the Dukedom of 
Normandy 1n France, upon the River Rug/e ; Four 
Leagues from Eaureux towards the Welt, and about 
6 from Roan towardsthe South ; fo called-from Roger 
one of its Counts, who: built or at leatt enlarged it; 


' It having the Honor to give that Title. $& There is 


another Town called Beaumont alſo near the Sea 
Shoar, in the Diſtrict belonging to Conrance; three 
Leagues Weſt of Cherbourg. 

Weaumont, a Town of Hazinaut in the Nether- 
lands, adorned with the Title of a Dukedom, to 
which belongs a Caſtle ; it ſtands 7 Leagues from 
Mons to the South-Eaſt, and 4 from Chimay to the 
North, and about 2 from the Sambre. 

Weaumont le /Vicomte, a ſmall City in the Duke- 
dom of Marne, which has the Honor to be a Duke- 
dom ; it lies in the middle between Mayerne and 
Alenzon, upon the River Sarte: And having for- 
merly been a Viſcounty, ' for that reaſon retains this 
name. 

Beaune, a Town in Burgundy famous for the ex- 
cellent Wines it yields. In Latin, Belna ; it ftands 
upon the River Burgeoiſe, 4 Leagues fromithe Sone, 
betwixt Dzyjon Autun and Chalon. Lewis XIE built 
it a_ Caſtle: there is a great number of Churches and 
Monafteries in it, and particularly. the Hoſpital is one 
o the fineſt Structures in the Kingdom. 

Beaute, was heretofore a Royal Caſtle upon- the 
Maine near the Wood of Vincennes, belonging to 
the Kings of France; and Honored with this nama, 
becauſe it deſerved it. Charles V. King of France, 
_ hers in 1380, Some Ruins of 4t are yet ta be 
cen. | 
Beanvais, Ceſ/aromazus, a City - of the Iſle .of 
France, which 18a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of R/ertms; the Biſhop is one of the 12 Peers of 
Franc: it 1s well fortified, and the Capital of a Di- 
ocele of the fame name; and ſtands upen: the-River 
Terrain, 16 Leagues from Parzs towards tbe. North, 
13 from Abbevilte,, and +6 trom. Roan tawards the 
Eaſt. In 1114. Conor Biſhop of Paleſtine the Popes 
Legate held a Council here, which Excommunicated 
the Emperor Henry V. This Country of Beauwozſis 
was the Seat of the amtient Be//ovacs, fo honourably 
mentianed by Fulivs Ceſar. . 

Weauvotis, Bihwuwmnun, a Vilage in Savoy. 

Wechir, .L:gir, a River ot Boetsa, now called by

dred of Wangford, upon the Banks of the River Fa- 
veney. The Grammar School here is endowed with 
10 Schollarſhips for Emanuel College in Cambridge. 

Beclangial, Bichynia, a Province of the Leffer 
Alta. 

Sev, the Mountains of the Moon in /Ethiopra. 

Bedal, a Mark«t-Town in the North Riding of 
Torkforre, in the Hundred of Harg Eaſt, upon the 
River Swale and a ſmall Stream there falling into it. 

Wedalac, Lethes, a River of Andaluſia, common- 
ly called Guadalete ; it falls into the Ocean at Cadrs. 

 Bedfozd, LafFodurum, or Latodorum, one of the 
molt antient Towns in Eng/and, being mentioned by 
Antoninus. Tt ftands on both ſides of the River Ouſe, 
which is here covered with a Stone Bridge. This 
Town is more to be commended for its pleaſant Si- 
tuation and Antiquity, than for the Beauty or Great- 
neſs of it, though it has 5 Churches. It is the Prin- 
cipal or County Town; fo it ſends 2 Burgeſles to 
Parliament. In the Year 572. the S«x0ns under 
Cuthwolf. defeated the Britains near this place. Af- 
terwards it gave the Title of Duke to John of Lan- 
_ Son to Henry IV. and Brother to Henry V. 
who was the Regent of France under Henry VI. The 
ſame Title was continued to: Faſpar of Hatfield Uncle 
to Henry VII. The Honorable William Ruſſe! and 
his Anceſtors, have born the Title of Earls of Bed- 
Ford, ever fince the third Year of Edward VI. 

Bedfozdhtre, is bounded on the Eaſt and South 
by 4 roms = yi and Herefordſhire ; on the Weſt 
'by Buckinghamſhire, and on the North by Northam- 
eonſhire and Huntengegnſhire. The River Onſe di- 
vides it into 2 parts; the North parts of it are moſt 
fruitful, and better Wooded ; the Southern parts tho 
leaner, yet are not altogether barren, but yicld good 
Crops of Barley. Sir Fohn Ruſſe! Comptroller of the 
Houſhold to Henry VIII. was created a Baron in 1 538, 
and Earl of Bedford byEdw.VL.in 1548. whoſe deſcend- 
ent William the fifth Earl of this Family,now enjoys it. 

Bedifozd, a Market-Town in Devonſhire, in the 
Hundred of Shebbear : the Earl of Bath has a Noble 
Seat here. It ſtands upon the River Towrzdpe. 

Wedovins, a wild People dwelling in the ſeveral 
quarters'of the Defarts of 4rabia in Tents, ( whence 
heretofore they got the name of Scenite ) and not to 
be perſwaded by any Invitations to ſettle in Towns. 
They divide themſelves-into Tribes and Families, and 
take their quarters accordingly under their reſpective 
Chiefs: buttheir principal buſineſs is to rob the Cara- 
vans that go to Mecca, for which attempts they are 
provided with Horſe and Arms. 

a ſtrong Town in Alſatia, in the Terri- 
tory of Suntgow, 4 Leagues from Pfir: to the Weſt, 
and about 7 from Baſil to the Welt alſo. This was 
yielded to the French by the Treaty of Munſter : 
heretofore the head of an Earldom. 

the Kingdom of Bohemia. 

Wehemexzwald, a-part of the Hercynzan Foreſt 
tying in Bohemia. 

Wehenhauſen, a Town of Schwaber, in the Duke- 
dom of F;rtemberg. 

Beja, a City of Portugal, antiently called Pax 
Fulia; it lies in the Province of Entre-tejoe Guadzae 
#4, near the River Odiarca- which falls into the Gua- 
diana; well built, fortified, and has the Title of a 
Dukedom ; it ſtands 2 Leagues from the Guadiana, 
towards the Weſt ; called Pacca by the Moors. 

Wejar, a Village of the Kingdom of New Caſtile 
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in Spain, upon the River Madera, in the Borders of 
the Kingdom of Murcia; ſcarce 2 Leagues from Al- 
caraz to the Eaſt. This is molt propably thought 
to be the Roman Brgerra. TOY 

 Bejar de Melena, a ruined City of Andaluzia in 
Spain, Some take it to be the Mel/aria of the An- 
tients, which was the Birth-place of the excellent Geo- 
grapher Pomponzus Mela. 


Beila, or Beza, a Town in the Kingdom of Tun: 


in Africa, thought to be the Bulla reg:a of the Anti- 
ents. It has the happineſs to ſtand in a Soil that is fo 
excceding fruitful, that the People ſay there, if they 
had two Beia's, there would be as many Grains of 
Corn in Africa, as Grains of Sand in the Sea. 

Wetilltetn, Biliſtinum, a ſmall Town in the Pro- 
vince of Weteraw in Germany, bearing the Title of 
an Earldom. Its Situation is betwixt Marpurg, Naſ- 
ſau, and Coblentz. 

Bein Elnabarim, the Perſian Gulph. ; 

Beira, a very large Province upon the Sea-Coaſt 
of Portugal, accounted 130 Miles long and 95 broad, 
and divided into 6 Counties, the chief City whereof 
1s Coimbra. The fame was the Seat of thoſe antient 
People of Spain, called Tranſcedant, ſays Vaſconcellos. 

Welac, a Town in the Province of Marche in 
France, under the generality of Limoges, upon the 
little River Vincon, which receives here below the 
Seve and the Baſile. 

Welap, Belica, a City that heretofore belonged to 
the Duke of Savoy, but in 1601. was taken from him 
by Henry IV. It is the Head of the Territory of 
Baugey, and a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Pawan it ſtands upon ariſing Ground near the Ri- 
ver Rhoſne, not above 12 Miles from Lyons towards 
the Eaſt, 10 from Grenoble to the North, and 12 
from Geneva. 

Weltingham, a Market-Town in Northumberland 
in Tzndale Ward. 

Welvats, and Belbes, Peluſium, wasa City ſeated 
upon the moſt Eaſtern Branch of the Ns/e, towards 
Paleſtine, Though this City is intirely ruined, and 
another called Damiats or Damietta is ſprung out 
of it, which I ſhall mention in its proper place; yet 
the State of the antient Town ought here to be de- 
ſcribed. This place in Scripture is called $52; which 
( as the Greek name which it afterwards bore ITyazar- 
67) fignifies Clay or Msre, becauſe it was ſeated in a 


deep Miry Marſh upon the N:/e. And it was for ma- 


ny Ages the Key of Egypt; that Country being of a 
very Fifficult Acceſs on the ſide of Syria; accordingly 
when Cambyſes invaded Egypt, Polyenus in his 7th. 
Book de Stratag. tells us, that Cambyſes vigorouſly 
attacked Peluſium, and the Egyptians as couragious- 
ly defended it, amaxaeiorrss + 'Aiuals vwoomds, 
Shutting up the Entrance of Egypt againſt him. 
Diodorus Szculus tells us, the Kings of Egypt fortified 
this place on the ſame account, with the utmoſt care 
and diligence ; ſee M. Bochart in his Geographia Sa- 
.cra. lib. 4. cap. 27. The Grecian Race of Kings 
were no leſs careful of the keeping this Place; and 
after the Romans had it they did not neglect it neith- 
er: /Elius Hadrianus,one of their Emperors, encom- 
paſſed it with 3 Walls, and called it by his own name 
Eliopols. In the times of Chriſtianity it was the Scat 
ofan Archbiſhop under the Patriarch of Alexandria. 
But when the Arabians and Saracens prevailed, they, 
as their Cuſtom is$,intirely ruined this antient and moſt 


Noble City ; and built another on the oppoſite Shoar 


of the Nile, which they called Damiata. Peluſium 
ſtands 150 Miles from Alexandria to the Eaſt, and 
120 from Memphis or Grand-Caizro, to the North- 
Eaſt, and not far from the Mediterranean Sea: in 
Long. 63. 20, and Lat. 32, 26.

Belcſme, a Town in the Upper Perche in France, 
where the States of the Province ordinarily afſemble. 
It is honored with a Caſtle. 

Weicſta, a Fountain in the County of Foix in A- 
quitain in France; which is particular for havinga flux 
and reflux, increaſing and decreaſing continually eve- 
ry Hour, from the end of F#/y to the beginning of 
December. | 

4Gcifozte, there are 3 places thus called ; one in 
Narbone in France, the Seat of the old Vocontss, up- 
on the Durance; another in Iſtria, and a third in 
Calabria Ulteriwr. : 

Welgart, a Town in the Dukedom of Pomerania 
in the Territory of Caſſuben; which lies between the 
Baltick, Sea, and Pruſia upon the River Perſanre ;

Weigan, a vaſt Mountain in Tartary, called Ima- 
us by the Latin Geographers ; which runs very near 
the whole length of Afia, from North to South. See 
Imaus. :

Caeſar. For their Boundaries, See Ga/lza, The name

| Beigtojoſa, a Village and Caſtle in the Dukedom 
of Milan, within 5 Miles of Pavia near the Po, be-

Fozt Belgique, Arx Be/gica, the name that the 
Hollanders haye given to one of theit Forts in the 
Idand of Nera belonging to Bands, amongit the 
Apluccaes. | 

Welgrade, Alba Greca, called by the Germans, 
Griechiſch Weiſſemburg, by the {talzans Belgrado, 
is a great and ftrong City belonging to the Kingdom 
of Hungary, ſeated upon the South fide of the Save, 
where it falls into the Danube, in the Province of 
Raſcia ; this was a long time the Bulwark of Chri- 
ſtendom againſt the Turks, who loft ſeveral Armies 
before it. Amnrath 1. loſt here a Victorious Army 
in 1439. and when Mahomee II. his Son belieged 
this City a ſecond time, An. 1456. with an Army of 
250000 Men, the brave Hunzades preſerved it, and 
ruined that vaſt Army by a Stratagem; for he ſuffer= 
ed a Party ofthe Turks to enter the Town, and whiltt 
they were Plundering the Houſes, made a Sally upon 
thoſe without, took their Cannon and turned them 
pon themſelves; in the Confuſion deftroying 40000 


of them, and poſſeſſed himſelf of their Cannon, Camp, : 


Baggage and Amumtion ; ſo that the Turks were 
forced to an inglorious Flight. Fohannes 'Hantades 


- died the fame year of the Plague. Butin 1521, So- 


lyman the Magnificent took 1t after a Siege of two 
Months, Lews then King of Hungary a Child of 15 
Years of Age not regarding it, and all the other 
Chriftian Princes ng og in mutual and de. 
ftructive Wars. e Imperialiſts won it again 
Sepe. 6.1688. by Storm : about 600 Chriſtian Slaves 
were happily releaſed on the occifion';; who being 
moſt of them chained together and wen porn 
a Party of Turks to'fcreen them from the Fury of the 
Soldiers , obtained Quarter for chimſeires ain their 
Enemies. | But the Twrks pofſefled themfelyes apaity 
of it, Of, 8.

In anct- 
ent time, Pauſanzas faith, the Silks of this Country 
were finer, and more eſteem'd than thoſe of Fudea. 
It is a pleaſant Country , and has its Name from 
its beautiful Proſpect. $ There is another place near 
Syracuſe in Cicily, of the (ame name, which was cal- 
led by the Ancients Euryalus. As is alſo a part of 
the Popes Palace at Rome. 

; - a river of Phenicia in Syria. It be- 

gins its courſe at the Lake of Cendavia near Acra ; 
and paſſes a valley, where the Sands that it amaſſes 
together in vaſt Quantities, ſays Plzny, it changes 
into Glaſs: yet this is the leaſt of thoſe Wonders, 
which that credulous noble Author reports of it. 

Bemarin, a Province in Florida, under the 
command of the King of the Apalechires, Indi- 
ans, at the foot of the Mountains; where ſtands its 
Capital Town Melztor. 

Bemyſter, A Market Town in Dorſe:ſhire, and 
the cheit of its Hundred. 

Bena, a Kingdom in the Southern part of Guz- 
neain Africa, with a ſmall City of that Name, ſeat- 
ed on the South fide of the River Forcados, about 
20 Leagues from the Ocean; 1n Lat. 8. d. Long. 
31. 50. The People of it are call'd Soyſos. 

Benacus, The antient Name of one of the great- 
eſt Lakes in T:aly, otherwiſe now call'd Lac de /a 
garde, Tt extends it ſelf in Length from Eaſt to 
Weſt 3o Miles ; in Breadth, about 10. in the Ter- 
ritory of Verona, within the States of Yenzce. 
There was anciently a Town Benacus in theſe Quar- 


ters which gave name to its It diſcharges it ſelf 
into the Lake of Mantua by the River Menzo, and 
thence into the Po. 


Benanarim, a Province in Mauritania Tingi- 
tana. 
PRners, - A famous on of Indoſtan ( or the 
ire © great Mogul ) upon the Ganges, in 
FP good Country. Tr is the Unzverſity of the 
Indies ; the general School for Phzloſophy, Phyſich , 
Aſtrology, and Pagan Divmity, that ſerves all the 
Gentry and all the mgenious of theſe Parts. Here the 
Bramans and the Pendets,that is, the great Doctors 
of Pagartiene, are attended, not- as in Europe

t an Abridgment, they call Purane, .of the. 
Books ef their Law; and fo paſs to Philoſophy. 
In Philoſophy, though they know nothing of the 
rning of Greece, they argue much to the ſame 
ctſect with Plato, Ariſtotle, Democritus and Epi= 
curus ; and are divided in a manuer into the fan 
Sects as they, only with more Confuſion of Thought, 
with Fables. Aſtrology they are mightily 1nclin'd 
to, had they but ſomemore lights into that. Science. 
| Their Phy/ick is for the moſt part Receipts : But 
for Anatomythey arc in no Condition to know it,be= 
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cauſe they will not preſume to cut up the body 
either of man or Beatt. Some years fince the Do- 
ors of this place held a famous Cabal. which made 
the more noiſe upon the account that they gain'd 
the Son of the Great M-gu! to their Opinion. It 
ſeems they were fallen upon the Dotrine of at; 
Anima mundi, An univerſal Soul and Spurs dif 
Fuſed throughout the World, of which the Sou!s of 
Men and Animals are as ſo many P.rtions. 
And this is alſo the prevailing Opi:1uon of the Sopazes 
of Perſia. 

Benavari, a-Town of Aragon in Sparn, to which 
belongs a Caſtle. It is (eated wn the Conftines of Ca- 
taloma, 6 Leagues'diſtant from Baiba/iro to the Eatit; 
this place is the Capital of the County of R:bagorza; 
a ſmall ill Peopled place between the Rivers of C:xca 
and Sepre. 
| Benavente, a Town in the Kingdom of Poreug a!, 
in the Province of Eſtremadura, 1 League from the 
Tage or Tajo, 4 from Scalabi, and 9 from Lisbon, 
ſuppoſed to be the antient Arzztum. $ There is ar- 


. other Town of the ſame name in the Kingdom of 


Leon, upon the River E/ta, which waſheth the Walls 
of Leon ; It hes 1n a Plain, and has a Caſtle, and is 
the Capital of the County of Pimentel, 7 Leagues 
from Senrzca to the North, abuut 12 from Leon: to 
the South, and 15 from Palartia to the Weſt: per- 
haps this 1s the old YVallara. Ferdinand Il. King of 
Leon, died in this Town in the Year 1118. 

_ Benda, a City of Albania in Macedonia, which 
1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Durazzo, 
[ Durrachium ] It now lies in Ruins, under the 1}a- 
very of the Turks, and the Biſhop refides at Mamols ; 
yet from this place the adjacent Country is call'd Ber. 
da, under which Title is included alſo Sermenica, a 
ſmall Diſtrict towards Croza, as I have heard ( ſaith 
M. Baudrand ) from the Archbifhop of Durazze. 

Bendarmaſin, a City and Kingdom in the South- 
ern part of the Iſland of Borneo in the Eaſt-Inazes, 
about 3 Degrees from the Line on the Welt. 
© Bene, a ſmall Town in Piedmont, ſometime bear- 
ing the Title of an Earldom. The Spaniards belieg'd 
it in 1553. unſuccestully : its Fortitications have been 
ruined fince. 

Wenevento, Benevenrum, a City of the Princs- 
patus Ulterior in the Kingdom of Naples, which is 
an Archbiſhops See, belonging to the Pope, upon 
the River Sabato, where it takes in the River Tamo. 
ra: built by Diomedes, together with Arps, a City 
of Apulia, and called the Colony of Concordia by 
Frontinus. It lies 28 Miles from Capua to the Eaſt, 
and 32 from Naples to the North-Eaſt. This was 
the Country of thoſe two antient Grammarians, the 
Orbilss, Viktor 1. and Gregorius VIII. Popes were 
born here. Not far from it Manfred King of Sicily 
was ſlain in the Year 1266. by Charles Duke of A4;- 
Jou. This City was granted to Leo IX. by Aenry 
IV. in exchange for Bamberg in the Year 1053. 
when he came into Italy to be Crowned. It was one 
of the 18 Colonies which continued faithful to the 
Romans againſt Hannibal : ruined afterwards by To- 
eila, and rebuilt by the Lombards who made it a 
Dukedom. The Saracens became after this Maſters 
of it ; from whom Lews II. Emperor, took-it in 
the Year 865, and pranted it to Aldegi/us in the 
871, Now annexed to the Papacy. A dreadfifl 
Earthquake which happened in Frune 1688, did al- 
molt totally ruin it 5 Hoes 600 of the Inhabitants 
out of as many *thouſand and upward being left 
alive; amongſt whom Cardinal Vrfnz their Archbi- 
ſhop was taken out of the Ruins of his own Palace. 
The Dukedom of Benevento was once a conlide- 
rable part of the South of Italy, in the times of the 
Lombards, and Charles the Great : inſtituted by u- 
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tharius King of the Lombards, and ended in the Year 
851. when the Saracens conquered it. In 866. 1t 
was reconquered by the Germans: in 1053. it was 
granted to the Pope, but much reſtrained as to its 
Bounds: yet then it took in the greateſt part of the 
Principatus Ulterior. Since which the Spaniards 
have reſtrained it ; ſo that it extends not above 3 org 
Miles from the Walls of the City, 

Benfetld, once a Wall'd Town, or City of Aiſa- 
tia, but diſmantled by the Treaty of Munſter ; un- 
der the Dominion of the Biſhop of Serasburg ; from 
which it lies about 3 German Miles towards the South 
upon the River 11, about 2 Miles from Rhinavw to- 
wards the North-Weſt. 

1Bzngale, a Kingdom in the Eaſt Indzes, on the 
River Ganges, under the Dominion of the great Mo- 
gul for many paft Ages,but which had before Kings of 
its own, It isa very fruitful Couritry, and extends 
220 Leagues from Eatt to Weſt, and 120 from North 
to South. Bounded on the Eaſt by [ndia extra Gan- 

em, on tho South by the Bay of Berga/e, on the 
Welt and North by the Territories of the Mogul. The 
City of Bengale lies in the bottom of the Bay, mm the 
moſt North-Eaſtern Angle of it,upon the River Coſm:- 
te. It isgreat, and drives a vaſt Trade with the Euro- 
pean Nations, as generally Authors ſay that have 
written of Bengala ; yet ſome modern Accounts will 
tell us, there is no Town or City of this Name there. 

WBenges, a River which riſeth in the Lower Au- 
ſiria, and entring the Lower Hungary, falls into the 
River Rab. 

Wenguola, a Country of the Lower Zthiopza, 
and a Town there with a good Port to the Sca of 
Congo, which the Hollanders have been Maſters of 
for ſome time. This Country lies in the Kingdom 
of Angola. : 

Benibeſſera, a large Country in Libya in Africa, 
upon the Borders of the Kingdom of Tremiſſen. 

Beni-Gebara, a Mountain in the Province of 
Cuzxt in the Kingdom of Fez in Africa: ſo wellin- 
habited that it is able to produce 7000 fighting 
Men; and fo fruitful, that they may endure a Siege 
of 10 Years without the fear of a Famine. The A- 
venues of it are very difficult. Thence the Inhabi- 
tants preſerve their Liberty inviolate, paying a Tribute 
to the King of Fez. ? SOT 

Beni-Guazeval, a Mountain containing above 
120 Villages, together with a good large Town, in 
the Kingdom of Fez in Africa, in the Province of 
Errif: yet at the very top, opens and caſts forth 
Flames of ' Sulphur. | 

Benin, a Kingdom of Guiney in Africa With a 
Town of the name upon the River Benn. It is the 
beſt Town belonging to the Negroes. The ſaid Ri- 
ver diſcharges it ſelf ſoon after into the Gulph of S. 
Thomas. 

Ben-DOriegan, a Mountain in the Province of 
Zrrif, in the Kingdom of Fez in Africa, towards the 
Coalt of the Medsterranean: 3 Leagues in length, 
in breadth about half that : curiouſly enriched. with 
Vines, Olives, and the odoriferous Cedars. 

Beni-Snaid, a Town upon the Banks of Nzle 
in /£gypt, 2 Leaguesfrom Cairo. It ftands in alarge 
Plain, which abounds with Line and Hemp. . 

Bent-/Tendi, a ruined Town in the Province of 
Habat, in the Kingdom of Fez, upon the River Er- 
=o. The Reſts of ſtately Editices, Tombs, and 

ountains do incur here the Eye of the SpeCtator. | 

Went-Uſa, or Bervzra, a fruitful and well Inha- 
bited Mountain in the Province of Errif in the King- 
dom of Fez, near the Mountain of Gualzda. The 
Inhabitants of theſe > Mountains are almoſt continu- 
ally at War. | 

Beni-Paſga, a Mountain in the Province of Cuze 
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in Africa, in tle Kingdom of Fez, inhabited by 4 
Rich and Martial People. There » an ehundince "of 
Vines, and Ohves, and Cattleg and Corn upon it. 
The River Cebu or Suba glides near it.. 

Wenthem, a Town and Caſtle of Weſtphalia, 
which ſtands upon the River Vidrus, hear Oldenzael, 
and 1s the Head of a fmall County in the. Weſt patt 
of Weſtphalia; called in the German Tongue dag 
Gzathztchaft von Benthem : lics between the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Munſter to the Eaſt, Over-Yel and the 
Territory of Tuvent to the Weſt; and upon the 
North and South it is incloſed by the River .Yethea. 
The Caſtle or Town of Benthem lies 2 Miles from 
Oldenzael, a Town in the South-Eaſt Angle of the 
DO of Over-1jſe!; ten from Deventer to the 

aft. 

Bentivolio, Pons Poledranus, a Caſtle in the Do- 
minions of the Church, in the Territory of Bononia; 
from which City it lies' 10 Miles towards the North 
in the Road to Ferrara ; heretofore a Noble Pile. 
but now half ruined : this gave name to the Family 
ofthe Bentivolio's, who for many Years Proncipatum 
Bononiee tenuere, were Princes of Bononia. And of 
later times this Family has afforded forve excellerit 
Perſons. 

BWera, a City of the Kingdom of Granada. com- 
monly called Vera. : : 

Weraun, a ſmall Town in Bohemia upon the Ri- 
ver Mies: 3 German Miles from Prague towards the 
Welt : called by the Germans Bern, in Latin Berau-

They came hither out of Arabia Felix under Me. 
lech-Ifiriqgus King of the ſaid Arabia, and im time 
made themſelves Maſters of a great part of A4frick ; 
often Ulſurping upon each other for the Government, 
till they were all Conquered by the Turks. 

Berecpnthus, a Mountain of Phrypia in Afia Mis * 
nor, famous heretofore for the Worſhip of the God. 
deſs Cybele, who thence is ſtyled Berecynthia.

1Serg, or Bergben, the Dutch and German names 
for Mons, a City of Hainault, $ Alſo a. Province 
of Weſtphalia in Germany, lying along the Rhine, 
betwixt the County of Mark - the Biſhoprick of 
Cologne, called the Durchy of Berg, and in Latii 
Bergenſis Regio. Duſſeldorp is its Capital Town. 

Bras Bergomum, a City of Italy, belonging 
to the Venerians, which was once a part of the Duke» 
dom of Milan: a Biſhops: See under the Archbiſhop 
of Milan ; built with others by the Orobs5; calld by 
Paulus Diaconus, Pergamum ; and by the Writers of 
the middle Ages Bergamum. This City is placed en 
the ſide of a Mountain, the Foot of which is covered 
by large Suburbs: it is great and Populous, and lies 
between the River Brembo, ( which 8 Miles further». 
falls into the Adda)' and the Serzo,” which: falls alſo 
in the Adda, It has a Caſtle called Capella, and it © 
lies 30 Miles from Brixia, towards Mslan > vy 
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Weſt, and the ſame diſtance from Como to the Eaſt; 
from hence the Family of the Bergoma's take ther 
name. The ſame is the Capital of the Country adja- 
cent, called Bergamaſco. 

25 , Bergos, or Berga, aCity of Normay on 
the Northern Ocean, call'd by the Natives Baern, by 


the Germans, Berghen, It is a Biſhops Sec, 
under the Archbiſhop of Drontheim : a celebra- 
ted Mart, has a large and fafe Harbour, furround- 
ed almoſt on all ſides with high Mountains, and 
lies in a winding Bay, call'd Felta fiored, 12 
Miles from the Ocean: it has a firong Caſtle call'd 
Bergen-Hus. and lies in the fmall Territory of Nord 
Horland, which is Subject to the King of Denmark, 
as King of Norway ; 23 from Linde Noes, or the 
moſt Southern Point of Norway, and 8o from the 
neareſt Coaſt of Scotland ; at this day without dif- 
pute, the beſt and richeſt City of all Norway. But 
made more famous by the Valour of the Eng/s/h, 
who in 1665. entred this Port, and fell upon the 
Dutch Eaſt-India Fleet, to their great damage ; and 
had certainly deſtroyed them all, if contrary Winds 
had not given them time to draw their Canon aſhoar 
to their defence. 

Bergen op Zoom, call'd by the French, Bergue 
fur le Zoom, is a ſmall, but ftrong City in the Duke- 
dom ot Brabant, upon the River Sche/de. Erected 
into a Dukedom in 1533. and revolting with the 
United Provinces; was attempted without ſucceſs, by 
the Marqueſs Sprnola, in 1622. So that it ſtill belongs 


to the Hollanders. It ſtands 7 hg from Antwerp 
—_—_— the North, and 5 from Breda to the South- 
Welt. 


Bergen, the chief Town of the Iſland of Ruger 
on the Coaſt of Pomerania in the Baltich Sea, which 
has belonged to the Swedes every ſince 1630.

Wergue S. Utnoch, a ſmall City in Flanders, 
taken by the French in the year 1658. and yielded 
to therty by the Pyrenean Treaty, in 1659. Dignt» 
fied with. the Title of a Viſcounty, as likewiſe of a 
Chatelany, with divers Villages under its Juriſdiction. 
It has. various Name, 'and w ſometimes call'd Groe- 
nemberg; or (Green-wich; ) it. lies 12 German miles 
Eaſt of Gravelinge, and abont one League and a half 
from Dunkirk, Al. PVinocksberg. 

WV , a Market-Town in Glouceſterſhrre; 
The chief of its Hundred, opon the Banks of the 
Severn : where ſtands the Seat of the noble and an- 
tient Family of the Earls of Berkeley. 

Berkhamſted, a Market-Town in Hartfordſbire, 
in the Hundred of Dacor. S. Brithwald, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, held a Conticil here in 698. In 
Latin Bergamſtedium. c 

Berkſhire, Bercheria, is ſeparated on the North 
by the River 1/is from Oxfordſhire and Bucking- 
hamſbire; on the South by the River Kener from 
Heaneſhire.; on the Welt itBordeveth upon P3:ſbire, 
arid un the Eaſt upon $vrry ;\ generally fertil and rich, 
but eſpecially the Yale-of #Ykrre Horſe. The Right 
Honorable. Thomas - Howard was created the firſt 
Earl of Berkſhire, by Charles 1. in 1625. He was 
ſecond: Coronation Earl, 'as well as ſecond Son to 
Thomas Earl of Suffolk, in which Family it till is ; 
the preſent Earl being the fourth in the Succeſſion. 


Berlin, Bero/imum, or Berl/inum, 1s one of the 
Noblefſt Cities ih Germany, It belongs to the Upper 
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Saxony, and Rlands in the middle Marquiſate of Braz- 
denburgh, upon the River Sprew, which a little fur- 
ther to the North falls into the Hame/. This City 
ſtands in a Marfh, very ſtrongly Fortified, being the 
capital of that Marquilate, and the Retidence of the 
Marquifſes of Brandenburgh; divided by the River 
Sprew into two parts ; that on the Eaſt fide is call'd 
Berlin ; that on the Welt Col, or the Colony. 17 
German Miles from Magdeburg to the South Ealt, 
and 11 from Frankfort. Built by Alberrns Urſus, 
Prince of Anhalr, in 1142. 
' Wermudas, or the Summer Iſlands, are a knot of 
Iſlands on the Coaſt of F/or:zda ( ſuppoſed to be 490 
in number) 1600 Leagues from England, 1000 from 
Madera, 4co from Hiſpanzo/a, and 300 from Caro- 
lina, which is the neareit Continent. Accidentally dif- 
covered by Fehn Bermudaz a Spaniard, about 1522. 
Sir George Summers an Engliſh Man, being in 160g. 
ſent by the Lord de /a Ware to Virginia, ſtumbled 
again upon them, and ſuffered Shipwrack here; who 
was fo taken with their verdure, plenty and delight- 
fulneſs, that he neglected his return for England; 
and with the Aſſiſtance of Sir Thomas Gates (etled a 
a Plantation herein 1612. and in 1616. Capt. Tuck- 
er was ſent after the firſt Adventurers with 500 Men 
who eſtabliſhed themſelves ſo well, and fortified the 
Acceſfles fo, that it is now thought impregnable. It is 
one of the moſt healthful places ia the World ; none 
dying here of almoſt any other Diſtemper but old Ape: 
fruitful to a wonder, abounding in all things need. 
ful for the Life of ' Man but freſh Water, which is 
gotten with ſome difficulty from their Wells and 
Ciſterns, for they have neither Springs nor Rivers. 
This Colony filled ſo faſt, that in 1633. there were 
ſaid to be 3ooo Engliſh Inhabitants : called Bey- 
mudas from the Spaniſh, and Summer Iſlands from 
the Engliſh Diſcoverer. 

Wermet, a City of the hither Eaſt-Indies, ſup- 
poſed by Caſtaldus, to be the Barbari of Arrian. 

Wern, Berna, a great and well built City of Swi- 
zerland, which has its.name from a- Bear, and car- 
ries a Bear for its Arms. Built by Berto/dus Duke 
of Zeringhen in 1191. _ the River Aar, which 
falls into the Rhine at Walabuſt a Town of Schwaben : 
and adorned with a Library and an Arſenat that de. 
ſerve to be remembred.lIt is the cheif Cit yof the Can- 
ton of Bern, which is one of the largeſt Cantons, - and 
was added to the reſt in 1353. To look a little back 
into the antient Hiſtory of this City : it obtained the- 
right of an Incorporated City from the Emperor 
Henry IV. and P»z:lzp II. Confirmed by Frederick 
fl. it continued nnder the Empire till 1228. and then 
put themſclves under - the Protection of the Duke of 
Savoy. In 1241. it had-an unfortunate War with 
Gothofredus Duke of Habspurg, whereupon in 1243. 
they made a League with Freiburg, as alſo for ten 
Years with Fallsſſerlandt,: in 1251. Ti-1285. this 
City was beſieged by Rodolphus of Habspurg. They 
ſuffered much alſo from A4/berrus, who had a ſet 
Battle with them near their Walls in 1291. wherein 
they loſt many Men, «but had better Succeſs againſt 
the Earl of S4vo5 the fame year. In 1346. they re. 
newed their League with' Freiburg, after which fol- 
lowed the Perpetual League in 1353. whereby it oh- 
tained the ſecond place amongſt the Cantons. In 
1529; it imbraced the Reformation, and thereupon 
paſſed a Law againſt mercenary Service ih forei 
Wars. It ftands abont 14 Miles from Baz/ to the 
South, 4 from Frerbirs to the North, and about 20 
from Geneva'to the North-Eaſt. This Canton is ſo 
well repleniſhed with Gentry, handfom Towns, good 
Caſtles and Villages, that yon may compare it almoſt 
to one continued City : and as for the Civil Govern- 
ment of it, it-is managed by two Councils of Sena- 
tors 
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tors under a Cheif, whom they call in, French an 
Avoyer, in German Schalteſch; which laſt is.an old 
Word in the Laws of the Lombards, See Doctor 
Burnett's Letters. : 

WBernards. Caſtle, -a Market-Town in Durham, in 
Darlington Wapentake, upon the River Tees g which 
takes its name Hoce a Family that firſt came into E7+ 
gland with the Saxons... _ ; 

Beriibourg, a ſmall City in Germany, in the Up- 
per Saxony, in the Principality of Anhalt, upon the 
River Saaldar, [ Sala] 4 German Miles from Mag- 
debourg towards the South, and as many from Deſſaw 
to the Welt. It is dignified with the Title of an 
Earldom and the Seat of a Caſtle. 

Bernich, Berenice, a City of Africa upon the 
Mediterranean Sea, mentioned by Ptolemy and Pliny, 
but called Heſperia by Mela; one of the 5 Cities in 
Pentapols ; between the Promontory Borcum, (now 
il Capo di Teiones ) upon. the greater Syrers, and the 
City of Arſinoe to the Eaſt. It had 1ts antient name 
from Berenice the my of Ptolemy, the third King 
of Egypt, as Solinus faith. : 

Bernſtadt, Bernardi Urbs, a Town in Sileſia in 
the Dutchy of O!/5 in Germany upon the River Veid 
or YVeida: 3 or 4 _ from Bre/lato. 

Beroa, Berrhea, believed to be the modern A- 
leppo, was a famous City amongſt the Antients, re- 
ctked by Seleucus Nicanor, and ſometime an Arch- 
biſhops See under the Patriarch of Antioch. See A- 
leppo. $ Alſo an antient Town in Macedonzay near 
the River Lydius. 

Berrp, Bituricenſis Provincia, Bituriges, a 
| Dukedom in France, bounded on the North by Ss- 
logne, on the Eaft by Nivernors and Bourbone, on 
the Weſt by Poifton, and part of Tourein ; and on 
the South by Limoſin. The Principal City of this 
Province is Bourges ; divided into 2 parts by the Ri- 
ver Chur : a rich, fruitful and populous Province. 
The antient Inhabitants are famous in Hiſtory for 
the 2 Colonies of Gau/s they tranſmitted into Ger- 
many and Italy under the Command of Sepoveſus 
.and Belloveſus, both Nephews to Ambigatus King of 
Gallia Celtiqua, in the time of Tarquinzus V. King 
of Rome : for from the Conqueſts by them made, 
procceds the Divifion of Gallia Tranſa/pina and Ci- 
ſalpina. See Gallsa. 

Werlheba, or Beerſeba, an antient City ef Pale- 
fine, by the way of Gaza, to which Abrabam and 
Abimelech gave this name, becauſe of the Covenant 
they there mutually ratified by Oath with each other 
Gen. 21. 31. It fell afterwards by Lot to the Tribe 
of Simeon, Foſh. 19, 2. and committed Idolatry 
with the Apoltate Tribes, as we colle& from Amos 
5. 5. and S. Ferom, in loc. Some take it to be the ſamo 
now with Gzbel. 

Bertinozo, Bretsnorium, Petra Honoris, a City

See under the Archbiſhop of Kavenna hither remov- 
ed from For/impopols, Its Situation is upon a little 
Hill in the Borders of Ti/cayy near the River 
Renco. 

Bertrand de Comnges, Convene, ſeu Lugdu- 
num Convenarum, a City of France, at the foot of 
the Pyrenean Mountains; upon the River Garonne,in 
the Earldom de Cominge ; which was deſtroyed by 
the Franks under King Guntchrammus, in 584. but 
rebuilt by S. Bertrand, in 11e0. and from him in 
after times it had its preſent name. It is a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Ach; 25 Leagues from 
Thoulouſe to the South, and 55 from Bourdeaux to 
the South-Weſt. 

. JBerwald, a Town beyond the River Oder in the 
New March, in the Marquiſate of Brandenburgb; re- 


markahle for the Treaty celebrated here in 1631» be« 
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twixt the Crowns of France ahd Sweden, and the Prir.” 
ces of Germany. | 
Werwick, Burcovicum, Bervicium, Tenſis, 4 
Town in- Northumberland, ſituated upon the North 
fide of the River Twede ; the moſt Northern Town 
in the Kingdom of England, and ( ſaith Camden ) 
the ſtrongeſt hold in all Britain., It ſtands upon a 
Promontory, ſo that it is almoſt totally incompaſs'd 
with the Sea and River. Delivered up to Henry IL. 
by William King of Scotland, as a Pledpe for his 
Ranſom, being then a Priſoner in England : reſtor'd 
again by King Fohn upon repayment of the Mony. 
Edward T. in 1297. retook it. After this it was wot: 
and loſt divers times ; till in the Reign of Edward IV. 
Sir Thomas Stanley made a final reducement of it to 
the Crowh of Eng/and. The Enghſh Princes have 
fortified it, but eſpecially Queen E/zzabeth, who Wa!- 
led it anew within the old Wall, and added Out-works 
after the later Modes, by which it was made incredi- 
bly ftrong. Henry II. built the Caſtle, and other of 
our Princes the outward Wall ; ' fo that all its Works 
are owing to the Engliſh. After a long Peace, in 
1639. this Town ſaw the Engliſh and Scorch Encamp- 
ed under her Walls again in oppoſition, till a Peace.

{tle built of later times. Taken by the Spamrard in 
1654. retaken by the French in 1668. and in 1674. 
and finally left to them by the Treaty of __ 
in 1678. Once an Imperial. free City, made fo by 
Henry I. in 1651. exempted from the Empire, and 
granted to the Spanzards.' -The Court of Parliament 
tor the Dutchy of — fits here: it ſtands 15 
Leagues from Montbellsard to the North-Weſt, 25 
from Dxon- to the North-Eaſt. Foannes Chifletius 
wrote ' a particular Deſcription and Hiftory' of this 
City.

WBesbje, Besbria, a ſmall River in the Dukedom 
of Bourbone, which waſheth the principal City, and 
then falls into the Loire. 

Beſecath, one of the Names of Africa. 

Beſes, Beſos, Betulo, a ſmall River of Catalonia 
in Spain, which falls into the Med:cerranean Sea, 
between Badelona and Barcelona. There ſtands a 
ſmall Town call'd Beſon by it, once Betulo from it. 

Weſliers, Blitere, Butere, a City of Languedoc 
in France upon the River Orbe, which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Narbone ; a fine and 
well built place, not above 2 Leagues from the Me- 
diterranean Sea to the North, 11 from Mompellier 
to the Weſt, and 3 from Pezenas. ; 

Beſſarabia, is a ſmall Territory between Podolia 
to the North, Moldavia to the Weſt, the Danube 
to the South, and the Black Sea to the Eaſt. For- 
merly a part of Moldavia, but in 1485. Bajazer II. 
Conquered it, and annexed it to his Empire, under 
which it has been ever ſince ; the chief Town of it 
is Moncaſtrum, a very ſtrong Town, taken by the 
Turks then alſo. It is called Budzzack by the neigh- 
bouring Tartars, and by that Name is beſt known 
to the preſent times. ; 

Beſtercze, or Beſtricze, Biſtricia, a City of Tran- 
filvania. It ſtands in a very large Plain, upon a Ri- 
ver of the ſame Name, which 2 Miles further takes 
in the Saio: 5 German Miles North-Eaſt from Bur- 
gles, and 15 from Weiſſenburg to the North-Welt. 
It is little and ill built. : 

Beta, a River of South America, in the Coun- 
try of Para, which falls into the River Orenock. 

Betanzos, F/avium Brigantimm, a ſmall City in 
Gallicia in Spain, ſeated upon the North fide of the 
> o Mandeu, 11 Miles from Mondonnedo to the 

Betawe, cr Betav, a ſmall Territory contain'd 
in the Dutchy of Guelderland, in the States of the 
Umted Provinces. 
the antient Batavi, who had their Habitations here. 
Nimeguen ſtands in it. 

Betente, an Iſland near Naples, call'd by the an- 
tients Parthenope. 

* Bethany, Bethanza, an antient Town and Caſtle 
of Paleſtine near Feruſalem; of everlaſting Fame 
for the Reſurrection of Lazarus from his Grave at 
the Command of our Saviour here. Fohn 11. There 
was another Bethany beyond Fordan. 

Wethel, that is, in the Hebrew, The Houſe of God, 
( according to the Interpretation of Zacob's Dream, 
Gene 28. 17.19,) was a City of Samaria, call'd Luz 
till the Patriarch chang'd its name. Here Feroboam 


_ erected his Idols: In derifion whereof it was after- 


wards call'd Bethaven, that is, The Houſe of Iniqui- 
ty, ſays S. Ferom in Oſeam. Ch. 4 and 5. Fofias de- 
firoy'd thoſe Idols. ,,_ 

Bethlehem, that 1s in the Hebrew, The Horſe of 
Bread, the Place of the Nativity of our Saviour, 
and the. capital of the Family of David; as like- 
wiſe the Birth-place of: David : call'd Berhlebem of 
Fudea in diftinftion from another Bethlehem in the 
Tribe of Xabxlon, was never but a ſmall place ; two 
Leagues from Feruſalem to the South, and 32 from 

areth, Now Inhabited by about 150 Houſes of 
Turks, Moors, Arabians, and fome poor:Chriltians, 
that make a Trade of felling Chapelets and Cruci- 
fixes to Pilgrims. . Yet St. Mary's Church, built by 
Helena, is entire fill ; and in_the particular part 
of it where our: Saviour farſt entred into this World, 
within a Circle illuſtrated with a Glory hike the Rays 
of the Sun, there are theſe words Engraved, Hic ex 
Virgine Maria Feſus Chriftus natus eft. The Greeks, 
Armenians, and Latin Cordeliers, have their ſeveral 
Quarters in this Church, It is a very noble Pile, 
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It ſeems to retain the Name of 
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envied by the Turks , who therefore have rob- 
bd it of ſome Oraaments to carry to their Moſques. 
S. Ferom ſays, the Pagans heretofore erected the I- 
do's of Adonis and Venus in it to prophane it. In 
I 110. after the Chrz/t:ans had gained the Ho!y Land, 
they conſtituted Bethlehem a Biſhops See under the 
Patriarch of Feruſalem, It ſtands upon a ſmall Hill, 
and nothing can be pleaſanter than the Valleys about 
it, $ When the Chri/t:zans were expelled the Ho!y 
Land again, in 1223. Raynaid Biſhop of Bethlehem 
attended Guy Earl of Nevers into France, Who con- 
ferred upon him the Adminiſtration of an Hoſpital at 
Clamecz, a ſmall} Town in the Dioceſe of Auxerre 
in the Province of Nivernozs ; which was afterwards 
augmented in Honor with the Title of Biſhop of 
Bethlehem, to continue to the Succeflors of the ſaid 
Rainoud tor ever, in the nomination of the Earls and 
Dukes of Nevers : hence there 1s at this day a Biſhop 
of Mrs in France without any Lands or Dt- 
cceſe. 

Wethſhan, an antient Town in Paleſtine in the 
Tribe of Menaſſeh , called —_—— by Foſephus 
and Stephanus. The Philiſtines fixed the Body of 
King Saul to the Walls of this place. 1. Sam. 31. 10. 

Wethlhemeſh, Berhſama, at firit called Abel, ( « 
Sam. 6. 18.) was a Town in Paleſtine belonging to 
the Levites Foſh, 21. 16. whither the 4rk came, 
when diſmifſed by the Phzl:ſtines, 1. Sam. 6. 14. 
and 50000 Bethſhemites were immediatly ſtruck with 
death for preſuming to look into it, according to the 
common Tranſlations: whereas Foſephus, S. Ferom, 
Tſidore, Lyra, Toſtatus,. and Bochartus maintain the 
number of the ſlain was no more than 70. $ There 
was another Bethlehem in the Tribe of Naphthats, 
remark'd becauſe the old Inhabitants (the Canaanites ) 
were not driven thence as God had commanded. Fud. 
I. 33- Anda third in the Tribe of I/[achar at the 
foot of Mountain Carmel. 

Wethalta, an antient, ftrong and great City in 
the Tribe of Zabulon in Galilee; famous for the Siege 
laid to it by Holofernes, and the Victory of Fudith 
over his Army and him at one fatal blow. Together 
with a Fortreſs formerly built by the Chri/t:ans near 
Bethlehem. 

Bethune, a ſtrong well built Town in Artors, 
upon the River Bzetre, $ Leagues from Arras [ A» 
trebatum } toward the North, and 5 from Aire. It 
has been under the French ever ſince 164.5. when it 
was taken by them ; being ceded to them by the Py- 
renean Treaty in 1659. This Town is raiſed to the 
Honor of a Marquiſate. 

Betlsp, a Market-Town in Staffordſhire in the 
Hundred of Pirehl. 

Betlis, a City of Armenia, 10 days Journey from 
Diarbeker, belonging to a Sovereign Bey or Prince, 
who neither acknowledges the Grand Serignior nor 
the King of Perſia; but courted by both as being 
Maſter of a Country : ſo ſituated betwixt Mountains 
and Rivers, that he is able with 10 Men to defend the 
Paſſes againſt 1000, and intercept the Correſpondence 
of Aleppo and Tunss at pleaſure : he can ſend into the 
Field above 20000 Horſe and very good Infantry. 

 Wethlatda, an antient Town of Paleſtine in Ga- 
lilee in the Tribe of Jabulon, near the the Lake of 
Genezareth. S$. Andrew and S, Philip the Apoltles 
were born here. | | 

Beveland, an Iſland of Zeland in the United 
Netherlands ; 'rent aſunder by a Tempeſt in 1532. 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and ſince divided into North and 
South Beveland. Goes ſtands in this Iſland. 

Beverly, a Town in the Eaſt Riding of Yorkſhire, 
ſeated upon the Weſt fide of the River Hut, about 
a Mile from it: about 5 Miles North of Hul. Cam- 
den ſappoſeth it to be the old Pervaria Parifiorum, 
though 
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though there be no figns of a great Antiquity now to 
be found. © One John Sirnamed de Beverly, Arch- 
biſhop of ork, a Pious and Learned Man in the e- 
teem of Bede, in his old Age reſigned his Biſhoprick, 
and retired hither, and in holy Meditations here-died 
in 7:1. For the ſake of this Holy Perſon, the $ax- 
on Kings gave great Privileges to-this place, partict- 
larly Arche/ſtan by a Grant in theſe :Words, * 1g 
Free make J thee, as Heart may think o2 Eye 
map fee, They had alſo a Sanctuary endowed with 
the largeſt Priviledges ; ſo that the Town grew great, 
rich, and populous; governed at-firſt by Wardens ;

Beuray, or Beureet, a Town in the Territory.of 
Autun in Burgundy in France ; ſuppoſed tobe the 
Bibra&e of Ceſar, where he once afſembled the De- 
puties of all Gallia under him, and: oftentimes Win- 
tered his Troops : imparting his own name-Fulza 
fo if. : 2 A 

Bewdlep, a Market-Town in Worceſterſhire in 
the Hundred of Doddington, which: ſends one: Bur- 
geſs to the Parliament. It ſtands upon; the Severn 
near the Foreit of Wire ; of particular-Eſteem mm the 
Reign of Henry VII, he building a Houſe here for 
Prince Arthur, called Ticken Hall. © ke TOR. 

Beurx, a Village near to Sergnelay in the-Province 
of Burgundy in France ; made lately remarkable: by 
one Couallier,furnamed the Phiſician of Beux ; aMan' 
born and educated amongſt the .meanelt Employs of 
the Country ; yet he attained to ſo ſingular a Know-: 
ledge of all the Species of | Diſeaſes and- Remedies, 
without ſtudying the Faculty in Books or Schools, 
that not only Monſieur Colbert laid his obligations up- 
on him to recide at Sesgne/ay, but from all parts

King of Berhynea here; whothereuponretiredinto Italy. 

Bletterans, . a Town mn" Frenche Comte, upon the 
Borders 'of the Dutchy - of Burgundy, and the River 
Seils, about 9 Leagues from Dole and Chalon. Here- 
tofore Fortifi'd, now without Walls | 

p/n] , or Blithborough, a ſmall Town in the 
County of Suffoth, upon the South fide of the River 
Blithe, which a little farther falls into South wold Bay. 
In this Town, Anna, a:Chriſtian King of the Eaſt- 
Angles lies buried, who was ſlain by Penda, King 
of Mercia, in a ſet Battle, together with Feriniaus, 
his eldeſt :Son, in the year 654. Henry I. King of 
England founded afterwards a Priory of Black Canons. 
But..that being demoliſhed, the Fown fell 'to ruin, 
and 1s; now a very (mall Place, 

_ Wtith, a' Market-Fown in the County of Net- 
tingham inthe Hundred of Bafſetlaw. 

Blots, Bleſe, a Town in France, and Capital 
of a County' cattd Le Bloss ; it is well built and po« 
pulous,:upon the Lore, which is here paſſable by a 
Bridge of Stone ; it has. alſo -a Caſtle, lately repair'd 
by Gaſton, Duke of Orleans. The Kings of France 
have frequently retired hither to enjoy themſelves , 
by reaſon of the pleaſantneſs of the fituation of it, 
and the Magnificence and Elegance of the Builditigs. 
Lewis XIE - was born here, in the Year 1461. 47 
his'Queeh died here in-+ 514. -atfo C/avde the Queen 
of Francis I. in. 1524. and Cathariue de Medices, 
the Relict of Henry II. in 1589. Here was alſo 
that famous Aſſembly -of the States of France, in 
which, by- the- order -of Henry IIF. Henry Duke of 
Guiſe was Aſſaflined, together with the Cardinal his 
Brother ; which caufed the Murdering of that Prince 
ſoon after, by James Clemens a Domunican Fryar, 
in revenge of it. This place lies between. Tours and

-It takes its fituation- upon 
the River Trabia, and its Original from an- Abby 
founded here in former times by S. Co/umbanus.

 Bochar, or Buchar, Bocbora and Buchara, an an- 
tient and a ſtately City of 4ſia, in the Province of 
Mawaralnabra, call'd by the Romans Trans Oxiana 
Regio, a days Journey beyond the River Oxus ; this 
City was the Birth-place of 4vicennua, the famous 
Arabian Phyſician and Philoſopher, who flouriſh'd m 
Spain, inthe XK. Century, He is ſaid ts have been 
the firſt that ſettled the true method of Phyfick by 
the many Books publiſhed by lum 3 he was born in 
992. and dicd in 1050. 

Bodegrave, a Town in Holland upon the Rhine, 
3 Leagues from Utrecht : Made remarkable by a 
Battle here fought betwixt the French and Dutch, 
in the Year 1672. 

Wodmin, Voliba or Voluba, a Market-Town in 
Cornwal, in the Hundred of Trigg, which returns 
Two Burgefles to the Parliament. It is ſituated near 
the River Alan, and was heretofore the Seat of a 
Biſhop. 

W odzogh, a City of the Upper Hungary on the 
River Danube, which was heretofore the Capital of 
an Earldom. This place lies 7 German Miles South 
of Segedin, 16 Eait of Buda, and about 4 Miles 


North of Efſeck,; it is now in the hands of the Em- 


= by the Conquelit of Buda and Segedin in 
16836, 

Woadzog, a River of the Upper Hungary, which 
riſeth in the Carpathian Hills, and Gl me the Ti- 
biſcus at Tokay. 

Woeotja, an antient Province of Greece, now cal 
led Stramulipa: Plutarch, and Panſanias, and Epa- 
minondas were -Natives thereof : the famous Helzcor 
and Aganzppe ſtand in it: the Rivers Aſopus ard Cephi- 
ſus watered it: and in all the former Wars of Greece, 
this Province bore « conſiderable Share. Sce S tramulipe. 

Wogazin, the Streight between Conſtantinople and 
Aſia, antiently called Boſphorus Thracicus. 

WBogdiana, the ſame with Mo/davia. 

Bohemia, a great Kingdom in Germany belong- 
ing to the Houſe of Auſtr:4; which though it is al- 
moſt encompaſſed by the German Territories, yet is 
properly no: part of Germany. It has a dittinet and 
ferent Language,. and been a ſeparate Kingdom c- 
ver ſince the year 1086. Bounded on the North and 
Weft -by the Dukedom of Saxony, on the Eaſt by 
Hungary, and on the South by Bavaria and Auſtria - 
containing almoſt 4o Towns and Cities in it that 
they call Royal, whereof Prague is the Capital. This 
Kingdom maintained great Wars with the Carolzze 
Race of Kings, till about the year 894. Borzivoius 
Duke of Moravia, becoming Prince alſo of Bohemna, 
their imbracing the Chrs/?:ar Faith univer- 

ſally, When in the year 1196. Perrus Capuanus, one 
of the Cardinals of Rome, would have brought in Celi- 
bacy amoagft theirClergy, he met with great oppoſi- 
tion, and-ran the hazard of being ſlain by the Bohe- 
mian Prieſts. They received the Waldenſes, who 
fled hither about the year 1230. Fohn Huſs, and 
Ferom of Prague about the year 1414. had great 
ſacceſs in their Preaching, and George Podtebach King 
of Bohemya became hus Convert. In 1454. there was 
ano her

another Accetiion of the Waldenſes; inforuch that 

in 1467. there. was 200 Churches of this Perfuaſion 
in Bohemia and Moravia. In the year 1536, they 
imbraced Luther's Reformation : 1564, they obtained 
from Maximilzan that Liberty which Ferdinand 1. 
had deny'd them ; which laſted but one Year. In 1575. 
they obtained their Liberty again, which was confirm'd 
in the Year 1611. by Redolphns IT. Matthias the 
next Emperor not maintaining theſe Grants, they choſe 
Frederick Elector Palatine - King of Bohemia, and 
Crown'd him at Prague in 1619. This cauſed a War 
with the Houſe of Auſtria : The Elector being eject- 
ed by force of Arms in the Year 1620, for 3o Years 
following , Germany became an Ache/dama, a Field 
of Blood ; and the Reformation was ruined by an EdiCt 
made in 1630. | And the Houſe of Auſtria in Germa- 
ny was in almoſt equal danger. Albertus Duke of 
Auſtria obtained this Crown by EleCtion in the Year 
1437- And in the Year 1526, Ferdinand Arch-Duke 
of Auſtria was freely elected after the former Branch 
had been diſcontinu'd; fince which time there has been 
no Interruption but that-unfortanate one made by 
Frederick Ele&tor Palatine ; fo that it is become, by 
the Strength of the Houfe of Auſtria and the Weak- 
neſs of the Bohemians, an Hereditary Kingdom to 
the Houſe of Auſtria. The King of Bohemza is the 
firſt ſecular Eleftor of the Emperor of Germany, 
though it be no part of the Empire. 

Wotana, a River that divides Da/matia from Mas 
cedonta ; this Riveris commonly call'ed z/ Dr#no ; and 
in its proper place I ſhall ſpeak mote of it. 

' Botano, a Colony arit City of the Sarmnites in 
the County of Molsſe upon the River Biferno, which 
falls into the Adrrarick Sea: ' It Rands at the foot of 
the Apennine in the borders of Campania, 18 Miles 
from -Trivento towardsthe North, and 22 from Capua 
towards the Eaſt ; and though it is a Biſhop's See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Benevento, yet it is little, and ill 
built, and 1 inhabited. mes 

. dit; an ancient People; | 1, of Gallia Celtiqua, 
poſſefing the Provinces 'now called Auvergne and 
Bourbonnoss in France. 2.' of Bavaria in Germany ; 
otherwife mentioned by the Names of Bojares and Ba- 
vars.. See Bavari. 3. Of Gallia mg in Italy, 
where are now the Dutchies' of Modena and Parma. 
See Gallsa. 

Woiſbelie or Enrichemont, Bofeabellum, a Town 
in the Dukedom of Berry in France, with a Caſtle, 
and the Title of a Principality ; betwixt Bourges and 
Sancerre. 

Wots-de-Trahifon, or Bois-de-Gamelon, a For- 
reſt upon the Banks of the Seine betwixt Paris and 
Pontoi/e in France. One Gamelon in the time of 
Charles the Great, uſing to atnbuſcade Men here, has 
left his Name to the Place. 

Wotfy, a Scigniory in the'Country of Chablais in 
Savoy, near the Lake of Geneva. 

TGolena, Bolrna, Bolene, an ancient City of the 
Morea, mention'd by Pauſanias and Stephanus, near 
to Patras and the River G/aucus ; and ſometime an E- 
piſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Parr as. 

Bolene,: a Town in the County of Venaiſm in Pro- 
vence 1n France ; upon the Aﬀcent of a littfke Hill with 
the River Let; gliding at its foot. It ſhews the ruines 
of a Caſtle. 

Wolellaw, Bole/lavia, a fmall City in Bohemia, 
upon the River Gzzera, which falls into the River A1- 
bus : This City ftands eight Miles from Prague towards 
the North-Eaſt. There is another call'd Jrung= 
Wunczel, which ſtands within two Miles of Prapue, 
where the G:Zera falls into Albus; which laſt was built 
10 935. They are diſtingurſhed from each other by 
the Names of-the O!/dand the Tounger Boleſlaw. 

Wollerbzun, a Lake near the Village of Alrembeck 
in the Province of Weſtphalia in Germany ; having a 
remarkable ſtrong Flux and Reflux daily. 
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Bolli, Paph/agonia, a Provirice of the telfer Aſia. 
Bologna, in [zaly. See Bononiae.. ._ __...-- 
. Bologne 2 /a mer, the Icius  Portus of Ceſar; 
Geſſortacus Portus, and Geſſortacum, a City of Picar- 
dy, a Province of France ; it is a Biſhop's See-under the 
Archbiſhop of Rhemes, and ſtands upon the River [Lz- 
ana] Lenare,which there falling into the Braezſb Sea on 
the South of this City,makes.a convenient Hs This 
City is diſtant from Calrs about ſeven Leagues to the 
South, and tive from Eftaples to the North. _ It gives 
name to a ſinall County which from it is called le Bou- 
lenois, The Town is divided into two parts, the Up- 
per and the Lower, both which. are well fortified. 
This place ſeems to have been the uſual place of pal- 
ſing into Britain during the Roman Empire; -and botti 
Claudius and Caligula came to it on that account : 
And Pliny faith, it was the ſhorteſt and moſt conve« 
nient Paſſage. It began to be called Boxonea about 
the time of Conſtantine the Great, who took it in his 
Paſſage to his Father then dying at ork. Henry the 
VII. of England in 1437. reduc'd this City to a very 
low condition, When he entred France for the Prote- 
tion of the Dutchy of Bretain; but then Charles the 
VIII. of France bought his Peace, and preſerv'd it. 
His Son Henry the VIII. took it afterwards in 1544. 
and kept it all his Life : Edward the VI. in the Difor- 
ders of his Minority ſold or ſurrendred it to the Frexch 
again, for a much leſs ſum of Money than it coſt the 
Crown of England to gain it. The Biſhop's See was 
tranſlated hither irom Tournay when the Erglsſo took 
that City. It lies in Longitude 22. 42. Latitude 50. 
30. $S. Alfo a ſmill Town in the Provigce of Ga/- 
coigne, near the River Gers, upon the-borders bf B:-

Le Boulenots, or the County belonging to Bo- 
logne, lies in the North part of the Province of Pzcar- 
ay ; bounded on the Weſt by the Brzr3ſb Sea, on the 
North by the County of Gui/nes, on the Eaſt by Arcor, 
and on the South by the County of /Poxthsen.; from 
which laſt it is ſeparated by- the River Canche. This 
County was once an Earldom of it ſelf; during which 
time it gave one King to England, and another to 
Feruſalem, Godfre was the latter, and King

Bolzano, a ſmall Town in the Yicentine in Italy, 
under the Republick of Yerice, upon the River A- 
dige. Others place it ia the Trentine, and ſay it is a 
very Trading Place. 
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Boinbon, a Province of Peru in the We/t-Indies, 
towards the River Xauxa.. ; ; : 

Bommel, Bommelia, an Iſland beautified with a 
fair Town in the Dutchy of Gae/der/and. The Town 
ſtands upon the River Maes, two German Miles from 
Bosſladuc towards Utrecht, and belongs properly as a 
Fee to the Dutchy of Brabant, in the Confines of 
which it is; but it is under the United Provinces. 
In 1672. it was taken by the French, and deſerted the 
next year, after they h:d diſmantled it : The Iſland 
in which it ſtands is about thirteen Miles in length, and 
lies between the wael to the North, and the Maes to 
the South : call'd, by-the Dutch, Bommelweert, Some 
take it for the Þſula Batavorum of Ceſar. 

Bon, Bonna, Ara Ubiorum, and Verona, Bonne, 
is one of the principal Cities of the Biſho;rick of Co- 
logne,and the uſual Seat of that EleCtor,upon the Rhine, 
four German Miles from Cologne. It was firſt a Ro- 
man Colony , called Colonia Sulia ' Bonna, and fre- 
quently mention'd in the ancient Hiſtorians on that 
Account : In the middle Apes it became a Free Im- 
perial City ; Frederick, of Auſtria was here elected 
and Crowned in 1314. againſt Lewss of Bavaria. In 
$42. here was a Synod held. In 1588. the Duke of 
Parma took it by Famine. In 1673. the Prince of O- 
range took it from the French, (who had ſurpriſed it 
the year before) and reſtored it to the Empire ; it has 
for a long time been exempted from the Empire, and 
poſſeſſed by the EleCtors of Cologne. Accordi gy the 
Cardinal of Furſtemburg, in purſuance of his Election 
to the Archbiſhoprick of Cologne, Ful. 19. 1688. took 
poſſeſſion of it ; whoſe Pretences,on the one fide being 
juſtified by the King of France, and on the other being 
oppoſed both by the Emperor and the Pope, produc'd 
the general War that now flames among the Euro- 
pean Princes. ' And though Bonne in this Conjuncture 
was ſtrongly inforced for its Security with a French 
Garriſon; yet, after about a Months Siege by the Ele- 
Ctor of Brandenburg, with the Forces of the Allies un- 
der his Command, it was obliged to ſurrender to them, 
Ofob. 12: 1639. This Town lies in Long. 28. 40. 
Lat. 50. NY '$ Bonne, Hippo, a City of the Pro- 
vince of Conſtantine in the Kingdom of Tuns inAfrica, 
upon the Mediterranean ; famous for it's being an Epil- 
copal See heretofore,inthe Perſon of the Great S. Auſtin. 
—_ was quite deſtroy'd by the Calrphr in 651. This 
of Bonne was built near its Ruines, and call'd by the 
Arabians Beled-el-Ugneb; by the Chriſtians Bonne, as 
being ' the beſt and fruitfuleſt Country in Barbary. 
The K. of Tunts built it a Caſtle in the year 1500. 
Charles V. Emperor deſtroy'd all its Fortifications 
in 1535- The Turks have ſince repatred it, and it is 
provided with a little Port. $. Alſo a Town in the 
Province of Foſſigns in the Dukedom of Savoy, upon 
the Rivulet of Menoy or Monole, 3 or 4 Leagues from 
Geneva; ſuppoſed to be the ancient Banta. 

Wonatire, one of the Leeward Iſlands of America, 
which'has its name from the Goodneſs of the Air. Ta- 
ken from the Dutch by the Buccaniers in 1686. in 
12 d. of Lat. 

Bonconvento, a ſmall Town in the Province of 
Tuſcano in Italy upon the River Ombrone, near Sena. 
It was here,that the Emperor Henry VII. was poyſoned 
In 1313s 

Boncourt, a Village upon the River Eure, in the 
Dioceſe of Eureux, in the Province of Normandy in 
France: Strangely conſumed by an unaccountable 
Wild-fire in the 4 years preceding 1670. 

Wont, a Town upon the Lozre between Nevers 
and Orleans; the ancient reſidence of the Knights of 
S. Lazarus, an Order now aboliſhed in France and 
incorporated with that of S. Maurice in Savoy. 

Wontkacio, a City in the Iſland of Cor/ica, which 
has a Port belonging toit, Thought to be the Pala 
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of Ptolemy. I is well built and traded ; and fecired 
by one of the beſt Fortrelles in Europe. The Streigits 
betwixt the Iſlands of Corſica and Sardinia receive the 
Name of le Bceche di Bonifacio from hence; which 
Geographers conclude to be the ſame with the Fre- 
tum Taphros of Pliny, the Fretum Etruſcum of 
Ptolemy, and the Sinus Sardonius of Euſtatius. They 
are ſometimes alſo called /e bocche di Beixonnere. 

. Bonneval, a Town in the Province of Beauce, 
up >n the Loyre in France, 6 Leagues from Chareres, 
and. 3 from Chaſleau dun, Both its Name and 
Riſe is come from a great Abbey of the Benedttines 
here. | 
Wonneviile, Bonopolzs, the Capital Town sf the 
Province of Foſſigns in Savoy; about 5 Leagues from 
Annecy and Geneva, upon the River Arve, at the Foot 
of the Mountains ; and at preſent but little conſiderable. 

Wononia, in Italian Bologna, is a City of Roman- 
diola in Italy, an Archbiſhop's See erected by Pope 
Gregory XIII. a Bologneſe, of the Family of Box Comm- 
pagno, who in 1582. brought alfo the Univertity here 
into great Fame. It has been under the Popes ever 
fince Zuliur TT. who extorted it from the Bentivolzo's ; 
it is beautiful and a populous City.and thought 'one of 
the principal Cities of 1raly ; the ſecond at leaſt in the 
States of the Church: 25 Miles from Ferrara towars 
the South, at the Foot. of the Apennine Mountains, 
near the little River Rexo : extraordinarily full of 
Gentry. It was heretotore a Reman Colony ; till it 
ſubmitted toſthe Lombard: in the 8th. Century. And 
being afterwards a Republick, 1t -maintained a War 
3 years with the Republick of Yenice ; and anothec 
with the Emperor Frederick [I. whoſe Natural Son 5 
zelin became its Priſoner. Honoriunus I. Lucius FI. 
Gregory XIII. Innocent IX. and Gregory XV. -were 
all born here, and Alexander V. died here. Lewis 
the Son of Lotharius, deprived this City of its Walls 
in $44 They choſe the Bentivolz0's for their Princes 
in 1308. who were conquer'd by Fohn Galeacio in 
1308. Here was a Council held in 1310. In 1529. 
The Emperor Charles V. was Crown'd in the moſt Noe 
ble {Church of S. Petr 0nz0 here by Pope Clement VII. 
And the Conncil of Trent was removed hither in 1547. 
holding their gth. and 1oth. Seffions under Pope 
Paul IT. It lies in Long. 33+ 35. Lat. 44. 15. - 
About 6 Miles in Compaſs, and indifferently well 
fortified. Governed under the Pope by a Legate a 
Latere, with the privilege of keeping an Embaſladour 
for its Service at Rome, Where it 1s treated more like 
a Siſter than a Subject. The Univerlity carries the 
greateſt Name of any now in Europe for the Canon 
and Civil Laws ; whence, Bononia docet, they ſay to 
a Proverb. The Streets are furniſhed with arched 
Galleries, for Preſervation againſt Heat, in the Nature 
ſomewhat of the Rows at Cheſter. The Body of S. Do- 
minique Founder of the Dominican Order lies interc'd 
in a ſtately Convent of that Order here. The Metro- 
politan Church of S. Peters is built according to the 
ſame Plat with that of S. Peters at Rome. An Aca- 
demy of the Ot:ofi is erected in this City : And for 
the learned Authors produc'd by the Univerſity, fee 
the Bibliotheca of Foh. Antonius Bumalds. The ad- 
jacent Country has the Name of the B/ozneſe from 
henee. See Bologneſe.

The River Aller ( Z1- 
laver) cuts this Dukedom into two Parts; and it lies 
in length from the North-Eaſt to the South-Weſt 
twenty eight Leagues between the Rivers of Lore 
and Cher. Robert, the fourth Son of Lewrs the Ninth 
King of France, had this Dautchy in Marriage with 
Agnes of Bourbone, whoſe deſcendent after 30o years 
in the Perſon of Henry IV. came to the Crown of 
France in1 590,and his Grandchild Lewis X[V.now en- 
joys that Throne. The principal City call'd Boyr- 
bonne Þ Archambault lies 4 Leagues from Moulins,s5 
from Parts to the South, near the River Allser. This 
City was erected from a Barony into a Dukedom, by 
Charles le bel in 1327. And its Caſtle is reputed 
a place of great Strength. $. The Iſland of Boyr- 
bon, otherwiſe -call'd Maſcarenhs, is an Iſland under 
the French ever ſince the Portugueze loſt it to them : 
in the AEtrhiopick, Ocean to the Eaſt of Madagaſcar, 
about 25 Leagues in Length and 14 in Breadth. They 
ſay there is. a Volcano in ſome part of it ; the reſt is 
very fruitful. 

Bourbon / Aney, a Town and Caftle in the Pro- 
vince of Burgogne in France, 7 Leagues from Mou- 
lins, and one quarter of a League from the Loyre.

Wopne, Bouinda, a River in the Province of 
Leinſter in Ireland, which runs hard by Drogheda. 
where K. Fame: II. and his Army, being about 25000 
men encamped on the South fide of this River, re- 
ceived the Defeat of ul.

Wurbourg, Burburgus, a Town in the Eaſt of 
Flanders, not above one Mile from Graveling, which 
was taken by the French in 1657. and has remained 
ever fince in their Hands. 

— Bourdeanx, [Burdegala,] the Capital of the Pro- 
vince of Gusenne, and an Archbiſhops See; the Seat 
of one of the Parliaments of France; rich, well built, 
and populous. - It has a noble Haven at the Mouth of 
the River Garonne, much frequented by the Durch 
and Engl:ſh, and all other Northern Nations for Wine, 
Salt, &c. So that this City is deſervedly accounted one 
of the beſt in France. It is alſo built in a very fruit- 
ful Soil, and rarely improved by Art and Induſtry. It 
gave Birth to Auſonius the Poet, and to Richard IL. 
King of England. Tt has alſo a very {trong Caſtle call'd 
le Chateau Trompette : And was an Univerſity in the 
times of the Romans,which Honor has been reconferred 
upon it by Charles VII. Eugenius IV. and Lewss XI. 
fince which times it has produced many very learned 
Men. Firlt built by the Gals, improved by the Ro- 
mans, made the Capital of a Kingdom by the Goths. 
It fell into-the hands of lefler Lords, with the Title of 
Counts or Earls, after the times of Charles the 
Great : United with the Dukedom of Guienne in the 
times of Charles the Bald. Alenora the Daughter and 
Heir of Lewis VII. of that Houſe, being married 
firſt to the King of France, and after to Henry I. of 
England ; this Dukedom was annexed to the Crown 
of England, and continued fo till wrefted from them 
by Charles-VII. of France, in the Reign of Henry 
VI. The French had indeed ufurped it before upon 


King Fohn ; but the Engliſh were not without hopes 
ot 
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of recovering it till this laſt mentioned time.It has given 
ſome diſturbances to the Reigns of Lezv# IX, and XIV- 


but isnow finally brought under, having in 1550. been 


reduced by force of Arms, and a Siege. There has been 
many National Councils held here, and fome Provin- 
cial Synods; it ſtands about 12 Leagues from the 
ſhoars of the Ocean upon the South tide of the Garon- 
-2e, in the moſt Southern Part of France, in Long. 
29, 10. and Lat. 44. 50. The antient Inhabitants, 
by P/my and Strabo have the Title given them of 
Bituriges Viviſci, to diſtinguiſh them trom thoſe of 
Bourges called Biruriges Cub, 

Bozganeuf, a Town in the Province of !a Mar. 
che in France, upon the little River Tauron; three 
Leagues from S. Leonard and 5 from Limoges. 
Some are pleaſed to include it in PoiQtor. 

Wourgen Breſſe, Forum Sebuſianorum, Tamnum, 
Burgus, a City 1n the County of Breſſe in France, 
upon the River Reſouſſe, 5 Leagues diſtant from 
Meaſcon to the Eaſt, and 9 from Lyons to the North: 
It has been under the Crown of France ever fince 
1601, when this whole County which before pertain- 
ed to the Dukedom of Savoy, was taken in, It had 
a ſtrong Citadel erected in 1569, which was demo- 
liſhed in 1611. The City is ſeated in Marſhes, and 
called by ſome, by miſtake, Tanus; adorned with a 
Biſhops See by Pope Leo XK; in 1521. but this See 
was ſuppreſſed again by Pope Paul III. :

Here S. Andeolus, a Sub-dea- 
con ſuffered Mar tyrdom, under Severus the Emper- 
er and from him the Town has its.name, as appears 
by zthe Regiſters of this Church. _ Es 
Bourges, Biturice, Biturix, Biturgium & A- 
waricum ; is a very great City, and. an Archbiſhops 
See, the Head of the Dukedom of Berry; ſeated as 
it were in the centre of France upon the River Eure, 
which falls into the Sezze above Roan, and naturally 
a ſtrong Place. It has a noble Cathedral, and an U- 
niverſity, famous for the Canon and Civil Laws. The 
Archbiſhops enjoyed the Title of Primates of Aqui- 
tain from the IK. Century to the time of Pope Cle- 
ment V. who having been Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux 
transferred the Primacy from Bourges thither. Seve- 
ral Councils and Synods have been held here ; par- 
ticularly in 1438. one under Charles VII. recognt- 


_ Zed the famous Council of Baſil, and the Prazma- 
' gique Santtzon, which continued thence in force, till 


ſuppreſſed by the Concordate betwixt Pope Leo X. 
and Francis I, in the year 1516. It is 7 Leagues 
from: /a Charite to the Weſt, 22 from Orleans to 
the North.

Wourgogne, or Burgundy, Burgundia, a very

B:atdenburg, Brandeburgum, Brennoburgum, is 
a yery ancient City in the Upper-Saxony in Germany : 
It ſtands in the middle March upon the North fide of 
the River Havel, which fills into the Albis. This is 
a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Meydburg : 
the See was erected by Ocho the Great, Emperor of 
Germany, in 946. The City embrat'd the Aupu- 
ſtane Confeilion in 1563. It lies in Long. 35. oo. 
and Lat. 52. 39. The Marquiſate of Brandenburg is 
bounded on the Eaſt by the Kingdom 'of Poland, on 
the Weſt with the Dukedom of Saxony, on the 
North with Pomerania, and part of Meck/enburg.and 
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on the South with Miſnia, Luſatia, and Sileſia: In 
Length from Eaſt to Weſt fixty German Miles, and 
of a proportionable Breadth : In it there are fifty five 
Cities and Wall'd Towns; the chief of which are 
Brandenburg and Berlin. But it is neither very po- 
pulous, nor very fruitful, except in Corn. The Prince 
13a Calviniſt, and his Subjes Lutherans. He is 
one of the EleCtors, created in 1415. by Sigiſmund 
the Emperor. $S. Brandenbuig Brunsberg ; ſee 
Brunsberg, S. Brandenburg Iſland, or the Iſland of 
Pulcan, Inſula Vulcani, fo called becauſe it ſometimes 
burns and vomits Fire like Z£tna, 1s an Iſland 
in the Indian Ocean, towards the Eaſtern, Coaſt of

W2andon, a Market-Town in the County of Suf- 
Folk, upon the lefſer Ouſe, 5 Miles Weſt of Thetford, 
and ten North of Bury. Charles Gerard Earl of 
Macclesfield in Cheſhire was created Viſcount of this 
Place, July 23, 1679. by Charles II. 

WB:antoſme, Brantoſma, an Abbey and Town in 
the County of Perigord in France, upon the River 
Droune, which there receives the Colle. Suppoſed 
to be founded by Charles M. 

1B:agkow, Braſcovia, a City and Biſhops See in 
the Province of YValachia in the Kingdom of Hung a- 
7y, towards the Frontiers of Moldavia and Tran/ile 
vVAnia. 

1B:aſil, Braſilia, is a vaſt Country of the Southern 
America, bounded on the Eaſt with the Artlantich 
Ocean; on the Weſt with ſome undiſcovered Coun- 
tries lying between it and the Andes ; on the North 
with Guzana, and on the South with Paraguay. It 
reaches from 29 to 39 Deg. of Southern Latitude, and 
itis 500 Miles in Breadth ; under the Dominion of the 
Portuguefes , ever ſince the Year 1503.. though the 
Spaniards claim it. 

Braſtaw, a Town in the Province of Lithnania in 
the Kingdom of Poland, with a good Caſtle : It ſtands 
below the River 5a towards the Frontiers of Cur- 
Iz-nd and L#vomia. It is the Capital of a Palatinate. 

W:afſaw, the ſame with Cronſtar. . 

W2zava, a City upon the Coaſt of 4jan in Africa ; 
well built and fortified : Govern'd by the Laws of 12 
Xeques or(Princes)in the Nature of a Republick, being 
the only Government of that ſort in this Quarter of 
the World. The Xeques are clected out of the De- 
ſcendents of the 9 Brothers, who fled hither out of 4- 
rabia Felix, from the Perſecution of the King of 
Lacah. 

Bzay ſur Deins, a ſmall Townin the Province of 
Champagne in France, betwixt Nogent and Monte- 
reau-fant-Tonne : remark'd with the Title of a Duke- 
dom. S. Bray fur Somme, a Town in Picardy in 
France betwixt Perone and Amens. Bought of the 
Chatelain of Ponthieu, by Philip the Auguſt, in 1210. 

Wzapne, a Town in Champagne in France, upon 
the River Veſle, betwixt Sozſons and Fifines. Some 
pretend it is the Bribrax of Ceſar. 

2a33a, Labraza, or Baac, Brattia, 18 an Iſland 
of the Adriatick Sea, upon the Coaſt of Datlmacrta, 
under the Venetzans. It is near the Iſland of Leſfina, 
and takes its Name from a Town that ftands in it. 

Wrechin, a City in'the County of Angus in Scoe- 
land; adorn'd with a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of S. Andrews. About 5 or 6 Leagues from the O- 
cean. In Latin called Brechinzum. $. Alſo a Town 
and Fortreſs in the Kingdom of Bobemra in Germany, 
upon the River Laucntz, near Tabor. 

2Wzecknock, Brechmza, is one of the twelve Shires 
in the Principality of Wales: On the Eaſt it is bound- 
ed with Herefordſhire, on the South with Monmouth 
and Glamorganſhire ; on the Wett with Caermar- 
thenſhire, and on the North with Radnorſhire. The 
chief Town is Brecknock, ſeated upon the North {ide 
of the Vsk, where the River Honthy or Hodney from 
the 
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+1: North,and two other ſmall Brooks from the South 
augment 1ts Streams. It ſtands twelve Miles Weſt of 
Abergevenny ; and elects one Member of Parliament. 
Ts County is thick ſet with high Mountains, but fruit- 
{11} Valleys lie between them. Bernard Newmarch, 
who conquered this ſmall Shire, built at Brecknock a 
Cattle, which the Bobuns afterwards repaired, The 
moſt Loyal and Noble Zames Butler, Duke of Or- 
mend, was created Earl of Breckneck , Fuly 20, 1£60. 
by Charles II. ED: ; ZR 

16 2eda, [Breda,] a City in the United Provinces in 
the Dukedom of Brabant , upon the River Merca, 
Merch , under the Prince of Go A little, but a 
ftrong Place, and the Capital of a ſmall Barony ; taken 
from the Hollanders by the Marqueſs of Sp:no/a in 
1625. after a Siege of 10 Months: taken from the 
Spaniards in 1637. and though it has been twice be- 
fieged by them, yet they never could retake it. At this 
place K. Charles II. continued ſome time in 1660. and 
receiv'd the welcome News of his Reſtitution. And 
in 1667. after a bloody War of three Years. continu- 
ance, here was a Peace concluded between the Eng- 
iiſb and Dutch, It lies eight Leagues from Antwerp 
to the North. 

2zederode, a Caſtle near Har/em in Holland, giv- 
ing its Name to an antient Family. 

Wzegentz, a Town in the Circle of Schwaben in 
Germany upon a River ſo named. It ſuſtains the Ti- 
tle of an Earldom. 

Bzefozt, Bredefort, or Bredervoerde, a Town in 
the County of Zutphen in Guelderland, in a marſhy 
Place, ftrengthned with a Caftle, near a Canal which 
joyns the Iſſe/, two Leagues from Grol and Aanhole. 
The Prince of Orange took it by Storm in 1597. 

Bzema, a City and Kingdom beyond the Ganges 
in the Eaſt-Indies towards the States of Pegy. It is a 
rich Country and makes a puiſflant Prince, who re- 
fides either at Brema or Carpa. 

W2embo, a River in the Bergamaſco in Italy, giv- 
ing Name to the Valley of Brembo. It ſprings about 
the Frontiers of the YValtoline, and embraces the Adda 
a little below Bergamo, 

Wzemefurde, a Town in the Dutchy of Bremen in 
the lower Circle of Saxony. The ordinary Reſidence 
of the Governor of that Dutchy under the King of 
Sweden. | 

Bremen, Brema, is a very potent City in the 
lower Circle of Saxony in Germany ; made more re- 
nowned by an Archbiſhops See, inſtead of Hamburg. 
It ſtands upon the River W5ſer, [ Viſurgss; } a Free 
Town, and under no Prince ; with a ſmall Territory 
about it, call'd Stzft van Bremen. Tho the Swedes 
have many Pretences upon this Place, on the Account 
of the Dukedom of Bremen, yet they ſtill main- 
tain their Freedom. The Archbiſhops have embraced 
the Auguſtane Confeſſion ever fince 1585. This City 
was declar'd an Imperial Free City by FerdinA1do 
II. Ano 1646. It ftands 12 German Miles from 
Hamburg to the South-Weſt. In Long. 4o. 17. and 
Lat. 53. 25» Firſt Walld in 1309. The Arch- 
biſhop never had any Sovereignty here. This Town 
was belieged by the Swedes in 1666. forty fix Days, 
_ andat laſt reſeu'd by the Interpoſition of the German 
Princes. The Dukedom of Bremen, which belonged 
heretofore to the Archbiſhop, was in 1648. yielded 
to the Swedes. It has the River Albis or the Elb, to 
the North, the Fe/er to the South, the Dukedom of 
Lunenburg 'to the Eaſt, and on the Welt the Duke- 
dom of Oldenburg. 

Wzemgarten, Bremocartum , a Bailywick in 
Switzerland, belonging to eight of the antient Cantons. 
Bullinger the Apocalyptick Miniſter was born here. 

Wzene, or Breine-Aleu, a ſmall Town in Brabant 
in the Low-Countries, with a Caſtle ; 2 or 3 Leagues 
from Bruſſels. 
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W2ene-le-Comte, 4 little Town in Hainault 
near Mons. RT 4d. 

Wzene ſur le Uelle. See Brayne. S. Alſo a Di- 
ſtrict within the Province of Touramme in France in 
the Dioceſe of Bourges. Gregory of Tours was accu- 
ſed in a Council here in 581. or 83. for ſaying, that 
Queen Fredegonde had ſecret commerce with the 
Bourdeaux : but he was acquitted. 

Wzenta, Brenteſia, a River in the Domimion of 
the States of Venice in Italy. | 

WBzent, a Market-Town in Devonſhire in the Hun- 
dred of Stanborough. | 
1Bzentfozd the New, a Market-Town in Mzddle- 


ſex in the Hundred of Elthorn, fo called from the 


River Brent, which falls into the Thames betwixt 
Henden and Hampſted Hills. King Edgar afſembled 
a Council herein 960. In 1016. King Edmund Iron- 
ſide obtained a Victory over the Danes at this Place, 
which 'obliged them to raiſe the Siege of London. 
And 1644. It was advanc'd to the Honour of an Earl- 
dom in the Perſon of Patrick Ruthen Earl of Forth in 
Scotland, by King Charles I. 

Breſcia, Brix14, call'd by the French Breſſe, by 
the Spaniards Brexa, is a City in the Venetian Terri- 
tories in Italy, which is a Biſhop's See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Mzslan, aggrandized with the Title of a 
Duke, Marqueſs, and Earl. The Capital of the Coun- 
ty of Breſciano, a large well fortified Place, and has 
a very ſtrong Caſtle upon a near Hill. It lies between . 
the Rivers of Gorza and Mela, in a Plain 15 Miles 
from the Lake of Benaco to the Weſt, and 50 from 
Milan to the South-Eaſt 3 built by the Senones, and 
was once under the Dukes of Mslan, before it fell in- 
to the hands of the Yenersans. The County of Breſcio 
has Verona to the Eaſt, Bergamo to the Welt, Cremo- 
xa to the South, and the Yaltoline and the County of

Wreflaw, Budorgis, Uratiſlavia Budorigum, 
call'd by the Poles Wroclaw, is the Capital City of Sile- 
fia, and of the Dukedom of Bre/law.

Made a Biſhop's See 
in 1033. About the Year 1000, it was built by Micef- 
lats, Duke of Poland; the Cathedral Church was 
built by Caſmirus King of Poland, in 1041, Near 
this place Boleflaus King of 'Poland waz overthrown 
by Henry V. and forc'd to take an Oath of Allegiance. 
This City lies 35 Miles from Cracow, and 4o fron

is a ſmall City in Lithuania, the Capital of a Palati- 
tate of the fame Name: It lies between Lithuanza, 
Ruſſia, and Polachia, upon the Bug 3 and has a tole- 
rable good Caſtle. - : 
Bzeſnire, a ſmall City in France, in Pozcton ; 
3 Leagues from Parthenay, and as many from Thu- 
Tap: Ls 
Bretagne, Armorica, Britannia Mrnor, 1s a Pro- 
vince of France, 70 Leagues long, and betwixt 35 
and 4o broad ; containing 9 Biſhopricks who are all 
Snffragans to the Archbiſhop of Tours. In three of theſe, 
that is, Cornouaille,S. Paul de Leon, and Figuzer, the 
Inhabitants entirely ſpeak Brzt0n,a Language the ſame 
in abundance of words with the Welſh : in the other 
three (to wit) Nantes,Vennes,and S.Brieux,they ſpeak 
Briton and French mix'd; yet the moſt ordinary Sort, 
only Briton : in the reſt, they ſpeak all French. It 
is bounded on the Eaſt with Normanay , and the 
County of Maine ; on all other fides with the Exg- 
liſh Seis ; upon the South fide it has the Lozre, which 
divides it from Anjou ; but yet the County of Razz, 
which belongs to Bretagne; lies on the South fide of 
that River, between it and Poifou. The Britazms 
were fir{t brought hither from England by Maximus, 
in 389. To which a greatAccefſion was made by the dri- 
ving out the Brirains by the Saxons. They erected 
a Kingdom herein 485. (I ſuppoſe after the coming 
of the ſecond Saxon Colonies) which laſted till 874. 
when a leſſer Title was taken up with the ſame Power ; 
which continued till 1498. under 28 Dukes; when 
Lemwss XII. married Anne the Daughter of Francis 
II. the laſt Duke of Bretagne, who, in 1484. had 
been married to Charles VIII, K. of France before.

B2zewood, a Market-Town in Staffordſhire, in 
the Hundred of Cudleſton. The Biſhops of this Dioceſe 
had their Palace here before the Conquelt. 

Br:etevil, a Town in High Normandy in France 
upon the River 1:01. , 

W2ztanzon, a City in the Dalphznate, ſuppoſed to 
be one of the higheſt in the World. It is the Capital 
of the Bailywick of Brainzonnors ; in Ptolomy call'd 
Berndy|toy, 'in Antoninus Brigantium, 1 Am. Marcel- 
linus Virgantia. The Dure and the Ance ( the 
two Sources of the Durance) unite below it. The 
Caſtle ſtands upon the top of a Rock,and is very ſtrong. 
Yet taken from the Leaguers by the Duke de Leſds- 
guieres in-I590. $. Likewiſe a Village in Provence, 
in the Dioceſe of Glandeves, . where they find Num- 
bers of Medals with Inſcriptions. $. And a Caſtle in 
the Territory of Tarantaiſe in Sav:y, upon the Ri- 
ver Iſere ; about 1 League below Moutters ; with 
a Village of the ſame Name. Theſe two laſt men- 
ticaed Brianzon's are alſo call'd in Diminution Brian- 
Fonnet, 

' Wxiare, a Town in the Dutchy of Orleans, upon 
the.River Lo:re, where the Channel is cut for the Com- 
munication of the Lozre and the River Sezne. In 1652. 
a Battle was fought here Letwixt the Army of the King 
of France, and that of the Princes. The New Channel 
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takes the fame Name : in Latin, Brivodurum, and 
Bremodurus. 

Wricquta, a Province in the lefler Aſa, formerly 
called Lzc:a. 

Wztdgend, a Market-Town in G/amorganſhire in 
Wales, in the Hundred of New-Caſtle. 

W2tdge-Nozth, a Market-Town in Shropſkire in 
the Hundred of Stotteſdon upon the Severn. Hereto- 
fore fortified ; fince demoliſhed. 

Btidlingtot, or Bur/i7gton, a ſmall Town inthe 
County of Tork , where Mary Queen of England Lan- 
ding from Holland, Fevruary, 22. 1642. was molt 
barbarouſly treated by 4 Parliament Ships, which a 
great while plaid with their Cannon on the Town, and 
eſpecially on that Houſe in which the Queen was en 
tertained. 

Wzidge-Water, a Corporation in Sowerjerſhire, 
upon the South fide of the River Parret, which about 
five Miles further falls into the Ir:/Þ Sea; 13 Miles 
from Wel's to the Weſt, and 23 from Br:/?o/ to the 
South-Weſt. It was a great and a populous Town, as 
Mr, Camden faith; but ſuftered very much in the old 
Rebellion by the Scots, Fuly, 23. 1645. And on 
Sunday, Fuly 5. 1685. the late Duke of Monmouth, 
Natural Son to Charles Il. of ever blefled Memory, 
was entirely defeated (being then in Rebellion apainit 
K.Fames II.) upon a Moor near this place,by the Pro- 
vidence of God, and the Courage of the Farl of Fe- 
verſham ; who the ſame day marched to Bridge-Water, 
the Rebels having before his coming deſerted it, and 
diſpers'd themſelves. The greateſt Honor this Town 
has, is to give the Title of an Earl to the Right Ho- 
nourable Fohn Egerton, whoſe Father was created 
Earl of BridgeVYater, May 17. 1617. in the 5th. 
Year of Fames [. being the Son and Heir of Thomas 
Egerton, Lord Chancellor of Eng/and,who was created 
Baron of Elleſmere in 1603. and Viſcount Brackley 
in 1616. . 

W2idpozt, a Market-Town in Dorſetrſhire. The 
Capital of its Hundred; 2 Miles from the Sea, ta 
which it had formerly. a very good Haven. This 
Town was famous in the time of K. Edward the 
Confeſſour. It ſends 2 Burgeſſes to the Parliament. 

Bzte, a Country, part within the Government of 
the I/le of France, and part in the Province of Cham- 
papne, betwixt the Rivers Sezne and Marne. Meaux 
ur Marne is the Capital Town of it. It is very 
fruitful. In Latin call'd Bria, Brigeium, and Bre- 
gienſis ſaltus. 

WBzte-Compte-Kobert, a Town in the Country 
precedent, upon the River Iere ; four or five Leagues 
from Paris. 

Wrieg, Brega, a Town upon the Oder in S:lefia 
in Germany, betwixt Oppelen and Breſlaw. The 
ſame is the Capital of the Dutchy of Brieg. 

Wztenne, a ſmall Town in Champagne in France, 
upon the River Aube; with the Title of an Earl- 
dom ; near Troyes, between Bar=ſur-Aube and Plancs. 
This Place gives Name to the antientHouſe of Brienne. 

Bzighthelmſton, a Market-Town in Sy/ex in 
Lewis-Rape by the Sea Side. 

W2zignoville, Br#1n04a, Brinnola, a Town and 
Bailywick in Provence in France, near the River Ca- 
ramie : Underſtood by ſome, to be the Forum Yo- 
contt ; by others, the Matavonium of the Antients. 
Charles V. the Emperor, took it in 1536. The Lea- 
guers ſurprized it in 1589. 

Bzille, or Brie/, a Town and Port of Holand, 
in a good Soil, but a groſs Air, at the Confluence 
of the Rhine and the Meuſe, in a ſmall Iſland of 
this Name. It was ſurprized by the Dutch, in 1572. 
by the help of the Succors obtained from Queen E- 
lizabeth: And this Action was as the firſt Founda- 
tion of the Commonwealth of Holland. 

Wain, 
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Bin, Evurum, Arſicua, Brimum, Brina, a City 
of Moravia, ſeated upon the River Jwitta, where 
it falls into that of Swarta, 7 German Miles South 
of O:mitF. This was the only place which in 1645. 
and 1646. held out for the Emperonr againſt the 
Swedes in all Morazia, when being beſieg'g,it broke 
the Swediſh Army, and forc'd them to rife : call'd 
by fome Bruna; written Brenne alſo. 

Wztindiſt, Brunduſium, 1s an Archiepiſcopal City 
in the Kingdom of Naples, which has a ftrong Caltle, 
and a fafe Harbour at the mouth of the Gulph of Ye- 
nice: 36 Miles from Tarento to the Faſt. Pompey 
retired lnther after his overthrow, in the Year of Rome 
705. and was obliged to leave the place again, becauſe 
Ceſar purſued him. In the Year 735. the incompara- 
ble Virgil died here; that is, about 1 9 years before the 
coming of our Saviour. It has been ſeveral times 
ruin'd and repair'd. 

Wrioude, Brivas, Vicus Briatenſis, a great and 
antient Town in the Province of Auvergne in France, 
upon the A/lzer, The Emperour Avitus was bu- 
ried in the Church of S. F«/zanus here : The Chapter 
takes the Title of Earls of Br:oude, being in the firit 
inſtitution Knights Confederated to make War a- 
gain{t the Normans 1n the Year 898. $ 2 Leagues 
from this place, ſtands Br:zoude la Vieille, upon the 
fame River ; where there is a Bridge to cover it, com- 
pos'd of one Arch, fo extraordinary long and high,

Bziqueras or Br:queraſco, Briqueraſcum, a cone 
fiderable Town in the Principality of P:edmont, 4 or 
5 Leagues from *Pignero!, with a Caftle. Taken by 
the Sieur de Leſdiguteres in 1592. and retaken by 
Charles Emanuel Duke of Savoy, in 1594. Alfo fa- 
mous in the Wars of Piedmont in the years 1629. 
30. and 31. 

W2itlach, Briſacus Mons, a City with a very ſtrong 
Caſtle, in the Territory of Br:/gow in Al/atza, with 
a Stone Bridge upon the Rhine; 6 German Miles 
from Baſil to the North, and 7 from S:rasburg, and 
2 from Colmar. It was a Free Imperial City till 1330. 
when it was exempted, and given to the Houſe of 
Auſtria 3 call'd therefore the Key of Germany, the 
Cittadel of Alſatia, and the Pillow on which the Houſe 
of Auſtria ſlept with ſecurity. In 1633. Guſtavus 
Horne, a Swede, bofieg'd it vain : but in 1638. it was 
taken by the French, under the command of the 
Duke of Weimar ; who are till in Poſſeflion of it ; 
their Title being confirm'd by the Treaty of Weſtpha- 
{ia, or Munſter, in 1648. and alterwards by the 
Treaty of the Pirenees, in 1659. 

Wziſfag, or Rrifiaco, a Town under the Griſons, 
upon the Lake Majour in Italy ; between Lo- 
carna, Canobia, and Domo. 

Wziſgow, Briſgovia, is a Province of Germany, 
lying on the Eaſt of the Rhine, and the Weſt of 
Wirtenburg, and on the South clos'd with the Can- 
ton of Baſil. The principal place is Friburg. This 
Province is in part under the Houſe of Aura, and 
in part under the French ; Briſach (which was once 
its Capital) being under the latter ; but the greateſt 
part under the former. The Prince of Conde obtain'd 
H + ts here in 1644. when General Merci was

Wzillach, a Town in the Province of Anjou in 
France, upon the River Aubance, below Saumur. 
It gives the Title of a Duke. 

Briſtol, Briſtolcum, Venta Belearum, Venta Si- 
lurum, is a noble City in the County of Somerſer, 
upon the River Avon, which runs through the midit 
of it; and fo part of it ſtands .in Gloceſterſtire ; 
but then it is a County of itſelf, and belongs to nei- 
ther of them, It is a neat, ftrong, clean, populous, 


rich, well traded City ; and after London and ork, ſhire in the Hundred of Pirehill. 
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the Third principal Place of England; the Inhabitants 
of this City Trading into all parts of America, and 
moit other parts of the World : tho no where nam'd 
before the Year 14.63. Robert Biſhop of Conſtance, 
a Seditious Man, firit Wald it, in the Reign of #/71- 
liam Rufus againſt that King. It hasa Stone Bridge, 
with Houſes built on both {:des of it over the River. 
And alfo a Caſtle, in which King Stephen was kept 
a Priſoner ſome time; after he had in vain befieg'd 
it. The Biſhops See was Founded by Henry VIIL. 
and made Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury. In the beginning of the Rebellions againſt 
Charles I. it fided with the Parliament, and was on 
that acconnt beſieg'd by Prince Rupert, Fuly 24- 

1643. who took it in two days; under whom it 
continued till Seprember ro. 1545. when it was ſur- 
rendred to Fazrfax the Parliaments General. It was 
preſerved from falling into the hands of the late Duke 
of Monmouth , by the Vigilance of the Duke of 
Beaufort , who was Lord Lieutenant of this City 
and its County. 

Wzitain, See England. 

' New Britain, a Country in the Northern Ame- 
rica, between Hudſon's Bay and New France ; di{- 
cover'd, nam'd, and pofleſs'd, by the Engliſh. For- 
merly call'd Eftoiteland. See Eſtorteland. 

Writith Dea, Mare Britannicum, by the French 
call'd /a Manche, is the known Sea betwixt Eng land 
and France: Extending , according to Pompontus 
Mela, to the Iſlands of Sain and O/fiſmiens ; that is, 
to the Dioceſe of Treguzer in Bretagne. 

B:ive-la-Gaillarde, Brzva Curretia, a Town in 
the Province of Limoſin in France, upon the River 
Coureze: 2 or 3 Leagues from Tulles. Gombaud Balle» 
mer, natural Son to Clotarre I. King of Frauce, was 
here Crown'd, after the death of Chz/perick I. Not 
a large Place, but ſituated to its commendation. 

Wrtxen, Brixinio, an Epiſcopal City in the Coun- 
ty of Tirol in Germany, under the Archbiſhop of 
Saltzburg. Heretofore a Free Imperial City ; but 
now exempted. It lies at the Foot of the Mountain 
Bruneck, upon the River Eyſach, where it receives 
another River call'd the Rzencz, not far from Szben, 
a ruin'd City, out of which it ſprang. It lies not 
above 2 Miles from the Confines of the Dominions 
of the State of Venice, and 13 from Trent. In the year 
1080. the Emperour Henry LV. preſided over a Coun- 
cil here of 3o Biſhops of his Party 5 who all ſubſcri. 
bing to hf reſentments, of the Excommunication and 
Degradation pronounced againſt him by Pope Gre- 
gory VII. depoſed the ſaid Pope, elefted Guzbert 
Archbiſhop of Ravenna ( who took: the Name of 
Clement III.) to ſucceed him in the Chair of Rome, 
and Voted that the Emperour ſhould carry his Arms 
into Italy to put their Decrees in execution.

Here there is a 
College for 20 Clergymen's poor Widows, founded 
by Dr. PFarner, The Seat of the Biſhop of Rocheſter 
ſtands by it. 

WB:omlepy Abbots, a Market-Town in S:afford- 
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B:omes-Gzove, a Market-Town in Worceſter- 


feire in the Hundred of Halffhire upon the Banks 


of the River Salwarp. 

B:ompard, a Market-Fown in Herefordſhire in 
the Hundred of Broeaſh. 

B:onchozft, a Town in the Province of Gue/- 
derland upon the T/el, very near Zutphen. It gives 
the Title of an Earl. 

Bzonsbzoo, Bronsbroa, a Town of the Ringdom 
of Sweden, in the Province of Ostropothia : where 
the Crowns of Sweden and Denmark held a Treaty 
of Peace in the Year 1645. 

B:ouch, a- Market-Town in VVeſtmorland , in 
E alt Ward. Wo 

B2onghton, a Market-Town in Lancaſhire in 
the Hundred of Loynsdale. 

B2o0uage, one of the faireſt and ſtrongeſt Forts 
in all France, in Xeintonge, not far from Burdeaux. 

B:ower, a Name given by Brower a Dutchman 
to the Strerohes diſcovered by him in 1643. to- 
wards the If{land of Statenland in the Sea of Ma- 
gellan in America. ; 

B:owerſhaven, a Town and Port in the Iſland of 
Schowen in Zeland, 2 Leagues from Azrsczee. Rich 
and Populous. BH | 

Buca, Pantagia, a River of Sczly. ; 

B2ncomat, Brucomagus, a Town in Alſatia 

Bruges, Bruga, a City in Flanders , call'd by 
the Dutch Brugg, which was made a Biſhops See 
by Paul IV. under the Archbiſhop of Mechlin; a 
large, beautiful, well traded Town, and has its name 
from the multitude of Bridges in it ; being ſeated 
on a knot of Dikes, 3 Miles from Gant to the Weſt, 
and 3 from Oftend to the Eaſt. This is under the 
Spaniards, and is one of the beſt they have left: be- 
ing 4 Miles in Circvit, wonderfully well Peopled, 
and once exceeding rich. They reckon 60 handſom 
Churches in it. 

Brngnets; Brunetum, a City in the State of Genoua, 
which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Genona, at the Foot of the Apennine, 50 Miles frot 
Genoua to the Eaſt ; of little compaſs, thinly inhabit- 
ed, and ill baik. | 

Wzuno; Prilis, a Lake and ſmall River in the 
Territories belonging to Siena, once a Commonwealth 
in 1:aly, now a part of the Dutkedom of Florence ; B 
Miles from the City of Groſſerto to the South-Weft. 

W2unsberg, Bruns berga, is a Royal Cizy belong- 
ing to the Kingdom of Poland in Pru/ia, but ſoine 
years fince mortgag'd to the Duke of Brandenburg : 
ſeated upon the great Bay call'd FriſÞ Haff, on the 
Weft fide of the River Paſſerg, 8 Niles from Mar- 
genberg to the Eaſt, and the ſame diſtance from K#o- 
ningſperg to the Weſt. 


Reformation in t 522. and Profefſeth the Augu/tar 
Confeſſion, as all the re!t of that Dukedom doth. 
It lies 20 Miles from Hamburg to the North , upon 
the River Oker. 

WBrnſſel, Bruxe/la, the chief City and Seat of the 
antient Dykes of Brabant, and after that of the Dukes 
of Burgundy, as it 1s at this day the Reſidence of 
the Spaniſh Governour of Flanders: ſeated upon the 
S:nne, and other Springs and Rivers, which make 
it one of the ſweeteſt Situations in Europe; 8 Leagues 
from Antwerp to the South, and 4 from Lovarne; 
being partly in a Plain, and partly on a Hill. - In the 
Cathedral Church of S. Gedulle - they pretend to have 
an Hoſt, ſtabb'd ſometime by a Fer in indignation 
at the ſuppoſed preſence of the Body of Chriſt , 
which ſhed Blood out of the Wound ; and the Ferv 
(they ſay) immediately was ſtruck with death : Where- 
as the Life and Converſion of the Man had been a 
greater Proof of the miracle. In Long.25. 6. and Lat. 
50. 50, $ There is another ſmall City of the ſame 
name in Germany, in the Biſhoprick of Spire. 

Bzuttj, an antient People of Italy, deſcended o- 
riginally from the Laceademonians. They were dis 
ſtinguiſh'd into C:i/montani and Tramontani, poſlet- 
ſing that part of Italy which we now call the further 
Calabria. In the ſecond Punick War they ran over 
to Hannibal ; whereby they loſt their Reputation ta 
that degree among(t the Romans, that they could 
never afterwards get to be employ'd but in ſervili- 
ties, and even their name became a Proverb for a 
deſpicable Generation of People, living continually 
in meanneſs and ſhame, 

Bauton, a Market-Town in Somerſerſhire, the 
capital of its Hundred, upon the River Bryue. The 
Lord Fit7harding has a noble Seat here. 

Bua, otherwile call'd Ch:ovo, is an Iſland of Dal- 
matia near Spalatro, under the Venetians. It is ve- 
ry near to the Iſland of D_-_ 

Wacephala, Alexandria Bucephalos, a Town in 
the Indies, built by Alexander M. in honor of his 
Horſe. It is mentioned by 2. Curtius. The Moderns 
ſuppoſe that it is the ſame with Lahor now. See Lahor. 

Buchs, a ſmall Principality within the Territory 
of Burgundy im France, near Medec; belonging to 
the Houſe of Foxx and Candale. 

Buckenham the New, a Market-Town in Nor- 
folk-in the Hundred of Shropham. 

p 2 burgh, a ſmall Town in Weſtphalia in 
Germany, where the Counts of Lippe-Buckenburgh 
(taking their Style from hence) have a Palace. 

Buckinghamſhire, Buck:nghamte, is divided on 
the South from Berkſhire by the Thames, on the 
North it hath Norchamptonſhire and Bedfordſhire ; 
on the Weſt Oxfordſhire ; and on the Eaſt Here- 


Wzunsbattel, a ſmall Town in the Dukedom of fordſkire and Middleſex ; a County very Fruitful, 


Holſtein in Germany, towards the Mouth of the E/b, 
under the King of Denmark ; 2 or 3 Leagues from 
Gluk ſtat. | 

 Bruniwick, Brunopolis, Brumonss Vicus, is a 
City and Dukedom in Ge-791any : the Dukedom is a 
part of the Dukedom of Saxony, bounded on the 
Eaſt with the Earldom of Mnysfie/d, on the Weſt 
with #Fſtphalia, on the North with Lun h, 
and on the South with Haſſia. This Dukedom takes 
its name from Branſwick,the principal City in it, which 
lies upon the River Onacra and was a Free Im- 
perial City or Hanſe Town, the Metropolis of the 
antieat Saxony: a rich, ſtrong, populous City, or 
rather five Cities under one Law, and within one 
Wall, which is $ Engliſh Miles in compaſs: built by 
Bruno Duke of Saxony, in 861. and from him it 
had its name. It fell into the hands of the Duke in 
1671. and is now under their Dominion ; it has a 
Caſtle lately built, and well fortified, fince which 
time it is innch decayd.

* Buva, Buda Heraclia, Aquinum, is the Capital 
of the Kingdom of Hungary : call'd by the Turks 
Budun, by the Germans Offen, by the French Bude, 
and by the Italians Buda. Heretofore a very great 
and rich City, till it fell into the hands of the Turks, 
who ruin'd moſt of its ſtately Honſfes and Palaces : 
it lies on the Wett fide of the Danube, over againſt 
Peſt, which is joyn'd to it by a Bridge of Boats : 
and is divided into two parts, the Upper and Lower 
between which there is the diſtance of a Mile: the 
Lower Town is weak ; but the npper Town is by Na- 
ture one of the ſtrongeſt Forts in the World, and 
has a very ftrong Caſtle on the Weſt ſide : faid to 
be built by one Buda, the Brother of Arti/a King 
of the Huns, and from him to have 1's Name. In 
1279. there wasa Council held here under Pope N:- 
colas II. and Ladiſlans INI. King of Hungary. It 
was much improved by Sigiſmund King of Hungary 
about the Year 1387. and adorned with many ſtately 
Buildings; amongſt the reſt with a Caſtle, where at 
firſt the Kings and afterwards the Turkiſh Viſiers re- 
ſided ; which was ſo ſtrong, that it was thought Im- 
pregnable. The Succeflors of this Prince augment- 
ed this City, and ſtrengthened it with new Fortifica- 
tions. Solyman Il. Emperor of the Turks took it 
firſt in 1526. Ferdinand the Arch-Duke of Auſtria, 
retook it the next Year after. In 1529. Solyman re- 
took it again, after the Garriſon had ſtood eleven 
Aflaults; and reſtored it to the FFeywood of Tran- 
filvania, who had loſt it before. Ferdinando in 
1540. or 1541. attacked it again, when . Solyman 
coming the third time to relieve it, raiſed the Siege, 
and made himſelf Maſter of the place by a Stratagem 
and Surpriſe. In 1598. Matthias the Arch-Duke a- 
gain beſieged it, and after in 1601. againg but with 
no Succeſs. In 1684. the Duke of Lorrain fat be- 
fore it from Fuly 14. to November 1. but was for- 
ced tO riſe and leave it: this brave General in 1686. 
reinveſted it Fane 15. and after a bloody defence 
made by the Governor, took it by ſtorm September 
2. following; though the Grand V:fter ſtood and 
looked on with an Army of 50000 Men, and was

Bango, a Town and Kingdom in the Iſland of 
Xtimo belonging to Fapan in the Eaſt-Indzes : this is 
in the Eaſtern part of the Iſland. The King and a 
number of his Subje&ts had once embraced the Chri- 
ſtian Religion , but the terrible Perſecution that fol- 
lowed, reduced them to their old again. 

Brntingfozd, a Market-Town in Harefordſhzre, 
in the Hundred of Edwinſtree, 

Buqhan, or Buchan, a County of Szorland, 
bounded on the North and Eaſt with the German 
Ocean; on the Weſt and South with Murray and 
Marr. The Caſtles of Stanes and Fendrache are 
the moſt conſiderable places in it. It affords good 
Paſturage, : 

Burda, an antient Town of Achara in the Morea, 
upon the 'Gulph of Corinth : famous heretofore for 
an Oracle of Hercules, whoſe Statue was Adored in 
a neighbouring Cavern. This Town had the fortune 
to be over-turn'd by an Earthquake. The remaining 
ruins have taken fince the name of Pernitea; betwixt 
Patras and Yaſilica. 

Wuragrag, a River in the Kingdom of Fez in 
Africa, leparating the Provinces of Fez and Theſ- 
mena. It falls into the Altantich at Cap de Sola, 
having at the Mouth of it a Town ſtanding of the 
ſame Name. 

WBaren, a ſmall Town with the Title of an Earl- 
dom, in the Province of Guelderland, 3 Leagues 
from Boſleduc and Utrecht, near the River Slingh. 

Wurfozd, a Market-Town in Oxfordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Bampron , near the River Hindruſh. 
About the Year 750. Cuthbert King of the Weſt 

Saxons overthrew Ethelbald King of the Mercians 
here, and won his Banner, wherein was depicted a 
golden Dragon. Whence came the Cuſtom of this 
Town of making every year a Dragon in Jolity, It 
gives the Title of an Earl to the Duke of S. Albans. 

Burgaw, Burgavia, a Country and Marquilate 
in the Circle of Schwaben in Germany, lying along 
the Danube. Tt receives this name from Burgaw-upon 
the River Msnde/, which is the capital Town of it. 
This Country is about 10 Leagues broad and long ; 
and has been pofſeſs'd by the Houſe of Auſtria ever 
fince the year 1282. 

Burgh, a Market-Town in Lincolnſhire in the 
Hundred of Candleſhow. | 

Warglave, is an antient Dioceſs in the North Fuz- 

and, where now is the Dioceſs of Alborch, called by 
the Latin writers A/burgenſis. 

- Burnham Marker, a Town in Norfolk in the 

undred of Brother Croſs. So call'd in diſtin&tion 
from other Burnhams which are not Market-Towns. 

Wurgos, Masburgi, Bravum, Burgs, called by 
the French Bourgues, is the Capital of . old Caſtle, 
Formerly a Regal City, and grew up out of the Ru- 
1ns.bvf Occa':: made an Archbiſhops See by Gregory 
XIII. in 1571. having been a Biſhops See from 1075. 
It ſtands on the North fide of the River Ar/anzon,which 
falls into the Duero below Valladolid ; amongſt the 
Mountains, upon the deſcent of an Hill, and declines 
itfelf. alſo apace, being Inhabited but by a few Peo- 
ple. Anciently call'd Bravum, and Masburgi : 37 
Ka i/Þ Miles North of Madrid, In Long. 16, 32. 
ang. 43: I0, 

_ * Burick, or Budrick, Budrichium, a ſtrong Town 
inthe Dutchy of C/eves in Germany, upon the Rhine, 
2 or '3 Leagues from Gueldres : under the Hollan- 
ders. This was one of the Four Towns which the 
French beſieged at the ſame time at the opening of 
the Campagne of the year 1672. TheMareſchal 
ade Turenne commanded the Siege 
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Burnlep, a Market-Town in Lancaſhire ui the 
Hundred of Blackburn. 

Burntwood, a Market-Town in Eſſex in the 
Hundred of Chelmsford. : 
Wurrowbrtdg, a Market-Town in the Weſt Ri- 
ding of Torkſhire in the Hundred of Claro. ' 

Wurton, a Market-Town in Lincolnſhire in the 
Hundred of Man/{ake, upon the River Trent, near 
its fall into the Humber. $ Another in Weſtmore 
land in Loynſdale Wapentake, near the great Hil 
call'd Farleton-khnot-hi!l. $S A Third in Stafford- 
ſhire in the Hundred of Offlow, upon the River 
Trent . 

Burſa, Pruſa, called by the Turks Bris, by the 
Tralians Burſa and Bourſe, by the French Bruſſe, is 
a City of the lefſer 4/ia, in the Province of Chintale, 
antiently Bithynia: built by Pruſius King of Bithy- 
na, in the year of the World 3179. and gave Name 
to that Part of that Kingdom in which it ſtood. Ta- 
ken by Orchanes the Turk, in 1325. after which it 
was the Seat of their Empire, till they took Adrrano. 
Fle and removed it thither in 1402. In ancient time 
a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Nicomedia; 
but afterwards it became a Metropolitan See of it ſelf. 
It is two Miles in length, well built and peopled, and 
one of the richeſt Cities in 4fia; and to this day en- 
nobled with the Sepulture of the Princes of the O:r0- 
man Race, except the Emperors themſelves: 5 Miles 
from the Propontis, 3o Eaſt from Conſtantinople, 
In Long. 57. 30. Lat. 41. 49- 

Wury Saint Edmonds, ia Regia, Villa Fau- 
ftins, is a delicate (weet Town in the County of Suf- 
folk, upon the River Lark, (as may feem by the 
Town of Larkford, a little more North) which falls 
into the great Ouſe, between Ely and Lettie- Pore. 
Edmund {urnamed Tronſide, one of the Saxon Kings, 
founded here a Church in the beginning of Chriſti- 
anity, and called it the Royal Town ; but after that 
Prince was brought-hither from Hoxon in the ſame 
County, it was called St. Edmonds Bury. King 
Kanutus the Dane, to expiate the fin of his Father 
Swaine or Sueno, who murdered this Prince, built 
here a new Church and an Abby ; and brought in the 
Black Friers,about 1020-to whom he gave the Town of 
Bury, and many noble Mannors thereabout ; ſo that 
at the ſuppreflion it was valued at 2336/7. the year ; 
a vaſt Revenue then. They governed the Town by a 
Seneſchal or Steward; and when it was allowed to be 
a Corporation, the Alderman was not permitted to 
exerciſe any Authority till he had taken his Oath of 
Obedience to: the. Abbot. Afterwards Herveze the 
Sacriſt, compaſſed the Town with a Wall, whereof 
there remain {till ſome few Relicks ; and Abbot New- 
pore Walled the Abby, and the Pope granted it great 
Immunities. Edward VI. founded here a Grammar 
School. Charles I. of Pious memory, ' Created Hen 
ry Jermin Baron of S. Edmonds Bury, Sept. 8: 1643. 
The delightfulneſs of its Situation, and the goodneſs 
of its Air, have, ever procured it the reſidence of a 
great many of the Gentry, who living here inrich the 
Inhabitants, and ſupport the Town, which would o- 
therwiſe fall to decay. Hemry II. overthrew Roberc 
Earl of Lezceſter and his Flemings, (taking the Earl 
and his Wife priſoners ), in a Battle not tar from 


ce. > 

Buſirts, an antient City in Egyps in the middle 
of the Delta, where was formerly a vaſt Temple 
conſecrated to 1/is, whoſe Feſtivals they obſerved 
with the greateſt Solemnity, 

Buſlereth, Boſtra, a City of Arabia the Stony, 
the Native place of Marcus fFulius Philippus , 
Emperour oe Romans, and called from him. Phi- 
lippopolis. Itis an Archbiſhops See, under the Patri- 
arch of Feruſa/em, being taken out of the _ 
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archat of Antioch ; and lies Gxty Miles Eaſt from the 
Sea of Tibertas, in Long. 69. 45. Lat. 31. 30; Called 
in ſome Monies of the Emperor Severus, and his Mo- 
ther Mama, Colonia Alexandrina'; now under the 
Turks. IE 

Butera, a Towrfin the Iſland of Szcily, with the 
Title of ' a Principality in the Province call'd Valle di 
Noto; about 4 Leagues from the Sea. 

Wutow, a {mall Town in Pomerania upon the Ri- 
yer Stolp, towards the Frontiers of the Royal Priiſſia- 
Ur:der the Duke of Brandenburg. 

Wutrino, a place upon the Confines of Epirus, be- 
longing to the Venerzans, It was heretofore a confi- 
derable City, and the Seat of a Biſhop. Call'd by the 
Antients Buthrotum. The Turks ruin'd it about 120 
years ago; and the Venetians have not yet reſtored 
it to it's priſtine Dignity. It ſtands over againſt the 
Iſland of Corfor, upon a Gulph- of its own Name: 
being many times written Butrinrco, or Botrinto. 

Wutton's Bap, the ſame with Hudſon's Bay in the 
North of Amerzica. 

Wutua, a City of the Lower /®thiopia in Africa, 
under the Empire of Monotopra, the Head of a King- 
dom of the ſame Name, towards the River Zambre. 

Buyil Mancy, a River of /Echiopia. 

Le Buys, a ſmall Town in the Province of Dau- 
phine in France, mn the Country call'd the Baronzes, 
upon the River Oveze and the Borders of Provence. 
Surpriz'd by the Huguenots in 1568, 

Wuzanich, Pau/inus, a River of Dalmatia. 

WBuzenzais, a Town in the Dukedom of Berrz in 
France, upon the River Indre, and the Borders of 
Touraine, | 

WBychow, Bychovia, a Town belonging to the 
Kingdom of Poland, in Lithuania, upon the Bo- 
ryſthenes, between Mohzlow and Rohuczo, two.Ci- 
4 ill handled by the Moeoſcovzres, ſome few Years 

unce. 

Byrſa,the Name of an antient Cittadel at Carthage 
it Africa, built by Queen Dido; which had upon 
the top of it a Temple dedicated to /ſeulapius. In 
the Phenician Language, introduc'd by Dido into A- 
frica, it is written Botzra or Boſra, ſignifying a 
Tower: Whereot the Word Burſa, with the Fable 
of the Hide thereon grounded, was but 'a Grecian 
Corruption alluding to the little Morſels of Leather 
ſtamped for Money in antient times ; with which ſhe 
purchas'd the Ground for the Building of this Caſtle 
and the City of Carthage. oy 

Byzacena, an antient City and Province of Africa 
within the Kingdom of Tunis. The City has ſome- 
time been a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop. of 
Carthage. In the Year 646. a Council of 42 Pre- 
lates was aſſembled at it againſt the Monothelites ; 
beſides others of leſs Note, in 602. 541. and 522. 
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Ibe, or Cheyles, or Queiles, Chalybs, a River of 
Spazn, riling in the Kingdom of Aragon,which 
waters Taracona,. and falls into the Ebro.- The Wa- 
ters of this River have been ever famous for the tem- 
pering of Steel. 

"Cabeſton, a Town in the Province of Languedoc 
in France near N:/mes. Tv: 

Cabo 4 1ſr:a, a City of Iſtria in Italy, under the 
Dominion of the Venerians, upon the Adriatich 
Gulph ; heretofore call'd Fuſtinopolis, from Fuſti- 
man the Emperor, who rebuilt it. This is the Capi- 
tal of 1/tr#a, and a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
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of Aquileia. Tt is a ſinall Place in an Ind thre® 
Bow ſhoots from the Continent, to which there is 4 
Paſſage by Bridges; and in the midft of its ah antient 
Caſtle : 30 {ralian Miles from Aquilera to the South- 
Faſt, and 75 from Venzce to the Eaſt : Long. 36, 26- 
Lat. 45. 31. t 

Cabzterts, a Town in the Coutity of Yena:ſſin in 
Provence 1n France. ; __- 

Cabul, a Province or Kingdom in the Eaſt-Indies, 
under the Great Mogul,near the Fountains of the River 
Indus ; it has a City of the fame Name, ſtanding upon 
a ſmall River which falls into the Indus. Thewhole 
Country is full of Mountains, but very fruitful,and rea- 
ſonably well traded. The Rivers N:/ab and Behar, fal- 
ling into the 14s, have their Sources therein. Long. 
305. and Lat. 31. In this City their Kings reſided 
heretofore. There are two Fortreſſes ſtanding in it. 

Cabuſco, a Mountain in the Kingdom of Perſia. 

Cacagiont, Charox, a City of the Leſſer or Crim 
Tartary. | - 

Cacart, a River and Town of Mongrel. 

U acceres, Caceres de Camarhina, a City in the 
principal Phils _ Iſland of Luſſon or Manilha upon 
the Streights of Manzltha, with a good Port to the 
ſame ; and a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 'of 
Manilha. 

_ Cacelina, a. City of Bithynia, antiently calF'd 
Chalcedon. 

Cachan, a large City in the Province of Hyrach 
in Perſia ; 22 Leagues from pou Above a thou- 
ſand Families of Fews (ſaid to be of the Tribe of Fuda) 
dwell in it. It is a famous Place for Brocards. 

Cachar , the Izdus or great River of the E:/t- 
Inazes. | +3 

Caco, Catus, Caumns, a Mountain'in the Kingdom 
of Aragon, in the Confines of the Kingdom 6f O!d 
Caſtile ; now call'd alſo Moncato. - 

Cadenas, a ſmall Town inthe County of Qzercy in 
France, upon the River Lot and the Borders of Ro- 
vergue; $ or 'g Leagues from Cahors. Some take it 
to be the U-relodunum of the antient Ganul:s, which 
ſtood out the laſt of all their Towns againſt Ceſar. 

Cad4itac, a ſmall Town in' the Province of Gu:- 
enne in France, near the Garrone; in a fertile Soil, 
and adorn'd with one of the beft Caftles in this Pro- 
vince. 

Cachien, or Sierra Liona, a Sea-Port Town on. 
the Coift, of Gurney, much frequented by the Euro- 
peans, towards the Promontory of Leena. This 
Place was firſt diſcovered by the Porergals in 1452. 

Cadiz, Gades, is an Ifland and City on the Coaſt 
of Spain, in the Atlantick Ocean; call'd Cadis and' 
Cales by the Engliſh, and Cadice by the Italians : 
But ſmall,as being only 4 Leagues in length ; whereas 
it was once tnuch greater, as Pliny and Serabo both 
affirm. It lies on the Coaſt of the Kingdom of An- 
dalufia, to which it isnow joyn'd by a Bridge between 
the Outlet of the River Guadalquivir or Betis, and 
the Streights of Gibraltar. On the Weſtern Shoar, 
of this Iſland lies 'C 4 D IS, which' gives Name to 
the Iſland, built - by. the Phenicians, and is perhaps 
the oldeſt Fown in Spain. In the fimes of the Re- 
mans 1t was made a Municipal City, and one of the 
Furidical Reſorts for the Province of Berica; in 
which time it was thought one of the Nobleſt and 
Richeſt Cities in all Spain; ſcarce yeilding to any in 
the Empire for Greatneſs, Magnificence, or the Num- 
ber and Quality of the Inhabitants; here living at 
one time five hundred Roman Knights, which Number 
was not equalled in any other Place but Padua only ; 
beſide the great Concourſe of Merchahts from' 
all places of the World'; - which occafioned Cor- 
nelius Balba, a Native of it , to build 'a New 
Town to the old one. By 'the Moors at the Con- 
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queſt of Spain, it was utterly ruined, and fo conti- 
tinued till it was recovered from them by the Spa- 
niards, who rebuilt and fortified it, and made it the 
Magatine for their Navies : Yet it was taken by the 
Engliſh in one Day, under Robert Earl of Eſſex, and 
Sir Walter Rawleigh, in which they burnt the Indzan 
Fleet, conſiſting of forty Sail of Ships, whoſe Lading 
was worth eight Millions of Crowns; overcame the 
Spaniſh Navy, which conſiſted of fifty ſeven Men of 
War; took the S. Michael and S. Andrew, two great 
Gallions, with their Lading, and carried away more 
Martial Furniture than could be again ſupplied in ma- 
ny Years; forced the Town, in which they flew and 
took Priſoners 4000 Foot, and 600 Horſe, and 
brought thence a conifiderable Booty 1n 1596. This 
City is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Sewvz/. 
Long. 14. 10. Lat. 35. 28. uno bad a Temple for- 
merly in her Honor in this Iſland, thence call'd Zurc- 
24s Inſula ; and alſo Hercules another, in which Ceſar 
wept to refle&t upon the Actions of Alexander the 
Great atthe Ape of thirty three. After the Reduction 
of Spain by Ceſar, he left a Roman Colony at Cadzs 
with. the Name of Julia Gaditana. The Antients 
believed it to be the utmoſt boundary of Navigation ; 
calling the two Mountains near it, at the Mouth of the 
Streights, the Pillars of Hercules, Here the Spaniſh 
Gallions rendezvouſe. It is one of the Keys of Spazr, 
and of fo very great Importance, that Charles V. re- 
commended it particularly, together with Fluſhing in 
the Low-Countries, and Goulet in Africa, to the Care 
of his Son King Philip IT. as abſolutely neceflary for 
the Conſervation of his Empire. Columelia was 
a Native hereof, with Canzus a Poet mentioned by 
Martial. 

. Fi Cadozine, the moſt Northern Country of all 
Italy towards the County of Tyro! and the Alpes; 
contained within the Marcha Treviſana, in the States 
of the Republick of Yen:ce. Its Capital Town is 
Pieve di Cadore. 

Cadouin, a famous Abbey of the Order of the 
Ciſtercians in the Province of Perigord in France; 
w here they pretend to preſerve a Handkerchief of our 


Saviour's, brought out of Feruſalem in Irog. and 


fince viſited by S. Lewis K. of France, in 1269. by 
Charles VI. and Lewis XI. as a moſt extraordinary 
Relick. 

Caen, Cadomus, famous for a Biſhop's See -and an 
Univerſity, on the River Orne, about 4 Leagues 
from the Britiſh Sea, 28 from Roan to the South. In 
the year 1063. the Archbiſhop of Roan held a Council 
here -in the Prefence of #://tam the Conqueror King 
of England ; who died in 1087. in the 74+ year of his 
Age at Roan: and being deſerted after his Death by 
all his Friends and Servants, was after a long time in- 
terr'd by the Monks here with ſmall Pomp, in the 
Abbey of St. Stephen which he him ſelf had Founded, 
as his Queen had done that of.the. Holy Tranzty. The U- 
niverſity was Founded by Herxry V. K. of England, who 
took this City from the French, after a ſharp refiſtance, 
by Storm in 1447. Its Long. 1s 22. 20. Lat: 49. 40. 
The learned Bochartus was none of the leaſt Orna- 
ments of this Place. They bear three Fleur de Lyſſes 
in their Arms, as a Token of their Fidelity to- the 
Crown. | 

Caer-Cadon,the Fe//> Name of the City of Bath.

CTaer-Leon,1/caL egionis;Legio Secunda,an antient 
RomanTown upen theUrk in the Countyof Monmouth, 
which was. once one of the [Metropolitan Seats of 
Britam, and an Univerſity, till the See was removed 
to.S. Davids. The City was ruined in the Reign of 
Henry I, but there are ftill many very honourable 


Marks of its Antiquity and Splendor tigged up here, 
for which the Reader may conſult Mr. Camden. The 
Romans quartered the Second Legion, called 4ug/ta, 
in it, to bridle the Silures. King Arthur kept his 
Court here. It ſtands 9 Miles Eaſt from Landaf, 
21 from Brecknock, South-Eaff, and 26 from Here- 
ford South-Wett. Newport has ſprung out of its 
Ruins, and ſtands a little beneath it on the Severs. 

Caer-Lud, London. 

Caermarthenſhtre, is one of the Twelve Counties 
in Y/ales; bounded on the Ealt by G/amorg a»ſh:re 
and Brecknock,, on the Weſt by Pembroke, on the 
North by Cardigan, from which it is ſeparated by the 
River Tivy ; and on the South by the Ir:/h Sea. This 
County 1s ſaid by Mr. Camden to be very fruitful, 
and in ſome places to have plenty of Coal Mines, and 
to abound in Cattle, It takes its Name from the prin- 
Cipal City, which ſtands upon the River Tz»y, about 
5 Miles from the Sea : called by Ptolomy, Maridu- 
num; by Antonius, Muridunum. It was Walled with 
Brick in the times of G:raldus Cambrenſ/is, but was 
then decaying : Pleaſantly ſeated between Woods and 
Meadows, and very venerable for its great Antiquity : 
taken from the VYelch in the Reign of YV;/lam the 
Conqueror, after this by them retaken and burnt 
twice; till being firſt ſtrengthened with a Caſtle by 
Henry Turberuil, an Engliſh Man, and after that 
walled about by Gilbert de Clare, it recovered ſome- 
thing of its former. Glory. The Princes of V/Yales 
ſettling here the Chancery and Exchequer for South 
VVales. 

Caernarvanſhire, has on the North and Weſt the 
Iriſh Sea, on the South Merioneth, and on the Eait 
Denbighſhzre ; parted from the Ifle of Angleſey by the 
River Menay. All the middle parts of it are covered 
and filled with Mountains ; ſo that Mr. Camden calls 
theſe Hills Alpes Britannicas, the Britzſh Alpes ; 
and faith they afforded the greateſt Security to the 
Welſh in times of WVar: and fo abounded with 
Graſs, that they ſeemed ſufficient alone to have fed 
all the Cattle of V#/ales. The Weſtern parts are 
more level, and yield plenty of Barley. The chief 
Town or City, is ſeated in this part of the County, 
upon the River Menay; and was built by Edward I. 
King of England, about 1283. Small and almoſt 
round, bat ftrong, and defended by a beautiful Ca- 
ſtle. Edward II. was born here, and Surnamed from 
this Town, who was the firſt of the Eng/1ſb Princes 
that bore the Title of Prince of VYates. In after 
times theſe Princes (etled here the Chancery for North- 
VVales. Robert Dormer Baron of FVins was crea- 
ted Viſcount and Earl of Carnarvar in the fourth 
Year of the Reign of King Charles I. who after- 
wards loſt his Life valiantly for that Prince a; 
Newberry, in 1643. to whom fucceeded Charles his 
SON. 

Caerphillp, a Market-Town in the County of Gl. 
morgan in V/ales, where the Earl of Pembroke has 
a Noble Caſtle. It is the Capital of its Hundred. 

Caerwis, a Market-Town -in Flintſhire, in the 
Hundred of Coleſkz1/. | 

Caeron, a Country in Aſſri4, where Fofeprus 
ſays the Relicks of Noah's Ark were to be ſeen in 
his tme. It produces your odariferous Wood. 


Caefarea, Paleſtina, was, anciently call'd_ the 


Tower of Straton: But Herod the Great, rebuilding 
it, called it Ceſarea, in honor of Auguſtus: It is now 
call'd Carfar. It les on the ſhoars'of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, in the Holy Land; 3o Miles to the South 
from Prolemars, and 45 from Feruſalem. After the 
Ruin of Feruſalem, it became the Metropolis of Pa- 
leſtine , and the Seat of the Prefect or Gorernor ; 
the Biſhop of Cz/area gained thereby the Authority of 
a Primate over the Biſhop of Fern/alem, and for fome 
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Ages maintained it ; but in after Councils the Biſhop of 
Feruſalem wasexempted and made a Patriarch ; feveral 
great Councils have been held here. Euſebius Pamphi- 
lus the Church Hiftorian was in his time Biſhop of it. 
Cornelius,the firſt converted Gentile,was baptized here 
by S. Peter. S. Paul was a Priſoner here. And Origen 
taught here. But in 653. after a Siege of 7 years, Mu- 
havia a Saracen took it from the Chriſtians. In the 
Holy War it was ſeveral times taken and retaken ; till 
at laſt intirely ruined by Bar/us a Saracen. Long 66. 
15. Lat. 32.20. $S. Ceſarea Magna in Cappadocia, 
the Epiſcopal Seat heretofore of S. Baſil: See Caiſar. 
S. Cezſarea Philippi. See Balbec. $S. Czfarea in A- 


trica, an antient City mention'd with Honor in the 
Roman Hiſtory, upon the Coaſt of the Medztrerranean; ' 


believed to be the ſame with the To! of Prolemy, Pliny, 
and Mela. It became a Biſhop's See fince Chriſtianity, 


and likewiſe an Univerſity that produced divers Poets 


and Philoſophers of Note, in the time that the Ara- 

bians were Vi&orious in Africa. In the Year 959. 
the Caliphs ruined it. * The Remains of its Walls make 

it appear to have been above 3 Leagues in Circuit: 

call'd by the Africans Tiguident. © 

Caffa.a conſiderable City and Sea-Port in Cr:/m Tar- 
rary, upon the Eaſtern fide of the Peninſula Eaſt of 
the City of Crim ; ſuppoſed to be the Cavum of the 
Antients. It is a flouriſhing Mart, and furniſhed with 
2 large and capacious Haven : Heretofore poſſeſſed by 
the Genoeſe, who (faith Dr. Heylin) by the Help of 
this Port and the Plantation they had in Pera, on the 
North Side of Conſtantinople, engroſſed all the Trade 
of the Euxine Sea into their own hands. In 1475. 
it was taken by Mahomet the Great ; ever ſince it has 
been in the hands of the Turks, and though by them 
much ruin'd, is till the principal Place in hat]Demy- 
INand. The Turks govern it by a Baſhaw they ſend 
thither ; and although the Tarzars can poſſeſs them- 
ſelves of it when they pleaſe, yet they chuſe rather to 
feave it in his hands than to take it” into their own. 
The Yenetians have often ſollicited a free Commerce 
with it for the Benefit of its Commodities : but the 
Port has conſtantly refuſed to ſuffer their Veſlels to 
paſs into the Black Sea for Reaſons of State. They 
reckon about 4000 Houſes of Mahometans, Tartars, 
and Chriſtians ; whereof ſome Latins, Greeks, and 
fome Armenians, to the Number of about 800, who 
are obliged to wear a Diſtinction from the reſt in their 
Bonnets. 

Caffreria, a Country of Africa of targe extent. 
It lies from the Kingdom of Ango/a on the North to 
the Cape of Good Hope, and is bounded Eaſt,Weſt,and 
South with the Ocean ; the South-Eaſtern part 1s very 
fruitful, and well peopled 3 the reft barren, Moun- 
fainous, and little peopled. The Inhabitants are ſo 
barbarous, that they are called by this Name from 
their rude way of living, which ſignifies the Lawleſs 
Peqple ; they were all heretofore Man-eaters, and ma- 
ny of them continue ſuch to this day. They call them- 
felves Hottentots- Mr. Herber: an Erg/iſh Man, 
who was in theſe Parts, will ſcarce allow them to be 
perfect Men ; and faith they ſell Man's Fleſh in the 
Shambles.

It-1s a large, fine, -and ſtrong City, and a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of A/by ever fince 1678. before 
which time 1t -was under the Archbiſhop of Berry :

Pope Fohn XXL, being born 
here, founded an Univerſity in it in 1331+ The Bi- 
ſhops take the Title of Earls of Cahors. Henry IV.

Cajania, a Province of Sweden which is often

Cajaneburg, -the principal Town within the for- 
mer Territory , which gives Name to it - it lies to- 
wards Lap/and upon the Lake Vla 5; with a Caſtle or 
its Defence and Honor. 

Cajazz3o, Calatia; a City in the Province of Lavo- 
r01n the Kingdom of Naples, about: 7 Miles Eaſt of 
Capua; near the River Yoltorno, and a Biſhop's See. 
under the Arch-Biſhop of Capoua. It was conſiderable 
in the times-of the Czfars ; a Colony having been 
ſctled there by -ZFulius Ceſar, as Apianus Alexandri- 
nus faith, which on that account joyn'd with Au- 
guftus But now very ſmall and in a declining Con- 

tion. 

Cajenne, an Iſland'to the South of the Mouth of 
the River Cajenne (which gives Name to it) in the 
Province of Guyana in America, under the French ; / 
18 Leagues in Circuit. The Riyer Cajenne ſprings 
from the Mountains, near the Lake of Parima, and 
continues its Courſe about 100 Leagues through 
the Country of the Gal:bes, before it falls into the 
Ocean with :this Iſland in its Embraces. The Hol- 
landers ſettled themſelves here in 1656- and again in 
1676, but were both times expelled by the French, 
who were the prior Occupants. 

Cajetta. See Gajetta. ' 

Caifum, or Caifung, one of the principal Cities : . 
in China, ſeated on the South of the River Crocexs, 
in the Province of Honan, in Long. 142. 35. It was 
heretofore the ordinary Reſidence of the Emperors of 
China, till the Year 1642. that the Uſurper Lyncungh 
befieged it: To drown. whoſe Army, the People 
piercing the Banks of the River Croceus (which lies 
higher than the Town) brought the Water upon them- 
ſelves more than on the Enemy, with ſo great an Impe- 
tuofity, that the Houſeswere all overturned, three hun- 
dred thouſand Inhabitants drown'd, and the whole 
Town. changed into-a Lake from that Day. | 

Caiman, a greater, and Leſſer Ifland, North of 
Cuba, in the Gulph of Mexico; known by the Tor- 
toiſe-Fiſhing-Trade there. Ot 

Catphas, a City of Phenicra, at the foot of Mount 
Carmel, and heretofore an Epilcapal See under. the 
Archbiſhop of Tyre : Underfiood by ſome to bg the 
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Porphyreum of Polybius and Stephdnus. The Lords 
hefeof were of high renown it ..the time that the 
Chtiſtians were Maſters of the Holy land. : 
_Catro, os Memphis, Casrus, the Capital of 
Egypt, and indeed the greateſt 'City ih all Africa: 
by the Arabians Call'd Hichair ; ſeated on the Eaſt 
fide of the River Nile, about 1 Mile from it ; there 
is a Paſſage from the River into it, which divides 
the Town |in the middle. This City ſprang out of 
the ruins of Memphis atid Babylon, which ſtood not 
far from it on the Weſtern Shoar of the Nz/e, and 
was built by the Sardtens, or Moors, after they be- 
carne Maſters of Egypt ; the Califfs of which Nation 
for a long time refided here, as did afterwards the 
Sultans. In 1517. it was Conquered by Selzm the 
Turk, and it has ever fince been in their hands ; but 
is now ſenſibly declined from what it was. The Pa: 
triarch of Alexaridria reſides here, who has fix an- 
tient Greek Cliurches ih the place-; there are many 
more belonging to the Cophtites ; for whoſe Convi- 
ction im the buſineſs of Neſtorszaniſme, a Council 
was Held here in 1582. by the order of Pope Gre- 
gory X(IL. but without effect, tho the Patriarch of the 
Cophtites had been firſt gain'd over to the Perſwaſton 
of the Latins. They have an Aqueduct of 350 Arches, 
which brings the water from the River to the Town, Its 
chiefeſt Manufacture is Tapeſtry. Three Leagues lower, 
the Nile is divided into two Branches, which make the 
Delta, Tt is $ Miles in compaſs, and has at the 
Sonth end bf it a -ftately Caſtle, the Palace of the 
Mamaluck Sultans, built upori a Mountain which 
overlooks the City and a great-part'of the Countty : 
Whien the Turks took it, it was very ſtrong, but Se- 
lim ruin'd a great part of it 5 and that which. re- 
mains, ſerves for the reſidence of the Tawrk:ſh Baſſa, 
who ha:h the Government of this Kingdom. About 
16 Milts from this City itand thoſe famous Pyru- 
mas which have in all Ages been ſo much admireg, 
and are certainly - the moſt antient Buiſdiigs in the 
whole World; and may in all probabilny not periſh 
wy pg peneral Conflagration; - Lohg. 38. 4S. Lat. 
Catroan, Cyrente, an antient and once very noble 
City in Africa, mentioned in the As of the Ape 


ſites ; and how: alinoft rain'd and depopulated by 


the Tark;, tm whoſe hands it is : ſeated right over- 
apainſt Mat4pah, the mot Southern Cape of the 
Mores ; an Arechbiſhops See under the Patriarch of 
Alexandria, and once famous not only for its Anti» 
quity, (beitig built in the year of the World 43560, 
143 'years after- Rome; ) but alfo for: Learning, it 
having produced many noble Greek Writers ; and 
particularly Arab, the founder of the Sect of 
the Cyrenarch Philoſophers, with the ingentous 4reta 
his Daughter , who ſucceeded him mn his School. 
The Country antiently call'd Uo Cyrenaica, com- 
pretending the Five Cities of ice, Teuchyye, 
Ptolomats, Apollonia and Cyrene, derived its name from 
hence. It had fometirtie the honour to bear the Title of 
a Kintgdom. For in the Year of Rome 658: we read of a 
Peolomy furnamed Apion, King of Cyrene, nomi- 
nating the Romans to be his Heirs. The Libya Cy- 
renarca was afterwards call'd Pertapolis from theſe 
its Cities, and now Meftrata. Long. 50. oo. Lat. 31. 
29. '$ Alfo a Town'upon the River Caputlsa 1n the 
dom of Tus , about 14 Leagues from the 
Sex. Built in 652. by the Catphs of Syr3a, and 
adorn'd with a ſutnptiions Moſque, where you ſee the 
Sepuſchres of the Kings of T1ns, For want of Foan- 
tas in ſo dry ard barren a Soil as this Town ſtands 
in, they drink altogether of the Water of the Ci 
ſtern.

Caiſar, Caſarea Magna, a City of Cappadocia 
upon the River Hay, which was made a Colony by 
Tiberius Claudius ; call'd before this Archelars, 60 
Miles from Icontzum to the North, Till the time 
of Yalens the Koman Emperour, it was the Metropo- 
lis of Cappadocia. The Great S. Baſil was a Biſhop 
here. Long. 64. 40. Lat. 41. 40. 

Caket, a Kingdom and City of Georgia in Afia 
towatds the, Mountain Caucaſus : Conquered by the 
King of Perſia, and Govern'd under him by a Viceroy. 
The ruins that are to be ſeen in. the City are ſuffi- 
ent evidences of its former magnificence. This Coun- 
try 1s properly the antient [berig. _ 

Calabzia, Magna Grecia, Brutis Populi. This 
is the Name of an antient Province in the Kingdom 
of Naples in Italy; but now applyed to another, which 
is no part of that which had heretofore the name of 
Calabria. The antient Calabria was bounded on 
the North and Eaft by the 4driatich Sea ; on the 
South by the Salentins; and on the Weſt by Apulia 
Pucetia, taking up that part of the Kingdom of 
Naples, which makes now the North of the Pro- 
vince of Orranto; The preſent Calabria, is a very. 
large, and the moſt Southern Province of that King- 
dom  itfelf a Dukedom, the Title of which was 
given to the Eldeſt Son of the King of Naples, 
whilit 1t remained a ſeparate Kingdom. is .is 
bounded on the North by the Baſilzeaza, on the Eaſt 
by the Jonian Sea, on the Welt by the Tyrrbenian, 
and on the South by the Sicilian Streights. Its great- 
eſt length is from North to Southz and it is one of 

tour principal Provinces of the Kingdom of 
Naples. Divided commonly into the Hither or Upper 
(which is the more Northern), and the Further or 
Lower Calabria. The Saracens became Maſters of 
it about the year 827, and were expell'd in the 1 1th. 
Century by the valour of the Celebrated Robert Gus- 
chard, a Norman; who from a. Souldier of For- 
tune, made himſelf Duke of Puglia and Calabria 
about the year 1059. being the head of a Line, which 
ſoon after in the Perſon of Roger II. attained the 
Crowns of Naples and Sicily, Calabria is very ſub- 
ject to Earthquakes, There is an Hiſtorical relation 
of one particularly which continued more or leſs from 
1638. to 1641. 

Calahozra , Cons Clunia, a City of the 
Old Caſtile in the Kingdom of Spain , upon the 
River Ebro, where it entertains the River Cidacos ds 
Caſtela; built upon an Hill in the limits of the Kingdom 
of Navarr, and was firſt made a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Tarragon, by Pope Alexander VL 
in 1498. but afterwards Subjected to the Archbiſhop 
of Burgos, The Biſhoprick of Calzads was united to 
this See in 1236. It lies 23 Leagues from Bajone 
to the South, in Long.

- tin Fathers, that Adam was buryed, and that Abra- 
bam offered to Sacrifice his Son Iſaac here. Adrian 
Fd 9x5 7k in derifion of Chriſtianity, cauſed the 
Idols of Fupiter and Venus to be Erected upon it ; 
which Conſtantine the Great and Helena his Mother 
demoliſhed, in the ſame place building a Church 
' ( catled Martyrion at firſt ,' now S. Sepulchre ) not 
inferiour to the moſt beautiful one in the World. 
The Chriſtian Princes have many times beſtowed great 
BenefaCtions upon this Church. The Emperor He- 
rachus reedified it in 628. after it had been ruined 
'by Choſroes King of Perſia in 615, at his taking of 
Feruſalem, The renowned Godfrey of Bousllon made 
large Additions to it in 1099. There are diſtinct 
Apartments in it for the Latin, the Greek, the Ar- 
menian, the Syrian, the Cophrite, and the Abyſſme 
Chriſtians: who ſhow you a Chappel, where the Croſs 
ſtood that bore the Sacrifice of our Saviours Body, 
called the Chappel of the Crucifixion: the place where 
-he was Embalmed, according to the cuſtom of the 
Fews; the place where he is ſaid firſt to appear tothe 
Blefſed Virgin after his Refurrection, called the Chap- 
etl. of the Apparition ;'' the Rock out of -which his 
Sepulchre was hewn, and the Tomb itſelf illumina- 
ted with 62 Lamps that burn continually.

the Antients called it ' Cales.- $ a Town inthe Iſland 
of Corſica with a Port and a confiderable Fortreſs 
to the Gulph- of the- ſame name, under the Genoneſe. 

Calydon, an antient City of zolia in Greece ; 
ſometime adorned with'an Epiſcopal See, and the 
Title of the Capital of the Country ; giving Name to 
a Foreſt therein. $ Alſo the antient_Appellation of 
a part of Scotland towards - the County of Perth, in 
which Dunke/d ſtands: fee Dunkeld. The fame con- 
tinuing to the Northern Sea to this Day. 

Calydoni, a little Caſtle in the Vicentine in Ialy, 
whence a Noble Family of Vicenza derives their 
Name. 

Calzada, Calciata, a ſmall City in old Caſtile in 
Spain; once a Biſhops See, which 1s now removed to 
Calahorra, from whence it lies 12 Spamſh Leagues 
to the Weſt. It is ſometimes called S. D:mingo de 
la Calzada, from the great Devotion of People to S. 
Domimeck there. Henry Il. King of Caſtile, dyed 
here 1n the year 1379. - 

 Calzan, Calzun, the Arabian Gulph. 

Camala, Emiſa. See Hama. 

Tamarina, an antient Town of the Iſland of $5. 
caly, built in the year of Rome 150. according to Eu- 
ſebrus, 'and long fince ruined; leaving only its name 
to a River in the ſame Iſland. Its fituation near the 
purulent Lake of Camerina obliging the Inhabitants 
to drain that Lake up, whereby the Enemy obtained 
a Paſſage to take the Town, occaſioned: the known 
Proverb Camarinam movere. | | 

Camb or Kamp, Cambus, a River of the Upper 
Auſtria in Germany, ſpringing towards the Frontiers 
of Bohemia, and ending in the Danube. - | 

Cambata, the Capital.of the Kingdom of Guzu- 
rat; and'a noble Port;-lying in a very great Bay of 
the ſame Name ; now ſubject to the great Mogul; 
the City lies in Long 105, Lat. 22. 3o.: and is one 
of the greateſt; the richelt, the beſt traded Cities in 
the Eaſt-Indiez ; ſeated in a fruitful Soil, and full of 
People : commonly called the Cairo of the Indzes ; 
whence the Kingdom of Guzerate 1s often named the 
_ of Cambaia. It is walled with' a fair 
Wall of Free-ſtone, hath very large Houſes, ſtraight 
and broad Streets ; greater than Surat, being ten 
Leagues in compaſs; and hath 3 Baſars or Markee 
Places, and 4 noble Tanks or Ciſterns, able to find 
the Inhabitants Water all the year: tho there us 5 
fathom Water in the Haven at high water, yet at 
low water the Ships lie dry in the Sand and Mud, 
which cover the bottom of it» The Inhabitants are 
partly Heathens, partly Mahometans. And in 1638. 
the Engliſh had here a Fattory, as Mandelflo ac- 
quaints us; from whom the latter part of this De- 


ſcription is taken. 


UC ambala, a City in China. See Peking : ſome 
repreſent it to be 24 Italian Miles in compals. Cam- 
balu is the Maſcovian and Saracen Name for it, 
Peking the Indian. 

Cambapa, Cambeya or Camboge, a Kingdom in 
the Eaſt-Indies , over againſt the Iſle of Borneo ; 
bonnded on the Weſt with the Kingdom of Sam, 
and on the Eaft with that of Cochin. It is Tributary 
to the King of Siam. This Kingdom is almoſt e- 
qually divided by a vaſt River, which in Fly and 
Auguſt overflows all the Country , as the Nile doth 
Egypt. The King of it is a great Friend to the Por- 
tugueſe, as he of Siam is to the Dutch, Upon the 
moſt Eaſtern Branch (for there are 3) of the River 
mentioned before, ſtands Cambodia the principal City, 
built upon a riſing Ground to prevent the yearly De- 

luges.

biſhoprick, The firſt place the French poſleſſed 
themſelves of, after they came out of Germany, in 
1445. After this it became an Tmperial City and 
continued fo till Charles V. in 1543- built a Citta- 
del in it, and. annexed it to his own Dominions. The 
French, who all along pretended a Right to 1t, at 
laft in 1677. took it by force after a ſharp defence. 
The Archbiſhops are honored with the ſtyle of Dukes 
of Cambray, Earls of Cambrefis, and Princes of the 
Empire.

Cambzia, the antient Name of the Principality of 
Wales : more eſpecially of the Weſtern part thereof to- 
wards Ireland.

Cambzutdgeſhire,: hath on ' the” Eaſt Suffolk and 
Norfolk, on the Weſt Huntington and” Bedford, on 
the South Hartford, and on' the North Lincolnſhire; 
the River Ouſe divides it almoſt in the midſt. 'To-

Canfabzt , afi antieftit Valiant People of Spavn, 
bring thoſe ptoperly of the Provinces of Grrpuſcoa 
and Biſcay, who withttood Aupuftns in feveral Ren- 
counters, and- af laſt kilfd themſelves rathet than to 
ſabmit to Servitude. 

Canterbury, Cannarid, Darvernym, Dorovernia, 
is the principal City in the County, of Kent; very an- 
tient, and without doubt (ſaith Mr. Camden) famous 
in the times of the Roman Empire. It ſtands on the 
Eaſtern Shoar of the River Stour, called by the Bre- 
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e:ſþ Dittwhettifrom whence it had its antient Natnes. 
Being the Royal Seat of the Kings of Kent, when Au- 
gnſtine the Mohik catrie over t6 convett them, it by 
that Medtis becatrie the Metropolitari Sec of England. 
The Bodies of eight Kings lye interr'd in the Cathedral 
as likeiwife the Body of Thomas Becket the fa- 
rous Roman-Cathslick Saint, once Archbiſhopof this 
See. There has beer; ſeveral Provincial Corthcils cele- 
brated here. The Coronation of King John and 
Queen 1/abe! his Wife, the Marriages of Henry IL. 
and Edward I. were all performed here: Auguſtine 
the firſt Archbiſhop was conſecrated in 568. Dr. Wil- 
liam Sancroft the LXXVIL in this Succefion ; Was 
conſecrated Fan. 37. 1677. It lies iti Long. 24.5t. 
Lat. 51. 16. Two Burgeſſes are eledted for the Par- 
liament by the Corporation; 

Canton, a Province and City in the Eaſt of China, 
ſuppos'd to be the Cattig ard of Ptolemy 5 which, tho 
the leaft of their Metropolitan Cities, is yet beautified 
with many triumphant Arches,large Streets,and goodly 
Bridges over a Navigable River turming on the South 
fide of it ; alſo fortified with deep Ditthes, eight But- 
warks, and ſeated in a rich and plentiful Soil. The 
Portug4ls drive here (faith Dr. Hiylin ) a wealthy 
Frade, being pertnitted in the day-time toeome info 
the City, but at night excluded and forced to find 
Lodgings in the Suburbs. This City liesiti Alvares S4-

the Baſilicata, and the Bariano : a very fruitful well 
watered Country ; the chief City is Manfredonza. 
The Capitol, Capirolium, a famous Fortrels of 
Old Rome, founded by Tarquinzus Priſcus in the 
ear of Rome 139. Pertected by Targuinius Super- 
s in the year 221. Burnt in the Reign of Yice/- 
lins. Rebuilt by Yeſpaſian. Burnt again by Lightning 
under Titus, and reedified with very great pomp by 


Domitian, who conſtituted a Qpinquennial Celebra- 


tion of Games, (which became an ra) by the Name 
of Agones Capitolini, after the manner of the Olym- 
piads. Fupiter had a Temple here in his honour, 
whence they denominated him Capzrolinus. In this 
place the Chriſtians have built a Church call'd Ara 
Cels, dedicated to the B. Virgin Mary. :

The Iflands of Capo de 
Verde are a knot of ſmall Iſlands, (by ſome taken for 
the Heſperides, by ſome for the Gorgades of the An- 
tients,) lying demicircularly with the Points to the 
Sea, 150 Leagues off of Cape Yerde: under the Por- 
eugueſe, but not all inhabited. - 

Capona, Capua, a City and Archbiſhoprick i the 
Kingdom of Naples, in the Province Dz Lavoro, 


at\.thei foot of Mount Tifata :. 16 Miles North of 
. Naples, and 12, from the Tyrrhensan Sea, in Long. 
38. 04. Lat. 41-00. A City that was never fortunate, 


and is now- declining into ruins. It was built by the 
Lombards upon the River Voltorno, and advanced 
toaBiſhoprick by P. Fohn XIV,in 968. Two Leagues 
from-the Ruines of the famous antient Capoua, that 
delicious City, as they call'd it, which compared it- 
ſelf with Rome and Carthage, and ſo debauched the 
Army of Hannibal with its pleaſures, in one Winter 
that they quartered there after the Battle of Canne, 
that they were not capable of beating the Romans a- 
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ny more, In 1118. Tope Gelaſrus IT.. held a Council 
ere, in which the Emperour Henry V. was Excom- 

municated, together with Gregory VIII. an Antipope. 

Cappadocia, a Province of Aſia Miner, bounded 
to the Eaſt by the Leſſer Armenia, to the South 
Cilicra, to the Welt Pamphylia and Galatia, an 
to the North by the Euxine Sea. It has been twice 
a Kingdom. The firſt time for 470 years ſucceflive- 
ly, till the Romans overcame and changed it into a 
Province. The ſecond, from the 12th. Century ko 
the year 1461. by the Title of the Kingdom of Tre- 
biſonde from the City Trebiſonda, till Mahomet 11. 
Emperour of the Turks took and carri'd the King. 
priſoner into Greece. It is now known by the name of 
Tocat. See Tocat. 

Capzata, Capraria, 2i/ium, 18 a ſmall Iſland in 
the Tyrrhenian Sea, on the Confines of the States of 
Genoua, between the Coaſt of Italy to the Faſt. 
and the Iſland of Corſica to the Welt : to which laſt | 
it belongs, and is therefore ſubject to the State of 
Genoua : it is 18 Miles in compaſs, and has a Caſtle 
for its ſecurity againſt Pyrats: full of Mountains, but 
yet not barren nor unpeopled ; and chiefly abounds 
in Goats, (from whence 1t hath its Name,) and ex- 
cellent Wines: 36 Miles South from the States of 
Genoua, and 24 from Corſica. There is another Iflard 
of the ſame Name in the Adrzatick Sea upon the 
Coaſt of Apuliaz and La Palma, one of the Canary 
Iſlands, was antiently call'd Capraria. : 

Capzarola, a ſtately and magnificent Palace in 
S. Peters Patrimony in Italy, 25 miles from Rome 
near Viterbo,belonging to the D.of Parma and built _ 
the laſt Age by Cardinal Alexander Farneſe. It is par- 
ticularly remark'd for a whiſpering Room 1n it, where 
four Perſons at ſeveral Corners ſhall underſtand the 
loweſt whiſpers of one to another, whilſt thoſe in 
the middle of the Room cannot here a word that is 
ſaid. It is one of the nobleſt ſtructures in all [zaly, 

Capzi, Caprea, an Ifland belonging to the Kinp- 
dom of Naples, famous for the Seceflion of T:ber:us 
Ceſar, who lived here in great privacy in the latter 
part of his Reign, ſpending his time in Debauchery: 
and Villany. It lies in the Tyrrhensan Sea, at the 
Mouth of the Bay of Naples, about 3 mil:s from 
the Cape of Campanella, and is about 12 in compaſs. 
The chief Town of it is called by the ſame Name, 
and 1s a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Amalfi; 
ſeated at the South End of the Iſland. The Biſhops 
beſt revenue comes from Quazls, which twice in the 
year reſort in vaſt numbers to this Ifland ; whence 
ſome have called him the Biſhop of Quaz/s. This 
Iſland is much mentioned in the Writers of the Life 
of Tiberius, and other Roman Hiltorians. 

Capſa, an antient Town in Libya Intertor, defend. 
ed by the Sands and Serpents of the Defarts that envi- 
ron 1t on all ſides better than any Walls and Ramparts 
could do, ſay Saluſt and Florus. 

Carabes, Peluſium, the moit Eaftern Mouth of 
the Nile. 

Carabogaana, one of the Names of Mo/d4avza. 

Caragoza, Ceſar Auguſta. See Saragoza. 

Caraman, Caramania, a Province /of the Leſſer 
Aſia, extended from Eaſt to Weſt upon the Med:s- 
terranean Sea, oppolite to the Ifle of Cyprus ; this 
Country had heretofore Princes of its own, but has 
now for many Ages been ſubject to the Turks ; it 
includes the antient Provinces of C#licia, Pamphylia, 
and a part of Caria, One of the potenteſt Viceroys 
or Beglerbegs of the Turkiſh Empire, takes his Title 
from this Province, tho his Juriſdiction is ſomewhat 
larger. The principle Cities in it are Cogn, Antio- 
chia, and Satulia, There 1s another Caramania or 
Carnania, a large Country in Perſia, bounded on 
the Eaſt with Gedroſia or Circan, on the Weſt with 
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Farfi, Subleſtan to the North, and the Gulph of Or- 
mus with the Ind;au Ocean to the South : Contain- 
ing the Provinces of Guade!, Dulcinda, and Ormus. 
It 13 now called Kherman, after its capital City, 
which ſtands upon the River Beſſiry. The Nor- 
thern part is rather barren ; but the middle is bleſſed 
with fruitful Vales. 

Caramit, Amida, Amm.ea, the capital City of 
Meſopotamia, which is an Archbiſhops See upon the 
River Tigris. Heretofore called Conſtantia, from 
Conſt antius the Emperour. The Romans in this place 
received a preat defeat by the Parthians. Long. 75. 


.0o. Lat. 39. 3o. according to the lateſt Maps. It 


is ſecured with good Walls, and 360 Towers. 

Caragues, Salvages of Peru in the Province of 
Q112:0, towards the Coaſts of the South Sea. 

Caratcholi, or Karakzoles, a People about the 
Mountain Caucaſus in Aſia, deſcended from the Hunns, 
and ſpeaking the Turk:/ſbþ Language. 

Caravacca, or Crux de. Caravacca, ( ſo called 
from a miraculous Crucifix there preſerved, which 
they pretend was brought from Heaven by an Ange!) 
is a Village among(t the Mountains in the Kingdom 
of Murcia .in Spain, near the River Segura, upon 
the Borders of Old CaF:le. 

Caravaggio, a Town in the Dutchy of Mzlan in 
Ita'y upon the Borders of the Bergamaſco : Where 
Francis Sforza, Duke of Milan, gain'd a fgnal Vi- 
Ctory over the Venetzans 1n 1446. 

Carburp, a Town and Barony in the County of 
Kldare in Ireland: and another Townin the County 
of Cork. 

Carcanoffi,. a fruitful and well cultivated Coun- 
try in the South. of the Iſle of Madagaſcar, where 
the French have eſtabliſhed ſome Colonies not long 
fince. | 

Carcaſſonne, egos, ay Volcarum , Tefoſagum, a 
City and Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop of Narbon- 
ne, upon the River Atax, ' Aude, a little above its 
confluence with the Freſque/, Famous for Cloath- 
ing, and other mechanick Trades. It ftands 5 Leagues 
South of Aleth, having a Cattle. Long, 23. 05. 
Lat. 42. 49. The Dioceſe belonging to this City is 
called Le Comte de Carcaſſonne, the Earldom of Car- 
caſſone. The antient Earls whereof were great pro- 
tectors and favourers of the 4/bigenſes : Whence One 
came to be Maſſacred in the Church at Beſiers in 1167. 
and a Second had his Eſtate confiſcated to the 
Earl of Monfert, by a Decree of the <ynod of Mounz- 
pellier in 1214. and afterwards of the grand Council 
of Lateran in 1215. 

Carcinatus, or Carentus , the Weſtern Bay of 
the Euxine Sea, which ſhuts the paſſage into the 
Crim Tartary, in that Neck of Land which 'makes 
it a Peninſula; and is defended by the Fort Pericop, 
that gives name to the whole Nation there. 

Cardatllac, a Town and very antient Barony in 
the County of Quercy in France near Figeac, upon 
the Borders of Auvergne. Adanced afterwards to 
the honour of a Marquifſate. 

Cardiff, a fine Town in the County of Gla- 
morgan in Wales, apon the South Side of the River 
Taf, 2 Miles from the Sea; to which 'belongs a very 
commodious Haven. This Town was fortified with 
a Wall and a Caſtle, by one F:r7-Haimon, a great 
Man in theſe parts. Here Robert, eldeſt Son to #/:1- 
tiam the Conquerour, died after a long Impriſon- 


* ment. It returns one Burgeſs to the Parltament. 


The Earl of Pembrook has a Seat here. 
Cardiganſhire, or Caerdigar(hire, is a County 
in Wales lying along the Coaſt of the Iriſh Sea, and 
taking its Name from Cardigan, the Capital of it, 
which returns one Burgeſs to the Engliſh Parliament. 


A Town pleaſantly ſituated, within 2 Miles of the River 
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Tiwy ; which divides the County from Caermarther- 
ſhire and Pembrokeſhire on the South, as the Rivers 
Torvs and Dovi divide it from Merionethſhire and 
Breeknock ſhire to the Eaſt. The Tivy is well ſtored 
with Salmon. | 

Cardona, a Caftle in Catalonia in Spain, built up- 
on a River called the Cardoner, where there are ſeve - 
ral Mines of Salt, and which gives the Title of a 
Duke to the Family" de Folch. It ftands 3 Leagues 
from Solſona to the South. 

Carelia, or Karelen, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Sweden in Finland, extended upon the Gulph of 
Finland. Heretofore in part under the Muſcovites, 
but now entirely under the Swedes. Vibourg is the 
capital City of it. 

Taremboule, a Country on the South of the Iſland 
of Madagaſcar, lying betwixt the Diviſions of the 
Ampatres and the Mahafales. It is very good Pa- 
{turage. 

Carencta, a Town of the antient Rugzj, upon the 
Coaſt of the Balrich Sea, in Pomerania. Here- 
tofore notorious for Three Temples dedicated "to 
Three of the moſt monſtrous and horrible Idols, 
that ever were invented amongſt the Heathens. 

Carentan, a Town of Normandy, upon a River 
of the ſame Name, 3 Leagues from the Britzſh Sea, 
and 4 from Conſtance to the North ; which has a 
very ſtrong Caſtle. Tt gives the Title of a Viſcount. 
And was both taken and retaken in the Civil Wars 
of that Kingdom. 
 Carfagniana, Carferoniana, Grafiniana, a Valley 
in the States of the Duke of Florence in Italy amongſt 
the Apennine Mountains ; betwixt the States of Luce 
ca, Regio, and Modena. - 

Cargapol, a City of Aſia upon the River One- 
24, or Poroga, almoſt 200 Ruſſian Miles from Ar- 
changel to the South-Weſt. This City gives name 
to a Province on the White Sea. 

Caridia, a ſmall Town and Gulph in the Pro- 
vince of Romania in the Morea, about 1o Leagues 
from Gall:pols, upon the Archipelago. Heretofore 
a more conſiderable place, and known to the Anti- 
ents under the Name Card:opolis. | 
Carta. See Azdinells. It may be remembred, 
that a Council of 34 Biſhops afſembled in 'this Pro- 
vince in the year 366. reje&ted the Doctrine of the 
Conſubſtantiality of Chrift with the Father, to 
approve of the Confeſſions of Faith made at the Coun. 
cils of Antioch and Seleucia. $ Alfo an antient City 
of the Morea, whoſe Inhabitants uniting with the 
Perfiens in a War once againſt Greece, rendred them- 
ſelves ſo odious to their Country, that their City was 
rafed, their Men put to the Sword and their Wo- 
men treated with all manner of ignominy. 

Cary, Þcarus, a ſmall Port in Provence in France, 
3 Miles from Marſeille to the Weſt; famous for 
nothing but its Antiquity. . 

Cartati, Cariatum, a City of Calabria Citerior 
in the Kingdom of Naples, upon the Gulph of Ta+ 
rento, Which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Sauta Severina, from which it lies 20 Miles from 
the North , in Long: 4t+ 36. Lat. 39. 30. It is ſmall, 
yet _ the Title of a Principality to the Family 
di Spinella. | 

Carives, or the Cariby Iſlands, are a knot of ſmall 
Iflands, whoſe numbers are not certainly known : they 
lie extended like a Bow from the Coaſt of Paris in 
America, to the Iſle of Rico Porto, 

Carignan, a Principality and- City in - P:zedmone, 
ſituated upon the Po, which is here covered with a 
good Bridge, betwixt Turin and Carmagnole : Ina 
fruitful Soil, and defended with a Caſtle.” ; 

Caritn, Cyrrhus, a City of Syria, which had its 
antient Name _ Cyrus the Founder* of it: m_ 
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a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Hieapolis ; 
afterwards a Metropolis under the Patriarch of Ane:- 
och; ſeated upon the River Marſyas, now wars, 
which falls into the Euphrates at Samoſat ; 45 
Niles from - "9.200 to the North-Eaſt, and as many 
from the Euphrates to the Welt, and 25 from Aleppo 
to the North. Long. 70. 10. Lat. 36. oo. : 
' Carinola, Calenumn, a ſmall City in the Province d! 
L avoro in the Kingdom of Naples,which 1s a Biſhops See 
under theArchbiſhop of Capua,but theCity is almoſt de- 
ſolate,by reaſon of the nnhealthfulneſs of its fituation. It 
ſtands at the foot of Mount Maſſico, 4 Miles from 
the Shoars of the Tyrrhenran Sea, and 25 North gf 
Naples; giving the Title of an Earldom. / 
Carinthja,called by the Germans Karnten,a Province 
of Germany,bounded on the Eaſt by Stiermark.and the 
River Lavand: on theWeſt with Salezburg and the Ri- 
vet Saltzach; on the North with Auſtria ; and on the 
South with Carniolaand the River Dravus.The antient 
Inhabitants of this Country were the firſt in Ger- 
many that embraced the Chriſtian Religion. It 1s 
ſubject to the Dukes of Auſtria, and being ſeated 
in the A/pes, is generally barren and mountainous : 
It lies along the Dravus an 100 engliſh Miles, and 
is 47 in breadth. Advanced to the honour of a Dutchy. 
Its capital Town is Claghenfute. : 
* Cartzath, a Province of Aſia, called antiently 
rcania. 

x arlifle, Carleolum, a City and Biſhoprick under 
the Archbiſhop of Tork ; ſeated upon the Rivers E- 
den, Poteril, and Caud, in the County of Cumber- 
land; befides which it is defended by a good (trong 
Stone Wall, and on the Welt fide by a large Caſtle, 
and on the Eaſt a Cittadel built by Henry VIIT. 
A conliderable place in the times of the Romans. 
william Rufus finding it ruined by the Danes, rebuilt 
the Caſtle and placed a Colony here, which in after 
times became one of the principal Bulwarks againſt 
the Scors. Fwne 23. 1645, it was yieided to the in- 
vading People, by Sir Thomas Glemham upon honor- 
able Terms. In 1648. retaken for the King by Sir Phi- 
tio Muſgrave, who kept it not long, the Rebels over- 
owering all. Long. 21. 31. Lat. 54.55. Henry 
|; made it an Epiſcopal See. In the year 1661. King 
Charles II. di ned this City with the Title of an Earl.

Carlsbourg, Caroloburgum, a ſmall Town in the 
lower Circle of Saxony upon the Weſer in the Dutchy 
of Bremen: built by the Swedes, who at the ſame 
time gave it the Name of their King Charles X. The 
Danes took it in 1676. but they yielded it to the 
Swedes again in 1679. according to the Treaty of 
Foikraineblegy, ty Wa STARE 

CTatmagnole, a ltrong T own im the Marquilate © 
Saluces in Piedmont, > Bat 2 Miles from the Po, 
and 9 from Turn, in the Dominions of the Duke of 
Savoy ever fince Charles Emanue! Duke of Savoy, 
during the Civil Wars of France, made himſelf Ma- 
fter both of the Marquiſate and it in 1588. and that 
the Game were ceded to him by a Treaty of Peace in 
>-601, This Town has been taken by the French, 
and retaken by the Confederates in this preſent War. 

Carmarthenſhire. See Carmarthen, 

Carmel, Carmelus, a Mountain in the Holy Land 
( or Paleſtine) upon the Mediterranean Sea, 50 
Miles North of Feruſalem ; betwixt Gallee and Sa- 
aria, in the Tribe of I//achar; about 30 Miles in 
Circuit, deliciouſly covered and adorned with Trees, 
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Plantations, Springs, Villages, Valleys, and Caverns, 
which have been theretreats of the ſolitary in all Ages. 
Now inhabited by the Dr:fians , a Warlike People, 
who are ſuppoſed to be the Relicks of the European 
Pilgrims, and accordingly pay as little deference to 
the Port as they can. There 1s a Monaſtery belong- 
ing to the Carmelites here, whoſe whole Order de- 
rives their Name from the place. Fheſe Carmelites 
regard the Prophets E/ias and Eliſha as their Patri- 
archs, whoſe 2, Grots, with the Fountain that ſprung 
miraculouſly up at the Prayers of E/:zas, now under 
the-keeping of a Mahometan Anchorite, are much 
honored as well by Turks, Moors, and Arabs, as the 
Jews and Chriſtians. The Prophet Agabus , they 
ſay , built a Chappel upon this Mountain in the year 
83. a ſmall part thereot being yet extant, In the time 
of the Emperor Veſpaſian there was a Temple of an 
Oracle here, ſo famous, that Veſpaſian came in Per- 
ſon to conſult it, Palſibly it was ſome remains of 
the Idol of Baal or Beelzebub, that they uſed here- 
tofore to adore in Acre, a Town below at the foot 
of the Mountain. The Prince of it pays yearly to the 
Turks for Tribute 12 Horſes. 

Carnarvan. See Caernarvanſhire. 

TCurnia, Acarnanza, a Province in Epirus, over- 
againſt the iſle of Corfu or Cephalonta. 

Carntola, called by the Dutch Krain, has Slavs- 


14 on the Eaſt, Friuli on the Welt, Carinthia and 


part of S:eirmark North, and Iſtria South : fruitful 
in Corn and Wine; this and Carinthia hoth belong 
to the Houſe of Auſtria by deſcent ; to which they 
give the Title of a Duke. The Inhabitants are part 
Sclavontans and part Germans : its Capital City, Lau- 
bach. This Country was a Branch of the antient 
Carnia, 

Carolina, a Plantation of the Eng/iſh Quakers, 
upon the Continent of North Amerzca: which hag 
its Name from Charles IT. It lies between the Lat. 
of 29. and 36. deg. being the moſt Northern part of 
Florida. Tho the Engliſh began to plant it only 
ſince 1663. yet being extremely fruitful and tempe- 
rate, the Inhabitants are already very numerous, and 
have built 2 conſiderable Town, Charles Town, and 
Albermarle. This Country is bounded to the South 
by Florida, to the North by Virginia, to the Welt 
by the Apulathean Hills , which are exceeding ſteep 
and high, andtothe Eaſt by the A:lantick Ocean. The 
Colomtes are endeavouring to improve it to Wine and 
Oil, which the Enz/:ſþ chiefly want, 

Carolſtadt, Caro/oſtadium, a Town in Croatia, 
built by Charles Archduke of Auſtria, and well forti- 


fied againſt the Turks; ſeated at the confluence of 


the Kwu/p and the Mereſiiz, 2 German Miles from 
Meteling to the North-Eaſt ; the Governour of Cre- 
atia always refides here, There is another of the 
ſame Name in the Biſhoprick of #/artzburg upon the 
Maine, 3 German Mites North of Wurezburg. And 
a Third in Sweden, in the Province of Weſtrogrothia, 
built by Charles IX, upon the Lake Fever, which ſut 
fered much by the Danes in 1644. 

Tarpathus. See Scarpanzo. Hence the Carpa- 
thian Sea, now called the Sea of Scarpanto, betwixt 
the Iſlands of Rhodes and Candia, derived its Name. 

Carpenterland, a vaſt Country in the Terra Awu- 
[fralis of Americe, lately diſcovered by one Carpen- 
ter, a Dutchman, who has left it his Name. 

CTarpentras, Carpentora&e, a City in Provence in 
Frante, which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Avignon; and the Capital of the County of Yena- 
cin, under the Dominion of the Pope : 
Leagues from Avignon to the North-Eait. It 
ſtands upon a very well watered Soil. Ceſarius 
Biſhop of ve prelided at a Council here in 527. in 
the Papacy of Fe#/ix IV. Long. 25. 49. Lat. 43. 18. 

Carpf, 
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Carpi, Carpum, a ſmall City in Lombard) in Ita/y, 
with a Cattle and Principality, belonging to the Duke 
of Modena. It has a large Territory to 1t, anda Cot 
legiate Church, built firtt by A:tu/phus, one of the 
Kings of the Lombards, who died about 750, Re- 
built by-Aibertus Pius, who was then Prince of Car- 
21, with greater magnificence ; and is exempted from 
the Juriſdiction of all the Neighbour Biſhops, who 
have any Pretenfions to it, by the Decrees of uls- 
us II. and Leo X. This City lies 4 Leagues from 
Medena to the North. 

Carrara. a ſmall Town in the Province of Tuſca- 
ny in 1:aiy between Maſſa and Sarjina, belonging to 
the Prince of Maſſa, with the Title of a Principality. 

Ca:2hae, an antient City of Meſopotamia uponthe 
River Charra, remarkable in Hiltory for the Defeat 
of Craſſus by the Parthians in the year of Rome 701. 
It has had the honor to be a Biſhcps See under the 
Archbiſhop of Edeſſa. This is the Charan mentioned 
in the Story of the Patriarch 4braham. 

Carrtek- Fergus, See Knock: Fergus. 

Carritt. Carr:i#4, a ſmall Bailywick or Earldom 
in the Weſt of Scorland, which has Dumbritain- Fryth 
to the Weſt and North, Ns:h:/aale to the Eaſt, and 
Galloway to the South. It is fruitful, ard ſupplyed 
both by Sea and Land with all the necefſaries of Life. 
The Earidom belongs now to the Prince of Scor- 
land. 

GE arg. See Chars. 

Carthago, Carthage, call'd by the Grectans Kag- 

Stiy , was once the moſt famous and potent City 
in 4frica, and the Rival of Kome ; generally ſuppo- 
ſed to be built by Queen Dido, a Tyrian Princeſs, An. 
Mundi, 3725. 72 years after Rome, 874. years before 
the Birth of our Saviour. But then Fu/tz» makes it 
to be built before Rome, and 4ppran before the Ru- 
in of Troy , and this is now thought the more pro- 
bable Opinion. The Learned Yoſſius in his Book de 
Magnitudme Urbium , is confident that it was not 
only built before the Trojan War, but in its greateſt 
Dignity, Extent and Power before that time ; and 
that D5do wavonly the Repairer of it, and that it was 
much older than Tyre itſelf. But however certain 
it is, that it was a Phenician Colony. It ſubjected 
by degrees, not only all Lyb:a, but a great part of 
the adjacent Iſlands, and the greateſt part of Spain 
and S:c:ly, It ſuſtained 3 ſharp Wars with Remre, the 
firſt laſted 24. years, the ſecond 18, and had ended in 
the Ruin of Rome, if the Carthaginians had but ſup- 
plied their General effectually, and in time. The 
third laſted 3 years, and ended in the tota/ ſubverſion 
of this City, An. Mundz 3803. Yet it was made a 
Reman Colony , and rebuilt under the Gracchz , 25 
years after the Ruin of it ; and was, as Yell. Pater- 
cuius affirms, the firſt Colony the Romans. ſent out 
of Italy. After this it flouriſhed greatly, and the 
Primate of. it had 125 Suffragan Biſhops under him. 
A Council held here in the year 348. condemned the 
Rebaptization of ſuch as were baptized by Hereticks. 
And divers others were here aflembled in the Primi- 
tive Ages, ſometimes by the Catholick Prelates, ſome- 
times: by the Schiſmaticks and Hereticks , as they. are 
called in the Languages of their reſpective Commu- 
nities, An. Chriſts 432, it was taken by Genſericus 
King of the Vandals. In the year 533, under. the 
Reign of Fuſtinzan, it was recovered back to the Ro- 
man. Empire. About the year 632, it. fell into the 
hands: of the Saracens, who made it Tributary only ; 
before the. year 684, they took it again, and treated 
the Inhabitants with great cruelty. About 690, Fu- 
ſtinian 11. recovered it again from them. - About the 
year 703, the Saracens returned the third time, and 
made-a third Conqueſt of it , ever fince- which time 
they have enjoyed 1t to the total ruin of Chriſtianity,

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and when in 1269. it, was again retaken by Lewis IT 
the Saracens ſoon recovered it, and totally ruined it- 
This City lies 15 ny Is from Tunis; Long. 34» 
50. Lat. 32.20. $ The Spanards have given the 
Name of Carthage to a Town allo of New-Sparn in 
America in the Province of C:ſta ricea:, which ſtands 
in the middle of the Country betwixt the 2 Seas, 

Carthagnea, Carth;go Nova, a City of Murcta in 
Spar, built by Aſdrubal -one of the Cartbaginian 
Generals in that Kingdom. It was afterwards brought 
under the Dominion of the Roxzans by Scipio, Po» 

24s gives an accurate Deſcription of this. City in his 

X Book: and Livy in his KXIV. The Moors be- 
coming Maſters of it, totally ruined that antient Pile; 
and it lay buried ajmoſt 600 years in Rubbiſh, when 
in 1570, Philip II. King of Spain rebuilt it. It is 8 
Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Toledo : three 
Leagues from Mrurcza to the South, and about 84. 
from Gibraltar ta the North-Eaſt. Long, 20. 34 
Lat,. 38. 02, | 

Carthagenia Nueva, Carthago Nova, a City of 
New Granate in South. America, which is a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Santa Fe de ota. 
Allo a ſafe and very large Port, defended by 4 Forts, 
and waſhed by the River af S. Magdalen , where the 
Spaniſh Fleet ordinarily rendezvous, Yet was this 
important-place taken by our famous Drake, in 1585. 
This was alſo the firſt place the Spaniards Walled mm 
the Weſt. Indies. It lies in Long., 299.30. Lat. 3. 
10. 22, Leagues from S. Fago de Arma, 1n the Pra- 
vince of Q11mbaia , otherwiſe now called the Pro- 
vince of Carthagena trom hence, which has the Go- 
vernment of S. Martha to the Eaff, Popayon to the 
South. and the Ocean to the North. 

Tarththuel, Cardiel:a, a Province of Georgra in 
Aſia, in which is Tefl:s, the greateſt City in that King- 

om. 

Cartmelt, a Market-Fown in Lancaſhire in the 
Hundred of Loyu/dale. | 

Caſale, Bodincomagus, a ſtrong City, the Capitaf 
of the Dukedom of Monrferat in [taly. - It was rai- 
ſed to the honor of a Biſhoprick under the Archhi- 
ſhop of Mzlan, by Pope Six:us IV. in 1474. ſeated 
on the .South fide of the Po, with a very ttrong Ca- 
ſtle built of late years 3 and was made. famous by a 
Defeat of the Spaniards in 1640-, when the French 
took this City ; but in x652. lolt it again. It ſtands 
4 Miles from Trzno to the Eaſt : now under the Da- 
minton of the Duke of Mantua. who is himſelf un- 
der the protection of the French. But the ill Air j 
{tands in, and the Conteſts of Princes., has: made it 
very thinly inhabited. $ Caſal or. Caſal Maggiore 
a ſmall Town in the Dutchy of Mi/an.jin Faly, an 
in the Territory of Lods near the Po. $. Caſa! Pu- 
ſtrulengo, a ſmall Town betwixt Lods, and Pzacenze 
in the ſame Country. | 

Caſalmach, 1:5, a vaſt River in Cappadocia, in 
the leſſer A/ia ; which. riſeth, out of Mount Argus, 
in the Borders of Armenia Minor, above Sebaſtia, 
now Savaſtia:; and having increaſed. its Streams. by 
the addition of feveral Rivers, it paſſeth on. the Eaſt 
of Tochat and: Amaſjia, to the Euxine Sea; between 
Limania: to: the Eait, and:Simiſzo to. the Welt. 

Caſan, Caſana, a very conſiderable. City. in My= 
covy, upon the River Caſanka; in a pleaſant Plain 
about 10;German: Miles from: the Northern, Shoar of 
the Wolga in Long; 99. oo. Lat. 55..38. Of a:con- 
ſiderable bigneſs, but the. Houſes-are- all of Wood, 
as- alſo the Towers: and: Ramparts z- only: the. Caſtle 
and its Fortifications are all; of Stone, which. are well 
furniſhed» with-Canron,,. and 2 good Garriſon.. The 


River Caſanka. ſerves! it inftead of a. Ditch by. alt 
which- it-is- made: a very conſiderable Fortreſs: The 
Town- is ink; ited by Arſcovites-and. Tartar 3, yay 
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the latter are forbidden entring the Caſtle upon pain 
oh Death. This City, as O/earzus acquaints us, was 
taken by Fohn Baſilovits, Duke of Muſcovy, from 
Sappery a Tartarian Prince, Fuly 9.1552. There 1s 
a Poomnce belonging to it of the ſame Name, which 
of* itſelf is very fertile and good, but in a manner de- 
folate, by reaſon of the Incurſions of the Cofſacks.

Casbin, or Caſivin, Casbinum, Arſacia, one of 
the 'preateſt Cities of the Kingdom of Per/ia, in the 
Province of Ayrach, or Parthia, towards the Caſps- 
an Sea; Long. 85, oo. Lat. 36. 15. Heretofore 
called Arſacia, and is ſeated in a great Sandy Plain, 
which is halF a days Journey off Mount Elwend, which 
rus to the South-Weſt as far as Bagdar. The City 
is a German Mile in compaſs, having neither Walls 
nor Garriſon , -but is inhabited by 100000 People. 
Heretofore the uſual Refidence of the Kings of Per- 
fia. It ftands 65 German Miles North of Hiſpahan 
and the ſame diſtance from Taurs to the South- 
Eaſt. 4 | 

Caſchaw, Caſſov:a, a City of the Upper Hungary, 
and Capital of the Province Abanwvivay, ſeated upon 
the rapid River of Hewath, or Kunnert, which foon 
aſter falls into that of Tarcza, which enters the Tz- 
biſeus by Dob. This City is under the Emperor as 
King of Hungary ; but was lately in a manner free, 
till ſetting up Count Tecke/y as their King, 1t was re- 
taken by the Imperzal:ſts in 1685. who have-'fince 
bridled them with a very ftrong' Garriſon. It is very 
well fortified”, and has; the beſt Arſenal in all Hun- 
gary: about 4 German Miles from Eſperzes to the 
South, and 11 froth Agriato the North-Eaſt, Long. 
4.3- 32. Lat. 48. 32+ 

Caſcar, or Kaſghar, by others called Chazalg, a 
City and Kingdom in Turqueſtan, in Tarrary. The 
Kingdem of Thibet ſtands South of it. 

C aſerta, [ Caſerta ] a ſmall City in the Terra d: 
Lavoro, in the Kingdom of Naples, near the River 
Yolturno ; which is a Principality, and a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of On; from whence it 
ftands: 4 Miles to the Eaſt: Not much inhabited: 

Caſilimar, Halys, a River of Paphlagonia in Aſia 
the Leſs, This falls into the Euxine Sea, 20 Miles 
Weſt of Amiſum, now Simiſo. 

Caſhel, Caſſilza, Caſſelia, a City-of the Province 
of Munſter, and County of Tipperary, not far from 
the River Sewer z built upon a Hill, and made an 
Archbiſhops See by Pope Eugenzus III. but now 
meanly Peopled, having ſuffered much trom the En- 
gliſh. It ftands 23 Miles North of Waterford. In 
1650. it was almoſt wholly burnt down. There was 
a Council held in this City in the. year 1171. 

Caſimambous, a People of the Iſle of Madagaſcar 
of the race of thoſe Arabians which the Calif of 
Mecca. diſpatched thither about 200 years ago to in- 
ſtrut the Natives in the Arabick Language. 

Caſius, ſee Liſen, a Mountain of Egypt; at the 
foot whereof ſtood heretofore a Town called Caſium, 
famous for the Sepulchre of Pompey and a Temple 
of Fupiter. 

Caflons, Caſt#lo, a City in the Kingdom of An- 
daluzia in Spain, upon the River Guadalzmar, which 
has ſometime been a Biſhops See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of To/edo. Famous for the Defeat of the Moors 
in the year ' 1202. in the Reign of Aiphonſus King 
of Caſts/e; - the Chriſtians killing 200000 of them 
uporthe ſpot near this place. 

'The'Tafpian Sea, was: named at firſt the Sea of 
Cheſar, from" a great Granchild of Noah : Nubius in 
his Geography ftiles it the-Sea of Thaviſthan. The 
Moors call it'and the Gulph of Arabia, Bobar Cor- 
furj ; the Perfians call both Kyiſum ; the Greek and 
Latin Writers, the Caſpian and Hyrcanian Sca; the 


Muſcovites, Gualenshoy-more. The Antients general- 
ly thought 'it a Bay of the Great Indian Ocean, or 
that it had ſome Communication with th e Eux- 
ine Sea. Though a valt number of Rivers fall into 
this Seg, yet it 1s not perceived any way to increaſe. 
It is in length from North to South 120 Mites, in 
breadth go. Some repreſent it 8oo Miles long and 
650 broad. In the Winter for the moſt part frozen. 
It- is in effect no other than a great Lake, The Wa- 
ters of 1t are as falt as any other ; yet it neither Ebs 
nor flows., nor has any Iſlands. This Sea has the 
Kingdom of Aſtracan on the North, Per/ja on the 
ry Circaſſia on the Welt, and Caratanſca on the 
aſt. 

Caſziae Porte, are certain difficult Paſſes through 
the Rocks and Mountains near the Caſpian Sea, in 
the Province of Schirvan in Perſia; only large e- 
nough for a fingle Chariot 8000 paces together, 
leading to the Cities of Tefiss and Derbent ; whence 
they are ſometimes called the Gates of Teflis; and 
Derbent amongſt the Turks Temir Capr, that 
is, the Iron Gate: ſee Derbent. $ The Caſpian 
Mountains are a Chain of Mountains extended 
from North to, South in Afia , - betwixt Armes 
na and the Caſpian-Sea. $S The Caſpis were an an- 
tient People among(t the Scy:hians upon the Borders 
of the ſame Sea. 

Caſſandt, a ſmall Tiland upon the Coaſt of Flare 
ders over againſt Þ Ecluſe, with a Village in it and a 
Fortreſs under the Hollanders. 

Caſſano, a City in the Hither Calabria in the King- 
dom of Naples, and a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Coſenza, with the Title of a Principality - 
ſituate near a ſmall River called Lione. $ Alſo a 
great Town in the Mz/aneſe upon the River Adda, 
between Crema and Bergamo. 

Caſſsi, a City in the Marquiſate of Heſſe, upon 
the River Fuld, which is well fortified, It ſtands 13 
German Miles from Marpurg, in the Confines of the 
Dukedom of Brunſwick ; the uſual Reſidence of the 
Landgraves of Heſſen : antiently called Caſtellum 
Cattorum. Tt 1s a large City, well built and fortified 
and the Capital of the ſaid Landgravate. $ Caſſel 

' or Mont-Caſſel, Caſtelum Morinorum, a ſmall Town 
in Flanders, 4 Leagues from Bergue $. Vinoch, and 
at an equal diſtance from Azre; 1n a good Soil, and 
well fortified, with a conſiderable Juriſdiction belong- 
ing to it. It has been taken and retaken upon divers 
Occaſions ; but moſt memorable for the Battle here 
fought Apr. 11. 1677. betwixt the French com- 
manded by the Duke of Orleans, and the Dutch and 
Spaniſh Armies commanded by the Prince of Orange, 
who propoſing to relieve S. Omers ( then beſieged by 
the Duke) was repulſed in this Battel : ſo that the 
Town yielded to the French within a few days after. 

 Caſſemir, or Chiſmeer, a Province of the Em- 
pire of the GreatMogu! , in the hither Eaſ?-Indies 
towards Tartary. 
_ Caſfeneuil, a ſmall Town in the County of Agenszs 
in Guyenne In France, upon the River Loe, 5 Leagues 
irom Agen, Formerly adorn'd with a Palace Royal, 
in which the Emperor Charles the Great took particu- 
lar Delight, and Lewss the Debonnaire his Son was 

bornin 778. 

Caſſeutil, a Town upon the Garonne in the Dioceſe 
of Bazas, in Guyenne in France. Heretofore adorn'd 
with a Palace-Royal, which diſputes the Honor of 
being the Birth-Place of Lewss the Debonnazre with 
the precedent Caſſeneu:l. 

Caflian, or Caſchar, a large, handſome, pepulous 
and trading City in the Province of -Hyerach 1n Perſia, 
in a Plain; 3 Days journey from Hiſpahan in the Way 
to the Caſpian Sea ; only it wants good Water, and 
the people are iufeſted with Scorpions, 
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Caſlin, or Mone-Caſſin, a celebrated Abbey in the 
Terra di Lavoro in the Kingdom of Nays ; built by 
S. Benedi& the Patriarch of the Occidental Monks, 
and inhabited by him. There was heretofore a City 
of the ſame Name at the Foot of the Hill upon which 
this Abbey ſtands. It was an Epiſcopal See under the 
Pope; but falling into Ruines, the See became united 
with that of S. Germazn, a City that has ſprung out 
of thoſe Ruines of Caſſin. ; ; 

Caſſiopeia, an antient City and Territory in the 
Kingdom of Epirus in Greece, upon the Frontiers of 
Macedonia. It has had the Honor of an Epiſcopal 
See, and is a different Place from the Caſſiope of Pliny 
and Ptolemy, which ſtands to the Sea in the ſame King- 
dom, and 1s now called Zoannzna. 
 Caſffiterides, the antient Name of two Iſlands upon 
the Northern Coaſt of Galecia in Spain, given them 
by the Greeks from the White Lead they found in 
them. Now call'd Z:garga, ands. Cyprian. They he 
oppolite to the Cap d' Orreguere. 

Caſſopo, a Town in the North of the Iſland of Cor- 


fou, heretofore called Caſſopeia, and famous for a 


Temple dedicated to Fupiter. It 1s now nothing 
more than a ruin'd Fortreſs, beſides a Cburch under 
the Care of fome religions Greeks; where they 
have a Figure of the B. Yirgin that is famed for do- 
ing of Miracles. PR. 

Caſfovia. Yide ſupra Caſchaw. This City was 
granted to Bethlehem Gabor, by Ferdinand II. in 
1620, 

Caſſubia, or Caſſuben, a Dutchy in the Province 
of Pomerania in Germany . under the Eledtor of 
Brandenburg, between the Baltick Sea, Pruſſia, and 
Stetin. Colberg is one of its Principal Towns. _ 

Caſtabala, Peraſia. an antient City of Cs/icza 1n - 
Aſia Minor, upon the Confines of Syr:4 and the 
Gulph of Lajazzo, between Anazarbe and Adana. 
Diana had formerly a famous Temple in her Honor 
here. | 

Caftalins, a Fountain of Phocrs in Greece, Cdedi- 
cated by the antient Poets to Apollo and the Muſes. 

Caſtanovitza, a Caſtle on the River VUnna, which 
divides Croatia from Boſnia; ſurrendred to Prince 
Louis of Baden, Aug. 14. 1688. 

C aftel-Aragoneſe, a tirong Town in the Iſle of 
Sardioma. 

£ aſtel-Bologneſe, a Town in the Frovince of 
Romagna in ltaly under the Pope, betwixt Imola and 
Fazenſa. 

C aſtel-Durante, a Town in the Dutchy of Ur- 
bino in the States of the Church, in Italy: famous for 
curious Earthen-ware. 

Caſtei-Gandolphe, a Town in the Campagna dz 
Roma in Italy, 12 Miles from Rome, where the Pope 
has a Manſion , of pleaſure. A Lake of the ſame 
Name, formerly call'd A/bano, ſtands on one fide of 
it. 

Caſtel-Geloux, a Town and Bailywick in tae Pro- 
vince of Guzenne in France upon the River Avance * 
Honoured with a Collegiate Church, in which the 
Dukes of A!bret lie interred. | 

Caſtel 4 Mare, or Caſell a Mere di ſtabia, Sta- 
bie, a City in the Terra di Lavoro in the Kingdom 
of Naples, with an Epiſcopal See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Sorrento. It has a commodious Port upon 
the Gulph of Naples. The French took it in 1654. 

Caſtel 4 Mare della Brucca, an antient City in 
the Hither Principate in the Kingdom of Naples, 
betwixt Sz.

After the taking of Patras and Lepaneo, 
this Town ſurtendred upon the firſt Summons to the 
Venetians in 1687. It had 29 Peices of Cannon i it, 
and commands 200 Villages or Forts in the Country 
thereabouts. SE es 

Caſtel del! Yoleurno, a City in the Terra di La- 
voro in the Kingdom of Naples, lately made a Bt. 
ſhops See undet the Archbiſhop of Capore. Tt ſtands 
to the Ocean, and is believed to be the Relicks of the 
antient Folturnum. HEE 

CaſteUana, or C:v:ta Caſtellana, a City of St. 
Peters Patrimony in+Italy, with a'Biſhops See conſo- | 
Ro to that of Ozrz, immediately dependent of the 

ope. | 

Caftellane, a Town and Barony in Provence upon 
the River Yerdon amongſt the Mountains. Since the 
year 1260. the Inhabitants have rebuilt it nearer to 
the River, becauſe before it ſtood upbn a Rock. 

Caſtellanetta, a City in the Terra di Ortranto iti 

the Kingdom of Naples : advanced to the Dignity of 
a Principality, beſides an Epiſcopal See under the 
Archbiſhop of Taranto. Situate upon the little Ri- 
ver Talvo about 7 Miles from the Gulph of Taranto, 
between the Cities Matezre@ and Morula. 
_ Caſteinan, a ſmall Town in the Tra of Medoc 
in the Province of Guyenne in France, upon 1 little 
River which falls into the Garonne, over againſt Blaye. 
S Caſtelnau de Bretenous , a Town and Barony in 
the County of Quercy in France, near the Dordopne. 
S Caſtelnau de Cernes,a Town near Podenſac in Guys 
enne.. $ Caſtelnau de Manes, a Town near Bazas 
in the ſame. $ Caſtelnau de Montratier, a Town in 
Qvercy near Cahors upon a little River falling into 
the Tarn, - M 

Caftelnau-Darry, a Town in Languedoc, near to 
which was defeated and taken, the Duke of Monermo- 
rency, in 1632 not long after beheaded at Tholouſe. 
It is the Capital of the County of Lauragais, betwixt 
Thelouſe and Carcaſſone. In Latin Caftelum Arians- 
rum, or Caſtellavium Auracium. | 

Caſte!-Darazin, a low but ſtrong Town upon the 
Frontiers of Languedoc and Quercy in France, alittle 
below the Confluence of the Tarn and the Garonne. 
Of great Fame in the Wars of Charles Martell with 
the Sarazens, and thence comes its adjun&t Name of 
Sarazin. 

Caſtiglione, a Town in the the Province of Car- 
fagnana 1n Italy, in the 'States of the Republick of 
Lucca. $S A ſecond in the Hither Calabri; digni- 
fied with a Principality. $ Caftsglione Mantugns a 
Town in the Mantuan towatds Verona. $ Caſtss- 
lione delle Stivere, the Principal Town of a little Ter- 
roy upon wy OR of the Mantuan, advanced 
to the Dignity of a Principality. It is a ſtrong L 
betwixt Mantoua and Breſcia, belonging to the ba 
of Mantoud » | | 

Caſtile, Caſtela, a Kingdom in Spain, which when 
largely taken is the greateft of all the Kingdoms in 
that Country ; as containing under it the Kingdoms of 
Leon, Gallicia, Andaluſia, Navarre, Murcia, Biſcay, 
Granada, and Extremadura: It being the moſt pre- 
vailing Kingdom in that"Continent; to which the reſt 
are united by Marriages, or Conqueſts : Yet was it af 
firſt but an Earldom belonging to the Kingdom of 
Leon, and was made a Kingdom in 1016, .under Fer. 
dinando. Bounded on the Eaſt with Navarre ; on 
the Weſt with Poreugal; on the North with Byſcay, 
Guipiſcoa, and the Aſturias; and on the South with 
Andaluſia, Extremadura, and Granada. It is divided 
into the Old and the New Caſtile ; whereof the O/d 
Caſtile lies more North, the New more South, ariſing 
out of the New Conquelt of the Kingdom of Toledo, 
and other Acceſſions gain'd fron the Modrs ; which

is alſo more fruitful than the Od Caſtsle. Burgos Is 
the Capital of the O!d; Madrid and Toledo the chief 
of t oF ie Long. 12. Lat. 39. LE 
_ Cafftfle D' Or, or New Caſtile, a large and fruitful 
Country in the Southern America, confaining the No- 
ble Provinces of Panama, Carthazena, Uraba, Ve- 
nezuela, Comana, New Andaluzia, and New Grana- 
da. Bounded on the Eaſt with Guyana and the Cars- 
ber Country, on the Welt with the Pacifick Ocean, 
on the South Peru and the Kingdom of the Amazons, 
and on the North with the Northern Ocean. It was 
firſt diſcovered in Columbus's third Voyage to Ameri- 
ca by ſome of Caſtile, who therefore call'd it Caſts/e 
WNaevo; and finding Mines of Gold in it, particularly 
in the Province of Uraba, they added the Name of 
Caſtile d' Or. The great Rivers Orenoque and Darien 
water it, beſides others. The Spanzards have not 
been able to reduce the Natives entirely to this Day. 
Pearl alſo is found upon the Coaſts. 

Caſtillon, a Town in Perigord in the South of 
France near the Dordogne, where the Engliſh were 
defeated and their General ſlain, in 1451. by which 
Victory Charles VII. recovered the County of Guz- 
enne. 

Caſtie-Carep, a Market-Town in Somerſerſhire 
in the Hundred of Catreſaſh. ; 

enovo, or Caſte/- Novo, a Maritime Town in 


Albatia, upon the Gulph of Cattaro, furrendred to. 


the Venetians after a Months Siege, Oftober 1. 1687. 
in whoſe poſſeſſion it had been repoſed in antient 
tines. The Spaniards enjoy'd it in the Reign of 
Charles V. till it was taken from a Garriſon of 4000 
of them Arno 1539, by Ba veroaſſe. that great Ad- 
miral; who from being a Pirate,and the Son of a poor 
Renegade Greek of Lesbos, became the moſt eſteem'd 

a-Conimander that the Ortoman Empire ever em- 
ployed. The Twrks having been Maſters of this Place 
for 148 Years laſt paſt, had long infeſted the Adria. 
tick goa with Piracies from it. $ There are divers 
Towns of ſmall Note in 1-aly that carry this Name. 
As Caſtelnovo Tortoneſe in the Milaneſe. Caſtelnovo 
i Carfagnana, under the Duke of Mantua &c. 

Caſtle Riſing, a Market-Town 1n the County of 
Norfolk in. the Hundred of Frebridge, which Elects 
two Burpefſes for the Parliament. The Haven here 
beinf many years fince choak'd up with Sands, has 
brought this Town into decay. | 

< ot, a Market-Town in Norfo/k, in the Hun- 
dred of S. Erpingham. 

Eaſto?, a Matket-Tow# in the Diviſion of Lindſey 
in Li (3 3wq and in the Hundred of Bradley. 

CTaſtres, or Charcreux,Caſtrum Albienſiumn, a City 
and'a Biſhop's Sce upon the North fide of the River 
Gott, in the County of Albigeois in Languedoc in 
Erajce. This Biſhoprick was firſt inſtituted by P. Fohn 

. ith 1317. under the Archbiſhop of Berry; but 
in 1678. it was put under the Archbiſhop of Alby, from 
which place itſtands 7 Leagues to the South, and 10 
from Tholoyſe to the Eaſt. The Huguenors took and 
Pillaged' it in 1567. It alfo honoured with the Title 
of in Eirldom- - ; 

Caſtro, a Dutchy and Town belonging to the 
Houſe of Farneze, the Dukes of Parma; but like- 
wiſe challenged by the Eccleſiaftical State : For in the 
Wars betwixt Zdward Duke of Parma and Pope Ur- 
bai VIM. this Town, amongft others, was ſciſed for 
the Pope in conſideration of the Arrears of a certain 
Rent referved to the Apoſtolick Chamber frotti the 

tchy, as held to be a Fief of the Church. Innocent 

. razed it entirely to the ground ; andin the place 
thereof erected a_Pillar with this Inſcription, [Here 
was Caſtro ;] and annexed the Dutchy to his See. But 
the ſaid Annexation was conditionally revoked by the 
Treaty of Pi/a,in 1664. The admirable Palace of Ca- 
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prarola ſtars in this Dutchy. The Dutchy is bounZz- 
&d on the Eaſt by S. Peter's Patrimony, the Srenne/e 
fo the Weſt, the Med:zerranean to the South, and 
the Territory of Orvieto to the North. The City 
had the Honor to be a Biſhop's See immediately under 
the Pope, till the Year 1646, that Imocent X. 
transferr'd the See to Acqua peridente, and quite de- 
ſtroy'd Caſtro (as we ſaid), in revenge becauſe the in- 
habitants happened to kill the Biſhop that he ſent 
fiither to rehde and govern. It ſtood about 11 Miles 
from the Sea near Toſcanella atd Corneto; environ= 
ed with ſuch Precipices as rendred the acceſs to it very 
Difficult. $ A City in the Terra ds Octanto in the 
Kingdom of Naples, being a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Orranto, upon the Shoars of the 10- 
nan Sea. Ravaged by the Turks in 1537. who car- 
ried away a great Number of the Inhabitants into 
Slavery. Some ſuppoſe it to be the Caſtrum Miner- 
ve of the Antients. $ There are others of inferiour 
Note. One in the Hither Calabria near Caſſano. A 
ſecond in the Province of Abruzzo, call'd Caſtro Novo. 
A third in the Campagnia di Roma. A fourth in the 
Baſilicate. Another in the Iſland of Meleos, Ec. 

Catadupt, a People of /Erh70p1a about the Cata- 
racts of the Nile, deafned (fays Tully, in Somnio Scip.) 
by the Noiſe of them. 

Catalognia, a Province and Principality in 
Spain; bounded on the Weſt by the Kingdoms of Ar- 
ragon and Valentia, on the Eaſt and South by the Me-+ 


'diterranean Sea, and on the North it has the Pyre- 


nean Hills, which ſeparate it from France. Hereto- 
fore it had Earls of its own, who were under the Pro- 
tection of the Crown of France ; but in 1 137. it was 
annexed to the Kingdom of Arragon; a mountainous 
but fertiſe Country, and well watered with Rivers. 
The Inhabitants are great Lovers of their Civil Liber- 
ties ; and being ill us'd by ſome Iriſh Soldiers which 
were quartered upon them in 1640. they revolted 
from Spain, and call'd in the French; but during 
the Civil Wars of France about 185:. they returned to 
their old Maſter the King of Sparn again. By the Trea- 
ty of Peace in 1659, the Pyrenees are made to di- 
vide the two Kingdoms of France and Spain. Bar- 
celona 1s the Capital City of this Country. 

Catania, one of the principal Cities of Srci/y, on 
the Eaſtern ſhoar of that Iſland, about forty Miles 
North of Syracuſe. It has a Port made of late Years 
and is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Mone- 
reale. On the South of it runs a ſmall River called 
Fudicells, This City was built by the Chalcidian 
Greeks, as Enſebins ſaith. Charles V. wall'd and for- 
tified it againſt the Turks and Moors, by which Securi- 
ties it grew Great and Rich ; but in 1669. it ſuffered 
very much by a dreadful Irruption of Mount Erna, 
which ftands about 20 Miles North from it : four Ri- 
vers with Fire, or melted Rocks and Earth makin 
their Way through the Territories of this City, and 
n—_— down all before them, patſed a Mile into the 
Sea before thoſe Waters were able to conquer this out- 
rageous Fire; fo that it was then thought the whole 
Iſland of S:c:ly would have periſh'd. Erna is obſerv'd to 
overflow with Torrents of Fire every 15 Years. K. Hre- 
ro died in this City. The Remai::s of an Amphitheatre 
with divers Infcriptions and Marks of its Antiquity are 
yet to be fcen. Long. 39. 40. Lat. 37. oo» Our 
Engliſh Sandys faith, That che Bay upon which it 
tands 3s but ſhallow, and not capable of Ships. The 
Country fruitful ; and the City betng an Univerſity 
and not having much Tratle, is the more inhabited 
by Gentlemen. _ 

Catanzaro, Catacium, a City in the further Cala- 
bria in the Kingdom of Naples, with a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Regio; 2 or 3 Miles from 
the Ocean,between Squillacs and Nicaſtro. 

Catadnta, 
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Cataonta, an antient City and Country in Aſia M:- 
nor between Cilicia and Cappadocia, in Strabo's time 
ſubject to the King of Cappadocia. Bellona had a 
ſumptuous Temple in her honour in this City, to 
whoſe ſervice above 6000 Men and Women were 
Conſecrated under the direction of a Soveraign Pricft 
who here reſided. 

Cateau, or Cattean-Cambreſis, Caſtrum Camera- 
cenſe, a ſmall Town in the diſtrict of Cambre- 
ſis, 5 Leagues from Cambray, and 2 from Landreci. 
The Treaty of Peace in 1559. by the French, ſaid 
to be fo diſadvantageous to them , was celebrated 
here. 

Ce Catelet, a Town in Pzcardy upon the River 
Eſcant, and the Frontiers of Hainault and Cambre- 
fis. Taken by the Spaniards in 1557. and once again 
in this Age, but reſtored to the French by the Treaty 
of the Pyrenees in 1659. A conſiderably ſtrong 

lace, 

Caterlagh, Catherlogh, Carlough, Caterlogum 3 
a City in the Province of Leinſter in Ireland on the 
Welt fide of the River Barrow, 3o Miles South-Weſt 
of Dublin ; which Lionel Duke of Clarence began 
to Wall ; and Bellingham, Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, fortified with a Caſtle. This 1s alſo the head 
of a County of the ſame Name. 

Cathneſs, Catneſia, Cathaneſia, is the moſt Nor- 
thern County in the Kingdom of Scotland : on the 
North and Eaſt, waſhed by the Caledonian Ocean ; 
on the Welt it hath the ſame Ocean, and the County 
of Strathnavern in part 3 and on the South it hath 
Sutherland : Generally barren, little inhabited, yet it 
is a Biſhoprick, and an Earldom. 

Catolica, a Town 1n the Province- of Romagna 
in Italy, between Peſaro and Rimini; fo calld in 
the third Century from the Catholicks of the Coun- 
cil of Rimini, who ſeparating themſelves frem the 
Arians (who in the number of 400 Biſhops convo- 
cated by Pope Liberius to this Council carried the 
Majority by a great many came hither to ſay their 
Maſles. 

Cattap, or Cato, a Region of 4ſia, ſuppoſed by 
learned Men to be China, or ſome part of it towards 
the North, comprehending the Provinces of Peking, 
Xantung, Honan, Suchuen, Xenſi, and Xanſi ; where- 
of Peking is the Capital City. Being under the K. of 
Tartary, it is likewiſe called Tartary de Kan. 

Cattaro, Cattara, a City in Dalmatia, which has 
been under the Venetians ever fince 1420. It is a 
Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Barz ; and is a 
ſtrong Place, well ſeated on a Hill, having a Caſtle 
belonging to it, and 17 Villages. It lies 4o Miles 
South of Raguſa, and 35 North-Weſt of Scutars, up- 
on a Bayof the Adrzatich Sea, call'd Cattaro, which 
takes its name from this Place. The Turks have of- 
ten attempted to take it in Vain. 

Catti, an antient People of Haſſia and Thuringia, 
in Germany , who ſometime pailing into Holland, 
have left the Names of Catwick Opzee to a Town up- 
on the Sea Coaſt, and Catwick op den Rhein to ano- 
ther upon the Rhine. In the Reign of Tiberius, the 
Hermanduri gave them a terrible Defeat, wherein they 
deſtroy'd both Man and Beaſt, upon a pretence of ha- 
ving Conſecrated the Spoils to Mars and Mercury. 

Catzenelbogen, Carts: Mel:boci, a Country in the 
Province of Weteraw in Germany under the Land- 
grave of Heſſe Caſſel. The antient Carts its Inhabi- 
tants .have left it this Name. In the Year 1548. the 
Emperor Charles V. adjudged this Country to Wlls- 
am Earl of Naſſau who made pretenfions to it : But 
the Arreſt was afterwards caflated by the Treaty of 
Paſlaw. 

_ Cava, a great and populous City and a Biſhop's See 
in the hither Calabria in the Kingdom of Naples ; 
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ſeated partly upon 2 Hill, and partly in a Valley, with 
four Miles of Salerno, and about 20 from Naples to 
the South. This Biſhop was heretofore a Suftragar: 
to the Archbiſhop of Salerno; but now exempted ; 
and is immediately under the Pope ; which Honor was 
obtained from Boniface IX, in 1394. yet is the Biſhop's 
Juriſdiction limited with the Walls of the City, There 
is alſo a Abbey in it. | 

Cavado, Cavadus, a River of Portugal, which a- 
riſeth in Galicza, and watering the City of Braga, falls 
into the Ocean. 

Cavaillon, Cabell;o, Urbs Cavallicorum, a (mall 
and ill built City in the County of Yenaiſſin in Pro- 
vence in France,\in an Iſle made by the River Durance, 
within 4 Leagues of Avignon to the South-Eaſt. This 
Is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Avignon ; 
and under the Dominion of the Pope. | 
— Cavan, a Town and County in the Province of 
Ulſter in Ireland. The Duke of Berwick in an A- 
Ction before this Town, againſt K. William's Forces, 
Feb. 11+ 1689. had his Horſe ſhot under him. It is 
not without a ſtrong Fort. 

Cancaſus, a Part of the great Mountain of Taurus 
in4/ia,towards Georg1ia,beginning about the Mouth of 
the Riper Phaſis : It is very truittul, and well inhab'- 
ted by Chriſtians, for the moſt part, of the Georgran 
Church. Full of Rocks. and Precipices, and ſhewing 
the Ruins of ſeveral Caſtles and Churches : Yet cove- 
red at the Top with Snow perpetually. 

Canda, a River of Cumber/and, which running 
through Weſt-Ward Forreſt, by Dauſton, on the Welt 
of Car{ifle, falls into the River Eden. 

Caudebec, Calidobeccum, a confiderable Town in 
Normandy, upon the Northern ſhoar of the River Sezze, 
in the Pais de Caux ; about 5 Miles Welt of Rou- 
en, 7 from le Haure Eaſt; much Celebrated for 
Weaving. This is one of the Principal Towns of the 
Pais de Caux, which is bounded by the Brt:ſh Sea to 
the North and Welt ; by P:cardy to the Eaſt, and by 
the Serne to the South ; and lies from Eaft to Welt 25 
Leagues. The Caudebec Hats come from hence. 

The Caves in 7:leſhire between Luckington and 
great Badminton upon the Edge of the County, nine 
in Number, of a Row, of ſeveral Dimenſions ; the 
leaſt 4 Foot broad, and 9 or 10 Foot long, are credi- 
bly ſuppoſed to be the Tombs of ſome Heroick Men 
among the antient R:mans, Saxons, or Danes ; be- 
cauſe Spurs and Pieces of Armour have been digged 
out of them. 

Cavita de Manilha, Manilhanus Sinus, a Gulph 
of the Philippine Iſlands. : 

C avonrs, a Town 5 Leagues from Pzgnero! in 
Piedmont under the French, near the River Peles, 


fortified with two Caſtles. It.was taken by Leſdigure- 


?es in 1594. and retaken by the Duke of Savoy the 
Year after. Now made a Dependant of Psgnerel. 
Caureſtan, a great Village in the Province of Far- 
ſiſtan in Perſia, betwixt Lar and the Iſle of Ormus: 
Caux, or Pass de Caux, a Diſtrict contain'd with- 
in the Province of Normandy in France betwixt the 
Seine and the Sea ; in which Diepe, Haure de Grace, 
Caudebec, Aumale, S. Vallery, Ec. are comprehend- 
ed. Thereis alſo of the ſame Name with it a Town 
and a Promontory- : 
Cawood, a Market-Town in the Weſt-Riding of 
Yorkſhire, and the Hundred of Barkston. 
Caxamaica, a Country within the Province of Li- 
ma in Peru; adorn'd heretofore with Divers Royal Pa- 
laces of the Inca's of that Kingdom. Thurty Leagues 
from the Pacifick Sea, but near the River Vagna. It 
was here that the Noble Arabalipa King of Peru was 
defeated and taken Priſoner by Francis P:zarro, 
who baſcly and barbarouſly afterwards murthered him 
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Carton, a Market-Town in Cambridgeſhire in 
the Hundred of Srorw. : | 

Caxume, the Capital City of the Kingdom of T:- 
gremahon in Abyſſinia, thought to be the ſame with 
the Teneſis of Strabo, where the Queen of Sheba 
dwelt that viſited So/omon. : 

Cayenne, an Iſland under the French in the North 
Sea, upon the Coaſt of Guyana ; about 20 Leagues in 
Circuit; 4 Cegrees from the Equinoctial Northward, 


and South of the Diſembogure of the River Cayenne 


which glides betwixt the Countries of the Car:bes and 
the Galibes, Its princip:!1 Commodity 1s Tobacco. 
The French have built themſelves a Fort at Bourg, 
(their cheifeſt Settlement of about 200 Houſes) and 
befides they guard the Harbor with Canon. 

Cayernittes, ſome ſmall Iſlands frequented by the 
Fiſhers for Tortoiſes, which here are to be found of 
the largeſt Size, near the Weltern ſhoar of Hz/panzo'ia 
in America. 

CTapphas, an antient Town, ſo call'd from Carphas 
High Prieft of the Fews, who formerly re edified it, 
at the Foot of Mount Carmel in the Holy Land upon 
the ſhoars of the Medzrerranean; 2 Leagues by Water 
from S. Fean d' Acre. Since Salaa#ne demoliſh'd it 
in T191. it has never been fortified again; and there- 
fore now become a Village inhabited by ſome Moors, 
Fews, and Greeks. 

Cazan. See Caſar. 

Cazares, :n antient People who took part with 
the Hunns and the Avares in their Ir.curfions to ravage 
the Empire. 7 

Cea, Ceos, or Zee, Ze, and antiently among the 
Greeks call'd Hydruſea, is one of the Cyclades IfJands 
in the Egean Sea; whereof Fulide (Fults) is the Ca- 
pital City, in which S:imonides 8nd Bacchylides, the 
two famous Lyrique Poets, with the Philoſopher Ars- 
ſton, are ſaid to be born. 

Cebarſuſfſi, a Town near Carthage in Africa, 
where the Donat:ſt Biſhops in 394- held a Council, 
and depoſed Primianus Biſhop of Carthage. 

Cedar, or Kedar, the Hebrew name of Arabia 
Deſerta, taken from Kedar the Son of Iſmael, Gen. 
25. 13. 

"Tedes, a great and ſtrong Town heretofore of 
Fudea in the Tribe of Napehals in Galilee, 4 Miles 
from Cephet and Capernaum : given by Foſhua, af= 
ter he had killed the King thereof, to the Prieſts and 
Levites, It had an Aj/um in it for ſuch as com- 
mitted accidental Murder, (that 1s, in the Phraſe of 
the Engl:ſþ Law , chance Medley) purſuant to the 
Laws of Moſes provided in that behalf. 

Cedogna, Laguedoniz, an Epiſcopal City of the 
Further Princspate in the Kingdom of Naples , ſuf-. 
fragan to the Archbiſhop of Conza : believed by ſome 
to be the Aquilenia of Livy. : ; 

Ced2on, or Kedron, a ſmall Brook in the midſt 
of the Valley of Fehoſaphat in the Holy land near 
Feruſalem , paſſed by our Saviour alittle before his 
Death, John. 18. 1. and frequently in Scripture men- 
tioned upon other Occafions. ; 

Cefalu, or Cifalu, Cephaledis, a fair City with 
a good Port and a Caſtle in the Ifland of Siczly, be- 
ing a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Meſſina, 
- upon a Cape; whence ſome conjecture that its name 
is derived from the Greek Word xapeaj. It ſtands 
near Termins. _ : 

Celena, the Capital City former!y of all Phrygza, 
which being once repeopled by Anziochus Soter, he 
cauſed it to be called Apamea. See Haman. 

Celtx, the antient Greek Authors give this name 
indifferently to the Gar/s and the Germans, as ſome 
do to the Spaniards., upon the account of the Alli- 
ances of the Cel:te with the Thers. See Celtiberz, 
But it more particularly underſtands the Original 
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Gauls, whoſe Empire in a part of Gala, (from 
them called Celtzca, the Boundaries whereot you ſee 
deſcribed under the Word Gallia ) flouriſhed in the 
time of Tarqu:mus Priſcus, when Segoveſus and Bel- 
loveſus Sons or Nephews to Ambigatus King of the 
Celre, conducted thoſe 2 Colonies into Italy and Ger- 
manr;y,we mentioned ſpeaking of the Province of Ber- 
ry, whereof theſe People were the antient Inhabitants. 

Celtibert, a mixt People, as the name itſelf im- 
ports, of the Celre ajoreſaid and the Iberz, or the an- 
tient Spaniards of rra:on and Caſtile : Recorded in 
Hiſtory with great Ho:.or, for their Courage ad 
Fidelity. Florus calls them the Force of Spain. The 
Celte pailing out of Galza into Spain, and there 
alltancing themtelves with the Natives, was the Occa- 
fon of this Denomination. 

Cemele, an antieiut City near Nice, in Provence, 
amor gt the Marztzme Alpes ; of great Eiteem here- 
tofore with th? Romans, and yet ſhowing the Ruins 
of an Amphitheatre, a Temple of Apollo, Inſcriptions, 
Tombs, and Canals, which were the Works of their 
curious Hands. Since Chriittanity, it became a Biſhop's 
See, and bore the Honor thereof till either the Gozhs 
and Vandals in the fixth, or the Saracens in the ſe- 
venth and eighth Centuries ruined it ſo, that the See 
was tranſlated to Nzce. 

Cenchzca, the Port over againſt Corinth, in the 
Peloponeſus or Morea. © 

Teneda, Cereta, a ſmall but well peopled City, 
and a Biſhop's See in the Marca Trivizliana, ſeated 
at the Foot of the Mountains; about 13 Miles South 
from Belluno, and 15 from Trevizz North-Eait. The 
Biſhop 1s Sovereign of the City, but a Suttragan of 
the Patriarch of Aquzlera. 

Cents, or Mont-Cenzs, Alpes Co:tie, the Name 
of that famous Paſſage over the Apzs, which parts 
Savoy from Predmont:. 

Centobrica, an antient City of the Celr:zbers in 
Spain; which when betieged by the Romans under 
Metellus, placed the little Iniants of Rervogencs, who 
had run over to Metellus, in the Breach where the 
Beliegers played their Battery. And thungh the 
Breach was of that Largeneſs as to render the Con- 
queſt of the Town indubitable, and Rerhogenes him- 
ſelf oftered his Family to be a Sacriace to Merzel'us's 
Glory ; Yet rather than fo Generous a Father ſhould 
ſee the Maſſacre of his own Children, Mezellus raiſed 
the Siege : And the Town raviſhed with his Humanity 
and Clemency therein, voluntarily afterwards opened 
the Gates to him. Val. Max. 

Centum Celles*an antient Town of the Province of 
Toſcana in ltaly, in which Pope Corneizus during the 
Perſecution of Ga/lus was confined and put to divers 
Torments. It is mentioned by P/:ny and Procoreus. 
Leander Alberti calls it Ferolle or Forcelle, Others 
believe it is the ſame with that which we now call 
Crvita Pecchia. 

Teperano, or C:perano, a Town in the Campag- 
na di Roma in Italy, upon the River Garigliance > 
Paſchal II. held a Council here in 1114. in which 
William Guichard, Grandſon to Robert Guichard the 
Valiant Norman that drove the Saracens out of Tray, 
was created Duke of Apulta and Calabria. 

Cephalonia, Cephalenzs, call'd by the Tralians 
Cefalonia, is an Iſland of the Ionian Sea, juit oppo- 
fite to the Mouth of the Gulph of Lepanto. The 
Inhabitants are of the Greek Church ; but with the 
Iſland, which is not above 9o Miles in Compaſs, ſub- 
ject to the Venecrians. It is fruicful in Wines, excel- 
lent Oil, and in thoſe Grapes, whereof Currans are 
made. The Town wherein the Proveditor or Gover- 
nor reſides is Argoſtol;; a ſmall Place, with a tolerable 
good Port on the Eaſt fide of the Iſland There is no 
other Town of any Note there ; but only the Is 
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of Liſcurs, Finea, Erifſo , Pillaro, Saino, and 
Lucato, after whoſe Names, together with Argo- 
ſtols, the whole Ifland is divided into ſeven Parts that 
ate accordingly ſo notified, [n the twelfth Century a 
Biſhoprick was founded here, to which the Churth of 
the Iile of Zante is annexed. In 1224+ the Venetiavs 
received this Iſland by a Donation from Gazo the Lord 
of it at that' time. In 1479. the Turks took it. In 
1499. the Venetians retook it and repeopled it, and 
have fince ſecured'it with a ſtrong Fortreſs called Aſſo, 
that ſtands upon a high Rock, furronnded with the 
Sea, excepting the Reſerve only of a Point of Land a- 
bout 20 Paces broad to join' the Caſtle and the 
Iſland. The Provediror's Commiilion is made to 
continue 32 Months: The Antients call'd this, no 
leſs than that other land in the Archipelago, Samos. 
Ceyhifus, a River of Phocts in Achaza, tirit ſpring. 
ing up in the antient Country of ' Dorzs there, and 
afſing by the Mountain of Parnaſſus, it continues 
its Courſe through Brotia, where 1t receives the Rivers 
Aſopus and Iſmene : Then traverſing the Lake Cope, 
now known by the Name of Lago S230, it fallsnto. 
the Enripus 'or the Streights of 'Negropont. And 
with a little Variation from Cephzſus, 15 now called 
Cefiſſo. The Oracle of Themrs (ard 'to be conſulted! 
by Dencalion and Pyrrha ſtood upon'the Banks there- 
of. S$S Some other Rivers of this Name in Greece are 
remembred by aftient Authors; as likewiſe a Fountain 
at Apollonia, mentioned by Strabo and Ptolemy. 
Cepu3,: Cepuſtenſis Comitatus, -a ſimall County in 
the moſt Northern part of the Upper Hurgary, to- 
wards the Carpatbran Hills, and the Contines of Po- 
land; the greateſt part of which is under the Crown 
of Poland; though the chief Town (Lentſchy with 
the Southerrr part of the County is ſubject to the 
Emperor, as King of Hungary. 'Fohn de Zapol, Earl 
of this County', was crowned King ot Hiungary'

' Ceram, or Ceiram, a pretty large and well inhabi- 
ted Iſland in the Indian Ocean, betwixt Terra des Pas 
paous, Gilolo, 5c. and the Moluccaes; Aﬀeording Spices, 
and the like Þ#4/an Commodities.

' Ceramici, the Tuilleries of old Arhens. X, 
Ceraſus;” an atitient Town of Cappadocia upon the 
Eoatt of the: Erx#ine Sea, now called Chrrrſſonda and:

whole Iſland. The Lacedemonian. Veſlels trom E- 
2ype and L:ibya"wade this Ifland their Retreat: Somes 
times (t1l'd 'the Lanthorn of the. Archipelago, becauſe 
it is from hence that you may ſee the Countenance of 
the Turks : and ſometimes Porphyres by the Antients, 
irom the abundance of Porphyry found in it.” It is 
now adorned with a City ſtanding upon a Rock, having 
a Caſtle and a convenient Port to it very ſtrong by Na- 
ture and Art of the ſame Name with it felf ; which is 
alſo an Epiſcopal See, and full of People.

Sepra ; by Ortelins thought to be the Ex:l:ſa of 
Ptolomy. From the Romans, the Goths ; from the 
Goth:r, the Arabs ; from them, Fohn I. King of Por- 
zugali took it in 1415. It has a Collegiate, with the 
Rights of a Cathedral Church in it : compoſing in 
conjunction with Tangzer a Biſhoprick under the Arch- 
Biſhop of Lz:sboxne.

Chablais, a ſmall Province of Savoy, North of the 
Lake of Geneva, with the Province. of Velay to the 
the Eaſt, Forſigny tothe South, and Gernevoss to the 
Welt : being part of the Country of the ancient Az;- 
dates 'or Nandares',. and the Veragrazz mention'd by 
Ceſar.

Conſt antn:ople. Some believe that Scutarer is grown 
out of the Ruines of this City, This City is particu- 
larly remarkable on the acconnt of the fourth Gene- 
ral Council here celebrated in 451. In which it had the 
honour to be advanced to the Title of a Metropolitan 
Church. According to Strabo and Euſebius, this Ci- 
ty was built in the ſixty ninth yeaxof Rome, that is, 
685. before Chriſt, Longitude 56. 15+ Lat. 43. 15. - 

Chalcis, the ancient Name of . the Iſland and 
Town of Negropont, $ Alſo a Town in /£tolia in 
Greece, with another in Syria, occurring in the Wri- 
tings of the Ancients: but now unknown. '

_ Chalons ſur Marne, C:viras Catalaunorum, a 
City and Biſhoprick,under the Archbiſhop of Rhermesx, 
in the middle of Champagne, upon the River Marne ;

twelve from Troyes to the North-Weſt. It is well 
fortified and built, ſtanding in a large, Plain, in which 
Attila loſt 200000. men in a Battle with /Erius the 
General of the Romans, Meroveus i: King of France, 
and Theodorick, in the year 451. The Biſhops arc 
Earls and Peers of France. 

Chalons ſur Done, Cab:/lonum, Cabillo AFduw 
rum, a City and Biſhoprick upon the Sore , in Bur- 
gundy in France, 5 Leagues from Dzjon to the South, 
and the fame diltance from Thowlon to the Welt. The 
Biſhoprick is a Sutfragan to the Archbiſhop of Lyons. 
There are numbers of Inſcriptions, Veſlels, Statues, 
and the Reliques of ancient publick Buildings to be 
ſeen here. In 1562. the Huguenots made themſelves 
Maſters of it. It has been new fortified ſince ; gives 
the Title of an Earl ; and is the Capital of a little 
Territory called Cha/onnoz5.or /a Breſſe Chalonnois. + 

Chalus or Chaſlus, Caſtrum Lucis, a Town in the 
Province of Limoſin in France towards the.

Chepſtow, a fine Market Town on the River Fe, 
on the Eaſtern Border of the County of Monmouth 
in Wales. It is fortified with a Wall, and has a ſpa- 
cious Cattle on the other fide of the River ; ſuppoſed 
to have riſen firit out of the Ruines of FYenta S:tlu- 
rum ( the Capital City of the ancient Sz/ures ) four 
Miſes diltant ſrom it. 

Cher, Cars, a River which rifeth in Auvergne, 
near C:ermont ; and running North-Welt through 
Berry, and on the South fide of Tours, a li:tle below 
this laſt, it falls into the Loyre. 

Cherazoul, a Town in the Province of Curdr/tan 
in A/ia, in the Road from Ninive to Hiſpahan, of 
very difficult acceſs from the manner of its conſtru- 
Etion Within a tteep and cleted Rock. 

Cherbourg, Caroburgus, a Sea-Port in Normandy 
in France, Which has a tolerable good Harbor : ten 
Leagues Weſt of Conſtance. This Town was loſt by 
the Eng/r/i- in 1453. Honfleur and Beaumont ſtand 
near 1t. 

Cherſoncſts Fnrca. See Malaca. Some believe 
this to be the Land of Ophir of King Solomon's 
time, 

Cherrp-Jfland, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Green- 
land, in the moit Northern part of theWorld; diſcove- 
red to us, and denominated accordingly, by Sir Francis 
Cherry, There are many Mines of Lead growing 
in it. 

Chertſep, A Market Town in Surrey ; the Capital 
of its Hundred, not far from the River Thames, over 
which it enjoys a Bridge. The unfortunate King Hen- 
ry VI. was tirſt interred without Pomp here, and af- 
terwards removed to Windſor. | 

Cheruſct, an Antient and Valiant People of Ger- 
many, that dwelled between the E/be and the Weſer ; 
having the Carts and the Hermondurs their Neigh- 
bours to the South, Eaſt and Wett. Their General, 
Arminius, 18 often mention'd with honour -by Ta« 
cItus, 
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Cherwell, a River in Oxfordſh:re , at the conflu- 
ence of which with the Iſis ſtands the moſt famous 
Univerſity of Oxford. 

Cheſee, Povillux , a Town in Champagne, the In- 
habitants whereof claim the privilege to affiſt at the 
Coronation of the Kings of France ; and to convey 
the Holy Amporlle or Oil ( pretended to be brought 
by an Angel at the Conſecration of the firtt Chrittian 
King of that Kingdom ) from St. Rheimes to our' 
Ladies Church in Rhezmes. 

Cheſham, a Market Town in Buckinghamſhire in 
the Hundred of Burnham. 

Cheſter, Civitas Legrionum , Ceſtria, is a City 
and Biſhoprick, on the River Dee, in the Weſternpart 
of Cheſhire ; whence often call'd Weſt-Cheſter ; with 
a fair Stone Bridge over that River. In this City it 
was that 7 Kzngs of the Scots and Brittains by way 
of Homage , rowed King Edzar in his Barge from 
S Fohn's Church to his Palace , himſelf as Sovereign 
holding the Helm. The Eaſt-gate is accounied one 
of the itatelieſt in England ; and the Rows or Galle- 
ries made along the chief Streets, for preſervation a- 
gainſt the Rain, are very particular. It was an anct- 
ent Roman Town, call'd by Ptolemy Devana : made 
a Biſhops See by Henry VIII. who put it under the 
Archbiſhop of Tork. The ancient Earls of Cheſter 
fortified it both with Walls and a Ciftle. It is now 
at this day a fine Place with 10 Pariſhes in it, a Coun- 
ty Palatine, and the uſual paſſage from England to 
Ireland. Its Long. 20. 23. Lat 53-11. Chethire, 
Ceſtria , hath on the South Shropſhire , on the Eaft 
Stafford and Darby , on the North Lancaſhire , and 
on the Welt Denbigh and Flintſhire ; towards the 
North-Weſt it has a Promontory that runs a great 
way into the Sea, It abounds more in good Paſturage 
than Corn, well ſtored with Parks, and watered by 
the Rivers Dee, Weever, and Merſey; and the Cheeſe 
of this County, is thought the belt of England. The 
Earldom of it belongs to the Prince of Wales, 

Cheſterfield, a Market Town in Derbyſhire in the 
Hundred of Scarſdale, pleaſantly ſeated between two 


| ſmall Rivers in a very good Soil. King Fohn made * 


it a free Borough , King Henry III. and his Barons 
fought that Battel hard by it, in which Robere de Fer- 
rers Earl of Derby was taken Priſoner, and loft his 
Eſtate and Dignity. King Charles I. advanced it to 
the Style and Title of an Earldom in the Perſon of 
Philip Lord Stanhop Anno 1628, whoſe Grandſon at 
preſent poſſeſſes that Dignity. 

Theuxan, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of the Province 
of Chekiang in China , planted by above 70 ſmall 
Towns and Villages of the Ch:neſe. 

Chewton . a Market Town in Somerſerſhire , the 
Capital of its Hundred : alſo written Chewton-Men- 
dip. 
Chiampana, C:ampa, a Kingdom of the further 
Eaſt-Indies, between Couchin-China, Cambaja, and 
_ Mare Simicum. Puloracien 1s the principal City 
OT 1t. , 

Chiaimnſi, x Province towards the South of China. 
ALT See Galatia, a Province of the Leſſer 

Ia. | 
Chtapa, a Province of New Spain in Amerca, 
watered by the Rivers Gryalva and rio blaneo; and 
for many Apes paſt inhabited by 4 different Natiogs 
of Indians. Its Capital City is C:vaad Real 

Chtarenza, a Town in the Morea, fifty five En- 
2liſh Miles from Patras to' the South. It is a Sea- 
Port-Town. is 

Chtaromontt, C/aromons, a conſiderable Town in 
the South-Eaſt part of Sic:ly, in the Valley of Netzna 
amongſt the Mountains, about forty Miles from Pa- 
chino to the Welt. > 
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Chiavart, Clavarum, C/averinum, a ſmall but well 
inhabited Town upon the Coalt of Genoua, near Ra- 
pello in [taly, towards the fall of the River Lavagna- 
The Genoueſe are ſaid to build it in 1167. andafter it 
had been ruined, to rebuild it.

Chicheſter, Ciceſtria, a City and Biſhoprick in Sy 
ſex, forinded by C:/ſa ll. King of the South Saxons. 
Aſter the Conquelt it became a Biſhops See, the Chair 
being removed from Selſey a ſmall Village, not much 
above five Miles to the Southward. This City 1s ſeated 
on 2 River call'd the Lavant, which encompaſſeth it on 
the Weſt and South, about fix Miles from the Sea, 
and almoſt in the Weltern Border of that County. 
The Honorable Charles Fitz-Roy Duke of Southam- 
pton was created Earl of Chicheſter , September 10. 
1675 by Charles II. his Father. It is a fair City, 
with five or fix Pariſh Churches, and a Cathedral, firſt 
erected by Radulph the third Biſhop , afterwards re- 
built and beautified by Biſhop Seffr:d the ſecond of 
the Name, when it had been almott conſumed twice 
by Fire. The Corporation elects two Burgeſles for 
Parliament , and would enjoy a better Trade , were 
not the H:iven choaked up that is next adjoining 
to;it. 

Chtdlep, a Market Town in Devonſhire on the 
River Tinge. 

Chiemzee, or Chtempſee, Chiemium, a City and 
Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop of Salrzburgh in the 
Dukedom of Bavaria, about ten Leagues from Mu- 
nich and Saltzburgh each. It is no very conſiderable 
place. An Archdeacon of Sal:;zburgh founded the 
Biſhoprick in the year 1214. 

Chiert, a Town in Piedmont , where the French 
obtained a fignal Victory againſt the Spantards in 
1639. It lies three Miles to the Eaſtward of Turin, 
and was heretofore a Potent City, and a Common- 
wealth ; but is now in SubjeCtion to the Duke of 
$avoy. 

Thifale, an Iſland in the Gulph of Arabia. 

Chilafa, or Chielefa, is a Fortreſs on the South of 
the Morea, thirty eight Engliſh Miles North-Weſt of 
Cape Matapan, a Place of great importance, both as 
to its natural and artificial Fortifications ; and ſurren- 
dred to the Venetians in 1686. 

Chtlca, a fruitful Valley in the Kingdom of Per, 
ten Leagues from Lima and fix from Pachacama, The 
Salvages manure it with Sardznes. 

Chili, one of the moſt Potent Kingdoms of the 
South Amzrica. When the Spanzards entred the 
New World, it was firſt diſcovered by them in 1535. 
Tt lies four hundred Leagues in length from North to 
South, but its breadth 1s not great : bounded on the 
North by Peru, on the Welt by the Pacifick Ocean, 
or the May de! Zur ; on the South by Magellanica, 
and on the Eaſt by the Andes. A part of the Inha- 
bitants of this Country retiring into theſe Andes, have 
defended their Lives and Liberties againſt the Spani- 
ards ever ſince; and have ſometimes given them great 
Overthrows. ' S. Fago is the Capital City of it. Ma- 
ny Mines of Gold and Quarries of Marble grow within 
its bowels. Yet a very cold Country , governed by a 
Vice-Roy in fabordination to the Vice- Roy of Per. 

"Chiloe or Chslve, an Ifland and Town belonging 
tothe Kingdom of Chil: ; South of the extreme parts 
of that Country, inthe Weſt-Indies : giving Name to 
a neighbouring Gulph, called the Archipe/azo of Chi- 
loe, becauſe of the number of the Iſlands therein. 

Chimartoti , Ceraunziz, are a Ridge of very high 
Mountains in Albania or Epirus ; which run from the 
North-Eaſt to the South- Weſt, and lie not above fifty 
Miles North of Corfu. See Ceraunzi. 

Chimay,Chimacum, a Town and Caſtle in Hai- 
aut, wm the Conlines of Champazne, upon the River 
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4lby, which falls into the Maſe, three German Miles 
from Mariebourg to the South- Welt. This Town 
was made a Principality by the Emperor Maxzil:an 
I. in 1486. 

Chimcra, a City in the Confines of Macedenia, be- 
tween the Mountains of Chimariors, upon the ſhoars 
of the Gulph of Yenice, which has a ſtrong Sea-Port, 
It lies about 3o Miles North of Corf,, upon 4 Rock 
which has Precipices on all Sides; Whither all the 
Country People retire when need requires ; by which 
they have preſerved themſelves irom the Tr-4s, and 
will pay him no Tribute. They are ttout Men and 
good Soldiers ; but intamous for Theft and Robbery, 
preying equally upon the Trrks and Chriftzans. Yet 
they are Chriſtians by Proteilion, and ſubject to the 
Biſhop of Fanina in Theſſaly. 'Vide Wheeier's Tra- 
vels. * $ There 13a flaming Mountain, mention'd. by 
Pliny, Strabo, Ovid, ©c. in Lycia of this Name; 
from whence the Poets, and after thoſe the Philoſo- 
phers derive the Fiction of a Ch1mera, whereby they 
underltand a meer Creature of the Imagination com- - 
pos'd of ſuch Contradictions and abſurdities in Relation 
to one another, as cannot potiibly be any where united 
into a bezng, only in Thought : But what Occaſion 
our Mountain gives for ſuch a Whimſey, the Mytholo- 
giſts are put to others to invent, 

Chimtu, one of the Principal Cities in China, the 
Capital of the Province of $4c/yer, on the Borders of 
Welt Tartary, between the Mountains and the River 
Kiam, in Long. 131. 40+ Lat. 30. 40. 

Thin, A famous Lake in the Province of Funnan 
in Chrna, occalion'd by the total ſwallowing up of 
a great City which formerly ſtood in the place Hy an 
Earthquake. 

China, is a vaſt Kingdom in the Eaſt of A/ia , 
bounded on the North by the Kingdoms of Tangut 
and Niathan, (or Cambaiu,) trom which it is ſepa- 
rated in pare by Mountains, and in part by a Wall 
500. Leagues long : on the Wett 1t has 1ndia extra 
Gangem, from which it 1s parted by the Lake of 
Cincujay, and a long Ridge of Mountains; on the 
South and Eait, it is ſurrounded by the Chzneſe and 
Indian Ocean. Since the year 1630, the Tartars have 
conquer'd this once molt Potent Kingdom. This is 
a vait, populous, civil, fruitful Countrey ; and for 
Learning and Mechanick Arts to be preferred before 
all the Pagan People in the World. They are very 
ingenious at Geometry, Arithmetick, Aſtronomy, and 
Phyſich ; and ſince Confuſius ( the Socrates of China) 
brought that Faculty into repute with them, in Morat 
Philoſophy alſo. Some maintain, the Arts of Prin- 
ting, Gunnery, and the Magnet, were firlt zvented 
here. Their Language for the moſt part conſiſts of 
Monoſyllables, written downwards 1n Characters ex- 
prelling entire words and things , like the Egyptiar 
Hieroglyphi:hs, without Letters z the Rules by which 
they are underltood may be ſeen in the China zllu- 
ſtrata of Kircher, Ptolomy calls this Kingdom Sina- 
rum regio. It is watered by the great Rivers Kzang 
and Hoan. And ſtands divided into fifteen Provinces ; 
{ix under the Diviſion of Catay , and nine under the 
Diviſion of Mangin ; which are incredibly populous 
and rich, with Mines of Gold, Silver, and precious 
Stones. In every great Town there is a College for 
to teach the Philoſophy of Confuſius. And you have 
a perfect Catalogue of their Emperors from the year 
2952. before Chriſt, to the preſent Lord of the Uni- 
verſe and Son of Heaven, as they call him. 

Chinca, a large and beautiful Valley in the Diocefe 
of Lima in Peru, diſcovered by Pizarro, whoſe Go- 
vernment by Order from the King of Spain, was limi- 
ted by the River S. Fago to the North, and rs Valley 
to the South. It yields plenty of Corn and Wine. 
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- Chinkiang, a well built and populons City of the 
Province of Nanking in China, with a Territory 


of the ſame Name, whereof it 1s the Cavital : having 


Juriſdiction over two other Cities, The Phyſicians 
of this place have the reputation of the beſt of that 
Faculty in all China. ns 24 5 
Chinon, a Town upon the Yienne in Touraine in 
France, above four Leagues from the fall of that R1- 
ver into the Loyre, and ten from Tours to the Southe 
Welt. It was here that the famous Mazd of Orleans 
firſt came and offered her ſervice to Charles VII. of 
France in 1429, And for tbe Situation of it , it 1s 
thought to be of that importance , as to deſerve a 
Garriſon in the Caſtle. : 
Chintin, a City in the Province of Pekzr, in the 
North of China ; having a Command over one and 
thirty Cities. ; 
Chintu, a great City and Territory, comprehending 
nine and twenty other Cities in the Province of 
Suchuen in China. See Chimtu. ; 
Chinyven, a Town in the Province of Zunnan in 
China , ſituated in a Country that 1s rich in Silver 
* Mines. The Fort called Loko belongs to the Govern- 
ment of this Town. $ A ſecond in the Province of 
Quiecheu in the ſame Kingdom, with a Territory cal- 
ted alſo Chinyven, having Juriſdiction over five Ci- 


ties. 

Chtio, an Iſland of the Archipelago, over againſt 
Smyrna , not above twelve Leagues from the nea- 
relt Coait of Aſia ; call'd by the Turks Sakiſadaſi, that 
is, the Iſle of Maſtick. It belonged to the Family of 
the Fuſtiniani of Genoua heretofore ; but in 1566. 
conquered by the Turks, under whom it now is. It 
is about eighty Miles in Circuit, very fruitful and po- 
pulous, and inhabited for the moſt part by Chr:/ti- 


ans, who live here with greater liberty, and kinder - 


uſage , than in any other part. of Turkey. The Men 
are proud, ignorant, lazy and ugly , but the Women 
are beautiful ; Thevenort. In the Eaſtern part of the 
Ifle ſtands the City Chio, which has had the honour 
in former times to be firſt an Epiſcopal See under 
Rhodes, and afterwards an Archiepiſcopal one. Now 
inhabited by Furks, Jews, Latin and Greek Chriſtians, 
with the free exerciſe of their reſpective Religions. 
It enjoys the advantage of a good Port and Caitle to 
enrich and defend it : and they reckon about fifteen 
Villages in the Iſland beſides. 

Thioza, Cloaza Foſſa, Chioggia, a ſmall City 
which is a Biſhops See in a ſmall Iſland of the Adria- 
tick, about fifteen Miles from Fenice South ; made 
famous by the Valour of the Genoeſe, who in 1380. 
took 1t ; but it returned under the Dominion of the 
YVenetians again. The Biſhop is a Suffragan to the 
Patrizrch of Venzce. | 

Chiozlick, a Town in Romandiola, near to which 
Bajaxet defeated his Son Selim, who was then in Re- 
bellion againſt him. | 

Chippenham, a Market Town in 7:/:/hire. The 
Capital of the Hundred ; upon the River Avoy. It 
returns two Burgeſles to the Parliament. 

Chipping-Nozton , a Market Town in Oxford- 
ſhrre inthe Hundred of Chadlington. 

Chipping-Ongar, a Market Town 
of Eſſex in the Hundred of Ongar. 

_ Thifary, the only Town of Turcomania, the an- 
cient Seat of the Turks in Aſia; ſeated upon the Ri- 
ver Euphrates, near its Head or Spring; forty five 
German Miles Weſt of Tefi:s. 

Chiton, a Province of the Empire of the Great 
Mogul in the Terra firma of the Indies, betwixt the 
Provinces of Malva and Guzurate ; having a City of 
its own Name for the Capital, in which you ſee the 
Remains of divers Magnificent Pagods or Pagan 


Temples ; together with a Caſtle whuch ſerves for a 
.Prifon of State, 


in the County 
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Chnin or Kz1. The ſame with Cl: 

Chobar; ſee Chaibar. - | ; 

CThocolococa, or Caſtro Virrezna, asthe Spartara-: 
call it, a Town in theKingdom of Peru, ſixty Leagues 
from Lima to the South, ahd two from the Silver 
Mines of a Mountain'that is perpetually covered with 
Snow. \The Silver is fine, but the Veins not being 
very full of it, they pay no more than the Tenths to 
the King of Spazn.. | 

Chogaco, a Caſtle in the Lower Hungary, ſutreri- 
dred to the Impertaliſts OFob. 18.1687. 

Chogan, a Town in the Province of Xanſi in China 
near the River Fy : remarkable for a Flying Bridge 
(as the Chineſe call it becauſe it is elevated fifty Perches 
high in the Air } which communicates a paſlage 
betwixt two Mountains on each fide the River at 
the diſtance of forty Perches from one another , yet 
confiits but of a ſingle Arch: 

Cholm=-Kill, In{ula San#i Columbant, Rana, an 
Iſland in the Weſt of Scotland, famous for a Mona- 
ſtery there built by Columbanus the Apolile of the 
Scotch Nation : it lies oppoſite to Knapdale: thirteen 
Miles North of 77a, and about fifty from New-Caſtle 
in Ireland. This is one of the five Iſlands called 
Hebudes or Hebrides. Fhe ancient City Sodore ſtands 
In it. / 

Thonad, Canadum, Genadum, a City in the Vp- 
per Hungary, upon the River Meriſh ; which falls 
into the Tib:ſcus at Segedin , about three German 
Miles Eaſt of Segedin, This is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Coloe74, and the Capital of the 
County of Chonad 3 which lies between the Rivers of 
Meriſh and Temez. 

CThozaſan. See Coraſan. 

Thotczitm, Chotimia. See Cotzchin. | 

Thziſt-Church, A Market Town in Hampſhire, 
ſituated betwixt the Rivers Avon and Stower at their 
fall into the Sea. It is the Capital of its Hundred, 
and has the Privilege of EleCting two Burgeſles for the 
Parliament, 

Chziltianſtad, Chriſt:;anopol#, a Town of Den- 
mark in the Confines of Sweden , adorned by Chri- 
ſtian IV. King of Denmark. It lies in the County of 
Bleckiing ; taken by the Swedes , and burnt in 1611. 
which was the occafion of rebuilding it. - There is a 
good Port to the Balrick Sea there. 

Chziſtina , a Town in New Sweden in the Nor- 
thern America , built by the Swedes in the year 
1640. and ſo called from Chriſtina their Qyieen of 
famous Memory. The Dutch and Engliſh have fince 
en it from the Swedes, and the latter again from 

ormer. 


F Chthonia, a very ancient Name of the Iſland of 
rete. : 

, Chuchey, a greatCity and Territory, extending its 
Juriſdiction over nine other Cities in the Province of 
Chekiang in China ; ſet about with Mountains,but the 
Valleys thereof are fruitful enough. 

Chunkitng , the Capital City of the Territory of 
this Name in the Province of Suchuen in China, having 
nineteen old Cities under its Command. It is one of 
the molt Magnificent Places in China. 

Thudleigh, a Market Town in Devonſhire in the 
Hundred of Exmi(ter. The Lord Clifford has a 
Noble Seat here, to whem it gives the Title of a 
Baron. ; 

Chulmletgh, a Market Town in Devonſhire in the 
Hundred of Witheridge. 

Church=Stretton, a Market Town in the County 
of Salop in the Hundred of Mun/low. 

Churnet, a River of Sraffordſbrre. 

Chuſiſtan, S»/iana, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Perſia , bounded by the Gulph of Balſera to the 
South, the Provinces of Fatz to the Eaſt and Hy- 
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of the Moderns call the Province Sehouſter. 

CThirtei, a: People of the ancient * Province called 
Chuta'in Perſia, who being tranſplanted to Samaria 
( whence afterwards called Samaritans ) and there 
adoring the Idols that they bronght with them 
of t- Gentile invention, were infeſted with Lions out 
of the Deſart, till they gat a FewſÞ Prielt to inſtruct 
them in the 1nanner of the God of the Land. And then 
they ſerved their Idols , and the God of Iſrael! toge- 
ther. This tranſplantation. happened upon the carry- 
ing away of the 'Ferws Captives to Aſſyri4. 2 Kengs 17. 
The men of Cuth, v. 30. meaning theſe Chute. 

C ibola or C:vola, a Province of the Sourhern Ame- 
rica, the fame with what-the Spaniards call New 
Granada; from a City of that Name of their building. 

Cicones, an ancient People of Thrace, near the 
River Hebrus. Ovid mentions them upon the occa- 
fion of a River.in their Country, that would petrifie 
the Bowels of ſuch: as drunk of it. 


Flumen habent Cicones, qued potum Saxea reddit 
Viſcera, quod tay inducit marmora rebus. 


Cicnles or Zeckels, a People in the North of Tran- 
flvania towards the Confines of Poland , thought to 
be a remainder of the Huns under another Name, or 
elſe derived from Tartery. In Religion they are ge- 
nerally Calviniſts or Socinians. They poſleſs ſeven 
ſeveral quarters thereabouts, whereof the Capital 
Town is Newmark. 

Cilitcia, a Province of Afia the Leſs, lyng along 
the Coaſt of the Mediterranean, with Cappadocia and 
a part of Armenia to the North. Now contained in 
the Province of Caraman , and ſometimes called F:- 
nichia, Tharſus, Pompeiopolis, LajazF0, are the 
principal Cities of it. : 

Cillet, C:lleje, Celia, a Town in Stiria , upon the 
River Saana, which ſoon after falls into the Drave. 
The Capital of a County of the ſame Name 3 about 
five Miles from the Borders of Carnio/a Northward. 

Cimbzi, the Origine of this ancient People lies un- 
der diſpute; as whether deſcended from the Scy:hi- 
ans, or the Saxons , or the Danes ; or Whether the 
ſame with the Cimmeris, Cluverius ſuppoſes that 
they did anciently poſſeſs the Cimbrica Cherſoneſus. 
It is certain , that about the year of Rome 639. theſe 
People marched with an Army of 3ooooco. tighting 
Men, beſfides Women and Children , in ſearch of a 
New Country to live in. And being joined by the 
Teutones, the Ambrones, the Tiguris, and others in 
the way, they ravaged Germany , Iſtria, Sclavonts, 
the Griſons, Switzerland ; till met and overcome by 
Marius in a very bloody Battle in the Field, called 
Campus Maris, between Aix and $. Maximin near 
the little River Arc in Province, Anno Rome 652, 

Cimmerit, the ancient Name of a People in Italy, 
that dwelt in ſubterraneous Caverns near the Lake 
Averno ; and of another towards the Euxine Sea, 
from whom the Boſphorus Ci:mmerius derives its de- 
nomination. Whether of theſe two occalioned the 
Proverb C:immerie Tenebre,from the darkneſs of their 
habitations, the Learned make a difference not worth 
the determining. | 

Cinatoa, a Province of New Mexico in the South 
America, bounded by Guadalajara to the South, and 
to the North by the Vermigitan Ocean: 

Cinan, a greac City in China, in the Province of 
Kouum, in the North-Eaſt of that Kingdom, in Long. 
x45. Lat.36. It is adorned with divers ſtately Pa- 
laces and Pagods, The Feſurts have alſo a Church 
here : and nine and twenty other Cities lie nnder the 
Jariſdictiorr of this. | 
- Enca ar ſinga, a River of the Kingdom of Ara.

Cingchen, a great City in the Province of Xar- 
tung in China, with a Territory containing thirteen 
Cities more. The Territory is full of Hills, yet - not 
defective in the Necellartes of Life. 

Ciolfa or Zulpha, a Town of Armenia upon the 
River Aras; deſalated by Scha» Abas King of Perſia, 
ard all the Inhabitants carried away into Perſia and 
{etled in Gian and Hiſpahan there, for to promote 
the Trade of Silks. 

Cioutat, a fair Town and a ſecure Port in Provence 
in Frence, betwixt Marſezlles and Thoulon ; adorned 
with divers Churches and Religious Houſes. Parti- 
cularly,at a Monaſtery of the Servz:es hard by it, there 
is a remarkable Fountain ebbing and ſowing with 
the Sea. The Name is but a Corruption of C:v:tas- 

Ciradto, a River of Cor/ica. 

Circaſſfia, is a vaſt ſpace of ground extended 
from the Cimmerian Boſphorus and the Fens of 
Meotis on the Eaſtern Shoars of the Euxine Sea , 
for the ſpace of five hundred Miles ; reaching two 
hundred towards the North. A Country fitly ſeated 
for Trade , but poſſetied by mott Barbarous Tarears 
who delight only in War and roving : they pretend to 
ſomething of Chriſtianity , having been converted in 
the eighth Century 3 but then they never enter the 
Church till they are old, ſerving the Devil in their 
Youth and God in their Age, when they can neitker 
Rob nor Murder any longer. Ofear:us placeth them 
upon. the Weſtern Shoar of the Caſpian Sea, They 
are ſubject for the moſt part to the Gtand Czar. 

Cirenceſter, Cor1n1um, Durocornovium, Cornovs- 
um, an old Roman City in Gloceſterſhire , upon the 
River Churne, about twelve Miles South-Eaſt of Glo- 
ceſter. Here the four Proconſular ways made by the 
Romans, crofied each other ; and vait numbers of 
Roman Coins, Inſcriptions, &c. have been digged up. 
But this City was ſo ruined by the Saxons and Danes, 
that what is walled in, isnot a fourth part of it inha- 
bited ; the reſt being Fields and Orchards : the Inha- 
bicants ſubfiſt moltly by Clothing. It was taken by 
Prince Rupert by Storm, Feb. 2. 1643. 

Cirenza. See Acerenza. 

Cirrha, an antient Town in Phocis npon the 
Gulph of Corznth near the City Delphos, to which it 
ſerv'd asa Port; giving the Name-of Cirrheus Sinus 
to a Part of the ſame Gulph. 

Cirte, or C:rtha, an antient City of Numidia in 
Africa ; called afterwards Conſtantine, being the Ca- 
pital of the Province of Conſtantine in the Kingdom 
of Algier. In this City, we read in Saluſt that Fu- 
gurtha killd Adherbal the Son of Mzic:pſa King of 
Numidia. It became an Epiſcopal See in the Primi- 
tive Ages of Chriſtianity. A Council was afſembled 
at it in 303. by Secundus Primate of Numidia, where- 
in almoſt all the Biſhops of that Province were convi- 
Cted of the Crime of Tradstores, that js, delivering 
up their Bibles to the Infidels in Perſecution A Se- 
cond in 412. whereat S. Auſtin ailitted. 

Cithzron, a Mountain of Bzoria conſecrated a+ 
mong{t the antient Poets to Bacchus. 

Citta 4: Caſtello, Tifernum, Tiberinum, a Town 
in the Dukedom de Urbino, in the Eccleſiaſtical 
State, upon the River Tiber, 10 Miles from $. Sepul- 
cher. It has a ſmall Territory annexed to it, called 
z| Contado di Caſtello, under the Popes Dominion; of 
which this City is the Capital. 

Citta di Chiets, Teatea, a City in the hither Ab- 
T1770 1n the Kingdom of Nafles, near the River Pef- 
cara, 7 or $ Miles from the Adriatich. —_—

Tt ftands upon the Rr- 
ver Velino, 15 Miles from Aqui/a, within the States of 
the Church. 4 ; : 

Citta Nova, a City of Hiſtria in Italy, with a Bi- 
ſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Aquileza, at the 
fall of the River Qvzeto into the Adriarck: In a bad 
Air and conſequently little inhabited. Called Nova 
becauſe built ſince, and a little be/ow the Ruines of the 
antient Amonia. | 

Cttta della Pieve, Crvrtas Plebis, a ſmall Town 
in the Perugine in 1:aly belonging to the Eccleſiaſtt- 
cal State. ; 

Citta ds Sole, a well fortified Town in the Pro- 
vince of Romagna in Italy ypon the little River Fag- 
none, belonging to the Grand Duke of Tuſcany. 

Citta Vecchia, Medina, or Melita, a City in the 
Iſland of Maltha, with a Biſhop's See under the 
Archbiſhop of Palermo, ſituated upon a Hill in the 
middle of the Iſland, having formerly been the Capi- 
tal thereof. : : 

C ittadelli, Cittadella, the Capital Town with a 
Port and fome Fortifications of the Iſland of Mz- 
Norca. 

Civdad Rea!, a City in the Province of Chzapa 
(thence commonly it ſelf call'd Chiapa) in the South 
America, being a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Mexico; whereof the famous Bartholomeo della 
Caſa was Biſhop in the laſt Age. $ There 1s of this 
Name a Town in New Caſtzle in Spain,upon the River 
Guadiana, between Calatroua and Almagra. The 
ſameisa large Town in a fruitful Pla, but not very 
well peopled. | 

 Civdad-Rodr:go, a City of the Kingdom of Leon 
in Spain upon the River Agujar and the Frontiers 
of Portugal. Tt is a Biſhop's See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Compoſtella. Suppoſed to have been built by 
Ferdinand II, in the Year 1200. for'a Rampart againſt 
the Portugueze. 

Civenchen, a great City in the Province of Fokzen 
in China, with a Territory of the ſame Name annexed 
to it, commanding fix old Cities. This City 1s extra- 
ordinarily traded; and in its Temples, Palaces, 
triumphant Arches and Houſes, appears an adm» 
rable and magnificent Place. A little Weſt of it is to 
be ſeen the Bridge of Loyang over the River Loyayg, 
360 Perches long, about one and an half broad, fo 
curiouſly coritrived with great Pillars inftead of Ar- 
ches, and ſo finely imbelliſhed with Sculptures, as no 
where to find a Parallel in the World. t 

Cividad de! Roy Philippo, a Colony of Spaniards 
planted in Mage!lanzca, at the Mouth of the Streights 
of Magellan; but diſſipated by Famine again, it 
being far remote from their Countries and ſeldom vi- 

ned. - 

Ctvita Nova, a ſmall Town in the Marcha Anco- 
nitana in Italy 5 or 6 Miles from Loretto, and near 
the Adriatick, upon a Hill; dignified with the Title 
of a Dukedom. 

Civita Buſella, Bucelluym, a Town in the hither A- 
bruzzo in the Kingdom of Naples upon the River 
Sangro. 

Civita Yecchia, a famous Port'nS. Peter's Patri- 
mony in Italy ; believed by ſome to be the Centum 
Celle of the Antients. 

Civitella, a Town in the farther Abruzzo in the 
Kingdom of Naples, upon a Rock, with the River 
Librata at the Foot of it. Beſfieged by the French in 
1557. under the Duke of Guiſe in vain, 

Clagenfurt, Clagenfurtum, Claudia, the Capital 
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Town of the Dutchy of Carinthia in Germany, 2 
Leagues from the River Drave, and the lame Diſtance 
from S. Ve:r. There 1s a great Lake near it. It is a 
fortified Town. See K/agenfurr. 

Clain, Clanis, Clitis, a River of the Province of 


 Poztiou in France, which having received the Yorne, 


the Clovere, 9c. paſſes by Poitiers, and loſes 1:s 
Name at length in the Vienne below Chaſteleraud. 

Clairvaur, Clarevalum, a famous Abbey of 
Champazrgne, updn the River Arbe, in the Dioceſe of 
Langres, 5 or 6 Leagues from the ſaid City : Foun- 
ded in the Year 1115 by the Great S. Bernard : Him- 
ſelf being the firſt Abbot : Who left above 700 Refz- 
gious in it at his Death. Hence the Title of Abbas Cla- 
revallenſis given that very Divine Perſon. 

Clare, Clarence, Clarentia) a Country-Village in 
the County of Suffolk, upon the River Stour which 
divideth Eſſex from S»ffo/k ; about 6 Miles Weſt of 
Sudbury: It had once a Caſtle, but now ruined ; yet 
famous for the great Men who have born the Titles of 
Earls or Duke of it: The latt of which was George 
Duke of Clarence, Brother to Edward IV. King of 
England, who in 1421. was drowned in a Butt of 
Malmeſey. The ſecond King at Arms retains 
the Surname- of Clarencieux , as appertaining for- 
merly to the Dukes of Clarence. At preſent the 
Title of Earl of Clare, is in the Family of Hol/ts. 
S There is alſo a Town and County in the Province 
of Connaught in Ireland, of this Name ; the former 
itanding near the Fall of the River Fergus into the 
Shannon, 

Clarendon, or Clarindon, is a Noble Country 
Houſe and Park, belonging heretofore to the Kings of 
England, about 2 Miles North of Sa/zsbury in Wilt- 
(pire. Famous of old, for a Parliament here held in 
1164. Where were made the Conſtztutions of Clarin- 
don. Charles Il. of blefled Memory added a new 
and laſting Honor to this Place, when Aprz/ 20. 1661. 
three Days before his Coronation, he created the Loyal 
Edward Hide (late Lord Chancellor) Earl of Clar: n- 
don, Viſcount Cornbury, &c. who dying at Rowen in 
Normandy in 1674. was ſucceeded by Henry his eldeſt 
Son, a Perſon of great Virtue and Goodneſs. 

Clarentia, or Cl/aren;a, a Country in the Morea, 
deſcribed to contain the antient Achara, (properly fo 
called) Sycyonia and Corinth. Heretofore renowned 
under particular Dukes of its own. The capital City 
bears the fame Name of Clarenza. 

Claros, a mountainous Iſland of the gear Sea, 
conſecrated in antient times to Apollo. Called at pre- 
ſent Calamo. $ The Name of Claros is likewiſe born 
by a Town, now unknown; but mentioned we find 
amonglt the Antients, as belonging to the Colophonss 
in Jomza: Apollo having had an Oracleinit, and his 
Attribute thence deriv'd of Clarins Deus. 

Claven, Cleven, Clavenna, a ſmall City in the Yal- 
toline, with an Earldom call'd by the Germans the 


Graffschaft von Cleven. This City ſtands 5 Leagues 


from the Lake that bears its Name, to the North, up- 
on the River Mazera; called by the French, Chza- 
venne, 

_ Cianſenbourg, Cl/audipelis, called by the Inhabi- 
tants Coloſwar, 1s the principal Town in Tranſylvania ; 
great, populous, and ennobled with an antient Caſtle: 
All the Publick Afairs of that Principality are tranſa- 
Cted, and Juſtice adminiſtred here. It ſtands upon 
the River Samoſch, nine German Miles from A'ba 
Fulia North, and fifteen from Waradin Ealt. The 
Duke of Lorraiz put into it an Imperial Garriſon, 
O#. 19. 1587, upon Articles agreed in a peaceable 
manner by the Magittrates and Governor for the late 
Prince Abaftz.

Clieburg Moztimer, a Market-Town 1n Shrop- 
ſhire, in the Hundred of Stotteſaon. 

Clerac,. or C:airac, a Town in the County of A4- 
gennois, in Guyenne in France ; 4 Leagues from A- 
gen, and the {ame Diſtance from Nerac, It ſtands 
upon the River Lot which a little-below falls into the 
Garonne. And has a farhous Abbey 1n 1t. 

Clermont en 2 rgene, a Town in the Dukedom 
of Bar, upon the River Ayr, tour Leagues from Ver- 
dun Welt, and ſeven from Barleduc North-Eaſt. This 
belongeth to the Duke of Lorrain, but in 1654. was 
taken from him,and annexed to the Crown of France. 
It is honoured with the Title of an Earldom. _ 

Clermont en Juvergne, 4rvern#, Claromons, Cla- 
romontium ; the principal City of the Province of 
Auvergne, and a Biſhops Sce, under the Archbrſhop 
of Bourges. It ſtands upon a declining ground in a 
Territory called Limaigne, which is very fruitful, up- 
on the River Tzretaine;twenty Leagues South of Mou- 
{ins,and twenty five Eaſt of Zimoges.Here was a Gene- 
ral Council celebrated-in 1095. under Pope Urban1l. 
in which the Croz/ade for the recovery of the . Ho/y 
Land was concluded, and Godfrey of Bouillon decla- 
red General of the ſame. Alto Philip 1. King of 
France was excommunicated, until his repentance, for 
Adultery. - This is thought to have ariſen out of. the 
Ruines of Gergov1a, an old Roman Town. It is ho- 
noured with the Title of an Earldom belonging to the 
Crown ever. fince . the Union of Auvergne with the 
Crown. FI, ; 

Clermont en WBeauvats, a Town in the Iſle of 
France, five Leagues South of Beauvazs, in the North- 
Eaſt Border of that County. The Earldom of this 
place is famous for giving a beginning to the Royal 
Houſe of Beurbon, in the Perſon of Robert of France, 
Earl of Clermont en Beavais, the Son of St. Lewis. 

Clermont de Lodeve, a Town in Languedoc up- 
on the River Lergue, four and twenty Leagues from 
Avignon Weſt. So diſtinguiſhed , becauſe ſtanding 
in the Dioceſe of Lodeve. It gives Name to an Ho- 
nourable Family, and is beautitied with a Collegiate 
Church, a Caſtle, and ſome Monaſteries. $ There 
are other Clermonts in this Kingdom : One in Dau- 
hine in the Territory of Viennors , giving the Title 
of an Earldom, and its Name to an Honourable Fa. 
mily. Another in the Province of Anjou, from which 
there is alſo a Houſe of Quality denominated. 

Cleri, Cl/ariacum , a ſmall Town near Orleans 
upon the Borders of the Province of Sologne in 
France; where Lewis RI. lies interred 1n a Church 
dedicated to the Virgin, of his own eſtabliſhment ; 
| pretending to Miracles. 

Cleveland, a Tract in the North Riding of Tork- 
ſhire of good extent, taking its Name ( ſays Mr.Caml- 
den ) from the Clifls running along the fide of it, at 
whoſe feet the Country ſpreads 1t ſelf into a fine 
fruitful Plain. King Charles 1. did this place the ho- 
nour to make 1t give the Title of an Earl to Thomas 
Lord Wentworth: who' dying without iflue , King 
Charles II. created Barbara Villiers Daughter to the 
Lord Viſcount Grandiſon ( who was flain in the Civil 
Wars) and Wite to the preſent Ear! of Caſtlemain, 
Dutcheſs of Cleveland. 

Cleves, C/ivia, Caſtra Vipia, Calonts, a City and 
Dukedom in Germany ; called by the Inhabitants 
Tleef; by the French, Cleves ; and leated upon a ſmall 
River about three Miles from the Rhine. Hereto« 
fore much greater, as appeareth by the Ruines about 
it ; and thought to have been built by - of The 
lait Duke dying 1n 1609, a War happened, in which

the Duke of Brandenburg ſeized one part of this Duke- 
com, and the Duke of Newburgh another : the Hol- 
landers in the mean time by Mauritius their General 
in 1628. ſeized the City of C/sves. But in 1672. the 
French having taken this and all the other Towns 
poſſeſſed by the Hollanders, and in-1673. being no 
longer able to keep them, he put them into the hai:ds 
of the Duke of Brandenburgh. The Dukedom of 
Clevss is bounded on the North.and Welt with the 
Dukedom of Guelderland ;, on the Eaſt by the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Munſter, and the Earldom of March ; on 
the South with the Dukedom of Bergbe, and the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Cologne. The Rhne divides it into two 
equal parts, 

Clichp, C/piacum , a finall. Village. near Parss 
which the former Kings of France delighted in as 1 
place of Pleaſure. King Fehr inſtituted the Order 
of the Knights of the Star in it. Dagobert 1. was 
here married to Commentrude or Gomatrude his firſt 
Wife, from whom he was afterwards divorced, becauſe 
ſhe proved barren. A Synod was alſo held here in 659. 

Cliff Kings, a Market Town 1a Northamp: on- 
ſhire in the Hyndred of 9:1/;brook. 

Cltmeno, a Port in the Iſland of Santa Maura, 
on the Coaſt of Epirus, thirty Exg/:ſÞ Miles North of 
Samo. Here the Venetian Fleet rendezvouled in the 
year 1687. See Mr. Wheeler, pag. 36. 

Clin, an important Fortreſs in Dalmatia not far 
from Scardona ; ſurrendred to the Venet:an Forces, 
commanded by General Cornaro, Sep, 12. 1688. after 
a fortnights Siege ; whereupon 150 Chriſtian Slaves 
received their Liberty. 

Cliſſa, a Fortreſs in Dalmatia, taken by the Ye- 
netians in 1648, 

Clitheroe, A Market Town in Lancaſhire in the 
Hundred of Blackburn, which returns two Members 
of Parliament. 

Cliitumno, Clitumnus, is a ſmall River in the State 
of the Church in Italy 3 it ariſeth in a place called Le 
Vene, trom three Springs beneath the Village Cam- 
peilo , two Miles from Trevs 5 and running Weſt- 
ward, watereth Fulzgne ; then falls into the T:p;xo, 
which entereth the T:ber five Miles beneath Pec- 
TUgIA. 

Clogher, Clocersa, a ſmall City and Biſhoprick un« 
der the Archbiſhop of Armagh in the County of T5- 
rone, in the Province of U/ſter, upon the River 
Black V Vater : fifteen Miles Eaft of the Lake of 
Earne, and twenty five Weſt of Armagh, 

Clonep, C/ona, an old ruined City in the County 
of Cork in the Province of Munſter, hfteen Miles from 
Liſmore South , ard twenty five from Cork South- 
Eaſt. Heretofore a Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop 
of Tuam, but now a Village, 

Clonefert, Clonefer:ia, a ſmall ruined Ir: City 
in the County of Gallway, in the Province of Con- 
naught, upon the Shannon ; fifteen Miles from Gall 
way Eaſt, and twelve from Athlone South. This was 
a Biſhoprick under the fame Archbiſhop with the 
former. | 

Clonmel, the Aflize-Town for the County Pala- 
tine of Tzpperary in the Province of Munſter in Ire- 
land , upon the River Showre ; conſiderably ſtrong, 
handſome, and ri nw O 

Cluid or Chd, Glota, Cluda, is one of the princi- 
pal Rivers in Scotland ; it riſeth in Craufurdmuzr, 
not far from the head of Tiwede; and running North- 
Welt by Lanrick,, paſſeth by Gl/aſquo; fifteen Miles 
beneath which, it falls into Dunbrattainfyrth : 1t 
gives Name to Cluiſdale, Clueſdalia, Glottsana, or the 
Valley of Cluizd. $ Cluid, a River in Denbighſhire, 
which paſſeth on the Wett of Ruthin and S. 4/aph, 
through the delightful, fruitful and healthful Valley 


of Cluid, to the Iriſh Sea 3 whih it centereth five Miles 
beneata 
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b:neath S. Aſaph, carrying with it the Streams of ten 
{mall Rivers. 

wen Cilunacum, A famous Abbey of the _ 
diftines in the Territory of Maſconnois within he 
-Dukedom of Burgundy. founded in the year go. t 
gives Name to a ſinall Town upon the Groſne , oo 
Leagues from Maſcon. The Popes, Gregory VIi. - x 
ban tl. arid Paſchal IT. with a great number of Car . 
nals and Biſhops.lave been given to the Roman Churc/) 
by this Abbey; waich is ſo very large a F oundation,that 
we find it lodged at once, S. Lewss King of France,

2a Lake of the ſame Name, and heretofore was the 
Capital of Herruria under King Porſerna ; call'd like- 
wiſe Camers, ſays Livy. This is a ditterent place from 
Chiuſi 1:00 in the ſame Dukedom, which ſtands to- 
wards the Sources of the T:ber. 

Cuidus, ſee Gn1do. oY: 

Coa, Cuda, a River of Portugal which riſeth Eaſt 
of Guarda, and falls into the Douro at Aimenadra, a 
Village about ten Spanrſh Miles Eaſt of Lamego. 

Coanza, a River in the South part of the King- 
dom of Congo in Africa 3 ſpringing from the Lake of 

aire, and thence running to throw it-lelf into the 

hiopich Ocean near the Iſle of Loanda, 

Eoblentz, Cobolentz, Confluentes, a-ſtrong and po- 
pulous City, ſeated where the Moſelc and the Rh:ne 
meet, twelve Miles North-Eaſt of Trier, and ten from 
Co!ozne to the South. Heretofore an Imperial Free 
Town, but in 1312. by Henry VII. exempt, and now 
ſabje&t to the Elector of Trier. Arnulphus one of 
theſe Electors in 1250. firſt walled it. Gaſpar 4 Pe- 
gra, another of later times, much improved its Forti- 
fications by drawing a Line from one River to the 
other, with Fortifications after the moſt regular Mo- 
dern way. The fituation hereof is very pleaſant, ha- 
ving a Stone Bridge over the Meſele, and another of 
Boats over the Rhine; and on the oppoſite Shoar of the 
Rhine, a very Noble Palace of the Electors ; two large 
Wings of which, and the Front, with five Pavilions, 
ſtand towards the River. In the German Wars, the 
Spaniards put a Garrifon into this Town, which was 
beaten out by the Swedes : and when the French had 
in later times wheedled the EleCtor out of his ſtrong 
Caſile, the Emperour's Forces ſ{eiz:d upon the Elector 
( Philippus Chriſtephorus ) and carried him away to 
Vienna. In 860. under Charles the Ba!d, here was a 
Council, or Diet held : and in 922. another under 
Henry Il. The Marquis de Boufjlers came before it 
In November 1688. with ſeven or eight thouſand 
French ; but retired with the fatisfaCtion only of ha- 
ving ſhot into'it a great wr a1y Bombs. 

Coblentz, a Village in Switzerland upon the 
Rhine, where the Arola { 4ar] falls into it, in the 
_ of Schwaben, ſeven Miles from Baſil to the 
. Weſt. 


Cobourg, Melccatus, a ſmall Town in Franconia 
upon the River 1:{ch, in the County of Henneberg, 
and in the Borders of Thuringen, under the Dukes of 
Saxony ; which has alſo a fine Caſtle. It ſtands 8 Miles 


from Smalcald to the Sout | 
wake e South. Eaſt, and 5 from Bamberg 


Cocas, Cochias, Caucaſus, a Mountain in Aſia. 
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Cocco, Lans, a River of Calabria. . - . © 

Cochin, Cochinum, a City of the Eaſt-Inazes, 
near the Promontory of Malabar ; called by the Por- 
tugne(e Cochim, by the Ita/rtans Cochin; the Capital 
ot a Kingdom of that, Name, and a Biſhop's See nnder 
the Archbiſhop of Goa. It has a large. Haven -and 
Fort called S. Fames's Fort, built by the Portugueſe 
in 1503. The Country is very well watered and trutt- 
ful; antiently called Colch; as ſome think\z but how- 
ever the Portugueſe were Maſters of it evey, linea they 
built that Fort, till 1663 ; when the Holnders took 
it from them. The Kings of this City: have. always 
born a great Kindneſs for the Portr:guefe-: And when 
at firſt the King of Calecut would have-defiroyed 
them, he took part with them againſt him, and pro- 
teted them; and when the Holarders. had: beaten 
them out, the prefent King refuſed to be Crawned in 
the uſual Place, till the Porzugueſe were reſtored to it. 
This City fttands 36 Leagues 26 Calecyt tothe South, 
and is watered by a tine River.. The Cquitry about it 
yields much Pepper. Thoſe they call the Chri/traws 
of S. Thomas have the Liberty of their Religion here ;

Tocytus, the antient--Name of two Rivers; the 
one in the Kingdom of Epirus, the other near the 
Lake of Averno in-Italy- The Poets call-one'of their 
four fictitious Rivers of - Hell by this Name. 

Coeloſpria, the Region betwixt the Mountains Li- 
banus and Antilibanus in Afia, in which the River 
Orontes ſpringeth. 

C oesfield, a (mall but ſtrong City of #eftphalza, 
upon the River Berkel, about 5 German Miles from 
Munſter to the North. The Biſhop of Munſter 
doth olten re{zde in this Place. 4 | 

Coetquen, or Cogſquen, a Town and Caſtle in 
Brittany, near Dinante, which gives nate to a Family 
of Honor. Henry UI. advanc'd it to the Dignity of a 
Marqueſate in 4575.” Lo $3) 

Coewozden, Cxvorden, Baduhenne Lucus, Co- 
vordia, 18 a very ſtrong and fortified Town in the 
Province of Overyſſel\in the Law-Countrees ; theprin- 
cipal Town of Drente;ftanding in the Marſhes near the 
Borders of the Biſhaywick -of - ,.) who has for- 
merly poſſeſſed it ; 'but/it is new in the-Hands of the 
Dutch ; it lies about aMile fromthe RiverVecht, (V/:- 
drus,) and two from iHardemberg to the South-Eaſt.

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King of France,being born here, built it a Fortreſs. In 
the Year 1238. there was a Council held at it. In the 
Civil Wars of France it was taken and retaken : Ne- 
vertheleſs accounted a place of Strength. _ 

Cogni, Tconium , a City of Cappadocia, in the 
Lefler Afia, which 1s now great and well peopled ; 
the See of an Archbiſhop, under the Patriarch of Cox- 
ſtantinople ; the Capital of Carmania, and the Seat 
of a Turkiſh Baſſa. Still made more famous in 1658. 
by a Victory obtain'd againſt a Baſſa Rebel. | It lies 
over againſt the Weſtern Cape of Cyprus, about 30 
German Miles fromthe ſhoars of the Med:terranean 
Sea; In the Year 256: a famousCouncil of the Biſhops 
of Cappadotia, Galatia, Cilreia, and the nerghbour- 
ing Provinces was held' here, declaring the Bapriſm of 
Hereticks null; an Opinion. which occaſioned great 
and long Difſentions afterwards amongſt Chrilttans. 

Cogoreto, a ſmall Town upon the Coaſt of Ge- 
noua, where Chriſtopher Columbo the Diſcoverer of 
the New World was born. It lies 10 Miles Eaſt of 
Savona, and is under the Republick of Genoua. 

Cohan, Albanns, a River of Albania. 

Cotmbza, Conmmbrica, a City of Porauga!, men- 
tioned by Antoninus, but now deftroy'd. There 1s a- 
nother call'd by that Name in the Province of Bezra, 
which ſprung out of the Ruines of the former. It 18 
built upon a Rock, and therefore ſometimes called 
AEminium ; upon the River Munda (now Mendego ;) 
32 Leagues from Lssbon to the North, and is a Bi- 
ſhop's See-under the Archbiſhop of Braga. In 1550+ 
Fohn III, King of Portugal removed hither the Uni- 
verſity, which had been ſettled before at L:sbon. Se- 
ven Kings of Portugal were born and three died 
here. It has the Honor alſo to bear the Title of a 
Dukedom. : ; 

Coire, Chur, Choira, the capital City of the 
Country of the Grzſons, upon the River Pleſſur, a little 
below the _ between Chiavenne, Glaris, and 
Appenzel. The Griſons ordinarily hold their Diets at 
it. - Though the inhabitants profeſs the Opinions of 
Auinghus ; yet they allow 'a- Toleration to a few Ro- 
man Catholicks under a Biſhop reſiding at Marſoila, 
but taking his Title from hence; whois a Suffragan to 
the Archbiſhop of Mentz, and has the Honor to be a 
Prince of the Empire. 

Coiſnon, Coerus, a River of France. 

C olachz, Araxes, a River of Armenia. 

Colalto, a Town and Caſtle in the Marcha Trevi- 
ſana in Italy , dignified with the Title of an Earldom. 

Colan. See Coulan. 

Colberg, a Town or ſmall City in the Dukedom of 
Pomeranza, upon- the ſhoars of the Baltick Sea, ha- 
ving a ſtrong Caſtle at the Mouth of the River Per/an ; 
fix German Miles ffom Coſtin to the Weſt, and three 
from Trepzow to the Eaft, This Town was taken 
from the Swedes in 1641. by the Duke of Branden- 
burg after a tedious Siege ; and confirmed to him fince 
by the Treaty of Weſtphalza. The making of Salt 
here has rendred it conſiderable. Long. 38, 12. 
Lat. $4. 20. + "77 

Colcheſter ,” Colonia, 'Colceſtria, a conſiderable 
Town or City in Eſſex, mentioned by Antoninus by 
the Name of Co/onza : Seated on the Aſcent of a ſteep 
Hill,” 'upon the Southern Bank of the River Co/ne, 
from whence- it takes its Name. It has had fifteen 
Churches within the Wall,-and - one without, which 
Eudo' Sewer to Henry I: built 'in 1105. There is alfo 
a Caftle built by Edward Son of Alfred. The Inha- 
bitants pretend that Helen the' Mother of Conſtantine 
the Great was born and brought up here; and that ſhe 
was the Daughter of an imaginary King Coel, who lent 
his Name to'their Town: Being fallen into great Po- 
verty 'and' Decay in the Reign of Queen E/:3aberth, 
She ſettled the Bays-Trade here, which has infinitely 
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enriched and peopied it. It was firſt ſeized by ths 
Royal Party, Zune 13. 1648. then betieg'd by the 
Parliaments Forces till Aug. 28. following, and forced 
to ſurrender by Famine 3 when, not contented to fine 
the Inhabitants 14000. /. (to which the Factious cone 
tributed nothing ;} they ſhot Sir Charles Lucas, arid 
Sir George Liſle to death under the Caſtle, who were 
the Chief Commanders. Many of the Churches alfo 
were ruined in the Siege, which now ſtand as ſad Mo- 
numents of Fanatick Fury, and Rebellious Rage, The 
Right Honorable Thomas Savage, Earl of R:vers, is 
Vicount of Colcheſter. $ There 1s another Town ca!led 
Colcheſter in Northumberland. 

Coldingham, Co/dana, a ſmall Town in Merch 
or Mers in Scotland, in the South-Eatt Part of that 
Nation ; famous for the Chaſtity of its Nuns, in the 
times of the Daniſh Wars, mentioned by Bede; if 
the ſame with Cold-ſtream. And no lefs famous for 
the Encampment of the late Duke of Albemarle there, 
when with the Forces of Scotland, he marched for 
the Redemption of England from Anarchy and 
Slavery. 

Tolebzook, a Market-Town in Buckinghamſhire 
in the Hundred of Stock upon the River Col. 

Colethtil, a Market-Town in Warmich ſhire in the 
Hundred of Hemling ford upon the River Cole. The 
mm Digby has a Seat near this place. 

oifozd, a Market-Town in Gloceſterſhire j 
Hundred of Briavells. Shane an 

Coltigni, a Town in the Franche Comee, adorn'd 
with the Title of an Earldom, and giving name to a 
Family of Honour there. It 1s epitheted Coli9ns the 
Old, to diſtinguiſh it from Coligni the New in the 
Province of Breſſe. Some believe it was one of the 
Colonies that the Romans eſtabliſhed amongſt the an- 
cient Gauls. 

Collas, a rich and trafficking Town of the King- 
dom of Peru in the South America, two Leagues 
from Lima, to which it ſerves as a Port properly, 
wherein a large Fleet ridesin ſafety. 

Collf, a \mallCity in the Dukedom of Florence in 
Italy, with a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Flo- 
rence. $o called from its Situation upon a little Hill 
about fifteen Miles from Sienna. | 

Collo, Ampſaga, Alcol, a great River in Maurita- 
224, (now the Kingdom of Algier,) the Mouth of 
which isat Culhu in Africa. 

Collozede, a Caſtle in the Province of Friuls in 
Italy, giving its Name to an honourable Family. 

Colmar, Colmaria, a City of Alſatia Superior, 
which is the Capital of that Country : It ſprung out 
of the Ruins of an old Roman Town called Colonia Ar- 
gentuaria; and ſtands upon the Rivers Lauch, Durus, 
Fetcht, and Illa, two German Miles from Briſach to 
the Weſt. Once an Imperial Free City, fine and 
itrong ; but now in the Hands of the French, who 
in 1673. diſmantled it : It is ſituate in a fruitful Plain. 

Tolmars,Colmartium, a ſtrong Town in Provence, 
upon the River Verdon, eight Leagues from Digne 
to the Eaſt, and as many from Sens to the North- 
Eaft. This Town ſuffered very much by Fire in 
1672. 

Colme, a River of Flanders, which runs by St. 
Vinox. 

Colne, a Market-Town in Lancaſhire in the Hun- 
dred of Blackburn ; upon alittle Hill. $ Allo a Ri- 
ver of Bucksnghamſhire,which fevers part of that 
County from Mzddleſex. 

Colochina, a Sea-Port-Town on the Sonth of the 
Morea; about ten Italian Miles South of Mzſitra, or 
Sparta: which gives Name to the Eaſtern Bay, next 
Cape Matapan. 

Colocza, Colocia, ad Statuas Coloſſas, a City and 
Archbiſhoprick-in the Kingdom of H:mgary, upon _ 
Danuge, 
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Danube, about ten Miles from Buds, eighteen from 
Segedin. This Town has been in a ruindus condition 3 
but being recovered by the Emperor from the Turks 1n

called by the Inhebitants Co/n, is an Archbiſhop's See 
in the Empire of Germany, whoſe Biſhop is an Ele- 
cor; yet the City an Hanſe Town, and one of the 
biggeſt in Germany, fixteen Miles South of Maeſtricht. 
The Name of Agrippina comes from the Mother of 
Nero.who being born here ſent a Colony to1t,as aTeſtt- 
mony of her Greatneſs.It is not only a great and ſtrong, 
but a rich and populous City,and lies in the Form of an 
Half-Moon, upon the Rhine. Therefore ſometimes 
entituled the Reme of Germany. They reckon 365 
Churches, great and ſmall, in it ; amongſt which you 
ſee the Tombs of the three pretended Kings that vis 
fited our Saviour in his Cradle by the Guidance of a 
Star: Commonly called the three Kings of Cologne, 
becauſe of theſe their Relicks brought hither from Mz- 
ban and to Milan from Conſtantinople, as they tell 
you. The famous S. Bruno, the Carthufian, was born 
here. Divers ſmall Councils have been affembed at it. 
Pope Urban VI. in 1388. erected here an Univerſity. 


It was under the Frer:ch from the Expulfion of the. 


Romans, to the Reign of Orho I. fince when it has 
been under its Archbiſhops. Of very ancient times if 
was. a great Favourer of the Reformation. And in 
the laſt Age two of its Archbiſhops embraced that 
Church The Learned Dr. Edward Brown has given 
it a noble Deſcription in his Travels, pag. r13. and 
to him I muſt refer the Reader. Of the EleCtion of 
the Cardinal of Furſtemburgh to this See, vide Bonne.

Colomep, Coloma, a City of the Black Ruſſia, in 
the Province of Pok»t:e, upon the River Prat, to- 
. wards the Confines of Moldavia, nine Leagues from 
Hatitz to the South Having ſuffered yery much 
from the Rebellious Ceſſacks, it is now become a Vil- 
lage remarkable for nothing but its making Salt. 
Colomiers, or Columiers, Colomeria, a ſmall 
Town in the Province of Brze in France, upon the 
River Morine, five or fix Leagues from Meaux. 
Colophon, an ancient City of Ionia in Afia the 
Leſs; now called Altoboſco, and Belvedore ; which 
has ſometime been a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Edeſſa. It pretends with others to the Honour 
of giving Birth to Homer. And in the Days of Anti- 
quity was particularly renowned for excellent Cavalry. 
Coloffits, or Coloſſe, an antient City of Phrygia in 
Aſia the Leſs, upon the Confines of Caria and the 
River Licho. Now called Chonos by the Greeks. It 


has been an Epiſcopal, and afterwards an Archiepiſco- | 


pal See. Made univerſally known by S. Pau!'s Epiſtle 
to the Primitive Chr:ſtzans that were here.

Columb Magna, a Market-Town in Cornwal, in 
the Hundred of P:der. 

Columbo, a City in the Iſle of Cey/an, in the Eaſt- 
Indies, built by the Por:ugueſe, on the Welt Side of 
that Iſland ; but taken from them fome years ſince by 
the Hollanders. 

Columpton, a Market-Town in Devonſhire i 
Hurdred of Eloyradge. oy cs 

Colnrt, an Ifland in the Gulph of Engza, called 
formerly Salamine or Salamis; which pretends to 
the Honour of being the Birth-place of Homer ; and 
is farnous in ancient Hiſtory for the Defeat of Xer.xes's 
vaſt Fleet, 

_ Colzim, a Mountain of the Defart of Gebe! in the 
Kingdom of Egypt, a days Journey from the Red Sea. 


There is a Monaitery of Reli7ious ſtardi ; 
called S. Anthony's, Relrgrous Randing upon it,

Coma, Como, Cimum, and Novo Comum, a City 
in the Dutchy of AMz/an , upon a Lake of the ſame 
Name, ( a hundred Miles 'in Circuit , in Latm 
called Larius Lacus) ſeventeen Mites North of 
Milan, I is a rich, large, and handſom City ; and 
gave Birth to the ancient Poet Czc:/lzns mentioned in 
Catnllus, to the younger Phiny,, to the Hiſtorian 
Paulus Fovins, and tothe late Pope Innocent KE. who 
was chofen Pope Sept. 211. 1676. and died Aug. 12. 
1689. m his ſeventy eighthiyear- | 

Comachio, Comacula,' a City of Romandvola, a 
Province of Iraly, m the Dnkedem of Ferrara, which 
1s a Biſhop's See under 'the Archbiſhop of Ravenna, 
and under the Dominion of the Pope. It is little, and 
not well inhabited, by Reaſon of the badaefs of the 
Air; being ſeated ina Marfh amid(t the Lakes that are 
made by the Po, three or four Miles from the Adrias 
tick: giving Name to the alley of Comacehio, It 
lies twenty Miles from Ravenra to: the North, and 
forty from Bologna tothe Eaſt; and belongs to the See 
of Rome. The Yenertians in 932. almoft ruined mt. 

Comagena, the axicient Name of aCountfy in Sy- 
71a; which, as we find in Ziſephus, was a Kingdom in 
the Time of Marc Anthony, who overcame ( he fays) 
Antiochus King of Comagena. Afterwards made by 
the Romans a Province : Its chief City being Samoſars, 
a place famous for giving Birth to Lucian, and Pawns 
Sam ſatennus the Patriarch of Antioch. 

Tomana, an ancient City of the Kingdom: of Pon= 
tus in Aſia the Leſs, upon the River Irzs, having 
been a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Neoceſa- 
rea. And famous in the Times precedmg Chriſtianity, 
for a Temple dedicated to Bellows. $ Another of 
Cappadocia upon the River Sarrs, with a'Biſhop'sSee 
under the Archbiſhop of Mel:tene. | 

Comanta, a Country of Aſia betwixt _—_— 
the North, and the Taxnazs to the South; for the 
moſt part under the Tirks and Moſcoviztes. It enjoys 
a fertile Soil, but ill cukivated ; the People chufing 
rather to live by Robbery than their honeſt Induſtry. 

Comb-Martin, a Market-Town in Devonſhire, 
in the Hundred of Byanton. 

Comenolitart, Theſſalia, a part of Macedonia. 

Comine, Cuminum, a {mall Iſland in the Szciliarn 
Sea , belonging to the Order of the Knights of 
Malta, who have built a Caltle in-it.. It lies betwine 
Maltha and Gozo. | 

Cominges. See S. Bertrand de Commges... 

Commetcy, Commercium , a ſmall City in the 
Dukedom de Barrozs, in Champaigne, fix' Leagues 
from Clermont to the South. It 18 (rated on the Weſt 
Side of the Moſelle or Meuſe. 

Commines, a Town and Caſtle in Flanders, up- 
on the River Lrs, near Meſſines, giving Name to' art 
Honourable Family. 

Eomo. See Coma- 7 

Compiegne, Compendium, a City in the Iſle of 
France, of good ; it the! County of Semvrs, 
upon the River Osſe, which a little lower falls into 
the 4:/ne; ſeventeen Leagues from: Paris to tlie 
North, and five from Soifſons to the Weſt. In the 
year 833. King Lewss the Debonnatre, by the ConfÞi- 
racy of his three Sons and the Senterice of a Councit 
of Biſhops here, was depoſed. Clorharigs' the Firit 
King of France, and Lewis tlie Ba/d Emperor an@ 
King of France, died both here : the'latter iti 879. 
who built here alfo a Monaſtery, and adorned the City 
with ſo many magificent Edifices, that'it' was for ſome 
time called Carolopolis, or Chavles Town, from him.

King of Caftite was allo 
here born : it ſtands thirteen Leagues from Cape F:- 
niſterre , the moſt Weſtern Promontory of this part 
of Spain.

Compoſftetla Nueva, is a City of Amerzca 1n 
New-Spain, in the Province of Xal/iſco, not far from 
the South-Sea, an hundred Miles from Guadalaxara 
to the Weſt. It was for ſome time a Biſhops See ; 
but being in a bad Air and barren Soil, the See was 
tranſlated thence to Guadalaxara in 1579. They 
formerly call'd it Villa de Spiritu Santo. 

Cona, Conos, ſee Coloſſe : a City of Phrygia, much 
celebrated of old; now ruined by the Turks. 

Conca, Cruſtuminum, a ſmall River of Umbria in 
Italy, which riſeth in the Dukedom of Urbino from 
the Appenine near Leopols, and falls into the Vener:an 
Gulph, fix Miles South-Eaſt of R:mno. There was 
heretofore a City of the ſame Name 3 now caten up 
by the Sea. 

Concazneau, Concarneum, a ſtrong Town and 
Port in Britary in France , four Leagues from Qum- 
perley to the Eaſt, faith Baudrand. 

La Conception,a ſmall City tnAmerica,inParaguazia, 
at the fall of the River Urvaig into R:o de la Plata: 
with another of the fame Name in Chz/z , which is the 
moſt conſiderable place there,&the ordinary Relidence 
of the Governour of the Province : walled and fecu- 
red with a ſtrong Cittadel, upon the Pacifick Ocean, 
over againſt the Iſland of S. Vincent. $ The Sparni- 
ard: have given this Name to a Town by them built 
in the Province of Mechoacan in the Kingdom of 
Mexico, which ſecures the Road of Mechoacan to the 
Silver Mines of Zacateca ; beſides to divers others in 
Califernia, Hiſpanzjola, &c. 

Conches , a ſmall Town in Normangq)y , three or 
four Leagues from Eureux, in a Territory called 
Onuche. There is an Abbey ſtanding in it. 

Concozde, a Country in the Terra Auſtralis , be- 

ond the indian Ocean, call'd ©lande van Eendracht 

the Hollanders, who diſcovered it in 1618. as 
_y were ſearching a paſſage to go to the Moluccae's.

_ Concozdia, aruined City of the Province of Fr:u/s 
In Ftaly, the Biſhop whereot reſides at Porto di Gruaro, 
and is a Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of Aguilera, 
They write , it became abandoned in Aztila's 
time. 


Condapoli, a City in the Kingdom of Golconde in 
the Hither Eaſt-Indzes , with a ttrong Fort upon a 
Mountain , betwixt the Cities Golconda and Canda- 
vera. 

Conde, Condate, an ancient Roman Town in Has. 
nault, upon the River Haiſne, where it entreth the 
River Eſcault , two German Miles North of Yalen- 
cienues. This, though a ſtrong Town , was tiken by 
the French in 1655. and loit in 1656. But Lews 
KIV. retaking it in 1676. is ſtill poſſetied of it. The 
Title of i has been, and is ſtill, born by many of the 
Princes of the Blood Royal of France : there is a ſmall 
Village of the Name alſo, ſeated about a Mile Weſt 
from this fortified Town. 

Conde ſur Nereau, Condeum ad Norallum , a 
Town in the Territory of Yeuxin in Normandy upon 
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the River Nerea , which ſoon after fa!'s ito tt'4 
Orne, betwixt Vire, Falazsſe and Argent an. 
Condom, Condomum, a ſmall City, and a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Bordeaux. It ttands 
upon the ſmall River Baiſe two Leagues from Nerac. 


f four trom the Guaronne, and fix trom Aux; in the 


Province of Guyenne : the Capital of the Territory of 
Condomots, and tirtt made a Biſhops See by Pope 4x 
XXILin 1327. It was taken and much abulſe4 by the 
Huguenot in 1569.This 1s the Condomium Vaſconum 
of the Ancients. The late Biſhop of Condom, now of 
Meaux , has made this City as remarkable 2nd ag 
much ſpoken of, by his Writings, as the greateſt Town 
in Europe. 

Condoze, Condora,, a Province in Ruſſia, tow;rds 
Tartaria deſerta , in the North Eait part of that 
Kingdom ; bordering North upon the White Seq 
Eaſt upon Obdora and Sibiria , South upon Per. 
mia, and Weit upon the Province of Arch-Angel : 
extreamly cold , and but thinly inhabited , withoue 
Town or City of Note in it. The beit and chiefeit 
1s call'd Wergaturia. 

Condzien, Condriacum , a pleaſant Town at the 
foot of an Hill in L:iownos in France, upon the We. 
ſtern Shoar of the Rhoſne ; two Leagues from Yienne 
to the South, and ſeven from L107 to the ſame Quar- 
ter ; famous for excellent Wines. Baudrand obs 
ſerves, that ſome write this Name Coindrien, though 
improperly. 

Congleton, a Market Town in Cheſhire in the 
Hundred of Northwich upon the River Vane. 

Conflent, a part of the County of Ro»i/lon, near 
the Pyrenean Hills and Cretania ; the chief Town of 
which is Villa Franca. Once a part of the Kingdom 
of Spain, but now under the Crown of France. 

ongedo, Cogedus, a River of the Kingdom of 
Arragon, which talls into the Xa/oz near Baubula. 

Congo, Congum, a Kingdom on the Weſtern Shoar 
of Africa in the Lower A#hiopia ; which by the Por- 
tugueſe is comprehended in the 1 ower Guznea, and 
was once very great ; containing Congo, Angola, Me- 
tamba, Cunda, Lulla, Anunaa, and the Kingdom of 
Loangh in traſt ; which Countries are yet in ſome 
Maps aſcribed to Congo , though it is above one 
hundred and fifty years fince they revolted from it. 
Congo properly fo called, is a ſmall, but truittul, well 
cultivated ſpot of Ground : on the Weſt it has the 
Arlantich, Ocean, on the South the Kingdom of 
Angola and Bergala ;, on the: North the Kingdom of 
Loangh, and on the Eaſt the Kingdoms of Cange/a 
and Metamba : watered with the Rivers Razre, Co- 
anza, and Lelunde. The principal City is S. Salva- 
dor, where the King reſides. He and the greateſt part 
of his Subjects are Chriſtians, under one Biſhop, They 
have ſuffered very much from the Poreugueſe, and by 
Wars; as Bandrand acquaints us from Facinths &4 
ow. a Capuchin, who lived many years amongit 

em. : 

Coningsberg, Regiomons , called by the Poles 
Krolowice, 1s a great City, the Capital of Pru/ia Dus 
calis, and a Hanſe Town, at the Mouth of the River 
Pregel, twenty MilesEalt of E/bing. It has a Caltle 
and a fine Haven , and came into the hands of the 
Duke of Brandenburg in 1525. having before that 
time belonged to the Jeutonick Order, who built it 
in 1260, Here was alſo an Univerſity opened in 1544. 
by Albert Duke of Pruſia- 

Cont, Cuneum, a City in P:zedmont , called by the 
Inhabitants Cuno. It is ſeated at the conjunction of 
the Rivers Stura and Grez, thirty fix Miles from the 
Port of Vintimilia upon the Mediterranean Sea 
Northward, and the ſame diſtance from Turino to 
the South , built in 1150: And in 164i. taken by 


the French, under the Duke de Hartcowre. But lince 
in 
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i1 the Poſſe.Gon of the Duke of Savoy. The French 
have belieged it in the preſent War under Monſieur 
Cattinat, but were forced to riſe again, and leave it 
in the poſſetTion of its Duke. 

Connaught, Connacia, is one of the four great 
Frovinces of Ireland ; bounded on the North by T/- 
ſer, on the Eaſt by Leinſter, on the South by Moun- 
fer, ard on the Welt by the great Weſtern Ocean. It 
contains ſeven Counties, Slego, Mayo, Roſcommon, Le- 
crim, Longford, Gallway. and Clare , 'or T omound. 
Prolomy calls its ancient Inhabitants, Ganganz and 
Concani. Strabo, Coniaci and Coniſcs, When the 
Parliamentarians had fully ſubdued the Ir://p about 
1655. they took up a reſolution to tranſport all the 
Heritors of the Remi Religion into this Province 3 
which is ſeparated from the reſt of Ireland by the 
River Shannon, and the Mountain of Curlewe ; re- 
ſerving to the Eng/:ſb the Forts, Cities, and fortified 
Towns, the Paſſes. and the Sea Shoars for Garri'ons ; 
to ſecure them from any further Attempts of that Na- 
tion; a Deſign which had been propoſed before by 
Spencer, and thought eafie 3 but it proved other- 
wiſe.

Connoz, Coneria, a ſmall City in the Province of 
Ulſter, in the County of Down, upon the Lake Cone, 
toward the North-Weſt Corner of the ſaid Lake : the 
Biſhoprick is united to that of Down, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Armagh ; ſometime ago poſſeſſed by the Elo- 
quent Dr. Feremiah Taylor, who died Biſhop of this 
Dioceſe. ; TGT. 

Conquet, Conqueſius, a fine Port in Britany 1n 
France, fourteen Leagues South of Breſt. The Town 
though ſmall, is neat, rich, and well built : taken by 
the Engliſh in 1416. nal | 

Conſerans, Conſorans , a Territory in the Vpper 
Gaſcogny, on the Borders of Languedoc, whith bounds 
it to the Eaſt, asComnges and de Foix doth to the 
Weſt ; having Catalonia on the South , which is divt- 
ded from it by the-Pyrenean Hills ; and on the North, 
the Biſhoprick of Pamiers. Its greateſt extent is 
from North to South along the River Sa/atum. $ Core 
ſerans, or S. Lizier de Conſerans, Civitas Conſoran- 
norum, and fanum Santti Licerii, the-principal City 
lies upon the ſaid River , about twelve Miles from 
Tholonſe to the South. This City ('though ſmall ) is 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux; called by 
late Writers S. Lrizzer ; but the People maintain the old 
Name of Conſerans. 

Conſtance, Conſtantia, Conſtant;, Coſtanza , is a 
famous City of Germany, upon the Boden: Sea , or 
Lake of Conſtance, where the Rhine falls out of that 
Lake, ſeventeen Miles from UV/m to the Sonth-Weſt. 
A free Imperial City, though under the Protection of 
the Houſe of Auſtria. It has its Name from Con- 
ſtaneins Clorus, the Father of Conſtantine the Great, 
and is a ſtrong and populous City. There was a Coun- 
cil held here in 1e94. But that which has made it fo 
very well known, and often ſpoken of, is the great 
Council in 1414. procured by Sigiſmund the Empe- 
ror, which depofed three Popes at once, and elected 
a fourth, Pope Martin V. who owned the Pap:icy to 
be ſubject to a Council. In the fifteenth i Seflion of 
this Council, the Errors of Wick/iff were ſeverally re- 
cited and condemned. Alſo Sentence of Fire paſſed 
upon Fohn Huſs , non obſtante his Grant of Sate- 
Conduct from (the Emperour, which ſaid Sentence was 
executed July 6.1415. In the 21 Seffion they pafled 
the like upon his Diſciple, Ferom of Prague ; and 
that alſo was accordingly executed May 30. 1416. 
The Houſe of Auſtria got a footing in- this City in 
1558. and when the Swedes in 1634. attempted to 
drive them out by force of Arms, they mifcarried. It

'Conſtantine, the Capital City of the Province of 
Conſtantine in the Kingdom of A/7:er, rich and well 
built,-:ftanding in a Soil that 1s exceeding frumntiul of 
Corn. Some remains'of the Works of the old Romans 
are yet extant there. | T 

Conſtantinople, Conſtantinopoiis, Byzantium, 3 
City of Thrace, now called by the Turks Stamboul, 
by the Georgians Hſthambouls, is-the Capital of Ro- 
manta (or Thrace ), and-of the Trrk?fÞ Empire. Ot 
ofd called Byzantium ; built by Paufantas King of 
Sparta'3469. Tho in trath, he ' was rather the Re- 
pairer of 1t, than the Founder. Befrieged by Philrp 
the Macedonian; but relieved by the Perſians and 4- 
thentans 1a 3610. "Severus the Emperour having 
ruined it -in 197 , Conſtantine the Great rebuilt it 
about 331. and called it by its own'Name ; making 
1t the Ealtern Seat of the Empire, the Key or Bridge 
of Europe and Aſia; and giving it the 'fatne Honors 
with Rome it ſelf; upon which it grew quickly to an 
equality for Extent, Wealth, and People, with Rome. 
It continued the Seat of the Greek Empire'to 1453- 
when being ſubdued by Mahomet IH. in'the Reign of 
the Jaft Grecian Emperour, Conſtantine XV. the Son 
of another Helena (he bravely dying in the defence 
thereof ), the Turks left Hadrianople, to ſettle here, 
and built the Dardanels for its Defence, on the H:l/e- 
This City 1s of a Triangu- 
lar form, walled with Brick and Stone, intermixed or- 
derly; abont nineteen Miles in Circumference ; full of 
lofty Cypreſs Trees, ſo intermixed with the Buildings, 
that they contribute much to its Beauty,.if ſeen from 
the Sea, or adjoining Mountains. Hefetofore it abotin- 
ded with the noble(t Brildings in the World ; but 
ſince' it came into the hands of the Tzrks , all the 
private ones are ſank beneath their ancient Splendor ; 
whilſt the Publick retain ſomething of it , after the 
violence this Pile has ſiiffered from Fire, Time, War and 
Tyrants. The Haven #s' ( faith Mt. Sandys ) the fai- 
reſt, ſafeſt, and moſt profitable throughout the World ;

Converſano, Cuperſanum, vel Converſanum, a Ci- 
ty in Bars, a Province in the Eaſt of the Kingdom of 
Naples, which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Bari; diſtant fifteen Miles to the South from thence,as 
it is thirty from Taranto to the North. This City ſtands 
amongſt the Mountains, and is of no great Circuit ; 
but gives the Title of Earl to the Family of the 4-

Conway, a Market Town and Caſtle Royal 1n the 
County of Carnarvan in Wales, in the Hundred of 
Lechwed 1ſſaph. 5 A 

Conza, Conſa, Compſaconſa , a ſmall City in the 
Principatus Ulterior, in the Kingdom of Naples , 
which 1s an Archbiſhops See : it ſtands at the foot of 
the Appennine upon the River Ofanto; very ſmall, 
twenty fix Miles from Salerno Eaſt, and twenty five 
from Benevento to the South-Eaſt. The Archbi- 
ſhop reſides not in it ( it conſiſting not of aboye two 
hundred and twenty Souls ), but at S. Menna. This 
was the Country of the ancient Hirpnze 

Coos, Cos, ſee Lango. 

Copa, a Town upon a River ſo call'd of Aſia, near 
the Lake Mzeotrs. 

Copeland, the South part of the County of Cum- 
berland, lying betwixt the Rivers Duddon and Der- 
went in the Archdeaconry of Richmond and the Dio- 
cele of Cheſter. : 

Copenhagen , Codania, Hafnia, Haphnia, called 
by the Inhabitants Klovenhaven , by the Germans 


 Coppenhagen , by the Ho/landers Kopenhaven, is 


the principal City of Denmark, the Capital of the 
Iſland of Zealand, great and well fortified. It ſtands 
on a Plain, with a new ſtrong Caſtle, and a large Ha- 
ven, upon the North-Eaſt Shoar of the Iſland , over 
againſt the County of Schonen. - This City was of old 
called Stagelbourg, and afterwards Axelbus ; and by 
the People had its preſent Name given it, which ſignt- 
fies the Merchants. Haven : in 1161. here was an Uni- 
verſity erected, to which, by Pope Sixrus IV. the 
ſame Privileges were granted with thoſe of the Uni- 
verſity of Bologna in Italy, In 1535. it received the 
Reformed Religion : in 1659. the Swedes beſieged it 
In vain : in 1660. it wasmade an Archbiſhops See. It 
lies four Daniſh Leagues from Rorſhzle to the Eaſt, 
and four from El/enore to the South, in Long. 35. 20. 
Lat. 56. 28. 

Cophtites, Copte, a ſeperate Church of Chr:/tzans 
in the Kingdom of Egype under a Patriarch of their 
own ; following the Opinions of Eutzches and Di- 
oſcorus to this day , notwithſtanding the repeated en- 

eavours of the Roman See to dilwade them from 
that belief. The Parriarch takes the Title of Pa- 
zriarch of Alexandria, and keeps his Reſidence at a 
Monaſtery of S.Macar:us about twenty Leagues from 
Cairo. The Abyſſintans. are in part ſubmitted to 
this Church. They have many Monaſteries in. Egypr, 
and one; particularly in the houſe whither Foſeph and 
the Virgin with our Saviour retired, to fly the Per- 
ſecution of Herod, They uſe the Trine Immer/io 
in Baptiſm. Yet at Feru/atem , there 1s an Apart- 
ment in the great Church of S. Sepulchre allotted 
for their uſe. 

Copzanitz or Caproncea, . Copranitza, a ſtrong 
Town in Sc/avonza, which is one of the Bulwarks of 
the Houſe of A»yſtria againſt the Turks. It ftands 
two Leagues from the Drave, four or tive from Ca- 
1/2, and the ſame diſtance from Waradin. 

'T Baeria, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Perſia near upon the Caſpian Sea , which is one of 
the greateſt in that vaſt Kingdom , the molt fertile 
and beſt for Trading. This Province has alſo ſeveral 
of the greateſt Cities of Perſia in it ; as Meſched or 
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Thus , incompaſſed with a Wall of three hundred 

Towers, at Musket-ſhot diftance each from other, fa. 

med for the Sepulture of Iman Ra, one of the twelve 

Saints of Perſia, Alſo Herat, a famous Mart , the 

Paſs into the Eaſ?-Indies is in this Province. 

Coz:aſmines, a People of Perſia deſcended from 
the ancient Parthians, who fell upon Paleſtzne in 
the twelfth Century ( by permiflion from the Sulrar 
of Egypt ) with Fire and Sword, took Feruſalem, dee 
ſtroyed above ſix thouſand Chriſtians, and likewiſe 
defeated the Army of the three Mzl:tary Orders of 
Feruſalem in a Battel before Gaza ( which held two 
days ſucceſſively ) in the year 1244, Yet this Race 
being driven out of Paleſtine by the Sultan of E- 
£ypt again, came to periſh nuſerably by the hands of 
the Sarazens. : 

Cozax, two Mountains of this Name are menti- 
oned, the one in 4Erol/14, the other in Sarmazia , by 
the ancient Geographers. $ There 1s a Lake fo called 
in the Province of Mongul in Tartary. 

Cozbach, Corbachium, a Town in Heſſen in Ger- 
many , Called by the Inhabitants Cuirbach ; tix Miles 
from Caſe! to the Eaft, and three from #Waldec to 
the South-Eaſt, in the County of Waldeck. This was 
once a free Imperial City : but in 1396.the Count Mai- 
deck ſeized it, and has it Rtill in poſſetiion : in Long. 
30. 31. Lat» 51. 20. 

Cozbet!, Corbelium, Foſedum, a ſmall Town upon 
the Sezr, in the Government of the Iſle of France, 
ſeven Miles from Parzs to the South; and only ob- 
ſervable on the account of the Bridge over the Seiue ; 
except that it ſuſtains the Title of an Earldom ; and 
that Ingeburde Wite to Philip the Auguſt King of 
France died herein 1236. The Huguenots attacqued 
this Town 1n vain in 1562+ 

Cozbtie, Corbeza, a little City in Pscardy, upon the 
River Somme, which was heretofore well fortified, be- 
ing then a Frontier Town. This has a Monaſtery four- 
ded by Bathilda Queen to Clovis IT, King of France 
in 660. In 1637. it was taken by the Spaniards, 
but ſoon after recovered by the French ; it itands four 
Leagues from Amiens to the Eaſt; being dignified 
with the Title of an Earldom. $ There 1s another 
place in Weſtphalia called Corbie by the French, but 
Corwey by the Germans. See Corwey : which is 
therefore call'd Corbeia nova, and the former Veens 
for diſtinction in Latin Writers: or the one Gallica, 
the other Saxonzca. | 

Toxzck, a County, City and Haven in Mownfter in 
Ireland. TheCity 1s a Biſhops See , under the Arch- 
biſhop of Caſhel!, from which it lies thirty five Miles 
South, and about ten from Kngſale to the North. 
There are two other Biſhopricks united to it for ever. 
Fhe Wall and Caſtle of this City are conſiderably 
ſtrong. Yet a Garriſon of about 5000 Iriſh ſurren- 
dred it to the Engliſh under the Earl of Mariebororgh , 
Sept. 28, 1690. after two or three days Siege, and 
were all made Priſoners of War. 

Cozcu, Eleufia,an Iſland near Cyprus. 

Cozdillerag, a Chain of Mountains near 1009 
Leagues long to the Eaſt of the Kingdom of Ch:/z in 
America, reaching from Peru as far as to the Sereights 
of Magellaw, and having divers contiderable Mines 
in the Bowels of them , but extreamly cold up- 
ward. 

La Tour de Cozdovan, a famous and celebrated 
Light-Houſe in Aquitain in France , at the Mouth of 
the Guaronne; built upon a ſmall Rock, and encom- 
paſſed with the Ocean ; which was rebuilt with great 
wy gs by the preſent King: of France ,. in 
1665. : 

Co2duba, an ancient Roman Town in Andaluſia in 
Spazn, upon the River Quadalquivir ( Betis ), twenty 
Leagues from Sevs/ to the Eaſt, This City b:ing 
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ten the Capital of one of - the Kingdonis of the 
Moors, was recovered by the Spaniards from them 1n 
12:6, It is now a great walled City , ſeated in a 
fruitful Plain, with a delicate Stone Bridge over the 
River. This was the Country of the two Senecas, 
Lucan, and Averroes, ſome of the greateſt Men for 
Learning the World has known; yet more. famaus 
for Hoſins the Preſident of the firlt Nicene Council , 
( as afterwards of the Council of Sardica) and Biſhop 
of Corduba. The Cathedral was a Moſch, built by the 
Moors ; it has 365 Columns or Pillars of Black 
Marble, and twenty four Doors. This City ſuffered 
very much by an Earthquake in the year 1589. . The 
Biſhop is a Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of Sev/.Long. 
15.40. Lat. 38. 00. : TER 
"Cozea, a Peninſula of the Kingdom of China, Eaſt 
ot the Provinces of Xantung and Leaotung, and joined 
Northwards by the Kingdom of Niuche in Tartary. 
Tt is of a very fruitful Soil for Corn and Rice. There 
are Mines of Gold and Silver diſcovered among(t the 
Mountains of it, and Pearl upon the Coaſts. The In- 
babitants uſe the like Cuſtoms and Religion with, the 
Chineſe. The Chineſe call it Chaoſien, the .Fa- 
paneze Corea, Andit ſands divided into eight Pro- 
VINCES. 
C ozene, Cyrene : See Cairoan. be 
Tozxfu, Corcyra, Pheacia, Drepano, an Iſland in the 
Tonian Sea, or Gulph of Venice, upon the Coaſt of 
Epirus ; about one hundred and twenty Miles in Cur- 
cuit, and reckoned to contain ten thouſand Souls, 
who are a rich and polite people ; ſeventy Italian Miles 
from Cape S. Mary, the molt South-Eaſtern Point of 
Traly, to the South-Eaſt. It is under the Dominion of 
the States of Venice , and has one City ſeated. on the 
Eaſtern Shoar called by the ſame Name : which about 
one hundred years fince ( ſaith Mr. #heeler ) was no- 
thing but an old Caſtle, and the preſent Suburbs of 
* the Caſtats. But now it is a good large City, and 
an Archbiſhops See ; well fortified with Walls on the 
South , and two Caſtles at the Eaſt and Weſt Ends ; 
the fide towards the Harbour is not ſo well fortified,

nor needs it, This Town would be almoſt imp:eg- 


nable, were it not for a Rock that ſtands towards the 


the Weſt, and commands the adjoining Fort, with a. 


great part of the Town, Here reſides the chief Go- 
vour of the Venetian Iſlands both in Civil and Mili- 
tary concerns, The Inhabitants are of the Greek 
Church, but much Latinized, The Soil not fo fruit- 
ful of Corn, as to ſupply the Inhabitants ; but then it 
produceth Wine , Oil, and all forts of good Fruit.

Cota, Caurium, Caurita, a City upon the River 
Alagnon in Old Caſtile, five or fix Leagues from the 
Frontiers of Portugal.» The Biſhop of it is a Sutira- 
gan to the Archbiſhop of Compoſtella, 

Cozinth, Coremnthus, Helopoly , a City of the Mo- 
rea, Which is an Archbiſhoprick under the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople, built in the year of the World 3066. 
near the I/thmus , between the Jonzan and A&gean 
Seas. At firſt ſubjet toKings, but growing power- 
ful and rich by Commerce, it became a Common. 


_ vealth. Its fituation affording it two Noble Ha-" 


vens to the Eaſt and Weſt, it was the firſt City of 
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Greece that ſet out Triremes, or great Galliestd Sea 3 
by which it became the richeſt, and one of the molt 
powerful Cities in all Greece : : if treated the Roman 
Embaſladors with that Infolence, -that- they decreed 
the total ruine of it 5 which was. effected by L.Mum- 
mius Achaius, 146. years before the Birth of our Savi- 
our. Fulius Ceſar re-built it: S. Paul-converted 1t 
to Chriſtianity, and honoured it with two Epiſtles: 
and Clemens Romanns with a third ; of the next 1m- 
mediate antiquity and value. Thus it became the 
Metropolis of Achaza : in after-times it had Deſpots, or 
Princes of its own, from» whom it paſſed to the Vene- 
tians by their Grants But in 1458. Mahomet 11. dif- 
poſſed that Republick of this Noble City';'- and they 
have firice treated .it with ſo much Turkiſh cruelty. 
that there are.net many Houſes in it » inhabited by 
poor Men, rather out of necetlity,-than choice. It is 
hoped the Venerians may give it another reſurre- 
tion out of its deſolation and ruines , they having 
recovered it in Avg. 1687. without oppofition. They 
now call it vulgarly, Corantho. The old Acrocorim- 
thus,a {trong Cittadel built upon the top of a very high 
Hill,and the proudCurtezans here of higher prizes than 
for, every one to give, it is ſuppoſed, ſeverally or toge- 
ther, occaſioned the Proverb, Non licet omnibus adre 
Corinthum. .

Coſle , a Seigniory in the Province of Maine 

France near St. Suſanne , giving Name to a Family 
of Quality. 
: ome an ancient People dwelling about a Moun- 
tain of Media , whom Alexander the Great ſacri- 
ficed to the Manes of his dear Epheſtson, in a tran- 
ſport of Grief for his Death , ſay Polybins and Dto- 
dorus. SI : 

Coſſovia, Campus Merule , a Plain in Bulgaria , 
not very much exceeding Lincoln-Heath , yet the 
Stage of great Actions. Here the greateſt Chriſtian 
Army that was ever brought into the Field in Eu- 
rope, conſiſting of 500000 Men, vnder Lazarus De- 

or of Szrvia, fought with the Forces of Ammurath I. 
and loſt the day ; in which Battel Lazarus was flain : 
and Amurath , viewing the dead bodies, was ſtabbed 
by Michael Cobloivitz , a Chriſtian Souldier , left for 
dead in the field. Amurath hath here a Funeral Mo- 
nent to this day. This happened in 1390. In the 
ſame Field was alſo fought that remarkable Battel be- 
tween Hunrades and Mahomet, for three days toge- 
ther ; in which Hunzades his Forces were beaten, be- 
ing very unequal in number. This Plain is bounded 
by the Mountains of Negrz to the South , by the Ri- 
ver Neſaus to the Eaſt, by Niſſa to the North , and 
by Ibar to the Welt : one hundred and thirty Engl:ſÞ 
Miles from Theſſalonica to the North-Weſt, upon the 
Borders of Macedonia and Albania. See Dr, Brown's 
Travels.

Coſtagnazo, Hemus, a Mountain in Thrace. 

Conſtantz, See Conſtance. . 

Cofta-Ricca, A Province of New Spain in the 
Souch America, lying betwixt the two Seas, and Weſt- 
ward of Veragua. The Capital whereof is the City 
Carthage. There are ſome Gold and Silver Mines 
in it, and a Soil which makes it worthy of its Name. 

Coſte des dents, or Coſte de  Toorre , the Toory 
Coaſt, is a part of the Coaſt of Guiny in Africa, be- 
twixt the Cape of Palmes and the Cape of three 
Points ; whither the Engliſh, French, Hollanders,C5c. 
traffick for Elephants Teeth. It is ſaid to be well in- 
habited, and to lye very convementtly. 

Cofte d'Dz, or the Golden Coaſt, another part of 
the Coaſt of the fame Country , fo call'd from the 
quantity of Gold that they find upon it. It is about 
one hundred and thirty Leagues long , reaching from 
the Cape of three Points ( where the former ends) 
as far as to the River Volta, and the Kingdom of Be. 
nin. The Engliſh, Danes and Dutch have divers 
Settlements upon it. The latter having Gifpoſſeſſed all 
the Portage. 

C othon, the ancient Name of the Port of Carthage 
in Africa. | 

Cotatis, the principal City of Imireeea, ( a King- 
dom or Province of Georgia ) built at the Foot of 
an Hill, by the River Phaſis, conſiſting of about two 
hundred Houſes: thoſe of the Grandees,and the Kings 
Palace, ftand at- a diſtance. The Town has neither 
Fortifications nor Walls nor any Defence , except 
where it is enclofed by the River and- the Mountains. 
On the other ſide of- the River, upon the top of an 
Hill, higher than that under which the City is built, 
ſtands the Fortreſs of Corartis ; which appears very 
firong : As Sir Fobn Chardin deſcribes th#'City in 
his Travels, : 

Cotbus, Corbutizm, a Town in Lufatia in Ger- 
many, upon the River Havel, which alſo paſſeth by 
Berlin ; from which it lies thirteen Milesto the South, 
and ten from Franckford to the South-Weſt. This 
Town came into the Hands of the Duke of Branden- 
burgh in 1645+ and is ſometimes called Corwitz. 


Cotrone, Croton, a City of the further Calab!i; 
in the Kingdom of Nap/es, which of old was twelve 
Miles in Compaſs, as L:wy faith, and built eighty yea: 5 
after Rome : but now very ſmall, and thinly mnhabi- 
ted : yetit is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop ot 
Regio, and has a Caſtie built by Charles V. It ſtands 
on the South-Eaſt fide of Italy, fifteen Miles South- 
Faſt of Severina. 

The Cotttan-Flpes, Alpes Corrie, a part of the 
Alpes, heretofore under the Dominion of King Cottius 
mention'd in Suetonzns ( as an Ally with the People of 
Rome, in the Reign of Auguſtus ) and thereiore by 
the Ancients called Corrze from him. They begin at 
the Fountains of the River Var , and' reach to Suſa : 
that is, from Mount V:ſo, to Morne Cenis; dividing 
the Dauphinate from Piedmont. 

CTotzchin, or Chorozin, or Kotym, a Caſtle in Mol- 
davia upon the Nizſter ; four Polrſh, or twenty Ex 
gliſh Miles from Caminieck to the South-Weſt: where 
in 1673. an Army of the Turks, confilting of two and 
thirty thouſand Men, under the Command of Saymar 
Aga, deſigned for the ruine of Lemburgh, were en- 
camped ; having the Nezſter behind them, a Range of 
Rocks and Precipices on- one fide, the Caſtle of Corz- 
chin on the other, a Trench before them defended 
by Half-Moons , a Bridge over the Nzeper , and ano- 
ther over the Caſtle : yet Zcbiersy, then Marſhal, but 
now King of Poland, with much lefler Forces coming 
up Ottober 9. battered down their Breit-Work with 
Ins Cannon ; and the next day diſmounting his Ca= 
valry to ſecond the Lithuanian Foot, ( which had 


been beaten off ) in Perſon at the head of his Men 


ſtormed their Camp ; took it, ſlew or took Prifoners 
thirty one thouſand five hundred T1ks, ( and the reſt 
hardly eſcaped ) Solyman their General being 1lain. 
In 1621. Vladi/laus Prince of Poland, Son of Sigsſ- 
md King of Poland, in the ſame Field, defeated 


the Forces of Ofman I. and ſlew the greateſt part of 


them ; amongit the reſt V/ſain le Borgne , who was 
eſteemed the beſt Commander the Tiks had in thoſe 
times. ; 

Conco, Coucum, a Kingdom in Barbary, in Afri- 
ca, with a City of the fame Name 3 ſixty'Mil-s from 
the Shoars of the African Sea, betweet the Kingdoms 
of Algiers and Bugia. As OE 

Coucy, a Seigniory in Picardy, giving Name to a 
Family of Honour.  _ _. Eo as 5 

Coventry, Conventria, a City in the County of 
Warwick upon the Weſt Side of the River Sher- 
borne, which is of no very great Antiquity ; but neat, 
ſtrong, rich and populous, by reaſon of the Cloathing 
Trade: Alſo a Biſhop's See in Conjundtion with 
Litchfield, under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. It 
has three Churches ; the Priory or Convent (whence 
the Name Coventry) was the moſt ancient Foundation 
of the City, being built by Canutas the Dane. And 
the Croſs may be reckoned amongſt the fineſt” in Eng- 
land. The Noble George Villers, late Duke of Bu. 
5. was created Earl ot Coventry, it the twenty 

r 
the Death of Edwin a Saxon , whom. William the 
Conqueror created Earl of Coventry jn- the firſt Year 
of his Reign. Henry VI.annexing the atjacent Towns 
and Villages to this City made it with them a County 
Corporate, diſtinct from that of Farwick ſhire. 

| Coitlan, a City and ſmall Kingdom in the Eat 


Indies, in the great Promontory of Malabar, on the 


Weſtern Shoar; thirty five Leagues North of the Cape 


of Comory, and about ſeventeen South of Coehiiz, The = 


Country- is. well watered, and fruitful ; not, above 
twenty Leagues long from North to South, 'anid eight 
or ten broad from Eaſt to Weſt. Bounded' by the 
Kingdoms of Cochin and Travancor. There are ma- 
ny Chriſtians in it,by the means of the Portugueſe. The

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of Fames L.A Title that had lain buried 'ever ſince. 


CRA 
Gity has a Caſtle, and a ſafe Haven , with the Chara- 
. terof a rich and flouriſhing Place. The Poreugueſe 
were driven out of it by the Hollanders in 1663- 

Conlour, a Town of the Hither Eaſt-Indies in the 
Kingdom of Golconde in Malabar ; ſeven days Jour- 
ney from the City of Golconde- There is a Mine or 
Quarry of Diamonds very near it. ; 

Courreze, Curretia, a River in Limoſin in France, 
which riſeth two Miles above Tile ; and having wa- 
tered both it and Brive, falls iato the Veſere, two 
Miles above Condat. ; > 

Courtenap, Corceneum, Cortentacum, Curtinia- 
cim, a ſmall Town in the Iſle of France, fix Miles 
* diſtance from Sens Weſt. The Princes who have 
born the Title of this ſmall Place, are frequently nren- 
tioned by the French Hiſtorians; and ſome of the 
Emperors of Greece are deriv'd from their Family. 

Courtrap, Corter:zacum, by the Natives called 
Corerick, a Town in Flanders upon the River Lys, 
five Leagues from Tournay to the North, and four 
from Lille to the Welt. Made famous by the Defeat 
of the French in 1302. This Town was taken by the 
French in 1646+ and fortified ; and again in 1667 : 
But in the Treaty of 1679. it returned under the O- 
of the King of Spain, who is ſtill poſſeſſed 
of it. 

Ceurzola, an Iſland under the Venetians upon 
the Coalt of Dalmatia, full of Wood. There 1s, 
belides five Villages in it, a City of the ſame Name 
which is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Ra- 
guſa. The Houſes, built all generally of Marble. _ 

Coutances, Conſtantia Caſtra, a City and Bi- 
ſhoprick in Normandy in France, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Rouen. It ſtands upon the River Barde, 
two Leagues from the Brie:ſh Sea, five from Auran= 
ches to North, and twelve from Caen to the Welt. 
This City has 2 large County belonging to it, called 
by the ſame Name, /e Coutantin ; which lies extend- 
ed from North to South, in the form of a Peninſula ; 
on the North and Weſt it has the BrztsſÞ Sea, on the 
Eaſt the River Viere, which parts it from Beſſin ; and 
on the South le Auranchin, divided from it by another 
ſmall River. The Iſles of Ferſey and Guernſey here- 
tfofore belonged to this County ; which being in the 
hands of the Englsſh, are not now eſteemed a part of 
It, but annexed to England. ; 

Coutras, Curtracum, a Town in Guzenne 1n Peri- 

ord, ſeated on the Confluence of Lille and Droma, 
welve Miles from Bourdeaux to the North-Welt : 
Made famous by a Battel here fought in the Civil Wars 
of France in 1587.

Cowbzidge, a Market-Town in the County of 
Glamorgan in Wales, The Capital of its Hundred. 

Cowes, a noted Harbour at the Entrance of the 
Creek that goes to Newport in the Ifle of Wighr ; for- 
tified with a Caſtle. | 

Cracow,Cracov3a,call'd by the Inhabitants Krakow, 
by the Germans Cracar, by the Iralsans, French, and 
Spaniards, Cracovia, is the Capital of the Kingdom of 
Poland, and ſtands on the River Weya, (V:/tu/a) about 
fifty Poliſh Miles from Presburg to the North-Eait , 
85 Miles from Danezick South. It is a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Gnezna ; there belongs to it 
a ſtrong Caſtle built upon a Rock, with vaſt Suburbs ; 
and an Univerſity opened in 1401+ by Vladiſlaus 
K. of Poland. The Palatinate of Cracovia, which 
" belongs to this City (and is one of the three which 
make up the lefſer Poland), has Sileſia on the Welt,

the Palatinate of S:radia on the North. This Biſhop- 
rick was founded by Mzecziſ[ao, who received the 
Chriſtian Faith in 965. The City was burnt by the 
Tartars in 1241, The Cuſtody of it was after this 
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ungary on the South, Sandomiria on the Eaſt, and. 
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committed to the Germans, in 1423, A Diiputation 
being had here with the Huſſites, in 1431+ the King 
fent tor ſome Preachers out of Bohemia, who preack- 
ed many Years in the Sclavonian Tongue. Helvzg:s thi 
Queen cauſed the Bible to be tranſlated into the P- 
/:ſþ Tongue; and when the Pope in 1448. ſent a 
Legate to this Nation, the Utnverfity fhewed him no 
Reſpect, but fuck to the Council of Baji/. In 1591. 
they burnt the Proteſtants Churchythere, as they 4:d it; 
1635 by the procurement of the Jeſuits ; who the next 
year were baniſhed fox it out of that Univerſity. This 
City was alſo taken by the Swedes, in the Wars under 
Charles Il. King of Sweden, in 1655. It is ſtiled the 
Rome of Poland, for its Excellency. They tolerate 
the Fes, wearing a diſtintive Habit. There are be. 
twixt fifty and ſixty Churches in it.

Crainbourn, a Market-Town in Dorſe:ſhire; the 
Capital of its Hundred ; ſeated near the Spring of a Ri-. 
ver that runs into the Srower ; it is a Town of good 
Antiquity. | ny 

Cranbzook, a Market-Town in Kent in Scray 
Lath, ſeated at the Head of the River Medway. 

Cranganooz, Cranganora, a Kingdom and a Ci- 

ty in the Promontory of Malabar, in the Eaſt- Indies. 
The City lies upon the River Aticot, two Leagues 
from the Ocean, and ſeven from Cochin to the North ; 
being a Biſhop's See, whilſt it was in the Hands of 
the Portugueſe ; but in 1663. the Dutch took it from 
them, and put it into the Hands of the King of Cale- 
cut, together with the ſmall Kingdom belonging 
to 1t. ” 
Cranoſtaw, Kraſnoſtaw, Cranoſtovia, a ſmall but 
well fortified Town in Black R#ſſia, in Poland, up- 
on the River Wieprez, and a Lake made by the ſaid 
River ; five Leagues from Chelm to the South-Weſt, 
and as many from Lublin to the South-Eait. Now 
the uſual Reſidence of the Biſhop of Chem. 

Craon, a ſmall Town in the Province of Anjou in 
France, upon the River Oudon, towards the Fron- 
tiers of Maine in Brittany; giving Name to an ho- 
nourable Family. 

Crapack, the Carpathian Mountains, which divide 
Hungary, Moravia, and Tranfilvania from Poland. 
This ridge of Mountains, called by the Antients Car= 
pates, and Mons Carpathus, runs from Eaſt to Weſt, 
under various Names given by the Nations which bor- 
der upon it. 

Crapone, a Canal in Provexce, made in the laſt 
Age by the ingenious Adam de Crapone from the 
River Durance to the Arles, beginning at Roque a 
Village fix Leagues below the Fall of the ſaid River 
into the Rhine. 

La Cray, a large Heath of ſeven or eight Leagues 
length in Provence ; filled with a prodigious Quan- 
tity of Stones, whereof divers of the Antients have 
conjectured, but none give, a ſatisfactory Cauſe. 

Craven, a Part of the Weſt-Riding of York ſhare ; 
hilly and rough, in which Shipron itands. It gives 
the Title of an Earl to the Right Honourable 
William Craven, created by King Charles II. Anno 
I664, 

Crap ©. Maries, a Market-Town in Kent, in 
Sutton Lathe 

Crect, Creſſy, Creciaſenſis, Creſſiacum, a Town In 
Picardy, upon the River Serre, in the molt Eaſtern 
Borders of that Province ; tifree Miles from. la Ferre 
to the Ealt, and the ſame Diſtance from Guiſe to the 
South. This ſmall Place, by the Engiz/þ Valor 
under Edward III. and his Son the Black Prince, in 

1346. Auguſt 26. received a Name that will laft for 
ever : Philip de Valois being here beaten in a ſet

The 300 Fabii werecut to pieces by an Am- 
buſcade of the Enemy upon the Banks of it : A Miſ- 
tortune ſo/lamented by the Romans that, they curſed 
the very City=Gate, by which-they marched, with the 
Fitle of | Scelerata, and placed the Day of their over- 
throw ih the Catalogue of black and diſmal Days. 
Cremona, Colonra £3 Urbs Crenomancrum, a Ci- 
Dukedom of Melan, which is a Biſhop's See

In length 
two hundred Spaniſh/Leagues, in breadth not above 
thirty five. The greateſt part of it is Mountainous, 
but well watered. Infinitely peopled, when the Sp.2- 
nards diſcovered it ; but they deſtroy'd all the In- 
habitants, and have not been able yet to people it 
themſelves, ſo that the greateſt part is deſolate. This 
and Famaica were the fir{t Places of America which 
Columbus diſcovered in 1492. There are fix Cities 
in this Ifland ; the principal ef which is St. Fago, on 
the South fide ; and Havana, a noble and well forti- 
fied Sea-Port on the North fide ; under the Tropick 
of Cancer.

Cucuſa, an ancient City of Armenia the Leſs up- 
on the Frontiers of Cslicra and Cappadocia , having 
formerly born the honour of 'an Epiſcopal See : and 
the more remark'd in Hiſtory, for being the place 
whither S. Fohn Chryſoſtom was baniſhed-by:the order 
of the Empreſs Eudoxa. 

Cuenca, Concha, a City of New'Caſtile in Spain, 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of To- 
ledo; the Capital of La Sierra. It ftands'in a Rocky 
and Mountamous Country , upon the River Xucar , 
twenty five Leagues Eaſt from Toledo, and thirty four 
Welt from Yalencia. -Built' by the Gorhs out of the 
Runes of a Roman City called Valeria , not far di- 
ſtant. The Moors became next Maſters of it , and 
kept it till 1177. when the Spanzards recovered it 
agains 
” Taeva, a Town in' the Kingdom of Caſtile in 
Spain, giving its Name there to a Family of Honor. 

Cufa, a City of Chalda or Terach in Afia, upon

Ctiva, Cume, once a Colony and famous City of 
Fray, in the Kingdom of Naples; which in 1207. was 
utterly ruined by the Saracens. "The Runnes of 1t 
are yet viſible, upon an Hill, on the Tyrrhenzan Sea, 
twelve Miles from Naples to the North: Weſt. In the 
Jatter times of the Roman Empire, this City was won- 
derfully fortified ; fo that Narſes the General of '7u- 
fiinian could not take it without a tedious Siege; 
and at this day the Ruines of it are wondertul: many 
Noble Antiquities are to be ſeen amongſt them. The 
Biſhops See, that was-fixed here, is united with that” of 
Aver/a. Virgil ſpeaks of an admirable Temple of 
Apollo and a Fortreſs that adorned this City 1n An- 
cient Times. Neither muſt it be forgotten , that 
the S:byl/a Cumana, her Grott being in the neigh.

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on which the ancient Pagans built a celebrated Temple 
in the honour of Apotto'; who' together with Diana 
was ſuppoſed to be born here of Latonm. 

Typariſſa, an ancient Town of the Morea, thus 
did belong to the Government of Meſſene; and im- 
parted its Name to the Cape and Gulph adjacent. 

Cypzus, an {land of the Mediterranean Sea, cal- 
led by the Turks and Arabian, Kubros: about ſixty 
Miles North from the Shoars of Syria, and Anatolia ; 
and extended in length from Eaft to Weſt two hun- 
dred and twenty ; 1ts Circuit about five hundred ard 
fifty. This Iſland is fo very fruitful , the Air fo plea- 
fant, and the Hills abounding fo with Metals, that it 
was by all the Ancients call'd The Happy Iſland. Am- 
mianus Marcellinus ſaith , it could build a Ship and 
fraight her out to Sea , out of what grew here, with- 
out the help of any other place. The firſt Inhabj. 
tants were the C:/zc:zans, who yielded to the Phenc- 
ans, as theſe did to the Greeks: Prol/omy the laſt King 
of this Iſland, knowing that Cato was ſent againit 
him by the Romans, put an end to his own Life. It 
continued in the hands of the Greek Emperors till 
656. when it was conquered by the Saracens. In 807. 
the Emperors recovered it ; but RrithardI. King of 
England, going to the Holy War, in 1191. and being 
ill uſed by the Inhabitants, made a Conquett of it 
for England; and gaveit to Guy de Lnſignan, whoſe 
Succefſors were diſpotleſſed by the Temp!ars in 1306. 
In 1472. the Yenetzans polletied themſelves of it ; in 
1 560. Selim the Grand Seignor gained it from them, 
whoſe Succeſlor at this day enjoys it , not without 
ſome Confuſion and, as occaſion ſerves, Inſurrection 
of the Inhabitants againſt the Turks. There are three 
conſiderable places in it ; Merovige at the Weſt end, 
Coloſſo on the South tide, and Famaguſta on the 
ſame ſide more to the Eaſt 5 and about eight hundred 
and fifty Villages.

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Fbir or Debir , an ancient City of the 4An4- 
kems in Paleſtine near Hebron, It had been 
formerly call'd K:rjah-Sepher, #.e. the City of Lear- 
ning, as we read Frdg. 1. 11. And was firlt taken by 
Foſhua, Foſh. 11.21. afterwards by Othnet, Fudges 
x. 13. with a reward of the General Caleb's Daugh- 
ter givenhim to Wife for his Victory. OD 

Dabul, Dabulum, Dunga, a {trong Maritime City 
with a large Port and a Cattle, at the Mouth of the 
River Helevacho, in the Confines of the Kingdom of 
Guzarate ; but under the King of Decan: between 
Daman to the North, and Goa to the South, in 20, 
deg. of Lat. 5 

Dacia, the ancient Appellation and Diviſion of a 

large Country of Europe : bounded on the North by 
the Carpathian Mountains, and the River Preuth ; 
on the Eaſt and South by the ſame River, together 
with the Danube z and by the Theyſſe on the Welt. 
It was divided into 1. Dacia Ripenſis, which contained 
a part of the preſent Hungary and walachia. 2. Dacia 
Alpeſtris, anſwering to another part of Walachia 
and to Moldavia. 3. Dacia Mediterranea or Ge- 
prada, in which was comprehended the preſent Tran- 
Sylvania. The Albocenſii, Sinſi, Tauriſſi, Piephigt, 
Briepti, &c. were the then Inhabitants of this Coun- 
try, under the Government of Kings of their own ; 
till Trafjan, conquering Decebalus, reduced them in- 
to a Roman Province in the year of Reme 98. and at- 
fixed the Name of Colonia Ulpia Trajana to their Ca- 
pital City , otherwiſe called Yarhe! or Xarmiſoge- 
chuſa. The Greeks called this people, Get : It was 
the Romans that derived the Title of Ducz and Dace 
upon them. Dacia allo in the Monaſtick Writers is 
put abufively for Dania, Daci for Dani , and Dact- 
cum for Danicum. In the Univerſity of Parts the 
Daniſh College is called Collegium Dacorum. The 
Mar:ſh and the Ole were the principal Rivers of 
Dacia. 

Dacha, Paropaniſus, a Province in the Greater 
Aſia. 

Dara , an ancient City of Piſidia in the Leſſer 
Aſia : otherwiſe by Ptolomy and Strabo written A- 
data and Adadata. 

Dadaſtana, an ancient City of Bithynia in Aſia 
the Leſs, upon the Confines of Galatia © remarkable 
tor the death of the Emperor Fovzan here. | 

Dadivan, a delightful Plain four or five Leagues 
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in Circuit in the Province of Farſiftan in Perſia, he- 
tween Schzras and Lar : ichly planted with Orange, 
Lemon,and Pompranate Trees; and traverſed by a Ri- 
ver that affords ple::ity of Fiſk. The Engliſh and 
Dutch, reſiding at Ormus, are wont to paſs the end 
of the Summer here for pleaſure. 

Dafar, the Seat of the ancient Homerite in Ara- 
bia Felix, upon the Arabian Sea. 

Dagheſtan or Dacheſtan , a Province between the 
Kingdom of Aſtracan to the North , and the Pro- 
vince of Schirwan in Perſia to the South : Inhabited 
by Tartars, under a Prince of their own, in ſecurity 
againſt Invaſions by the means of inacceſſible Moun- 
tains- The principal City here is Tarku. | 

Dagho, Daghoa, a ſmall Iſland upon the Coaft of 
Livonia, to the North of the Ifland of Oeſe/, in the 
Baltick Sea, at the mouth of the Bay of Rzga, which 
has two Caſtles ; and is under the King of Swedn. 

Dagno, Thermidava, a City of Dalmatia or Al 
bania, upon the River Drzno. 

Dai or Dae, an ancient People of Scythia A/i- 
atica upon the Caſpian Sea, adjoining to the Maſ- 


ſagete.

DTalecarle , Dalecarlia or Dalarne , a great .Pro- 
vince in the Kingdom of Sweden, towards the Moun- 
tains of Savona and Norway, which bounds it on the 
Welt ; on the North it hath Hel/inga ; Geſtricia on 
the Eaſt,and Vermelandia on the South : a vaſt Coun- 
try, but it has never aCity or good Townin it. Ti- 
king this Name from the River Dalecarle , which is 
one of the moſt conſiderable of all the Rivers of the 
Kingdom of Sweden. It is a Mountainous Country. 

Dalem, Dalemum, a ſmall Town of the Datc 
of Limburg in the Low Countreys , under the Ho!- 
landers, It ſtands upon a Stream two Leagues from 
Liege, and three from Aix la Chapelle : fortified. 
with a ſtrong Caſtle , and adorned with the Title of 
an Earldom, and likewiſe enjoying a Juriſdiction over 
a Territory of many Villages beyond the Meuſe. 

Dalta, a Province contained within Weſtrogothia 
in the Kingdom of Swedex, between the Lake of 
of Vener and the Prefecture of Bahuys. Dalebourg 
is the moſt conſiderable Town in it. 

Dallendozf, a Village and Caſtle in Eyfe/, in the 
Dutchy of Fulzers, which was the Seat of the ancient 
Taliates : ſometimes called Tallenford. 

Dalmatia, the Eaſtern part of the ancient 1/lyri- 
cum , called by the Ancients Delmio or Dalmatia , 
from a City of that Name, its Capital. The Inhabi- 
tants of which revolting with about twenty Towns 
from the Kingdom of Epirus, called this tfmall Di- 
ſtrict by the Name of Da/matia. Afterwards it was 
conquered by the Romans, and after this by the Scla- 
vonians : called by the Turks Boſnaels , by the Poles 
Slowzenska, by the Italians Sehiavonia, by the French 
Daimatie. That Country which now goes by the 
Name, is but a ſmall part of the ancient Da/matia ; 
lying upon the Adrzatich Sea, and bounded on the 
North by Croatia and Boſnia , on the Eaſt by Servza, 
on the South by 4/bania , and on the Wett by the 
Adriatick ; in which Bounds Morlachia is included. 
In the year 1076. Pope Gregory VII. in a Council 
held at Salma, actually ed this Country into a 
Kingdom, by the IJnveſtiture of Demetrius, then Duke 
of Dalmatia, with all the Enfigns of Royalty. Now 
the greateſt part is under the Turks , but the Sca- 
Coaſts and Iſlands are in the hands of the YVenetsans, 
who have taken ſeveral Forts from the Turks in this 
preſent War. The Common-wealth of Ragu/a lies in 
Dalmatia alſo ; which is not ſubject either to the 
Turks. or Venetians , though it payeth a voluntary 
Tribute to the former ; but in.1636. they were very 
earneſt with the Emperor of Germany by their Em- 

P 2 baſfador, 
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baſſidor , to undertake their Protection againſt the 
Turks. The Sclavonian Language 1s ſpoken by the 
Natives of Dalmatza- Ba 

Daiton, a Market Town in Lancaſhire in the 
Hundred of Loynſdale ; ſeated in a Champaign Coun- 
try,not far from the Sea. | : 

Dam, a ſtrong Town in Flanders, built of late 
years to ſecure Bruges againft the Hollanders , from 
which it ſtands but one League towards the North. 
This is till in the hands of the Spaniard. $ Dama 
ſtrong Town in the Dukedom of Pomeranzsa , upon 
the River Oder, right over againſt Szeezr, which is 1n 
the Poſſeflien of the King of Sweden. S Dam, a 
Town in Groningen, three Miles from the chiet City 
of that Province to the Eaft , and one from De/fz1:/ 
tothe Welt, ſeated upon Damſterdzep. 

IDamala, Troezen, once a City, now a ſmall Town 
or Village on the Eaſtern Shoar of the Morea ; twen- 
ty ſeven Miles from Napoli to the North-Eaſt, and 
fourteen from Corznth to the South-Eaſt, 

Taman or Damaon, a celebrated Port on the 
Weſt of Malabar in the Kingdom of Guzurate,upon 
the Coaſt of the Gulph of Cambaza , twenty Leagues 
from Surate, in 20. deg. of Northern Latitude : in 
the hands of the Poreugueſe ; who built it, and have 
ſo ſtrongly fortified it, that the Great Mogu/ in vain 
of late beſieged it with forty thouſand men. ; 

Damaſcus, is the principal and the molt ancient 
Town in Syr:a : ſeated in a Plain upon the Chry- 
forrhoas, or a River called the Golden Scream by the 
Ancients ; ſurrounded with Mountains, one hundred 
and forty Miles from Feruſalem to the South , and 
Antioch to the North. This City is fo ancient, that 
It is not known when or by whom it was built ; butit 
is mentioned by Abraham. In the fucceeding Ages 
of the World, it followed the Fate of Syr:a, ſuccel- 
ſively ſubject to all the four great Empires, and fa- 
mous under all. But then the Converſion of S. Paul, 
which happened in part near and in part within this 
City, is one of the greatelt things that has in the 
Courſe of ſo many Ages befallen it. This was alſo one 
of the firſt great Cities the Saracens took from the 
Romans, after a Siege of fix Months, in 636. by O- 
mar the Succeiſor of Abubecher. In 813. it was 
made the Seat of one of their Calsfs. Babylon being 
the ſecond, and Grand Cairo the third, Conra- 
dus IL. Emperor of Germany attempted in 1147. to 
reduce it, without any good Succeſs, by reaſon of the 
Diviſions amongſt the Chriftians in the Holy Land. 
In 1298. it was taken by Caſſan the Turk, and 30000 
Saracens ſlain; but the Saracens foon after recove- 
red it. About 1395.it became a Prey to that Flagel- 
lum Dei, (Tamerlane) the great Scythian Conque- 
ror: After this it was ſubject to the Sultans of /Egypr, 
till Se/zm 1. about 15 14. ſubjected it to the Orcoman 
Empire, under which it ſtill is. This City is an 
Archbiſhop's Te under the Patriarch of Antioch ; the 
Seat of one of the Turk:/þ Vifiers; in a fruitful Val- 
ley, ſo extreamly pleaſant withal, as amongſt man 
Writers to gain the Title of the Parads/e of the World. 
Yet not mightily inhabited of later times; being more 
vifited by Pilgrims of the Turkiſh and Chriſtian Reli- 
gions, than by Merchants. The Current of the Trade 
running by Aleppo, fifty Miles more North. It is 
_ called by the Turks Scham. Long. 69. oo. 

k. 33. 00. 

Watmmbea, a City and Kin 1 in Athiopsa in A- 
Frica, near the Fountains of the Þile 3 which has a 
Lake in it of the ſame Name, (twenty five French 
Leagues in Length, and fifteen in Breadth) incom- 
paſſed on all fides by Mountains, ont of which ariſe a 
vaſt Number of Rivers to form this Lake, called Bar- 
Dambea,the Sea of Dambea, in the Achiopick Lan- 
guage: And out of theſe Waters, thus united, the 
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Nis ſpringeth , at fome Diſtance from the Mourn- 
ains- See Nile. There are twenty one Iſlands {tand- 
ing in this Lake; the chiefelt of which is Dek. 
Mamiata, a City of Egypt, upon one of the more 
Eattern Mouths of the Nz/e : Anciently called Tamia- 


tis or Damiata, and now by the Arabians Damine.. 


This City ſtands on the oppolite Shoar to Pelu/ium, 
and grew out of the Ruins of it. Taken by the 
Chriſtians in 1218. But in 1221. they were forced 
to reſtore it, being involved in ſuch Miſeries by the 
Waters that were let looſe upon them, that they 
mult otherwiſe have periſhed. Atter this it was reta- 
ken by Lewis IX. in 1249. who bei::2 afterwards 
taken Priſoner by the Sultan, was forced to ehore 
it as his Ranſom ; after which the aracens burnt 
it. This is an Archbiſhops See under the Patriarch of 
Alexandria ; and now a great, well pcopled City, 
and one of the Keys of that Country. Long. 52. 29. 
Lat. 31. 10. 

TDammartin, or Dampmartin, Domnum Marti- 
aum,a- Town inthe Province of the I/te of France near 
Paris. Adorned with a Collegiate Church 3 and fa- 
mous in French Hiſtory tor the Earls of the Houſe 
thac derive their Name from it, 

amoz, Leon, a River in Phxnicia, which ariſeth 
from Mount Lebanon, and falls into the Mediterra= 
nean Sea, between Sydon and Bayrut, 

Tamut, Damot, or Damout, a Kingdom of the 
higher /Zth10pia, heretofore under the Ab:ſſins ; but 
now torn from them by the Gala's. Its Situation is 
towards the Lake of Zaire. There are many Golden 
Mines in it; and a City, the Capital, of the ſame Name. 

Dampierre, a Barony in the Territory of Aus 
11 France, upon the River Boutonne of Voltunna. 

TDamviliers, Damvillerum, or Danuvilliers, Dan- 
villerium, a ſtrong Town in Luxemwvurgh, upon the 
River Maes, ſeated upon a Hill, tive Leagues from 
Verdun to the North, and about eight German Miles 
from Thionville to the Weſt. Taken by the French 
in 1637. and annexed to the Dutchy of Lorrain ; 
but in 1673. diſmantled, 

Zanambze. Sec the Nzeper. 

Danby, an ancient Caſtle in the Tract of Cleveland 
in the North-Rsding of Torkshire ; ſeated near large 
Park and Chaſe of the ſame Name. Fir(t advanced 
to the Dignity of an Earldom by King Charles I. in 
the Perſon of Henry Danvers of the Line of the Lord 
Latimer, to whom this Cattle did anciently belong : 
and afterwards upon the Default of Itfue from the 
faid enry, in the Perſon of Thomas Osborn, crea« 
ted by King Charles II. Baron of Kineton and Viſ- 
count Latimer in 1673. and Earlof Danby the year 
after: The now Marqueſs of Caermarthen, trom King 
Willam. 

Dandaltt, an ancient People of Germany, of great 
Power in the twelfth Century ; and ſo addicted to 
their Paganiſm, that VValdemar King of Denmark 
with the Princes of Pomerania and Saxony were ob- 
liged to force them by Sea and Land to hear Chriſtsa- 
nity preached amongſt them. 

Dangala, or Darcala, a City of the Upper /&- 
thiopia, upon the Nile, in the Tract of Nubza, 
(whereof it is the Capital) and in the Kingdom of 
Gorhani, towards the North. Lang. 52. Lat. 10, 

Danneberg, or Daneberg, a Town and County 
in the Dukedom of Lunenburgh, upon the River 
Tetza, four Miles from the E!b, and ſeven from Lu- 
xenburgh to the South-Eaſt. The Town has a Ca- 
{tle belonging to. it. The County belongs to the Duke 
of Fel, and 18 extended from Eaſt to Weſt upon the 
Elb, between the Dukedom of Meck/enburgh to the 
North, the Marquiſate of Brandenburg to the South 
and Eaſt, and the Dukedom of Lunenburgh to the 
Welt, It had herctofore Earls of its own ; but N:- 
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colas, the laſt of them, in 1303. ſold it to O20 Duke 
of Brun/wick : Of latter Times it was under the 
Duke of YVolfembuttel, and by him was granted in 
1671. to the Duke of Zell. | 

Dantſick, Dantzih, Dantiſeum, Gedanum, cal- 
led by the Inhabitants and Poles Danske, and Dan- 
zig by the Germans; 1s a vaſt well fortified City of 
Poland; the Capital of Pruſſia, in the little Pome- 
7ania, with a noble Haven and Caftle upon the Viſtu- 
la which a League below diſchargeth it ſelf into the 
Bay of Dantzick, a Part of the Baltick Sea. So 
watered by two other Rivers, the Rodawn and the 
Mozlau ; towards the South and Welt it has ſome 
Hills, which in 1656. were firſt fortified againſt the 
Sivedes. This City is Imperial and Free, belonging 
originally to the Empire. Primiſlaus King of Poland, 
in 1295. firſt walled it againſt the Knights of the 
Teutonick Order, as Cromerus faith, /ib. 11. After 
this it was betrayed to the Marqueſs of Brandenburgh 
by one Peter Chancellor of Pomerania, who being 1n 
wrath with Uladiſlaus Lochicus his Maſter, King of 
Poland, and the Caſtle thereupon ſurpriſed by the 
Teutonick Order, (who pretended to aflift Vlads/laus) 
they demanded a vaſt Sum of Money, which the Citt- 
zens refuſing to pay, they proceeded to take the Ct- 
ty, to plunder and flay great Numbers of the Inha- 
bitants. In 1310. Sigiſwwmndus Auguſtus took away 
half the Cuſtoms upon their Diſreſpect to his Ambaf- 
ſador, who was ſent to quiet them, then in Tumult 
and Diſorder : He reſerved alſo the greater Cauſes to 
the Determination of the Diet of Poland, contrary to 
the Privilege granted by Caſimirus his Predeceſlor. 
In 1569. Srephanus King of Poland, profcrib'd them, 
for taking part with the Houſe of Auſtria againſt him ; 
which Quarrel was ended by the Mediation of the 
Neighbouring Princes. In 1597. Uladiſlaus IV. had 
alſo ſome Controverſies with this City about their Im- 
poſts. The Proteſtant Religion is imbraced here, 
the Roman Catholick tolerated. No Man is admitted 
into the Senate, except he be a Lutheran. In 1596. 
the Senate granted the Jeſuits the Monaſtery of 
S. Bridzet, and S. Maries Church; but the City op- 
poſed it ſo vigorouſly, that three Days after they were 
forced to recall their Edict. In 1657. this City was 
forced to burn her own Suburbs to prevent their being 
taken by the Swedes.It lies in Long. 41.30. Lat. 5 4-20, 

Tanube, Danubins, Iter, is one of the preateſt 
Rivers in Europe, and no leſs celebrated both in An- 
cient and Modern Story : Called Danubius and Iſter, 
whence Quid. lib. 1. de Pont. 


Stat vetus Urbs ripe vicina Binomints Iſtri. 


The upper part next the Fountains, was for the moſt 
part called the Danube ; and the lower from yrs. 
cus or Sclavonia, the Iſter, as Pliny faith ; by the 
Germans Donaw , by the French Danube, by the 
Tralians Danubio, by the Poles Dunay, by the Turks 
Tunay. It ariſeth in the County of Bar in Suabia, 
tour German Miles from Freiburgh to the Eaſt, and 
nine from Baſil te the North-Eaft ; running North- 
Eaſt, it paſſes by Ulm, having received a great many 
ſmaller Rivers on both Sides, which for Brevity I muſt 
omit. At Leucy itentereth Bavaria, and a little fur- 
ther from the South receiveth the Leck,, which paſſeth 
by Auſprugh ; and ftill continuing its Courſe as far 
as Regensburgh, it then turns and runs more Eafterly 
to the Conftines of Auſtria, where at Paſſar it enter- 
tains the vaſt River Iz, which comes from Inſpruck, 

and brings many other with it ; from hence it goeth 

to Vienna, where it makes an Iſland ; then waſheth 

the Walls of Presburgh the Capital of the Upper 

Hungary, Where it divides and makes the Iſland of 

Schur: at Comora it unites again, and goes on to 

Gran, bending its Courſe more Southerly ; from - 
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whence it paſſeth to Buda the Capital of all Hung. 
ry, Where 1t makes two otier Iflands, one above By- 
da, and another a little below Cc/oc3a. The Sara- 
witz, which comes from Alba-Regalzs, falls into it 
from the Weſt ; then the Drave at Efjeck; then the 
Tibiſcus a vaſt River of Upper Hungary from the 
Eaſt ; and the Save again on the Welt by Belgrade, 
which is the firſt Town of Servia : from hence its 
Courſe is more Eaft, having Moldavia, VValachza, 
and Bzalogrod on the North,, Servia and Bulgariz 
on the South ; where it makes many Ifler, and then 
entereth the Euxine or-Black Sea by three grear 
Outlets; the two more Northerly, being as it were 
reunited in the very Entry of them into the Sea. 
Dr. Edward Browne, in his Travels, faith; That at 
Crainburzh, not far diſtant from the Head, it appea-- 
red a contiderable Stream ; a little after from the City 
Ulm in Suevia, where it beginneth to be Navigable, 
it continues a long Courſe ; pafling by Ingolſtad, Ra- 
tisbone, Straubins, Paſſaw, Lint; and Vienna, un- 
to Pre:sburgh; from whence through Hungary it 
makes a Courſe of above three hundred Miles, before 
it paſſes by Belgrade. It drinks in above fixty con- 
fiderable Rivers; and in a fober Account performs a - 
Courſe of above 1500 Miles, from its Riſe to its 
Fall. This River has had many Naval Fights upon it 
between the Turks and Chriſtians. At one time there 
were twenty Galliots, eighty ſmall Pinnaces, and little 
leſs than a hundred Ships of Burthen employed upon 
it, in a Siege of Buda. At the Siege of Belgrade, 
Mahemet the Great brought two hundred Ships and 
Galleys up the Stream ; the Hungarians ſent ſo many 
trom Buda down the Stream, that after a ſharp En- 
counter, the Hungarians - took twenty, and forced 
the reſt on ſhoar near the Camp ; ſo that Mahomet 
was forced to burn them to prevent their being taken 
by the Chriſtians. This perhaps is more than can be 
faid of any other River in the World. It abounds in 
good Fiſh, as Trouts, Perches, large and delicious 
Carps, exceeding (faith Dr. Browne ) any I have 
ſeen, &c. ſome ot which is every Year ſalted, and 
ſent into other Parts. This River, to conclude, was 
for many Ages the Boundary on this Side of the Re- 
man Empire, and againſt the barbarous Nations ; ac 
cordingly the Reman Legions had their Stations upon 
its Banks : they were the Founders of many of the 
Cities ; and many memorable Actions in thoſe early 
Days happened near it, ſometimes between the Ro- 
mans themſelves, and fometimes between them and 
the Barbarians 

Danviliiers. See Damvilliers. | 

Daphne,a delightful Village of old in Syr:4,upon the 
Banks of the River Orontes, five Miles from Antioch 
the Great. Where was a large famous Cypreſs-Wood 
conſecrated to Apollo, with a Temple to his Honour 
alſo, and another to Diana ; and a Spring called the 
Fountain of Daphne. The Romans for ſome time 
kept a Legion here, till they found their Men effemi- 
nated by the Pleaſures of the Place. Pompey the 
Great, charmed with its Beauty, became a Benefadtor 
Conſtantine M. built a Houſe of Pleaſure in 
it in the Year 326. Gallus cauſed the Body of the 
Mare Babylas, the Patriarch of Antioch, to be 


tranſported hither; whereupon it is ſaid Apollo 


ſurceafed his Oracle. Fulian the Apoſtare comman- 
ded the ſaid Body to be removed in 362. After which 
the Temple of Apollo was ſo conſumed in a Storm of 
Thunder and Lightning; that in S. Chryſaſtom's time -_ 
only one Pillar, now nothing is remaining thereof. * 
And the Chriſtian Emperors ſucceeding Fulian ere- 
cted Churches in its Room. _ 

Darbon, Alpheus, a River in the middle of the 
Morea, which falls into the Ladon ( which falls into 
the Orfea,) and divides at P:/us : one Branch called 


Illzaco, 
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f/liaco, turns Weſt, and entereth the Ocean over a- 
gainſt Zant ; the other (Aipheo) runs South, and en- 
tereth the Gulph of Arcadza, over againſt the Town 
of Stroffhad, 20 Miles North-Welt of Arcadia. 

Darby, Derby, Derbia, is both a City and a 
County in England. The County has Nottingham- 
ſhire onthe Ealt, Leiceſterſhire on the South, Staf- 
fFordſhire on the Weſt, and 7orkshire on the North. 
The River Derwent divides it into two Parts, run- 
ning North and South, and at laſt falls into Trent, 
which is its Southern Boundary. That Part which 
lies Eaſt of Derment is plain and fruitful ; the We- 
ſtern Parts are more mountainous and barren, but a- 
bound in Mines of Lead, Iron, Coals, and afford 
good Paſture for Sheep. ſn the South-Eaſt Part of 
this County upon the River Derwent, lieth the City of 
Derby, which firſt takes its Name from the River, 
and then lends it to the County : A fine, rich, well- 
traded City. On the Eaſt Side it has Derwent, cove- 
red by a Stone-Bridge ; on the South it hath a clear 
Rivolet called Mertenbrook : and within it five Pa- 
riſh-Churches. Thomas Lord Stanley was created 
Earl of Darby in 1486. by Henry VII. in the firſt 
Year of his Reign. The preſent V/illam Stanley, 
who is the ninth Earl of this Family (and the fourth 
of England) ſucceeded Charles his Father in 1672. 
A Title heretofore enjoyed, firſt by the Earls of Fer- 
rers and Darby, and afterwards by ſeveral Princes of 
the Royal Family. / 

Darvda, a ſtrong Fort at the North end of the 
Bridge of Eſſeck, built by the Turks in 1686, and 
taken by the Germans when they burnt the Bridge : 
Retaken by the Duke of Lorrain in 1587. and de- 
ſigned to be fortified, but ſoon after deſerted rather, 
that the Turks might have a free Paſſage to their ruin, 
as came to paſs Aug. 12. 1687. when they received 
the greateſt Overthrow near this Place, which kas be- 
fallen them in this laſt Century. See Mohatz. 

The Dardanelles, Dardanium, Dardania, are 
two Caſtles built by Mahomet II. The one in Europe, 
where anciently ftood Ceſtos ; the other in Aſia, in 
the place of Abidos, upon the ftreighteſt part of 
the Heleſpont. They ſtand two hundred Miles South 
of Conſtantinople, as being the Keys of that City. 
The famous Monſieur Thevenot, who ſaw them in 
1655. thus deſctibes them (as heis tranſlated). That 
which is in Romanz4, on the Side of Europe, 1s built in 
a triangular Form,at the Foot of an Hill, which com- 
mands and covers it ; where there is a little Town. 
This Caſtle hath three Towers covered with Lead, 
whereof two are towards the Land, and the third 
which is the biggeſt, upon the Harbor. It hath (faid 
he) as I could diſcern with a Perſpective-Glaſs, about 
twenty Port-holes level with the Water ; in which, 
beſides what I could obſerve by my Glaſſes, I was aſ- 
ſured that a Man might eafily creep into ſome of the 
Guns, they were of ſuch a prodigious Bore. The 0- 


ther on the 4ſia Side is in a Plain, and ſeemed to me 


to be almoſt ſquare. It hath three Towers on each 
Side, and a Dungeon or Platform in the Middle, but 
not ſo many Port-holes as the other. Theſe Caſtles 
are of no Strength to Landward, being only deſigned 
againſt Ships, as Mr. Sandys and all obſerve; - but 
they were kept by ſtrong Garriſons. This Place is 
famous for the Loves of Hero and Leander, the Paſ- 
ſage of Xerxes by a Bridge of Boats, the Paſſage of 
the Turks a little above theſe Caſtles ; and of later 
times for three Naval Victories obtained here by the 
Venetians, in 1655, 1656, and 1657, Since that 
the Turks have buiit two other Caſtles, which bear juſt 
upon the entrance of the eV pens, about three Miles 
more South than the old Dardanelles. That on Aſia 
Side lieth not. above two Miles from Troas upon a 
flat Ground. That on Europe, on the fide of a Hill, 
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Faſhion, as Mr. V/heeler obſerves ; which, he faith. 
were built ſince Mr. Sandys's time, and in all probabj- 
lity fince 1655. upon the Occaſion of thoſe Venetian 
Victories. The Turks call Lepanto and 'Patras, at 
the entrance of the Bay or Gulph of Lepanto, the Day- 
danelles, by way of Allufion. There are two other 
ſuch Caſtles call'd the Dardanelles of the Gulph of 
Larta in Epirus, eighty Engliſh Miles North-Weſt 
from Lepanto. 

Darvania, the ancient Name of a Country in the 
upper Meſia, which became afterwards a part of Dacs a 
and now makes properly the South Quarter of the 
Province of Servia, wherein N:77a and Tſcopia 
ſtand. $ Alſo an ancient Town and Province of 
Treas in Aſia the Leſs, mentioned by Mela, Pliny, &5c. 

Darha, a Country, City, and River in the Divi- 
fion of Biledulgeridia in Africa. The River” is 
ſubject to an annual Inundation , which begin- 
ning in April (it a great one) makes a fruit- 
ful Year. Towards this River ſtands the City 
Darha in Darha properly ſo called, which is one 
of the three Parts this Country is divided into : 
the others being tara and the Kingdom of Teflete. 
This Country lies between the Kingdom of Morocco 
Teſſet, and Segellomeſſa; under the Obedience of the 
King of Teflere, who is a Tributary to the Emperor 
of Morocco. It abounds particularly with excellent 
Palm-Trees. 

Daria, an ancient Epiſcopal City of Meſopotamia, 
fifteen Miles from Nz/ibin. It has alfo been called 


. Anaſt aſiopolis, and Anaſtaſia, from its Founder, the 


Emperor Anaſtaſius. 

Darien, a City upon the Gulph of Urraba with 
a great River in the Province of Terra Firma in the 
South America, The See of this City has been tranſ- 
ferred thence to Panama, being not ſo conſiderable a 
Place as formerly. The River is otherwiſe called the 
Rzver of S. Fohn, and El Rio Darien. 

Darking, a Market-Town in Surrey, the Capital 
of its Hundred, upon a Branch of the River Mole ; 
which at a Place, called the Swallow, by the Foot of a 
Hill here falls under Ground and riſes again the 
Diſtance of a Mile thence, near Norbury. 

Darlington, a Market-Town in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham; the Capital of its Wapentake ; with a fair 
Bridge over the River Skerne, where there runs another 
ſmall Rivulet into it. 

Darmſtad, Darmſtadium, a Town and Landgra- 
vate in the County of Gerawer in Franconia, upon the 
River Darmſtad, which has a fine Caſtle ; where the 
Landgrave of Gerawer or Darmſtad reſides. It ſtands 
two Miles from the Rhine, and three from Francfore 
on the Mayn towards the South. And belongs to a 
Branch of the Houſe of the Landgraves of Heſſe, 
thence entituled, the Princes of Helſe-Darmſtad. 

Daroca, a Town in the Kingdom of Arragon in 
porn, upon the River X:oca, four or five Leagues 

om Calatajud, and about ten from Saragoſſa. 


Dartfozd, a large Market-Town in Kent in Sut=: 


ton Lath upon the River Darent , not far from the 
Influx thereof into the Thames. The Rebellion. of 
Fohn Tyler (alias Fack Straw,) in the Reign of 
Richard II. in 1381. began here. 

MDarwent, a River in Darbyſhire; another in 
Cumberland; and a third in Jorkſpire. Sir Francis 
Ratcliff of Dilſton in the County of Cumberland, 
was made Earl of Darwene-VPater, by K. Fames II. 
Auguſt 2.4. 1687. Baron of Tindale, and Viſcount 
Ratclyff and Langley. See Derwent. 

Daventry, a Market and great Road-Town in Nor- 
thamptonſhire,in the Hundred of Faxſeley,upon a Ri- 
vulet that fallsinto the Nez. 
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Damia, Dau'is, an ancient City. of Phocis In, 
Achaia, not-far from Deiphi to. the South. . It has. 
ſometime been a- Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Athens; now ruined. $ A ſecond in Macedoniay 
whoſe modern Name is E.adofagnt- PRs Sl 

 Dauphine, 4./obrcges, Delphinatus, a (great Pro- 
vince in the South-Eatt part of France ; bounded on 
the Eaſt by Predmone, on the North by Savoy and. 
La Breſſe, from which it js ſeparated by the River 
Rboſne ; on the Welt by Lion and Vivarais, from 
which the ſame River divides it ; and on the South by 
Provence. It had heretofore Princes of its own, Cal- 
led the Dauiphines; but Humbartus II. thelr laſt 
Prince, in 1343. gave this Principality to Philip de 


' Valois King of France, upon Cendition that the eldeſt 


Jon of the King of France ſhould bear this Title, 
which has been ever ſince obſerved. The principal 
City is Grenoble.

TDeean, or Decam, is a very great Kingdom in the 
Promontory. of Malabar i the Eaſt- Indies ; bound- 
ed on the Wett by the Indian or Arabian Ocein, 
on the North by the Kingdom of Guzarat, on the 
Eaſt by thit of Golconda, 'and- on the . South by the 
Kingdom ot B:/nagar. The Capital of it is V:ſapar ; 


_ and the greateit part has been ſubdued by the Mogls, 


or divided into petty Kingdoms; of which fee Mr. 
Thevenot's Travels. The Portugueſe overcame Goa, 
(a Member of this Kindomy in 1510. and have ever 
fince ret:1ned 1t. 

Dectze, Dececia, a Town in the Province of N:- 
vernozs 1 France, ſeven or eight Leagues from Ne- 
vers ;, ſtanding in an Ulet of-:the Loyre, where the 
River Airon beds with the Loyre. It is a Paſs of ſome 
Conſequence, belonging'to the, Dukes of Nevers who 
havea Caltle here. And the Roman Medals that have 
been found at it, demonttrate the Antiquity. of it.

Welft, De/phz, a City of the Province of Holland, 
which gives name to, a; Diltrict ; one of the princi- 
pal Cities of that State 3 very popuſons and well built, 
Here is the Monument of FVi!l;am of Naſſaw, the 
Founder of the Low-Conntry Liberty,. who was here 
aſſaflinated by the Spanzards, in 2594 And like- 
wiſe another of Admiral Trump, It is not above 
one League from the Hague, three from Roterdam, 
and as many from Lezden, in a Plain. In the 
year 1536. a Fire almoſt entirely deſtroyed it. The 
Town Delfs- Haven, within a quarter of a. League of 
Rotterdam, is under the Juriſdiction of this City. 

Tellt, Crateres, two little deep Lakes, mention'd 
by the Ancients, in the Ifland of S$:c:/y near Catania. 
They were conſecrated by the Natives to the Das 
Paliſci. 

Idelly or Delhz, a great City and Kingdom under 
the Mogul in the Eaſt-Indies,upon the River Gemna, 
a hundred Miles from 4gr:a to the N. towards Labor : 
length of time had much waſted it : whereupon Chah 
Fehan, the Father of Auran Jeb Emperor of that 
Country, in 1525. built up another vait one by it, 
called Chah Zehan-Abad , or ſhorter Fehan- Abad, 
that 1t might be; the Capital. of his Empire : fince - 
which it has flouriſhed, and enereaſed above. any City ' 
in the Indies, as Bernerins ( cited by Baubrand ) 
ſaith, who had often ſeen:it; This City was the Seat 
of Porus the Indian King, who made himſelf famous 
by his Wars with Alexander the Greaz...: Near. it 
ſtands a Pyramid or Obelisk of Stone , which by its 
unknown Characters ſeeras'to be of great Antiquity ; 
thought in the Indzes to have been erected, by 4lex- 
ander the Great after the Defeat of Porus... The River 
Gemna on which this City. ſtands, runs Eaft,-and' falls 
mto the Ganges. The Fortrels of it 1s half a League 
in compaſs, with round Towers. at the diſtance of 
every ten Battlements.:, the Ditches are full of Water, 
Wharfed with Stone 3, and it has lovely. Gardens round 
about it. In this Citadel.is the Royal Palace.  Fhe 
Town has no Ditches, but Walls filled up "with Earth 
behind, and Towers, , -—— 

Delmenhozſt, Delmenhor/tium.a ſmall Town-in the 
Principality of O/dembaurg in Germany.upon. theRi- 
ver Delmen, which.,denominates it .and” foon after 
falls into the Weſer. ;It hath the honor - af the Title 
of an Earidom ; three Leagues from Bremen, and a 
little more from: Ol/dembourg. Under. the! King, of 
Denmark ever fince 1667. wy 

Telos, Ortyg:a; Lagia, Afteria, Midia, Cynthon, 
a famous Iſland of: the Archrpelago , the chief of the 
Cyclades, towards Europe. : called by the Modern 
Greeky plurally Ayaot, as comprehending the other 
Iſland Rhene or Rbenss. with it, becauſe theſe two at 
a;diltance ſeem. to.make, but one Iſland. And by 
Mariners Sale , by a corruption of es. Anas.  A- 
poilo. and. Diana were: , ſuppoſed to be. barn here. 
The former. had: here bis, Temple and bis Oracle ; 
ſome . Ruines whereof , with. others of. a Theatre, a 
School, £90. are yet . vitible at Sdilles, that. is; the. an- 
cient City. Delos., called. afterwards Athene Adriane, 
which: is little inhabited.-now...: In the middle of. the 
Ifland-ſtands:the Mountain Cyngbus, which gave the. Er 
pithet of Cynthia to Dianaznot above one hundred and 
twenty five foot high;. and therefore ſhort of /hadew- 
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5ng the Iſland, as it was repreſented to do in the an- 
cient account. It is a Rock of Marble. The whole 
Iſland is covered with heaps of the ſame. Beſides 
which, it yields Maſtick, and Hares in the like abun- 
dance as formerly when it received the Name of La- 

ia from them. Called Delos, ſays Ariſtotle, becauſe 
it ſhew'd it ſelf of a ſudden in a place where no 
Iſland was before : which might be the reaſon of the 
Ancients fancying that it ſometime floated. 
Delphi, De!phoz, a City of Phocrs in Achara, at the 
foot of Mount Parnaſſus, which in ancient times was 
very great, though not walled otherwiſe than by the 
ſteep Rocks that encompaſſed it : it had a Caſtle 
which ſtood on' the top of a Rock , now called La 
Caſtri. This Place once ſo famous for the moſt ad- 
mired and rich Temple of Apollo Pythrius and the 
Oracle which the Gauls under Brennus attempted in 
vain to ſpoil, 'in Chriſtian times became a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Arhens : but ſince it fell 
into the hands of the devouring T1rks , it is become a 
poor ſmall Village twenty Miles Welt from ! eucadia, 
forty from Lepanto to the Eaſt, and about ſeven, faith 
Baudrand, from the Bay of Corinth, It is obſerved by 
Suidas, Cedrenus, Nicephorus, and divers others, that 
about the time of the Nativity of our Savzour, this Py- 
thian Oracle became dumb. And Auguſius,being aſto- 
niſhed at its filence, received for anſwer, | 


Me Puer Hebrzus, divos Deus ipſe gubernans, 
Cedere ſede juber triſtemque redire ſub orcum ; 
Aris ergo dehinc tacitis abſcedjzro noſtry. 


Nero afterwards plundered it of five hundred Statues 
of Braſs, with all its Wealth, broke down its Buildings, 
and diſtributed the Lands belonging to it amonglt 
his Souldiers. 

Delta, an Iſland made by the Ns/e in Egypt, of 
the faſhion of the Letter A in the Greek, in the way 
as that River flows from Cairo. Prolomy mentions 
two, a greater and a leſs of this fort. The ancient 
City Buſjris did ſtand in the midſt of this Iſland. 

Demer, Tabuda, a River in Brabant. 

Wemetrtade, Dimztrado, Demetrias , an ancient 
—_—_ Magneſia in the Province of Theſſalza in Ma- 
cedonia, upon the Gulph del Armiro, or the Pelaſ- 
gicux ſmus of the Claſſicks. It has been heretofore a 

ſhops Ste under the Archbiſhop of Lar://z, from 
which it ſtands twenty Miles to the Eaſt. 

{Denbigh\, Denbioa, one of the twelve Shires in 
Wales, has the Ir:ſÞ Sea on the North ; Fl;ntſhire on 
the Eaſt : Mersnoch on the South, and Caernarvan on 
the Weſt. The principal Rivers are Cluyd, Elway, 
and Conwey ; which laſt ſeparates this Shire from 
Carnarvan. The Welt part is barren ; the middle, 
where the Cluyd runneth , is plain'and very fruitful ; 
the laſt part { except what 'lies upon the Dre ) is 
leſs fertil-- Denbigh, the principal Town, ſtands up- 
on a declining Rock. H. Lacy Earl of Lincon obtai- 
ning a Grant of this Place from Edward I. walled it, 
and ſet up a Caſtle on the South fide ; but wanting 
Water, and being of difficult Acceſs , the Inhabitants 
have by yes removed their Dwellings nearer the 
River ; andin Mr. Cambder's time were building a ſe- 
cond Church*, the former not- being able to contain 
the Inhabitants. This Town'has 'the River Aled or 
Elwy on the Wet, and the Cluyd on the Eaſt, which 
meet beneath it to the North © it has a Bridge over 
both of them ; the later Maps place the E/wy on the 
South of the Town. It ſtands fifteen Miles from 
Cheſter to the Welt, and four from S. Aſaph 'to the 
South.

Dendermonde, Teneramimda, is a ftrong Town 
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in Flanders upon the River Schelde , where the Te- 
nera from Aloſt falls into it ; lying in the middle be- 
tween Gant and Antwerp, about five Leagues fron 
etther. 

Denmark, Denemarck, Dania, Cimbrins Cherſq- 
neſus , called by the Italrtans and Spamards Dani- 
marca, by the Poles Dungka. Is on: of the moſt 
ancient'Kingdoms of Europe, yet of no great Extent, 
Part of a valt Peninſula , (called of old Cimbricus 
Cherſoneſus, in middle tune Furtland } and fome 
Hands in the Eaſtern and Baltrick Sea, mike the body 
of this Kinedom ; except that the Kingdom of Nor- 
may, together with Greenland, Iſland, and Feroe is 
now annexed to it, It was once a part of the King- 
dom of the Goths, but now a ſeparate Kingdom, 
confiliing of two parts, Zutland and the I/les. The 
North of Futland- only is under the King of Dex- 
mark. viz. Nort Futland , and the Northern parts of 
Suder Futland. Of the Iſlands, Xeeland, Fuynen 
and B-rnholm in the Baltick Sea, and Iſland in the 
Virgivian Ocean are the chief. Coppenhague in the 
Iſle of F-eland is the Capital of the whole. There 
were alſo three Counties on the Norway tide; Bleck. 
len, Schania and Hiland , which belonged originally 
to Denmark : but in 1645. by the Treaty of Brooms- 
Boa , theſe and ſome other Iſlands were ſurrendered 
by Chriſtian IV. to the Swedes for ever ; and again 
in 1658. and 1660. confirmed to the Swedes, This 
Kingdom had heretofore the Iſles of Sher/and on' the 
North of Scotland, which were granted io Fames VI. 
as a part of his Queens Dowry. The King of Der- 
mark poſſefleth allo 'in Germany, 1. Half the Duke- 
dom of Ho//atia. 2, The Counties of Oldenburgh, 
and'that of De/menborſt 5 which two tell to him by 
Inheritance from the laſt Count of O/denburgh. Till 
1660. the Crown was: Elective , but then made Here= 
ditary by Frederick, I. The Danes have alſocnlarged 
their Princes Bounds by planting a New Denmark in 
the North of America. This Kingdom once was one 
of 'the moſt Powerful in Europe ; ( as may beremem- 
bred more particularly to us, by their Incuritons into 
E»gland Scotland and Ireland ; where they maintained 
W.r with our Ancettors above three hundred years. 
together ) : But by the Fate of Time, War, andother 
humane Calamnties, reduced to the ſtate in which it 
now is.' The Daniſh Writers derive its Name, and pre- 
tend to give a Catalogue of their Kings, from Dan the 
Son of Facob. It is a cold Climate, but fruitful enough 
in Corn,Cattle and Fiſh ; and the greate't Revenue of 
the Crown comes from the Toll that is payed for paſ- 
fing the Sound. f 

Denta, a Sea-Port in the Kingdom of Valentia 
in Spain, over againſt the Ifle ot Tv:ca, on- the Med:-

tDenin, a celebrated Nunnery in the Low Coun- 
treys, upon the Road trom Val:nciennes to Doway : 
where the Chapter is compoſed of 18 Chanoneſſes,who 
are- all Ladies of 2aalzey, taking the Title of Coun- 
zeſſes. of Oſtrevan, from their Founder S. Aldebere,an 
Earl of O/trevan, who left both his Eitate and Dig- 
nity to them.

Deptfozd, a large Town in Kent in Sutton Lath 
ſituated at the fall of the River Ravensburn into the 
Thames amongſt rich and low Meadows, and provt- 
ded with a Dock and Store-houſe for the Navy Royal. 
It is divided into the Upper and Lower Town, 

Derbent, Caucaſie Porte, Porta ferrea, Alexan- 
dria, a City of Perſia upon the Caſpian Sea, between 
the Foot of Mount Caucaſus and that Sea ; on the 
Borders of Georgia, near the River Kory: called by 
Tirrks Demir, or Temir Capi; that is, the Iron Gate : 
not that there is any Iron Gare, but by reafon of the 
Strength and Fortifications of this City 3 which are 
ſuch as may reſiſt the fury of almoit any Enemy, 
the Paſſage being but three hundred Paces. It has a 
fine Haven and a ſtrong Caſtle, in the hands of the 
King of Perſia; but it 1s declining, the lower part 
next the Sea, being little or nothing inh«bited. It 1s 
ſaid Alexander the Great built this City , to ſhut 
up that Paſſage againſt the Scy:hians, who were al- 
ways the Terror of the civilized World , and have 
been often the Scourges of it.

Dernits, a Town and Fortreſs in Da/matia upon 
an Hill near the River C:cola. Taken and burnt by 
the Forces of the Republick of Venice in 1684. 

Derote, Latone, a famous City in the Ezyprian 
Delta, which is ſtill extant, and of ſome conſidera» 
tion ; but without any Walls, as Xerg/erus (aith. 

Derpt, Torpatum, a City of Lsvonzia, called Furs- 
ezrod by the Ruſi, A ſmall City belonging to the 
Poles, in the Province of Oenpoa, upon the River 
{imbech, near the Lake of Peszbas on the. Welt fide, 
twenty one Miles from Ruel to the South-Eait, and 
fourteen from Pleskow to the Welt. Anciently a Bi- 
ſhops See under the Archbiſhop of R:ga, from 1230. 
but the Biſhoprick is now extinct. Taken by the 
Swedes in 1625. under the Command of Fames de /a 
Gardie, And in 1632. there was an Univerlity ope- 
ned init by Guſtavns Adolphus King of Sweden. 

Derry, Roboretum, Derra, Derza, commonly cal- 
led London-Derry, is both a City and a County in the 
Province of Viſter in the Kingdom of Ire/and. The 
County is bounded on the North by the Ocean, on 
the Eaſt by Antrim, on the South by Tyrone, and on 
the Weſt by Dunglaſs ; and was heretofore called 
Colrane. The City is aColony from London, ſent 
about an hundred years fince into theſe parts; and in 
1664. the Biſhops Sex was removed from Rapoe hi- 
ther. In the great Maſſacre it preſerved it felf, and 
afforded ſhelter to as many as fled to it ; the Iriſh be= 
ing neither able to ſurprize, nor Maſter it : ſeated on 
the Weſtern Shoar of the Lake of L. Foyle, twelve 
Miles from the Sea. Several thouſands of this place 
. periſhed through Sickneſs and Famine in the time 
they held it out for King William. At laſt they were 
relieved by Major General Kirke, Fuly, 19. 1689. 
whereupon King Fames IL. his Men decamped , lea- 
ving little appearance of a Siege behind them by the 
damage done to the Houſes or Walls. For after King 
Zames's own preſence and all the inviting means 
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that could be uſed by him, proved ineteAuil £9 
aiter the reſolutions of the People by Perſuation, they 
*ought to have reduced it by Famine. 

Dertmonth, a fine Town and Haven in the 
South-Welt part of Devonſhire, upon the River 
Dert, from whence it is fo called ; twenty four Miles 
South of Exeter. The Haven is much frequented 
by Merchants , and for that cauſe ſecured by two 
Caſtles or Forts. The Town has alſo a Mayor by the 
Grant of Edward II. And has often defended it 
ſelf ſtoutly againſt the French ; but eſpectally itn 
1404. when de Caſtell a French Man, ( who by his 
Men of War and Pyracies had ſtopped all Commerce 
in theſe parts, and burnt P/ymourh ), upon his at- 
tempting this Place, was by the Women and Coun- 
try people intercepted , and {lain with all kis Comp2- 
ny. The Loyal Colonel George Legge, was by 
Charles IT. created Baron of Dertemonth, Novemb. 2. 
1682. and by Zames Il. Earl of Derrmonth. The 
River Dert riſeth in the ſame County Welt of Chep- 
forade ; and running South, takes in a ſnall Rivolet 
which comes from Aſbburton , giving its Name on 
the Welt to a place called D2retmore ; at Den Prior 
on the Welt, it takes in another ; and a little further, 
one called Harborne on the ſame ſide; from whence 
it pafſeth to 1ts Qutlet or Mouth , having performed a 
courſe of about twenty Miles. 

Derwent, a River of Derbiſhire, which riſeth in 
the Confines of the County of Tork ; and running 
South, divides that whole County into two parts ; 
at Bromford it takes in the New River; about five 
Miles further to the South, the #'ye ; then on the Eaſt 
ſide, the Amber at Danficld, another from tl:e Welt : 
and at Derby, one called Merron-Brock ; then having 
reached the other extremity of this County, the Trem:, 
there and in that noble River it ends. 

Derwent=-Uater, a Tract in the Eaſ!-Ridirg of 
lorkſhire, betwixt the Rivers Onſe and Derwent : 
Honoured with the Title of an Ear/dom. See Dar- 
went. 

IDeſe, Dia, Dios, a River ariſing in the Biſhoprick 
of Liege in the Low-Countreys , thence patſing to 
Boſleauc, and a little further to the North loling it 
felt in the Maes, 

La Deliderada, alittle and fruitful [land in the 
South America among(t the Antilles, under the 
French; ten or twelve Leagues from Guadaloupe : 
Firſt diſcovered by Columbus, and ſo named by him, 
in ſignification, that he hail attained his deſires. 

Deſize, See Decize. 

Deſmond, De/monia , by the Iriſh Deſwown, is a 
County of the Province of Munſter,in the South-Welt 
part of Ire/and, upon the Rivers Mare and Bantry ; 
having Kerry on the North, the Ocean on the Welt, 
and Cork, on the South and Eaſt. It has two ſmall 
Towns , Doneyne on the North, and Ardey on the 
South of Mare. * William Fielding, Earl of Denbigh, 
is Earl of Deſmond alſo. 

Il Deſpotato, Deſporatus, a Province of Greece, 
the ſame with the Arolza,or according togthers, with 
the Acarnania of the Ancients, or rS heSboth 3 1n- 
cluding alſo the Iſles adjacent : being in the time of 
the Grecian Empire, the Government of the ſecond 
Deſpote in quality ( after the Deſpote of Peloponne« 
ſas) of all Greece. | 

Deſlaw, Deſavia, a ſtrong Town in the Ups 
per Saxony upon the River Elb, fix Miles from Me- 
cydburg to the Eaſt, and five from Wittenberg to the 
Weſt ; the uſual Reſidence of the Prince of Anhault - 
at this Town the River Mu/ta enters the Elb from 
the South, Alſo tamous for a Victory obtained 
* Albert Wallenſtein over. Count Mansfield, in 
1625. 

Dethgle, Tigris. | 
Deva, 
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Deva, a Town of Guipuſcea in Spain, upon the 
Bay of Biſcay, upon a River of the ſame Name 3 ten 
Miles from IVValenzia to the Eaſt, and the ſame I 
{tance from 8. Sebaſtian to the Welt ; having a very 
convenient Haven. The River riſeth.1n the Mountains 
of Segura, and running North, falls here1nto the Bay 
of Biſcay, after a Courſe of about twenty Miles; 1n 
the middle of which it ſalutes the City of Placentia. 

Deveitus, Develzo, called by the Bulgarians A4- 
goria, Or Zagora, 18A City of Bre/gar:a, at the Foot 
of the Mountains, upon the River Panize; ten Ger- 
man Miles from the Euxine Sea, eighteen from 
Adrianople to the North-Eaſt ; in the very Contines 
of Romania and Bulgaria : Heretofore a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Adrianople 3 but now rar 
ſed to an Archbiſhoprick it ſelf. _ : 

DPeventer, Deventria, a City in the Province of 
Over-1ſſel, which is the Capital of that Province. It 
ſtands upon the 7Je!, four Miles from Ao! to the 
Welt, and ſeven from Nimeguen to the North-Welt. 
Made a Biſbop's See by Pope Paul IV. in 1559. under 
the Archbiſhop of Urreche. Betray'd to the Spanr 
ards in 1587. Subdued and brought under the Vnz- 
ted Provinces again in 1591. Taken by the French 
in 1672. and deſerted in 1674. It is furrounded on 
all Sides with Water, and very ttrongly fortified. 

'Deverif, a little Stream in V/i/rſhrre, which runs 
urder ground a Mile. \ | 

Devizes, a Market and Borough-Town in V7z/t- 
ſhire in the Hundred of Swanborn, near the Head of 
a Stream of the ſame Name with it felf, which joyns 
the Avon, It returns two Burgeſles to the Par- 
lament. 

Devonſhire, Devonza, is one of the Southern 
Counties of Eng/and, which takes its Name from the 
Danmonti, the ancicnt' Britsſh Inhabitants. On the 
Narth it is bounded by the 1r:/h Sea, on the Welt by 
Cornwall, (from which it is divided by the River Ta- 
mar; ) on the South by the | ar Sea, and on the 
Eaſt by Somerſerſhire and Dor ſerſhire. It hath on 
both theſe Seas many good Harbours; and 1s rich in 
Mines, eſpecially the Weſtern Parts. It abounds in 
pleaſant Meadows, fine Woods, rich Towns: In o- 
ther Places where the Soil 1s more barren, it is yet 
improveable, and rewards the Tillers Induitry. Its 
chicſeſt Rivers are the Tamer, the Turrzage, the Taw, 
Ex, and Deret. The chief City is Exeter, next to 
which 1s P ymeuth., The Honourable 1laam Ca- 
vendiſh is Earl of this County, whole Grandfather 
William obtained this Honour from Fames I. Avg. 
20, 1618. and has enjoyed it. ever ſince 1628.

Diablintres, Diablind:s, or Drablite, an arcient 
People of Gala Celriqua ; ſuppoſed to dwell in the 
(now) Province of /a Perehe ; with Nowodunum, or 
iNegent le Rotror, for their Capital, Others ſay, 
7 the Leſſer Brittany, near Neodunim or Doll, 
where there are fame: Lands {till bearing the Name of 
les Diableres, and Families of /es Daables. 

Le Diamond, a great Rack upon the Coaſt of 
the Iſland Martinigue in the South America, at the 
Dittance of a League. Obſerved to fwarm with 
Fowl. 

Diarbech, Meſoporamia, a Country in Aſia, be- 
tween the Eupbrates and the Tygris ; which: is now 
1 the kands oft the Turks. . 

Dtarbekir , a great and populous City of Meſo- 
Fotamia upon the Banks of the Tygrzs ; the Seat of a 
Patent Baſſa, who is generally. one of the F:zrers of 
the Occomanr Empire, and has nineteen Sargiacs un» 
der him in the Compaſs of his. Province.. It is fur- 
rounded with a double Wall of fixty two Towers, and 
adogned with a ttately Moſque which heretofore be. 
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longed to the Chriſtians ; whereof they reckon no leſs 
then 20000 {till living in it, of the Armenian, Nefte- 
rian or Facobite Churches, together with ſome Capy- 
chimes. It ſtands upon an Eminence, atfords plenty 
of Proviſions, and 1s able to bring into the Fie1d 
20000 Horſe. ; 

Dtargument, Hyrcania, a Province in the North- 
Eaſt Part of the Kingdom of Perſia. 

Dibzes, a Town of the Kingdom of Epirus in: 
Greece, taken by the Turks in 1442+ 

Dichling,a Market: Town in the County of SJ; x, 
in Lewis Rape. ; 

DPictamo, Difamne, a Town in the Territory of 
Canea in the Iſland of Crete, whence comes the medi- 
cinal Herb Dittany. 

te, Dia Vocontioram, Dea, a City in the Day- 
phinate in France ; heretofore a Biſhop's See under 
the Archbiſhop of Vienne; but in 1275. by Pope 
Gregory IX. united to that of Valence. This City 
{tands on the North Side of the River Drome, which 
falls into the Rhoſne, eight Miles from Yalence to the 
Eaſt, and eleven from Grenob/e to the South-Weſt. 
It is a Reman Town, called by Antonines Dea Attou. 
ta, and in the Councils Dia. The Hugnenots, in the 
Years 1577. and 1585. took and ufed it ſeverely, 
and raſed its Cittadel. An Inſcription not long fince 
was found in it, Matrs Deum Magne Idee. For 
the Vocontzs ( its antient Inhabitants) were preat 
Worſhippers of that Goddeſs ; whence the Name Ds 
came to be derived to this place. 

Diemens, Diemins Regio, a Part of the Terra Au- 
ſtra(ss, diſcovered in 1642. by a Dutchman of this 
Name. Yet we know not, whether it be an Iſland or 
a Continent. . 

Dtepholt, a ſmall Town in the Circle of VVe/2- 
phalia in Germany, belonging to the Duke of Brun/- 
wick. It ſtands upon a Stream betwixt Bremen and 
Oſnaburgh ; with the Honour to bear the Title of 
an Earldom. 

Dieppe, Deppa, a ſtrong Sea Port-Town, which 
has a noble Haven, in Normandy in France, upon 
the River Arques, fourteen Miles from Roar to the 
North, right over againft Lewss in Suſſex. This 
Town is remarkable for its Loyalty to Henry the 
Great, of France; whoretiring hither, and not long 
after receiving a ſupply from Queen El/:Zabeth of 
220co /. in Gold and 4000 Men under the Lord 
VFiloughby, beat the Duke of Main, the General 
of the Leaguers, aſter all his Confidence, that he 
ſhould ether take this Prince Priſoner or drive him 
out of France. Which great Victory was unexpected- 
ly gained in 1589, 

Diet, a Town and Barony in the Dukedom of 
Brebant i the Low-Conntries, upon the River De- 
mere, two Leagues trom Dalen and three from T:4- 
leman. There are two Collegiate Churches 1n it. 

Dietmarſh, or Diebmarſh, a part of Futland in 
the Dakedom of Hol{at1a, at the Mouth of the Elbe ; 
having the Ocean on the Welt, Ho{fatza on the Faft, 
the Elbe on the South, and the Dukedom of Sleſtrck 
on the North. It is ſo full of Marſhes as to take its 
Name from them. The Inhabitants Rebelling againtt 
the Kings of Holfaria in 1500. obtained a great 
Victory ; but in 1559. Adolph, Duke of Holfatia, 
being imployed by Freder:ck IH. King of Demnark, 
conquered them, and deprived them of a barbarous 
Liberty which they had maintained four Hundred 
Years. The South part of this Territory is under the 
Kigof Denmark, whoſe Eldeft Sorvis to reſide here ; 
and the North part under the Duke of Holſaria, 
which 1s ſeparated from the Dukedom of Sleſwick by 
the River Eyder. 

Dietz, or VVierz, a finall Town in the Prin- 
Cipality of Naſſaw in Germany upon the River 
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Lhone : Foitified with a Caſtle on - each of the two 
Hills within the Walls. : ; 

Digne, Dinia, Dina, Civitas Dinienſium, a Ct» 
ty in Provence, which is a Biſhop's See under the 
Archbiſhop of Embrun; it ſtands upon the River 
Bleonne, ten Miles from Embrun to the South, and 
thirty two from Avignon to the North-Faft. It 1s a 
very fine City and particularly efteemed for its hot 
Baths, 

Dijon, Divionum, Divio, the Capital City of the 
Dukedom of Burgundy, and the Seat of the Parlia- 
ment , upon the River Oſche ; ſixteen Leagues from 
Langres to the South, thirty fix from Lzon to the 
North. Itis a great and well built City, and has an 
old Caſtle and a ſmall Territory belonging to it. Long: 
26. 02. Lit 46. 50. Anrelian the Emperor walled 
it. The Children of Hugh Caper, who made this the 
Cipital of the Kingdom of Burgundy, much enlarged 
and beautified it. Under the Dukes of Burgundy it 
had Counts : And Lewrs XI.who got the poſtelfion of 
it, after the Death of the Duke ot Burgundy, by the 
means of the then Prince of Orange, built the Caſtle 
to keep the Inhabitantsin SubjeCtion. The Reformed 
Religion, in 1562. beginning to ſpread here, was Cx- 
tinguiſhed by an Edict ; thoſe that imbraced it being 
dilarmed, and ſome of them baniſhed. Near this 
City S. Bernard was born. There was a French 
Council held here in 1075. And another in 1199. 
under !'ope Innocent III. at the Inltance of Canutus 
King of Denmark, in the behalf of his Sitter [emburge, 
Wite of Phil:p the Auguſt King of France who had 
divorced her and remarried. Whereupon the whole 
Kingdom was interdicted by the Pope's Legate in this 
Council,and continued fo ſeven Months, till King Phz- 
{ip vacated the ſaid-Divorce and received the Lady for 
his Wife again. By a Stone with an old Reman In- 
ſcription here found, it appears that this City was in 
thole times called D:b:one. The Mayor of it is ho- 
noured with the Title of a Viſcount. 

Dilinghen , D/inga, a City in the Circle of 
Schwaben in Germany, upon the Danube, in the 
Dioceſe of Auſpurgh, ſeven Miles Eaft of Ulm, and 
the ſame Diſtance North-Welt from Auſpurgh. An 
Univerſity here was founded by Cardinal Octo Truczo, 
Biſhop of Auſpurgh under Pope Fulius II. in 
1549. This City and the County belonging to it, 
were united forever to the Biſhoprick of Auſpurg, by 
Hermanus , the laſt Count , Biſhop of this Dioceſe, 
who died about the Year 1269. The Jeluits of D:- 
linghen: gave great Provocations to the Swed:ſb War 
in G.rmany, by perſwading Ferdinand II. that the 
Proteltants of his times were not the ſame with thoſe 
of 1530. tolerated by Charles V. and therefore the 
Emperor who was then victorious, was not obliged 
to keep the Peace with them. By which Infinuation, 
in 1629. they put that Prince on thoſe Actions, which 
brought on a War that had like to have ended in the 
Ruin of the Houſe of Auſtria, the German Liberty, 
=> Empire, and the Roman Catholick Religion 
there. 

Dillemburgh, a Town and County in the Circle 
of the Rhene 1n VVeſterwalt. The Town ſtands on 
the River Dilla, five German Miles from Marpurgh 
to the Wet, and eleven from Francfore, upon a Hill; 
and has a ſtrong Caſtle, in which tie Counts reſide. 
The County is calle by the Germans, Das Graff- 
ſchaft von Dillenburgh; bounded on the Eaſt i 
Haſſia, on the North by We/tphalia, on the Weſt by 
the Rh3ne, and on the South by So/mrs. This is un- 
der the Dominion of its own Prince, who is of the 
Family of Naſſav. There is in it, beſides D:l/em- 


burgh, a Town called Herborn, which is an Uni- 
yeri:ty. 


Dimel, Dimola,, Dila, a River of Germary, 
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which divides Haſſia from VVeſtphaiia , and falls 
into the Weſer at Helmerſtruſen, ſeven Miles Eaſt of 
Paderborn. 

Dimitrado. See Demetriade. | 

Dimotuc, Didymoryches, a City of Thrace, upon 
the River Hebrus, (which almoſt ſurrounds it) about 
ſeven Miles from Adrianople to the South : Formerly 
a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Adr:anople, 
but now an Archbiſhop's. Bajazer, one of the Twr- 
kiſh Emperors, was born here; who reſign'd the Em- 
pire and retired hither again. 

Dinant, Dinantium, a Town in the Biſhoprick 
of Leige, upon the River Maes, over which it hath 
a Stone Bridge that has been ruined often, but now 
repaired ; ten German Miles from Bruſſels to the 
North-Eait. Taken by the French in the Reign of 
Henry II. in 1554. and almoſt ruined and its Cittadel 
demoliſhed. But all very well rebuilt again, and its 
Cittadel is now ſtanding upon a ſteep Rock. There is 
another Town of the ſame Name in the Dutchy of 
Britain in France upon the River Rance, five Miles 
South of S. Malo, which was heretofore a ſtrong 
Place; and gave the Title of Earl to the younger 
Sons of the Dukes of Brittany 

Dingle, Dz#ng/e, a ſmall Town, and a convenient 
Port, in the County of Kerry, in the Province of 
Mounſter in the South- Welt Part of Ireland; which 
ſtands upon a large Bay of the fame Name, ſeventy 
Engliſh Miles Welt of Cork, $ There is a Marfh in 
the County of Suffolk of the ſame Name, which fig- 
nifies, ſalt Water waſhes, as Mr. Camden ſeemsto 
intimate. 

Dingolving, or Dinge/fing, Dingolvinga, a ſmall 
Town in the Dukedom of Bavaria; where there was 
a Council held in 772. 

Dinkeſipiel, Dincheſpila, a fmall Imperial City, 
in the Borders of Franconza, upon the River Warnatw ; 
twelve Miles from Ulm to the North-Eaſt, and ten 
from Nuremberg to the South-Weſt. It belongs to 
the Circle of Schwaben ; and has been often taken by 
the Swedes and French in the Wars of Germany. 

Dtonyſia,a figurative Name of the Iſland Naxiain 
the Archipelago ; given it by the Ancients in Allufion 
to D:ony/ius ( or Bacchus) upon the Account of its 
abounding with excellent Wines. | 

Dionyſiopolis ; divers antient Cities occur under 
this Name. One in Bulgaria; ſee Varna. One upon the 
River Indus in Aſia, in the Country where ſtood the 
Pillars called Dzony/i: Columne : This the Ancients re- 
port to have been built by Dsony/ius.(or Bacchus; )be- 
ing the ſame with the Nagara, Nyſſe, or Nerus of the 
modern Geographers. One in Phrygia, mentioned 
by Pliny. And another in Africa, by Stephanus. 

Dioſcozos, Dioſcori, or Dioſcorsde, an Iſland of 
Magna Grecia, in the Calabrian Ocean, over againſt 
Capo delle Colonne, at a few Leagues diſtance. $ A- 
nother of Africa. See Zocotera. 

Dioſpolis, an ancient City in the Thebazs in the 
Kingdom of /Agype z furnamed Hecatompylos from 
its having an hundred Gates, orrather ſo many Prince- 
ly Palaces in it, when the Kings of e/Zgypr, called 
Dioſpolites aiter its Name, made this place their Reſi- 
$ Alfoan an- 
cient City of the Holy Land, which was made a Bi- 
ſhop's See under the Patriarch of Feruſalem: Called 
otherwiſe Lydda, Rama, and S. George; and remar- 
ked in Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory for a Courcil affembled 
at it in 415, againſt Pelagsus, wherein he was ac- 
quitted of the Accuſations of his Adverſaries. 

Dirgh, a Lake in the County of Dungal in the 
Province of Ulſte} in Ire/and; out of which the 
River Leffye ſprings. In an Iſland thereof you ſee 
the Cave the People call S. Patrick's Purgatory, near 
the Ruines of a Monaſtery that was Tdicated to 

Q2 S. Patrick 
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& Patricks The Noiſe of ſome ſubterraneous Winds 
of Waters heard by the People hath occaſioned this 
conceited Name amongſt them. 

Diſne. See A1ſne. 

TDifſe, a Market-Town inthe County of Norfo/k up- 
on the River Favenay. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Ditmarſen. See Diermarſh. ; 

Din, Dion, or Dive, a ſmall Iſland, with a Fort 
vpon it , in the Mouth of the River Indus, belonging 
to the Poreupreſe, It bas alſo a ſmall but very ſtrong 
City belonging to it. which the Turks, in the Years 
1538. and 1548. beſieged in vain. This Iſland is a 
part of the Kingdom of Guzarate, and lies fiſty 
Leagues from Surata to the Weſt, at the Entrance 
of the Bay of Cambaya. It hath been in the Hands 
of the Portugueſe ever ſince 1535: | 

Divan Tu Rou, Hiſule Divandure, a Knot of 
five or fix ſmall Iſlands in the Archipelago de Mald:- 
vas in the Eaſt-Indies, under the King of Canavor. 
About twenty ſeven Leagues diſtant from the Iſland 
of Malicut. They are reputed extreamly healthful. 

Dive, in Latin Oiva, and Deva, a River In Nor- 
mandy, which riſeth near the Town of Dzve; and 
running North-Welt, takes in the Ante at Morteaux, 
the Le:ſon and Vie at Hervetor ; the Mauch, the Be- 
verrone, and ſome others ; and falls into the Brit:ſh 
Sea below Cabour, five Miles and a half Welt of Hon- 

fleure. $ There is a River in the Province of Po:&ou 
of this Name which takes its Riſe at the Town Gr:mau- 
diere, receives the Gron at Moncontour,and continuing 
its Courſe to Loudun takes in the Matrevil and the 
Briaude ; till below S. Fuft it ſelf is received by the 
Thouay, which ſoon after falls into the Loyre. 

FP ivertigt, Selucia ad Belum , a City of Aſia, 
which was a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 4- 
pamea ; lying in Syria, thirty Miles from Antioch to 
the Ealt. It may be ſuppoſed to be now ruined ; be- 
Ing hardly to be found in the later Maps. 

_ Divice, a famous Fountain at Bourdeaux, 

tul, Þdus. 

ixmupde, or Dixmude, Dixmuda, a very ſtrong 
Town in Flanders, in the Poſletiion of the Spanzards ; 
though it has been often taken by the French. This 
Town ſtands upon the River Ipre, three Miles from 
New-Port to the South ; and is now a Frontier Town 
againſt the French. 

Doblin, Dublinum, a City in Curland, upon the 
River Terwa, in the Confines of Samogitia, tix Ger- 
man Miles from Mittaw to the Welt , and fourteen 
from VVomic, or Mednzci, to the Ealt.

DoncaGer or Dwncaſter, a Town in the Weſt« 


Riding of 15rk ſpire on the River Done of Dune, caf- 
led by Antoninus DANU M: in 7559. burnt with 
Lightning ; but being by degrees rebuilt with 2 
fair Church and Caſtle, and becoming a Town of 
good Accommodations and Trade, it has had the Ho 
nor of giving the Title of an Earl to Fames , late 
Duke of Monmouth , and ſome others. The River 
Done riſeth near Denbye ; and running South-Eaft, 
watereth Sheafie/d ; then turning North-Eaft, goeth 
by Kotheram, where it takes in from the North ano- 
ther conſiderable River, called ( as I ſuppoſe ) Dar 
or Dare: then paſſing by Doxcaſter a little more 
Ealt, it. takes in the River Went ; and ſoon atter ends 
in the River Are at Tunbridge ; and both the Are 
and Done. enter the Onſe about three Miles further, 
thirteen Miles beneath Tork, from which great City, 
Doncaſter itands two and twenty Miles to the 
South. | 

Donchert, a Town in.the Territory of Rerelozs in 
Ch:mpazne, towards the Frontiers of Luxembourg, 
upon the Meuſe ; betwixt Charleville and Sedan. It 
15 a fortified Town. | 

Done, a River. See Doncaſter.. . 

Donetz , avaſt River which riſeth in Dikosa, near 
Boriſ[ſagorda ; and running Eattward, turns and 
falls into the Tanaris, now called Donon Donzrz too, 
of which I ſhall give a further account in Tanats. 
There is another River PonitZ ; which riſeth more 
Eaſt, and falls into the Tanars more to the North, at 
G:/ocha, 

Do:go, a Town in Fapan. 

Donoltein, Menlaſc:'s , a River of Euzpiſcoa in 
Spain, commonly called Rzo Or10. 

Donop, Dinia. See Dipne. 

Donuſſa, Donyſa, a ſmall Iſland in the Archipelago, 
remarkable for nothing but the green Marble brought 
from thence. 

Donzy, a Town of the Duchy of Nevers in France, 
upon a [mull River near the Coſne. The Capital of 
the Territory of Donz101s. . 

La Dozat, oratorzum, a City of France in La- 
Marche, fourteen Miles from Poztiers to the South 
Eaſt, and Lzmoges to the North, upon the little Ri- 
yer Seve. . 

Dozvie, a River which falls into the Taen, a River 
of Languedoc in France ; which lalt falls into the Ga- 
ronne, five Leagues above Agen. 

Doxcheſter, Duronovaria, a City of England, in 
the County of Dorſe: , upon the River Frome or 
Fraw, about five Miles from the Sea, and upon the 
Via Foſſa, a Cauſey of the Romans; many Pieces of 
whoſe Coins have been found here. It is the Capital 
of that Shire, yet faith Mr. Camben, neither great 
nor beautiful ; but certainly a Roman Town , of 
great Antiquity, which was ruined both by the Danes 
ard Normans : and once of a large compaſs, as the 
Tract of the Walls and Trenches yet ſhew. Fortified 
alſo in former times with a Caſtle, which upon its 
decaying was converted into a Monaſtery , and the 
Monaſtery afterwards demoliſhed. In the year 1645- 
King Charles I. created Henry Lord Pierreport Mar- 
quiis of this Place. At preſent it gives the Title of 
Counteſs to the Lady Catharine S1dley, advanced to 
that Dignity by King James IT. It ſtill ſends two 
Burgeſles to Parliame:;t, and is adorned with three 
Pariſh Churches. $ There is another old Roman 
Town called Dozcheſter ( Dorceſtria ) in Oxford- 


ſhire, at the meeting of Thame and 1/s , nine Miles | 


South of Oxford; where the Biſhoprick of Lincohz 
was at firſt ſettled for four hundred and fixty years 
before it was removed to Li:zcoln. This laſt is called 
by Bede, Civitas Dorcina ; by Leland, Hydropolis, i.e. 
( as the word Dorcheſter it ſelf alſo fignifieth ) the 
Water-Town ; Dor in the Brattsſp Language, being 

Watee. 
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Water. It was yielded to the Earl of Carnarvan, 
Aug 2.1643. : ; 

Dozdogne, Duranius, Dordonza, one of the prin- 
cipal Rivers of France. It ariſeth in the Province 
of Auvergne from two Fountains (faith Baudrana) ; 
one of which is called Dor, the other Done : runmng 
Weſtward , between Limoſo to the North and 4u- 
vergne to the South, it takes in Chavancy, Rue, 
Auze and Serre ; then entering Limoſin, Quercy and 
Perigort ſucceſſively, it meets Vezere and Coxere ; 
watereth Scarlat, Limiel and Bergerac ; and fo paſ- 
ſeth to Libourne, where it receiveth from the North 
the Lille, which comes from Montignac ; and not 
far from Bourdeaux, it unites with the Garronne ; and 
they ſend their united Streams'to the Bay of Biſcay, or 
Sea of Gaſcogne, called by the Romans Mare Aquita- 
zicum, at the Tour de Cordovan. ;

Dozts, an ancient Country of Achaia in Greece, 
now known by the Name of the Vallez of Levadia, 
as all Achaia 1s now called L:ivadia. The Citics 
Lilea, Erineus, c. in thoſe times ſtood in it. It 
was particularly famous for one of the four Dialects 
of the Greek Tongue, called the. Dorick after its own 
Name ; in which 4rchimedes, Theocritus and Pindar 
write; and which was in uſe in the ſeveral Countrys 
and Kingdoms of Lacedemonia, Argos, Epirus, Ly- 
dia, Sicily, Rhodes and Crete. S There was another 
Doris in Caria in the Leſſer Aſia, which received its 
Name from#hiss * 

Dozilques, Drofica, Doriſcum, a Tract in the Pro- 
vince of Romania ( or Thrace ) in Greece , menti- 
oned in ancient Hiſtory to be the place in which 
Xerxes numbered his vait Army in the Groſs , by the 
guantity of the Ground they ſtood upon. 

Dozmans, a Town in Champagne in France up- 
en the River Marne, betwixt Epernay and Chateau- 
Trerry ; giving Name to an ancient Family of that 
Province:

Dozntck. See Tournay. 

Doznock, Dorno, Durnodunum,a Town in Suther- 
land, on the Eaſt of Scotland, North of the Fyrth of 
Murray , and Terbat-Neſs. . The head City of this 
County, and the common Reſidence of the Biſhop of 
Cathneſſe, who is under the Archbiſhop of S. Andrews : 
It has alfo a large and a ſafe Haven, upon a Gulph cal- 
led the Fyreb of Dornock, Long. 15. 10. Lat. 58. 10. 

, Obeca, a River in Ireland. It takes its 
Origine in the County of Dublin, and patting thence 
_— that of Catherlogh , receives into its Bed 
ſome {mall Rivers, with which it falls into the Ir:/þ 
Sea near the Port of Arcklow. 

Dorletſhire, Durotriges , is bounded on the North 
with Somerſerſbire and Wiltſhire ; on the Welt with 
Devonſhire, and ſome part of Somerſerſhire ; on the 
Eaſt, with Hamprſkire ; and on the South, which is 
the longeſt fide, by the Br:rrfb Sea : generally fruit- 
ful ; the North parts full of Woods ; from whence 
it deſcends by fruitful Hills and pleaſant Meadows, in- 
termixed one with another, to the very Shoars of the 
Ocean. The principal City i it is Dorcheſter. The 
principal Rivers, the Szower and the Frome. The Ho- 
nourable Charles Sackzill is the Sixth of this Family, 
that has born the Title of Earl of Dorſet : he ſuc. 
ceeded his Father in 1667. The Beauforts and the 
Greys had enjoyed the Title of Margueſſes of Dorſet 
before. The lait of which was Henry Grey Duke of 
Suffolk, beheaded in 1553. 

Doztten, Dorſta, a City of Weſtphalia in Germany, 
upon the River Lype , which falls into the Wee! at 
Ducat : this City is under the Elector of Cologne, 
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well fortified ; but yet it has of late been often taken 
and retaken. It ftands ten Miles trom Cologne to the 
North, and a little leſs from Mrr/ter to the South- 
Welt. ; 

tNozt, Dordracum, ſometime called Dordrecht , is 
the principal Town in the County or Earldom of 
Holland ; ſeated at the Mouth ot the Maes in South- 
Holland, ſeven Leagues trom Leyden to the South , 
five from Breda to the North, and three from Roe- 
terdam to the South-Eaſt. This was the Scat of the 
Counts ot Holland in ancient times, and then of great 
conſideration. In 1421. by a violent Inundation of 
the Sea, the Vahal, and the Maes, = which ſixty two 
good Towns were irrecoverably loft) this City, which 
was before a Continent , was turned into an Iſland. 
There periſhed then one hundred thouſand perſons, 
Con tuts [i loro bent, with all their Wealth and 
Goods: and only ſome little part of the Land, has 
been ſince recovered. The City is great, beautiful, 
rich, potent, and has many gentile Buildings, both pub- 
lick and private ; but the great Church which is de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary, and was founded in 
1363. is exceedingly magmificent. In ancient times 
it was the Staple of the Rhinzſh Wines ; and of the 
Corn that came from Guelderland, Cleves and Fu 
tiers, which contributed much to the Wealth and 
Populouſneſs of it ; thus far Guicciardin. Alſo fa- 
mous for the Synod here holden againſt the Remon- 


ſtrants or Armuinians in 1618. and 1619,, When 


Philsp 1. King of Spain made his Royal Entry in 
1549.they thus exprelied the ſite and glory of this Place; 


Me Moſa © Uvals cum Linga Meruag; cingunt, 
/Eternam Batave Virgints ecce Fidem. 


by which is ſhewn, that ſhe ſtands upon four Rivers 
( the Meyſe, the Merwe, the Rhine and the Linghe ) 
and was never taken by any Enemy. 

Doztmund, Termonia, Dormanza » a City in the 
Circle of Weſtphalia in the County of Mark, or Mar- 
kiſchlande, upon the River Emſer 5; five German 
Miles from Dorſten to the South-Eaſt , and feven 
from Munſter to the South-Weſt. This City is 
ſmall , but rich and populous, a Free and Imperial 
City, one of the Hanſe-Towns , notwithitanding the 
Pretences of the Dyke of Brandenburgh, who is Ma- 
ſter of the Mark, in which it ſtands There was a 
Council celebrated here in the year 1005. by the order 
of the Emperour St. Henry. 

Dotecom, a ſmall Town in the Dutchy of Gue!- 
derland in the Low-Countrys , two Miles from Doe/- 
borck, upon the 1e!. It ſurrendred to the French 1n 
1672. being a place of no Strength. 

Ton, Doux, Dubs, and Alduadubis , a River of 
France : it ariſeth in Switzerland , from the Moun- 
tain of, Fura, near Mortay in the Franche County ; 
andggnning North-Eaſt, it watereth Franchimon and 
Monebeliart ; where it turns and runs South-Welt 
by Li/le, Clerval, Beſanzon and Dole ; beneath which 
it receiveth the Lowpe , a conſiderable River from the 
South F and at Verdun it ends in the Saone, Araris. 
It is cAlled in the Maps Le Pouwle. 

 Donap, Duacun, a City of Flanders , upon the 
River Scarpe, which falls into the Scheldey, about one 
Mile lower ; in the Borders of Artois and Flanders, 
five Leagues from Cambray to the South-Welt, four 
from Arras to the North. At firſt only a Caſtle ; 
which being almoſt ruined , Amatus a Biſhop repal- 
red it in 665. But now a great and a fortified City, 
and has a fine Magazin well furniſhed. In 1572. Phs- 
lip II. King of Spain made it an Univerſity; and 


opened thoſe Colleges for the Engliſh Roman Carhe- 


lacks, which have rendered it more known to this Na- 


tion, than avy other thing. Taken by the King of 
Fr avise 
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France in 1684. and by the Treaty of Aquiſzrane 
confirmed to him , fo that it is {till in his Poſ- 
feflton. pes : 

PDoue, Dovenm, Ducum, a Town in the Duke- 
dom of Anjou in France, beyond the Loyre, upon 
the River L yon, four Leagues from Saumur to the 
South-Welt , and feven from Angers to the South- 
Eaft. Though this is now a ſmall Village, yet it 
deferves to be taken notice of for an Amphitheatre 
built here in the times of the Roman Empire, which 
is {till ſtanding, and almoſt perfect : it contains only 
lixteen hundred Foot in Compaſs, and yet 1s fo con- 
trived, that above fifteen thouſand perſons might ſee 

ir Exerciſes without incommoding each other : 
there are here alſo Vaults and Sewers built under 
the Earth, and Arched with wonderful Art and Ex- 
pence. $ Dove, a River in Staffordſhire, upon which 
Tudbury itands. 'F? 

Pover, Dorovernum, Darvernum, DU BRIS, is 
2 very ancient ſtrong Town, ſeated in the middle of 
the Eaſtern part or Shoar of Kent, upen high Clitts ; 
twelve Miles from Canterbury to the South-Eaſt, and 
fifty five from London, and ſeven Leagues dittant by 
Sea from Calais in France. That part of the Town 
next the Sea had anciently a Wall , ſome of which is 
Rill ſtanding. On the top of a rugged high Cliff or 
Rock, is a ſtately and very ſtrong Caltle, which may 
be ſuppoſed to have been built by the Romans : how- 
ever this place was certainly a Station of theirs, and has 
. ever ſince been reputed one of the Keys of England, 
at all times carefully guarded : befides it 15one of 
the C:nque-Ports, and in times paſt was. to ſet out 
to the Wars one and twenty.Ships. Therefore Phz- 
{ip King of France [aid , that Lewzs his Son ( when 
called m hither againſt King Fohn by the Barons ) 
had not one foot of Land in England , if he were 
not Maſter of Dover-Caſtle. It had formerly ſeven 
Pariſh Churches, now two ; and it is now ( as here- 
tofore) moſt frequented upon the account of its 
being the ſhorteſt paſſage into Fraxce. The Hono- 
Table Henry Lord Jarmin was (created Baron of Dos 
wer in the firlt year of King Fames II. But before 
1n Anno 1627. Henry Carey, Viſcount Rochford and 
Baron Hunſden, enjoyed the Title from Ring Charles 1. 
of Earl of Dover. | | 

Dour or Adour, Aturus , a River of Aquitaine, 
the Southern part of France, or rather three Rivers 
called by the ſame Name : the principal of theſe ri- 
ſeth in Bzzorre, out of the Pyrenean Hills, near Ba- 
retype; and running North, watereth Tarbe ; then 
tnening Weſtward , it palleth on the North of Are, 
St. Sever, and Dax or Acgs ; Io falleth into the Bay 
of Biſcay at Bayonne, "having entertained Gaue de 
Oferon, Gaue de Pau, and Teveral other Rivers. The 
Outlet was anciently at /e Bocau, fix Leagues beneath 
Bayonne ; but by the Induſtry of Lew:s de Forx, an 
excellent Ingincer and Archite&t of France, in 1579. 
Its courſe was altered, as Thuanus faith. The ſame 
Gentleman was the Contriver of the Palace in Spazn, 
and the Light-Houſe at the Mouth of the Garroxne, 
called Tour de Cordovan. 

Dvardan a ſma!l Town in the Diſtrict of Hure- 
Pors un the {/le of France,upon the River Orge, towards 
the Frontiersof /a Beauce, thirteen Leagues from Pa- 


715and two or three from Effampes. The Hug uenots 


took and almoſt ruined it in the years 1562, 1567. It 
had been often mortgaged, ſold, and remi:ted trom 
one to another, before Lewss XI. redeemed and reu- 
nited it to the Crown in 1610. 

Doariens, Douleridium , a Town in Picardy in 
France > Very ſtrongly fortified; on the Borders of 
Artozs, upon the River Aſſelane, which falls into the 
Britiſh Sea be: ween Crotoy and Eftaple ; fix Leagues 
rem Amzens to the North, and ſeven from Arras to 
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the South. This Town did heretofore bejong to tie 
Earls of Pontien, and became united to the Crow: 
of France in 1559. Se 

 Pouſtre, Doſtra , a River of France in the I3- 
comte de Turene, in Limoſin. | 

Te Doux. See Dor. 

Donzt , Duziacum, Duodeciacum, a Caſtle in the 
Dioceſe of Rheims in France, upon the River Cher, 
betwixt Ivoy and Sedan. Remarkable for two Coun- 
cils celebrated at it in the years 871. $74. The firſt 
of which depoſed and impriſoned Hincmar Biſhop of 
Laon ( for adhering to the Papal Intereſt contrary to 
the Uſage and Liberties of the Gallican Church), who 
ſome time after had his Eys put out. 

Dowglaſs, a Caſtle in Cy5dale, in the middle of 
the Southern part-of Sco:land, which takes its Name 
from the River Dany , as doth alſo the Dale or 
Valley in which it Rtands. This Caſtle is ſeated abou! 
fix Scorch Miles Weſt of Lanrick,, where Dowglajs 
River unites with the Cluyd ; fifteen from Glaſzuo to 
the South, and thirty five from Edinburgh to the 
South-Weſt. It is only memorable tor its Earls,ſome- 
times ſo very powerful, they were a terror to the 
Kings of Scotland themſelves ; there being at one 
time fix Earls of this Family ; that is, D:wg/as, 
Angus, Ormond, Wigton, Murray and Morton , as 
Mr. Cambden reckans them. $ There is a Caltle of 
this Name in the 1/le of Man. ; 

Down, Dunum, a City and Biſhoprick 1n the Pro- 
vince of Uſer in Treland, the Biſhop of which is un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Armagh. The Biſhoprick of 
Connor has been united to it ever finct 1442. The 
City ſtands upon the Ir:/þ Sea, upon a Penznſula made 
by the Sea and the Lake of Core, which affords it 
an excellent Haven, twenty Miles from Dormore to the 
Eaſt, thirty two from Carrack fergas to the South. 
The County of Down is bounded on the Eaſt by the 
Iriſh Sea; on the North by the County of Antrim, 
and the Lake of Neaugh ; on the Welt by Armagh ; 
and 6a the South by the County of Louth, from which 
it 1s ſevered by the River Newry. This County, faith 
Mr. Cambden, is generally vety fruitful , where it 1s 
not overſpread with Woods, and has ſeveral ſafe Har- 
bors upon the Seas Dozn is one of the molt an- 
Cient Towns in Ireland; made more fartious by kee- 
ping the Bones of S. Patrick, S. Bridget and S. Co- 
lumbus, than by the mention which Pcelomy has made 
of it, by the Name of Dunum ; though not 1n its 
r1ght place. 

Downham, a Market Town in the County of 
Norfolk, in the Hundred of Clackcloſs, upon the Ri 
O«/e, over which it hath a Bridge. 

Downton or Dunfon , a Market Town in IPilr- 
ſhire z the Capital of its Hundred, fituated upon, the 
Salisbury Avon, It returns two Burgeſſes to the Par- 
hament. _ 

Dzac, Dracus, a River in the Daupbinate in 
France , which riſeth about four Leagues North of 
Embrun ; and running Northward falls into the 
Tere at Grenoble; bringing with it another ſinall 
River which comes from La Grace, and falls into the 
Drac at Y«wlle, four Miles South of Grenoble. -_ 

R Dzaco or Drago, Acragzas or Agragas , a River of 
Sicily ; called Biagzo, di Gergents, di Naro alſo; and 
falls into the Afracan Sea, three Miles beneath Ger- 
gentumto the Eaſt, thirty five Weſt of Terra Nova. 

D:agone, Draco, a ſmall River in Campagnia in 
Lay, which rifcth in Mount Veſuvius ; and waſhing 
the City of Necera, falleth into Sar»o, a River which 
divideth the fg: 90: C:terior , from the Terra 4s 
Lavoro; and th in the Bay of Naples, eleven 
Miles South of Naples. | 

D:agonara , once a Biſhops See, now a ſmall 
Village,7 Miles [rom S.Sever:na in Naples,to theWeſt.

Dzagonera, Colubraria, or Moncolibre , a ſmall 
deſert Rock or Iſland between Majorca and Valenti, 
which has its Names from the Snakes and Serpents 
that only inhabit 1t. 

D:aguignan, Draguinianum, Dracene, one of the 
beſt ſituated Towns in Provence in France, in the Di- 
oceſe of Frejus; adorned with a Collegiate Church, 
and divers Religious Houſes.

natfana reqio, an ancient Province of the 
Wy os in the molt Eaſtern part thereof, 
now called Sigiſtan or Sztſiſtan, Its principal Cities 
were Ariaſpe and Propthaſia. 

D:zavaniza, Sce the Viſtula, 

The D2ave or Drar-15 , called by the Germans 
Draw and Trave, by the Hungarians Trab , has its 
Riſe from the Alps in Tyrol : and running Eaſtward 
through Carinthia and Stiria, entereth Hangaria at 
Serinwar , where it receiveth the Muer out of St:- 
ria, and another from the Lake of Balatan in Hun- 
gary ; ſodividing the Lower Hungary from Sclavo- 
7114, it paſſeth to the Bridge of Efſeck; where a little 
lower it falleth into the Danube by two Mouths. 
Dr. Brown ſaith, it ariſeth in Saltzburglant, and falls 
into the Danube near Erdoed, the old Tentobrigum, 
after it hath paſſed from its Head , about three 
hundred Miles. About its entrance into Hungary, 
it receiveth the Mur, and far above this I found it 
a conſiderable River , having paſſed ut between Cla- 
genfort and Mount Leubell zn Carinthia by ewo long 
wooden Bridges, and an iſland in the middle between 
them 

D:avenna, See Trave. 

D:aun, Drachonis, Duras, a River and Town of 
Anſtria ; the River falls into the Danube from the 
South alittle beneath Linez , twenty fix Miles Welt 
of Vienna ; and brings with it ſeveral other ſmaller 
Rivers. ; : 

Draunſee, a Lake out of which this River riſeth. 

D:anfen, aLake in Pruſſia in Pcland, near El- 
bing and Dantz:ch, made by the Viſtula. 

D:iaw. See the Drave. 

D:ayton, a Market Town in the County of Salop 
in the Hnndred of North Bradford upon the River 
Terne, where it divides this County from Stafford- 
ſhire. The Houſes of T5rk and Lancaſter fought a 
Battel here. 

TD:azzt. See Durazzo. 

Dzente, Drentia, one of the three parts of Over- 
Yel, a Province of the United States of Holland, ly- 
ing Northward , and almoſt all covered with Mar- 
thes: the chief Town of which is Coevorden or Coe- 
worden, The French poſſeſſed themſelves of this 
Territory in 1672. and two years after abandoned it 
to the Hollanders, | 

D:eſden or Dreſen, Dreſda , the principal Town 
of Miſnia in the Upper Saxony, ſeated on both {ſides 
of the Elbe, five Miles from the Borders of Bohemza, 
and three above Mesiſſen. This City being in a plea- 
fant and delightful place , was in 800. fortified with 
Walls and Dikes againſt the Bohemians by Charles 
the Great. The ſucceeding Princes have not been 
leſs careful of it. So that it is for the ſtrength and 
magnificence of the Buildings, the beſt Town in 
Miſnia. The Elbe is here covered with a wonderful 
Bridge of Stone. The Electors of Saxony have alſo 
made this City the place of their Refidence, and built 
here a ftrong Caſtle, and a noble Magazine. 

Dzcux, Drocum, Durocaſſes, Druidenſis Pagus, a 
Town in the Territory of Blaſois in Normandy upon 
the River Blarſe , ſixteen Miles from Paris to. the 
Welt, It is ſeated at the foot of an Hill; a very an- 
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cient City and Earldom,having an old decaying Cafile. 
Here in 1562. was a ſharp Fight between the Huga- 
nots and the Roman Catholicks, in which the Prince 
of Conde was taken, and nine thoaſand men of both 
ſides ſlain» In 1593. Henry le Grand befieged and 
took this Town in eighteen days. The ancient Druiges 
are ſuppoſed to have dwelt 1n it. | 

Dzillz , an ancient people of Cappadocia in the 
Leſſer Afia, towards the Euxine Sea, betwixt Treb;- 
fonda and Ceraſus in Xenophon's relation, or Colchos

September 11. of the ſame 
year ; he put all the Garriſon ( which was about four 
thouſand ) to the Sword ; and as to the Inhabitants, 
ſpared neither Sex, Age, Poor or Rich, but intirely ru- 
ined all before him; not regarding the good Service 
this City had done in the beginning of the War , by 
preſerving the Reliques of the Eng/z/b Nation from 
the cruelty and rage of the Rebellious Irs/h. Sir Ar- 
thur Aſton, the Governour, periſhed with the Garriſon. 
It being the firſt place the Tyrant took in Irsland, 
this cruelty was intended to {trike a terror into the 
others, that he might with the greater facility reduce 
the Kingdom under his Dominion 3 and accordingly 


he had incredible ſucceſs in all his future attempts. 


It ſurrendred to King William in two days after the 
Fight at the Boyne.

Don Fohn of Aus 
ſtria, and all the Spanzſo Forces, who-came to relieve 
it, being totally routed and defeated, the Town was 
ſurrendred to the French ; but by them according to 
Artides put into the Hands of the Er2/zſÞ: and: lo it 
continued till 1662. when it was fold to the French. 
The preſent King of France, Lewis NIV. has be- 
ſtowed: incredible .coſt..in fortifying it, in inlarging 
and ſecuring the Haven by Mounds and Forts.

Dunwich, an ancient Corporation, once a potent 
City, on the Coaſt of Suffelk, Felix the Burgund- 
an, who eſtabliſhed the Eaſt Angles (then wavering) 
in the Chriſtian Faith, in 630. [placed here a Biſhops 
See ; which continned till Bi/i-s the fourth Biſhop af- 
ter him removed to North Elmham ; leavirig a'ſut- 
fragan Biſhop only at Dunwich;; in which times it was 
very populous, and ſo ſtrong, that it 'curbed Robere 
Earl of Lezceſter, in his Rebellion againſt his Prince. 
In the Reign of Henry II. it had a Mint : William of

f Durango, Durangum, a City of North America, 
in the Province of New Biſcay ; but near the Confines 
of New Spain, towards the Jacatecas ; built at the 
foot of an Hill ; which was made a Biſhoprick by:the 
Archbiſhop of Mexico, in 1620. $. There is a 
ſmall Town of this name alſo in the Principality of 
Biſcay in the Kingdom of Old Spain. 

Dutazzo,. Durracium, Dyrrachium, Epidanmus, 
called by the Turks, Drazzz, by the French, Duras ; 
Is a very ancient and much celebrated'City of Mace- 
donia, 1n the Kingdom of Albania. It has now a 
ſtrong Caſtle; - a large Haven ; ſeated 'on- the 
Eaſtern Shoar' of the Adriatic Sea, upon the River 
Argentaro or Argento, North»Eaft' of Brinds/i' or 
Brundufinm in the Kingdom of Naples, from which it 
is diſtant one inandred and twenty Miles. Built by 
the Corcyreans (now called Corfu) in the Year of the 
World 3327.

our Saviour. In the Year of the World 3512. 
being much ficgbeegd by its Fugitives, it had -re- 

urſe to the Aſſiftance of the Cormehians : but 
Corcyreans taking part with thoſe Exiles, the Corim- 
thrans "were beaten ; which drew'on an Athenian 
War, and that the Peloponneſian. This City fell firſt 
with the reſt of Greece under the Power of the Kings 
of Macedonia ; and together with ' Macedonia was 
fubje&t to the Romans, Wwho' made it a Roman 
Cglony.

This: was the ancient 
Marcodurum, w the - opinion . of : Cluverins, and ail 
the other Geographers; made a Free Imperial City 
by Charles: IV.

Cleves, (who 
had married Mary, the Daughter -of William the 
laſt Duke of Fuliers ; and Leagued. with the French 
King Francs T. againſt him.) in 1545. entred the 
Dukedom of  Fulzers, and after a ſharp Siege took 
this City and burat.it: it has been reduced into ſub- 
jection again; and 1s:now under the: Duke of News 
bourg, by the Treaty of Faiſans (ini.

Durgat, Phrygia, a part of Anatolia or Aſia 
the Leſs. = | 
. 'Durham, Dunehe/mum, a City and County Pala- 
tine in the North of England. The City is ſeated up- 
on the River Ware, in a Peninſula made :by this Ri- 
ver, which waſheth' three ſides of it, and. gives paſ- 
ſage into it by three Bridges. The ground of it is a 
natural Hill, ' which contributes no leſs than the River 
to the ſirength and pleaſantneſs of its ſituation : alſo 
ſecured by a Wall, and a Caſtle in the midſt of it; 
the Cathedral (being a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of York, ) is towards the South {ide of the City, 
and of great beauty. This City is yet of no. great 
Antiquity, being built or rather begun by the Monks 
of Dindssfarn, in 995. before which it was a Wood, 
and then not Cleared without difficulty. - In the times 
of Filliam the Conqueror it was imployed by the 
Saxons, as a place of Refuge againſt him ; but they 
were ſoon forced: to betake themſelves to Scotland for 
their greater ſecurity.

Elhyam, or E/:ham, a Market-Town in Ken, 1n 
Shepway Lath : Honoured heretofore with a Palace 
Royal ; now well inhabited , being pleaſantly ſeated 
amongſt Woods on the Side of a Hull. 

E1is, A Country of the ancient Peloponneſus, be- 
twixt Achaia, Meſſene and Arcadia; fo particular- 
ly conſecrated in thoſe times to Zupiter, whoſe Temple 
and Statue here were numbered amonglt the Wonders 
of the World, that it was looked upon as Sacrilege 
to attack it : Only, the Lacedemonians, Arcadians 
and Romans were not ſo ſcrupulous to obſerve 
the Conceit. Before this Country ſubmi:ted to the 
Romans , or was governed by a Magiſtracy of its 
own, it had the Honour to be a Kingdom. The Rivers 
Alpheus and Acheron, the Mountain Peneus, the O- 
Iympick Games in Honour of F#upzter and Funo, the 
Cities Elis,, Piſa or Olympia; Cyllene, Ec. contribu- 
ted to ſpread its Fame in ancient Hiitory. Its modern 
Name is Belvedore. See Belvedore. 

Ell, or Elle, Elcebus, a Town of Germany, in 
the lower A!ſatia, upon the River 1!]; three Leagues 
from Sch/eſtad, and ſomething more than one from 
Strasbuurgh. _ 

Elleſmere, a Market-Town in the County of S4- 
bop, in the Hundred of Pimhill, near the Borders of 
= ales. The Earl of Bridgwater is Baron of this 

ace. | 
Elina, Helena, a ſmall City in Catalonia, in the 
County of Kouſſillon,heretofore a Biſhop's See ; upon a 
ſmall River, two Miles South of Perpignan, and the 
ſame from the Mediterranean. The Biſhoprick was 
removed to Perpignan in 1604. by Clement VEIL The 
Town was taken by the French from the Spaniard in 


1640. Very ſmall ; called anciently I/hberis; in 


which was Helen Caſtle, where thoſe of Magnentius 
his Party flew Conſtans, the Eldeſt Son of Conſtan- 
' tane. The River that falls by it- is Tech. 

Elſaſg. See Alſatia. 

_ Eiſenoze, E/enora, by the Danes Helfignor, is a 
Town in the Iſland of Zeeland; five German Miles 
from Copenhagen to the Weſt. It has a large and a 
fafe Haven, near the Mouth of the Sound ; and a Ca- 
{tle to command the Streights of the Sound. 

Elifingbourgh, Rifupborch, a Town on the oppo» 
ſite Shoar, over againſt Cronenburgh in Scania; which 
heretofore was under the Crown of Denmark, but by 
the Treaty of Reſcbz1d, in. 1658. reſigned to the King 
of Sweden. It- ſtands three German Miles from 
Landskroon to the Weſt. Chriſtopber of Bavaria, 


King of Denmark, died here in 1448. The Danes 
took 1t 1n 1676. but they return it to the Swedes again 
the year after, : 
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Elito2, E:lan, or Hezlan, Alana, Aila, Sur, Tat- 
rus, a City of Arabia Petrea, upon the Red-Sea, 
North of Madian, and over againſt Dacata in /£- 
2ypt. It has a Caftleon a Rock by it, which always 
keeps a Turk:ſþ Garriſon againſt the Arabians. 

Elvae, Helva, a City of Porengal, in the Province 
of Alentejo, called Telves by them of Caſtzle ; it 
{tands upon the River Guadiana, fourteen Miles from 
Merida to the Weſt, and twenty nine from Sevz/ to 
the Nofth. This is a Biſhop's See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Evora; well fortified, and has belonging 
to it a ſtrong Caitle. The Spanirs, in 1659. be= 
fieged 1t to their great loſs, being here routed by the 
Portugueſe. Paul IV. in 1555: raifed it to the Honor 
of a Biſhoprick. The Cathedral Church was built by 
the Moors for a Moſque. 

Elvino, a Fountain near Aqusn9,a City of the Ter- 
ra di Lavoro, in the Kindom of Naples. 

Elvira, Eliber:s, an ancient City of the Kingdom, 

of Granada in Spain ; ruined, and its Epiſcopal See 
transferred to Granada, the Nova 1{/liberss, which has 
riſen by its fall. This City is famous in Eccleſiaſtical 
Hiſtory, tor a Council afſembled at it about the year 
305. Two of the Canons thereof being much inſiſted 
on in Diſputes ; the one, forbidding Images ; the other, 
the Marriage of the Clergy.

Ely, Helia, a City and Biſhoprck in Cambridge- 


ſhire, in an Ifland of the Name, furrounded on all 


ſides by Fens and Marſhes; yet here was anciently one 

of the richeſt Monaſteries of England. The See was 
taken out of that of Lincoln, and conſtituted by 

Henry I. in 1109. Hervey, Biſhop of Bangor, being 
the firſt Biſhop of it. The Monattery out of which 

the Biſhoprick ſprung, was Founded by EZtheldreda, 

Wife to Eg fred Kirig of Northumberland, and was 
at firſt a Nunnery, The Danes having ruined this 
Foundation, Etheliwold, Biſhop of FVencheſter, re- 

founded it, and ftock'd it with Monks. + The Cathe- 

dral was a Work of Time, built by Parts, great and 

beautiful ; thongh the Town of Ely is not great, nor 
the Air healthful., The Biſhop of this See had here- 
tofore Palatine Rights, which were taken off by” 
27. H. 8. c. 25. But yet the Revenue is great, 
and the Biſhops of it have been in great Eſteem, and 
much employed. The preſent ,' is the forty third 
Biſhop of this Dioceſe. 

Elymi, an ancient People, that dwelt about the 

Mountains and high Grounds of the Iſland of Sicihy ;; 
remembred in Hiftory, upon the Account of their 
being the Allies of the Carthaginians. 
- Elyſit Campt, Elyſum, the Poets Paradiſe ; a 
large and delicious Plain of Be0tia in Greece, cove- 
red with Flowers, and every way agreeable to the Plea- 
fures of the Senſes. 

Elyki, Hel:fii, Lyſis, the ancient People of the 
Province of Sileſia, in Bohemia; mentioned by 
Tacitus. 

Embden, Amaſia, Emdn, a German City in the 
Circle of VYeſtphalia; anciently called Amaſia, or 
Amiſia, as Cluverins ſaith, from the River Ems, ( 4- 
mgſins,) es” it ſtandeth; with a large - 

ort 
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Port defended by a Caſtle. lt is the Capital of Eaſ?- 
Frieſland, which is from this City often called the 
Principality of Embden ; not great, but ftrong and 
well fortified. The Trade or Pcople here are ncither 
of them conſiderable ; the Hollanders having ſome- 
time fince poſſeſſed themſelves of it. It ftands fif- 
teen Miles from Bremen to the South-Welt, and fe- 
ven from Groningen to the North. 
Emboli, Empol:, Amphipolis, Chriſtopolis, an 
Archiepiſcopal City, in Macedonia, under the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople, upon the Confines of Macedonia 
and Thrace : Seated upon the Bay and River of Sers- 
mon,which did almoſt ſurround it; ſtanding in the Con- 
fines of theſe two Countries or Kingdoms; and ſome- 
times aſcribed to the one, ſometimes to the other. It 
lies thirty Miles from Phz/:ppos to the Eaſt, and ſeven- 
ty five from Theſſalonica to the Eaſt. Now under 
Bondage to the Turks.

Emeley, Auna, Emelia, a {mall City 1n the Coun- 
ty of Tipperary, in the Province of Mounſter in Ire- 
land; in the Confines of the County of Limerick ;

Emmaus, a Village tn the Tribe of F#uda, in Pale- 
fine, diſtant from Feruſalem about ſixty Furlongs. 
Lice 24. 13. At which our Saviour after his Reſurre- 
Ction diſcovered his Perſon to two of his Diſciples by 
fitting down to eat with them, and then vaniſhed 
out of their Sight. It is mentioned by P/iny, upon 
the Account .of ſome remarkable Fountains there, 
The Devotion of Chriſtians had advanced it to the 
Dignity of an Epiſcapal Sec, and built it a Monaſtery; 
before: the Turks converted it into;a Village again,

Dd, Anglia, called by the French Angleterre, 
by the alims Inghileerra, by the Germans Engel 
landt, by the Spaniards Inzlaterra, is the greateit, 
the moſt Southern, and the beſt Part of the Ifland of 
Great Britain ; called heretofore Albion, Britanni- 
ca. and Britannia: -Which-noble Iſland is divided in- 
to three Parts, England, Wales, and Scotland. Eng- 
land has Scotland on the North , the 1riſh Sea in part, 
and Wales in part, and then the Irsſfo Sea again on 
the Weſt ; the Britiſh Sea on the South, and the 
German Sea on the Eaſt : Between 17. and 22. Deg. 
of Long. between 5O. and 57» of N. Lat. It hes to- 
gether with Wales in the. Form of a great Triangle, 
whereof the Southern Shoar is the Baſe, and Berwick 
the oppolite Angle; from whence to the Lands End, 
It is accounted three hundred eigtity fix Miles Long, 
and two hundred ſeventy nine Broad; containing in 
that Compaſs, about thirty Millions of Acres of Land. 
It was divided by the Romans into five Parts, by the 
Saxons into ſeven Kingdoms, and now into forty one 
Shires or Counties : In which the Pariſhes amount to 
about ten thouſand. The Air, is very Temperate, 
both in Winter and Summer, being warmed in the 
one, and cooled in the other by the Sea-Vapors; the 
Soil for the moſt part very fruitful; watered with 
three hundred:twenfy five Rivers, The Inhabitants, 
Valiant and Indufttiouss And as Nature: has 'given 
it whatever is.abſolutely neceffary to the Life of Man; 
ſo the Natives by their Trade and Commerce, bring 
in from abroad , what may be had throughout the 
World, for Convenience, Delight, Magnificence, and 
Ornament. It has alſo- the beſt Government, and 
the beſt conſtituted Religion, of any Nation in the 
World; and as much Learning, Civility, Arts and 
Trade as any other. Our Fleets excel at Sea, our Foot 
at Land, thoſe of all other Nations. In ſhort, we' 
- want nothing to make us happy, but Gratitude to 
God, and Union. amongſt our ſelves. This Iſland be- 
came firſt known to the Romans, about fifty years be- 
fore the Birth of Chrift. Fulius Ceſar entered it with 
a Fleet in the Year of the World 3895. and renewed 
his Attempt the year following ; but the Civil Wars 
breaking out between him and Pompey, the Romans 
made little Progreſs here, (though they kept their 
Ground) till the Reign of Claudius ; who entered 
Britain in Perſon, and ſtaying not long, his General, 
Aulus Plautius,carried on the War; ſo that he took in 
the greateſt part of this Iſland, now called England, 
and under him Veſpaſian learned the Art of War. Di- 
dius Avitus ſucceeded as General, and-Nero.as Empe- 
ror ; under whom the Romans were' in great Danger 
of an utter Extirpation from the Britains : But this 
Storm blowing over, they conquered all they cared 
for, as far the" Fyrths of Galloway and Edinburgh iti 
Scotland ; only their ordinary and ſtanding Bounds 
were between : Newcaſtle and Carliſle: They conti- 
nued their Poſſeflion till the year of Chrift 433. and 
then withdrew to defend their. nearer - Dominions on 
the Continent, againlt the prevailing 'barbarous Nor- 
thern Nations. - In: 44% the Saxons were called in 
to help the Britains againſt the Pi#s, (thoſe Nations 
that had never been ſubject to the Romans, 1n the 
North of Br:tain.) In 455. Heyg1ſt, their General, 
(et vp the Kingdom of Kene, and began the Conqueſt 
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of Paphlagonia, on an advanced Ground : And made 
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of the Britiſh. By the year $19. the Heptarchy» or 
ſeven Kingdoms of the Saxons, united in one, under 
Egber: King of the Weſt-Saxons ; which Union re- 
ceived its utmoſt Perfection under A!fr:d, about 873. 
The Danes, who had given Occaſion to this Union, 
purſuing their Depredations, at laſt conquered the 
Saxons 1n 1018. ang ſet- up Sweno, a Frince of their 
own. In iog2. Edward the Confeſſor reſiored the 
Saxon Line, which was broken by W:llzam the Con- 
queror in 1066. But the Blood was again reitored by 
Henry II.in1155. Edward I. united Wales, in 1246, 
K. Henry II. began, and K: Fohn finiſhed the Conquelt 
of Ireland, about the Year 1184. in the Reign of 
Richard I. his Brother. In the year 1602. Fames L. 
K. of Scotland, ſucceeding Qu E!;7abeth, of Bleſſed 
Memory, united Scot/and to England, And the 
great Rebellion in 1640, ended in 1660+ by the Res 
ititution of Charles, the Merciful and Juſt. Yet the 
Miſeries that brought it in, the Calamities that atten» 
ded it, and the Judgments that have followed it, may 
be eternal Monitors to Engl/:ſþ Men,to be Loyal to the 
King, and ftedfait to the Church. 

Engur, 4ſte/fus, a River of Afia, which ſpringeth 
from Mount Caucaſus ;' and watering Mengrel:a , 
falls into the Euxine, or Black Sea, between Charus 
and Hippus. Twenty Miles North of Chobus, another 
River of the ſame Country. 

Engury, Ancyra, a City of Galatia, in the Leſſer 
Aſia, upon the River Parthenius, (now Sangari,) 
which falls into the Black Sea at. Cagary. This was 
the Metropolis of Galatia; yet ſeated in the Confines 


Famous by a Council here held in 314. and another in 
357. Called by the Turks, Enguri, Engouri, Angou-

and fzxty from Smyrna to. the N. Eaſt. It is nowfconſi- 
derable, and the Capital of one of the Turkiſh Pro- 
vinces in.

County of 
Southampton, in the Hundred of Andover: Of Note,

Tnkoping, Enecopia, a Town in the Province of 
Uplanaia,in the Kingdom of Sweden ; near the Lake 
Meler; five or fix Leagues from Upſal.- 

Enna, an ancient City, ſtanding heretofore in the 
Center of the Iſland of Sicily; and Famous, both for 
a Temple dedicated to the Goddeſs Ceres Enxea, 
and for (the excellenteſt -Springs in all the Iſland; 
which are applauded by Cicero and Diodorus. The 
Bellum Servile of Sicily was raifed by Syrus Ennus 
of this Place, and 'ended with' the Reduction of this 
Place alſo, under the Coriduct of Pimperna. 

Eno, Enos, .a City of Thrace, called: by the 
Turks, 1#nos ; by the Greeks, Eno. It ftands on

It hath this Appellation given 
it from its Situation betwixt the Rivers Douero to the 
South, and Minho to the North : the *eſterz Ocean 
binding it to-the Welt , and the Province of Tras-/0s- 
Montes to 'the Eaſt. Its Capital is the City Braga. 
Entrevaux; HÞtervallium, a: Town 11 Provence, 
upon the River Yar and the Frontiers of the County 
of Nice, about the Mountains 5 
Glendeves makes the Seat of his Reſidence. 
Epaune or Epone, Epaunenfe, as 4 Eponenſe, 
2 Town or Pariſh in the old Kingdom of Burguxay in 
France;where there was a Council held in 517.under the 
Reign of SigiſmundgKing of Burgundy, ater his abjur 
ration of Arrianiſm. The French Writers cannot 
agree, where to place it more particularly, 
Ephefus, Efeſo, one of the molt ancient and noble 
Cities of the: Leſſer Aſia ; ſeated upon the River 
Cauſter, ( Cayſtrus, ) in the Province of Toxia ; on 
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which the Biſhop of _ 
cient City belides, of ergiaiin the Petppermeſus, where 
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under Th&odeſizis junior, againlt Neſtorins and Pelg. 
gius. There was a ſmaller Council here in 198 con- 
cerning the Celebration of Eaſter; in which the Bi- 
ſhops reſolving to adhere to the Aſiatich Cuttom 
Pope V:ittor declared to break his Communion with 
them. Another in 400. held by S. Chryfoſtom, tor 
the quieting the D:!turbances of A/ia.

449. by Dirſgorus Patriarch of Alexandria, for the 
contirming the Opinions of Euryches, in which Pone 
Leo's Legats were rej-&ted:and ſome others. When this 
City came firſt into the hands of the Turks, I cannot 
aflign ; but it is certain they call it Jjafalouc ; and 
that it 1s a poor deſolate Village, though with a fine 
Haven, and an old ruined Caſtle. This City lies 
forty Miles from Smyrna to the South ; full of the de. 
plorable Ruines of its priſtine Glory. Long. 55. 45. 
Lat. 39. oo. All the Inhabitants of this City now are 
abour forty or fifty Families of Turks, without one 
Chriſtian amongit them : living in a. knot at the 
South Side of the Caſtle, called Aſia Sabuck.

that night Alexander the. Great was barn, in the one 
hundred and fixth Olympiad, and the three hundred 
ninety eighth year of Kowze, 2, 8.' three hundred fifty 
fix: years before; Chre/t.

It is built upon a Rock, at 
whoſe foot the River Zenguey glides to the North- 
Welt, and the 2eurk boulak, or River of Forty Foun» 
rains, to the South-Weſt ; the former being here paſl- 
ſed by a fine Stone Bridge.In a good Air and a fruitful 
Soil, for Wine eſpecially ; adorned with divers Chur- 
ches, a magnificent Palace for the Governoun, and ve- 
ry commodious Caravanſeras for Travellers ; . about 
one hundred paces from the O!d Erivan ( which was 
ruined in the Wars of the Turks and Perſians ), and 
kept garriſfoned with two thouſand men. The Arme- 
nians have a Tradition amonglt them, that this was 
the Seat of Paradiſe, and the habitation of Noah be- 
fore and after the Deluge. In the year 1584 the Turks 
took it, and built it that ſtately Fortreſs we now ſee 
there. The Perſians recovered it in 1604. The Turks 
retook it in 1629. The Perfians recovered it again 
in 1635. It is the Capital of a large adjacent Ter-

Eſcurial, a Village in New Caſtzle, upon the Ri- 
ver Guadarna , ſeven Leagues from Madrid to the 
Weſt, and twenty four from Toledo to the North ; 
in which PhilspIL King of Spain, built a Palace Roya!, 
together with a moſt Magnificent Monatitery , and a 
Stately Church in honour of S. Laurence, as a grate- 
ful Memorial of the Victory obtained againſt Hen- 
7y II. King of France, at the Battel of S. 2y3ntzn in 
Picard, In 1557. in which he ſpared no Expence that 
might contribute to the Magniticence and Ornament 
of it ; infomuch as he is ſaid to have ſpent twenty 
Millions of Gold on this Structure. And fince that 
time, the Kings of Spain have been buried in a Noble 
Chappel here, called the Pantheon, from its being 
built in imitation of the Pantheon at Rome. The 
Emperour Charles V. lies interred in it. This Mag- 
nificent Fabrick ſuffered much by Fire 1n 1671. in 
which a vaſt Library periſhed. . | 

Esfagues, R/pe, a imall City in the Kingdom of 
Tunts; 1t was a Biſhops See, but now ruined. 

Eſino, /Eſis, Efis , a River in the Marca. Ancon:z- 
tana in Italy.

velation}, and made it an''Example of his Juſtice 
and 'Veracity.

Eſpinop, a Town in Flanders, betwixt Doray and 
L' Iſle : ennobled with the Title of a Principality, and 
giving its Name to an Honourable Houſe. 

CEfleck, Marſa, a Town and Caſtle in Sclavonzra, at 
the Confluence of the Drave and the Danube, where 
great Actions have been done. The Town ſtands 
low, and the Streets are planked with Trees , as 
Dr. Brown afjures us, who hath ſeen it. Upon one 
tide of the Gate is part of a Roman Inſcription, 
MALIAN: on the other, a Maids Head of Stone. 
In or near this place, Conſt antius defeated Magnen- 
tins the Uſurper, and Murtherer of Conſtantine II. in 
359+ The Town is great and populous, by reaſon 


of the Trade and Commerce on the account of the 


Paſſage, But not firong, and therefore the Turks 
have of late beſtowed much coſt and pains in for- 
tifying it. In 1537. Solyman the Magnificent, af- 
Glted it without Succeſs. But that which is the 
great wonder, is the Bridge over the Drave, and the 
Marſhes on both fides: this Bridge is five Miles over, 
having Rails on both fides, and Towers of Wood at 
every quarter of a Mile : built by So/yman the Mag- 
nificent 1n 1521. fo ſoon as ever he had taken Bel- 
rade : it 1s fo broad, that three Wagons may go a 
| in le all built of Oaken Timber. Count N:cholas 
Serini burnt part of it in 1664. which neceſſitated 
the Turks to build that part a little nearer the Danube, 
becauſe they could not without great - charges and 
difficulty pluck up the remainder of the Trees which 
the Water had preſerved from the Fire. By this Bridge 
all the Turkiſþ Armies uſe to paſs between Hungary 
and Conſtantinople © near here,the unfortunate Lewss 
King of Hungary 1n 1526. was defeated, in attempting 
to itop Solyman's paſlage into his Kingdom. Count 
Leſly, Aug. 15. 1685. burnt it the ſecond time, and 
pollefled himſelf of the Town- of Efſeck; but the 
Caſtle holding out, he blew up their Magazines, 
plundered the Town, and left it. In 1686. the 
Turks began to build this Bridge after another way, 
by driving rows of Trees into the Earth, and filling 
up the ſpace with Earth, that it might not be 
ſo ſubject to be ruined by Fire: but the Duke of 
Lorrain, Fune 15. 1687. put an end to this Work; 
drove the Turks over the Drave, and in a few days in- 
tirely ruined what eight thouſand men had been many 
Months a building. Purſuing his defign, and paffing 
the Drave to take Eſſeck , he found the Prime Vefier 
there poſted with all the Forces he could raiſe very 
advantageouſly, with the Danube on the left, a Wood 
on the right, the Town and Drave behind, and' a 
Moraſs before him 3; between which and his Camp, 
was a Dike twenty foot deep, forty broad, and two 
Miles long, ſtrengthened with Paliſadoes and Redoubts, 
with fixty thouſand men within it , and *one hundred 
Cannon : whereupon the Duke retreated, Fame 20. 
and repaſſed the Drave at Srclos. See Mohatz.  At-

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Ofber 1690. they ſet down immediately with an

Thus 
Country is very truitful, full of Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemens Houſes, The principal Rivers, which water 
it, are the Stor, that dwviueth &&t from Sufolk ; 
the Thames from Kz2nt.,, the Ley from Middlejex, 
and the Little Stour from Harrfordſhire ; which 
belides their {rnitful Meadows, and the convenience of 
Carriage, afford it plenty of Fiſh : betides theſe, there 
is the 4/1, the Crouch the Che me, the Blackwater and 
the.Cobre, which riſe and fall within this Country ;

It 4s the Cipital of the Territary 
called /a Merindads de Eſtella. 

Eſten, Eſthonia, a conliderable Province in the 
North of Livonia ; heretofore under the Poles, but 
now the Swedes, It hes between the Sznus Fannicus, 
a part of the Ba/tzck Sea to the North z; Lerttona, 
Lieflane, to the South ; the Bay of Kga to the Welt ; 
and lgrie a Province of Ruſſia, tothe Eaſt : the ehiet. 
City 4n at, is Reve/, the Capital of this Province,which 
is ſometimes called Eaſtland. T""—_ 

Eſtopa, 4ſtapa, a City -or great Town'in Anda- 
luſia in Spain, ſeated upon a Hill, in the Confines of 
the Kingdom of Granada ; about twelve Miles from 
Malaga to the North, and ſeventeen from Sew! tothe 
South-Eait. - This ſprung out of the ruines of 
Aſtapa, an old Iberian City , or Phamcian Cqlany ; 
which being befieged by Marcel/us, a Rongan,Gene- 
ral, the.Inhabitants burat thegaſelves with their Wines 
and Children and all they -had, that they might 
not fall-into the hands of the Romans, as Livy faith. 

Clioiteland, E/ora/audea, a great Trad iof Land 
inthe North of America, towards the Ao Cixele, 
aad /Hud{an's Bay, having New France anthe South, 
and Fames's Bay to the Welt., This is a ;part of 1Ca- 
ada ; now:;commontlyicalled New Britain,ang Terra 
Laboratporis, The fivit-of the, American Shoars-which 
was diſcovered ; being, found. by ſome [Friefland 
F.ſhers, that were driven..hither by a Tempelt, al- 
molt;two hundred-yeavs, ;before-Columbys.. In1390. 
Nicolas and Antonius Zens , twoBrathers that were 
Venetian Gentlemen, ;at-the;Charges of Ajchni King 
of Frieſland , took ;aview the {ſecond [tine of ithele 
Soars.  Fohn Skoluo a (Patonsan in 1456, about 
eighty ſix years afterithe firſt diſcovery, ailing paſt 
Norway, Greenland andFrieſland, and enteringinto 
the Streight beyond-the Artich Circle, arrived at this 
Country. Which \is Mountaingus, ayvergrown. with

Etlch, Atheſis, a River of Tealy, called by the Ira- 
trans, Adige ; by the Germans, Etch. It ſpringeth 
out of Mount Brenna, one of the higheſt of the 
Alpine Mountains in Tirol ; and paſſing through a 
Territory of Eeſchlender, which takes its Name from 
it, it leaves Meran and Bolſano( conſiderable Towns ) 
on the Eaſt ; turning South, it takes in the Rivers 
Eiſock, C which falls by Brixen ), Neves and Lavi- 
ſium ; then watereth the famous City of Trent, be- 
neath which it admits Perzene, and ſo goes on to 
Verona, which it divides in its paſſage ; and palling 
Legnano, Rovigo and Anguilara , i falls into the A- 
driatich Sea by Porto di Foſſone, in later Maps called 
Porto di Þ Adine; eighteen Miles South of Yenzce, 
and three Nerth of the Mouth of the Po. He 
Etna, @Erna, a Mountain in the Eaſt of Sicily, 
which perpetually belcheth out Fire and Smoak : cal- 
led by the Italians, i Mongibello; by the French, 
Le Mont Gibel ; by the Arabians, Gibel ; that 1s,the 
Mountain. It is the greateſt as well as the mo 
knowti Mountain in all S:cily, in the Dioceſe of Ca- 
rzanea, nine Miles high, and fifty in compaſs; and at 
the opening or Mouth of it at the top,twenty four fur- 
longs wide. The South fide is planted with Vines, 
the North overgrown with Woods ; on the Eaſt from 
the Top of it toCatanea it is all cultivated, and em- 
ployed to one uſe or another. At ſome times it ra- 
geth more than at others: particularly in 1169. 1329. 
( when it had not flamed of many _ ae 
1408. 1444. 1447. 1536. 1554. 1566. 1579- 
which jeff tine 3 damaged Catanea, and its Fields, 
more than uſual. But the greateſt Rage was in 
1669, when it ſent out four Rivers of melted Eartb, 
Stones and Rocks 3; which from the top deſcended 
down its ſides, through the Fields, into the Sea ; and 
there maintained their Torrent a Mile in the Waters, 
before they were able to tame theſe raving and furious 
Sons of Vulcan. Not only the City of Catanea ap- 
prehended a ſudden and 1nevitable Ruine, but Men 
thought the whole Hland of Sicily would have been 
deſtroyed ; and that by degrees the Fire would have 
melted the whole Rock, upon which the Iſland is 
founded : however,it deſtroyed fifteen Caltles or great 
Houſes, and did an ineftimable Miſchief. Yet the 
top of this Mountain is often covered with Snow and 
Icez and the two moſt contrary things in Nature 
ſeem here to unite, of which C/audiar L1b.1. de Rape.

Euphzates, though I have diſcourſed ſhort'y of 
this River already in the word Aferat , yet becaule 1 
then wanted ſome Books that were neceflary to givc 
a full account of it , I will here enlarge upon what [ 
there omitted. The firſt City of Note it waſheth, is 
Baterd ; the ſecond Ezrum, fo far as it runs Welt ; 
then it - turns South, and pafſeth by 4r3z»gan and 
Maaraz , where it takes in Cobaqueb ; and over a- 
gainit Vrpha, it receives a River which comes trom 
Aleppo ; to patiing Bir, Raſſeca, Belts, Chabuca, as 
far as Alchabar, it takes in from the Ealt Soazd; and 
a little lower at Waſer and Olzm, falls into the Tegrs : 
thus our lateſt Maps deſcribe the Courſe of this vait 
River. The Learned Bochartus ſaith out of Plzny, 


| Lb. 5. Cap. 26. that eighty three Miles beneath Feug- 


ma, at Maſſicen , the Euphrates 1s divid:d ; and on 
the left hand ( the Eaſt ) it goes into Meſopotamia 
by Selucza, a little beneath which, 1t entereth the T:- 
gris. Ptolomy Lib. 5. Cap. 18, agrees with P/iny in 
this: then he mentions another Branch by the Name 
of BaoinaQ- mlauis, the Kings River, or Cut : 
which by the Arab:ars is called Amelic ; and by 4m- 
mianus, Naar-Maicha ; which he interprets too the 
Kzng's River, Lib. 24. which Abidenus faith , was 
digged by the Order of Nabuchodonozor. Pliny tells 
us, the reaſon of this Cut was to prevent the Drow- 
ning of Babylon in great Floods. More to the South 
was a third Branch , which went into the T:grzs and 
Sur, upon which the great Babylon ittood by the con- 
teflion of Prolomy, though in his Maps it is placed on 
the ſecond. There was a fourth Branch went to the 
Weſt, called Ku/pa, now Cufa, about the Name of 
which they are not agreed ; but the uſe of it was to 
fill a vaſt Lake on the Welt of Baby/ov. Now as to 
theſe Branches, the Arabian Geographers agree mn 
theſe Diviſions as {till extant. And yet that Branch 
which went through Babylon, Theodoret faith , was 
very ſmall, and perhaps now intirely loft. The firſt 
and ſecond of the Eaitern Branches are repreſented in 
our later Maps; and the Weltera Branch at Cufa ; 
which appear all like Rivers running into the Eu- 
phrates, when as indeed they are Branches going out of 
it. The firlt 1s that which the Maps call Jab Major ; 
the ſecond has no Name, but it ought to paſs ſtreight 
to Bag der ; and that which is now the main Stream, 
ſeems to have forced its way in a new Channel, after 
the other was loſt and dammed up by Time : the 
Lakes alſo to the Welt which were deſigned to re- 
ceive the Waters in times of great Inundations , are 
filled up by the Mud and Sand, brought down by the 
River. However that Branch that runs toCufa , ne- 
ver comes to any Sea, but is loſt in the Sands of 
Arabia ; and has turned the fruitful Plains of Baby- 
lon into a mere Moraſs or Bogg , unpatlable, unin- 
habitable» This is the ſum of what Mr. Bochare has 
related more at large. Both P/iny and Serabo agree, 
that it yearly overtiows as the Nz/e does, and much 
about the ſame time ; which Inundation has the ſame 
eftect, as to the fertility of Me/opotamia,that the over- 
flowing of the Ni/e has upon Egypt. M. Thevenot 
who croſſed it at Br, faith, it 1 in Semur not big- 
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ger than the Seine at Paris; though 1ts Bed is twice 
as big, The Waters of it run very ſlowly, and are Na- 
vigable, as far as to the place where it joins the Tigras-

Evora, Ebora, is a very conſiderable City in Portu- 
gal in Alentejo, a Province of that Kingdom beyor 
the Tagus, ( Taio) twenty Miles from Lssbon to the 
South-Eaſt. Long. 05. 00. Lat. 33-11, Tins was 
anciently a Bifheps See under the Archbiſhop of Me- 
rida.and afterward of Compoſtela. But Pope Pau! II. 
at the deſire of Fobn II. King of Portugal in 1 540. 
raiſed it to the Honor of a Metropolis; and Henry, the 
firit Acchbiſhop,who of a Cardinal became King of Por- 
eugal, made it an Univerlity. There 1s a Court of 
Tiqu: ſition kept here. 

Evoza Monte, a ſmall Place five Leagues from 
the former Evora to the North-Eaſt, where the Por- 
gupueſe gave the Spaniards a great overthrow 1n 
16E3. : 

Eure, Ebura, Autura, a River of France, ſome- 
times called Toure. It ariſeth in /a Perche , in the 
Wood Loons : and running Eaftward through 
Beauſſe, it watereth Chartres ; turning Northward, 
Nogent /2 Roy, Preux, Jury, ( famous tor the Victo- 
ry of Henry IV. over'the Leaguers in 1599. ) Paſſy, 
Eurenx; at laſt it entereth the Seine at Ponte de 
P'arche, ten Miles above Caudebec. The rich and 
fruitful Valley D' Eure, has its Name from this River, 
and alſo Eurenx in Normandy ; and from oneof theſe 
three, the Noble Family of a* Eurenx lately Earls of 


Eſſex, now Viſcounts 'of Hereford , take their 
Names. $ Eure, a River in Berry. See Aure. 


Eurcur, Ebroica, Eburonicum, Mediolanum Au- 
lercorum, a City in Upper Normandy, upon the River 
Iron (which afterwards falls into the Eure),and a Biſhops 
See under the archbiſhop of . Rouen. Beautified with 
2a great number of Churches ar.d Monalteries : It is a 
place of good Antiquity, and a deligntiul Situation : 
heretofore ſubject to Counts of its own , who ce- 
ded it to King Philip the Auguſt in the year 1200, 
Charles IX. King of France erected it into a Duke- 
dom 1n 1569. See Eure. 

Euripns, called by the- Ancient Latins, Euripus 
Euboicus and Chalcidicus, by the Traltans, Strerto ds 
Negr oponte, by the Inhabitants now Ezr:pos, 1s a Ca- 
nal of the Agean Sea, betwixt the Region of Bwo- 
tia in Achaia, and the Iſland of Negropone ; fo nar- 
row in the narrowelt paſſage, as to be covered with a 
Draw-Bridge of five Arches. * And here, the incon- 
ſtancy of its Flux and Reflux appears the moſt vi(i- 
bly : that 1s, whereas for eighteen or nineteen days in 
every Moon, Winter and Summer, in all Weathers; it 
regularly ebbs and flows twice in twenty four or 
twenty five hours with the Ocean and the Gulph of 
Venice, it molt irregularly ebbs and flows for other 
eleven days in every Moon, 11, 12, 13, 14+ times in the 
ſame compaſs of twenty four or twenty tive hours. See 
Negroponte. - The Bridge is defended by a Caſtle 
built by the Venetians. Mb 

Europe, Exropa, is the leaſt, but moſt celebrated 
of the four general parts of the World, as.to Arts, 
Commerce, Religion, Government and War. .It was 
the Prediction of Noah, { the ſecond Founder of 
Mankind) that Faphee ( the Father of the Europe- 
ans) ſhould dwell in the Tents of Shem. And al-

the true't Bounds on the. Eaſtern fide. In thoſe vaſt 
Countries of Tartary and Ruſſia, ſcarce at all known 
to the Ancients, though the Tanazs, the Woiga, ( as 
far as its Courſe is North and South ) and the O66, 
are the beſt and molt vifible Bounds; yet there 1s a 
great diſtance between the T:znarzs and the ?o'ga.; 
and a much greater between the #0/g4 and the Obb ; 
but between the Rooſwa and the Tofda, very little : but 
in this every Man mult be left at liberty. Europe is 
now divided into the Kingdoms of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Bohemia, Bulgaria, Denmark, France, Gere 
many, Greece, Holland, or the Low Countries, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Moſcovy or Ruſſia, Poland, ' Portugal, $4- 
voy, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Tartary, the Tur- 
kiſh Empire, the State of Yenice, and ſome few con- 
{iderable I{lands depending upon theſe. In length from 
Cape S. Vincent in Spain , to the Mouth of the River 
Ovb,. one thouſand three hundred Engliſh Miles , or 
nine hundred German : from. Cape Matapan in the 
Morea, to the North Cape in Fesnmark,, eight hun- 
dred and fifty, or five hundred and fifiy German Miles, 
as Braudand reckons it: lying between +34. and 72. 
deg. of Lat. and betwixt'g. and $3. or 94. of Long. 
This Country 1s called by the Europeans, Europe ; by 
the Turks, Rumels, and Al-Franck ; and by the Geor- 
gians, Franckiſtan. 

Eurotag. See 1r:s. $ It is alſothe ancient Name 
of a River of Theſſal/ia, ſaid by Homer, Strabo and 
Pliny, to glide upon the Top of the River Peneus ( to 
which it runs) without mixing of Waters.

Exeter, I/ca, 1/ca Dunmontorum, Exonia, is the 
principal City of Devonſhire ; called by the Welſh 
Caerish, Caerrudh, and Pencaer, that is, the Prin- 
cipal City: Seated on the Eaſtern Bank of the River 
Ex, ina barren Soil, upon the Advantage of a ſmall 
Hill, declining Ea(t and Weſt ; having a Dike, and a 
ftrong Wall tor its Safety ; in Compaſs about a Mile 
and a half, with extended Suburbs. There are in it 
fifteen Churches ; and in the highelt Part of the City, 
near the Eait Gate, a Caſtle, which of old was the 
Seat of the Weſt Saxon Kings, and afterwards of the 
Earls of Cornwal ; and near this,the Cathedral built by 
King Athelſtan, in Honour of S. Peter. Edward the 
Conteſſor ſettled the Biſhop's See here, which he re- 
moved from Kirzon. It fell not into the Hands of 
the Saxon: till four hundred fixty five years after their 
firſt coming over, vix. Anno Chriſti 914. when A- 
#helſtan baniſhed the Britains, and fortitied the City, 
and "built the Cathedral. This City joining with the 
Rebels in 1640. was taken for the King by Prince 
Maurice, _— 4. 1643. And being Garriſo- 
ned for 'the King, was again furrendred to the Parlia- 
ment upon Terms, Aprz/ 13. 1646. The Honoura- 
ble Fohn Cecil is Earl of Exeter, and the fifth of his 
Family z he fucceded Fohn Cecil his Father, in 1667. 
The Title of Marqueſs of Exeter was heretofore con- 
ferred by King Henry VIII. upon Henry Courtney, 
Earl of Devonſhire : And likewiſe of Duke, by Hen- 
73 V. upon Thomas Beaufort, Earl of Dorſet ; and 
by Richard 11.

After many other Changes in this Honour, 

Sir Frederick Cornwallis, (deſcended lineally from 

Sir Fohn Cornwallis, Steward of the Houſhold to £4- 

ward VI. and Sir Thomas Cornwailis, one of the Privy. 

Counſellors to Queen Mary, and Comptroller of her 

Houſe, was Aprz/ 20. 1661. made Baron Cornwallis 

of Eye, by Charles II. to whoſe Intereſt and Service 
being ever entirely addicted, in the worit of Times, 

he had the Honour to be the ſecond Coronation Baron ; 

to whom ſucceeded Charles Lord Cornwallis his Son, 
who dying in 1673. Charles, the ſecond of this Fami- 

ly, his Son, ſucceeded, and is now living. By the Fa- 

vour of this Family (as I have heard), this ſmall Cor. 
poration obtained its Charter, and the Honour of ſen- 
ding two Burgeſſes to the Houſe of Commons: Other- 
wiſe the Place is very ſmall and inconfiderable. It 
ſtands twelve Miles from Ipſwich to the North, and 
ſeventeen from Norrwich to the South, and in the 
Road between thoſe two Places. |

Epndhoven, Endova, is a fine Town in the Ter- 
ritory of Kempen, upon the River Bommele ; four 
Leagues from Bosſleduc to the South, and almoſt the 
ſame from Helmont to the Weſt. It had a College of 
Canons, and belonged to the Count de Buren. This 
is the Capital of that part of Kemper which lies in 
Brabant, and fell into the Hands of the Hollanders, 
in 1629. after they had taken Bo:/leduc, by a Siege of 
four Months Continuance ; and they are ſtill in Poſſeſ> 
fion of it. | 

Epſenack, I1/enachum, a ſmall City in Thuringsa, 
upon the River Neſa ; eight Miles from Erford to the 
Weſt. The River Neſa, a little below it, is taken 
into the YYerra. The Name of this City is written 
ſometimes nearer the Latin, Tſenach. It is under 
the Dominion of a Prince of the Houſe of $4- 
xony, the Duke of Weimar, with a ſmall Territory 
belonging thereto. And has the Honour to be 
both a Dukedom and an Univerſity, which laſt was 
founded in the Year 1555. 
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enza, Faventzia, a ſmall City of Romandiola, in 
43 4:a/,upon the River Lamone,(Anemo,)which falls 
into the Adrzatick Sea; three Miles South of the Mouth 
of the Po; between Imolato the North and For/s to the 
South ; twenty Miles from Ravenna to the Welt. It 
1s a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Ravenna; 
and under the Dominion of the Pope 3 only famous 
for Earthen Ware. The French call it Fazence. 

Fatence, Faventia, a ſmall City in Provence in 
France, upon the River Benzon ; three Leagues from 
Graſſe to the Welt, and fix from the Mediterranean 
Sea. The Biſhops of Frejus are Lords of it. The 
French call Faenza in Italy, Faience. 

Fatre-Fozeland, Rebodigum, the moſt North- 
Eatt Country of Ire/and, in the County of Antrim, 
in the Province of U/ſter. 

Fatre-Jfle, a Rock in the Caledonian Sea, be- 
tween the Orkneys and Shetland; in which is the 
"Fatrtowd, a Mark in Glouceſterſhire, i 

, a Market-Town in G/ouceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Brizclesbarrough. 

Fakenham, a Market-Town in the County of Nor- 
folk,, in the Hundred of Gallow.

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the River Ante, (which falls into the Dive at 
5nd ſeven Leagues from Caen to the South, 
and four om Argentan to the North-Weſt.

Faliſct, an ancient People of Heeruria in Italy, 
who made War a conſiderable time with the Romans 
their Neighbours, till reduced by Camz/ius in the 
+ Year of Rome 360. They are ſaid to have come hi- 
ther out of Macedonia. The Capital of their Domi- 
nions was the ancient Fa/erid. : 

Falkenburg, or FAO. a ſmall Town in 
Brabant, upon the River Geule; two Leagues from 
Maeſtricht to the Eaſt, and four from Aquiſgrane. 
It was under the Dominion of the Hollanders till 
1672. when it was taken by the French and diſmantled: 
But in 1678. returned under them again with Mae- 
ftriche. This Town is called by the French Fau-

Falkland, a ſmall Townin Scor/and in the County 
of Fife ; beautified with an ancient Retiring Houſe of 
their Kings; and very commodious for the Pleaſure 
of Hunting. ; ; 

Fallekoping, or din 4 Falcopia, a Town in 
the Province ot Weſtrogothia in the Kingdom of Swe- 
den. five or fix Leagues from Scaren. 

Falmouth, Yoluba, a noble Haven on the South 
of Cornwal, as great as Brunduſium mn Ttaly, and as 
ſafe : an hundred Ships raay ride in it, out of fight 
each of other ; ſecured by two Caſtles at its entrance, 
built by Henry VIII. In 1664. Charles I. Created 
Charles Lord Barkley, Earl of Falmouth, who was 
ſlain at Sea Fune 2. 1665. George Fitz-Roy, now 
Duke and Earl of Northumberland, was Created Vi- 
count Falmouth, by the ſame Prince, Ofob. 1. 1673. 
The old Reman Town Voluba, from which it had its 
name, 15 now totally ruined and gone ; it ſtood high» 
er up into the Land upon the River Valle, over 
againſt Tregony. 

Falſter, Fa!ſtria, Inſula Diane, an Iſland in the 
Baltick Sea,on the South of the Iſle of Zeeland, from 
which it is parted only by a narrow Channel called 
Groene-Sund. It has one Town call'd Nykoping ; and 
gives name to a good Family in Denmark. | 

Faluga-diabete, a ſmall Iſland belonging to Sar- 
4:9334 3, on the Welt of that Iſland. 

Famagolta, Fama Auguſta, called by the French 
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Famagouſte, is a very ſtrong City in the Iſland of Cy- 
prus, on the Eaftern Shoar ; which is a Biſhop's Ses 
under the Archbiſhop of Nzeoſia, and was of old 
called Ar/inoe. This City has a large and a ſafe Port : 
And was taken by the Genoueſe in 1370, By the Ve- 
netians about 1470. and by the Turks from the Vene- 
tians; in the Year 1577. after a Siege of ten Months. 
 Famar, or Fanur, a Town at the Entrance of the 
Black Sea, in Thrace; four German Miles North of 
Conſtantinople. | 

Famar, Arietis Frons, Criumetopon, the moſt 
Southern Cape of the Lizrle or Krim Tartary, Tau- 
ricia; which lirs an hundred and fifty Mites from 
Conſtantinople to the North-Eaſt. > 
HI Amaſtrus, a City upon the Euxine or 

1te Sea, upon the Eaſt Side of the River Dolap, 
fifty Miles from Scutarz Eaſt, and the ſame from 4- 
maſia North-Weſt. It grew up out of the Ruins of 
four neighbouring Cities, to a vaſt greatneſs. 

Fanar, Acheron ,' a River, and Town of E- 
rus. 

Fanari-Kioſc, a Royal Pleaſure Houſe belonging 
to the Grand-Seignzor, one League Diitant from Con- 
ſtantinople and Galata; at the Entrance of the 
Streights of Conſtantinople ; near the Port of Chalce- 
don in Natolza. Built by Solyman II. Veſlels arriving 
_ this Coalt by Night are lightned by a Panal from 

ence. . 

Fano, Fanum Fortune, an Epiſcopal City in the 
States of tte Church, in the Dukedom of Urbino, but 
not of it; twenty Miles from Urbino to the Eaſt, 
and thirty ſeven from Ancona to the North. This 
was the Country of Clement VIII. his Father, a F/o- 
rentine, living here as an Exile. The Temple of For- 
tune, which the Remans built in Memory of their Vi- 
Ctory over Aſdrubal, the Brother: of Hannibal, in the 
Year of Rome 547. ( wherein they flew A/drubal 
himſelf, with 50060 Men) did ſtand near this City. 

Fanthere, a River inthe Iſland of Madagaſcar. 

Fantin, a ſmall Kingdom in Guiney, in Africa, 
where the Engliſh and Dutch have ſome Caſtles. 
_ Foun , an Iſland near Corfu to the North- 

clt. 

Fara, Pharan, a City and Mountain in the Sto- 
ny Arabia, upon the Red-Sea; twenty Miles from 
Sues South, and from Eltor North, over againſt 
Dacata in Egypt. 

Farfar, Fabris, a ſmall River in the State of 
the Church : It riſeth near a Caſtle called Capo Far- 


far; and running to the North-Eaſt, it watereth a 


Monaſtery of the ſamne Name; then falls into the 
Tibur. $S Farfar, Farfaro, Fer, Orontes, a River 
of Syria, which ariſeth from Mount Libanus; and 
running Northward, it watereth Apamia and the 
great Antioch ; then falls into the Mediterranean. 

Farham, a Market-Town in the County of Sou- 
thampton. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Faribo, Helicon, Haliarkmon, one of the moſt 
contiderable Rivers of Macedonia; which rifing out 
of the Mountains of Albania, and traverſing the whole 
breadth of that Kingdom , from thence falls into the 
Bay of Theſſalonica from the Weſt, thirteen Ger- 
man Miles trom Theſſ4lonica to the South: 

Farima, a City of Fapan , eighteen Spaniſh 
Leagues from Meaco to the Weſt ; which is under 
the King of Fapan now, but had heretofore a 
Prince of its own. 

Faringdon, a Market-Town in Berkshire. The 
Capital of its Hundred. 
 Farne, an Iſland on the Coaft of Northumberland, 
in the German Ocean ; two Miles from Bamburg Ca- 
ſtle ;where S. Cuchbere built him an Hermitage, in 
which he took care to ſee nothing but Heaven, as

Town in the Province of Tirol in Germany, upon 
the River 1//, towards the Frontiers of Switzerland. 
It is alſo written W7dkirch, and carries the honor to 
be an Earldom. 

Felin, or Welin, Felmnum, a City of Livonia, up- 
on the River Felin, in Eſthonia, 150 Miles North of 
Riga ; which has a ſtrong Caſtle in it. In this place 
William of Furſtemburgh, Maſter of the Teutonick 
Order, was betrayed by his own Subjects to the King 
of Sweden, in 1650. who has ever {ince pollefſed it, 

Fella, Carnicum' Julium, a Caſtle in Friuls, but 
on the Confines of Carniola, under the Venetians. 

_ Felles, a Ridge of Mountains in Africa, extend- 
ing from the North-Eaſt to the South-Weſt, on the 
North of Faye. See Fatigar. 
 Fello, Phellos, a City of Lycia, Eaſt of the River 
Xanthus, (or Lycus, ) and Weſt of the Chelrdonii 
Scoputs, on the Shoars of 4fia the Leſs. 
eltri, Feltria, a City in the Marchia Tarviſina, 
under the- Commonwealth of Yenice, upon the Ri- 
ver Aſona, which ſoon after falls into the .Piave ; 
forty two Italian Miles from Trent to the Eaſt. This 
is a Biſhops See, under the Patriarch of Aquiteja ; 
- and has bcen-under the Venetians ever fince 1404.

[the Great : It ſtands upon the River Alter, ſix Miles 


from Bremen to the Eaſt, and twelve from Ham- 
burgh to the South : of old a Free Imperial City, af- 
terwards ſubject to its own Biſhop ; but in the Treas» 
ty of Weſtphalia, it was given to the Stvedes, who 
are ſtill poſſeſſed of it : the Biſhop of this City iim- 
braced the Auguſtane Confeſſion in 1568.

Ferentino, or Fzorentino, Ferentinum, a City of 
Campagnia in Traly, under the Pope, which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under none but him : It lies forty Ital:ar 
Miles from Rome to the South, and etght from the 
Confines of the Kingdom of Naples to the North : a 
ſmall place built on an Hill. 

Ferento, Ferentie, an antient City, ruined, of 
Hetruria in Ttaly, near Viterbo and Montefiaſcone. 
It had been an Epiſcopal See, before thoſe of Viter- 
bo deftroyed it, upon an account of Hereſie in 1074. 

Ferenznola or Fierenzuola, an Epiſcopal City in 
the Capsranata, in the Kingdom of Naples. Adorned 
with a famous Abbey, and made remarkable in anti- 
ent Hiſtory by the Victory of Sy//a over M. Carbs 
here in the year of Rome 672. 

Fermanagh, Fermanagen/is Comitatus, a Coun- 
ty of Uſter in Ireland, in which lies Earne, the great- 
eſt Lake in that Kingdom. There is never a City or 
Town of note in this County ; and therefore it need 
be no further conſidered.

ernes, Ferne, a City in the County of Wexford 
in Ireland, with an Epiſcopal See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Caſhel! now, but formerly of Dublsn.

_ Ferrandina, a Town in the Kingdom of Naples, 
In the Baſilicate, upon the River Baſiento; 18 Miles 
from the Sea to the Weſt, and 12 from Matera to 
the South-Weſt : built by Ferdinando, Duke of Ca- 
labria, Son of Alphonſis II. King of Naples; and 
fince honored with the Title of a Gukedeen, 

Ferrara, Ferraria, a City of Italy, under the 
Dominion of the Pope, and the Capital of the Duke- 
dom of Ferrara; which under the Family of Eſte, 
was ſo improved and augmented, that it became one 
of the beſt Cities of all Italy : made a Biſhops See 
by Pope Vitaliano : 3o Miles from Bologne. It was 
ſo ſinall in the time of Theodofius junior, that it was 
called Ferrar:ola , the little Ferrara: It ſtands on 
the fmalleſt branch of the Po, ( Po Morto, ) from 
which there is a cut of fix Miles, as far as Francols- 
70 Weſtward , for promoting of Trade ; but fince 
I 598,- when it came into the Popes hands, this City 
has been decaying 3 which the Caſtle built by _— 
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VIIL has not been able to prevent, though that Pope 
placed there his Image, with this inſcription g Ne 7e- 
cedente Pado Ferrariz Fortitudo recederet, Martem 
Neptuno ſubſtitute ; that is, _ the receſs of the 
Po ſhould weaken Ferrara, he has brought Mars to 
ſupply the want of Neptune. His Holineſs was how- 
ever miſtaken, as the event has ſhewn ; for Neprune 
and Mercury, tending equally to the wealth and wel- 
fare of a City, are much . more auſpicious Patrotis 
than Mars. There was a League made here againſt 
the Proteſtants in 1586. The Council of Florence 
was begun here in 1438 3 ( after a declaration of the 
diffolution of that of Baſil made by P. Eugenins IV.) 
Zohn P-/:6logus VII. Emperour of Conſtantinople, 
with his Patriarch, being perfonally preſent An Uni- 
verſity was ſettled by Frederzck I. in averſion to Bo- 
3:01:44, about 1316. Fhe Dukedom of Ferrara, is 


a part of Romandiela: bounded by the Pehinfala of - 


Kodightia; ( which formerly belonged to this Duke- 
dom , but was taken from it by the Yenetians in 
1500. ) on the Weſt, by the Dukedom of Mantoua ; 
on the South by Romaiid:ola, properly fo called; and 
on the Eaſt by the Ad#idtich Sea, It was umder the 
Family de Efte, from 1336. fo 1593. when upon 
the death of Aiphoniſis II. without Heirs Males, it 
was ſeized by Pope Clement VIII. as Lord of the Fee, 
againſt the pretenſions of that Branch de Eſte, which 
are now Dukes of Mantona; a Dnkedom then a de- 
pendent on this of Ferrara. The Tract adjacent, 
called Ferrateſe, aſſumes its name from it.

_ La Ferte-Bernard, Firmitas Bernardi, a Town 
in the Province of Maine in France, upon the River 
Huiſne, ten or twelve Leagues below Mans. It beats 
the Title of a Barony. 

| La Ferte-Gaucher, a ſmall Town in the Pro- 
vince of Brie in France, betwixt Meaux, Sezane, and 
Provins. 

La Ferte far Gzoſne, a Town in Burgumdy, two

Fez, one of the preateſt Cities in Africa, but 
now declining : It is the Capital ofa Kingdom of 
the ſame naimne, in the Welt of Barbary; ſaid to 
have been built by the Moors in 786. It ts divided 


. Into three parts: Beleida, a part of Old Fez, which 


contains four thouſand Families ; Old Fez, properly 
ſo called, in which are eight hundred Famiſes ; and 
New Fez, whieh' has about eight thoufand Families. 
Old Fez, the moſt Weſtern, hes upon Hills and Va!. 
leys intertriſxed ; and has fifty Moſques very beauti- 
ful, befides fix hundred firall enes. The New Fez 
lies in a moſt pleaſant Plain, with a double Wall, very 
high and #; and ſtands near the River Union, 
above a Mile from Old Fez. The' kamed Orrelins 
tells us, Fez in the 4rabich Tongue fignifies Gold : 
that the City Fez is built in the middle of the King- 
dom, and the greateſt part of it upon Mountains and - 

Hills; fo that there is no Plain but in the middle : 


that the River entereth into the City by two ways on- 


ly ; and then diffuſeth it ſelf into innumerable Bran- 
ches and Channels; fo that there is ſcarce a private 
Houſe that has not a Branch of the River belonging 
to it; and that the reſt of the water pally Brough 

e grea- 
teſt part of the Houſes are: built of Stone or painted 
Brick : that each Houſe has a Tower for their diver- 


tiſement. The great Moſque called Carraen, is hatf 


a Mile m compaſs, with thirty one Gates of vaſt 
height. And' the Library is ſaid to contain, beſides 


4 great number of other books, two thouſand Vo- 


lumes of Manuſcripts in the Arabick Language. The 
Territory belonging to it extends from the River 


- Burgrage to the River Gave; ahd on the North 


from the River 5uba, to the foot of Monnt Alas 
South ; 
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South ; which is called the Province of Fez, and by 
the Romans, Volubils. This Kingdom of Fez was 
erected by Abadalack in 1212, and long ſince united 
to the Kingdom of Morocco. This Kingdom was a 
part of Maur:tania Tingitana, and has for a Centu- 
ry. of years and more, ſuffered great and frequent Mu- 
tations and Infurrections. They are the greateſt Bt- 
gots of all that imbrace the Mahometan Faith ; and 
the moſt bitter and implacable enemies of the Chriſti- 
an Religion ; having totally extifpated it in thoſe 
Regions, . where there were ,once many great and 
flouriſhing Churches, The Kingdom of Fez is boun- 
ded on the North -by the Streights of G:bra/tar, and 
the Mediterranean ; on the Weſt by the Arlantich 
Ocean; on the South by the Kingdom of Morocco, 
from which- it is divided by the River Azamoy ; and 
on the Eaſt by the Kingdom of Alger : now by rea- 
fon of their great inteſtine Wars, much depopulated 
and ruined. '. : | 

Fezzen , or Feſſen, a Province of Buleduſgerida 
in Africa, which is a Deſart. 

Fiano, a Caſtle in St. Peter's Patrimony in Tta- 
ly, upon the T:bur, 15 Miles North of Rome, enno- 
bled. with the Title of a Dukedom. 

Fianone, Flanona, Flavona, a Town and Port 
of the Province of H:/tria in Traly, upon the Adria- 
tick ; belonging to the Republick of Yenzce. It 
ſtands advanced upon a high hill. . _ 

_  Fidart, Lycormas, a River of Zolia, which 
waſheth Calidon, now Galata, a Village on -the Bay 
of Theſſalonica, on the Archzpelage. 

tdonifi, Achillea, an Ifland in the Euxine Sea : 
and alſo a Peninſula called of old Dromos Achz!ls, at 
the mouth of the Borythenes, on the Eaſtern fide. 
It ſeems to be the ſame with Jagors. 

Ftechtelberg, Sudit: £ EFercinis Montes, a 

Ridge of Mountains which incircle Bohemza, and di- 

«vide it from Franconia to the Weſt ; whence ſpring 
theſe great Rivers; 1. Menw, the Mayn, which en- 
tereth the Rhine at Mentz. 2. Sala, the Saal, which 
falls into the Elb at Bernberg. 3. Egra, the Eger, 


- Which falls into the Eb, at Deutmeritz in Bohemia. 


4. Nabu, the Nab, which falls into the Danube a- 
bove Rat#bone. See Eichrelberg. 

Fieſco, a City of Cara, called anciently Phuſca, 
in the later Maps F:/ch:o; a little more north than the 
Iſle of.Rhodes, and on the Mediterranean Sea. 

Fife, Frfa., a County in Scot/and, between the 
Fyrth of Tay to- the North, that of Edinburg to the 
South, the German Ocean to the Eaſt, and Strathern 
and Mentezth to the Weſt. It is one of the greateſt 
in Scoeland, as being eighty four Scorch Miles in cir- 
cuit ; alſo one of the moſt fruitful and belt inhabited 


| parts of that Kingdom ; full of conſiderable Towns 


and Places; the principal of which is S. Andrews, 
the Metropolitan See of that Kingdom. 

Figalo,. Act:um, a molt celebrated Promontory 
of Epiru. See Atmm. 

Figeac, Figeacum, a ſmall City of France in 
2zercy, a Southern Province of that Kingdom, upon 
the River Se/e, nine Leagues from Caors to the Eaſt, 
twenty eight: from Tho/ouſe to the North-Eaſt. 

Figenta, Epheſus, a City of Ionia. 

Filadelphta, Phz:/adelphia, a City of Lydzra, in 
the Leſler 4/:a, at the foot of Mount Tels, upon 
the River Cay/trw, now Chiaz, thirty two German 
Miles Eaſt of Smyrna. It is called by the Turks 4l- 
lachars, or Alla-Scheyr ; that 1s, the City of God : 
of old an Epiſcopal See, under Sardus, but now the 
Meeropols, and in a tolerable Eſtate under the Turks : 
being built amongſt the Hills and Mountains, it has 
in all times been much ſubject to the violence of 
Earthquakes. : This is one of the ſeven Churches of 
Aſia, mentioned in the Reve/ations, Long. 57+ 41. 


Lat. 40. 15. . There is here now about two Inindred 
Houſes of Chriſtians, and four Churches. It prefer- 
ved it ſelf againſt the Turks, after all the reſt of 5/:z 
was conquered, under Orchanes, and the two Merars, 
till the time of Bajazet I. who began tits Reign it, 
1387, reigned nine 'years, and then was taken by 7:- 
merlane. And as they held out longer, fo they fub- 
mitted on better terms :' God having preſerved the, 
as he promiſed he would, even from the perfidy and 
rage of thoſe deſtroyers. Sce Revel. 3. 8, 10. Whec. 
ler's Travels, p. 255. _. 

Fillech, F:llechum, 2 City of the Upper Hunga- 
ry, five German Miles from Agria to the North, and 
the ſame from Caſſovia to the Weſt. It ſtands on 
the Road which leads from Presburg, to the Cities in 
the Mountains, upon the River Gayer, which falls in- 
to the Danube over againſt Gran, in the County of 
Rabel. There was here a Caſtle ; and the Town be- 
ing a Frontier, was walled and very ſtrong : taken 
by the Turks in 1560, retaken by the Imperialiſts in 
1553. Again taken by the Baſſa of Great Waradir 
in 1682. And becauſe he and the Teke/ztes could 
not agree about it, he diſmantled and deſerted it. 

Filippo, Phz/zpps, a City of Macedonza, on the 
Confines of Thrace ; ſeated on a ſteep Hill, about 
five German Miles from the Archipelago to the Welt, 
on the Golfo de Conteſſa; either built or repaired by 
Philip King of Macedonia, from whom it has its 
Name. It was afterwards a Roman Colony, and 
mentioned as ſuch in the As of the Apoſtles. S. Paul 
preached the Chriſtian Faith here, and wrote one of 
his Epiſtles to this Church: alſo famous for a Battel 
fought near it between Pompey and Ceſar ; and ano- 
ther between Auguſtus and Caſſims. In the Primitive 
times it was an Archbiſhops See, but almoſt buried 
in its own Ruines now, and defolite. See As 
I6. 12, | 

Filippopolti, Phi/ippopols, called by the Turks Fr- 
libe, and Preſrem, is a City and an Archbiſhops See 
in Thrace, upon the River Hebrus, now Meriza; an 
hurdred Miles from Conſt antinople, ninety from Phs- 
l:pp: to the Weſt. Here was an Arrian Synod hel 
in 349. And here Fulian the Apoſtate was, when 
he received the news of the Death of Conſtantrius ; 
and thereupon diſcovered his concealed Apoſtacy. 
Frederick Barbarofſa I, in 1189, took this and 
Adrianople from the Turks, which was retaken from 
the Chriſtians by Amurath in 1359. This City was 
built by Philzp the Reman Emperor, and is now in a 
flouriſhing condition ; the Seat and Reſidence of a 
Turkiſh Sangiack , or Governor, under the Pacha of 
Komana. 

Final, or Finale, Finalzum, a ſtrong Town, well 
fortified, with a Marquiſate belonging to it, upan the 
Coaſts of the Sea of Genoua in Italy, betwixt Savena 
and Albengua. The Marquiſate is not above fix 
miles in length, and is bounded at each end with. the 
points of the Mountains. They both belong to the 
King of Spain, who ſurprized them in 1602, and 
cauſed the laſt perſon of the Houſe of Carreto ( that 
for a long time before had been the Proprictors there- 
of ) to be put to death. | 

Finichta, one of the preſent Names of C:/5c:a, a 
Province of the Lefſer 4/ia next Syrza. 

Finkeley, a Village in the Biſhoprick of Durham, 
in Cheſter Ward : mentioned in the Councils by the 
name of Finchala and Fincenhala : there having been 
a Council held at it in the year 798. by Eanbaid 
Archbiſhop of Tork. 

Finland, Finlandia, Fenni, Finnia, Fionnonia, 
1s a very ſpatious Country ; heretofore a diſtinct King- 
dom, but now ſubject to the Crown of Sweden, and 
diſtinguiſhed with the Title of a Dukedom belonging 
to the King of Sweden's ſans, Bounded on the N _ 

y 


FIS 
by Defarts or unknown Countries, from which it is 
ſeparated by the Lake and River Ula Tresth: on the 


Welt it has the Borner Sea, a Branch of the Baltick ; 


on the South the Bay of Finland, another Branch 
of it ; and on the Eaſt, the Dominions of the Great 
Duke of M»ſcovy. It contains ſeveral very great Pro- 
vinces, as Ciania, Tavaſthia, Nylanara, Carelia, Sa- 
wolaxia, and Finland properly ſo called ; which is 
the moſt Southern and moſt noble. Aboa a Town 
upon the River Aurojoks, over againſt the Iſle of 
Aland, is the Capital of this Kingdom, and the Seat 
of the Swediſh \ iceroy. This Kingdom was firſt 
conquered to the Crown of Sweden in 1384, by 
Erich one of their Kings. In 1571, the Muſcovstes 
intending a Conqueſt fell into it with a Savageneſs 
and Cruelty hard to be expreſſed, or believed ; but 
were recalled by .an Irruption of the Tarzars upon 
their own Countries. It 1s called by the Inhabitants 
and Swedes, Finner ; by the Danes, Finder ; by 
the Germans, Fennen ; by the Dutch, Finlander. 
Cluveriu faith, it is a conſiderable part of the King- 
dom of Smeden; and that it is fruitful, and affords 


excellent Paſturage. : 
Finmark, F:inmarchia, called by the Inhabitants 


 Taakemarch and Finmark , is a Pfovince of the 


Kingdom of Norway, on the Weſtern Ocean. The 
Southern part of it is fubject to the Danes ; the Nor- 
thern to the Swedes. This Conntry 1s barren, rocky, 
covered with dreadful Woods, full of Bears and 
Wolves, and other ravenous Beafts: the Inhabitants 
till of late lived in Summer, Itke the Nomades, wan- 
dring from place to place, as the conventence of Wa- 
ter and Paſture invited them. The Princes under 
whom they now are, to reduce them from this va- 
grant way of living, granted the Lands to the firſt 
Occupant, by which means ſome parts are improved ; 
but the more barren can be uſed no other way, and 
therefore are left ſtil in common. The Inhabitants 
are a mongrel fort of Chriftians, extreamly ignorant 
and barbarous; infamous for Witchcraft, revengeful 
beyond belief, and as rugged as the Country they in- 
habit. 

Ftorida, a fmal! Village on the Shoars of the Me- 
arrerranean Sea, in the Leſſer 4fta, in the Confines 
of Lycia and Pamphylia; which in the Roman times 
was called Phaſels, and before Pstynſſa : it Hes Eaft 
cf the Chelidonian Rocks, and Weſt of Mount Ma- 
ficytus, two hundred and twenty Enghiſh Miles from 
the moſt Weftern Cape of Cyprey. A Bifhops See, 
wnder the Archbiſhop of Myra, now Stramita : but 
fo very fmall, that tittle notice is taken of it in the 
later Maps. 

Ftionta. See Fuynen. 

Fioniffi, yſis, a Town in Cree? (Candza), on 
the Weſtern Shoar ; near the moſt Southern Cape of 
that Ifland. 

Fioze, Oſſa, a River of-Italy, in the Dominions 
of the Great Duke of Florence, which falls into the 
Mediterranean Sea at Telemont, a fmall Sea-Port be- 
longmg to Sienna.

FJtrando, a City and Kingdom of Fapan, in that 
part which 1s called Ximo; to which there belongs 
- Iffand of the fame Name, on the Weſtern Shoar

Firt, Maxera, Mazeras, a River of Hyrcania, 
Which falls into the Hyrcanian Sea. 

[trmtana, Firmanorum Caſtrum, a ſmall Caſtle 
on the Adriatick Sea, itr the Marca Aneconitana, 
near. the Mouth of the River 1594: now common- 
ly calle Fermo; "thirty | Iralian Miles from Ancona 
to the South, and an Archbifhops See. 

Frfchio, Phnſca, a Maritim City of Caria, in the 


' Eeizer 4fia, over againſt the Ifle of Rhodes, about 
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eighty four Engliſh Miles from Epheſus to the Soutii. 
In the later Maps, it is placed much more to the 
Eaſt than the Ifle of Rhodes. | ; 

Fiſhgard, a Market Town in Penton in 
the Principality of Wales, and the Hundred of Ke- 
Mes. | 
Fir mes, Fime, ad fines, « Townin the Province 
of Champazgne in France, upon the River YVeſle. Two 
Councils have been aſſembled at it in the years 88x 
and 935, which write it, Finibus apud Santtam Ma- 
cram, from a Stone ('tis ſuppoſed ) that ſerves as a 
Boundary, hard by, to the Biftopricks of Rheims, 
Laon, and Soiſſons, 

Flagania. See Paphlagonia. 

Flatz, F/aicw, an Ifle of France, belonging to 
Santoignes 

Flambozongh-head, a noted Promontory in the 
Eaft Riding of Jorkshire 3 two Miles from Burling- 
ton Bay : fo called from the ſmall Town, Flambo- 
rough, ſtanding in it. 

Flanders, F/andria, by the Natives call'd V/aen- 
deren, is the greateſt and nobleſt of thoſe Seventeen 
Provinces called the Low Countries : Bounded on the 
Eaſt with Hainault and Brabant ; on the Weſt with 
the Britiſh Ocean; on the North with the Seas of 
Zealand; and on the South in part by Arzozs, and 
in part by Hainault and Picardy : of which Artes 
was at firit a part, and after five or fix defcents, re- 
united again to it. This Province, ſaith Ortelius, is 
moſt excellent Paſture, eſpecially towards the Weſt. 
It affords excellent Kine, and warlike Horſes ; and 
abounds in Butter, Cheeſe, and excellent Wheat. The 
People are much given to Merchandize and Cloath- 
ing ; their Linnen ( having plenty of Flax and Hemp) 
exceeds all other Countries; and as to Woollen, they 
having the Wooll from Spain and England, improve 
it by their induſtry to a wonder, and then ſupply all 
the World .with the Product. But in this the zeal 
of Philip I. King of Spazn, has altered the Nate of 
things m a great degree. This Province has tweaty 
eight walled Towns or Cities, a thoufand one hun- 
dred and fifty Villages ; beſides Forts, Caſtles, and 
Noble Mens Houfes ; and a great number of Abbeys, 
Priories, Colleges, and Monatteries. It has five Viſ- 
counties, three Principalities, four Ports, and thirty 
one Chatellamies. The principal of which in Orzel:us 
his time was Gaunt. This great Province was divided 
into three Parts ; 1. Flanders Flammengant, bound- 
ed on the Eaft by the Imperial Fg and the 
Scheld; on the Welt by the Brizzſh Seas; on the 
North by the Seas of Zealand; and on the South 
with Artos and Flanders Gallicant ; the principal 
City of which was Gaunt, 2. Imperial Flanders, ſo 
called, becauſe it was a Fee of the Empire ; divided 
from Brabant, on the Eaſt by the River Dender ; 
and from the Gallick Flanders on the Weſt by the 
Scheld; on the North it has the River Dender, and 
on the South Hainault ; the principal Town of this 
is Aloft, whence it is now commonly called the 
County of Aloſt. 3. Flanders Gallicant, ſo called, 
becauſe the French Tongue was heretofore moſt ſpo- 
ken: ir} it. This has Hainault on the Eaſt, Artors 
on the-South, the Brizzsſh Sea on the Weſt, and 
Flanders Flammigant on the North ; from which it 
1s parted by the River Leye ; the chicfeſt Town is 
L'ifte, Inſula. Firtt united to France by Dagobert 
one of their Kings; by whom about 621. 1t was 
granted to Liderick de Buque, with the Titte of 
Fozefter. In 864. it was granted to: Ba/dwin I. by 
the Title' of Earl of P/anders, the Sovereignty bei 
reſerved to France, whoſe Homagers theſe Earls were. 
This Earldom by the Marriage of Phs/;p Duke of 
Burgundy with Margaret Daughter of Lewis de Ma- 
latin Earl of Flanders in 1369« came into the Houſe 
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of Burgundy ; and ſo to the Houſe of Auſtria by the 
Marriage of Mary Daughter and Heir of Charles the 
Hardy, to Maximilian Emperor of Germany, in 
1476. in which Family it ſtill is. This though the 
prime Earldom of all Europe, yet was a Homager to 
the Crown of France ; till Charles V. having taken 
Francis I. his Priſoner in the Battel of Pavy in Irah, 
|Jby a Treaty at Maadrid,-infranchiſed it from that Ser- 
© vitude. Since- the time of Ph:/zp IL. 1t has been ex- 
freamly curtailed and harafſed ; many of the Inhabi- 
tants flying then into England, not only depopula- 
ted, but impoveriſhed it-by carrying away its Trade. 
And the Hollanders Revolting, not only added to 
this Calamity by a War of forty years continuance, 
but took from them ſeveral Towns in the Northern 
parts. Of later times, the French have made the 
ſame devaſtations on the Southern , fo that not above 
half Flanders is now left to the Spaniards, and that 
in a weak and declining condition. 

Flaſlans, a ſmall Village in Provence, in the Dio- 
ceſe of Frejus : remark'd for giving name to an emi- 
nent Poet of that Country in the thirteenth Century ; 
as likewiſe in the perſon of Sreur de Flaſſans, firna- 
med the Knight of the Faith, for his zeal againſt 
the Huguenots of Provence in 1562. 

Flatholm, an Iſland in the Severn, over againſt 
Somerſetſhire. 

Flavignt, Flaviniacum, a ſmall Town in the 
Tract of Auxoss in Burgundy, betwist Dijon and 
Samur, upon a little River near the antient Al:ze. 
There ſtands an Abbey of the Bened:F:nes 1n it. 

La Fleche, a Town in the Province of Anjou in 
France, upon the Loyre, towards the Frontiers of 
Maine. Henry le Grand founded a College of Fe- 
fs there in 1603 : whoſe heart is interred in the 

ame. 

Flengburg, Flensburgum, a City of the Kingdem 
of Denmark , on the South of Futland, upon the 
Bay of Flens, on the Baltick Sea, in the Dukedom 
of Sleſwick, four German Miles Weſt of the Iſle of 
Alſen, and 6 from Frederichſtad to the North-Eait. 
It is but ſmall, ſeated on high Hills with a large Hae 
ven, and a ftrong Caſtle. The City is under the 
King of Denmark ; but the Territory which belongs 
to it, is under the Duke of Holſtein Gottorp. Chris 
fttan V. King of Denmark, was born here 1n the year 
1646. 

Flerns, a Village in the County of Namur, below 

Charleroy, near the Sambre ; rendered remarkable by 
the Battel betwixt the French and Dutch Armies, on 
Fuly 1. 1690. fought upon the Plains thereof, with 
the Victory to the French. : 
Fleury, or S. Benoit ſur Loyre, Floriacum , a 
ſmall Town which has a noble and an ancient Mona- 
ſtery of the Order of S. Bened:#, whoſe Body lies in- 
terred therein : ſeated upon the Loir, nine Leagues 
from Orleans to the Eaſt. It ſtands, according to 
fome, in Le Gaſttnors z to others, in the Dukedom of 
Orleans; and deſerves to be remembred for the ſake 
of Hugo Floriacenſis, a Learned Monk of this Houſe, 
who wrote a loyal and a chriſtian Diſcourſe concern- 
ing the Origine of Monarchy, which he dedicated to 
Henry IT. King of England; Publiſhed by Baluzins 
in his fourth Tome of Miſcellanies. $ There is ano- 
ther Fleury in the Dukedom of Burgundy, upon the 
River Ouſche ; three Leagues from Dzjon to the Weſt : 
A third in B:zere, which has a Priory ; and a fourth in 
the Iſle of France. 

Fitcz, Phl:igadia, a Mountain in Sclavonia. La- 
2ius placeth it in L:sburnia, upon the Adriatich Sea. 

Flie, Flevo, an Iſland at the Mouth of the Rhine, 
which has a fine Haven, and a rich Town. It ftands 
- at the entrance: of the Zuiderſee, near the Texel. 
[The Ergliſh..Fleet under Sir Robert Hol/ms, entred 
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this Port in 1666 : burnt one hundred ſixty five Sai 
of Ships, and took and burnt the Town of Schelling, 
which is the chief of that Iſland, Y 

Flintſhire, one of the twelve Shires in Wales ; 
bounded on the North with an Arm of the Ir; 
Sea, which parts it from Cheſh:re, on the Eaft of it; 
and on all the other Quarters, by Denbighſhire. It is 
Hilly, but not mountainous; fruitful in Wheat and 
Barley, but eſpecially Riz: upon the Northern Shoar 
ſtands Flint Caſtle, which gives name to the whole 
Shire ; begun by Henry 1]. and finiſhed by Edward 1. 
wherein Richard II. renounced the Crown of Ex. 


gland. Whereupon Henry Duke of Lancaſter claim- 


cd it, and intailed a War on the Eng/iſh Nation, that 
bid fair for its Ruine. The Title of Earl of Fine 
belongs to the Prince of Wales. 

Flix, a ſtrong Caſtle upon the River Ebro in Ca- 
taloxia, ſuppoſed to be the old Ibera. 

S. Flozentin, a Town of France in Senozs, in 
Champagne. 

Flozence, Florentia, one of the principal Cities 
of Italy, called by Pliny, Fluentia ; by tne Italians, 
Fiorenza ; and proverbially epitheted La be/la, from 
its great beauty. The Capital of the Province of Toſ- 
cany and the Reſidence of the Great Duke. It was 
built by Sy/la's Soldiers in the Year of Rome 675, ſe- 
venty fix years before the Birth of our Saviour, up- 
on the River Arno, which paſleth through it, and is 
covered by four ſtately Bridges within the Walls. It 
1s five, or as others ſay, ſeven Miles in compaſs : pa- 
ved with Stone, adorned with large Streets, and ſtate- 
ly magnificent Buildings, both publick and pfivate ; 
to the Beauty of which the natural Ingenuity of the 
Citizens has contributed very much ; no place havin 
afforded more excellent Archire&ts, Painters an 
Carvers. than this, as Schortus obſerves. It is ſeated 
in a gentle and healthtul Air, upon a great and a na- 
vigable River ; ſurrounded with a delicate Plain, plea- 
fant Hills, high Mountains ; and abounding in what- 
ſoever 1s valuable or uſeful ; ſaid to contain above ſe- 
ven hundred thouſand Souls. It may juttly own 
Charles the Great for its Founder, who 1n 9go2, en- 
larged, and new Walled it; adding one hundred and 
fifty Towers, an hundred Cubits high ; from whence« 
forward it began to flouriſh, though it ſuffered very 
much from the FaCtiors of the Guelphs and Gibellins, 
that is, the Imperial and Papal Parties. This City 
purchaſed its Liberty of Rode/pbus the Emperor about 
1285, after which they ſubje&ted many of their 
Neighbours; but were never quiet from Foreign 
Wars, or Inteſtine Divitions, till they tell under a 
ſecond Monarchic Government: in the interim Pope 
Martin V. advanced the Biſhop to an Archbiſhop, in 
1421. Nor is it leſs remarkable for a Council held 
here for uniting the Greek and Latin Churches; 
which began in 1439, and ended in 1442. Nor 1s 
the Death of Ferome Savanarola to be forgotten, 
who was burnt here in 1494, for reproving the Vices 
of thoſe who love them too well to part with them. 
It ſurrendred it ſelf to Charles V. in 1529, who 
granted it the year following to Alexander de Med:- 
ces his Son in Law, with the Title of a Dukedom, 
under which Family it itill is; enlarged in Bounds, 
but perhaps diminiſhed in Wealth and People. Beſides 
the Council I mention, there have been many other 
held here, which for brevity I muſt omit ; as alſo the 
valt number of excellent Men here born ; the noble 
Library, call'd Bibliotheca Laurentiana, which is one 
of the beſt in the whole World for Manuſcripts ; the 
excellent Pieces of Architecture, Sculpture and Paint- 
ing (of which ſort this City ſhews ſome Pieces drawn 
by Fohn Cimabac, who about 1200, began to revive 
the Art of Painting in Italy, before which this Art 
was only exerciſed by Greeks ) and many other Rarr 
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ties plentifully enough here to be found. It has 
three Citadels, built by its Dukes at ſeveral times. 
They obſerve, that the politeneſs of the It alzar Tongue 
ſhines in its greateſt perfection here, tho not ſo well 
pronounced as by the Romans : whence that Country 
Proverb, La lingua Toſcana in bocca Romana. The 
praiſe whereof is in great part to be aſcrib'd to the fa- 
mous Academy della Cruſca, Authors of the Italsan 
Vocabulary, eſtabliſhed in this City. Long. 34+ 03- 
Lat. 43- 14 
Ficentuc. a Town in Provence, ſeated on a Ri- 
ver, nine Miles from Narbonne to the North-Eaſt, and 
fix from Frontignan to the Welt. : 
Flozes, or 1//a de Flores, one of the Azores in 
the Artlantzch Ocean, under the Porrugueſe. _ 
Flozida, a very large and fruitful Country in the 
North America ; ſo called becauſe the Spanzards dif- 
covered it on Palm Sunday, which in their Language 
they call Parcua de Flores, in 1512. The Engliſh 
had before this diſcovered it ; Sebaſtian Cabor, ſent 
by Henry VII. in 1479, to find a way to the Eq/?- 
Indies by the Weſt, being the very firſt European 
that landed here. But the Spaniards went further, 
ſearched throughly, and took Polletfion of it for the 
King of Spain : howevers the Engliſh have renewed 
their old Claim, and taken Pofſcilion of the more 
Northern Part by the name of Penſilvanza, of which 
I ſhall ſpeak in due time. The Inhabitants call Flo- 
rida, Faquaſa ; it lies parallel with Caſtz/e in Span, 
and faid to be of the ſame temper both for Air and 
Soil, but abundantly more fruitful. Bounded on the 
North-Eaſt with YVirgiema; on the Eatt with Mar 
del Nort ; on the South, and ſome part of the Weſt 
with the Bay of Mexico ; and on the reſt of the 
Welt with New Galicia, and ſome Countries not 
yet diſcovered. It extends from the River of Palms 
25 degr. of Lat. to Rio de Secco, in Long. 34. which 
evidently ſhews, that 1t is a large Country. The 
Spaniards have only two Caſtles in the Southern 
Parts, S. Matthew, and S. Augrnſtin. It les m 
breadth where it is narrowelt thirty Miles, and in 
other parts an hundred: towards the North beyond 
Florida is Canada. The whole Country is flat ; a- 
bounds with Rivers, which make it over-moiſt ; but 
towards the Sea it is more ſandy. In 1520, and 1524, 
Lucas Uſquez invaded it to find Men to work in 
the Mines. In 1528, Pamphilus Narvieſius travelled 
over it. In 1528, Ferdinanaus Soto went thither 
after Peru was conquered, with three hundred Horſe, 
and four hundred Foot, to look for Gold ; but find- 
ing none returned empty and diſcontented, beſtow- 
1ng only the Name of Florida upon the Country. in 
1549, Charles V. ſent ſome Prietts thither to Con- 
vert the Natives; but the Natives deltroyed them. 
Under Charles IX. of France, in 1562, Charles R:- 
bald failed thither, made a League with the Inhabi- 
tants, and built Charles Fort, fetling a French Colo- 
ny. Andin 1564+ Renatus Laudenerius was kindly 
treated by the Natives ; ,which the Spaniards obſer- 
ving, and fearing, they ſurpriſed the French, and 
' hanged not only the meaner ſort, but many Gentle- 
men too. In.1576. Dominic Gurges,, a Gaſcoign, 
manned out a Shiphat his own coft and charge, and 
retook Charles Fort, repaying the Spaniards in their 
own kind. The Spaniards (who were then much in 
the favour of the French) had like to have been too 
hard for him at his return. The Soil is very fruit- 
ful, yields plenty of Saſſafras, and may have rich 
Mines ; but the Inhabitants take no pains. to find 
them, and not much to Till the Earth, which yields 
them two Crops of Maze in each year, . one in March, 
and another in Fune: this is the natural bread of the 
Country, by which, and Hunting only, the Natives 


fabſiſt., Who are of Olive Complexions, great of 
Stature, go Naked, except what they are more con- 
cerned to hide ; naturally lovers of War, out of a re- 
vengeful and unquiet Temper. | 

Flumica, Crimiſa, a River of Calabria Citerior, 
which falls into the Bay of Taranto, near Capo del 
Alice ; four Miles from the Promontory of Santa 
Maria di Leuca; which is the moſt South-Eaſtern 
Cape of Italy and Europe to the Welt. The Cape, 
the Village del lo Recaro, and zl Capo del Alice, 
were by the ancient Geographers called Cr:miſa, as 
well as the River, though they have now three ſeve- 
ral names. ; : ILSS 

Fluſhing, Vl:ſinga, Fliſſinga, 1s a Maritime Town 
in the Province of Jeeland in the Low Countries ; 
ſeated on the Mouth of the Scheld, in the Iſle of Wal- 
cheren, one League from Mzddleburgh, upon the 
moſt Southern point of that Iſland. It has a. very 
convenient Haven, and the intire Command of the 
Scheld ; without whoſe Licenſe no Ship can paſs up 
the River to Anewerp. One of the firftt Towns the 
Hollander took by ſurprize from the Spaniards in 
1572. by the diligence of Yorſt a Seaman, and one 
Monſieur de Berland, the Bailiff thereof. Then a 
mean place, of no great ſtrength or conſideration ; 
but fince fortified by the Ho!landers, to the utmoſt 
degree of human Art. This, the Brze/, and Fort of 
Ramekins, were, in 1585. put into the hands of 
Queen Elizabeth, as Cautionary Towns for the re- 
payment of ſuch Montes as ſhe ſhould expend in their 
Protection againſt the - Spanzards : and the/ famous 
Sir Philip Sidney was made by her the firſt Governor 
of it. - But in 1616. King Fames I. refigned all a- 
gain into the hands af the Hollanders. The Prince 
of Orange is the Proprietcr of this Town, It is the 
key of the Sea of the Low Countries. See Cadiz. 
S In the Iſland of Tabago in the Southern America, 
the Hollanders built | a Fortreſs, and call'd it New 
Fluſhing : which the French took and raſed in 1677. 

Fluvian, Cl/odzanw, a- River of Catalonia, com- 
monly call'd E! Llobregat z it ariſeth from the Py- 
renean Hills, near Funquera in the borders of France 


and Row/illon ; and falls into the Medsterranean Sea' 


near Empurey, or Poret; almoſt ſeven Miles from 
Perpignan to the North, and two from Narbonne to 
the South. 

Fochien, or Fokzen, a Province in China z bound- 
ed on the North by Chekzam, on the Welt by Kiamſi, 
on the South by Quamium, and on the: Eaſt by the 
Chintan Ocean : between 24. and 27. deg. of Lati- 
tude. It is faid to contain eight Cities, whereof Fo- 
chen 1s the chief; forty eight walled Towns, and 
599200 Families. 

 Fodway, ty in the Lower Hungary , which 
was formerly an Archbiſhops See : ſtands in view of Co- 
locza, a City twelve Miles diſtant from Buda. 

Foeroe, Feroe, Provincia Feroenſis, Inſule Fa- 
renſes, by the Inhabitants called Ferozer, is a. Pro» 
vince ſubject to the King of Denmark as King of 
Norway ; confifting of 17 Iſlands in the Northern 
Ocean, which have Norway onthe Eaſt 5 Orkzey and 
Scotland on the South-Eaſt 3 Greenland on the Welt, 
and J/e/and on the North-Weſt ; under 62 deg. 10. 
min. of Lat. ſeparated by deep and rapid Waters; 
from one Mile long to: 24s and from one to. eight 
broad ; extending from North to South ſixty Miles, 
in breadth above forty ; all cultivated and inhabited. 
Their Names are Fug/oe, Suinoe, Wideroe, Bordoe, 
Kunoe, Kalſoe, Oſteroe, Nolſoe, Stromoe, (which is 
the largelt) Faagoe, Myggeneſs, Kolſter, Heſtoe, 
Sandoe, Shnoe, Slorediemen, and Sudoroe. In Stromoe 
there is a good Harbor called Thorſehaven ; where 
the mm Commerce of the Land is eſtabliſhed * 
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3Hd the King's Contributions kept, under the Prote- 
Ction of «Fort built by Chriſtian IV. King of Den- 
mark. Their Commodities are Skins, Feathers, Tal- 
low, Train-Oil, Fiſh, but efpecnlly Stockins; where- 
of they export yearly ' above 60000 pair, in their 
Trade to Iſeland, Norway and Denmark, which they 
perform without Silver Money, by adjuſting their Pri- 
ces, and taking Ware for Ware, Here 1s Ange/zca, 
radix Rhoda, plenty of high Graſs and wild Cattel ; 
whence the Province bears a wild Sheep for their 
Arms. Theſe Iflards became firſt inhabited by the 
Norwzgians about the year 868, being governed by 
their own Chiefs, till reduced to the Obedience of the 
Kings of Norgay in the Eleventh Century : who at 
the ſame time erected them into a Biſhoprick. For 
in an Ordinance of Hagen Duke of Norway, fon to 
King s, dated in 1040. relating to this Peo- 
ple (which was confirmed to them by Criſtian IV. 
King of Denmark, Feb. 4. 1637. ) we find Mr. E/- 
lender mentioned with the Title of Biſhop of Feroe. 
Upon the Reformation, Chritzan IV. tranſlated this 
Brſhoprick into a Provoltſhip under the Biſhops of 
Bergen; which has fince been ſubjected to thoſe of 
Copenhagen, upon the remoyal of the Commerce of 
Feroe from Bergen thither. There are in all thirty 
nine Pariſh Churches, divided into ſeven Church-Cor- 
porations ( as they call them) and to each Corporati- 
on one Prieft of the Faith of the Confeſſion of Auſ- 
burgh; who beſides little Contributions from Com- 
municants, receives for Tithes { not the Tenth, but) 
the fourth part of Corn, Butter, Wool and Fiſh: and 
makes out the reſt of his Maintenance for hitmſelf 
and Family, by honeſt Working and Tillage. At 
Thorſehaven there is a School for the Youth, erected 
and endowed by Chriſtian III. King of Denmark. 
They fpeak the Daniſh and Norwegian Languages 
mixt; and are governed according to the Laws of 
Norway. See Lucas Facobſon Debes, ſometime Pro- 
voſt of Feroe, his Deſcription of the Iſlands and Inha- 
bitants, tranſlated out of Daniſh, and printed Loxd. 
7672. 

Foggia, a ſmall Town in the Capritanara in the 
Kingdom of Naples, upon the River Ceruaro, ſeven 
or eight miles from the Adriatich Ocean. There is 
a famous Cuſtom-houſe here, call'd La Dogana di 
Foggia. 

Fogts, Phocea, a Town in the Leſſer 4/ia, upon 
the Archipelago, over againſt the Ifle of Metelimo ; 
ſeated\upon the River Lohat ( Hermw ) : called an- 
ciently Phecie, and now Fochia, or Foja Nova : a 
very conſiderable Place, and made more fo by a 
Naval Victory, obtained here by the Yenerians over 
the Turks, in 1649. 

Fogiia, Taurus, Pfaurus, a River of Iraly : it 
ſpringeth from the Apennmne, and running through 
the Dukedormr of Urb:no, fills into the Adrzarich Sea 
at Peſaro. 

Foix, Faxum, or Fuxium, a Town in Langue- 
doc, upon the River Lawriegne, at the foot of the Py- 
renean Hills; from which the adjacent Country is cal- 
ſed the County of Forx : it ſtands fix Leagues from 
the borders'of Spain to the North, and twelve from 
Tolouſt to the South, $ Le-Comte de Foix, called 
by. the Spaniards, El Contado de foix, is a County 
in Aquramm in France, which was heretofore a part 
of Le Conſerans, but now contained in Languedoc : 


there are fixteen Caſtel/ames or PrefeCtures in it ; and Ea 


the Cities of Pamiers (Apamea ), Taraſcon, and Foxx, 
from which it has its name. This gives a Title to a 
Noble Family of France, frequently mentioned in all 
therr Stories. 
- Fokien. See Fochren. - 
Fokingham, a Market Town in Lincolnſhire in 
the Hundred of Aveland. 
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Folignt. See Fuligno. : : 

Folkeſton, a Market Town in K-»t in Sheprmay 
Lath. It belongs as a Member to the Port of Dover, 
containing formerly five Pariſhes; now reduced to one. 

Fondi, Fund, a ſmall City in Terra dz Lavors, 
a Province of Naples, upon the borders of Campazne 
di Roma, which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Capua ; from whence it ſtands almott forty 
Engliſh Miles to the North-Welt, and about fifty five 
from Xome to the South; in a fruitful Plain, about 
fix miles from the IJonzan Sea. There 1s a Caſtle in 
Fonds. It has the honour to be an Earldom , and 
gives its Name to a Lake in the Vic:inage. In the 
year 1594. the Turks pillaged it. The famous Ad- 
miral Barberoaſſe with ſome Troops of Pyrates made 
once a Deſcent upon it, with a defign to ſteal Fulza de 
Gonzagua, Widow of Veſpaſian Colonna, one of the 
fineſt Women of that Age, to make a Preſent of her 
to Solyman the Grand Seignior. And narrowly mil- 
fing her, he ſet fire, in revenge, to the Town. 

Jl Lago di Fondi, is a Lake that lies between 
the former City, and the Sea 3 which was heretofore 
very great and equal to that called the Pomprine Pa- 
ludes, by the Romans ; but now reduced to a circuit 
of about four Miles, as Baudrand ſaith, who ſaw it 
in 1667, 

Font-Iſtozuge, Orge, a ſmall River in Provence, 
commonly called Sorgue, in the County of Vendoſmne, 
which falls into the R-oſne above Avignon. 

Fontain-bleau, Fons-Bellaqueus, or the Fountain 
of fair Water 3 is a moſt delicious Village in the Iſle 
of France, in the Territory de Gaſtinozx, not above 
one Mile from the Seyne, and fourteen from Pars to 
the South. In which Francs I. built a molt ſtately 


royal Country Houſe, much improved by Henry IV. 


Lewis VII. had before built a Caſtle here in 11469, 
and to it this noble Houſe was added by his Succeſlors; 
In which was born Francis IL. in 1544+ Henry IL. in 
1551. Lewis XIII in 1604. Phzlip the Fair was 
alſo born in this Town in 1266. The Conference of 
Religion at this place May 4. 1600. in the preſence 
of Henry le Grand, King of France, his Chancellors 
and Secretaries, ſeven Princes and divers Biſhops, 
betwixt the Sreur du Pleſſis Mornay and Fames 
Davy Biſhop of Exreux (afterwards Cardinal of Per- 
ron) upon an Accuſation made by the latter that D# 
Pleſſis had falfified the Fathers in the Citations of 
his book againſt the Maſs in no lefs than 500 places, 
may be mentioned here as one of the moſt famous 
Occurrences as to Religion of this Age. The reſult 
of it was this, the learned Thuanus and Pitheus be- 
ing Commiſſioners for ordering of the Diſpute on the 
Roman Catholicks fide, and Iſaac Caſtubon with 
others (according to the Kings appointment) for the 
Huguenets. After an Examination of nine Paſlages 
that day, it appearing ſometimes the Objection was 
raken for the Anſwer, ſometimes Words emitted and 
Sentences curtailed and others miſapplicd, there was 
no continuing of the Conference longer ; for Du 
Pleſſis retired into the Country ſick, and dyed ſoon 
after. In 1679, there was a Peace concluded here, 
between the Crowns of Sweden and Denmark, by 
which the Swedes recovered whatever had been taken 
from them by the Danes. 

Fontanelte, a Village and Monaſtery in Norman- 
- x ns the Seyne, twelve Miles from Roan to the 


Fontana Bianca, Nauſtathmus, a Sea-Port on 
the Eaſtern Shoar of Szc:/y, at the mouth of the River 
Cacyparis, twelve Miles from Syracuſe to the South. 

Fontarabia, Fons S__ called by the Inha- 
bitants Fuenteravia, and ſometimes Ondarrivia, and 
Ondar Ibaya; by the French, Fontarabie ; by the 
Italians, Fontarabia ; is a very ſtrong Town in 

Gnipuſcoa 


FOR 
Guipuſcoa in Spain, upon the Shoats of the Bay of 
Pie , upon So River Vidoſa ( Baſjages ), 1n the 
Cinfines of France aid Spain. Built by the Gorhs 
in 625. It belonged as 1s pretended heretofore to. 
France, as part of the Territory of Bayonne, and 
ſubject to that Biſhop, till Phz/zp II. King of Spain 
in 1571. cauſed it to be taken from that Dioceſe. - It 
is ſo ſeated, that at low Water 1t 1s eaſily entered, but 
at high Water ſurrounded with the Sea ; and ſo fortt- 
fied betides, that a few Men may defend 1t againſt a 
valt Army: fo that it is the Key of the Kingdom of 
Spam; and alſo a convenient Haven. The French 
have had an Eye upon this place. In 1638. under 
the Prince of Conde, and the Duke of Eſpernon, they 
attempted to. reduce it ; but were beaten oft with 
great ſhame and loſs, the two Generals mutually bla- 
ming each other after the ill ſucceſs. I have read 
that Charles V. after he had fortified this place, called 
it his Pillow, upon which he could fecurely fleep z 
and it has proved ſo. * 
Fontenay, a Town near Auxerre m the Province 
of Burgundy in France : famous in Hiſtory for the 
bloody Battel fought at it betwixt the four Sons of 
Lewis the Debonnaire 1n 841, wherein above a hun- 
dred thouſan41 men were (lain upon the place, - with the 
Victory to the two younger Brothers, Charles the 
Bald and Lemis the German. 
Fontenay le Comte, Fontenacum, Fontereum, 


the chief Town of PozHor, upon the River Yendee, 


ſeven Miles North-Eaſt of Fochel : it is a tine Town, 
{cated at the foot of an Hill, and made rich by a great 
Fair kept here. : 

Fontcurait, Fons Ebralds, a little Town in An- 
Jo in France, Which has a very much celebrated 
Nunnery ; the Abbeſs of which is Head of the Order, 
and governs all the Men of that Order. It ſtands 
#hout one League from the Loyre, and three from 
Saimur to the North-Eaſt. 

#ozcalquier, Forum Neronis, once a City of Gal- 
{za Narbonenſis, mentioned by Pliny ; now a Town 
11) Provence upon the River Laze, which 1s the Capi- 
tal of a County of the ſame name. It ftands upon 
an Hill, between Sz/teron to ths South-Eatt, and Ape 
! Apta Fulia] to the North-Eaſt ; fix Miles from the 
{itter, and eleven from Arx to the North. The 
Titie of Earl of this place and the Lands adjacent, is 
born by the Crown. 

Ffozchetm ; Ferchena , Locoritum , Trutavid, a 
ſmall City in Frarconia, upon the River Rednitz, 
where it takes in the ſent to the North ; four Miles 
trom Bamberg to the South, under the Biſhop of 
Bamberg. 

Fozcone, Avia, Furconium, once a City of Traly, 
now a Village in the further Abruzzo, upoi the River 
Peſcara, ( Arternus ) eight Miles from Aquila ; to 
which place the Biſhops See was removed, upon the 
ruin of this ancient City by the Lombards. 

Fozdingbzidg. a Market Town in the County of 
Southampton. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Fozdon, Fordunum, a ſtrong Town in the Coun- 
ty of Mern in the North of Scotland ; ten Miles from 
the German Ocean , and fifteen from Aberdeen to 
the North-Eaſt. In this Place Fohn de Fordon, the 
Author of the Scozichronicon, was born : but it was 
anctently much more honoured on the account of 
Pailadius, the Apoitle of the Scorch, here buried ; 
who was ſent by Pope Cele#t:ne in 431. to Preach the 
Chciltian Faith to this Nation. 

Fozdſham, a Market Town in Cheſhire upon the 
Banks of the River Weever. 

Fowdwich, a Member of the Town and Port of 


Sandwich in Kent. 


Fozenza, Forentum,, a Town in Abruzzo in 
Tray. k 
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ILLe Fozetz, or Fore/iens, a Country of France, 
extended in length from North to South upon the 
River Loyre, and bounded on the North by Bourbon, 
on the Welt by Auvergne ; on ' the Eatt by Beaujo- 
lors ; and on the South by Yelay. It is divided into 
the Upper Foretz, { in which are Feurs, and St. Efti- 
enne ; ) and the Lower, in which is Monbriſon the 
Capital, and Roanne. This 1s a very fruitful Coun- 
ty under the Juriſdiction of Lyor. 

Fozeſt Noire, or the Black Fore/?, a large Wood 
extending trom South to North the ſpace of ten or 
twelve Leagues, as fir as to the Neighbourhood of 
Strasburgh, beginning about Baſil. The four Towns, 
ſtanding at a little diſtance from the head of it, 
( viz. Khanfelde, Lauffembourg, Seckinghen,and Wald- 


ſhuſt ) are hence called the tour Foreit Towns. 


La Fozeſt, Sebufianz, or Seguſians Populi , the 
ſame with Foretz. | 

La Fozeſt de UBiere, Sy/va Bierica, the Wocd 
by Fountain-bleau. 

La Fozeſt de Bondis, Sylva Bugienſis, a Foreſt 
on the borders of Savoy. | 

The Foxzeſt of Dean, a vaſt ' Wood in Glouceſter- 


ſhire, which in ancient Times was exceeding dark, 


and terrible to paſs through ; between the River 
Wye and the Severn : it was fo great an Harbor for 
Thieves, that robbed all Paſſengers, that in the Reign 
of Henry VI. of England, there were Laws made to 
reſtrain them : but { ſaith Mr. Cambden ) fince the 
rich Iron- Mines were found here, thoſe frightful 
Woods by degrees became much thinner than before : 
and the Rebels of 1640. promoted it, by felling the 
Timber of it to the Hollanders; who returned 
their kindneſs by a War. in Ships built of the ſame. 

Fozflamine, Forum Flaminii, a City of Umbria, 
ruined by the Lombards in 740 It ftood three 
Miles from Nuceria- 

Fozli, Forum Livii, a City of Reomandisola, which 
15 a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Ravenna : 
It ſtands in a Plain near the little' River Roxco and 
the foot of the Hills, with a Caſtle; at the diſtance 
of fifteen Miles from Ravenna to the South, between 
the Cities of Ceſena and Faventia; within the Domi- 
nions of the Pope, Blondus the Hiſtorian was born 
here. 

La Fozmentera, Ophiuſa, one of the two Iſlands 
which were antiently called P:tyuſe, in the Merlr- 
terranean, upon the Coaſt of Spain, toward Tvica. 
As defart now,as we read it was in Strabo's time : in= 
habited only by a number of wild Afles. 

Fozmigue, Formice, one of the Ifles de Hyeres, 
upon the Coaſt of Provence, in the Mediterranears 
Sea. 

Fozmipt, Gedroſia, a Province on the Eaſt of the 
Kingdom of Perſia, now by others called Send ; 
which is bounded on the Eaſt by India, on the 
South by the Ocean, on the Weſt by Macras, and 
on the North by the Defart of Segi/ta. ; 

Fo2moſa, an [flard, by the Spamards ſo named 
from the beauty and fertility of 1ts-foil, in the Ors- 
ental Ocean, twenty four Leagues from China, to- 
wards the Coaſts of the Provinces of Fochien and 
Quantung. Inhabited by about 25000 Chineſe, who 
govern themſelves in the manner of a Republick with- 
out acknowledging of any King or Sovereign. The 
Hollanders expell'd the Portugueſe. hence in 1635s 
and the Chineſe them in 1661. It isa hundred and 
thirty Leagues in circuit, a hundred and fifty diltant 
from Fapanand ſubject to Earthquakes: Called other- 
wiſe Lequeio, Talieukien, and Paccande. Its prin- 
Cipal Town, is Theovan or Tayoan , at which the Hol- 
landers built a Fort with the name of Je/and. There 
1s a Golden Mine found in this Ifland. 
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Le Foznact, one of the Mouths of the River Po, 
in the Dukedom of Ferrara, about fix Miles from 
the other Mouth : by This the Po di Ariano, dil- 
chargeth it ſelf into the Adriatich Sea : it ſerves alſo 
a$a Boundary between the Pope and the Venetians, and 
is more commonly called z! Porto ds Goro. _ 

Foznone, a ſmall Town in the Parmeſan, in 1ta- 
tj: remembred by the Battet of Charles VIIT. King of 
France, in his return from the Conqueſt of Naples ; 
at which , with nine thouſand men only he got the 
Victory over an Army of forty thouſand of the Confe- 
derates Fuly 6. 1495. | : 

ozltter, a City in Haſſia. See Friſlar. 

02t de Alinges , a Fort in Savoy, upon the Rt- 
ver Drance, two-Leagues from the Lake Lemane ; 
which is now forſaken and ruined. 

Fozta-ventura, one of the 4zores, Weſt of Ca- 
2aria- About ſeventy Leagues in Circuit , but 11 the 
riddle not above four over. Fhere is a Town 1n 1t 
of the ſame Name. 

Fozth. See Fryth. 

Fo:t-Louts, a Cittadel in the Iſland of Cayenne, 
in the South America , at the Mouth of the River 
Cayenne: Built by the French in 1643. Taken by 
the Hollanders in 1675. and retaken by the French 
the year after. 9h 

02to20, Tifernus, a River of Abruzzo: it ariſeth 
out of the Apernine, inthe County of Moliſe, mm the 
Kingdom of Naples , near the City of Boiano ; and 
flowing to the North-Weſt, watereth Lucio, Guar- 
dia, Alferes and Iſeano ; and falls into the Adriatick 
Sea, between Tremole and Trino , over againſt the 
Ile di Tremiti. Fhis River is more uſually called 
Biferno. 

Foſſa, Cremera; a River of Italy, much mentioned 
In all the ancient Hiſtorians, for the ruine of the Fa- 
bis, a great Roman Family : it ſpringeth out of the 
Lake of Bacano, in S. Peter's Patrimony 3 and run- 
ning Eaſtward fills into the Tibur , fix Miles above 


"me. 

Foſſano, Foſanum, a City of P:edmont, upon the 
River Stura, which falls into the Po : it lies between 
Saluces to the North , and Mondovs to the South , 
fifieen Miles from 41ba to the Weſt : built in 1236. 
and now a Biſhops See,founded by Pope Gregory XIII. 
under the Archbifhop of Turz. 

Foſlat, Memph:s, the firſt Name of Grand Cairo, 
and a ſmall part of i. 

Foſlato, Foſſatwm , a Field in Romandzola, near 
Ravennas Theodoricus King of the Oftrogoths in 
Jtaly, (who was honoured by Zero the Emperour 
with a Statue and a Triumph in 484. ) had leave 


from the Emperour to enter a War with Odoacer | 


then reigning in Italy ; and accordingly beat him in 

this place , about 491. $ Feoſſato, a Town in the 

States of the Church in the Marchia Ancomeana , on 

the Apennine Hills, near the Confines of the Duke- 

_ of Urbino, twelve Miles from Eugubio to the 
eſt. 

Folle-Werd, a Territory in Weſt-Frieſland. 

_ Foffigny, or Foucigni, Fociniacus Trattus, a Pro» 
vince inthe Dukedom of Savoy, at the foot of the 
Alpes, which is a part of the Dukedom of Geneva, 
between le Valloys to the Eaſt , and the State of Ge- 
eva to the Weſt : Heretofore a dependent of the 
Darphinate, but now ſubject to the Duke of Savoy. 
There are in it thirteen Mandements, or Diſtricts; and 
the chief Town is Boxville. Fhe Title of a Barony is 
annexed to it. 

Foſſombzuno, Foſſombrone, Forum Sempronit, a 
City in the Dukedom of Urbino , in the State of 
the Church, which is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Urbino : it ſtands near the River Metro, 


| Meraurus ] which falls into the Adviatick Sea, 
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four Miles from Senoga/la, about half a Mile from the 
place where the old City ftood ; and is ten Miles frony 
Urbino to the Ealt. It wes fold to the Duke of, 
bino , by Galeatius Malateſta , the Lord of it , for 
thirteen thouſand Florins of Gold, in the time of Pope 
Srxtus VE. 

Foſſone, Foſſe, one of the Mouths of the Rj. 
ver Pe. 

Fotheringhay=-Caſtlc, a Town and ancient Caſte 
in the County of Northampton, in the Hundred of 
Willibrook , pleaſantly furrounded with the Meadows 
on all fides, Mary, Queen of Scots, was beheaded 
here. 

Foulſham, a Market Town in the County of Nez- 
Folk, in the Hundred of Eyresford. | 

Fougeres, Fugeria, Fulgerium, a City in Bre- 
tagne in France , upon the River Ceſnon, towards 
the Borders of Normandy , eight Miles from Auran- 
ches { Abrincz | to the South, and as many from 
Dole. Heretofore a Place of conſiderable Strength, 
but now neglected. It was ſeized by the Englrſh in 
time of Truce, in 1448. in the Reign of Henry VI. 

Fowep, a Market Town ' in the County of Corn- 
wall, m the Hundred of Powder , returning two Bur=' 
geſles to the Parliament. 

Fraemont, commonly called Pzlate's Maine, is 
a Mountain in Switzerland near Lucerne , having a 
Spring at the Top of it. 

Fraga, Fragues, Flavia Gallica, a ſtrong Town 
in the Kingdom of Arragon, upon the River | C:nca ] 
or Cings, which falls into the Segne, and with it ir- 
to the Ebro, in the Borders of Catalonia: it itands 
three Leagues from 1erda to the South-Weit.Near this 
place Aphenes VIL King of Arragon, was averthrown 
and ſlain by the Moors 1n 1134. 

Fratregs, Fratres, Neſides, two ſmall Iſlands on 
the Coaſt of Bretagne , called the Brothers , or les 
Iſles de Vannes: they lie between the Mouth of the 
Loztre,and the Caloneſus, or Beil-Iſle, on the Southern 
Coaſt of that Province. 

Framlingham, a ſmall Market Fown in the Coun- 
ly of Suffeik, in the Hundred of Loves, upon a Clay- 
hill, near the head of the River Ore, called by others 
Winchel ; where was ancie::tly a tirorg large Caſtle of 
Saxon Work, belonging to the B:gcers, by the bounty 
of Henry I. in which Robert Earl of Lezceſier took his 
quarters in the Rebellion again'i King Henry IT. To 
this Caſtle in 1553. Queen Mary ret. cated, and by 
the aſſiſtance of the Proteſtant Gentry of that Coun- 
ty, recovered the Crown of England. 

Frampton, a Market Town in Dorſerſhire in the 
Hundred of Godberton , upon a River which atfords 
plenty of good Fiſh. 

Franc, Pagus Francus , is a Juriſdiction, exten- 
ding ſeven Leagues about Bruges , ( which cxerciſeth 
's Authority without the Walls, ) and the fourth Mem- 
ber of the Earldom of Flanders : Gant, Bruges and 
Tpres, being the other three. Fhis Government or 
College, was erected in 1223. to curb the Infolence, 
and diminiſh the Power ot the City of Bruges ; he- 
ing over-troubleſome to the Earls of Flanders. 

France, Francia, Gallza, is at this day one of the 
moit potent Kingdoms in Europe, and the difficuiteſt 
to limit and bound it daily like the Ocean, gaining 
ſomething from its Neighbours ; whoſe divided 
ſtrengths, are not equal to her united Forces : but 
yet I ſhall give you a general deſcription of its 
bounds, as it ſtood about torty years fince, and then 
in part ſhew what has been fince added. On the Eatt it 
was then bounded'by the A/pes, which divide the Dau- 

phine trom Piedmont ; as alſo with Savoy, Swarzer- 
land , Germany, and a part of the Netherlands : 
on the North with the Neeherl/ands, and the Br:t:/þ 
Seas; on the Welt with the Aquirain Ocean; on a 
TORE - Sautr 
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South with Spain , from which it is divided by the 
Pyrenean Hills, and with the Mediterranean. Then 
accounted in length fix hundred and fixty Italian 
Miles, in breadth five hundred and ſeventy, the whole 
circumference being two thouſand and forty. In the 
times of Fulius Ceſar, it was-bounded on the Eaſt 
by the Aipes, and the Rhine, extending to the Mout| 
of that River, from the Pyrenean Hills ; fo that it 
took in the far greateſt part of what we now call the 
Netherlands , with all thoſe of the German Empire 
which lie Weſt of the Khizne, Switzerland and Savoy 
And the great deſign of the preſent French King 
ſeems to have been the dilating of it again to the 
ſame extent : to which purpoſe he has ſpared neither 
Blood nor Treaſure, Arts nor Labour : and perhaps 
if he had not been over-reached by the Jeſuits, upon 
the deſign of uniting all his Subjects in one Religion 
by force , he might have ſucceeded when he was fo 
near his point : for whereas Picardy was heretofore 
his Northern Province, he has taken in Artozs, the 
greateſt part of Flanders , of Hanault and Namur. 
Of the four Ports that did belong to Flanders , he has 
two, Graveling and Dunkzrk: fo that his Dominions 
extend on the Sea Shoar from Dunkzrk to S. Fean de 
Luz in Spain, without any interruption. On the 
Faltern fide he has poſſefſed himſelf of the Dukedom 
of Lorrain, the Earldom of Burgundy, ſo much of 
Alſatia as lies on this fide of the Rhine ; and what 
his intentions towards the Swirzers are, may be gueſ- 
ſed at : nor has Savoy paſſed, eſpecially ſince the late 
rupture, without contributing his ſhare to aggran- 
Jize him. On the South he has gained from Sparn, 
Rouſſillon : Catalonia hardly miſſed him : all the 
World may remember how narrowly the United Pro- 
vinces eſcaped him in 1673. and 1674. He has not 
only been a gainer in his Wars, but even in times of 
Peace, by his Courts of Dependences, Forts, and other 
Methods : So that conſidering the Weakneſs and Divi- 
fions of his Neighbours , and the great Accetſions he 
has already made; 1t ſo many thouſands of his Suh- 
jets, had not been driven out , or rendred uſeleſs to 
him, who can fell what this great Prince might not 
have effected before his death 2 This vaſt Country or 
Kingdom has for its principal Rivers, the Loyre, the 
Rhojne, the Garonne, and the Sezne. Called by the 
Inhabitants and Engliſh, France ; by the Spaniards, 
Francia ; by the Itahans, Franza; Franzam by the 
Portugueſe ; Franckriech by the Germans ; by the 
Dutch, Urancryck : by the Poles Francpa and 
Francukazemia ; by the 1/hrians, Fracgnack ; by 
the Turks, Franza ; and by the Indrans, Frankiſtan. 
All which Names are derived from its preſent Con- 
querors, and Inhabitants, the Franks or French. It 
is divided into fixty Counties, and theſe Provinces ; the 
Iſle of France, Burgundy, Normandy, Aquitain, Bre- 
tagne, Champagne, Languedock , Picardy, Dauphine, 
Lyonnots and Orleans. To which may be added four 
more, that are a kind of Conquelt. Loraine, the 
Earldom of Burgundy, ( or Franche Compte,) the 
Cor:quett of the Nether/ands , and Alſatia. This 
King having added by his Arms, the Comte de Bour- 
Logne, both the Alſatia's , the greateſt part of Flan- 
ders, and Haynault, and Namur, part of Luxemburg, 
and all Arrors 3 which laſt is now annexed to Picar- 
dy. The Capital of this Kingdom , is Paris. Be- 
ſides theſe, he has New France in America, the 
greatelt part of Hypaniola, ſeveral Plantations and 
Colonies in Africa, upon the Coaſt of Guinea , and 
ſome Iſlands in the North Sea Thus Baudrand 
reckons up is Maſters Dominions. This Tract of 
Land was heretofore inhabited by the Gaulr, of which 
I ſhall givean account 1n its proper place. See Gallia, 
The Franks were Originally a German Nation , inha- 
biting Francona z which is {till called Eaſt France, 
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fo diftinguiſh it from this Country, This Naticn 
joining with many other , upon the declining of tie 
Roman Empire, under Pharamond, about 413. ob- 
tained that part of Be/gzum , which contained Jr 
phen, Utrecht, Over-Yiſel, both the Friſelands, and 
ſo much of Holland, as lies on the fame fide of the 
Rhine ; but whether ever Pharamond crofled the 
Rhine, is uncertain» However in 420. he became 
their firſt King, and formed this Potent Monar= 
chy. Clodius his Son in 433. croſſed the R/vne, and 
took Cambray, Tournay, and' all Be/gium to the River 
Some ©: but he dying whilſt his Children were young, 
commended them to Meroveus, who diſpoſlefled 
them, to make himſelf King of the Franks, in 441. 
or thereabouts : Meroveus was the Author of the Me- 
rovinz2tan Line, and is by fome made the firſt that 
ſeated in Ganl. His Son went further ; and took all 
the Netherlands, Picardy, Champagne, and the I/le of 
France, with Paris, which he made the Seat of this 
Empire. This Race under nineteen Princes contt- 
nued to 742. when Pepin Son of Charles Martel, u- 
ſarped upon Chilprick V. Son of Theodorick , and 
depoſed him. The ſecond, or Carolovinian Line, un- 
der thirteen Princes, laſted till 977. when Hugh Caper 
put anend to it, and ſet up the Third. Charles IV. 
the fourteenth of this Race , dying in 1328. without 
Ifſue, Edward III. of England, claimed that Crown, 
as Son and Heir of 1/abe/, the Daughter of King Ph:- 
lip the Fair-, and Siſter to the three laſt Kings. A» 
gainſt him, Philip de Valois ſet up a Title by colouc 
of the Salick Law, which had excluded all Females. 
The whole Reign of this Prince, and Fohn his Son, 
was double-died in Blood by the Engliſh Valour. 
Charles V. by means of the Engl:/h Diviſions, at laſt 
expelPd them. Yet under Chartes VI. the Engliſh 


returned with more Vigour and Rage; and were un- 


der Henry V. ina fair way of reducing France. And 
he dying young , Henry VE. his Son, was crowned 
at Paris in 1422. But the Minority at firſt, and 
Weakneſs afterwards of-this Prince, gave Charles VII. 
of France , an opportunity totally to expel the En- 
gliſh the ſecond time about 1449. The Houſe of 


Valois ended in Henry III. ſlain before Paris in 1589. 


to whom ſucceeded Henry IV. the firſt of the Houſe 
of Bourbone , and Grandfather of Lewis XIV. now 
King of France, who ſucceeded Lewis XIII. his Fa- 
ther in 1642. This is the ſhorteſt account I can 
give of the Bounds and Hiſtory of this Kingdom 


which in the Reign of Charles IX. was reckoned to 


contain above twenty Millions of people. It has in it 
( excluding the Conquered Countries ) ten Seats of 
Parliament, fourteen Univerſities, fixteen Archbiſhop- 
ricks, beſides Avignon and Beſanzon , one hundred 
and five Biſhopricks, and fifty » cv Yor Pariſhes. 

La Baye Francoiſe, a Name given by the French 
to a Gulph of Guinea in Africa ; and to another in 
their New France in the North America. $S New 
France, (ee Canada. 

The Jfle of France, In{ula Franciez. One of 
the tirtt Provinces the French poſſeſſed themſelves of 
in Gaul : now bounded on the Eaft with Champagne 3 
on the North with Normandy and Picardy ; on the 
Welt and on the South with /a Beauſſe and Orle- 
ance. A Country not great , when compared with 
the other Provinces ; but yet it has given Name to all 
the reſt, which is not unuſual. It is generally fo 
fruitful and delighttul , that the Hills are here better 
than the Valleys in moſt places of Exrope. The Vale 
of Montmorency, in which Pars ſtands, has ſcarce 
its equal in all the World. This was anciently a part 
of Belgrca Secunda. The principal City of this Pro- 
vince 1s Paris; and there are in it nine other very 
confiderable.

Franche Cointe, Burgunds.e Contatus, called by 
the French, Le Comte de Bourgogne, and ſometime 
the Franche Comte ; by the Italtans, La Franc Com- 
tea; by the Germans, Das :Dver Burgund , that 
is, the Higher Burgundy ; is now a Province of 
France, and a part of the Eaſtern Burgunay, taken 
more largely. Bounded on the Eaſt by Switzerland, 
and the Dioceſe of Ba/i/; on the North by Lorrazn, 
ard part of Campagne ; on the Welt by the Duke- 
dom of Bourg:gne, or Burgundy 3 and on the South 
by La Breſſe, and Beugey. The Capital of it is Dote ; 
and after it came into the hands of the Spaniards, 
Beſanſon. The Country, where it is Mountainous, af- 
fords excellent Wines; and as to the reſt, is full of 
pleaſant and fruitful Valleys , with great plenty of 
freſh Streams , and delightful Rivolets. This Coun- 
try by Rodolph the laft King of Burgundy , was given 
to Conrade II. Emperour of Germany, and ever after 
eſteemed a part of the Empire. In 11c1. it was gt- 
ven to Otho of Flanders, Son to a Siiter of the Em- 
perour Conrade ; and by the Family of Burgundy, 
came together with the other Territories belonging 
to that Family, to the Crown of Spain: in wbich 
Houſe it continued, till in 1674. the preſent King of 
France got the Poſſeſſion of it, which was confirmed 
by the Treaty of Nimmeguen. 
 Franci, the ancient Franks 3 for whom ſee Gal- 
tia, France and Franconias The ſame 1s the com- 
_ 5ppellation of all European Chriſtians among the 
Turks. 

Franckendal, Frarchendalia, Francodalia, a new 
and well fortified City of Germany, in the Lower Pa- 
latinate , not above one Mile from the Rhne, and 
four from Heidelberg to the Welt. Taken by the 
Spaniards, but reſtored again in 1652. by the Treaty 
of Weſtphalia. It was built by Frederick III. Elector 
Palatine in 1571. and ſtands four Miles trom Spzre 
to the North. Surrendred to the French in Ne- 
vember 1688. and by them in 1689. quitted and 
burnt. ; 

Franckenlandt. See Franconia. 

Franckfozd, Franckfort, Franchfurt, Francofur- 
tum, Trajeum Francorum, a great and fine City of 
Germany. It ſtands in the Wetcraw , towards the 
Northern Borders of Franconia, upon the Mayn or 
Mein, | Menus ] over-which it has a Bridge, five 
Miles from the Rhine and Ment; to the Eaſt: often 
called for ditin&tion, Francofurrum ad Manum : and 
more anciently Helenopolis, ( as appears by an anct- 
ent Inſcription ) till the French gave 1t this Name, 
from Francus a Son of Marcomirus a King of the 
Franks, that rebuilt it. In very anctent times 1t was 
an Imperial and Free City ; appointed for the Ele- 
Ction of the Emperors. Arnulphus was the firſt Em- 
perour elected here in 3887. The Mayn which paſ- 
ſeth through it, is a great and a Navigable River, ta- 
king in many other noble Rivers, till it ſelf falls into 
the Rhine : which makes this City . a fit Centre of 
Trade for many parts of Germany ; and their two 
great Marts every year contribute very much to the 
fame. 
Charles the Great , upon the account of the Patlage 
the Franks had here over the Mayn, though it was a 
City long before under another Name. But the Sub- 
urb was called Daxen-hauſen, the Dwelling of the 
Saxons. The Bridpe is a ſplendid and anoble Work, 
ſupported by many Arches. This City was alſo the 
Seat of the Eaſtern Franks or Auſtraſia. In the Sub- 
urbs or Saxen-hauſen , is S. Bartholomew's Church, 
built by Pepin King of France. They obtained the 
removal of the Mart frem Mentz ( where it was at 
farſt ) hither, of Frederzc, II. The greatelt part of 
the Citizens are Lutherans : though Roman Catho- 
licks and Calviniſts are tolerated. There was a great 
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This City was called thus before the Reign of 
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Council held here of three hundred Biſhops ur:der 
Charles the Great in 797. 1n which the Religious 
Worſhip of Images , and the ſecond N:cene Council 
(being mifunderitood , to a'cribe the ſame Adora- 
tion to the Images, asto the Prototypes) were condem- 
ned : and fince that, ſeveral others. 

Franckfozt upon the Oder, Francofurtum ad Oe. 
ram, is another German City, in the middle Marqui.. 
fate of Brandenburg, upon the River Oder ; called 
ſo, becauſe it pays no Tolls. It is thought by ſome, 
to have been built by S:-10n: the ſecond Son of Clodp. 
mir Nephew of Simon the Firſt, Duke of the Franchs, 
under Antoninus Pius the Emperour : by others, to 
have been built in 1253. by Gedinus ab Herzberg, by 
the Order of Fohn I. Marqueſs of Brandenburg, 
This City is famous for an Univerſity ſettled here by 
Foachim I. Marqueſs of Brandenburg, in 1 506. which 
Maximilian Tl. Emperour cf Germany, illuſtrated with 
many Privileges. It hath alſo two Marts every year. 
as well as the other. It ſtands upon the Borders of 
Sileſia and Luſatia, four German Miles from the 
Confines of Great Poland to the: Weſt , ten from 
Berlin : heretofore an Imperial Free City, but now 
exempt, and under the Duke of Brandenburg. 

Franco-caſtro, S:ratonica, a Town in Macedc- 
1a, at the foot of Mount Azhos, on the North Shoar 
of the Bay of Singo, in the Archipelago : which is alſo 
called z! Golfo de Faſſo , and de Monte Santo ; by 
the Latins,Singiticus Sinus. 

Franco=-chozium, $0rd1ſc: ; that part of Hungary, 
which lies between the Save, the Danube, and Jen 


guntum, Where Sclavonia now 1s. 


Francolin, Tulczs, a ſmall River of Catalonia, 
which falls into the Iberzan Sea, near Tarragona. 

Franconia, by the Germans dag Francken, and 
Franckeudland,is a large Province in Germany,which 
in the Writers of the middle Age, 1s called Francia 
Orzental:s, though it be but a ſmall part of it. This 
ts now the firſt Circle in the Empire, upon the River 
Mayn; between Miſnia and Thurzg:a to the North ; 
Nortgow, or the Upper Palatinate to the Eaſt ; Ba- 
varia , the Circle of Schwaben, the Biſhopricks of 
Wurtsburg, Bamberg and Aichſtad to the South ; 
and Menzz to the Weſt. Wurtsburg is the Capital 
City of this Circle: the other Cities are Bamberg, Nu- 
remberg, Rotenberg, Schweinfurt, Weiſemberg and 
Weinſboim. This Country, anciently inhabited by 
the Sicambri, in the times of Va/entinian the Empe- 
rour, having ſubdued the Alani, took the Name of 
Franckenland, that is, Freedland. But in after times 
being perpetually exagitated with the Incurfions of 
the Goths , they reſolved to ſeek a new Habitation ; 
and under Marcomir their King or Duke, ſettled a» 
bout 433- in Friſeland, Gueiderland , and the ad- 
joining Countries : before which ( faith my Author ) 
the Name of Franks was ſcarce known. This Coun- 
try 1s partly Level, and par.ly Mountainous : yet the 
Mountains in it are not high , nor 1s the Soil over- 
fruitful, it being Sandy for the moſt part 5 yet the 
Hills produce grateful Wine , eſpectally about 7urts- 
burg. Of the Dukes of Franconia, thele obtained 
the Empire ; Conradus I. in 912. Conradus II in 1026. 
Henry III. in 1039. Henry IV. in 1056. Henry V. in 
1108, Beſides the Cities before named , Hoffman 
reckons Coburg, Culembach, Franck fort , Mentz, An- 


ſpack. 


Franco-ville, a Village in the Diſtrict of Parzs, 
in the I/le of France. EE 
Franeker, Franequera, a ſmall City in Fri/eland, 
two Leagues from the Sea, and from Leuwarden, 
the principal City of that Province : made an Uni- 
verſity in 1585. 
Franza-curta, Francia parva , Little France, a 
Territory in the States of Pence in Italy, lying about 
| Breſcia : 
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Breſcia : which took this Name from an Eftabliſh- 
ment of the French in it, towards the end of the 
eighth Century , after Charles the Great had defeated 
the Lombards. _ | ; 
Fraſcatt, Fraſcata, Tuſculum , a City of Campag- 
nia di Roma , under the Dotninion of the Pope ; 
* ſeated at the foot of an Hill, as Holſtenius proves at 
large, twelve Miles from Rome to the Baſt ; inwhich 
were many of the Country Houſes of the Roman 
Princes. It is now a Biſhoprick by the Title of Epi- 


ſeopus Tuſculanus , which always belongs to one of 


the ſix Senior Cardinals.This ancient Roman City being 
ruined in the time of Pope Celeſtinus III. Fraſcatz 
was built in the fame place. Towards Rome there 1s 
a ſmall Theatre , which ſeems to have belonged to 
ſome private Roman, and not to the City. Near this 
place is the Tuſculanum, or Village which belonged to 
Cicero, where he wrote his Tuſculan Queſtions. 

Fraſcolari, Oans, a River of $:c:/y; it falls into 
the Lybian Sea on the South fide of the Iſland, a little 
below Camarina.

Frawenburg, Fravenburgus, a Town in Pruſſia 
Regalis, belonging to Poland, upon the Bay of Friſh 
Haff, where it takes in the River Schon; which has 
alſo a noble Haven belonging to it , and ſtands not 
above three German Miles from Elbing to the South- 
Faſt. In this place N. Copernicus the great Aſtro- 
nomer and Mathematician ( a Canon of the Church of 
Frawenburg ) died in 1543. There is allo a Caſtle 
and a Cathedral Church, with a College of Canons. 

Fraxinef, Fraxinetum , a famous Retreat of the 
Saracens in the ninth and tenth Ages, out of which 
they made their Incurfions to burn and plunder the 
Country. Some place it in Span, others in Italy, in 
Dauphine, m Provence ; and with the greateſt pro- 
bability, in the latter ; there being yet a Caſtle in 
the Diocefe of Frejus near the Gulph of Grimant, 
which retains the Name of /a Garde du Fraxinet, and 
Guarda Fraxineti. 

Freddano, Egelidus, Frigus, a River in Tuſcany, in 
the Valley of Aretino. 

Freddo, 4c7s, a River in Szc:/y, which ariſeth from 
Mount A#tna, and is received by the Ionian Sea, be- 
tween Catana to the South, and Tavormina to the 
North. 
Bed as Mount /£tna, is yet fo remarkably cold, that 
Its Name 1s taken from thence z Freddo, in Italian, 
fignifying Cold. 

Freiburg, Friburgus , is a German City in Briſ- 


2am , upon the River Threiſem, at the toot of the- 


Mountains , four German Miles from Briſack to the 
South, and fix from Bafil; built in 1120. by Alvert 
Duke of 4nſtria. Here was an Univerſity opened by 
Beroaldus Duke of Jeringen, in 1450. It was ta- 
ken by the Swedes and French in 1638.- And when 
in 1644. the Spaniards attempted to. regain it , they 
received a” preat Defeat here. Yet it was afterwards 
reſtored to them, and retaken by the Frenchin 1677. 
and left to them again by the Treaty of Nimmeguen 
in 1679, = ET Re” 

Freiburg, Friburgus, a Town and Canton in 
Smtezerland, feven German Wiles from Solothurn, or 
Soleurre ( as the' French call it ) to the South; and 
three fromi Berne to the North-Eaſt, It was once an 
Imperial Free City , but in 1481. exempted : the Bi- 
ſhop of Lauſarne relides here. Tt ſtands upon the 
River Sana: built by Berchtoldus IV. Duke. of Fe- 
rimgen, twelve years before Bern, in 1179. In ſuch 
a Site, that whereas all parts towards the North, Eaft 
and South, are encompaſſed with ſteep and craggy 
Rocks and Mountains; the Weſtern fide is defended 
by a deep Dike, and has a Diftrict- of three bours ri- 
ding annexed tout. Frederick Barbaroſſa, made it a 
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This River which ariſeth from ſo warm a 
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Free City in 1213. Aﬀer the death of the Founder, 
it became ſubject to the Count of Kyburg. It was 
fold afterwards to Rodolphus IT. Emperour of Germa- 
ny, by one of theſe Counts : it was after this two 


hundred years under the Houſe of Auſtria, till about 


1403: being much oppreſſed by the Nobility, this Ci- 
ty entred a League with that of Bern , but yet conti- 
nued ſtill under the Houſe of Arſtria, till 1481.when 
they were admitted into the general League of the 
Swiſs, and made the Tenth Canton. And when many 
of the Cantons embraced the Reformed Religion, this 
ſtuck to the Romian Catholick; they uſe the Ger- 
man and French Tongues, but the former molt. 

Freinwalt, or Fridwale , Colancorum, a City in 
Brandenburg ; ſeven Miles from Berlin, upon the con- 
fluence of * Fubre, and the Oder to the North-Eaſt ; 
twelve from Stern to the South, and fix from Franck- 
fort upon the Oder to the North. 

Freiſing, Freifongen, Friſinga, Fruxinum, a Ger- 
man City in the Upper Bavaria, which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Salssburg, near the Rt- 
ver 1ſara, Iſer. It was an Imperial Free City , but is 
now exempt, and under the Juriſdiction of its own 
Biſhop. It ſtands upon the confluence of the Iſer and 
Meoſach, partly in a Plain, and partly on a Hill; four 
German Miles from Munich to the North , and ten 
from Ratisbon, 

Frejus, Forum Fulium, Forum Poconis, Civitas 
Forojulienſis, a City of Provence in France, built m 
a Valley amongſt Marſhes: half a League from the 
Mediterranean Sea , thirteen from Toulon to the Eaſt, 
at the mouth of the River Argens. It is a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of 4ix : and a place of very 
good Antiquity, as the Amphitheatre, Aqueduct, Sta- 
tues, Inſcriptions, &c. yet extant, demonſtrate. Pope 
oo” be ſometime Biſhop _— FA + 

reſingfield , a Country Town in the County o 
Suffolk, fix Miles from worth to the Welt, and 
four from Har{ſon to the South : Dr. William San- 
croft, Archbiſhop. of Canterbury, was born in this 
Town, and has fince erected in it a Free-School. 

Fremona, a Town in the Kingdom of £thiopie 
in Africa, believed to be the Primis Magna or Prem- 
nts of the Ancients. 

Frias, Frigida, a City in O!d Caſtsle, in the Val- 
ley of Tobalina, upon the River Ebro ; called Phrygia 
in the Roman Martyrology, and by LaQantius. 

Friburg in Brsſgaw, in Switzerland, See Fres- 

urg. 
ticentt, or Fricento, /Aculanum, Eclanum, Fre- 
uentum, a ſmall City in the Province of Pranciparus 

{cerior,in the Kingdom of Naples in Italy,which was 
a Biſhops See,under the Archbiſhop of Benevento ; but 
the Biſhoprick has for the two laſt Centuries, been unt- 
ted with that of Avellino-. This City is ſometimes 
called Fricentum by the later Latin Writers; now 
almoſt reduced to a Village. It. ſtands ,upon the Ri- 
ver Tripalto, Tripaltum, at the foot of the Apennine, 
fifteen Miles from. Benevento to the North-Eaſt, and 
twelve from Avellino ; in the Poſſeſſion of the Prince 
of Venoſa. - 3d IO 

 Fridberg, Fridberga, a City of M:ſnia, in the 
Upper Saxony , upon the River Mult, towards. the 
Mountains of Bobemia, four German Miles from 
Meiſſen [ Miſna ] the Capital of Mzſnia to the 
South. This City was beſieged with very 1ll ſucceſs 
by the Swedes, in the great German War in 1642. 
though they were then poſſeſſed of all the other 
Towns in Mzſnia. Alfo honoured with the Tombs of 
the Electors of Saxony, S Fridberg, Frideberge, a 
ſmall City in Germany, in the Province of Perera, 
which is Imperial and Free. It has its Name' from 
Frederick 11. and is as much as Friederichberg ; by 
contraction Fridberg. There belongs to it a Caſtle 
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of the ſame Name, which ſtands four German Miles 
from Franckfort to the North. ; ; 

Friedberg, Fredberga, a ſmall Town in Bohemia, 
in the Dukedom of Fawer Quezſs [ 2::2ſſus |] towards 
the Mountains, in the Borders of Bohemia ; eight 
German Miles from Famwer towards the Welt, and tive 
from Gorlirz to the North-Eaſt. 

Fridericks, or Frider:ica, a ſmall, but very 
ſtrong City in Braſil in America, upon the Coaſt of 
Paraiba , or La Capitania de Paraiba ; which was 
built by the Durch, and taken from them by the Por- 
eupueſe , to whom both this City and Province are 
now ſubject. 

Friderick-Ude, a Fort in Furland, upon the 
Streight of Mzdlefar , built by Frederick, III. King 
of Denmark ; taken and ruined by the Swedes in 
1658. : 
Fridericksburg , a ſtrong Fort in Germany, by 
the City of Manherm, upon the union of the Necker 
and the Rhine, in the Lower Palatinate ; fo called 
from Frederick IV. Elector Palatine, who built it in 
1610, Afﬀter this, it was taken and demoliſhed by 
the Spanzards, and fince rebuilt by Charles Lew:s E- 
lector Palatine : it is ſcarce three Miles from Heidel- 
burg to the Weſt, and as many from Spzre to the 
North. Taken by the French, and afterwards burnt 
in 1689. $-Fridericksburg, the Caſtle and Royal Pa- 
lace of the Kings of Denmark in. Zealand , three 
Miles from Croozenburg to the Weſt, and five from 
Copenhagen to the South-Weſt : famous for a Con- 
greſs of the Kings of Denmark and Sweden, in theſe 
later times. This was heretofore called the Caſtle 
of Ebelholt; and was the Monaſtery of the Holy 
Ghoſt , of which William Parifienfis, who is fince 
Canonized, died Abbat in 1201. Frederick II built 
this Caſtle. Chriſtian IV. his Son was born in <{ 
April 22. 1577. who very much beautified, and ador- 
ned it. $ There is alſo a Fort and Town of the ſame 
Name in Guinea, built by the Danes of late. 

Friverickſtad, a ſmall Darſp City in South 
Futland, in the Dukedom of Sleſwick, built by Fre- 
derick Duke of Holſtein and Sleſwick ( under whom 
It is) in 1622. * It ſtands upon the River Eyder , 


where it takes in the Trenna, two German Miles from 


Tonning to the Eaſt , five from Sleſwick, and four 
from Gottorp Welt. $ There is another City of the 
ſane Name in Norway , upon the Baltick Sea, fifty 
German Miles from Chriſt:anſtad to the North-Weſt,

1. Friſeland; Fr:/ia, Uricllandt, Frieflandt, 
Friſeland in Dutch, German, and Engliſh, is a Pro. 
vince of the United Netherlands , heretofore much 
greater than now ; for it reached from the Zuyder 
Fee on the Weſt, to the Bay of Dolere by Emden on 
the Eaſt ; and it was then divided by the River La- 
vica, Lawers, into two parts: Friſia cis Lavicana, 
now G:oningen ; and Frzfia trans Lavicana, now 
called Friefland : but ſince that Om/and has been 
taken out of this Province too , which has much lef- 
ſened it , it is now bounded on the South with the 
Znyder Fee, and Over-1ſel ; on the Welt and North 
with the German Sea ; and on the Eaſt with Gronm- 

en. The principal Towns init, are Docum, Franc- 
, rp Harlingen, Leeuwarden, which 1s the Capital, and 
Stavenen, 

2. Weſt-Friefland, is a conſiderable part of the 
Earldom of Holland, to which it has for ſome Ages 
been united; with Noreh=Holland on the South, the 
Auyder Xee on the Eaſt and North, and the German 
Ocean on the Weſt : ſometime called Kenmar. The 
principal Cities in it, are Aickmaer, Amſterdam, ( the 
greateſt City in the United Provinces), Enchuyſen, 
Harlem, and Hoorn. This Country is generally Marſhy 
and Fenny , and unfit for Corn, but very good Pa- 
ſture: the Air is alſo foggy and unhealthful, and they 
want fewel too to rectifie it. Charles the Bald gave 
theſe Countries { then almoſt unpeopled by the: Nor- 
man Pyracies ) to Thierrie, Son of Sigebere, a Prince 
of Aquitain, with the Title of Earl in 863. from 
whom proceeded a Race of Princes, ſeventeen in num- 
ber, which ſucceflively governed it till 1300. from 
which time they were ſubject to the Earls of Hole 
land, and together with Ho/land came to the Houſe 
of Auſtria : with Holland, they revolted from the 
” mg in 1580. and joined in the League againſt 
them. 

Eaſt-Friefland, called by the Germans, Doft- 
Freeſlandt, by the Inhabitants, Oof? Friſe, is a part 
of Feſtphalia, a Province of Germany, which here- 
tofore was alſo called the Earldom of Embden, from 
a City in it, which though not great , is much cele- 
brated, This Earldom 1s under a Prince of its own 
now : bounded on the North by the German Ocean, 
on the Eaſt by the Earldom of Oldenburgh, on the 
South by the Biſhoprick of Munſter, and on the Weſt 
it 1s ſeparated from Groningen, by the Bay of Dollert : 
it contained heretofore the Earldom of O/denburgh 
alſo. In this Province are three Cities or great 
Towns, Embden, Aurick, and Norden. The earth is 
exceeding fruitfal , yielding great plenty of Corn, 
Cattle, Butter and Cheeſe. Being conquered by Charles 
the Great , it continued ſubject to the Empire till 
1453- when it was granted by Frederick IIT. to Ulrz- 
cus, Son of Enno, whoſe Poſterity ftill enjoy it. The 
Seat of theſe Earls, is Aurick. 

_ Friſingen, Frz/inga, a City of the Coyer Bava- 
714, which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Salisburgh , near the River Ter, twenty Miles from 
Landſhat to the Weſt. Once an Imperial and Free 
City, but fince exempted, and put under the Dominion 
of its own Biſhop. 

Friflar, Bogadium, Friſlaria, a City in Waſſia, up» 
on the River Eder, under the Archbiſhop of Menzz, 
four Miles from Caſſel to the South , and the ſame 
from Agenheim to the North ; commonly called 
Fritzlar. There was a Council celebrated in this 
City, in 1118. 

Frinl, Friuls, Regio Carnorum, Forum Fulii, Car- 
"8, called by the | ew Frioul; is a Province of 
Ttaly, inhabited heretofore by the Carn: it is boun- 
ded on the South by the Adriatick Sea, and the Golfs 
as Triefie ; on the Weſt with the Marquiſate of Tre- 
vigia, and the Earldom of Tyrol; on the North by 


Carinthia 
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Carinthia, and Carniola ; and on the Faſt by Carn- 
ola and 1ſtria. This Province is under the State of 
Venice, and has the Title of a Dukedom. The chietelt 
City in it is Vdma; and the Fort of Palma 1s the 
place of greateſt ſtrength. The Emperors gave this 
Province heretofore to the Patriarchs of Agquileja. 
But afterwards the Dukes. of Auſtrza and Carinthia 
cook part of it from the Patriarchs : and the States of 
Venice after many Wars, at lalt in 1455+ forced the 
Patriarch by a Treaty, to relign the reſt to them : 
the Cities of this Province are Aquzleja, ruined, but 
under the Houſe of Auſtria : Prene dr Cadoro, under 
the Venetians 3 Cividat di Friuli, under the ſame ; 
Goritia, under the Houſe of Auſtria ; La Palmaand 
tina, under the Venetians.

Fronſac, Franczacum, a Caitle in Aquzrarm, near 
Bourdeaux , built by Charics the Great, and made 
the Title of a Dukedom : it ſtands upon the River 
Dordogne, Duranius , about tive Leagues trom Bour- 
deaux to the Eaſt : called Frontiacum in the Writers 
of the middle Ape. : ; 

Frontenac, a Cittadel 1n New France 1n America, 
upon the Banks of a Lake of the ſane Name : built 
in 1673. to oppoſe the Incurtions of the Salvages. 

Frontignaud, Forum Domztzs, Frontimacum, a 
ſmall City in the Lower Languedoc , upon the Lake 
of Magellone, fifteen Leagues from Narbone to the 
Eaſt, and four from Msrrpelizer to the Welt , upon 
the Mediterranean Sea. The Wines of this place are 
much commended. In 1562. the Hyguenots beſieged 
it in vain,

Frufilone, or Frufino, Fruſio, a City heretofore, 
now a ſmall Village in Campagnia dz Roma, upon the 
River Coſa, which falls:into the Garz/zano, L zr1s, nine 
Miles from Aiarro, the ſame from Ferentino , and 
forty eight from Rome to the Eat : 1t 18 now commons» 
ly called Frofilone. P: Hormiſdas was a Native of 
this place. | 

The Afrpth, or Fyzth, or Forth of Edinburgh , 
cilled by Ptolemy Boderia, by Tacitus Bodotria, 1s 
an Arm of the Sea , that from the Eaſt penetrates 
almoſt quite through the Kingdom of Scotlard , to 
meet another ſuch Arm from the Welt , which 1s 
called the Fryth of Dunbritam : 1t receives into 
its boſom many of the great Rivers of Scotland: 
on the South it has Lothaine, 1n which 1s Edin- 
burgh, Linlithgo, Glaſco, and Sterling ; the principal 
City of which itands at the Weſtern point of it : 
upon the North fide it has the County of Fife. Theſe 
two great Bays divide Scotland into two parts, the 
Southern, and the Northern. 

Fuenterabia. See Fontarabia. 

Afuld, Fulden, Fulda, a City of Germany , in Bu- 
chaw, or Buchen, a Territory in the Upper Circle of 
the Rhine, near Haſſia; but from this City more 
trequently called Dtift von Fuld , The Terrztory 

of the Abbey of Fuld.” The City is built in a Plain: 
there 1s in it an Abbey of the Order of S. Bennet, one 
of the nobleit in all Europe, which bas the Civil Go- 
vernment of the City, and Territory about it. 
This Abbey was built by Pepin King of France,in 784. 
The Abbot 1sa Prince, and Primate of all the Abbots 
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of the Empire. Tt ſtands twelve Miles from Coburgh 


to the Welt, ten from Caſſel to the South, and eleven 
from Wurtsburg. The Territory of Fuld is of a great 
extent, and 1s more properly called Buchen : boun- 
ded on the North by Haſia, on the Eaſt by the 
County of Henneberg, on the South by Franconza, 
and on the Weſt, by the Upper Haſſia. $ Fuld , 
Fulda, a River of Germany, which gives Name both 
to the City and Territory laſt mentioned ; it ari- 
ſcth in this Territory towards Francona ; -and runs 
ning Northward , watereth Fuld , and Hurſchfeld in 
Haſſia ; then entertaining the Eder, he paſleth 
by Caſſel; and at Minden in Weſtphalia, being u- 
nited with the Fertz and Ferra , they two form 
the Weſer, Viſurgis , one of the greateſt Rivers 
in Germany 3 Which dividing the Dukedom of 
Breme from the Earldom of Oldenburgh , falls 
into the German Ocean at Carleſtad, between Em- 
a to the Welt, and Hamburgh to the North- 
Eaſt. 
Fuligno, Ful/inium, or Fulgininm, a ſmall, but 
pretty City in the Dukedom of Spoleto , ſeated in a 
Valley, at the foot of the Apennine, twenty Miles 
from Perugia to the Eaft, and ten from A4ſiſio : it 
is divided by the River Tinna, Topino , and is under 
the Pope. The Inhabitants boaft much of the Anti- 
quity of it, not without good reaſon, it being men- 
tioned by Srrabo, Pliny, Appianus Alexandrinus, and 
Silins Tralicus. This City wasraſed by thoſe of Peru- 
21a, 1n 1281. for which the Inhabitants of the lat- 
ter were excommunicated by the then Pope Mar- 
tin IL. ( otherwiſe called the IV.) : but recovering 
its former , or a greater beauty, it is now a Bi- 
ſhoprick, much enriched by its Fairs or Marts every 
year, and their excellent Comfeicts. The Learned 
Leandro is of opinion , this City is not the ancient 
Fulzinia , but that Forum Flaminis ſtood in or near 
the place; which being ruined by the Lombards, 
tae Tods rebuilt it , and called it by this Name ; for 
which he cites ſeveral Authorities. 

Funchal, the chief Town in the Iſland of Ma- 
dera. It is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Lisbonne. 

Funt-Kirken. See Quinque Eccleſie. 

Fungie, a Kingdom in Africa, in Nubia, 

Jruoa, Nzczz, a City of Egypt ; it lies in the E- 
gyptian Delta, or Ifland made by the Branches of the 
Nile ; forty Miles from Grand-Cairo to the South- 
Ealt, towards Alexandria. 

Farnes, or Wuerne, Furne, a City of Flanders 
Gallicant 5 not great, but well built , and about a 
Mile from the Shoars of the Ocean: it has belong- 
ing to it a large Juriſdiction , with the Title of a 
\ 1{county, a Collegiate Church and an Abbey. It 
was three times taken by the French , , and at laſt 
by the Treaty of Aquiſgrane given up to them : 
two Miles from Newport , and three from Dun- 
kirk, : between which laſt, and this place, the Spa- 
niards were defeated by the Engliſh and French, in 
1658. Ke 
Furſtemberg, a Town and Principality in the 
Circle of Schwaven in Germany , - giving Name 
to an 1llufirious Houſe ; of which the Cardinal of 
Furſtemberg, mention'd under the Word Bonne, is a 
Member. 
oynen Hemodum, one of the Orcades. 
Jrupnen, F074, an Iſland belonging to Denmark, 
in the Baltick Sea ,. between Futland to the Weſt, 
and Jeeland to the Eaſt, from both which it is ſe- 
parated only by two narrow Channels; the firſt called 
Maiadlefart, or Middle Paſſage; the ſecond Die 
Belt, Ottonia,(Odenſee) is the Capital of this Iſland : 
Newburgh, or Nuborg, on the Ealt, is well fortified, 
and has a good Haven, _— Iſland is ten German 
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Miles in Length from Weſt to Eaft, and eight from 
North to South in breadth. Now under the King 
of Lenmark.; but it ſuffered very much of late years 
from the Swedes, who in 1658. took and plundered 
it. In 1659. the Danes recovered the poſſeflion of 
it, though at the ſame time they loſt much Cannon 
and Shipping, which they could never retake ; and the 
Inhabitants were as much impoveriſhed by this Acct- 
dent. It is a fruitful, pleaſant, well ſeated Iſland, for 
the Climate it is in.

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JFbaca, Thoſpites, a vaſt Lake in Armenia, in 
the Confines of Meſopotamia 3 made by the 
River Trpris. 

Le Gabardan. Sce Le Gave. : 

Gabft, a People of the Antient Latzum, near 
Neighbours to the Romans, in a Town of their own 
Name. They became firſt ſubjected under the Do- 
minion of Rome, in the Reign of Tarquinius Priſcus, 
by a Stratagem of a Son of his, pretending Flight 
hither from the ill Uſages of his Father, and then cut- 
ting off the Principal Men amongſt them, and betray- 
ing the reſt to the Romans. 

Gabin, Gabinium, a Town of Poland, between 
VyYaldiflow to the North , and YVVarſhaw to the 
South ; three Poliſh Miles from Ploczko to the Welt, 
in the Palatinate of Rava ; upon the River Bzura. _ 

Gad, one of the Tribes of 1/rae/, which had their 
Portion affigned them by Moſes, beyond Fordan ; 
whoſe Borders to the North were the half Tribe of 
Manaſſeb , to the Eaſt Arabia, to the South the 
Tribe of Reuben, and to the Weſt the River Jordan, 
by which they were ſeparated from the reſt of the 
Tribe of Manaſſeh and Ephraim. This Country was 
in the Roman times called Iturea, and now by the 
Turks Beutkemane : It is almoſt equally divided by 
the River Schersat Mandour , as it is now called, as 
Michael Nau (a Jeſuit) writes, who ſurveyed very 
exactly theſe Parts. This Country is row under the 


Turks. 

Cake. Gadaris, a Town belonging to the half 
Tribe of Manaſſeh, beyond Fordan ; afterwards to 
the Region of Trachonztis : ſeated upon a Hill by 
the River Gadara, which falls into the Lake of Gene- 


+ fareth, ſometimes called the Lake of Gadara too, 
' 2,.4S Strabo 


faith : It is fix Miles from Sychopolis to 
the Eaſt, and the ſame from Tiberias; and is fre- 
uently mentioned in the New Teſtament. Hereto- 
ore thought to be invincible : It is certain, Alexander 
Fanzus, King of the Fews, did not tzke it under a 
Siege of ten Months, and then more by Famine than 
Force; and in Revenge ruined it, but it recovered 
again. Pompey the Great, in Favour to Demetrius, 
one of his Freemen, who was a Native of this City, 
beſtowed great Privileges upon it: Phzlodemus the 
HH Meleager, and Menippus that pleaſant 

iloſopher, alſo Theodorus the Orator, were all o 
them Natives of this Country. In the Revolt of the 
Fews under Nerv, this City had its Share, and was 
taken by Yeſpaſian, in the year of Chritt 66. upon 
which the Gadarens ſubmitted the year following. 
S. Zerom fays, the Baths of Gadara were in great E- 
ſeem in his Time. 

Gademes, Gademeſſa, a Territory in Africa, in 
Biledulgeridia, between the Defarts of Fez to the 
Eaſt, and Gurgala to the Weſt 5 which has a City 
or great Town of the ſame Name, ncar the Head of 
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the River Caſps, Capes. And alſo a Deſart. 

Gavura, Pſycus, a River of Rhodes, 

Gxtulta, z large Region of Africa, according tg 
the ancient Diviſions thereof; now thrown into a part 
of Biledulgerid and a part of Xaara. See Geſula. 
The Roman Arms reached as far in Africa, as to this 
diſtant Province. 

Gago, Gagum, a Kingdom in Nigritia, in Afri- 
ca, Which has a City of the ſame Name, upon a River 
falling into the Niger below Tocrur. Great , but 
thinly inhabited. This Kingdom lies between the Ns. 
ger to the North, and Guzzea to the South ; rich 
in Mines of Gold, according to ſome Relations ; 
poſſeſſed alſo by a Prince, who 1s Sovereign of the 
Kingdom of Tombutz. 

Gajazzo, Calathia, Galathia, a City of Campa- 
2214 in Italy, mentioned by Czcero, as a Colony ; it 
belongs now to the Kingdom of Naples, and is in 
the Terra ds Lavoro, ſeated on an Hill near the Ri 
ver Yolturno (Pulturnus,) almoſt over againſt Ca- 
ſerta, at the Diſtance of four Miles to the North, 
and eight from Capua to the Eaſt : And although a 
Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Capua, yet it 
is in a declining Condition, and very mean. 

Gajetta, Gaeta, Cajeta, a City in the Terra ds 
Lavoro, a Province of the Kingdom of Naples, which 
is well fortified ; ſeated at the Foot of an Hill, in a 
Peninſula, made by the Sea. It has two Caltles, a 
large Haven, and a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Capua, but now exempted. Baronius tells us, 
the Biſhopricks of Mo/a and Mzintorns are united 
with this See. TheCity of Formium lies not far from 
it, buried now in Ruines by the Saracens, to which 
the City of Gajerta ſucceeded in the Biſhoprick. It 
lies upon the Tyrrhenian Sea, four Miles from Naples, 
tifty tive from Rome, and fourteen from the Pope's 
Dominions : It has heretofore been ſubject to great 
Variety of Fortunes, but has now a ſtrong Span; 
Garriſon to ſecure it. This was the Birth.Place of 
Pope Gelaſius IT. who was therefore called Cajetanus. 
It is mention'd by Virgil, An. 7. The Haven was re- 
paired by Antoninus Pius, Spart. Ferdinando King 
of Arragon, fortified the Caſtle : Before this, it was 
Sacked by the French in 1494. who put moſt of 
the Inhabitants to the Sword ; and returned it the year 
after. Charles of Bourbon, Conſtable of France, 
kill'd at the Siege of Rome in 2527. lies buried in 
the Cathedral. But it is moſt famous for its learned 
Cardinal, Thomas de Via Cajetanus, who diedin 1534. 
and 1s frequently mentioned in the Story of Hen- 
ry VIIL. 

Gaillon, a Caſtle belonging to the Archbiſhops of 
Roan in Normandy ; ſeven Leagues from Roan, two 
from Yernon,and one from the River Seyne. It ttands 
upon a little Hill, in fo agreeable a Place, that the for- 
mer Kings of France, (as Francis I. and Charles TX.) 
have delighted to make ſome ſtay at it. 

— Gainsbozotgh, a large, well built, Market-Town 
in Lincolnſhzre, in the Diviſion of Lindſey, and Hun- 
dred of Garzree, upon the River Trent. It is me- 
morable for the Death of King Swarne, or Sweno, the 
Dane, here by an unkown Hand ſtabbed. It drives 
a conſiderable Trade, and gives the Title of Earl to 


f the Family of the Noels. 


Gatno, Gongo, Gannum, a City of Thrace upon 
the Propontis ; three German Miles from Rudiſto to 
the South, and twelve from Gallspols to the North ; 
about nineteen South from Conſtantinople by Sea. 

Gatola, Euplea, a ſmall Iſland upon the Coaſt of 
Terra di Lavoro, between Naples and Puteol;. 

Gatvo, Gagecome, a River of Phryg3a , in the 
_ Aſia, There is alſo a Town of the ſame 

ame, 
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Salata, Galita, Calathe, Galata, an Iſland upon 
the Coaſt of Numidia, almolt oppolite to the Bay of 
the ſame Name. It lies over againft Sardinia, Weſt 
of Tunis, Ealt of Algier or Argiers, Welt of Cape 
Negro, and is about ten Miles in Circumference. 

Galata, or Galatta, Chryſoceras, Cornu Byzantiz, 
a noble Suburb on the North of Conſtantinople, to- 
wards the Back Sea, which is ſtrongly fortified to 
the North. This was firſt, if not built, yet beauti- 
fied by the Genoueſe. Mr. Wheeler, our Country- 
man, thus deſcribes it ; Galata zs ſituate (faith he) 
upon the South ſide of a conſiderable fteep Hill, 
jetting out into 4 Promontory on the North ſiae 
of the Harbour ; and comprehending the Suburbs 
on the Eaſt, Weſt, and North ſides of it, it may be 
counted a good large City , and very popuious 3 
yet the Circumference of the Wall takgs up no 
great ſpace of ground , but the Houſes are thick, 
and the Streets narrow, and the whole very popu- 
lous. On the top of the Hill is a round ſpired 
Tower covered with Lead ; and on the Walls are 
(ome Arms, and modern Ivſcriptions, which belon- 
' ged to the Genoeſe, who before the taking of Con- 
' {tantinople, were Maſters of this Place. It is more 
znhavited by Chriitians aud Jews, than by Turks. 
Here is the Scale of the Merchants, who have a 
good Kan covered with Lead , for the Sale of 
their Woollen Cloaths, and other Merchandize. 
There are five Relig:zous Houſes of the Latin Chri- 
{tians, eſtabliſhed in this Place : Otherwiſe called Pe- 
74. See Pera, 

Galati, Ga!ata, once a City, now a Village in 
Frcily, in the Valley of Demona; twenty Miles 
from Patti South-Welt , thirty five from Catania 
North-Weſt. | 

Galatia, is a Province of the Leſſer Aſia, called 
by the ancient Geographers Gallo-Grec:ia, from the 
Galls, which are {tiled Galate by the Grecians, (who, 
after the burning of Rome and laying Italy defo- 
late, went thither and potleſſed it, making a mixture 
with the Grecians;) and the South Part of it was nam'd 
Galatia Salutaris. This Province 1s bounded on the 
North by Paphlagonia, ſometimes taken for a Part 
of it; on the Eaſt by Cappadocia, on the South by 
Piſidia ard Liaconia, on the Welt by PLrygia Mag- 
na, Bithynia, amd Aſia , properly ſo taken. The 
Turks call this Province now Ch:angare, under whom 
if 13. The principal Cities are Ancyra, (which 1s even 
now in a more flouriſhing State than any of the reſt,) 
and Peſſinus. This Colony of the' Galls is ſaid to 
have ſettled here under Brennus, A.M. 3671. -They 
were ſubdued by the Romans, under Cx. Man'izus 
Falſe, in the year of the World 3760. 187 years be- 
fore the Birth of our Saviour, but not made a Ro- 
man Province till the year 3925. 23 years before 
Chriſt. They were converted to Chrittianity by S. 
Paul, who honoured them with: an Epiſtle. They 
did not fall into the Hands of the Mahometans till 
1524. when Solyman the Magnificent took Alsbeg, 
Prince of the Mountains of Armenia, by Treachery :

and poſlefled himſelf of Cappadocia, Armenia, and 
Galatia. 

Galanre, Galabar, a ſmall River in the Danphi- 
nate, which falls into the Rhoſne at S. Palerie, fix 
Miles beneath Y;enne to the South. 

Galazo, Galeſis, Eurotas, is a River which ariſeth 
from the Appenmme, s Province of Hydruntum, 
La Terra as Otranto near Oria; and running 
Welt falls into the Bay of Taranto; five Miles South'of 
Taranto; but not taken notice of in our later Maps, 

Gale, a ſtrong Town and Port in the Iſland of 
Zeilan m the Eaſt-Indies, which the Hotanders 
have raviſhed {rom the Porrugueſe 3 in whoſetime it 
was a flouriſhing Place, frequented by abundance of 
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Veſſels from Fapan, China, the Iſlands of the Send, 
Malaca, Bengala, and other Eaſtern Parts ; though 
the Rocks about the Port render it very dangerous to 
enter without Pilots. The Portugueſe (before they 
quitted it) and the Siege together, deſtroyed moſt of 
the Principal Buildings ; which are yet nnbuilt, 
Galera, Gallera, Gallora, a Village, and a River 
near Rome. 
La Galeviſſe, Ager Valicaſji, a Region upon the 
Marne, a River of France. | | 
Galfanacar, Gichehis, a Town in Mauritania. 
Galgala. See Merce. $ Alſoa Village in Pale- 
ſine, in the Tribe of Benjamin, on this fide the Rt- 
ver Fordan; three Leagues from Fericho. Now 
inhabited by Arabians, and call'd Galgal by them. A 
Place heretofore ſanctified by a Number of admirable 
Actions, and defam'd again by as many Idolatries ; 
(S. Ferom in Oſe.) The Circumciſion of all that 
had been born in the Wilderneſs, Foſhua ordered to be 
performed here. DNS. - 
Galtbes, a Nation of Indians in Guiana, along 
the River Courbo, towards the North Sea, in Amers- 
ca; bounded by the Rivers Suriname and Marau- 
vint to the Weſt, and the River and Iſland of Cayenne 
to the Eaſt. Other Maps place them in New Anda- 
luſia, to the North of the River Orenoquee., 
Galtcia, Gallecta, is a Province of Spain, called 
by the Natives Gal/z7:za, by the Portugueſe Galiza, by 
the French Galice, and by the Italians Galicia; of a 
large Extent, about fifty Leagues long, and forty 
broad;and once a Kingdom, but now a Part of the King- 
dom of Leon : Bounded on the North and Welt by 
the Az/antich Ocean, on the South by Portugal, (but 
parted from it- by the River Dowero, ): and: on the 
Eaſt by Aſturia and the Kingdom of Leon. Coms 
poſte!la is the Capital of this Province 3 Orenſi, ( Au- 
71a,) Baiona, Corufia, Lugo, Mondoefiedo, and Tuy, 
are the other Cities and principal Places. ; Fhe Groyne 
or Coronna, is the moſt famous of its Ports ; beſides 
which it has forty others. This Province 1s Moun- 
tainous, enclined to Barrenneſs, deſtitute of Water, 
but abounding with Mines of Silver, Gold, Iron; 
and well ſtored with Wood, and good Wines; it 
hath alſo great plenty of Cattle, Game and excel- 
lent Horſes. The Iron they dig out of theſe Moun- 
tains, is thought the beſt in the World, eſpecially for 
Edge-Tools: nor are their Seas leſs ſtored with Fiſh, 
This Country was never Conquered by ;the Moors, 
though they at times made ſome Progreſs into it ; and 
after in 985. they had repelled {4/manaſſer, with the 
Loſs of 750000 of his Moors, they were. never in any 
danger of Conqueſt from that Nation: , The Gal- 
{aci or Gallaics of the Ancients, under: whom the 
Amphilochi of Fuſtin, the Celtics of Mela, the Ta- 
marices of Strabo, the Lucentis and Lucenzes of 
Pliny and Ptolemy have been interpreted to. be. com- 
prehended, dwelt here. It became an Apannage, with 
the Title of an Earlidom, to the younger Sons of the 
King of Leon and Caſtile, after its Union with that 
Crown. $ New Galzcia, is a Part of New Spain, in 
South America, towards the South Sea, called of old 
Xaliſco, ard ſometimes Gnadalajara, from its Capi- 
tal City. This is not much. unlike that in Sparn, as to 
the Nature of the Soil The Inhabitants were Cani- 
bals, exceeding wild and fierce, when the Spanzards 
oi there, and not ealily reduced from cating Man's 


Galtlza, a very celebrated Part of 4jia, on the 
North of 7Fudea ; at firſt the Inheritance of four of 
the Tribes of 1/7ael; Affer, Naphtals, ' Fabulon and 
Ifachar ; the two firſt of which were intermixed with 
the Phenicians and Syrians; and being more Nor- 
thern and nearer the Fountain of Fordan, it was 
called x” of the Gentiles, or the Upper Galilee ; 
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and the other the Lower Galz/ee. This Country was 
bounded on the North by Syria and Phenicia, from 
which two Nations it was divided by Mount Lzbanus; 
on the Eaſt with the River Jordan , on the South 
with Samaria, cut off from it by Mount Carme!; 
and on the Weſt by the Med:rerranean Sea. The 
fame was the Scene which our Blefſed Saviour choſe 
out of all the Earth, to dignifie with his Preſence : 
in it he was Conceived, lived the greateſt part of his 
time, and wrought moſt of his Miracles. It 15 now 
called Belad Elbeſcara, that is, the Weſtern Country ; 
and is almoſt deſolate, under the Dominion of the 
Turks. To omit ſo much of the Story of it as may 
be learned from the holy Scriptures; this Country was 
firſt brought under the Roman Vaſſalage by ow 
the Great, Anno Mundi 3887. ſixty one Years before 
the Birth of Chriſt. They were again conquered, not 
without great Difficulty, by Veſpaſian and Titus, in 
the year of Chriſt 66. In all following Times it fol- 
lowed the Fate of the Holy Land, or Paleſtine. The 
Country is exceeding fruitful, and in the ancient 
Times was extreamly populous; full of . great and 
noble Cities ; the principal of which were the Tower 
of Straton or Ceſarea, Caphernaum, Tiberias, Cana, 
Nazareth, The Inhabitants were Men of Courage, 
neither fearing Death nor Poverty, nor any thing but 
Slavery, and of that they were infinitely impatient. 
But Wars, and the ill Government of the Mahometan 
Princes, which have inſulted over them. ever ſince 
637. have made it now deſolate. 

Gallas, Gallanes, or Giaques, a people of the 
Kingdom of Morometapa, upon the Eaſtern Coaſts 
of Africa, towards the Indian Ocean ; who, in 1537. 
broke into the Kingdom of Bals, and gained ſome 
Conqueſts over the Abyſſines, in the Upper (Ethiopia. 
Ludoiphus in his Mthopick Hiſtory deſcribes them. 
Their Country is bounded by the Nz/e to the Welt, 
Abyſſinia to the North, and the Kingdom of Mono- 
Emugs to the Eaſt. 

- Gallta, one of the greateſt and beſt known Re- 
gions of Exrope to the Ancients. I have conſidered 
its preſent State under the Word France ; and herel 
am to ſay alittle of its ancient Bounds and People, be- 
fore the Francks or French entered into it. Theſe 
Nations were at fir{t called Celre, after that Ga!/r, and 
by the Grecrans Galate. They poſleſied all that vaſt 
Tract of Land between Ancona in Italy, and the 
Mouth of 'the Rhine ; from the Weſtern Ocean of 
Aquitain, tothe Adriatich : Which was divided into 
Gallia Tranſalpma, and Gallza Ciſalpina. 1. Gallia 
Tranfalpine was divided by Fulius Ceſar ( who firit 
conquered the greateſt part of it,) into four Parts ; 
Provincia Romana, Aquitania, Celte or Gallia pro- 
perly (o called, and Belgium : All which he ſaith had 
different Tongues, Laws, Manners and Governments. 
I. Provincia Romana was then bounded on the North 
with the Mountains of Gebenna and the River Rhoda» 
215, on 'the Eaft with the Alpes, on the South with the 
Mediterranean Sea and the Pyrenean Hills, which di- 
videdit from Spain, arid on the Welt with the Garum- 
na ; the Khodanns cutting this Province almoſt in the 
midcile, after it turned to the South, and ceaſed to be 
a Boundary. This River is now called the Rhoſne. 
2. Aquitania, hid on the North and Eaſt, the Ga- 
Zumina, now Garonne; on the Weſt the Ocean, on the 
South Sparn and the Pyrenean Hills; and was the 
leaſt of all the four Parts. .3. Gallia Celtica, was 
likewiſe the greateſt ; bounded on the North with 
the | River Sequana, now Seyne; Matrona, now 
Marne; and the Mountain Yogeſus, now Mont de 
fd which parted it from Gal/za Belgica ; on the 
Ealt it had ao the Marne, the Rhine, and Alpes ; 
on the South Provincia Romana, and Aqutana; 
and on the Weſt the Brizzſh and Aquitazn Ocean, 
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4. Gallia Belgica, which was the fourth Part, on the 
North and Eaſt had the Rhine, on the South Ga//zg 
Celtica, and on the Weſt the Britiſh Ocean from the. 
Mouth of the Seyxe, to the South of the Rhine. This 
vaſt Tract was divided into various Nations or Tribes, 
which had ſent their Colonies into the Br#eſþ Iſlands, 
and peopled all theſe Tracts. Yet ſuch was the Increaſe, 
or Reſtleflneſs of this People, that at times they broke 
over all thoſe Bounds which Nature had ſet about 
them, and invaded the neighbour Nations. Thus 
they conquer'd that part of I:a/y,from them call'd Gal. 
lia CHO 3 being invited over theA/pes by the ſweet 

Wines from thence, about the times of Tarquinius 

Priſcus, in the year of Rome 162. 588 years before 

Chriſt ; Belloveſus, Son of Ambigatus, King of the 

Celte, being their Leader, General, or Prince. Gal- 
lia Ciſalpina was the Northern Part of 1taly, exten- 

ding from Arfia, now L' Arſa, a River of Iſtr:a,to the 
Alpes ; which bounded the Provincia Romana, in the 
Gallia Tranſalpina ; ard its borders on the North and 

Weſt were the A/pes, on the South the River K#b:con, 
or as others ſay, Efis, or as Pliny aſſures us Ancona, 
and on the Eaſt they bad the Adrzatich Sea. Theſe 
People were divided into four Potent Nations, v2z. 
I. The Inſubres, which dwelt from the Alpes to the 
River Arnus, now Arno, which paſſeth through F o- 
rence. 2. The Cenomans, which lay next the 1n/ubres 

to the Eaſt, and poſſeſſed the greateſt part of Trevige- 
ana. 3. The Bozz, which took up thereſt of Trevi- 
21ana, and the Dukedom of Ferrara, and ſo much 
of Romandiola as lies on the North-Weſt fide of the 

Rubicon. 4. The Senones, who pafling the Rubicon, 

inhabited all the reſt of Romandsola, and the Duke- 

dom of Vrbino,to Ancona,according to P/iny. Of all 

theſe Italian Galls, the laſt were the moſt conſiderable: 

Theſe were the Men who under Brennus, took and 

facked the City of Rome, in the year of Rome, 364. 

But in the year 470. of Rome, they were finally con- 

quered and extirpated by the Romans. The Bozz 

were conquered by Flaminius, about the year of 
Rome 529. and being impatient of Servitude, paſſed 

over the Alpes into Germany, and poſſeſſed them- 

ſelves of Bavaria. Upon which the: Inſubres, and 

Cenomani yielded in 431. and became ſubject to the 

Romans. The Provincia Romana, was conquered in 

part by Fulvius. Flaccus, in 627. The Remainder 

in 631. by Cn. Domiatius Ahenobarbus ; and the three 

other Provinces by Fulius Ceſar, between 694. and 

697. fifty three years before the Birth of our Saviour. 

A part of theſe Galls under Bremus, about 474. 

made their way through Greece, and ſettled in Gallo- 

Grecia, or Galacia, in the Leſſer Aſia; though it is 

much more probable this Expedition was immediate- 

ly after the taking of Rome. But now to give an exact 

Account of all the ſeveral People contained under this 

Name, their Laws, Rites , Cuſtoms, Governments, 

and Bounds, would too much exceed the Limits ſet 

me in this Work. 

Gallipoli, Call:pol:s, a City of Thrace, upon the 
Boſphorus, called by the Turks Gelzbols ; which is a 
Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Herac/ea ; and 
the Seat of the Turkiſh Admiral, or Captain Baſſa of 
his Gallies. It is great, populous, well traded; and 
has an Haven, a Caſtle, and a good Magazine well 
furniſhed. This Town ſtands on the Welt tide of the 
Helleſpont, not over againſt Lampaſco, but a little 
more North ; neither walled, nor well built within, 
the Houſes being all of Earth and Timber, and low; 
the Streets narrow, ſometimes covered with Boards to 
keep off the Heat of the Sun; yet ſaid to be fix Miles 
in Compaſs, and to have four or five thouſand Chri- 
{tian Inhabitants amongſt others. There is little to 
be ſeen in it of its ancient Splendor and Elegance : It 
{tands upen a Peninſula, baving upon the North _ 

South,

couth, two Bays for Gallies and Boats, of which the 
Southern ſeems beit for Ships. This City 1s one bun- 
tired and ten Miles South ot Conſtantinople, and five 
from the Shoars of Aſia. Long 54+ 30. Lat. 42. 16. 
S Gallipoli, Gallipolis, Anxa, a City of the King- 
dom of Naples, in the Terra di Otranto 3 built on 
a Rock, upon the Weſtern Shoar, 1n the Bay of Ta- 
ranto; thirty fix Miles from that City, and in an 
Iſland which is only joined to the Continent by a 
Bridge, ſupported by huge mafly Stones. Small, but 
well fortified, and populous, with a good Haven, a 
{trang Caſtle, and good Walls: 1t 1s a Biſhops See, 
but his Dioceſe is bounded by the Walls of the City, 
and he is under the Archbiſhop of Tarento. Long.

” bs Gallovidia. Galdia, is a 
large County in the South of Scorland, over again(t 
Munſter in Ire/and, from which it is ſeparated by a 
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Seat of his Government, till about the year 48. he 
was beſieged here by the Trib, who began then te 
tavour the Royal Intereſt, which he oppaſed to the

It maintained its 
Liberty, till in 1585. ſeeing the Prince of Orange 
murthered, and no hopes of ſuccor from the Dutch, 
it ſubmitted to the Yrince of Parma, who rebuilt 
the Citadel ; but the Inhabitants being waſted, the 
French took it in 1673, in fix days, and after reſto- 
red it to the Spaniards, who are now in poſſeflicn 
of it. This City ſtands at the equal diſtance of four 
Leagues from Antwerp, Bruſſels, and Mechlin. The 
learned Hoſtius, Sanderus, and Fodocus Badius, were 
Natives of it. Its ancient Inhabitants are mention- 
ed by Ceſar under the name of Gordunz. There are 
2a great many Religious Houſes adorning it, and fe- 
ven Pariſhes, beſides the Cathedral.

Gandia, a ſmall Town in the Kingdom of Yalen- 
tia, upon the Coaſt of the Mediterranean Sea, upon 
the Bay of Valentia, eight Leagues from Xatrva, 
(Serabis) to the Eaſt. 1t is honoured with, the Title 
of a Dukedom, which belongs to the ancient Fami- 
ly of Borgia ; and has alſo a College, which bears 
the name of an Univerſity, of the Foundation of 
Francis Borgia, a General of the Feſuits, who was 
_ Canonized, and born here, and was Duke 
Or 1t. 

Gangara, A Kingdom in Nezgrztia in Africa, fi- 
tuated between the Lake and Kingdom of Borno, the 
Kingdom of Caſſena, and the River Niger. Rich in 
Gold, and commanded by a King who 1s abſolute. 
The Capital City bears its own name. 

Gangarides, an ancient People, whoſe Name Cure 
tus mentions, towards the Mouth of the Ganges. It 
1s conjectured, they might have their Dwelling in the 
Country we now call the Kingdom of Bengale. 

Ganges, the greateſt River in the Eaſt=Inadia, 
which divides that Continent into two parts: called 
Ganga by the Inhabitants, and the Gange by the Eu- 
ropeans : it ariſeth from Mount Imans, (Dalanguer) 
in the Confines of the Great Tartary, in the Province 
of Kakeres: and running Southward through the 
Empire of the Great Mogul, it watereth S:rinar, Ho- 
lobaſſa, and Gouro; and is augmented by the Streams 
of Perſelus, Serſily, and Tzzotza, and many other 
Rivers in the Mogu/s Kingdom. _ In the Kingdom of 
Bengala it is divided into many Branches ; and diſ- 
chargeth it ſelf by five Outlets into the Bay of Ben- 
Zala, gwing its name to a Kingdom in its Paſſage. 
It is full of Iſlands, covered with lovely Indian Trees, 
which afford Travellers great delight : The Water is 
eſteemed: Sacred by the Inhabitants: the Great Mogul 
will drink, no other, becauſe it is lighter than that of 
any other . River: the Europeans boil it before they 
drink it, to avoid thoſe. Fluxes which otherwiſe it- en- 
clines them to, This River receiveth from the North- 
Eaſt, and Weſt, an innumerable number of Brooks ; 
and diſchargeth it ſelf into the Gulph of Benzala, at 
the height of 23 deg. or thereabouts. Said by Pliny, 
to be two Miles where 1t is narroweſt, and five where 
it is broadeſt, having Spangles of Gold and precious 
Stones, mixed with its Sands ; yet not therefore the 
Phiſon of Geneſis, as ſome miltake ; becaule it ſprings 


at the diltance of twelye: hundred Leagues from the 
Eupbrates. | 
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Gangra , an Archiepiſcopal City in Papiligonry, 
in the Lefſer Aſia, in the inland Parts; now called 
Cangria, Caſtomont , and by the Turks Kyzengara, 
In this City was a famous Synod of fixteen Bj- 
ſhops celebrated in 324, againſt En/tathins the 
Monk, for his condemning the Marrzage- Stare. 
Dioſcorus the Eutychian was baniſhed to this City, by 
Martian the Emperor in 4.51. after he had been con- 
demned by the Council of Cha/cedon; and likewiſe 
Timotheus Alurus, a Monk, of that Faction, in 457. 
by the Emperor Leo ; this Monk having been choten 
Patriarch of Alexandria. Stephanus faith, there is 
another City of the ſame name in Arabia Fulix, 

Ganhap, a Town of War ( by the Ch:neſe there. 
fore called a Fort ) in the Province of Fochien in 
China, to the South-Eaſt. It 1s magnificently built, 
a Town of great Trade, full of People : and particu- 
larly remarked for a ſtately Stone Bridge, 250 paces 
long, 

Gant, the Mine or Quarry of Diamonds , near 
Coulour in Malabar. See Coulour, 

Ganking, a great and populous City in the Pro- 
vince of Nanking in China, with a Territory belong- 
ing to, and denominated from, it ; having Juriſdict- 
on over five other old Cities. It 1s the Seat and Go- 
vernment of a Viceroy, diftinct from the Viceroy of 
the Province ; being the more frequented, by rea- 
ſon the three Provinces of Nankeng, Huquang and 
Kzang/i, abutt upon it. A ſtrong Garriſon is kept in 
its Fort, Haymuen ; commanding the Lake of Poz- 
ang and the River Kang. 

Ganna, the Caſp:an Sea. 

Gannat, Gannatum, Gannapum, a Town in the 
Dukedom of Bourbon in France, towards the borders 
of Auvergne, upon a ſmall River falling ſoon after 
into the Allzer. 

Gaoga, Kauga, or Guoga, a City and Kingdom 
in N:gritia in Africa, between the Tract of Nub:a 
and the Kingdom of Borwo. This Kingdom about 
two hundred years ago was erected by the proſperous 
Villany of a Negroe Slave ; before which, it was little 
better than a Deſart, Now inhabited by Chriſtians, 
Mahometans aryl Pagans. Betwixt 40 and 52 deg. 
of Long. Lat. 20. 12. 

Gaoxa, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of the Province 
of Quantung in China. 

Gap, Vapingum, Appencenſium, or Vapincenſium 
Urbs, a City of the Dauphmate in France, which is 
a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Azx ; it 
ſtands in the Confines of this Principality towards Sa- 
voy, two Miles from the 1/ere, twenty two from 4zx, 
and fix from Embrun to the Welt. It is reaſonably 
great, and defended by a Caſtle ; yet often taken and 
retaken by the Rom. Catholicks and the Huguenorrs 
in the Wars of the laſt Century. Farellus ſowed his 
Opinions here. The Biſhops enjoy the Title of Earls. 
It is the Capital of the Territory of Gapenſozs : and 
did heretofore belong to the Counts of Forcalquzer. 

Garamal, Garamantes, a People of Libya In- 
zerior (or Gxtuiia ) in Africa, about the Eaſtera 
part of the Defart of Xaara and the Weſtern of Nu- 
bia; of the Generation of the antient Garaman- 
tes, who dwelt in the ſame place. Their chief Set- 
tlement is called after themſelves, Garama. 

Garanne, Varenna, an Ifland in the Bay of 4Aqu- 


-Fazne. 


Garbe, Isburus , a ſmall River on the South of 
Sicily. 

Gard, See Pont du Gard. 

Garda. See Gardſee. 

Garde, a City of Greenland, deſerted and rnined 
two hundred years ago. It had been a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Drontherm in Norway, and 
{tood to the Ocean,

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Gardeleben, a ſmall Town in the old Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg, upon the River Me1d, ſeven Miles 
from Magdeburg to the North. | 

Gardicht, a Town in the Morea, towards the 
Gulph of Lepanto ; ſuppoſed to be the antient C/ztor. 

Gardon, Nardo, Vardo, a River of Languedoc, 
ſpringing from the Mountains of Sevennes and divi- 
ding into two Streams. The one paſſing by Alets,with 
the name for diſtin&tion, of the Gardow d Alerts, 
joyns the other call'd the Gardon a Anduze at An- 
duze ; and afterwards augmented with the Tributes 
of fome ſmall Rivulets, they both fall into the Khzne 

wards Beaucaire. 

” Gardſee, Benacus, a Lake in Lombardy, called by 
the Inhabitants, 1! Lago di Garda ; by the Germans, 
Gradzee ; by the French, Grade : It lies in the State 
of Venice, between the Territory of Verona to the 
Faſt, and Brixia to the Welt; watering on the 
North the Earldom of T:ro/ ; and from thence 1s ex- 
ended to the Cattle of Peſcara on the South, the 
length of thirty Miles : its greateſt breadth is ten Miles, 
a$ I have often ſeen (faith Baudrand,) though Strabo 
ſeems to think otherwiſe. It takes its name from 
Garda, in the Territory of Yerona ; out of it flows 
the River Menzo, Mincius, which by Mantoua, falls 
into the Po. And it abounds with Eels and Carps. 
See Benacus. 

Gareligare. See Tripolr. ; 

Garet, Gareta, a Province in the Kingdom of 
Fez, on the Mediterranean Sea, in the Confines of 
the Kingdom of Argier, from which it is ſeparated by 
the River Mulvia, as from the Province of Errif by 
the River Nocor. The Mediterranean bounds it to 
the North, and the Mountains of the Defarts to the 
South. The African Writers have divided it into three 
parts. The firſt, containing the Towns, Cities, and 
Territories: the ſecond, the habitable Mountains : 
the third, the Deſarts. Melli/a ( under the Spar:- 
ards ) Jaffarina, Tezota, &c. are the molt confide- 
Table places in it. ; : 

Gargan, a Mountain in the Province of Apulsa, 
in the Kingdom of Naples, nigh to Monte-ai-ſan- 
Angelo ; mentioned by Pliny, Strabo, &c. and the 
Roman Martyrology upon May 8. 

Gartgliano, L:7#, a River of Ita/y, which here- 
tofore divided Latium from Campania. It ariſeth in 
the further Abruzzo, by the Lake of Celano, (Fuci- 
mus ) above Antina; and paſſing Southward, water- 
eth Sora, Aquino, and Seſſa ; then falls into the 
Tyrrenzan Sea at Trajeto, eleven Miles South of 
Gaieta. The Banks of this River were often cover- 

ed with the French and Spaniſh Forces, in the Wars 
of the Kingdom of Naples, in 1503. 

Garippo, Gallus, a River of 4jza the Leſs, which 
ſpringeth from the Czlenzan Hills in Phryg:a Magna 
and waſhing Peſſinunta, falls into Sangiarus, ( now 
Sacario), and Acada ; which falls into the Black or 
Euxine Sea at Cagars. : 

Garneſep, Ga-114, Sarnia, an Iſland belonging to 
the Crown of England, on the Coaſt of Normanay. 
This and Ferſey, 18 all that is left us now of the Duke- 
dom of Normandy : it is about thirteen Miles long, 
and near as broad, where greateſt. | 

Garonne, Garumna, called Garona by the Spa- 
niards ; and Garonna, by the Italians; 1s one of the 
great Rivers of France, mentioned by Fulius Ce/ar. 
Alſo one of the greateſt Rivers which ſpringeth from 
the Pyrenean Hills : it arifeth in Arena a Spaniſh 
_ in the Borders of the Kingdom of Arragon, 
not far from Salardun ;. and running Weſtward by 
Bertrant, it turns there North-Eaſt by Riewx to To- 
louſe ; above which beſides Touche from the Weſt, 
and ſeveral others, it takes in the Ariege from Foix, 
and Pamier on the Eaſt; then running North at 
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Mo:ſſac it is improved with a_number of Rivers 
brought in from the Eaft by the Tara ; here again 
turning Weſt, it paſſeth by Agen ; over againft which 
it receives the Gzers on the South from Aux; and a 
little further, on the ſame fide Beiſe from Condom 3 
and on the North (Tonimus ) Treuyre from Cabors ; 
and a little further the Drot : ſo leaving Bourdeaux 
on the South, and taking along the Dordenne from 
the North, it makes the vaſt Bay of Garronne ; arid 
by the Tower De Cordovan on a ſmall Iſland, paſſeth 
with two mouths into the Briesſh Seas. This River 
was heretofore the boundary of Aquitazne, but now 
it divides it into two parts. 

Garro, Gawurus, a Mountain near Naples, | 

Garſtang, A Market Town in Lancaſhsre, in the 
Hundred of Amounderneſs, near the River Wire. 

Gurteinpe, Vartimpa, a ſmall River of France. 
_ Gartz, A Town in the Dukedom of Pomerania 
in Germany, upon the Oder, three Leagues from Ste- 
tin. Formerly well fortified ; but in 1638, after its 
being often taken and retaken in the German Wars, 
totally demolithed. | 
Garza, Mela, a River in the Territory of Breſcza, 
in the Dominion of the States of Venzce, in Italy ; 
which waſheth the Walls of Breſcia on the Weſt, and 
then falls into the Og/zo at Uſtzano ; which conveys it 
to the Po at Borgo forte, not much above Mantoua. 
_ Gaſcoigne, Yaſconia, Novempopulonia, a Province 
in Aquitaine in France. The Inhabitants write Gua/- 
corgne ; the Italians, Gaſcogna ; the Spaniſh, Gaſco- 
na ; the Engliſh, Gaſcony. It lies extended between 
the Britzſh Sea to the Weſt, the Garonne to the 
North and Eaſt, and Spain to the South; and was 
the ancient Aquitanie, and afterwards Novempopulo- 
a; that is, the third part properly of the antient 
Aquitania, in the diviſion of the Emperour Augu= 
tus, correted by Adrian. See Aquitaine. It had 
this Name from the Gaſcozgnes or Vaſcones, a Spa- 
iſh People which ſetled here, and were Conquered 
by Theodebert and Theodorick,, Kings of France ; at 
laſt totally ſubdued by Dagoberr, another King of 
that Nation, ( but aſcribed by the Chronologers to 
Aribert a Contemporary King) in 634. This Name 
1s ſometimes taken for all Gaſcony, or the Generalite 
de Guienne, or de Bourdeaux : divided at preſent in - 
to eleven Parts, Bourdelois, Bazadois, Condomozs , 
Armagnac, Bearn, Gaſcogne, Baſques, Bigorre, Com- 
ming?s, Baionne, and Albret. This Country for a 
long time belonged to the Crown of England, as 
Dukes of Aquitazne. It came in 1152, to Henry IT. 
King of England, in the Right of Eleanor his Wife. 
Though King Fohn was adjudged to have forfeited 
this and all his other Dominions in France, by the 
pretended Murther of Arthur ; (whereupon the French 
entered, and in 1203. and 1204. Conquered Main, 
Angiers, and Normandy, King Fohn's Subjects not 
well agreeing with him ; ) yet in 1206. he made one 
Expedition to Roche!l, and took Mount Alban, where- 
by he preſerved Gaſcony. And though his Son loft 
Rechel to the French in 1224. yet in 1225. by his 
Brother Richard Earl of Cornwal, he reduced the Re= 
bellious GaſTorignes to Obedience; and in 1242+ at- 
tempted to recover PozHou, but with no good ſuc- 
ceſs. In 1259. for a Sum of Money given him by 
Lewis TX. he reſigned Normandy, Main, and Anjou; 
reſerving to himſelf Gaſcony, Limoſin, and Aquitaing 
In conſideration whereof, he was to have fifty thou- 
ſand Crowns, and from henceforward they were ſti- 
led Dukes of Guzenne : in the Poſſeffion of this the 
Kings of England Continued, till the twenty ninth 
Year of the Reign of Henry VI. which was the Year 
of our Lord 1452. when the Weakneſs of that Prince, 
and the good Fortune of Charles VII. deprived the

del Saiſon, which comes from Mauleon ; beneath 
which it falls into le Gave de Pau, a River of Agquz- 
zain, which ariſing in Bigorre, more Eaſt than the 
former, but out of the Pyrenean Hills alfo, at a Place 
called Barns de Baretge, and running North-Welt by 
Pau in Bearn, as far as Ourtes, turns Weſtward ; 
and taking in Gave de Oleron , falls into the Adour, 
lefs than five Miles beneath Dax, and four above 
Baionne to the Ealt. 

Gavot, a ſmall Territory in Vallazs, or Wallifſer- 
landt, one of the Surfſe Cantons. : 

Comte de Ganre, a County of France in Aqui- 
taine, 1 Armaignac; between Lomagne, Gimont, 
and Condom: the principal Town in it 1s Verdun, 
four Miles from Tolouſe to the North, and about eight 
from Aux to the Eait. 

Gaures, Gh:aours or Ghiabers, a numerous People 
diſperſed about the Indies and the Kingdom of Perj7a, 
in the Provinces particularly of Kherman( where itands 
their principal Temple ) and Hyerach, of a different 
Inſtitution in Religion from all the World belides ; 
following the-Scriptures of one Ebrahim er Areucht 
a Prophet pretended) before the time of Alexander 
the Great : and as tho they retained ſomething of the 
old Religion of the Perſians, they have ſuch a Vene- 
ration for Fire, (eſpecially what the Prieft conſecrates) 
that they take the moſt ſolemn Oaths before it. The 
Perſian Proverb upon theſe People, is; A Ghiaber 
may worſhip the Fire a hundred years, yet if he 
falls into it but once, it will certainly burn him. 

Gazara, Gaza, a City of Paleſtine in Aſia, which 
belonged anciently to the Tribe of Fudah, as appears 
by the Sacted Scriptures : it was the fifth Satrapy of 
the Phil:ſtines, ſeated near the” Shoars of the Med:- 
terranean Sea, on the Confines of Idumea, towards 
Egype ; Conquered by Fudab, Fudg. 1. 18. but not 
long enjoyed. Made famous by Samſon. Pharaoh, 
King of Egypt, gave it a ſecond Name, Gen. xlvii. 1. 
Alexander the Great totally ruined it. In the times 
of the Machabees a new _ aroſe, which in thoſe 
of Chriſtianity was made a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Ceſarea. The Grecians finding Gaza 
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the Perſians, under Cambyſes, had given it this name, 
Alexander, the fon of Ar:/tobulw, took the New 
Gaza, and demoliſhed it ; but no Al-xander could 
ſo ruine this City, but it would recover again. 4. 
guſtus annexed this Gazara and FHippon to Syria; and 


1n the time of Conſtantine the Great, it wzs cilled 


Conſtantia, from a Siſter of that Prince. The Sara- 
cens poſſeſſed themſelves of it in the year of our 


| Lord 633. three years before they took Fervſalem, by 


whom it is now called Gaza, Gazara, and Aza. 
Here our Authors divide as to its prefent State. Bay. 
drand faith it is little, yet divided into two parts, the 
Upper and Lower ; and that it has a Prince of its own 
(though he is ſubject to the Turks) called the Emir, 
or Pacha de Gaza, who is Malter of it, and the 
Neighbouring Country : but Fo. Bunon faith, it is 
great, and twice as big as Feruſalem. This City had 
a Port called Majuma. Our S$andys in his Travels, 
lib. 3. p. 116. faith, it is ſeated upon a Hill, environ. 
ed with Valleys, and-thoſe again well nigh incloſed 
with Hills, moſt of them planted with all ſorts of 
delicate Fruits ; the Buildings mean, both for Form 
and Matter ; the beſt of rough Stone, arched within, 
and flat on the top, £c. but none comely or conve- 
nient : yet are there footſteps of a better condition ; 
divers ſimple Roofs being ſupported by goodly Pillars 
of Parian Marble, ſome plain, ſome curiouſly carved, 
and others broken in pieces, to ſerve for Threſholds, 
&c. of almoſt every beggarly Cottage. He tells us 
alſo, Baldwem TIL. King of Feruſalem, having in 1 1 45. 
expelled the Saracens, he, in 1148. built here a Ca- 
{tle. That there lives here a Say2zack. That the Port 
is decayed and unſafe, and of no great benefit to the 
Inhabitants. There is here one ancient Church, fre- 
quented by the Coptic Chriſtians ; whether it be grear 
or ſmall, he faith nothing ; but very rich it plainly'is 
not. This City was taken from the Kings of Feruſa- 
lem, by Salladine, in 1171. . This and all Paleſtine 
was recovered back to the Chriſtians, by Frederick, 
Emperor of Germany, in 1228. Retaken by the Turks 
in 1234. Jt ſtands about two Miles from the Sea, 
and was anciently very Iluſtrious, as appears by its 
Ruines, and Marble Tombs, of which there are ma- 
719. The Caſtle # near the Town, and has four Tows- 
ers, at each corner one : it # kept in good order, and 
has but a ſmall Circuit, and two Iron Gates ; hard 
by it # the Seraglio, for the Baſla's Wives, and not 
far off are the Ruins of a Roman Caſtle. The Town 
% very little, but has a Beſeſtein, ( a Market-Place ) 
in good Order, and a pretty large Greek Church. 
Without the Town are ſeveral goodly Moſques, faced 
with Marble, which I believe (ſaith Mr. Thevenot) 
belonged to the Old City. Long. 65. 26. Lat. 31.45,

Gebel Caph, See the Mountains of the Moon. 

Gebel Tarif, Calpe, a Mountain in - Andaluſia, 
at the entrance of the Streight of Gibraltar, which 
the Ancients called one of Hercules's Fillars. 

Gebel Toz, Melan: ; Mountains in Arabia Pe- 
trea, ſuppoſed to be the Sinay and Horeb mentioned 
in the Books of Moſes : they are ſaid to extend from 
Petra Elana, a City of Arabia, to the Red Sea; at 
the diſtance of an hundred and eighty Miles from 7e- 
ruſalem to the South : called by the Arabians now, 


'Gzbel Mouſa; by the Europeans, ( who ſee them, 


when they Sail upon the Red Sea ) Sinay. See El- 
tor, a City from whence they have the name of Gebel 
Tor. Rt 
Gebelel Dadtch, Herculszs Promontorium, Phocra, 
a Mountain and Promontory, in the Kingdom of Me- 
rocco, now called Cape Canrin, in Lat. 32.15. 
Gedzoſia, See Formzpr. 
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ectrupdenbercg, Gertrudenberga, ard S. Ger- 
_ Ar 24g A Gy in Holland ; ſmall, but well 
fortified ; called by the Inhabitants, Guytrenberg, 
or Geetrupdenberg : it ſtands in South Holland, two 
Leagues from Breda to the North, and-three from 
Pore to the South-Eaſt, upon the River Dunge. This 
City takes its name from St. Gertrude, who was a 


Daughter of Pepin, King of France ; and for her 


great Sanity in much honor in theſe Countries. It 
is (ſaith Gurcctardin ) a conſiderable Place ; ſeated 
en the South Bank of the Mereawe, at the equal di- 
ance of three Leagues from Dorr, Heuſden, and 
Breda: the Poſſeſſion of it is now in the Prince of 
Orange ; but the Brabantines and Hollanders do both 
equally pretend to the Right of it. "The Hollanders 
ſurprized it in 15733 and divers tunes ſince it has 
been taken and retaken. 

Gchan=Ibad, or Fehan-Abad. See Delly. ; 
. Getchon, Oxw, call'd by the Arabs, Ghaion, Gi- 
hon, Tihun ; and now commonly Gzeihun, or Grei- 
koun ; is a River of Perſia : it ariſeth from the Moun- 
tains of Badachzan; and running Northward through 
the borders of Balch, it watereth the Cities of Tere 
mid, Zemum, and Chovarzim: Alſo ſometimes cal- 
led Balch : thus Gollius deſcribes in, part the Courſe 
of this River. Our later Maps make 1t to ariſe from 
the Mountains of Cazbocoran, in the Eaſtern borders 
of the Kingdom of Perſia; to water Candahar, and 
Belgis on the Eaſtern Bank 3 Meder, Thalar, and 
Badaſchian on the Weſtern ; at which laſt it takes 
in from the Eaſt the great River Oboengzr, which 
comes from Balch by Vervalin and Talecan; then, 
turning Weſtward, it takes in a River from the South 
out of the Deſarts of Bigu/ ; beneath which it water- 
eth the City of B:gul, and fo paſſeth to Bichend 
above which it takes in a River from the Eaſt out of 
Zagathay ; and beneath it on the ſame fide another, 
from the Lake of Usbeck, which paſleth by Bochara; 
and another on the South fide from Maremwve ; and 
at Deriſtan, a great River from the South, called 
Margab ; beneath which it falls into the South-Eaſt- 
ern Angle of the Caſpian Sea, at Jahaſpan, by four 
Mouths faith Gollius, but our Maps take notice of 
but one. Ny ; 

Geila, x River of Tranſy/vania; called by Zornan- 
des, Gilfil. 

Geliviſe, 4ſtacus, a Maritim City of Birhynza, in 
the Leſſer Aſa, now ruined ; it lies fifteen German 
Miles South-Weſt of Nicomedsa, on the Heleſpone. 

Gelag, See Galatza. 

Gelderland, $:cambrs, Geldria, one of the Se- 
venteen Provinces in the Low-Countries, which has 
the Title of a Dukedom ; the Seat as all agree, of the 
Old Sicambrs. This Province has on the North Frie- 
fland, and the Yuyder Sea; on the Eaſt Cleves ; on 
the South the Dukedom of Fulters ; ahd on the Welt 
Brabant and Holland : It is a flat level Country, 


without any Mountains ; much beautified with Woods 


and Foreſts ; abounding with all things, eſpecially 
Corn, and yet as good for Paſturage and Grazing ; 
fo that they fetch lean Cattel from Denmark, and 
fat them here. Three great Rivers water it, the 
Maes, the Rhine, and the Wael. Nimeguen in the 
Territory of Berawe, is the Capital of this Dukedom ; 
behdes which it has twenty one walled Cities and 
Towns, and three hundred. Villages. This Country. 
was firit granted by Henry II.-Emperor of Germany, 
to Ortho of Naſſaw, with the Title-of Earl, in 1079. 
Ranold 11. the ninth Earl, was Created Duke, by the 
Emperor Lewss, of Bavaria, in 1339. Arnold XV. 
in the Deſcent, fold this Dukedoni to Charles Duke 
of Burgundy, being offended with his lewd Son 
Adolph : Charles, another Son of this . Arnold, left it 
at. his death 'n 1538. to Charles V. as Heir of the 


Houſe of Burgundy. This Country in 1577. ( all 
but a very few Towns) revolted; from Spazn , and 
joined with the States of Holland; from: which time, 
till this, they have maintained their Liberty ; only 
they were over-run by the French 1n 1672. , But the 
next yedr recovered - themſelves , again. The City 
Gueldres or Geldre (which ſome will have to. be ori- 
ginally derived from the Gelduba. of Tacitus) took 
its name from an ancient Caſtle, ſeated upon the Ri- 
ver Ni:ers, four Miles North of Venlo, and fix Eat 
of Nr:meguen ; Where the ancient Counts, or Gover- 
nors of this Province, choſe their Reſidence ; by which 
means it grew to.a fine City ; and being in the hands 
of the Spaniards, was by them ſo well fortified, that 
an attempt made upon it by Henry Frederick ; Prince 
of Orange, in 1139. miſcarried. The. Caſtle is e- 
ſteem'd almoſt impregnable. In 1627. the Spaniards 
of Venloo and Ruremonde attempted :to bring 'the 
Rh:ne into the Meyſe at this City :. But their Glen 
d1d not take effect; ...$ There is alſo a Fort of this 
name, built by the He/landers, onthe Coaſt. of Co- 
romandel, in the Kingdom of Nar/mga, on the Bay 
of Bengala, in the Eaſt-Indies. __ .+ ..

Genep, or Gennep, . Gennepium, a fortified, but 
ſmall Town in the Dutchy of Cleves in Germany, two 
or three Leagues from Cleves, upon the River Neers, 
which there talls into the Meuſe. It belongs to the 
EleCtor of Brandenbourg, tho the Hollanders keep a 
Garriſon in it too; who retrieved it from the Spa- 
niards in 1641. | 

Geneva, C:vitas Genevenſinm, Fanuba, Genabum, 
Fenoba, is the moſt Eaſtern City belenging to the 
Allobroges, or Savoyards ; which together with its 
Bridge over the Rhoſne, is mentioned by Fulins Ce- 
far in his Commentaries : It 1s great, populous, well 
fortified and built, with'a good Cathedral and Arſe- 
nal: the Capital of the, Province of Genevosis, and 
ſeated at the Weſt end of the Lake of Lemane, on 


the South fide of the Rhoſne, in that place where this 


River comes out .of the Lake; ſeventeen Miles from 
Lion to the Eaſt, and. twenty fix from Baſil to the 
South, upon the borders of Switzerland: heretofore 
a very famous Mart, whici is long fince removed to 
Lion ; and a Biſhop's See nnder the TY 11 of 
Vienna, and an Univerſity founded by the Emperor 
Charles IV. in 1368, The French call this City 
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Geneve, the Germans Genff ; about nine hundred 
years fince; in at! ignorant and an unlearned Age, 1t 
was \called' Gebeima; the Italians call it Geneura. 
Mercator believes it built in the Year of the World 
2994. in the times of 4ſa King of Fudah, by Leman 
the Father of the Germans : there is no need of pre- 
tences, which'can never be proved. Czſar's Teſtimony, 
and the Romen Inſcriptions that are found here, are 


ſufficient proofs of its Antiquity: by the latter, it ap- 
t 


this was: a Roman Colony. was indeed. the 
Town Northward in the Provincia Romana, ac- 
cording to the ancient Diviſion of Gallia. We ſhould 
have had more Roman Antiquities than we have too, 
if this City had not in the courſe of ſo many Ages 
ſuffered very much from Enemies and Fire. In the 
Reign of Aurelims Antonin, it was almoſt all burnt ; 
which Prince contributed ſo much to the rebuilding, 
and beſtowed fuch Privileges on it, that it was called 
Auretia'for ſome time from him ; but upon his death 
reaſſnmed its arictent name. In the irruption of the 
Barbarous Nations into the Roman Empire, it ſuffer- 
ed the ſame Calamities with' other Cities ſomething 
ſooner, as being nearer the Frohtiers 5 but then it 
met with an early Reſtorer in Genebald King of Bur- 
gun. About three hundred and fifty years fince, 
was burnt twice in few Jeans It has had the 
Counts of Geneva! and the Dukes of $4v0y at all times 
the great Pretenders to the Sovereignty over it; and 
has always defended its Privileges wanfully, agaii 
them. Ini 1412. when' Amadeus, Duke of Savvy, en- 
deavoured to obtain Title to this City By an exchange, 
Foannes a PerraSciſſa, (thin Biſhop | ad the Inha- 
bitants agreed, > if any Perſoh ſhould confent to 
the Alienation of itsLiberty,' he ſhould be treated like 
a Traytor. Theſe and the fike Traverſes of their 
Neighbour Princes forced them in '1535. to enter in- 
to a. League with the Canton of Bearn, which was to 
{aſt for ever {the *change of Religion havitig then 
ightned their "Neighbours Rage' againſt them. In 
1584, having fiiffered a very ſharp Siege and a miſe- 
rable 'Famine, by the help of the'Canton of airich, 
they pra fo far as to force the Duke of Savoy and 
their Biſhop to renounce all 'their Pretences. They 
reaped no lefs glory from their defeating the NoCtur- 
nal Scalado of Charles Emanuel, Duke of Savoy, in 


1602. This City rejeCted the Ch. of Rome in 1535. 


Whereupon they applied the Revenue of the Biſhop- 
rick, with the Tithes of the Territory of Gex, to the 
maintenante of their own Miniftry of the Reformati- 
on. There has been a Roman Catholick Titular Biſhop 
of Geneva ever fince continued, who reſides at Anne- 
ci; and with other the Titular Beneficiaries within 
this Diſtrict, obtain'd a Decree from the Parliament 
of oy Gong 1637.) to be'reſtored to their an- 
cient Poſſeffions : But without ſucceſs, as for ary ef- 
fect it had upon the Government here : who, though 
they enter intb no Alliance (during the preſent War 
with the Confederate Princes, yet ftarid upon their 
Defence againſt France. The Preaching of Calvin, 
Bez4 and Farellus, the retreat of fome Engliſh Pro- 
zeftanrs hither during he Relgn of Q. Mary ard of 
others in divers times from feverat Countries, have 
diftiyguifted the zeal of this place for the Reformars- 
on. The Provitice of Genevozs, which derives its name 
from it, is bounded by the Provinces of Chablais and 
Foſſigny to the Eaft, the Rhoxe to the Welt and in 
art alſo to the North, god wil Savoy properly fo 
called to the South.

Genichiſar, Hermeum, a Cape in Thrace, five 
Miles from Conſtantinople to the South-Eaſt ; called 
by the Chriſtians Neo-Caſtro, New-Caſtle, 
Genona, Genua, a very ancient and great City in 
the North of Italy, upon the Tyrrhenian Sea : it lies 
in the Form of a Theatre, upon the aſcent of an Hill, 
opening its Bofom to the Sea, five or ſix Miles in 
compaſs; fo full of ſtately and regular Buildings , 
Palaces, Churches, Monafſteries, &c. that its prover- 
bial Epithet in Iraly, is; Genoua la ſuperba ; and fo 
very ancient, that its Original is unknown : Hiſtory 


nfſt makes mention of it above 1800 years ago. It is 


certain it was deſtroyed by Mago, one of Hannibal's 
Commanders, when 'by the Alpes he entered 1raly in 
the year of Rome 534. about two hundred and fix- 
teen years before the Birth of our Saviour. Corneliys 
Servilizus, one of the Roman Conſuls, ordered the re- 
building it, fixteen years after its Deſolation. This 
City in the end of the firſt Punich War, had greatly 
ſhaken Rome it (elf, as Lzvy relates, about the year 
of Rome 515. But being. then ſubdued, and obliged, 
ſhe continued ever after very faithful. In the fall of 
the Roman Empire, ſhe had the ſame fate with her 
Neighbours ; 'and fell under the Herules, Goths, and 
Lombards, or the Greek Exarches of Ravenna, as they 
prevailed one upon the other. In 806. Charles the 
Great having Conquered the Lombards, made Ade- 
mar, his Kirſmaftn, Count of Genova ; who got Cor- 
ſica from the Saracens, and united it to this City, 
which has enjoyed that Iſland ever fince. In 935. 
the Saracens took and burnt this City, and carricd all 
her People into Captivity ; but the Duke of Venice 
brought them back, and rebuilt it; though others 
ſay the Genoeſe Fleet met theſe Infidels in their go, 
ing hotne, and recovered all again after a ſharp fight. 
After this they became in a ſhort time by Navigations, 
Commerce, and Wars, more famous than ever. Being 
grown Wealthy, in 1133+ Pope Innocent II. made 
this City an Archbiſhop's See. They deſerved this 


Favour of the Pope, by the great Services they by ' 


their Fleets perf againit the Saracens in the 
Holy War, (which began in the year. 10956. ) ; for 
which in 1101. they obtained of Baldwin III. part of 
the Sea-Towns that ſhould be taken in Paleſtsne. 
In the Year 1204. when the Weſtern Chriſtians took 
Conſtantinople frem the Eaſtern Emperors, the Ge- 
noueſe had a great hand in it : Pera was affigned 
then for that Service, a place near Conſtantinople : 
they were theh Maſters of Lesbos and Chzo, and feve- 
ral Iſlands in thoſe Seas ; and Caffa in the Black Sea, 
in Crim Tartary. But aiming to gain Creet too from 
the Yenetians in 1207. there aroſe a War between the 


See two States ; which, joined with the Genoueſes inteſtine 


Diviſions, at laſt ruined the Greatneſs of this: in 
1255. they reduced the Yenertians to great ſtreights, 
having taken Chioggia, an Iſland near the City ; but 
loſt all by demanding more thin could be ous

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In 1260. the Venetians gained another great Victory 
over them, taking twenty four Gallies. In 1291. the 
Venetians took from them Pera and Caffe, In 1293- 
the Tide of Fortune turned ; the Venerians loſt all 
their Fleet to the Genoueſes, and another of ſeventy 
Ships in 1298. In 1314. the Genoueſe were beaten by 
the Venetians, and in 1353. reCuced to {uch Streights, 
that they were forced to put themſelves under the Pro- 
tection of the Duke of Mzlan ; after which, though 
they recover'd to an Ability of Conteſting with the Ve- 
netians,and beat them in 1401. yet the Turks and their 
own Diviſions, at laſt reduced them to fo low an Ebb, 
that they were not able to ſet out a Fleet. Between 
the Years 1174. and 1339. they had four dreadful Ct- 
vil Wars, or Broils in the City, which contributed very 
much to their ruin. In 1452+. Sfort#a, Duke of Mz- 
lan, poſſeſs'd himſelf of this wa” In 1563. they 
were cited to anſwer for the Expullion or Bamiſhment 
of the Marqueſs of Final,by Ferdinando I. Emperor of 
Germany. Selim the Grand Signor, Emperor of the 
Turks, beat their Republick out of the Itle of Chros, 
in the year 1571. Beſides all theſe Mutations, the 
French pretend that in 1396. this Republick made o- 
ver, by a formal Grant to Charles VI. of France, all 
the Sovereign Lordſhip of it, and the States depending 
which was executed and confirmed again to Charles 
VIL in 1458. and from this laſt Date the French had 
the Sovereignty of the City, till 1528. when Andreas 
Doria, upon the Advantage of the Imprifonment of 
Francis I. {taken by the Forces of Charles V. at the 
Battle of Pavza,) reitored his Country to its former 
Liberty. Since which, this State has had a very great 
Dependence on the Crown of Spain, by reaſon of his 
States in Italy; at all times preferring the Intereſts of 
that Kingdom before all others. This fo far exaſpera- 
ted Lewis XIV. (the now French King ) that in 
1674. heſent a Fleet and Bomb'd Geneua ; in which 
Action the Ducal Palace was burnt, and many other of 
the nobleſt in the City, and an incredible miſcheif done. 
Jn the end he forced them to ſend their Duke and four 
Senators to his Court to make their humble Submiſ- 
lions to him. Not that they parted with their Liberty, 
for they are ſtill a Free State ; nor that they had done 
him any Injury, which they wereto acknowledge ; but 
either becauſe their Anceſtors had revolted above an 
hundred years agone, or becauſe his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty would have it ſo. $ The State of Genoua is a 
Part of Italy, anciently call'd Liguria; lying upon the 
Tyrrhenian Sea, which bounds 1t upon the South and 
Weſt ; on the Ealt it has the Dukedom of Florence, 
and on the North the Duktedoms of Parma in pirt, and 
Montisferat in part, 1ts length from Eatt to Welt 1s 
one hundred and forty Miles, its breadth nevertheleſs 
very little, Yet that part of it which lics next the Sea is 
wonderfully fruitful by Nature,and made much more fo 
by the Induſtry of the Inhabitants ; and has ſo many 
Villages and fine Buildings, eſpecially towards Gencua, 
that it may ſeem to be one continued City. It is go- 
verned as a Common-Wealth under a Duke ( to con- 
tinue but two Years,) and two Senates or Councils. 
This Repnblick has under it Corſica and Capraia, two 
Iſlands in the Mediterranean Sea ; and anciently ma- 
ny other. Weſhall only add to this, the Iralian Cen- 
ſure upon Genoua 3 Huomnt ſenza Fide, Mare ſen- 
x4 Peſce, Monte ſenza Legno, 8 Donne ſenza Ver- 
Zogne ; There are Men without Honeſty, a Sea with- 
out Fiſh , Mountains without Wood, and Women 
without Shame. Nevertheleſs this State and City 
have given three or four Popes to the See of Rome, 


and produced great Perſons for all things. Their Aca- 
demy \ettled at Genoua, takes the Title of gls Ador- 


mentats. . 


Genſui, Melas, a River of the Leſſer Armenia, 
whichayſcth from the Mountains of Argeus ; and run- 
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ning Eafiward , fills into the Euphrates 5; when it 
has paſſed the whole Proyince of Armenia Minor. 

Gentiltp, a Village within one League of Parss, 
upon the River Bievre; mentioned in Eccle/taſtical 
Hiſtory, for a large Council aſſembled at it in 767. in 
the Reign of King Pepin, and in the Preſence of the 
Embaſladors of the Emperor Compronimus from the 
Eaſt, touching the Proceſſion of the Holy Spirit and 
the Uſe of Images. | |

Geozgeto, Morgontiacum, a Townof the Further 
Calabria. pe? 

Geozgia,a great Country inAſia,call'd by the Inhabi- 

tants Gurg:ſtan ; between the Caſpzan Sea to the Eaſt, 
and the Euxine to the Welt ; bounded on the North 
by. C:rcafſia, Comania, and the Dominions of the 
Duke of Myſcovy, and on the South by Schirvan, a 
Province of the Kingdom of Perſia: Containing under 
this Name a Part of Armenza the Greater, and Arme- 
24 the Leſſer. This Kingdom was heretofore much 
greater than now ; and had Monarchs for its Sovereigns, 
whoſe Royal Seat was the City of Cotatis ; but lying 
between the Turks and the Perſians, two powerful 
Neighbours, both of them have diminiſhed the Extent 
of it. Thus the Turks diſpoſleſs'd the Georgian Kings 
of Erzerum, a City of Armenia; the Perſians of 
ſome others; and befides, the Kings of it having divi- 
ded it into ſeveral ſmall Principalities, it is become 
much leſs able, than otherwiſe it would have been, to 
defend it ſelf againſt thoſe potent Princes that ſur- 
round it: The Eaſtern Parts of it are accordingly 
Tributary to the King of Perſia, the Northern to the 
Great Duke of Muſcovy, and the Weſtern to the Turk. 
The Parts of this. Kingdom are Mengrelia, Guriel, 
and Imireta, to the Welt, where the ancient Colchis 
was : To the North, Abaca; Carthuel (now a Pro- 
vince of Perfia,) and Gagherz, (Gagueſa) to the Eaſt, 
formerly called Iberza; and Samſche, [Sameſa,] to 
the South towards Armenia, The principal Cities are 
Cotatis and Tefiizs, The Georgians are Chriſtians by 
Profeflion, but by Practice the worſt in the World ; 
eſpecially the Princes and great Men, who will ſell their 
Subjects for Slaves to the Turks and Perſians, or ex- 
change them for Merchandize : Their Faith is very 
tolerable ; they are of the Greek Charch, and till of 
late never heard of the Church of Rome, In 1624. 
by Urban VIIL. fent a Milion of the Theatines 
thither. 
| Geozgia, more properly fo called, borders to the 
Eaſt upon Czrcafſia and Muſcovy, td the Weſt upon 
Armenia the Leſs, to the Sonth upon Armenza the 
Greater, to the North upon the Euxine'Sea, and that 
Part of Colchis , called Þnirerta, (which I believe 
(faith Sir F. Chardin) to be all that Country which 
the Ancients call /ber:a.) It is a Country very full of 
Woods, and very Mountainous, which yet has in it a 
great Number of Pleaſant Plains ; only the middle of 
Georgia is more even and level than the reft : The Ri- 
ver Kjr, (Cyrus) runsthrough the middle of it. This 
Country 1s very fruitful in Corn, Herbs, and Fruits ; 
and produces a vaſt quantity of excellent Winesz | but 
their molt Staple Commodity is Silk, of which they 
have a great quantity, but not half what is reported : 
The Airis very dry, cold in the Winter, and hot in 
the Summer. | 

Gerania, an ancient City of Meſia Superior, (now 
Bulzaria,) towards Thrace and the Mountain Hemus. 

erawer, Geravia, a Territory in the Upper 
Circle of the Rhine, towards the Confluence of the 
Mayne and Rhine 3 between the County of Erpach 
on the Eaſt, Mentz on the North and South, the 
Palatinate of the Rh#me on the Welt. The principal 
Places ave Geraw, and Darmſtad ; from which latter

Gerberop, a Town in the 1//e o France, towards 
the Borders of Pzcard), in the Territory of Beauvorſis, 
four or five Leagues from Beauvais; at which the 
Engliſh and French fought a Battle in 1434. 

Gerbes. See Jerb:. 

Gergentt, Agrzgentum, an. ancient , and once a 
moſt potent and magnificent City of S:c:ly, mentio- 
ned in the Old Greek and Latin Hiſtorians very fre- 
quently. Built by the Inhabitants of Gela, fix hun- 
dred years before the Birth of our Saviour, as Thucy- 
dides affirms, Lib. 6. and called by the Greeks 
"Axggyas , by the Latins Agragas, and Acrogas, as 
well as Agrigentum. It became in time fo great as 
to have ten Miles in Compaſs , and to contain two 
hundred thouſand Inhabitants ; and others fay ſo ma- 
ny more, as is incredible, if not impoſſible. See Laer. 
Lib, $8. When this City had not ſtood above forty 
years, it fell into the Hands of Phalaris, a Cretian, 
in the 41. Olympiad, about the year of Rome 183. 
who, being bamſhed his Country , of a private Man 
became Lord of Sicily, and one of the moſt noted 
of all the ancient Tyrants, enjoying this Power fix- 
teen Years, in which time Perz//us invented, and firſt 
experimented the Brazen Bull. After this the Car- 
thaginians became Maſters of it, and after them the 
Romans. It was not leſs celebrated upon the Ae- 
count of Empedocles the famous Pythagorean Philo- 
ſopher, who lived in the 44. O/ympiad, and was born 
here, 160 years after the Foundation of this City. 
Czcero ſpeaks of a Temple and a Statue of Hercules, 
that this City ſhew amongſt the fineſt pieces of Anti- 
quity. The Horſes bred here were of great repute in 
Greece, much uſed in their Games ; on which occa- 
fion it 18 mentioned by Virgil, An. 3. It is now cal- 
led by the Inhabitants Gergenti, by: the Spaniards 


Girgenti ; and is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 


of Palerno now, formerly of Syracuſa: Seated be- 
tween the Rivers of Arraga, and Naro, upon an Hill, 
almolt in the middle” of the Southern Shoar of that 
Iſland, in Long.37. 38. Lat. 36. 1o. The Saracens 
of- Sicily were a Plague to it in their times, 

Gerjztm, or Ger:77:im, a Mountain of Paleſtine, 
near Samaria , over againſt Mount Ebal, on the 
other fide Fordan ; from whence the Deca/ogue by 
Joſhua's Order was promulgated, and the Iſraelites 
blefled by Simeon, Levi, &c. Deut. 27. 12. and 11. 
29. 30. The Wells of Facob, at which our Saviour 
diſcourſed the Samaritan Woman, ſprang by its Foot. 
This is the famous Mountain whereon Manaſſes, (ex- 
. Pelled Feruſalem for marrying the Governour of 
Samaria's Daughter, a Stranger) built a Temj-le in 
Oppoſition to Ss/omon's, which began the Schiſ be- 
twixt the Fews and the Samaritans. Hyrcanus, Ne- 
phew of Fudas Maccabeus, demoliſhed it two hun- 
dred Years after; yet the Samaritans nevertheleſs 
continued the Courſes of their Prayers and Sacrifices 
here.even to the Time of the Emperor Fuſtinian. Zeno 
the Emperor built upon this Mountain a Chriſtian 
Church ; Fuſtinian repaired the ſame, and erected 
alſs a Fortreſs here to the Inſolencies of the Sa- 
maritans, of whom Veſpafian killed in his time 
eleven thouſand that had retired hither in the Wars of 
the Fews. 

 Germanp, Germanza, one of the greateſt Coun- 
tries in Europe, and the Mother of thoſe Nations 
which in the fall of the Roman Empire, conquered all 
the reſt, At preſent bounded on the North by the 
Baltick Sea, and Jutland ; on the Eaſt by Hungary, 
Pruſſia Superior, and Poland ; on the South by the 
Aipes, which part it from Italy; on the Weſt by 
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France, the Netherlands, the German Ocean, and 
Switzerlaud. Weſt-Friſeland, Guelderland, Over- 
Tel, and Groningen, were heretofore parts of Ger- 
many, Which belong now to the United Provinces. 
On the other ſide Cleves, Fulters, Lieze, the Bj- 
ſhopricks of Cologn, Treves, a great part of the Palati. 
nate of the Rhine, and Switzerland, of old belonged to 
Gaul, and now to France ; yet are now (of right) 
Parts of Germany. The French have taken from it 
Alſatia, Switzerland ſome Ages ſince is Cantoned 
into ſmall Common-Wealths, which do not acknow- 


ledge the Emperor of Germany for their Sovereign. 


As for Denmark, Poland. and Fiungary, they have 
their diſtin&t Kings, and are by no means Parts of 
Germany. It is in length from the Borders of the 
Dukedom of Lorrain, to thoſe of Hungary, an hun- 
dred and twenty German Miles ; in breadth from the 
Baltick, Sea to the Alpes, which incloſe Friuls, an 
hundred twenty fix. This vaſt Tract of Land is uſu- 
ally divided into ten Circles, to wit, Francia, Ba- 
varia, Auſtria, Schwaben (ſometimes called Suabia.) 
the Upper and Lower Circle of the Rhine, We/?pha- 
lia, the Upper and Lower Saxony, and the Circle 
of Burgundy ; but this laſt has no Vote in the Dzer, 
nor contributes any thing to the Charges of the Em. 
pire. The Emperor of Germany 1s not only the 
Head of Germany, but the firſt Prince in Chriften- 
dom, in Rank - and Order, though not the moſt 
powerful, This Country is called by the Inhabitants 
Teutſchlande or Teitſchlandt, by the French Alle- 
magne, by the Spaniards Alemaſia, by the Tralians 
La Germania or Þ Allemagnia, by the Dutch Duyſt- 
landt, by the Poles Nicmieczka, by the Hungarians 
Nemes, and by the Greeks Elmagi. In ancient times 
it was extreamly over-grown with Woods, and full 
of uncultivated. Marſhes: There: were then no Ct- 
ties, no Arts, no Tillage: The Inhabitants were. 
much like the Northern Americans, Immanes Ani«= 
mis atque Corporibus; of great Growth as to their 
Bodies, and very barbarous as to their Minds. But 
great Warriers, and the invincible Enemies of the Re- 
man Empire, which never could ſubdue them ; on the 
contrary, they at laſt deltroyed that vaſt Empire, 
in the time appointed. Fu/ius Ceſar was the firſt of 
all the Romans,who (building a Bridge over the Rhine) 
entered this Country ; yet with no great Succeſs. Au- 
guſtus and Tiberius conquered thoſe Nations of Ger- 
many, which lay between the Rhine and Italy ; but 
about the year of Chriſt 200. they too ſhook off the 
Roman Yoke; the reſt were always free from it. 
The Rhine and the Danube, were the ſtanding Bounds 
of the Roman Empire, beyond which it could rarely 
keep any thing long. That which the Romans could 
never eftect, the Francks under Charles the Great 
brought to paſs, and ſubdued Germany. This Prince, 
about 8o1. was made Emperor of France'and Ger- 
many. It continued in his Poſterity till 929g. when 
Henry I. a Saxon, was elected by the Germans ; his 
Family laſted till 1002. when it fell into the Houſe of 
Bavaria, in the Perſon of Henry II. In 1139. Con- 
rade III. Duke of Schwaben Succeed&, and all the 
Emperors following were of that Family, till 1274. 
After which the Empire for ſome time had no Head; 
but changed Families, as others, very frequently ; till 
Albert II. Duke of Auſtria, in 1439. fixed it in the 
Houſe of Auſtria. And all the Emperors ever fince 
have been of that Family ; Leopola, the preſent, be- 
ing the eleventh from Alber: II. which have ſucce(- 
fively ſwayed this Scepter : This Prince ſucceeded Fer- 
dinand III. in 1657. Under theſe Princes Germany 
1s become one of the moſt Civilized, Cultivated, Lears 
ned Countries in the World ; full of noble and popu- 
lous Cities, and moſt flouriſhing Churches. As no 
Country had ſuffer*'d more than this in the Days of Ig- 

Norance, 
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norance, fo when Learning had once diſcuſſed thoſe 
Miſts in the beginning of the XV. Centu;y, this was 
one of the firſt that threw off the ſecond Yoke, and 
made way for other Nations to do the ſame. 

Germerſheim, a ſmall City in the lower Palat:- 
nate, upon the Rhine, in Germany ; heretofore Free 
and Imperial, till by the Emperor Char/es IV. gwen 
with all its Dependances, to the Prince EleCtor Pala- 
tine. The Emperor Rodolphus I. died here in 1290. 
It is endeavouring to repair the Sufferings, which half 
ruined it, of the laſt German Wars. 

Germtan, Phrygia Major, a Province of the Leſ- 
fer Aſia. Alſo a Mountain there called by the ſame 
. Name, but of old, Dindymus. 

Germignp, a Village in the Province of Brze in 
France, upon the River Marne; where the Biſhops 
of Meanx have a Houſe of Pleaſure. S. Lewis 1n 
253. and Philip le bell in 1319. publiſhed Ordinan- 
ces from hence. $ A ſecond in the Dioceſe of Or- 
leans, near Fleury , upon the Loyre; at which a 
French Synod was afſembled in $4.3. 

Gerne, Garryenus. See Tare, a River of England. 

Geromilea, Achelous, a River of Epzrus, winch 
ariſeth from Mount P:ndus, and running Southward 
falls into the [onzan Sea: now written A{prs 1n our 
later Maps.

Gertrudenberg. See Geertruydenberg. 

Geru, Gerun, Ozyris, Armuſia ; the fame with 
Ormns, or at leaſt the Ifland in which Ormnus ſtands. 
See Ormus, and Hoffman.

Geſchisdag, a River in My/ia, in the Leſſer Aſia; 


and alſo the, preſent Turksſþ Name of Olympus, or 


M-as/i1s, a Mountain in the ſame Province. 

Geſft, Gedrgfia, a Province in the Eaſt of the King- 
dom of Perſia, next the Mozuls Empire. By others 
called Circan. 

Geltie, a City in Parthia, called in ancient times 
Suphtha, 

Geſtrick, Geſtricia, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Sweden, upon the Botner Sea, to the Weſt of 
which it lies; bounded on the North by $:ng:ia, on 
the Welt by Dalecar/ia, on the South by Uplandia, 
and on the Eaſt by the Borner Sea ; and is only famous 
for its Mines of Iron. ' Gevals and Copperberg-are its 
moit principal Places. 

Geſula, Getulia, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Marocco m Barbary: bounded by the Provinces of 
Darha to the Ealt, Marocco to the North, the King- 
dom of Sus with the Mountain Laalem to the 
Welt, and Teſſet to the South: Without any City 
or walled Town in it : But there are great Villages of 
10000 Inhabitants,who are thought tobe the ancient- 
eſt Veople of Africa, ard deſcended from the Getulr. 
The Cheriffs of Fez and Marocco chuſe their Gard 
- du Corps out of them, tor the Eftem they have of 
there Fidelity and Courage. 

Getz,an ancient People of Sczthia, betwixt Mzeſia 
and Dacta , divided on each fide the Danube. In 
the year 505. they fell upon Macedonia and Thrace, 
defeated the Forces that the Emperor Anaſtaſius ſent 
again{t them under Sabinzanus, Conſul, and took a 
Sum of Money to retire again. 

Gevals, Geval:a, a Town in the Province of Ge- 
Arick, in the Kingdom of Sweden , at the Mouth 
of a River of the ſame Name ; about four Miles from 
the Confines of Upland to the North, twenty ſeven 
German Miles from Stockho.m to the North. 

Gewer, Favarinum, called by the. Inhabitants 
Raab, by the Germans Favarin, Giavarino, is a 
fmall, but very ſtrong City ; the Capital of a County 
in the Lower Hungary, and a Biſhop's See under the 
Archbiſhop of Gran. It ſtands five Miles from Co- 
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morra to the Weſt, where the Raab and the RabnitZ 
fall into the Danube. This City 1s called Gemwer by 
the Hungarians. Fortified by Ferdinand King of 
Hungary, in 1550. Taken by the Turks in 1591. 
after a long Siege : Retaken by Surprize, in the Night, 
by Count Swarezenburg, and Count Palfi, in 1606. 
This was at the Beginning of this preſent War, the 
molt Southern Town the Emperor had in the Lorwer 
Hungary. - 

Gex, a Territory and Bailiwick, belonging to the 
Duke of Savoy hertofore, untill yielded to the Kin 
of France by the Treaty of Lyons in 1602. It 1s — 
ten Comprehended in the Province of Bugey in 
France ; having Bugey on the Weſt, the County of 
Burgundy on the North; the Teritory of Waad in 
Bearn on the Eaſt, and Savoy on the South ; from 
which laſt the Rhone, and in part the Lake of Gene- 
va (eperates it. The Capital Town bears its own Name. 

Geyl, Fulia, a River of Germany , which, as 
Mercatcr faith, flows through the Upper Carin- 
thia, and falls into the Drave , a little below 
Villach. 

Gezatra, that Province in the Kingdom of Algier 
in Barbary, in which Alger ſtands ; which City too is 
by the Arabians called Gezarra, 

Gezan, Jaaram, a City in Arabia the Happy, in 
the Province of Hagzas, upon the North Side of the 
River Laakic; which paſſing by Medina, there falls 
into the Red Sea. . This City 1s alſo called Algiar. 
Long. 69. oo. Lat. 26. oo. 

Gezira, or Geſirat, Zegira or Aigira, a City of 
Meſopotamia, about twenty Miles North of Ni/ibin, 
and fixty from Merdin to the South-Eaſt. 

Ghamma, a vaſt River of the Aſiatick, Great Tar- 
tary , which after a long Courſe, disburthens it ſelf 
into the Sea of Kazmachy. | 

Ghazuan, Bengebres, a Mountain in Arabia Fe- 
[/ix, out of which ſpringeth Eda, a River of the ſame 
Country ; which watereth Mecca, and falls into the 
Red Sea, over againſt Suquem in Egypt. _ 

Gheneoa, or Gheneboa, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Tombut, in Nigritia, in Africa, towards the Mouth 
of the Niger. There is neither a walled City, Town, 
or Caſtle ſtanding in it ; but the Governor, Magi- 
ſtrates, and thoſe of the beſt Faſhion live together in 
a great Village: it is a plentiful Province for Barley, 
Rice, Cotton, Cattle, and Fiſh; and had the Chara- 
Cer of a diltin&t Kingdom, till about 1520. conque- 
red and reduced into a Province by the King of 
Tombut. | 

Ghierra D' Adda, a Country of the Mzlaneſe. 
See Adaa. 

Gianea, Blaſcon, a ſmall Iſland on the Coaſt of 
Provence. 

Gianich, Nichopolzs, a City of the Leſſer Arme- 
nia, upon the River Ceraunia, which falls into Ger 


ſui ; thirty five German Miles from Erzerum to the 


South-Weſt, and forty five from Cogns to the North- 
Eaft. This City was built by Pompey the Great, and 
is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Sebaſtia. 
Long. 69. oo. Lat. 42. 25. | 

Gianutt, Dianium, $1nonza, an Iſland on the Coalt 
of Tuſcany. | 

Giavarin. See Gewer.

 Gibel , Gabalus, a City of Syria, . which is a 
Biſhop's See under the Patriarch of Antioch ; 
ſeated upon the Mediterranean, not far from An- 
ticaſſiuns, a Mountain of Celo-Syriaz forty Miles 
from Antardum, and eleven from Laodicea. In 
the Maps there is a City called G:beletto, nine Miles 
South of Tripols, and ten Miles North of Sidon ; 
which .by others is called Gebas/, and is the ſame 


Place, | 
Gibeon, 
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PR reat and Royal City of the Amorites in 
GE Hill,in the Tribe of Benjamen : Me- 
morable for their Stratagem to obtain a League with 
Foſhua, and for Foſhua's Defeat afterwards of the five 
Kings of the Amorites at their Befteging ot this Place ; 
when both the Sun and Moon, at Foſhua's Command, 
the firſt over Gibeon, the other in the Valley of A4ja- 
{on, ftood till to give Light to the Slaughter of the 
flying Enemy ; as this Miracle is quoted (7 off. 10. 
13.) out of a loſt Book, called Jaſher ; about the 
year of the World 2584 72/pra, though he thus 
protected this City, becauſe of his League, he never- 
theleſs condemned them to the Slavery of hewng of 
Wood, and drawing of Water for the Tabernacle. 
And when Saw! contrived their total Deſtruction, his 
ſeven Sons (except Mephrboſheth ) were hanged for 
in Attonement of their Fathers Fault. 2 Sam. 21- 
 Gibzaitar, or G:Ubraltar, Calpe, Gibraltaria, a 
City and Mountain in Andaſuſia 1n Spain ; ſeated up- 
on the Mouth of the Medzrterranean Sea , where it 
runs into the Atlantick Ocean, on the North-Eattern 
Point; over againſt Xeura in Barbary , from which 
it itands four 1talsan Miles , and the ſame from the 
Ruins of Heraclea, eleven from Tangzer to the North- 
Faſt, and fixteen from Cad:z to the South-Welt. 
The City is called by the Moors Gibel Tarick , the 
Mountain of -Tarsck, from Tarsf a Commander of 
theirs, who was the firſt that landed here , when the 
Meors invaded Spain 1m 711. Small, though very well 
fortified : it has a large Haven, and a firong Caſtle, 
whichihas always in it a Garriſon of one hundred and 
fifty Souldiers. The City is butt upon a Rock in a 
Peninſula, and the Cattle ftands on the higheſt part 
of the Rock.. At the Weſt and Eaſt end there are 
two Forts, or'Block-houſes , next the Sea, each of 
which has nine Cannons: notwithſtanding, James 
Heemskirkh the Dutch Admiral in 1607, entered this 
Harbour, and deſtroyed the Spanzſ/o Fleet. This City 
is called in ancient Coins Caipe, and Colonia Fulia 
Calpa: it grew up-out of the Ruins of Heraclea and 
Carteja,- which hes not above one League from it. 
This and Serra, or Zeuta, on the oppolite Shoar in 
Africa, were by the Ancients believed to be Hercules 
his Pillars, 'beyond which there was no going. This 
City has alſo given Name to the Sereights of Gibral- 
tar, ( Fretum Heroulenm ) which 1s the only Outlet 
the Mediterranean has into the Azlantick Occan : 
concerning the breadth of which , there is a great 
Controverhe 3 ſome reckon ut ſeven French Leagues, 
others twelve I:a/ian Miles ; and twenty for its length ; 
others one German Mile and an half. This is one of 
the moſt famous, frequented, and moſt anciently 
known Streights in the whole World. $ Alfo a-great 
Town in Caſtile & Or, in the South America, in the 
Province of Venezuela, upon the Banks of the Lake 
of Maracarbo, and near the great Mountains , called 
( after the ſame Name ) the Mountains of Gibral- 
tar ; fix Leagues from the River Epines, which diſ- 
chargeth its Streams into'the ſaid Lake. This Town 
Is well built, and drives a Trade with Tobacco , Su. 
gar, and Cocao. 

Gten,. a ſmall Town in the Province of Beauſſe 
in France, upon the Loyre, which is here covered 
with a Stone Bridge : twelve Leagues from Orleans, 
and ſomething below the new Channel of Brzare. 
Some will have it to be the Genabum of Ceſar. 

Giera, Hrera, a ſmall deſolate Iſland near Candia. 

Glieracf, Hieracium, Locris, Narita, a City of the 
further Ca/abria, three Miles trom the Shoars of the 
Tonian Sea , and about one from the Ruins of Lo- 
crzs, out of which it ſprang. A Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Regzo , trom which 1t lies twenty 
k ven Miles to the North-Eaſt. 2 

Giera-petra, Hiera-terra, Hyerpyina, a City of 
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Candia, or Creet, which Ras a Caſtle , and an Haven 
ſuch as it is, and heretofore a Biſhops See: it lies on 
the South fide of the Iſland in the Territory of 
S$itia, near Mount Malaura, ſixteen Miles from Seria 
to the Weſt : now under the Dominion of the Terk, 

Gicſſen, Gzeſſa, a ſmall , but very ſtrong City in 
Haſjia, in Germany, upon the River Lhone, four 
Leagues from Marpurg to the South : It was of late 
years made an Univerlity, and 1s the {trongelt Town 
in this Province ; ,under the Landtgrave of Darm. 
ſtadt in part, and of Caſſel in part. 

Giffhozn, a Town in the Dutchy of Lunenburg, in 
the Lower Saxony,upon the River Alere: three or four 
Leagues from Bruſnwick, and alittle more from Fell. 

Gigel, Gzgerz, Gigarz, Igitz, a City of Africa ; 
heretofore a Biſhops See, but now a ſmall Village in 
the Province of Bugia , in the Kingdom of A/gzer ; 
twenty ſeven Miles from A/zzer to the Eaſt, upon 
the Shoars of the . Mediterranean. Taken by the 
French in 1664. and afterwards deſerted. There 
was another City which Prolemy calls Colops, and pla- 
ceth in the Province of Aeugttamia, which is now 
called Gzger. 

 Giglio, 1p:laum, Toinium, Egilium, a ſmall Moun- 
tainous Iſland in the Tyrrhenzan Sea , which has in it 
one Village and a Caſtle ; and belonged heretofore 
to the Republick of Szenna, with which it came into 
the hands of the Duke of Tuſcany. It lies about a 
Mile from the neareſt Coaſt of 1:a/y, between 34. and 
35. deg. of Long. in Lat. 41. 55. 

Gthon, one of the four Rivers ſpringing from the 
Paradiſe of Adam and Eve, Gen. 2. 13. Foſephus 
makes it the ſame with the Nz/e, others with the 4- 
raxes, See Nilus. 

Gilan, Gelze, G:lania, a Province of Perſa, upon 
the South fide of the Caſpian Sea, which from it is 
often called the Sea of Gz/an. The chief City of this 
Province is Gz/an , and ſtands upon the River Abi- 


irni, twenty five German Miles from the Caſpian 


Sea : in Long. 90.13. and Lat. 40. 

Gilboa, a Chain of Mountains in the Holy Land, 
extended the length of ten or twelve Leagues, from 
the City 7exrae! to Jordan, along the Tribe of 
Iſjachar and the Upper Galzlee.Famous in the Few:ſhb 
Hiſtory for the encampment, defeat,and death, of King 
Saul and his three Sons here, in a Battel with the 
Philiſtines ; and for David's curſing theſe Mountains 
with Barrenneſs for Jonathan's ſake: They are al- 
moſt all covered with Stones. Taking their Name, 
ſome ſuppoſe, from an ancient City G:/bog. As at this 
time, we are told, of a conſiderable Town called 
Gzlbus, ftanding amongſt them. 

Gilead, The Mount properly in the Region of Tra 
chonitts in Paleſtine, whereat Facob and Laban paſſed 
a Covenant with each other, Ger. 31. But afterwards 
extended, to expreſs the Cities and Country adjacent, 
which were given by Moſes to the Tribeof Gad, Joſhs 


13. 25. 
Gillefland , a TraCt in the North parts of the 
County of Cumberland, from whence the Earl of 
Carliſle receives the title of Baron Dacre of Glleſland. 
Gtlolo, an Iſland in the Eaſt Indian Ocean, to the 
Weft of the Moluccaes, and Eaſt of the Terra des 
Papaous, in 165, deg. of Long. It has four Points of 
Land ſhooting forth into the Sea, as many diffe- 
rent ways. One about twenty, another fifty Leagues 
Long.

Glackftad, Glucſtadium, Fanum Fortune, as the 
Name imports; a Town in Germany, in the Duke- 
dom of Holſtein, upon the. Elbe, in Stormaria; pla- 
ced at the confluence of the Elbe and the Stoer. It 
was raiſed and fortified by Chriſtian IV. King of 
Denmark in 1620. and belongs now to that Crown. 
= _ fix Miles beneath Hemburgh to the 

Gluchsbonzg, Glucsbargum, a ſmall Town in Den- 
mark, from which the Dukes of Ho/ſtein have their 
Title of Glucksbourg, or Luxbourg., It ſtands in the 
Eaſt part of the Dukedom of Sleſwick,, near Fleneſ- 
burgh , from which it lies but one German Mile to 
the Eaſt, upon a Bay of the Baltick Sea , towards the 
Iſle of Alſen. 

Glycpnero, Athyras, L' Acqua Dolce, a River of 
Thrace ; which ariſeth near Byz5a, Bilzier or Viſa, 
a City of Thrace ; and running Southward, falls into 
the Propontss., South of Seliurea; ten German 
Miles __—y of Conſtantinople, and fix North of Pe- 
rantho. 

Gneſna, Limioſaleum, Gneſna, a City in the King- 
dom of Poland, by the Germans called Gniſen : it is 
an Archbiſhops See, in the Palatinate of Kaliſh , to- 
wards the Confines of Germany ; and was ancient| 
called Limioſaleum. This was the Royal City of Po- 
land z and is now the Seat of the Primate of that 
Nation, and Capital of Polonia Major ; but daily de- 
caying, having ſuffered much by Fire in 1613. It lies 


three Poliſh Miles North from the River Warta, feven 
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from Kal:ſh, thirty five from Warſaw to the North- 
Weſt , and thirty from Dantzich to the South-Weſt. 


- Built by Lechus T. King of Poland ina Marſhy Ground. 


The Biſhoprick was founded by Mzeczi/aws, Duke of 
Poland. in 956. The Biſhop of this See executes the 
Regal Office in the Interregnum of that Kingdom, 
and ſummoneth the Diet for the Election of a new 
King. He has the privilege, from the Roman See, to 
be a Legatus Natns ; and takes upon him to refuſe to 
give precedence to Cardinals. 

Gnido, Cn:d4us, Gnidus , a ruined old City of Ca- 
714 in the Leſſer Aſia; ſeventy Miles from Halicar- 
naſſus to the Eaft, between Rhodes and Cyprus, upon 
the Mediterranean Sea. There are here many ruins 
of ancient Structures, as a Theatre, a Temple , and 
the like , which ſhew the Antiquity of it : though 
now deſolate, and its two Havens, which made it once 
ſo famous, totally decayed. - 

Goa, Barygaſa, Goa , a City of the Hither Eaſt-In- 
dies, called thus by the Portugueſe ; but Goemoat by 
the Natives,that is,the Fruitful well watered Land.[t 
lies in a ſmall Iſland towards the Month of the Rivec 
Mandova, on the Shoars of the Province ofCuncan, 
in Long. 104. 15. Lat. 15. 40. on the Weſtern Shoar 
of the Cape of Malabar. This Ifland belonged an- 
ciently to the King of Decam ; - but in 1 510, was con- 
quered by Alfonſus Albuquerque, a Portugueſe. Pope 
Paul 1. made it an Archbiſhops See; and it was for 
a long time after the moſt celebrated Mart and Ha- 
ven in the Eaſt-Indies: great, populous, rich and 
ſtrong, though neither walled nor fortified, only as if 
had fix Forts in the Suburbs. The Portugueſe ere- 
ted here an Univerlity , made it the Seat of the Vice- 
Roy of the Indies, and improved it as much as was 
potſible. Thus Baudrand. Thevenot aflures us, that 
it has good Walls, with Towers ; and of Cannon plen- 
ty. The Ifland produceth Corn, Cattle; Fruit in a- 
bundance ; and wants not good Water, It-is ſtil! 
the Capital of the Portugueſe Acquiſitions in this re- 
mote part of the World; full of Religious Houſes and 
Churches, Monks and Friers ; but much leflened as to 
its Trade, by the growth of the Dutch Eaſt-India 
Company. The Feſuits have five Houſes belonging 
to their Order ; and it is pretended, that the.Body of

Godalming , A Market Town in. the County- of 
Surrey.

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Biſnazar, and on the Eaſt the Bay of Bengala.. This 
is more frequently called Orixia. It is a great King- 
dom ; extended by the ſpace of two hundred and 
fixty French Leagues upon the South Bay ; and -takes 
the Name of Go/conda from the Capital City, which 
lies between the River Gzenga, and the Mountains of 
Balggya : a great and noble City , adorned with ſuch 
a ſtately Pagod-or Temple , for the Indian Worſhip, 
as gains the preference, with ſome Travellers, before 
the moſt admired Edifices in all Afia ; ſixty Leagues 
from the Port of Maſi/upatam to the North, and fifty 
from the neare!t Coatt of the Ocean to the Weſt. 
The other Cities are Conterspatam, Caregare, Orsxa, 
Maftlupatam , Narfing apatam , and Malzapaura , or 
$. Thomas, This Prince is one of the moſt powerful 
in the Indies. It is a pleafant Country to travel in, 
by reaſon-of the Rice and Corn, and the many lovely 
Keſervatoriess The Earth alfo is rich in Mines of 
Diamones.. Manfieur Thevemot 1n his Travels, afſures 
us, that Golconda is only a Caſtle, where the King of 
Orixa.refides , and that the City is called Bagnagar ; 
a great, populons, rich, well Traded City, in Southern 
Lat. 15. 16. adorned with many noble Structures, and 
fine Gardens ;, though the common People live in 
low, thatched, ill contrived Hutts. The Caſtle of 
Golconda frands two Miles Welt of Bagnagar , upon 
aHill rifing like a Sagar-Loaf , ſecured by a Dike 
which is very deep , and a Wall'of Stones three Foot 
 inlength and'breadth; theDitches are filted with fair 
' and good Water ! 'beſides this Wall, it has five round 
Towers, with a great many Cannon mounted 'both o 
the Wall and Towers , for the def:nce of the Pate. 
The Prince of -this Country,is a Mahometan, TrHutary 
to'the Great Mpul ; he hav vaſt &. betig 
the Proprietor. of all the Lands in his Kingcom and 
his Tolls yield him a great Sun of Money.

Goflar, Goſlaria, an Imperial and Free-City, in the 
Lower Saxony , in Germany , within the Bounds of 
the Dukedom of Brunſwick Wolfenbuttel , in the Fo- 
relt of Se//erwalt. Built by Henry the Fowler, and 
fortified in 1201. The Dukes of Brunſwick, are its 
Protectors : it ttands on the Conftines of the Biſhop- 
rick of Hildiſhetm , five Miles from that City to the 
South-Eaſt, and ſ:ven from Ha!berſtad to the Welt, 
upon the,River [ G:/a] Goſlar , which a little lower 
falls into the River Oakre, | Obater. 

Goltynin, G1ſtinia, a {mall Town, and a Caſtel- 
lany thereto belonging, in the Palkatinate of Rava, 
in the Great Poland ; two Miles from the Viſtula, and 
P.oczky to the South ; which has a Cattle, tolerably 
{trong. This ſmall Place was made famous by the 
Impriforment and Death of Sufic:us, Great Duke of 
Muſcovy. 

Gotham, Egates, Zgates, a knot of ſmall Iſlands 
in the Mediterranean Sea, over again(t the Weltern 
Point of Szcz/y, upon the Coait of Africa. 

Gothardsberg , or S. Gothard, Adula, Summe 
Alpes, a conſiderable Branch of the Swiſs Alpes, be- 
tween the Dutchy of Mzlar and Switzers , Where the 
Pennine Aipes begin: it hes in part in the Canton 
of Urs, and in part in the Upper League of the Gr:- 
ſons, between Altorff to the North, and the Town 
of Belinzona ( once a Town of the Dutchy of Mz- 
lan, now belonging to the Swiſs ), upon the River 
Tefino, to the South : the pirts of this Mountain are 
Griſpalss berg, from whence ſpringeth the firit Branch 
of the Rh:ne ; Vogſeiberg , called by the Italians, it 


monte Uccello, from whence comes the fecond Brancti 
of the Rime ; Mont Furk, from whence the 
Rhoſne and the Teſino ; Mont Grimſel, the Mother of 
the Aar and Rſs, which do both afterwards fall ints 
the Rhine. It is dangerous to paſs this Branch of the 
Alpes without Guides, beihg ordinarily covered with 
Snow. 

Gothen, Gotha, a ſmall City in Thuringia in Ger- 
many, built by the Goths ; which is now under the 
Duke of Gotha , a Branch of the Houſe of Saxony, 
whoſe Caſtle is Grimmeſtein. This place was here- 
tofore very ſtrong , but in the time of Ferdinand 1. 
it was deſtroyed, and in later times rebuilt , and cal- 
led Freidenſtein. It ſtands three German Miles from 
Erford to the Weſt, and four from Eyſenach. $ The 
Dukedom of Gotha , is a part of the Upper Saxony, 
under the Dominion of its own Duke ; who is a 
Branch of the Line of Weymar ; and belides this, poſ- 
ſefled of Alrenburg in Miſnia, Ccburg , a part of 
Hennenberg, in Franconia z and Ofterland in the 
Upper Saxony. IE 

Gothebourg, or Gotembourg , a very ſtrong City 
with an Harbour belonging to it , in the Province of 
Weſtrogothia, at the entrance of the Ba/tick Sea, 
three German Miles from Bahuys to the South, ſixty 
11x from Stockho!m to the South-Welt , and ſeventeen 


from Skagen ( the moſt Northern Point of Futland) 


to the North-Weſt. In this City Charles IK. King of 
Sweden died, in 1660. $ There is another Town of 
the ſame Name in New ork ( formerly called New 
Sweden) in America ; built by the Swedes , but 
taken from them by the Hollanders, and taken again 
from the Hollanders by the Engliſh. 

Gotland, Goth:a, the South part of the Kingdom 
of Sweden, called by the Inhabitants Guelande ; by 
the Swedes Gota; by the Germans Gotlandt, It lies 
between Sweden properly fo called, Norway to the 
North, and the Balezck Sea ; from Norway it is again 
divided by the vaſt Lake Werner , and the River that 
10ueth out of it. This great ſpace of Land is divided 
into three parts, or Provinces, Weſt Gota, Dit 
G2ta, and Dod Gota ; each of which is again ſub- 
divided into lefler Provinces. In Oftrogothia, is OfF 
Gota, Smaland, Oeland, and an Iſland in the Baltick 
Sea, Called Go:land, In Sod ( or South) Gota, which 
lies next Denmark, ( being ſeparated from it only by 
the Sound, ) are Skone, Haland, and Bleking ; which 
three belonged heretofore to the Danes ; but in 1658. 
by the Treaty of Roſchild, were yielded to the Swedes. 
In Weſtrogothia, are Daal and Wermeland: the prin- 
Cipal Cities in theſe Provinces, are, Calmar, Gotten- 
bourg, Bahnys, and Landskroon. This was the Coun- 
try of that Nation of the Goths , which contributed 
fo very much to the ruin of the Weſtern Roman Em- 


-pire, being aſfociated in their Conqueſts by the 


Rugii, the Carini, the Sidrones, the Vandals , and 
others. They began to be taken notice of under 
Decius the Emperour ,” in the year of Chriſt 251. 
Theodoſius conquered them after this, when they had 
but a little before ruined Yalens his Predeceflor. 4A® 
laricus took Rome, and laid all Italy deſolate in the 
Reign of Honorius , A. D. 409. after whom, Atul- 
phus ſet up the Kingdom ot Wifigoths, or Weſtern 
Goths, in Aquitania and Narbon in France ; which 
was conquered in 506. or rather removed into Spain ; 
where it continued three hundred years, till Roderi- 
cus, the lait King of this Race , was overthrown and 
flain by the Moors and Saracens of Africa. Of all 
which I ſhall ſpeak more largely in the proper places. 
This people had a Biſhop, named Theophilus , af- 
fiſting at the General Council of Nice, under Con- 


Stantime the Great ; and another, Vlphilas, who was'

Gottingen, Dulgibiorum, Dulgtmniorum, Mriunt- 
tium, Fuliphurdum, Gottinga, Gottengen, a City of 
the Lewer Saxony, in the Dukedom of Brunſwick, 
upon the River Leyne ; five German Miles from Lim- 
becke on the ſame River to the South , twelve from 
Paterborne to the Eaſt, and ſixteen from Mansfelt 
to the Weſt : the River upon which it ſtands, a little 
beneath Ferden , falls into the Feſer, above Bremen 
to the Eaſt, fix Miles. : : 

Gottozp, a Caſtle near Sleſwick,, in the Province 
ofFulot in Denmark ; which is the ordinary reli- 
dence of the Dukes of Holſtein , entituled Gortorp 
from hence, in diſtintion from the Dukes of Ho.- 
ſtem Regalis, Two Branches of the fame Family from 
Chraſtian 11. King of Denmark. See Holſtemm. 

Gotz. See Emmaus. 

Goualtar, or Govalcor, a City and Province of the 
fame Name , of the Empire of the Great Mogul in 
India, on this fide the Ganges, to the Eaſt of Agra. 
The former is eſteemed one of the molt conſiderable 
places in the Indies ; where the Emperor keeps his 
Treaſure, and confines the Priſoners of State. 

Goude, Gauda, a Town and Port of Holand upon 
the 1/e/, which there receives the River Gou , which 
laſt gives Name to this place ; in an advantageous 
fituation upon the account of the Sluces; five Leagues 
from Leyden. It is ſaid to have been built in the 

ear 1272. and afterwards in 1420+to have been quite 
Efiroged by fire. The Townhouſe 1s remarked for 
a good Building. : 

Gonel, a River of the Kingdom of Bengale in the 
Eaſi-Indies, where Diamonds are found. 

Governo; Acroventum, a Town in the Dutchy of 
Mzlan, but under the Dominion of the Republick of 
Venice, upon the Po , where the River Mezzo comes 
to join it, 'between Mantoua and Concordia : Memo- 
rable for the Enterview at it of Pope Leo, and Ar- 
til King of the Hunns. 

Gonrnap, Gornacum, a Town in the Territory of 
Bray in Normandy, upon the River Epte, five Leagues 
from Giſors. $ There is another of the ſame Name 
in the Ile of France, upon. the Frontiers of P:icardy 
and the River Aronde, betwixt Compiegne, Noyen and 
Clermong en Beauvais. 

* Gozt, Thera, an Ifland near Candzia. 

Go30, Gaulos, and by the Inhabitants called Gau- 
diſch, 1s a ſmall Iſland near Malta to the Weſt , at 
the diſtance of four Miles only , mentioned by Stra- 
bo and Ply, Now belonging to the Knights of 
Maltha, who have fortified it with a Caſtle. $ Alfo 
* an Ifland in the Sea of Crete near Cape Crio, called 
Claudva , in the As of the Apoſtles, C. 27. 16. and 
otherwiſe by the Ancients, Claudus and Claudos. 

La Gzace, or La Graſſe, a City of Provence jn 
France, Which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Embrun, i the ſtead of Antipolis, now Antibe : 
it is ſeated n an Hill ; and is a fine well built 
City, with divers Churches and Religious Houſesin it; 
three Leagues from Anvibe to the Weſt, ſeven from 
Nice to the fame quarter, about twenty four from 
Embrun to the South, and the ſame from S:teron to 
. the South-Welt. _ Had. Valeſ. in his Notitia Galle 
ſaith , this City 1n 1285. belonged to the Biſhoprick 
of Arles, and Antibe was then the Biſhops See ; but 
in 1322. this its pamed, as a Suffragan Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Embrun , in the Irznerary 
of Gregory RI. And that the See was removed hi. 
ther upon the account of the daily Incurfions of Py- 
rats and Robbers, and upon the flaughter of one of 
the Biſhops of Antibe. For ( faith he) Antibe zs a 
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Sea-Port, but La Grace is 4 ſtrong Caſtle, and more 
remote from the Sea, Which reaſon ſheweth the 
weakneſs of the French Nation -at Sea in thoſe 
times: 

Gzactas a Dios, a Town and Cape of the Pro- 
vince of Honduras, in New Spain , in the Northern 
America ; poſlefled by the Sa/vages, with the whole 
Country thereabon:s, to the extent of fifty Leagues, 
living 1n a Republican way , without any Soveraign 
King or Prince over them ; and when they go to War, 
making choice of one out of themſelves to com- 
mand for that preſent Juncture. The Spaniards ho- 
nour them with the Title of /os Indios Bravos, for their 
Gallantry , having been never conquered yet. 

Gzadiska, Grad:ſcia , a principal Town of the 
Province of Sc/avonia in the Lower Hungary , upon 
the Save, betwixt Poſſega and Jagrabra, towards the 
Borders of Croatia. See Sclavonia, Some will have 
it to be the true Servitium of the Ancients. S A 
Fortreſs likewiſe in Friuls, in the County of Gorzria, 
upon the River S:{onzo, which belongs to the Houle of 
Auſtria. 

G2ado, Gradus, a City and Iſland belonging to 
Friuli, on the Shoarsof the Adrzatick Sea , or Gulph 
of Venice ; built by the Inhabitants of Aquz/eya ; 
eight Miles from Yexzce to the Eaſt, -and twelve from 
Aquileja to the South, under the Yenetians. The 
Patriarchs of Aquileja long  fince removed from 
thence, and ſettled here ; as they went afterwards from 
hence to Venice, about two hundred years tince. E- 
lias one of theſe Patriarchs in 602.celebrated a Coun- 
cil in this place. 

Gzafignana , Caferonzana, a County within the 
Apennine ; the greateſt part of which is under the 
Duke of Modena , the reſt belongs to the Republick 
of Lucca. 

Gzaftschaft Mansfe!d, Mansfeldienſis ' Comita« 
tus, the County of Mansfield. The word G:afts- 
chaft, in the German Town, ſignifying a County. 

Gzafton, a Road-Town in Northamptonſhire, in 
the Hundred of C/eley; adorned with a Park,and an an- 
cient Seat of the Family de Widevile, Earls of Rivers, 
The Marriage of King Edward IV. with the Lady 
Grey , which was the firlt Marriage of any King of 
England with a Subject from the Conquelt , recei- 
ved its conſummation here. From the year 1490, to 
Henry VIII. this Seat, bequeathed by Kzichard 
( the laſt of the Male Line of the Rivers ), to Thomas 
Grey, Marqueſs of Dorſet, continued in the Name of 
the Greys: and then in an exchange for Lands in Le:- 
ceſterſhire, became united to the Crown, It is well 
known for giving the Title of Duke to the late Hen- 
ry Fitz Roy , created by King Charles Il. His Father, 
Baron of Sudbury , Viicount Ip/wich, and Earl of 
Euſton in 1672, and Duke of Grafton five years 
after : who dyed of the Wounds he received at the 
Siege of Cork, | | 

Gzambuſia, Crambuſia, a ſmall Iſland on the 
Coatlt of C:l:c1g. 

Gzampond, a Market and Borough-Town in the 
County -of Cornwall, in the Hundred of Powder : 
which returns two Members of Parliament. 

G2an, S:r:gonium, a City of the Lower Hungary, 
{cated on the South-Weſt tide of the River Danube , 
where the River Graz falls into the Danube, Its 
Caltle is a very fine Pile, built upon the Banks of 
the Danube, upon a Rock, which is very ſteep. The 
City is of a Triangular form. It has two great 
Towers, one toward Thomazberg , and the other to- 
wards the Danube, over againit Barkan : between 
theſe Towers there's a Wall , which has (mall Flanks 
and Redoubts, and a Dike flanked with hewen Stone : 
at the foot of the Dike there runs a Terraſſe, which 
bas (ſtrong Palli/adoes, and four great Points, _—_ 
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of Ravelins : the other fide towards the Danube has 
«othins but Walls and Pallsſadoes ; it is very lteep 
on that fide, and ſecured by the _—_ vn en 

ands very high, but there are two Mountains irom 
_ it "— battered. This City is divided into 
two parts, the High and the Low Town, the laſt 
commanding the Danube : they are both very ſtrong, 
and have gocd Walls. S. Thomas*s Hill 1s alſo well 
fortified, becauſe being very near the Town, 1t would 
otherwiſe have commanded it. There are 11 1t ex- 
cellent temperate Baths, This City was heretofore 
the Capital of Hungary, and has many magnificent 
Bni!dings in it. as S. Seephens Church, the Archbiſhops 
Palace, &c. The Country about it aftords excellent 
Wines ; there is plenty of hot Springs; ſo that the 
pleaſantne(s of its ſituation, and the tertility of the 
Soil eably induced the ancient Kings of Hungary to 
ſettle here. The importance of this Place has brought 
upon it many bloody Sieges. Jobn Klvg of Hungary 
beſieged it without any ſucceſs, about 1529. Soy- 
mmm the Magnificent took it in 1544. The Count 
of Mansfield retook it for the Arch-Duke Matthias, 
in 1595. It was lolt again by the Cowardize of the 
Garrifon in 1605. the Governour being accidentally 
killed. Juft over againit 1t ſtands Barkan, to which 
there is a Bridge of Boats over the Danube, which to- 
vether with Barkan was burnt by the Chriiians 1n 
1664. In 1c$3. there was under the Wal's of this 
City, a ſharp Engagement between the Turks and 
Germans ; the latter prevailing, and taking the City 
of Gran alſo, Ottober 23, after they h.d beat the 
Turks from Vienna. Fuly 3c. 1685. the Turks again 
betieged this City, but were forced to retire, Arg. 16. 
with the lo's of all their Cannon and Baggage. It 
ftards fix German Miles from Alba Regalrs to the 
Eaſt; the fame from Buda to the North, and Comora 
to the South; in a molt fruitful and pleaſant Plain. 
Calted by the Inhabitants Stegran 3 by the Germans, 
Gan; by the lralrans, Strigonia. S. Stephen King 
of Hunzary was born here. This City 1s alſo an Arch- 
biſhops Seez the Archbiſhop 1s perpetual Chancellor 
of the Kingdom of Hungary, and ought by his place 
to have the Honour of Crowning the King after he 
3s choſen, being the Primate of that whole Kingdom. 
$ The River G2an riſeth in the Carpathian Hills ; 
ard paſſing by Lzprſch, Newſol, Koniſperg, and Soz- 
digi, at Barkan, over againſt Gran, falls into the 
Danube. Long. 41. 25. Lat. 47.45» 

G2ana, a ſmall River in [zaly, which falls into the 
Po, againſt the Mouth of the Tanaro. 

Gzarada, Granata, Grar.atum, I/liberis, and Reg- 
21m Oranatenſe, a Kingdom and a City in Span. 
The Kingdom of Granada lies in the South of Spazn, 
upon the . Meditcrrarean ea, being heretofore the 
Ealtern part of H:/pania Bxizca. Bounded on the 
Faſt with the Kingdom ol Murcia ; on the North and 
Weſt with that oft Arzdaiuſia ; and on the South with 
the Med:terranegn. It 1s full of Mountains; the 
greateſt of which is Apu.axara. The Soil was once 
very fruitiul, but now deſolate, and confequently 
in miny parts b.rren. This Kingdom was one of the 
firſt the Moors pollefled themſelves of, and of the ſt 
they loſt ; the Spaniards not recovering it out of 
their Hands before 1492. Peter Son of Aiphonſus, 
King of Caſtzie, ſurpriſed one of their Kings, and ilew 
him in 1350. But Ferdinando in the firſt menti- 
oned year was the Prince which God had appointed 
to put a final period to the Kingdom of the Moors 
in Sparn , by the expulſion of Mahomes Boabdel;n, 
the lait King of Granadg, Son of Muley Aſſin. As 


this raiſed Spain to that greatneſs our Fathers ſaw 


ard feared ; ſo the expulſion of the Poſterity of 
theſe Moors by Phzlzp 1L in 1571. ( occationed by 
a Rebellion here and in Andaluſia, upon the ſcore 
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of the Inquilition) began the ruin of Span ; the 
loſs of ſo vaſt a number of Subjects C many of which 
though baniſhed as Mahomerans, did profeſs Chri- 


#Mtiamty in Africa amongſt the Mrors ) having 


rendered it ( together with the American Plantati- 
ons ) weak and unable to defend it (elf, or to main- 
tain its very diſtant Dominions. The principal C:- 
ties of this Kingdom are, Granada, Guadix, Baza, 
Ronda, and Almeria. This Kingdom is twenty five 
Miles in breadth, twenty three in length, and fixty in 
circumference. $ Granada, Nova 1/liberzs, the Ca- 
pital City of the laſt mentioned Kingdom { ard from 
whence 1t had its Name: is a great and moſt de- 
lightful City as any in Spain ; the Air healthful + and 
it bas plenty of excellent Springs; ſo that the Mocrs 
were of opinion, Paradiſe was at leaſt in that part of 
the Heavens which influenced this Climate. This Ct- 
ty was built out of the Ruins of 1/iberrs, an old 
Roman City, in an extended form npon ſeveral 
Hills, / two of which are higher than any of the re!t) 
upon the River Del Oro | Darrum ), the River Xe- 
nil | Singulis ] flowing allo not far from it on the 
South. This City 1s divided into four parts 3 the 
firſt 18 Granada, in which is the Cathedral; the fe- 
cond, Alhambra, beautified with the Palace of the 
Mooriſh Kings, which is extreamly Magnificent, and 
has a delighttul Proſpect ; the third, Alve/ita ; and the 
fourth, Antiquerula, which for the multitude of In- 
habitants, and beauty of the Buildings, 1s not inferior 
to ary of the other three : the whole is twelve Miles 
in compaſs, inhabited by many excellent Artificers, 
eſpecially Silk- Weavers. It has alſo a Biſhops Sce, an 
Univerlty opened by Ferdinando, and a Parliament 
or Chanceilary. This City was built by the Moors, 
who were expelled out of it, after they had poſſeſſed 
it 778 years, in 1462. It has twelve Gates, and a 
thouſand and thirty Towers. In it lie buried Fer- 
dinando and Iſabella, Philip I. and Foarma his Queen. 
On the Eaſt there is a Caſtle built on a Hill of 
hewen Stone. This City ftands thirty fix Leagues 
from Sewvil to the Ealt, nineteen from Cordova to 
the South-Eaſt, and twelve from Faen to the South. 
Long. 17. 1o, Lat. 37. 39. | 

New G2zanada, by the Spaniards ſtyled Nuev 
Reyno de Granada, a Kingdom in the South Amer:- 
ca, in the large Country of Caſtile a' Or, whereof it 
is ſometime reckoned as a Province z lying betwixt 
the Provinces of Popayan, Paria, and S. Martha ; 
a hundred and thirty Leagues in length, in breadth 
where it is at the largelt about thirty, and where the 
leaſt about twenty. There are Mines of Gold and pre- 
cious Stones to enrich it, with large Foreſts and ex- 
cellent Paiturage. It lies ſo near the EquimoFial, 
that the difference betwixt Winter and Summer, the 
Day and Night, 1s ſcarce obſervable. Subject never- 
theleſs to violent Hurricanes, Thunders and Light- 
nings. The principal Provinces of it are Bogota and 
Tunia The Capital City, S. Fe de Bogota; the other 
principal Cities and Places under the Spantards, Trins- 
dad, la Palma, Pamplona, Merida, Tunia, Mere 
quata, Vittoria, St, Fohn de los Lanos , &c. It is 
watered by the great River de /a Madalena, and in 
divers parts inhabited by numbers of Sa/vages. $ There 
sa Town, Granada, in the Region of Nicarazea in 
the North America, towards the Gulph of 'Nicara- 
gua and the North Sea ; under the Government of 
Guadimala. S$ And an Ifland amonglt the Caribbes ; 
named fo formerly by the Spaniards, but now under 
the Dominion of the French : Betwixt La Trinidad, 
Tabago, and Barbadoes. 

Gzandinont or G:er/tberg, Gerardi Mons, a ſmall 
Town in the Earldom of Flanders, upon a Hill, with 
the River Dender running by its foot: three Leagues 
from Oudenarde and five from Dendermonde. Built 

about 
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about the year 1c65. by Baldwin V. Earl of Flanders ; 
and often taken by the French. _ 

G2ane, Grana, an Iſland belonging to France, 1n 
the Bay of Aquitaine. 

G2anea, Echedorws, a River of Macedonza, which 
falls into the Gulph of Theſſalonica ; ſaid to have been 
drunk dry by the Army of Xerxes. It 18 now called 
Calico by ſome, by others Yeraraſer ; and runneth 
near the City of Theſſalonica. 

Gzange, a Seigntory in the Province of Berry in 
France, giving its name to an honorable Family. 

Gaanico, Granicus, a River of the Leſſer Aſia, 

laced by Szrato in the Leſſer Myſta: it ſpringeth 
Tons Mount 14a, and bending Northward, falls into 
the Propontrs between Cyzicum to the Eaſt, and Lam- 
paſeus to the Welt ; its Fountains are twenty Stadias 
from the Springs of Scamander _ Scamanadre. ] 
Alſo at this day called Gran:co by ſome, and by others 
Lazzara. Upon the Banks of it near Cy71cum, was 
the firſt Battel between Alexander the Great, and 
Darius King of the Perſians, Anno Rome 420. 3. e. 
334 years before onr Saviour, in which a hundred 
thouſand Perſians were ſlain. See Plutarch and 
Fuſtin. : ; : 

G:anſon, Granſonium, a Village in Switzerland, 
near the Lake of Newenbourg, which has a ſmall Di- 
{trict belonging to it, fubject to the Cantons of Bearn, 
and Friburg : 1t lies at the equal diſtance of 3 Miles 
from Newenburg to the South, and Friburg to the 
Weſt. Near this place, the Army of Char/es the Har- 
dy, Duke of Burgundy, confiſting of 50000 Men, was 
defeated by 5000 Swiſs in 1476. and his Camp taken 
* with all his Baggage and Cannon. This unfortunate 
Prince had but a little before taken this Town from 
the Swiſs; and coming too late to relieve it again, 
the Swiſs upon this defeat of his Army, have ever 
ſince enjoyed it. 

G2antham, a Borovgh and Market Town of very 
good account in Linco/nſkire, in Keſteven Diviſion, 
upon the River Witham. The Cipital of its Hundred, 
and priviledged with the right of ſending two Bur- 
gelles to the Parliament ; vulgarly taken notice of 
for an extraordinary high { and therefore ſeemingly 
crooked \ Steeple. 

Gzanville, Grarndifvilla, Magna wiila, a ſtrong 
Sea-Port Town in Normandy, betwixt Coutarnces and 
Auranches, (even Leagues from Far/cy to the South, 
and tive from S. Michac/ to the North: fituated in 
part upon a Rock of difficult acceſs, and part in the 
Plain. 

Gzaro, Maſta, a Mountain of /£:hiopia, upon the 
South»Eaſt of Egypr. | 

G2as de Paſſon, Maſſalioticum, the Mouth or 
Haven at the Outlet of the River Rheſne, into the 
Mediterranean Sea. This French Word GRAS, (like 
the Latin, Gradus, from whence it is derived ) being 
imployed by them, as the other was by the Romans, 
to fignifie a Wharf, Key, or Stairs tor the Shipping 
and Landing Merchandize; and conſequently for an 
Harbour, Haven, or Sea- Port, or the Mouth of a Ri- 
ver; it frequently occurs in the Names of ſuch 
places. 

Gzafſe. See La Grace. 

Gzatelep, Grate/ea. This place is mentioned in 
the Tomes of the Councils for a Council afſembled at 
it in 928 : But whether it be the Village of the name 
in the County of Sourhampton and the Hundred of 
Andover, or another in Barkshire in the Hundred of 
Reading, it is not clearly ſeen. 

Gtattoſa, one of tlie AFores. 

Gatti, Crathrs, a River of the hither Calabria, 
which ariſeth out of the Apernnine Hills ; and running 
Northward, takes in Buſentium near Coſenza ; after- 
wares alſo being {welled by the Corhyle, the Turbido, 
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and ſome otliers of leſs note, it falls into the Gulph 
of Taranto at Thuris, an ancient but ruined City 
now called, La torre di Brodogneto. 

Gzatz, or Gretz, Graziacum, Greacium, Grecium 
Savarie, a very {irong City of Stiria, which is the 
Capital of that Province, and has a Princely Caſtle jn 
it ; the common Reſidence of the Arch Duke of 
Gratz, or Stiria, who is of the Houſe of Auſtria ; it 
ſtands upon the River Mure, thirteen German Miles 
from Vienna to the South, five from the Drave, nine 
from Fudenburg to the Eaſt ; and five Leagues below 
the confluence of the Mure wih the Drave. 

Gzaudentz, or Grudzancz, Graudentium, Gru- 
dentum, a {weet, well fortified Town, in the Pruſiq 
Polonica ; or ihat part, which belongs to the Kingdom 
of Poland ; ſeated upon the Confluence of the ©/c 
and Viſtula ; fifteen Polsſh Miles above Dantzich to 
the South, and thirty tive from #arſhaw to the 
North. It has a Caſtle, and is under the Poles. 

Gzave, Gravia, Carvo, a ſtrong Town in Bra- 
bant, upon the Maes, under the United Provinces. 
Taken by the French in 1572. and after a Siege of 
three Months left in 1674. It is the Capital of a 
ſmall Diſtrict called Kuiclande by the Dutch; and 
ſtands two Leagues from Nimeguen to the South, and 
four from Boſle-Duc to the Eait, upon the Frontiers 
of Gelderland. | 

Gzaveling, Gravelines, Gravelingen, Gravelina, 
Gravelinga, a ſtrong Sea-Port on the Coaft of Flan- 
ders, at the Mouth of the River Aa ; which ariſeth in 
the County of Bologne ; and watering Renty and 
S. Omar, fal's here into the Britiſh Sea ; three Miles 
from Calzs to the North, and the lame from Dunkirk 
to the South. It was taken by the French in 1644, 
and again in 1658: ever fince which time it has been 
in their hands. The Calile was firit built in 1528. 
by the Order of the Emperor Charles V. 

Gzaveſend, a noted Market Town in the County 
of Kent, in Aylesford Lath ; ſeated upon a rifing Hill, 
on the banks of the Thames, over againit 7bury 
Fort in Eſſex. 

Gzavina, a City in P«g/:a, in the Kingdom of 
Naples ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Acerenza; and has the honour to give the Title of 
a Duke to the Family of Urſina. It ſtands at the 
foot of the Apennne, in the Borders of the Baji/s- 
cate ; nine Miles from Matera to the North, twenty 
four trom C:renza to the Eaſt, and thirty four from 
Bari to the Weſt. 

Gzap, Greum, Graium, Greium, a City in the 
County of Burgundy, or the Franche Comte ; ſmall, 
but well Peopled ; ſeated on an Hill, upon the River 
Saone | Arar ] which watering Lon, falls beneath it 
into the Rhoſne; in the Borders of the Dukedom of 
Burgundy, nine Miles from Dsjor to the Eaft, and fix 
from Dole to the North: It was well fortified, and 
had heretofore a ſtrong Caſtle ; but being taken by 
the French in 1668. and retaken in 1674, the trench 
diſmantled it, after which by the Treaty of Name- 


guen, 1t was in 1678. refigned to them, and they 


{till have it. 

Gzays-Thurrock, a Market Town in the County 

of Eſſex, in the Hundred of Chafford. 
zeece, Grecia, Hellas, a very large Country in 
Europe ; which being taken in its greateſt extent, was 
bounded on the Eaſt by the Propontss, and the /Egean 
Sea, or Archipelago; on the South by the Meazter- 
ranean Sea; on the Welt by the Jonzan Sea, or the 
Gulph of Yenicez and on the North by Bulgaria, 
Servia, and Ilyricum : Mount Hemw running be- 
tween Greece and theſe Countries, and ending at the 
Euxine Sea, which there begins to be a part of its 
Northern Border, So that it is a kind of Peninſula, 
furrounded on three ſides by the Sea 3 and only united 
to 
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to the reſt of Europe by the fourth : now almoſt in- 
tirely in the Hands of the Turks, who by the rune 
of the Grecian Empire have polſeſſed themlelves of 
this vaſt, fruitful, populous, and once moſt Learned 
and Civil Country ; and by their Tyranny, Barbarity, 
and ill Government, have in about two hundred years 
almoſt intirely ruined what was the Work of two 
thouſand to effect. It is called Greece by the Eng/iſh, 
Dag Gziechenland by the Germans, and Komelia 
by the Turks : it contains Thrace, (now Romania, J 
Macedonia, Achaia, ( now Livadia, ) the Morea, 
( Peloponneſus ) and the greatelt part of the Illands 
in the Archipelago ; Conſtantinople being the head 
of this vaſt Country. This Peeple (ſaith Cicero) 
which hath flouriſhed im Fame, Glory, Learnivg, 
Arts, Empire, and Military Exerciſcs, poſſefſeth but 
a ſmall part of Europe : but havirg Ly their Arms 
prevailed over the Altaticks, they ſurrounded the 
Shoars of that Country, with thezr Cities and C:lo- 
nes. He might have added, they did the like. by 
Tealy, and reduced almoſt all that which 1s now the 
Kingdom of Naples, utider their Power, ( then called 
Magna Grecta,) and the beſt part of Szc:{y too; 
and running down beyond Traly, Marſeziigs in Pro- 
wvence Was one of their Colonies. In 4jja the Leſs 
they poſſeſſed Myjja, Phrygia, Eolza, Iomia, Doris, 
Lydia, and Caria ; to which Countries they gave the 
name of Greecia Aſiatica. They poſleiled allo molt 
of the Iſlands of the Mediterraneqn. Sea ; and this be- 
fore the Riſe of the Macedonian Empire, which put 
the beſt part of 4/ia and Egypt into their Hands : 
nor were they ever Conquered by any Foreign Power 
(though Xerxes attempted it with an Army of three 
hu:dred thouſand men), till the Romans ſubdued 
them. Conſtantine the Great fixing the Seat of the 
Empire amorgit them at Conſtantinople, they regains 
ed their Sovereignty again; and kept it, when Rome 


and all th: Weſtern Empire fell into. the Hands of the _ 


Barbarous Nations. But at latt Conſtantinople being 
taken by Mabomet IE. in 1453, they fell under the 
moft deplorable ſlavery that 1s poffible to be con- 
ceived... Atberus arid Laces amon were two of their 
great Republicks; Rivals of each others glory. Mas 
cedoma, Epirus, Argos, and Theſſalia, had the ho- 
nour to be Kirgdoms. Corinth, Thebes, Megalopo- 
lis, Megara, Sicyan, Mycene, &c. were other of their 
principal Cities.: The Romans gloried to derive a bo- 
dy of their Laws fiam the Governments of Greece, 
and'to learn the Sciences from the Mouths and Wyi- 
tings of its Philoſopers, Hiſtorians;..and. Poets. This 
was alſo the Country of thoſe Primitive Grand Dofors 
of Chriſtianity, Origen, Dionyfins , Hreapag. Clemens 
. Alexandr. Eufebius, Athanaſius; :Naztan;zen, Baſil, 
Chryſoſtome ; &c. from whom the modern Greek 
Church pretends to receive thoſe Privileges, Cuſtoms, 
Traditions ,- Cereinonies, DoFtrines- and. Precepts , 
which no intereſt of the Roman See-has been able in 
any meaſure to alter amongſt them to this day. 
Gzeenwlch, a delicate Village, upon the Thames 
In Kent ; famous 6: old times for the Murther of 
Eaſphes, Archbiſhop .of Canterbury, in 1012+ But 
more for. a Royal Palace, began by Humfry Duke of 
Glouceſter, enlarged by Henry VE to which his Son 
Henry VILE. added a Caſtle. 'This-P-lace beiag fallen 
into ruine, K. Charles 2. began the raiſing of it again 
mto a noble Structure, but dyed [before he had tfi- 
niſhed it : ſo that it-is now made a Magazine for Pow- 
der. There is a Royal Houſe, calld Queen Eliza- 
beehs Palace, anda Park about it, adjaynng to Greer.- 
wich ; who being born here in 1533. hath given ita 
'Fitle to the utmoſt love and efteem of all Engl;/h- 
en. And hard. by it: is Black: Heath, where Gear 
Battels have been fought in 
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the S1itzers. Theſe are difide 
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 Gxeziade, the chief Town of the County of Ganre,' 
in the Governwent of Guienne in France, upon the: 
Garonne, tree Leagues from Tholouſe. It was of 
great note in the thirteenth Century, during the Wars 
of the Albigeors. + #6 

Gzenoble, Gratianopolis, Acuſio, Accnſinm , Cu-- 
laro, a City of Danuphine in France, which b:longed 
to the Allobroges ; and a Biſhops Sce, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Vrenne, and the Capital of the Dauphinate : 
it ſtands on the North ide of the Jſere, where it takes 
in the Drac, ( Draus) , from the South ; at the foot 
of an Hill, upon a fruitiul Plain 3 thirteen Leagues 
from Vierne to the Eaſt, and fixteen from Lion to 
the South-Eaſt. This City has its name of Gratia- 
nopolis and Grenoble from Gratianus the Emperor, 
who rebuile and adorned it. An ancient Inſcription 
here extant ſaith, Drocleſian and Maximilian repair- 
ed two of its Gates, and gave them new names. This 
City 1s row allo the Scat of the Parliament of this 
Province, The Biſhops take the Title of Princes of 
Grenoble, 

Gzeſivandan, a Valley of Dauphine, lying about 
the City, and ſometimes therefore called hy the name 
of the Province of Gren:ble , ſuppoſed to have been 
the Country of the Tr:coriz of the Antients. It has 
had particular Counts of its own, who were the Lords 
of it in former times, Es 

Gztechiſch WWeiſſenburgh. See Be/arade. 

Gzignan, a Town 11 Provence, towards S. Paul 
de trois Chaſteaux and Montelimar,. two or three 
Leagues from the o_ : It has a Collegiate Church, 
founded in 1512, and a noble Caſtle; with the Title 
of-an: Earldom, 1ince the year 1550 : before which it 
was a Barony. 7. , | | 

Gzimsby Magna, a Market Town in Lincobn- 
ſire, in the diyifion of Lindſey and the. Hundred of 
Bradley, near the Fall of the Humber. into the Oce- 
an, 11n a-flat and'marſhy. ground. - It .has a fine large 
Church, - and heretofore a Caſtle to ſecure its Haven, 
at which time it enjoyed a rich trade. ' But as the 
former 18 decay'd, ſo the other -is almoſt choak'd up. 
It is honoured with the Privilege of returning two 
Membersto the Houſe of Commons. T7 " 

Eaſt-G:zinſtead, or Greerſtead,, a Market Town 
in the Couniy of Suſſex, in Pevenſey Rape, whici has 
the-honour of electing two Members, of, Parliament, 
The Ailizes are ſometimes kept at 1t.. It is graced 
with a fair Church, and itands towards-the Coatines 
of Surrey. I” 
 Gripſwald, Yirietym, Gripaſiwaldia, a ſtrong 
City in Pomerania in Germany, half a German Mile 
from the Baltich Sea, -with a very conyenient Haven 
between: Sera ſunde to the North, and F/o/gaſt to the 
Eaft, over againſt the Iſle of Rugen.. Heretofore ay 
Imperial and Free City, but afterwards exempted. In 
1456. Wartiſlaus, the ninth Duke of Pomeranza, 
founded here an Univerſity. After .a very long Siege 
in. 1631. it was taken - by. the Swedes : 1n.1678. 1t 
was retaken from them hy the. Duke of Brandenburgh 
in-a few days but the year following, reffared to that 
Crown by. the Treaty of S. German. _:- _ 

The -Gziſons, Canzns, Rheti,. Griſones 5 are a 
knot of Commonwealths., between the 4/pes, the 
Fountains of the Rhine, and the Inn ; [ Oenus, ] who 
are more properly called the Alpine Rhetians, be- 
cauſe they live within; the A/pes : on the. North and 


Welt, they border .upon the Sifſe and. Schwaben- 
land ; on the: Eait upen Tyro/; o1.the South upon 
the State of Yexice,,aud the Dukedom of Mz/an. The 
whole Country is Monntainqus, and generally barren. 
This People about 1471. united into one body by. a 
League; and in 149i. they again fixed the formier 
Union, and ſtrengthned it by. a perpetual League with 
unto three parts 
itt,

Firſt, the Griſons properly fo called, which the Ger- 
mans call Oberpundt, or the Upper League. The 
Second is the League of the Houſe of God, or Got- 
teſpt;n>t. And- the Third is the League of the Ter 
Villages, Zehen Gcrichtenpundt. Their chief Ci- 
ties are Bormio, Chiavenna, Chur, or Choireg Mey 
enfeld, Morbegno and Sondrio. The Rhine begins 
firſt to carry a Boat here. : 

G20dno, Grodna, a City of Poland in Lithua- 
nia, in the Palatinate of Trokz, partly upon an Hill, 
partly in a Valley ; which has a Bridge over the 
River Nzemen, upon which it ſtands; twenty Ger- 
man Miles from Vilna to the South-Weſt, and fixty 
from Mzargenburgh to the Eaſt. It was built by 
King Stephen about 1585. In 1655. the Moſco- 
vites took, and wretchedly harrafſed it. Seephen Ba- 
gorius, the Founder of it, died here in 1586. The 
Diets of Po/and are often held in this City, and it gives 
the Title of a Dukedom. 

Gzoeningen, Groeninga, one of the Cities belong- 
ing to the United Provinces ; great, populous, rich, 
very ſtrong, and the Capital of a Province of the 
ſame name; having been heretofore the Capital of 
Frieſland. Tt ſtands upon the ſmall River Hooren- 
fer, where it receives the Damſter ; honored with a 
Biſhops See, by Pope Paul TV. and with an Univerlity, 
opened here A. D. 1615. It hs ſtrong Caſtle, which 
Was in vain attacked by the Biſhop of Munſter in 
1672. It ſtands three French Leagues from Dam 
to the Weſt, towards Leuwaerden, from which it 
ſtands eight Miles to the Eaſt. Heretofore a Free 
Imperial City, but now exempted ; and is one of the 
States united in the Dutch League. $ Yet Gzoen- 
ingerlandt, the Province belonging to this City, was 
heretofore a part of Frie/land. Its preſent bounds on 
the North, are the German Ocean, and the overflown 
Shallows; on the Weſt Friefland, divided from it by 
the River Lavica ; on the South Overy/e/; and on 
the Eaſt Exfi-Frie/gnd, from which it 1s divided by 
the vaſt Lake Dollert. The principal City 1s 
Groentngen,".It was 'of old ſubject to the Biſhop of 
Urtretche, from whom the City revolted, and put it 
ſelf under the Duke of Guelderland in 1515. It ſub- 
mitted alſo to Charles V. in 1536. and under that 
Family continued . till 1594- when it was taken by 
the Forces of 'the United Provinces, from the Spa- 
niards, This Province enjoys the laſt Yoice in the 
Aſſemblies of the Srares General. | 

G2oen-Land, or Green-Land, Gronia, called by 
the French Terreverte; by the Dutch, Spitsbergen ; 
18 a conſiderable part of the Artick Continent, which 
lies more North than Iſland. Firſt diſcovered by 
Ericus Rufus, 'an Iſlander, in 982. Aﬀter this it was 
ſearched, and inhabited towards the Shoars by the 
Danes and Norwegians. In 1256. Magnus King of 
Norway ſent a Royal Navy to reduce the Inhabitants, 
who had refuſed to pay hmm Tribute. But from 1379 
all Navigation thither was intermitted, and the Inha- 
bitnts heard of no more. The more Southern parts 
were again diſcovered about the 'end of the laft Cen- 
tury, by Martin” Forbiſher an Engliſhman, George 


Monk a Dane, and others; yet there can very little. 


be ſaid of it remarkable, but its Harbours, frequent- 
ed by the Emropeans for Fiſhing. By ſeveral advances 
in ſucceeding times, the Land is diſcovered to deg. 
78. of Latitude ; whether it be an Iſland, or a part 
of the American, or any other Continent, is not 
known. Hofman ſaith, the Tnhabitants live on Fiſh 
and Fowl ; whereas moſt (I might perhaps fay all } 
that have failcd thither. pretend to have found no 06- 
ther Inhabitants than Wolves, Bears, Foxes, and Deer. 
Its'mo r Sorthern Cape 1s in dep. 66. of Latitude. It 
has p-rpetval day during our Summer, and Night du- 
ring our Winter, and three months longer ; for their 
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Summer laſts only three menths and fourteen days. 

Gzol, Grolle or Groenlo, Grola, 1s a City belong- 
ing to the United Provinces in Guelderland, in the 
Diſtrict of Xurphen ; little, but well fortified ; and 
ſeated upon the River S/nke. Taken from the Durch 
by the Marqueſs of Spir.ola in 1605. Again by the 
Dutch in 1617. By the French in 1672. and again 
deſerted in 1674. This City is in the borders of Weſt- 
phalia, and of the Biſhoprick of MunFer, four Leagues 
from TG to the Eaſt. There is a Tract writ- 
teh by Grotius, entitttled, Obſidio Grolle. 

Gzoneburgh. See Tavaſthus. 

G2oſleto, Groſſetum, Roſetum, a ſmall City in the 
State of Siena in Italy, upon the Sea Shoar, which is 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Szena, and has 
a Caſtle that is very ſtrong. It ſtands about three 
Miles fram the River Ombrone to the North-Weſt, 
near the Lake of Prils, (now di Caſtiglione, or di 
Buriano, ) and fonr from Siena South. This City 
ſprung up out of the ruins of Ryſel/z, which ſtood 
about two Miles from it. 

Gzoſlo, Ticariws, a River of Corſica, on the South 
fide of the Iſland. 

G:ofwerder, an Iſland of Pruſſia, at the Mouth 
of the ViſRula. | 

G2ofverner, or le Grand Brenner, that part of 
the Alpes next Trent. 

Gzotkaw, Grotkavia, a ſmall City of Bohemia in 
Sileſia, the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame Name; 
under the Dominion of the Biſhop of Breſlaw ; from 
which it is diſtant ſeven Miles to the South, and thir- 
teen from Prague to the Eaſt. The Dukedom of 
Grothaw, is a part of the Upper Szlefia in Bohemia, 
which has belonged to the Biſhoprick of Bre/law, from 
the times of Priteſlaus Pogarellus, Biſhop of that Dio- 
ceſe ; who bought it of Beleſlaus, Duke of Lignitz, 
and Brieg, and annexed it for ever to this See. It 
lies between the Dukedom of Oppelen to the Eaſt, 
Monſterberg to the Weſt, Brieg to the North, and 
Nieſſa to the South. Grotkaw, and Nieſſa, are the 
principal places in it. 

La Gzotta de Cant, a peſtilential Cavern, near 
the Lake Agnano in Italy, four Leagues from Naples, 
towards Pozzuoli : call'd likewiſe the Cavern of Cha- 
r0n, from the mortal m——_— of the Air and Vapours 
within it. In 1628. Kzrcher ſays, he tryed the experi» 

ment of letting down a dog into it, which thereupon 
became as perfectly dead : but taken up, and plunged 
in the Lake Agnano, he revived again. ( to 1. Mun: 
Subter. ) And this ſort of quality, it comes to 
bear the name of de Cans. 

La Gzotta di Napolt, Cryp:a Neapolitan, a 
Road cut a-croſs the foot of the Mountain Poſilzpo, 
twelve foot deep and broad, and half a League long, 
in the way betwixt Naples and Pozzuols in Italy, for 
the convenience of a ſhorter Paſſage from the one to 
the other. It was the work of Lucullus, who en- 
ploy'd a hundred thouſand men about it, and 
it in fifteen days. | 

Gznbenhagen, a Caſtle and Territory in the Low- 
er Saxony, in the Dukedom of: Brunſwick, towards 
the Mountains; not far from the River Leina; al- 
moſt five Miles from Gortingen to the North, and 
eight from Goſlar to the South-Weſt, twenty ſeven 
from Bremen to the South-Eaſt. This is the Capi- 
tal of a Dukedom, the only City in which is E:mberke, 
two Miles North of this Caſtle, which belongs to the 
Duke of Brurſwick Hannover. 

* Gzuninghen, a Town in the Principality of Hal- 
berſtad in the Lower Saxony. : 

Guadajor, Salſum, a River of anda, which 
at firſt was called Biborgs, or Viboras ; but taking 
in the two-ſmall Rivolets, ' of Tovazo, and Salads, 

-It has the name of Guadajox ; and falls bee te 
uadai- 
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Guadalqusvir , between Sevil -and Cordova. = 

Guadalajara, Guadalaxara, a City in New Span, 
which is the Capital of New Gallicta, and is very Con- 
Gderable ; being ſeated upon the River Bararya, and 
built in 1531, by the Spaniards, under whom 1t 15. 
This is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Mextis 
co ever fince 1570, (when the See was tranſlated from 
Compoſtella hither. ) and the Seat of the Parliament, 
or Courts of Juſtice, of this Province. It 1s forty 
Leagues diſtant from the South Sea, and eighty from 
Mexico to the Weſt: ſtanding in a well watered and 
fruitful Plain. The Province of New Gallicia, cal 
led of old Xaliſco, hath the name given it ſometimes 
of Guadalajara from this City. S Guadalajara , a 
Town in New Caſtile, the Capital of Algar, upon 
the River Henares, four Leagues from Henares, [Com- 
plutum] to the Eat, and nine from Madrid : it has 
been called Carraca. 

Gunadalaviar, Durias, Turia, a River in Valene 
tia in Spain : it ariſeth in Arragon, in the Confines 
of New Caſtile, near the Head of [Tagus] Tajo z and 
running Eaſtward watereth A/barazzn, and Tervel ; 
then turning South, it entereth the Kingdom of Va- 
lentia ; and by the Capital City of it falls into the 
Bay of Yalentia, over againſt Majorca. 

Guadalentin, Chryftus, Terebs, a River of Spain ; 
which ariſeth in Granada, near Guad:x ; and watering 
Baeza, Lorca, and Almacaren, falls into the Med:- 
terranean Sea, ſeven Miles South of Carthagenay in 
the Kingdom of Murcia. 

Guadalete, Lezhes, a River of Andaluſia, which 
watereth Zahara, Villa Martin, Bornbos, Arcos, and 
NXeres ; and ends in the Bay of Cadiz. 

Guadaloupe , or Guardeloupe, Aqua Lupie, an 
Iſland in America, which is one of the greateſt of the 
Antilles; and has been in the hands of the French 
ever fince 1627. There are in_it many Plantations, 
or Colonies, and Caſtles ; the Iſland being fixty Miles 
in compaſs, very fruitful in Sugars, and well watered 
and peopled. It lies in Long. 315. North Lat. 19. 16. 
to the North-Weſt of Barbadoes, betwixt Domanico 
and Marigalante. And is the third Iſland from the 
Northward of the Caribbes or Antilles. 

Guadalquivir, Ber, Tarteſſus, one of the great- 
eft Rivers in Spain ; called Bets by Mela; Tarreſ- 
ſus by Strabo. And now Guadalquevir, by an Ara- 
bick Word, which ſignifies the great Rzver or Water, 
It ariſeth from Mount Carzorla, in the Foreſt of Se- 
gura in New Caſtile, in the Confines of Granada and 
Murcia; fix Leagues from Baeza to the North ; and 
being augmented with the River Boroſa, it runneth 
Weltward through Andaluſia; and a little above Ar- 
dujar, takes in from the North Guadalimar ; and be- 
neath it; Frzo from the South ; Guadiel and Herum- 
blar from the North; and paſſing Admux, with the 
addition of Arjona and Porcuna, 1t entereth Cordova z 
then taking in Cazer, and ſome other ſmall Rivers, 
it paſſeth to Palma ; where it receives the Xen! [Sin- 
£y/#]; and ſo haſteth to Sevs/, __—_— beneath which 
it takes in the Guadimar ; and bending Southward , 
entereth the Ocean, five Leagues beneath Sevs/- The 
Mouth of it is called /a Mareſma. Heretofore it had 
another Mouth, but that lying more Southward, is long 
fince topped up. Beneath Sevz/ it makes three or four 
Enall INands, not worth any further notice. 

Guadalquivireto, Saduca, a River of Granada, 
which falls into the Mediterranean Sea at Malaga. 

Guadaxenil, more commonly called Xenz/, See 
Guadalquivir, and Xenil. 

Guadel, a Town and Port upon the Gulph of Or- 
mus, in the Province of Kherman in Perfia. 

Guadiana, Anas, a River in Spain, which is one 
of the greateſt ; its preſent Name is compounded of 
the Arabick Word Gnadz, which fignifies a River ; 
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and Anas, its ancient Name... It ariſeth in New C4- 
ſtile, out of the Fens or Marſhes, called Las Lagumas 
de Guadiana; not above two Miles above the Town, 
Villa Nueva de los Infantes: being diſmiſſed from 
theſe Marſhes, and improved by the Boyderas it bu- 
ries it (elf for a League under the Earth ; and near 
Villaharta breaks out again, five Leagues beneath Ca- 
latrava ; declining Weſtward, ( tho with great wind- 
ing) and taking in Bullaque, Eſtena, Guadaranque ; 
and out of Eftremadura, Guadalupo, and Zuya; it 
watereth Merida; then Badajox, or Badajos, | Pax 
Auguſta, ] where it entereth Portugal 3 and declining 
to the South, viſits Olivenca; and having parted At 
garvia to the North, from Andaluſia on the South 
it entereth the Ocean at Ayamente z ſeventeen Spany 
Miles Weſt of Guada/quivir. This River is at preſent 
ſaid not to bury it ſelf in the Earth, as is reported here- 
tofore, by all the Spaniards who have mentioned it. 
Baudrand. 

Gradiaro, Chryſims, Barbeſola. See Guadalentin. 
Others ſay it is Guadalajora, between Eſiropona to 
the North-Eaſt, and Caſte! de 1a Lucena to the Welt, 
juſt by the Eaſtern Mouth of the Streights of Gs- 
braltar. 

Guadilbarbar, Rubricacus, a River of the King- 
dom of Tunis, in Africa; called Fadog, or Ladog 
by others: It falls into the Mediterranean Sea. 

Guadix, Guadicium, Accs, a City in the Kingdom 
of Granada, which is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Sevzl. Seated at the Foot of a Mountain, 
by the River Fardes, or Guadalentia, and the Foun- 
tains of Segura; ten Leagues from 7aen to the South- 
Eaſt, nine from Granada to the North-Eaſt, and fe- 
venteen from Almeria to the North. This City was 
taken from the Moors in 1489, and is now in a de- 
clining State, tho once a celebrated Roman Colony. 

Guaira, a Province of Paraguay, in South Ame- 
rica, under the Spaniards ; between the South part 
of Braſil to the Eaſt, Parana to the South, and 
Paraguay Propria to the Welt ; the chief City had 
heretofore the ſame Name, but is now ruined. 

Gualata, a Kingdom of Africa in Nigritia, to- 
wards the Atlantick Ocean ; it has the Deſarts of Xan- 
haga on the North, on the Eaſt the Kingdom of Tom- 
butum, and on the South that of Genchoa, The 
King of Tombut conquered this Country mm 1526; 
and afterwards return'd it to its own Prince, upon 
Conditions of his paying Tribute to Tombue. It is 
but a barren place, affording little Proviſion, no Bar- 
ley, Rice, or Hirſe, and plenty only of Dates. The 
rag, ©: City is of the ſame name : Whither the Bar- 

ary Merchants uſed formerly to traffick for Braſs, 
Silver and Gold : but now the Commerce has paſſed 
thence to Gaoga and Tembue. The other chief City 
in it is Hoden. 

Gualentzamoze, the Caſpian Sea- 

Gualgas, Ganges. 

Gualida or Beni=Gualida, a rich ard fruitful 
Mountain in the Province of Errif, in the Kingdom 
of Fez in Africa 3 inhabited by fixty good Villages, 
out of which they can draw fix thouſand ive 
men, who with the great difficulty of the Avenues are 
a conſiderable defence againſt a Conqueſt. They pay 
a ſmall Tribute for the liberty of going to Fez ; but 
otherwiſe are exempted from Taxes ; and by a Privi- 
lege confirm'd to them by the Kings of Fez, ' at eve- 
ry new Succeſſion, their Country is an ifiviolable A/y- 
lum for Criminals that retire to it. 

 Guamanga, otherwiſe Called S. Fuan de la Vitto- 
ria, a City in Peru, which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Lima, and the Capital of a Province ; 
in a good Air, a fruitful Soil, (full of Mines of divers 
Metals ) the Seat of a Governour, adorn'd with. mas 
ny Convents and Churches well built, fixty Leagues 
A a Fon 
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from Lima. The Spaniards reckon about thirty 
thouſand perfons in the Province, that pay Taxes. 

Guanahant, or St. Salvador, an Iſland. of North 
America; one of the LEP”. between Florida and 
Hiſpaniela ; which has a fife and a large Haven; and 
was the firſt ſpot of American Ground which Colum- 
bus diſcovered on Thurſday, Oftober 11. 1492. By 
him called S. Salvador, becauſe his finding it that day 
ſaved his Life ; the Spanzards havin otherwiſe reſol- 
ved to have ſlain him. In the midſt of it there is a 
Lake, five Leagues in circuit. The Soil is good Pa- 
ſturage ; and it was heretofore well peopled with the 
Natives, before the Spaniards murdered a great part 
of them, and carried away the reſt to the Terra firma 
to work in the Mines of Gold. 

Gyuancabelica, otherwiſe known by the Name of 
El Aſſiento de Oropeſa, are the famous Quick-Sil- 
ver Mines in Peru; near the City Oropeſa, and nine 
or ten Leagues from S. Fuan de la Vittoria. Ont of 
which they yearly extract about a Million of Pounds in 
weight of the Metal ; and the Sum of forty thoufand' 
Ducats thence accrues, beſides other Emoluments, to 
the Treafures of the King of Spain. The Spaniards 
firſt diſcovered them in 1 566. | 

Guanfer, Xalacus, a Mountain of Mauritania Ce- 
fſarienfis, now the Kingdom of Algier in Barbary. 

Guarda, Guardia, a = bt Portugal, in the Pro- 
vince of Beira, which is a Biſhop's Sce under the Arch- 
biſhop of Lzsbon ; between Cauria, Coria, and Li- 
. mago, fourteen Miles from either, eleven from Vifer. 
The See was tranſlated hither from the Igadita of 
the Ancients, which had beena Suffragan to the Arch- 
bifhop of Braga. 

Guardafn, and Guardafims, Aromata, a City and 
Promontory in /&rhopta, at the Entrance of the Red- 
Sea ; where the moſt Eaftern Part of the Kingdom of 
Adel now is; over againſt Arabia Felix, and the Ifle 
of Focatora, This is the moſt Eaſtern Cape of all the 
Continent of Africa. 

Guardia, 5igs, a Town in the Kingdom of 

Iers 1 

Guardia, Sela, a River on the Weft of the Morea, 
now Sellez, over againſt Zane. 

Guardia Flferes or Alfenes, Guardia Alferia, an 
Epiſcopal City in the County of Moliſe,inthe Kingdom 
of Nap/es: The See is a Suffragan to the Archbiſhop 
of Benevento. 

Guardiano, Lotroa, Letoia, an Ifland in the Ionian 
Sea, on the South of Candia or Crete. 

Guargala, a Kingdom in Bi/edulgerida, between 
Gademeſſa to the Eaſt, and Tegortima to the Welt, 
—_— the Mountains _ Aabara. 

uaſcogna. See Gaſcorpne. 

Guaſtaila, Guardaſtallivn, Vaſtalla, Guaftalla, a 
Town upon the Po in Lombardy, in the States of the 
Duke of "Mantoua ; at which Pope Paſchal IT. cele- 
brated a Council in 1106, It has the Honor to give 
the Title of a Duke. 

Guatimala, a large Government and Province in 
New Spain, incipal City of which (being of 
the ſame Name, S. ago de Guatimnala,) is a Biſhop's 
See under.the Archbiſhop of Mexico. The ſeat of the 
Parliament ; and in 1628. by Philip IV. made an U- 
niverfity. This City was built. m 1524. in a Valley, 
near the River Matatata, not far from a burning 
Mountain, from whence there iſſued fuch a Deluge of 
Fire, Water, and Stones iti 1541. as overturned a 

tpart of the Houſes in it ; thirteen Spaniſh Leagnes 
rom the South Sea, three hundred from Mexico to 
the South-Eaſt. The Government of Guatimala 
reaches from the Province of Chiapa, as far as to the 
Streights of Panama; including in that extent the 
Provinces of Vera-Paz, Soconuſco, Guatimala pros 
perly. ſo called (of which S. Fago aforefaid is the Ca- 
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pital), Honduras, Nicaragua , Coſta ricca, and Verg- 
gua. In the Indian Language it is Quatuemallac. There 
is plenty of Corn,Cotton, Maze, and good Paſtourage ; 
of Hills, .Forreſts, and Rivers ; but the Air not com. 
mended for Healthfulneſs ; and they make Salt with 
great Difficulty. . 
.. Guattaro , Battarus , a River in the Ifle of 
oe nr os op: oo ERA. | 

. Gnaxaca, a Province in New Sparn, in the North 
America, the Capital whereof is Anrequera. Tt hies 
betwixt the two North and South Seas, with the Pro- 
vinces of Tlaſcala tothe Weſt, and Chiapato the Eaſt; 
enjoying. a healthy Climate, and yielding plenty of 
Corn , Maze , Cacao , Cochineal, Silk , Fruits, with 
Mines of Gold, &c. There are about three hundred 
and fifty Town , and as many Villages, an 
hundred and fixty Convents, and divers Eccleftaſticat 
Colleges eſtabliſhed in it. Ferdznand Cortez made 
the Conqueſt ofit ; to whom the Valley of Gaaxaca 
gave the Title of Marquifs del Valle. 

Guapaquil, a'Sea-Port Town in the Northof Per, 
upon the Pac:fick Ocean, or South Sea; which has a 
large Haven, and lies over a2g-1nit the Ifle of Puna; 
the River that waſheth it 1s called by the: ſame Name. 

Gubel-Haman, a Sultany or petty Kingdom in A- 
rabia Felix, towards the Arabian Sea, near Partach 
with a City of the ſame Name. 

Guben, a ſtrong Town , well fortified, in the 
Lower Luſatia in Germany, upon the River Nezſe, 
It is one of the principal Places in the Province of 
Luſatsa. 

Guber, a Kingdom in _—_— , In Africa, be- 
tween Guzana to the South, the River Niger to the 
North, and the Lake of Guard:a to the Eatt ; with a 
City , its Capital, of *the ſame Name, It is a welf 


 peopled Country, and the Kings of it are abſolute. 


Gavio, or Gubbio, Eugubium, a ſmall City in tlis 
State of the Church , in the Dukedom of Urbimo, 
which is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Urbi- 
20, but exempt from his Juriſdiction It ſtands. at 
the Foot of the Apennine, near the Fountains of the 
River Chsaſcus, in the Confines of the Marquiſate of 
Anconitana ; twenty {ix Miles from Urbino to the 
South, and fixty from Ancona to the Weſt ; called 


Eugubio in the later Maps. 

Gachen, a great City and Territory in the Province 
of 2»angfi in China, extending their Juriſdiction over 
nine other Cities- It is one of the Keys of the Pro- 
vince, and being ſeated at the Confluence of divers Ri- 
vers with the Takiang, has made it ſelfa-famous Place 
for Commerce. Oat of the Mountains:in this Terri- 
tory they draw Vermiglion. 

Gneguere. Sce Meroe. 

 Gnetheot, one of the principal Cities of the Pro- 
vince of Honen, in the North-Eaft of the Kingdom 
of Chena. 

Guelderland. Sce Gelderl/ande. 

Guenga, a River in India, within Ganges, which 
ariſeth in the Kmgdom of Decam, towards Mount 
Gata;; and flowing through the Kingdom of Orsx1a, 
disburthens it ſelf into the Bay of Benpa/a. It is cal- 
led by the Porrugueſe, Ganga. 

Guerande,a City of Breragne in France,in the Coun- 
ty of Nantes, towards the of the Bay of 4qw- 
tain, between the Mouth of the Loyre and Udame; 
where are great Works for the making Salt. It ſtands 
fourteen Miles from Nantes to the Welt ; and was 
once called Ana Quiriace. 

Guerba, a River of Spar. 

Gueret, Gnerernm, a City of France, in la Marche 
the Upper (whereof it is the Capital), upon the River 
Cruſe ; twelve Leagues from Limoges to the Eaſt, and 
twenty two from Bonrybon to the Welt ; others write 
it Garatum;

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Gueſer, Se/cacia, the ſame with Bagaat. 
Guetaria, Menoſea, a Town in Gurprſcoa. 
Gucta Opta, a City in New Caſtile, ſeated in a 
- Plain, twenty Miles from Toledo. 

Guharan. See Oran, which is the ſame. | 

Guiana, Gama, a large Country in South Ame- 
rica, ſometimes written Guatana ; it is bounded on 
the Eaſt and North by the Ar/anzick Ocean, or the 
North Sea ; on the Welt by the Terra Firma, on the 
South by Braſil and the Lake of Parimao. This 
Country has, for thirty Years laft paſt, been inhabited 
by the Engliſh, Dutch, and French. The two Na- 
tions of the Indians, called Caiibes and Galzbes, (be- 
ſides others) poſſeſs nevertheleſs the far greateſt part 
of it ; who uſed to War formerly with Arms all made 
of Gold, of which this Country afforded ſuch abun- 
dance, that the Spaniards at the firit gave it the name 
of E! Dorado. 

Guie, Guetta, Gutta, a River in Burgundy. 

Gutenne Aquitania,( in Pliny Aremorica,) a Pro- 
vince, and Dukedom in France ; bounded on the 
North with Xaintorgne, from which it is parted by the 
River Dordonne ; on the South with Gaſcorgne ; on 
the Eaſt with Persgore, and on the Weſt with the 4- 
guitanick Ocean, from the Pyrenean Hills to the R1- 
ver of Bourdeaux. This Country is fruitful in Corn 
and Wine ; the firſt of which is uſually tranſported 
into Spazn, and the latter into the Norther:; Countries. 
The People are of a different both *tature and Hu- 
mour from the reſt of France; which is not much to be 
wondered at, conſidering the Eng/iſh Nation for three 
handred years together, were pofleſs'd of this Coun- 
try See Gaſcorgne. The principal Rivers of it are 
the Garonne and the Dordonne, which meet at Re- 
traife, and in one Channel fall into the Ocean. The 
chief Cities are Bourdeaux, Baionne, and Dax or 
D' Acqs. Guienne 1sthought to be but a Corruption 
of Aquitania, which was the Roman. Name for it, 
(then) enlarged to afar greater Extent. 

Guilan, or Guilao, the Hyrcanian Sea. 

Guilfozd. the Capital Town of the County of Sur- 
rey, in the Hundred of Woking, which returns two 
Members to the Houſe of Commons. It is;pleafantly (i- 
tuated upon the River ey, containing three Pariſhes ; 
well frequented, accommodated, and .handfom. The 
Saxon Kings had a Royal Manfion here. in whoſe time 
it was a Place of greater Extent. The Ruins of a 
large old Caſtle, near the River, -remain yet to be 
ſeen. In the year 1660. King Charles II. created Els- 
zabeth Viſcounteſs of- Kinelmalky in Ireland, Coun- 
teſs of this Place for her Life. In 1574. the Title of 
Earl of Guiiford, was granted by the ſame King, to 
Fohn Maitland , the late Duke of Lautherdale in 
Scotland. After whom, the late Lord Francis North 
received the Title of Baron Guz/ford, from the ſame 


King alſo. 

S. Guillain, G:Nenepolis, a Town in Hainault, 
which has a Monaſtery belonging. to \it: Taken by 
the French in 1654. and retaken by the Spaniards 
In 1656. 

Gutmaranes, Catralences, Vimananum, Egita, 
Mraduca , once a City, and . frequently mentioned 
as ſuch; now a ſmall Village in Entre Douero 
E Minho in Portugal; three Leagues from Braga 
towards the 'Eaſt. This was the. Place where S: Da- 
maſus, one of the ancient Popes, was born. 

nee, Guinea, a very great Country on the We- 
ſtern Shoars of Africa, which by the Portugueſe (tle 
firſt Diſcoverers of it) is divided into two Parts, the 
Upper and the Lower. The Upper Guzmee is boun- 
ded with Nigricia on the North, the Az/antick O- 
cean onthe South, and has the Kingdom of Congo on 
the Eaft , and the Mountains of Leon on the Weſt. 
It 18 a very fruitſul Country, in Gold, Ivory, Sugar, 
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Cotton, Rice, Ec. of a great Extent from Eaſt to 
Welt, and much frequented by the Eur-pean Yhps. 
It is divided into three Parts; Gyuznee, properly fo 
called, which lies in the middle z Mal:guera, which 
lies to the Welt ; and the Kingdom of Beni, which 
lies to the Ealt, $ Guznee, properly ſo called, is a 
very large Country in Africa, upon the Shoars of 
the Ocean ; between Maleguera to the Weit (from 
which it is ſeparated by the Cape of Palmes) and the 
Kingdom of Benz to the Eaft, from which it is divi- 
ded by the River de /a Volta. It is divided into {4 Co- 


fre d'or, (which lies Eaſt between the Rivers 4ſicn and 


la V.lta,) and la Coſte des Dents, which hes Welt 
between the Cape of Palmes and the River Aſi-n, by 
which it is parted from the former. On the Coſte d'or 
are many Caſtles belonging to the Eng/iſh, Swedes, 
HDan:s, and Hollanders.' This Country was diſcove- 
red in 1365. by the French, as is pretended. Bay- 
drand. But in the diſmal Wars between the Engl:ſþ 
and French, under Charles VI, and VII. they were 
forc'd to omit the Proſecution of this Navigation  Hof- 
man. It is much more probable, and better atteſted, 
that it was diſcovered in 1452 by Henry Duke of YViſ- 
co, Son of Fohn 1. King of Portugal. But then the 
Spaniards, in 1477. purſued this Diſcovery, and till 
1479 excluded the firit Diſcoverers , who regai- 
ning the Trade in the Iſland of S. George , built the 
the ttrong Fort or Town of Mina, in 1486- to fe- 
cure their Trade there for the future, and command 
all the reſt of this Coaſt : Which was the firit Plage 
built by the Europeans on this Coalt. 

New-Guinee, this Country has not heen- hitherto 
ſo far diſcovered, as that we know whether it be an 
Iſland or a Part of the Continent of the Terra Auſtr a- 
lis. It is ſeparated from Terra de Papaons, (which 
lies Eaſt of Ceram and Gzlolo in the Eaft Indies, in 
51 deg. of Southern Lat. ). by a narrow Straight of 
the Sea, | | 

Guinegat, a ſmall Townin Artozs, made famous 
by a great Defeat of the French Foices, by the Flan- 
drians, in 1479. by which Victory Maximilian the 
Emperor {then married to Mary the Daughter of 
Charles the Hardy, the laſt Duke of Burgundy) reco- 
vered Tournay out of the Hands of the French, .and 
ſettled the Low-Countries in the Houle of Auſtraa- 
It lies three French Miles from S. Omar to the South, 
the ſame from Reney to the Eſt, and two from Ayre 
to the Welt. | 

Guines, a fine Town, two Miles Eaſt of Calazs, 
and the Capital of a County of the .ſanne Name ; , ha- 
ving Boulonozs on the South and Eaſt, Terre 4 Oye 
on the North, and the. German Sea, or | Streights of 
Calais on the Eaſt. This County yras of old a.Part 
of Boulonois, and the Town belonged then to PÞ:- 
cardy, King Edward Ill. of England poilſefſed 
himſelf of both in 1351. to whom afterwards they 
were confirmed by a Treaty in i360. And in the 
Reign of Charles VI. of France, loſt again to that 
Crown. | 

, Guipuſcoa, Tp»/coa, now a Proyince, but once a 


Kingdom in Spazn. In the middle Times annexed to

Guiſe. Guſa, Guiſia, a Town in Picaray mn France, 
in the Territory of Trerache, which has a Caſtle fea- 
ted upon the River Osſe, in the Confines of Hamault ; 
nine Miles from Cambray to the South, tive irom /a 
Fere to the Nor þ-Eaſt, and about ſeventeen from 
Amzens to the Eaſt. This Town was beſieged by the 
Spaniards, without any Succeſs, in 1650. But that 
which made it moft remarkable, was the Dukes of 
Griſe, who in former times had a very great Hand in 
all the Affairs of France, from the Reign of Fran- 
cis T to that of Henry IV. This Family was a Branch 
of the Hr-ufe of Lorram ; advanced by Francs I. 1n 
1528. 'rom Counts or Earls of G«:fe (which was their 
Inheritance) to Dukes of the ſame Place. The firſt 
thus r:iſcd was Claude, the Son of Renare IT. He had 
eight Sons, of which were Francis Duke of Guiſe, 
C:audins Duke of Aumale, and Renatus Marque's of 
Ellebove. Francrs became very famous by his defence 
of Mets, agaii.ſt Charles V. and his ſurprizing Calazs 
from the Erg/:/h. He was affailinated i i 553. being 
the Father of ,Henry Duke of Guiſe , and Charles 
Duke of Mayne, &c. Henry making himſelt Head of 
the Holy League ag-inſt Henry II. of France , was 
Cain 1 the States of B/ozs by the Order of that Prince 
In 15 $8. and his Elegy is written by the Eloquent 
M de Balſac. Charles, the other Brother, took up 
Aims againſt Henry III and continued them againft 
Henry IV. tili at laſt in 1594. he was forced to ſub- 
mit to that Victorious Pri: ce. Charles the Son of 
Henry, ſucceeded his Father in the Dukedom,and was 
the Father of Henry IT. who has been tamous of la- 
ter Times, being choſen King of Nap/es, though the 
Spaniards ſhortly onted him. 

Gulick, Ful:acrm, a City of Germany, mention'd 
8s ſuch by Tacitus and Ammaanus, called pow by the 
French Fuliers, by the Germans Gu'ich, by the 1ta- 
lians Gwliers, It is the Capital of- tae Diitciry of 7u- 
hers ;. ſeated upon the River Reer or Kewe, winch 
falls into the Maes at Rrermande; and has a firong 
ſquare Caſtle; often taken and retaken of latter tines, 
till in 1660. it was put by the Sparzards 1:to the 
Hands of the Duke o' Newbu g. It lies fixteen Miles 
from Cologn to the Weit, ſeven from Maeſtriche, 
and four from Aquiſzrare to the North-Ealt. See 
Fulters. 

Guns, Sabaria, a River of the Lower Hungary, 
which riſethin Auſtria, ard falls into the River Rab : 
The Hung arians call it Benges. 

Gantz, Guntia, a River in Schwaben, which gives 
Name to Gunrzb:rg, in the Marquiſate of Burgow ; 
fourteen Miles irom K:empten to the North, and thirty 
nine from 4y/purg. This River falls into the Danube 
three Miles b-low Ulm 

Guplo, a ſmall Lake in the Palatinate of Breſ? in 
Poland. 

Gurck, Gucum, a City in Carimehia, which is a 
Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Salrzburg © It 
ſtands upon a River of the ſame Name, which a little 
lower falls into the Oleze ; fix Miles from V:llach to the 
North, and about five from Clagenfure; a little 
Eaft of which the River Gurk falls into the Danube. 
This Biſhoprick was inſtituted by one of the Archbi- 
ſho; s of Salrzbwg, in 1073. who reſerved to himlelf 
ard his Succefſors the Election and Inveſtiture cf the 
Biſhops --t this See, tiking the Oath of Fealty from 
them : But now by Agreement with Ferdinand I. the 
Emperor chuſcth twice together, then the Biſhop of 
Saicrzburg the third time, and fo by turns, as often as 
this See becomes vicant; though this Biſhop is no 
M:mbe: oi the Empire, nor has any Vote in the Dzee, 
a$all thoſe which were Founded by the Emperors of 
Germany have. 

Gdreignra, or Guregra, an inhabited Mountain 
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towards the Atlas, in the Kindom of Fez in Africa; 
thirteen Leagues frem the City Fez ; attording Corn 


and Cattle in plenty. There are divers large Villages 


upon it, Which itand in no need of Walls or Caſtles 
to defend them ; the Difficulty of the Avenues is a ſuf- 
ficient Security. 

Gurgian, the 4 ok Sea. 

Gurgiſtan. See Georgza. 

Guſtrow, G=«/trovium, a ſmall City in the Duke- 
dom of Mecklenburg, which is the Seat of a Duke, 
who has here a very ſplendid Caſtle : It lands ſeven 
German Miles from FV/;ſmar to the Ealt, four from 
Roſtock, to the South, three from Dobberrin to the 
North, and ahout ſeven from the Shoars of the Ba'tick 
Sea to the South The Duke of Guſ/trom has under 
him Roſtcck, and the greateſt part of the Territory of 
Waiden alſo ; but Guſtrow ishis principal City. 

Gutkow or Gurzkow, Gutkovia, is a Town of 
the H:rher Pomerania, upon the River Pene, which 
a little lower falls into the Groſs Haff, and th: Ba:rzck 
Sea. It tiands 14 Miles from Guſtroir to the Faſt, 
3 from Gr:p/waia to the South, and 4 from Mo/yaſt 
to the South Weſt. This 1s the Capita! of a Marqui- 
fate, which takes its Name fiom this Town; and lies 
between the Dukedom of Sre-23 to the Eaſt and the 
Dominion of Bard: to the Welt. and--the Ba'e:ck Sea 
to the North : To it belongs Gr:p/wa'd and Gnrkow: 
they are all of them, together with S:erz, under the 
K'ng of Sweden, who by a Treaty in 16-6. regained 
th:m from the Duke of Brandenburg, who had ſeized 
them in a War a little before. 

G:y=-Clift, a very deli: htful Cliff amorgſt Groves 
and little Streams, near Warw:ck; fo called from the 
Famous Guy Earl of Warwick, who retired hither 
from h s V-1.ant Act:ons to a Lif: of Solitude, and built 
a Chappe! in which he was buried. 

Gupdit, the Scerch and Ir:ſh. 

Guzerate, G-droſia, Guzarata, a Kingdom in the 
Eaji-b.dicsn the Cape of Ma'abar,to the Fatt of the 
Kingdom of Decan ; which had heretcfore Kings of its 
own, but is now under he Great Mogu: ; whoſe Vice- 
roy lives in exirao: dinary State at Amadabat : often 
alio called the Kingdom of C::mbaia , from Cambaia 
its capital City under which word there is  f:rther Ac- 
count of 1t : I ſhall here add. hat Suiran Mamoer Prince 
of this Country, dying about 1545. left the Tuition 
of his Son to one of his gre t Men; who being envied 
a”:d hated by his Country-men, and his Prince (though 
of Age then) not being able to protect him, he in 
1565. called in Ecbar, the great Mogul, who took 
Poiſefſion of this Kingdom, and ruined the King and 
his Tutor together with the diſcontented Party. It is 
the pleaſantelt' Province in all Idoſtan, ever green: 
Its Sea-Ports are Syrat, and Cambaya, Which lalt is the 
belt inthe [adtes.

Gpyfhozn, Gyfbornia, a Town of Germary, in the 
Lower Saxony, in the Dukedom of Lunenburg, un- 
der the Duke of Ze/! ; three Miles from Brunſwick to 
the North, and five from Z-// to the Eft ; upon the 
River Aller. : hp 

GyU, Anſoba, a River of Ireland which falls into 
the Bay of Gallway in Conauzhe. 

Gpnatlch, Genadium, Cenadium, a City of the 
Upper Hungary, called Chanad by the H.mgarians, 
and Gyngiſch by the Germans: It is the Head of a 
County of the ſame. Name ; and a Biſhop's Sce under 
the Archbiſhop of Colocza: Upon the River Meri/ch, 
which paſſing from the Carpathian Hills quite through 
Tranſylvama, and by Lippa, a little lower than this 
City falls into the Tey/e, over againit Segedin ; ow 
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which this City ſtands about three Miles to the Faſt : 
it was in the hands of the Turks till 1676. but 15 now 
in the Poſſetiion of the Emperour. | 

Gp't-nofophiſtx, the ancient Philoſophers of India, 
whoſe M-mory is preſerved in Hiſtory with great ho- 
nour * they firſt tavght us the placing of true felicity 
in Speculation. Senſe and Vertne , accomparned with a 
folid Contempt of Foreure's favours. The Greeks 
received ſeveral DoCtrines from them ; and particu- 
larly the Mecampsychoſis , to which, the Indians to 
this day, as formerly, are ſtrictly addicted. Of theſe 
Philoſophers , the Brachmanes made one principal 
Sect And ſome applied themſelves to give Counſel 
fo Princes and Magiſtrates, ſome to contemplate the 
Works of Nature in ſolitary places.

redce it : which proved a long and bloody Siege 
eight Months. This Siege was made the more me- 
morable by a Naval Victory obtained by ſixty Spa- 
niſh Ships , over an hundred Dutch ones, which for- 
ced the City to ſurrender : as alſo by the Cruelty the 
Spaniard: uſed after they got the Place ; putting two 
thouſand Perſons to the Sword , under pretence they 
came from other Towns, though they had given their 
Oith to bear Arms no more: and having in the Siege 
defaced the Sacred Images, therefore they were put 
to death, not as Harlemers , but as Sacrslegious Pere 
fons. This was th» laſt of the Actions of the Duke of 
Alva ; being ſoon after recalled. This City was 
built (as is ſuppoſed) by Onelem, a Noble Man, from 
whom it had its Name. Others ſay, by the Fr:ſe/an- 
ders, about 506. .. It is ſuppoſed too , that here the 
Art of Printing was firſt invented. But whoever 
founded, or has fince improved it, it is now a preat, 
populous, rich, well fortified City, in a healthful Air ; 
which has about it pleaſant Meadows, and an adorning 
Wood. It was. in the time of L. Guiccrardin, one 
of the biggeſt Cities in Holand ; making yearly ten 
and twelre thouſand Pieces of Cloth 5 trom which

Haga Comzrzs, the pleaſanteſt and greatett 
Village m Chriſtendom; ſeated within one Mile of the 
German Ocean ; between Leyden to the North , and 
the Mouth of the Maes to the South; tour German 
Miles from Kotterdam to the Weit , and ſeven irom 
Amſierdam to the South Weſt. The uſual Refidence 
of the Prince of Orange, and of the Council of the 
Umred Provinces ;; m Which the Earls of Holland 
h:d heretofore a ſtately Palace. The Dutch call tt 
Gzaven Hague 3 the Engliſh the Hague ; the French 
La Haye. The Peru would never fortifie it, 
out of a Vanity they have , to be Ma{ters of the No- 
bleit Village in Chr:/tendom : but they have narrow- 
ly eſcaped the paying dear for this Boaft 5; the Town 
having been in danger of being ſurprized both by the 
French and Spamards The Yage or Bagh, in the 
German, ſignifies an Houſe. 

Dagenaw, Hageno:a, Hageno, a City in the Lower 
Aiſatia, upon the Rivers [| Matra } Moterbrun, and 
[ Sorna ] Sorr, united: firſt walled in 1164. by Fre- 
derick Anobarbus the Emperor ; who built here an 
Imperial Palace, and made it a Free and Imperial 
City. It is now one of the Imperial Villages : and 
was heretofore under the Protection of the Houſe of 
Auſtria ; but by the Peace of Munſter, it came un- 
der the King of France.. In 1675. it was in vain be- 
fheged by the Auſtrian Forces : yet ſoon after , all its 
Fortifications were flighted by the French ; and 
thereupon it ſuffered very.much in the. lait G2rman 
W.r. This City fiands two Miles Weit of the Rhne, 
and four from Strasbourg to the North : and is now 
repairing. oh ey we. _— 

Landtvog bon Hagenaw, or the Bashwick of 
Hagenav, is almolt included in Al{atis : aifo cal'ed 
the Prefecture of the Ten Imperial Cities ; becauſe 
there are ſo many in it 3! viz Hagenam, Colmar, S hel- 
firate, Wiſſemburg, . Landaw, the Upper Ehenbeim, 
R:ſheim , Munſter in G egorienthas , Kaiſersberg, 
and Turchetm, wich their dependents. Mulbuss mn 
Suntgow, belonged alſo. once to this Bazliwick, which 
1s now one of the Swiſs Cantons - This: Ba!/awick 
was mortgaged to the Elector Palatine , - by Sigiſ- 


. mund the Emperour, for fifty thouſand F/orens. Fer- 


dinand 1. paid the Debt, and united 1t to the Domini- 
ons of the Houſe of Auſtria, in1558.. And in 1648. 
by the Peace of Munſter, it was reſigned with all 
its Dependences to the French , who are 1till poſletied 
of it. - 

Hailbzun, or Haz[prun, Heilbron, Aliſum , fons 
Sulutis, Hailbruna, a German Ciy in the : Circle of 
Schwaben, upon the River Necker ; in the Confines of 
the Dukedom ot Wirtemberg ; called by this Name, 
by reaſon of the great plenty of Medicinal Springs it 
has. Made a Free Imperial City, by Fredersck IL in 
1240. When it was alſo firit walled: it is ftill a Free 
City , and lies two: Miles from W:mfen to. the South, 
eight from \pire to the Eat. Here is a Stone Bridge 
over the ee to ; 

Hatmburg. See Haynburgh. | 

Hainault, Hannonia, one of the greateſt Provinces 
in the Low Countries 3 called by the French Hay- 
naut ; by the Germans Yenegow ; by the Spaniards 
and Ita/ians, Hannoma ; taking its Name from a ſmall 
River. Heretofore mudh leſs, than now ; containing 
only the Eaſtern part of this Province ; the Weltern 
being a diftin&t Farldom , by the Name of Va/ercs- 
ennes : but this has for ſome Ages been annexed to 
Hainault,and comprehended in it. This Province has 
on the Eatt Brabant, Namur, and Liege; on the 
North the Imperial Flanders, or the County of Aloft ;.

Dair, a Deſart in Lybia, in the Kingdom of Tar- 
pa, on the South tide towards Nigritsa; one hun- 
dred Miles in length 3 between the Defarts of Jpn# 
to the Eaſt.and the Kingdom of Zuenzig to the Welt. 

Datiſne, Henia , a very ſmall River in Hainarlr, 
which gives Name to the whole Province : it arifeth 
near B:ncha in this Province; and dividing it mto 
two parts . watereth Monts, takes in Trulla, and at 
C-»de falls into the Schelde, 

HÞalapia, Meſopotamiae : 

Bilar; Halara, a City in I/land, on the. North 
fide. which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Dronthe:m ; it has no Walls, nor any great number 
of Inhabitants 3 but ſtands by the Bay of Shag afiord, 
and is under the King of Denmark .as King of Norway. 

Halberſtad, Pheugarum, Ha:berſtatum, is a Ger- 
man City in the Lowe: Saxony 3 and a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Mentz ; - being ſubſtituted in 
the ſtead of Salt:iſtad, in $19 The Capltal alſo of a 
Principality, which has its Name from it : it ſtands 
upon: the River Horheim , ſeven Mites from Mag de- 
burg to the Welt, and from Brunſwick to the South. 
Heretofore- an Imperial Free Town ; but being ex- 
empt, it fell onder the Dominion of its own Biſhop ; 
till by the Treaty of Weſtphalia or Munſter, this Bi- 
ſhoprick was Thariged into' a Principality, and given 
to the Duke of Brandenburg. The Biſhcp of this 
Dioceſe embraced the 4upuſtane Confeidion in 1586. 

The Pzxtnctipality of Halberſtad, is 'a ſmall Ter- 
ritory granted. by Charles the G: eat, ( who founded 
4t ) to the Biſhoprick ; but now under the Duke of 
Brandenburg. It is bourided on the North by the 
Dukedoms of Magdeburg, and Brunſwick ; on the 
South by the Principality of Anhaule 5; and lies from 
Eatt to Welt about nine German Miles. The Capit..1 
of it is Halberſtad. 

D-1tfax , a Corporation in the County of 77k, 
upon the River Ca/aer, ſeated upon the ltecp deſcent 
of an Hill, and extended from Eaft to Welt { which 
of old was called H»ron. ) It 1s a very populous, 
rich Tuwn; having in it eleven Chap els, whereof 
two are Pariſhes ; and about twelve thouſand inhabi- 
tants, Placed in a barren Soil : but the Inhabirants 
have by their Indubtiry in Clothing, 'and other Manu- 
factures ' foſapplied their Detects, that none are richer 
or better ſuipphed. than they. Charles II. and King 
Fames I ſucceſſively added to the Honour ot this 
Place,when they created George Savil Baron of Eyland, 
Viſcount and Marqueſs of Halifax 3 who is ſtill living. 

_ Halenberg , a pact of Mount Kalenberg » Which 
begins in the Lower Auſtria , at the Danabe,” and 
runs to the South as far as the Drave ; wheteof this 
branchparts Hungary from Stiria and Carinthia. 

Dalep, or Haleppo. See Aleppo. 

Haleſwozth , a Market Town'in the County of 
Suffolk, in the Hundred of Blithzng. 

Dalt, Muza, a City in Arabia the Happy, upon the 
Red Seca, now called Gezzen. | 

Haling, a ſmall Iſland to the Eaſtward of Poreſ- 
mob. with a Town of the ſame Name. 

Dalitz, Haio:z, a Townin Poland, m a Territory 
of the' fame Name, upon the River Nieſter (Thra ) 


| In Red Ruſſia, which has a ſtrong Caſtle. Heretofore 
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a City of great Note , and the Capital of Red Ruff, 
then a Kingdom ; the Prince of which was often cal- 
led the King of Halitz, and not of Rafſia;' becauſe 
this Kingdom was divided into many Dukedormg , 
the Principal of, which, was the Duke of Konig. 
Pope Gregory XI. made this an Archbrſhops See : But 
in 1414.the Archbifhoprick was removed to Lembyr ; 
from. which Aalztz itands ſixteen  Pol;/Þþ Miles to 
the Nortl-Eaſt , and twenty five from Caminiech to 
the Weſt. It isnow in a declining State , and inha- 
bited by few. _. *- Es 

. Hall, Hala, Halla, a City in the Upper Saxony, in 
Myſnca 3 which thongh little, 1s in a good condition, 
and under the Juriſdiction of its own Duke. It 
ſtands upon the River [ Sala ] Saalder , three Ger- 
man Miles from Mersburg to the North, ten from 
Magdeburg to the South , and feventeen from Wiz. 
temburg to the South-Weſt. It has near it a Caſtle, 
called Mauriceburg , which was heretofore the Vil- 
lage of Dobredor. In 981. it obtained its Character 
from Ocho II. and took its prefent Name from four 
Sal: Springs which are in it. Once a Free and Impe- 
rial City , but now exempted 3 and ſubject to its 
Duke, who is of the Electoral Houſe of Saxony ; 
therefore called 'the Duke of Saxtny of Hall ; who 
befides .the adjacent Country, has almoſt half Thur;n- 
23, and ſome Places in the Dukedom of Mag debnrg. 

Schwaviſche Bali, Hall en Dnabe, a (miall Im- 
perial Free City in Schwaben , which has been ſuch 
ever ſince the year 1360. It is placed in the midft 
of ſteep Rocks and Mountains ; and had beth its 
Name and Being from thoſe Eleven Salt Springs 
which riſe init. Tt is divided by the River [ Cochas 
rus ] Cochar, into the Upper and Lower Town, which 
are Joined by a Bridge. This City 'was often -taken 
and retaken in the great Sweds/bþ War. It ſtands in 
the Dukedom of Wirtemberg, of which it was once'a 
part ; fix German Miles from Hai/brux to-the Faſt, 
ni;zetecn from\Franck fo: t on the Main, and fifteen 
from Spire: 'at'almoit an equal diſtance -frem 'the 
Rhine, the Maine, 'and the Dazube. Taken by 'the 
Mareſchal de Turene in 1645. 

Hall in Jnthall, a German Town in Tyrel, upon 
the River Inthall, from'which it has its Name ; two 
Miles from Iy/pruckto the Eaſt. = 

Dall, or Haut, a ſmall Town in Hainault , in the 
Confines of Brabant ; where is a famous Church de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary, much frequented on the 
account of 'an Image of Tay that 1s admired for 
doing of Miracles. The Walls were pulled down'in 
1679. - Fuſtus Lipſius has wrote a particular Tract 
of the Miracles of this Virgo Hallenfis, or Image of 
the Virgin Mary of Hall. | 

Dall, Ernolatia, a Village in the Upper Auſtria, 
upon the River Krems:; fix German Miles + from 
Lintz, | Lentia] tothe South. | 

BÞallandt, Hallanda, a part of South Gothland ; 
which was heretofore a Province of the Kingdom of 
Denmark; but now under the King of Sweden, ever 
fince 1645. Bounded on the Eaft and North with 
Weſtro-Gothia ; on the Weſt with the Balesck Sea ; 
and'on the South with Scausa. The chief Town in 
it, is He/mſtad.. This Province 1s extended from 
North to South fixty Miles upon the Ba/t:ck Sea, but 
not above fifteen broad ; and was once a Dukedom. 

Hallaton, a Market Town in Lesceſterſhere, in the 
Hundred of Garerey. :

It is an Archbiſhops See, un- 
der the Patriarch of Antioch , upon the River Oyon- 
tes, ( now called Farfar .) between Aret/y/4 to the 
North , and Laodicea to the South ; about forty 
three Miles from Damaſcus to the North, eighty from 
Antzoch , and thirty from Ateppo, Our Izter Maps 
make Haman and Hemz, two leveral places, Apa- 
mea and Emiſa are by Baudrand made ſeveral Cities.

Yamap, or Haimage, a Town and Monaſtety ir 
Flanders, ; 

Pamburth, Gambrivii, Hambirgum, Trevs , is 
one of the moſt celebrated Cities and Sea-Ports of 
Germany : ſeated in the Lower Saxony , inthe Duke- 
dom of Ho/ſtein, upon the River Elbe: yet an Itnpe- 
rial Free City, not ſubject to any Prince, and otic of 
the Principal Yanſe-Towns in G:rm7 417, Hereto- 
fore it was dignified with an Archbiſhops See 5 but 
the Chair was removed to Bremen in $30. by Anſgas 
rius the Biſhop, with the Conſent of Legwss the Ems 
perour. This City is placed in the Fetritory of Sror- 
maren ; eighteen German Miles from the German 
Ocean, which yet Tides up to it ; fifteen fronz Bre- 
m2n'to the North, ten frori Lubeck to the Sohth, 
and ſeven fron Srade to the Eati. Very {trotigly 
fortified, rich, ous, and in a growing coriditioti. 
It has its Name from one Haminon a great Man, its 
Benefactor. Charles the Great ercted it againft 
the Danes, in 80g. Heridapus was the firſt; 4+/- 
garius the ſecond and laſt Archbiſhop of it. Subject 
to Albion Prince of the Norch-Eibingers in the be- 
ginning: afterwards to Herman Billengen , Son of 
Otto the Firſt , Duke of the Lower Saxony: ahd 
to his Son! Bemms after him , itt whom this Line 
ended. Adolphus Count of Sthawenbitrg, in 1137. 
governed this City and Ho//teznt, for Lotharins Duke 
of Saxony, Adolphus II grafted it many and preat 
Privileges for Money 3; which were corfir by 
Frederick Batbarofſa' the Efriperour. In his ableriee 
in the Paft, Henry rhe Lion ruind it ; but Adolphus 
upon his retutn regovered and rebate it: he did not 
long ſarvive , beitig flat in BatteFin 1253. by Wal. 
demaris Dake of Steſwick, Brother of Camitns King 
of Denmark.. Cariutus gave this City to Albertns 
Duke of Orlamand, who fold his Right : which Sale 
wat confirmed by Adolphus the third Duke of Hols 
ſtein; aridever fince the City has been a Free- State ; 
though the Dukes of Holfterrr {tilt pretend a Right 
and Title to it. Frederzck Il. in' 1579+ had a Con- 
troverſie with it, which was etided by the payment of 
Money. It embraced the Lyrher4n Conteliion; at 
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the firſt Publication of it ; yet it to'erates the Ca!v7» 
mſts, and gave ſhelter to the Engliſh in the Reign of 
Queen Mary, who in 1554. fled hither. In 1686. the 
preſent King of Denmark ſuddenly fat down before 
It with att Army of thirty thonſand Men : but the 
Winter coming on, and the Neighbour Princes eſpoui- 
ſing their Cauſe, and ſending them Forces into the 
City, he wat forced to retire : thoſe withiri, on who 
he relied , being diſcovered , and afterwards Tryed, 
and Executed. They think themfefves obliged hereby 
to be very jealous of all the thotions of that King : 
to whoni they declare theif firm Reſolutioris to main- 
tain, to the uttermoſt, all their Ptivileges atid Immu- 
nities whatſoever. There is hardly in the World a 
finer City, nor a farser and ſafer Port than this: it is 
ſaid to have done Homage to Chriſtian TIE. as Dake 
of Holſtein, in 1604. |

 Hamelen, Hamula, Hamelra, a City of Germany. 
in the Lower Saxony, in the Dukedom of Branſwichk : 
between Hideſherijt to the Eaſt, and Paderborne to 
the Welt ; upon the ( Y:ſargis ) Wefer, which parts 
this Dukedom .from /Peftphalta, 2nd beneath Bremen 
falls into the German! Ocean. It ftands twenty Miles 
from Bremen to the South-Eaſt, fourteen from Brim/- 
wick to the South-Weſt , twehity fix frotn Hambiirgh. 
to the Sonth, and twenty three from Fad to the 
North. This City belongs to the Biſhop of H:/de- 
ſheim, and the Eatt of Lifpe : was heretofore utider 
the Abbot of Fd, re Albert Dake of Brunſ- 
wick received tt inito his Protection , which in time 
turned from a ProteCtory , to a Sovereign Juriſdicti- 
on, as is uſual. It i8 now under the Dake of Brwnſ- 
wick Hamhwouer. Near this Pluce the Auftrian; re- 
ceived a fatal Overthrow trom the SYedes arid Lys 
nenburgers, at the Caſtle of Ozrendorp, in 1633. 

Hamtttown, a Caftle in the County of C/wydl- 
dale, in| Scotland , upon the Cluyd of Glatea, above 
Bothwel; ten Engliſh Miles from G/aſcow to the 
South , and thirfy five ſrot Edehburgh to the. 
Weft ; which gives the Tithe of a Duke to one of 
the beſt Families in Scot!ahd , iti whoſe Poſſeflion

Hartimeren, Hammaria, a City of Nornay, which 
is a Biſhops See nnder the Arthbiſhop of Drontherrh ; 
in the Province of Aggerhuts ih the Cotifines of 
Dalecarlix , ( a Province of Sweden), very ſtall. 
It ſtands thirty Swediſh Miles froth Berge?! to the Eaſt, 
and twenty from Anſlo, ( Arnſlopd ) to the North. 
This Biſhoptick is united to that of A/f, 

Hampton-Court; a Noble Country Hovfe , be- 
longing to the King of En#/and in M:iddls/*x, ten 
Mites trom London, on the Thames : built by Cardinal 
Woolſey, in the Reign of Henry VIII. who atfo built 
White-Yail , the common Reſiderice of our Kings 
ever ſince.

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Leine ; which falls into the Weſer , bereath Ferden, 
four Miles above Bremen ; from which laſt, Hannover 
ſtands fixteen Miles to the South-Weſt , five from 
Huldeſherm to the North-Weſt, and fix from Bru;ſ- 
wick to the Welt. Oncean Imperial and Free City, 
but afterwards exempted. Its Prince, who is of the 
Houſe of Brunſwick , poſſeſſeth one half of the 
Dukedom of Brunſwick , with the Territory of Ca- 
lemberg, and Grubenhagen ; and has under bum , 
Hannover, Hamelen, Gottingen, Newſtad, and Lim- 
beck. This City is very well fortified. The preſent 
Duke, Fohn Frederick, is a Roman Catholick,, youn- 
ger Brother to the Duke of Xel/. But the City of 
Hammover, was one of thoſe which entered the Smal- 
caldick League, as appeareth in Sleidan. And there- 
fore I ſuppoſe the People are generally of the Refor- 
med Religion. 

Þantſhire, Hantonia, a County in the Weſt of 
England; bounded on the South by the Britiſp Sea,

Surrey and Suſer It is a large and fruitful County : 
the Capital of it , is the City of Wincheſter ; beſides 
which , 1t-has alſo Southampton , Portſmouth , and 
Rumſey, very conſiderable Towns. I 

Daoaxe, Haoaxus, a River of Africa, which ipring- 
eth out of vaſt Mountains in the Ab:ſſine Empire,in the 
Confines of the Provinces of Xaoa and Ogga : being 
augmented with the Streams of Mach: , it entereth 
the Kingdom of Adel, ( called by the Portugueſe , 
Feila;) the Capital of which, Avoa Gurele, ſtands 
upon this River : it is ſaid to be not much leſs than 
the N:le; and after a courſe of fix hundred Miles, to 
diſcharge it ſelf into the Red Sea; having fertilized 
the Kingdom of Ade/, in the ſame manner, as the 
other doth that of Egype. See Ferome Lobo , a Por- 
tugueſe, who travelled this Country. 

HDapſel, Hapſe/ia, a ſmall City in Livonza, in the 
Province of Eſtonia, and the Territory of Wick;

Harberick Dalambozia, a Town in Meſopotamia. 

Harbozough, a Market Town in Lezceſterſhire, 
in the Hundred of Garerey. | 

Harburg, Harburgum, a ſtrong, but ill peopled 
Town - in the Duke of Lunenburgh, upon the 
Elbe ; two German Miles from Hamburgh to the 
South, and fix from Lunenburgh to the Welt. It has 
a Caſtle. 

Harcourt, a ſmall Town and Caſtle in Normandy, 
in the Territory of Eureux ; ſcarce five Miles from 
thence to the Weſt, and two from Be/mone to the 
North. Phzlip VI. in the year 1338, erected it in- 
to an Earldom, which was beſtowed upon the Princes 
of Lorain; ſome of whoſe Family have of late times 
been famous Commanders in War. 

Harda, Arti/cus, a River of Thrace. 

 Harderwick, Hardebones, Harderwick, a ſmall 
City in Guelder/and, under the United Provinces, in 
the County of Yeleuve ; which is a Hanſe Town, and 
an Univerlity, opened here in 1643. It ſtands upon 
the Shoar of the Zusder Sea, from which it has re- 
ceived great damage ; but greater from the French, 
who taking it in 1672, diſmantled, and left it in 
1673. It lies ſeven Leagues from Utrecht to the 
South Eaſt, and fix from Deventer to the Weſt. Firſt 
walled with a Brick Wall in 1229. 

Hardts-Walt, Hartzwald, Melibocum, a Moun- 
tain in Thuringsa: and a Wood, or Foreſt, called 
Sylva Herculis ; by Peolemy, Sylva Semana ; by Ce- 
ſar, Sylva Bacens. It lies in the South Part of the 


Dukedom of Brunſwick, in the Territory of Gruben. 
hagen ; between Halberſtad to the Eaſt, and Goſlay 
to the Weſt : the top of the Mountain is called by 
the Inhabitants Blokes-barch, between Oſter wick, and 
Werningerod, two Towns in theſe parts, The Fo- 
reit covering the Mountain above mentioned, lies be- 
tween the Elbe and Saal to the Eaſt, and the weſer 
to the Weſt. Mercator by a miſtake took it for 
a part of the Hercinian Foreſt ; and placed it between 
Thuringia and Bohemia. | 
HÞarfleur, a Caſtle in the Pars de Caux in Nor- 
mandy in France ; upon the North Side of the Out. 
let of the Seyne ; within one Mile of Havre de Grace, 
and three of Honfleur to the North. Befieged in 1416, 
by the French ; defended by the Engliſh, who fru- 
{trated their Deſigns; and in a Sea Fight near this 
place defeated both the French and Genoeſe Fleets. 
Soon after which followed the taking of Caen, Falars, 
Oye, and Roan it ſelf, by the Victorious En-

Harlegh, a Market Town in the County of Mer:- 
oneth in Wales, in the Hundred of Ardydury. 

Harleſton, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
Folk, and the Hundred of Eerſham. 

Harlingen, Har/imga, a City of the United Pro- 
vinces in Weſt-Friefland ; the next to Leuwarden in 
order and greatneſs; ſtrong and hard to be taken, 
becauſe the adjacent Country may be drowned. It 
has a very large Haven on the Z#rder Sea ; and ſtands 
in the Territory of Weſtergoe, three Leagues from 
Leuwarden to the Welt. | 

Þarilow, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
The Capital of its Hundred. 

Harrie, or Harnland, Harria, a Province of Li= 
vonta, upon the Bay of Finland, in the Province of 
Eſthon : the Capital of which is Reve/, which with 
this Province is under the Crown of Sweden. 

- Harſan, a Mountain in the Lower Hungary, four 

German Miles from the Drave to the North, and the 

ſame diſtance from Mobharz to the Weſt ; near which 

the Dukes of Lorain and Bavaria, defeated an Army

Hartfozdſhire. See Hertfozdſhire. 

Hartland, a Market Town in Devonſhire. The 
Capital of its Hundred. 

Hartlandpoint, Hercu/is Promontorium, a famous 
Cape in the Weſtern Part, and Northern Shoar of 
the County of Devox, near the Confines of Cornmwal ; 
which ſhoots a great way into the Iriſh Sea, and 
makes a ſafe Bay for the Riding of Ships. 

Hartle Pool, a Market Town in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham in Stockton Ward, upon a neck of Land, 
= on all fides, except Weſtward, is ſurrounded by 
the Sea. 

Hartzerode, Hartzeroda, a Caſtle in the Upper 
Saxony, in the Principality of Anhault, upon the Ri- 
ver Selka; twelve Miles from Northauſen to the 
South-Eaſt : where was the Seat or Reſidence of one 
of the five Princes of Anhaulc. 

Harwich, Harvicum, a Town in Efſex, at the 
Mouth of the Stour, which has a Large, Safe, and 
Noble Sea-Port ; made famous of old by a Naval Vi- 
Ctory, here obtained againſt the Danes by the Engliſh 
in $88. This Town is not great (faith Mr. Cambden,) 
but well peopled ; ſtrong both by Art and Nature, 
{ being almoſt ſurrounded by the Sea z) and much 
improved by the Care and Charges of _ Eliza- 
beth ; only it wants freſh Water. It is alſo a Corpo- 
ration, and ſends two Burgefles to the Parliament. 

igne, Hasbainenſis Pagws, called by the In- 
habitants Haſpengow, is a Territory in the Biſhoorick 
of Leige; extended between Brabant, the Maeze, 
and the City of Liege. The Capital of which 1s 
S, Trevyen ; 
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& Trevyen ; it reached of old as far as Louvaine, or 
Loeven, and is frequently mentioned in ancient Hi- 
Daſbat, Hasbata, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Fez in Barbary: bounded on the North by the 
Streights of Gibraltar ; on the Weſt by the Arlan- 
tick Ocean ; by the Mediterranean Sea, and the Pro- 
vince of A/garia to the Eaſt : the principal place of 
which was Tangier, now ruined by the Engliſh. Sec 
Fo ; 
oy or Eſcura, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Morocco; having Duccala to the North, Morocco 
to the South, and ge the Eaſt: the princi- 
own of which 1s Elmaaina. Ie. 
Pe aſel or Val-Haſal, a Valley and Bailiwick in the 
Canton of Bearne in Switzerland, abutting Eaſtward 
upon the Canton of Underwaldt, and ſtretching 1t 
ſelf from about the Lake of Brienzz as far as to the 
Source of the River Aar. It yields good Paſturage 
and Iron-Mines. The Inhabitants hereof about the 
year 1332. entered into a perpetual Alliance with thoſe 
of Bearne, and have fince been ſubjected to them. 

Baſenburgh, Didatrium, a Town in the County 
of Burgundy. : 

Þaſlemere, a Market Town in the County of Sur- 
rey and the Hundred of Godalming, priviledged with 
the Election of two Parliament men. EE 

Haſlingden, a Market Town 1n Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Blackburn. 

HÞaſſia, Heſſen, called by the French Heſſe, is a 
Province of Germany ; honored with the Title of a 
Landtgrave or Marquiſate, which is a Provincial 
Earldom. It lies in the Higher Circle of the Rhine ; 
between Weſtphalia to the North 3 Weſterwaldr, and 
Weteraw to the Weſt ; Franconia to the South ; 
Thuringe, and the Dukedom of Brunſwick .to the 
Eaſt. The chief Cities and Towns in it are Caſſel, 
Hirſchfeldg, Marpurgh, Smalkalden, and Ziegenheim. 
. Princes of its own have poſſeſſed it ever lince 1263. 
It is fruitful in Corn, Paſturage, Woods, Mines, 
and Game, This Country took its Name from the 
Heſſi, who Conquering the Chatts, its old Inhabitants, 
changed the old Name. From Eaſt to Welt it ex- 
ends it ſelf thirty three German Miles, in length from 
North to South twenty three. Converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith by Winifrid, or Boniface, an Engliſh 
$axon, about 730. : ; 

Haſnon, a Monaſtery im Artozs. ; 

Daſpaam, Haſpahamum, Aſpahamum, or Hiſpa- 
ham, the Royal City of the Kingdom of Per/ia, in 
the Province of Hierach ; where the Sophy or King of 
Perſia, reſides. Very great, rich, populous, and 
daily growing. greater. The King has here a moſt 
magmticent Palace: there belong to 1t three, very 
large Suburbs.' , Some think the ancient Name was 
Hecatompylon ;, others, 4 be The Kings of Perſia 
haye refided here near an hundred yeats: and that is 
It that hath given it this great increaſe. It ſtands up- 
en the River Jenderoud, or Jenderu ; which -ariſeth 
from, the Mountain of D:mavend, and divides this 
City into two. parts ; and about five Miles beneath, 
1s ſwallowed up by the Sands. It lies ſeventy Ger- 
man Miles from Casbin to the South ; eighty from 
Ormus to the North, and a little more from Bagdat 
to the Eaſt. . Seated in. a Plain, ſurrounded on all 
ſides, at the diſtance of about three or four Leagues, 
with an high Mountain, like an Amphitheatre. Long. 
86. 4o. Lat. 32. 26. The Province of Hierach, in 
which it ſtands, was the ancient Parthia. This City 
with the Suburbs, is about eight German Miles in 
compaſs; and has twelve Gates: whereof there are 
but nine conſtantly open ; -it has about eighteen thou- 
ſand Houſes, and five hundred thouſand Inhabitants. 
The Walls and Baſtions are of Brick. ; but ill. built, 
#1 kept, and out of repair ; ſo that they ate of 'no 
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uſe, to ſecure the City, Upon the River there is a 
lovely Stone Bridge. This City was taken and de- 
ſtroyed twice by Tamerlane ; and about 1450, ſuf 
fered much from one of its own Princes. The Moſques, 
the Bazar, (or Market Place,) the Baths, great Mens 
Houſes and Gardens. are the great Ornaments of it. 
Soine of the great Houſes with their Gardens, take 
up twenty Acres of Ground : theſe Gardens they adorn 
with Fountains, Flowers, fine Walks, and delicate 
Rows of Trees, both for Shades and Fruits. So that 
the far greateſt part of this vaſt City is taken up by 
Gardens ; and not peopled like ours. I have taken 
this ſhort Account out- of Olearius, ( who in 1637 
was In this City ; ) and Thevenct, who travelled this 
Kingdom fince. 

Haſbengow. See Hasbaigne. 

Haſſtio Pozto, Heraclea, a Town in the Leſſer 
Afia in Caria ; between Miletum, and the Mouth of 
the Mzeander , ( now Madre; ) thirty Miles from 
Epheſus to the South, 

Haſtings, Ozhona, the firſt of the Cinque Ports, 
in the County of Sex ; conſiſting of two Streets, 
extended in length from North to South ; having in 
each of them a Pariſh Church : ſeated between a high 
Clift to the Seaward, and an Hill to the Land, upon 
a ſmall Brook on the South fide of it ; five Miles 
Weſt of Winchelſey, and near the Eaſtern Borders of 
this County. It hath had a great Caſtle upon the Hill, 
which commanded it ; but this is now ruined, and 
inſtead of it ſtands a Light-Houſe to guide the Sea- 
men. This ang the other Cinque Ports, its Mem- 
bers, was to ſend the King twenty one Ships : each 
of which to have twenty one tall Men in it ; who 
were bound to appear upon forty days Summons; and 
to ſerve fifteen days at their own Charge: but if the 
King deſired them longer, he was to pay to the Ma- 
ſter and Conſtable Six-pence the Day, and to each 
Mariner three pence. The Harbor here was made by 
a Pere of Timber ; which being deſtroyed by the ra- 
ging Seas in 1578, Queen E/iZabeth granted a Con- 
tribution for the Repairing of it : but the Money was 
mifimployed, and the Work neglected ; ſo that the 
Trade and Fiſhery of this place is fince that time much 
decayed. The Honorable Theophilus Haſtings, Earl 
of Huntingdon, is Baron of Haſtsngs. This Title be- 
ing given to Sir William Haſtings, his Predeceflor, 
by Edward the Fourth, in the Reond year of his 
Reign, This Corporation Elects two Members of 
Parliament. | 

Hatfield Biſhops, a Market Town in Harzford- 


ſhire in the Hundred of Broadwater, upon the River 


Lea. Adorn'd with a ſtately Palace, call'd Harfield 
Houſe, now in the Poſſeflion of the Earls of Sal;sbu- 
7y, but heretofore belonging to the King. 

Yatfield Bzoadoke, a Market Town in the Coun- 
ty of Eſſex, and the Hundred of Har/ow , upon the 
River Touridge. 

Havage. See Meroe. | 

La Havana, or $. Chriſtoval de la Havana, a fa- 
mous Sea-Port in the Iſle of Cuba, in the Bay of 
Mexico, in the Feſt-Indies; very great, and fortified 
to the utmoſt that Art and Expence can ariſe to: 
ſeated at the North End of the Iſland, over againft 
the Cape of Florida : being. the Harbor to which all 
the Fleets from Spain direct their Courſe. Here they 
unlade their European Merchandiſes; here they take 
in the Plate, and other Riches of the Spaniſh Weſt- 
Indies, in order to their Tranſportation into Europe : 
ſo that 1t is one of the moſt frequented Ports in the 
weſt-Indies- Whillt all this Wealth paſſeth, and re- 
palleth through it, much of it mult ſtick : fo that 
1t is become very rich and populous. The Spaniards 
have built a ſtrong Caſtle, and ſetled here a Governor, 
and a good Garriſon of Spanzards. Yet natwithitand- 
ing all this Care and Charge, the Buccaneers a few 
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years ſince, with a ſmall number of Ships under Spa- 
ziſh Colours, ſurprized and plundered this place z and 
made the Inhabitants pay a vait Ranſome to preſerve 
it from being burnt. It lies in Long.292 10. Lat-20.00. 

Davant, a Market Town in the County of South- 
ampton and the Hundred of Boſrmere. 

Havaſpetde, Dacia Alpeſtras. | 

Pavetburgh, Have/burgum, Havelberga, a ſmall 
City in the Circle of the Lower Saxony, which is a 
Biſhops See, nnder the Archbiſhop of Mazgdeburgh : 
it ſtands in Prignitz, a Territory in the Marquiſate 
of Brandenbiygh, upon the River Have!, which one 
Mile lower falls into the Elbe ; ten Miles from Maeg- 
deburgh to the North, and twelve from Ber/zn to the 
Weſt. The Biſhops of this Dioceſe have imbraced the 
Auguſtane Confelion ever lince 1556. : 

Haverfozd Weſt, a Market Town and Corporation 
in Pembrokeſhire in Tales, which elects one Parlia- 
ment man. 

Þavertil, a Market Town in the County of Suf- 
Folk in the Hundred of Risbridg, not far from the 
head of the River Storer. 

Haveſſen, C:immeriorum Populs, a Province in 
Georgia, upon the Caſpian Sea, as Ortelius conjectures 
from the Deſcription of Haiton the Armenian. But 
not being called by this Name by our later Travellers, 
It can be no further deſcribed here. 
| Havre de Gzace, Porrus Gratie, a ſtrong Sea- 
Port Town in Normandy in France, which has a well 
fortified Caſtle, and an excellent Haven. Seated at 
the Mouth of the Seyne, in (the Pars de Caux; eigh- 
teen Leagues beneath Roar to the Welt, fifteen from 
Caudebec, and almoſt twenty from Dzeppe to the 
South ; upon the Shoars of the Brzt:ſh Seas, over a- 

ainſt Shorham in _ This Town was in 1563. 
put into the hands of Q._Elzzabeth, by the Proteltants 
of France, (then ingaged in War againſt their King, ) 
as a Cautionary Place : a Peace was ſoon after conclu. 
ded, without any regard taken of that Princeſs, or her 
Intereft, by thoſe ſhe ſuccoured. And not contented 
with this, both Parties joyning againſt the Engliſh, 
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and Silver. Its capital City 1s Kimmcher, with with 
twelve other Cities lying upon the Sea Coalt belongs 
to the Emperor of China, whilit the inland parts re- 
main under the poſlefſion of the Natives. Upon the 
Northern Coaſt of this Iſland they find much Pearl.

Hapnburgh. by corruption Hamburgh, Comage- 
num, a (mall Town in the Lower Auſtria, on the 
Contfines of Hungary, upon the Danuve; fix German 
Miles from Vienna to the Eaſt, and three from Pre/© 
burg Weſt : near which are the Mountains of Kaur. 
berg, called heretofore Comagenus Mors. This Town 
1s remarkable for nothing but its Antiquity, having 
been a Roman Town. 

| Hea, a Province of the Kingdom of Morocco in 
Barbary, bounded by the River Eczfelmels to the 
Eaſt, the Mountain Atlas to the South, and the Oce= 
an to the North and Welt. 

Dcadon or Heydon, an antient Borough Town in 
the Eaſt Riding of Yorksh:re,in the Hundred of Ho/der- 
neſs, upon a ſmall River near its fall into the H:ymber, 
and a few Miles Eaſt of Hul/, whoſe rife has occaſj- 
oned the decay of this place. It has the Election of 
two Parliament Men. 

Debal or Eba/, a Mountain of Paleſtine in the 
Tribe of Ephraim, from whence Foſhua pronounced 
a multitude of Curſes upon the Violaters of the Fewiſh 
Law: Some make it to be but a part of Mount Gerizam. 

Yebzides, the ſame with the Ebude. 

\ Bebzon, an antient and famous City of the Holy 
Land, in the Tribe of Fuda, near to which the Patri- 
arch Abraham did abide. It was the Capital of the 
Country of the Phil:ſtines : and afterwards taken by 
Foſhua and given to Caleb his General. David, rett- 
ring to it aft@&he death of Saul, came to be elected 
King here and tade it his reſidence ſeven years, till 
the taking of Feruſalem. It had the honour to be ad- 
vanced to an Epiſcopal Sze, when Chriſtianity was re- 
eſtabliſhed in Paleſtine ; but now almoſteruined,

Baur, Halla. See Hall in Hainault, 

Hawkeſhead, a MarketTown in Lancaſhire and the 
Hundred of Loynſdale, in a hilly and wooddy Country. 
— Day, a Market Town in the County of Brecknock 
in Wales, im the Hundred of Ta/zarth. 

La Daye, Haga Com. See Hague. 

Haye du Boutoi, Haga Brotona, a Village ir: the 

Foreſt of Routal in France. 
_ La Hapcen Touraine, Haga Turonica, a Town 
in Tourazne, upon the River [Craufis] Creuſe ; ten 
Leagues from Tours to the South, in the Confines of 
Poittou ; three Miles from Noyers to the Eaft ; where 
the Creuſe falls into the YVienne. This Town gave 
Birth to des Cartes, the famous modern Philoſopher, 
who died at Stockholm in Sweden, in 1650. And it 
is befides remark'd with the Title of a Barony. 

Daplſham, A Market Town in the North Riding 
of Torkshire in the Hundred of Bulmer. | 

Daynan or Haznar, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of 
the Province of 9uangtung in China, abounding with 
tine Woods, Foreſts, and Fruits, and Mines of Gold 


ing its nearneſs to the Polar Circle. 
DÞ:gow, H-20via, a ſmall Territory in the Circle 
of Schwaben ; between the Lake of Zell, or the Aeller 
Sea to the Faſt; and Schwartzwalde, or the Black 
IWood to the Wett : not above ſix German Miles in 
length. In part under the Houſe of Atria, and in 
part under the Duke of Brandenburgh. 
Hetdelburgh, Edelberga, Budoris, Heide!berga. 
The chief City of the Palatinate of the Rhine ; ſeated 
in a Plain at the foot of an Hill upon the River Necker, 
which is covered here with a woodden Bridge. Thus 1s 
a great, well peopled place ; and the uſual Reſidence 
of the Elector Palatine, who has here a noble and 
magnificent Caſtle, built upon an Hill. It ſtands three 
Miles from Spires to the North-Eaſt, ten from Franck- 
Fort upon the Main to the South, and twenty frem 
Ulm to the North-Weſt. Said to be a Fee of the 
Biſhoprick of Forms ; and that it was granted to Lewis 
Count Palatine, in 1225. by Henry Biſhop of VVorms. 
Robert Count Palatine, afterwards Emperor 11 1392. 
(as Marquardus Freherus ſaith) much enlarged it ; 
and joined the Village of Bergh:mb to it, asa Suburb. 
Rupertus Count Palatine, in 1346. opened here an Unt- 
verſity, and endowed it with great Privileges. In 1522 
this City was taken by the Spaniards, and plundered: 
and the Noble Library, which the Princes Palatine 
had collected, was ſent to 'Reme. In the long Swed:ſ 
War, it was taken, and retaken ſeveral times till at 
laſt in 1649. by the Treaty of Muſter, it was re- 
ſtored to its former Maſter, In 1688. Offober = 
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th the City and Caſtle were furrendred tothe 
_—_ Thi City is ſuppoſed to be the Budvris of 
Prolemy ; and was 11 ancient times the Seat of the 
Vanoones. :

Deria, Hela, a Town 1n Pruſſia Polonca, upon 
the Bay of Pautzkerwick,, almoſt encompalled by the 
Baltick Sea: It ftands four German Miles from 
Dantzick, to the North ; burnt in 1572. by an acct- 
dental Fire, but fince rebulit. 

Deilichlandt, Aftania, Saxonm Tnſula, a ſmall 
[land belonging to the Duke of Hoiſtern; fix Miles 
from the Shoars of Dithmarſh to the Weſt. Here- 
tofore four German Miles in Compaſs : but in 800. a 
great part of it periſhed by a Tempeſt ; and in 1300, 
another part of what was left before, was ſwallowed 
up by the Ocean , which in its Rage ſometimes caſts 
away Iflands like common Vetlels. It confifts now 
but of one fingle Parith. 

Hetilsberg, a Town in the Regal Pruſſia, upon the 
River Alle; which has a Caſtle : Seated in the Territo- 
ry of Ermelanat,or Marmerland: The Biſhop of which 
Province reſides in it : eight German Miles from Re- 
genſperg to the South. Built in 1240. : 

Bets, Hericus, Herue, an Iſland on the Coaſt of 
Poifou, near the Confines of Bretagne. 

Þeiterſhetm, or Hazterſherm, a ſmall Town in 
the Province of Briſpow in Germany, in which the 
Grand Prior of the Order of Malta for Germany (who 
18 a Prince of the Empire) ordinarily refides. 

The Jfland of ©. Yelen, is ſeated in the Ar /an- 
tick Ocean, in 16 deg- of Southern Lat. Diſcover'd 
by Foannes de Nova, a Portrigueſe, in 1502. on S. He- 
lex's Day. It is thirteen Miles in Compaſs, and lies at 
a vaſt diſtance from all other Lands 3 between Africa 
to the Eaſt, and Brafi! to the Weſt, nearer the for- 
mer. | It is moutitainous , but fruitful, and abounds 
with what is uſeful for the Life of Man, except Wheat. 
It has four Valleys, and as many Springs towards its 
North end. For a long time it lay open to the Benefit 
of all Mankind ; but about twenty years fince, the 
Engliſh ſettled a Colony here,which is become exceed- 
ing timmerous. 

Heltcona, Helicon, a Mountain in Beotza, (now 
called Stramwlipa,) near Parnaſſus, if not a Part of 
it: Sacred to the Muſes of old , thence entituled He- 
licontdes, and much celebrated by the Greek and Latin 
Poets, In it was the Sepulchre of Orpheus,the Fountains 
of Hippoerene and Aganippe : Near it were the Cities 
of Theſpia, Aſcra, and Niſſa, now Zagaya, There 
Was alſo a River in S#eily ſo called, which is now the 
Oltvero on the North ſide of that Iſland : And another 
in Macedoma, now the Faribo. | 

Vellopolis, an ancierit City of the Kingdom of E- 
2Lypt, near Cazro, to the Eaſt. It received this Name 
from a ſtately Temple there, that was dedicated to the 
Sun, The Arabians called it; Ain Schemes, 1. e. the 
Eye of the $un. Now tiothirig but the Ruines is ex- 
tant of it. $_ There were two other Cities of the ſame 
Natne in the days of Antiquity 3 one in Phenicia, and 
one in C:l;o1a,in the Lefſer Aſia; both of theta Epiſco- 
pal Sees : The firſt under the Patriarch of Conſt anting- 
ple; the ſecond, Antioch. $ Alfoa City of the Up- 
Per Saxony itt the oa of Brandenburg in Ger- 
many ; built by Charles MH. and now called Sotwedel, 
1. ee the Valley of the Sum. There had been a Statue 
dedicated to the $197, and verierated here, in the Pa- 
2an Times. | 

Delleſpont, the Famons Streights betwixt Europe 
and Aſia, now called the Strezghts of Gallipoli, or the 
Dardanelles, atid the Arm of S. George. It was here 
that Xer.xes Whipt the Sea, and after his Loſs of the 
Battle of Thermopyle;eſcaped to Abydor;out of a Storm, 
Ina Fiſhermans Skitt; 
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Deimechtmenich, Gedro/ia, a Province of the 
Kingdom of Perſia. 

V:lnicitep, a M:irket Torn in the North-Riding 
of Torksbire, in the Hundred of Ridal, upon a finall 
River which afterwards falls into the Derwent. 

Helmont, He/montium, a Town of Brabant. which 
has a very ancient Cattle; and is the Capital of K:m- 
perland under the Unzted Provinces : It lics in the 
middle between Borſleduc tothe Welt, and Roermond 
to the Eait; fix Miles from the latter, and fix from 
Nzemeguen to ihe South. 

Helmftad, He/m:ftadium, Hemopolis, a ſmall and 
incon{iderable Town in Germany, under the Duke of 
Brunſwick Wolffenbuttel, ever ſince 1490. having 
before that been tubject to its Abbot. It ftands in the 
Confines of the Dukedom of Brunſwick; between 
Brunſwick to the Welt, and Magdeburg to the Eait ; 
upon the River Aller : fix German Miles from Wolf- 
fenbuttel to the Fait , eleven from H:/deſherme to the 
North-Eaſt, and five from Haiber/tad to the North. 


| Fulius Duke of Brunſiick opened here an Univerlity 


1n 1576. which from him is called Academia Fulia. 

Yelmſtad, a ſtrong Sea-Port Town in the Province 
of Hallandt, on the Baltich Sea, towards the Borders 
of Scannia ; Which by a Treaty in 1645. was yielded 
to the Swedes. 

Helſingfozd, Heiſing fordia, a ſmall City of Nyland 
(a part of Finland) upon the Shoars of the Bay of 
Finland ; where it receives the River Wanda , over 
againſt Revel, in Long. 43.45 Lat. 60. 10. 

Hellinglandt, Hel/inga, a Province of Sweden ; 
between Dalecar! to the Welt, Zemplandt and Midle- 
pad to the North , and the Balrick Sea to the Eaſt : 
the principal Town of which is Had{wickwalc, 

Deiſon, a Borough Town in the Connty of Corn- 
wall, in the Hundred of Kerryer, which elects two 
Parliament Men. | 

Hemia, Amiſus, a City of Paphlagonia, in the 
Leſſer Aſia; called Amid and Hemid Vy the Turks, 
and Sesmſo by the Greeks : It is an Archbiſhop's See, 
built on the Shoars of the Euxine, an hundred Miles 
from _ to the Eaſt ; upon the Outlet of the River 
Caſalmach, which comes from Amaſia ; twenty Ger- 
man Miles South of Hemid, or Simiſo, avit is called in 
the Maps. 

Demid, or Cara-Heniid, Amida, a City of Meſo- 
potamia,which now gives Name to that Country, it be= 
ing the Capital of it, and is called Dzarbeck from this 
City. It is a great and populous City, th= Seat of .a 
Turkiſh Governor, and of a Chriſtian Archbiſhop. It 
ſtands from Arzrz, a City of the Leſſer Armenia to 
the South-Eaſt, an hundred and twenty Miles; from 
Aleppo to the Eaſt, ſixty. See Caraemit, Long. 78. 
I5- Lat. 39. 30. | | 

Hempſted, a Market-Town in Harzfordſkire, in 
the Hundred of Dacor. F 

Hemz, Emiſa, Emeſſa, a City of Syria, called 
Haman by the Turks, Kemps by Poſtellus; which is 
an Archbiſhop's See under the Patriarch of Antioch, 
upon the River Orontes, ( which paſſeth by Antzoch,) 
forty three Miles from Damaſcus to the North, eighty 
from Antioch to the Eaſt, and about fixty from Pal- 
myria to the Welt. It is a pretty Town, walled with 
black and white Stone half a Pike high : it had for- 
merly a Dike, now filled with Rubbiſh : It has tweaty. 
five Towers, fix Gates, and five Churches. The chief 
Church was built by S. Hel#:; and was in the Hands 
of the Chiſtians till about 160 years agone. On the 
South it has a Caſtle, not taken from the Chriſtians 
without much Bloodſhed, and therefore left to berui- 
ned. See M. Thevenot, part 1. pag. 223. and 
Haman. 

Henlep, a Market-Town in Oxfordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Bznfie/d, upon the River Thames, over 
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Which it has a fair Bridge. This Town drives a great 
Trade of Malt. $ There is another Henly in War- 
wickſhire, in the Hundred of Barlickway, vpon the 
River Alne, called Henley in Arden for Diſtinction 
rom the Precedent. 

Þennicberg, an ancient Caſtle in the Circle of Fran- 
conia in Germany, ſeven Leagues from Schweinfurt, 
and eight from Fuld, upon a Rock, at the Foot 
whereof paſſes the River Srrew. This Caſtle gives 
Name to one of the moſt confiderable Counties in Ger = 
many: which is bounded on the Eaſt and North by 
Thurtngia, on the Weſt by Haſſia, and on the Souti 
by the Dioceſe of Murrzburgh ; being in length from 
Eaſt to Weſt almoſt two days Journey. The Emperor 
Maximilian TI. erected it into a Principality, which 
Title, in 1583. pafſed into the Houſe of Saxony. 

Þennebont, Hannebon, Hannebontum, a ancient 
Town vpon the River B/aver, ( which falls into the 
Sea near Port Louts,) in the South of Bretagne in 
France ; four Leagues from the Shoars of the Sea, and 
three from the ſaid Port ; thirty two Miles from Ren- 
9165 to the South-Weſt, and ten from Yenres to the 
North Weſt. Heretofore very ſtrongly fortified, but 
now neglected. Tt has a very fir Church. 

Benſterberg, Cerius, a Mountain of Arſtria ; 
which begins in the Lower Auſtria at the Danube, 
three Miles from Vienna to the Weſt , and running 
South through Stiria and Carinthia , ends at the 
Drave ; being called in different Countries by various 
Names. x ; 

Yeppen, Apianum, a Caſtle in the Biſhoprick of 
Trent. | 

Herac, Petra, a City of Arabia Deſerta, called 
Rabath in the Scriptures. It was in the latter times 
an Archbiſhop's See urder the Patriarch of Zeruſalem, 
having before been under the Patriarch of Alexandria. 
It ffandsin the Confines of Paleſtine, upon the Brook 

areth. Long. 66. 45. Lat. 30. 20. 

Deracaian, the ſame with Kherman. 

Yerachia, /Heratia, a ſmall Ifl:nd in the Archipe- 
lago, Eaſt of Scinuſa, and not far trom Heraclea in 
Thrace. 

Pcraclia, Heraclea, a City in Thrace, called Urbs 
Herculea in Claudian, Perinthus by Ptolemy, and be- 
fore Mygdonia, now frequently Araclea. It 1s an 
Archbiſhop's See under the Patriarch of Conſtantino- 
ple; at the firſt its Superior, and the Metropolis of 
Thrace it {elf ; ſo that the Biſhop of Byzantium,was a 
Sufiragan to the Biſhop of Heraciea. Severus the 
Emperor finding the City of Byzantium, (now Con- 

Ptantinople,) in the Hands of Peſcennins Niger, his 
Rival, in 194. beſieged it ; and having taken it after 
a Siege of three Years, diſmantled, burnt and ruin'd 
it; and gave all its Lands to the City of Heraclea, 
which from thenceforth was advanced above Byzan- 
tum; and continued fo,till Conſtantine built Conſton- 
tinople, in the beginning of the LV. Century. The Bi- 
ſhop of Heraclea became by this means ſuperior to the 
Biſhop of Byzantium. But Heracica is now in a decay- 
ing Condition, thus deſcribed by Mr. Wheeler. This 
Toirn hath a good Harbour whoſe Mouth lieth Eaſt of 
it, turning 4bout ſo, that it maketh a Peninſula. 
The Town lieth im the Neck, of this, having the Sea 
on one ſide and the Port on the other 5 which Port is 
five Males im Circumference. There appeared great 
plenty of Marble Antiquities, broken and ſcattered 
about by the unregarding Turks. Among ſt the reſt, 
1 found one Inſcription dedicated to Severus their 
great Benefattor. A poor Place ut t5,but anArchbiſhops 
See for all that; and the Cathearal one of the beſt 
now ſtand:ng in Turky. In ze, Sir Edward Guitts, 
one of the Embaſſadors of England, /ies buried ; who 
died here before hrs Return ; upon whoſe Tomb is a 
Greek Inſcription. This City lies 52 Miles from Con- 
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Rantinop/e to the Weſt, and ſeventy from Ga!!ipolt ts 
the North-Weſt. Heretoire a great many Cities in 
Greece, Alia, Eyypt, and Jtaiy, have born the ſame 
Name of Heraclea; but they are all ruined or changed 
into ſuch diſtant Names, as that this lace belongs 
no no wto them. 

Herbauges, Herbadi/ia, an old ruined City not 
far from Nantes, in the Confines of Bretagne and 
Porfttoy ; mentioned in the Lives of the Saints. 
 Herberſtein, a Barony in the Province of Carinthia 
in Germany. 

' Derbipoli. See MWurtzburp. 

Yerbozne, Herborna, a fmall Town in Weſter. 
walt, in the County of Dillemburgh; which is an 11. 
niverſity, or rather has a College founded in it, by 
Fohn Count of Dullemburgh, in 1585. It {tands 
four German Miles from Marpurg to the Weſt, and 
three from Gi/ſen:, cr Gieſſen. 

Derck, Archa, a Town or Caſtle in the Biſhovrick 
of Lezge, in the Confines of Brabant ; in the micdie 
between Maeſtricht to the Eaſt, and Lovarn to the 
Weſt. $ There is alſo a River called the Ferch,whick 
flowing by Tongren, or Tongres, and this Caſtle of 
Herck , tallsinto the Demer [ Demera\} one Mile above 
Bardieſt. . 

Yerkleng , »Herculis Caſira, a Town of Gue!- 
deriand. 

 Herefozd, Herefordia, Ariconium , a City and 
Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, upon 
the River ye, on the Borders of South Wales, beyond 
the Severn; which grew up out of the Ruins of Aricons- 
um,an old Roman Town not far from it. Camden faith, 
of old it was called Ferulega or the Foreſt. S.Ethe/bert 
King of the Eaſt-Angles was lain here by Offa King 
of the Mercians, who invited him to his Court to 
Marry his Daughter ; and by the malicious Initigation 
of 2zenred his Queen, did this baſe Act, about 749. : 
After which the Eaſt-Angles continued under the 
Mercians ſeventy ſeven Years. The Prince being e- 
{teemed a Martyr, there was a Church built to his Ho- 
nour, and a Bifhoprick eſtabliſhed in it. In 1055. it 
was burnt by the WelſÞ, but ſoon after rebuilt and 
fortified : Yet it was very ſmall at the time of the 
Conqueſt, not having above an hundred Men within 
and without. The Normans built here a very ſtrong 
Caſtle, (now ruined,) and walled the City. Reine/m 
the Biſhop built part of the Cathedral, in the Reign of 
Henry 1. whoſe Succefſors built the reſt, and the 
Cloſe. Its Long, is 20. 24- Lat. 52. o6- The firſt 
Biſhop was Puzra, placed here in 680. Reine/m the 
XXR. in Order, ſucceeded in 1107. and fat eight - 
Years. In the year 673. Theodore Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury held a Council here. There are ſix Gates 
for Entrance into it, and fifteen Watch-Towers. 

Yerefo2dthire, Silures, by the Welſh called Eri- 
muck, is of an Oval Form. Bounded on the Eaft - 
with Worceſterſhire and Glouceſterſhire, on the South 
with Monmouthſhire, on the Welt with Radnorſhire 
and Brecknock,, and on the North with Shropſhire. 
It 1s a pleaſant fruitful County, abounding with all 
things neceſlary for the Life of Man: They have a 
Proverb; that as to the three Fs, that is, V/Vheat, 
VVool, and VPater, it is equal to any County in 
England. The VVye, Lug, and Munow, after they 
have fertilized the various Parts of this County, meet 
below Monmouth ; and paſs in one Channel into the 
Severn, near Chepſtow. William Fitz-Osborn was 
created Earl of Hereford by William the Conqueror, 
in the firſt year of his Reign, Anno Chriſts 1066. 
Henry de Bohun (deſcended from the former Earls, 
in 1199) his Poſterity in ſeven Deſcents enjoyed it 
till 1371. Henry of Bull;ngbrook ſucceeded (as Duke 
of Hereford) in the Right of Mary bis Wife, Daugh- 


ter of Humfrey de Bobun the laſt Earl of that Famvly, 
in 
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3268. In 1547. Walter d Eureux, deſcended from 
indy et Fray ad Bohuns, was created Viſcount of this 
County. Leiceſter & Eureux the preſent Polleſſour 
is the eighth in this Line ; and a Mzr2or. ; | 
ren, Carrhe, a City in Meſopotamia, called 
Heren, or Hirran by the Turks : It wasa Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Edeſſa at firſt ; but afterwards 
it became the Metropolis it ſelf: Seated in the Pro- 
vince of D:arbeck. near the River Chabor 3 forty Miles 
from Edeſſa, ſixty from Euphrates to the Eait. The 
Tartars under Tamberlane, treated this City with great 
Cruelty : fince that it has been in a declining condi- 
tion, and now not much inhabited. It is mentioned 
ſeveral times in the Holy Scriptures upon the account 
of Abrahan!s ſojourning , and burying his Father 
Terab here, before he went into the Land of Canaan, 
(Gen. 11. 31. As 7. 4) in which laſt place it 1s 
called Charran in Meſopotamia, And by Flsny, and 
Ptolemy,Charre. Its Long. 1s 73. 20. Lat. 36.10. _ 
Sbach, a Town in the Dioceſe of Cleves in 
Germany. ET | 
Hert, Aria, a Province in Perfia, in Afia; more 
commonly called Hera or Herat ; it has a City and a 
River of the ſame Name. This River, in the later 
Maps called Pul1moilon,: riſeth out of the Mountains 
of Caſſubi ; and waſhing the Walls of this City on 
all fides (it ſtanding in an Iſland ) falls into the 
Lake of Burgian. The City is called Ser-hers ; in 
Long- 100, 13. and Lat 36. 20. Ninety German 
Miles Weſt of Candahar, one hundred and twenty 
South-Eaſt of the Caſpian. The. Roſes of this Pro- 
vince are thought the belt in the World. The Pro- 
vince of Hers 1s a part of that of Choraſan ; which 
is one of the mot rich, fertile and populous Provinces 
in all Perſia. In the City of Herz are made the beſt 
Per/ian Tapeſtries: on which, and other accounts, it 
is much frequented by the Indians, who mult paſs 
through it in their way to Per/ia. See Olearius his 
Travels. . : | 
Herit, Adramite, a Province in Arabia the 
boppy. | | | 
Þerma, or Erma, a City of Galatia, called Ger 
ma, or Therma, by the ancient Geographers ; and 
now ſometimes Germaſte. It itands in the Confines 
of Bithynia and Phryg1a ; upon the River [| Sagars- 
wm] Sacrio; where it falls into the Caſulsrnach, 
which falls into the Erxine Sea at Cagantr, twenty one 
German Miles Ealt of Scutars. This City is placed 
thirty ſix German Miles Eaſt of Burſia. Now an 
Archbiſhop's See. Long. 60. 10. Lat. 42. 25. 
Hermanftad, C:b:nium, a City in Tranſylvania, 
commonly by the Inhabitants called Seben and Je» 
ben ; by the Italians Cibinto ; by the Germans Her- 
manſtad, The Capital of that Dukedom ; the Seat 
of the Prince : a great, populous, ſtrong, well-built 
. City ; ſcated ina Plain upon the River [ Cibsnium |] 
Cibin, which a little lower falls into the Aluta. The 
Inhabitants are Saxons : it ſtands fifteen Miles from 
Clauſemberg to the Eaſt, and eight from Alba Julia. 
A Biſhop's See, under tbe Archbiſhop of Colocza z 
though there is now no Biſhop of it. The late Duke 
of Lorrain, of famous Memory, in November 1687. 
put into this place a Garrifon of three thouſand Impe- 
rialiſts, by the agreement of Prince Abafts, (then 
Prince of Tran/ylvania,) to enjoy the ſame for their 
Winter Quarters. 
Hermanſtein, or Erenbre:itſtein, Eremberti laps, 
a Caſtle in the Biſhoprick of Trier in Germany, upon 
the Rhine, near its Confluence with the Moſelle, 
ftanding on a Rock that is on all ſides inacceflible : 
which makes it one of the ſtrongeſt in Germany. 
It ſuſtained a long Siege in the year 1637. and could 
only at laſt be taken by Famine. 
Hermanville, a place near Ca/as in France, 
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Lierndall, Herndalia, a part of Norway on this 
ſide. the Mountains of Norway ; by the Province of 
+emplanat ; on whica depends Nomedale, Hellrge= 
landr, Froftein , Inder, tleroa, and feme others; 
which, togetier with it, were yielded to the Swedes 
in 1645. by the Danes. | 

Herou, Heropolzs, a City of Egype, near the bot- 
tom of the Red Sea; ninety miles trom Damiata to 
the South-Ea\t, about thirty five Eng/1/Þ Miles from 
Sues to the Welt, and ſixty from the next Shoar of 
the Mediterranean to the South. Mentioned by Pliry 
and Ptolemy. Its Long. 63 30. Lat. 29. 50. 

Derſtal, #Zeri/te/ or Hariſtal, a Town upon tke 
Maes, near Liege in W:Rphalia, :dorned heretofore 
with a magnificent Palace, built by Pepin King of 
France, who reſided ſo frequently at it, that in the 
French Hiltory he is firnamed Pepin of Heriſte!. 
This Palace was afterwards deſtroyed by the Nor- 
mans. 

Derſteld, a City in the Circle of Weſtpha/ra in Ger- 
many, upon the River eſer, belonging to the Bi- 
ſhops of Paderborne fince the year 1608. The Peo- 
ple of Paderborne conſpiring once againſt their Biſhop, 
the Epiſcopal See was removed from Paderborne hi- 
ther, which was re eſtabliſhed at Paderborne again in 
799. Charles the Great allo re{:ded here ſome con- 


' tiderable time. 


Dertfozd, Durecobriva, a Town in a County of 
the ſame name, in the South of En2l/and, upon the 
River Lea or Ligean, as the Saxons called it, which 
runs through it: In 607. here was a Synod. Now 
(faith Mr. Cambden) it is not very populous, yet for 
its Antiquity it deſerves regard. It has given Name 
to this County, and is reputed the Shire-Town. It 
has a Caſtle, built (as ſome think) by Edward .the 
Elder ; enlarged by the Family De Clare, to whom 
it belonged, as Earls of Hereford, in the times of 
Henry LI. and King Stephen. Afterwards it belonged 
to the Crown: Edward Il. granted it to Fohn of 
Gaunt his Son, then Earl of Richmond, and after 
Duke of Lancaſter. s Da 

Yertfozdſhire, Herfordie Comitatus, Cattieu- 
chlani, hath on the North Cambridgeſhire ; on the 
Weſt Bedfordſhire, and Bucknrha bes on the 
South Middleſex, and on the Eait Eſſex: it is very 
{ruitful as to Corn and Paſture ; has plenty of Woods, 
and Groves; and for great Towns and Rivers, it may 
vye with moſt Counties in Eng/and, conſidering its 
bigneſs. This County had firſt for Earls or Mar- 
queſſes, the Family De Clare ; who for ſeven Deſcents 
between 1139. and 1314. enjoyed this Title. Being 
extinguiſhed, Henry VIII. in 1537. created Edward 
Seymour , Viſcount Beauchamp, Earl of Hereford ; 
who afterward in 1551. was made Duke of Sommer- 
ſet, being the fourteenth Earl, and ſeventh of his Fa- 
mily, who hath born this amongſt other Titles of 
Honour. |

AN » 

ertzogthumb , in the Hizh Dutch ſignifies a 
Dukedom , and is frequently uſed by them. So 
Pertzoegthumb Bzemen, is the Dukedom of Bre- 
men. Yertzogthumb Ferden, is the Dukedom of 
Ferden. | 

Derult, an ancient People of the Country now 
called the Dukedom of Meck/eburg, in the Lower Sa- 
xony , in Germany, towards the Baltick Seaz who 
eſtabliſhed themſelves in [aly in the fifth Century, 
and were of the number of thoſe Barbarians that 
formed their States upon the ruin of the Roman 
Empire. Odoacer their King diſpoſlefied Anuguſtulus 
in the year 476. and having reigned _about ſeventeen 
years, he was ſlain by Theodorzck King of the Oſtro- 
gorhs, The Emperor Juſtinian granted then Lands 
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to cultivate : whereupon they not only gave them- 
ſelves entirely to him , but became Chriſtians : and 
Getheſius their King was baptized in 528. Till 
this Converſion, their Cuſtoms were to ofter Me: 1n 
Sacrifices to their Gods , to kill the ſick and aged, 
to oblige Wives not to ſurvive their Husbancis, and 
to indulge themſelves in every voluptuouſneſs. = 

Bervozden, Hervordia , a City in YVeſtphalia, in 
the County of Ravensberg ; once an Imperial and Free 
City, governed by its own Magiſtrates : but in 1647. 
taken by the Duke of Brandenburg , as Count of Ra- 
vensberg, of which this was pretended to be a Mem- 
ber. In 1673. it was retaken by the French ; and 
ſoon after deſerted, and reſtored to that Duke. It 
ſtands ten German Miles from Munſter to the Eaſt , 
five from Minden. There is in it a Nunnery,the Ab= 
beſs of which is a Princeſs of the Empire. | 

Herzegovina, Arcegovina, Chulma, ns. 
Ducatus $. Sabe, a Province in Servia ; called by the 
Turks Caratze-dag-ili, that is, the Black VVoed ; 
by the Inhabitants, Herzegovina; by the French Le 
Duche de Saint Saba. It is the upper part of the 
Kingdom of Boſnia ; lying upon Dalmaria towards 
the Weſt and South ; the principal Town 1n it , 1s 
S. Saba. This was heretofore under Dukes of its own, 
of the Family of Coſſa in Venice. 

Hesdin , or Heſdin-Fert, Heſdinum, Hedena , a 
fortified Town in the Borders of Arto:zs; upon the 
River Chanche [ 21antia, |] which falls into the Bri- 
tiſh Sea below Staple to the North. Built by the 
Spaniards in 1554. in the place where the Village 
of Meſnil formerly ſtood , as a Fort againſt the 
French; who have ſeveral times fince taken it ; till 
in 1659. by the Pyrenean Treaty it was yielded to 
them. It is ſeated in a Moraſs, eight Miles from 4b- 
bevill to the North. 

Heſerwaldt, a Foreſt in the Dukedom of Cleves. 

Heſperia, the Name of Spain and 1:a/y amongſt 
ſome ancient Geographers.

Def3zgang, the Cataracts of the Danube in Auſtria, 
beneath Lentz. 

Bethp, Oceris, one of the Ifles of Orkney ; cal 
led alſo Hoy. 

DG, the ſame with Shez/and, another of thoſe 
Iſles. 

Detrurta, a large Country in the ancient divifion 
of Italy : lying betwixt the Tyber , the Apennine 
Mountains, the Tyrrhenian Sea ; and ſeparated from 
Liguria by the River Macra,now Magra. It was like- 
wit called Thuſcia : The prefent Toſcana, or Pro- 
vince of Tuſcany, containing the greateſt part of it. 

Heu, 1:5, the ſame with 4ſſim, a fmall River in 
Roſs, in the North-Weſt part of Scorland. 

Hexamili, 1/thmus Corintbiacus , that Neck of 
Land which joins the Morea to the reſt of Greece ; 
called thus, becauſe it is ſix Miles over. This Paffage 
has been attempted to be cut through \, to make the 
Morea an Iſland , by Demetrius, Fulius Ceſar, Calr- 

ula, Nero ; and after, by Herodes Atticus, a private 

erſon. Theſe all failing , it was walled againſt the 
Turks by a Grecian Emperour in 1413. By the Ve- 
netians in 1224+ Amurath II. threw down this 
Wall in 1463. Mahomet II: in 1465. intirely ruined 
it, though the Yenetians had ſpared neither labour 
nor charge, to fortifie and ſtrengthen it; making to 
the Wall one hundred and thirty fix Towers, and 
three Caſtles, In 1687. the Venetians caſt out the 
Turks ava, and are poſſeſſed of it. See Morea. 

HDecham, a- Market Town in the County of Nor- 
thumberland, in Tindale Ward, upon the River Tyne, 
and the South fide of the River Trent. This has 
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been anciently a place of great account. For in the 
Infancy of the Saxon Church, we read in Bede, it 
was an Epiſcopal See, with the Title of Eprſcopus Ha- 
gulſtadienſis , in the Perſon of S. Eara { the fifth 
Biſhop of Landisfarne , and the firit of Hexham ) ; 
to whom afterwards ſucceeded nine others, til! the fury 
of the Danes diſcontinued 1t , and the Juriſdiction 
was annexed to the See of Tork. King Henry Vii1. 
removed it from that See, to the County of Nore/um- 
berland, whereby it became annexed to the Bitl;op- 
rick of Durham. The Church here was fcarce inte- 
rtour to any in Eng/ard , betore the Scots pulled a 
great part of it down. It is fourteen Miles from New- 
caſtle to the Eat, and hath claimed the privilege of be- 
ing a Conunty Palatine. 

Hepdon. See Headen. 

Heyſſant, an Ifland upon the Coaſt of Brerapgne in 
France. 

Htamuen, a ſtrong Town in the Province of F:- 
kien in China, in a near adjacent Iſland, to the South of 
Ganhay ; from whence the Merchandifes of China are 
tranſported into the Indzes and the Phi/zppine T{lands. 
It is a conſiderable Place, as well for its Buildings, as 
its Commerce ; yet the Chineſe give it but the Name 
of a Fort, becaule it is a Garriſon. 

Yichan, the fame with Ch:os, an Iſland in the Me- 
diterranean. | 

Yickling, a Market Town 1n the County of Nor- 
Folk, in the Hundred of Happing. 

DYitdzo, a Mountain in Orranto in Italy. 

DYielmeer, a Lake in Sweden, between the Pro- 
vinces of Suderman, and Neritia. 

Hterapolis, an ancient Archiepiſcopal City of Sye 
744. The See was ſubject- to the Patriarch of Ant- 
och. Alſo called Bambyca. $ There was a ſecond 
in the Province now called Germian, or Phrygia Ma- 
for, 1n the Leſſer Aſia : which was likewiſe an Archi= 
epiſcopal See under the fame Patriarch. The Turks 
call the Ruins of this latter ( yet extant ) Bamt- 
boukale. 

Yieres, Olb:ia, Area, a ſmall Town upon the 
Coaſt of Provence in France , two Leagues from 
Thoulon ; which communicates its Name to thoſe 
Iſlands in the Mediterranean, over againſt it, called 
the Zieres. This was an ancient Colony of the Peo- 
ple of Marſeilles,who then gave it the Name of O/bia, 
from the Happineſs of the Soil it ftands in ; and be- 
ing aiterwards changed to Area ,. it thence came to 
be called Hieres. Charles F. King of Feruſalem and 
Earl of Provence , purchaſed it of the Viſcounts of 
Marſeilles ; being heretofore one of the ftronpeit 
Garrifons on the Coaft of Provence, and the ordinary 
place of embarquation for the Pil2rims to the Holy 
Land. It has been adorned with a Collegiate Church 
ever ſince 1572. 

Diero-Cxfarea , an ancient City of Dorzs in the 
Leſſer Aſia, fo called in honour of Ceſar ; before, 
Hierapolis, Tacitus reckons it amonglt the twelve 
Towns, to which being in a great part all ruined by 
an Earthquake in one night , Ceſar remitted their 
Tribute, for five years, to recompence their loſs. 
There ſtood a celebrated Temple here , dedicated by 
Cyrus to Diana. 

L' Htefmois, Oximenſis Pagus, a Territory in 
Normandy , which takes its Name from Hie/mes, a 
Town in Normand) ; ſixteen Miles from Caen to the 
South-Eaſt, and eighteen from Mans to the 
North. 

Dtgham-Ferris, a Corporation in the County 
of Northampton , which has the Election of two Par- 
ſiament-men. The Capital of its Hundred. It ftands 
npon the Eaſtern banks of the River Nen , with a 
Bridge over the ſame , a Free-School, an Alms-houle, 
and anciently a Caftle; whoſe Ruins yet are viſible.

whoſe Grandſon Edward Rich , is the preſent Earl of 
Warwick and Holland. Bu 
Yolland, Batavia, Hollandia, the principal Pro- 
vince of the United Netherlands ; called by the 
Spaniards la Olandia ; and by all others Holland ; 
becauſe it is a low, Marſhy, or Hel/ow Soil ; and much 
over-ſpread with Waters. It is great too, and very 
fruitful : having on the North the Zuzder Sea, on the 
Weſt the German Ocean ; on the South Zealand and 
Brabant ; and on the Eaſt Urrecht, Guelderland, 
and apart of the Xuider. About fixty Leagues 1n Cir- 
cuit, therein containing twenty nine walled Towns(be- 
fides others heretofore walled, which enjoy the ſame 
privileges with thoſe that are ) and four hundred Vil-

The Batavs a Warlike Nation poſlefled the greateſt 
part of thisCountry , in the times of the Roman Em- 
pire: who were conquered by Fulins Ceſar, with the 
reſt of the Gals, of whom this was then thought a 
After the Reman Empire was overthrown in 
the Weſt, this Province being altnoſt diſpeopled by the 
Inroads of the: Norman Fyrats, was given by Charles 
the Bald to Thierrie or Theodorick, a Prince of A- 
quitain, Son of Sigebert, about $63. with the Title 
of a Count or Earl ; his Poſterity enjoyed it till 1206. 
in ſeventeen Deſcents ; when it paſſed to the Earls of 
Hainault ; in which Family it continued till 1417. 
and then it paſſed by the Surrender of Faqueline, 
( Counteſs of Harmon and Holland, )' to Philip che 
Good, Duke of Burgundy, and fo to the Spaniards. 
When Phalsp II. treated this Free People 1ll, they re- 
volted; and in 1572. ſubmitted to VVilizam of Naſ- 
ſan, Prinot of Oraxge; and in 1581. declared King 
Philip to have forfeited all his Sovereignty :- and ha- 
ving, leaj themſelves with their Neighbour States, 
they. themſelves fo. well againſt that Prince, 
by the affiftance of Queen. E/szaberh, that at laſt they 
forced the Spaniards to acknowledge them a Free 
State. And though the French King, Lewss XIV. by 
a ſudden Sueprize, brought them very low in the 
year. 1672. yet the next year - they forced him to 
withdraw his Garriſons, and recovered every inch of 
Ground from him. * The Prince of Orange:, though 
aChild in Age , out-doing by the blefling of Hea- 
ven,:the oldelt States-ren, and the moſt experienced 
Generals.

Calile belonging to the Crown in 
Northamptonſhire ; where King Charles the Martyx 
was kept a Priſoner by the Parliamentarians , fra 
Feb. 17. 1646, to Fune 4. 1647. when by Cort 
Foyce, one of the Officers of the Rebels, he was car- 
ried to Childerfley, and thence to Newmarket. Here 
that afflicted Prince had leifure to compoſe that ex- 
cellent Piece , after his death Printed under the Title 
of *Erxwy Bamaxa; which contributed more to 
the Re ettabliſhment of his Children , and the Revi. 
ving his oppreſſed Honour , than all the Armies and 
Forces in the World could have done. 

Holderneſs, the moſt South-Eaſtern Promontory 
or Cape in ork ſhire , called Ocellum by Ptolemy. 
It lies North of Salrfleet, a Town in Lincolyſl.ure, 
and ſhoots it, ſelf forth into the Sex a great way : 
There are divers Towns in it: King Fames I. created 
Fohn Ramſey, Viſcount Hardington in Scotland, Farl 
of this Place, and Baron of K:ygſton upon Thames, 
Anno 1620. The late Prince Rupert bore the ſame 
Title, by the Creation of King Charles I. in 1643. 
which is now enjoyed by Conyers D' Arcie , the pre- 
ſent Earl of Holderneſs, of the Creation of King 
Charles IL. 

La Yougſt Uaſt, or Pore de /a Hogue, Opga, or 
Ozaſti, Vedaſti , a Haven, or Sea-Port-Town 11 the 
Territory of Conutances in Normandy ; ten Miles 
from Bayeux to the Weſt, and ſixteen from Caen to 
the ſame. 

Holſtein, Holſatia, that is, as the Name ſignifies 
in the German Tongue, the Hollow Stone, or Rock, 
or rather , a Country overgrown with Woods and 
Foreſts, ( as Yolt ſignifies in the German Tongue, ) is 
a Dukedom of great extent in the Lower Saxony, in 
Germany ; though often comprehended in the King= 
dom of Denmark, becauſe a part of it is ſubject to 
that Crown. .- It was anciently a part of the Cherſc- 
neſus Cimbrica: bounded on the North by the Duke- 
dom of Sleſwick , or South- Jutland; on the Welt 
with the German Ocean:; on the Eaft with the Bal- 
rick Sea z and on the South with the Dukedoms of 
Bremen and Lunenburgh; ſeparated from it by the 
Elbe. Tt is divided into four parts ; ' D:zthmaryſen , 
Holſtein, Stormaren, and VVageron. The principal 
Cities in it, are Lubeck, and Hamburgh ; which are 
Hanſe-Towns, or Imperial Free Cities: beſides which, 
there are Kze/, and Rensburg in Holſtein ; Krem- 
pend, and : Gluck&tad i Stormaren, Part of this 
Dukedom is under the King of Denmark, and part 
of it under the Duke of Ho//tezn. The ancient Inha- 
bitants were the'Saxons , our Anceſtors, who about 
449. began the Conquelt of Brirain , which perhaps 
were but ſome Tribes of the C:zmbrians.- The reſt 
which remained in Germany, were conquered with 
the Saxons, by Charles the Great ; and continued 
under the Empire till 1114. when Lotharius the Em- 
perour gave Hoiſt, ( or Ho/ſtern, properly ſo called,) 
to Adolf of Schaumburgh, with the Title of Earl of 
Holſtein : whoſe Polterity enjoyed it till 1459. in 
eleven Deſcents ; when Chriſtiern of Oldenburgh, 
King of Denmark, Sweden, and Norway , Son of 
Theodorick Earl of Oldenburgh , and of Hedvigzs , 
( Siſter of Henry and Adolph , the two laſt Earls of 
Holſtein, ) ſucceeded in the Earldom of Holſtesm. 
The preſent Dukes of Holſtein are deſcended from 


Chriſtiern Il, King of Denmark ; who died in 1533- 
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From Chriſtian IH. one of his Soris, ate deſcended 
the Dukes of Holſtein Regals 3 from Adolph, another 
Son, are derived the Dukes of Holſtein Gortorp. But 
this Work will not permit me to purſue theſe Lines 
any, further. : i 

Þoilt, a Market Town in the County of Norfolk, 
The Capital of its hundred. ; 

Holp Jfland, a ſmall Iſland upon the Coat of the 
County of Northumberland, not far from Ber wack : 
in which there is one Town, with a Church and Caitle, 
and a good haven defended by a Block-houfe. The 
Air and Soil not very grateful ; yet well accommoda- 
ted with Fiſh and Fowl. Its ancient Name was Lin- 
dyfarne, a famons Epiſcopal See made by S. Aidan 
{ one of the firſt Apoſtles of -theſe parts) in the be- 

inning of Chriſtianity here * wen See continued 
on the Year 637, to 990. under two and twenty 
Biſhops, called the Biſhops of Lindsfarne, till the 
inſolencies of the Danes ofrmtheſe Coaſts compell'd the 
religious to remove to Dyrham. It got the Name of 
Holy Iſland from the Sangtity of the Biſhops, Monks, 
and others that retired hither, to enjoy the benefit of 
its ſolitude and privacy. 

Domano, YVomanus, a River of Italy in Abruzzo, 
a Trovi:.ce of the Kingdom of Naples ; which ſpring- 
ing from the Apennine, falls into the Adriatich Sea ; 
between the Peſcara, [Aternus] and the Tronto, | Tru- 
entus,] which laſt falls into the ſame Sea, near 4/colz, 
Nortiz of Homans. OT 

Homburgh, a very ſtrong Town in the Territory 
of waſgorr, in the Palatirate of the Rhine 1n Germany z 
which has a Caſtle built on a ſteep Hill ; not above 
two French Leagues from Bzpont to the North. This 
Town was taken by the French in 1679. and is ſtill 
in tkeir Hands. There 1s another Town of this Name 
in Haſſia ; and a Caſtle in the Dominion or Territory 
belonging to the City of Baſil. 

Yonan, a Province of the Kingdom of China, to- 
wards the North-Eaſt part : bounded on the North 
with Xanz and Pek;zm ; on the Welt with Xenſi, on 
the South with Huquan, and on the Eait with Nan 
tum. The Capital City is C&ifung ; the other are 
Queite, Chargte, Gucihei, Hoarching, Nanyang, 
and Funging. This Province contains eight great Ci- 
tics, an hundred ſmaller Cities or-great Towns, and 
589296 Families. There isa City of the ſame Name 
with this Province, in the North- Weſt part of it, 
near the River Crocensz which cuts through the N. 
of this Province. The Chineſe call it, their Garden 
of pleaſure, from its lertility ; and ſay, it lies in the 
middle of the World. - 

Pondura, a Province of new Spain, of great ex- 
tent : bounded on the North and Eaſt with the Mar 
del Zur, and Bay of Hondura; on the South with Ns. 
caragua, and on the Weſt Guatimala. It lies two 
hundred Miles in length from Eaft to Weſt, and an 
hundred in breadth from North to South ; under the 
Government of the Prefect of Guarimala. The prin- 
cipal Ci:tes and Towns in it, are Valadolid, Commai a- 
gua, (mace a Biſhop's See in 1558.) Gracias & Dios, 
and Ti ug1/tzo, &c. A very fruitful Province in Maze, 
Corn, Paiturage, Fruits, and Mines. The Bay of 
Honduras 1s a part ofthe Naxth Sea, with the Province 
of its own Name to the South, and Incatan to the 
North. There are divers Iſlands in it, 

Honfleur, 74:c6o1a, Honflorium, Honflevius, a 
City of Normandy, upon the Shoars. of the Britiſh 
Sea, upon the Mouth of the Seyze, over againſt Har- 
few, | three Leagues from Havre de Grace to the 
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Hentton or Horniton , a "Borough and Market 
Town in the County of Devon, and the hundred of 
4x fier, upon the River Orer. 1t has the honour 
of e!:.Cting two Parliament men. 


DHonnean, Hon, a River in Ar:01s. 

HYonnecour. See Hoencourt- = 

S. Yonoze de Lerin, Lerium, Lerina, a ſmall 
Iſland on the Coaſt of Provence, in which 1s a very t:- 
movs Monaſtery : it lies two Leagues from Art:be, 
[Antipols,] tothe South, and tive from Frezus to the 
Eaſt, towards the Confines of Pzedmont. 

HYookden, the Streights between Ca/as aid Dover. 

Doozne, Horna, a City in North Holland, not 
great, but very well fortified ; it ſtands in the Con- 
fines of Weſt-Frieſland, upon the Xuyder Sea, (upon 
which it has a large and a ſafe Harbor ; ) four Leagues 
from Alcmaer to the Eaſt, and fix from Amſterdam 
to the North. Once an Imperial and Free City, but 
now exempted, and under the Dominion of the States 
of Holland. Firſt walled in the Year 1426. It had 
heretofore divers fine Churches and Monatteries in it : 
And now the privilege of a Voice in the Afemblies 
of the States General. 

Hooznens, Hoornſche, Eylandt, an Iſland in the 
Mar dei Zur, diſcovered by Fames le Maire, an In- 
habitant ot: Hoorn, in 1616. It hes twelve hundred 
-German Miles from the Coaſt of Peru, towards Afia, 
in Long. 228. Southern Lat. 12. Little, but very fruit- 
ful. 

Hozburgh, Argentuarra, a Caſtle near the City of 
Colmar, in the Upper Aifatia. See Colmar. 

Hozdogna, a ruined City of Puglia, called by the 
Remans Erdonia or Ardonia: - 

Dozeb, Me/ans, a Mountain in Arabia Petrea ; 
near which Moſes fed the Flocks of Fethro, (his Fa- 
ther-in-Law, ) and received the Command from the 
Angel in the burning Buſh, to fetch up the Children 
of Iſrael out of Egypt : here alſo Elzjah, the Reftorer 
of the Law, heard the $:ll ſmall Yoice. 1. Kings 19. 
12. And if this be the ſame with Strzas, (as S. Ferome 
aſſerts, ) here was the Promulgation of the Law of 
Nature, or the Ten Commandments, given to the 
Iſraelites. It is thought by ſome to extend from Pe- 
tra, a City of Arabia, to /Elan upon the Red Sea ; 
at the diftance of one hundred and eighty Miles from 
Jeruſalem to the South. The Arabians call it Gibel- 
Mouſa, the Mountain of Moſes ; the Europeans, 
Sinai, Monſieur Thevenot, who ſome years ſince 
vilited all theſe Places, in his Travels, gives a large 
Account of theſe Mountains'; and of a great number 
of Monaſteries, Chappels, Hermitages, and Cells poſ- 


ſefled at this day by Greek and Latin Monks: who 


have here many very delicate Gardens, which beſides 
what is eaten by them, afford a good Revenue ; moſt 
of the good Fruit that is ſold at Grand Cairo, being 
carried thither from theſe Gardens, as he obſeryeth. 

Ho2iguela, Orcels, Oriola, a City of Valentia, 
more commonly called Grzhnella ; which isa Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Yalentia : it is ſmall,and 
not much inhabited ; tho ſeated in a pleaſant Valley, 
at the foot of an Hill ; having over it a Caſtle, built 
on a Rock, which 1s honored with the Title of a 
Dukedom : it ftands upon the River Tader, (now Se- 
gura) which falls into the Bay of Alcante ; fix Spani 
Leagues South of that City, and three Leagues Eaſt of 
Murcia. 

Hozmniz, Saocoras, a River of Meſopotamia, which 
falls into the Euphrates ; others call it Ser. 

Yozn, heretofore Heurn, Horna, a ſmall Town in 
the Biſhoprick of Lezge, which has a beautiful Caſtle - 
about one League from the Maes and Roermond ta 
the Welt ; fix from Maeſtriche to-the North: alſo 
the Capital of the Earldonvof Horn, within this Dio- 
cele ; which lies between Guelder/axud to the Eaſt, 
Boſleduc to the North, and the County of Loorg to. 
the South and Weſt. This was heretofore under Earls 
of its cwn ; but they being ExtinGt in the laſt Cen- 
tury, 1t returned ” the Biſhops of Lezge, 
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L)ozne or Cap d' Hoorn, a Cape of the Terra del 
Frego in the South America, towards the Stretphits of 
Magellan : diſcovered in 1616 by Le Marre,a Native 
of Hoorne in Holland : Some Spaniards call it the 
Cape of S. Salvador. Es 

I)oznby, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the hun- 
dred of Loynſdale, upon the River Lon : Noted for 
a Caſtle, call'd Hornby-Caſt/e, the ancient Seat of the 
Lord Morley and Mounteagle. | 

Þozn Caſtle, a Market Town in Lincolnſhire. 
The Capital of its hundred ; upon the River Bane,and 
in the diviſion of Lindſey. 

Dozuviep, Arnapa, a ſmall River of Holland ; 
which ariſeth in Drene, a Territory of Over Tel; 
and flowing through Groningen, a little beneath Hun- 
ſen, falls into the River Rezt Drep, after it has wa- 
tered the City of Groningen. : 

Dozndon on the Y111 a Market Town in the Coun- 
ty of Eſſex, in the hundred of Barſtable. 

Yozomelt, one of the Names of Greece. 

Bozſham, a Market Town in the County of S./- 
ſex, in Bramber Rape. It is a large Borough 
Town, having the Election of 2 Parliament-men, 11- 
tuated near S. Leonards Foreſt. 

Hoztt, Hortanum. See Orta. 

Houdain, Hodanum, a ſmall French City in /a 
Beauſſe, (or in the Government of the I/le of France, 
according to others) near Chartres ; two Leagues 
from Dreux to the North-Eaſt, and elght from Par:s 
to the Weſt, upon the River Vegre. 

La Youlme, Holmeſia, a ſmall Diſtrict in Nor- 
mandy, between the River Orne, (Olsna,) and the Ter- 
ritory of /e Mans; in which there is no Town of note. 

ÞHowden, a Market Town in the E. riding of 76rk 
ſhire, giving Name to a ſmall Territory call'd How- 
denſhire, near the contluence of the Rivers Ouſe and 
Derwent. 

Bop, Dumma, an Iſland of Scor/and,which is one of 
the Orcades, three Miles from the Ifland of Mainland ; 
call'd alſo Hethy. 

Hope, Hoya, a finall Town in Weſtphalia, upon 
the River Weſer; two German Miles from Ferden to 
the South, and from Newburg to the North ; the Ca- 
pital of the Earldom vor: Hoye, in #weſtphalsa ; which 
was under Earls of its own, till 1582, when upon the 
Death of Ozceo, the laſt of them, it fell to the Duke 
of Brunſwick Fell. 

Hudſong Bay, an Arm of the Sea, North of E/to- 
zteland, in the North America ; diſcovered by one 
Hudſon an Engliſhman, in 16 12. 

Pudwicſwaldt, a City or Town in the Province 
of Helſing, in the Kingdom of Sweden, on the Bal- 
rick Sea, towards the Province of Middlepad. 
| Vero, a River of Spain. 
ed, or Hued-s/-Barbar, Icer, Serbes, a River 
in the Kingdom of Alpers, in Africa; which derives 
its head from the Aelas, and takes ſo many turnings 
and returnings amongſt the Mountains, that betwixt 
Bonne and Tunis it comes to be paſſed twenty five 
times. At length falls into the Mediterranean Seca. 
"Beds for Coral upon its Banks. 


ed Nijar,N:ger,a River of Africa in Ethiopia. 
ued el Qutber, Naſabarh, a River in the King- 
dom of Alger. 
neſca, Faventsa, Calicula, Veſci, Oſca, Eſena, 
a City in the Kingdom of Granada. See Horiguela, 
which is the fame City. $ There is another Town of 
the ſame Name, in the Kingdom of —_ upon 
the River Juels ; tourteen Miles from Saragoſa to 
the North-Eaſt , and twenty from Lerida to the 
North-Weſt. This is a Biſhops See under the Arch. 
biſhop o* \ aragoſſay and call'd by- the ancients Oſca 
Uilergetum. A Council was celebrated at it im 598. 
Huctca, a Dutchy in New Caſtz/e, upon the Con- 
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fines of the Kingdoms of Granada and Murcia 

wil, Pernuaria, Hullum, a Town and River in the 
Eait Riding of Torks/4re, The Town 1s ſeated uport 
the Weſt Bank of the River, where 1t entereth tl; 
Humber ; twenty (ix Miles from Tork to the South. 
Eaſt, and eleven from the Spurn Head, or Brirsfh» 
Sea to the North-Wett. Of no greit Antiquity ; 
Edward 1. purchaling the Ground of the Abbat of 
Meanx, and built the Town, which therenpon was 
called Kings Town. He made the Haven allo ; pran- 
ted the Town a Charter, aid divers Liberties ; by 
which means it grew to that it now 1s; being for jtate. 
iy Houſes, ſtrong Forts, well furniſhed Ships, Mer- 
chandize, and plenty of all things, the beſt in this 
part of Ermgland, The Inhabitants afcribe much al- 
ſo to Michael de 1a Poole, Duke of Suffolke ; who 
procured them many Privileges, after he was by KRer- 
chard II. made Duke of Syffo/k, Their gaintul Fi- 
ſheries on the Coalt of Iſe/and, had its ſhare in this 
growth. Being grown Rich, they Walled the Town, 
Paved their Streets, raiſed their chief Magiltrates from 
a Warden to Bailifts ; at laſt in the Reign of Henry VI. 
got the Honor of a Mayor, and tht the Town ſhould 
be a County. Charles the Martyr Treaſured up here 
a goodly Magazine jor the benefit of his Subjects : 
but when he came to uſe it Apri/ 23. 1642. he was 
moſt unworthily and undutifully excluded by Sir 7oh2z 
Hotham ; which on the twenty fifth of the ſame 
Month was by the Parliament juſtified : being upon 
the matter the firlt act of Hoſtility againſt that Holy 
Prince. Hotham,the Son, was routed April 11.1643. 
at Ancaſter, by Colonel Cavendiſh. And both Father 
and Son came to be Beheaded by their Fellows Rebels: 
the firſt in 1644. and the other in 1645. for intending 
to return to their Allegiance. The River of Dull, 
riſeth by Ks/ham in the ſame County ; and paſ- 
ſing on the Eaſt of Beverley, at the diſtance of a 
Mile, falls into the Humber ; between Hull and Drs- 
pole ; being Navigable up to Beverley, and perhaps 
higher. 

Puilſt, Hulſtum, a City in the Low-Countries in 
Flanders, near Gaunt : ſmall, but very well fortified : 
the Capital of the Territory of Waes : taken by the 
Dutch in 1645. and kept by them ever ſince. It ſtands 
five Leagues from Antwerp to the Welt, and ſeven 
trom Gaunt to the North-Weſt, 

Yumago, C://a, an Iſland near Hiſtria. 

Dumain, $:g4, a City of Mauritania in Africa. 

Humana, a ruined City in the Marca Ancomtana. 

Humber, Abw, one of the principal Rivers of 
England ; or rather an Arm of the Sea, into which 
many of the Rivers of this part of Eng/and empty 
themſelves : on the North it hath Torksbire, on the 
South Lincolnſhire : out of the tirſt ot theſe it re- 
ceives the River of Hull ; then the Ouſe, (which bring- 
eth with it Derwent, the Swale, the Tour, the #harf, 
the Are, Calder, and the Dun; ) then the Trene 
which divides Nortingham from Lincolnſhire ; and 
brings many other with it, as the Darwen, the Mans- 
fold, the Seoure, and many others : above Barton 
it receives the Ankam,out of Lincolnſhire : the Mouth 
by which theſe Streams enter the German Occan being 
almoſt ſeven Miles wide. 

Humble, Homelia, a ſmall River of Hantſhire ; 
which rifing by Buſhwaltham and watering Boteley, 
forms an Haven, called Humble Haven, on the Eaſt 
of St. Andrew's Caſtle, over againſt the Iſle of WVighe, 
where it entereth the Br:#iſþ Sea. 

Bungarta, Pannowia znferior, is one of the No- 
blett, but moſt unfortunate Kingdoms , next to 
Greece, in Europe. The Natives call it Magzar ; the 
Poles, Wi when) 5 the Germans, Ungarn; and the 
French, Hungary : On the North it is bounded with 
the Vpper Poland, and Red Ruſſia ; the Carpathian 
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Mountains interpoGng between it and them: on the 
Eaſt with Tranſy/vana and Moldavia; on the Welt 
with Stiria, Auſtria, and Moravia ; and on the 
South with Sclavonia, and Servia. Bandrand (ut» 
cluding Sclavonia) bounds it on the South with Cro- 
atia, Boſnia, and Servia. It extends in length from 
Presburgh, along the Danube, to the Borders of Tran- 
flovania, the ſpace of three hundred Engliſh Miles: 
and one hundred and ninety ot the ſame in breadth : 
it takes in all that Tract of Land, that was poſſeſſed 
heretofore by the 7a:yges Metanaſte, a Sarmatian 
People; and part of Pannonia Superior, and Inferior. 
Wonderfally fruitful ; yielding Corn and Graſs in a» 
bundance; the latter exceeding (when at its greateſt 
length) the height of a Man : it abounds fo in Cattle, 
that it is thought alone to be able to ſerve all Europe 
with Fleſh ; and they certainly ſend yearly into Ger- 
many eighty thouſand Oxen. They have Deer, Par- 
tridges, and Pheaſants in ſuch abundance, that any 
body that will may kill them. They have Mines of 
Gold, Silver, Tin, Lead, Iron and Copper ; ſtore of 
River, or Freſh-water Fiſh ; and Wines equalin good- 
neſs to thole of Candia. The People are Hardy, Co- 
vetous, Warlike; but Slothful and Lazy, not much 
unlike the Ir;//o. Their belt Scholar was St. Zerome. 
Their be\t Soldiers, Fohannes Huniades, and Matthias 
Corvinus. The principal Rivers are the Danube, (which 
divides this Kingdom from end to end, the Savus, the 
Drawvus,and the Tibiſcus : they have one famous Lake, 
called the Balaton, which 1s forty Italzan Miles in 
length. The principal Cities are Buda or Offen, Pres- 
burgh, Aiza-Regals, and Caſchaw. The Hungarians 
are a Trice of the Scythians or Tartars, which in 
the times of Anka Emperour of Germany, poſ- 
ſelled themſelves of Tranſylvania, and the Upper Hun- 
gary; under Lewy IV. Succeſſor to Arnulphus, they 
paſſed the Danube ; waſted all Germany, Italy,Greece, 
Sclavonta, and Dacia; till broken by the Forces of 
Germany, and ſweetned by the Chriſtian Religion, 
(firſt taught them under King Stephen, about 1016. 
by Albert, Archbiſhop of Prague,) they became more 
quiet, and better civilized. This Stephen began his 
Reign in 10co. This Race of Kings continued to 
1302. in twenty three Deſcents : when Charles Mar- 
tel, ( Son of Charles King of Naples, and Mary 
Daughter to Srephen IV. King of Hungary,) partly 
by Election, partly by Inheritance and ck ſuc- 
ceeded to this Crown : to him ſucceeded Lemws his 
Nephew, in 1343. Charles II. (another of his Deſcen- 
dents) in 1383, Sigi/mund Emperour, King of Bohe- 
71a, in the Right of Mary his Wife, (Eldelt Daugh- 
ter of Lews) in 1387. Albert of Auſtria, in the 
Right af Elzzabeth his Wite, (Daughter of Sig 
mond) in 1438. Uladiſlaus, Son of Albert and 
Elizabeth, in 1444+ Matthias Corvinus, Son of 7o- 
hannes Huniades, by Election in 1458. Uladi/laus IT. 
Son of Caſſimir IV. King of Poland and of Eliza- 
beth, (Daughter of Albert) in 1491. Lews I. flain 
in the Battel of Mohatz, ſucceeded in 1517. and 
was ſlain in 1527. John Sepuſio, Vaiwode of Tranſjl- 
vania, choſen upon his Death, ſucceeded that year ; 
but was outed by Ferdinand, reſtored by Solyman the 
Turk, and at laſt died in 1540. The Hungarians 
Crowned Stephen his Son, an Infant, in the Cradle : 
but So/yman, ſeized the belt part of his Kingdom,(un- 
der pretence of defending it againſt Ferdinand of 
Auſtria) and Ferdinand the reit; ſo that ever fince 
this wretched Kingdom has been a Stage of War, be- 
tween the Auſtrian and the Orroman Families. The 
former at this time having recovered from the latter, 
all the Lowery Hungary 3 and all Tameſwaer, in the 
Upper. The Reader may be pleaſed to know, that 
all that part of Hungary, which lies on the Weſt and 
North of the Danube, is called the Lower Hungary :

what lies on the Eaſt and South,the Upper. This King- 
dom is divided into fifty five Counties ; three and 
twenty of which in the beginning of this lalt War,were 
in the Hands of the Turks, and the reſt in the Empe- 
ror's. It has alſo two ArchbiſhopsSees, Gran [Strigoe 
nium,] and Colocza ; thirteen Biſhopricks;z ſix under 
the firſt, and ſeven under the latter. " 

Pungerfozd, a Market Town in Berkshire, in the 
hundred of Kentbury, upon the River Kenner, 

Punni, the ancient Inhabitants of the Marſhes of 
the Mzors ; who for the fake of a better Country to 
live in, invaded Pannonia in great numbers, and thence 
under Aztila their King,who {tiled himſelf the Scomge 
of God, marched viCctoriouſly into Germany, Italy, 
and France ; till Acius General of the Romans and 
Meroveus King of France ſlew 200000 of them in 
one Battel in 450. Then they retired into Pannonia 
again, and maintain'd themſelves in divers Wars. At 
length the Hungarians, a Scythian race, appeared 
about the end of the Reign of Charles the Groſs, and 
expelled them. 

Buntingdonthire, is bounded on the North by the 
River Avon, or Afon, which parts it from Lincoln- 
ſhire; on the Welt by Northamptonſhire, on the 
South by Bedfordſhire, and on the Eaſt by Cam= 
bridgeſhire. The North-Eaſt parts of it are Fenny ; 
but yield plenty of Graſs for feeding of Cattle. The 
reſt is very pleaſant, fruitfal of Corn, riſing into 
Hills, and ſhady Groves. The whole indeed was one 
Foreſt, till Henry II. in the beginning of his Reign 
disforeſted 1t. 

The Town of Yuntingdon, which gives Name to 
the County, is ſeated upon the North fide of the River 
Ouſe, ſomewhat high 3 and ſtretcheth out it ſelf ja 
leng:h to the Northward : it has four Churches in it, 
a fair Bridge of Stone over the River, and near it is the 
Mount or Plot of an ancient Caſtle, (now ruined, ) 
built by Edward the Elder, in the Year 917. Which 
King David of Scotland, (who had this County with 
the Title of an Earl, from King Stephen of England, 
for an Augmentation of his Eſtate) in the Year 1135. 
enlarged with new Buildings, and Bulwarks : but 
Henry II. finding great Inconveniences from it, razed 
it to the Poms This was a very conſiderable Town 
in the times of Edward the Confeſlor, and perhaps 
greater than now. The firſt Earl of Huntingdon wag 
Waltheof, Created in 1068. two years after the Con- 
queſt: he being beheaded, Simon de Lyze, (who 
Married Maud the Daughter of Waltheof ) was made 
Earl in 1075. David Prince of Scotland, her ſecond 
Husband, was the next Earl in 1108. It continued in 
this Family of Scoeland, till 1219. but it is now in 
the Family of the Haſtsngs : George Lord Haſtings 
and Hungerford, being by Henry Vin. Created Earl 
of Huntingdon, in the Year 1529. Theophilus Ha- 
ſtings, the preſent Earl, ſucceeded his Father in the 
Year 1655. and is the ſeventh Earl of this Noble 
Family. 

Puquang, a very large Province in the middle of 
the Kingdom of China; counted the ſeventh in num- 
ber, but in extent one of the greatelt ; its greateſt 
length is from North to South : being bounded on 
the North by Honan; on the Eaſt by Nankim, and 
Ki:amſi ; on the South by Quamiim ; and on the 
Weſt by 2weycheu, and Suchen. It contains fifteen 
Cities, an hundred and eighteen great Towns, five 
hundred thirty one thouſand fix hundred eighty fix 
Families. The greateſt City is Vuchang. The great 
River of Kzam crofſeth it, and divides 1t ; and in the 
middle of this Province it receiveth two other great 
Rivers, one from the North, and the other from the 
South ; whoſe Names I cannot affign. And theſe 
three Rivers form at their meeting a very confider- 
able Lake, between the Cities of Kincheu and Tochen.

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The ge call it alſo JFumrchitz, and the Granary 
of China for its abundance : As to which they have a 
Proverb, that the Province of Kiangſi may furniſh 
all China with a Breakfaſt; but Huquang is able 
entirely to maintain it. = SEM 

Purepois, Hurepoe/jum, a Diſtrict in the Iſle of 
France ; between /a Beauſe to the Welt, /a Brie to 
the Faſt, (from which it is parted by the Serine, and 
la Gaſtinais to the South. This heretofore wasa part 
of la Beauſe. The Cities in it are Corbez!, Caftres, 
and la Ferte Alais. mM 

The Durons are a People of North America, in 
the Northern parts of New France, towards a Lake 
of the fame Name. The River Des Hurons ariſeth 
in the Weſt of New France, called alſo the River of 
the Otauacks, a People bordering on the Hurons ; 
and runsa great way towards the North-Eaft, till at 
Laſt it falls into the Riverof St. Laurence. The Lake 
des Hurons \s very great, and in its extent reſembles a 
Sea ; but the Waters are freſh : it is ſeven hundred 

nes in Compaſs, as the Inhabitants about 1t pre- 
tend : the Lake of 1/15n:a,and the Upper Lake do both 
fall into it. : 

Puz, the Country of Fob, between Syria and Ara- 
bia ; now OmPps. , : 

Duſam, a City of Denmark in Jutland ; in the 
South part of the Dukedom of Sleſivick , near the 
Shoars of the German Ocean, and Nort Strand, (an 
Ifland fo called, ) It has a moſt noble Caſtle, built 
by the Duke of Ho/ſtein Gothorp, in 1581. under 
whom it now is. It ſtands a German Mile and an 
half from Frederickſtad to the North, four from Sle/- 
wick to the Weſt. Some few years fince, it was for- 
tified ; but the King of Denmark has lighted its Out- 
works. 

p, and Hu, Huum, Huyum, Huyonum, a Town 
of the Low-Countries in the Biſhoprick of Liege, in 
the Territory of Condrorz ; between Liege, and Na- 
mur ; which has a Caſtle, and a Stone Bridge over 
the Maez, (which here receives the River Huy, which 
latter gives Name to it) but ruined. This place was 
taken by the French in 1675, and its Fortifications 
ruined. It ftands five Freych Leagues from Lzege to 
the South-Weſt, and thirteen from Bruſſels to the 
North-Eaſt ; adorn'd with a Collegiate Church, and 
divers others.

res, a Knot of ſmall Iſlands on the Coaſt of 
Narbonne, or Provence, in the Mediterranean Sea. See 
Heeres. 

mburgh. Sce Hayuburgh, 

mettus, a Mountain of Achaia in Greece, 
within a League of Atbezs, and about ſeven or eight 
in circumference,yielding plenty of odoriferous Herbs 
for the making of Honey, which has been always in 
great eſteem. Some call it, Monte-Matto, by a cor- 
ruption, There are fix Convents of Caloyers or Rel:- 
gious Greeks planted upon the ſides of it. The chief 
of which, call'd by the Turks Cosbachz, by the Greeks 
Cyrianz, ſince the Year 1455. (when Mabomet 1I. 
took Artbens and the Abbot of this Houſe brought 
the Keys to him) is exempt from all Taxes to the 
Port, paying a ſequine by way of homage. 

Pythe, one of the Cinquepore Towns in the Coun- 
ty of Kent, in Shepway Lath : which Elects two 
Members of Parliament. 

Pyrach, Hyrcanza, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Perſia ; heretofore bounded on the North by the 
Hyrcauzan Sea, on the Eaſt by Margziana, on the 
Weſt by Medza, and on the South by Parthia, pro- 
perly ſo called: Now divided 1nto two Provinces, cal- 
ted Taberiſtan, Mazenderan. 

The cantan Sea, Mare Hyrcanium, takes this 
ancient well-known Name from this Province ; but it 
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is no leſs frequently called, both in Ancient and Mo- 
dern Geographers and Hiſtorians, the Caſpian Sez. 
This Sea is called by various Names according to the 
Countries which do border upon it. It was anciently 
called the Sea of Choſar, from the eldeſt Son of Th. 
garma, a Great Grand-child of Noah, by Fapher. 
Nubius, in his Geography, calls it the Sea of Tav:/- 
han ; the Arabians Baharcorſum ; the Perſians Kul- 
ſum ; (as they do alfo the Perſian Gulph.) The Greek: 
and Latin Authors, Mare Hyrcanium, or Mare C3. 
ſpium ; the Perſians call it alſo the Sea of Bakn ; the 
Muſcovites, Gualenskoi-More. The Ancients gene. 
rally thought it had a communication with the Indian 
Ocean ; which is not true: for it has no communic1- 
tion with any other Sea in the World known ; and 
therefore may moſt properly be called the Medirer- 
ranean' Sea : this was known to Ariſtotle, and Here. 
dotus of old. Its greateſt extent 1s from North to 
South, (that is, from Aſtrachan, to Ferabath,) eight 
deg. of the Equator ; or one hundred and twenty 
German Miles, or four hundred and eighty Enz!:/h 
Miles : its Breadth from the Province of Chuare/in, 
to the Mountains of C:rcaſſia (or Shirwan,) is fix 
deg. or ninety German Miles, or three hundred and 
lixty Eng/iſo Miles. The Waters are in the middle 
as falt as thoſe of any other Sea whatſoever ; but it 
neither Ebbs nor Flows, as all the reſt do, which 
have any Intercourſe with the Ocean. It hath in a 
manner never a ſafe Harbor upon it : the beſt is Mine 
keſchlak, or Manguſlave, on the {ide of the Grand 
Tartary. The Water is of the ſame colour with that 
of other Seas : i has but one Iſland in it, and that lies 
towards Perſia , called Enſjil, which has never an 
Houſe in it. Thus far O/earius, who Travelled over 
it in 1636. It 1s generally very ſhallow, and flat ; 
therefore in Tempeſts dangerous to thoſe that Sail 
upon it : the Perſians never truſt to it, and rarely go 
out of ſight of the Shoar. This Sea has on the North 
the Kingdom of Aſftrachan, and Negaia ; on the 
Eaſt Chuareſm ; on the South, the Kingdom of Per- 
ſia ; and on the Weft Georgia * it receives there above 
an hundred Rivers which fall into it, many of which 
are very great ; as the olga, the Araxs or Cyrus,the 
Kerſiloſern, the Buſtrow, the Akſay, and the Kozſu : 
towards the North, are the Rivers of Faika, and 

Jems ; towards the South and Eaſt the Nzos, Oxus, 
and the O:xentes, which Curtius calls Tanars : Olea- 
71us aſſures us, that in twenty days Travel between 
Rnſchot and Schamakap, he croſſed above fourſcore 
Rivers great and ſmall. 

Pyth, a Port in the County of Kee, in Shepway 
Lath, which has a Caltle for its Defence 3 upon the 
Srreights of Calats, between Dover to the North, and 
Re to the South ; two Miles from the firſt, and five 
from the latter. It elects two Members of Parliament. 
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Abeſh-Gilead, an antient Town of Fudea, in the 
Territory of Gzlead, belonging to the Tribes of. 
Iſrael. All whoſe Inhabitants, ſaving four kandred 
Young Virgins, were by the I/rae/ztes put to the 
Sword, for not affiſting in the War againtt the Ber- 
jamites, Fuds. 21. 11. 12. In the Year of the 
World 2963. Nahaſh, King of the Ammonites, be- 
_ it, and refuſed to accept of its ſurrender, other- 
wiſe, than upon the condition of putting out the - 
right eye of every one. In the mean time Saul, com- 
ing to their relief, engaged Nahaſh, defeated him, and 

raiſed the Siege. I Sam. 11. 
Jacatra, 
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Facatra, a City and Kingdom in the Ill 
i in the Eaſt-Indies. The latter, 1s ſubject to 
the King of Bantam ; the other, the ſame with Ba- 
tavia ; the Hollanders, under whom it is, having ſo 
new-named it. See Batavia. | 

Facca, 3n ancient City belonging to the Vaſcnes, 
now in the Kingdom of Arragon ; ſuppoſed to be 
built by Pompey the Great, but certainly called by 
this very Name by Pzolemy. It 1s a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Saragoza ; and ſtands upon the 
River Aragona, at the Foot of the Pyrenean Hills ; 
twenty one (Baudrand faith fixteen) Spaniſh Miles 
from Saragoza to the North, eight from the Contines 
of France, and eight from Hueſca in Arragon to the 
North-Weſt. This City is the Capital of the County 
of Arragon. | 

The Jacobites. Under this Name, ſays P. Simon, 
in general we may comprehend all the Monophyſites 
of the Eaſt, 5.e. ſuch as acknowledge one only Na- 
ture (the Humane) in Feſus Chriſt ; in which Latr 
tnde the Armenians, Cophtites and Abyſſines will 
be included, But it more particularly denotes a fe- 
parate Church of Chriſtians in Syria and Meſopora- 
mia, conliiting of about forty or forty five thouſand 
Families, under a Patriarch of their own, who keeps 
his Reſidence at Caramzt, and aſſumes the title of the 
Patriarch of Antioch, having divers Metropolicans un- 
der him. Facobus Xanzalus, a Syrian, of the fixth 
Century, drefling up a particular Creed out of the 
opinions of Eutyches and Dioſcorus, was the Founder 
of this Church, which therefore retains his Chriitian 
Name. Amongſt other cultoms and tenents, they 
deny the Trinity 3 they circumciſe their Children firſt, 
then bap'ize them upon their forehead with a hot 
Iron ; becauſe of the words, Mazth. 3. 11. He ſhall 
baptize you with the Roly Spirit and with fire, 
And no- endeavours of the Roman See (whoſe Supre- 
macy they difown) have hitherto been ſufficient to al- 
ter their Principles. 

Jacamcuryp, a City of the Hzther Eaſt-Indies, 
called of old Soficure, as Caſtaldus conjectures. 

Facubp, a River of Tartary, which falls into the 
Caſptan Sea, on the Confines of Bochar. 

Jada, Lade, an Iſland in the Archipelago. 

Jader, or Fada, Fadica, Guttalu, a River of 
Germany, more commonly called the Oder. It falls 
in the Baltich Sea near Stetin 3 having watered S:- 
lefia, Marchia, and Pomerania. Heffman placeth 
it in Eaſt Fr:/e/and. Others, in the County of O/- 
demburg in the Circle of pg See Oder. It 
gives Name to a Town at its fall. | 

Jadog, a River in Africa ; called Rubricatus, Ar- 
mua, and Ardalia of old : Ladeg, and Guadslbar- 
ber, as well as Jadoy, in later Writers. It falls into 
the Mediterranean Sea, through the Kingdom of 
Tung. | 
Jaen, Giennium, Gienna, Aurigi, Iliturgis, Au- 
rinx, Oringe, Oningis, 1s a City and a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Toledo, ever fince 1249, ha- 
ving been three years before recovered by Ferdinan- 
do out of the Hands of the Moors. It is a great and 
populous City, im the Kingdom of Andainke, upon 
the River Guadalbolon, where it receives that of Sr- 
ſanna ; twelve Mites from the Guadalquivir to the 
South, towards the Borders of Granada; and eighteen 
from Alca/a to the South-Eaſt. This City has been 
heretofore {o conſiderable, 2s to bear the title of a 
kingdom. 

Jafanapatan, Zaffanapatan, a City on the North 
ot ihe Ifland of Ceyl/an, 1n the Eaſt-Indies : in the 
Hands of the Dutch, (who have built it a good For- 
tre's) and the Capital of a Kingdom of the ſame Name. 
I: lies 1 Long. 1106. 00,. Lat. 10. o7, : 

Jaffo, or 7Zaffa, Foppe, a Maritune City of Pale- 
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Sea, twenty four Miles from Fernſalem; thought to 
be one of the ancienteſt in the World, as having been 
built and fo named by 7apher the Son of Noah : Fa- 
mous 1n all ages for the convenience of its Port ; at 
which particularly Hiram King of Tyre his Fleet, la- 
den with Cedar and Marble for the building of K. So- 
lomon's Temple, diſcharg'd ; and Jonas the Prophet 
took Ship for Thar/is. St. Peter alſo here raiſed Ta- 
bitha from the dead, and ſaw the Vifion of the Beaſts. 
This City was ruined by Fudas Macchabeus, and af- 
terwards by the Emperor Tirus. Next the Arabians 
eſtabliſhed themſelves in it ; from whom the Chr:- 
ſtians under Godfrey of Bovillon recovered it, rebuilt 
the Caſtle, and made it a ftrong Garrifon ; adornin 
it hkewiſe with the title of an Earidom, and an Epil- 
copal See under the Archbiſhop of Ceſarea. In the 
Year 1188. Saladine overcame and diſmantled it, 
But Rechard I. King of England, and S. Lews King 
of France ſucceſſively reparr'd it again, till it fell fi- 
nally into the hands of the Saracens in 1252. Now 
it conſiſts of ſome poor Houſes, with a ſmall Fort, 
garriſoned for the Baſſa of Gaza ; nothing of its an= 
cient Buildings appearing but in their ruins. 

Jagerndozff, Carnovia, or Karnorw, a Town in 
Sileſia in Bohemia, the Capital of a Diſtrict of the 
ſame Name, and heretofore under the Duke of Bran. 
denburgh. Tt ftands upon the River Oppa, which 
near Hz/ſchin falls into the Oder ; four German Miles 
from Rat:bor, a City of Bohemia, towards the Weſt ; 
and about three from the Confines of Moravia : there 
15 1n it a very ſplendid and magnificent Caſtle. 

S. Jago-Cavallero, a ſmall Town in the Iſland 
of Hziſpaniola in America, twenty Leagues from 
S. Domngo to the Eaſt, near a Mountain from whence 
the rains bring down little pieces of Gold. The In- 
eggs trade to San Domingo in Hides and Tal» 

W. 

Jagos, a vagabond Barbarian P of Africz, 
abounding more eſpecially in the Kingdom of Anfico 
in the Lower Athiepsa, or according to ' others, in 
Congo ; without a certain abode, living by robbery 
and carnage. Parents and Children, 'tis ſaid, have no 
—— among(t them, to cat the fleſh of one ano» 
ther. ; h 

Jagel, one of the Heads of Dw:ina. See Dwina. 

Jagnievo, a City of Servza, built on a Plain a- 
mongtt the Hills ; not above half a Days Journey from 
Monte-Novo, another City of the ſame Province. It 
is pretty conſiderable, and has ſome Chriſtians reſi- 
ding in it, though under the Dominion of the 
Turks. 

Jaitza, or Zaicz, Faitia, Gaitia, Faycza, a City 
of Boſnia, towards the Confines of Croatia, upon the 
River Plena ; defended by a ſtrong Caftle, which is 
in the Hands of the Turks, as Calchondylas faith. The 
Kings or Deſpores of Boſnia did heretofore reſide 
here. 

FJakotpn, a ſmall Town in the Vkran, in the Pa- 
latinate of Kjovia, beyond the Nzeper, which has a 
ſtrong Caſtle. It ſtands upon the River S»ypoz, eleven 
Miles from K7z9via to the Eaſt, and abont thirteen 
from the Nieper, into which the Swpos falls, fix Miles 
above Czyrkaſſ. - This Town belongs to the Muſco- 
vites now. 

Jala, a Kingdom in the Eaſtern part of the Iſland 
of Ceylan in the Eaſt-Indies, with a City of the ſame 
Name ; little inhabited, by reaſon the Air 1s very con- 
tagious. | 

Jalea, Z/x, a City in the Morea. 

Jaltna, Acheruſia, a Lake 1n Epirms. : 

Jalines, Macaria, a Town in Cyprus, towards its 
North End, 


Jal ofes, 
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Jalofes, the People of the Kingdom of Senegaz 
in Nigritia, in Africa, lying betwixt thoſe two bran- 
ches of the Niger, the Rivers Senega and Gambay. 
Their Emperour is called the Grand Falof, and takes 
the Style of the Soveraign of thirteen or fourteen King- 
doms, The Capital, where he keeps his Court, 1s Tu- 
bacatum : There are no Towns or Cities walled in all 
this Empire 3 Tobacco, Hides, Ivory, Gum-arabick, 
Ambergreaſe, Wax, Dates, and Maze, are 1ts princt- 


pal Commodities. See Senega. : 
La Jelle, Gala, a ſmall River of France, which 


falls into the Guaronne. . 
Jamagozod, Fama, a ſtrong Caſtle anciently be- 
longing to the Ruſs, and accounted the Key of that 


Kingdom ; but in 1617, reſigned to the Swedes. It 
is ſeated on a River called Famiſche Reck; three 
German Miles from Narva, in Livonia. See Nar- 
04. 

Jamaica, a very great Iſland in North Americ:, 
firſt diſcovered by Columbus, and called thus in Honor 
of S. Fames, It was found out by him in his ſecond 
Voyage to America, whilſt he ſailed about Cuba. In 
his third Voyage he ſuffered Shipwrack upon it ; and 
the Spaniards ungratefully deligned to have ſuffered 
him to periſh, out of pure envy ; but he found the 
Natives more kind than they. Whereupon he landed, 
and fell to Plant it ; building the Town of Merz ; 
which they deſerted ſoon after, and built Sev:/, ten 
Leagues more Weſt. In 1509, the Natives rebelled 
againſt Didacws, the Son of Columbus, but were ſub- 
dued. In 1590, the Spaniards built S. Zago, and de- 
ſerted Sevsl. In 1638, one Fackson, an Engliſh Man, 
with a Fleet of Eng/:ſh Privateers, ſurprized and plun- 
dered S. Fago; then left it to the Spaniards again. 
The time being come when the Spaniards were to 
pay for their Ingratitude to Columbus, and their Cru- 
elty to the Natives, {ſome Millions of which they had 
barbarouſly murdered; ) the Eng/iſh, under Penn and 
Fenables; Landed here, about twenty thouſand ſtrong, 
being moſtly neceflitous Perſons, who had been un- 
done by our then Tyrant, and the Times, May 3, 
1655. The Spaniards unable to reſiſt fo great a 
force, retired into the Woods, and Faſtnefles ; ho- 
ping to retrieve what they thus left, by a Treaty ; but 
it proved otherwiſe. For part of the Eng/:ſh fell to 
Plant ; the reſt to Privateer upon the Spaniards, by 
which they got Wealth : and the Fame of this {o in- 
creaſed, that many going over to them, 1t became in 
a few years a very powerful Colony ; now able alone 
to manage a War againſt all the Forces the Spaniards 
have in_the Weſt-Idies. This Iſland 1s ſituate be- 
tween ſeventeen and eighteen degrees of North Lat. 
within the Tropicks, in the Mare de! Nort ; one hun- 
dred and forty Leagues North of the Main Continent 
& America, fifteen South from Cuba, twenty Welt 
from Hrſpaniola, and one hundred and forty from 
Carthagena Nova. It is of an Oval Form ; one hun- 
dred and ſeventy Miles long ; ſeventy in breadth ; and 
contains four or five Millions of Acres ; Nine hun- 
dred thouſand of which were Planted in 1675. In 
the middle there is a lofty Chain of Mountains, which 
run the whole length of the Iſle, from Eaſt to Weſt ; 
from which ſpring plenty of pleaſant and uſeful Ri- 
vers, to the great refreſhment and convenience of the 
Inhabitants. It has a very rich fat Soil, black and 
mixed with Clay, except in the South-Wett Parts, 
where it is generally a more looſe Earth :' it every 
where anſwers the Planter's Care and Colt. The Air 
1s always ferene and clear; the Earth in her Summer 
Livery ; here being a perpetual Spring. It has fre- 
quent Showers of Rain, conltant cooling Breezes of 
Wind from the Eaſt : the Dews in the Night quicken 
the Growth of what is Planted : ſo that it is the moſt 
delightful, temperate, healthful, pleaſant Iſland of all 
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thoſe in the Weſt-Indies : and. will be extremely con- 
ſiderable, when it comes to be thorowly Peopled. The 
principal Towns in it are Pore Royal, built by the 
Engliſh) S. Fago and Sevilla. The Earl of Inche- 
quin, and the Duke of Albemarle, two late Govyer- 
nours, both of them here died. 

Jamaiſtero, or Zamaz/o:e, a very large County in 
the Weſt Part of the Ifland of Nivor, or Niphonca, 
belonging to Fapan; under which are ordinarily com- 
puted twelve Provinces, or Kingdoms. 

Jamama, a City of Arabia Felix, upon the Ri. 
ver Aſtan z which falls into the Mouth of the Euphra- 
ees and Tigres, about thirty German . Miles South of 
Balſera. Jamama ſtands towards the Borders of Ara- 
bia deſerta ; two hundred and fifty Miles from the 
Perſian Gulph to the Weſt, and ſeventy German Miles 
from Balſera to the South-Weſt. Long. 77. 30. 
Lit. 27. oo. 

Jamba, a Province under the Great Mogul, to- 
wards the River Ganges ; between Patna to the Eaſt, 
Naugracut to the North, Lahor to the Weſt, and Ba- 
kar to the South ; the City of Famba, from which it 
takes its Name, ſtands eighty Miles from Ganges to 
the Eaſt, towards Lahor. 

Jamby, or Fambs, a Sca-Port Town, and a King- 
dom of no great extent, in the Iſland of Sumatra, 
towards the Eaſtern Part of it. The Town ſtands to- 
wards Palimban, within five or ſix Miles of the Sea, 
driving a notable Commerce. 

Jambol, Foannipols, a City in Bulgaria. 

Jambolt, Chalcs, Chalcidica Regio, a Province 
in the North of Macedonia; between Theſſalonica, 
the Arm of the Sea which runs up to it, the Archipe- 
lago, and Thrace. The chief Towns of which are, 

eſſalonica, Amphipolis, and Conteſſa. 

James Bay, a Bay in Virgina. 

James Town, Facobipols, the principal City or 
Town in Virginia, upon the River Pawhatan, near 
Its fall into the North Sea : begun by the Engliſb 
about 1607, and honoured with this Name from King 
Fames I. $ Another in the Country of Leerim,in the 
Province of Connaught in Treland; (o called from 
King Fames I. its Founder, upon the Shannon ; well 
Walled, but almoſt wholly ruined as to its Buildings, 
in = Wars againſt King Charles the Firſt, and Sec- 
cond, ' 

Jam-ſuqueam, or Nanqury, a River of China. 

Jainetz, a ſtrong place in Lorazn, yielded to the 
French King in 1632. It ſtands upon a little River 
in the Confines of the Province of Luxemburgh ; be- 
tween Monmedy to the North, and Damwillers to the 
South ; thirteen Miles from Metz to the Weſt : now 
diſmantled. 

Jancoma, a Kingdom in the Eaſt-Indies, beyond 
the Ganges, under the King of Pegu : it ſtands be- 
tween the Rivers Mecon to the Eaſt, and Menan to 
the Weſt. 

 Janeirs, or Rzo de Fanaira, a River, the ſame 
with Ganabara in Braſil; ſee Ganabara, It gives its 
Name to a Province, under the Portugueſe, in that 
Country, whereof S. Sebaſtian is the Capital. 

aniculug mons, a Hill or Monntain beyond the 
Tiver, in the vicinage of Rome, yielding by its emi- 
nence an excellent proſpect of that City ; and famous 
in Hiſtory for the Sepulchre of King Numa Pompilius, 
the encampment of Porſenna King of Etruria upon 
it, whil{t he befieg'd Rome 3 and for the Martyrdom 
of S. Peter. Now call'd Montorzo, becauſe its earth is 
of the colour of Gold. | 

Janna, a part of Greece; ſome ſay Epirus, others 
Theſſalsa. 

Faninnina, Caſſiope, a City of Epirus. 

Iannizari, Promontorium Sigeium, a Cape at the 


entrance of the Srreights of Gallipoli, or the Helleſ- 
pont 
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,, 5» 4/34. within halfa League whereo? the Rivers 
pnE _ Simos in an United Streim diſcharge 
themſelves into the Ocean. The Greeks wholly mhabit 
a plentiful Village upen it, call'd by them, Troyaſis or 
Little Troy ; but by the Turks,Graour-kroy,or the Vil 
lage of Infidels; this being the beſt Name the Turks 

Ve to Chriſtian places, where there are no Moſques. 
The delightful Country of Troas 1s moltly diſcovered 
from this Cape ; and- the Iſland of Tenedos, in the 
FEgean Sta , fands at the diftance of a League 
from it.

_ Park j a vaſt Country in the Eaſtern 
Ocean, called by the Tnhabitants Niphon ; by the C - 
nians,Gepuen, that is, the Eaſt ; and trom thence by 
the Europeans Fapan. On the Welt it 1s bounded by 
the Sea of China, (which divides it from China,) and 
the Iſland or Promontory of Corea. It is ſuppoſed 
to be an Iſland,” one hundred and fifty German Miles 
in length ; ſeventy in breadth : The Inhabitants are 
all under one Prince, Heathens, and ſworn Enemies of 
Chriſtianity : which begun to take rooting amonglt 
them by the Preaching of the Poreugueſe ; but was 
extirpated by Fire, Sword, and the bloodieſt Perle- 
cution that ever was practiſed amongſt Men. The 
Dutch, ( who Trade here) are ſecured with the ut- 
moſt Caution, that they may not ſurprize any part 
of the Shoar, or build any Fort, or do any other Act 
whereby they may ſettle themſelves: nor will they 
permit them to ſee more of the Country than one 
fmall Peninſula; or of the Inhabitants, than thoſe 
they Trade with ; and for a long time they would not 
permit them to Land, Buy, or Sell, till they had re- 
nounced their Chrittianity. This Iſland lies fixty 
Leagues from Cantan, a Province of China to the 
Eaſt 3 and about three hundred from New Spazn, in 
America: mountainous, and generally barren ; but 
it maintains a vaſt number of Cattle ; yet the Inhabi- 
tants do not know how to make either Butter or 
Cheeſe. This Iſland , totally unknown to the An- 
cients, was firſt diſcovered by Antonszo Mota, a Por- 
tugueſe, in 1542. The Feſuits in 1556, ſent S. Francs 
Xavier to Preach here, who is called therefore the 
Apoſtle of Fapan : at firſt they had great ſucceſs, in- 
ſomuch that in the Year 1587, they pretended to have 
gained two hundred thouſand Converts. But this laſted 
' not long ; for about the Year 1622, there began ſo 
dreadful a Perſecution, as is no where to be met with z 
and theſe new Converts having never been well groun- 
ded in their new Religion, Apoſtatized fo faſt, that 
in ſeven years there were very few Chriſtians to be 
* found, and perhaps at this time, none. This Coun-. 
try lies in 35 degrees of Lat. In Long. betwixt 171. 
and 183. The air very healthful and generally cold. 
The Earth affords Gold, Silver, and Pearl - watered 
by divers Rivers, and Lakes, with good Ports. Some 
deſcribe it to be a Maſs of many Iſlands, -going alto- 
gether under the Name of Zapan; and that the three 
molt confiderable, are Nzphonia, Ximo, and Niceco. 
The Faponefe are jealous, fierce, pompous in their 
habits and language, fincere in Commerce, and inge- 
nious imitators of the Characters and Hyeroglyphicks 
of the Chineſe, from whom they deſcend. The prin- 
cipal City is Meaco, tho the Emperor of late has refi- 
ded at Fendo. | 


Japara, a Kingdom in the North of the Iſland of 
Fava, in the Eaſt-Indies, with a City of the ſame 
Name, which has a good Port, 

Fappenaw, 7apodes, a ſmall Diſtri& in Carniola, 
under the Emperor. 

Jaracazes, Canea, two Rocks at the entrance of 
the Euxme Sea, in the Proponris. 

Farctta, Terzas, Simethus, the greateſt River in 
the Itland of S:c:/y ; it falls into the Sea, three Miles 
from Catania to the South-Welt. 

Jarnac, Farnacum, a ſmall Town in Angoulmox,, 
upon the River Charente, dignified with the Title of 
an Earldom : between Argouleſme to the Eaſt, and 
Saintes to the Weſt, eight Miles from either ;; memo- 
rable for a Battel here fought in the Year 1559,  be- 
twixt the Roman Catholicks and Huguenors ; in which 
the old Prince of Condy, who commanded the latter, 
was ſlain, by one Moneeſque (a Captain under the 
"Duke of Anoru, afterwards K. Henry II. the head of 
the Catholicks) tho he offered one hundred thouſand 
Crowns for his Ranſom ; and the Hugenots defeated, 
after a bloody Fight of ten hours continuance, 

Jaromitz, a ſmall Town in Bohemza, upon the 
Elbe, twelve Miles from Prague to the Eaſt. _ 

Jaroflaw, a pleaſant Town in Red Ruſſia, be- 
longing to the Poles, upon the River Sane, with a 
Caſtle; forty five Pol:zſh Miles from Warſaw to the 
South, thirty five from Caſſovia to the North-Ealit, 
and twenty from Lemburg to the North-Welt : near 
this place the Swedes gave the Poles a fatal overthrow 
in 1656. In 1625. it ſuffered much by Fire. 

Jaroflaw, a great City in Muſcovy, which is the 
Capital of a Dukedom of the fame Name, and has ia 
it a Timber Caſtle ; it is ſeated upon the Wolga, thir- 
ty German Miles South of Wolgda, thirty feven North 
of Moſcho. The Dukedom of: Faroſlaw is very great ; 
and lies between that of Wologda to the North, Roſtow 
to the South, and the River olga to the Eaſt. Go- 
verned by a Prince of its own, till Zohn Baſilovits, 
Duke of Rxſſia, Conquered it, and annexed it to his 
own Dominions. Since that, it has been given to the 
eldeſt Son of the Duke of Muſcovy, as his Title and 
Reſidence. 

Jarrow, a Town in the Biſhoprick of Durham, 
in Cheſter Ward ; deferving a remark, for being the 
Birth place of the Venerable Bede. 

Jarſep, Cze/area, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Nor- 
mandy, and part of the Dukedom of Normandy ; but 
now annexed to the County of Southampton. This, 
and Guernſey, being all that is left to the Kings of 
England, of their great Dominions in France: from 
the Shoars of which it lies about five Miles to the Welt, 
and thirty from thoſe of Eng/and to the South. The 
Inhabitants ſpeak a Norman kind of French. There 
are 1n it twelve Pariſhes; and two Gaſtles, Monter- 
gueil, and Elizabeth. This Iſland was one of the laſt 
that yielded to the prevailing Rebels, not without 
force, in Ofober 1651. after the Kings return to 
France from the Battel of Worceſter. The ſame Prince 
in 1663. ſent them a Silver Mace to be born before 
their Chief Magiſtrate, as a remembrance of this their 
fidelity to him in his greatelt diſtreſs. 

Iaſque, a Principality of the Kingdom of Perſia, 
upon the Borders of the Province of Kherman, ex- 
tended along the Sea Coaſt from thence betwixt the 
Cape Zaſque and Cape Guadel (which two are the moſt 
Southern points of Perſia) and poſlefled by three pet- 
ty Princes, of whom the chief takes the Style of the 
Prince of ZFaſque. This Prince after the Conqueſt of 
Ormus by Cha-Abas T.K.ot Perſia paid a yearly tribute 
to that Crown : which being remitted in the Reign of 
Cha-Sephi, his Succeſlor Cha-Abas II. endeavoured by 
War to compel the Prince of 7a/7ue again to pay the 
ſame, but in his attempts-was beaten. 

Jaſry, 
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Taſſy, or Taſſl, Faſſnm, a City, of Walachia, cal- 
led by the French Fas, upon the River Pruth ; thir- 
ty Miles from the Confines of the Kingdom of Poland 
to the South, fifty from Socxzow to the Eaſt, and a 
bundred and twenty from Caminzeck to the North- 
Faſt. It is not improbable, this is the Auguſta Da- 
cre: but the later Geographers are very much milſta- 
ken in placing it in Moldavia, when it belongs to 
Walachia, The Vaivode, or Prince of theſe Coun- 
tries, for the moſt part reſides here ; having ſuffer- 
ed much from the Coſſacks oblater times, the Turks 
maintained a ſtrong Garriſon in it. The preſent 
King of Poland in 1686. marching this way againſt 
the Turks and Tarrars , poſlefied hnnfelf of it, lea- 
ving a Garriſon : but before his return, there happen- 
ed ſo preat a Fire, that when he came, he was forced 
to withdraw his Forces, and leave it to the Walachs- 
ans to be repaired. : 

Jatt, Bath, a River on the Weſt of S:cs/y, which 
falls into the Bay or Gulph of Amar on the North 
ſide, twenty five Miles South of Palermo. 

Java, a preat Iſland in the Eaſ!-Indian Sea, two 
hundred Leagues in length, and near fifty in breadth. 
On the Weſt it has Sumatra; on the Eaſt, ſome 
other ſmall Iſles ; on the South the vaſt Ocean plays 
full upon it ; and on the North it has the Iſland of 
Borneo, at the diſtance of forty five German Miles. 
It is divided into nine Kingdoms ; the greatelt of 
which is the Kingdom of Bantam, and next the King- 
dom of Materan, The whole Iſland produceth great 
quantities of Spice, and is on that account much fre- 
quented by the Engliſh and Duech. The Dutch had 
heretofore the Fort or City of Batavia in this Iſland : 
not contented with this, about 1684. joining with a 
Son of the King of Bantam, (then in Rebellion againſt 
his Father ) upon pretence of affiſting him, they ſet- 
zed the City of Bantam, took Poſlſeflion of the Eng- 
liſh Factory, and all the Goods belonging to the 
Engliſh, and kept the old King a Priſoner in the Ca- 
ſtle of Bantam. But finding there were ſeveral At- 
tewpts to reſtore him to his ſormer Pollefſion, in 
1686. the young King ( by the Advice of the Dutch) 
removed his Captive Father to Batavia. See Batavia. 
The principal Cities of this Iſland are, Balambuan, 
Bantam, Batavia or Facatra, Japara, Fortan, Ma» 
teran, ( once the Capital of the whole ) Panarucan 
Pſſarvan, Saraboy, and Tuban. The Southern parts 
were never yet much ſought into, and ſo not much 
known. It lies between 130 and 14> Long. and 5 and 
ro of Southern Lat. $ There is another Iſland near 
this, called the Leſſer Java. 

Jaur, Fawurw, a ſmall River in Layguedec ; which 
riſeth-near S. Ponthors , and falls into the Orba, near 
the Caltle of Pujols. 

Javarin, [Faurinum. ] See Gewer, and Raab. 

Jawer, Faurta, a City of Szleſia in Bohemta; ſmall, 
but indifterently populous, and the Capital of a Duke- 
dom ; and has alfo an ancient Calle: it lies not two 
Miles from Ligniez to the South, and about nine from 
Bre/law to the Welt. The Dukedom of Farer lies 
between Luſatia to the Weſt, Bohemia (properly fo 
called ) to the South, the Dukedom of Lrgnzrz to the 
North, ard that of Swyednirz to the Eaſt. 

Jaypck, R/ymiw, a River of the Aſian Tartary, 
which falls into the Caſpian Sea, between the Rha 
and Jaxartes: Oleariws placeth it in the middle of 
the North end of that Sea. 

Faziges, by Ovid ſtyled Jaziges acres, and by 
the Writers of the middle Ages Faxipes Meranaſtes, 
were an antient People of Sarmatia Europa ; who 
being almoſt entirely exterminated thence by Bol/eſ- 
las the Chaſt, King of Poland, and Leſcus, in the 
years 1264. and 1282. retired in great numbers into 
the T/pper Fumgary, 
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Jazzo. See Lariaz7o, 

Jbcria, an antient Name of the Kingdom of Spazr: 
in Pliny and Strabo, taken from the River Iberus 
( Ebro. ) $ Likewiſe of a part of Georgia in A/ia, 
now called Gagheti. See Georgia. 

Jcarta, a « mia of Atticain Greece, in the an- 
tient Tribe of Agens. 

Jda, a Mountain of Troas in Aſia Minor, at the 
ſoot of which ſtood the famous City Troy» Atheng- 
us fays, nine Rivers derived their Springs from it. 
Therefore Horace ſtiles it, Ida undoſa. And Diodo- 
rus makes it to be the higheſt in the Neighbourhood 
of the Helleſpont. Hence the Ids ſinus took its 
Name, which was otherwiſe calkd Andramytrenus 
ſmus and now le Golfe Andramytti. $ A Mountain 
alſo of the Iſland of Candra, environed with Foreſts 
and inhabited heretofore by the People, DaQyls Ides. 

'danhas, Igazca, a ruined City in Portugal. 

ddle or 1dde/, a River in the County of Noe- 
tingham, upon which Redford is ſituated ; emptying 
it ſelf Northward into the River Dun. 

Jdafa, a Branch of Mount Imaus, 

Jdzta, a Town in the County of Gorztza ; incom- 
paſſed with Hills on all fides ; and ſeated upon a Ri- 
ver of the ſame name. Remarkable for the Quick- 
Silver Mines in it. See Dr. Brown's Travels, p. 82, 83. 
It ſtands ten Miles from Gorzt/a to the North-Welt. 

Jducal, At/as Major, a valt Mountain on the 
South of Barbary in Africa. h 

Idumzxa, Edom, the Country of the Edowzres, 
mentioned frequently in Scriprure, was a Kingdom 
of the antient Canaan, betwixt Fudea properly ſo 
called, the Stony Arabia, and the Mediterranean 
Sea. Its principal Cities, Dinhabah, Avith, Pai, Re- 
hoboth. 1 Chron. 1. 43. &c. where ſee the liſt of the 
Kings and Dukes of Edom, before the time of the 
beginning of the Iſr-aelitiſh Monarchy. David after- 
wards conquered and garriſened it, 2 Sam. 8. 14. But 
in the Reign of Zehoram King of Fudah, the Edomites 
revolted, and made themſelves a King, 2 Chron. 21. 
8. 10. and joyned with the Chaldeans under Nebu- 
chadonezar in the Siege of Feruſalem. Hyrcanus in 
the Ages following made War againſt them ſo effe- 
Ctually, that he cauſed them to turn Fews. They 
were of the Deſcendants of Eſau. 

Jefferkin, Capernaum, a City in Paleſtine. 

Jehan=-Jbad. See Delly. 

Jempterlandt, Fempria, a Province in the King- 
dom of Sweden ; which has Angerman to the Ealt, 
Middlepad to the South, Helſing to. the Weſt, and 
Norway to the North. It belonged to the King of 
Denmarhk till 1645, and then by the Treaty of Bromſ- 
broo, was refigned to the Swedes. There are three 
Caſtles, but never a City in it. 

Jena, a ſmall City in Haſſia in Germany, upon 
the River Saal, over which it has a Bridge, under the 
Duke of Saxon Weimar ; two German Miles 
Weimar to the Eaſt, nine from Lezpfick to the North. 
Eaſt, and three from Naumburg to the South. It has 
a ſmall Univerſity opened here in 1555, by the Dukes 
of Saxony, and a Monaſtery of the Dominicans foun- 
= in 1286. The Valley about it yields plenty of 

ine. 

Jende, or Pajende, Fendus, a Lake in the Provinee 
of Tavaſthia, in Finland. 

" Jendo, Fedo or Tendo, the capital City of the Em. 
pire of Fapan, in the Iſland of Niphonia, at which 
the Emperor, fince his leaving Meaco, keeps his Court. 
A valt and magnificent City, upon the Banks of the 
River Tonkaw or Toukon, and near a great Gulph 
yielding variety:of Fiſh. The Palace Royal is a work 
of ſtate : the Temples and the Palaces of the Nobility 
attract the admiration of Strangers. There is one 
Street in it almoſt four Leagues in length, In 1658.

Jengan, a City in Xenſy, a Province of the King- 
dom of China. It ſtands in a Mountainous Coun- 
try near the Lake of Lew, and has eighteen f{maller 
Cities depending on 1t. 

Jeniſcep, Feniſcea, a River in the North of My/- 
covy, Which rans more Eaft than that of Obb, and 
ſaid to be greater : on the Eaſt it has a Chain of vaſt 
high Mountains, ( ſome of them burn hke /Zrna ; ) 
on the Welt a fruitful Plain or Level, which it over- 
flows every Spring for ſeven German Miles together, 
as the Nile does Epypt. This River baving watered 
the Tingoeſians and Samoieds , falls into the Sea of 
Zemla, or Weigats Streight. EN | 

Jentza, or Feni7xa, a ſmall City in Macedonza, 
built by the Twrks out of the Ruins of Pella, the Birth- 
place of Alexander the Great : it ſtands upon the Bay 
of Theſſalonica, between the Outlets of Beuoda and 
Caſlora, (two Rivers, ) twenty eight Miles from 
Edeſſa to the Eaſt, and the ſame from Th:ſalonica 
to the South. The Inhabitants finding here great 
Ruins, and much Marble, believe it to have been the 
oe of Philip ng of —_— © hn 

'enkoping, Fencoping, or Fonekoping, Fenekopra, 
a ſmall oy Smallond* A rol th Ki = 
of Sweden ; it lies between the Lake of Wether to 
the Weſt, and the Baltich Sea to the Eaſt ; ſixteen 
Miles from the latter : built all of Wood. 

Jenupar, a City and Kingdom under the Great 
Mogul, which is a part of the Hither Ids, on this 
fide the Ganges : ſeated upon the River Cowl ; a hun- 
dred and thirty Miles from De/ly to the South, and 
Lahor to the North. 

JFepes, a Town in the Territory of Toledo in 
Spain. 

Jerbp, a Market Town in the County of Cumber- 
and, in the Divifion of Allerdale. 

Jere, Eara, a River near Calais in France. 

Jerne, Ferna, a River in Gallacia. 

Jero, Gzaros, a finall Iſland, or rather Rock, in 
the Archipelago. See Fora. 

Jertco, Hzerico, a celebrated City in Paleſtine ; 
built by the Febuſites, whilſt the Children of Iſrael 
were in Bondage in the Land of Egypr, with Walls 
and other Defences to a wonder ; all which fell down 
before the Ark -of God, as is recorded in Foſhua 6. 
Aﬀer this it lay deſolate 531 years ; and was rebuilt 
in the Reign of Abab King of Irae!, by Hie! the 
Bethelsre, with the loſs of tus Eldeſt and Youngeſt 
Sons, according to the Prediction of Foſhua, in the 
year of the World 3117. It ſtood not above 335 
years, before it was rumed by the Chaldeans under 
Nebuchadnez;ar. After the Captivity it recovered 
agam. Herod the Great made it his reſidence for 
ſome time, it having a noble Palace, an Hippodrome, 
an Amphitheatre, and other ſtately Buildings. Our 
Saviour honored it with his Preſence and Miracles. 
About the year of Chrift 68. it was taken by the Ro- 
mans under Veſpaſian and Titus. It became after this 
a Biſhops See, and was in ſome eſteem till it fell to 
the Saracens. In the times of the Holy War, it was 
agam m the kends of Chriſtians, and of great fame; 
but fallmg the fecond time to the Saracens, they 
entirely runed it : fo that it is now only inhabited by 
the Arabians, who have here thirty or forty Brick 
Houſes, as M. Thevenor aſfures us. It is ſeated in a 
ptcaſant and fruitful Plain ; twelve Niles Weſt from 
Fordan, and the ſame from Feruſalem to the North- 
Eaſt. The Arabions at this day call it Rh-ha. 
Mr. Fuller, in his Pg ah Sight, is of opinion, 1t was 
well mhabited between the days of Foſbua and Ahab, 
though not walled : he makes the City of Pabm Trees 
where Ehud ſtabbed Eglon King of Moab, to have 


been Ferico. The Plain it ſtands in abounds in Palme 
Trees, and is about nine Leagues long, and five 
broad. | 

Jcroflaw. See Faro/larw. 

Jerſep. See Farſey. 

Jeruſalem, Hrero/o/yma, the capital City of Pa- 
leſtine, and tor a long tine of the whole Earth ; ta- 
ken notice of by Pliny, Strabo, and many of the An- 
cients. Called, when the Children of Iſrael entered 
Canaan, Febus ; and by that name aſligned to the 
Tribe of Benjamin by Joſhua. It was in the hands 
of the 7ebuſites till the Reign of David, who took 1t 
from them, Anno Mun. 2893, and gave it the name 
of the C:ty of David. Abſolom his Son difpoſleſs'd 
him again for ſome time, in 2920. Solomon his Son 
conſecrated here the noblelt Temple the Sun ever 
ſaw, in 2939+ Sheſhack, King of Egypt, came up 
againſt Rehoboam Son of Solomon, and took and 
plundered Feruſalem in 2973. In 3117. it was taken 
by Foas, one of the Kings of Jſrael, and plundered 
the ſecond time. Again taken by Pharaoh Necho King 
of Egypr, in 3339+ By Nebuchadnez3ar the firit 
time in 3350. The ſecond time in 3360. when the 
Temple was burnt, and the City totally razed, and 
deſtroyed. It lay defolate thus, till the firlt year of 
Cyrus ; when the Fews returned and began to re- 
build it in 3420. About 3500. Nehemiah finiſhed 
this Work. In 3619. Alexander the Great came up 
againſt Feruſalem ; and it was delivered to him with- 
out reſiſtance, by Faddus the High Prieſt. In 3629. 
Pto'emeus Lagus took Ferufalem by ſurprize, and 
carried many of the Fews into Egypt. In 3780. An- 
trochus, King of Syria, took Feruſalem ; flew vaſt 
numbers of the Inhabitants, prophaned the Temple ; 
and endeavoured to extirpate the Zewifh Religion by 
a Perſecution. In 3805. the Fews, under Fonathan, 
totally expelled the Syrzans ; and regained the intire 
Poſſetiion of Feruſalſem. In 3880. Pompey the Great 
entered Feruſalem, ſaw the Temple, and made 7eru- 
ſalem Tributary. In 3896. Craſſus entred and plun- 
dred the Temple, contrary to his Faith given. In 
3909+ Pacorus King of Parthia took and plundered 
Feruſalem. The next year, Herod began his Reign 
over the Fews, by the appointment of Antonzus: in 
the latter end of his Reign, and in 3950. our Saviour 
was born : in 3983. he ſuffered Death for us, being 
thirty three years old. In the year of our Lord 69, 
Titus, after a dreadful Siege, put an end to the Few- 
:/h Government ; deltroyed Jeruſalem and the Tem- 
ple; which lay deſolate till 132. when Adrian rebuilt 
it, and called it Alita Capreolina; permitting the 
Chriſtians to live here, and prohibiting the Fews. In 
this interval, the Biſhop of Ce/area got the Superio- 
rity over the Biſhop of Feruſalem. In 361. Fulian 
the Apoſtate, to contradict our Saviour's Prophecy, 
ſent the Fews to repair the Temple of Feruſalem ; 
wherein they and he were diſappointed by miraculous 
Earthquakes, Tempeſts, and Balls of Fire ifluing out 
of the Foundation. In 636. Omar the Saracen took 
it after a Siege of two years. In 1099. the Chriſtian 
Armies under Godfrey retook it from the Saracens, 
when it had been four hundred fixty three years in 
their hands. In 1187. Saladine the Saracen recover- 
ed it out of the hands of the Chriſtians. In 1228. 
Fredersck the Emperor recovered Jeruſalem by a 
Treaty, without blows ; and was crowned at 7eruſa- 
lem. But in 1234. the Templars having perfidiouſly 
broken the Peace, the Saracens retook and defaced 
It, abuſing the Sepulchre, which till then had been re- 
verenced by all Men but Jews. Ever fince this, it 
has been in the Poſleflion of the Mahometans, as 
they at times prevailed one upon another. It continu- 
ed under the Sultans of Egype till 1517, when Selim 
Emperor of -_ Turks, took it from them; and un- 
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cer this Family it is at-this day ; ealled by the Turks 
Eikods ; that is, the Holy Cirv. It is at this day the 
principal Place in Pal:ſ#rne ; ſeated (ſaith Mr. Sadys) 
on a rocky Mountain, every way to be aſcended (ex- 
cept a little on the North ) with ſteep Deſcents, and 
deep Valleys about it, which do naturally fortifie it : 
for the molt part it is environed with other ( not far 
removed) Mountains, as if placed in the midlt of an 
Amphitheatre. On the Eaſt is Mount Over, ſepara- 
ted from the City by the Valley of Jehoſaphat, which 
alſo circleth a part of the North, and affords a patlage 
to the Brook of Kedron : on the South 18 the Moun- 
tain of Scandal, with the Valley of Gehinnon : on 
the Welt formerly it was fenced with the Valley and 
Mountain of G:hon. Mount Son lay within the City, 
which ſtood upon the South fide of it : on the Eaſt 
fide of this Mountain ſtood the famous Temple ; and 
between the City and the Temple, the King's Palace. 
Mount Ca'vary (which formerly lay without the Ct- 
ty to the North-Welt, ) is now well nigh the heart 
of it ; the viſiting the Holy Sepulchre being the almoſt 
only reaſon why Jeruſalem at this day has any being. 
The Inhabitants of it are not many ; for the moſt 
part Monks, and Religious Perſons of all Nations; 
miſerably oppreſſed by the Turks , who ſeek all op- 
portunities to impoveriſh and injure them. This City 
ſtands forty Miles from 7oppe, and the Medzterra- 
nean Sea ; a hundred and fixty from Damaſcus to 
the South, three hundred from Grand Cazro to the 
North-Eaſt; and four hundred from Alexandria ; 
commonly believed to have been built by Me/chiſe- 
dech, and called Salem from him. It had divers 
Names of old, expreſſed in this Diſtich 3 


Solyma, Luſa, Bethel, Hieroſo/yma, Febus, Elia, 
 Urbs ſacra, Feruſalem, dicitur, atque Salem. 


For above eleven hundred years together, this City 
was the Queen of the Eaſt. None ever ſo ſacred, yet 


none ever hath ſuffered greater Profanations than it.. 


The Emperor Titus ercCted a Temple here to Fupirer 
Capitolinus; and Adrian in derition both of Judaiſm 
and Chriſtianity, engraved a Swine upon the Gate of 
B-thiehem ; dedicated a Chappel to Yenus upon 
Mount Calvary, another to Fupiter mn the place of 
our Saviour's Sepulchre, and a third to Amonrs in 
Bethiehem : all which continued till the Reign of 
Conſtantine the Great. See Bethlehem and Calvary, 
The Church of Feruſalem is the Mother of Chriſten- 
dom ; ſanCtified by the Death of Chr:/#, the Deſcent 
of the Ho.y Spirie, the Preachings of the Apoſtles, 
a General Council of the 4peſt/es in the year 49 or 50, 
and the Martyrdom cf S. Zames its firit Biſhop. The 
Council of Nice allowed this Church the ityle and dig- 
nity of a Patrrzarchate, tho at the ſame time ſubjecting 
it in point of Juriſdiction to the Biſhops of Ceſarea. 
But 1n 553-1n the fifth General Council, or the ſecond 
of Conſt antmeople, that Subjetion was reverſed ; and 
not only the See of Cz/area, but Scy:hopolss.and Be- 
rytus, were made ſubject to this Church. After Chr:i- 
ftianity received its Reſtauration by the Arms of God- 
Frey of Bouillon, Feruſalem bore the Title of a King- 
doin ; which continued from the year 1c99 to 1187. 
in the Perſons of about eight Chriſtian Kngs from 
the ſaid Gedfrey, with polictiion of the Lands and 
Rights of a Crown. But Frederick 1I, and others 
atter, who £tnjoy'd the Title of Kmmgs of Feruſalem 
. poſſefled no Land in Paleſt-ne. It hes in Long. 69. 
30. Lat. 31. 20. according'to Mr. Fuller. Others ſay 
Long Eg. co Lat. 32. 44- 
Jelcibas, Margzana, a part of the Province of 
Cheraſan, m the Kingdom of Perſia. 
Zeſt, Efium, a City in the Marchia Anconitana, 
in the Domintons of the Church ; which 1s a Biſhops 
Se, unmediately under the Pope: it is but (mall; 
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and ſtands upon an Hill, by the River 7e/7 ; fix Miles 
from the Confines of the Dukedom of Urbino, twen- 
ty three from Ancona to the Welt. 

Jeſlelmeer, or Gi/lemere, a City and Kingdom 
under the Great Mogul, lying North of the Kingdom 
of Guzarat, on this fide the Ganges: the City is 
great; a hundred and twenty Miles from the River 
Indus to the Eaſt, and the ſame from Guzarar to the 
North. The Kingdom lies amongſt the Mountains. 

Terra de Jeſſo, or Teo, Eſſonrs Terra, a large 
Country towards China and Zapan ; diſcovered by 
the Hollanders in 1643. It is joyned by ſome to the 
North parts of Zapan ; by others, ſeparated from it 
by a Streight of fifteen Miles broad. All agree it is 
of a great extent from Eaſt to Weſt. The chiefett 
City 1s Matzumay, which is the Capital of a Province 
of the ſame name ; but no European having yet ſet- 
led here, it is very little known. The later Voyager 
have diſcovered a Streight betwixt Tartary and this 
Country, which they call the Serezghes of Feſſo. 

Jeſyual, another Kingdom belonging to the Great 
Mogul in the Eaſt-Indies, betwixt the Kingdom of 
Patna with the River Ganges to the Welt, and that 
of Udeſſa with the Mountains to the Eaſt. The chief 
City is- Rajapour, . 

Jeſupol, a very ſtrong Town and Caſtle in Po- 
dolia in Poland ; on the Confines of Pocuock,, upon 
the River B:ſtris. 

Jeter, Fatr#s, a River of Myſia, in the Leſſer Aſia. 

Jetſcgen, and Jeſten, or Fee/engo, two conſidera- 
ble Territories or Provinces in Zapan, in the Iſland 
of Niphon , ſubdivided into divers other Provinces. 
Fetſegen has the Region of Quanto to the Eaſt, and 
Jetſon to the Weſt. The latter is bounded by Fa- 
maiſoit to the Welt. 

Jer, and Fexd:, Hecatompylos, a City of Perſia. 

Jf, Hypa, one of the Hyeres. 

IJglaw, I1z/ova, Iglavia, Giblova, a City of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia, but in Moravia, upon the 
River Ig/aw, on the Contines of Bohemia; twenty 
four German Miles from Prague, and ten from Lentz. 
This City 1s reaſonably well peopled. 

Jgliaco, Peneius, a River on the Weſt of the 
Merea. x 

Jhoz, a City and Kingdom at the moſt Southern 
Point of the Promontory of Malacca, in the Eaſt- 
Indies, over againſt the Ifle of Sumatra ; diltant lit- 
tle more than one degree and a half from the Line, 
in Long 129. 31. The King 1s a potent Prince in 
t:eſe parts. The City Ihor 1s fituated upon a River, 
which falls into the Ocean near the Promontory of 
Smcapura, where it has a good Port. 

Jkſwozth, or Ichworth, a Market Town in the 
County of Suffolk, in the Hundred of Thingo ; re- 
taining in 1ts Name, ſays Mr. Cambden, the memory 
of the antient Icenzs, who dwelt in a part of this 
County. The remains of a Priory, founded by Gz/- 
bert Blunt ( ſometime Lord of the Town /, and 
of a Guildhall, are yet extant, A Pot of Roman 
Coyns, bearing the Inſcriptions of divers Roman Em- 
perors, was digged up here not many years fince. 

Jla, 77a, Epidia, one of the Weſtern Iſles of 
Scotland, over againſt Cantyr, in 56 deg. of Lat. 
twenty four Miles long, and ſixteen broad ; plenti- 
ful in Wheat, Cattle, and Herds of Deer. The prin- 
cipal Towns in it are Ks/many, Dunweg, and Crome ; 
beſides which it hath divers Villages. 

Iicheſter, a Market and Borough Town in Somer- 


ſerſhire, in the Hundred of Tintinbull, which returns 


two Burgeſſes to the Houſe of Commons, It ſtands 
upon the River 1// or Zeovel, having heretofore ſixteen 
Pariſh-Churches, as a place of great Note, Strength, 
and Antiquity : now reduced to two, The County- 
Goal 1s kept here,

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ler, Hilarus, Tarus, a River of Schwaben, in 
Germany, which riſeth in Tirol; and running North- 
ward, watereth Kempten; then falls into the Danube

oe aq Athanagia, a fortified and {trong 
City in Catalonia in Spain; which 1s a Biſhops See, 
unJer the Archbiſhop of Tarragona: ſeated upon the 
River Segre [ Sicorrs, ] three Leagues above its fall 
into the Ebro, in the Confines of Arragon. This 
City 1s mentioned in Lzvy as taken by Scipo 3 and 
rendred famous for an Encounter near it, between a 
General of Sertoris and Manilius Proconlul of Gallia ; 


where the latter was defeated with the loſs of three” 


Legions of Foot, and 1500 Horſe.

Fifozdeomd, g Market Town in Devonſhire, in 
ranton. 
we _ Hellus, Hellelns, a River of Germany, 
which ariſeth in Sunrgow, and patling throngh Alſa- 
ia . watereth Muihauſen , En/iſhewm, Colmar, and 
Serasburg ; below which it falls into the Rh:ne. 
Illpricum, 1//yr:5, I!/yria. In the antient Geogra- 
phy of Europe, this Country lay betwixt Pannonia 
to the North and the Adrzatzck Sea to the South ; dl- 
vided into two parts, Liburnia and Dalmatia : where» 
of the firſt was ſubjected to the Romans a little be- 
fore the ſecond Punick War, the other ( the Eaftern 
part ) not till the Reign of Auguſtus. It 18now nigh 
wholly comprehended under Dalmatia and Sclavo- 
nia, under the reſpective Dominion either of the Ye- 
netians or the Turks, except the Republick of Ragu- 
ſa and ſome Places more. The Il/yricus Sinus 18 now 
call'd the Bay of Drin and the Gulph of Venice. 
Ilmen, a conſiderable Lake in Ra, towards Li- 
»0nia, on the South of the City Novogorod ; which 
dishurthens it ſelf into the Lake of Lagoda, by a Ri- 
ver which paſſeth on the Eaſt of that City called the 
olga. 
0 Jiment, Arabius, one of the moſt conſiderable 
Rivers in the Kingdom of Perſia : it ariſeth from the 
Mountains of S:bocoran, in the Province of Sig:ſtan; 
and watering Mut, Gplechi, Racagi, beneath Siſtan, 
it takes in the Sal; beneath Sereng, the Ghir ; be- 
neath Chicheran, the I/mente/; and beneath Paſir, 
falls into the Arabick, Ocean, in Long. 106. 30. near 
Macran to the Welt. =» 
Jitz, or [zi/z, Ta, a ſmall Town in the Palatt- 
nate of Sandomur, in the Lefler Poland, with a Ca- 
ſtle, which belongs to the Biſhop of Cracow. _ 
Aimiſter , a Market Town in Somerſetſhire, in 
the Hundred of Abdick. He 
Jmaus , is one of the greateſt Mountains, 1n the 
Greater Aſia : it begins at Mount Taurus, near the 
Caſpian Sea ; and running Southward through the 
whole Continent of Aſia, it divides the Aſian Tar- 
tary into two parts and ends, at the riſe of the River 
Ganges ; whore it again ſpreads it ſelf Eaſt and Wet ; 
and becomes a Northern Boundary to the Empire of 
the Great Mogul, ( or Indoſtan ; ) having performed 
a Conrſe of 450 German Miles, and taking various 
names from the Nations it paſleth, as Althas, Bel. 
gan, Dalanguer, &c. ; ; 
Imiretta, or Imare:za, a Kingdom in Gurgiſtan 
in A/ia, ftiled by the Turks Pacha Koutchouc, or a 
Little Principality, is incloſed betwixt the Mountain 
Caucaſus, Mengrelia, the Black, Sea, Guriel, and 
Georgia properly ſo called. About 120 Miles in 
length, in breadth 60. Wooddy and mountainous ; 
yet not without its agreeable Valleys and Plains, Mines 
of Iron, and the Neceflaries of Life. Under a Prince 
of its own, to whom heretofore Mengrelia and Gu- 
riel, after their ſhaking off of the Yoke of the Em- 
perors of Conſtantinople and Trebizond, own'd Sub- 
jection : but now together with them, tributary to 
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the Turk, who obliges the King of Imireta every 
year to ſend him eighty Children, as a Tribute. There 
are three Fortreſſes in this Kingdom ; Scander towards 
the South, and Regia and Scorgia towards the North, 
near the River Phaſis ; befides ſcattered Villages. Its 
moſt valuable Commodities are Wine and Swine, 
which makes it difficult here to obſerve the Laws of 
Mahometaniſm. The Kings pretend to be deſcended 
of the race of King David. © 

I'mzagoz, Clandins, a Mountain in Stiria. 

Immirentent, an antient People towards the South 
of the Kingdom of Perſia : of which Hittory relates, 
that they embraced Chriſtsanity in the Reipn of the 
Emperor Anaſtaſius, about the year 500; and at their 
requeſt had a B:ſhop ſent amongſt them. 

Jmola , Cornelia, Forum Cornelis, Imola, a City 
in the Dominions of the Church, in Romandzo!a, upon 
the River Santerno. This is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Ravenna ; of which Alexander VII. 
was Biſhop, when in 1635. he was choſen Pope. It 
1s a fine and a populous City; twenty Miles from 
Bononia to the Faſt, and twenty five from Ra- 
venna. Narſes is ſaid to have ruined, and the .Lom- 
bards to have repair'd it. Ceſar Borgia made” him- 
ſelf Maſter of it in the Pontificate of Alexander the 
Sixth ; from which time it became ſubject to the 
Church. Te 

Izmperiatt, a ſmall City in the Kingdom of C1; 
in America, near a River of the ſame Name, four 
Leagues from the South Sea ; ſaid to be an Epiſcopal 
See, under the Spaniards. | 

Inacho, Apheas, a ſmall River of Epirus ; which 
watereth Larea on the South, and falls into the Bay 
called the Gulph of Larta.

Indta, is taken fot a conſiderable part of A/ia, com- 
monly called the Eaſt-Inazes, to diſtinguiſh it from 
America, which is called the Weft-I:dies. It is 
thought to be the Havilah in the Holy Scriptures : 
by the Natives, Indoſtan. Bounded on the North with 
the Aſfiatick Tartary, the Mountains of Imaus, ard 
Emodus ; on the Eaſt with the Kingdom of China, 
on the South with the Indian Ocean, and on the Weſt 
with the Kingdom of Perſia. This Country conſiſts 
partly in a vaſtly extended Continent, partly in Iſlands, 
ſome of which ate very great. That upon the Conti- 
nent, is divided into three Parts. 1. The Empire of 
the Great Mogul, or North India; which is a part of 
India intra Gangem & Indum ; and more peculiarly 
called Indoſthay ; in this there are thirty five Kingdoms. 
2. The Peninſula of Malabar. 3. The India extra 
Gangem. In the India extra Gangem, are four more 
conſiderable Kingdoms ; Pegu to the Weſt, Ava to 
the North, Siam to the South, and Cochinchina to 
the Eaſt ; each of which contains many particular or 
lefſer Kingdoms in it. The principal of the Iflands 
are Borneo, Ceylan, Java, Sumatra, Celebes, Men- 
dano, Luconia, Hainan, Pakan, Gilolo, the Moluc- 
caes, and Philippine Iles. Many of theſe are ſo great, 
as to be divided in many Kingdoms : ſome of them 
have never been throughly diſcovered by the Europe- 
an Nations. This Country extendeth in length from 
deg. 106. to 159. of Long. and from deg. 10. of 
Southern Latitude, to 44. of Northern. It abounds 
with Gold and Silver Mines, and all other forts of 
Metals, but Copper and Lead ; with all forts of Cat- 
tel, but Horſes ; with all forts of Corn, but Wheat. 
So that theſe and Wines are almoſt the only things they 
need from other Nations, towards the Convenience, 
or indeed Luxury of humane Life ; for this is the 
Store-houſe of Spice and Jewels, to the whole Wor!d. 
Alexander the Great was the firſt of the Grecians,who 
Diſcovered and Conquered a part of this vaſt Region; 
which ſoon after revolted from his Succeffors. The 
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Romans never went ſo far; but were honoured 
with ſome Embaſſies from them, when they had Po- 
tent Princes, as Auguſtus , Antoninus, and Conſt ar 
tine. Afﬀter-times wrapped them up in the Clouds 
again. There was a Trade driven by the way of the 
Red Sea, between the Perſian , Turkiſp, and Indian 
Merchants for Spice; yet there was little known of 
of them , till the Portugueſe diſcovered the way by 
the Cape of Good Hope, mn 1499. and the firlt Voy- 
ages were made hither by them in 1500- and 
1502, Theprincipal Rivers are Indus and the Ganges. 
Amongſt the ancient Inhabitants , the Brachmanes 
and Gymnoſophiſte for Philoſophy,the Gangarides for 
War, were the moſt conſiderable. Alexander the 
Great carried his Victorious Arms hither in the year 
of Rome 426. and 427. ( where he defeated Porus 
King of india ). And before him, ſome write, Se= 
miramis. There is a Tradition , that Se. Tho- 
mas preached Chriſtianity here, ( whence comes the 
Church of the Chriſtians of St. Thomas ) ; and that 
his Body , firſt found at Meliapour, now lyes inter- 
red at Goa in a ſtately Church built for the pur- 
poſe by the Order of Emanuel King of Portugal. 
In the third Century , the Philoſopher Pantenus was 
fent by Demecrrius Biſhop of Alexandria to preach 
to the Indians. AEdeſius and Frumentius in the 
Reign of Conſtantine the Great , two Laicks travel- 
ling into Indza , voluntarily did the fame. The lat- 
ter of which, was afterwards by Athanaſius conſecra- 
ted Biſhop of India. See Brachmanes, Banjans, 
Gymneſophiſte, and Benares, 

"India extra Gangem, is bounded on the, Weſt 
by the furtheſt, or mott Eaſtern Branch of the River 
Ganges; ( which is called Antibols from its ſpring 
unto its fall into the Ocean; ) on the North, with 
unknown Countries; on the Kaſt with the Kingdom 
of China, and the Eaſtern Ocean; and on the South 
with the ſame Ocean. In this there are four great 
Kingdoms ,. which do not depend on the Great Mo- 
gul. See the general Diviſion. 

The Weſt=Jndies, are all thoſe Countries more 
commonly called America ; and the Indzes, only by 
reaſon of their Wealth and diſtance. T 

Jndigetes. Beſides the deified Heroes of the An- 
cients, underſtood by this Name, they uſed it to de- 
note the mixt people of Ampurdan, in the Principa- 
lity of Catalonia, in Spain. See Ampurdan. 

Jndoſtan , or the Empire of the Great Mogul, is 
bounded on the North by the Aſian Tartary, and the 
Kingdom of Thiber ; on the Weſt by the Kingdom 
of Perſia; on the Eaſt by the River Coſmin, or Coſ- 
mite , ( by which it 1s divided from the reſt of 1»- 
d:a ;) on the South with the Bay of Bengala, and the 
Promontory of Malabar. There are, beſides what 
lies within theſe bounds , fome Kingdoms under this 
Prince beyond the Ganges towards China : in all he 
has under him thirty five Kingdoms. His Capital Ci- 
ty is Agra. He is of the Race of Tamerlain, the 
Great Scythian Conquerour;z .and has been pollefſed 
of this Country ever ſince the year 1473. It is abun- 
dantly rich in Gold, Silver, Precious Stones, and Mere 
chandizes. The propriety of almoſt all the Lands 
belongs to the Great Mogul: who beſides, is heir to 
the great Lords of his Court and all Officers within 
his pay. F 
ndze, Ingeris, Ander, Andri, a River of France, 
which ariſeth in the Province of Berry ; and watering 
la Chaſter, Chateau roux, Loches, and taking in the 
Cher, falls with it into the Loyrez eight Miles beneath 
Tours to the Weſt. This River in the Writers of the 
middle Age is called Anger. 

Jndus, one of the greateſt, firſt, and beſt known 
Rivers of - the Eaſt-Indies ; called by the Natives 
Sinde, It ſpwingeth out of the higheſt part of 
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Imaus, ( by ſome called Taurus, ) in the Kingdom of 
Caſſimer, 1n the Empire of the Great Mogul, (Os 
wards the Confines of the Afian Tartary : and tur- 
ning Southward , watering many Piovinces or 
Kingdoms, and taking 1n the Rivers of Behar, Nelab, 
Ravee, Coule , and many others, It at lat falls into 
the Arabian or Indian Ocean, by four great Mouths, 
in the Kingdom of Tatta , butween the Kingdoms of 
Guzarat and Perſia. The Name of that Mountain, 
out of which it ſpringeth, 1s called Paropajin. It re- 
ceives between its Head and its Fall one and twenty 
Rivers. {t had of old ſeven Mouths ; three of which 
are now {topped. 

Jngelhetm, DÞgelenheinum, Ingelhemium, a ſmall 
Town in the Lower Palatinate, in Germany , two 
German Miles from Ment; to the Welt, Charles the 
Great was born in this place in 732. After this, it 
was an Imperial and Free-City ; but exempted in 
1402. by Lewis the Empercur , and now under the 
Eleftor Palatine, Near this place S. Lewis, King of 
France, died in 840. Called Ayder Jngelhcim, the 
Lower or Nether Ingelheim , to diſtinguiſh it from 
another called Dber or Upper Jngetheim. In the 
years 788, 948. and 972. there were great Councils 
held here, 

Jngermanlandt, and I1grie, Ingria , a Province 
of Sweden ; between Moſcovy to the Eaſt, Livonia 
to the Weſt , the Lake of Ladoga, and the Bay of 
Finland : betwixt which two laſt, the River Nerva 
ſerves as a Canal. Heretofore ſubject to the Ruſs, 
(who call it Iſera, ) before the Swedes took it from 
them by Conqueſt. The chiet Town is Norteburgh, 
upon the Lake. ; 

Jngoldſtad, Ingo/aſtadium, Aureapolis, a City of 
Germany, in the Dukedom of Bavaria , which has a 
Bridge over the Danube. It was at firſt a Village ; 
but exalted to the dignity and magnitude of a City 
by Lewis of Bavaria, Emperour of Germany. In 
1546. the Proteſtant Arms proved unſucceſsful be- 
fore it. Guſtavus Adolphus, the Victorious King of 
Sweden, was not able to take it , when he attempted 
It in 1632. In 1410. here was an Univerſity opened, 
which has obtained many Privileges and good Endow- 
ments from Lewis Duke of Bavaria , and Pope 
Pius IT. It is now under the Duke of Bavaria. This 
City les three Miles from Newburgh to the Ealt, and 
ſeven from Ratzsbone to the Weit. The houſes are 
almoſt all of Wood. 

Jnhambane, a Kingdom in the Lower Zehiopia , 
between Monomotapa to the Nor:h, and Caferia to 
the South. The chief place of which is Toxge. 

Jnhamtoz , another ſmall Kingdom in the Lower 
Ethiopia, towards the River Cuama, and the Con- 
fines of Monomotapa. 

Jnifa, one of the Names of Mount Imaus. 

IJnneken, Aguntum, a Town in Carinthia. 

Jnnerneſs, a Town in Scorland. 

IJns, Inn, Oenus, AEnus, a River in Germany , 
which ariſeth in Switzerland , from Mount Molora 
( one of the Alpes, ) from two Springs, on the Bor- 
ders of the YValtoline ; and flowing through the Earl- 
dom of Tyrol! by _—_ ( the Capital of it, ) Hull, 
Schwatz, and Kufitain, it entereth the Dukedom of 
Bavaria ; where being augmented by ſeveral other 
Rivers, it falls into the Danube at Paſſarw, over 
againſt T//tar. | 

Jnſpzuck, or Inſprug, Oenspons, is the Capital 
City of the County of Tyrol in Germany : little, but 
neat and populous ; built in a fruitful Valley upon 
the River In, (or Inns,) over which it has a Bridge, 
and from whence it has its Name ; at the foot of the 
Alpes. It has a neat (trong Caſtle, in which the Dukes 
of Auſtria have ſometimes reſided. Walled by Ocho 
the Great., in 1234. but thoſe Walls are not now 

main- 
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maintained : it is under the Emperour. This City 
ſtands twenty Miles from Salzzburgh to the South- 
Welt, and eighteen from Trent to the North, Moſt 
memorable for the ſhameful Flight of Char/es V. in 
1552. when Maurice, ( Duke of Saxony, } Albert, 
( Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, ) and William (Landt- 
grave of Heſſen, joining their Forces ſuddenly, took 
Auſpurg ( twenty Miles from hence to the North- 
Welt ) in four days ; thence marching directly for 
Inſpruck,, they took in their paſſage Eresburgh , 
/ which was thought Impregrable ; ) and put that 
Prince , with Ferdinando his Brother , (then at In- 
ſpruck,, ) into ſuch a fright, that they were forced to 
croſs the Alpes in the dead of the night by Torch- 
light : many of the Nobility not having. ſo much as 
an Horſe to ride on. The next day theſe Confederate 
Princes took the Town, plundered all they found 
belonging to the Emperour , and Spanzards ; but 
ſpared the Towns Mens Goods and Houſes. This A- 

jon put anend to all the Projects of that Prince in 
Germany; and has eſtabliſhed the German Liberty, 
then in great danger of ruin. In 1689. about Fanu- 
ary, this City ſuffered much by the repeated ſhocks 
of an Earthquake. - 

Jnſtad , Oeneſtadium, a Suburb of the City of 
Paſſaw, upon the Eaſtern Bank of the River In, 
where it falls into the Danube. * ; 

Joannipolt, Fambo! , a City of Bulgaria, which 
13 a Biſhops See. | : . 

Jocelin, 7oſſelinum , a Town in Bretagn# in 
France, upon the River Or/te ; which coming from 
S. Quintin, falls into the River Vilasne, near Redon. 
It itands ſixteen Miles from Kennes to the Weſt, ':ind 
as many from S. Brieux to the North-Weſt. 

Joden, Fudez, the Fes. 

Jogues, Gymnoſophiſte, a Heathen Sect of Phi- 
loſo;-hers, of great Antiquity in the Eaſt-Indies, till 
extant. 

Joigny, Fovinzacum, a City in France, upon the 
River Tonne, | Icauna, |] in Champagne, in the Terri- 
tory of Sens ; Which is built at the foot of an Hill, 
and has a ſplendid Caſtle belonging to it : written by 
ſome Ivinzacum. 

Joinville, Zoanvilla, a ſmall Town in Champagne 
in France , upon the River Marne {[ Marrona | 
eight Leagues from Chaumont to the North, eighteen 
from @halons to the South-Eaſt. Ennobled with the 
Title of a Principality by . Henry II. of France , in 
1552. in favour of Francis of Lorrain , * Duke of 
Guiſe. 8 

Joicos, an ancient Maritime Town in Theſſalia, 
upon the Archipelago , at the foot of the Mountain 
Pelion , and near the Cities Demetrias and Pagaſe. 
The fimous Argonaute were ſaid to embarque here. 
; It has been fince called Jaco. 

Jona, 1bona His , an Iſland on the Weſt of Scoe- 
land : famous for the Sepulchres of the old Scotch 
Kings. The chief Town is Sodore , a Biſhops See in 
time paſt z who had. in his Juriſdiction all theſe We- 
ſtern Iſles, and the //le of Man. This See was ere- 
ed in 840+ This is the ſame with Cholmkil, and 
lies five Miles from Dunſtafag to the North-Weſt. 

Jonta, a fruitful Province of the Laſſer Aſia, be- 
twixt Caria and /Etolza , now called by the Turks 
Nuiſcon. Famous 1n ancient times for many conſ1- 
derable Cities, and Noble Temples itanding in it : as 
alſo for a Sett of Philoſophers, called the Iongan Se, 
who were of the Diſciples of Thales of Miletus. The 
Sea betwixt Greece and Szcsly , towards Megcedonza, 
Epirus, Achaia, and the Peloponneſus, anciently bore 
the Name of the lonzan Sea : which Name ſome de- 
rive from Favan the Son of Fepher. | 

Jonne, Foanna, a River, written alſo Towne: it 
ariſeth in the Dukedom ot Burgundy , from the 
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Mountain calied Aforvant , near the Caſtle of Chi- 
none ; and viiiteth the City of Clameſy in Nrvergne, 
and Cretian , where it takes in the Cure ; after which, 
paiting on the Eatt of Auxerre, it becomes ſufficient

0m 01 
Jourdatn, Fordan, Fordanes, is the preateſt River 
in the Holy Land , or Paleſtine; and the moſt cele- 
brated in the Holy Scriptures : called at this day by 
the Inhabitants Dcheriah. It ariſeth in the Confines 
of Czlofyria, from two Fountains, ( For and Dan, ) 
both at the foot of Monnt Libanus ; four Miles above 
Ceſarea Philspp: : and running Southward, it maketh 
two Lakes ; firft that of Merox , then that of Caper- 
naum, Called alfo the'Sea of Galilee ; and having 'wa- 
tercd ſeveral of the ancient Cities of the Larid of Ca- 
naan, ( none of which are now extant, ) it fills into 
the Dead Sea, or Lake of Sodom. It is the preateſt, 
or.rather the only River in all this Country ; the reſt 
being mere Brooks rather than Rivers. About half 
as broad at Jerico,” as the 'Rzver Seine 3s at+ Paris ; 
very rapid, and the Water of it thick ; becauſe it 
pafſeth through fat Lands, and is very Full of Fiſh ; 
oper on both ſides with thick and pleaſant Woods. 
1$ account 1s piven of it by 'Monfiear Thevenor, 
who ſaw it himſelf. Famous moreover to all-po- 


ſterity , for the Children of 1ſrae!"s patling it on dry 
ground at their entrance into Canaan , and the-Pro- 
phet Eljah's doing the fame in company with Eliſha: 
Our Saviour received Baptiſm here from the hands 
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of $. Folm; near to which particular place , the 
Chriſtians built a Monaſtery , that 18 now 1n ruins, 
The Pilgrims delight to bathe in this River 
fancying the Water ſanative from the virtue of that 
Sacred Contact, It overflows in Summer with 
the melted Snow from Mount Libarns. But in the 
Winter runs a low Water : and after its Current into 
the Dead Sea, it is clear without mixture, for above 
a League together : ifluing thence by a ſubterraneous 
Channel into the Mediterranean.

wo. Hill, in ſomewhat a low Ground : it has a com- 
modious Haven, and was heretofore a place of great 
Trade, with many wealthy Merchants init, and a vaſt 
number of other people 3 but now decayed as to 
both. It was alſo formerly fortified with Trenches 
and Rampires ; the loſs of which, is not to be lamen- 
ted ; the Town being ſo ſeated, that it can never be 
made a place of Defence , the Hills on all fides ( but 
the South,. and South-Eaſt, ) ng it- It has 
fourteen Pariſh Churches , and a great many goodly 
Houſes, the tokens of its former Wealth. In 991. 
the Danes facked it , and nine years after repeated 
their Cruelty upon it. In the Reign of S. Edward, 
i had eight tundred Burgeſles, who paid Cuſtom to 
the King. There was allo a Caſtle built here by the 
Normans , which Hugh Bigod, Earl of Norfolk , de- 
fended againſt the Uſurper King Stephen ; but was 
forced to ſurrender at laft : the ruins are now loſt. 
Mr. Cambden ſuppoſcth it to have been demoliſhed 
by Henry Il. when he did the ſame by Waleton 
Caſtle not far off, Here landed the three thouſand 
Flemings , which the Nobility called in againſt Her- 
7 I. when his Son rebelled againſt him. In the 
late Rebellion, this Town ſtood clear of all thoſe Ca- 
lamities which involved the reſt of the Nation. The 
Biſhop of Nerwich hath a Houſe here ; and the Viſ- 
count of Hereford another, befitting his degree and 
quality. The Honourable Henry a by 5 , Duke of 
Grafton, was created Viſcount Ipſwich, Aug. 16.1672. 
who died of the Wounds that he received in the 
Service of King ÞFl/;am before Cork,, Otob. 9. 1690. 
This Town is alſo a Corporation , and ſends two Bur- 
gelles to the Parliament. It has a Free-School, 
with the convenience of a good Library , and a Ho- 
ſpital. Cardinal Folſey was born here, and began the 
building of a ſtately College , which bears his Name 
to this day. | 
_ _ Hibernia, Iverma , is a great, fruitful , 
and noble Iſland onthe Welt of Great Britain : ac- 
eounted in ancient time for tneſs and glory, the 
third Lland of the Workd ; and called then the Leſſer 
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Britain. Orpheus, Ariſtotle, and Claudian, call it 
Terna; Fuvenal, Mela, Juverna ; Diodorns Sicy.. 
lus, Iris. Others Foverma, Overnia, and Burnig, 
The Natives Erin. The We/ſ Puerdon. The Ex- 
gliſh Jreland. It is three hundred Miles long, and 
two hundred broad : on the Eaſt it has the tempeſty- 
ous Iriſh Sea, between it and Great Britain; onthe 
Weſt the Yergivian Ocean , on the Noith the 
Dencalidonian Sea , and on the South the B:;. 
tiſh Ocean, Divided into four Provinces, L ez1- 
and Connaught , which 
heretofore ſuſtained the Title of as many King- 
doms; comprehending in all thirty Counties, four 
Archbiſhopricks,and twelve Biſhopricks. The Country 
1s full of Woods, Hills, and Bogs. The Soil, rich and 
fruitful, eſpecially as to Graſs; ( Pomponins Mela in 
the times of the Emperour Claudius , gives the very 
ſame character of it;) and therefore it has ever 
abounded in Cattle , which is its moſt Staple Com- 
modity. The principal Rivers are the Sharnon, the 
Sewer, the Barow, the Black-Water, the Shour , the 
Neure,. the Boyne, the Leffy, &c. The Capital City 
heretofore Armagh , now Dublin. The Air is at 
all times temperate 3 but too moiſt to be at all times 
pleaſant or wholſome. The Romans in all probabi- 
lity never had any footing in this Iſland. This Na- 
tion was converted to Chriſtianity in the fifth Centu- 
ry by Palladius , and S. Patrick ; eſpecially the lat. 
ter: who planted not only Religion, but fo much 
Learning too amongſt them, that in the next Ape 
the Monks of Ireland were eminent for Holineſs and 
Learning ; and Ireland thence called, Inſa/a Sanfo- 
rum, an Iſland of Saints. In $94. Ezfrid, King of 
Northumberland, firſt entered, and deitroyed this Na- 
tion with Fire and Sword ; after this, the Danes, for 
thirty years together, waſted and deſtroyed them. 
After theſe, the Germans. After them, Edgar, the 
moſt powerful King of England, conquered a great 
part of Ire/and. And when by Maffacres and other 
Accidents the Iriſh were freed from all theſe Calami- 
ties; there enſued Domeſtick Broils among themſelves. 
In 1155+ Henry Il. being called in by the Natives, re- 
ſolved on the Conqueſt of them ; whereupon Ri- 
chard Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke, began it : in 
1172. Henry Il. in Perſon entered Ire/and ; and 
taking upon him the Stile of Sovereign Lord of Ire- 
land , the States and all the petty Kings ſubmitted to 
him : and paſſed over all their Rule and Power , 
which was confirmed by Pope Hadrian. The Kings 
of England continued the Title of Lords of Ireland, 
till the Reign of Henry \ IlI, who took firſt upon 
him the Stile and Title of King of Ire/and, in 1541. 
which was confirmed to Mary his Daughter, by Pope 
Paul IV. in 1555. The 1r5ſþ have ever looked upon 
this Conqueſt as a Wrong and an Uſurpation , which 
no Act of theirs, nor Tune it ſelf could make valid. 
Hence, when ever England has been imbroiled, they 
have taken the opportunity of Revolting. In the 
Reign of Edward I. when that Prince was engaged 
againſt the Scots, one Donald O-Neal tiled himſelf 
King of Ulſter ; and in Right of Inheritance , the » 
undoubted Heir of all Ireland. But when in the 
Reign of Henry VIII. the pretence of Religion was 
added , firſt the Earl of K/dare rebelled in 1537-and 
was preſently ſuppreſſed, taken, and beheaded, with 
his five Uncles. In 1539. O-Neal began another Re- 
bellion : but ſo ſoon as Thomas Earl of Suſſex, Lord 
Lieutenant , came againſt him with an Army , the 
Gentleman grew humble, fubmitted, and was pardo- 
ned. He flew out again in 1563. burnt the Cathedral 
of Armagh, and belieged Dundalk ; but with no ſuc- 
ceſs. In 1565. Sir Henry Sidney, Lord Lieutenant, 
went againſt him, and in a Fight broke his Forces: fo 
that flying to the Scogs, ( whom he had — 
jure ) 
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jured) in 1567. he was affalfinated in cold blood, 
and prelently after attainted in Parliament , and the 
Title of O-Neal aboliſhed. The Earl of Deſmond 
was the next, who in 1579. calling in the Spaniards, 
began another Rebellion, which enJted ill tor him ; 
the Spanzards being driven out the year after, and this 
Eirl taken and lain in 1583. In 1595, Tir-Oen, 
who had done great Service againlt the Earl of Deſ- 
mond, and was highly favoured by Queen Elizabeth, 
moſt ungratefully began a Rebellion, the mott dan- 
gc10us ot all the other ; this Earl having been bred in 
the Queens Service , and learned Military Di'cipline 
from the E:.g/i/þ, which he now made uſe of againit 
them. In1598. he defeated the Engzliſh at Black- 
water, In 1599 brought the Earl of Eſſex to con- 
deſcend to a Treaty with him. In 1601. he brought 
the Spaniards over to his Atſiſtance , who took and 
garriloned Kinſa'e ; which was retaken by Sir Charles 
Blunt, ( atterwards Lord Montjoy,) and the Spant- 
ards totally driven out : whereupon T:r-Oen ſubmut- 
ted, and was brought over by the Lord Lieutenant, to 
King James I. in 1603. This War laſted eight 
years; and might have proved fatal to the Englzſh, 
if God had not prevented it. After this [| find no 
general InſurreCtion of the IriſÞ till 1641. when ſee- 
ing Charles I. engaged in War with the Scots at home, 
they on a ſudden roſe up and atlaiiinated two hun» 
dred thbuſand Engliſh in a few days , when no body 
ſuſpected any ſuch thing. This Inſurrection began 
September 3. The Troubles of England gave them 
ſome reſpit ; but in 1649. and fifty, O/#ver Cromwell 
began their Chaſtiſement lo etfectually,that Treron, and 
thoſe he left to carry it on , erected mournful Tro- 
phics of the Divine Vengeance againſt them, with no 
great expence of Time, Blood, or Treaſure : it miſſed 
but a litile, that the Irzs/þ Name and Nation had 
been totally extirpated. Charles Il. upon his Reſti- 
tution in 1660. ſhewed them more Mercy ; reſtored 
fuch as had any pretences of Loyalty to plead for 
their Eitates ; anJ governed them all his time with 
ſo much Clemer:cy , that this Nation never w.s in a 
better State lince they fell under the Eng/zſh, than at 
the time of the Death of that Good Prince.

Iſchebolt, or 1/chepoli, Scopelus, an Inland City 
of Thrace; made a Biſhops See by Leo the Emperour, 
under the Archbiſhop of Adrianople. I ſuppoſe it is 
the ſame with that which is now called Ipſola. 

Ilſchia, Enaria, Inarime, Pithecuſa, an Iſland on 
the Coaſt of the Kingdom of _— near the Bay of 
Puteolum ; not above three Miles from the Shoar to 
the Weſt. Its Circuit is of twenty Miles ; of old cal- 
led Inarime 3 and by the Greeks, Pithecuſa. It has a 
City of the fame Name , well fortified, with a Caſtle 
built on a Rock ; in which Ferdinando, King of Na- 
pou found ſhelter , during the ſtorm brought upon 

im by Charles VIIL of France; who in 1495. con- 
quered this whole Kingdom in a few days. This City 
is a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of Naples ; 
cighteen Miles from Naples to the Welt. Claudins 
Nepos, a Frenchman , in 1586. publiſhed an exact 
Map, and Deſcription of this ſſland ; which is inſer- 
ted into the Deſcription of Italy, publiſhed by Antc= 
nius Maginus.

Jflas de tos Ladzones, or 1/as de las V-las, by 
the French called I/tes des Larrons , a maſs of little 
Iſlands tn the Arobrpelago of St. Lazare, betwixt the 
Oriental and the Packhck Oceans, extending from 
North to South , at the extremity of our Hemi- 
ſphere, Eaftward. Diſcovered in 1520. by the fa- 
mons Mapel/an. Some, inhabited by a ſalvage peo- 
ple, whoſe addiction to Thievery occaſioned this ge- 
neral #1 riame upon them all,of the I/lands of Thieves. 
Yet the greateſt part are barren: They reckon fifteen 
principal ones. The Air , temperate : but that the 
Frerricanes from time to time rage with violence. 
Theſe Salvages are excellent at making of Marrs ; 
and they traffick to Tartary in Canoes. 

Jfle Manrice , an Iſland im the Zrhopzch Ocean, 
to the Eaft of Madagaſtar : ſo named by the Hol- 
landers in 1598. in honour of Maurice of Naſſaw, 
Prince of Orange : But the Portugueze made the firſt 
diſcovery of it, who called it I!ha do Cerno or Swan- 
Iſland ; the Engliſh alſo have given the Name of 
Warwick to its Haven. In 1640. the Hollander, ſet. 
tled upon it, and have built it a Fort. It yields Palm- 
trees, Cocao, Ebony, plenty of Fiſh, and Tortoiſes of 
a valt magnitude. $ There is another ſinall Illand 
of this Name , near the Coaſt of Moſcovia, to the 
Weſt of Pergats Streight, diſcovered by the Holan- 
ders in 1594. in their ſearch for a North Paſſage to 
Chma. Pull of Lakes, Ponds, and Mariſhes. 

Ifles des Papas, dn Pape, or des Prences, cal- 
led by the Tarks Papas-Adaſi ; by the Greeks, Papa- 
dom/ia,or the Prieſts Iſland, ( from their being in- 
habited by the Religious Caloyers of the Order of 
S. Baſil ) lie within four Leagues of Conſtantinepl:, 
betwixt the Sea of Marmora,and the entrance intothe 
Streights. of Gallipoli, The Europeans of Conſt au- 
tinople and Pera ordinarily divert themſelves at them. 

Ifles des Perles , the INands of Pearl, are a 
Shoal of Iſlands in the South Sea, twelve Leagues 

Panama, in South America: to which the abun- 
dance of Pearls, heretofore fiſh'd out of the Sea ad- 
Jacent , occaſioned the giving of this Name. The 
two principal, are De/ Rio and Tararequs. Maze, 
and odoriferons Trees grow upon them. The Spani- 
ards here having made an end of all the Natzves, 
ſerve themſelves of the Negro Slaves of Nicaragua to 
look after the Fields and the Cattle. 

Ifle des Dacrtfices , an Iſland upon the Coaft 
of the Province of Tlaſcala in New Spainin America, 
near the City St. Fean d Ulva: fo called, from the 
cruel Sacrifices of Men, made by the Nateves, to 
their Gods, The Spaniards uſed for ſome tune to 
diſcharge their Merchandiſes at this place. 
flebe. See E:fleben. | 
_ Ffenos, Selinus, Trajanopolis, a City in Cilicia, 
in the Leſſer Aſia. 

Iſmar. Sce Smyrna. 
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ſne, 1/ſiy, Yina, Viana , a ſmall City n Schiwva- 
i. in Reunung in the Territory of A/gow , upon 
the River Arg 3 which falls into the Lake of Con- 
{tance ; four German Miles from Kempten to the 
Weſt, the ſame from Lindaw to the North-Eaſt, and 
eleven from Ulm to the South 3 made an Imperial 
Free Town by Charles IV. Emperour of Germany. 

FIſnich, Aſcania, Palus, Nicea, Antigona, a City 
in Bythinia; famous for the firlt Generat Councll 
here held in 325. SecNicea, _ : 

Jſnigtmid , Nicomedia , a ruined City of By- 
thinta. : : 

Jſola, Inſula, Efulum, A£ſule, an Epiſcopal City 
in the Province of Calabria Ulterior , in the King- 
dom of Nap/cs.. $ This Name is alſo given to the Rt- 
ver Cremera in Tuſcany; to an Iſland of the Tiber, 
called in Latin, Libanus alme Veneris : and to a 
City of Hiſtria, in Latin Alietum.*® : 

Fſonzo , 1ſontius, Natiſco, Sontius, a River of 
Friult : it aviſeth out of the Carinthian Alpes in 
Carniola, a Province of Germany ; afid entering Fri- 
zi, a Province of Iraly , it watereth the Connty and 
City of Goritia , and alſo Gradisha 3 where taking 
in Frigido, Turre, and ſome other Rivers, 1t leaveth 
Aquileja; and falls into the Gulph of Trieſte, tive 
Miles South-Eaſt of 4quileja : near this River Oda- 
cer, who had made himſelf King of Jzaly, was ſlain 
by Theodorick King of the Goths, in 489. To this 
Place the Turks came under the Command of Aſa- 
Bes, in 1177. in the time of Mahomet the Great ; 
and overthrew Feronimo Novello, Count of Verona, a 
ſamous Commander of thoſe times ; and ſlew him 
in Battel , together with his Son, and molt of his 
Commanders ; deſtroying -a Party of three thouſand 
Venetians, and ſetting one hundred Villages on fire. 

Iſpaham. See Haſpaam. . 

Iſpirite, Sparze,a Village and Mountain Þ Thrace, 
upon the Euxine or Black Sea. = 

Iſlar, S:ichem , a ruined Place in Samarza, 1n the 
Holy Land. 

JIfledon , an ancient City of Scyth:ia beyond the 
Mountain Imaus, ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Modern 
Ciracoram in Tartary ; or Synchun, or Suchur, in the 
Kindom of Tangut, towards the Region of Cathay 
in China. 

AIſſel. See 7/el/. "I : 

Iffoire, Iiodorum, a City in Auvergne in France, 
upon the River Al/zer, which divides this Province; 
and falls afterwards into the Loyre ; ſix Leagues from 
Clermont to the South. This City 1s called Icc:odo- 
rum, Tſſorium, and Ic:odurum. 

Jſſoudun , Exe/odunum, Exſoldunum, a ſtrong 
Town in the Dukedom of Berry in France , in the 
Dioceſe of Bourges, upon the little River Th:o/, ſeven 
or eight Leagues from Burges. A Synod was af- 
ſembled at it in 1081. 

Jſſug. See LarazF0. 

Iſtacar, Itacar:/a, a City in Perſia , one of the 
moſt ancient of that Kingdom, and once a Royal Ci- 
ty ; but now ſcarce a Village ; the City of Xzras ha- 
ving ſprung out of its Ruines, and overwhelmed 
it. It ſtood. one Mile from the Arax:is , now Ben- 
damur. | 

Ifſtthmus Cozinthiacus, the Neck of Land hbe- 
twixt the Jonzan and gear Seas , near Corinth ; or 
betwixt the Gulph of Corznth , and the Gulph of 
Engia, which connects the Morea with Achaia, and 
the relt of Greece. The Emperours, Fulius Ceſar, 
Caligula, and Nero, in vain attempting to cut a paſ- 
ſage from the Ionian Sea into the Archipelago 
through it , created the Proverb , 1/#:hmum fodere, 
for an unſucceſsful undertaking. It 1s fix Miles long. 
There was afterwards built upon it a Wall of the 
ſame length , called Hexamilium and Hexamili ; 


which Amurah II. deſtroyed ; the Venetians repaired 
and fortified ; and Mahomet II. again deſtroyed in 
1443. S$ Iſtthmus of Panama. See Panama. $ Iſth- 
mus of Suez , an Iſtthmus betwixt the Mediterranean 
Sea to the North, and the Red Sea to. the South, 
which joins Egypt to Paleſtine and Arabia Petrea, 
ſeventy Arabian Miles large : taking this Name from 
the Ci:y Suez upon the Banks of the Red Sea; It has 
been attempted to cut a paſſage through it from the 
two Seas, divers times, 1n vain. 

Jſtria. See H:ſtr:a. 

Jſtrig , Sargetia, a River of Walachia ; which 
arifeth in the South part of Tranſylvania , and falls 
into the River Mariſh. In the Bed of this River , 
Decebalus buried his Treaſure , when invaded by the 
Emperour Trajan. 

Jtalta, Latium, Auſonia, Heſperia, Oenotria, Sa- 
turnia, is the moſt celebrated Country in Emreope ; 
the Miſtris, and Civilizer of all the reſt. As ſhe had 
anciently all thoſe Names I have already expreſſed ; 
ſo of later times, the Germans call it Welſchlandt , 
or Walliſchlandt ; the Danes Uailland ; the Turks 
Talla ; the Poles and Sclavonians Uioſka: Its an- 
cient Bounds extended no further to the North, than 
the Rivers of Arnus, now Arno ; and Xſfis, Eſino ; 
afterwards it was enlarged by the Conquelit of the 
Senones, to the River Rubicon, now I! Piſatello. All 
between theſe Rivers and the Alpes, being then called 
Gallia Ciſalpina. But at this day it is extended to 
the Alpes , and the River Yarus; which parts it from 
France and Germany to the Weſt and North; on 
which fide alſo the Adrzacickh Sea divides it from 
Dalmatia : on the South the Tyrrhenzan, Sicilian, 
and Lzgurian Seas divide it from Africa ; on the 
Weſt the ſame Sea waſheth it ; and on the Eaſt the 
lower part of the Adriatick Sea, and the Ionian , 
which divide it from Greece. This Country lies in 
the form of a vaſt Peninſula 3 and reſembles very 
much the Leg of a Man. It containeth in length from 
Auguſta Pratoria, ( now Aouſt,) at the foot of the 
Alpes, unto Orranto, '( in the moſt Eaſtern Point of 
the Kingdom of Naples) one thouſand and twenty 
Miles: in breadth from the River Yaro, (which parts 
it from Provence ) to the Month of the River Arſa 
in Fr:uli, where it is broadeſt, four hundred and ten ; 
about Ozranto, where narroweſt, it has not above 
twenty five ; and in the middle from the Mouth of 
Peſcara on the Adriatich Sea to that of the Tiber, on 
the oppolite Shoar, is one hundred twenty fix Miles: 
its whole Circuit may he about three thouſand four 
hundred forty eight Miles. The Apennine Hills di- 
vide 1t into two parts : it isa very fruitful, pleaſant 
Country ; and towards the North extremely well was 
tered with Rivers. At firſt divided into divers Tribes 
and Nations ; which being all united by the Roman 
Conquelts into one Empire , upon the ruin of that, 
it became again divided into divers Seigniories ane 
Republicks ; that are now ſeverally in the hands 'of 
the Pope, the King of Spain, the Republick of Ye- 
nice, the Dukes of Savoy, Florence, Mantoua, Mode- 
na, and. Parma ; the Common-wealths of Genoua 
and Lucca, and ſome other ſmall Principalities ; of all 
which, I ſhall diſcourſe in their proper places. This 
Country lies towards the midſt of the Temperate 
Zone :- from 28. deg. and an half of Long. to 
42. and an halt: and from 37, deg. and an balf of 
Lat. to 46. and an half) In every reſpect ſo delight- 
ful, that divers Writers call it the Garden of Europe, 
Watered by the Rivers Po, Tanaro, Garigliano, Ar- 
no, Reno, Tiber, Volturno, &c. Adorned with a 
great many magnificent, handſome, well built Cities, 
divers Univerſities, and more Biſhoprichs than any 
Country in the World beſides, 

foi” Heraclea, a City of A/ia. 
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Itching; a River of Hantſhire , meeting with the 

River Teſt at their fall into the Sea , near Southam- 
pron. Wincheſter ſtands upon its Banks. 
Jthaca, an Iſland in the Tonzan Sea, near Cepha- 
loca : now Called I/ola del Compare, and Val de 
Compare : by the Turks, Phiachi or Theachz. And 
in Dionyſus Africanns. Nericta. This was the Birth- 
place of Viyſſes , as Virgs! hath it,

Jton , Itona, a (mall River of Normandy, which 
waſheth Eureux 5; and then falls into the River 
Eure. ALS 

Jturxa, the ancient Roman Name of a Region 1n 
Paleſtine , fince called Bacar. See Bacar, In the 
time of our Saviour it was a Tetrarchate under the 
Government of Ph:/ip, Herod's Brother. The Inha- 
bitants were a mixture of the Tribes of Gad and 
Renben. 

Ftzcho. I:2ehoa, a ſmall City in Ho/ſtein properly 
ſo called. in the very Borders of Stomaria , upon the 
River Stor; two German Miles from the Eibe and 
Gluck&ad?, towards the South-Ealt. 

Jtanogrod, a Caſtle in the County of Ingermn- 
land, near Narva; from which it is parted only by 
the River Plauſa. Built and fortified by the Ruſs ; 
and conquered by the Swedes, together with the 
Province, in whici 1t {tands. 

Jucatan, or Jucatan , a Peninſula in New Spain, 
in North America,within the Government 0: Me-x:co, 
running into the North Sea , betwixt the two Gulphs 
of Mexico and Honduras, above two hundred and 
fiſty Leagues in circuit. Fertile, eſpecially in Cot- 
ton ; and planted with the Cities, Merida, Salaman- 
ca, Valladolid, Ec. It was firit diſcovered by Fran- 
cis Hernandez of Corduba : and afterwards conquered 
by Francis Montege, by a War of nine years, 1n 
1536. 

Judea. See Paleſtine. 

Judenbarg, a City of the Upper Stiria, upon the 
River Muer, which falis ito the Drave , in the Bor- 
ders of Hungary ; nine Miles above Gratz to the 
Weſt, and two from the Confines of Carinthia. It 
is under the Houſe of Auſtria, and thought to be the 
ancient Sabatinca Norics. 

Judta, Vd:a, Odiaa, the Capital City of the King- 
dom of Siam , in the Eaſt-Indzes , where the King 
relides: thirty Leagues from the Inazan Ocean, upon 
the River Menan. In Long. 129, oo. Lat. 15. co. 
And is a Place of great Trade. 

Judicelio, Amananns, a River of Sicily , which 
ariſeth from Mount na; and patiing through the 
City of Catania , falls into the Ionz#an Sea , aſter a 
Courle of ten Miles. 

Ivel , a River of Bedfordſh:re, falling into the 
Onſe : upon which ſtand Bro/eſworth and Shefferd. 

Jvetot, a Seigniory in the Paix de Caux in Nor- 
mandy. Said to have been erected into a Kingdom 
by King Clotarre 1. in ſatisfaction for the Murder of 
Gautier Lord of Tvetor , committed in the Church 
upon a Good Friday by King Clotarre's own hand. 
Others write, this 1s a Fable. 

Dt. Jves, a Borough and Market Town in the 
County of Cornwa!!, in the Hundred of Penmwirh 
which returns two Burgeſles to the Houſe of "= 
Mons. It has a Haven to the North or Iriſh Seq 
S A Market Town in Huntingtonſhire , in the Hun- 
dred of Hurſtingron, upon the River Ouſe, over which 
it hath a fair Stone Bridpe. Said to be fo called 
trom S. Ivo a Biſhop, who about the year 600. prea- 
_— Chriſtianity taroughout Eng/and , and here 
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Ivete, Tveta, a [mall River of France, which faile 
into the Orbe. = 

Iuhozsky, or F4hora, Fugra, Fubra, a Province in 
the North of Moſcovy,upon the White Sea. It hath - 
City of the ſame Name. G 

Fvica, Ebuſis, an Iſland on the Faſt of Spain, he- 
longing to Majorca, and ſeated between it and $ pain . 
only twenty Miles in compaſs , with a ſecure Haven 
on 1its South fide. It affords great plenty of Sal: 
and has no hurtful Creature in it. The Biſhop of 
Tarragona 1s the Proprietor of this Ifle. It is on all 
ſides incompaſled with Rocks, or ſmall Iſlands, which 
make the approach to be very dangerous. 

Juine, Zuwna, a ſmall River in Gaſtincis in 
France; which arifing near the Foreſt of Orlearce 
and bending Northward, takes in E/tampes and ſome 
other ſmall Rivers ; and falls info the Seyze at 
Corbie. Some believe it to be the ſame with the 
River Yone ; and that it was called Eftampes , trom 
_ Town of that Name upon it. 

'vingo , a Market Town in Buch inohamſkire, i 
the Hundred of Colſt or. wes in 

Juliers, Fl:acum , a City of Germany ; menti- 
oned by Tacitus and Ammianus Marcellinus ; called 
by the Inhabitants Gulick : See Gulick. $S Aliſo the 
Name of a Dukedom in the Province of We? pha!ia 
between the Rh:7e to the Eaſt , and the Maes to the 
Welt ; bounded on the North by Vpper Gnelderland ; 
on the Eatt by the Biſhoprick of Colopne ; on the 
South by Erfall , and the Biſhoprick of Treves ; and 
on the Welt by the Dukedom of Limburg. The Ri 
ver Reer divides it into two parts. This from 500. 
was under Princes of its own, to 1609. when upon 
the death of John lliam, the laſt Duke, there aroſe 
a conte{t between the Duke of Newburs, and Bran- 
denburgs which in 1612. broke out into a War ; 
theſe two Dukes in the end dividing the Dukedom 
between them ; and entering a League for their mu- 
tual Cefence, againſt who ever ſhould annoy either of 
them in that which he poſletſed. The Dukes of Sz. 
x01;y at the ſame time pretended a Right 5; which 
though they never proſecuted, yet they ilill reſerve 
unto themſelves. 

Funito, Tzorus, a Mountain in the Kingdom of 
Portugal, 

 Junnan, Funnanum, a great Province in tlie 
Kingdom of China , in the Sonth- Welt Borders to- 
wards the Eaſt-Inates : on the North it is bounded 
by the Kingdom of T:ber , and the Province of $#- 
chem : on the Eaft it has Quezcheu, and Quamſ}, 
( two other Provinces of China; ) on the South the 
Kingdoms of Turkim, and Cochiii-China 5; and on 
the Welt , the Kingdom of Peg, The Southern 
parts of this Province have been conquered by the King 
of Tunksm, 2nd are in his hands. It has its Name from 
I:1vam, a vaſt City, ſeated in Long. 131. oo. -Lat. 
25-32. This Province contains two and twenty great 
Citics,c1ghty four ſmaller, and one hundred thirty two 
thouſand nine hundred fifty eight Families. 

Junquera. See Fonquera. 

Jura , a Mountain which divides France from 
Switzerland, called by the Germans Jurten ; by the 
$1iſs Leberberg and Leerberg. 1t begins at the 
Rhine near Bajil to theNorth ; extends to the Rhoſne, 
and the County of Bergey to the South 3 having 
many different Names from the People by which it 
palieth. That part which begins at the R-o/ne, four 
Miles from Geneva ( and lies between the County 0: 
Burgundy and Beuzey ) 1s called /e Credo © atier- 
wards it 1s called St. C/aude , about the riſe of the 
River Deux ; it has the Name of Mont de Foux, 11 
the Borders of Baſll . Pierreport , and Bot;zverg ; 
more South Dchafmat : and by the Sw:/s Lcer- 
berg.

Jutland, Jutia, Cimbrica Cherſoneſus , is a very 
great Province of the Kingdom of Denmark, ; exten- 
ded in the form of a vaſt Peninſula from North 
to South, and only joined to the Continent at the 
South end ; where Holſtern, a part of this Promon- 
tory, joins it to Germany; on the Welt 1t has the 
German Ocean, on the North and Eaft the Balrzck 
Sea. It is divided into the Northern and Southern 
Futland. The Northern Jutland is divided into four 
Dioceſes, viz. Rypen, Arhuſen, Alborch, and Wisborch; 
this part is under the King of Denmark : the Southern 
is divided into three, viz. Sleſwick, Flensborg , 
and Haderſleben \ this is under the Duke of S/eſwick,, 
who is of the Blood Royal of Denmark. Charles 
Guſtavus King of Sweden took Zutland in his late 
Wars, and thence paſſed over the Ice into the Neigh- 
bouring Iſlands. It was the Country, moſt ſuppoſe, 
of the ancient C:mbrs. ences, 

Fxar, a ſmall Town in the Kingdom of Arra- 
on, upon the River Martinium ; twelve Miles from 
Tm to the South ; which gives the Title of a 
Duke.

Fo, a Province in Fapan, in Xicoca; towards the 
Welt of it, and the Ifland Xsmoam ; which has in it 
a Town of the ſame Name.

Ichemire , a Kingdom in the Eftates of the 
. Great Mogul, along the Mountain Caucaſus, 
towards the Kingdom of Lahor , and the Borders of 
Indeſtan ; with a City, its Capital, of the ſame name. 
The City is all built of Wood , unwalled, traverſed 
by a River over which it has two Bridges , and near a 
great Lake, four or five Leagues in circuit, falling in- 
to the ſame. The Country affords excellent Paſtu- 
rage, about thirty Leagues long, and twelve broad. 
Kaimachites, a Province or Tribe amongſt 
the Afian Tartars, by the great River Ghamma ; 
between Mongal to the North , and the Kingdoms of 
Thibet, and Tangur. Thele People give Name to that 
part of the Ocean, which bordereth upon them. 
Kaliſch, Caliſia, a City in the Kingdom of Po- 
land ; built upon the River Proſna, which a little 
lower falls into the Warta; five German Miles from 
the Confines of Szlefia, and twelve from Breſlaw to 
the North-Eaſt. It is the Capital of a Palatinate in 
that Kingdom, and ſuffer very much from the 
Swedes in the year 1657.

Balmintz, Cel:-9antia, called by Ptolemy the 
Town of the Quades, is now a Village in Auſtria ; 
not far irom the Fountains of the River Teye , in the 
Confines of Moravia; thirty Miles / faith Baudrand ) 
from Znaian, a Town of Moravia to the Welt. 

Kalmouchs, a People or Tribe of the Grand Tat- 
tary, toward the Coaſt of the Ca/pran Sea. 

Kam, the ancient Name of Ey ype. 
| Kamenieck, Camienickh,, Camenecia, Clepidava, 
Camenecum , a ſtrong City in the Vkrane , in the 
Kingdom of Po/and, which is the Capital of .Podolza. 
The Poles call it, Kaminreck, Podelſskz. . It is. a Bt- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Lemberg ; and 
ftands upon a Mountain by the River Smorrzych,which 
a little lower falls into the Neifter : thirty Miles from 
Lemberg to the South-Eaft , eighty from Warſaw, 
and one hundred and ſeventy from Conſtantinople, to- 
wards the Frontiers of Mo/davia. The Turks very 
often attempted this Place without any ſucceſs : but 
having ſuffered much by Fire in 1669, and being 
thereupon in 1672. beſieged by them, it was taken ; 
the Poles being then engaged in a Civil War amongſt 
themſelves, and the Town not in a condition to de- 
fend it ſelf, The Cofſacks under the Command of 
the Szeur Mohila blocked it up in April 1687. The 
Poliſh Army offered to attack it about September 
following : but upon the Approach of the Orroman 
Forces , they were both of them forced to retire : 
the Pol:ſÞb Army kept it in a manner blocked up by 
their Encampment in 5eprember 1688. About a 
Month after , they left the Tartars to. put a Convoy 
of Proviſions into the Place. In 1689, Auguſt 20. 
the Forces as well of Lithuania as Poland, under the 
Command of the great General of Poland , ſetting 
down before it, began a formal Attack ; till on the 
eighth of September following, being croſſed with ill 
ſucceſs, they raiſed the Siege. | 

Kaniow, Kanzovia, a ſtrong Town in Poland, 
upon the Nzeper, where the River Roſs falls into it, 
in the Palatinate of Kzovia. - It lies feven German 
Miles from Czyrcaſſis to the North-Weſt , twenty 
ſeven from Kzovia to the South-Eaſt , and upon the 
ſame fide of the River. This Town is one of the 
{trong Places which belongs to the Coſſacks. 

Kaniſa, Caniſia, a Town of the Lower Hunga- 
ry; ſeated upon the River Sala in the County of 
Aalad, between the Lake of Balaton, and the Drave; 
not above one Mile from the Confines of S::r34 to the 
Eaſt. This was taken by the Turks in 1600. though

which continued till Aprz/ 13. 1690. when in purſu« 
ance of a Capitulation , that the Emperour had rati-: 
fied, the Keys of the Gates hanging upon a Chain of 
Gold were delivered to the Count de Budiani by a 
Turk,, ſaying, I herewith confign into your hands the 
ſtrongeſt Fortreſs in the Ottoman Empire. The 
Imperialiſfts found in it great tore of large Artil- 
lery, taken heretofore from the Chriſtians ; and ſome 
with old German Inſcriptions. |

Weſtern parts of that Kingdom , near the Lake of 
On:ga ; between the Contines of Sweden , and the 
Dwina : there is a Lake and a River of the ſame Name

Kanfbeurn , Karfbura, a City in the Circle of 
Schwaben , in Germany, in the Territory of Algow , 
upon the River Ferrach ; between the Biſhoprick of 
Anusburg to the Eaſt, and the Territory of tne Ab- 
bat of Kempren ; not above ſixteen Miles from the 
Confines of Bavaria to the Weſt , eight from Aus- 
burg to the South, and five from Nimmeguen to the 
Eaſt. This Town bought its Liberty of Conrade 1I- 
Emperour of Germany , at the price of fifty thou- 
fand Crowns ; when it had been two hundred years 
in the Poſſeflion of the Barons Uon Hoff ; who 
coming out of France into the Service of Lotharius 
the Emperour, built it in 1340. It embraced the 
Reformation in 1624.

Kect, Dama, the Capital City of the Kingdom of 
Timkmg mm the Eaſt-Indies. 

Kederminſter or K:dderminſter, a Market Town 
in Worceſter ſhire, in the Hundred of Halfshire, up- 
on the River Stomwer, over which it has a Bridge : well 
inhabited and traded for its Stuffs, and beautified with 
a fair Chureh. 

Ketſers-Lautern , Ceſaropolis , a City in the 
Palatinate of the Rhzne, upon the River Lauter, near 
the Dukedom of Bipone ; {ix Leagues from Spire to 
the Welt, a little lefs from Forms : called by the 
Prench, Caſeloutre : it has a Caſtle, and a Territory 
or Juriſdiction, belonging to it : which ſurrendred 
to the Marqueſs de Bouffiers, the thirtieth of Sep- 
rember 1688. 

Kelaggebar. See Perra. 

Keldan, Chaldes, a Province of Aſia, in Afſyria ; 
towards the ConjunCtion of the Euphrates and T- 

75 3 often called Baby/oma from its Capital City. 

is Province, which lay all on the Welt of the 

Euphrates and Tygris, by the taking of Bagdat, fell 
under the Dominion of the Turks ; whereas before it 
was under the Perfians.

; Keller Finpt, the Territory belonging to the City 
of Fet!, in the Biſhoprick of Breme, upon the River 
Aller. See Zell. ; 

Keinfey, Ocellum , a Promontory in the South of 
the Eaſt Riding of Torkſhire, commonly called Bol- 
derneſs , upon the North fide of the Humber . over 
againſt Sulrfleet in Lincolnſhire. See Holderneſs. 

Kemach, Camachns , a City of Cilicia, in the Leſ- 
fer Aſia, in the Borders of the Leſſer Armenia; which 

made a Biſhops See , under the Patriarch of Con- 
antinople, by Leo the Emperour. Now a mean 

Vulage, under the flayery of the Tarks. Baudrand 
writes it Chemach. 

KRemots, a People m Chochin-China. 

or en, a Territory in Brabant ; 
which was of old the Seat of the Toxandrs ; by the 
latter Latin Writers called Campinia. It is called 
by the Flandrians, Pet Kempetandt.

Liege, towards the Maes , and the Diſtrict of B,;* 
leduc ; and contains alſo the South part of the Cour... 
ties of LootZ, and Hoorn ; in which are the Towns af 
Maſark , Bering, &c. The lefler part ot it lies in 
the Dukedom of Brabant, in the Territory of Boz/{e. 
duc; between Peeland, Oſterwick,, and the Kempen 
in Liege. The only Town of any Note in this part, 
is Emdhoven, which is in the Hands of the Ho//anders. 
See Eyndhoven. 

Kempten, Druſomagus, Campodunum, Campidona. 
a City of Schwaben in Germany , in the Territory of 
Algow. It is one of the moſt ancient Cities of Ger- 
many, being mentioned by Prolemy ; and had here- 
tofore a Caſtle called the Burghald , Which is now 
pulled down and ruined. This was the Seat of the 
old Dukes of Schwaben : amongſt which, H:/debrand 
was of great fame; whoſe Daughter H:i/degard, mar- 
rying to Charles the Great , founded here a Monalte- 
ry : the Abbit of which, as a Prince of the Empire, 
was Lord of the City , till the Inhabitants parchaſed 
their Liberty of one of them , with a vaſt ſum of 
Mony : after which, it was annexed to the Empire ; 
and in 1625. obtained a Charter from Frederick LII. 
who gave them an Eagle for their Arms, {( one halt 
Gold ) with aCrown. Maximzltan I. and Charles V. 
both determined the Controverſies between them and 
their Abbot. Ir is now governed by a mixture of an 
Ariſtocracy and a Democracy ; and it embraced the 
Reformation in 1530. This City 1s feated upon the 
River Her, which falls into the Danube , over againſt 
Ulm ; five German Miles from Memmingen to the 
South, twelve from Conſtance to the Eaſt, and twelve 
from Vim to the South. The Monaſtery founded 
by Hildegardis, was of the Order of Sr. Benedi8. 

Ken or Kan, a River of PFeſtmorland, on which 
Kendall itands ; having two Cataratts, deſcending 
with a great noiſe near that place. 

Kenchefter, Ar#conzum, a deſolate Roman Town 
in Herefordſhire, in the Hundred of Grimſworth. 

Kendal, a Town, Earldom, and Barony in W:/t- 
morland; ſeated upon the Wett fide of the River 
Ken or Kan , in the South part of that County in a 
fruitful Valley” The Town 1s not great , but rich ; 
being a place of Trade , and the Inhabitants very 
induttrions itt making Cloaths. It has two fair Stone 
Bridges over the River, and another of Wood. Allo 
a large Church , to which belong twelve _—_— of 
Eaſe : and a Free-School, endowed with Exhibitions 
tor Scholars going thence to Queen's College in Oxon - 
and feven Halls tor ſo many reſpective Companies of 
Tradeſmen. Fohn Duke of Bedford, Regent of 
France, and Brother to Henry V. was by him created 
Earl of Kendale. Fohn de Foix received tne ſame 
Title from King Henry VI. Queen Catharine, the 
ſixth Wife to King Henry VIE. was born in a Caſtle 
here, whoſe ruins may yet be ſeen. The Barony is 
in the Earl of Pembroke, The Ward, called Kendat 
Ward, takes its Name from this place. 

Kenelwozth, a large, beautiful, trong Caſtle in 
Warwickſhsre, m the Handred of Knightlow ; which 
in the Reign of Henry III. ftood a Siege of fix Months; 
and being at laſt furrendred , there was here a Procla- 
mation ifſned out , That all that had born Arms a- 
gainſt the King, ſhould pay five years Rent of their 
Land : which was called Di&um de Kenelworch, In 
the Reign of Queen Elizaberb, it was given to R:= 
bert Dudley, Earl of Leiceſter ; who ſpent very free- 
ly in the Repair of it ; fo that it was then the fecond 
or third Caſtle of England. 

Kenet, a River in Feſhire , running Weſtward 
thence through Berkſbire, into the Thames , at Kea- 
ding , where a fair Bridpe covers it. Newbury and 
Hungerford are both ſeated upon it. 


Kenkts, Anchialo, Anchialws, a City of Thrace 3 
whici 
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which is an Archbiſhops See ; and has a Haven upon 
the Mouth of the River Er:g:nus, upon the Euxine ; 
fiftecn Miles from Meſember to the South-Eaft. It 
is under the Turks, and not expreſſed in our lateſt Maps. 

Kenſington, a Town in Middleſex, in the Hun- 
dred of Finsbury ; of which the Earl of Warwick 

ars the Title of Baron. 
ent, Cantium,is the moſt South-Eaſtern County 
of England: on the North 1t 1s bounded by the Thames, 
which parts it from Eſſex , on the Eaſt and South 
it bas the Britiſh Sea ; in part on the North , and on 
the Weſt it has Suſſex and Surrey. It 18 1n length 
from Eaſt to Weſt fifty Miles,and from South to North 
twenty fix. Divided into five Lathes( Sutton, Ayleſ- 
ford, Scray, St. Auguſtine, and Shepway ) wherein are 
four hundred and eight Pariſhes , and 'thirty Market 
Towns. That part which lieth towards the Thames is 
healthful, but not fruitful : the middle parts are both ; 
the Southern are very fruitful, but not healthful. The 
Thames, the Medway, the Stower , the Tun and the 
Rother , beſides lefſer Streams, water it. Some 
give this Character of it: The Weald for Wood , 
Eaſt Kent for Corn, Rumney for Meadow ; Tenham 
for an Orchard , wo and Reculver for Wheat , 


Thanet for Barley , and Hedcorn for Capons. This 


Country was firft conquered by Fulius Ceſar (though - 


not without Reſiſtance) in the years of Rome 696. 
and 698. fifty three years before the Birth of our Sa. 
viour ; being forced to a double Expedition againſt 
almoſt this fingle County. As he began the Conqueltt 
of Bridain here, ſo did the Saxons : Hengift erecting 
the Kinpdom of Kent, in the year of Chrilt 456. fe. 
ven yeafs after the firlt arrival of the Saxons. Againſt 
the Danes, the Kentiſh men did alſo great thmgs ; 
and with much Courage and Patience, repelled thoſe 
Barbarous People, When Wl/iam the Conqueronur 
had ſubdued all the reſt of the Nation , he was glad 
to come to a Compoſition with the Inhabitants of 
this Connty ; and to grant them their ancient Liber- 
ties and Cuitoms. Whence the Laws of Gave!hind 
obtain here to this day. This County was alſo the 
firſt that imbraced the Chriſtian Religion, from Au- 
guftine the Monk, in the year 568. Accordingly 
Canterbury is juſtly the Metropolis of the whole King- 
dom of Erg/and; as having been the firſt Fountain 
from whence the Chriſtian Religion ſpread it ſelf 
amongſt the Saxons: for 2s for the Brit1ſh or Welſh, 
they had imbraced Chriſtianity long before. YV/lr- 
am the Conquerour in 1067. created Od», Biſhop of 
Bajen x, ( bis half Brother) Lord Chief Juſtice, and 
Lord Treaſurer of England, Earl of Rene. In 1465. 
Edward IV. created Edmund Grey, Lord Rurhyn, 
Lord Treafurer of England ; which Family {till 
injoys this Honour 3 Anthony TI. the prefent Farl 
of Kent, being the eleventh in this Succetiion. Be- 
fides the Sea of Canterbury , this County injoys a 
ſecond Biſhoprick, which 1s Rocheſter; and a great 
many populous rich Towns, fafe Roads, farge and ſe- 
cure Harbours for Ships ; and whatever elſe is deſi- 
rable in Human Life, except a more ferene Air. 

Kerct or Chierche , Cercam, a ſmall Town at the 
Mouth of the Streights of Caffa , npon the Euxtne 
Sea, belonging to the Precopenſian Tartars. 

Kerez. See Kenren;,, 

Reriog, a River-in Shropſhire, which falls into the 
Dee, above Bangor. 

Kerka or Karka, Tits, a River of Dalmatza ; 
which waſheth Sardona, and Sebenico'; then fa'ls 
into the Adriatich Sea , eight German Miles North 
of Spalarro. 

Kcrmen, Germia , a confiderable City at this day 
in Thrace, feated not far from Adrianople ; the Turks 
have here a Sangzack 

Kerry , a County in the Province of Munger, 
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on the Yergivian or Weſterri Ocean ; between the 
County of Clare to the North , and the County of 
Cork to the South, and Eaſt ; the Capital of which 


is Ardart. : 
Reſchidag, O/7mprus, a Mountain of Mifia in the 
LeſJer Aſia. x 


Keſmarckt or Key/ermarke, Ceſaropolis, a Town 
of the Upper Hungary , at"the foot of the Carpa- 
thian Mountains , towards the Frontiers of the King- 
dom of Poland, 

Keſwick , a Market Town in the County of Cam- 
berland in the Hundred of Allerdatle 5; tiear to which, 
Black Lead is digged up in plenty. It ftandeth in a 
Valley environed with Hills , and has beerr formerly a 
famous Town for Copp2r Mines. 

Deffel or Caſſel, Caſtellum Menapiorim, a Town 
in Brabant ; two Leagues beneath Roermond to the 
North ; between the Maes to the Eaſt, and the Pee/ 
to the Weſt ; feated upon the River Neerſe ; which a 
little lower falls into the Maes. « 

Kettering, a Market Town in Northampron- 
ſhire , in the Hundred of Huxton , upon a Rivulet 
which fills into the Nen: : delightfully ſeated on ati 
Aſcent, It has a Seffions Houſe for the Jaſtices of 
Peace of the Connty. | 

Keureuz, K-res, Krais, Chryſius, Caſus, a River 
of Tranſylvania , and the Upper Hungary ; which 
ariſeth in the Weſtern Borders of Tranſjlvania, near 
Fe/tar; and watering Gin/a , a little above receiv- 
eth another Branch , called by the ſame Name, 
which paſſeth by Great Waradin ; both. which Ri. 
vers being united, fall into the Tibsſcus, or Tyeſſe, 
at C;ongradt , above Sepedin. One of theſe 13 cal- 
ted by the Germans, Feb yheres , which to Gi- 
wa ; the other, Sebeskeres : Feky fignitying White, 
and Sebes Black. 

Kerhoim, Kexholmia, a Province of the King- 
dom of Sweden in Finland ; which was heretofors 
under the Ruſs 3 but conquered by -the Swedes in 
1617. It is the moſt South-Eaſtern part of Fin- 
land. The Capital of this Province is Kex/zplhm ; 
ſeated upon the Banks of the River Yoxen , near to 
the Weſtern Shoar of the Lake of Ladoga 3 which 
together with the Caſtle, ( which is very tirong ) was 
taken by Monſfiear Port de la Gardre, a French Gen- 
tleman , from the Ruſs in 1580. The year follow- 
mg this Gentleman took Narva, and ſeveral other 
ftrong places for the Swedes , from the Moſeoortes ; 
and was at laft drowned in the River of Narva. 

Beyſerftal , Forum Tiberis, a fmall Town 
Switzerland, upon the Rhine , over which it has a 
Bridge. It lies in the County of Baden ; nine Gey- 
man Miles from Baſil to the Weſt, and Conſtance 
to the Eaſt; and belongs to the Biſhop of Con- 
ſtance, but is ſubject to the Canton of Furick. 

Kivwelly, a Market Town in Caermarthenſhire 
inVVales. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Khceemus, Margiara, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Perſia. See Margiana. 

Kherman, Kermoen, Kermon, or Kerman, Car- 
mania, or Caramania, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Perſia ; with a City of the fanie Name. 

Diburgh, a Caltle in the Canton of Farcch, 
the River Toſs ; two Miles from AXurich to the Eaſt; 
the Earls of which, were heretofore of great Name. 
This Caftle was pwretiaſed by them of Awrich , in 
1452. | | 
KV icl or K:/, Chilonizm, a City in the Dukedotn of 
Holſtein, under the Duke of Holſtein 5 upon the 
Month of the River Swer:s5r;having 4 convenient Port 
upon the Balrich Sea, much frequented by Merchants 
Sttips : there belongs to it a Cattle ſeated on a Hill ; 
and atr UniVerſity operted here in 1665. The Con- 
ventior1 of the States of Hoiftejn, are uſually held here.

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Fhis City ſtands nine German Miles from Lubeck to 
the North, ten from Flensborg to the South ; and 
tho yery well fortified, has of late ſuffered very much 
from the S mo n

Sabin. a great Cy of the Province of Fokzen 
in China, and the Capital of a Territory of its own 
Name, commanding fix other Cities. It is adorned 
with a magnificent Pagod or Temple, and ſtands up- 
on the River Mn, ever which it has a Bridge. 

Kil, Gelbs, a River in the Biſhoprick of Treves ; 
which falls into the Maes, three Miles beneath Treves ; 
having watered Kz/burgh,and ſome other ſmall Towns. 
Its Riſe is in the Dukedom of Limburgh. 

Kildare, Kaldaria,Kildarienſis Comitatus, a Coun- 
ty in the Province of Leinſter, in the Kingdom of 
Ireland : which has the County of Dubl:n on the Eaſt, 
the Kings County on the Weſt, the County of Meath 
to the North, and that of Cazherlach to the South. 
The principal Town of it is Kz/dare. This Town was 
taken by the Duke of Ormond, in the Year 1645, 
from the Parliament Forces: and retaken in a tew 
Months after by Hewſon. The fame has the honour 
to bean Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Dublsy. 

Kile, Covalsa, a County in the Welt of Scor/and, 
upon Dunbritaen Fyrth, over againſt the Iſle of Ar- 
ran. 

Kilgarran , a Market Town in Pembrockghire in 
VVales. The Capital of its Hundred. bi 

Kitham, a Market Town in the Eaſt Riding of 
Torksbirein the Hundred of Dickering,on the Woulds ; 
yet a good ſoil for Corn. 

Kilta Collatia, Þſula Achillea, a City of My/ia. 

Kilkenny, Kz/kennia, Oſeria, a City of Ireland, 
in a County of the ſame Name z in the Province of 
Leinſter, in the Confines of the Proyince of Mun- 
feer : the Seat of the Biſhop of Ofſſory, a Suftragan to 
' the Archbiſhop of Dublin; and the Capital of the 
County in which it ſtands. It is a great and a ſtrong 
City ; placed upon the Banks of the River Nure ; ten 
Miles from Caſhel to the North-Eaſt, fifty five from 
Dublin to the South-Weſt, and twenty eight from 
Waterford to the North. The moſt populous, rich, 
and well traded in-land Town in the whole Kingdom 
of Ireland ; it took its Name from one Canic, who 
leading here a ſolitary life, was in great eſtecm for 
Holineſs amongſt the Iriſh ; whence the place was 
called by them Celi-Canic, quaſi Cella Canici, or Ca- 
nicks Church. This conſiſts of two parts: the Ir:ſ 
Town, in which is Canic's Church, the Cathedral ; 
and the Erngiiſh, which was built ſince ; it is now 
the principal part ; the former only a Suburb to it. 
It was walled by X. Talbot, a Noble Man ; and the 
Caſtle built by the Butlers. Thy City was the Foun- 
tain and Head of the late Iriſh Rebellion ; the very 
Centre from whence all the Lines of Treaſon againſt 
the King, the Nation, and the Religion of Ireland 
were drawn; the Seat of their Council or Commuttee, 
from whence the Conſpirators ſent out their Orders. 
It was alſo one of the firſt in the Puniſhment : for 
Cromwell having taken Drogheda, marched to Ki/» 
kenny, and beſieged it; and Br a ſhort, but ſharp 
Reſiſtance, took it upon Articles in eight days time, 
in the month of Fure, 1650. The Committee being 
fled, before his coming, to Athlone in Conaught, whi- 
ther their Calamities followed them. After the Fight 
of the Boyne, Kilkenny was readily ſubmitted to the 
Duke of Ormond, (who has a Noble Seat in it) and 
made the Head-Quarter for the Forces of K. W:llsam 
in this part of the Country... $. The County of K4/- 
kenny 1s bounded on the Welt by the Province of 
Munſter, ano County of Tzpperary ; on the North by 
Queens Connty ; on the Eatt by-Catherlach, (cut off 
from it by the River Boyne ;z ) and on the South by 
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the County of Waterford. The River Nure divides it 
from North to South ; and afterwards falls into the 
River Boyne at Roſſe. The City of Kilkenny (tands 
almoſt in the Centre of the County ; which the 
Learned Dr. Bates makes to confift of three parts, 
whereas Mr. Cambden pives it only two, |

Killian, Celenins, a River of Scotland. 

Killaloo, 'K/ala, a ſmall City and Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Tuam ; in the Province of 
Conaught, in the County of Mayo ; twenty four Miles 
from Gallway to the North. 

Kilmalock, K/locia, a ſmall City in the Province 
of Munſter, in the County of Limerick ; elghteer) 
Miles from Limerick to the South. This was taken 
by Hewſon in 1650. And glves the title of a Ba- 
ron. 

Kilmar, an Arm of the Seain Munſter, which lies 
between Dingle and Bantry. 

Rilmoze, K:/mora, a (ſmall City in the Province 
of Viſter, in the County of Cavan ; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Armagh, by the ap- 
pointment of Pope Nicholas V. in 1454. It ſtands 
upon Ninty, in the Confines of Conaught, and Lein- 
fter z thirty two Engliſh Miles from Drogheda to the 
Welt, and forty one from Armagh to the South-Weſt. 
The Iriſh call this City Chilmhor. $ Kilmore, a 
{mall City in the County of Knapdas/e, upon the Bay 
- - Wh forty Miles from Dunbritarn to the North- 

elt. 

Kimbolton, a Market Town in Huntingdonſhire, 
in the Hundred of Leightenſtone ; adorned with a Ca- 
ſtle belonging to the Earl of Mancheſter, to whom it 
gives the title of a Baron. 

Kingchicn, a City of China, and a Province alfo. 
See Nueichen. 

| Kings-County, a County of Tre/and, in the Pro- 
vInce of Leinſter ; bounded on the Weſt by Conaughr, 
and the County of Ga/lway ; on the North by Meath ; 
on the Eaſt by Kzldare, and on the South by Queens- 
County. The principal Town in it is Kjngs-Town, 
Regiopoly, ſeated upon the River Esker, which falls 
into the Boyne ; twenty Miles from Athlone to the 
Eaſt, and forty from Dublin to the Welt. 

Ringsbzidge, a Market Town in Devonſhire, in 
the Hundred of Sranborough. 

Ringsburp, Kzxgnesburia, there are of this Name 
ſeveral ſmall Towns or Villages in England : Of which 
we take notice only, upon the —_—_ of a Council 
held at a place, fo called, in 851. under the reign of 
Bertulph King of the Mercians. 

Kingſclere, a Market Town in the County of 
Southampton. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Kingſton, a Market Town in Surrey, the Capi- 
tal of its Hundred, upon the Thames, over which it 
has a Bridge : famous heretofore for the Coronation of 
the Saxon Kings, from whom it received the Name 
of Kingſtown (but before called Moreford ; ) and al- 
ſo for a Caſtle belonging to the Clares, Earls of Glou- 
ceſler. The County Aſſizes are held here. In the Year 
838. there was a Council afſembled at it under the 
Reign of Egbert K. of the Weſt-Saxons. This Town 
is called for diſtinion Kingftor Thames: There 
being $ Another Kzngſton in the Eaſt-Riding of 1ork- 
ſhire, at the fall of the Hull into the Humber, called 
Kingſton upcn Hull: built by K. Edward I. with a 
Harbour to it, a Cuſtom-houſe and Key, two Pariſh- 
Churches, together with Walls, Ditches, Forts, Block- 
houſesand Caſtles, which render it capable of a ſtrong 
defence. The ſame has the honour and p:ivilege to be 
both a Borough-Town and a County Corporate : giv- 
ing the title ot Earl to the Right Hon, Wiliam Pierre- 
Pont. See Hull, | 
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Kinſale, Kznſalia, a Town and Port of the Coun- 
ty of Cork, in the Province of Munſter, on the River 
Ban, near the Ocean ; fifteen Miles from Cork to 
the South. This Town was ſeized by D' Agquzla, a 


Spaniard, in 1601, with two thouſand Soldiers in fa- 


vor of that dangerous Rebel Tir-Oen : but being pre- 
ſently befieged by the Lord Monzjoy (Lieutenant of 
Ireland) both by Sea and Land in December ; and 
Tir-Oen, coming up to relieve the Spanzards with 
fix thouſand Foot and five hundred Horfe, amongſt 
which were two thouſand freſh Spaniards who had 
landed a little before at Berehaven, Baltimore, and 
Ca/tle-haven, being defeated December 24+ by a De- 
tachment drawn out of the Eng'ifho Camp; D' Aquila 
thereupon, Fanuary 2. following, ſurrendered the 
Town to the Eng/iſh; and was Tranſported, with 
the Remainder of his Men, by the Eng/:ſh into Spain. 
The Forces under the Earl of Marleborongh, pofleſ- 
ſed themſelves of this Town. O&Qob. 2. 1690 : the next 
day they took the Old Fort by Storm ; {the Governor 
for King Fames l1. with ſeveral other Officers being 
{lain upon the Ramparts. ) On the ſeventeenth fol- 
lowing, the New Fort ſurrendered upon Articles; and 
the Garriſon of about 1200 Men marched out with 
their Arms and Baggage to be conducted to Lz- 
merich. ; ; 

Kintzig, Kinria, a ſmall River in Schwaben in 
Germany; which ariſethin the Dukedom of Wirtem- 
berg, in the Black Foreit ; and running South- Welt 
through the Territory of Ortnarr, 1t watereth Wol- 

ſach, Huſſen, and Offenburgh ; then falls into the 
Rhine at Strazburgh , four Miles South- Welt of 
Baden, 

Ktovia, Kzow, a City of Poland, ſeated upon the 
Nreper in the Ukrayne 3 which 1s the Capital of a 
County or Palatinate of the ſame Name ; and a Biſhop's 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Lemburgh 5 having itill 
a very firong Cattle. The Ruins of its Walls ſhew 
that it 'was.once a great and a magnificent City ; con- 
taining eight miles in circuit : which appears alfo from 
the Cathedral Church. Towards the North it is yet 
full of People; but what lies to the South and Welt 
has only a Timber Fence. This City was built by 
Ko, a Ruſſian Prince, in the Year 861. Aﬀter this 
it was the Capital of RYfſia, in which it {tands ; which 
then had Princes of its own. And at laſt it was taken 
by the Poles. In 1615, it was taken and burnt by 
the Tartars ; and could never fince recover that loſs. 
Within theſe thirty years laſt paſt it hag ſuffered very 
much from the Coſſacks and Moſcovites. In 1651, 
the Poles took it from the CofJacks ; but they having 
afterwards recovered it, mortgaged it to the Myfcc= 
vites ; Who are in that Right itill poſleſſed of it. Tts 
Long. is 61. 20. Lat. 50. 51. This City is called by 
the Poles, Kzouf, or Kzoff ; and lies forty Po!zſt 
Miles from the Borders of Me/covy to the Welt, ſevens 
ty from Caminzeck to the North-Eaſt, and an hun- 
dred from Warſaw to the Ealt. $ The Palatinate of 
Kzowvra 1s called Volhinia Inferior, and alſo the U- 
krayne : it 18 a part of Red Ruſſia; and lies on both 
tides of the River Nieper ; between Moſcovy, the De-= 
farts of the Lefler Tartary, Volbhinia Supersor, the Pa. 
latinate of Barlaww, and the Tartars of Orzakow. In 
1686, this was yielded to the Ruſs, to engage them 
in an Alliance-with the Poles againit the Crim Tar- 
tars, 

Kiri, Drianus, See Drino. 

Kirkby or K#rby Lonſdale, a Market Town in 
the County of Weſtmorland : The Capital of its Ward, 
upon the Banks ot the River Loy, in a rich and plea- 
fant vale called Lonſdale : large, well built, and popu- 
lous; having a fair Church and Stone-=bridge over the 
ſaid River. The Name fignities, the Church in the 
dale or Valiey of Lon. $ Kirkby Moreſide, a Market 
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Town in the North Riding of Torksbire, in the Hun- 
dred of R:id2/, upon a ſmall River which after ſome 
courſe falls with others into the Derwent. $ Kirkby 
Stgphens, a Market Town in the County of Weſtmore 
land in Eaſt Ward, near the skirts of the Hills, which 
ſever C:mberland trom Yorkshire. It has a fair Church; 
_ Lord Wharton a Seat near it, called JWharton- 

all. 

Kirkham, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Amound:rneſs, near the mouth of the 
River Rible. 

Kirkton, a Market Town in L zncolnſhire, in the 
divifion of Holland and the Hundred of Corringham ; 
adorned with a fair Church bui!t Cathedral wiſe, in 
the form of a Croſs, with a broad Steeple in the 
mid{t. It ſtands upon a riting ſandy ground. 

Kirkwail, Carcoviaca, the principal Town in 
the Iiles of Orkney ; which has a Caſtle, and a large 
Haven. It is ſeated upon the Iſland called Mazrland, 
on the North Side of the Iſland, but towards the Ea- 
ſtern End; and is in ſubjection to the King of Scoe- 
land ; the Seat of the Biſhop of the Northern Iles. 

Kisdarnoczi, Claudius, a Mountain between S:7- 
ria to the Welt, and the Lower Hungary to the 
Eaſt ; which has various Names given by various Na. 
tions. 

Blagenfurt, or C/agerfurt, Claudia, Claudivium, 
a City of Carinthia. Dr, Brown wn his Travels, ſaith, 
It 1s a fair four-ſquare Town ; incloſed with a hand- 
ſom Wall; the Rampart is very broad ; at each Cor- 
ner there is a Baſtion, and one in the middle of each 
Cuttain : the Streets ſtraight and uniform, as well as 
the Works. There is a very fair Piazza, (or Square) 
in the middle, which was thus adorned by the L uthe- 
rans, Whilſt they held this place 3 who alfo erected 
the Noble Fountain in the Piazza, the Figure of which 
1s repreſented by this Author. This is the Capital of 
Stiria at this day z and lies upon a ſmall River a Mile 
and half N. from the Drave ; thirty one from Vienna 
to the South-Weſt, and ſeventeen from Aqzileja to 
the North-Eaſt. 

Kleckgow, Eremws Helvetiorum, a ſmall Trat 
by the River Rhine ; between Scaphbuzs to the Eaſt, 
and the Canton of Underwaldt to the Weſt, in Schiwa- 
ben, in Germary ; but on the very Borders of Smit - 
zerland. : 

Rlein G/ogaw, Glogavia Minor. See Glogaw. 

Blogher, an Epiſcopal City in the Province of 
Uiſter 1n Ireland, and the County of Monagham. 

Knapdaile, Knapdalia, a County in the North 0? 
Scotland ; between Argile, ſeparated by an Arm of 
the Sea) to the Ealt, the Ifle of Frras to the Welt, 
Cantyr to the South, Domin and Lorn to the North, 
Kulmore 1s the chief Town 11 1t. 

Knaresbozough, a Market Town in the Weſt Ri- 
ding of Torkshire, in the Hundred of Claro, which 
elects two Members. of the Houſe of Commons. It 
a Caltle upon a Rock ; and a Wel (lays Mr. Speed) 
which petrities Wood. 

Knaringen, Grinario, a Roman Town in Schwa- 
ben, in the Marquifate of Burgaw, upon the River 
Carnlach ; a Mile from Burgaw to the Welt, and four 
from Vim to the ſame quarter. | 

Knighton, a Market Town in the County 9f Rad 
nor in Waies ; the Capital of its Hundred. > 

Rniin, Arduba, a City of Dalmarza. 

Knockfergus, Carrickfergus, Rupes Fergufii, a 
City in the County of Antrym, in the Province of 
Ulſter ; on the Britiſh Sea, over againſt the Ifle of 
Man ; ſeated on the North Side of a fine Bay, which 
affords it the Convenience of a large ſafe Haven. This 
Bay is called by Prolemy, Vinderius ; at preſent the 
Bay of Fergus, from a King of theſe parts z who is 
ſaid to have led the Scots ont of Ire/and into _ 
an 
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land, and afterwards to have been drowned here. This 
City is more populous, rich, and frequented than any 
other in this part of the Nation, on the account of 
the Haven, and the Caſtle ; which being Garriſoned, 
keeps the Country quiet, and in awe. In the time of 
the Rebellion of the Iriſh, it held out againſt them ; 
and afforded ſhelter and relief to many thouſands 
which fled to it. When Cromwell came up, it yield- 
ed without a Stroke, in 1649. It ſurrendred to Ge- 
neral Schomberg, tor want of Ammunition, Aug? 
27. 1689, upon Articles, after a Siege of eight or ten 
Days by Sea and Land. King W:llsam landed here, 
Zune 14. 1690, at his coming into Tre/and. At this 
day the Trade is going to Beſfaſt, a Town eight Miles 
more to the South upon the ſame Haven ; and that 
has put a ſtop to the Growth of Knockfergus. 

Knockenhauſs, a Town in L:ivorra, in Leifland, 
upon the River Duma ; which belonged heretofore 
to Poland, but is at preſent under the Swedes : 1t lies 
fixteen German Miles Eaſt from R:ga, upon the {.me 
River. 

Knottoe, that is, the H:/! of Axes, a place in the 
County of Gallway ; four Miles from the City of Gal!- 
way, on the Welt of Ireland ; under which the Noble 
Girald Fitz-Girald, Earl of Kildare, (and by times, 
for the ſpace of thirty three years, Lord Deputy of 
Treland,) in 1516, overthrew the greateſt Rabble of 
Rebels that ever was ſeen together before in Ireland ; 
which had been aſſembled by Fiiliam Burk, Obrian, 
Macnemare, and O-Carral. 

Knottegsfozd, a M.irket Town in Cheſorre, in the 
Hundred of Bucklow. 

Kola, a ſmall Town of Lapland, which ſtands up- 
on a River of the ſame Name ; and has a Haven upon 
the White Sea. This is under the Dominion of the 
Ruſs ; much frequented by the Ships of England and 
Holland. It lies fixty German Miles South-Eaſt from 
the North Cape, ninety five North- Welt from Arch- 
angel, in Long. 57. 30. Lat. 68. 30, 

oldinguen, Co/di7ga, a City of South 7utland, 
which has a Caſtle called Arensborch, and a Haven 
upon the Ba/tzck Sea. over againſt the Iſle of Fiona. 
Here the Horſe and Oxen which are driven into Hol» 
ſtein and Germany, in valt Numbers, pay a Toll to 
the King of Denmark. Chriſtian Ill. King of Den- 
mark, died here in 1559. 

Kolom, Co/umma, a confiderable City in the Pro- 
vince of Moſco, upon the River Moſco ; where it falls 
into that of Aka or Occa; fixteen Miles to the Eat 
from Moſco It has a delighttul appearznce, by rea- 
ſon of its Towers and Stone Walls, which are not 
uſual in Moſcovy. The Duke has here a Governor or 
Vaiwod. And it is alſo the See of the only Biſhop in 
this Province. 

Koloſwar. See Clauſenburgh. 

_ Kom, Komum, a valt City in Perſis, in the Pro- 
vince of Hierach; in the middle between H:ſpahan and 
Cabin. 

Komare, Komore, Komorra, Comarza, a very ſtrong 
ard well fortified Town in the Lower Hungary ; 
ſeated on the South point of the Ifle of Schue ; where 
the Danube reunites into one Stream ; four German 
Miles from Raab ; two from Newheuſel to the South, 
and five from Gran to the North. This Town was 
firſt fortified by Marehias Corvinus, King of Hung a- 
ry, in 1472. againſt the Germans in deſign, but for 

| them in ctlect ; it having been one of the impregna- 
ble Bulwarks of Chriſtendom againſt the Trrks, ever 
fince they took Gran in 1542, It 1s a great, popu- 
-Jous, rich City, as well as a ſtrong one. By a Line 
drawn from the Faagh, (that is, the Southern Branch 
of the Danube, ) to the Northern Branch of the Da= 
nube, ſtrengthened with four Baftions, the Emperor 
has much inlarged it. The Emperor kept berealways 
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a great Garriſon, and a Truſty Governor. After the 
taking of Raab in 1591. Sinan Baſſa, befieged this 
Town with fixty Ships and a great number > Turks 
and Tartars ; but without any ſucceſs ; to the great 
ſlaughter of the Tartars eſpecially, All his Treachery 
(tor he ſent five Turks to ſuborn Baron Brown, the 
then Governor, to fell the Town under the ſhew of 
a Parly, ) and Valor too, were here equally baffled : 
four of the five Turks having their Heads ſet upon 
Spears ; and the fifth b-ing ſent back to the Baſſa, 
to let him know there were no more Traytors to be 
bought. The chief ſtrength of it is in a Fort, called 
the Torrie. 

Kongel, Congella, a City in Norway, in the Coun- 
ty of Bahburs, upon the River Trolbet ; five Miles a- 
bove its outlet, and twelve from Gettenburgh to the 
North ; now under the Swedes. 

Koningsberg, Mons Regins, Regio-mons, or Re- 
£1omontum, a City in Pruſſia Ducalts, whereof it 
15 the Capital, under the Eleftor of Brandenburgh, 
upon the River Prege/. Adorned with a Duca! Pa- 
lace ; and an Univerlity, which was founded by Albert 
Duke of Pruſſia in 1544, It is a great and handſome, 
a trading and an Anſeatique City. 

Koning-gratz, Gradium Regine, Ragino, Gra- 
decium, a City of Bohemia, called alſo Kralowihrades, 
and Koningferats ; Which in 1664- was made a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Prague, by Pope 
Alexander VII. It is ſeated upon the Elbe, twelve 
Miles from Prague to the Eaſt, thirty two from V:- 
_ to the North-Weſt, in the pretecture of Gra- 

et2. | 
Konitz, Conztia, a Town in Pruſſia Regia, upon 
the River Bro, near the Defart of Waldow, in the 
Contines of the Brandenburgh-Pomerania ; eight 
Poliſh Miles from Culm to the Welt. This Town is 
called by the Poles Chorniche. 

Koperberg, Cuprimmtium, a Free Town of Swe- 
den ; which has rich, and moſt ufetul Mines of Cop- 
per ; from whence it has its Name. It ſtands not far 
from a Lake in the Province of Geſtrick; fifty Miles 
from Gevals, a Town in the ſame Province ' to the 
Welt, and a little more from the Borner Sea. See 
Geſtrackh. 

Kopizath, Imaus. See Iman. 

Koppan, Campona, Copanum, a Town in the 
Lower Hungary, upon the Danube, mentioned by 
Antoninus 1n his Itinerary, which is near Buda ; ſome 
ſuppoſe it the ſame with this; others Keppel, and 0- 
thers Theten, two Miles from Buda. 

Kozbaten, Colapranzi, the Croates. See Croatia. 
They are alſo called Krabaten by the Germans. 

Koznthaurn, Taurus, a Mountain of Carimthia, 
between it and Salzsburgh ; mentioned by Tacitus, 
Fornandes, Eutropius, and Herodian. Ortelius faith, 
it is of a vaſt height; and is called Thaurn, Korn- 
thaurn, Krumlechthaurn, and Rhadſtratterthaurn. 

Kozſoe, Cor/oa, a ſmall City in Denmark, on the 
Weltern Shoar of the Iſland of Zealand ; at which 
Charles Guſtavus firſt Landed in 1658. It ſtands 
upon that Arm of the Balezck Sea, which is called De 
Belt, over againſt the Iſland of Fionza, and the City 
of Newborg z two Engliſh Miles Welt of Skelfor ; and 
has a Caltle belonging to it. 

Kozſum, Korſuma, a Town in the Palatinate of 
K:ovia, upon the River Roſſe ; built in. 1581. by 
K.Srephen,and memorable for a great Victory obtain- 
cd over the Poles by the Coſſacks, in 1648. It ttands 
five Polsſh Miles from Czyrkaſſy to the Welt. 

Rotting, Cotuantezi, an ancient People among(t 
- Griſons ; the ſame perhaps with the Gorchou- 

unt. | 

Kouuno, Counna, a City in Poland, in the Duke - 
dom of L:irhyania, upon the River Chronus, or Nie- 

men : 
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men; Where it receives the il; in the Confines of 
Samogitia ; eighteen Pol;ſþ Miles from Flna to the 
Weſt, fourteen from Trokz, (in which Palatinate 1t 
ſtands, ) and forty from Koningsberg to the Eaſt. It 
1s written K owno. 

Krabaten, Croat:4. 

KRrach, Petra. See Petra. 

Krain, Sce Carnzola. 

Krainburg, Carrodunum, a ſmall Town 1n the 
Lower Bavaria, upon the River Inn ; two German 
Miles above Oeringen, and nine from Munichen to 
the Eaſt. Written alſo Crazburg. $S Krainburg, or 
Kornburg, Carrodunum, a \mall Town 1n the Lower 
Stiria, upon the River Raab ; three German Niles 
from the Confines of Hurgary to the Weſt, towards 
Gratz ſix Miles, and twenty four from Krainburg in 
Cane to the South-Weit. This 1s written Corn

Craiſs, Chryſeus. See Keureuz. 

Kracow. See Cracow. So 

Kraneburg, Burcinacium, Burgmatium, a Roman 
Town, now a Caſtle only ; one German Mile from 
Cleves to the Welt. RR : 

Granz, Scardus, a Mountain dividing Albania 
from Macedonza. 

Kratzer, Vogeſus, called by the French Vanuge ; a 
Mountain dividing Lorain from Alſatia, and the 
County of Burgundy ; out of it riſeth the Moſella, or 
Maes, which runs North ; and the Saore, or Sof- 
me [ Arar, ] which falls into the Rhoſne beneath 
Lions. 

&rap, Zena, an arm of the 1r:/þ Sea, in the County 
of Galloway, in Scotland. 

Krapn, Liburnia, Carinthia. 

Krems, a City of Auſtria, Cremſa, Cremiſum, 
ſeated upon the North fide of the Danube, over which 

it hasa Bridge; ten German Miles above Vienna to 

the Weſt. This Town is walled. BE 

Arickieth, a Market Town in Caernarvanſhire in 
Wales, in the Hundred of Efyonzd. 

Krim, or Krimenda, Crimea, a City of the Le: 
fer Tartary, in the Taurick Cherſoneſe, in the Euxine 
Sea. It ſtands towards the middle of this Cherſoneſe ; 
between Precop to the North, and Caffa to the South. 
Very ſmall, and almoſt reduced to the meanneſs of a 
Village ; though it gives Name to the whole Nation 
in which it ſtands ; and is the uſual Seat of the Cham. 
$ The Krim Tartars, are a Nation of Europe, boun- 
ded with the Boryſthenes, [Nieper}] to the Weſt : the 
Pſola, and Deſna, (two Rivers which fall into the 
Nieper,) the Donetz, or Leſſer Tanas, and in part 
by the Greater Tanas, to the North: by the laſt 
River to the Eaſt alſo, and in part to the South : the 
reſt of their Southern Border is made by the Euxine 
or B/ack Sea, into which the Nieper falls. The moſt 
Southern part of this Country is the Taurica Cherſo- 
neſus, anciently filled with Noble Greek Cities, the 
Principal of which was Theodoſia, now Caffa ; but 
this Hord, or Tribe of Tartary, which now poſleſs it, 
coming out of Afia, have ſo ruined them, that there 
are ſcarce any footſteps left of their ancient Grandeur, 
Theſe Tartars lead their Lives after the ancient man- 
ner ; having no fixed Habitations ; but driving their 
Cattle, Wives and Children about from place to place, 
as Neceſſity and the Seaſon of the Year require. They 
have only covered Wagons to preſerve them from the 
injury of the Weather. And they accordingly value 
themſelves upon this Nomadical way of living ; as 
the Protectors of their Cities, and Men of ſuch exalted 
Virtue, as is not to be confined within any ſmoaky 
Walls. In the interim they are extremely proud, ig- 
norant, aaſty and barbarous. Their Diet is Roots,

Cheeſe, Garlick, and for the moſt part Horſe-fleſh ; 
which they eat without Bread, and often raw : Beef 
and Veniſon being reſerved for their Great. Men. Tlzzy 
value Braſs and Steel, above Gold and Silver. They 
were once Chriſtians, but have fince Apoſtatized to 
Mahometaniſm : yet they retain one Article of the 
Creed firmly, that Chriſt ſhall Fudge both the quick 
and the dead, in the day of Fudgment. Upon this 
account they are more favourable to the Chriſtians 
that live amongſt them, than any other Mahometans 
are. They uſe their own Tartarian Tongue, incer- 
mixed with Arabick and Turkiſh ; and the Chaldean 
and Arabian Characters. This Prince hath hereto- 
fore been able to Arm one hundred and fifty thou- 
ſand of his own Subjects : and in 1571. plerced as 
far as the City of Myſco ; and ſet fire on the Suburbs, 
which taking the City, in the ſpace of four hours,burnt 
the greateſt part of it, (though thirty Miles in com- 
paſs: ) Eight hundred thouſand People of all Sexes, 
and Ages, periſhing in this Ruin. After all, the Turk 
treats this Prince as his Slave ; at ſome times removes, 
at others Murthers him. In 1686. there was a League 
between the Ruſſians and the Poles, for the Conquer- 
ing this People : but the former have done no great 
Wor ders yet with an Army of three hundred thou- 
ſand Men. 

Rriviczne, Hemuw, a Mountain of Thrace. 

Rronningefard, a Caſtle in the South part of 
Teland, at which the Viceroy for the King of Dex- 
mark reſides. Allo called Beſteda. 

Kruppa, Carpi,, a River of Servia, which falls in- 
to the Danube; called now alſo Crapin. 

Kudack, or Kadak, a ſmall Town in the Vkrazne, 
or Palatinate of Kzovia, on the Weſt of the Nieper, 
beneath the Confluence of Samara ; in 1637. fortified 
by the Poles, to keep the Cofſacks from Pyratizing on 
the Euxime Sea: but in 1648. taken by the Cofjacks. 
It lies forty Pol:ſþ Miles beneath Cz yrcaſſy to the South, 
and the ſame diſtance by the River from the Enxine 
Sea to the North. 

Kulp, Krup, Culpa, Colapr, a River of Croatia ; 
it ariſeth in the Eaſtern Borders of Carniola, from the 
Alpes which here end; and watering Mecling in that 
Province, and Car/ſtat in Croatza, it falls into the 
Save ; two German Miles and an half above Siegh 
ln Croatia. 

Kunisberg, or Konzberg,Regimons, a (mall Town 
in S:iri14, upon Mount Rogel, in the Confines of Car- 
niola ; four German Miles from C:lley to the Eaſt, and 
eight from Perraw. Koningsberg, in Pruſſia, is ſome- 
times thus written, 

Rur, Cyrus, a River of Georgia; which riſeth from 
Mount Caucaſus, near Akalzihe, (a Fortreſs and 
Town, conſiſting of about four hundred Houſes,upon 
Mount Caucaſus ; the Seat of a Baſſa; it was built 
by the Georgians, but is now in the hands of the 
Turks. ) This River falls afterwards into the Caſ- 
fian Sea. It is much mentioned in ancient 'Wri- 
ters. 


Kursitadan, Feruſalem. 
Kuttenberg, Cutne, a City of Bohemia ; written 


alſo Cuttemburg, and called by the Bohemians Hora. 
Tt is a ſmall City, ſeated four Miles from Caz/aw to 
the North, the ſame diſtance from the Elbe to the 
South, and ſeven from Prague to the Eaſt. 

Kylan, the ſame with G:/an. | 

Kyneton, a Market Town in Warwickshire, upon 
a ſmall River running into the Avon. And another 
in Herefordſhire, pretty large and well built, 
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Ibach, Loybach, Laubach, Labacum, Naupor- 
tus, a City of Carniola, called by the Ita/zans 
Lubiana, It is ſeated upon a River of the ſame Name,

Dr. Brown who ſaw it, faith, it 1s 
the principal City of Carnzo/a, and a handfom Place, 
with a Caſtle ſeated on an Hill, which overlooks two 
large Valleys to the North and South ; and hath a far 
Proſpect of many Hills, and Caſtles ; but being com- 
manded by another Hill not far from it, it is negle- 
Cted: tho we find that it hath endured a ſtrong Siege. 
For whilit the Emperor Freder:ch was receiving the 
Crown at Aken, his Brother A/bertus and Count U!- 
rick, took the advantage to beſfiege it : but it made 
ſo =_ a reſiſtance, that the Emperor had time to 
raiſe the Siege, and deſtroy the Army. 

Labathlan, Commercium, a Village not above one 
Mile from Gran, in the Lower Hungary; found out 
by an Inſcription, 

Labe, the Elbe. See Elbe. 

Labirinto, Di#e, Dif.eus, a Mountain in Crete, 
or Cand:a; which lies in the Eaſtern part of-the Iſland, 
and is much celebrated by the ancient Poets, on the 
account of Fove's being brought up here : now alſo 
called Laſſits, and :/ Monte di Setia. 

Fang, Athzes, a River in the European Scy- 
thia. 

Lacart, Libnius, a River of Ireland. Baudrand 
makes it the L:ifly, which falls into the 1r:/} Sea near 
Dublin. 

Lacedzxmon. See Mitra. 

Lacedogna, Aquilonia, Laquedonia, Erdonia, a 
City of the Kingdom of Naples ; called alſo Cedogna. 
It is ſeated at the foot of the Apennine, in a Plain in 
the Prancipatus Ulterior, in the borders of Puglia ; 
and though half ruined, and that which is ſtanding 
but meanly inhabited, yet it is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Conza. 

Lacerea, Labedus, a City of Ionia, in the Leſſer 

Ja. 

Lacha, Ompus, a Mountain of Theſſalia. 

Laachith, an antient City of Paleſi*ne in the tribe 
of Fuda; memorable for the prond Embaſly of Sen- 
aacherib, King of Aſſyria, to Hezekiah King of Fu- 
dah (ent from hence; and the deſtruction of 185000 
of Sennacherib's Men in one night, by an Angel ſoon 
after, 2 Kngs 18. 17. and 19. 35. 

L.aconta, the ſame with the modern Sacania. 

J.acofichta, P:eria, a pleaſant and much celebrated 
place in Theſſa/ia, in Macedonia ; at the entrance of 
the Gulph of Theſſalonica. 

Ladenburg, or Ladebourg, Ladenburgum, a 
Town in the Palatinate of the Rhine, upon the River 
Necker ; part of which is under the Biſhop of Worms, 
who reſides in the Caſtle of this Town ; and the other 
part under the Elector Palatine ; to whom it was 
mortgaged by a Biſhop of Forms in 1371. It ſtands 
two Miles from Heidelburg to the Welt : and having 
ſuffered much in the late Swed:sſp Wars, is now in 
ſome degree repaired.

Ladi, Cyrrhus, a River of Albania in Aſia; ſup- 
poſed to be the ſame with Cyrus, now called Cur, or 
Elacar, Ser and Chzur, tho by Ptolemy diſtinguiſhed 
from it. This River falls into the Caſpian Sea, having 
patſed through Georgra. 

Ladog, Rubricatus, one of the principal Rivers in 
Barbary ; it talls into the Medsterranean Sea,through 
the Kingdom of Tunz. See 7adog. 

Ladoga, a vaſt Lake, which 1s thought to be the 
biggeit 1n all Ewrepe ; called by the Ruſ5 Ladesho 
Ozero, It lies between Kelbo/m or Kexholm, a Pro- 
vince belonging to the Swedes to the Welt, and Kar- 
apol a Province of Moſcovy to the Eaſt : thirty fix 
German Miles long, and twenty broad ; abounding 
with F:/b to that degree, that it has enriched K-xho/m 
with the Fiſhery of Salmons. The Ruſs are Maſters 
of about a fifth part of it, the reſt is poſſeſſed by the 
Swedes : this Lake receives, beſides a vaſt number of 
Rivers, the Waters of the Lake of Onega ; which lies 
about fixty En91iſk Miles from it to the Eaſt, and is 
not much leſs than it ; 1t tranſmits all theſe Waters in. 
to the Bay of Finland, by the River of Spaſco, a Paſ- 
ſage of about eleven German Miles. 

Lzſtrigones, an ancient People of Latinm, men- 
tioned in Ovid and Horace. 

Lagenia. See Leinſter. 

Laght, Laghium, perhaps Laaſa, a City of Ara- 
bra Felix, on the South fide; nine German Miles 
from Aden to the Eaſt, and twenty five from Cape 
Babe/mandel to the South-Eaſt. It is under a Prince 
of its own, and lies in Long. $1.05. Lat. 15. oo. 

Laghlyn, Laglmia, once a City, now a Village in 
the Province of Leznſter, in the County of Cather- 
lagh, upon the River Barrow ; {ix Engliſh Miles from 
Catherlagh to the South. The Epiſcopal See, which 
it had, is united with that of Fernes.. 

Lagnyp, Laciniacum, a Town in the Province of 
Brie in France, upon the Marne, ſis Leagues from 
Pars ; which hath the honour of the title of an Earl- 
dom. There is a Beneaittine Abbey in it, ſaid to be 
founded by S. Forrſye a Scotch-ma! in the ſeventh 
Century ; and tho the Normans ruined it in the ninth, 
It. found BenefaCtors again to repair and endow it. In 
1142. a Council was celebrated here. In 1590. the 
Duke of Parma, having tirlt obliged Henry le Grand 
K. of France to raiſe the Siege of Parr, took this 
Town by a ſudden affault and laid it in ruins. 

Lago, Lac, Lagus, a Lake or Collection of Wa- 
ters, ſurrounded on ail ſides by the Land, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from a Bay, or Arm of the Sea. There is a 
vaſt number of theſe 1n all parts of the Earth ; ſerving 
for Cilterns to preſerve Water, and to reftrain the. 
Courle of Rivers, which would otherwiſe be too rapid 
for humane uſes. 

Il Lago Maggioze, See Lavg./ce. 

Lagos, Lacebriga, a fall City in Algaroa in 
Spain, which has a Caſtle, and a Harbor upon the 
Ocean. It lies in Long. 09. oo. Lat. 36. 36. five Miles 
from Cape S. Vincent to the Eaſt ; and is under the 
King of Portugal. 

Lagoiſta, Laſtovo, Lade/la, Ladeſtris, Laſtobon, 
Landeſtina, an Iſland on the Coalt of Dalmatia, in 
the Adraatick Sea ; under the States of Yenice ; near 
Curzola. | | 

Lagune di Uenetia, a part of the Adriatick Sea, 
called Gallice paludes, Septem maria, Sragna Haadrie 
atica ; in which the City of Venice ftands, built up- 
on a great number of Rocks, and (ma!l Iſlands ; which 
are ſeparated one from another by the Waves of the 
Dea.

Northern part oF Scandinavia, firſt mentioned by 
Saxo Grammaticus, about the year of Chriſt 1 190. - 
Bounded on the North with the Frozen Sea, or the 
North Ocean ; on the Weſt with the Kingdom of. 
Norway ; on the South with Bothnsa and Finta, (two 
Provinces of Sweden) and on the Eaft by the White 
Sea, It was heretofore divided into three Kingdoms ; 
and is now at this day divided between three Princes, 
the Emperor of Moeſcory, the King 'of Sweden, and 
the King of Denmark, of which the King of Sweden 
has the greateſt ſhare. Fohannes Schefferus- lately 
put out a very. exact Account of theſe Countries : 
towards the North and Eaſt it is extreamly Mountain- 
ous and barren ; but the South is -more level, and 
well watered with Rivers and Lakes. There have 
ſince, found in it; Mines of ' Braſs, 
Iron, Silver and Lead, belides divers ſorts of precious 
Stones. As this is one of the Hyberborean. People, 
who are buried the greateſt part of the year in Snow: 
and Darkneſs; ſo. they are extreamly Rude, Ipno- 
rant, Poor, and Barbarous: fo fearful, that 
will ſtart and be in. a _ at the noiſe: of a : 
infamous for Witchcraft, and Conjurations ; yet 
Chriſtians in Profeflion ; and fo revengeful that they 
will throw themſelves ſometimes into a River, to pe- 
riſh willingly. with one they hate in their Arms, if 
they can but fo deſtroy him. The more Northern 
are the moſt barbarous. 
Lar, Lars, a'great and magnificent City in that 
Province, of the Ki of Perſia, which gives 
name to a Ki n: ſeated in the Confines of Cara 
mania, upon the River Tiſindon; a hundred and fe- 
venty Miles from Ormus to the North-Eaſt : but in 
the later Maps it is placed only forty German Miles 
from Ormus, and on the Welt fide of the River. 
Monſieur Thevenot | gives a large Account of this 
Town in the ſecond part of his Travels, cap. 4. to 
whom I refer the Reader, It lies Long. 93. 40. Lat. 
27. 40. Mr. Herbert faith, it confitted of about two 
thouſand Houſes, and had had five; but loſt three 
thouſand in an Earthquake. It is, as he faith, fa- 
mous for ing but its Caſtle ; built at the North- 
end, on an aſpining Mountain, and ttored with the 
Cannon brought from Ormus. $ The Kingdom' of 
Lar took its name from the laſt mentioned City ; 
lying near Ormus, and the entrance of the Perſian 


.Gulph. Schah Abbas, King of Perſia, annexed this 


to the reſt of his Dominions in the end of the laſt 


Century; v3. in 1596+ by a Conquelt of the Gue- 


bres ; who were before Maſters of 1t,. and were Go- 
verned by a Prince of. their own, -itiled King of Lar; 
the Jaſt of which was flain by the Perſians, with all 
his Progeny, to ſecure this barren and poor Kingdom 
to the King of Perſia. The Water of this Kingdom 
is extream bad and unhealthful, as both Herbere 
and Thevenor agree : the Soil barren and ſandy : and 
they both ſay alſo, that in this Kingdom there are a 
vaſt number of Fews. But Mr. Herbere ſaith, That 
there is neither River nor Rivolet near the City of 
Lar, by a hundred Miles ; and Thevenor, they had 
nothing but Ciſtern-Water to drink, which was ſub- 
ject to Corruption ; which ſeems to contirm Mr. Her- 
bert's Report. See Herbere, pag- 32» Thevenot , 
Part. 2. pag. 131.. $ Ptolemy mentions an Arabian 
River, Lay ; Now called Om. See Om. 

' La , L'Haris, or Arays, Lixa, a Town in 
the Kingdom of _ in Africa, in the Province of 
Aſzar, at the month of a River of its own name, 


(call'd by Caſtaldus, Luſſo; by the Italians, Fieume 
di Larach; 'in Silsus Italscus, Lixus ) towards the 
Atlantick Ocean, between Cape Sparte! and Mame- 
74: taken from the Spaniards, by the Moors in No- 
vember 1689. after a Siege of three months, money 
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aſſerted and reliſted with extraordinary Bravery. 

Larad, or Lara, a Town in Old Caſtile in Sparn, 
upon the River Arlanza, at the foot of the Moun- 
tains: remakable in the Spaniſþ Hittory, for giving 
name to the Family de Lara, which once had ſeven 
Sons all Knighred in a day. - 


Laranda, a City of Cappadocia, called by the ſame ' 


name it now has by Prolemy and Srrabo, It is a Bt- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Iconzum ; but 
very ſmall, and 11! peopled ; and ſtands fifty Miles 
from it, towards the Borders of C:l:cza, and Mount 
Taurus Faltward. 

Larcdo, Laredum, a ſmall City, or Sea-Port Town, 
in the Kingdom of Spain, in the Province of Biſcay ; 
which h:s a large and a ſafe Harbour, and 1s the prin- 
cipal of the four Sea-Ports: ſeven Miles from S. An- 
dreo te the North, and twelve from Bz/bao to the 
South-Weſt. Near this place the Archbiſhop of Bour- 
deaux defeated the Spaniſh Fleet in 1639, 

Larghier, Tarras, a City in the Iſland of Sardznza. 

Larignum, a famous old Caſtle near the Alpes, 
built of the Wood Larzix or Larchtree, in the times 
of Julius Ceſar, who belieged and took it. Yet V-- 
truvius reports, that when Czſar ſet fire to it, 1: re- 
fGiited the Flames. 

Larina, Larinun, a City of the Kingdom of Na- 
ples, in the Capitanata, which 1s a Biſhop's See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Benevento ; but little and 111 
peopled, and in the poſieflion (as to the Revenue) 
of the Prince of Caſſa!. It lies in the Contines of 
the County of Mol:ſe, near the River Bifernum, for- 
ty Miles from Benevento to the North, and four from 
Tremols on the Adriatich Sea, to the South. 

Larts, an ancient City of Idumea, in Paleſtine ; 
between the latter and Ezype, upon the Shoars of the 
Meatterranean Sea; in which, William, Archbi- 
ſhop of Tyre reports, Baldwin I. King of 7eruſalem 
died in 1118. x 

Laris, Lariſſa, a City of Syria, mentioned by 
Strabo; which is a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Apamia, (now Haman, ) and ſtands between it 
and Epiphaniaz now inhabited by very few People, 
being in the hands of the Turks. 

Lariſſa, the principal City of Theſalia, a Province 
of Macedonia, and the Country of Achlles ; ſeated 
upon the River Peneo; twenty five Miles from the 
Bay of Theſſalonica to the Welt, twenty five from 
Pharſalus to the South, and two hundred from Con- 
Rtantinople to the South-Welt. It is nw an Archbi- 
ſho;,*s See, and one of the moſt flouriſhing Cities in 
Greece, by reaſon the late Grand Seignior being diſ- 
guſted with Conſtantinople, almoſt twenty years toge- 
ther ke;'t his Court here. This City 1s thus deſcribed 
by the learned Dr. Edward Brown. The City of La- 
riſſa is pleaſantly ſeated on a rifing Ground ; in the 
upper part whereof ſtands the Grand Seignior's Pa- 
lace, upon the North the famous Mountain of Olym- 
Pus, and on the South a plain Country ; inhabited 
by Chriſtians, Turks and Jews. There is a handſome 
Stone Bridge over the River, conſiſting of nine Arch- 
es. Extraordinary populous, by reaſon the Sultan 
was then there ; yet kept in great quiet by the Offi. 
cers. I might from him tranſcribe ſome Hiſtorical 
Paſſages concerning this place ; but-I ſhall rather re» 

" mit the Reader to his pleaſant Deſcription for further 
ſatisfaction, Achilles was firnamed Lariſſeus from 
this City, It is otherwiſe called Larſa. The Antients 
mention more places, leſs important, of this name ; 
and alſo a River Lariſſus, in the Peloponneſus. 


Lartus Lacns, the ſame with the Lake of Coma. 
See Coma. | 

Laro30, Ladicus, a Spur of the Pyrenean Hills in 
. the Kingdom of Leon; in the Road which leads from 
Leon to Compoſtella. 
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Larone, ' Laros, a ſmall River in S. Peter's Patri- 
mony ;* which flows out of the Lake of Bracczano, 
and falls into the Tyrrhenzan Sea ; about fifteen Miles 
from Rome to the North-Weſt. 

Larta, one of the Names of Epirus, a Region 
of Greece. 
Lartacho, Rhyndacus, Lycus, a River of My/ia in 


the Leſſer Aſia; which riſeth out of the Lake of 4r- 


tynia, at the foot of Mount Olympus ; and falls in- 
to the Propontis ; called by the Turks, UWiabat. 

Laſcaris, a Seigniory near Nice in Provence, up- 
on the Confines of France and Italy, giving name to 
an honorable Family. 

Laſlan-Zex, Laſſanenſis Lacus, a Lake in the hi- 
ther Pomerania, fo called from a Town upon it. 
This Lake is made by the Weſtern Branch. of the 
River Oder, ( Der Pfin, ) a little above Wolgaſt, 
and is extended to the length of ſome Miles in the 
Iſle of V/edom ; then falls by the Oder into the Ba!- 
tick Sea, over againſt the Iſle of Ruder, in the Bay 
of Rugen. | 

Latium. The far greateſt part of this ancient Re- 
gion of Italy is now contained in the Campagna dz 
Kkoma. At the firſt it extended only fram the Tyber 
to the Promontorium Cerceum, and its moſt. ancient 
Inhabitants were called Aborigines. But when the 
Hernici, the /£qus, the Volſci, and the Anuſones uni- 
ted under one common Name of Latznz, then the 
bounds of Latium reach'd as far as to the River Lirs. 
For 543 years, we have a Chronological Succeilion 
of the -Kings of the Latines, till the year of the 
World 3299 or 3330, that Romulus founded Rome. 

Latomtz,. a Cavern, cut out of a Rock, by the 
Tyrant D:ony/ius, near Syracuſa, in the Ifland of S:- 
cily, about two hundred feet broad and one Stadium 
long, to ſerve for a Prifori. Cicero reproaches Yere 
res with encloſing divers Roman Citizens therein. It

Lavagna, Lavanzia, Lebonia, a ſmall River and 
Town in the State of Genoua, upon the Mediterrane- 
an Sea ; between: Chiavars to the Weſt, and Sejtrz 
di Levante to the Ealt, The Counts di Fliſcz are of 
this place. . | 

Laval, or Laval-Guion, Vallis Guidoris, a Town 
in the Province of Mazne, upon the River /a Mayne, 
in France, in the Dioceſe of Mans; giving Name 
to an honorable Farmily, and fimous for making of 
Silks. In 1242; a Councyl was held here. - 

Lavanmpnd, Layemunde or L evenmind, Oftium 
Lavanti, Lavanmunda , a City in Germany, with a 
Caſtle belonging to it in the Lower Carinthia, and

the River Agour, in the Upper Languedoc, in the 
Confines of the Abigeoss ; five Leagues fram To/onſe 
to the Eaſt, and fix from Caſtres to the Welt.

Laubenburgh, Lawenburgh, Cancenum; a3 Town 
in the Lower Saxony, upon the River E/b; eight 
German Miles from Examburgi to the Eaſt ; which is 
alſo the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame name.

Lauden, Laudonea. Sce Lothatne. 

Laudichta, Laodicea, a City in the Leiler Afia. 
It ſtood in Galatia, in the Confines of Lycamia ; but 
is now a ſmall Village, called by the Turks, Ladtk ; 
conſolated by nothing but a Caravanſera ( or place 
for the Lodging of Travellers, ) and Baths of warm 
Waters, now wholly neglected. $ There is another 
City in Aſia, called by the ſame Turkiſh name ; but 
Lyche, by the Inhabitants. See Lyche. 

Lavello, Labe/lum, Lavellum, a City in the Baſi/z- 
cate, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Barz ; very ſmall, but 
it has marks of great antiquity. It ſtands in the limits 
of the Capitanata; three Miles from the River Of ar;- 
#0. The Biſhop's Juriſdiction 1s no larger than the 
Walls of the City. 

Lavenham, a MarketTown in the County of Suſſex, 
in the hundred of Babergh, upon the River Breton, 
and an Eminence ; adorn'd with a ſpatious Church. 

Lauffenburgh, a ſmall German City upon the 
Rhine on a Rock, well fortified 3 under the Domi- 
nion of the Houſe of Auſtria; between Sohafhauſen 
to the Eaſt, and Bafil to the Welt, five Miles from 
either, It was often taken by the French and Swedes 
in the great War ; but by the Treaty of Munſter at 
laſt reſtored to the Emperor. There is here a Bridge 
over the Rhine ; and the Town ſtands on both fides 
of the River. 

Laugingen, or Lawgingen, Lavinga, a City in 
Schwa enin Germany, (2, the Duke of Newburgh : 
It has been a Free and Imperial City, but is now ex- 
empted. It ſtands upon the Danube, one Mile above 
Dilingen, and ſix beneath Vim to the Eaſt. 

E. Lavington, a Market Town in Wiltſhire, in 
the Hundred of Swanborn. 

Lavinia, Lavigna, or Citta Lavinia, Lavini- 
um, a City of Latium in Italy; built by Aneas, 
forty one years after the ruin of Troy ; which is now 
a ſmall Village in Campagna di Roma; 18 Miles from 
Rome, 10 from the Tyrrhenan Sea, and 42 from 
Gajetta to the North-Weſt. It is now under the 
Dominion of the Pope, but inhabited by a very ſmall 
number of People. 

| Lavino, Labinins, a ſmall River in Bononza, about 
eight Miles from that City to the Welt, toward Mode- 
#24. It falls into the River Samogia; which a little 
lower ends in the Reno ; which falls into the Po, fix 
Miles below Buondeno. Upon the Banks of this River 
the Triumvirate between Oftavianw, { atterwards 
Auguſt) M. Antonius, and Lepidus, was agreed 
and figned. 

Lauraguais, Lauriacus Ager, a Diſtrict in Lan- 
guedoc m France ; which gives the Title of a Count, 
and takes its name from a Caſtle. It lies between the 
River Arzege, and Agout, within the Mountains : 
The capital Town of it is Caſte/naudari. 

Lauriol, or Lorzo/, a conſiderable Town in Dau- 
phine in France, near the River Drome, which ſoon 
after falls into the Rhoſne, betwixt Valence and Mor: 
celimar. It was often taken and retaken by the Ca- 
tholicks and Huguenots in the Civil Wars of France, 
in the laſt Age. Some ſuppoſe it to be the Aria of 
the Antients, Now fortified. 
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Lanfanne, Lauſonium, Lauſanna, a City in Sit. 
Zerland ; the Capital of the Diltrict of !e Vault ; be. 
longing to the Canton of Bearn, ever fince 1536. 
whereas before it was an Imperial and Free City, fuh.- 
ject to none but the Empire. It is alſo a Biſhop's 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Beſanzon, or Byzanrs, 
as the Germans call it ; but the Town being poſſeſſed 
by none but Hereticks (as Baudrand faith,) the Bi. 
ſhops have removed their Reſidence to Friburgh ſince 
the year 1532. It ſtands fix German Miles from Gece 
neva to the North-Eaſt, and a ſmall diltance from 
the Lake of Lemane to the North. This Lake is ſome- 
times from this City called the Lake of Lauſanne. 
This City, fince it fell under the Dominion of the 
Canton of Bearn, has been made an Univerſity. 

Lauſanitz. See Luſatia. 

Lautree, a ſmall Town in the Territory of A/bigeos, 
in Languedoc in France, two Leagues from Caſtres, 
upon a fruitful Hill for Wine. The Caſtle it formerly 
had 1s ruined. Yet it retains the honour ot a V:ſcounry. 

Lawenburgh. See Laubenburgh. 

Lawenburg, Lawenburgum, a Town in Pomera- 
nia, near the Baltick Sea, under the Duke of Bran 
denburgh ; but a Fee of the Kingdom of Poland. It 
itands in the Territory of Pomerel, upon the River 
Lobo ; eight German Miles from Danxtzich to the 
Weſt, two from the borders of Pruſſta, and three from 
the Baltickh Sea. The Poles call it Lowwenboxch. 

Lauwers, Lavica, Laubacus, a finall River in 
the Dutch Friefland, which parts 1t from Grozmgen ; 
and then falls into the German Ocean over againſt 
the Iſle of Monick Doge. 

Laria, Colchxs. See Mengrelia. 

Lazach, a City and Kingdom of Arabia Felix, 
under the Turks. 

Lazi, an antient People of Sarmatia Europea, 
dwelling heretofore upon the Banks of the Palus Mzc- 
tis, or rather towards the Caſpie Porte, near the Ibers. 
We read of their Converſion to the Chriſt:an Faith 
about the year 522, when Zatus their King was bap- 
tized at Conſtartmople, the Emperor Z/tznus ftand- 
ing his Sponſor. 

Lazzara. See Granico. 

Laberberg. Sce Fura. SN 

Leaotung, a Province of the Kingdom of China, 
ſubject to the Tarrars, tince the Year 1630. towards 
whom it hes. 

Lea, a River of Harefordſhire, on the Banks 
whereof Hartford, Ware, Harfield , and Hodſdon 
are all four ſituated. The ſame feparates the County 
of Eſſex alſo from Middleſex. _ 

Lebuſs, Lebu/ia, a ſmall City, in the. Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg ; which 1s a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Gneſna ; one Mile from Frank fort on 
the Oder to the North. This Biſhoprick was tounded 
by M:ec:/laus, Duke of Poland, in 965. Sold in 1260. 
to Ocho, Marquels of Brandenburgh, by Boleſlaus, 
Duke of Sileſia ; and has ever fince been 1n this Fa- 
mily. In 1555+ this Biſhoprick with its Biſhop, em- 
braced the 4rguſtane Conftetiion. G 

Lecca, Leccs, Lecce, Aletium, the principal Town 
in the Province of Orranto, in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples ; which is great, rich, and (next to Naples) the 
moſt. populous in that Kingdom. It is a Biſhop's See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Otranzo ; from which it ſtands 
20 Miles to the South, and 7 from the Shoars of the 
Adriatick. Called by the later Latin Writers Liezum. 

Leck, Lech, Licus, Lechus, Lycias, a River of 
Germany; which ariſeth in the County of T#rol, in 
the Confines of the Griſonsz; and flowing North- 
wards between Bavaria and Schwaben, and pafling 
through Ausburgh, falls into the Danube over againit 
Papenheim a little beneath Danawert. The In- 


habitants of that part of Bavaria, which lay "_ 
this

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this River about Ausburgh, are called by Strabo and 


Pliny, Licatii; and at this day Lechrainers from 


this River. | 
Leck, Foſſa Corbulonis, a Branch of the Rhine 


in Holland ; which divides from it at Whke in U- 
treche 3 and running Weſtward in the North part of 
Holland, beneath Rotterdam, falls into the Maes 

Lefoure, or Le:fFoure, Laiftoure, and Letoure, 
Laforacum, LaRorium, Leftora, Civitas Lattora- 
cium, a City in Gaſcony in France: which 1s the C+» 
pital of the County of Armagnac, and a Biſhops See 
:2nder the Archbiſhop of Aux. It is ſeated on an 
Hill, and detended by a firong Caſtle, upon the River 
Gers; fix Miles from Aux, ten from Tolouſe to the 
South-Weſt, and three from Condom. : 

Ledbury, or Lidbury, a well built Market Town in 
Hereforgſhire, in the Hundred of Radlow ; ſtanding 
in a rich Clay Ground, near the Malvern Hills, and 
much inhabited by Clothiers. ; : 

Ledeſma, Bler-ſa, a (mall Town in Leon in Spazn, 
upon the River Tormes ; fix Leagues from Salamanca 
to the North-Eaſt. ; 

Ledung,' Dur, a ſmall River of Ireland, in the 
County of Kerry. : 

Leeberg, or Leerberg. Sce Fura. 

Leeder, one of the Iſlands on the Weſt of Scor- 
land. 

Lceds, a conſiderable Market Town in the W-/? 
Riding of Vorkſhire, in the Hundred of Skirack, 
upon the River Are : well inhabited by Clothiers. 
The Kings of Northumberland had anciently a Pa- 
lace Rozal here. 

Leek, a Market Town in Staffordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Toemonſlow. 

Leerpoole, or Leverpoole, a conſiderable Sea- 
Port Town, upo"7 the River Irwel, in the South part 
of the County of Lancaſter, towards the -Borders 
of Cheſhire ; three Miles from the Iriſh Sea. It is 
now one of the molt thriving Ports; and has a 
Trade equal to the beſt Town on the Weitern Shoar, 
except Br:/?o/ : it ſends alſo two Burgeſſes to Parlia- 
ment. The Poo! is commanded by a Caſtle, built by 
King John, on the South fide; and on the Welt, 
upon the River, ſtands a ſtately ftrong Tower. The 
Mores of Banck: Hall at their proper Charge and 
Enduſtry have much improved and beautified this 
Town. 

Lecuwarden, Leovardia, the Capital City of 
Freeland ; which was made a Biſhops See by Pope 
Paul VI. It is great, well built, and firongly forti- 
fied ; almoſt two German Miles frum the Sea to the 
South, and ſeven from Groningen to the Welt. 

Leffy, Liffee, Luffee, the nobleſt River of Tre- 
land ; upon which Dublin tftands. So far, ( faith 
Mr. Cambaen ) over-powered by the County of Dub- 
En; that though his Spring be but fifteen Miles 
from his Fall into the Sea, yet to accompliſh his 
Courſe, he is forced to fetch a very great compaſs : 
firit running South through S. Patrick's Fields eight 
Miles, then Welt five Miles, then North by the Conn- 
ty of K#/dare ten Miles, North-Eait five ; at laſt Eaſt 
by the Caſtle of Knock, and the City of Dub/sy, into 
the Ir;/þ Sea, ten Miles. This River was without 
doubt mentioned by Ptolemy ; but by the negligence 
of Tranſcribers omitted in its proper place ; and 
ELibmus put into the ſame Latitude on the oppoſite 
hide of Ire/and, where there could be no ſuch River. 
In 1687, towards the beginning of December, there 
hapned ſuch an Inundation of this River by Rains and 
Storm, that not only Men, Cattle, and Goods in 
great quantities were carried away by its rapidity, but 
the Bridges were broken down, and Dub/zn (o filled 
with water, that Boats plycd in the Streets: the like

never known before, either upon Recore, or in the 
memory of Man. | 
Legnano, a ſtrong Town in the Province of YVero- 
nos in Lombardy, in Italy, under the Yenetians. In 
Latin, Liviacums. 
Leiceſterſhire, Leiceſtr:a, one of the inland Coun- 


ties of England ; bounded on the North by Noe- 


tingham, on the Eaſt by Lincoln and Rutland, on 
the South by Nore hampton, and on the Welt by War- 
wickſtire and Darby. It abounds in Corn, Peaſe 
and Beans, but wants Wood; it has plenty of Coal, 
and excellent Paſture. The Air is ſoft and health- 
ful. Its ſhape is Circular; being about 196 Miles 
in Circumference. Containing twelve Market Towns, 
and one hundred and ninety two Pariſhes: in length 
from Eaſt to Weſt about thirty Miles, in breadth twen- 
ty five. Watered by the Rivers Stower and #reak, 
together with many others of leſſer Courſes, 
Leiceſter, the [principal Town of it, C which gives 
name to the whole, ) lies in the middle of the County 
on the Eaſt fide of the Sroure, over which it hath 
two Bridges, in Long. 19. 22. Lat. 53. 04. Ethel- 
dred the Mercian, made it a Biſhops: See in 680. 
which continued not long. In 914. Edeifled, a Noble 
Saxon Lady, rebuilt and ſtrongly walled this Town. 
At the time of the Conqueſt it was Great, Rich, and 
Populous, beautified with a Collegiate Church, an 
Abbey, and a Caſtle, which time has ruined. In the 
Reign of Henry IL. it was beſieged, taken, and dif- 
mantled upon the Rebellion of Robert Crouch its Earl. 
Richard IL. was buried obſcurely here; and Cardi- 
nal Woolſey. That great, though not good, States- 
man, { Robert Dudley ) was by Queen Elizabeth 
Created Earl of Lezceſter, in 1564. To him in 
1618. ſucceeded by a .new Creation, Robert Sidney ; 
Deſcended from a Siſter of his. Phil:p, the preſent 
Earl, is the Grandchild of the laſt Robert ; and ſuc- 
ceeded Robert his Father in 1677. It now contains 
three Pariſh Churches, and ſeveral good Buildings, 
with the honour of returning two Burgeſſes to the 
Houſe of Commons. IE 
Leighton Beaudeſert, a large Market Town in 
Bedfordſhire, in the Hundred of Manſhead, on the 
Borders of Buckinghamſhire, upon a River running 
rg into the Ouſe, over which it has a 
Bridge. 
2m, Linius, Lina, a River of the Dukedom of 
Saxony in Germany, watering Gottingen, Eimbeck, 
&c. in the Dukedom of Brunſivick, ana paſſing near 
Hanover and Newſtadt to joyn the Aler. See Leyne. 
Leinſter, Lagos, one of the four Provinces of 
Ireland ; called by the Inbabitants, Leighnigh ; by 
the Welſh, Lein; by the Englsſh, Leinſter ; and in 
old times Lagen : on the Ealt it has the Ir;ſþ Sea ; 
on the Welt Connaught, divided from it by the 
River Shannon ; to the North the Territory of Louth ; 
and to the South the Province of Munſter : the form 
of it is Triangular ; its Circumference being about 
two hundred and ſeventy Miles: the Air is clear and 
gentle ; the Earth fruitful both as to Graſs and Corn - 
it affordeth plenty of Butter, Cheeſe and Cattle ; and 
being well watered with Rivers, as the Newre, the 
Sewer, the Barow, &c. wants neither Fiſh nor Fowl : 
but it has not much Wood. Dublin is the Capital of 
this Province, as well as of the Kingdom. This Pro- 
vine contains theſe Counties ; K:/kenny, Caterlogh, 
ueens-County, Kings-County, Kildare, Exſt-Meath, 
eſt-Meath, Wexford and Dublin ; to which Wick- 
low, and Fernes, in Mr. Speed's time, were intended 
to be added. Some believe this Province to have 
been the ancient Seat of the Caucenſes, Blanis, Me- 
napii, and Brigantes mentioned by Prolemy.

| Leirla or Leria, an Epiſcopal City of the Pro- 
vince of Eſtremadura, in the Kingdom of Portugal, 
Upon a ſmall River, one League from the Sea, below 
Tomar. The See 1s a Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of 
Lisbon. 
Lelenes, an ancient People of Cara in the Leſſer 
Aſia : and others amongſt the Locrenſes in Achaza, 
mentioned, by Pl/rny, Strabo, and Virgz!. 
Lem, Lemwris, a River of Italy, in the States of 
Genoua ; which riſeth out of the Apennine, and wa- 
tereth Gavr , in the Borders of Mont#sferrat, and 
Milan ; then falls info the River Bormzia, in the 
Dukedom of M5:lan ; which falls into the Tiranara, 
and ends in the River Po at Baſignana; fix Italian 
Miles Eaſt of Giaro/s. This Kiver isalſo called Li, 
and 1/ Lemo. 
The Lake of LLemane, Lemanw, a conſiderable 
Lake made by the River Rhoſne ; between Swirzer- 
land to the North, and Savoy to the South. Called 
by thoſe who live near it, the Lake of Geneva; by 
the Germans, das Genfferzce ; by the Italians, i- 
lago di Genevra : extending from Eaſt to Welt a- 
bout nine German »«Miles; and about two over, 
where it is broadeſt : the Rhoſne enters it at Novs!le, 
and goes out at Geneva, in the moſt Weſtern end 
of it. It is ſurrounded with good Towns ; the prin- 
cipal { next Geneva, ) is Lauſanne on the North; 
by the name of which this Lake is ſomtime called. 
' Lemburgh, Luworr, Leopolis, a great and popu- 

lous City of the Kingdom of - Poland ; the Capital of 
Red Ruſſia; which was made an Archbiſhops See, 
( inſtead of Halitz, or Halzorz,) in 1361. by Pope 
Urban V. It ſtands amongſt the Hills upon the 
River Peltew, ( which with the Bug, falls into the 
Viſtula, a little above Ptcczko ; ) and 1s very ſtrong : 
being walled and fortified with two Caſtles, one 
within the City, the other without. It was built by 
Leo Duke of Refſa, who flouriſhed about 1280. In 
1648, befieged by Chiei/neck General of the Cof- 
ſacks, without any ſucceſs. In 1672. the Turks 
took it, and ſoon loſt it ; for in 1673. Michael 
King of Poland died in it. This City ſtands fifteen 
Miles from Prems/lia to the Eaſt, a little leſs from 
the Carpathian Hills to the North, and about fitty 
from Warſaw to the South-Eaft. 

' Lemgow, Lemgovia, a ſmall City in the Circle of 
Weſtphalia, im the Eounty of Lipre ; which was once 
a Free Impernl City, but now - exempt, and under 
the Count of Lippe. It ftands upon the River B-gh ; 
five Miles from Minden to the North, and Peder borne 
by oe South ; and nine from Lippeſtad to the North- 

att. 

' Lemington, a Market Town m the County of 
Southampton, and the Hundred of Chriſt Church, 
by the Sealide. $ There is another Lemington, a 
Pariſh in Parwickſhire, in the Hundred of K»2obe- 
low : remarkable for two Springs, within few Foot 
of each other, the one Freſh, the other Salt, yet at a 
great diſtance from the Ocean, and of different Ope- 
rations. 

Lemnos, an Iſland in the Archipelago. See Stal;- 
mene. 

Lempta, a Town and Defart in Libya ( now 
Aaara ) m Africa. 

Lencicia, or Lanſchet, Lanucicia, Lancicium, a 
City of Poland; the Capital of a Palatinate, calted 
by the Poles, Lenc3pc, from this City, which they 
call Lexczychke.. It lies in the Greater Poland, in a 
Marſhy. Ground, upon the River Bſura ; not above 
ten Miles from the River arte, the fame diſtance 
from Gneſna to the Eaſt, and thirty from Farſaw to 
the Weſt. There belongs to it a Caſtle buiſt on a 
Rock; and in 1656. this City fuffered much by 
Fire Divers Poliſh Councils have been Celebrated 
at 1t, 
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Lend2:ofia, one of the Iſlands on the Welt of Scoz- 
land. 

Lenham, a Market Town 1n the Connty of Xeyz, 
in Aylesford Lath, at the Spring of the River Srewer. 

Lenor, Lenoxia, Levinia, a County in the Nort! 
of Scotland, through which the River and Lake of 
Lomond paileth: on the Eaſt it hath the County of 
Menteith, on the South Cunningham, (cut off by 
Dunbriton Fyrth,) on the Welt Argile, and on the 
North A/bania. This County has the Honor of he- 
ing a Dukedom ; which Title has been born by ſeve- 
ral of the Royal Line of Scorland. The principal 
Town in it is Dunbritown. 

Lens, Lentum, Lendum, Lenenſe Caſtrum, Ne- 
metracum, a ſmall Town in Artozs, upon the River 
Souchetsz three Leagues from Arras. to the North, 
and four from Doway to the Welt. The French 
beſieged this ſmall place in 1647. but by the loſs of 
their General /e Gaſſe, ( ſlain by a ſhot, whilit he 
was plucking at a Paliſadoe ) they were forced to 
leaveit : near this place the French gave the Spani- 
ards a great overthrow in 1648. and after polleſled 
themſelves of it; to whom the Pyrenean Treaty 
confirmed it in 1659. The Town has been fortified ; 
but was fome years ſince {lighted and diſmantled. 

Lentini, Leonrzna, a very ancient City in the 
Iſle of Sicsly, in the Valley of Netzna on the Ea- 
ſtern Shoar, Heretofore a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Syracuſe ; whilſt Syracuſe was the Me- 
tropolis of the Iſland under the Greek Emperors. 
It 1s now pretty conſiderable and populous, but very 
confuſedly built. A place of greater Antiquity than 
Syracuſe, and perhaps than any other City now in the 
Itland. It ftands five Miles from the Seato the Welt, 
and ten from Caranza to the South-Welt. 

Lenza, Nizcza, a River of Italy ; which ſpringing 
from the Apennine, runneth North ; and parteth the 
Dukedom of - Parma from that of Modena ; then 
falls into the Po at Barſe//o, cight Miles from Parma 
to the North. 

Leominfter, or Lemſter, a Market and Borough 
Town in Herefordſhire, in the Hundred of FP/phey, 
upon the River Lug : of chict Note tor fine Wheat, 
Flower, and Wooll. 

Leon, Leg:o Germanica, Sublanco, a City of Spain 
m the Aſtures ; built in the Reign of Nerva the Em- 
peror. It is now called by the Inhabitants Leon, or 
Leone : a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Com 
Poſtellay ( fo far exempted, that he acknowledgeth no 
Metropolitan but the Pope ; ) and the Capital of the 
Kingdom of Leon, ever fince 658. It ttands at the 
bottom of an Hill, by the Fountains of the River 
Eſla; very great, but not much peopled : twelve 
Miles from the Ocean to the South, and twenty one 
from Yaledo/ad to the North-Wett. It was Reco- 
vered from the Moors in 722. and is adorned 
with one of the moſt beautiful Cathedrals in Sparn. 
$ There is another City in New Spain in America, 
called Leon by the Spaniards, and Nagarando by 
the Natives, which being the Capital of N:zcaragua, 
( the Province m which it ftands,) is ſometimes 
called Leon de Nicarazua. This 13 a Biſhops See, un- 


. der the Archbiſhop of Mexico: by a Lake of the ſame 


name; about 12 Leagues from the Shoars of the Pacs- 
fick Ocean, and 18 trom New Granada to the Ealt. 
The Kingdom of Leow and Oviedo, Legsonenſe 
Regnum, hith on the Eaſt the County of Bu/cay; 
on the North the main Cantabrian Ocean, on the 
South Caſtile, and on the Weſt Galicia. It has its 
name from Leon and Oviedo, the two chief Cities 1n 
it. This isthe moſt ancient Kingdom in Spain; and 
began abont 717. being more anciently called A/##- 
ria, from the Aftures, an old People, who potſcſſed 
it. It is mountainous, and full of Woods, divided 
in

in two by the River Duero; about fifty five Leagues 
long from North to South, and forty broad. Augu- 
ftus Ceſar was the firit Roman that conquered it. The 
Goths, after five hundred years free potleiſion of 1t, 
outed the Romans; and after four hundred more, the 
Saracens did as much for the Goths : but they \( the 
Saracens ) did not long enjoy it; this being the firit 
Kingdom the Chriſtians recovered from them, under 
the Command of Pe/agius, a young Prince of this 
Nation, about 717. It continued a ſeparate Kingdom, 
under twenty nine Princes ; till in 1228. Ferdzn. III. 
annexed it to Caſtile ( he being married to Beren- 
guela , ſecond Siiter of Henry King of Caſizle ; ) 
tho in prejudice of B/anch, the eldett Sifter, (mar- 
ried to Lewis VIII. King of France : ) which was 
afterward in 1267. ſet right by a Treaty , when 
Lews 1X. in conſideration of a Marriage ſurrendered 
all his Right and Title, (as Son of the ſaid Blanch, } 
to Alphonſis V. King of Leon and Caſtile. Perer 
de la Marca, Archbiſhop of Pars, in his Hiſtory of 
Bearn, faith, this Kingdom did not begin fo early as 
the Spaniards pretend ; and endeavours to prove 1t. 
But this is no place for Controverſies. . ; 

Leon, Leondoul, Leona, a City in Britagne in 
France, on the North Shoar of that Province ; thirty 
three Leagues from Rennes to the Wett, ten from 
Treguier, and eleven from Breſt to the North. "This 
is a Biſhops Sce, under the Archbiſhop of Toures : 
one S. Paul being its moſt ancient Biſhop, about 
the year . 600, the City is often called S. Paul 
de Leon, from him : it 1s the Capital of the Territory 
of Leonnos, well foitified, and has alſo a Caſtle, and 
a ſafe Harbour upon the Brizsſþ Sea. Heretofore 
the Seat of the Dukes of Br:tagne ; and the Country 
of the ancient O/iſms or Oſeſmis mentioned by Ceſar : 
whence its Latin Name, beſides Leona and Leonum, 
is Civitas Oliſmorum. $ There is mention made of 
another Leon in Cappadocia in the Leſſer Aſia, other- 
wiſe called Yatiza, and thought. to be the Poleme- 
mum of the Ancients. 

S. Leonard, a Town in Limeſin 1n France ; and 
another in Nevergne. 

Lepanto, Naupattus, /Etolia, a Sea-Port in A- 
chaia , ( now Livadia,) called by the Turks , 
Enebchtt; is ſeated in that part of Greece, which 
the Ancients called /£tol:a, twelye Miles from Patras: 
the 1:alians gave it the name of Lepanto : it is ſeated 
not far from the entrance of the Weſtern Bay of Co- 
rinth , heretofore ſo called; but now from this 
place the Gulph of Lepanto. The City is built on the 
South ſide of a towering Mountain, formed like a 
Cone ; on the top of which is a ſtrong Caſtle, ſur- 
rounded with four firong Walls, ſet at ſome di- 
ftance one above another; between which the Inha- 
bitants have their Houſes. The Port is very handſom 
and beautiful; and may. be ſecured by a Chain, the 
Mouth of it is ſo ſireight ; it will ho!d but a few 
Ships, and thoſe cannot go out and in at any time, 
for want of Water. It is ſeated in a pleaſant Country, 
filled with delightful Gardens, yielding ſome of the 
beſt Wine in Greece ; and has on the Eaſt fide a 
a fine River, which ſerves their Mills, then their 
Gardens, and af;erward all the City and Seamen. 
The Turks have fix or ſeven Moſques in it, the 
Greeks two Churches, and the Fews three Synagogues. 
- In 1408. it was under the Emperor of Greece; but 
being too remote ( as things then ttood ) for him-to 
ſeeure it, Emanuel the Emperor, afligned it to the 
Penetians ; who took care to fortifie it, as it is now. 
In 1475. Mahomet the Great, the fame that took 
Conſtantinople, having gained Corinth, beſieged it 
with an Army of thirty thouſand Men ; and after 
four Months ſpent before it, was forced to retire with 
with ſhame and loſs. The Trrks having found by 
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this coitly experiment «the ſtrength of this impor- 
tant place, in 1499. 'made w of another me- 
thod: betides a victorious Army, anda potent Fleet, 
to terrifie them, he imployed Bribes ; corrupted Hzre- 
ronumo Topo, the 3/enetian Govertiour; and by a 
Treachery altogether unworthy of Bajazee II. ( who 
was here in perſon, ) poſletſed himſelf of it. In 
1571. Otecb. 7. in the Gulph of Lepanro, ffom five 
a Clock in the morning till night, was tought the 
molt bloody Sea Battel betwixt the Chr:/?zan and the 
Ottoman Fleets, that ever betel the Turks ſince; the 
beginning of their Empire. There, in the ſame Gulph, 
where the Emperor Auguſtus overthrew Marc An- 
thorny. The Chriſtians loit eight thouſand Men. Of the 
Turks, tive thouſand were taken priſoners, and about 
thirty thouſand ſlain, with Hals Baſſaw their Admiral. 
Of the Turkiſh Gallies, one hundred arid thirty were 
taken, and above ninety others ſunk, butnt, and de- 
{troyed. The General:ſſimo on the Chriſtians fie 
was Don Fohn of Auſtria, a Natural Brother to 
Philip II. King of Spain, accompanied with the 
Flower of the Italian Nobility. At the ſime t me, 
nigh twenty thouſand Chrſtian Slaves recovered their 
Liberty. In 1687. the Venetians having in the three 
preceding years almoſt beat the Turks out of the reſt 
of the Morea, and reſolved to begin this Campagne 
with the Siege of - Patras; their General Morofins, 
Landed in the Morea near Patras on Fuly 22. not- 
withſtanding all the oppoſition of the Seraſquzer : the 
24. he fought, and defeated the Seraſquier : and ha- 
ving thereupon taken in Patras, and the Dardanel 
Cattle on that fide, ( fo called in imitation of thoſe of 
the Helle/pont ) he croſſed to the other to Lepanto; 
and found the Turks making all the haſte they could 
to empty the Place for him ; whereupon he entred and 
took Polileflion of it for that Republick, without ſtri- 
king one blow. Thus was this important Place loft, 
as baſely as it was gained ; and the Cowardize of this 
Age has revenged the Treachery of the former. It 
had init one hundred and twenty Braſs Canon: And 
it is an Archiepiſcopal City, tho the Archbiſhop has 
uſed to reſide at Larta. The Guiph of Lepanto is 
formed by the ſhooting forth of two Promontories 
into the Tonzan Sea,from the Morea and Achaza; called 
Capo Antirio and Capo Rione. The firſt of which 
has the Caſtle of Patras, the other the Caſtle of Ro- 
melia for its defence. 

Lepzus, Parzedrus, a huge Mountain of a vaſt 
height, out of which Araxes, and Eupbrates ſpring. 

Lera, Igmanus, Sigmanus, a River of Aquitasr. 
in France, more commonly called La Leyre; which 
falls into the ſmall. Bay of Buch, eight Miles from 
Bourdeaux to the South-Welt, and the ſame diſtance 
from the Mouth of the Guaronne to the South. 

Lerelle. See the Nzeper. 

Lergue, Larga, a River in Galsa Narbonenfis. 
Hoffman. 

ericee, a ſmall Town upon the Coaſts of the 
Republick of Genoun in Italy, at the Foot of the 
Rocks, looking to the Sea It is taken to be the 
Portus Erycys of Ptolemy and Antoninus. A fre- 
quented place for Embarkations ; four or five Miles 
from Sarzana, and Eaft of Seſtrs de Levante. There 
is a Gulph by. it, ſeparated by a Neck of Land 
trom the Gulphof Spez;za or Speccia. 

Lerida, 1erds,; a City of Catalonia in Spain, 
which in the Romen times was the Capital of that part 
of Spain, they called Tarraconenſis. It 1snow called 
Leyda by the Inhabitants 3 and Lerida by the Spa- 
niards : a ſtrong place,: built upon a rifing .ground, 
but declining to the River Segre. \ Taken from the 
Moors in 1143. and made a Biſhops Sec, under the 
Archbiſhop ot Tarragona. In 1300. here; was an 
Univerſity opened, at which Pope Calz,xtw III. took 
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his Degree of Door of the Latps : yet it never ac- 
quired any great Fame or Repute : of later times it 
has ſuffered much from the French, who have made 
many Attempts upon it. But in 1646. in one of 
their Attacks they were beaten off, and loit all their 
Cannon here. This City lies twenty four Spaniſh 
Miles from Saragoza to the Eaft; feven from the 
Ebro North, and twenty nine from Barcelona to the 
Weſt. Julius Ceſar overcame Afranius and Pe- 
erezs, Pompey's Friends, here. In the year 514. un- 
der the Reign of Theodorick King of the Oſtrogorhy, 
a Council was celebrated at the ſame place. Long. 
21. 34. Lat. 42. 20. : 

Leg, Lerines, two Iſlands of the Medrterranean 
Sea, upon the Coaft of Provence, at a {mall diſtance 
from each other. Now called ſeverally, S. Honore de 
Lerimn,and Margarita.See thoſe Words. In Prolemy and 
Strabo,their Names arc Planaſizand Lero.ln Pliny and 
Antonanws, Lero and Lerina. Hither, ſay Tacitus and 
Suetonius, the Emperor Auguſtus baniſhed Agrippa. 
They are commended for Temperature and Fertility. 
The Saracens of Fraxmetum in the ſeventh Century 
much infeſted them. In 1635- the Spanzards fur- 
prized, but were obliged to quit them the year after. 
To which add, that the Monaftery of S. Honore, 
foundedin 375, by Henorius, Archbiſhop of Arles, 
has been reckoned to- produce twelve Archbiſhops, 
twelve Biſhops, ten Abbats, four Monks, all Confef- 
ſors; and one hundred and five Martyrs. It belongs 
ta the Order of S. Benedi&. - 

Lerma, a ſmall Fown in Old Caft:le, upon the 
River Arlanzow; fix ues from Occa to the 
South, and twelve from P:zxcia to the Eaſt ; which 1s 
born, by the Title of a Dukedom, by one of the 
greateſt Families in Spazx. Some write1t Larema.. 

Leros, an Ifland 1n the Archipelago, adorn'd with 
an Epiſcopal City of the ſame Name, and driving a 
canfiderable Trade with .A1oes. 

Lers, Ler:i, is'the Name of two Rivers in Lan- 
guedoc in ' France : the great 'Lers riſeth in the 
lngher Languedoc, and watereth Mzreposx ; then 
falls into: the 4rrege, 'and with it foon after into the 
Garotine. 2. The little Leers ariſeth in the fame 
- > ag : and falls into the Garonne a little beneath 
= FO 1 
Les, or Lez, Tels, Ledus, a River which ariſeth 
in Languedoc, three Leagues above Monepellier ; and 
a little neath the Caſtle of La#ze, about four Niles 
from the Meadtterraneax Sea, falls into the Fens of 
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efbog. See Merelim. | 

Leſcar,  Laſcura, Beneharnum,  Benarnenſium 
Urbs, ' Bearnenſium Civitas, 'Bernanus, a City in 
the Principality of Bearn, upon the River Le Gave de 
Pau ; one League from Pau to the 'Eaſt, ſeventeen 
from Baiorine, and five from Olerone to the Eaſt. 
It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux; and 
was built in the year 1006. -upon the Ruins of the City 
Bearn, which was ruined by the Normans in 845. 
The Hughenotsin 1569. much endamaged this City. 
In the Cathedral.the Kings of Navarre lie entombed : 
but their Tonibs allo were defaced in the Civil Wars 
of F#rance. © | | 

Leſche, -Lutia, a ſmall River in the Dioceſe of 
Liepe. which talls into the Maps alittle above Dinant. 

efina,} Pharra, an Iſland on. the Coaſt of Dal- 

matia, under the Venersans; [thirteen  Germien Miles 
long; and aloft three in breadth; feated about four 
froth Spalato, to the Soutl- Weſt 5 having a Town of 
the ſine Niime, in the North-Eaſt part of the Ifland, 
whidir 9 « Biſhops See, - urider the Archbmhop of Spa- 
aro. Fhe Selavoiiians call this Ile Hwar. Mr. #heeler 
1 his” Travels, Pug. 24. ſaith, itis 'very High; Roeky 
and Mountainous; and by computation one hundred 
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Miles in compaſs. It has a good Haven at the Souh 
End, the Town whereof is called by the Name of the 
Ile: this repreſents a Theatre, the Figure of which 
he gives us. It appears very beautiful to thoſe that 
enter the Port ; being built in ſeveral degrees one 1- 
bove another, according to the riſing of the ground : 
having a Cittadel on the top of a ſteep Rock, backed 
with exceeding high Mountains, and lying open to 
the South ; but the Harbour is ſecured by the Rocks 
againſt it, &c. It is deep enough for Ships of any 
Rate; and Bread and Wine are cheap. Their chiete(t 
Trade is the Fiſhing of Sarde!/z, which are like 41- 
chovies : over againſt it lies L:ifſa, a ſmall Ifhand. 
Spalato { faith he ) lies from this Town thirty Miles 
to the North, and Liſſa the ſame diſtance to the 
South. $ Alſo a City of the Cafitinara in the 
Kingdom of Naples, near a Lake of its own Name : 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Bene- 
vento. 

Lefkeard or Liskerd, a Corporation in the County 
of Cornwall, in the Weſt Hundred : which has the 
Election of two Burgeſſes for the Houſe of Com- 
mons. 

Lefnow, Leſnevza, a ſmall Town in WPolbinia in 
Poland ; fifteen Miles South of Lucka, or Luceoria ; 
where Fohn Caſſimir King of Poland, in 1651. de- 
teated the Cofſacks and Tartars , and flew twenty 
thouſand of them. | 

Leffines, or Leffen, Leſſina, a ſmall City in 
Hainault, upon the River Dender, ( Tenera ) in the 
Confines of Flanders ; five Leagues from Bruſſels to 
the Welt. 

Leſtetocozt, Lecheum, the Haven of Corinth, 
upon the Gulph of Lepanto. 

Leſtoft, or Layſicff, a Market Town in the © 
County of Suffolk, in he Hundred of Lethingland : 
the moſt Northern Sea-Town of this County. Tt 
drives a Trade of Fiſhing for Cod in the North Sea, 
and upon its own Coatts, for Herrings. 

Leſtwithiel, or Lziſthiel, a Market Town and 
Corporation in the County of Cornwal, in the Hun- 
dred of Powder ; which has the Honour of electing 
two Burgeſſes for the Parliament. 

Letchiade, a Market Town in Gloceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Driteles-barrow. 

Lethe, and Leehes, the ancient Name of the River 
Guadalete in Spain. Of Fiume ds Mangreſia ( as 
the I:alians call it ) in Lydia, in .the Leſſer 4fia. 
Of two others in Macedonia and Candia. And in 
the Fictions of the Poets, Lethe makes one of the 
Rivers of Hell, wherein the pleaſures of the World 
are forgotten. 

Letines,] Leſtines or Liptines, Liptine ſive Le- 
ftine, an ancient Palace Royal, near Binche in Hai- 
nault, in the Dioceſe of Cambray. There was a 
Council aſſembled here in 943. in the Reign of 
Charlemaigne, who had a part of the Church-Lands, 
” a Sentence thereof, granted to him, to ſupport his 

ars. 

Letrim, a County of the Province of Conaught in 
Ireland ; between the County of Slego to the North, 
Roſcomon to the Weſt, "Longford to the South, and 
Cavan to the Eaſt. It takes its Name from the Caſtle 
of Letrim, 'on the Weſt fide of this County : there 
1s beſides it no place of any Note. This County is full 
of Hills, which afford plenty of Graſs; and from 
thence abounds with Cattle above belicf. 

Lettaw, the ſame'with Garnſey. 

Letten, ' or Leztland, Litlandia, a conſiderable 
part of Livonsa ; the Weſtern part of which ( which 
1s the greateſt, )' is nnder the King of Sweden, and 
the Eaftern underthe Duke of Moſcovy. The princt- 
pal City is Rzga : on the North it haſt Eafthonsa, on

Terra di Lavors ; fifteen Miles South of Naples. _ 

Lencate, Leucata, a ſmall Town in Languedoc, 1n 
the Confines of Rouſſillon ſeated upon a Lake of the 
ſame name : it had heretofore a Caſtle , built by 
Francis I. upon an inacceſſable Rock, very ſtrong, 
which is now deſtroyed : near this place the Sparz- 
ards received a great overthrow by the French in 
1637. 

Zeuchtemberg, Leuchtemberga, a Caſtle in Nort- 
gow, in the Dukedom of Bavaria; which is the Ca- 
pital of a Langravate : ſeated upon an Hill, near the 
River and Town of Pfrezmb:; one German Mile 
from the River Nab. The Territory is but ſmall that 
belongs toit ; yet was ſubject only to its own Land- 
grave, till 1646. when the Males of that Family fail- 
ing , it fell to the Elector of Bavaria , who ſtill 
has it. . 

' xencoſa, Leucoſia, or Licoſa, a ſmall Iſland in the 
Sea of Tuſcany, near a Cape of its own name , called 
Capo della Licoſa. The Ancients have not omitted 
the mentioning of it. x 

Lencra, an ancient City of Buotia in Greece, ſup- 
poſed to be the preſent Maina by ſome Geographers : 
famous in Hiſtory for the Victory of Epaminon- 
das over the Lacedemonians, in- the one hundred and 
ſecond Olympiad , and the year of Kome 383. Cle- 
ombrotus , the Lacedemonian General , was there 
ſlain. 

Leud2ac, PYuldraca , a ſmall River of France, in 
Autunois, in the Dukedom of Burgundy. 

Leverano, a Principality in the Terra dz Orranto 
in the Kingdom of Naples, near the City Lecea- 

Leuvin, a Lake and a Caftle in the South part of 
Scotland, in the County of Fife ; this Caſtle be- 
longed to the Doywglaſſes, Earls of Moron: In it the 
famous Princeſs Mary, Queen of Scots , and Dowager 
of France, was impriloned by her own Subjects in 
I567. There is alſo a River of the ſame. name, 
which falls into the Fyrth of Edenburgh » by Wem- 
mis Caltle. 

Leiitkirchen, or Leuthjrch,Eftodurus,a ſmall Im- 
perial Free City in Schwaben in Germany , upon the 
River Eſchach ; (which a little lawer falls into the 1ler, 
which laſt falls into the Danube at Vim)three German 
Miles from Memmingen to the South , ten figm Vim, 
and fix from the Lake of Conſtance to the Faſt 3 In 
the Territory of A/goww. 

Leutmeritz, Lz:amerinm, or Litomgerſca , a City 
of Bobemza, called by. the Inhabitants Lziromzersk ; 
by the Germans, Leutmeritz, and Letomeritz. It 
ſtands upon the Elke , eight Miles from Prague to 
the Nopth, and ten from Dreſdin. This was made a 
| Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Prague,by Pope 
Alexander VII.in 1655. This City 1s the Caputal of 
one of the Seventeen Prefeftures of the Kingdom 
of Bohemza. 

Leutomiſſel or Litromiſſel, Litomaſcum, an Fpiſ- 

ppal City of the Kingdom of Bohemua, in the Pra» 
fecture of Chrug:m. ; 

Leuwentz , a Town in the Ggyernment of New- 
hau(el, but in the County of Gran, in Hungary, upon 
the River Gran, ſix Miles from the City Gran to 
the North. General Sazches put the Turks to a Rout 
here in 6G F 

Leweck , Levecum, the Capital of the Kingdam 
of Cambay, w the far 6 m/Be ingdo 

Lewes, a Town in Suſſex, eſteemed one of the 
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biggeſt in that County. In 1263. here was a bloody 
Battel near this place, between Henry Il. and the Ba- 
rons ; in which the Barons prevailed at laſt againſt the 
King, and forced him to a diſadvantageous Peace. This 
Town 1s in the South part of the County, upon a Ri- 
ver wat hath no Name ; - almoſt fix Miles from the 
Sea-Shoar to the South . twenty five from Winchel- 
ſey to the Weſt : containing fx Pariſh Churches. The 
Afſizes are commonly kept here. At the Rivers 
Mouth 1s New-Haven, ſome years fince made ſecure 
for the harbouring of Ships. It returns two Mem- 
bers of Parliament, and 1s the Capital of a Rape. 
Lewemberg. Sce Lawenburg and Lemburg. 
Lewis, Logus, Heraia, a great Ifland on the 
Weſt of Scotland ; which extends almoſt from 58 to 
59 deg. of Lat. and lies fixty five Engliſh Niles di- 
recHy. Weſt from Row-ſtorr Aſſn, the molt Weſtern 
Cape of Aſſinſkire in Scotland. This is the largeit of all 
the Hebrides ; ſaid to be ſixty Miles in length, and 
thirty broad. The. Inbahitants of this , and all the 
other Weſtern Iſles,do much reſemble the #514 Irzſh ; 
being rude, uncivilized , and will hardly indure any 
Government or Law : belonging heretofore to the 
Kingdom of Norway, they were by Magnus King of 
that Country , ſold ta Alexander III. King bor 
land ; and never thought worth the diſciplining. 


Lewzopr, Leroux, Leprefury , 4 ſwall City in 
le Berry in France , two Leagues from Bourges to 
the Weſt. 


Yepbnitz, Savaria, Palybianum , once a City of 
the Vpper Pannonza , now a ſmall Village of Stzria, 
upon the River Sack 3; Which a little lower falls into 


Mare 3 four German Miles from Gratz to the 
aſt. 


Leyden, Luygdunum Batavorum , is a great City in 
the State of Holland , mentioned by Peolemy and 
Antoninus. It is ſeated upon the old Stream cf the 
Rhine, and is the Capital of Rheinlandt , near the 
Lake of Harlem ; three Leagues from Delft, and ſe- 
ven from Amſterdam, Dart; and Utrereht. Perhaps 
the moſt populous and wealthy City in all Holland, 
next Amſterdam. In the Raman times, the Pretor 
of the Empire for the Bel/gick Gaul, reſided here 
with one of the Legions. It is ſituate in a plain and 
low Country , and has many Channels of Water paſ- 
ſing through it : fo that the City is divided into thirty 
one Iſlands, joined hy one hundred forty five Bridges 
each to other: one hundred and four of which, are 
built with Stone. There he abaut 'it maſt heautifal 
Meadows and Gardens ; and the Air is reputed the 
beſt of all Holland. As this was one of the firſt Ci- 
ties which revolted from the Spaniards in 1572. fo 
it was one of the firſt alſe that” felt their fary, For 
they having beſieged Harley in 1573. without fac- 
ceſs, .in the year following {at. dawn before Leyden ; 
and had reduced it to great extremity ; when the 
Prince 'of Oravge letting looſe upon them the Wa- 
ters whuch the Dams reſtrained- before, by the ſame 
Stratagem, hrought relief to-LeyJeu, and ruin on the 
Spaniſh Army : the year fo , February $. 1575- 
He opened the Univerſity there , to reward their Va- 
lor, ang recompence ther loſſes: - to which tliere has 
been added an excellent Lilwary , a PhyGck Garden, 
and a Hall acorned with .many Rarities of 4natomy. 
Antoninus giyes this City the Title of Caput Germa- 
noruwy., 

Lee, Legia, a River in. the Low-Countries, called 
by the French Lis. It agiſetn in Artois, by the Caſtle 
of Lisburg'; and watering -Azren, and S. Yenaut, er- 
ters Flanders at Stegers ; then pafleth by Armentiers, _ 
Menene, and Cortryck to Gaunt , where it falls int” 
the Schelde. | Lage 7 

Keyne, Lyzins, Leinius , a River in the" Lower 
Saxony, which ariſcth: in the Territory of Zifeld'or 

Eſrhfeld, 
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Eſchfeld,near Heiligenſtad ; and flowing through the 
Dukedom of | an 66 by Gottingen, Lymbeck ard 
Alfeld , at Saxſtede it entertains the Inders : and fo 
by Hannover, and Nemwſtad, falls into the Aler. This 
River in the old Maps 1s called Bhum. 

Leypſick, Lupfurdum, Lipſia, Lyfſie , a,Cify of 
Germany in Miſnia, in the Lower Saxony ; which 
has a celebrated Mart upon the River Plez/s; under 
the Elector of Saxony ; twelve German Miles from 
Dreſden to the Weſt , and ſixteen from Magdeburg 
fo the South. It has a Caſtle called Plezſenburg, and 
an Univerſity opened here by Frederick Marqueſs of 
Miſnia, in 1409. Upon the Baniſhment of the fol- 
lowers of Ferome of Prague from that City , four 
thouſand Students retiring to this. In 1520. Luther 
diſputed here with Eckivs againſt the Popes Supre- 
macy ; ſoon after which, they embraced the Refor- 
mation. In 1547. this City ( which then belonged 
to Maurice Duke of Saxony ) was beſieged by Zohn 
the Elector of that Houſe, in the Month of January : 
Maurice(tho a Proteſtant)having joined with theEmpe- 
rour againſt the reſt of the Auguſtane Princes,who had 
taken Arms for the defence of their Religion and Li- 
berty, againſt Char/es V. And although the City was 
not then taken, yet it was much defaced by the Bat- 
tery, and its Suburbs burnt. In 1630. br fund A- 
dolphus gave the Forces of Ferdinand II. a great de- 
feat near this place. In 1642. the Swedes defeated 
the Forces of Ferdinand III. under the Arch-Duke 
Leopold, and Piccolomineo ; and thereupon the City 
was forced to yield it ſelf to the Victorious Swedes. 
It is not great, but rich, by reaſon of its Mart twice 
every year ; and the great concourſe of Students to 
this Univerſity. 

Lepte, Leyta, Lutis, a River of Auſtria ; which 

waſhing the Town P2zarck adder Lepta , in the 
Lower Auſtria, at Altemburg falls into the Danube ; 
three Hungarian Miles from Presburg to the South, 
and fix from Favarin. 
- Les, Ledum, Liria, a River of Languedoc ; it ari- 
ſeth three Miles above Monzpellier , and a little be- 
neath falls by the Lake of Maguelone, into the Med:- 
eerranean Sea. See Les. 

Lhon. See Leppe. 

Lhundain, the Fe!ſb Name of London. 

Lhydaw , the Name of Bretagne, a Province in 


France, in ſome of the Writers of the middle 
Apes. 

| Liacura, Parnaſſus , a Mountain in Greece, in 
Acbaia. 


Liamone, Pztanus, or Ticarius , a River in the 
Iſle of Corjica. 

Liampo, the moſt Eaſternly Cape of all the Conti- 
nent of China in the Eaft=Indies , taking its Name 
from a Town, ſo called , in the Province of Che- 
chtara. | 

Lianne, Liana, Elna , a ſmall River in Picardy 
in France ; which arifeth in the Confines of Ar- 
trois ; and flowing through the County of Bo- 
ligne, by the Capital City of it, falls into the Br:- 
e1j/2 DEA. CL LOIEET £ 

Liaſto, Liguiden, a Sea-Port on the Eaſt of Sar- 
dina, an Iſland in the Mediterranean Sea. 

Libatto, Libanus , the: greateſt and beſt known 
Mountain in Syr:a ; which alone produceth the Cedar 
Tree in that Country. It beginneth between the 
Confines of Arabia, and Damaſcus; and ends at the 
Mediterrantan Sea near Trspols; having run from 
Eaſt to Weſt one hundred and twenty five Miles. It 
1s the ofteneſt mentioned of any Mountain in the Sa- 
cred Scriptures : exceeding high, and very far ſpread; 
fruitful and pleaſant ; and was the Northern Boun- 
dary- of the: Holy Land, and Mother of the River 
Fordan. | Now inhabited by divers Towns and ſome 
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Cities, amongſt which, is the Seat of the Reſidence 
of the Patriarch of the Maronites. The Rivers Ro- 
chan, Nahar-Roſſens , and Nahar-Cardicha ſpring 
from it. The Northern part is (aid to be continu- 
ally covered with Stow. It hath Paleſtzne to the 
South, Meſopotamia to the Eaft, and Armenia to 
the North, « with one foot in Phanicia , another in 
Syria and the Mediterranean to the Welt. Oppo- 
ſite to it, ſtands a Mountain called Antz/ibanus, fepa- 
rated only by a Valley. See Antilibanus. 

Libaw, Liba, a Town in the Dukedom of Cur- 
land, in the Kingdom of Poland ; which has an Ha- 
ven on the Baltickh Sea; in the Confines of Samogi- 
tia; eighteen German Miles from Meme! in Pruffe : 
and twenty five from Mztraw, the Capital of Sem- 
gallia, to the Weſt. This Town was often taken and 
retaken in the late Wars between the Swedes and 
Poles : at laſt by the Treaty of Olsve-Kloſter, in 
1660. it was reſtored to the Duke of Curland. 

Ltburnita, a Branch of the ancient 7/[yricum, now 
thrown partly into Croatza , and partly into Da/ma- 
tia. Its principal City was Scardona, now Scardo in 
Dalmatia. The Lop/i were ſome of its ancient peo- 
ple : to whom, is owing the invention of /ighe Fri. 
gats, thence called Naves Liburnice. 

Libya, is ſo conſiderable a part of Africa in the 
old Geographies, that the Greeks called all Africa, 
Lybia. It {tood divided into the Exterior and Inte- 
740r, The former lay along the Medzterranean, be- 
twixt Egypt and Marmorica ; or from Egypt South, 
according to others , along the left Bank of the Nzle, 
as far as to Zthiopia;z in which ſpace the Deſart of 
Elfocat, and the Kingdom and Deſart of Gaoga (now ) 
are contained. The other ran from the Mountain 
Atlas, to the River Niger, containing the ( now ) vaſt 
Defart of Xaara. And this latter is Libya, properly 
ſo called, Which, together with Libya Marmorica 
( now Barca), and Libya Cyrenaica, makes up a ſe- 
cond diviſion, that we find in Writers, of Libya. 

Lichfield, Lichfeld:a, a City ( which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ) ſeated in 
the County of Stafford : twenty four Engliſh Miles 
from Leiceſter to the Welt , ten from Srafford to 
the North-Eaſt, and fixteen from Coventry to the 
North-Weſt. It is a low ſeated, beautiful, and large 
City ; divided into two parts by aclear Brook, which 
is croſſed by Cauſeys , with Sluces in them for the 
Paſſage of the Water. That part which hes on the 
South Side of this Water , is the greater by far ; and 
divided into ſeveral Streets : and the North Part, 
though leſs, has the Cathedral Church, the Cloſe ( in- 
compaſſed with a ftrong Wall ) in which are the Pre- 
bends Houſes, and the Biſhops Palace. This has 
been a Biſhops See very long; for in the year of our 
Lord 606. Oſwius King of Northumberland , having 
conquered the then Pagan Mercians, inſtituted a Bt- 
ſhoprick , and ſettled Dwina as Biſhop here, to in- 
ſtruct them in the Chriſtian Faith : his Succeſſors 
were in fuch eſteem with the following Kings of 
Mercza, that they did not- only obtain large Poſſef- 
fions for the maintaining the Dignity of this Sce; but 
were alfo reputed the Primates of Mercia , and Arch- 
biſhops. Ladulph ( one of them ) had a Pall ſent 
him as fuch, upon the Golden Solicitations of Offa, 
King of the Mercians , about 779. Which Dignity 
laſted not long ; for it died with this King and Arch- 
biſhop Ladulph. A Synod held in 1075. ordaining, 
that the Biſhops Sees for the future ſhould be ſettled 
in the greateſt Cities ; Peter Biſhop of Lichfield, re- 
moved this to Cheſter. Robert Lindſey, another of 
chem , removed it to Coventry. Roger Clinton, a 
third Biſhop, but the thirty ſeventh in Succeffion, in 
1148, began the beautiful Cathedral here , which he 
dedicated to the Blefſed Virgin, and S. Chad ; and re- 

built 
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built the Caſtle, which 1s now intirely ruined. The 
Cloſe, in the old Rebellion, was garriſoned for the 
King : But the Lord Brook, a zealous Parliamenta- 
[12 , Coming before it, March 2. 1642. ( though 
the General was ſlain , and fo paid dear for his Dil- 
loyalty ) yet the place was taken by that Party. The 
twenty ſecond of that Month , the King's Forces re- 
tarned, and betieged it the ſecond: time ; and 4- 

1:1 8. after a Defeat of three thouſand that came to 
the Reliet of it at Hopton Heath, it was again fur- 
-endred to Prince Repert. How long it continued 
in the King's Hands I know not ; but I find it taken 
by Storm by the King wy 30. 1645- and retaken by 
Treaty, Fune 18. in the fame year, by Fairfax, after 
the fatal Battel of Naſeby. Its Long. is 21. 20. 
Lat. 52 42. Sir Edward Henry Lee, created Baron 
of Spellesburg , and Viſcount Quarendon, was made 
Earl of Lichfield , Fune 5. 1674. Lichfield has alſo 
the honour to be a Cornty Corporate , and beſides 
the Cathedral, ſhews three Pariſh Churches. 

FLico, Lycus , a River of Phrygia, in the __ 
Aſia, which watereth Laodicea, and falls ſoon after 
into the Meander. See Laodicea, | 

Licoſia, Ledrenſis Urbs, the ſame with Naco/ia, 
the principal City of the Ifland of Cyprus. 

Licoſtomo. See Scotuſa. 

JLida, a ſmall Town which has a ſtrong Caſtle 
built upon a Rock , and is the Capital of a Territory 
in the Falatinate of Vi/na , in Lithuania, under the 
Kingdom of Poland. It ſtands upon the River Dera, 
ten Po/zſh Miles from Y:1na South , and ſeven from 
Novogrod ; ſeverely handled by the Moſcovites in 
_ tt a ſmall County in the South of Scot- 
land, in the Borders of Eng/and ; which takes its 
Name from a River that runs through it- It js boun» 
ded on the North with T:vedale, on the Weſt with 
Annandale, on the South with Cumber/and , and on 
the Eaſt with Northumberland. PE 

Lidkioping, Lidkzopinga, a ſmall City in Weſtro- 
Zothia, a Province in Sweden, upon the Lake of We- 
ner, and the River Lzd ; three Miles from Maryſtad 
to the Weſt, forty five from Daleburg , and thirty 
from Falkep to the North. 

Liechtenſtein , a Principality in the Province of 
Auſtria wm Germany. There 1s another Liechten- 
ftetn in the Trentine, in Italy, near Bo/Zano. 

Liege, Leodium, a City of Germany, which Lip- 
ſins calls Leodicum ; the Writers of the middle Apes, 
Legia; the Inhabitants Lupck ; the Germans Lut- 
tyck : and the French Liege, It 1s a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Co/ogne ; a great and popus 
lous City, built upon the Maes , and annexed to the 
Low Countries ; yet a German City in the Circle of 
VVeſiphatia , and under the Protection of its own 
Biſhop : fifteen Miles from Co/ogne to the Welt, five 
from Aquiſgrane, ten from Louvazn, and three from 
Maeſtricht to the South. It had a very ſtrong Ca- 
tle, 'which was rumed by the French. Though in 
the Protection of its own Biſhop , | yet it is a Free 
Imperial City : ard herefore a pleaſant Village ſituate 
m the Woods and Hills, amongſt ſweet Springs , 
which fell down from thoſe Hills ; frequently viſited 
by Landeberz Biſhop of Tongres, who was atterwards 
flain here by Dodon a Servant of Pepin King of 
Fraice, The See was firlt ſettled at Tongres, from 
thence removed to Maeſtriche, and at latt by S. Hy- 
bartus ( one of theſe Biſhops) ſettled at Liege. It 
takes this Name from a ſmall River which there falls 
ito the Maes: a vaſt part of the Ground within its 
Walls !s not built 5 bur imployed in Vineyards, and 
Orchards ; and withal fo very fruitful, that it may 
contend with Siczly. In this City Charles the Great, 
kept his Chr:/*mas in the year 769, Henry IV. died 
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here of Grief in 1197. In the year 1131. Pope Huor- 
cent UW. crowned the Emperor Lottharius m the ' 
Church of S. Lambert here. Henry VI. reduced this 
City, (then in Rebeliion) in 1191. It is ſuppoſed 
by ſome to be built by Amborix a German Prince, 
mentioned by Fulins Ceſar. It ſuffered much from 
the Normans ; much alſo from one of the Dukes of 
Brabant, who in 1212. took it, and ſuffered it to be 
plundered fix days together: in the fifteenth Century, 
Charles Duke of Burgundy, taking advantage of their 
Diſagreement in the Election of a Biſhop, grievouſly 
afflicted it , ( in 2468. ) and deſtroyed a part of it : 
In this lait Age it has heen ill treated by its Biſhops : 
and the French taking it by ſurprize in 1675. the 
next year after ruined the Caſtle; ſo that it is no 
great wonder, if after all theſe Calamities , the num- 
ber of its Inhabitants are diminiſhed. The Baron 
D' Elderen, great Dean of the Cathedral , was choſen 
Biſhop and Prince of Liege , by plurality of Votes 
againit the Cardinal of Furftenburgh , Auguſt 17. 
1688, 

The Wiſhopzick of Liege, or Lack , is a part 
of the Circle of Weſtphalia 3 though annexed to the 
Spaniſh Netherlands : its ancient Inhabitants were - 
the Eburones, of old called Tunpgri alſo. It is bout- 
ded on the Eatt and South, by the Dukedoms of Lim- 
burgh, and Luxemburgh ; on the Weſt by Brabant, 

the Earldom -of Namur 5 and on the North by 
the Upper Guelderland : Luxemburgh, Namur , and 
Hainault , have every of them agrandiſed themfelyes 
with the Spoils of this Dioceſe. The principal City is 
Liege;the reſt are Dinant, S.Trayen, Huy, Maſeich,and 


: Tongres : beſides theſe , it contained fifty two Baro- 


nies, eighteen walled Towns , and four bundred Vil- 
lages ; being no leſs populous, than fruitfal. It is 
thirty one Miles long, and fifteen broad : the Valleys 
produce plenty of Graſs; the Plains, of Cornz the 
Hills, of Wines ; the Mountains have their les 
of Marble, and Mines of Lead, Iron and Brimſtone ; 
and Pit-Coal in abundance.Its Foreſts affords all ſorts of 
Vemſon in great plenty : befides the Maes which runs 
the whole length of this Country , it has fourteen 
other Rivers; ſome very confiderable ; Which both 
inrich the Lands, promote Trade, and afford them a 
great plenty of Fiſh : and after all, the Air is very 
temperate and healthful. 

Lier, Ledo, a River in the Low-Countries. 

LLtere, Lzer , a very ſtrong Town in Brabant, in 
the Diſtrict of Anewerp ; ſeated upon the great Ne- 
tbe, which falls two Miles further to the South into 
the Ruypel. This Town is under the Spansards , and 
is a Frontier againſt the Ho!landers ; two Miles from 
Mechelen to the North , fix from Bru/ſe/s to the 
North-Weſt , and three from Antwerp to the Eaſt. 
Naturally very ſtrong by its Situation, and made much 
more ſo by Art. See Lire. 

Lieſſe or Notre Dame de Lieſſe, a ſmall Town in 
Laonnos County in Picardy , famous for the Deva- 
tions there paid to a Chappel of the Virgin Mary. 

L.ienvin , a Dittrict- belonging to the City' of Ls- 
fieax m Normandy ; which lies between Auge to the 
Weft , the Mouth of the Seine to the North , the 
Ferritory of Roan to the Eaſt , and the Territory 
a Ouche to the South. This was the Seat of the 
Lexovis , a Gaul:fh Tribe ; and is now called Lex0- 
vienſis Ager, from : ; ; 

Lignitz, Lignicsa, Lignitium, Hegermatia, a City 
of Sileſia in Bohemda , upon the Rer Katzbach . 
( Catus ) which falls mto the Oder ; not two Miles 
from Fawer to the North, five from Glog aw, and ſe- 
ven from Wratiſlaw. It was heretofore under a 
Duke of its own, together with 4 ſmall Territory be- 
longing to it; and has a noble Caſtle at this day- 
The Dutchy fince 1675, is in the Emperor, as King of 
Bohemia. L.igoz, 
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. Ligoz, Ligorium, a City of the Kingdom of Sram, 
In the Eaſt-Indies, upon the Promontory of Malaca, 
Near the Bay of Siam; in the middle between the 
City of Fudra, ( VUdia or Odida , the Capital of that 
Kingdom, to the North ) and Malaca to the South ; 
three hundred and eighty Miles from either : 1t has a 
good Harbour. 

Ligozne, Livorno, Ligurnus , 
Leghorn , an ancient and Celebrated Sea-Port , menti- 
oned by Polybius, Antoninus and Cicero. It 1s cal- 
led by the Italians, Livorno 3 by the Ergliſh, Le- 
gorne ; by the F rench, Ligourne ; ſeated in the Ter- 
ritory of Piſa, on the Welt cf Italy, under the Do- 
minion of the Duke of Florence, in a Plain ; fifteen 
Miles from Piſa to the South , ten from the Mouth 
of the Arno, forty from Piombino to the North, and 
fixty from Florence to the South-Weſt. There be- 
longs to it a large and a (afe Haven, very much fre- 

vented by Merchants ; the Great Duke to ſecure 
the Wealth and Trade of it , has built three ſtrong 
Forts upon it. This City belonged herctofore to the 
States of Genoua. Coſmus de Medices Duke of Flce 
rence, had it from them in exchange for SereZana z 
being then a poor deſpicable Village, not much 1n- 
habited, by reaſon of the unhealthtulneſs of the Ar, 
corrupted by the Marſhes near it. Francis and Fer- 
dinands, ( two of tis Succeſſors ) having improved 
its condition ; by making it a Free-Port , at a time 
when the Genouſe had exceſſively inhanſed their Im- 
poſts upon the Merchants , built the three Forts, and 
walled the Town ; and built in it alſo a Noble Palace 
for the Governour , and for the Reception of Foreign 
Ambaſladors, with a large Arſenal! or Magazin. It 
has two Havens ; the greater is extreamly large, ſafe, 
and convenient for Sips of any Burthen : the leſſer, 
called Narſi , is of ſome uſe for fmaller Ships. Sce 
Du Val Voyage d Ital. : or ER 

Liguria, a part of the ancient Gallza C:/alpina in 
Italy; now contained in the States of Genoua, 

Lidflandt. See Livonia. : : 

Lilers, Lilerium, a Town in Artozs, upon the Rr 
ver Navez , ſeven Leagues from Arras to the 
North. 

Lille, L' Iſle, Inſula, Inſule , a City in Flanders, 
called by- the Inhabitants Lyſſel ; by the Ergizſh,Li/le; 
by the I:a/1ans, Lida3 is the Capital of Flandria Gal- 
| kica; a great, {irong, populous place, well Traded, 
upon the River Deuller. Lewis XIV. ( the preſent 
King of France) took this from the Spanzards in 
1667. It lies five Leagues from Tpre to the South, 
fix from Doway , four trom the Borders of Artozs, 
and five from Teurnay. Built by Baldwin IV. Count 
of Flanders, in 1007. Baldwin the Pious, his Son, 
being born here, favoured it very much : and on that 
account walled it in 1066. and built in it alſo a mag- 
nificent Church, and a delicate Monaſtery. There 1s 
( faith I. Guitciardin) a good Caſtle in it, and the 
Ruins of an old one , called Buck ; where the Go. 
vernours for "the ancient French Kings reſided, which 
were then inſtituted the Fozeſtexs of Flayders. This 
City was taken and burnt by Phz:lzp 1I. King of 
France, about 1185. Being rebuilt, it was again ta- 
ken and harafſed by Philip 1V: about 1304. Since 
then it'is much increaſed, ( faith the ſame Author ) 
by the Induſtry of the Inhabitants, who imploy them- 
ſelves moſtly in weaving Silks: fo that it 1s raiſed to 
be the-third City in the Low-Countries after Antwerp 
and Amſterdam ; and frequently called in French, 
La petir Paris, for its Beauty. The French had it 
confirmed to them in 1668. by the Treaty of 4:x 
la Chapelle," It is the Head of a large Chattellany, 
containing divers Villages ; and ſtrongly fortified. 
$ Alfo, a pleaſant Town in the County of Venarſſin in 
Provence , five or fix Leagues from Avignon, and 


Liburnus portus, 
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try ; ſurrounded by the River Sorowe, like an Liland, 
and thence called L':/le. 

Ltlle, Il/a, a River in Aquitarn in France; which 
ariſeth ii the Province of Limoſin 3 and flowing 
through Perigord , watereth Perigeux ( Veſuna ) 
the Capital of that County , and Mucidan : at Cou- 
traz it entertains the Dormia, from Aubeterye ; 
then a little beneath L:sbourne falls into the Dordonne, 
ſeven Miles above its conjunction with the Ga- 
ronne. 

Lillebonne, or Iſebowne , Iſleboma, Fuliobona, a 
Town in the Paix de Caux in Normandy, in the Dio- 
ceſe of Rouen ; giving Name to a Branch of the Houſe 
of Lorrain. In the year 1080. the Biſhops of Nor- 
mandy were afſembled in a Council here, in the pre- 
ſence of Willzam the Congquerour, King of England, at 
which the Archbiſhop of Rowen preſided. 

Lillo, Lilloa, a ſtrong Fort built by the Ho//an.- 
ders upon the Schel/de , two Leagues beneath Anr- 
werp to the North, one above Santvlier or Sanftit 
to the South; and four from Bergen op Joom. At 
this Fort all Ships that paſs up the River to Anewerp, 
are by the Treaty pf Murſter to ſtop. 

Lima or Ciudad de Los Reyes, Lima, the Capital 
of the Kingdom of Peru; a beautiful, great, well tra- 
ded City ; and the See of an Archbiſhop. Built in 
1535. by Francis Pizarro, a Spaniard, in the Valley 
of L:ma,called by Natives Rimac.The Viceroy of Peru 
reſides here; which with other Advantages hath made 
it very great, rich, populous, and beautiful ; though 
it be all built with Timber, and an open unwalled 
Town. They compute about five thouſand Spanz- 
ards and forty thonfand' Negroes in it ; a preat 
number of Eccleſiattical Buildings, as Churches, Con- 
vents, Colleges, and Hoſpitals ; and a ſtately Palace 
Royal, wherein the Fice-Roy keeps his Court. Tt 
ſtands upon a River of the ſame Name ; one Mile 
from the Pacifick Ocean , two from its own Harbor 
called Callao de L:ma, one hundred and twenty from 
Cuſco, the old Metropolis of this Kingdom , as 79. 
Lace faith. It 1s under the King of Sparn , and had 
an Univerſity opened in 1614. Long. 296. 40. Lat. 
23.309. A dreadful Earthquake O#ob. 30. 1687. 
overthrew moſt of the Buildings, both publick and 
private , and buried above a thouſand Inhabitants in 
the Ruins. The Eccleſiaſticks of Peru have celebra- 
ted two or three Councilsfhere. 

Lima , Lamia, a River in Portugal , which waſh- 
eth the Town of Yiana de Foiz de Lima , ſix 
Leagues from Braga to the Weſt ; and then falls into 
the Ocean. 

Limagne, Limane, Limania, or Alimania, a 
ſmall Territory in Auvergne ; which for the greateſt 
part 1s contained in that Province. It is very well wa- 
tered, and wonderfully truitful ; being a Plain, upon 
the River Allizer , extending from North to South 
twelve Miles, near and bclow Clermont. 

_ Limat, Limmat, Limagus, L»naemagus, a River 
in Switzerland; which ariſeth in the County of Sar- 


gans , or DSarganzcrlandt 5 and runneth North 
through the Lake of R:va, and that of Zurich; after 


which it watereth Zurich, and Baden ; and a little 
lower falls into the Aar , the chief River of Sw:e- 

zerland. 
Limburg, a Dutchy and Town in the Low-Coun- 
tries. The Dutchy , though one of the Seventeen 
Provmces, 18 not great. It lies between the Duthcy 
of Fuliers to the Eaft and North, and the Biſhoprick 
of Liege to the Welt and South. It had heretofore 
Dukes of its own : but upon the Death of Walrame 
the Third ( by Dr. Heylin called Henry ) in 1285. 
Adolph the next Heir fold it to Fohn Duke of Bra- 
bant ; who pretended at the ſame time a Right to 
; 11.8 
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it, as deſcended from Margaret, Daughter of Hemry 
Duke of Limburgh , in 1172 married to Godfrey III. 
Duke of Brabant. In 1293 Reznold, Earl of Ge!- 
ders, {et up another Title in the Right of Ermz- 
grade his Wife, Daughter of Herman , late Duke of 
Limburg ; but his Forces being defeated, and he ta- 
ken Priſoner in the Battel of Forancan, he was for- 
ced to reſign his Right to Fohn Duke of Brabant, to 
regain his liberty 3 and from that time the Dukes of 
Brabant have peaceably enjoyed it. The Earth 1s 
very fruitful as to Wheat and Fewel ; it has excellent 
Mines of Iron, and one of Copperas. It contains one 
hundred and twenty five Villages, whereof five are 
walled. 

Limburg, Limburgum, the principal City of the 
laſt mentioned Dukedom, is pleaſantly ſeated upon- a 
Hill by the River ſer, amongſt ſhady Woods; 1n 
the Confines of the Biſhoprick of Liege ; fix Leagues 
from that City to the Eaſt, ſeven from Maeſtriche, 
and four from Aquiſgrane to the South. It had a 
very ſtrong Caſtle, mounted upon a ſteep Hill, and 
of a difficult Acceſs. The Hollanders took this City 
in 1632. but the Spaniards recovered it again. In 
1675. the French (urprized it ; and being forced to 
leave it in 1677. they deſtroyed the Caitle , which 
now lies in Rubbiſh. : 

Lime, otherwiſe called Lime Regs, is a ſmall Town 
in the Weltern Borders of the County of Darſer, next 
Devonſhire , in the Hundred of Br:dport , upon a 
ſeep Hill, and a River of the fame Name ; which 
hardly deferves the Name of a Sea-Port , though 
it is frequented by Fiſhermen. It hath a Road, ſuffi- 
ciently ſecured from the violence of the Winds by 
Rocks and high Trees. It is a Corporation, gover- 
ned by a Major , and ſends two Burgeſles to the Par- 
liament : defended by Blake againſt the Kings Forces 
in the late Parkzamentarian Rebellim to a Wonder, 
though it has no other Fartifications, than what Na. 
ture beſtowed upon it. To this Place, Charles II. af- 
ter the Battel of YYorceſter retired, and was promiſed 
paſſage for France ; but deluded by the Matter, and 
forced to ſeek it elſewhere. The late Duke of Mozx- 
mouth on Fune 11. 1685, with about one hundred 
and twenty Men on Board a ſingle Veſſel from Hol- 
land ſurprized this Town , and began a Rebellion a- 
gainft King Fames I. which was of ſhovt duration, 
unfortunate in all itsevents ; and ended in the ruin 
of that Duke : being beheaded Zuly 15. following, on 
Tower- Hill, in London. 

Limen, Pa/us Maeotis, a Branch or Bay of the 
Euxine Sea, on the Ealt of the Crim Tartary ; cal- 
led alſo Mar de Zabacce, and de Tana, from the Ri- 
ver Tanais, which falls into it. : 

Limerick, Limericum,a ſtrong City in the Province 
of Munſter, ( but in the Contines of Connaught ) 
upon the River Shannon : forty five Miles from Kz1 
kenny to the Welt , thirty five from Ga{lway to the 

and from the main Ocean about fixty ; 
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the Lord Lieutenant ; it made the beſt defence, and 
flew more of the Parliamentarians, than any place in 
Ireland : tiil after a Siege of three Months , it yiel- 
ded upon Articles, when all their Victuals were ſpent. 
Having the Conſolation of ſeeing her Conqueror foon 
ſwept away by the Plague , which he found here , 
when he forced the Town. After the Rout at the 
Boyne, King James's Forces rallied again here ; and 
made a very vigorous defence under the Conduct of 
Monſieur Bozſeleau the Governour : infomuch, that 
my King /1/iam in Perſon commanded the Siege, 
which began about the tenth of Auguft 1690. yet his Ar- 
my was forced to decamp the one and thurtieth fol- 
lowing without ſucceſs. The next year it ſurrended 
upon Articles 

The County of Limertck is bounded on the North 
by the Rivers Shannon and Mysker, which part it from 
Clare and Ormond ; on the Eaſt it has the County of 
Tipperary, on the South that of Cork, and on the 
Welt that of Kerry, A fertil Country (faith Mr Camb- 
den) and full of people, but able to fhew few places 
of any account. Th Weftern tide is Mountainous ; 
the reſt Plain. 

Limino, Lemene, Romatinum , a River of Frau(s, 
which arifeth out of the Carnick Alpes 5 and wafh- 
ing Concordia, an ald ruined City, twenty feven Miles 


from Aquileja to the Eaſt , falls into the Venetian 


Gulph. 
Limoges, Lemoyicum urbs , in Ptolemy called 
Raſtiatum, in Ammianus Marcellnus Lemovix, and 
otherwiſe Lemovica, Lemovicina, a City which is the 
Capital of the Proyince of Limoſin in France; and 
a Biſhopy See, under the Archbiſhop of Bourges : 
great and populous ; ſeated amongft Hills , by the 
River Vienne ; twenty Leagues from Angoule/ine to 
the Eaſt, twenty five from Por#iers to the North- 
Eaſt, and forty from Bourdeaux. This City. was of 
old times pillaged by the Goths and Franks. Aﬀer- 
wards by Storm taken hy the Black Prinee in 1371. 
who put four thoufand of the Inhabitants ts the 
Sword. Adorned now with divers Religious Houfes, 
and hag been a Viſcounty for many Ages. The Bi- 
ſhops of Aquitarne have celebrated ſome Councils 
af 1t. 

Limoſin, Lemovicenſis Provincia , is a Province 
of France, in the Generalit® of Aquitain ; which is 
part of what was poffefled by the Lemovzces. It is a 
great and populous Province , but cold and barren. 
affording little Corn, or Wine, that is gocd: divided 
into two parts, the Upper and the Lower : on the 
North it is bounded by /2 Marche ; on the Eaft by 
rn of. on the South by Cahors; and on the 
Welt by Perigort, and Angoumois, Foreigners do 
ſometimes include /a Marche in this Province. 
The principal Cities are Limoges, Tulle, Brive, and 
U/erche, 

Limoux, Limoſium, a City of Languedoe, upon the 
River Aude, [ Atax;}] three Leagues from Carcaſ-

but ſo accommodated by the River , that Ships of ſee ta the South, and fix from Mirepozx to the Eaſt. 


Burden come up to the very Walls. This City is the 
Capital of a County of the fame Name ; and a Bi- 
ſhops Sce , under the Archbiſhop of Caſsbe!- The 
Fiſh call it Loumeagh, It was firſtconquered ſrom 
them, by Raimond de Groſſe, an Enghſh Man: after 
which one Danewald, an Iriſh Royolet of Thomond, 
burnt it. King Fohn built the Caitle : the Eng/r/h 
in after times built an additional Town, and wal. 
led it ; ſecuring it by Draw-Bridges, and whatever 
might contribute to the ſtrength of jt, What be- 
came of this Place in the beginning of the I:/ Re- 
bellion, I donot find : but when treo came before 
It in 1651. to take it for the Parliamentayians, Hugh

It is built amongſt the Hills, well peopled, and be- 
longs to the Dioceſe of Narbonne. 

Linceo, and Lincen, Linceſtis, a River of Mace- 
donia. 
Linchtang , a City of the Kingdom of China, in 
the Provigce of Quamfi ; ypon the River Can, at the 
foot of the Mountains: eſteemed the eighth City of 
that Province. x 

Linck, or Lincken, a Fort in Flanders , in the 
Diſtrigt of Bourbourg , upon the River Colme , one 
League from Bourbo.irg to the North-Ealt, and two 
from Axdomyar to the North. Taken by the French 
in 1676, and {till in thejr Hands. | 

Lincoln, Linconia, Lindum, a famous City ſea- 
ted on the North ſide of tne River Witham , over 
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which it hath ſeveral Bridges ; almoſt in the Centre 
of the County to which it gives name : large, well 
built, and populous ; extending from the top of a 
high Hill [where Lindum.the old Reman Town, ltood,; 
its Ditches and Rampier being {t1]! vifible) a great way 
downwards unto the River. In this Town, the Va- 
liant Britain, Vortimer, died in 456: being Poyſor- 
ed by Bowena, the Daughter of Hengi/t, and Wie of 
Vortiger. The Saxons after this rumed Lindum and 
built Lincoln nearer the River, about the times, when 
Paulinus firſt Preached the Chriſtian Faith to them. 
The Danes deſtroyed it twice. In the time of Edirard 
the Confe/ſor, here was one thouſand ard ſeventy Man- 
fions. In the Norman times no City in England was 
more Rich or Populous, as Fl, of Mal/msbury ac- 
quaints us. zl. the Conqueror thought fit to build 
here a very ſtrong Caſtle upon the top of the Hill a- 
foreſaid to awe the Inhabitants. Remigius, Biſhop © 
Dorcheſter, near Oxon, at the ſame time removed the 
Sea hither, and built the Cathedral above the ſame Hill. 
In the - Reign of Edward III. it was made a Mart or 
Staple. King Stephen was overcome and taken Priſo- 
ner near this City, in 1140. Sep. 5+ 1n a great Battel 
with Maud the Empreſs, and afterwards at Brsſtol 
laid in Irons. Henry III. had better ſucceſs here ; 
when it being defended by the Barons againſt him 
under Prince Lewss, in 1217. May 19. he took 1t, 
forced Lews to Flee to London, and ſoon after into 
France. Mr. Cambden obſerves, that of fifty Churches 
{tanding within an hundred Years of his time, there 
were only eighteen left. It hath by times gone through 
a!l the calamities - of Fire, Sword, and Earthquake. 
Yet a large, populous, and well frequented place {till, 
and enjoying the greateſt Dioceſe of any in the King- 
dom ; as the Cathedral, there called commonly the 
Minſter, is one of the ftatelieſt Piles perhaps in Chri- 
ſtendom. It hath the privilege alſo of being a Coun- 
ty Corporate, whoſe Liberties extend about twenty 
Miles in compaſs, with the title of the County of the 
City of Lincoln. Its Long. 22. 52. Lat. 53. 12. 

Lincolnſhire, is bounded on the North by the 
Humber, and the Britiſh Sea; on the Eaſt by the 
fame Sea, and part of Norfelk ; on the South by 
Cambridge, Northampton, and Rutlandſhire ; on 
the Welt by Lezceſter, Nottzngham, and Torkſhire. 
It is a very large County ; extending in length from 
North to South almoſt fixty Miles, and carrying in 
ſome places thirty in breadth ; fruitful in Corn and 
Graſs, thick fet with Towns, and well watered with 
Rivers; As the Humber, the Trent (which fevers part 
of it from No:tznghamſhire, ) the Witham, running 
a croſs it, the Foland and the Neu. The whole 1s 
divided into Lindſey to the Northward, which takes 
11Þ about one half; Ho!laud towards the Sea, South- 
ward; and K-fteven, Weſt from thence ; which 
three diviftons contain fix hundred and thirty Pariſhes, 
and thirty five Market Towns. Here is plenty of 
Fowl and Fiſh, The old Inhabitans were the Cors- 
74144. The preſent Earl of this County is Edward 
Lord Ci/inton ; who ſucceeded in 1667. being the 
ith of lis Family that has born this Title, and the 
tixteenth Earl. Edward Fines, Lord Clinton, Lord 
Admiral, having obtained this Honor from Qu. Eliza- 
beth, in 1565 : beſore whoſe time the ſame title had 
paſſed through ſeveral Families by frequent interrup- 
tons, 

Lincopen, Lrincopia, Lingacopia, a City of Swe- 
den, which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Upſal in Oftro-Gothia ;, between Soderkoping to the 
Fatt, and Wadtena to the Welt ; twenty eight Ger- 
man Miles from S$:0c:/o/m to the South-Welt, and 
almoſt eig:3: Eaft from the Lake of Yerer. Long. 32: 
48. Lat. 5%. 3. The City is very ſmall and inconfide- 
rable. We read of a Syacd celebrated at it in 1148, 
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under P. Evgenzus IE. It 1s alſo written Lindlzes 
ny. | 

Lindaw, Lindavia, Lindavilum, Phityra, a City 
of Germany, in the Circle of Schwaben, in an Iſland 
it the Lake of Conſtance ; joined to the Continent by 
a Bridge two hundred and ninety Paces long. It 1s 
an Imperial and Free City, fituate in the borders of 
Switzerland: eight Miles from Conſtance to the North- 
Eaſt ; and grew up out of the ruins of EZſchach, a 
place near to it. Very {irong both by its Site, and 
by Art ; and therefore it the more ealily repelled the 
Forces of Count /#rangel the Swediſh General, who 
in 164.7. beſieged it. The beginning of this City was 
a Monaitery, built here by Ade/bert Rorbuck, a Kinl- 
man of Charles the Great, in $10. This occationed 
the building of a Village ; and the Site being plea- 
ſant, fruitful, and convenient, it grew up by deprees

Lindo, L:indus, a Sea-Port Town in the Iſle of 
Rhodes ; the Chrittian Inhabitants of which can bring 
about twenty good and large Ships into the Grand 
Sergnior's Service. 

Line, a rivulet in Staffordſhire, upon which New- 
caſtle itands ; thence commonly called Newcaſtle up- 
on Line, to diſtinguiſh it from Newcaſtle upon Tine. 

Lindſey, one of the three parts of the County of 
Lincoln ; containing all the Northern parts from the 
River Witham to the Humber, and from the Ocean 
to Trent, This was 1n 1626. by Charles I. made an 
Earldom ; and granted to Robert Bartie, Lord Wil- 
loughby of Eresby, Lo:d Great Chamberlain of Eng- 
land ; who died in the Bed of Honour'at Eadge-Hzll 
Ottober 23. 1642. being the King's General in that 
Battel. The preſent Earl, Robert Barrie, the third of 
this Family, ſucceeded in 1666. 

Lingen, Lingo, a ftrong Town in Weſtphalia, 
which 1s the Capital of a County of the ſame Name ; 
under the Prince of Orange, upon the River Ems ; 
forty five Miles from Munſter to the North, and fifty 
five from Emden to the South. The County,that be- 
longs to it, lies in the Biſhoprick of Munſter ; and is 
very ſmall. It belonged to the Spanzards in the time 
of Charles V. but is now in the hands of the Prince 
of Orange. 

Linlithgo , Leinlithquo, Lithquo, Lindum, a 
Town and a County in the South of Scozland. The 
Town fſtandeth on the South ſide of the Fyrth of 
Edenburgh ; twenty two Miles from that City to the 
Welt. This Place, as Mr. Cambden faith, is called 
Lindum by Ptolemy ; and it takes its Name from a 
great Lake in this ſmall County : from which ancient, 
the preſent Name is derived. 

Linofa, an Iſland of the Med:terranean Sea, up- 
on the Coaſt of Africa, near Maltha. It depends upon 
the Iſland of Maltha. 

Linton, a Market Town in Cambridgeſhire, in 
the Hundred of Chilford. 

Lintz , Aurelianum, Lentia, called by Aurelian, 
Lyncia, Lyncium ; and by ſome underſtood to be the 
Aredate of Ptolemy ; is the Capital City of the Vpper 
Auſtria ; ſmall, but populous ; ſeated upon the Da- 
nube, over which it has a Bridge ; and in 1t a magny- 
ficent Cattle, whither the Emperors of the Houſe of 
Auſtria have frequently retired for their Pleaſure, and 
Divertiſement. It ſtands fix German Miles from Paſ- 
ſaw to the Eaſt, and twenty four from Vienna to the 
Welt. Dr. Brown gives this account of it, 1t # not 
very great, but as neat and handſom a City as moſt 
in Germany. | There # in it a very great Markets 
place, with never a bad Houſe in it: the whole Town

upon the Hill is of a Modern building, very large ;

Lingow , Lentinenſis Populus, 'a part of the 

edom of Bavaria. | 

ny Lipare, a knot of ſmall Iſlands, being 
ſeven in number, belonging to the Kingdom of Sicily : 
they lie in the Thrrhenzan Sea, about thirty Miles to 
the North-Weſt of. the Iſland, and the ſame diſtance 
from Calabria to the Welt.., Though they belong to 
Sicily, yet Charles V. tor his convenience attributed 
them to the Kingdom of Naples: but in 1609. they 
were reſtored to Sicily, and at this day are holden by 
the King of Spain as a part of it. The ancient Poezs 
Epithet them, Zolie and Vulcanie, from a fiction of 
their being the Country of the Gods of thoſe names. 
The principal is the Iſland called Lspars, which has 


an Epiſcopal City to enable it, under the Metropoliti-- 


eal juriſdiction of Meſſina in Sicily. In 15 44. Bar- 
berouſſe, the Turkiſh Admiral, ruined this City ; but it 
was rebuilt again, and a conſiderable Fortreſs added 
to 1t. 

Lippa, a City of Tranſylvania, ſeated upon the 
River Maroſch, which falls in the T:-biſcus at Segedin, 
It ſtands five Hungarian Miles from Temeſiwar to the 
North, and thirteen from Aiba Fulia, or Weiſſen- 
burgh, to the South-Welt. This City was taken m, 
1595. from the Turks, by the Emperor; Retaken by 
Affuit by General Caraffa with a Body of ten thou- 
fand Imperialiits on Aug. 19. 1688. And the Caſtle, 
into which the Garrifon retreated to fave themſelves, 
being about two thouſand Soldiers, was obliged to Sur- 
render upon diſcretion two days after. There were 
eighteen pieces of Cannon in it. 

Lippe, Lippia, a City of Weſtphalia, more com- 
monly called Lpſtat. It ftands upon the River Lippe, 
three German Miles from Paderborn to the Eaſt ; in 
Marſhes, and a bad Air; yet it is a Hanſe Town, very 
great, and the Capital of a County:of the ſame name. 
It was once too a_Free Imperial City: in length of 
time it became exempt; and fell under the Juriſdiction 


of the Counts of Lippe, and by one of them was mort-- 


gaged to the Duke of Cleve for eight thouſand Marks 
of Silvet ; and -never fince redeemed ;--but together 


. with Cleve fell to the Duke of Brandenburgh. Char-. 


lemaigne aflembled the Biſhops of Germany here in. 
780. The County of Lippe is a part of the Circle of 
Weſtphalia ; between the Biſhoprick of Paderborn, 
the Dukedonwot W:/?phalia, and the County or Earl- 
dom of Ravensberg. It is under its own Count, (the 
principal Town excepted) whoſe Reſidence is at Lem- 
2ow. | He has alſo a part of the Earldom of Schaum- 
burgh, not long ſince granted him by Maurice Landt- 
grave of Haſſia. TEES 


The Lippe, Lupias, Luppia, is a River of Ger- 


many, mentioned by Strabo and Mela. It ariſeth in 
a Village calted Lippſprinck,, near Paderborn ; and 
running Weftwird, watereth Lippe, or Lipſtad ; fe- 
parating the Dioceſe of Munſter from the County of 
Mark ; it paſſeth by Ham, Dorſten, and Weſel into 
__ _— twelve Miles beneath Cologn to the North-

into the Euxine Sea, near Heraclea Pont. 

Lipuda, Aretas, a River of Calabria, which fal- 
leth by the City of Umbriatico, into the Ionian 
JS:

Lat. 38. 50. According to Dr. Heylyn, in Long. 9. 10. 
Lat. 38. 3o. This City was recovered from the Moors 
by Aiphonſus King of Portugal, in 1147. It is the 
greateſt in all Spazn, and every day encreafing» At a 
Town, called Bethlem, within half a League of it, are 
to be ſeen the Tombs of the Kings of Portugal. Of 
this City the Spaniards have a Proverb, Qus no ha vs- 
ſto Lngboa, no ha viſto coſa boa. He that | has not 
ſeen Lnbonne, has ſeen nothing that's good: : 

Lifieux, Lexobzi, Lexovium, Neomagus, a City 
in the Vpper Normandy, upon the River Tucca, (or 
rather Lezon. ; ) which 1s a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Roan: ' a great and fine City, ſeated - 
in a fruitful Country ; five Leagues from the Shoars 
of the Britiſh Seas to the Eaſt, eighteen from Roan 
to the Weſt, and ten from Caen to the Eaſt. The 
Country about is from it called the Liewvin. Ceſar 
in his Commentaries twice mentions the Forces of 
the ancient People thereof, againſt the Romans. In

Liſmoze, Liſmors, a ſmall City in- the Province 
of Munſter, in: the County of Waterford ; which 
wasa Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Caſhell;

Ford, fince 1363. | It ſtands upon the River More 3 
fifteen Miles from the Yergivian Ocean, and twerity 
two from Caſhel. 

Liſnia, a ſtrong Fortreſs in Boſnia, ſurprized by 
the Imperialiſts Fuly 18. 1590. after having in the 
two prececent Years. been thrice attack'd by them in 
vain. Two hundred Chriſtian Slaves were here free'd. 

Liſon, Cana a Mountain of Syria, mentioned 
by. Pliny and Prolemny ; lying between Cilicia and. 
Phenicia, near Antioch and Laogicea. There is ano» 
ther Mountain by it, called the Anticaſns; and a 
Country between them called heretofore Cafiols ; in 
which, are the Cities of Antiochia, Seleucia, Laodi- 
cea, Epiphania, Marathus, Antaradus, and ſome 
others; moſt of which are by the Turks, (now Mas 
ſters of this Country) ruined. A Gentleman, who 
had Travelled over this Country, informing me; that 
it was little inhabited by any but the Wild Arabs, 
though prodigiouſlyfruitfal ; and that he frequently 
' met the ruins-of great Cities, buried in their own 
Rubbiſh, whoſe orial was periſhed with them.

Lombardy, Lombardia, Longobardia, 18 a confi- 
derable Country in the North of 1:aly ; under which 
is contained the greateſt part of Gala Ciſa/pina. It 
is divided into two, the Higher and the Lower Lom- 
bardy. In the Higher, are Piedmont (with what 1s 
annexed to i,) the Dukedoms of Milcn, and Mon- 
euferat : in the Lower are the Dukedoms of Man- 
tua, Modena, and Parma ; with the Weſtern parts 
of the State of Venice, viz. The Territories of Berga- 
mo, Breſcia, Cremona, Verma, and Vicenzg : allo 
the Dukedoms of Ferrara, with the Territory of Bo- 
nonia, (or Bologna,) which are in the States of the 
Church, and now under the Pope. The 1:altars alſo 
divide it into Lombardia di qua dal Po, and Lom- 
bardia di la dal Po, i.e. Lombardy on each fide 
the Po. This was that Kingdom of the Lombards 
( Log bards or Longobards) in Italy, which Charles 
the Great ruined, atter be had at Pavie taken Deſi 
derius (their laſt King) Priſoner. The principal Ct- 
ty of this Kingdom was Ms/an. This Kingdom was 
erected in 578. Iſaacſon placeth its beginning in 393. 
with whom Helvicus agrees ; Age/mond being their 
firſt King; before whom they had Dukes: it continu- 
ed ſo-undereleven Princes ; that is, in Pannonia, (or 
Hungary 2 not in Iraly. They came into Italy in 
568. And their Kingdom continmed there under 
twenty one Princes till 974, when Carolus Magnus 
Dethroned. (as was ſaid) In all, two hundred and 
fix Years. ; 

Lombez, Lombaria, or Lumbaria, a (mall City 
in Aquitain in France ; in the County of Comnges, 
upon the River Sava ;- (which falls into the Garonne, 
four Miles beneath Toloſe.) Lombes ſtands five Leagues 
from the Garonne to the North, eight from Aux to 
the South-Eaſt, and ten from Toloſe to the South- 
Weſt. Made a Biſhops See by Pope Fohn XXII. 
(who at the ſame time erected its ancient Abbey into 
a Cathedral) under the ArqumcÞ of Tolofe, in 1317. 
But little, and not well inhabited. The A/b:genſes 
were excommunicated in a Council here. 

Lombara, the Indus. 

Lomond, and Lough Lomond, Lomandus, is a 
great Lake in the South of Scor/and, in the County 
of Lenox ; between Menteith to the Eaft, and 4r- 
gile to. the Weſt. In length from North to South 
twenty Miles, ten in breadth from Eaſt to Weſt in 
ſome places, in others three and four. It is only four 

Miles from Dunbri:own to the North,and a little more 
from its Fyreb; the River Levin empties it into the 
Fyrth. There is in it ſixteen ſmall Iflands. 

Lon, Lone, or Lunne, a River of Lancaſhire, 
upon which Lancaſter and Hornby are ſituated, and 
Kirkby Lonſdale in the County of Weſtmorland. It 
ends:in-the Iriſh Sea. 

Londmum, Auguſta Trinobantum, the 

Capital, City of the Kingdom of England; or rather 
three Cities ' united into one: Its length from Eaſt 
ts 44 _ - nals to the further end of _ 
ank in Weſtminſter,coming to 7500 Geometrical pa- 
Ces, 1c» ſeven meaſured Miles and an halt, at a thou- 
fand paces a Mile: Its breadth,from the further end of 
Whitechappel-ſtreet to St. George's Fields in South- 
wark, near three Miles. It is firit mentioned by Ta. 
citus, afterwards by Ammianus Marcellinus, who 
calls it . Auguſta ; Stephanus de. Urbibus, Lindoni- 
um ; Bede and Sigebert call it Lindons ; the En- 
liſh, London ; the Saxons, Lundain; the French, 
Londres ; the Germans, Londen ; and the Italians, 
Londra. It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury ; ſeated in the County of Middleſex, 
wpon the Thames (a noble navigable River), over 
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which it has a Bridge. of nineteen Arches, built witt, 
Houſes on both fides, and of late enlarged as to the 
Paſſage. This is alſo the Royal City, the Seat of the 
Rings of England, and has been fo for many years. 
Therefore called the King of Englands Chamber. |: 
Is ſituate in a rich and plentiful Soil ; abounding wir{ 
plenty of all things; and oh the gentle aſcent of an 
Hill, on the North Side of the Thames. By whom, 
or when it was firſt built; is now unknown. Tacirus 
faith, that in Nero's time, about the Year of Chriſt 
66, It was Copia Negotiatorum, & Commeatu max;. 
me celebre. A place of great reſort for Commerce , 
and famous for plenty of proviſions. But Lond 
was then near a great Calamity : for Boadicia, Queen 
of the Icenz, being provoked by the Injurics of the 
Romans, to aſſemble the Bricains, fell firft upon Ca. 
malodunum, {now . Maldon in Eſſex ; ) and taking 
it by furprize that year, put all the Romans to the 
Sword. Petilius Cereals, coming up with the ninth 
Legion, was defeated ; and all his Foot put to the 
Sword too, the Horſe hardly eſcaping. In the Inte« 
rim Suetonius, the Roman Propretor, or Governor, 
(who was then conquering the Iſle of 41gleſey) comes 
up to London ; and was at firſt almoſt reſolved to 
make it the Seat of War ; but finding reaſons to al- 
ter this Reſolve, he. marched away to S. Albans : fo 
Boadicia (who was not far off ) came up, and put all 
She found in the Town to the Swotd ; and ſoon after 
treats S. A/bans in the fame manner : in which three 
places She deſtroyed feventy thouſand Romans and 
their Allies. This City ſoon recovered this Blow, and' 
was afterward as famous as ever. In the Year of Chriſt 
292, it was in danger of being Sack'd by the Franks; 
if an unexpected Arrival of fome Roman Forces had 
not accidentally preſerved it, even when the Franhs 
were actually in Poſſeſſion of it. Soon after this, 
Conſtantine the Great is ſaid to have Walled it. In 
313, we find Reftzrutys, Biſhop of London, at the 
Council of Arles in France, ſubſcribing afier Eborius, 
Biſhop of Tork. Bede K very poſitive, that it was then 
an Archbiſhops See, ' Mr, Cambden 1s of opinion, it 
was delivered up to the Saxons, under Hengiſt their 
firſt King, by Yorrigern, about the Year of Chriſt, 
463+ Tho this changed the ftate of things, and rui- 
ned Chriſtianity ; yet London continued in all this 
Storm a conſiderable Mart, or Sea-Port : in 610. 
S. Pauls Church was built, (or rather rebuilt) and 
aſſigned to the Uſes of Chriſtianity, by Acheibert, 
King of Kent. Mzlenu was made the firſt Biſhop of 
London, after the Converſion of the Saxons, in 604 ; 
the Metropolitick See being removed by Auguſtin the 
Monk then from London to Canterbury. About the 
Year 7ol, Offa, King of the Eaſt-Argles, enlarged 
and endowed the Church of Weſtminſter : which is 
fince 'become another City, joined to Zondon. In 
the Year 854, this City fell into the Hands of the 
Danes, who Sacked it, and Canterbury ; coming then 
with a Fleet of two hundred and fifty Ships. In 1022, 
theſe Barbarians flew the Biſhop of London, for not 
paying them their Tribute ; the Year after, Sweno 
(King of the Danes) took the City, and expelled King 
Ethelred out of ye, nad but this laſted not long. 
In the Year 1016, Canutw the Dane took London ; 
and in 1018, was there Crowned King of England. 
In 1042, there was an end put to this Daniſh Race ; 
and Edward the Confeſſor was Crowned King of Eng- 
land. Tn 1064, this Prince died ; and Herald uſurp- 
ing upon Edward Atheling, the RightHeir, Wilmm 
Duke of Normandy entred England, flew him, and 11 
1066, Was Crowned in London. The Fate of Lon- 
don has been much the ſame with that of England ever 
ſince ; for this Prince in 1078, having built the Tower 
of London, 1t became the ſetled Refidence of our Kings 
from that day forward, W/l(iam II. in 1099, _ 
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ſed the Torer. King John in 1210, Granted this Ct- 
ty its firſt Charter ; and Inſtituted its Major, and Go- 
vernment. In 1211, He built London Bridge. In 
1217, L2y's of France was belieged in London by 
Henry III. and forced to leave. the Land, In 1378, 
Fohn Phiipot, a Londoner, at his own Coſt, and upon 
his own Authority, put out a Fleet, and cleared the 
Seas of Pyrats. In 1381, the Country Clowns rifing 
apainſt the Nobility, and one Fack Straw behaving 
himſelf inſolently towards the King in Smithfield ; 
Sir William Wallworth, the Lord Major, ſtabbed him, 
and put. an end to that Rebellion; for which Service 
the Red Dagger was added, as is faid, to the Arms 
of London, In 1392, that Prince ſeized their Liber- 
ties, for refuſing to lend him Money. In 1567, the 
Royal Exchange was built by Sir Th:mas Greſham. In 
ſucceeding times it throve to that degree, as to have 
one hundred and thirty three Pariſhes, accounted with- 
in its Walls and Suburbs. In 1665, a Plague (wept 
away one hundred thouſand of her Inhabitants, In 
1666, a devouring Fire Levelled thirteen thouſand of 
her Houſes. The Footſteps of which diſmal Calamie 
ty, by the Induſtry of the Citizens, encouraged by 
their Gracious King Charles II. are not otherwiſe to 
be ſeen, but in a more glorious Reſtauration. A great 
multitude of Provincial and National Councils have 
been celebrated at London in all times. Long. 23. 25. 
Lat-51-34. $ Boſton in New England is ſometimes 
alſo called New London. 
Loondon-Derry, is a Colony of the Eng/1ſh,Plan. 
ted in the County of Colrain, in the North of the Pro- 
vince of Viſter : in a fruitful Soil, and upon Wa- 
ters that aftord it great plenty of Fiſh of all ſorts. 


This in 1612, was made a London Colony ; ſome of 


the Companies in London bearing the Charge of it ; 
and one Colonel Dockmwray (an old experienced Com- 
mander of the Engl:ſÞ) being ſent with them to com- 
mand, govern, and take care of them. Being thus 
happily begun, anda great number following the firſt, 
in a ſhort time it became the moſt conſiderable City 
in V/ſter, And being as well carefully Fortified and 
Garriſoned as Peopled, in the time of the Ir:i/Þþ Maſ- 
ſacre, it itood fo firm for the Engliſh, that no Force 
or Fraud of the Ir:ſþ could expel them. The Ir:/h 
had reduced them to preat extremity in 1649, but 
one Owen Rot» Oneale in time fruftrated their At= 
tempts, and relieved the Town, when it was juſt up- 
on the point of being ſtarved into a Complyance. See 
Derry. 

Longfozd, a Town and County in Ireland, in the 
Province of Leinſter. The County has Connaught 
on the Weſt, Miſter on the North, Letrim and Roſ- 


comen on the Welt, and Mayo on the South. The - 


Town 1s ſmall, and ſtands upon the North Side of 
- River Lovg; where it falls into the Lake of 
ſhe. 

Longland, an Iſland in the Baltich, taken from 
the Danes by the Swedes, in 1657. 

Long Weg and her Daughters, a Trophy in 
the County of Cumberland, erected at Salkeld, on 
the River Eden. It conſiſts of ſeventy ſeven Stones, 
each ten foot above ground ; but the higheſt is fifteen 
foot, and this by the Inhabitants has the Name given 
it of Long Meg. 

Longouy, or Longwy, a Town in the Duchy of 
Lorain, in the Dukedom of Bar, in the Confines of 
Luxemburg ; five Leagues fiom  Montmidy to the 
Eaſt, and the ſame diſtance from Luxemburg to the 
South ; lately fortified by the French. 

ongtown, a Market Town in the County of Cum- 
berland, in Ekdale Ward. 
_ Longuetl, a Town in Normandy near Dieppe, giv- 
ing its name to an honorable Family. 

Longuevilie, a Town in the Paix de Cauxe in 
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No-mandy, which had the honour to bz erected from 
the Title of an E.rldom iato a Dukedom in 1505. by 
Lewy XII. K:. of France. 

L.oon, 1 oen, Lon, Los, a River in the Biſhoprick 
of Lzeze, in the FEarldom of Loots ; called by thele 
various Names by the Germans, Dutch and French, 

Lopski, Lopia, a part of Tartary, on the Ealt of 
Moſcovy ; beyond the River Ob ; which 1s ſubject to 
the Kyſ5, but lies in Ajia ; between S:bersia and Bar- 


da; two other Provinces of that vaſt Empire. 


Loquabze, or Lockabre, a County in Scotland,cal- 
led by Latin Writers Abrsa, and Loquabria : it lies 
on the Welt of Scotland, towards the Hebrides 3; writ- 
ten by the Scots, Loch Quaber ; and bounded on the 
North with the Ocean and the County of Roſs ; on the 
Eatt with Murray and Athole ; ot the South with 
Perth, Menteith, and Loune, cut off from it by the 
broad Tay ; and on the Weſt with the Ocean. There 
are fome Calties, but never a Town or City of any 
Notenn it. 

LLozain, Lotharigia, Auſtraſia, is a Dakedom 
belonging to Germany ; of late feized by the French 
King, and therefore by Baudrazd made a part of 
France. ' Bounded on the Eaſt with A!ſatzia, (cut off 
by the Mountain Yauge, Yogeſus, *'and the Dukedom 
of Bipont or Weſtreich, as the Germans call it; } on 
the South with the County of Burgundy, or the Fran-. 
che Compte ; on the Welt with the River Maes, which 
parts it from Champagne ; and on the North with 
Luxemburg, Metz, Verdun, and the Land of Trzers. 
This Country 1s in length about four days Journey, in 
breadth three ; much overgrown with Woods, very 
Hilly and Mountainous, being a part of the once valt 
Forelt of Ardenne. It was given by Lotharzus, the 
Emperor, to his ſecond Son Lotharius ; and from 
him took the Name of Lorain, or (as others write 
it) Lorrazgne. This happened about the Year $851. 
Others fay, it took this Name from the Father, and 
not from the Son, about the Year 843 : but all agree, 
that from Lotharius this County was called by the 
Germans Lotreich ; by the Dutch Lot-reigne ; (1.6 
the Kingdom of Lot ; ) and from hence of later times 
by the Germans Lotthiringen ; by the Inhabitants 
Lorrain ; by the French Lorain. The firlt of theſe 
Dukes of Lorain was Charles, right Heir of the Caro- 
line Line of France ; but excluded, defeated, and 
taken Priſoner by Hugh Capet. His Advancement 
was from Ozho [I. (Emperor of Germany, ) - about 
the Year 981 ; being the Son of Lews IV. of France, 
and of Gerbage an Aunt of the ſaid Ozho. From this 
Chartes, the preſent young Dake of Lorain is Lineal- 
ly Deſcended, being the thirty fourth Duke of his Fa- 
mily. The French firſt Poſſefled themſelves of this 
Dukedom under Lews XIII, in 1663 : It wasrefto- 
red to this Family again by the Pyrenean Treaty, in 
I6g9. In the Year 1674, 1t was again reafſumed by 
the French, Charles Leopold, the late Duke of fa- 
mous memory, being in the mean time employed by 
the Emperor as his General, won more Honour than 
he could have done if he had ſucceeded his Uncle in 
his rightful Inheritance. This great Prince died on 
the cighteenth-of April, 1699, ſuddenly, in his forty 
eighth year, at a Convent near Linz, 1n his Journey 
to Vienna ; his renowned Actions and high Merits 
making him extremely lamented. He Married Elio- 
nora Maria of Auſtria, Dowager of Michael, King 
of Poland and Siſter to the preſent Emperor ; by whom 
the Title to this Dukedom continues in the Family ta 
his eldeſt Son. 

Loca, Elzocrata,Ilorcs, a ſmall, but ancient City 
of the Kingdom of Murcia in Spain : it was in the 
times of the Goths a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Toledo, But this See was fince removed to 
Cartagena Nueva: It ſtands upon the River year 
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LOT 
lentin, in the Confines of the Kingdom of Granada, 
ill peopled ; twelve Miles from Murcia ; in Long 19, 
15. Lat. 38. 2. 

Lozne, Lorna, a County in the North of Scoz/and, 
upon the Weltern Ocean, bounded on the North by 
Logquabre; on the Eaſt by Menteirh ; on the South 
by 4rg5/e, and Cantyr ; and on the Weſt by the Yer- 
2124au Ocean: the old Inhabitants of this County 
were the Epidit, as Cambden acquaint us. 

Lozctto, or Lavretto, Lauretum, a ſmall, and a 
New City in-the Marcha Anconitana, in the Domi- 
nions of the Church; made a Biſhops See by Pope 
S1x:4s V. in 1586. and in 1591. the Biſhoprick of 
Recanati was for ever united to this new See. It 
ſtands upon a long Hill ; three Miles from the Shoars 
of the Adriatick Sea; fifteen from Ancona to the 
South ; very well fortified to preſerve it from the In- 
curſions of the Turks, and has a Noble Palace, But 
that which is its greateſt, yea, its only Glory, 1s the 
Chappel of the = Mary, called La Santa Caſa, 
the Holy Houſe 3 Pilgrims out of- all parts of Eurape 
repairing hither, to perform their Devotions to the 
Virgin. This place was anciently a deſolate Grove, 
where in the Pagan Times ſome think there was a 
Temple of Juno Cuprana. The Chappel, that is ſo 
much eſteemed, is ſuppoſed to be the very Chamber 
in which the Queenot Heaven was her ſelf Educated; 
and received the Angel's Salutation. They believe it 
was brought hither out of Paieſtzze by Angels. All 
this is proved by the Teſtimony of Grave Men, a 
the Memorials of an innumerable number of Miracles, 
which are believed to have been wrought here. The 
Reader is not to ſuppoſe it was brought from Pa/e- 
ftine hither at once: no, it was depoſited, after the 
taking of Prolomay by the Saracens, firſt 1n Daima- 
r1a, in the year 1291. Thence the Thieverics of that 
Nation occaſioned her Remove three or four years af- 
ter, to a Wood in this Marquiſate, and from thence 
toa Hill ; and here two Brothers not agrecing, She 
at laſt removed to Lorezro : Where ( faith Turfetinu ) 
She hath reſolved to take up her fixed, and as we 
hope ( if no grievous offence of the Inhabitants or 
Neizhbours prevent it ) her eternal Reſt : ber laft 
Renicve ( be affures us ) was in 1295. And if ſhe has 
been able to digeſt all the Itaizax Sins for almoit 
ſour bundred years, we may well prefume She will re- 
moveno more ; at leaſt not in our Days. 

Lozgues, Lonas, Leonus, Leonice, a Town in Pro- 
cnce, 1n the Dioceſe of Frejus, two Leagues from 
Draguignan, five from Frejw, and fourteen from 
4:x: ſituated in a fertile Soil; and adorned with a 
Coliegiate Church of the Founcation cf Pope Mar- 
en V. in 1421. together with divers Religious 
Houſes. 

Lozris, Lauriacim, a Town in the Dioceſe of 41- 
vers and the Dukedom of Anjou in France : remark» 
ed for a French Synod there afſembled in 843- 

Loſere, a Mountain in Langwedoc, in which are 
tte Fountains of the River Tarn, that ſeparates Aqui- 
tain from Larguedec. This is a Branch of the Se- 
vernes ; extended towards the Lower Languedoc, fix 
Leagues from Ghave (or Favoux ) to the North- 
Weſt, and eight from Uzes to the South-Eatt : 
mentioned by Szdonius Apolkinarts, in his twenty 
fourth Verſe. 

Lofte, a River of Scotland, in the County 7 of 
Mzurray, called by Ptolemy, Loxa: it wa'ereth the 
North part of that County, and falls into the German 
Ocean beneath E/gz,, the Capital of that County. 

Lot, Le, O'da, Loda, a River m Aquitain in 
France; which arifeth from the Sevennes, a Moun- 
tain in Grvaudan, ( a County of Languedoc; ) and 
flowing within one Mile of Mende, a City in the 
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County, 2nd ſoon after augmeated by the True, 
and ſoine ſmalier Rivers; and running Weltward 
through -Rovergne, and Quercy, ( which latter it di- 
vides; ) it at lalt watereth 4gen, Cafſennezl, and Clee 
rac ; then falls into the Garonne near Aiguilion, four 
Leagues beneath Agey. Whereas heretofore this Ris 
ver was patiable by Boats only as far as Ville Neue 
de Agen; it is of late with vait Expence made Na» 
vigable as high as Chaors ; ( to the inettimable Benctic 
- this Province ) by the preſent King of Frence, in 
1677. | 

Lothaine, Laudonza, a County in the South of 
Scotland; bounded on the Narth by the Fyrth of 
Edinburgh; on the Eaſt by the German Ocean : on 
the South by Marches, Twedal, and Cluydeſdale ; and 
on the Welt by the County of Scer/ing. ThisCounty 
1s thirty four Scotch Miles in length from Eaſt to 
Welt : but not above ten broad for the moſt part, It 
15 the principal County in that Kingdom ; Edinburgh 
Kanding almoſt jn the middle of it; belides which, 
it hath Lyth, Dunbar, and Dalkeith, 

Lotophagt, the ancient People of the Iſland, now 
called L' i/le dps Gerber, upon the Coaſt of Africa, 
under the Spaniards. They are mentioned by divers 
of the Ancients with avplaule. 

Lotreich, or Lothar-reich, Lorain. 

Loudun, Ful:zodunum, a City of France, in the 
Connty of Poitiou; fix Leagues from Salmur to the 
South, ten from Par&rers, and eighteen from Am- 


nd baiſe to the North-Welt : trom this City the circum- 


jacent Country is called le Laudonnoss, which King 
Henry III. erected into a Dutchy ; and in the Wri- 


ters of the middle Age this City 1s called alſo Lau/- 


dunium. 

LovenNein, Loveuſtenum, a Caſtle, or Triangu- 
lar Fart in the County of Holland, in the Ifland of 
Bommel ; at the union of the Yahal, and the Maes, 
over againſt Worcum ; four Miles from Utrecht to 
the South, and a little more from Dore to the Eaſt. 
This Fort belongs ta the States of Holand, and lies 
in the Borders of Guelderland. | 

Lough, the Ir;/þ word far a Lake. 

L oughbozough , a handfom, pleaſant Market 
Town in Lezceſterſbire, in the Hundred of Weſt 
Goſcote, upon the Banks of the River Stowre, over 
which it has a Bridge; and near the Foreſt of Char- 
wood, amongſt fertile Meadows. 

Lough Foyle, Logie, a River of Ireland, in the 
Province ot Uſſter ; Which by London-Derry falls in- 
to the Dewcalidonian Ocean, between the County of 
Derry, and the Ile of Owen ; nine Miles from Coldagh 
to the Eait, 

Loughabzia, Loughaber : ſec Loquabre. 

Loutfiane, a large Country South Weſt of New 
France in America, lately diſcovered by the French 
as far as to the Mouth of the River Colbert, in the 
South Sea, and fo called in honour of their preſent 
King Lewis XIV. They. report it to enjoy a very 
fruttulClime for Wine, Corn, Fruits, Fiſh, and Fowl. 

Lowe , Eaſt and Weſt, two Market and Borough 
Townsin the County of Corxwall, in the Weit Hyn- 
dred, both upon the South Sea, and both having the 
Election of two Burgeſſes for the Parliament. 

LOowitz, Lovitoum, a ſmall, but well built .and 
populous Town of the Greater Poland, the 
River Bfura; m which the Archbiſhop af Gneſna 
hasa noble and ftrong Caſtle, ſeated in a Marſh, built 
by Farowſlaws, ( one of thoſe Archbiſhops ) in 
which the reſt of his Succeſſors have for the moſt part 
retided : it is in the Palatinate of Rava, between Va- 
diflaw to the North, and Rave to the South; five 
Poliſh Miles from the latter, and fix from Ploczko 
to the South-Wett. 
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Le Loup, Luprs, a River in Provence in France. 
There is 'another of the ſame Name in Lionnozs, which 
"falls into the Adour. = St | 
: Lourdes, Lorda, a City of France in Bigorre: 

Louſes, Loutoſa, a place or' Town in the Dio- 
ceſs of Troyes in Frances 

Louth,Lutum, Loutha, a ſmall Town inthe Pro- 
vince of Leinſter, in the County of Lourh, upon a 
River of the fame Name ; between Dundalk to, the 
North,and Ardrac to the South, ſeven Miles from either. 

The County of Louth lies in Leinſter, or rather 
Ulſter: bounded on the Eaſt by the Ir:ſÞ Sea ; on 
the North by Downe 3 on the Weſt by Armagh, and 
Monaghan; afd on the South by Fingal! in Lemn- 

fter. $ There is called by this Name a Market Town 
alſo in Lincolnſhire, in the Hundred of Loutheask. 

Louvaine, Louvanium, a great City in Brabant, 
in the Low Countries ; called by the Inhabitants Loe- 
ven; by the Spaniards tLobayna; by the Tralians 
Lovanio; and by the French Louvaine. It ſtands 
upon the River Dele, ( which a little lower falls into 
the Demer , which laft falls into the Schelde at 
Rupelmondel) four Miles from Mechlen to the 
South-Eaſt, eight from Namur to the North, and 
the ſame diſtance from Antwerp to the South- 
Faſt. In 1427. there was an Univerſity opened here 
by Fohn Duke of Brabant : others make it to have 
been Founded by another Fohn Duke of Brabant 
in 926. The Popes Martin V. and Eugenius IV. 
granted it great Privileges. It has thriven very well ; 
here being more than twenty Colleges founded by ſe- 
yeral Perſons for the incouragement and promotion 
of Learning, very magnificent, and well governed : 
to which belong the publick Schools, which are 
very magnificent. This City is four Miles in com- 
paſs within the Walls; ſeated in a very fruitful Soil ; 

" and: has fo gentle and pleaſant an Air, that Wine 
is made both within the Walls, and without. It is 
ſo very ancient, that its Original is ſuppoſed to have 
been before the Roman Conqueſt by 7ulins Ceſar : 
and has been ſeveral times enlarged. The Walls, it now 
has, were built in 1361. There are within theſe 
Walls, faith L. Guicc:iardin, great Meadows, beauti- 
ful Vineyards, rare Orchards and Gardens, and all 
manner of Conventjences ; which ſhews that- it is not 
overſtocked with Inhabitants. This Town is ſt1]I un- 
der the Spaniards ; and has about it a Diftrict, called 
the Quartier de Louvaine ; which 1s one of the four 
Juriſdictions of Brabant. The Dubes of Brabant 
uſed to take the Title of Earls of Louvain. Long. 
26. oo. Lat. 50. 54. 

Lovat, Lowa, Cheſinus, a River of Ruſſia ; which 
falls into the Lake of I/men, on the Borders of Live- 
nia. This Lakegisburthens it ſelf into that of L ado- 
ga, by a River which paſſeth on the Eaſt of the City 
Novogorod. 

Lonwenbozch. See Lawenburg. 

Le Louvyze, the King of France his Royal Palace 
in Pars. | 

Lowther, a River of the County. of Weſtmor- 

land, joining with the Eamont at Fhinfield Forreſt ; 
upon the Banks whereof is Loweher- Hall, the. Seat 
of the Family of the Lowthers, who for thirty De 
ſcents lineally from Father to Son have flouriſhed 
here. The Park belonging to this Seat, the Pariſh, 
and the Bridge over the River, have the ſame Name. 

Loplandt, one of the She:land lands on the 
North of Scotland. 

Lubangkerzee, Lubanius, a Lake in Livonia, on 
the Confines- of | Poland, .near the Town of Luban ; 
near twenty Miles from Dunenburgh to the North. 

Labeck, Lubeca, Lubecum,. a Great City in Ger- 
many ; in the Circle of the' Lower S4xony, in the 
Dukedom of Holſtein; which has. been a Biſhops 


S-e, under the Archbiſhop of Bremen, ever ſince 
the year 1162.. when the Chait was Tranſlated hither 


from O/denburgh: * It is a celebrated Mart, and one 


of the principal Hans, Towns; upon the River Trave, 
in the . Territory of Wagria; of which it is the Ca- 
pital ; about three Miles from the Balrzck Sea to the 
South, . upon which it has a great, and a (af Hirbor. 
It was at firſt a very ſmall Town, enlarged to a con- 
fiderable City; by Ad»{ph, Count of Holſtein, under 
Conrad II. Emperor of Germany, In the year 12cg. 
the Danes being beaten ont of it, it was made a Free 
Imperial City by Frederich, IT. Seated in the Limits of 
the Dukedom of Mecklenburg and Lawenburg ; ten 


German Miles from — to the Eaſt, and as 


many from Wieſmar to the Weſt. In 1238. it hap- 
ned to be almolt totally conſumed by Fire. In 1 500. 


they defended their Liberties by Arms againſt the King 


of Denmark ; which War broke out again in 150g. 
when the Suedes took their part. They had the ſame 
Privileges confirmed to them by the Emperor Charles 
the Fifth, at the Diet of Ausburgh, in 1547, which 
before. were granted them by Fredersck 11. This 
City embraced the Auguſtane Confeſſion, in the year 
1561. In 1562athey begun a War with the King of 
Sweden, which laſted till 1590. The Biſhoprick is 
ſettled in Appenage tothe younger Sons of the Houſe 
of Holſtein Gothorp, the Chapter having only an 
umbrary Election left to them : they are called Dukes 
of Oytin, from a ſmall Town ( four German Miles 
and an half from Lubeck to the North ) where they 
for the moſt part reſide ; which was given theſe Bi- 
ſhops by Adolph Count of Holſtein, before the See 
was removed from Oldenburg to Lubeck In this 
Town there was a Peace concluded between the Em- 
peror and the King of Denmark, in the year 1629. It is 
governed in the manner of a Republick, and obſerves 
a ſtrict Alliance with Holland. Long. 32-45. Lat.54 48. 

Lubiana, Labachum. See Labach. 

Lublin, Lublina, a City of the Leſſer Poland ; 
the Capital of a Palatinate of the fame Name, upon 
the River Biſtricz ; twenty four Miles from Warſaw 
to the South, twelve from Chehm to the Welt, thirty 
fix from Cracorw to the South-Eaſt, and ſeventy from 
Vilna. It is aneat, ſpruce, populous City ; and has 
a Caſtle ſeated on a Hill. The Palatinate of Lublin 
1s one of the three which conſiitute the Leſſer Po- 
land; and lies between Mazovia, R:d Ruſſia, and 
the Palatinate of Landomir. Long. 45.00 Lat.51.00. 

Lufiaw, Lubloa, called by the Poles Luboulia, is 
a Caſtle belonging to the Upper Hung ary'; but mort- 


gaged to the Crown of Poland in 14.12,which has been 


ever fince in their Hands: and being cut off from the 
County of Cepaſz, it is annexed to the Palatinate of 
Cracors. 

Lucania , an ancient Province of T:aly, now 
thrown into the Baſilicata in part, and part into Ca- 
labria ; but before, a Member of Magna Grecia. 
Its Inhabitants made' frequent Wars with the Ro- 
mans, and in the year of Rome 428, killed Alexare 
der, King of the Epirots, near the River Acheron. 

The Luccaye Jflands, near the - Continent of 
America, in the North Sea, lie betwixt 294. and 304+ 
Deg. of 'Long. and- 21. and 28. of Lat. making a 
part of the Antzlles. The chiefeft of ' them are Lu- 
catoneque, Amana,  Abacoa , Bimins , Guanahant, 
Majaguana, Fuma, &c. 'enjoying a temperate Air and 
a fruitful Soil. LOSES: 

Lucca, Luca, Luceria, a' City and Republick of 
Italy, afcribed by Pliny and Strabo to Hetruria, but 
now in the Dukedom of Florence ; and. a Biſhozs 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Pſa, tho not ſubject 
to his Juriſdiction. - It is- very ſtrongly fortified with 
eleven Baſtions; and very populous. Built by the 
Thuſcs, in the _w of the World 3236. thirty nine 
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years after Rome, in the times of Senacherib, and of 
Ezekiah King of Fudah. x (0h the General of 
the Emperor F#/tinian, beſieged it in the Sixth Cen- 
tury. Charles V, left this City under the Govern- 
ment of a French Cardinal; who ſet them at liberty. 
One of their own, Paulus Giuniſius, Raviſhed this 
from them z they ſoon recovered it again. In the 
year 1350. the City was taken by Galatius, Duke of 
Milan: but in 1430. they again recovered their L1- 
berty, which they have ever fince carefully pre- 
ſerved; apd to that purpoſe in 1626. made the pre- 
ſent Fortifications. The Dominons belonging to this 
State { by the Italians called 1 Lucheſe ) are (mall, 
not above thirty Miles long, and twenty five broad ; 
lying between the Appennine to the North, the Me- 
diterrauean Sea to the Welt, the States of Genova 
| to the North, and Piſa to the South ; its greatelt 

length is from North to South. The Earth brings 

forth here, Wine, Oil, and Cheſnuts in abundance ; 
not ſo productive of Corn. The Inhabitants have 
improved every Inch of it to the utmoſt, by which 
they have made it very pleaſant. The Biſhop 1s 1m- 
mediately ſubject to the Pope. This City ſtands 
ten Miles from Pſa to the North, thirteen from the 
Sea to the Eaſt, and forty five from Florence to the 
Weſt.

Lucerne, Lucerna, a City and Canton in Sw:itZer- 
land. The City ſtands in Argow, upon the Lake of 
Lucerne; where the River Ruſs flows out of it 
through this place ; and is covered by three Bridges, 
nine German Miles from Bearn to the Eaſt, and fix 
from Altorf to the South-Weſt. An Imperial Free 
City, till the year, 1332, when it was exempted. 
The Marqueſs de /a Parefe, Lieutenant-General of 
the Duke ef Savoy's Army, recovered it out of the 
Hands of the French, in Aug. 1690. 

The Lake of Lucerne, called by the Germans 
Lucernerzee, is extended twenty four Miles from Eaſt 
to Welt ; and is often called the Waldtfatteuzee, 
from the four Cities which encompaſs it, viz. Alcorf, 
Swiſs, Stantz, and Lucerne. 

The Canton of Lucerne, the third of the twelve 
Swiſs Cantons, is Roman Catholich; united to the 
reſt in 1332. and bounded North, Weſt, South, and 
Eaſt by the Cantons of Zurich, Swiſs, and Stant7. 

Lucomerie, Lncomorze, a Province belonging to 
the Rz/s ; beyond the River Db in 4/ia, towards the 
North Ocean; in which there are no Citles: the 
People living in Woods, Caves, and defart places, 
Towards the South of this Province there are Moun= 
tains called by the ſame Name.

Ludlow,a large, populous, well built, Market and 
Borough Town in Shropſhire, in the Hundred of O- 
vers, upon the Banks of the Teme : walled and de- 
fended by a- Caſtle built by Roper Earl of Monzgo- 
mery. It elects two Parliament-Men : and the Court 
tor the Marſhes of Wales, firſt ordained by King

 Lugnitz, Valss Leguntia, a Cantor belonging to 
the Grzfons. 

Lugo, Lucrs Auguſts, Turris Augyſti, Are Sex- 
tiare, a City and Biſhops See, in Galtcia in- Spamn, 

under the Archbiſhop of Compoſtella ; npan the River 
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Minho : eighteen Leagues from Compoſiella to the 
Eaſt, ten from the Shoar of the Ocean South, and 
thirty from Leon to the Weſt. An ancient Roman 
City, mentioned by Pliny and Antoninus, This 
City falling into the Hands of the Moors, was veco- 
vered by Alphonſus King of Leon, who died in 756. 
That which has moſt contributed to 1ts preſervation, 
is its Hot Baths. Long- 12. oo. Lat. 43. oc. Several 
{mall Synods have bcen anciently afiembled at it. 
$ There is another Town called Lugo, about fifteen 
Miles from Ferrara in Italy ; which was almolt quite 
deſtroyed by the overflowing of the Po, in May, 
1 688. 

Lukf, Lod»fia, a City and Port in Gothland in 
Sweden. : 

Lulwo:th Caſtle, a delightful and noted Caſtle in 
Dorſerſhire, in the Hundred of Winfrich, with a 
large Park about it, and enjoying a Proſpect into the 
Britiſh Sea. The K7nzs of England, in their Weltern 
Progreſs, have often honoured it with their preſence. 

umaſia, the ſame with Bulgarias 

Lumellina, a Territory of Lumel/o, ( a Town in 
Lombardy, in Italy, in the Dukedom of Mszlan, in 
the Territory of Pavia; ) twenty Miles from that 
City to the Weſt towards Ca/ale. 

Luna, an ancient Roman City in 1:aly,out of whoſe 
Ruins is ſprung the preſent Sarzana. See Sarzana. 

Lunden, Lunds, Londinum Scanorum, a City of 
the Kingdom of Sweden; which was the Capital of 
the Province of Scaxzia; and an Archbiſhops See, 
with fix Suffragan Biſhops under it. Thele are all in 
the Kingdom of Denmark, to which this City belong- 
ed, till 1658 ; when it fell into the Hands of the 
Swedes ; who in 1668, opened here an Univerſity. 
It was once much Celebrated ; but now in a: decli- 
ning Condition : eight German Miles from Copenha- 
go» to the Eaſt, and tix from L andſcroon to the South- 

eſt : commonly called Lund by the Inhabitants. 
Made a Biſhops See in 1065, an Archbiſhops in 1 193: 
Ill treated by the Swedes in the latter Wars 3 the 
Danes receiving a conſiderable Overthrow near it, 
December 14. 1676. It is now only a Biſhops See: 
the Archbiſhop being in 1660, Tranſlated to Copen- 
hagen. Long, 4r- oo» Lat. 57. 23. 

Lunenburgh, Luneburgh, Luneburgum, Selenc- 
burgum, a City of the Lower Saxony in Germany, 
tormerly one of the principal Hanſe Towns in the 
Empire ; and the Capital of the Dukedom of Lwnen- 
burgh. It ſtands upon the River 1/menaw; not a» 
bove two German Niles from the E/b to the Sauth, 
ten from Lubeck, ſeven from Hamburgh to the Sourh- 
Welt, and twenty from Bremen to the North-Ealt. 
Built by Henry the Lyon, in 1190 : but the Caſtle is 
older than the City an hundred and twenty four years: 
It took this Name from the Moon ; the Image of 
which was worſhiped here, till the Reign of Charles 
the Great, who took that Idolatry away. It grew up 
out of the Ruins of Bardwiek, a Town within two 
Miles of the Eb to the South. When it wasexempt- 
ed from the Empire I do not find ; but it is now un- 
der the Duke of Luxenburgh, and is one of the 
ſtrongeſt, and beſt fortified Towns of Germany. 
There was anciently a very famous Monaſtery in it, 
of the Order of S. Benedt& : which Chriſtian Lews, 
Duke fof Lunenburgh, in the year 1660. turned in- 
to a-College. Near it ſtands a Mountain, called by the 
Germans, ſralckberg, which affords excellent Chalk ; 
and by it are many Salt Springs, that contribute muck 
toits Wealth : it hasone of the noblctt Bridges in Eu- 
rope , over. .a- Navigable River. | The Houſes arc 
magnificent; the Inhabitants rich, and numerous. 
The Dukes: of, Lunenburgh are of the Houſe of 
Branſwick. Lovg- 32. 20. Lat, $J+ 34+ 
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The. Dakedom of Lunenbargh is a part of the 
Lower Saxony ; bounded on the North by the Earl- 
dom of Pinnenburgh, and the Territories of Lubeck 
and Hamburgh; on the Weſt with the Earldomof 
Hoy, and the Dukedoms of Bremen and Ferden; on 
the South with the Dukedom of Brunſwick, andthe 
Biſhoprick of Hildeſheim; on the Eaft with the 
Dukedom of Mechlenburgh, and the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburgh. It is watered by the E1b, the Aller, 
the lmenaw, ( anciently called Lindaw, now com- 
monly Die Jwe ) and the ere, The principal 
Cities and Towns are, (next that which gives 1ts 
Name ) Zel, Danneberg , Harburgh , Winſen, Gif- 
horn, Borchdorp, and Waiſrade.

Luve, Lurenſe Monaſterium, a Monaſtery dedica- 
ted to S. Martin, in the Franche. Comte ; upon the 
River Longnon, at the Foot of Mount YVauge ; thir- 
teen Leagues from Beſanzon to the North. The Ab- 
bat of which has a Sovereignty belonging to his 
Houſe. h 

Lurt, a vaſt Village in the Iſle of Corſica, near the 
Town of S. Florence. | 


Lufatia, a Province in Germany; called by the - 


Germans, Lauſnitz ;and by the French, Lyſace. It 
has been annexed both to Mr/nra, and Bohemia ; but 
in the year 1523. it was granted by Frederic; Il. to 
the Elector of Saxony, and confirmed in the year 
1637. Bounded on the Eaft by Sileſia; on the 
North by Marchia; on the Weſt by the ppper Saxo- 
ny, and Miſnia ; and on the South by Bohemia. It 
is watered by the Sprew and Neſs; and hasin it fix 
great Towns or Cities; Bauken upon the Sprew, Gor- 
itz upon the Neſs, Sittaw, Ramitz, Luben, and 
Guben. Alſo divided into two parts; The Upper, 
which lies towards Bohemta, 'and Mzſnia ; and the 
Lower, towards Saxony ; which latter was granted to 
Fohn George the Firſt, by the Elector of Saxony, in 
the year 1652. The Capital of 1t 1s Soraw. 

Luſignan, Lufignanum, Lucmianum, a Town mm 
Poidton, with a Cattle, upon the River Vona; five 
Leagues from Potters to the-North-Welt towards 
Roche!. In this place there aroſe a Family, ſome of 
which have been Kings of Cyprus and Feruſalem ; it 
is alſo famous for the noble Cattle of Melufine. 

Lufſo, crPluſo, Apruſa, a River of Romandiola in 
Traly ; it falls into the Adrzatich Sea, near Rimini, 
between Ravenna and Peſaro. 
 Luffon, Lu:ima, Lucionum, Luxiona , a ſmall 
City in Poz&ou in France ; which 1s yet a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux, Initituted by 
Pope Fohn XXII. in 1317. who at the ſame time 
changed its Benedi&ine Abbey into a Cathedral.” -It 
ftands near a Marſh, and has no Walls; two Miles 
from the Sea, fix from Maz/le;7ars to the Weſt, twen- 
ty four from Poitiers to the Welt, and five from 
Rochelle to the North. Cardinal R:che/zeu was once 
Biſhop of this See. 

Luſffon, Laconia, Luſſonia, the principal of the 
Philippine Wflands; frequently called Manile, from 
the principal City in it 3 which is a Biſhops See, and 
together with the Ifland ſubject to the Spanzards. 
This Ifland is ſaid to be' a thouſand Miles in compaſs. 
It lies between Long. 145. and 150» and 14. and 20, 
South. Lat. 

Luſuc, Luzuck, Luzko, and Luckoluſuc, Luceo- 
11a, a great City of Poland, which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Gneſna, and the Capital of 
IWolbynia. It fiands upon the River Ser, by a Lake, 
and has a ſtrong Cattle in it ;- not above ſeven Pols 
Miles trom the Confines of Ruſſia to the Eatt ( twen- 
ty five, ſays Baudrard, ) thirty four from Lemburgh 


to the North-Eaſt,” and 'eighty five from Kiovia to 
tne Welt. There are more Proteſtants'and Fews than

Luxemburgh,' Luxemburgum, a very ſtrong City, 
and a Dukedom in the Low Countries. | The City is 
the Capital of that Dukedom. It is ſeated upon the 
River Elza, in part on a Hill, the'reſt on a Plain. 
Pto/emy calls it Auguſta Romanduorum : Guiccar- 
din ſaith, it has a good Situation, a great Compaſs, 
itreng Fortifications, and convenient Buildings ; tho 
by reaſon of the many Hazards of War it had gone 
through, many of its Houſes were not 'only neglect- 
ed, but deſerted by. their Owners.  'It has a'Convent 
of the Order of $.

Tae Dukedom'of Luxemburgh, is one of the ſe- 
venteen Provinces of the Low Countries; lying moſt 
to the South-Eaſt ; which was a part of the Diſtrict, 
belonging of old to the Trevirs: on the Eaft it is 
bounded by the Biſhoptick of Tr:er, ſeparated by the 
Moſe!: on the North it has the Dukedoms of Lim- 
burgh and Namur, with the Biſhoprick of Liege; on 
the Weſt P:cardy in part, and Hamault; on, the 
South Lorrarn : on the Weſt the Maes, and the Fo- 
reſt of Ardenne do both cloſe it..

LLyche, Laodicea,an ancient Maritime City ofSyr:a,to- 
wards the foot of the Mountain Libanus:built by Seleu- 
cus,together with Antoch & Apameazwho called thoſe 
three Cities,the three Siſters, Dzony/aus Africanus mnti- 
mates its pleaſant ſituation upon the Sea Coaſt. It 1s 
a different place from. Laodicea in Aſia Minor. 

JI. pcta, an ancient Province. of . Aſia Minor, be- 
twixt Caria and Pamphilza ; famous for the Moun- 
tain Chimera, and the Cities Patara, Mira, Andri- 
aca, 5c. Apart of it is now contained in Aidinell:, 
and the reft in Briquia or Manteſel!s. ; 

Lycopolis, the ancient Name of Munza in Egypt ; 
given it,ſays Diodorus Siculus,from the peoples adora- 
tion of Wolves there , in the time of the Egyptian 
Idolatries. It, has ſometime been a Biſhops See. See 
Munia. The famous Meletius was Biſhop of Lyco- 
polss about the year 300. 

Lydia , an ancient and celebrated Province of 4/ia 
Minor , wherein ſtood the Cities Sardus, Phzilade'- 
phia, Thyatira, &c. It had the honour to be a King- 
dom for fix. hundred ſeventy five years, till King 
Creſus in the fifty ninth O/ympiad, and the year of 
of the World 3510. and the year, of Rome 210. was 
overcome. by..Cyrus ; who ſubjected it to the Perſian 
Empire, as afterwards it fell ſucceflively under the 
Greeks and Romans, and now is under the Turks, by 
the name of Cqraſia. The Rivers Hermus ( now $4- 
rabat ), Pattolus, and Cayſtrus (now Chtas), added 
to its ancient fame. A Colony, which this Country 
tranſmitted into; Italy, ſettled in the Provinces of 
Tuſcany (the preſent ) , as Virgil alſo remarks.

Lym, Meſch:us, a River of Bulgaria. Baudrand

Lymbach, O/imachum, a Town in the Lower Hun- 
gary, in theContines of Szzr5a ; not above one Ger- 
man Mile from the-River Maer, and four from Ca- 
2:;ſa to the South-Weſt. $ There is another called by 
the ſame name , four Miles from this to the 
South. - . 

Lyn, Linum Regis , aSea-Pert-Town and Cor- 
poration in the County of Norfo/k ; ſeated on the 
Eaſtern Shoar of the River Ouſe, where it falls into the 
Waſhes ; called by Prolemy Aftuarium Metaris. It 
is a large Town, incompaſſed with a deep Trench, 
and for, the moſt part walled; divided by two ſmall 
Rivers, which have about fifteen Bridges over them. 
Built out of the ruins of another old Town, called 
Lyn too ; but ſtanding in Marſh Land, on the oppo- 
fite fide of the. River ; chiefly preferred on the ac- 
corfnt of the Haven, which is-ſafe and eafie of ac- 
ceſs. It was at firſt called Biſhops Lyn ; becauſe the 
ground it ſtands upon , belonged to. the Biſhop of 
Norwich, till the Reign of Henry VIII. It has great 
Privileges , which it obtained from King Zobn, by 
ſiding with him againſt the Bazong: he gave them - 
his own Sword, to be carried before their Mayor ; and 
a gilt Cup, which they ſtill keep, From this place he 
went in 1216., with a mighty Army , over the 
Waſhes, into Lincolnſhire ; with a deſign to fight the 
Barons, (then united againſt him.under Lewzs, Dau- 
phine of France,) but loſt his Treaſures and Carri- 
ages in the paſſage, and his Life ſoon afcer. Then it 
Was, that he granted them their Charter ; and he ex- 
piring ſoon after., and his Son. having a necefiity to 
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comply with his Barons, for the expuliion of the 
French, their Liberties were ſeiſed, and the Town re. 
duced to what it was before. In 1221- a Rebellion 
breaking out in Lincolnſhire, this Prince { Hen. 
ry ITE. } had occaſion for their Loyalty , and Valour 
again: and they gave him ſuch experience of both, 
that he regranted them their Charter, which they have 
ever fince injoyed, Nor does tis place deſerve the 
leſs commendation for their Loyal Attempt , on the 
behalf of Charles I. in 1643. though inſtead of fſuc- 
ceſs, it involved the Loyal Inhabitants in great Cala- 
mities- Charles II. created Sir Horatzso Townſend, Bas 
ronet, Waron of Lyn, April 20. 1661. rewarding at 
once his and their Loyalty by this Honour. It elects 
two Members of Parhament. 

Lyons, Lugdunum Seguſianorum, is an ancient 
City in France, called by the Inhabitants, Lyon ; by 
the Germans, Leon ; by the Engliſh, Lyons ; and by 
the Poles, Lugdun. It is a very great, famous,ſtrong, 
rich, populous City 3 an Archbiſhops See, and the 
Capital of a Province, called from it L707n0:s ; ſeated 
at the foot of an Hill, upon the confluence of the 
the Saone and Rhone, ( two of the principal Rivers 
of France, ) in the Confines of 1a Breſſe, and /e 
Dauphine ; one hundred Leagues from Parzs to the 
South, five from Yienne, thirty fix* from Avzgnon , 
fixty from Turzn, .( as Baudrand repreſents the di- 
ſtances ) and fixty tive from the Medzrerranean Sea 
to the North. The firſt Colony the Romans ſettled 
in this part of France ; and built by Munacins Plan- 
cus under Auguſtus, thirty five years before Chrilt. 
After this it flouriſhed very much ; eſpecially under 
the Auſpicious Reign of Claudius Caſar, who was 
born here , nine years before the Birth of our Savi- 
our, thirty three after the ſlaughter of Zulins Ce/ar. 
In the twelfth year of the Reign of Nero, the year of 
Chriſt ſixty five, it was miſerably ruined by Fire ; and 
Nero contributed very freely to the rebuilding of it, 
as Tacztus tells us in his Annals, In atter' tunes no 
City in the Empire flouriſhed more, both as to Leat- 
ning and Commerce. Severus, the Emperor, treated 
it about 199. with great ſeverity, for adhering to the 
Party of Albinus againſt him; burning a great part 
of the City. Gratzanus, the Etmperor, was pertidi- 
ouſly murthered in this City, in 384. Majoranus, Ge- 
neral to Leo the Emperour, at the requeſt of Szdo- 
nius Apollinarus, repaired and beautified this City ve- 
ry much, about 460. But this was no long-lived 
ſplendor ; the Gorhs and Almains ſoon after prevai- 
ling againſt the Romans in France. In the Reign of 
Clotharre King of France, about 532. an end being 
put to the Kingdom of Burgundy, ( erected here by 
the Goths, ) this City fell into the Hands of the 
French. In the Reign of Gunthram, King of Merz, 
between 565. and 596. this City was again burnt : nor 
did it ſuffer leſs trom the Moors about 730. who 
were called by the remainder of the Gorhs , againſt 
the Franks. About 955. it was given to Conrade I. 
King of Burgundy. After this, it was for ſome time 
ſubject to the Counts of the Foreſt, till 1173. The 
See was founded by S. Potinus, and Ireneys ; the firlt 
of which ſuffered Martyrdom here , about 177. Anno 
1079. Pope Gregory VII. is faid to have made it an 
Archbiſhops See ; doubtleſs it was fo long before. 
Pope Clement V. was crowned here in the preſence 
of Philip (the Fair ) King of France, Edwardl. of 
England , and Fames King of Arragon, 1n 1305. 
There have been many Councils held here. The moit 
celebrated, was that in 1245. under Innocent LV. i» 
gainit Frederick II. where that Prince was depoſed 
as an Heretick, for Intelligence with the Sultan, and 
Familiarity with his Women ; which produced a de- 
ſtructive War in Germany and Italy; There was ano- 
ther 1n 1274. under Pope Gregory X. againlt the 
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eb Charch, in which were five hundred Biſhops, 
cn ſeventy Archbiſhops, and one thouſand other 
Ecclefiaſticks , together with the Patriarchs of An- 
tioch and Conſtantinopie,&c. Long 26.00. Lat.45-15. 

Lyonnois, Lygdunen/is Provincia, is a ſmall Pro- 
vince in France ; having on the Eaſt /a Dreſſe, and 
the Dauphine 3 on the South and Weſt /e Foretz ; 
and on the North le Beaujolozs 3 1t has on the Eaſt 
the Rhoſne , and extends from it to the Welt about 
twelve Leagues, in length about fifteen. . 

Lyons en Fozeſt, Leones, a ſmall Town in Nor- 
mandy ; incompaſſed with Woods and Foreſts, upon 
the River Orleau ;; four Leagues from Roan to the 
wt en Beauſle, a Village in that Province, ſe- 
ven Leagues from Orleans to the North. | 

Lyon ſar Lore; a Village in Orleans,in the Con- 
fines of Berry,one League above Sully to the Eaſt.

Macao, Amacao, Amacum, a City in China, in 
the Province of Quantum ; upon the South part of 
that Kingdom ; in Long. 141. 30. Lat. 23. oo. Built 
upon a ſmall Iſland, with two Forts: heretofore un- 
der the Portugueſe 3 during which times 1t was a Ce- 
lebrated Mart, much frequented, and very rich : but 
being now in the hands of the Tarrars , who have 
conquered China, it decays a pace 3 and 1s much de- 
clined from what it was. 

Wacaria, a Lake or Marſh , near Marathon, a 
Town in Attica ; in which a confiderable part of the 
Forces of Xerxes, King of Perſia, periſhed ; being 
beaten by the Greczans both by Sea and Lar.d 2t th? 
ſame time; and in their flight forced into this unpaſ- 
{able place by the purſuers. Whence the Proverb, 2: 
Macariam abz, for a Curſe.” $ This alſo was the an- 
cient Name of a City in the Iſland of Cyprus, now 
become a Village,and called Falines. The whole Ifland 
of Cyprus had the Title of Max&ere given it, by the 
Greeks from its fertility. And the Iſland of Ma- 
czua, in the Gulph of Arabra,has been honoured with 
the ſame. 

Wacaſcar, Macaſſar, Macaſaria, a great Iſland in 
the Indian Sea, ſometimes called Celebes. Extended 
trom North to South two hundred French Leagues ; 
and one hundred broad : there are in it fix King- 
doms, Macaſar, Cion, Sanguin, Cauripana, Gets 
gan and Supara : the two principal Cities, are Ma- 
caſar and Bantachia, The South parts are much 
frequented by the Eng/iſh and Dutch : which latter 
cf lite in 1669. have ſeverely treated the King of 
Macaſcar ; whoſe Domintons he in the South of the 
Iſl;nd,and comprehend the far greateſt part of it. This 
Hland lies between the Molucco's to the Eaſt , and 
Borneo to the Welt ; and is ſometimes aſcribed to 
the former. The Line cutteth the Northern part of 
it. The Inhabitants heretofore went riaked z did eat 
Mans Fleſh , and had all the Criminals of the Moluc- 
cos ſent over to them for that purpoſe : but they are 
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much civilized. Two young Princes of this Couni- 
try, Brothers, that were bred at Siam in the Mahome- 
tan Religion, and ſent to Paris by the King of Siam 
to be inſtructed in Chriſtianity, on Ofober 17. 1687. 
received Chriſtian Baptiſm at Parts. It produces plenty 
Rice, Frait, Cocao, Cattle, Fiſh ; befides Gold, Ivory, 
Cotton, &c. The City Macaſar ſtands in the South 
part, and enjoys the benefit of a good Port.

Macedonia, 1s a Kingdom of great antiquity and 
fame in Greece. - Anciently bounded by the Adria- 
tick Sea to the Welt ; the /Agean Sea to the Eaſt, 
( now called the Archipelago ;) the Upper Moeſta, a 
part of T/yricum, ( now called Servs4,- cut off by 
Mount Sandus ) to the North; and on the South it 
had Epirus, Theſſalia, and Achaia. It was then di- 
vided into four parts, . as Livy faith; under which 
were twenty fix Provinces : and at this day, though 
Albania, ( which was of old a part of it) 1s diſmem- 
bred, yet the remainder is'divided into four parts by 
the Turks. 1. Jambolt , of old Macedonia prima , 
and ſecunda; which lies Eaſt between Thrace and the 
Bay of Theſſalonica. 2. Macedonia, properly ſo 
called, lies between Mount Karoponizze to the North, 
TheſJalia to the South , and the Bay of Theſſalonica 
to the Eaft. 3. Comenolitart, the third part, ( Ma- 
cedonia tertia, and part of Theſſalsa,) has Macedo- 
144 properly fo called, on the North '; Albania on 
the Weſt, Theſſalia on the South , and the ſame 
Bay on the Eaſt. 4. Janna, lies yet more South ; 
and is the remainder of that which was anciently 
called Theſſalia : on the North it has Commenolitars, 
on the Weſt Epirus , on the South Livadia, and on 
the Eaft the Archipelago and Bay of Negropont. The 
Reader may obſerve, that Theſſalia is now a part of 
Macedonia , though anciently not 5 and' Albania 
which anciently was a part of it, now is a ſeparate 
Kingdom : both are under the Turks. This Coun- 
try, anciently divided into one hundred and fifty 
Tribes or Nations, ( as Pliny faith,) was by Philzp 
and Alexander his Son; reduced firit into” one great 
and formidable body : which ſpread its Conqueſts not 
only over all the reſt of Greece ; but paſſing the 
Helleſpont, Alexander the Great overthrew the Per- 
ſian Empire 5 and became Lord of all thoſe Coun- 
tries between the Caſpian and Euxine Seas to the 
North ; Mount Imaus to the Eaſt ; the Perſian Sea, 
Red Sea, the Cataratts of Nile to the South ; the 
Defarts of Lybza, and the Adriatich Sea to the Weſt : 
which Empire at his death became divided into four 
great Kingdoms, whereof Macedonia was the leaft. 
Philip ot Macedon , ( the two and twentieth King of 
the firſt Race, ) began in the year of the World 
3155. which ended in Alexander the Great , in 
3642. or thereabouts. C_— extirpated the 
firſt Family ; and began a ſecond in 3648. which 
ended in Perſeus XI. in that Succeflion , ſubdued 
by the Romans in 3789. But it became not in- 
tirely ſubject, till the Turks firſt entered this Province 
under Bajazet their fourth King ; who took N:zco- 
polis, ( a Town upon the Bay of Theſſalonica, ) in 
1392. The Conqueſt thereof was finiſhed by Amu- 
rath II. (their fixth King ) in 1429. by the Conqueſt 
of Theſſalonica, and all the other places in this King- 
dom, conſidered without A!/bania, Now governed 
by a Turksſh Sargiack, ,under the Beglerbeg of Greece, 
who has 8000, Crowns the year Revenue; and finds 
in Peace only one hundred Horſe for the defence on 
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the Country, in times of War four hundred. _ All 
the ancient Cities are ruined, except Theſſalonica, and 
Lariſ]a. 

MWacerata, a City in the Dominions of the Pope, 
in the Marcha Anconitana; which is a Biſhops See,un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Fermo : it ſtands upon a Hill 
near the River Chiento , and is thought one of the 
beſt places in this Marquiſate , being therefore choſen 
for the Reſidence of the Governour. Built about 
410. as Blondus avers, The Univerſity was opened 
here by Pope Nzcolas IV. in 1290. reſtored by Pope 
PaulIlI. in 1322. united to this See for. ever in 
1586. It lies fifteen Miles from Loreto , and the 
Shoars of the Adriatich Sea to the Weſt. There was 
a Synod here aſſembled in 1615. 

Machere, Machera, or Macheronta, a Caſtle up- 
on the River Fordain , and the Banks of the Dead 
Sea, in Paleſtine, five or fix Leagues from Feruſalem : 
where, according to Joſephus, S. Fohn Baptiſt was be- 
headed by the order of Herod. 

an,.-one of the Molucco Iſles. 

Wachpnleth , a Market Town in the County of 

Montgomery in Wales, and the Hundred of Ky- 


filog, _ | 

Wachlyes, an ancient People, that dwelt near the 
Meapua Syrtes of Africa, mentioned by Ariſtotle. 

MWaciena, Cydarus, a ſmall River of Thrace *, 
which falls into the Black Sea, alittle above Conſtans 
tinople. 

coco, a vaſt Kingdom in the middle of Afri- 
ca, towards the Upper /thiopia, and the River 
aire; the Prince of which has ten Kingdoms un- 
der him : -on/ the North he has the Kingdom of Mzu- 
aco, { which is ever in War with him ;) to the 
South-Eaſt that of G:ringbomb. This Kingdom lies 
two hundred and ſeventy Span:;/ſþ Miles from the 
Kingdom of Congon to the South. Ferome Lobus 
mentions it in his Hiſtory of Erhiopia., Menfol is 
the Capital City of it. | : 
acran, or Makeran, Caramania, a Province of 
Perſia towards the Indian Ocean, and the Contines of 
Indoſtan ; which is a part of the ancient Caramanza. 
It has on the North Szgeſtan, on the South the Indzan 
Ocean, on the Weſt Caramanza, ( properly ſo cal- 
led, ) and on the Eaſt Sinda. It 1s under a Prince 
of its own; who is a Tributary to the King of Perſia. 
Its principal City is Macran; and its belt Port is cal- 
led Guadel. 

Macre, a Gulph of the Med#terranean Sea , be- 
twixt Lycia in Aſia Minor , and the Ifland Rhodes : 
ſaid by ſome to be the Glaucus Sinus of Caria. 

Macrobit , the ancient people of the Iſland of 
Meroe in Athiopra, fo called from an obſervation 
of their living to a great age : Not but that this 
Name, in. the Writings of the old Geographers and 
Hiſtorians; is communicated to the Hyperbores, Ma- 
cedonit and others, where the ſame Longzvity oc- 
curred. 


ocephali, an ancient people towards the 
- Boſphorus Thracius , in the account of P. Mela ; fo 
named, from an obſervation, that they had extraordi- 
nary long heads. But Stephanus places them near 
Colchis 1n the Leſſer Aſia, and Pliny in the neigh- 
bourhood of the City Cheraſonda in Cappadocia. 

Macuf, Moſcens, a River of Perſia, which falls 
into the Bay of Perſia. 

Macyn, India Ulterior ,; one of the Provinces 
of Afia ; called the further 1nd:es, or India beyond 
Ganges. ; 

Maczua, Orine, an Iſland in the Gulph of Ara» 
bia, near Africa ; over againſt the City of Mazzuan, 
in 17 deg, Lat. in the Maps, called Mazuas , and 
ſometimes Macaria ; under the Turks, tince 1 557. 

Manvagaſcar. Cerne, Menuthias, Madag aſcaria, 
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Delphina, a vaſt Iſland on the Eaftern Coaſt of 4. 
frica called by the Inhabitants, Madecaſe ; by the 
French, Þ Tfle de Dauphine ; by the Portugneſe, 
S. Lorenzo ; by the Engliſh, Madagaſcar and S. Lau- 
rence ; by the Arabians, Sarandib, Ptolemy calls it 
Menuthias ; Pliny, Cerne /Ethiopica. Tt is near one 
hundred Miles from the Coatt of Africa'to the Eatt ; 
and one of the greatelt Iſlands in the World ;' exten- 
tending from 1 to 25 deg. of Southern Latitude ; but 
its breadth much leſs; as not exceeding one hundred 
and thirty Englzſþ Miles. Diſcovered by the Port 
gueſe in 1506. on S. Laurence's day. There was no 
Cities in. it-: the French have of late ſettled fome Co- 
lontes on the Southern Shoars. Stephen Flacourt, a 
Frenchman, has given a large' account of this Iſland. 
The Inhabitants are large of Stature, exceeding black, 
Warlike , much addicted to Fiſhing , great Eaters : 
Nature has accordingly provided them with plenty of 
Cattle, Fiſh, Fowl, Fruits, and what ever is neceſſary 
for the life of Man ; which they uſe without Labour 
or Care, regarding neither Silver nor Gold, nor any 


"thing but Beads and Bracelets for Ornament , Muſick 


and Dancing for their Recreation. And the utmoſt 
Number they can tell,is Ten. Herbert. 'Tis alſo rela- 
ted, there 1s a mixture of Whites amongſt them, who 
being circumciſed , and uſing the Names of Moſes , 
Aaron, Eſther and the like , may be thought to de- 
icend from the tranſmigrations of ſome of the ten 
loſt Tribes of the Fews. About two hundred years 
ago, the Caliph of Meccha diſpatched a Million 
of Arabians hither, to teach Arabick and the Alca- 
r0n ; which altogether miſſed not- of its effect. The 
Northern Provinces are yet unknown to the Europe- 
ans. As for Capes, Ports and Roads, Rivers, and 
fruitful Mountains, Mines of Iron and Stee), Precious 
Stones and Woods, Madagaſcar hath them. But no 
Mines of Braſs, Tin, Lead, Silver or Gold: And the 
Natives are divided into divers Herds and Tribes, un- 
der a Chief, like the Tartars. 

Madaura, an ancient City betwixt Lambeſa and 
Hippo in Barbary : remarkable for being the Birth- 
place of Apuleius , thence intiuled Madaurenſis. 
It had the honour heretofore of a Biſhops See , under 
the Archbiſhop of Carthage, and likewiſe of an Aca- 
demy of note, at which S. Auſtin ſtudied. 

Mavayp. See Medza. 

Madera, an Iſland on the Weſtern Shoar of Afr:- 
ca; called Madeira by the Portugueſe , of old 4t- 
lantica, Diſcovered by the Portugueſe in 1419, and 
called by this Name from its plenty of Wood, Its 
length 1s twenty five Leagues, its Circuit ſixty. The 
principal Town, Funchal. It lies in 32 deg. Lat. and 
Long. 360. Prodigioully fruitful ; eſpecially in Su- 
gar, Mather, ( a Dying ftuff, ) and Wines; the ſlipes 
whereof were brought from Candy. The Birds at 
firſt ſuttered themſelves to be taken up ; but have 
tince learned to fear Mankind. It has plenty of Wa- 
ter, and all other things needful for the lite of Man. 
Though an Engliſhman is ſaid to have landed here in 
1344. yet the Portugueſe were the firſt that peo- 
pled this Iſland , and till poſſeſs it. They found it 
as one great Wood ; and to clear it, they put tire to 
it, which raged fo horribly at firit , that they were 
forced to go to Sea, to avoid its fury. The Aſhes 
contributed exceedingly to the Fertility of it. * It is 
now returned to its natural. ſtrength , ſufficient to 
maintain a valt number of Inhabitants. Funchal 1s 
an Archbiſhops See , and the Reſidence of the Go- 
vernour : beſides which, they reckon thirty {1x Pa- 
riſhes: Some call Madera, from its Fertility and Beauw- 
ty, the Queen of Iſlands.

noble Palace, and 1s every caſing. I 
upon the River Manzanares, ( which falls into the 
Xaraina, at S: Martin; which falls into the Tajo, 
Tags, above Toledo ) twelve Miles to the North of 
Toledo. This City, faith Baudrand, has no Walls : 
ſome, that have lived there, ſay, it has a Mud one. It 
ſtands in the Kingdom of New Caſt:!e , upon the top 
of an Hill.in a fruitful Country, an healthful Air. The 
Royal Palace,though not great,is very beautiful & mag- 
nificent. The Kings of Spain have refided here, but 
ſince the Reign of Philip II. before which time 1t was 
accounted only a Village. In 1473. a Council was ce- 
lebrated here , to correct the Simony, Debauchery, 
and Jznorance of the Clergy of this Kingdom, under 
Pope Paul II. Long. 17. 00. Lat. 40. 40. 

Madure , a City in the Eaſt-Indies , in the Pro- 
montory of Malabar ; great and populous. Hereto- 
fore under the King of Biſnagar ; but now, together 
with the Country in which 1t ſtands, ſubject to a 
Prince of its own; who is yet a kind of Subject to 
the King of Biſnagar. It lies between Malabar to 
the Weſt , and the Gulph of Manar , ( which parts 
Malabar from Ceylon ) to the Eaſt: he is Sove- 
rot of this Coaſt, and draws a conſiderable Revenue 

rom it. | 

MWreander , a great River in the Leſſer Afia, in 
the Greater Phrygia. Now commonly called Ma- 
dre Mindre, and Bojouc Minare ; that 1s, the Great 
Mindre ; in oppoſition to that at Epheſus , which 
is called the Little Minder, It ſpringeth from a 
Fountain , called by the ancient Greeks, Alocrene ; 
and runs with ſo Oblique a Current, as it often ſeems 
to be returning back again into it ſelf : making 
in its paſſage fix hundred Turns, though it is no very 
long Courſe it performs. Hence'one of the Ancients ob- 
ſerves, it was the only River in the World , which 
returned almoſt back to' its Fountain, Many of the 
Poets alluded to it in their Poems. Our Country- 
Man, Mr. Wheeler, who croſſed it, faith ; it was there 
ſixteen Fathoms over : they pretended, it was as deep 
as broad, the Current was exceeding ſwift : he gives 
a Figure of it. It falls into the Archipelago, be- 
tween Heraclea and Miletus, on the South of Es 
pheſus. 

Waetiſtroom, Umbilicus maris, a Gulph or Whirl 
Pit on the Coaſt of Norway, and Province of Sca- 
%ea ; between the Iſles of Luffoo: and Weroe. Ma- 


ny wonders are told of this place , which in all pro-/ 


bability are not true. 

Maes, Moſa, a vaſt River in the Low-Countries ; 
Called by the French, /a Meuſe ; and by the Durch, 
die Maes : it ariſeth in the Mountains of Vauge, 
( Yogeſus ) in Champagne in France 3 ten Leagues 


trom Chaumont en Baſſigny to the Eaſt : running 


North through Lerrain and the Dukedom of Bar , 
it waſheth S. Mzchael, Verdim, Sedain, Charleville, 
and Mazers ; then entering Namur, it waſtieth Di- 
nant and Namur ; at which it takes in from the 
Welt the Sambre : turning Eaſt it entereth the 
Biſhoprick of Liege ; and watereth Hoey and Liege , 
( where it takes in the Oure, Urta, out of Lux- 
envungh on the Eaſt) Maeſtricht, and Maſeyck : 
ſo pafling to Roermond and Venlo , at Lettem in 
Guelderland he changeth his Courſe from North- 
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Faſt to North-Weſt 5 and at Cc turns diretly 
Weſt : patſing by Grave (a Town of Brabant, ) 
Ratenburgh and Heuſden . at Worckum he takes in 
the Vahai, or Wael, ( a Branch of the. Rbime ) be- 
neath the Iſland of Bomme!, imade 'by theſe two 
Rivers : fo watering Gorcyum, Dort , and the Br4e!, 
he falls together ' with the Rhine , into the Ger- 
man Ocean : This 1s a noble, ſtately Stream ; and 
his upon his Banks many great Citics , and fine 
Towns, | 

Maecſeyck, Maſacum, is a City of the Lower Ger- 
many , in the Biſhoprick of Liege 3; in the Coun- 
ty of Loſe, in the Borders of the Vpper Guelder- 
land ; five Leagues beneath Maeſftricht', three a- 
bove Roermond, feven from Liege ; and is a conſide- 
rable Place. |

Maeftricht , Trajetum ad Myjam , Trajectum 
ſuperius , is a City of Brabant ; upon the Weſtern 
Bank of the Maes, ( which is here covered with a 
beautiful Stene Bridge , conliſting of nine. Arches ) 
from whence it has its name , fignifying the Paſſage 
over the Maes. On the Eaſtern Bank lies the ck, 
which is a Suburb to this City. The Biſhops of 
Liege , and the Dukes of Brabant , heretofore dt- 
vided the Juriſdiction of this City between them : 
but the Ci:y was in the hands of the latter , atid with 
that Dutchy paſſed to the Houſe of Auſtria ; who 
imoyed it , till 1634. when it was taken by the 
Hollander. In 1673. it was taker after a ſharp 
Siege by the French. In 1676. the Hollander attem- 
pted the reduction of it , without ſucceſs : in 1678. 
they recovered it by the Treaty of Nimegizen. It is 
both walled, and covered with, con{iderable out- 
works, after -the new Mode: towards the South- 
Eaſt, lies a Hill that riſcth gently and overlooks part 
of the Town, under which is one . of the nobleſt 
Quarries of Stone in the World : to ſecure the 
Town from any diſadvantage it might receive from 
this Hill, the Baſtion anſwering to it , is built very 
high : there is a Horn-work within Musket ſhot of it, 
and the Wck is rather ſtronger than the Town. 
For the diſtances, fee Maeſeyck, The Biſhops See 
was removed from hence to Liege , by S. Hubert, in 
713. Long. 27. 12+ Lat. 50. 50. | 

MWaeſta, Mapha, a City in Arabia Felix. |

fright the Inhabitants from the defence of it, the firc 
prevailed ſo far above the intentions of the Incendia- 
ries, that the whole City was laid waſt. The Duke of 
Saxony retook it in 1636. In 1666, it was again for- 
ced, by the Arms of the Duke of Brandenburg, to ac- 
cept Auguſtus Duke of Saxony for its Adminiltrator or 
Archbiſhop.

The Archbiſhoprick of Magdeburg, now turned 
into a Dukedom, is a very ſmall Province of Germa- 
ny, in the Lower Saxony.

Cixcle of the Rhine, in the Biſhoprick of Sp:re ; in 
1517. ſold by Ulricus Duke of Wirtemburg, to Phi- 

Up RY Biſhop of Spire. It is alſo called Ma- 
enburg. 

Waellanica , a Country in South America, of 
great extent toward that Pole. On the North it has 
the Countries of C:/s, Tacumania, and Paragua ; on 
the South the Streights of Magellan, and /e Mare ; 
on the Weſt; the Atlanticks and on the Eaſt the 
Pacifickh Ocean. This together with the Streights, 
took its name from Ferdinando Magathaens,a Portu- 
gneſe, who in 1520. in the name of the King of Spain 
diſcovered it. His Ship came home, but he was ſlain 


' in the Eaſt-Indies: and this was the firſt Ship that ever 


Sailed round the Globe of the Earth ; which has fince 
been done by Sir Francs Drake, Cavendiſh, and ſeve- 
ral others. Magellanica is little known, and leſs in- 
—_ by any of the European Nations for the pre- 
ent. 

Magt, the Philoſophers and Prieſts of the ancient 
Perfians, famous for their application to the know- 
ledge of the Stars, and their introduction of a natural 
Theology from thence upon the belief of one Supreme 
Divinity. Their eſteem in Perſia was ſo great, that 
when K. Cambyſes went in Perſon to the War in E- 
gypt, he left the Government of his Eitates in his ab- 
ſence to one of theſe Mag:, called Pat:zithes ; who 
after the ſudden death of Cambyſes, eltabliſhed by a 
cheat Smerds, another Magus, Brother to Patizithes, 
upon the Throne of the Empire, in the room of Smer- 
dx Brother to Cambyſes.

- MWagna-vacca, Capruſia, one of the Mouths of 
the River Po; which ſeparating from the Branch cal- 
led di Volana at Ferrara, falls to the Adriatich Sea 
at Comachio ; between Po di Primaro to the South, 
and Po di Volana to the North. 

Magneſia in Lpdta, ſee Mansſſa. In Caria, ſee 
Mangreſia. $ Allo an ancient Proyince of Maceds- 
4a ; and a Promontory, now otherwiſe called Capo 
Yerlichs and Capo ds San Georgio.

 Magra, Cinyphus, Macres, a River of Africa. 
$:2agra, Macra, a River in Italy, which was here- 


tofoie the boundary of L7guria to the South. It ari- 
ſeth in the Apernmne Hills, in the limits of the Duke- 
dom of Parma ; and running Southward by Ponrre- 
moli, being augmented with the Yerra, Ula, and 
ſome other, it watereth a Valley called by its own 
name ; and palling through the States of Gencua, a 
little above Serezana, falls into the L:gurian Sea ; 
fxty five Miles Eaſt of Genoza, thirty five Nortk- 
Wett of Lucca. Lucan mentions this River in his Se- 
cond Book. 

Magarah, Pharos, a ſmall, but celebrated Iſland 
near Alexandria in Egype. 

Paguelone, Magalone, an ancient Reman City in * 
the Lower Languedoc ; leated in a ſmall Iſland in the 
Marſhes fo called, on the Medz#terranean Sca ; taken 
by the Saracens, at their Entrance into France by 
Aquitan, after their Conquelt of Sparn, in 730: re- 
taken and deſtroyed by Charles Marte/, about 935. 
or 736. (or fear it ſhould fall into the hands of the 
Saracens again. And it lay in its Ruins till 1075. 
when its Biſhop took ſome cars to revive it, but to 
ſmall purpoſe. The Biſhops See being removed in 
1536. to Montpelier, this Town 18 almoſt totally de- 
folate. It had tormerly Counts of its own to he its 
Governours. But in 1215. P. Innocent JII. inveſted 
the temporalities in the Church, becauſe Raymond VI. 
Earl of Tholouſe, then Earl of Maguelone, eſpouſed 
the cau'e of the Albigenſes. 

Mahara, Nzlus. 

Waholech, Dela, the Lower part of Egypr, enclo- 
ſed by the Branches of the Nzle. | 

Mahamoza, a Fortreſs upon the Coaſt of the King- 
dom of Fez, upon the River Suba; on the Coatt of 
the Azlanrtickh Ocean, in the Province of Fez ; but on 
the Contines of that of Aſzar. In Long. 10. oo. Lat. 
33. 10. It hasa good Harbor, of great Reception ; 
and has been in the hands of the Porzugueſe ever fince 
I614. | 
MWahometa, or Machometa, Adrumetum, a City 
on the Coaſt of Africa, mentioned by Pliny, Mela, 
and Ptolemy. Heretofore a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Carthage : now a ſtrong Town on the 
Mediterranean, in the Kingdom of Tuny ; ſeated up- 
on the next Bay to that of Tunzs to the Eaſt, which 
is called the Gulph of Mahomera. This place is alfo 
called by the Arabs, Hamammetha. In the Year 394. 
a Council was held here, the Canons whereof are con- 
fuſed amongſt the Body of the Canons of the African 
Church. Long. 35. 40. Lat. 32. 40. 

Majaquana, one of the Luccaye Iſlands, belonging 
to North America ; between Hi/panola to the South 
and Samana to the North. 

Maida, a Principality in the further Calabria, in 
the Kingdom of Naples, near Nicaſtro. 

Maidenhead, a Market Town in Berkshzre, in the 
Hundred of Bray. 

Maidſtone, Madus, Yagniace, is a fair, ſweet, po- 
pulous Town in the County of K-nt, in Aylesford 
Lath, upon the River Medway, near its head, from 
which it has this name : There 1s a fair Stone Bridge 
built by the Archbiſhops of Canterbury over this River. 
Edward VI. Incorporated this Town, and granted it 
a Mayor ; which was taken from them in Queen Ma- 
ries time for favouring Pat's Rebellion in 1554. But 
Queen El:7aberh reſtored them to their former State. 
In ancient times their chief Magiſtrate was called a 
Portgreve, from Grave an old German word {till uſed 
by the Germans in Markgrave, Reingrave, and 
Landegrave. Charles T, added another Honor to this 
Place, when in 1628. he created EliZaberh Finch, 
(Grandmother to the lite Heneage Fincb, Earl of 
Winchelſey, late Lord Chancellor of England ) V/- 
counteſs of Maidſtone, and Counteſs of Winchelley, 
with an Entail upon her Heir Males : which Honors 

are 
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Shoar for its Capital : its greateſt extent is from Eaſt 
to Welt, and its greateſt breadth atout ten Miles, 
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are now poſſeſſed by He» eage Her Grandchild, the Se- 
cond of this Family. Heneage,late Earl of Nottingham, 


and Lord Chancellor of England, was another of Her 
Poſterity-, This is the Town where the Aflizes and

Majelia, Nicates, a Mountain in Abruzz9, a Pro- 
vince of the Kingdom of Naples.; near the River Pe/- 
cara [Aternus, |] as Holſtenius affirms. 
Maillezats or Mallezais, Malleaca, Malleacum, 
a ſmall City in Pozfou in France ; ſeated in a Morals 
made by the Rivers Seure Nioreoiſe, (which falls into 
the Bay of Aquitain) and the Hautize : The an- 
cient Earls of Poz&ou and Dukes of Guyenne choſe it 
for their Reſidence, and Founded in it an Abbey about 
the Year 1030. which by P. Fohn XXIL in 1317. 
was changed into a Biſhops See; but being little inha» 
bited by reaſon of the badneſs of the Air, the Biſhop- 
rick was ſuppreſſed in 1649. and the City of Rochel/ 
ſubſtituted in its place by Pope Innocent XR. It ſtands 
nine Leagues from Rochell to the North-Eaſt, and 
five from Nzore to the South. Long. Ig. 36. Lat. 46. 
21. according to the laſt Maps. "SY wo 
Matlly, a Seigniory near Amzens in Picard), giv- 
ing name to an honorable Family of that Province. 
Maina or Maznes. or Braccio ds Maina, a City 
on the South of the Morea, ſuppoſed to have been the 
ancient Leu#tra or Tenarus in Laconia ; on the Ealt 
fide of the Gulph of Coron; North of Cape Matapan, 
the moſt South Cape of the Morea. The Inhabitants 
are called the Maznotes ; and have in this preſent War 
contributed very much to the driving the Turks out of 
the Morea, by ſerving in great numbers under the Ye- 
netians againſt them. It is ſaid it was a Common- 
wealth before : but Coronell; in his late deſcription of 
the Morea, aſſures us; it was a Fort built by the Turks 
upon the Ruins of Cer/apolx, to keep theſe Marnctes 
under ; who being impatient of. the TurksſÞ Slavery 
and extremely Warlike, had betaken themſelves to the 
Rocks and Foreſts, and would pay no Tribute to the 
Turks : thereupon the Turks began to build the Fort 
of Maw : but 2ucrins Captain of the Gulph for the 
Venetians in 1570. underſtanding their deſign, Land- 
ed, and by the nelp of the Maznotes took this Fort, 
and ruined it entirely ; by which means the Maznotes 
were preſerved, and obliged to the Service of this

Kingdom of 
Valencia ; at the diſtance -of about fxty Miles between 
Minorca to the Eaſt, and Tvsca to the Weſt; which 
three I{lands conſtituted the Kingdam of Majorca, fo 
called from this, the greateſt of them. - Its Circuit is 
near one hundred and ten Miles: the Principal City is 
Mallorca, Palma, or Majorca, which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Tarragexs, and a flouriſhi 
Univerhty, in which þ Pires a Lullius taught, vn« 
his tenets are now ex 23ſ{ztuto maintained. It is 
great, ſtrong, and has a Haven belonging to it on the 
Weltern ſhoar of the Iſland. Long. 24, 40. Lat. 40. 
oo. The Maps place 1t in Tat. 38. 26. The Inhabi- 
tants of this Iſland were of old fimous Archers, from 
whence. they were called Baleares ; at firſt they went 
naked : being ſubdued by the Carthaginians, Anne 
Mund: 3500. they became more civilized, and {cryed 
in the Carthaginian Wars againſt the Romans ; till 
together with Sparn they fell under that Republick in 
the Year.of Rome 639. 521 Years before the Birth of 
The Moors were their next Maſters ; 
who croſſing out of 4frica took Polleflion. of them 
about the ſame time they Conquered Spain. Raymund 
Earl of Bqrcelone, by the afliftance of the Genoueſe, 
expelled the Moors 'in 1102 : but the Genoneſe, as if 
they had repented this good Deed reſtored them again. 
In 1228. they were finally ex; elled by Fames King of 
Arragon. This Prince in 1230. made Famrs his Son 
King of Majorca; whoſe Poiterity enjoyed this King-

Palaca, Malacca, Aurea Cherſoneſus, a City and 
Kingdom in the Aurea Cherſoneſus, or molt Southern 
Promontory. of the Eaſt-Indies ; between Sumatr4 
and Borneo. The City ſtands on the Weſtern Shoar ; 
in Long 127.25 Lat. 03. 40. Subject to the King of 
Thor, till the Portugueſe in 1511. took 1t under A/- 

phonſus Albuquerque, who made it an Epiſcopal City : 
In 1606. the Dutch befieg'd it in vain: but in 1640. 
the Dutgh took it from them after a Siege of fix 
Months/ It is a celebrated Mart, has a large Haven, a 
{tle, and a River of the ſame name with the 
City ; lying a Mile from it to the South-Eaſt. The 
Kingdom or Promontory of Malaca, which takes 1ts 
name from this City, has the Kingdom of Siam to the 
North; and on all other fides 18 ſurrounded by the 
Ocean: it exterids from one deg. of Northern Lat. to 
Queda;in fix deg. Dr. Heylyn gives it two hundred and 
ſeventy Engliſh Miles in length : it is not of equal 
breadth: and being extremely hot and parched by the 
Sun, not very populous, or truitful; but very rich by 
reaſon of the vaſt reſort of all Nations for Trade. This 
was a part of the Kingdom of Sram, till 12555 when 
Parimiſera and ſome other of the Favan Nobility be- 
ing oppreſſed by. their own King, fled to Sange/inga 
Vxeroy for the Siamite ; who receiving them kindly, 
was by them perfidiouſly ſlain : they erected in Sica- 
pura this New Kingdom ; which being ſoon reduced 
again by the Siamite, they built the Malaca ; and 
got the Trade too from the former. The Moors join- 
ing with them, they wholly revolted from Szam, (to 
whom they had ſubmitted : ) therefore that Prince 1n 
1500. ſent a Navy of two hundred Ships to reduce 
them; and thirty thouſand Men with four hundred 
Elephants to attack them by Land : but Tempeſts 
and the diſorders of his Soldiers made this Expedition 
miſcarry. And in 1511. they fell into the hands of 
the Portugueſe. 

Malaca, Pargeus , a Mountain in Thrace, near 
mark wc Philipp: ; at the foot of which runs the River 

 Neſtus. 

Malaga, a City in the Kingdom of Granada in 
Spain 3 ſeated in a Plain on the Shoars of the Medi- 
terranean Sea; twenty ſeven Leagues from Sevzl to 
the South-Eaſt, the ſame from Cadiz to the Eaſt, and 
twenty four from Granada to the South Welt. It is 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Sevs/ here- 
tofore, now of Granada: a famous Port, much fre- 
quented on the account of its Wines ; and has the 
River of Guadalans on the Weſt of it, with two ſtrong 
Caſtles, and-an excellent Magazine. Taken from the 
Moors by Ferdinando and Iſabella, in 1487. after a 
very long Siege. In 1661. an Inundation of the Ri- 
ver ſwept away one thouſand and ſixty Houſes, drown- 
ed two thouſand Men, and made threethouland-more 
unfit for Habitation- It was built by the Phencians, 
and is mentioned by Srrabo and Pliny. Long. 16. 02. 
Lat. 36. 30. © According to the Maps, Long. 12. 42. 
Lat. 36+ 09. Th a 

Walattah, Melstene, an ancient City in the Con- 
fines of the Greater Armenia, upon the Euphrates ; 
ſeventy Miles from Samoſar to the North, and one 
hundred and fifty from Cſarea'to the North-Eaſt. It 
is an Archbiſhops See. Long. 71, 00. Lat. 40. 32 Ac- 
cording to the Maps 39. 52. 
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Les Maldives, Maidive, called the Na/dive; hy 
the Natives : there is an incredible number of them 
extending in a kind of a ſtreight Line trom nine deg. 
of Northern Lat. to two deg. beyond the Line; ard 
ſtretching from North-Weit to South-EFait, to the 
South-Weſt of the Cape of Comorz or 7vi- 'abar. They 
are very fruitful,and populous; under one King, whoſe 
Reſidences in Male, or Maldiva. Francs Pirard 
has written a particular Diſcourſe of theſe Iſlands ; ſai.i 
to be ſome thouſands in number ; and to extend three 
hundred Leagues in length : partly inhabited, partly 
not ; that where the King reſides is not above tive Miles 
in compaſs ; whoſe Revenue pfincipally co1lifts in the 
fifth part of all the fruits, and in the Confiſcation of 
Wrecks. He aſſumes the ſtyle of Sulran, King of 
thirteen Provinces and twelve thouſand Iſlands. : 
— Maldon, Camalodunum, Camulodunum, a Town 
in Eſſex, in the Hundred of Dexgy, upon the River 
Chelmer, on the Sea-ſhoar, on the South ſide of that 
Arm of the Sea called Idumanius, and about ſeven 
Miles diſtant from the Sea ; between which and it lie 
two ſmall Iſlands called Northey and Oſcy. This was 
the Royal City of Cunobelinus a Bririſh Prince ; who 
lived in the times of Tiberis and Caiigula, to whom 
one of his Sons fled. Amulus Plautius the Reman Ge- 
neral here 1n the Reign of C/audins fought Caratta- 
cus another of his Sons, and ſlew him in Battel. C/au- 
dins coming over into Br:tarn in Perſon, in the Third 
Year of his Reign, inthe 43 Year of Chriſt, took this 
City; _— -_ wo 62 called BRITANNICUS. He 
made it a Roman Colony, planting in it a Regi 
of old Soldiers ; and ordered Mohey to be "Away 
this Inſcription, COL. CAMALODUN. Cambaen 
faith, from this Money, it is Collected this Expedition 
was in the twelfth Year of his Reign, t.fiy two years 
after the Birth of Chriſt. Certain it is, this City ſoon 
felt the fury of the Brirains under Boadicia Qu. of 
the Icezz; who took ard burnt it, and put all the 
Romans to the Sword, about the Year of Chrilt fixty 
three. Yet the Romans rebuilt it, as appears by 4» 
ronmmus. Edward the San of Alfred, a Saxon King 
finding it much ruined: by the Danes, repaired ard 
fortified it with a Caſtle. liam the Conqueror had 
here one hundred and eighty Houſes in the Tenure of 
the Burgeſſes ; and eighteen waſted. In Mr. Cam- 
bden's time it was a well inhabited Town ; confilting 
of one Street of a Mile in length, built on the ridge 
of an Hill ; and having a convenient Haven. Now 
not only a Corporation, which ſends two Burgeſles to 
Parhament ; but alfo made a Viſcounty the thirteenth 
of Charles Il. and given to the late Earl of E/ex.

with the Houſe of C:bo. - x 
Malfi, Amalphis, or Amalphi, a City in the Ring- 
dom of Nap/es, in the Hither Prancipato ; honoured 
with an Archbiſhops See, and a Dukedom; but little, 
and not well inhabited. It lies on the North fide of 
the Bay of Salerno ; eleven from Salerno to the Welt, 
nd twenty two from Nap/es to the South. The Em- 
perot Lotharius TI. in the War he undertook 1n the 
behalf of Pope Inccent IE. againſt Reger K. of Sicily 
and Anacletrs in Antipope, maſtered and phindered 
this City. They pretend that here are the Bones of 
St. Andrew the Apoſtle, brought from Fudea about 
the Year 1206; and that the Seaman's Compaſs was 
invented here by Flavio Grora at) Tralzan, mn 1300. 
P. Nicholas II. celebrated a Conneil here in 1059. 1n 
which the Dukedoms of Prg/;a and Calabria were 
confirttied to Robert Guichard, the Valiant Norman, 
for his Setvices in the expulſion of the Saracens. Long.

MParca d' Fhcona, Picenum, - Marchia Aviconi- 
tana, 15a Targe Province, under the Dominion of the 
Church in Ialy : bounded on the North by the Adri- 
atick Sea, on the Weſt with the Dukedom of Urb:no, 
on the South with the Apernine, and on the Eaſt with 
Abruzzo. It has this Name from Ancona, the prin- 
Cipal City: in it. This was formerly the Seat of the 
Picentes ; who for. aiding their Allies (the Taren- 
tines ) againlt the Romans, were fubdued, and m:de 
a' Roman Province in the year of Rome 485. The 
City of Ancona being given to Pope Rachary by.

bene, to that of Azamor : on the Eaſt it has the Rj. 
ver Malava, { which parts it from Tremeſen ; ) on 
the Weſt the Atlantich Ocean,on the South Mount 4:. 
{a, and on the North the Kingdom of Fez. The 
Country is ſaid to be very fruitful and pleaſant ; a- 
bounding in Cattle, Fruits, Corn, Sugar, Oil, Hony, 
and whatever is uſefu! to the Life of Man. Divided 
into ſeven Provinces ; Which are Guzzula, Sus, Ma- 
rocco, Hea , Haſcora , Daceala, and Tedles. The 
King takes the ttyle of Emperour of Barbary and 
Marocco, Kzng of Fez, Suz, &c. Hath a great 
number of Caſtles in this Kingdom ; yet there is 
one kept by the Portugueze, two Leagues from A- 
Zamor. | 

Darocco, Marochum, Marochia, Marochium, the 
principal City, ( which gives Name to the whole ) 
called by the Spaniards, Maruccos ; by the Ita!sans, 
Marocho ; is ſuppoſed to have been the Bocanum 
Hemerum of Ptolemy 3 once one of the. greateſt 
Cities in the World, and the ancient Capital of this 
Kingdom. It is ſeated on the South Side of the Ri- 
ver Tanjiff ; an hundred and fixty Miles to the 
Eaſt, from the A-lantick Ocean , and ninety from 
the Borders of Fez : heretofore an Archbiſhops See, 
very potent; but the Royal Seat being many Ages 
fince removed to Fez, it is hardly a third part of 
what it was: on the top of the Caſtle are three 
Globes of Gold, one hundred and thirty thou- 
ſand Barbary Ducats weight z which could never 
be taken away, { as the Inhabitauts pretend ) becauſe 
they are guarded by Spirits. This City ſtands in a 
fine Plain, five or ſix Leagues from the Mountain 
Atlas, encompaſſed with very high ſtrong Walls, 
with twenty 'four Gates, which may be reckoned to 
contain one hundred thouſand Inhabitants. It has a 
Fortreſs, a ſtately Palace Royal, and. Colleges for 
Profeſſors of the. Sciences, with divers' Moſques en- 
riched with the Spoils of the Chriſtian Churches of 
Spain. The Inhabitants glory in being Enemies to 
Chriſtianity. Long. 09- 20, Late 29. 30. 

Parogna, Marognia , Maronea, Iſmaros , a 
City of Thrace ; fſeated at the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Sconenrs ; three Miles from the Mouth of the 
River Mariza to the Weſt, and the ſame diſtance 
from Aſperoſa to the Eaſt. Once a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Trajanople ; but now be- 
come the Archbiſhops See it ſelf. 

The $Þaronites, Maronite, a particular Church 
of the Eaſtern .Cbriſtians, dwelling principally about 
the Mountain Libanw in Syria, under a Patriarch of 
their own, who, reſides at a Monaſtery called Eder 
Canobin on the ſaid Mountain; yet nevertheleſs there 
are of them in Trzpols, Zidem, Damaſcus, Aleppo, 
and Cyprus. Their Name is diverſly derived : as fo 
an Epiſcopal City of their Country, called Maronia, 
in S. Ferom : from the holy Monk and Prieſt S. Ma- 
r0n, whoſe Life Theodoret writes, and whoſe Diſciples 
ſtrenuouſly defended the Decrees of the Council of 
Chalcedon againſt the Eutychians. (This perſon, 
the Maroxstes ſay, built them a Monaſtery 1n the 
begigning of the Fifth Century. ) Ajſo from ano- 
ther Marow, an ancient Monothelste. About the 
year. Ir8o, Wilkam Archbiſhop of Tyre, their 
Neighbour and Contemporary, ſays, that they did the 
King of Feruſalem great Service in the Wars with 
the Sarazens, and exceeded then the number of forty 


thouſand. Their Patriarch, afiſted at the General 
Council

Council of Lateran, in 1215. under Pope Innocent 
the Third : fince which, there have been ſeveral Em- 
balies and Treaties of Reconciliation betwixt the 
Roman See and them, under Pope Engenims IV. in 
1445. Pope Paul Il. in 1469. Pope Clement VIE. in 
1526. and 1531. Pope Gregory XII. i 1577. and 
1584. Pope Clement VIII. in 1596. Pope Pau: VI. 
in 3612. Their Parriarch atiitted again at the 
Fiſth Council of Lateran in 1516. They ſpeak a 
mixture of the Syr:ack and Arabick Languages: but 
officiate Maſs. in Syriack only, ufing the Mzsſſal of 
S. Ephrem Syrw, and the Rites and Cuſtoms for 
the molt part of the Greeks, excepting that they 
conſecrate in Bread unl/evened. Pope Gregory XIII. 
Founded a College for their Youth at Rome. 
aros. See Mariſh. 

Marotto, Miſa, a River in the Marquiſate of 
Ancona. ; 

Marpnrg, Amaſia, Marpurgum, a City of Ger- 
many, in the Landtgravate of the Upper Haſſia : at 
the Head of the River Loghne, ( which falls into the 
Rhine, a little above Coblentz ) eleven Miles from 
Frar.chfort on the Maine, to the North 3 twelve from 
Caſſel to the North-Welt, and twenty from Cologne 
to the South-Eaſt. It .has a ftrong Caftle built on 
a Hill ; heretofore a Free and an Imperial City, but 
long ſince exempted : for ſome time put under the 
Dominion of a Prince of its own, now under the Do- 
minion. of the Landrgrave of Heſſe Caſſel. Here 
was an Univerlity opened in 1535. which 1s now 1n 
ſome repute. This City was taken by the Imperialiſts 
in 1647. But the Caſtle holding. out, they plun- 
dered and deſerted it. The Marqueſs of Baden in 
this City narrowly eſcaped Death ; his Houſe having 
ſeven Cannon at once fired at it. Some would beheve 
it to be the. Mattzum of Tacitms, and the Mattia- 
cus of Ptolemy. 

Marſal, Marſalium, a ſmall, but ftrong Town, 
in the Dukedom of Lorain in France ; upon the 
River Selle , in a Marſh ; five Miles from Nancy : 
which ſtood a Siege of thirty four days, in 1663. a- 
gainlt the Forces of Lews XIV. So itrong both by 
Art and Nature, that it was thought it might have 
coſt many Mont:hsto reduce it. ; 

Marſala, L:/ybeum, a City in Sicily, ſeated upon 
the mott Weltern Promontory of that Iſland ; 
( which had of old its Name from this City ; but is 
now called z/ Capo Boco. ) Built by th: Romans ; 
a magnificent populous Town ; and well fortified a. 
gainlt the Turk/ Pirats, It itands fifty Miles from 
Palermo to the South, twelve from Trapano, and one 
hur:dred and ſixty from the neareit Coalt of Africa. 
Near this City, the Romans, under Artilius Regulus, 

ave the Carthaginian Fleet a very great Defeat 
here 18a little River that runs near 1t, called by the 
» ſame Name. Long. 36. 03. Lat. 36. 40. 

Marſan, Mar/ianus Ager, a ſmall Tract in 
Gaſcozne : the principal Town has the fame Name ; 
which lies fixteen Miles from Dax to the North-Eaſt, 
and from Bourdeaux to the South, This Territory is 
watered by the River M:doux, and hath been a V«/- 
county above fix hundred years. 

Marſaquivir, a Spanz/Þþ Port upon the Coaſt of 
Barbary, in Africa, near Oran. | 

Marſeilles, Maſſilza, Maſaiza, Phocas, a City of 
Provence. in France, upon the Shoars of the Med:- 
terranean Sea ; ſeventeen Miles to the Ealt of the 
principal Mouth of the Rhoſne, and tifreen Welt of 
Toulon, It is a great, rich, populous City ; and now 
in a thriving condition ; the Suburbs having been lately 
added to it. So very ancient, that it is ſuppoſed to 
have been built by the Phenicians. Fuſtin \aith, it 
was built by the Phocians, in the Times of Tarqui. 
mus, King of the Romans ; who in their way thithes 
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contracted an Alliance with the Infant City of Rome ; 
and did great things in their Offenfive and Detenſive 
Wars againſt the Barbarous Galfs. That, the Soil of 
their Country being barren, they were. forced to de- 
pend more upon Navigation than, Agriculture for 
their Subtiftence ; and would now and then exerciſe 
the ( then thought innocent, if not glorious) Tr.de 
of Piracy: which led them round about Jtaly, to the 
Mouth of the Rhoſne : and the pleaſantneſs of the 
place allured them to go and ſettle there ; where they 
were kindly treated by the Galls ; the King granting 
them leave togbuild the City, arid marrying his Daugh- 
ter. to their General. That, theſe were the great Ci- 
vilzers and Inſtructors of the Galls in Learning, 
Arts, and Architecture. After this they managed 
ſome Wars againſt the Ligurians : and became formi- 
dable to all their Neighbours: having great ſucceſs, 
till they interpoſed in the Quarrel. between Ceſar 
and Pompey ; being in this more Loyal to that State, 
than prudent in the eſtimation of their Forces : for 
they pretended to interpoſe between thoſe they were 
not able to force; and conſequently fell a Victim to 
the Fortunes of Ceſar, whoſe Army left them no- 
thing but their Liberty. This Calamity befel them 
about forty two years before the Birth of our Saviour. 
They recovered again as great an eſteem as ever. Ta- 
citus informs us, that in his time it was a: place where 
the Grec:zan Afability and the Provincial Thrift were 
rarely mixed, In the Fall of the Roman Empire, 
this City became a prey to the Goths and Franks : but 
in what Times I cannot affign. In 1243. after the 
Goths were expelled, it was put under Counts of its 
own; and continued fo till 1481, when it returned 
to the Crown of France : during the time it was 
under theſe Counts, about 1423. it was taken by Al- 
phonſis, King of Arragon. In 1524. it withitood 
the furious Afaults of Charles Douke of Bourbone. 
But the height of all its modern Glory was its ſuſtain- 
ing the mighty Forces and great Valour of Charles V. 
in 1536. Since the ſettling Chriſtianity here, it has ever 
been a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Yienne 
formerly, now of Arles. Its firſt Biſhop being ſaid 
to be S. Lazarus, whom Chriſt raiſed from the dead. 
That which has in all times continned to its conti- 
nuance, 1s, its excellent, fafe, large Harbour 5 and 
the Fertility of the Soil it ſtands in ; being other- 
wiſe not the belt ſeated for Traffick, there being no 
Navigable River near it but the Rhoſne, which 1s at 
ſome diftance.

Marſhfield, a Market Town in in Gloceſterſhire, 
in the Hundred of Thornbury.

Mauritania Ceſarienſis had 
Getulia to the South, the Mediterranean Sea to the 
North, T:ngitana to the Welt, and Sztifenſis to the 
Eaſt: -_ is now almoſt wholly included in the 
Weſt of the Kingdom of Alprers. Mauritania Tin- 
gitania was bounded, on all fides, by the A-lanrich 
and Medrterranean Oceans , together with Ceſarien- 
fis and Getulia : And in the time of the Emperour 
Conſtaritine, was called by the Spaniards Mauritania 
Transfretana, The name of Ti7gitana came from 
the City Tings, now Tangier. Mauritania Sitifenſis 
had for its bounds Num3dia to the Ealt, Ceſarier ſis 
to the Weſt, the Medrterrauean to the North, 
and Getulia to the South. And the Eaſtern part 
of the preſent Kingdom of Algiers ſtands in this 
Mauritania. 

Fauritz-Pplandt, Cygnea, an Iſland in the A- 
thiopian Sea, upon the Coaſt of Africa; called Do- 
cerne by the Portugueſe , who firſt diſcovered it.

above Mentz. Guſtavus Adolphus laid a Bridge of 
Boats over this River, which has not been fince conti- 
nued. See Mentz. 

La Papne, Mayenne , or Majene, Meduana, a 
River of France ; which ariſeth in the Territory of 
Seez, in the Borders of Normandy; and flowing South 
through Maine , watereth the City of Mayenne, La 
Pal, the Caſtle of Gontter, where 1t entereth Anjou : 
and a little above Angers, being angmented with 
the Sartre and the Lozr, it falls into the great Lozre 
above Nants, twelve Leagues to the Eaſt. 

$Papo, Mais Inſula, an Iland on the Coaſt of 
Africa, in the Atlantick Ocean ; one of thoſe that 
belongs to Cape Verde ; and famous for its Salt 
Works. It is under the Portugueſe. Long. 366. 4. 
Lat. 50. oo. North. 

Days, Majen/is Comitatus, a County in the Weſt 
of Ireland, in the Province of Connaught ; bounded 
on the Weſt by the Ocean , on the South with the 
County of Ga/lway, on the Eaſt with that of Roſco- 
en, and on the North with Slego. It is a fruitful 
pleaſant County , rich in Cattle, Deer, Hawks and 
Honey : taking its name from apo, a ſmall City, 
and a Biſhops See, { in the Roman Provincial called 
Mageo ;) but the Bifhoprick 1s annexed, to that of 
Tuam ; and the Juriſyiction afſigned to that of Kz/- 
la/ey, in the Barony of Tir Auley. There lies in this 
County a vaſt Lake called Lough Mesk ; in which are 
two ſmall Iſlands with ſtrong Forts, belonging to the 
Family of the Burkes, who raiſed heretofore great Re- 
bellions here. Cambden. 

Wazagan, Mazaganum , a City or Fort in the 
Kingdom of Marocco , in the Province of Ducala ; 
with a Harbour upon the Atl/antick Ocean ; and a 
very ſtrong Fort, in the hands of the Portugueſe, 
who built 1t in 1508. and in 1562. defeated a vaſt 
Army of Moors, that came to befiege it; cighteen 
Leagues from Cape Cantin to the North-Eaſt. 

Mazandzan. See Maſandran. 

Mazar, Babylon, an ancient City in Egypr. 

Mazara, a Ci'y in the Ifland of Szc:/y, on the 
Southern Shoar near the South-Weſt Cape 3 which 1s 
a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of Pa/ermo : it 
is ſeated in the Valley or Province of Mazara, at the - 
Mouth of a fina!l River of the fame name : ir has a 


large, ſafe, convenient Haven, and is well fortified : 
thirty Miles from Trepano to the South , . and tizty 
from Gergents to the Welt. 
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The Province of Mazara, is one of the three 
into which Sicily ſtands now divided on the North, 
Weſt and South. It is ſurrounded with the Sea 3 but 
on the Ealt it has the Valley De Demona, ani De 
Noto, which are the other two Provinces, The prin- 
cipal City, is Palermo 3 the reſt are Trepano, Mar- 
{ella, Mazara, and Gergents. | ; 

Mazarino, or Moracini, Madtorinm, a Caſtle in 
the Valley del Noto, in the Iſland of Sz&/{y , giving 
the Title of a Count. ; 

Pazarifci, H:ppici, a Branch of Mount Taurus 1n 
Ajia. 
gg an Iſland in the Red Sea , belonging to 
Arabia. OT ; 

Mazoure, a Town in the Kingdom of 2/Z£g ypr, 1n 
the lower part of it ; near to which, S. Lewzs, King 
of France, gave Battel to the Saracens, and was taken 
Priſoner by them, in 1250. 

Wazzo, a ſmall Town in the Yaltoline ; where 
the French under the Conduct of the Duke of Ro- 
han gained a memorable Victory over the Imper1a- 
liſts in 1635. 

Mciflaw. See M/c:ſlaw. ; 

aeaco, Meacum , a vaſt City in the Kingdom of 


Fapan, in the Iſland of Nsphon; in the Province of 
Fetſeng ; called by the Inhabitants Cabuc9ma. It has 
a Royal and Princely Palace, in which their Kings for- 
merly lived ; a fine Haven and a Fort; ftill very great 
and populous ; yet much diminiſhed, fince the Court 
went to reſide at 1/do , one hundred twenty five Miles 
from this City to the Welt ; and becauſe in the Civil 
Wars of Zapan, the greateſt part of it was burnt. 

Mearon, Mearus, a River df Galzc:a in Spazn. 

eath, Media, a County in the Province of Lein- 
ſter in Ireland, called by the Iriſh Midb : bounded 
on the Eaſt by the County of Fyngal, and Kildare, 
{ ſeparated by the River Bayne;) on the South by 
Kzldare, and Kings County ; on the Weſt by Roſcomen 
and Longford; and on the North by the County of 
Monaghen. It is divided into two parts, by the names 
of Eait and Weſt Meath. An ancient Eng/zſk Pen 
faith, it is very fruitful and pleaſant to the Eye , well 
watered with Rivers, abounding with Fiſh ; full of 
Cattle, well {upplied with Corn ; and that the Woods 
and Marſhes in the Skirts of it make the acceſs fo dif- 
ficult on all fides, that it 1s juſtly called the Cham- 
ber of Jreland. Inthe thirty eighth year of Hen- 
7y VIIE. this County being thought too big to be 
governed by one Sheriff, was divided by Act of Par- 
liament into two Counties. 

Deaur, Meldorum urbs, Meledss, Fatinum Melda- 
rum, Melde, Fatinum, a City in the Province of Bree, 
C of which it is the Capital,) and a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Sens : it is a delicate, populous 
City, ſeated upon the Marne, which divides it into 
two parts: ten Leagues from Paris to the North- 
Eaſt, eighteen from Keims to the South-Weſt , and 
twenty five from Amiens to the South, In the year 
1358. ( during the Impriſonment of Fo-n King of 
France ), it was ſacked and burnt , for complotting 
w1.h the Pariſian Faction againlt Charles the Dau- 
phine, Regent of France, Son of King Fohn. In 1421. 
the Victorious E»g/:ſh took it by Capitulation, after 
a Siege of three Months : and fome private Synods 
hive been afſembled at it. 6B. 

Mecca, Mecque,a City in Arabia; which Bellonius 
in his Obſervations thinks, was called by the Ancients 
Petrea; but others, upon better Reaſons , ſuppoſe it 
to be their Marraba, It ſtands upon the River Chai- 
bar, in a Valley; ten days Journey from Medina ; 
twice fo big as it ; and about forty Miles from the 
Shoars of the Red Sea to the Fatt. Compaſſed on all 
Sides by Mountains ; the Soil of it is dry and barren: 
yet much frequented by vaſt Shoals of Mahometans 
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from all parts every year, which come to celebrat® 
the Memory of that Grand Impoſtor Mahomet 3; who 


in 622. fir(t began to ſettle his abominable Doctrine, - 


to the ruin of fo great a part of mankind. The Ma- 


hometans pay ſo great a reſpe& to this Place, that - 


ſhould any Chrittian be found in or near it , they 
would burn him alive. For the reit, the Reader may 
conſult M. Thevenor's Travels. The Moſque ſtands 
in the middle of the City, in a deſcent , wi:h two 
Towers and a Dome of extraordinary heighth , one 
hundred Gates, and a Window to each ; adorned 
throughout the whole, with Structures, Artifices, and 
Donations, ineſtimably fine and rich. See Medina. 

Mechelen, Malines, Mechlinia, a City mn Bra- 
bant, made an Archhiſhops See by Pope Paul IV. It 
is called by the French Malines, and by the Spani- 
ards Malinas. Seated upon the River Dender, in 
the midit of the Dukedom of Brabant ; b<tween 
Antwerp, Bruſſels, and Lovain ; about four Leagues 
from each of them. Tt fell to the Biſhop of Lzege 
by Inheritance, as Heir of the Family of Berthold ; 
and in 1328. was ſold by him to Rep:nald Duke of 
Guelderland, for forty thouſand Crowns; who again 
fold it to Lemis Earl of Flanders ; who-in 1346. 
granted it to the Duke of Brabant. Before thele 
times it was an Imperial Free City , but long. fince 
exempt. Till 1503. it was the ſeat of the Great 
Council, that governed all theſe Countries z which was 
then removed to Bruſſels. 

Wechoacan, a Province of New Spain in Ame- 
rica ; between Mexico to the Eaſt, and New Galzcia 
to the Weſt ; extended eighty Leagues upon the Pa- 
cifick Ocean to the South. The City of Mechoacar 
gives it this name ; which is very great, populous, and 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Mex1co ; 
forty ſeven Spaniſh Leagues from Mexico to the 
Welt, and ſeven from the Lake of Mechoacan to the 
South. This Word, in the Indian Tongue, fignifics 
the F:iſhing-Place. 

Peckleburg, or Mekelbourg, Meckelburgum, Me- 
galopoiis, a City of Germany, in the Lower Saxony; 
heretofore a Biſhops See', under the Archbiſhop of 
Breme, and the Capital of the Dukedom of Mecke!- 
burg ; now ruined ; nothing remaining but a Caltle 
near the Ba/tich Sea, one German Mile from W:ſmar 
to the South, and'three from Swerin (which is now 
the Biſhops See ) to the North. This in the times of 
the Yandals and Heruls, was the greateſt City in 
Europe : ruined by removing the Ducal Seat to Wif- 
mar ; becauſe this Town was too big to be tortified, 
as Crantius faith, | 

The Dukedom of WBeckleburg, is a Province of 
Germany in the Lower Saxony, of conſiderable ex- 
tent : on the North bounded with the Baltick Sea, 
on the Eaft by Pomerania, on the Welt by Holſtein 
and Lawenburg,. and on the South by the Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg. It 13 now. under two Princes of the 
ſame Family : the Eaſtern under the Duke of Gu- 


ſtrow, and the Weſtern under the Duke of Swerin, 


The Vandals, Heruli, and Burgundians, were the an- 
cient Inhabitants? of this Country. The Dukes are 
deſcended from Peribi/laus , the laſt King of the He- 
ruli ; who' being:conquered by Henry the | yon , was 
forced about '1158.' to- take the Title of Duke, in- 
ſtead of King, as an Homager to the Houſe of Saxony. 
This Divifion was made'about 1592 upon the Death 
of Fohn, the laſt fingle Duke ot this intire Duke- 
dom. The Reformation was embraced betimes in 
this Country. | 
S$Þedelpad, Mede/padia, a Province of Sweden , 
which is a part of Angerman ; between Helſinga to 
the South, Angerman properly ſo called, Fempe/and 
to the North, the Baltick Sea to the Eaſt, and Dale- 
Carle to the Welt. 
Pe=- 
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. Mevbemblick, a Town in Wt Frieſland, ( one of 
the United Provinces of the Low-Countries, ) lea- 
ted npon the Zayder Sea, upon which it has a large 
and ſecvre Haven, two Miles and an half from Hoorn, 
and above eight from Amſterdam to the North. It 1s 
in the Maps Medenblick. 4 

Media , an ancient and celebrated Kingdom of 
Aſia, betwixt Armenia Major, Hyrcania, the Caſe 
pian Sea, Afſyrea, Suſiana, &c. Where are now the 
Provinces of Schirvan, Grlan, Hyerach , Agemy, and 
Dilemon in Perſia. It was in the beginning ſubject to 
the Afſyrians, till Arbaces Governour of Medta un- 
der Sardanapalus, King of Afſyria, taking advantage 
of the looſneſs of that Prince to caſt off the yoak of 
the Aſhrian Empire , eſtabliſhed a Second in Mera 
in his own perſon, Anno Mrundz 3178. according to 
the common Computation , one hundred years before 
the firſt O/ymprad, and eight hundred ſeventy fix be- 
fore the Coming of Chriſt. This Monarchy of the 
Medes continued under nine Kings, from Arbaces to 
Aſtyages, three hundred and ſeventeen years : and 
then Aſtyages loft his Crown and Throne to Cyrus, 
Anno Mundi 3495. Anno Rome 195. in the begin- 
ning of the fitth O/ympiad. The Capital City of the 
Medes, was Echatana. The others, Arſacia ( now 
Casbn, ) Cyropolis, &c. As for the name of Media, 
moſt agree to derive it from Madar, one of the Sons 
of 7apher. | 
 Wedina del Campo, Merhymna Campeſiris , a 
Town in Old Caſtile in Spain. | 

Medina Cxlit, Eceleſta, Anguſtobriga, Me- 
diolum , Secontia Fetus, Methymna Celza , a (mall 
Roman City in Old Caſtile in Spain 5 built upon an 
Hill, near the River Xalon [ Sao ;] ard gives the 
Title of a Duke to the Family de Corda, one of the 
Nobleſt Families in Spain, which pretends a Right 
to the Crown of that Kingdom. This City ſtands two 
Leapues from the Fountains of the River Xa/on to the 
Eait, thirty one from Madrid to the North-Eaſt, 
- a four from Saragoza to the South- 
W. 
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Medina del rio Deco , Forum Egnrrorum, Me- 
thymna Srcca, a Town in the Kingdom of Spazn. 

Medina Dtdonia, Aſindum, Aſſidonia, a Town 
in Andaluzia, mentioned by Prolemy 3 now made fa- 
mons, by giving the Title of a Duke to the Family of 
Griſman in Spain: it ſtands upon a Hill, nine Miles 
from Cadzz to the Eaft, twenty five from Malaga to 
the Welt ; and was once a Brſhops See, as Haubertus 
avers. 

Medina Tainabt , that is, he Crry of the Pro- 
?het; a City m Arabia, upon the River Laakic ; 
thirty Miles from the Red Sea to the Eafty, two bun- 
dred from Mecea to the North ; having a Port up- 
on the Ked Sea, called Fambsi, at the Mouth of the 
River. Long. 70. 10. Lat. 26.00. according to our 
laſt Maps. This City was of old called Zatrib ; by 
Srephanus, Fatrippa ; by Ptolemy, Latrippa; at pre- 
ſent Mertina, Medina. It is ſeated in a Plain, be- 
tween Mount Ohod to the North , and Mount Air to 
the South. Mahomet, the Grand Impoſtor, ( who 
was born here in 560.) finding bis Country-men'not 
overmuch inclined to imbrace his new Doctrines, fled 
from hence to Mecca in 61% Having there by his 
Impoſtures gathered a great/Rabble, and pretending 
a quarrel againft the Fews, ( who had a Synagogue 
in this City, ) he attempted to reduce it by force of 
Arms ; unproſperouſly at-firſt;' but with beter fuc- 
ceſs the ſecond time : thereupon he turned the Fexosſb 
Synazogue into the firlt Moſque for the Exerciſe - of 
his new Religion. They of Mecca being alarmed with 
this Conquen, in the next place took up Arms againſt 
him, and prevailed : but in the ſecond Batfel were 
defeated and ſubdued. Therefore he frxed his chief 
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Seat at Mecca, where / or here, as others (ay, 
he died in 631. at fixty three years of Age; ac- 
cording to ſome, at ſeventy : twenty three of which, 
he ſpent in propaga!mg his abominable DoCtrines ; 
thirteen at Medina , and ten at Mecca; five of 
which ten , followed his Conquering Mecca. The 
Moſque is extremely rich and magnificent, ſu- 
{tained by four hundred Pillars, which are charged 
with above three thouſand Lamps of Silver ; and 
Here there is ſeen the Tomb of Mabomert, which is a 
Coffin elevated upon Villars of Black Marble, under 
a Canopy of Cloath of Silver 'and Gold , { which tte 
Baſſa of Egypt by the Grand Seignior's Order re- 
news every year ), ſurrounded with Balliſters, and 
abundance of Lamps of Silver. __ 

The Mediterranean Dea, called by the Romans, 
Mare Internum ; by the French, Italans, and Spam 
mards, with little difterence, tl Mare Wedtiterra- 
neo; by the Germans, Die Wittellendiſh Wecer 
by the Durch , Het Wetdlanichezee 3 by the Poles, 
MWozze Modkeiemie idoce ; by the Turks, Fr 
Denghtz. This is the moſt celebrated Sea in the 
whole Worli, firſt diſcovered, and molt uſed by man- 
kind. It breaks in from the Art/antich Ocean , be- 
tween Spain and Africa, by a Streight of feven Miles 
broad, as the Ancients report it : on the North it has 
Europe, on the Eaſt Afia, and on the South Africa. 
Called by various names, as to its parts ; that Branch 
of it between Spain, France and Italy , is called the 
Tyrrhenian Sea ; that between Italy to the Weſt, 
Greece and Da/mat# to the Eaft, the Adrzatich (now 
the Gulph of PYenice, ) and the Tontan Sea: that 
which parts Greece from Afia, to the Dardanells, 
( formerly called the Agean Sea, ) is now called the 
Archipelago ; that which expands it ſelf between 
Greece and Aſia, as far as Conſtantinople , is called 
the Propontss , or Sea of Conſtantinople : and tha 
much more extended Sea , North of Conſtantinople, 
be:ween Europe , to the North and Weſt, A/ia to 
the Eaſt, and Anatolia to the South, is called the 
Euxine or Black Sea. To give an exact account of 
all the ſmaller parts of it , would too much exceed 
my narrow bounds. 

Wedniky, Mednicia, a ſmall City of Poland, in 
a” Sas » fometimes called Wome ; ſeated near 
the Fountains of the River F/:rwitz. Tt is the Sce 
of the Biſhop of Samogitia : founded by PFence/laus 
King of Poland, in 1413. fifteen Poliſh Miles from 
Memel, and the Shoars of the Baltick Sea to the Eaſt ; 
thirty from Rzga to the South-Weſt. 

Wedoc, Medulanus , a ſmall Tract in Aquitain ; 
between the Month of the Garrone to the North, the 
Bay of Aquitarn to the Weſt , and Bourdeaux to the 
Eait. There is not above three or four ſmall Towns 
in it. The ancient Meduls are underſtood to have 
dwelt here. 

_ Medway, Yaga, a River of Kent , which rifeth in 
the Weald or Wild, in the South-Weſt part of that 
County : at Pexhurſt it receives the Exen out of Sur- 
rey; fo dividing it ſelf into five Streams, it ſurrounds 
Tunbridge ; from thence paſſing North-Eaſt, it goes 
to Maidſtone, from thence to Recheſter 3 by which 
time it 1s become exceeding great, by the concourſe 
of many Rivers it takes in 1ts ſhort Courſe. Here he 
is covered by a Stone Bridge, beneath which , lie be- 
Tomes capable of the greateſt Ships : and in his Bed 
the Royal Fleet of England rides in time of Peace . 
Below: Rocheſter, he forms the Iſle of Shepey ; one of 
his Mouths entering the Ocean at Sherneſs, and the 
other at Shellneſs ; above eight Miles from each other. 
In 1667. the Dutch Fleet entered this River June 22. 
having with their Cannon battered down the Paper 
Fort of Sherneſs ; where they carried off the Royal 
Charles,and burnt and ſpoiled tour or five other _ 
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an ancient City of Arcadia, near the 
renowned for the Birth of Polybius, 
the Noble Grecian Writer of the Roman Hiſtory. 
Since Chriſtianity , it hath been an Epiſcopal See. 
But this glory , under the Turks, is changed into 
the condition of a miſerable Village. And the Pro- 
verb, Magna Croitas magna ſolitudo, was never more 
iN of 4 hasa , in ancient times cal 

ara, a City of Ac-aza , Al- 
Nie - Niſes OY ſtands at the North-Weſt Point 
of the Bay of Corinth , near the Hexamm(za or Ith- 
mus; two Miles from the Sea Shoar , twenty five 
from Athens to the Weſt , and the ſame dittance 
fom Corinth to the North-Eaſt. This was the Birth- 
place of Euclid , the Maſter of the Mathematicks : 
Lat. 38. 05. ( which is the'true height of 4rbens. ) 
Mr. FVheeler, who ſaw this place , thus defcribes it. 
It is ſituate in a Valley, between the Mountain Ke- 
rata North; (C which has a Ridge running North- 
ward, to join with Mount C:theron, at the bottom 
of the Bay of Corinth, now called Livadeſtro ; } the 
Mountain Macripalds to the Weſt towards Corinth ; 
the Mountain of Pa/aio Bouni South-Eaft , and the 
Bay of Livadoſtro North-Weſt. This Plain is reaſo- 
nably fruitful , twenty Miles in compaſs. The City 
was anciently built upon two Rocks. Now one of 
the Rocks is deſolate 3 the other has about three or 
four hundred pitiful Cottages, ( built one Story high 
and cloſe together ) the Walls of which are the ruins 
of the former Houſes, or a few Faggots covered with 
Clay : Chimnies they have none , except it be a hole 
in the top of the Houſe , or the Door. The Turks 
of them{elves abar.doned this place, after the redu- 
ion of Athens. It is now called Megra. A City, 
in the beginning , the Capital of a Monarchy under 
the Reign of twelve Kings Then a Repablick, which 
maintained divers Wars with thee Athenians and 
others; and alſo eſtabliſhed a Colony in the Ifland of 
Sicily. 

Megben, a Town in the Dukedom of Brabane, in 
the Low-Countries, upon the left fide of the Mewſe, 
three Leagues from Bo:ſleduc, It gives the Title of 
an Earldoms. : ; 

Meiflen, M:ſn14, a Territory and City of Gere 
mary, in the Upper Saxony 3 which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Magdeburgh ; and under the 
Dominion of its own Biſhop : but now m the hands 
of the Elector of Saxony, as Adminiſtrator of the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Ms/nse, It ſtands three German Miles 
from Dr:ſden to the Eaſt , nine from L k to 
the ſame Quarter, and twelve from I::temberg to 
the South, upon the Weſtern Shoar of the River Elbe, 
over which it hath a fine Wooden Bridge. Built by 
Henry the Faulkoner , who conſtituted the Marqueſs 
of Miſnia in 928. Sigzſmond, the Emperour , in 
1423 granted to its Marqueſs, ( within the 
Dukedom of Saxony) the EkCtoral Dignity. Its 
Biſhop was cne of them that led the way to the 
Reformation , by ejecting the Pardon-mongers in 
1500. In 1581. the Reformation was ſettled here, 
and the Auguſtane Confeſſion inbraced. This is at 
this day a great, rich, populous City 3 and has belong- 
Ing to it a Caſtle.

falls beneath Raverna, into the Ionian Sea; ten Miles 
from For/{s to the Sonth. This is ſaid to be a Mar- 
quiſate, and a Sovercignty, in the poſſefion of Prince 
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elfi, Me/phis, Melphia, a City of the Kingdom 
of Naples - The Bahlicars: which is a Biſhops See;

- Peltto, or Mel/iton, Miletus, a ſmall City in the 
Kingdom of Naples, in the further Calabria; which 
is a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of awe; 
but exempt from hisJuriſdiction. Pope Gregory VIL. 
tranſlated this See from Taurianuwm, ( a rumed Ci- 
ty) in 1075. This City is called Mels:4, by Cicero 2 
it ſtands between Coſenza to the North, and Regio to 
the South, forty Miles from either ; five from Nocers, 
_ the Drone Sea to the Eaſt. It has __ 
a decaying condition a long time ; eſpecially 
1638. in which it ſuffered very much by an Earth-

Mellt, Me/lum, a Kingdom in Nzgritia in Afri- 
ca, in which the River Ne er is firſt divided bet 
veral Branches.

It has a great and populous 
City of the ſame name, where the Court reſides ,

S. Wenchonlt, Sara Menehilds, a ftrong Town 
in Champazgn; put into the Hands of the Spaniards, 
by the Prince of Conde, in- 1652. and recovered to 
France in 1653. Itis ſeated in the Territory of Ar- 
gorne, ( the Capital of which it is) upon the River 
Aiſne, Axona; nine Leagues from Yerdun to the 
South, and fix from Bar le Duc to the North-Weſt. 
It has a Caftle of preat ſtrength. Baudrand writes 
this S. Menehould ; the Maps S, Manbeu. 

Wengrelta, Colchs, a Province in Aſia, in Geor- 

ia; towards the North, and the Euxine Sea, which 
Tnde it on the Welt. Abaſcia (ſeparated from it 
by the River Coraz, now called Colours, ) lies. on the 
North : Gwr:e! on the South, (cut off by the Phaſis, 
now Rione:) Imaret;a and Suſan on the Eaſt. This 
- Country is well watered, fruitful, under a Prince of 
its own, deſcended of the Kings of Georgia. It had 
a City called Sebaſtops/x, which is now ſwallowed up 
by the Waters. | See Archangelus Lambertus, and 
Sir Fobn Chardin. The firſt of which lived many 
years in this Country : the latter has lately publiſhed 
an account of what he ſaw there. For their Manners, 
ſee Georgia. The preſent Prince of Mengrelza is the 
eighth of this Fanuly, and Tributary to the Turks ; 
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whoſe Tribute is ſixty thouſand Ells of Linnen Cloti; 
made here: and this is as much as he can well afforg - 
his Revenue not exceeding 20000 Crowns per ann. 
much of which is raiſed from his Subjects, ſold for 
Slaves to the Turks to the number of ſeven or eighe 
thouſand in a year. Which with their perpetual and 
fierce Wars has ſo depopulated this Country, that the 
Prince is not able to bring above four thouſand Horſe, 
and three: thouſand Foot into the Field ; and might 
eafily be totally ſubdued by the Turks, if it were 
thought worth the while ; or poſſible to keep a ro- 
ving People, (who have neither Towns nor Cities, 
in ſubjection, wherr they are once Conquered. 

Wenteith, ' Menthitia, a County in the North 
of Scotland; Bounded on the Weſt by Lenox, and 
the Lake Lomond ; on the North by Albain ; or 
the Eaſt by Seratherne ; and on the South by Sterling 
and Lenox, The principal Town in it is Dunbla:n. 
The Dammniz inhabited in ancient times a part of this 
County, in the Opinion of Mr, Cambder. 

Dentz, Meintz, Moguntia, Magonttacum, a City 
of Germany, of great Antiquity ; called by the Inha- 
bitants, PPaynts ; by the French, Mayence ; by the 
Spaniards and Italians, Magonza. It ſtands in the 
Lower Circle of the Rhine ; upon the Rhine; fix 
German Miles from Franchfort on the Mayne to the 
Welt, eighteen from Treves, and fifteen from Spire 
to the North. Mentioned by Ptolemy and Tacitus, 
It has its Name from the River' Datn or Woin, 
which falls into the Khine over againſt it : The anci- 
enteſt City in that part of Germany; as having been 
certainly built before the Birth of our Saviour ; being 
a City in the times of Druſus, General to Auguſtus. 
( Florus, lib. 4-) In 745+ it was made an Archbiſhops 
See, inftead of FFormes ; to which it was a Suffra- 
gan See before. It was very ſeverely treated by Fre- 
derich AEncbarbus, the Emperor, in 1158. But re- 
built and reſtored by Orbo IV. In 1462. it was ta- 
ken Ofober 27. by Adolphus Naſſaw, its Biſhop : 
and whereas before it was Imperial and Free, it has 
been ever ſince ſubject to its own Archbiſhops. There 
was an Univerſity opened here.in 1482. Others fay in 
146r. Guſtavus Adoiphus entred this place in Tri- 
umph, December 14. 1631. In 1635. it was retaken 
from the Swedes : but the next year they again took 
It, and kept it till the Peace of Munſter. It claims 
alſo the invention of Printing about 14.30. A ſtrong 
Place, and well guarded (ſaith Dr. Brown ; ) has ma- 
ny Churches and Monaſteries, and ſome fair Build- 
angs, eſpecially _thoſe of Publick Concern ; but the 
narrotneſ3 of the Streets, and many old Houſes, take 
away much from the Beauty of it. It is moſt ex+ 
tended towards the River ; and that part excels the 
othey alſo towards the Land, as being more popu- 
lous, and better built, It paid to the King of Swe- 
den, as a Ranſom, above an hundred thouſand Dol- 
lers ; which ſhews its Wealth. This Prince built a 
Bridge over the Mazn here, and another over the 
Rhine: partly upon Piles of Wood, partly upon 
Boats ; the firſt of theſe is taken away, but the latter 
is continued ſtill, The Archbiſhop is Arch-Chancellor 
of the Empire, and the firſt of the Electoral Col- 
lege : in all publick Conventions he fits at the Right 
Hand of the Emperor; aud is the Succeſſor of Boni- 
Face, an Engliſhman, who very much promoted the 
Chriſtian Faith in theſe parts. This City received a 
French Garriſon in Ofober 1688. Surrendred again 
to the Confederate Forces Sept. 11. 1689. after a Siege 
of fix or ſeven Weeks. $ The Electorate of Menez, 
Moguntina Ditio, called by the Inhabitants, Paint- 
ziſche ; by the Germans, dag Charfurſtenthamb 
bon PPapntz ; is a ſmall Province in the Lower Cir- 
cle of the Rhine, under the Dominion of this Arch- 
biſhop : (tretching from Eaſt to Weſt, between the 
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Territories of eteraw and Weftcrwale to the 
North, and the Lower Palatinate to the South. The 
bounds cannot be exactly ſtated ; becauſe the Do- 
minions belonging to this Biſhoprick !ye diſperſed in 
Franconia, and the other Circles ; and render this 
Flector the leſs conſiderable. Dr. Hey/yn obſerves, 
that a Biſhop of Menez ſubſcribed in the Council of 
Colen in 347: - So' that this Biſhoprick was only Re- 
founded in 745- after the barbarous Nations had -ex- 
tirpated Chriſtianity here. Dr. Brown ſaith, the Soil 
of this Country is fertile ; abounds. with all ſorts of 
Proviſions, and excellent Wines : So that his Revenue 
will afford him fix or ſeven thouſand Crowns a year. 

Meppen, Meppa, a City in. Weſtphalia, in the 
Biſhoprick of Munſter ; upon the River Haſe, (which 
falls into the Emes, a little below Lzngen,) eleven 
Miles from Emden to the South, and thirteen from 
Munſter to the North. X

> war a great and inland Kingdom in the old 
Heptarchy of the Saxons in England ; which con- 
tained Glouceſter , Worceſter , Hereford, Stafford ,

Wetenſe, Myndus, a City of Carra, in the Lefjer 
Afia ; which is a Biſhop's See,; under the Archbiſhop 
of Srauropolis [ Santa Croce. | It 1s even now the 
Capital of the Province, and the Seat of a Turkz/7/ 
Governour ; 16 German: Miles South of Ephej7rs, npoi, 
the Archipelago ;; and five Welt of Melaſ/o, From 
this City, Caria is now called Penteſeli bythe Turks, 

MWerdin, arde, a City of Aſſyria, upon the Ri- 
ver Tigris, in the Contines of Meſopotamia 3 which 1s 
now an Archbiſhop's See in the Province of Dzarbeck, 
in the Confines of the Greater Armenia ; twenty Ger- 
man Miles from Caram:t to the Eaſt, and thirty from 
N:ſib:n: to the North. Long. 76. 30. Lat. 35. 10. | 

Nere, a Market Town in Wiltſh3re. The Capt- 
tal of its Hundred. 

Wergetheim, a Town in Francona in Germ:ny ; 
made famous by a Defeat of Turin in 1645. It 
ſtands upon the River Goltach, in the County of 
Werthaim ; four German Miles from Wur:7burgh to 
the South-Weſt, and nine from Hazlbrun to the 
North-Eaſt. 

erhern, the ſame with Myravia. 

erida, Emerita Auguſta, a City in Portugal; here- 
tofore an Archbiſhop's See, and the Seat of the Courts 
of Juliice, for the Province of Extremadura ; upon 
the River Guadzana ; twelve Miles above Badajox 
to the Eaſt, fourteen from Alcantara to the South- 
Eaſt, and twenty five from Sevi/ to the North. Now 
very ſmall, and in a declining condition ; only the 
Spaniards (in whoſe hands it 1s,) have beſtowed of 
late years ſomething in Fortifying it againſt the Por- 
eugueſe. The Archbiſhop's See was removed hence 
in 1124. by Pope Caliſtus II. to $. Fago di Compo- 
ſtella. In 1230. the Moors were driven from Meri- 
da. Some Synods have been allembled here : and 
ſome place it in New Caſtile in Spain. $S Allo an 
Epiſcopal City in the Province of Fucatan, in New 
Spain in America, towards the Gulph of Mexico.

EYerindol, the Place of the Retreat of the Vaudois, 
upon the Frontiers of the County of Venaiſſin in Pro- 
vence,which was put to Military Execution by order of 
Franczs I. King of France and the Parliament of Aix, 
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with all its Houſes, Caſtles, and People of the Re* 
form'd Religion (then in Rebellion )-in 1545. aftet 
the tryal, in vain, of other Courſes to reduce them. 

Merionethſhire, Mervinia, is one of the twelve 
Shires in the Principality of Wales; called by the 
Inhabitants, Uerionethſhire : on the North it nas 
Carnarvan and Denbigh, on the Eaſt 'Mnmtgomery, 
the South Cardigan; (cut oft by the: River Dozwy, ) 
and. on the Welt it -1s waſhed by the -[rzſh Sea. Ex- 
treamly Mountainous, Barren, unpleaſant, and expo- 
ſed to raging Winds ; having nothing of value but 
Cattel. This was the Seat of the Ordovices, a Bri- 
tiſh Clan. It was not Conquered by the Eng/:ſÞ 
till the Reign of Edward [. in 1283. In the Reign 
of Hen. IV. Omen Glendover drew this and all wales 
into a Combination againſt that Prince 3 which might 
have ended in the loſs of Wales, under a lefs Martial 
Prince than he. - There 1s in this County no Town 
of Note. | | 

Mern, Mernis, Marnia, a County in the North- 
Eait. part of Scatland 5 bounded on the South-Eaſt 
by the German Ocean, on the North- Welt by the 
County of Marr, and on the South-Welt by Angus : 
the chief Town of which is Fordun.._ It is little, and 
lies in the form of a Triangle. 

Weroe, a very great Iſland, made by the River 
Nile in /Ethiopia ; which has this name from the 
principal City in the Ifland. It is-now called Gue- 
guere ; but by the Inhabitants, *Neube. Indeed Lo- 
bus, a Portugal, (in his Hiſtory of Aehiopra, ) is 
of Opinion, there is no ſuch Ifland. at. all : and faith, 
the Nzs/e makes never an Ifland in /Ethiopra ; and 
the Ancients were much deceived in placing this pre- 
tended Iiland fo far from the Red Sea; therefore he 
1s not pleaſed with their conceit, who make the 
Kingom of Goeyaume to be Meroe: and upon the 
whole hz conchades the diftance of the place ard dif- 
ficulty of acteſs gave occation to all thoſe fictions of 
the Ancients concerning this Iſland ; which by them 
was placed in Lat. 16. 23. 

Mersburgh, Martinopolis, Merſoburgum, a ſmall 
City in Miſnia in Germany 3 Which -18 a Biſhop's 
See, under the Arehbiſhop of Magdeburgb ; upon 
the River Saal ; three German Miles from Hall to 
the South, and as many from Lezp/ich to the Weſt. 
The Biſhop of this Dioceſe imbraced the Augnſtane 
Confeſtion, in 1565. In 1592. Fobn George, Biſhop 
of it, became Elector of Saxony : his Succeflors have 
ever {ince been Adminiſtrators of this Biſhoprick ; 
being choſen, upon every vacancy, by the Chapter : 
and 1n this Right they are pofletſed of the City of 
Mersburgh ; which was once an Imperial Free Town, 
but long fince exempted. $ There is another Merſ- 
bourgh in Schwaben, upon the Lake of Conſtance, 
where the Biſhop of Conſtance reſides. 

Derſep, the Arm of the Sea, into which the River 
Dee in Wales falls. See Dee. | 

Derton-mer, a great Lake in Lancaſhire. 

 Beſember, Meſembria, a City of Thrace ; aſcri- 
bed by Ptolemy to Moeſia Inferior, and in our latter 
Maps placed in Bu/garia ; on the North fide of the 
great Mountain Hermus, upon the Shores of the Er 
xine Sea: twenty ſeven German Miles from Adri- 
anople to the North-Eaſt, and thirty two from Cons 
Jtantinople to the North-Weſt. It is now an Arch. 
biſhop's See, and in the hands of the Turks.

$peſmes, a Cattle and Seigmory in the Dioceſe of 
Bazas, in the Lower Guzenne, in France, which gives 
Name to an Honorable Family there,

heretofore making a conſiderable part of the Arian 
Empire, Its principal Cities (now ) are Caramit ,

Virgil 
mentions the antient Inhabitants with the Character 
of Equum domitor, Neptunia proles.

Meflin. Sec Merz. : 

MWeflina, ' Meſſana, an ancient and. very celebrated 
City. on the Northern Point of the Iſle of Sicz/y 3 ten 
Miles from Reggio in Italy, ſixty from Catania to the 
North, and a hundred and fifty from Palermo to the 
North-Eaft. It is a great, rich, well traded City ; 
an Archbiſhop's See ; the Capital of the Province of 
Demona; and the ſecond City i the Iſland : being 
five Miles in compaſs, having an Harbour of great 
ſafety, and wonderfully frequented by Merchants. 
Nobly built, has a Princely Palace, a well furniſhed 
Magazine, a noble Metropolitan Church ; and great 
pray of Silk Weavers. It is of a long figure, with 

r great Suburbs. The Philoſopher Dscearchus 
was a Native of this City. Charles V. in 1535. ſpent 
very much in fortifying it, and built four Caſtles to 
that purpoſe. - This City was recovered out of the 
Hands of the Saracens by Roger the Norman 1h 1060. 
The Spaniards provoked it fo far, that in 1674. it 
ſhook off their Yoke ; who were never able to reduce 
the place again under their Obedience, till March 16. 
1678. The Inhabitants pretend to have a Letter, 
which was Written to them by the Virgin Mary ; and 
certainly they have great reaſon to value that fingular 
favour. 

flo, Bermins, a Mountain lying between Ma- 
cedonia, Theſſalia, and Epirus ; called in the latter 
Maps Mezova. It ftretcheth from North-Welt to 
South-Eaſt ; and ends at the North Point of the Iſle 
of Negropont ; and ſeems to be the ſame with Mount 
Pindus, or a part ( at leaſt } of it. 

Deſuna, Medama, a River of the further Calabria ; 
it falls into the Sea about four Miles South of Nzco- 
tera. 

Meſapontum, a Town of the ancient Lucanza in 
Italy, now called Torre ds Mare. 

Metelin, Lesbos, Mz:ylene, an Iſland in the Ar- 
chipelago, on the Coaſt of the Lefler 4/ia ; fix Miles 
from its Shoars to the South. Now commonly called 
Mitelmo, from its principal City ; which 1s ſeated on 
the Eaſt fide of the Ifland, and an Archbiſhop's See. 
It has two other Cities, which are Biſhopricks : that 
1s, Gerema, and Calono. The Circuit of this Iſland 
is 140 Miles, its length from North to South 40. It 
was under the Family of the Cazeluſir, from 1355. 
to 1462, when 1t was taken from Dominico Catelue 
fio, (the laſt Prince of this Race,) by Mahomet Il. 
Emperor of the Turks. This Family being of a 
Genonueſe Extraction, the Iſland is generally faid to 
bave been fo long under the States of Genoua. Writ- 
ten alſo Mettelen. It pays eighteen thouſand Piaſtres 
Fribute to the Turks. 

Metozo, Metaiurnus, a River in the Dukedom of 
Urbino ; which arifeth in the Confines of Tyſcany, 
rear Borgo S. Sepulchro;z and running Eaft, watereth 
( faith Baudrand ) S. Angelo, and Urbino : In the 
Maps it is placed more South ; and watereth Foſſom- 
brone, i Forum Sempronit ) and fo falls into the 
- Gulph of Fenice ; between Fanno to the North, and 
Sinigogla to the South. þ 

Mectramo, or Marro, Metaurus, a ſmall River 
of Calabria the further; which falls into the Sea, ele- 
ven Mules South of Nicetera,. 
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DPetz, Meta, Metis, Mediomatricum, Divody. 
rum Mediomatricorum, a City, and Bifhop's See in 
the Dukedom of Lorratn, under the Archbiſhop of 
Trier, and the Capital of the Territory of Meſſin. It 
ſtands upon the Moſelle, where it takes in the Sele, 
( Sala ;) ten Leagues from Nancy to the North, and 
Verdun to the Eaft, and fixteen from Trier to the 
South. At firſt the Capital of the Kingdom of Mezz : 
after this, an Imperial Free City ; and being exempt. 
ed, 1t fell in 1552. into the hands of the French. 
Charles V. the fame year with a powerful Army fat 
down before it ; and omitted nothing that Courage 
or Art could dictate to recover it : but failing in the 
Attempt, fell out with the World ; and ſoon after 
reſigned all his Dominions to his Son in 1555, and 
went into a Monaſtery. Some confiderable Councils 
have been formerly aſſembled at this place. 

MWeulan, Mzulanum, a Town and Fortreſs upon 
the Serne 5 in the Government of the Iſle of France ; 
which has a Stone Bridge over the River. It ſtands 
nine Leagues above Paris to the Weſt. Henry IV. 
could not take the Fortreſs in 1589, tho he made 
himſelf Maſter of the Town. 

un or Mehun, a ſmall Town in the Province 
of Berry in France, upon the River Teure, betwixt 
Bourges and Vier;0n : ſhewing the Ruines of a Caſtle, 
heretofore demoliſhed by the Engliſh. It has a Col- 
legiate Church. $ There is another Mewn in the 
fame Province, upon the River Inde, betwixt Cha» 
teau-roux and Bruzancais: $ And a Third in the Pro- 
vince of Orleanors, under the right fide of the Loyre, 
betwixt the City Orleans and Baugency. Adorned 
with a Collegiate Church, and taken heretofore by 
the ViForious Engliſh under the Earl of Salisbury. 
In Latin, Magdunum. 

Meurs, Meurſia, a ſmall City of the Dukedom 
of Cleves, though ſeated in the - Biſhoprick of Co- 
logn ; which is an Earldom, and belongs ( together 
with its Territory,) to the Prince of Orange , by 
the gift of the laſt Counteſs in 1600, Yet the Duke 
of Brandenburgh lays claim to it, as Duke of Cleves. 
It lies two Miles from Rhineburgh to the South, one 
from the Rhine to the Weſt, about ten from C9/gr 
to the North-Weſt, and ſeven from Cleves to the 
South-Weſt. 

MWeurtre, Mourtre, Murta, Morta, a River of 
Lorrain ; it arifeth from Mount YVauge ; and water- 
ing Nancy, falls into the Moſelle, three Leagues a- 
bove Ponte Mouſon, 

Meuſe, Mo/a, the ſame with the Maes. 

Werico, Mexicum, a vaſt City in the North 
America; the Capital of New Spain, and of a Pro 
vince of the ſame name in that Kingdom ; the Seat 
of the Spaniſh Viceroy of the Weſ?-Indtes, and an 
Archbiſhop's Ses. This City ſtands upon the North 
{ide of a Lake of the ſame name ; in a mott pleaſant, 
fruitful, and large Plain, and in great part ſurround- 
ed with the Lake. _ The Inhabitants' pretend it was 
built in 1322. The Spaniards by the current and 
thread of their Story, ſay, it was built in 902. It 
was many Apes fince, the Royal Seat of the Kings 
of Mexico; had then a great and ſplendid Palace, 
called in their Tongue the Tepac; but burnt together 
with the City, wherr it was taken by the Sparzards 
in 1521. by Francis Cortez ; who rebuiit the City, 
and made it the Capital of his Conqueſts. Its Streets 
are great, ſtreight, and beautiful ; its Churches mag- 
nificent, its publick Buildings noble. It has an A- 
quaduct three. Miles long, and many Monaſteries- 
Fohn de Turre Cremata, our Countryman Mr. Gage, 
and ſome others, have given large accounts of this 
noble City ; which is the greatelt in America. It 
has no Walls, Forts, Baſtions, nor any Cannon, or 


Defence whatſoever, beſide what the number of 1ts 
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Inhabitants afford : which is a part of the Spaniſh 
fealoufie, for fear a Viceroy ſhould fet up for him- 
ſelf. In 1527. Pope Clement VII. made it a Biſhop's 
See. In 1547. Paul TI. made it an Archbiſhop's 
See; in which Year Cortez the Conqueror died. It 
was made an Univerſity in 155 1, by Charles V. As 
it is ſeated in a very low ground, fo it has often ſut- 
fered very much by Inundations of the Lake, parti- 
cularly Septemb. 21. 1629. forty thouſand of its In- 
habitants were drowned: to prevent this for the fu- 
ture, they have with great Charges found out a means 
to drive part of theſe Waters other ways. There is 
no way to the City but over three Cauſways, on the 
North, Weſt, and South fides: the latter of which 
is the longeſt. Long. 269. oo. Lat. 28. 30. _ 
. Spaniſh Leagues from the South Sea, and the ſame 
diſtance from the Shores of the Bay of Mexico. See 
Golfo di Mexico. There are alſo two Lakes of Wa- 
ter called by the name of this City : one of which is 
freſh Water, ſeven Leagues long, fix broad : the other 
is falt Water, forty Leagues in compaſs.

Wezteres, Maderiacum, Meceria, a City of France 
in Champagne, in the Territory of Rete/ozs ; built 
upon, and almoſt encompaſſed with the Mzes ; an 
very well fortified beſides. It ſtands not above half 
a League from Charleville, four beneath Sedan to 
the Welt, three from the Confines of Luxemburgh, 
and fixteen from Reims to the North-Eaſt : and hath 
a Collegiate Church. 

Dezo, Amyzon, a City of Caria, in the Leſſer 
Afia ; till extant; and a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of San&a Croce ; being ſeated between 
Magnefia and Alabanda ; thirty Miles from Miletus, 
(now Melaſſo)and the ſame diſtance from the Shoares 
of the Archipelago to the Eaſt. 77 

MPezume, oppidum novum, a City in the Kingdom 
of A/gicr, in Africa, in the Province of Tenez ; be- 
tween A/prer and Tremeſin. 

e33aba, a Province in Biledulgerida in Africa, 
with a City of the ſame name, by the great River 
between Feb and Tegorarzna to the Welt. 

DDezzovo, Pindus. 

$Ptana, Apamia, or Apamea, a City of Media. 
Long 79. 50. Lat. 34+ 20. 

tary, a River in Braſil, which receives the Ova-» 
ro Covo, and divers other Rivers ; then falls into 
the Ocean, near the Iſland of Maragnan, upon the 
Coaſt of Braſil. 

Wicolt, an Iſland of the Zgear Sea, betwixt N:- 
taria to the Eaft, and the Iſlands Tenox and Andron 
to the North. One of the Cyclades; called by the 
Antients Mycone and Myconos, It produces Wine, 
Cotton, Barley, and abundance of Game : planted 
with one only Village, which pays a yearly Tribute to 
the Turks. 

MDiddleburgh, Merelli Caſtrum, Middleburgum, 
Metelloburgum, a Town in Zealand ; the Capital of 
the Iſle of Walcheren ; made a Biſhop's See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Uereeche, in 1559. by Pope Paul 
IV; the Ws cj Church in 1551 being converted 
into a Cathedral, and the Revenues of a famous Ab. 
bey, that was here, applied to ſerve for the uſe of 
the Biſhoprick. It is great, cich, populous, extreme- 
- ly well fortified, and has been under the United 
Provmeoes ever fince 1574 : in which it was taken 
by their Forces from the Spaniards. The Abbey is 
now the Town-honuſe, S There is a Townin Flanders, 
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under the V1ited Provinces, two German Miles from 
Bruges to the North; and an Iſland in the Eaſt- 
Indies, both called by the ſame name. 

2Diddlefart, a Town in the Iſland of Fuynen, in 
the Baltick Sea ;, giving name to the Channel, Mzd+ 
deifart or Midale-Paſſage, betwixt this Iſland and 
Futland. 

$iddleſer, Mzddleſexia, Trincbantes, is bound- 
ed on the North by Harefordſhire ; on the Weit by 
Buckzngham, ( ſeparated by the River Colne; ) on 
the South by Surrey, cut off by the Thames; and on 
the Eaſt by Eſſex. divided from it by the Lea. It 
is nineteen Engliſh Miles in length, and fixteen in 
breadth ; one of the leaſt Counties in Eng/and : but 
its Fertility and nearneſs to Loxdon, abundantly re- 
compenſeth this want of Extent. The ancient Br:- 
ziſh Inhabitants were the Tranobantes : afterwards it 
was a part of the Kingdom of the Eaſ#-Saxons. 
White-hall and S. James, the Royal Manſions of 
the Kings of England, are both in this County : to 
which may be added Hampton Court, their Coun- 
try Houſe of Pleaſure : and L ON DON the Capital 
of England, is its Head. The Honorable Charles 
Sackville Earl of Dorſet, is alſo Earl of Mzddleſex, 
by a Creation of Feb. 4. 1674. Which Title was firſt 
beſtowed by K. Fames I- in 1622, on Lionel Lord 
Cranfield, Lord Treaſurer of England; whoſe Son 
Fames enjoyed the ſame ; and after him Lzonel, Bro- 
ther of James, in whom 1t died. | 

Piddleham, a Market Town in the North Riding 


d of Yorksbire, in the Hundred of Hangweſt, upon the 


River Toure. 

£Didhurſt, a Corporation in the County of Suf- 
folk, in Checheſter Rape, which returns two Mem- 
bers of Parliament. 

Dtdlewich, a Market Town in Cheſhire, in the 
Hundred of Northwich, upon the River Croke, near 
its fall into the Dane. 

Didonx, Midorius, a River in Gaſcogne in France ; 
which ariſcth in the County of Armagnac; and flow- 
eth Weſtward through Marſan, ( the Capital of which 
it waſheth ; ) then takes in the Dowſe, and beneath 
Tartas ſixteen Miles from Bourdeaux to the South, 
falls into the Adour. 

Dignone, Minio, Magnone, a River of Italy, 
which ariſeth in Sabatsna ; and flowing through S. Pe- 
ter's Patrimony, falls into the Tyrrhenzan Sea between 
Civita Fecchia and Cornetto, 

Dilan, Milano, Mediolanum, by the Germans 
called Detlandt, one of the greateſt and moſt no- 
ble Cities in Izaly; built by the Galls in the year of 
Rome 345. three hundred and fifty ſeven years before 
the Birth of our Saviour ; others ſay it was built An- 
no Mund: 2488. which is above one thouſand years 
ſooner. The Romans firſt took it in the year of 
Rome 531. Marcellus their General Triumphing for 
the Slaughter of Viridomare the Prince of it, and the 
taking this City. This City however joined with the 
Carthapinians in the Second Punickh War ; and was 
not —— without: the loſs of ſix thouſand of her 
Inhabitants. In the times of Chriſtianity, being con- 
verted by S. Barnabas, it became an Archbiſhop's 
See, and ſuffered very much from the Arrian Princes, 
though in the end it preſerved the Catholick Faith. 
Attila, King of the Huns, took and ſpoiled this, and 
ſeveral Neighbouring Cities ; particularly Florence 
and Verona in the year of Chriſt 452. The next 
that became Maſters of it were the Lombards, who 
poſſeſs'd themſelves of it about 57e. It continued 
under this Nation till 774. under a Succeflion of 
twenty three Princes. Only it is ſaid Arzbert, the fe- 
venteenth King, gave the Duchy ' of Milan to the 
Church of Rome. But the Succeſlors of this Prince 
not agreeing with the Popes, Adrian I. procured 
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Charles the Great to deſtroy this Kingdom : who 
took Deſiderius, carried him Priſoner into France, 
and put an end to the Kingdom of the Lombard, in 
the year of Chriſt 774. It continued under this Fa- 
mily, and the Emperors of Germany, till 1161 : when 
it took part with Pope Alexander FI. againſt Fre- 
derick, Barbaroſſa, and was for it raſed to the ground : 
but it recovered; and outing the Emperors about 
1221. became a Republick: and continued fo till 
1277. when it fell under O:ho by the Title of Y:ſ- 
contz, but as ſubject to the Emperors of Germany. 
Fohn Galeazo, the eighth of theſe, was made a Duke 
by Fenceſlaus T. Emperor, in 1395. It continued 
under Dukes, till Lews XII mn 150z. by the Con- 
queſt of Les, an uſurping Duke, got it ; Maximili- 
an got it from the French in 1513. Francis, a Bro- 
ther of this Maximilian, the ſeventeenth Duke, ſuc- 
ceeded him in 1529. Francis I. King of France, 
won and loſt it again in 1521. And being taken Pri- 
ſoner by the Forces of Charles V. in the Battel of 
Pavia in 1525, he was forced for his Liberty to re- 
nounce all his Pretences to this Duchy : upon the 
death of Francis Sforze, in 1535. it was by Charles V. 
united for eyer to the Crown of Spazn, under which 
it till is. At this day, after all theſe Sufterings, it 1s 
the greateſt and moſt beautiful City in Lombardy z 
the moſt populous too ; its Inhabitants being thought 
to be two hundred thouſand Souls. Its Trade is equal 
to its Greatneſs ; and the Inhabitants very rich. It is 
feven Miles in compaſs ; has one of the ſtrongeſt Cit- 
tadels in the World, with an Univerſity. It ſtands 
upon the River O:0na, three hundred and twenty five 
Miles from Rome, one hundred and fixty five from 
Venice, and two hundred and thirty from Lyons, 
Long. 31. 30. Lat: 44. 40. In the years 344. and 350, 
two Councils were here Congregated againit the Ar- 
7ians. In 355: the Arrians carried it againſt the ad- 
verſe Party, and ſent a great number thereof into Ba- 
niſhment. In 390. there was another celebrated againſt 
Fouinian. In 451. the Doctrine of the Incarnation 
of the Ward, as expreſſed in the Epiſtle of Pope Leo 
to Flavianus Biſhop of Conſtantineple, received the 
approbation of a Council at this place. In 679. 
they held another againit the Menerhelires. And di- 
vers ſince, of inferior note. $ The Dukedom of M:z- 
{an is a part of Lombardy ; bounded on the North by 
Switzerland, and the Graſons; on the Eaſt by the 
Kepublick of Venice, and the Dukedom of Placen- 
#4 ; on the South by the States of Genova; and on 
the Weſt by Montssferat and Piedmont. The Soil 
is extreamly fruitful, plain, well watered, very full 
of People, and conſequently well improved. It eſpe- 
cially abounds with Vines and Barley. Heretofore 
much greater than now : It contained twenty nine 
Cities, which are now reduced to ten; Aleſſandria, 
Bobbio, Como, Cremona, Lods, Wilan, Novara, 
Pawa, Tortona, and Vigevan. Of the Fate and Hi- 
ſtory of this Dukedom, I have ſpoken in the Deſcri- 
ption of the City : and I need add nothing here, but 
that it 1s accounted the richeſt and nobleſt Dukedom 
in Chriſtendom 3 as Flanders 1s the nobleſt Earldom. 

Milel, Lethon, a River in Africa, 1n Cyrene. 

Wiicto, Me/ita. See Melsro. 

Miletus, one of the moſt conſiderable antient 
Cities of 10124, 1n the Leffer Aſia, with a Port to the 
ZEgean Sea, upon the "ronticrs of Caria, and near 
the River Meander. Founded in the year of the 
World, according to Euſebus, 2779; and, in the 
beginning, famous above the reſt of Greece for Na- 
val Forces. They built the Town Naucratis in E- 
gYpt, and made War with Sadyatus King of Lydza. 
Alexander M overcame them, next the Romans. 
Tales the eldeſt Philoſopher, Anaximander, and 
Anximenes, were Natives of this City. 
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Milevum, XMilevis or Mela, an arcic © City in 
the divition of Numzdia, in Africa. Arnreiius, Arch. 
biſhop of Carthage, afſembled a Council here in 402. 
There was another 1n 416. at which S. Auguſtine 
atiifted. The latter condemned the Principles of P.- 
lagius and Celeſizas, touching Grace and Infanr- 
Baptiſm. ;

Milan, a Terri:ory 11 Rovergue in France ; 4ver 
/Emultanus. ; 7 

 Wiland, M:haud, Millialdum , Amilhavium, a 

City of France, in the Province of Rovergue ; in the 
Borders of Langnedoc ; upon the River Tarn, which 
watering Alby, falls into the Garonne. Its Fortitica- 
tions were razed in 1529. This City is ſeated in 
Grvaudan ; ſeven Leagues from Lodeve to the North 
and eight from Rhodez to the North Eaſt : hereto- 
fore very ſtrong. 
- Wiildenhall, a large and populous Market Town 
in the County of Suffo!k, and the Hundred of Lack. 
Ford, upon the Banks of a River running into the 
Oyſe ; adorn'd with a fair Church. 

Millt, Mslliacum, commonly called Mz/li en 
Gatnozs, is a Town 1n the Territory of Gaſtsnois 
in the Iſle of France, upon the Rivulet of Eſcolle, 
five Leagues from Meiun and twelve from Pais. 

Mito, Melos, an Ifland in the Zgear Sea, or the 
Archipelago ; fixty Miles in compaſs, very f uitful 
and well peopled ; having a City of the ſame name, 
which has a large and a ſafe Haven, defended by three 
Forts, ſeated on the South tide of the Iſland; and a 
Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Rhodes. It 
lies in the middle, between Candy and Negropone. 
Firſt inhabited by the Phenicrians ; after by the 
Greeks, who gave it this name from its abundance 
of Honey. It was the Country of Dzagoras, the firſt 
Atheiſtical Philoſopher. It has plenty of delicate 
ſpotted Marble, all kinds of Corn and Oil, Pitch and 
Brimſtone ; but it wants Wine. Over againſt it lies 
a little Iſland, called Anti-Mzlo. 

Milopotomo, Miloporamos, a Caſtle, and a City 
which has an Harbor on the North Shore of the Ile 
of Candy : alſo a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop 


of Canaza ; ſeated near the Mouth of the River Ar- 


cadius ; thirty Miles from Candia to the Welt. This 
Town and Caſtle is now in the Hands of the 
Turks. 
— Wilton, a Market Town in the County of Ken, 
in Scray Lath, not far from the Iſle of Shepey. It 
was a Place of Account in the Reign of Edward the 
Confeſſor. | ; 
Dina, or S. George de Mina, a Caſtle in Guinee, 
on the Coaſt de Or ; which is of great ſtrength, and 
has — to it a very large Harbor. This Ca- 
{tle was firſt built by the French in 1383. They 
being forced to leave it, the Poreugueſe in 1482. built 
another in the ſame place ; which continued in their 
Hands till 1637. when the Hol/anders took it from 
them. Fohn II. King of Poreugal gave it the rame 
of S. George, after his Conqueſt of it. $ There is alſo 
a River called Mzna, in the Kingdom of Alger. 
Windanao, one of the greatelt of the Phr/zppine 
Iſlands, and the moſt Southern : heretofore under 
the Dominion of the Spaniards, but now revolted 
from them ; it is in length from Eaft to Weſt, four 
hundred Spaniſh Miles; in Long. 150. Lat. between 
5- and 10. The principal City lies on the South- 
Welt ſide of the Iſland, and is of the ſame name. 
Dinden, Minda, a ſtrong City in Weſtphalsa in 
Germany ; which is a Biſhop's See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Cologn. Alſo an Imperial and Free City, 
and a Hanſe Town; governed by its own Officers; 
tho 
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tho it is but ſnall. It ſtands tiine German Mues 
from Oſuabruck, ( or Oſenburgh ) to the Eaft ; ten 
fom Hanover, and twelve from Ferden to the South ; 
upon the Weſer. Made a Biſhop's See 1n 780. by 
Charles the Great ; and it embraced the Anuguſtane 
Confeſſion in 1582. There is a Principality belong- 
ing to it, called Furſtenthumb Minden. 

Mindora, one of the P::/zppne Iſlands ; about 
a hundred Leagues in Circuit, with a City and Port 
of its own name; ſeparated from the Iſland of Luf- 
ſon by the Strezzhts of Mindora ; under the Spa- 
niards. It lies in 145 deg. of Long. North-Welt 
of Mindanao, South-Weſt of Lucana, and North- 
Eaſt of Paragoa. = 

Winchead, a Corporation in Somerſerſhire, in the 
Hundred of Carhampton, by the Sea-lide, to which 
it has. a Harbour ; electing two Parliament Men. 

Mingrela, a great Town in the Province of 
Viſapour, in the Kingdom of Decan, in the Hither 
Eaſt-Indies, within half a League of the Sea z much 


frequented by the Veſſels from Fapan, Bengale, Zey- 


lan, &c.. eſpecially Dutch, whoſe Eaſi-India Compa- 
ny keeps a Comprtorr here.

Minho, or Minno, Minius, a River 1n Sparn, 
which ariſeth in Galicia, near the Village called I! 
Caſtro de Rey: four Leagues from Mondofiedo : and 
watering Lugo and Orenſe, ( after it has divided Ga- 
licia into two parts ) it becomes a boundary between 
it and Portugal ; five Leagues beneath Ty, it pal- 
ſeth into the 4rlantigh Ocean, between Bayone and 
Lima. 

Minozca, an Iſland belonging to Sparn in the Me- 
diterranean Sea ; which belonged to the Kingdom of 
Majorca : about fifty fix Miles in compaſs, and much 
of the ſame nature with Majorca : the principal Towns 
are C:itadella, (ſeated on the Weſt fide of the Ifland ) 
and Porto Mahon a delicate Haven. 

inozt, Mzinora, a City in the Principato Citra 
in the Kingdom of Naples, being a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of 4malfi; upon the Gulph of $a- 
lerno. 

Minturnz, a ruined City of the ancient Campa- 
11a, 1n Latium, in Italy, below the mouth of the Ri- 
ver Lirs; ſhowing nothing at this day, but the 
marks of its priftine honour, in the refts of Aqua- 
dufs and Amphatheatres. It has been an Epiſcopal 
City. 

inucciano, a ſmall Town in the Territory of 
Carfagnano in Italy, under the Republick of Lucca. 
irali, the ſame with Derbene. 
tranda de Douro, a City of Portugal, upon 
the North Gde of the River Douro; twelve Leagues 
from Samora to the Weſt, and from Salamanca to 
the North-Welt ; and ſix from Braganza to the South. 
' Built in 1312. by Dz0w9fius King of Portugal ; and 
made a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bra- 
$anra, by Pope Paul IE. in 1555. Being a Frontier 
own againſt the Kingdom of Leon, in the Weſtern 
; ys Og of which it ttands, it is very ſtrongly forti- 
e 

Wiranda de Ebzo, a ſmall City in O!d Caſtile, 
Which has a Cattle upon the Ebro, in the Contines of 
Bſcay and Caſtile ; ſeventeen Miles from Bzlbao to 
the South, thirteen from Burgos to the North-Eaſt, 
and twelve from Logrono to the Weſt. 

Wirande, a ſmall Town in the County of Ar- 
magnac in France, in the Territory of A/tarac or 
Eſtrac, whereof it is the Capital, upon the River 
Baiſe: four or five Leagues from Auſeb, and ſome- 
thing more from Tarbes. 

 Wtrandola, M:randula, a ſmall but very ſtrong 
City in 1ra'y, which has a ſtrong Caſtle ; under its own 
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Duke, who 1s a Sovereign Prince, with a finall Terr'- 
tory which b2!ongs to_ it. This City {tands twenty 
two Miles from Modena to the North, ten from the 
Po to the Suuih, and twenty ſeven from Maztoua to 
the South-Eatt. 

Lo Stato deila Mtrandola, is a ſmall Dukedom 
in the Lower Lombardy ; bounded on the North by 
the Dukedom of Mantoua, on the South by that 6 
Modena. This Dukedom is a Fee of the Uuchy 0: 
Parma; ard together with Contordio, (anotiier final 
Territory ) makes the Patrimony of the Faimnily o* the 
Pct ; who obtained it froni Matz/da,Cuunteis of Par- 
ws 11 1102. Ever lince which time they lave enjoy- 
ed it. 

Mirebeanu, Mirabellum, a ſmall City in the Pro- 
vince of Pozctor in France; built upon an Hi!l, five 
Leagues from Pozttzers to the North. It is.noW in 
a declining Condition ; and its Caſtle demoliſhed ; 
having much ſuffered 1n the late Civil Wars. It is the 
Capital of the Territory of Mireba'az, 

Mirecourt, Mirecurtium, a City of the Tpper 

Lorain, towards Mount Yauge ; ſcven Leagues tom 
Nancy to the South, and from Tor! to the fatne quar- 
ter ; thirty tix trom Dyon to the North-Eaſt, fix fron 
the Contines of Champagne to the Ealt. * It us the 
Capital of the Territory of Yauge, itanding upon the 
little River Mazdon, which :al!s into the Moſe/e 
at Chalign:. 
- Wiremont, a Town in the Province of Perzgort, 
in Aquitain 1n- France, upon a ſmall River falling 
into the Yezere, ſeven or eight Leagues irom Per:z- 
gueux and Bergerac. Here there is a very long Sub- * 
terraneous Caverne, call'd /a Caverne de Cluſeau; in 
which Altars, Paintings, and rooms are pretended to 
be diſcovered, as 17 the Papans had facriticed in this 
place to the Infernal Gods. 

Direpoix, Mirapiſca, Mirapicium, Mirapincumg 
a City of the Upper Languedoc in France, in the 
County of Foxx, upon the River Gers ; three Leagues 
from Foxx to the Eaſt, and eleven from Tolouſe to 
the South. Made a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Tolouſe, by Pope Fobn XXII. In 1318; hav- 
ing been before a part of the Dioceſe belonging to that 
Archbiſhoprick. The Earls of this place, in the War 
againſt the A/bjgenſes, for their bravery, obtained the 
title of Mareſcpalls of the Faith.

# Mohacz, Mohatz, a Town in the Lower Huga- 
ry, upon the Danube ; between the River Sarw:za 
to the North, and the Drave to the South ; four Ger- 
man Miles from either, fix from Efjeck to the North, 
and nine from Colocza to the South. This otherwiſe 
ſmall Place is memorable for two great Battels here 
fought : the firſt between Lews King of Hungary,and 
Solyman the Magmtficent, in 1526 : in which that une 
fortunate Prince Lewy, (being about twenty years old) 
with twenty five thouſand Men, fought three hungred 
thouſand Turks : when being over-powered by num= 
ber, twenty two thouſand of the Chriſtian Army were 
ſlain upon the place ; five thoufand Wagons, eighty 
great Cannon, tix hundred ſmall ones, with 2ll their 
Tents and Baggage were taken by the Victors ; and 
the King in his tizght over the Brook Cr aſs teitinto a 
Quagmire, and was {wallowed-up : after which Soly- 
man took and flew two hundred thoufand Hurgar:i- 
ans ; and got ſuch a footing in this Kingdom, that he 
could never be expelled. This fatal Battel was fought 
Ofober 29. The ſecond in ſome part retrieves the 
Loſs and Infamy of the former. The Duke of Lorain 
being ſent by the Emperor with expreſs Orders to paſs 
the Drave and take Efſeck, his Highneſs July 10. 
1687. with great difficulty pafſed that River, then ex- 
tremely {welled with continued Rains: but finding 
the Prime YVifier Encamped at Efſeck with an Army 
of an hundred thouſand Men, fo ftrongly, that it was 
not potiible to Attack him in that Poſt, without the 
ruin of the Chriſtian Army ; he retreated, and repafſed 
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the 23 of the ſame Month: whereupon the 25 the 
Prime Y:ſier pafled that River at Efſeck ; and upon 
Anguſt 12. there followed a bloody Fight ; in which 
the Turks loſt an hundred pieces of Cannon ; twelve 
Mortars; all their Ammunition, Proviſions, Tents. 
Baggage, and Treaſure; and about eight thouſand 
Men upon the place of Battel ; beſides what were 
drowaed in paſſing the River, which could never be 
known : after which Victory, General Dunewa!:, Sep- 
tember 3o. found Eſſeck totally deſerted by the Turks, 
and. took Poſſeflion of it. 

MWohilow, Moh:iovea, a City of Poland, in the 
Province of Lithuania, upon the River Nieper ; in 
the Palatinate of Witebsko ; ten Poliſh Miles from 
Orſa to the South, twenty two from Smolenſco to the 
North-Weit, and eighteen from Mc:/law to the Welt. 
It is ſeated on a Hill, well fortified, full of Inhabt- 
tants': the Ruſs in 1654. took it; but the Poles in 
1656. regained the Potl{eflion of it. There is a Col- 
lege of the Feſuirs here.” 

Motenvic, a ſmall Town in the Dutchy of Lorazn 
in France, upon the River Le:lle, betwixt Marſal 
and Vic. Taken by Lews XIII. and ceded by the 
Treaty of Munſter to France 1n 1648. Its Fortifica- 
tions are demoliſhed. 

Moiſſac, a Town in the County of 2rercy, in 
Guienue in France, upon the River Tarn, which ſoon 
after falls-into the 'Garonne. This Town has been o<- 
ten taken and retaken, by times,by the Romans.Goths, 
the Kings of France, Dukes of Aquitaine, Earls of 
Tolouſs and Montfort, m the Enghiſh Conquetlts, 
and the French Civil Wars. It now has a famous large 
Abbey of the Ben?di&ines, to whom belongs the 
LEP of part of the Town, and to the King the 
other. 

Moldavia, Pars Meſie inferioris, is a conſidera- 
ble Region in Exrope ; which heretofore belonged to 
the Kingdom of Hungary, and more anciently was a 
part*of Dacia: Called by the Inhabitants, Moldeve : 
Multaus, (or Multauska) by the Poles ; and Moldar! 
by the Germans. Bounded on the North by Tranſ5/- 
vania, on the Welt by the Vpper Hnungary, on the 
Sou'h by the Danube, (which parts it from Sera, 
and Brlgaria) and on the E.Walachia. The Capital of 
it is Buchoreſt. The ſame Author tellsws on the Au- 
thority of the Count de Morſtezn, Lord Treaſurer of 
Po/and ; that it is of much preater extent than Wala- 
c/14, though otherwiſe repreſented in the Maps. This 
Country takes its name from a River or Town in it ; 
and extends from Eaft to Welt ninety French Leagues, 
from North to South ſeventy. Very fruitful, and has 
an excellent Air. The Inhabitants are Chriſtians of 
the Greek Church, under the Patriarch of Ccnſtanti- 
nople. Aﬀer Bajazer II. had- in 1485. Conquered 
Beſſarabia, the Moldavians let up a Prince of their 
own Nation.; who prevailed 2giinit the Tartars, 
Turks, and Poles. His Succeilors have not been equal- 
ly Fortunate: For after many bloody contefts, in 
1620. the Tark got finally the Mattery of the Merlda- 
v14ans ; and diſpoſed of this Principality to whom he 
pleaſed ; who paid ytarly to the Port, as a T:tbute, 
one hundred and eighty thouſand Crowns ; belides 
Preſents, and other ExaCtions ; the Turks labouring 
to Impoveriſh this People what they could to keey 
In 1686. the Poles over=ran 
all their Country, and took their principal Cities : 
They © therefore fince relinquiſhed the Ozromar 
Intereſt and voluntarily put themſelves under the Pro- 
tection of the Emperor. Anno 1688. 

BYole, a River of the County of Surrey, which 
runs through Darkzzg, and empties it” felf into the 
Thames near Hampton-Court. 

SPolfa, Me/phes, a River of the hither Principate, 
in the Kingdom of Naples ; which falls into the Tyr- 
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rhenian Sea, twelve Miles from Policaſtro to the Welt. 
Tt is written ſometimes Mo/pa. 

Molfetta, Me!/ftum, a City in the Kingdom of 
Nap!/es, in the Province of Bari, on the ſorzan Sea ; 
between Barz to the South, and Tran: to the North ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Bari. It is ſmall but well Peopled ; and born by 
the Family of Spinula, with the Title of a Princi- 
pality. 
Molina, a Town in New Caſt:/e, ſeated in a Plain ; 
between two Mountains; four Leagues from the: bor- 
ders of Arragon ; which has under it a Juriſdiction of 
ſeventy five Villages ; called, El Sennorio da: Molina, 
the Lordſhip of Molina ; which is thought {o conſi- 
derable, that the King of Spain wears this Title. 

Motingar, Mo/mmgaria, a {mall City in the Coun- 
ty of Eaſt Meath, in the Province of Leinſter in Ire- 
land; which is the Capital of that County : thirty 
Miles from Dublin to the Welt. U on a Lake. 

WMoliſe, Mzl:/irus Comitatus, a County in the 
Kingdom of Naples; between Abruzzo to the North, 
the Capitanate to the Eaſt, Terra as Lavoro to the 
Weſt, and the Princ:iparo to the South. It takes its 
name from a Caltle 1n it. 

Moloſli, an ancient People of the Kingdom of Ep:- 
rus, 1n Greece. 

Molſheim, Molſeminm, a {mall City in the Lower 
Alſatia, upon the River Breuch ; two German Miles 
from Strasburgh to the Weſt 3 in which the Chapter 
of Strasbargh (ſettled, afier they were by the Retorma- 
tion driven thence. This City was ſeverely treated in 
1677: but is now rebuilding. . 

The Molucques, Molucce, by the Spaniards 
called las Molucas, are five ſmall Iſlands towards the 
Weſtern Shoar of the Iſle of Gz1o/o in the Eaſt. Indies ; 
lying near the Le: in Long. 150. deg. called Ter- 
nata, Tidor, Machian, Motir, and Bachian. : The 
greateſt of taem is forty five Miles in Compaſs. They 
lie extended from North to South, on both fides:the 
Line ; only regardable on the account of the vaſt 
quantities of Spice, which are from hence ſent over 
all the World. About the Year of Chritt 1013. the 
Chinian Empire, being then in a flouriſhing State, 
firſt became Matters of theſe Iilands ; but not without 
Blood and Treaſure. About fixty years alter, they 
were expelled by the Inhabitants of Maiucea; ater 
whkich ſucceeded the Perfians, mixed with Aravians ; 
ar;d by the latter they were calle} the Molucca Iſles. 
The ancient Greeks and Romans knew nothing of 
them, though they had Spices from them, brought 
by the 1ud:an and Arabian Merchants by the way of 
the Red Sea. In latter.times thoſe were brought by 
Perſia to the Caſpian and Euxine Seas ; and thence 
diſp:r{cd over Chrittencom by the Genoueſe and Ye- 
netrans. After the Turks prevailed in 4/ia, the Trade 
was turned by the way of Grand Cazro, and Alexan- 
dria. But aiter the Portugueſe by many diſcoveries 
had opened their way to the Eaft=Indzes, about 1512. 
they far{t arrived in theſe Iſlands; and cut oft all Trade 
betweei the Arabians and them ; by which the Suiran 
of Egzypz lolt eight hundred thouſand Ducats a year. 
The Sp.:nzards came hither under Ferd:nando Maga!- 
haens, about 1520: whereupon enſued a Conteit be- 
tween Charles V. and on IL. ( King of Portugal) 
concerning the Dominion of theſe Iſlands: Charles re- 
ſigned his Right to Fobn for two hundred thouſand 
Ducats. About 1579. the Eng!isſh, under Drake, 
began to di flurb the Portagpdt here. About 1599. 

e Hollanc ers began to ſend numerous and itrong 

cets into theſe Scas ; by which, (and the great Wars, 
Flg Chang s which have ſince happen:d in Spain and 
aN;:uga') they have intirely pofleſied themſelves of 
Pele Vl.a:ds The Earth is extremely dry and porey, 
the a Pumice-{\cne : it drinks up, not only the Rat 
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as faſt as it falls, but all thoſe Springs and Rivers tog 
from the Hills, before they can reach the Sea: and in 
many places ſends out fire and ſmoak. The Plains are 
covered with Sand and Shells; ſo that except Spice 
it ſcarce affords any thing uſeful to the Life of Man. 

Moinbaza, or - Monbaze, Monbaza, Monbaceia, 

a Kingdom ,near the Equinoctial Line,of Janguebar, 
in Africa; betwixt the Kingdoms of 2!e://oa and Me- 
linde, of great extent : the King. who gives himſe!f 
the title of the Emperor of the World, is able to 
bring into the Field an Army of 80000 Men. The 
Capital City enjoys the ſame name, and has a ſtrong 
Cattle built by the Poreugueſe, and a fine Sea-Port or 
Haven : It ſtands an hundred and fif.y Leagues from 
Qui/oa to the North,in an Ifland of about four Leagues 
Circumference. Long. 65. oo. Southern Lat, 30. oo. 
Dr. Hey/yn placeth it Long. 72. 00. Lat. 4. 50. Fran- 
cs Almaid., the Portugal Viceroy of Africa, ſack'd 
and burnt this City in 1505. After which, the Por- 
rugueſe ſecured themſelves of the Cittadel, till 163 1 - 
when the King of Meonbaxe took it by affault, Maſ- 
ſacred all the Chriſtians, and (from a Chriſtian Con- 
vert) turned Turk again. to be protected by the 
Turks. 

Mommedi, a ſtrong Caſtle in Lora. 

- Wompellier, Mons Peſſulus, or Peſſulanus, a City 
in the Lower Languedoc 1n France ; which has been 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Narbon ever 
lince the Year 1636: when it was ſubſtituted in the 
place of Maguelone, a ruined City, by Pope Paul TIT. 
It ſtands upen the River Lez upon an 'Hill ; two 
Leagues from the Mediterranean Sea to the North, 
and fifteen from Narbon to the Eaſt. Sold in 1349. 
by Santtius, King of Majorca, (whoſe Predecetiors, 
and he till then was poſſeſſed of it) to Philip de Va- 
loſe, King of France. It is great, populous, well 
built ; and has an Univerſity, particularly famous for 
the ſtudy ot Phyfick. 

Monaco. See Munchen. 

FBonaco, Menecium, Herculss Monecis Portus, 
corruptly called Mourgues by the Neighborhood ; is a 
ſmall Sea Port Town in the States of Genoua ; of 
great Antiquity, being mentioned by Strabo and Pro» 
lemy. It is now very ttrongly fortified ;- has a ſtrong 
Cattle built on a Rock, a fafe Harbor upon the Me- 
aiterranean Sea, and a Princely Pallace belonging to 
the Family of Gr:ma/ds ; (the ſupreme Lords of the 
Town), though under the Protection of the Crown of 
France, ever tince 1641. This 1s the Capital of the 
little principality of Monaco, to which belong only 
two places more, Rocca Bruna and Menton. It 1s al- 
molt ſurrounded by the County of Nice : but on the 
Eaſt it has the States of Genoua ; and at this Town the 
Maritim 4/pes begin. It ſtands about two Miles from 
Nz37a to the Eaſt, and lixty two from Embrunto the 
South-Ea{t.

Cibenica juga, a Moun- 
tain, over which the high Road lies between Pzedmont 

Savoy. ; 
wr cf Montso, a fortified Town of the King- 
dom of Arragon, in Spain, upon an Hill, with the 
River Cinea running at its foot. ; 

R— Monconturium, a fmall Town in 
the Province of PoiHon in France, upon the afcent of 
a Hill, where the River D:ve pafſes, nine or ten 
Leagues from Pozsctzers , towards L oudun. It was 
made remarkable in 1559. by the Victory which the 
Roman Catholicks gained over the Huguenors in the 
Reign of Charles IX ; whoſe Army Royal fought un- 
der the Command of Henry Duke of Anjou, afterwards 
K. Henry Ill. and that of the Hyguenors, under Admi-

It is fmall, and'm a de- 
caying State : feated'in the Mountains; and wafhed by 
Valindares and' Sexto,twoſmall Rivolets.

Mondt, or Mondevi, Mondovs, and Montdevs, 
Mons vics, Mons Reals, a {ſtrong City in Piedmont 
in Italy; which has a Noble Ciaftle, and is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Tur:n;z the ſecond next 
to Term, within that principality, for largeneſs and-po- 
- pulouſneſs. Seated og a Mount or Hill, at the Foot 
of the Apennime ; towards the Borders of the State 
of Genona, and of the Dukedom of Montuferat : it 
had heretofore an Univeriity, which is fince removed 
to Twin. It belonged heretofore tothe Dukedom of 
Montssferat ; and at the Requeſt of Theodorus Il. 
(Marqueſs of Montisferat) was made a Biſhops See in 
1388. Pope P:us V. was Biſhop of this place, when 
he was choſen Pope. It ſtands two Miles from the 
Tanaro, fifteen from Cuno to the Fatt, and eighteen 
from Alba to the Scuth : now under the: Duke of 
Savoy. Charles Emanuel 1. Duke of Savoy, was the 
Founder of the Cathedral here, ir which they pretend 
to preſerve a miraculous Image of the Bleſſed Vir- 


gitz. 

Wondidier, Mons defideris, Mondiderium, a 
ſtrong and garvifoned Town in the tract of Santerre, 
in P:caray in Fyance, upon an Hilt, betwixt Amiens 
and Compiegne, near a little River falling into the 
Auregue. It hath repulſed ſeveral attacques of the 
Spantaras. 

 Wonemagt, or Mono-Emngi, Monemagium, a 
Kingdom in Africa, in the Lower Athiopia ; other- 
wile callxd Nemeamaje : it is a great Kingdom ; ex- 
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tending from the Kingdom of Macoco on the Weſt, to | 


that of Monorapia on the South ; the Kingdoms of 
Monbaza, and Quzloa Eaſt ; Sofala and M:ſambick 
North. But what Cities or Provinces it has, was never 
yet diſcovered by any European. | ? 

Monervino, Mzinervium, Minervinum, Mons 
Orvmus, a City in the Province of Barz, in the King- 
dom of Naples ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Barz. Small, ill built, not much peo- 
pled, and ſeated in the Confines of the Baſilzcate. 

Monfeltro, or Montefeltro, Feretrum, Mons Fe- 
retranus, Leopols, a City of Umbria, now in the 
Dukedom of Urbino, and the Capital of a Territory 
in the ſame, in the States of the Church ; commonly 
called San Leo: it is a Biſhops See, under the Arch» 
biſhop of Urb1mo. It ſtands upon the Skirts of Mount 
Feretranus, near the River Arimino, in the Confines 
of Romandio!a ; twenty Miles from Urbino- to the 
South-Weſt, and fifteen from Arimint to the South: 
giving name to an-honourable Italian Family, This 
Chair was removed to Pinna, a Town four Miles from 
it, by Pope Prius V. in 1572. 

MWonferrant, Monferrandum, a City in Auvergne ; 
in a very fruitful Soil ; from whence it has the name : 
It ttands upon an Hill about one Mile from Cleremonr, 
two Leagues from the River A/l:er, and twenty five 
from L:ox ; now in a flouriſhing ſtate, with divers 
Religious Houſes in it : The River Bedat glides by it. 


$ There is another Monferand in the Territory called, 


le Pais entre les deux mers, that is, betwixt the 
confluence of the Garonne and the Dordogne.

It is ordinarily epitheted /a fertile, for its Vineyards 
and Paſturage. | 

<onmedy, Mons medius, Mons malediftius, a 
ſmall but very ſtrong City,. in the Dukedom of £4x- 
emburgh , in the Low Countries, upon the River 
Chier ; ſeven Leagues from Virdun to the North, and 
about nine from Laxemburgh to the South-Welt. It 
ftands upon a Hill, very well Fortified ; yet. by the 
negligence of the —_— for want of Ammuni- 
tion and ſufficient Garriſons, frequently taken by the 
French. At laſt in 1657, being taken by them, it 
was by the Pyrenean Treaty yielded to France. 

Monmirail, Monmiralium, a Town in the Pro- 
vince of Brie, in France, upon an Hill ; where glides 
the River Mor, falling afterwards into: the Marne. 
S Alſo one of the five ancient Baronies of Perche- 
Gonuet. -- 

onmozency, Mynmorensacum; a Town 1n the 
wy France, rb Leagues from Pars to the South- 
Welt ; which gives the Title of a Duke to one of the 
beſt and moſt ancient Families of France, From this 
N n Tawn- 
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Town, the Valley in which it lies, Cone of the moſt 
fruitful ſpots of Ground in the whole World) 1s cal- 
led the Valley of Montmrrency. ; 

Monmozillon, a ſmall Town in the Province of 
Poiftey, in France, upon the River Gartampe, ( here 
covered with a Bridge) -and the frontiers of /a Ma-che. 

Monmouthlhire, Monumethia, hath on the North 
the County of Hereford, on the Eaft Gloceſter, on 
the South the Severn, and on the Weſt Glamorgan 
and Brechnocksbires. It is twenty four Engliſh Miles 
from North to South ; and nineteen from Eait to Weit. 
Full of Hills, Valleys, Woods and Springs: every 
where fruitful ; abounding in Corn and Cattle ; and 
injoys a temperate, healthtul, clear Air. The moſt 
ancient Inhabitants were the Sz/ures, Conquered by 
Fulius Frontinus, in the Reign of Veſpaſian, after a 
War of about an hundred years continuance,with great 
loſson the Roman Side ; nor was this County won with 
lefs difficulty by the Engliſh ; the e!ſh being intire- 
ly poſſeſſed of it when the Normans conquered Eng- 

nd : yet being conquered before Wales, it was un- 
ted to the Crown of England in the Reign of Ed- 
ward I. and accounted an Engl;ſþ County, tho lying 
on the North of the Severn. | 

onmonth, which gives Name to this County, 
ſtands between the Ie and the Monow ; over both 
which Rivers it has a Bridge: in the North-Eaſt Bor- 
der of the County ; where Monmouth, Hereford, and 
Gloceſterſhires meet, as it were all in one Center, 
Three parts of it are ſecured by theſe Rivers.

But now ruined, and 
uſed as a Farm-Houſe : there are three of the Gates 
ftanding, with a part of the ancient Wall : it is. ſtill a 
Corporation governed by a Mayor : This was alſo the 
Birth ptace of Geofry of Monmouth, the Hiſtorian. It 
now pives the Title of Earl to the R. H. Charles Mor- 
dant, Created F. of Monmouth by K. W. As before, of 
a Duke; in the Perfon of James, the late unfortunate 
Duke of Monmouth ; and it returns two Members' to 
the Houſe of Commons.

which and the River Wye ftands the Town of Men- 
month ; falling into the Severn. 

Mono Emugt, a Kingdom in 'Africa, fee Mone- 
gr, There are abundance of Elephants, with Mines 
of Braſs, Silver, and Gold, found in this Kingdom. 
A part of the Mountains of the Moon is encloſed 
therewith: and the Subjects trafick more eſpecially 
for Silk, Cotton, and Amber, with the Kingdoms of 
Qreilloa, Melinde and Monbaze. Betwixt the Eſtates 
of the Grand Negus and it, lye ſome petty principa- 
lities, which are ever in Vaſſalage to the ſtrongeſt fide. 

yt 91 City and Kingdom in the Southern 
ZEthiepia in Africa, of great extent: which contains 
in it twenty five other Kmgdoms ; and reaches from 
North to South two hundred and fifty Spaniſh Leagues. 
Cluverins ſtretches it from the /£thiopick Ocean to 
theRed-Sea. Some ſpeak particularly of an Amazo- 
nian Kingdom amongſt the reſt, where the omen go 
to War and acquit themfelves with admirable bravery. 
The Portrgrtefe call the King of Monomotapa, the 
Emperor of Gold, from the abundance of that mettal 
found in Mines and the Rivers of his Dominions. Mo- 
nomotapa (the Principal City, which gives Name to 
this vaſt and fruitful Empire) lies in Long.

a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bar; ; but 
exempt from the Juriſdiction of its Metro ;olitan. This 
City tho ſmall, is very ſplendidly and magnificently 
built : twenty two Miles from Barz to the Eaſt, and 
twenty five from Taranto to the North. ; 

Monofceit, an ancient People of Ethiopia; allo 
called Sc:opodes, and mentioned by Pl:ny. 

Monreale, Monzreals, Mons Regalzis, a ſmall Ci- 
ty in the Iſland of Szcily, which is yet an Archbiſhops 
See. It ſtands upon a Hill, about four Miles from 
Palermo to the South ; built by w:/lzam TT. King of 
Sicily. By Pope Lucius II. adorned with this Archi- 
epiſcopal Chair, in the Year 1182, at the Requeſt of 
that Prince 3 who affigned this See a large Revenue 
and built a ſtately Palace for the Archbiſhops. ; 

Mons, Montes, Montes Hannonie, the Capital 
City of the Province of Hainault, in the Low Coun- 
tries; called by the Dutch Berghen ; by the Germans 
Berg ; by the French and Engliſh, Mons : Seated 
upon the River Trovzlle, (which a little lower falls in- 
to the Harſne, ) in the middle between Doway to the 
Welt, and Namur to the Eaft ; twelve Miles from ei- 
ther ; and ten from Bruſſels to the South-Weſt. It is 
very ſtrongly feated, becauſe, all the Country about it 
may be drowned : and it is well walled, has three deep 
Trenches about it, a Caſtle in it. The publick and 
private Buildings are very Magnificent : many of them 
adorned with excellent Fountains. The French be- 
ſieged it with an Army of thirty thouſand Men, in 
1678, under the Command of the Duke of Luxem- 
burgh ; and ſo ſtrongly retrenched their Army, that 
they deſpiſed any Attempt that could be made upon 
their Camp ; yet the Prince of Orange coming up to 
the Relief of this City, bravely and reſolutely attacked 
them ; and by the Valour chiefly of ten thouſand Er- 
gliſh, Cled on by the brave Lord Ofſory), entered the 
French Camp, with their Swords drawn at high Noon- 
day ; the French General very hardly eſcaping. This 
rich, ftrong, populous City defended it ſelf againſt the 
encroachment of the French, and remained in the 
hands of the Spaniards, till 1691. when the French 
befieg'd and took it. The ancient Counts or Earls of 
Hainault uſed the title of Earls of Mons. There is a 
famous Abbey of Chanonefles init, permitted to marry. 

Wons en Puelle, a Village and Caſtle in the Cha- 
ſtellanie of L' :/le, in Flanders, betwixt the Cities 
L' ifle and Doway : where Philip le Bel K, of France 
fought the Flemings, Aug. 18. 1304. and killed of

twelve Miles from Fermo to the South-Weſt,and eight 
from Aſcoli to the North. A Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Ferme,founded by Pope S:xtus V. who 
was born here. $ There is another Monzalto in the 
Hither Calabria, in the Kingdom of Naples, which 
paſſes for the Uffugum of Livy. A Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Cozenza. $ Beſides a ſmall Town 
under the Pope in Italy, upon the Confines of Pzed-

Montanjes, Caliabrum, once a City of Luſita- 
71a, and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Me-

ſeflion of the Knights of Saint Fames; fix Leagues 
from Merzda. | 

Montargis, Montargium, a pleaſant City in /e 
Gaſtinos, a Province of France ; ſeated upon the 
River Lozg, (which falls into the Seyne) twenty five 

es from Paris to the South, and eighteen from 
Orleans tg the Eaſt. Being befieged by the Englsſh 
in 1418. 1t was burnt; and rebuilt in the Year 1528. 
fince which time it has been eſteemed the Capital of 
le Gaſt £108. 

MWontauban, Montalbanus, Mons Aureolus, Mons 
Albanus, a City of France, in the Province of Quer- 
g in Aquitam, in the Confines of Languedoc 3 which 
is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Toloſe, foun- 
ded by Pope Fohn XXII. in 1317. upon the River 
Tarn; eight Leagues from Toloſe to the North, nine 
from Caors to the South, and ten from Agen to the 
North»Eaſt. This is a pleaſant, great, rich, populous 
City : generally built with Brick, and a very ſtrong 
Place, By the Edict of Nants, (made in 1599, by 
-_ IV.) this was one of the placesput into the 
Hands of the French Proteſtants for their Security. 
They quietly enjoyed it till-the Year 1621, when it 
was In vain attempted to take it from them by a po- 
tent Siege. It had a Brick Bridge upon the River; 
which being much damnitied in this Siege, was rebuilt 
in 1667, with a flanting Inſcription in Latin.

Some imagine, that it 
was built upon the ruines of the ancient,V/ibo Palent1a. 

Montelimar, Mons limarii, a Town in Dauphine 
in France, upon the River Rubion, and about one 
League from the Rhoſmne. It is alarge, handſome, 
well peopled Town , with divers religious Houſes 
in it, arid a Cittadel : Frequently taken and retaken 
in the Wars of Re/ig10n in the laft Age ; but chiefly 
addicted to the Huguenot Party. 

Monte Marano, Mons Maranus, a very ſmall 
City in the Further Principate,ih the Kingdom of' Na- 
ples; which is yet a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Benevento. It ſtands ten Miles from Avellno to 
the Eaſt. 

Monte Pelofo, Mons Pzloſus, Pelofius, Peluſrus, 
&c- a ſmall, but populous City, in the Baſilicate, 
in the Kingdom of Naples ; which is a Biſhop's See, 
under the Archbiſtiop of Acerenza, tho exempt from 
his Juriſdiction. This Biſhoprick was inſtituted by 
Pope Ssxtus IV. in 1643. It ſtands upon the Bor- 
ders of the Dutchy of Barz, betwixt Acerenza and 
Matera. 

Montepulctano, Mons Polstianus,; a City in the 
Province of Toſcana in Italy, towards the States of 
the Church, and the Lake of Chiano, upon an Hill : 
It hath the Title of an Epsſcopal See, and may de- 
ſerve a further Remark for being the Birth-place of 
the ingenious Angelus Politianus. 

Monte D. Angelo, a City and Archbiſhoprick in 
the Kingdom of Naples. 

MWontereau faut Ponne, Mons Regalis, Monaſte- 
riolum ad Icaunam, a Town in Champagne ; where 
the Duke of Burgundy ( the ſworn Enemy of the 
Houſe of Orleans } was baſely murthered,: Seprem- 
ber 10. 1419.It ſtands ſeven Leagues from Melun 
towards Sens, at: the conjunction of the River Tone 
with the Seine: and had heretofore a Palace Royal to 
adorn it.

 Wonte=verde, Mons Virid:s, a Tmall' City in the 
Further Principate, in the Kingdom 'of Naples, in 
the Confines of Terra ds Bars ; which is a biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Conſa.. This See in 
11531. was united with: the titular Archbiſhoprick of 
Nazareth. It ſtands upon the River Ofanto ; thir-

It is boun- 
ded.on the Eaſt with the Dukedom of Milan ; the 
States of Genoua on the North, with the Territories 
of Vercells, Biella, and Canaveſe 3 on the Weſt: by 
Piedmont, (cut off from it by the Apernine ;) and 
on the South, the Dukedom of Ms/an.

3:4, did together with Mondovi belong to it : but 
now difmembred, and annexed to the Dukedom of 
MDontgatz, a Town in the Vpper Hungary, in 
the County of Pereczas ; and an Epiſcopal See here- 
tofore under the Greek Church : ſo ſtrongly fortified 
with Ditches, and three Caſtles upon a Hill, where no- 
thing can command them, that no Army without ve- 
ry great loſs is able to approach it. The Princeſs Ra- 
gotsks, a Roman Catholick Lady, Wife to Count 
Teckely, and Relict of the Prince Reporole (the laſt 
of that ancient and noble Family of Bators, which 
hath furniſhed Kings to Po/and, and Princes to Tran- 
filovania) held out this place in the behalf of her Hus- 
band againſt the Emperor in 1687 ; till after a Block- 
ade of roeh Months, ſhe was neceflitated to ſurrender, 
Fan. 25. 1688, upon theſe Conditions amongſt o- 
thers; that ſhe ſhould deliver up all the Enfigns of 
Sovereignty, in her cuſtody, wherewith Count Teckely 
had been inveſted by the Txrk, as Prigce of Hungary ; 
and take the City of YViewng tor her Priſon, not to 
remove thence without the Emperor's leave. | 
WDontgomeryp, Mons Gomerrici, a {mall Town in 
Lifeux in Normandy ; the Count 'of which uafortu- 
nately flew Henry IL King of France; with a Launce 
In a Juſt, in 1559: who afterwards joining with the 
Rebels againſt the Crown,. was ed more on the 
ſcore of this old Misfortune, than on the account of 
that Rebellion- This Town: ſtands two French 
Leagues and an half from Li/ienx to the South, and 
above three from Argentan to the Nerth. 
Pontgomerylhire, Comraru Montgomerienſis, 
one of the Twelve Shircs of W/a{es, called by the Welſh 
Sire Trefaldwin. Bounded upon the North with 
Denbigh, on the Eaſt aro aliy ic, gn: on the South 
with Radnor and Cardigen,” and .on the Welt with 
Mersongrhſhire.. Very Mountainous; but being well 
watered with Rivers 3nd Springs, nevertheleſs very 
fruitful.

One of the greateſt Cities in Europe ; extremely tre- 
quented on the ſcore of Trade, and- the common 
Reſidence of the Great Duke, or Czar of Moſcovy. 
It ftands upon a River of the ſame name ; ( which a 
little more to the Ealt falls into the Occa or Aka ; 
which at Nevogorod falls 'into the Wolga: ) one 
hundred and ſeventy Miles from the Borders of 
Lithuania to the Eaſt, fifty four Poliſh Miles from 
Smolensks, and two hundred and fifty from Be/2rade 
to the North-Eaſt. Long. 66. oo. Lat. 55. 36. This 
City is three German Miles in compaſs; and no 
doubt ( ſaith Olearius ) has been greater ; yet in 
his tune it had forty thouſand Houſes. ſn general, 
it looks like a maſs of divers Towns, rather than 
one City. The Streets are broad, but very miry ; 
the Houſes generally low, built all of Deal, covered 
with Bark and ſometimes with Flag over the Bark, 
which makes them extremely ſubject to be deſtroyed 
by Fire. The Houſes of ſome great Lords and 
rich Merchants are built -with Brick and Stone. In 
F571. the Crim Tartars made an Inroad and burnt 
this whole City, except the Caſtle : in 1611. the 
Poles burnt it in the fame manner. About 1636. 
the third part of it was burnt by Accident. In 1668. 
it was almoſt totally deſtroyed by Fire, The Caſtle 
(or Great Duke's Palace ) is fortified with three 
ſtrong Walls, and a good Ditch ; well mounted 
with Cannon. In the: midſt of it is a Steeple co- 
vered with Copper; there is in it a Stone Palace 
built for- the Prince after the I:a/ian manner: before 
it is the great Market-Place, welt ftored with all 
forts of Merchandizez and the Traders have their 
particular Places afſigned them. $ The Province 
of Moſcow is bounded on the North by Roſtow and 
Suſdale ; on the Eaſt 'by RheZan, on the South by 
Vorotina, and on the Welt by Bzelksa : the Capital 
of it is Moſcom.. This Province is very fruitful, well 
peopled : and the Dukes of it having by Marriages 
and Wars ſubdued and brought: in all the other, this 
whole Empire is commonly called by that Name :

Wotir, Motzra, one of the Molucca Iſlands in 
the Eaft-Indies, under the Line ; betwixt Gz/olo to 
the Eaſt, Tidor to the North, Machian to the 
South, and Celebes to the Weſt: It is in the Pofleſ- 
fion of the Hollanders. | 

otola, Morula, a ſmall City in the Province of 
Orranto, in the Confines of Bars; which is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Taranto. It ſtands 
at 
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at the foot of the Apennine ; ſeven Miles from the 
Bay of Taranto, thirteen from that City to the 
North-Weſt, twenty five from Bars to the Souti- 
Welt : and not much better than a Village. | 

La Wothe, a Village and Fortreſs in Lorazn, 
upon tlie Borders of Champagne ; which endured a 
Siege of five months ; but being at laſt taken by 
the French, was diſmantled in 1645+ 

Monlins, Moline, a great City in France ; the 
Capital of Bourbonnors ; ſeated upon the River Alzer, 
which watering Nevers alſo, falls into the Lozr ; 
ſixty two Leagues from Paris towards Lion, twelve 
from Newers, and twenty from Clermont. This Ci- 
ty grew up out of the Ruins of Sylvinacum, an 
ancient City not far off; and uſed to be the ordina- 
ry Reſidence of the Princes of Bourbon, who built a 
a Caſtle in it, where the Kings of France have often 
taken their Diverſion. The Tomb of Henry 2, King 
of France, is to be ſeen here. Charles IX. held a 
great Aſſembly of the Nobility and Chief men of 
the Kingdom at this place in 1565 ; pafling at the 
fame time the famous Edi& of Moulins. It attords 
good medicinal Waters, and here the Aller receives 
the River Daure. 

WPonuton, Melo, a River of France, near Bourges en 
Berry ; which flowing by the Monaſtery of S. Sulpicius, 
falls into the Greater Aveyron, Hoffman in Biturix. 

South Moulton, a Market Town in Dewvon- 
ſrire. The Capital of its Hundred. : 

Mounſter, Momonia, one of the four Provinces 
of the Kingdom of Ireland. On the North it is ſe- 
parated from Connaught, by the River Shannon ; on 
the Eaſt it has Leznſter, on the South and Welt 
the Vergivzan Ocean. It is in length from North 
to South ninety Miles, in breadth one hundred : di- 


vided into ſix Counties; viz. Limerick, Kerry, 


Cork, VVaterford, Deſmond, and Tipperary. The 
chief City is Limerick. The reſt are Caſhell, Cork, 
Kinſale, and VVaterford. The Iriſh call this Pro- 
vince own, 

The Wountains of the Moan, Montes Lune, 
are a Ridge of Mountains which run .croſs Africa 
from Faſt to Welt ; ſeparating the Kingdom of Go- 
jame to the North, from the Lower /£th:0p14 to the 
South. The Ancients ſuppoſed the Nzle to ſpring 
out of theſe Mountains ; which is found to be a m1- 
ftake : that River riſing in a Plain, on the North fide 
of thoſe Mountains. 

Mountſereti, a Market Town in Leiceſterſhire , 
in the Hundred of Goſcote, near the Srower, over 
which it has a Bridge ; and formerly a Cattle, that 
ftood upon a ſteep and craggy Hill ; but long fince 
demolithed. 

Mouſon, or Mouzon, Moſomum, a City in Cham- 
Pagrie in France, upon the Maes ; in the Confines 
of the Dukedom of Luxemburgh ; between Sedan 
to the North, and Szenay to the South ; three Leagues 
from either, and eleven from Verdune. Often taken 
and retaken of latter times; and particularly famous 
for a brave Defence it made againſt the Imperialiſts 
under the Command of Picolomins, one of the great- 
eſt Captains of his time It was finally recovered out 
of the hands of the Spaniards in 1653, and is fill 
under that Crown, Two ſmall French Synods were 
alſembled at it in 948. and 995. 

Mowcop-Bill, a noted Hill in Szaffordſh. in the 
Contines of Cheſhire, where Mill-itones are procured. 

MWozambick. See Moſambick, 

MWlciflaw. Mſc:Nlavia, a City-'in Lithuanta, of 
great ſtrength; ſeated upon the River Soſ7, in the 
Confines of Moſcovy; fixteen Poliſh Miles from Smo- 
lensko to the South, and eighteen from Moh:low+ to 
to the Eaſt. This Place was belieged in 1336. by 
Siwentr/laus, Duke of Smolensko without any Succels. 


But taken by the Ruſs ſome few years ſince ; who in 
the Reign of Sigs/mond I. ( King of Poland) had re- 
ceived a great Defeat under the Walls of it. It has 
the honour of the Title of a Palatinate. 

er, Mura, Savaria, Darus, a River of Stiria ; 
which ariſeth in the Biſhoprick of Sa!tzburgh : and 
flowing through S:zrza, watereth Gratz, ( the Capital 
of this Province ) and Fudenburgh; and a little be- 
neath Kaniſcha, talls into the Drave in the Lower 
Hungary. On the Banks of this River Count Serins 
defeated an Army of the Turks; and flew ten thou- 
ſand of them, in 1663. 

Maers, Murocin&a, a Town in the Lower Ger- 
many, mentioned by Ammianus Marcellinus ; now 
called Moers by the Germans ; and Muers by the 
French : the Capital of an Earldom and a County of 
the ſame name; between the Dukedom of Cleves, 
and the Biſhoprick of Cologn 3 under the Dominion 
of the Prince of Orange. It lies in the middle between 
the YYeſel to the North, and Newſs or Nuys to the 
South ; nine Miles from Cologn to the North. | 

Mutaco, Muiacum, a Kingdom of great extent 
:n the Higher /£:hiop:a. 

Mutachey, a great City in the Province of Suchen 
in China. 

Mulbach, Miliare, a River of Tranſplvania. | 

Muldaw, Mulda, a River of Bohemza, called by 
the Inhabitants Mulrzava. It ariſeth in the Borders of 
Bavaria, five German Miles from Paſſaw : and flow- 


ing North, watereth Budweiſs, a City of Bohemia ; 


then taking in the Sazawa and the Mzza, it paſſeth 
through Prague the Capital of that Kingdom : and 
three Miles lower falls into the Elbe. 

Malgrave, an ancient Caſtle in the North Riding 


of Torkshire, near the Sea, and not far from PFhithy : 


firſt built by Peter de Mauley in the time of Rich. I. 
and continued in the line of its Founder for ſeven Ge- 
nerations. Afterwards, through other Families, it 
came to the Sheffields. Edmund, Lord Sheffield of 
Butterwick,, Lord Preſident of the North, being crea= 
ted Earl of Mulgrave by K. Charles 1. in 1625. whoſe 
Great Grandſon by Edmund Earl of Mulgrave is the 
R. Hon. Fohn Sheffield, the preſent Earl of Mulgrave. 
Muthauſen, Mulnhauſen, Mulbuſia, a City of Ger- 
many in Thuringia, at the foot of a Mountain, upon 
the River Unſtrutt ; ſeven German Miles from Erford 
to the Weſt, and four from Eyſenach to the North. 
It is a fine City ; under the Protection of the Elector 
of Saxony ; being otherwiſe Free and Imperial. 
ulhauſen, Aria/bmum, Atalbinum, Mulhaſia, 
a City in the Upper Alſatza, called by the French Ms- 
lauſe ; ſeated upon the River Helle!. Once an Im- 
perial and Free City ; but in 1515. leagued with the 


Swiſs, and united to Suntgow. It ſtands three Leagues 


from Ferrette to the North, and Baſil to the South- 

Welt ; but heretofore belonged to Alſatia. 
Mulheim, Limzris, a Town in Saxony in Germany.

Multan, Mu/tanum, a City of the Hither Ea/t- 
Indies, upon the River Indus ; in the middle between 
Lahor to the Eaſt, and Candabar to the Welt ; un- 
der the Mogul.

now declining ; yet it 1s the Capital of a Province of

Eaſt. Firſt walled by Ocho , Duke of Bavaria, a- 
bout the year 1156. Guſtavus Adolphus . King of 
Sweden, took it in 1632. and being advifed to ruine 
the Ducal Palace, aid, he ſhould be ſorry to deprive 
the World of ſo admirable a Piece.

The Capital of Weftphalra; a Bi See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Cologne, founded by Charle- 
maigne ; and a great, rich populous City. It ftands 
upon the River Aa; ſeven German Miles from O/71a- 
burg to the South , twerity two fron Bremen tos 
wards Cologne, ( from which it ſtands erghteen,) and 
twelve from Paderborne to the Weſt. It has a ftrong 
Caſtle ; and was once an Imperial and Free City, but 
fince Particutzrly remarkable for the 
great Calarnities it ſuftained ir 1533. when ſeiſed by 
the Anabapriſts : whoſet up here Fohn of Leiden for 
their King ; perpetrating horrid Villanies , under the 
pretence of Enthufiaftick Zeal ; ard could not be 
ſupprefſed , till this = had endured. a years cloſe 
Siege. No lefs famous for a general Peace here trea. 
ted in 1648. In 1661. it was taken by Bernard its 
Biſhop, ( a man wholly addicted to War and Blood- 
ſhed) after a long Siege : ever fince, it has been fub- 
ject to the Biſhops of this Dioceſe. 

The Bithopzick of Mttnſter, called by the Ger- 
1m4ans.das Bifthum duon Munſter; is a Province in 
the Circle of Weſtphalia , in the German Empire ; 
which has its name from its Capital. Bounded on the 
Weſt with Overyſel, on the Notth with the Earldoms 
Embden and Oldenburgh ; on the South with the 
Dukedom of Weſtphalta, and the County of Marck : 
on the Eaſt by the Biſtoprick of O/naburgh, and the 
Counties of Dzepholt and Revenſperg. Almott ari 
hundred Miles in fength from North to South ; but 
not of equal breadth : and divided ito thirteen Baili- 
wicks- The principal Cities, are Munfter, Meppen, 
Vecht,and Varendorp. It 1s extremely fall of Woods 
arid Marſhes : fitter for the production of Cattle, than 
Habitation of Men.

from Aquiſgran to the North-Eaſt ; under the Duke 
of Newburgh. 

$Punſter Peinfeld, a Town in the Biſhorrick o” 
Trier or Treves , upon the Moſelle ; three German 
Miles from Coblentz to the North-Welt : under the 
Archbiſhop of Trzere. 

Dunſterberg, Mwnſterberza, a City of S:lefia ; 

heretofore ſubject to its own Duke , with the Terri. 
tory belonging to it. This City ſtands upon the Ri- 
ver Olaw ; feven German Miles from Vrati/laiw to 
the South , and the ſame dittance from Oppeien to 
the Wett. 
The Dukedom of Murſterberg , lies in Bohemia 
in the Upper Sileſia : now 1 the polietiion of the 
Emperour. Bounded by the Dukedom of Grothaw 
to the Eaſt, that of Schwesdniez to the North , and 
Bohemia to the Weſt and South. 

Dunſterthal, Yallis Monaſter:i, a ſmall Territo- 
ry in the Canton of Gotreſpunt , amonglit the 
Griſons. 

*Punzarrum, Tawrss, a Mountain in the Loſer Ar- 
menta. 

$Puradal, or El! puerto de Muradal , Saltus Ca- 
ſtulonenſis, a paſſage over the Mountains of Morena, 
leading to New Caſtile, Andaluzzia, and the Borders 
of Poreugal : where Alphonſus King of Caſtile with 
the King of Navarre , obtained ſo great a Victory 
over the Moors, as to leave two hundred thouſand of 
them dead upon the place. There was heretofore, 
nigh to it, a Town called Caftulo ( now a Village, by 
the name of Caſlona,) which gave it the Latin Name, 
of Saltus Caſtulonenfis. 

$Purat, a ſmall Town in the Province of Au- 
vergne, in France, upon the River Alagnon, at the 
foot of the Mountains ; three or four Leagues from 
S. Flour : adorned with the Title of a Y:/county. 

Wurrana, Crabra, a River in Italy, which ari- 
ſeth in Campagnia di Roma; and dividing into two 
Branches, one falls into the Teverone , ( two Miles 
above Rome, ) the other runs through Rome into the 
Tiber. 

 Wurcta, a City and a Kingdom in Spain. The 
Kingdom is very ſmall : lies on the South of New 
Caſtile, ( to which it is now united ) which bounds 
it on the North. The Kingdom of Valentia on the 
Eaft, the Kingdom of Granada on the Welt, and the 
Mediterranean Sea on the South. It is called a 
Kingdom , becauſe during its being under the Moors 
it had diſtinct Kings for many Ages. The chief Cities 
in it, are Carthagena, and Murcia , ( the Capital of 
this Kingdom. ) It is ſeated on the River Segara, in 
a pleaſant Plain, in the Confines of the Kingdom of 
Valentia ; three Leagues from Orihuela to the Welt, 
ſix from Carthagena to the North-Weſt, eight trom 
the Med:trerranean Sea, Retaken from the Moors in 
1265. and being a conſiderable and pleaſant place, 
injoys the preſence of the Biſhop of Carchagena, for 
the moſt part. 

SPuret, Muretizm, a Town in the Province of 
Gaſcoigne, in Aquitain in France ; upon the Ga- 
ronne, two Leagues from Tholouſe : near which, Ss- 
mon, Earl of Monfort, in 1213. obtained a great Vi- 
Ctory over the Albigeois and Arragonors. Peter 
( the King of Arragon ) being there ſlain, together 
with the Earl of Tholouſe ; and above twenty thou- 
ſand of their men. $ Alſo a ſmall Town in the Pro- 
vince of Limoſin, in the ſame Kingdom. 

9Ptiro, Murs, a fmall City in the Baſozlicate, in 
the Kingdom of Naples; which is a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Coſenza. It is ſeated _

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foot of the Appenine, in the Conifines of the Princi- 
pate ; twelve Miles from Coſenza to the North-Eatt, 
and twenty froth Acerenza to the Welt. 

urrap, Moravia , one of the North-Eaſtern 
Shires of the Kingdom of Scorland ; of great extent 
from Eaſt to Welt : on the North it has the Gzrman 
Ocean, and Murray Fyrth; on the Eaſt Buchan 3 
on the South Athole and Marr 3 and on the Welt 
Loquaber.

There 
is no Town of any conſideration upon it , except 
Chaurie.

$587. it was firſt fortified. In 1633. taken by Lews 
XIII. King of France. In 1661. diſmantled. But 
in 1673. the French began to refortific it ; and have 
fince made it very ſtrong. : 

Nancyan, -a City in the Province of Chiamſi, in 
the Kingdom of China. 

Nandoz Alba, Be/grade. ; 

Nangazacht, a City of Fapar , in the Iſland of 
Ximo and the Province of Figyn,with a very convenient 
Port. Pope Sixtus V. advanced it to the Dignity of 
an Epiſcopal See, under the Metropolitan of Goa. 
But at preſent it abides without a Biſhop.

Nanquin , a great City in the Kingdom of China, 
upon a Bay, and in a Province of the ſame name; 
once the Capital of this Kingdom, andthe Seat of the 
Court, and now vaſtly great and populous : But its 
Palace Royal was ruined by the Tartars : One of the 
moſt celebrated Ports in the Eaſt. 

The Province of Nanquin, ( which was once the 

teſt in this Kingdom ) is bounded on the North 

Xantum ; on the Welt by Honan and Huquam ; 
on the South by Chekiam ; and on the Eaſt by the 
Chinian Ocean. It contains fourteen great, and an 
hundred and ten ſmall Cities ; one [hundred ninety 
fix thouſand cight hundred and fixteen Families : 
Being divided into fourteen Parts, to each of which 
there belongs a great City. "Ig : 

Nanſa , Neſna, a River in Bz{cay in Sparn. 

Nanterre, Nemprodurum, Nemetodurum, a Town 
in the I/le of France , near the River Sezme, betwixt 
Paris and S. Germasn , from the” former. diſtant two 
Leagues. S. Genevieve, the Patronteſs Saint of Pa- 
74: was born at it. In the year 591-.a grand Afſem. 
bly of the Bi ghaqhawond: * -£ c m—_—_ _ 
held here, about the baptizing © ot hazre 

pied | Corbilon, Nannetes, Nannetum Condc- 
vicum, a City. in the Upper Bretagne in France; 
which is a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of 
Tours ; alſo an Univerſity , and the Capital of the 
County of Nantes : feated upon the Lozre, where it 
receives the, Ardre, at the ſoot of ſonic Hills ; twelve 
Leagues from its Mouth to the Eaſt ; ſeventeen from 
Angers, and twenty from Rennes to the South. It 
has a ſtrong Caftle and a Bridge over the Loyre. 
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Some of the ancient Dukes of Bretagne lye entombed 
in the Cathedral. There are many Churches,and Reli- 
gious Houſes in it ; and one of the 4 Suburbs is walled 
round. In the year 1342. the Enzbſh beſieged it 
without ſuceeſs. But in 1355. they took it by ſur. 
prize. Henry IV. King of France palled the famous 
Editt, in favour of the Huguenots, called the Edit 
of Nantes, here in 1598, Divers Freneh Synods have 
by times been aſſembled here alſo. ; 

The County of Nantes, is divided by the Low 
into two parts: bounded on the Eait by 4»jou , on 
the South by Poz&ou, and on the Welt and North by 
the Britiſh Sea. This retains the name of its moit 
ancient Inhabitants, who were called Nannetes by the 
Romans. 

Naples, Neapolrs, by the Italians called Napelz, 
by the Spaniards Napoles , 1s an ancient, great, rich, 
populous City : the Capital of a Kingdom in [tay ; 
called by the Turks, Jnoboln. It 1s ſeated in the 
Terra dz Lavoro, on the Tyrrhenian Sea; one hun: 
dred twenty five Miles from Rome to the South-Eatt ; 
in a fruitful pleaſant Plain, being very well watered ; 
and has a large fate Harbour, much frequented by the 
Merchant Ship of all Nations. The Viceroy ot this 
Kingdom does always reſide in this City ; and has # 
noble Palace, which belonged to the Kings of Naples. 
It is alſo a Biſhops See, inſtituted by Gregory I. zdor- 
ned with an hundred and ten magniticent Churches, 
and a vaſt number of publick and private Buildings 
of great heauty and expence : ſo that all conlidered, 
it is one of the greateſt, richeſt , and moſt populous 
Cities ot Jealy ; containing no lefs than ſeven Miles 
in compaſs : and belides the Security the Sea gives it, 
and the Neighbouring Mountains, (which ferve inftead 
of Ramparts} it has tour ſtrong Caſtles or Citadels far 
its ſecurity , which were bui't at ſeveral times by 1- 
ham Tl. a Norman , Charles I. Brother to S. Lewis 
King of France, Ferdinand King ot Argon, and the 
Emperour Charles V. In the Metropolitan Church, 
dedicated to S. Fanuarzius, they preſerve the Blood of 
that Saznt in a Glaſs, congealed ; which, they pretend, 
melts and bubbles, when the Head of the ſame Saint 
1s brought near it. And in the Church of the Ds- 
minicans , they ſhow the Crucifix, which you are 
told, ſpoke theſe words to S. Thomas Aquinas ; Bene 
de me ſcripſiſts, Thoma, quamnam mercedem habe- 

# ? whereunto he made anſwer, Nullam, domine, 
preter teipſum, The Italians give Naples the name 
of /a Gentzle , for its beauty and neatneſs; it attra- 
Cting all the Nobility of the Kingdom to it. But 
their Proverb goes further, Ma /a gente cativa : tuts 
tavia un paradiſo habitato da diavoli. The people 
are bad: it is altogether a Paradiſe inhabited by 
Devils. This City 1s lo very ancient, it is reported 
to be built by Hercules, about the year of the World 
2725. in the times of Thola, Judge of Irae/. The 
Chalcidians rebuilt , or.inlarged it ; ard inſtead of 
Parthenope, ( its old Naine ) called it Neamavrs, that 
is, the New Town. . The Romans took it trom the 
Samnites about the year of Rome 463. after three or 
four bloody Wars. Being ſubjected to that State, the 
Inhabitants of this City are much celebrated for ther 
Fidelity to Rome ; and ever after the Battel of Carne, 
would not ſubmit to- Hannibal, till he made ufe of 
force againſt them. In the year of Rome 537. ( to- 
gether with Rome , and the reſt of Italy, in the fifth 
Century ) this City became a prey to the Gorhs, 
and other Barbarous Nations: among(t them to the 
Lombards; from whom it paſſed to Charles the 
Great. After this, it fell under the Saracens. In 
1008, the Normans began under Tancred to enter 
upon this Stage ; whoſe Children drove out both the 
Greeks and Saracens , and poſletſed this City and 


Kingdom under the Title of Earls of Calabria. It:

1216. there was an Univerſity opened here by Frede- 
rick TT. Emperour of Germany. Thereſt of its Fate 
depends on the Changes in the -Kingdom ; except 
that prodigious Revolution in 1647. when one Ma- 
ſanello, a poor Fiſher Boy , appearing againſt the 
Spaniards , ( who had over-much oppreſſed this 
populous City by their Impoſitions, ) raiſed {uch a 
ſtorm againſt them, as bid fair for the excluding them 
for ever out of that Kingdom. In Fune 1688. 
Naples (\uffered extraordinarily by an Earthquake , 
ſeveral days. : 

The Kingdom of Naples , ( Neopolitanum Reg- 
num) has its name from its principal City 3 | but was 
at firſt called the Kingdom of Szc:ly, as it is till in 
all the Publick Acts. It is bounded on the Weſt with 
the Lands of the Church; and on all other fides ſur- 
rounded with the Mediterranean Sea. Under the 
firſt Kings it was divided into four parts: at preſent 
into twelve Provinces or Counties : it has about thirty 
Cities, great and ſmall. Its length from North to 
South, ninety German Miles ; ( that is from the River 
of Tronto,to the Cape of Spartivento: ) and its breadth 
from Cape Maſſa, not far from Naples, to Cape Gar- 
gani , ( or Monte di S. Angelo, ') on the Venetian 
Gulph, thirty. About the year of Chriſt 1000. this 
Kingdom was miſerably harraſed by the Saracens and 
Greeks, then expelling the Children of Charles the 
Great. - The Normans drove out firit the Saracens, 
and then the Greeks. In 1125. Pope Anacletus II. 
gave this Kingdom to Roger Earl of Szcily ; exclu- 
ding the Children of W:llzam, his Elder Brother. In 
1196. another Uſurper diſpoſſefſed this Line ;- and 
called in Henry VI. Emperour of Germany. His Po- 
fterity injoyed it till 1261. when Charles Earl: of 
Anjou entered and flew Manfred IV. the laſt of the 
German Line. His Poſterity injoyed it four Deſcents 
more 3 When Charles IV. in the year 1371. en- 
tered and flew Foan Queen of Naples. In the 
year 1434- Alphonſo, King of Arragon, partly by 
Adoption , and partly by Conqueſt, got this King- 
dom from another Foan , the third of the Carolne 
Deſcent. His Poſterity injoyed it five Deſcents; till 
Ferdinand IIT. King of Caſt:le and Arragon diſ- 
poſſeſſed them in 1503. In this Family it is at 
this day ; Charles, the preſent King of Spazr,, being 
the fixth from Ferdinando. 

Napo, a River of the Kingdom of Peru in South 
America , patling by Avila in the Province of 9u1- 
- 70s, to join it ſelf with the River of Amazons. 

Napoli di Barbaria, a Town near Tripols in 
Barbary : called alſo Lebeda and Lepe. 

Napoli Di Nalvaſia. See Malvaſ/ia. 

Napoli dt Romania, Naupl:a, Anaplia, a City on 
the Eaſtern Shoar of the Morea, in the Province of 
Romanza ; anciently a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Corinth ; but that City being ruined, it be- 
came an Archbiſhoprick it ſelf. This City ſtands up- 
on the River Inachus ; fixty Miles from Miſitra 
to the North-Eaſt , fifty five from Athens to the 
North-Weſt, and thirty fix from Corinth to the 
South. Surrounded on all ſides, but the North, with 
the Sea ; its Shoars are fo very high and ſteep, that 
an Enemy can neither land, nor batter its Walls with 
their Cannon. On the Weſt it has a large and ſafe 
Haven, ſecured by a Fort built upon a Rock in the 
midſt of its Mouth ; and fhut up on both ſides 
by two Chains : which from this Fort reach to the 
Town on the North ſide, and to another Fort on 
the Continent to the South. The Mountain of Pa- 
lamede on the North commands the Town : in all 
other points , it 1s ſituated as well for Defence as 
Commerce, equal to any place in Europe. Said to 
have been built by Nauplzus, a Son of Hercules ; and 
to have been one of the moſt ancient Towns tn the 
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Morea. It .was firſt taken from the Greeks by the 
Venetians and French, in 1205, But it did not 
long remain in their hands, before it was retaken, 
with the ſlaughter of all their Garriſon and Gover- 
nour. In the thirteenth Century it fell into the hands 
of Mary d' Erigane , Relidt of Peter, Son of Frede- 
rick Cornar Piſcopia. This Lady not being able to 
preſerve it from the Turks , religned it to the. Vene- 
tians 1n 1383. who fortified 1t : the Turks however 
frequently attempted'-it- Mahomer II. ſent Mach- 
mut, a Baſſa, with a potent Army to reduce it by 
force ; which deſign miſcarried in 1460. Aﬀtec 
him, Solyman the Magnificent, in 1537. agaia- 
beſieged it ; and loſt a great part of his Army, 
to no purpoſe, before it: but about two years after 
upon a Treaty , the Fenetians ſurrendred it, to pur- 
chaſe a Peace of him. In 1686. the Venetians again 
came before it with a conſiderable Fleet and Ar- 
my 3 and having beaten the Seraſquier of the 
Morea, and poſlſefſed themſelves L Mount Pala- 
mede, forced the Town to ſurrender. It was the ordi- 
nary Reſidence of a Sangiack,, and inhabited by a 
great number of Greeks, with others. 

Golfo di Napolt, in which this City ſtands , was 
of old called Sinus Argolicus. 

Napolonuſe , Neapols, an ancient Town in Pale- 
ſtine , at the foot of the Mountain Gerizim, other- 
wiſe called S:char , Sichem, Nabartho and Mrothia. 
in the year 1120. the Patriarch of /eruſalem afſem- 
bled a Council at it. It is miſplaced, by Euſebins 
and Epiphanius, near Fericho. 

Narbarth, a Market Town in Pembrockshire., 
The Capital of its Hundred. | 

Narbon , Narbo, Narbona, Narbo Martius, Civi- 
tas Atacinorum, Colonia Decumanorum, an ancient 
Roman City in Languedoc, in France ; built by the 
Romans, ( as Polybns faith, ) in the one hundred and 
fixtieth O/ymp. one hundred and thirty eight years be- 
fore the Birth of our Saviour ; an Archbiſhops See, 
ſeated upon a Branch of the River Aude , (which 
was made by the Romans, ) and commonly called 
la Robine ; twelve Miles from the Shoars of the Me- 
diterraxean Sea to the North, ten from Carcaſſone 
to the Eaſt , and ſixteen from Mompellier to the 
Weſt: Fuizus Ceſar, Craſſus and Tiberius , obliged 
this City with confiderable Privileges. The Procon- 
ſuls of Gal/iza Narbonenſis made it their Reſidence , 
built a Capitol, an Amphitheatre, Schools, Baths, A- = 
quaducts , with all the Marks of the Majeſty of the 
Romans, 1 it. In 435. the Wiſigoths befieged and 
and took it. In the times of the -firit Kings of France, 
Tholouſe it ſelf was a Suffragan to this Archbiſhop. In 
733. this City was taken by the Moors or Saracens; and 
much ruined, till Char/es Martel recovered it again 
out of their hands. To prevent this for the future, 
its Fortifications are carefully kept : which, with the 
number of its Inhabitants, give it a ſufficient ſecu- 
rity. Yet taken by the Black Prince, in an Inro1d he 
made with a ſmall Army from Bowurdeaux in 1355. 
It contains five Pariſhes ; was heretofore governed by 
its own YViſcounts and Dukes ; and fome write , that 
Paulus Sergius, the Proconſul converted by. S. Paul, 
was its firſt Biſhop. Several ſmall French Synods 
have been afſembled at it. 

Narden. See Naerden. ; io 

Nardo, Ner:z#um, a City in the Province of O- 
tranto, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which 1s a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Brind/t; but ex- 
empt from his Juriſdiction. Built in a Plain ; four 
Miles from the Bay of Taranto, and nine from Gat- 
[ipols to the North: Pope Jobn XXIII. initituted 
this Biſhoprick in 1413- Pope Alexander VII. was 
Biſhop thereof, before his Elevation to the See of 
Kome. It alſo gives the Title of a Duke. 
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Narenta, Nur, a City of Dalmatia, upon a Ri- 
Ver of the fame Name ; thirty five Miles from Dol- 


Cigno to the North, fourteen from Raguſa to the | 


North-Eaſt, upon a Bay of the Gulph of Yenice of 
the ſame Name. - Heretofore the Capital of Da/matia, 
a great and populous City ; but being taken by the 
Venetians in 987.. and deprived of theſe Advantages, 
it began to decay.:-. and altho now a Biſhops See, un- 
der -the Archbiſhop of Raga, in a fruitful Plain ; 
yet it js but ſmall to what 1t has been. Baudrand faith, 
it is in the Hands of the Turks: but when 1t came into 
their Power, or whether it is not lince retaken by the 
Venetians, I know not. 

Narnt, Narnis, a City under the Pope, upon the 
River Nera; forty Miles from Rome : which 18a Bt- 
ſhops See, under the Pope only ; and was the Birth- 
place of Nerva, the Roman Emperor. Six Miles from 
Terns alſo. Pope Fohn XII. was a Biſhop of this 
Joe, 


Narova, a great Lake in New France in America. 

Narlinga, Caramania. Tt} 

Narſinga, Nar/mgamum, a City and Kingdom on 
this fide the Ganges, in the Eaſt-Hndzes : ſubject to 
the Kingdom of Bynagar, and ſometimes called by 
the ſame Name with it. The City is! great and popu- 
lons, and ſtands upon a Te thirty five Miles from 
the City Be[nagar. See Biſnagar.. 

Son Mc nh a City 1n DE Endo of Golconda, 
in the Eaſt-Indies ; on the Weſtern Shoar of the Bay 
of Bengala. ; 

Narva, a City of Lzvonza, upan a River of the 
ſame Name; which ſeparates Livonia from the Do- 
minion of the Duke of Moſcovy : over againſt which, 


on the Eaftetn Bank of the River, lies the Caſtle of 


Foanozgorod ; both under the Swedes. The City is 
very ſtrong; thirty Swed:ſþ Miles from Reval to the 
Eaſt, and about one from the Bay of F:n/and, The 
Caſtle was built by the Ruſs 5 and being founded on a 


Rock in the River, was thought Impregnable tiil taken 


by the Swedes in 1617. ever {ince which time they 
have beeh poſlefſed of it. Wolmar II. King of Den. 
mark is faid to have built this City in 1213+ Fohn 
Baſiloviex, Duke of Moſcovy,, took it in 1558. 
Pontus de la Garde, General of the Swedsſh Forces, 
retook it Seprember 6. 1 531- Ever ſince, the Swedes 
have kept it- About 1654. alkthe Trade of Moſcovy 
was driven by this Port , by reaſon of a War between 
England and Holland; which hindered the Navigation 
to Hrch-Angel. It Rtandsin Lat. 60. oo. 

The River of Narva tifeth out of the Lake of 
Perpis; and falls into the Gulph of Finland: in a 
manner as broad as the Elbe, but much ſwifter : a- 
bout half a League above Narva, it falls from a ſteep 
Rock, which breaks the Water into ſmall Particles and 
throws them into the Air ; ſo that when the Sun ſhines, 
they form a pleaſant kind of Rainbow. But this hin- 
ders the bringing Goods by Water to the Town, and 
inforceth the unlading the Boats above this Cataract. 

Naſacepha,Se/ucia, Bay da. 

, an ancient People of Libya in Afri- 
ca, mentioned by Herodotus ,  Strabo , Pliny , &c. 
They are diverſly placed by them ; ſometimes near the 
Atlantick Ocean, ſometimes by the Sea of Marmora, 
and again towards the Syr:es Magna of Barbary. 

Naſcaro Dinis, a River in 'the Further Cala- 
bria, in the Kingdom 'of Naples. 

Naſſaw, Na/ſovia, a ſmall Towh in F#Fererarr, 
upon the River Lhone ; two Miles from the Rhine 
to the Eaſt; five from Bingen ito the North, and 
twelve from Cologne : underiits own Prince. From 
whence the Family of Naf/#v has its Riſe. $ The 
Principalityof Maſſaw, is a Territory in the Upper 
Circle of the Rhine; which lies parfly in Fefterwaldt,. 
and partly in Wererarw ;; between the Pukedom of 
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Weſtphalia, the Upper Haſſia, and the Biſhoprick of 
Trier beyond the Rhine. It was at firſt a County ; 
but made a Principality by Ferdinand IIl. in 1653. 
Adolphns (the Emperor ) was of this Family, choſen 
in 1462. and the Earls of Szrbruck. But the Nobleft 
Branch is that of Orange: in whoſe Honour, the 
Dutch have given the Name of Naſſaw, to two 
of their Forts ta Foreign Parts: the one in Guinee, 
the other im the Iſland Mezzr amonglt the Moluc- 
caes : alſo to a ſmall Iſland they call Naſſauw Ey- 
landt, in the Indian Ocean, belonging to A/iaz and 
to Weigatts Streights, otherwiſe called the Srrezghrs 
of Naſſaw. 

Naſcivan, Naksivan, or Naxivan, Naxuana, a 
a City of the Greater Armenia, mentioned by Prole- 
my ; which is an Archbiſhops. See; at the Foot of 
Mount Ararat, ( or Taurws ) between the Caſpian 
Sea, and the Lake of Exſechia, ( Lychnirs.) The 
Archbiſhop is ever ſince 1300--choſen ont of the -Do- 
minicans, and confirmed by the Pope. This City is 
under the Perſians ; but has been wretchedly haraſ- 
ſed by the Turks who, as they prevail over the Per- 
fians and the Per/ians over them, lay each others 
Moſques in Ruins. Here is a ſtately Tower, ſaid to 
be of the Building of Tamer/ane, The Armenians 
pretend that Noah, after the Deluge, dwelt and was 
buried in this City. It ſtands about ſeven Leagues 
from the River Araxes. Long. 81. 34. Lat. 38. 4o. 
in a fertile Country. The Capital of Armenia, the 
Seat of a Perſian Kan , or Governour. Sir Fohn 
Chardin faith, they have generally thrown oft the 
Roman Rites ; and are returned to their ancient Re- 
ligion:' tho the Pope, by an Ambaſſador ſent to 
Perfia in 1664. obtained great Favours from that 
Court for his Followers, by which they are rather 
damnified than benefited, | 

Naſeby, a memorable Town in the County of 
Northampton, in the Hundred of Guzilesborough, not. 
far from Rothwell; near to which the Rivers Avon 
and Nen. derive their Springs ; it ſtanding upon a 
high Ground. But more eſpecially remarkable , 
for the Battel here fought, Fune 14. 1645. betwixt 
the Kzng's and the Parliamentarian Forces. The 
firſt commanded by Prince Rupert, the other by their 
General Fairfax» The King's Forces were totally 
routed. 

Natarone, Yulturnus, See Voltorno. 

Natiſſa, or Natiſone, Natiſa, a ſmall River in 
Friuli ; which arifing above Aquileja, and waſhing 
tt, beneath that City is divided into two Branches: 
both fill into the Jor#an Sea near Grado, a City in 
that Province. This River was once Navigable up to 
Agquileja, and ſerved that City as a Port ; but now, 
not | 


Natolia, A/ia Minor, is the moſt Weſtern Part of 
Aſia, of great extent ; in the Form of a Peninſula : 
called by the Turks, ( its Maſters) Nadnuiu; and by 
the French, Natolie. It is bounded on the North by 
the Eaxine, or Black Sea; on the Welt by the Pro- 
pontes, and Archipelago ; on the South with the Me- 
diterranean Sea; and on the Eaſt by Armenia. 
The principal Cities, at this day, are Amaſia, An- 
cyra , Cutaige, Cogns, STocat, Ifmch, Burfia, Smyr- 
2a, and Taraboſan, ( or Trapezunt. ) It reacheth 
from Long. 51. to 72. and from Lat. 36. to 45. 
from the Helleſpont to the Euphrates ſuppoſed to be 
fix humdred and thirty Miles long ; and its breadth 
two hundred and ten. The Air is very healthful, the 
Soil as fruitful ; before it fell into the Hands of the 
Turks, it was very populous, Rich, Civil, and Learned ; 
but now in a manner deſolate ; lamenting the Ruins 
of four hundred Towns deſtroyed by Earthquakes, 
and the Barbargus devouring Twrks. 


Navagrot, 
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Navagrot, Paropamiſus, a part of Imaws, a vaſt 
Mountain in Aft. I : 

Navarceins, Navareſium, a City in the Province of 
Bearn in France ; which has a ſirong Caſtle: ſeat- 
ed on the River Gave & Oleron ; four Leagues below 
Oleron to the North, and fix from Pau to the Welt. 

Navarino, Abarinus, Pylus Meſſenaaca, a great 
populous City, on the Weſtern Shoar of the Morea, 
in the Province of Belvedore ; called by the Turks, 
Javarin. It ſtands ten Miles from Madon to the 
North, and fifteen from Coron to the Welt. This 18 
one of the moſt ancient Towns in the Morea ; and 
yet in a flouriſhing Condition ; being ſeated in the 
moſt pleaſant and fruitful part of the Morea, and 
having the beſt and moſt convenient Port. According- 
ly, whilit it was in the Hands of the Venezzans, they 
built two Caſtles and a ſtrong Wall to defend it. In 
1498. it ſuſtained a furious Siege; and repelled the 
Ottoman Forces with that Bravery , that they were 
forced to retire» About two years after, it fell twice 
in a ſhort time into the Hands of the Twrks, through 
the Confſternation of its Inhabitants, after the Turks 
had taken Mondon : andin their pofſeffion it continued 
till 1686. when the Venetians retook 1t. 

Navarre, Navarre, a Kingdom 1n the North of 
Spatn: bounded on the North by France and the 
Pyrenean Hills; on the Eaſt and South by Arragon ; 
and on the Weft by old Caſtile : yet was there a {mall 
part of this Kingdom which lay on the North Side of 
the Mountains on the fide of France. The Country, 
tho incompaſſed with vaſt barren Mountains, is ſaid 
to be very fruitful, and tolcrably level within. The 
Kingdom, ( one of the firſt that was (ct? up againſt 
the Moors, ) began in the perſon of Garzza Xzmenes, 
in 916. and continued under thirty ſeven ſucceffive 
Princes of its own, till 1512. when Fohn de Albert, 


| (King of Navarre,) being excommunicated by 


Pope Fulius II. Ferdinando, King of Arragon, ta- 
king the advantage of the little affection his Subjects 
bore to him, ſerzed this Kingdom ; and drove the 
miſerable Prince over | the Alpes into France.

from the Pope to uſurp this Kingdom ; but owns they 
had a Bull to juſtifie the keeping of it, which needsno 
great Debate. Since that time, the Upper Navarre 
has been under the Crown of Spain : the Lower 
(which is the leaſt, ). in the perſon of Henry IV. 
was united to the Crown of France; and by Lews 
the Thirteenth, in the year 1620. incorporated for 
ever into the ſaid Crown. Pampelune, in the Upper, 
is the Capital of the Kingdom. In the Lower, the 
principal Town is S. Fean Pie de Port. 
Naucratis, an ancient City. of the Kingdom of 
Egypt. It ſtood near the Mouth of the mott Wettern 
Branch of the Nzle, in a Diviſion of its own Name ; and 
was the Birth Place of Atheneus, the Deripnoſphiſta, 
who, together with: Herodotus, relates divers Cuſtoms 
of its ancient Inhabitants. BY 
Naugracut, Naugracum , a Territory under the 
Great Mogul, in the North Part of Indoſtan, tos 
wards Tartary ; which reacheth to Mount Caucaſus. 
It has alſoa City of the ſame Name, upon the River 
Ravee, which afterwards falls into the ' Lahor, two 
bundred and twenty Miles from Labor to the Eaſt. 
Naumburgh, Neoburgum , a City of Miſnia, in 


* the Upper Saxony; which is a Biſhops See, .under the 


Archbiſhop of Magdcburgh ; and .once: an Imperial 
Free Town. It ftarids upon» the River $44/, where 
it receives the River Unſtrut. The Biſhoprick was 
Tranſlated to this place from Jezrx, in.1c28. This 
City was 1n latter times under 1ts own Biſhop ; now 
under the Adminiſtrator of the Biſhoprick-of New- 
burgh, ( who is 'of the Houſe of Saxom, ) with a 
ſmall Diſtrict belonging to it ; being yielded to the 
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Houſe of Saxony by the Treaty of Paſſaw,in-1552. 
It is ſeated in the Confines of Thuringza ; eight 
German Miles: from Erford to the Eaſt, ard 
fix from Leipfick, to the Weſt. The Biſhops: have 
been of the Auguſtane Confeflion ever tince 1564. 
This City was taken by the United Forces of Fr.2.ce 
and- Sweden in 1638. 

Naria, Naxus., called Neſcia alſo, Naxos and 
Strongyle, one of the, Cyc/ades, is.an Ifland' in the 
Archipelago, great, populous, fruitful ; eighty four 
Miles in campaſs; having a City of the fame Name, 
( which hasin it a Greek, and a Larzn. Biſhop, ). and 
eighteen Villages. It belonged to the Fenetnans, and 
was: a Dukedom ; but now. under: the: Turks. The 
Maps call it Nzxia. The Ancients: dedicated: it to- 
Bacchus, for the excellency of its Wines; to whom 
they built a Temple of Marble, ( which alſo, abounds 
in this Iſland ) upon a Rack, very near'the Shoar. 
joyned by a Stone»Bridge to it 3; the Foundations 
whereof, and a. Gate about thirty Foot bigh and fit- 
teen broad, remain to be-ſeen to this day. The Ye- 
netians enjoyed it from. the year 1210. to 1516. 
when Selim I. made himſelf the Maſter of it. It 
pays 6x thouſand Piaſters Tribute to the Turk, | Fhere 
are divers Monaſteries of the Greeks and Latins. 
They find of your Exwods in this Eland.' But there 
15n0 Port or Harbour in any part of its Coaſts. 

Naxto, Acone, a Port in Bithynia, in- the Leſſer 
Aſia, upon the Eruxine Sea; which was the Port to 
Heraclea Pontica; and ſtands upon a River called 
Acone of old. | 

Nazareth, A City of Galilee in Fudea, in the 
Tribe of AZabulan, thirty Leagues diftant fram Fern- 
ſalem to the South, upon the aſcent of a Mountain. 
The fame, in which Zoſeph with the young "Child 
and his Mother dwelt, after their return from Eg ype, 
Matth. 2. 21,23. It is faid, the Virgin here in 
the Houſe of Joachim and Anne ( her Parents ) 
conceived, by the Operation of che Power of the 
Higheſt ; and that ſhe her (elf alſo either was born or 
was conceived in the ſame place. Helena, the Mother 
of Conſtantine the Great, built a ſtately Church in 
Nazareth, in Commemoration of theſe Paſſages : 
which the Chriſtian Kings of Feruſalem, atter the 
Conqueſt, in 1099- erected intg an Archiepiſcopal 
See, and adorned with a Chapter of | Canons. But 
this Edifice was ſo defaced in 1291- by the Sultan 
of Egypt, who retook the Holy Land and extermi- 
nated the Chriſtzans thence , that now only fome 
Ruins remain to be ſeen of it. Ard for what became 
of the miraculous Chamber of the Virgin, ſee Lo+ 
retto. At this time, the Franci/cans have a Mona- 
ſtery and a Church at Nazareth, which Pilgrims vie 
lit: you are ſhown the reſts of the Synagogue, in 
which our Savzour  explicated the Paſſage of I 
Jaiah concerning himſelf ;- together with the place 
where Feſeph kept his Shop ; to whom in th: Chap el 
there 1s an Altar defeated: and another to Anne his 
Spoufe, But Nazareth is a j oor Village: There is 
a Titular Archbiſhop continued by the See of Rome, 
at the City Barlerea, in Apulia Peucetia in Italy : 
and the Title particularly was born by Pope Urban 
VHL. before his Elevation to the Pontificate. The 
Turks call all Chriftians Nazarenes, from this place : 
as Chrift himſelf, ( Mateh. 2. 23.) was called. 

Nazianze, an ancient City of Cappadtcia, in the 
Leſſer Aſia ; and an Epiſcopal See heretofore under the 
Archbiſhop of Ceſarea, which had the Honour to be 
farther advanced to ari Archiepiſcopal one; under the 
Patriarch of Antioch, This was the B'irth-place of 
Gregorzus Naztanzenus, whole Father had been the 

Neath, a Market Town in Glamorganſhire, in 
Wales ; the Capital of 'its Hundred, 

Neaugh, 
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. Neaugh, Neaugus, a very great Lake in the Pro- 
vince of Ulſter in Ireland. ; 

'Pebto,. Nebium, Cenſunum , a ruined Epiſcopal 
Clty in the Iſland of Corfica. The See was a Suffra- 
gan to the Archbiſhop of Genoua. It ſtood about 
the place where the Town Roſo/; now 1s. 

Nebziflo,. or Lebrixo, a Town in the Kingdom of 
Andaluzia, in Spain ; betwixt Sevill and the Mouth 
of Gs River Guadalquivir : mentioned by Pliny and 

tolemy. 

Becntirs, Neocaſirum, a (mall City in the Further 
Calabria ; almoſt ruined by an Earthquake in 1638. 

. Necker, or Neckar, Nicer, Neccarus, Neccani, 
Nicerws, a River of Schwaben in Germany, which a- 
riſeth in Dwartzwalt ; ſcarce (even Miles from the 
Fountains of the Danube; and patfing Rorwell, it 
entereth the Dukedom of Wirtemberg, watereth El- 
Jing and Hailbrun ; and ſo paſſing by Heydelburgh, 
in the Palatinate, falls into the Rhine. 

Recropolts, an ancient City of the Kingdom of 
Fer, four. Miles from Alexandria ; where Cleopatra 
Poiſoned her ſelf with Aſps. 

Neda, Nedina, a River of Arcadia in the Morea. 

Nedham Point, a Forteſsin the Barbadoes, which 
ſultained an Attack of four hours continuance made 
upon it by De Ruyter, the Dutch Admiral ; ſent with 
a Squadron of Ships to conquer this Iſland in 1665. 
but was repelled. 

Needham, a Market Town in the County of Syf- 
folk, and the Hundred of Boſmere : which drives a 
Trade in Blew and Broad Cloaths for Ruſſia, Turkey, 
and other Foreign Parts. : 

Neers, Natalie, a River of Germany, which a- 
ariſeth in Fulters, twelve Miles from Fulzers ; and 
flowing through the Biſhoprick»of Cologne, and Gel- 
derland, by the Caſtles of Ge/ders, a little below Ge- 
nep, falls into the Maes : three Leagues above Name- 
guen to the South. : 

Negapatan, a City of Coromande/, in the Hither 
Eaſt-Indies; now under the Duech, formerly under 
the Portugueſe. 

Negombo, a Town in the Iſland of Zezlay, in 
the Eaſt-Indies, in the Poſleflion of the Ho/landers. 

Negrepeliſſe, a ſmall Town in the County of 
Quercy in Guienne, in France ; upon the River Ave:- 
rou, betwixt Bourniquet ard Aibias, two or three 
Leagues from Montauban. Lewis XII). ſent a Gar- 
riſon of four thouſand Men hither in 1621. who 
were in one night maſſacred by the Inhabitants, du- 
ring the Civil Wars of Re/:gion. Therefore in 1622. 
the ſazd King beſieged it ; and taking it, it was laid in 
Blood and Aſhes by the Fire and Sword of the Con- 
querors, 

Negro, Tanager, a River in the Kingdom of Na- 

les : 1t ariſeth near a Lake of the ſame Name, in the 
Borders of the Baſilicate, but in the hither Princi- 
pate; thirteen Miles from Policaftro to the Eatt, at 
the Foot of the ro And flowing North, wa- 
tereth Arena ; and after it has buried it ſelf for four 
Miles under ground, comes up again ; then falls into 
the Bay of Amalfi , near Cappachio, twenty Miles 
from Salerno to the South. 

Negropont, Ernbzs, an Iſland in the Archipelago ; 
of old called by the Poets, Chalcs and Abants ; now 
by the Turks, Egriponte, or Egribos ; -and ſome- 
times Euriponte: becauſe the Wonder of the fam'd 
Euripm, by the natural ſituation of the Rocks, the 
Promontories, the Channel, &c. is made here. 
It lies upon the North of Achaza, ( or Livadza) be- 
ing ſeparated from it by a narrow Channel: one hun- 
dred and twenty Miles from Eaſt to Weſt, thirty 
broad; three hundred in circuit ; joyned to the Con- 
tincnt by a Bridge of Stone built by the i7enerzans. 
It is extraordinary truitful, but little inhabited. The 
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principal Town was called formerly Chalczs, now Ne- 
gropont ; and ſtands on the South Side of the Iſland, 
at one end of the Bridge : its Walls are two Miles in 
compaſs. None but 7erws and Turks are ſuffered to 
refide within thoſe: the Chriſtians dwell altogether 
in the Suburbs, the whole of which may be about 
five thouſand , exceeding far in number the ©- 
ther: and amongſt theſe the Feſurrs have a College. 
There are four Moſques in the Town, of which the 
principal hath been a Cathedral Church dedicated to 
S. Mark , and the Seat not only of a Biſhop under the 
Archbiſhop of Athens, but of an Archbiſhop. The 
Town 1s feparated from the <uburbs by a deep Ditch 
of equal breadth from top to bottom : both ſtand on 
a plain level Ground: the Channel between the City 
and the Continent being not above thirty Paces, and 
the Bridge being ſecured by a Tower. This Town 
and Iſland was granted to the Venetians by the Latin 
Emperors of Conſtantinople , (in conſideration of 
their Services, } about 1204+ Though they fortified 
it to the utmoſt, yet Mahomet H. took the prin- 
cipal City with the loſs of forty thouſand Men in 
1463. or 69. (for I find various Accounts ) after he 
had beſieged it with one hundred and twenty thou- 
ſand Men, thirty days ; putting all above twenty 
years of Age to the Sword ; which amounted ( when 
the Siege began) to eighty thouſand. In 1660. the 
Venetians retook it : and reloſt it. Wherefore the 
Turks have fortified it with ſo many new ſtrong 
Works, that tho the Venerians laid Siege to it with 
an Army of twenty four thouſand Men, commanded 
by Moreſfins. (then Doge,) which ſtormed it Ofober 
12. 1688 ; Yet it was left in the Enemies Poſſellion.. 
The moſt noted Promontories of the Kland are the. 
ancient Can now called Capo Figera or Capo 
& Oro, and the Capo Lithar. Its two Rivers are the 
Similio and the Cereo. The City Car:ſto, which the 
French call Chateau-roux, near Capo Figera, is a 
Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Negroponte : and 
Rocco, betwixt that City and Negropont , another. 
Here 1s Cotton in abundance,and Marble ,digged out of 
the Mountain Car:ſto near the City of the ſame Name. 

Negroes, a general Name for all the Black People 
of Africa ; as well thoſe upon the Weſtern Sea-Coaſts, 
and towards Nubia and Abyſſinia, as thoſe who dwell 
On both fides the River Niger. 

Neiſs, N:/a, a River of Bohemia; which arifing 
in Luſatia, flows through Sileſia ; and a little be- 
neath Guben falls into the Odzr. 

Neifle, N://a, a Town in Sileſia, in the Duke- 
dom of Grotkarw, upon the River Nezſs ; twa Miles 
from Grotkaw to the South : in which the Biſhop of 
Wratiſlaiw reſides. Hofman makes it a City. 

Neites, a (mall River which falls into the Rhine 
near Anderpach, in the Biſhoprick of Trzer. 

Nieva, Nebs, a ſmall River in Entre Douro, a - 
Province of Portugal. 

Nekrakin, O7mw, an Iſland in the Perſian Gulph. 

Nemea and Nemeus, a River of the Morea, now 
called Langia ; where Pericles, the Athensan Gene- 
ral, defeated the Sicyonis in the year of Rome, ol. 
$ Alſo a great Foreſt in the Province of Romanza ; and 
an ancient City, Nemea, in the ſame made memo- 
rable by the Nemean Games inſtituted in the fifty 
firſt Olympiad in the Honour of Hercules. 

Nemours, Nemoſium, Nemoracum, a great and 
pleaſant Town -in the Ifle of France in Gaſtinos, 
upon the River Lozng : made a Dukedom in 1414. by 
Charles IV. King of France, and then firſt walled. 
It ſtands ſeventeen Miles from Par# to the South. 

Neocxſarea. See its Modern Name Tocat 

Nept, Nepzta, Neper, a (mall; but ancient City, 
which is a Biſhops See in S. Peters Patrimony, under 
the Pope; upon the River 3/ Pozzolo; between - 
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terbo, and. Rome, fix Miles from Sutrs to the Eaſt. 

Nera, Nar, a River inthe States of the Church in 
Traly'; which ſprings out of the Apennine, and flow- 
ing Weſtward watereth Narns 3 3 and a little lower 
falls into the Teber. _. EF 

Nerac, Neracum, a City in Aquitain, in Gaſcogne, 
upon the River Bazſe ; the Capital of the Dukedom 
de Albret ; not two Miles from the Garonne to the 
South, three from Condom to the North, and four 
from Agen to the Weſt. It is in a good condition, 
tho its Walls came to be rafed in the laſt Civil Wars. 
In 1579. Queen Katharine de Medicis beld 3 Con- 
ference with the King of Navarre here, wherein they 
made a League with the Huguenots, on whoſe fide 
this Town ſtood. King Henry IV. refided a conſi- 
derable_ time at it ; and the ancient Lords of Albret 
built it a Caſtle. : : 

Nerk,Nericia, a Province in the Kingdom of 
Sweden ; between Weſtmannia and Sudermannia to 
the Eaſt, and Weſtrogothia to the Weſt. The Capt 
tal of which is Orebro, by the Lake Hielmer. 

Nermonfter, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of Pozo 
in France. 

Nero, an ancient Name of the delightful Village 
of Daphne. 

Nerva,See Narva. 

Nervit , an ancient People amongſt the Galls, 
whom Ceſar mentions with an Elogium of their 
Courage and Conduct. They are thought to have 
dwelt in the (now ) Dioceſe of Cambray. 

Nefſle, Nigella, a ſmall Town in the Tract of San- 
terre, in Picardy. It ſtands upon the Rivulet 12n07, 
which falls in the Somme, two Leagues from Ham, 
almoſt betwixt Peronne and Noyon ; having the Ho- 
nour to be a Marquiſate. Charles the Hardy, Duke 
of Burgundy, took it by Aſſault in 1472. and be» 
cauſe the Inhabitants had murdered a Herald, ſent to 
ſummon them, with two Men more in the time of a 
Truce, he ſuffered the Execution of the utmoſt Sevee 
rity upon them. : 

Neſter Jiba, or Neiſter Alba; a Town in Beſſa- 
rabia, on the Euxine Sea. 

Neuf Chaſtel, Novum Caſtrum , a Town in the 
Paix de Caux, in the Dukedom of Normandy, npon 
the River Arques ; eight Leagues from Dseppe to the 
South-Eaſt. : 

Nenf Chaſtel ſur Meuſe, a Town of Lorrarn, 
upon the Maes ; in the Borders of Champagne ; five 
Leagues from Mirecoure to the Welt, and ſeven from 
Toul to the South. ; 

Nevers, Nivernum, a Fine, Great, Rich, Popu- 
lous City; a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Sens; and a Dukedom, ſince thefyear 1457. when 
Charles VII. King of France, advanced it to that 
Dignity : whereas it had been before an Earldom : it has 
a Bridge over the Loyre, and a Caſtle, built by its an- 
cient Earls: five Leagues from Barts, and Lions; 
twelve from Moulins. Fohn Caſimir, King of Po- 
land, died in this City, December 16. 1672. Ceſar 
ſpeaks of it in his Commentaries, under the Name of 
Nowodunum in Aduis. The Latin Writers variouſly 
call it Nivernizum, Vadicaſſium, Noviodunum, Au- 
guſtonemetum, &c, It is the Capital of the Territory 
of Nivernoss ; which is about twenty Leagues long, 
and broad; lying betwixt Berry, Gaſtinois, Bourbonnoss 
and Bourgogne : of the latter of which it makes a part, 
and has x. 5-1 conſiderable Towns ſtanding in it. 

Neuf-Marche, Novus Mercatus, a Town in Nor- 


mandy, upon the River Eure ; by which it is ſeparated 


from Beauvais. Heretofore very much regarded. 
Lews VII. took it after a ſharp Siege, in 1151, It 
was reſtored to the Engliſh in 1154. In 1161. there 
was a Parliament held im it, under Henry II. King of 
Erp/and, in which the Title of Pepe Alexander III.

to the Roman Chair was recognized ; and Vitor, the 
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Antipope, rejected. This Town ſtands twenty Miles 
from Roan to the South, and the ſame diſtance from 
Paris to the Weſt. Ny | ; 

Nevern.,. a Market Town in Pembrokeſhire, in the 
Hundred of Kemmes. 

Nevin, a Market Town in, Caernarvanſhire, in 
in pales, the Hundred of Tinllasn. | 

Nevis, or Mev:s, one of the Leeward Chariby 
Iſlands in America, very near to S. Chriſtopher. It is 
the Reſidence of the chief Governor of all the Leeward 
Iſlands. In Charles-Tozn ( which is the principal Set- 
tlement) almoſt all the Houſes of Brick and Stone 
were levelled by an Earthquake, April 1690. Atthe 
ſame time the Sea left its accuſtomed Bounds a great 
part of a Mile; the Earth yomited hot and fetid Wa- 
ters ; its motion, Pulſes, and Openings alſo all over 
the Iſland, being ſuch, as nothing can be more terrible. 

Neure, a River of Kzlkemy, in Ireland, which 
watereth Roſs; then falls into the Sewer, ( which ſe- 
parates Leinſter from Mounſter ; ) and falls beneath 
UV Vaterford into the Ocean. 

Neulidlerſee, Perſo, a Lake between Auſtria and 
the Lower Hungary ;.bteween Raab to the Ealt, and. 
Vienna to the Welt. 

Neuſtrta, the Name of a part of the Kingdom of 
France, in uſe amongſt the Writers of the Times of 
Charlemaigne and his Son, to denote the Country 
from the Saoſne and the Meuſe, to the Loyre and the 
Ocean : It has been ſince changed into that of Nor- 
mandy, tho the preſent Dukedom of Normandy makes 
no more than a part of the ancient Newuſtria. 

New Jibion, California, an Iſland on the Weſt 
of America, in North Lat. 38. diſcovered by Sir Fran 
cis Drake in 1578. | 

Newark upon Trent , is a fair, rich Town in 
Nottinghamſhire ; ſeated on the Ealt Bank of the 
Trent, where it diyides into two Branches, and makes 
an Iſland before the Town ; eleven Miles from Nor- 
eingham to the North , and in the high Road to 
Pork: which took its Name from a Caſtle here built by 
Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, ( in the Reign of Hen- 
ry IL. ) which was ſeized by King Stephen. King John 
died in this Town in 4216, Edward VI. incorpora- 
ted it, and gave it the Privilege of ſending two Bur. 
geſles to the Parliament. It ſuffered a Siege for its 
Loyalty in 1643, 1644. which was raiſed. by 
Prince Rupert, March 22. It ſtood firm to the 
Royal Intereſt till May 11.1646. and then was forced 
to ſurrender ; the King being in the Hands of the Scors, 
and all his Forces diflipated. This Town. gives the 
Title of Viſcount to the Earl of Kjnzſton: and is the 
Capital of its Hundred. ; | 

Newbury, Novum burgum, a Town on the South. 


of Barkshire upon the River Kenner, which at Reading 
falls into the Thames. Called by Antoninus, Spine ; 


tho not built now in the ſame place ; a fine, rich, 
Cloathing Town ; ſeated in a Champain Plain Coun- 
try. Made famous by a fignal Victory obtained here 
by Charles [. $ eptemb. 20. 1643. over the Forces of 
the Parliament. Ofober 27. 1644. there was a ſecond 
Fight ; in which, tho the King's Forces, ( which were 
much divided)had at firſt the good Fortune to drive the 
Enemy out of the Field ; yet being overpowered by 
Numbess and freſh Supplies, they were at laſt Routed ; 
and the King in great danger of being taken. This 
Battel, tho ſhort, was the Rarpel that was fought in 
all that War. Charles II. added a Honor to 
this Place ; whenin 1675. he created Charles Fitz«Roy, 
Duke of Souchampton, Earl of Chicheſter, and Baron 

of Newbury. 
New-Calſtle npon Tine, is a ſtrong, rich, popu- 
lous Sea-Port Town in Northumberland , upon 
che 
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the North Batik of the River Ti4e ; but on the Bor- 
ders of Durham; fix Miles from the Sea. The River 

is very deep, the Haven fecure and large: the Town 
ſtands upon a rifing Ground; and has a fair Bridge 
bver the River on the South fide, with an Iron Gate 
upon it, which divides the County of Northumberland 
from the Biſhoprick of Dirham ; near which ſtands 
the Caſtle, and over againft it the Market-Place, and 
more to the Notth upon a ſeep Hill, the Body of the 
Town; fenced with Towers and ſtrong Walls. It 
contains fout Pariſhes; amongſt which St. Nicholas's 
Chnrch, upon the top of the Hill, has the gracefulneſs 
of a Cathedral. Ships of good burden come up to the 
very Bridge : But the Netzcaſtle-fleer commonly ſtays 
at Sheale;, near the Rivers Mouth. This Town for 
Wealth and Comthierce, by Sea and Land, for all Com- 
modities, may well be efteemed the Briſto! of the 
North. Mr. Cambden doth fappoſe it to have, been 
called Garboſenram by the Romans; afterwards, Monl- 
cheſter; and to have taken the name of Newcaſtle, 
when it was rebuilt by Robert, Eldeſt Son to Fllram 
the Conqueror ; and Newcaſtle upon Tine, to diftin- 
iſh it from Nethcaſtle mnder Line. In the Reign 
of Edward I. a Rich Man being taken Priſoner in the 
Town by the Scors, after his Ranſom began the For- 
fifications of it; and the reſt of the Inhabitants fint- 
ſhed this Work, which miade it both fife and rich. 
Richard 11. made it a Mayor Town. Long. 21. 30. 
Lat. 57. 34- Thus far Mr. Cambden : The Scors in 
1640, ſeized this ſtrong Town ; and thereby began 
the Calamities of England, which laſted twenty years. 
In 1644. after a long Siege, the Scors took it the (e- 
cond time. Ofober 19. Lets Steward (Duke of Le- 
20x,) was created Earl of Newcaſtle, in 16e4. by 
Fames I. He dying without Iilue, Wi/liam Cavens 
diſh Viſcount Mansfield, atitf Baron Ogle, oe) by 
Charles I. created Earl of Newcaſtle iti 1627. 
queſs of Newcaſtle, in 1643, and Dake of the ſame 
in 1664. by Charles If. to Whdm ſucceeded Henry 
his Son 1676. The Corpordtion Elects two mem-

Jewenburg, Newbourg, Neoburgum, a Town in 
Briſpgow, upon the Rhine ; between Briſach to the 
North, and Baſil to the South : heretofore a Free Im- 
perial Go, but in 1410. exetmpted; and pranted to 
the Houſe of Arſt#i4. Since that, in 1675, it was 
much damnified, and in part deltroyed, | 

Newenftad, Neuſtad, Neoſtadimin, a City in Au 

ſir1a, which is one of the principal Cities in that 
Dukedom ; built in a Marſhy low Ground, upon a 
ſmall River ; fix German Miles frotti Vierna to the 
North. The Town is of a fquare Form, with a P- 
azza in the middle ; incompatſed with two Walls and 
a Ditch. The outward Wall is not high ; the inward 
is of ho great ſtrength,' yet has defeated two Attempts 
of the Turks againſt it : 1h the latter of which, So/y- 
man the Magniticent, (in 1529.) Storined this Town 
ſever! times 1n one day, atd was every time repulſed. 
In this City the Emperor has a Palace of a ſquare 
btilding, with four Towers ; which may be ſeen a 
great way off.

compaſs about thirty Miles; in which R:chard, the 
ſecond Sort of William the Congiteror was killed by 
a Deer : Wlliata, his third Son, was accidentally lain 
by Sr.Walter Tyrrel ; and Robert Curtoyſe, his Grand- 
ſoh, Was ſtruck into the jaws by the bough of a Tree

Ncw- Market, a Town in the Borders of Suffolk 
and Cambridgeſhare ; 1n a plain, yielding a large pro- 
ſpect ; ten Miles from Cambridge to the Kaſt. It 
conſilts of two Pariſhes, the one in Suffolk, the other 
in Cambridgeſhire. Famous for Horſe Races, and a 
Houſe belonging tothe Kings of England. A Fire 1n 
this Town ſaved the Life of Charles IT. by necefit- 
tating his return before the time appointed 3 which 
prevented the deſigns of the Rie-Houſe Conſpira-

: Pownham, a Market Town in Glouceſterſhire, 1n 
the Hundred of Farſeley. : 

Newpozt, Medena, Novns Portus, a Town 1 
the Iſle of Wight ; which is the Capital of the Iſland. 
Well feated, much frequented, and very populous. It 
has a ſinall Haven; and is a Corporation, which ſends 
two Burgelles to Parliament, by the Grant of Zames I. 
Charles T. honoured it alſo by Creating Mountjoy 
Blount, Earl of Newport, in 1628. This Honour 1s 
now enjoyed by He1ry his Sor, who is the third Earl 
of this Family. Long. 19. 14. Lat. 59. 40. 

Newpozt upon the Usk, a conſiderable Sea-Port 
Town in the County of Monmouth ; ſeated between 
the Ebwith and the Usk; with a fair Bridge over the 
Litter; two Miles from the Severn to the North. As 
the Tske diſcharges it ſelf into the Severn, it makes 
a good haven, which bears the name of this Town. 

Newpozt Pagnel, a Market Town in Buckin- 
ohamſhire, upon the Onſe ; over Which it hath two 
Bridges. The Capital ot its Hundred. 

Newpozt , in Pembrokeſkire, is a conſiderable 
Town in tlie North-Welt part of that County, upon 
the Iriſh Sea; built at the foot of an high Mountain, 
by the fide of the River Neverns. By Martin of 
Tours, and the procurement of his Poſterity, made a 
Corporatio:1 alſo,returning one member to the Eng/:// 
Parliament 3 1n which aſterwards they built a Caltle 
for their Habitation. | 

Ncwpozt tn Shzopſhire, a handſome Market 
Town in the Hundred of S. Bradford, South of 
Drayton; and upon-a long plain,adjoyning to Stafford- 

vIre. | 
f Newport, Novus Portus, a ſtrong Sea-Port Town 
in Flanders, of old called Santhofr, that is, the Sandy 
Head. It has a competent Haven upon the German 
Ocean,at the Mouth of the River Tperle ; five Leagues 
trom Dunkirk to the Ealt, and three trom Oſtend to 
the Weſt. Still in the Hands of the Sparzards. Near 
this place Prince Maurice of Naſſaww, gave the Spa- 
11asds a great overthrow, Feb. 25. 1600. 

Newton, a Market and Borough-town in Lanca= 
ſhire, 1n the Hundred of Salford, privileged with the 
Election of two Yarliament-men. 

Newton-Jbbot or Newron-Biſhops, a Market 
Town in, Devonſhire, in the Hundred of Heyter. 

Newtown, a Market Town in the County of Mont- 
gomery in Wales, in the Hundred of Kidrorn. 

Nepland,. a conſiderable Market Town in the 
County of Suffolk, in the Hundred of Babergh, up- 
on the River Szower, It {tands in a rich bottom, and 
drives the cloathing Trade. 

Neytracht, See Nitrachr. | | 

Niancheu, N:ancheum, a conſiderable City in the 
Province of Chekiam in China. 

Niaren YPoze, the Ruſſian Name of the North 
Ocean or Frozen Sea ; called Mare Scythicum, 
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Nicaragua, a Region in New Spain, in North A- 
mereca, of great extent ; between the North Sev to 
the [falt, the South Sea to the Welt, the Province of 
Hondura to the North, and La- Coſta Rica to the 
South. Allo called New Leon, from Leon de Nica- 
razua, the principal City in it : which ts a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Mexico; and is intirely in 
the hands of the Spamards. In this R:pion, there is 
a Lake, one hundred and thirty Leagues long ; which 
ebbs and flows, and diſcharges it ſelf into the North 
Sea Called the Lake of Nicar-gua ; The City Leon 
ſtands upon it. The riches x tertility. in fine of this 
Province has giyen it the name, with ſome, of Mabo- 
mets Paradiſc. 

Nicaphtach, Oxus, a great River in Perſia. 

Nicaria, an [ſland in the Archipelago, towards 
Aſia; which has Samo to the Eaſt, Naxta to the Welt, 
S$zo to the North, and Patmos to the South. There 
is a City in it 'of its own name, formerly a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Rhodes, before the Turks 
took the Ifland from the Genoueſe in the fourteenth 
Century, and ſubjected it to the Sangiackh of Galli- 
poli. It enjoys a good and improvable' Soil. The 
paſſage betwixt Samo, and it is dangerous, Upon 
the Eaſtern Coaſt therefore, in a very high Tower,they 
keep a light for a- ſignal to Sailours. The firſt and 
eldelt names of this Iſland, ſays Pauſanias, were Ma- 
crrs, Pergamns, and [caria. It is about forty Miles 
in circumference, the length much planes the 
breadth ; and anciently it was honoured with a Tau- 
ropolion, a famous Temple dedicated to Diana. 

 Nicaltro, Nicaſtrum and Neocaſtram, a ſmall 
City at the foot of the Apennine, in the Further Ca- 
labria, in the Kingdom of Naples, within five or fix 
Miles of the Sea. Honored with a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Reggzo. 

Nicxa, a City of Brehynia,which is an Archbiſhops 
Sce ; of old called Antigonza, (from its Builder); in 
Pliny Olbia, and in Stephanus Ancore ; and named 
Nicea by Lyſimachus in honor of his Wife 3 now cal- 
led Ich, trom a neighbouring great Lake, N:chor, 
and Nichea. This City is particularly famous for the 
firſt General Council here held againit Arrianiſm, and 
touching the time of the celebrating of Eafter with 
ſome points of Church Diſcipline, in the Imperial Pa- 
lace, by the Command of Conſtantine the Great, in 
325 : which had three hundred and eighteen Biſhops 
in it. There was another defigned here in 359. for 
the promoting Arianiſm; but it was diſappointed by 
an Earthquake, which ruined a great part of the City. 
There was a ſecond General Council here in 787. con- 
lifting af three hundred and fifty Biſhops ; where 
Image-Worſhip was approved ; which Charles the 
Great cenſured 1n a Council at Franckford, in 794. 
conſiſting of three . hundred Biſhops. - This City was 
taken by Godfrey de Bowllon in his Patlage to- Zeru- 
ſalem, in 1097. out of the Hands of the Infidels ; by 
whom it was reſtored to the Greek Emperor. In 1 329. 
it was beſieged by Orchanes II. of the Oztoman Line. 
Andronicus,the Greek Emperor,coming up to its Re- 
lief was wounded; and forced to retire ; yet the City 
held out, and was taken by a Stratagem rather than 
force the year following. It ſtands forty four Miles 
trom Nzcomediato- the North, twenty five from Pru- 
ia to the Welt ; in Long. 57. 30. Late 42. 25. 

' Nice, Nicex, a City in Provence in France ; cal- 
led alſo Ni77a, Nieia, and Niece de Provence ; which 
1s a great, ſplendid, populous City ; and a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Ambrun ; ſeated upon the 


' Shoar of the Mediterranean Sea, turniſhed with a large 


Haven, and a Cattle ; two Miles fromthe Mouth of 
the River Yar or Yaro, and ſeven from Port Monaco 
to the Welt. This City was ſubject to the Earls of 
Provence, till 1365 ; when it was left by Qu Zoarnna 
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fo Lewy II. Duke of Savvy, with the County belong- 
Ing to it ; it is till ſubject to that Family ; and isthe 
moſt Weſtern Town in 1ta/y, in the preſent eſteem, 
Built at firſt by the Mar/i/zans, in Commemoration of 
a Victory they had obtained over the Laguris. Next 
it became ſubject to the Kings of Burgundy, and then 
to the Farls of Provence. Long. 30 20. Lat. 43. 45. 
In 1538. Pope Paul II. had an enterview here with 
Francs I. King of Frazice, and the Emperor Charles 
V. at which they agreed to a truce of ten years. In 
1545. The French and Turks _ ( the latter, 
commanded by their Admi-al Barberouſſe ) took the 
City, but could not take the Caſtle. It hath beſides 
the Cathedral, three Pariſhes, one College, and divers 
religious Houſes; and it gives ſufficient marks of its 
antiquity in Inſcriptions, ruines, ©c. The County of 
N:z7a, whereof it is the Capital, includes the Coun- 
ties of Tende and Buer/; together with the four Vi- 
cariates of Nice, Barcelonette, Sofpello and Pue- 
130. 

Aice, Nicea, once a City and a Biſhops See in Ma- 
cedonia, now a Village ; inhabited by Turks and Bul- 
garians. Thirty four Miles from Ocrida, {or Giuſtan- 
dil, as the Turks call it ) towards Heraclea; its Ruins 
ſhew it to have been a vaſt City. 

Nichsz, Nicwa. 

Nicomedia, the ancient Capital City of Brehynza, 
in A/ia Minor ; called vulparly Comrd:a, and by the 
Turks Jſmid, and Iſnig1mid. It ftands upon the al- 
cent of a delicious little Hill, ſembelliſh'd with Foun- 
tains, Vines, Corn, and Fruits,) towards the Coalt of 
the Propontss, or the Sea of Marmora upon a Gulph 
of its own name, about half a League in breadth, 
convenient for the building of Ships. In ancient times 
it was one of the molt conſiderable and important 
Cities of the Eat. Built by a King of Birhyma of 
the ſame name, ſays Serabo. Hanmibal poyſoned him= 
ſelf here, in the Reign of Pruſias King of Bithynia, 
to avoid his being delivered to the Romans. Conſt an- 
tine the Great dyed in or very near this City ; which 
received the Chriſtaan Religion early, and became ho- 
noured with divers Martyrdoms. In 358. a violent 
Earthquake, deſcribed pojucplarty by Ammianus Mar- 
cellinusz almoſt entirely Fuined it, at a time, when 
the Emperor Conſtantius was to celebrate an Arrian 
Council at it. A number of Greek and Latin Infcri- 
ptions appear there yet to be ſeen : And ſome relations 
tell us, it is now inhabited by about thirty thouſand 
People, Greeks, Armemans, Jews and Turks, who 
have their reſpective Moſques and Churches, and trade 
much in Linnen and Silks. 

Nicoping, Nicopinga, a City of Sweden, which ts 
the Capital of Sudermannia, upon the Shoars of the 
Baltick Sea; thirteen Miles from Srock/holm to the 
North-Weſt, and ſeven from Norkop to the South- 
Faſt. It has an Haven and a Caſtle z the ancient 
Seat of the Dukes of this Province, and the Reſidence 
of Charles the laſt Duke, before he was advanced to 
the Crown of Sweden. 

Nicoptng, a Town of Denmark, in the Ifle of 
Faiſter ; over againft Laland ; eleven Daniſh Miles 
trom Copenhagen to the South : in which Chriſtopher 
I. King of Denmark, died in 1333. A (mall, but a 
fine Town. 

Nicopolis, in the Leſſer Armenia. See Gianich. 
$ In Bulgaria, ſee Nigebols. $ In Epirus, lee Pre- 
weza. . $ In Fudeſa, the ſame with Emmaus. 

Nicoſia, Lewcoſia, Nicoſia, a City in the Ifle of 
Cyprus ; which is an Archbiſhops See: ſtrong, popu- 
lous, and ſeated in the midit of the Ifland. It was 
the Seat of the Kings of this Ifland ; and aſter that, 
of the Venetian Governours ; till in 1571. taken by 
the Turks, whoſe Governor {till Reſides in it, Thas 
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City is three Miles in compaſs, and ſtands in a fruith! 
well watered Plain. 

Aicotera, a City in the Further Calabria, upon 
the Tyrrhentan Sea ; which 1s a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Kegso : little, and not well inhabiteq - 
having ſuffered very much by an Earthquake in 1638, 
Long. 40» oo Lat 38. 25, 

Nicopa, a City and County in Nicaragua in New 
Spain, in America» 

Nicſia. See Naxia- 

Nidzoſia, a River of Norway, which falls by D-on. 
theim into the Virgsvsan Ocean : the City Drontherm 
is called by the A name in Latin Writers, In 
Lat. 64. 36» | 

Nted Teutſche or Alleman, Nita Germanica, x 
River which ariſeth in the Foreſt of Loraine; and 
taking in the Nied Franſois, (Nitam Romanam), 
which watereth Hardonville, Eſtangs, and Niedburg ; 
they thus united haſt to Boſonval/e ; and there fall into 
the Saare or Sare, a litfle above Trier, 

Niemecca, Germany. 

_— See Memel. 

Ntenhuts, Nienhnſium, a Caſtle near Paderbory, 
upon the confluence of the 4/me and the Lippe ; built 
by Theodore Furſtemberg, (Biſhop of Paderborn) tor 
the Relidence of his Succeſlors. Nero Claudius, and 
Charles the Great, had hefore built Caſtles in this very 
place ; the tir{t againlt the S:cambrs, the ſecond a+ 
gainlt the Saxins, 

Nieper, Boryſthences, a River of Poland, very well 
known to Ptolemy, and the Ancien's: it arileth in 
Moſcovy, in the Palatinate of Brelks, near Drzepriſco; 
and flowing Weſtward, entereth Lithuania, (a Pro- 
vince of Poland) watercth Smolensko and Orſſa ; then 
turning South, paſſeth by Mohi/orw, Rohaozow and 
Rezozyca; above which laſt 1t receives the Berezina 
from the Welt, and paſſeth South-Eaſt to Lofoworod; 
beneath which it takes in the Perspecz, a vaſt River 
from the Welt. So haſteth to Kzowvia, above which 
it admits the Deſzna, a vaſt River from the Eaſt ; 
from hence it runs South-Eaſt by R:{/Fow, Czyrcaſy, 
and as far as the Rocky Stones ; where it turns South- 
Weſt by the Japoravia Iſlands, and falls into the Eu- 
xine Sea almolt four Engl:/h Miles Eaſt of Bialogrod ; 
a few Miles above its Outlet it takes in the Bog, a vaſt 
River from the Weſt. It has ſeventy five Miles above 
its Outlets thirteen Cataracts called by the Inhabitants 
Poromwys ; which make it impollible to carry any Boat 
higher up its Stream. 

The Nieſter, Tyras, a River of Poland : called 
alſo the Turla: it ſpringeth out of a ſmall Lake in 
Red Ruſſia, nine Polsſh Miles from Premyſle to the 
Eaſt, and four from Lemberg to the South; running 
Eaſt through Pokut:ze and Podo/za, it ſeparates Brac- 
law from Walachia ; and in Beſſarabia falls into the 
Euxine Sea, ſixty Miles from the Mouth of the Danube 
to the North. Baudrand. But the latter Maps make it 
not much above twenty Engliſh Miles. 

Nigebolt, Nicopolrs, a City built by Trajan, after 
the Conquelt of Decebalus,King of the Daczans, (who 
was a valiant and wiſe Prince) at the Confluence of 
the Iſacar and the Danube in Bulgaria. It was at firſt 
a Biſhoprick ; but now an Archbiſhops See 3; com- 
monly called Nspeboli ; but by the Turks, Sciltaro- 
Ten Hungarian Miles from the Borders of Servia to 
the Ealt, and three from $s/:ſtrsa to the North. Near 
this City the Chriſtians received a great Overthrow 
from the Turks, in 1393 ; under Sigs/mund the Em- 
peror. Long. 50. 20. Lat. 45. 15. 

Atgir, N:ger, the greateſt River of Africa ; cal- 
led by the Inhabitants Huid Nijar ; it arifeth in Abi 
opia, from a Lake of the ſame Name ; and turning 
Weftward, divides Nrgritia into two parts, to Fur 
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F.ilt and Weſt, the ſpace of eight hundred Leagues. 
It encreaſes in the middle of June like the Nile, and 
overflows the Country. This continues twenty four 
days ; and the decreaſe the ſame. After a long Courſe, 
and the Reception of many Rivers, (whoſe Names are 
unknown to us) it falls into the Atlantick Ocean by 
fix great Outlets ; which are all (but one) South ot 
Cape erde. : 

Nigritta, a large Country of Africa, extended on 
each f1de the River Niger which divides it from Eaſt 
to Welt into two parts ; lying and bounded betwixt 
Guinee to the South, the Atlantick Ocean to the Welk, 
and the vaſt deſerts of Faara to the Eaſt and North, 
The Kingdoms of Borno, Agades, Cano or Ghana, 
Tombut, Gualata, Guenehoa, Gaoga, and divers others 
of note and preat extent, are contained in this diviſion 
of Africa, The Inhabitants are the Negroes, above- 
mentioned ; who make a Trade of ſelling not only 
the Priſoners they (teal or force from their Netghbors, 
but even their own Wives and Children, for Slaves, to 
the Europeans. PE : ; 

Nile, N:lus, a vaſt River in Africa 3 which ariſeth 
from two Fountains in the higher Ach1opra, in the 
Abyſſins Empire ; in a Country called Sacahala, a- 
monglt high Mountains; and being enlarged by the 
Gema, Kelti, and Brants, it pafleth through the 
South part of the Lake of Dambea, to the greateſt 
Cataratts. Before it enters Nubsa, it takes in the 
River Meleg, and afterwards the Tacaze at Falac ; 
and entering -and traverſing the Upper Ez ypt, four 
Miles beneath Grand Cairo, it divides firſt into two, 
and after into more Branches ; which anciently made 
the number of ſeven, but are now reduced to four ; 
the reſt being ſtopped up by the Sands of the Med:- 
zerranean Seca, and thoſe brought down by the Ri- 
ver ; the Mahometan Princes (who have been many 
Apes Lords of Egypt) _ no care to keep them 
open. The Eaſtern Branch falls into the Mediter- 
ranean Sea by Damiata, and was of old called Os 
Peluſiacum. The Weſtern was then named Canopus, 
and falls into the ſame Sea below Roſerro, Theſe two 
make the De/ta an Iſland, which 1s the richeſt por- 
tion of Land in Egypt. There are two other Outlets 
between theſe, but poor in Waters, ſaith Mr. Sanays. 
This River 1s the only caule of the Fertility of Egype ; 
beginning every year to riſe with the: Riſing Sun, 
Fune 17. and ſwelling ſometimes to twenty four Cu- 
bits: About the middle of Seprember it begins to 
decreaſe : about a Month after they ſow their Grounds ; 
and in May reap them. The Cauſe of this Inundation 
is now known to be the Rains, which fall in #::0- 
p14 for three Months together in their Winter, and the 
Agyptian Summer. They of Egypt owe not only 
their Food, but many of them their Lives to the (wel- 
lings of this River : infomuch that when tive hundred 
die of the Plague at Grand Cairo the day before, not 
one dies the day after. Theſe Waters are ſweet to the 
taſte, cool and wholſom ; and extremely Nutritive 
both to Plants and Animals. It has plenty of Fiſh, 
and too many Crocodiles ; ſome of which live to be 
thirty foot long ; but rarely come ſo low as Grand 
Cairo. Mr. Thevenot begins the encreaſe of the Nile, 
May 16. or 20. and faith, the Publication is made 
June 28. or 29. He faith, they give no account of 
its encreaſe beyond September 24. tho it often ſwells 
to the beginning of Ottober, and gradually abates till 
the Month of May. He gives alſo this account of the 
Head of the Ni/e, from the Report of an /Erhiopian 
Ambaflador he met at Grand Cairo. The Head of 
Nile 18 a Well that ſprings out of the Ground in a 
large Plain, called Mo— in the Province of 
4go ; which caſts up the Waters very high ; the Well 
being twelve days Journey from Gouthar, the Capital 
of AErhiopia. Theſe Waters running Northwards, 
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paſs by ſeven CataraCts before they enter into Egypt 3 
and he faith, there are no Mountatns near its Head by 
three weeks journey. If the River doth not riſe fix- 
teen foot, a Famine follows for want of Water : if it 
ſwells to twenty four, there is-a Dearth ; becanſe the 
Sced time 1s loſt, The Abyſſines entitle the Nile, the 
Father of Rivers. 

Nimmeghen, Noviomapum, a City of the Low 
Countries; mentioned by Antoninus in his Itinerary; 
called now by the Inhabitants Nimeguen ; by the 
French Nimegue ; by the Spaniards Nim-ga, It is 
the Capital of the Dukedom of Guelderland, under 
the United Provinces ; ſeated upon the Wael, be- 
tween the Rhine and the Maez ; two Leagues from 
Arnheim to the South, tix from Utreche to the Eaſt, 
three from Cleves to the Weſt, and twerity from Co- 
lag to the ſame. Anciently a Free Imperial City, but 
afterwards exempt, and ſubject tothe Dukes of Gue/- 
derland ; being Mortgaged to one of them by W+/- 
liam Earl of Holland, who was then choſen Emperor 
of Germany. About the Year 1585, this City was 
much inclined to the Intereſt of the Roman Catholick 
Religion. In the Year 1589, the Ho/landers endea- 
voured without any good ſucceſs to reduce it ; when 
Skenkius (their General) was drowned in the Wael. 
In the Year 1591, Prince Maursce took it after a 
ſharp Stege. In the Year 1672, it was taken by the 
French ; the only Town in all thoſe Provinces which 
tought tor its Liberty : the year after the French de- * 
ſerted it. In 1678, there was a Peace agreed here be- 
tween the French and the Spaniards. In the Year 
1679, between the Germans and the French. This 
City is faid to have been firſt built by the Cates, and 
the Caſtle by Ful:an the Apoſtate, whilſt he was in 
France; Charles the Great built here a Noble Palace ; 
which together with this City was burnt by the Nor- 
mans. The Germans prevailing againſt the Normans, 
rebuilt the City'z and gave it many Privileges ; ſeveral 
of the Emperors reſiding in it, till at laſt it was mort» 
gaged to Ortho, Duke of Guelderland; and became 
the Capital of that Dukedom. 

Ningtve, Ne»g:va, a City in the Province of Leo- 
tunin, 1n China, Baudrand. | 

Ningque, Ninggua, a City in the Province of 
Nankn in China. | 

Ninive, N:nw, an ancient and moſt celebrated City 
of Aſſjria ; mentioned in the Sacred and Profane Sto- 
ries. Built by AſÞur, the ſecond Son- of Shem, ac- 
cording to Foſephus, and the vulgar tranſlation of 
Gen. 10. 11. But Bochartus tranſpoſes that verſe, 
and endeavours to prove, that Nzmrod was its Foun- 
der, going forth out of the Land of Afhur. Others 
ſay, Nsnus built, or at leaſt augmentedit, and gave it 
his own name. » Dzodorus Siculus has left us a (ſtate- 
ly deſcription of it. In the time of Jonas, we read, 
It was an exceeding great City of three days journey. 
Jon. 2.3. that is, in St. Ferom's conltrudtion, in cir- 
cuit. The Prophets foretold its deftruction ; which 
accordingly happened under Merodach and Nebucha- 
donoſar, Kings of Aſſyria. It lies now in Ruins. Out 
of it is ſprung a new City, called Moſul, built on the 
other ſide of the Tigrs, which is under the Turks 3 
an hundred Miles from Bagat to the North. 

Ninove, Nimzva, a ſinall City in Flanders, in the 
County of Aloſt ; not above'two Leagues from Aloſt 
to the South ; in the middle between Bruſſels to the 
Ealt, and Oudenarde to the Welt, s 

Ntozt, Noverogus, a Town in Pozfon, thirteen 
Leagues from Rochelle to the North-Ealt. 

tphates, the ancient name of that part of the 
Mountain Taurus, which runs betwixt Armensa and 
Meſopotamia. Now called Curdo. It gives ſource 
to a River of the ſame name, paſling through the 

ſame Countries to fall in the Tigrss. 
Pp 2 Niphonta, 
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Niphonia, or Niphon, a great Iſland belonging 
to Fapan, the principal Province of that Empire ; 1n 
which are Feda and 5 2g the Royal Cities, where 
the King reſides. It is divided into five Territories or 
Provinces, Famazſoze, Fetſegen, Jeſten, Ochio and 
Qranto: being about fixty Leagues in Circuit. 

Nia, ww a City of Lydia in the Leſſer Aſia, 
which is a Biſhops See. Long. 59. 10. Lat. 40. 50. 

Nilibin, N#/ibis, the principal City of Me/opota- 


mia, of great Antiquity ; mentioned by Pliny and 


Strabo. It is now an Archbiſhops See ; and the Ca- 
pital of Diarbeck ; under the Turks. It ſtands upon 
the River Zaba, which falls into, the Tigrs, under 
Mount Taurus ; thirty five Miles from the Tzgrzs to 
the Weſt, fifty from Amzda to the South, and feventy 
five from Taurus to the South-Welt. In 1338. Sapo- 
res, King of Perfaa, befieg'd it in vain. 

Nifsi, Coren, a City in the Morea. 

Niſt,. Ny/a, a City of Armenza the Leſſer ; and a 
Bifhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Cze/area ; from 
which it Rands fxty Miles to the Eaft. Long. 66. 30. 
Lat. 40. 20. : 

Riſt, Eniis, a ſmall River on the Eaſt of Sicily ; 
which falls into the Sea between Meſſiza to the North, 
and Cap ds S. Aleſcio to the South, by the Town of 
Scaletta. 

Niſita, Neſs, an Ifland in the Tyrrhensan Sea, 
upon the Coaſt of the Terra ds Lavore in 1taly, three 
Miles from Poz7uol;. 

Niſmes, Nimes, Nemaufium, Volcarum Areco- 
micorum. Nemauſus, a City of France, in the Lower 
Languedoc ; which was a Roman: Colony, of great 
Antiquity; now a Biſhops Sec, under the Archbiſhop 
of Narbone ; in which there is an Amphitheatre, very 
perfect, ard many other Rowan Antiquities ; it is 
now in a flouriſhing State ; in the middle between 
Avignon to the Eait, and: Montpellier to the Welt ; 
ſeven Leagues from either. This City was, in the late 
Civil Wars, one of the Bulwarks of the Huguenors ; 
hath had its Counts avd Viſcounts; and in ancient 

times ſome Synods have been affemblet at it. Long.25.

 Niſan, Nrfz, Ni, Nas/am, one of the principal 
Cities of Servza ; ſeated upon a River of the fame 
Name, which falls into the Morava ; fifteen German 
_ Myes from Se9pia to the North, and twelve from Gzu- 
 flandilto'the Weſt, and forty; twa from The:ſalonica 
to the North-Weſt. On September. 24. 1689, the Im- 
perialiſts defeated. entirely an Army of forty thouſand 
Turks near this place ; and the next day took poſlefſion 
of it without any Oppoſition. Again, September, 1690, 
the Turks recovered1t from the lmpevialilts,after a three 
weeks Attagk. ' ': | E 

Nithesdsle, N:erh:a, a County in the South of 
Scotland, near the Borders of England ; which has 
Cluydeſdale on the North, Anandg/e on the Eaft, 
Solway Fyrth,:on the South, and Gal/oway on the 
Weſt. The River Ny:b, which denominates it, runs 
through i : Its Capital Town is Dunfres. 

Nitracht, or. Ney:racht, Nieria, a City. of the 
Upper Hungary ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop cf Gran ; and ftands upon a fmall River 
of the ſame Name. Fen German Miles from Preſ- 
burgh- to the Eaſt, the ſame diftance fron. Gras to 
the North, and five from Newhauſe! to the ſame. 
It 18 the Capitatof a ſmal{ County of the ſame Name ; 
and in the Hands of the Emperour, whitſh News- 
hauſel! was under the Turks. 

Nitria, ice- Nuzrache. $S Allo a Nountain in 
E2ype, which has been ſanRtitied by the retreat of di- 
vers Anchorztes. 

Nitt, the Reſidence of the Dukes of Curland. 

Nivata, a City and Province of Fapar, in the Iſland 
N:phon, and the Region of Qanzo. 
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Niuche, Niucanum, a Kingdom in the Afian Tyr. 
tary ; the King of which has lately conquered Ch;1:y, 
This is called by others Tenduc, 

Nive, Nrivw, a River of France in Aquitain ; 
called by the Inhabitants, Errobi. It ariſeth in the 
Borders of the Kingdom of Navarr ; and watering the 
Town of S. Jean de Pzed Port, falls into the Adour, 
throngh Bayonne. | 

Nivernots, Ambarrs, Nevernenſis Comitatiis, is 
a Province in France, of great extent upon the Loyre. 
It has the Dukedom of Burgundy on the Eaft, that of 
Bourbone on the South, Berry on the Welt, and Or- 
leance on the North. The Vadicaſſes were the an- 
cient Inhabitants of this Province. Nevers is its Ca. 
pital City : the reſt of any note are La Charzre,Coſne, 
Clamecy, Decize, and Corbigny. This Province hath 
the honour of the Title of a Dukedom. 

Nizza della Paglia, a Town in the Dukedom of 
Montferrat in ltaly, betwixt Aft and Aqui ; which 
hath partaked of the ſufferings of the Civil Wars of its 
Country.

Noatltes, a Town in the Province of Limoſin, in 
Aquitain, in France: giving name to a Family of 
Honour. 

Nocera, Nuceria, a City of S. Peter's Patrimong, 
in Italy, of great Antiquity ; which is a Biſhops See, 
immediately under the Pope ; ſeated at the Foot of 
the Apennine, in the Borders of the Marchia Ancc- 
tana, at the Fountains of the River Top:no : fixteen 
Miles from Spoleto to the North, and fifteen from C4. 
Merino to the Weft. Some are of opinion, that this 
is the ſame place with that which Lzvy calls Alpha- 
terna. | 

Nocera, a City in the Kingdom of Naples, in the 
hithey Principate ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Salerno; and a Dukedom belonging to 
the Family of Barberino. Called for diſtinction from 
the Precedent, by thoſe of the Country, Nocera dt 
Pagans, becauſe it hath been taken formerly by the 

Saracens. The ancients in many places ſpeak of it. 
It ſtands eight Miles from Salerzo to the South-Welt, 
and twenty two. from Naples to the South. $ There is 
a Town of this Name in Calabria ; eight Miles from 
Amantea to the South, and three from the Tyrrhensan 
Sea. 

Noere, Notra, a River of Anzoumos in France. 

Noeſenſtad BtEtritta,- the | with Beſtercze. 

Nogaro or Nogaro/,the Capital Town of the Coun» 
ty of Armagnac, m the Upper Gaſcony, in France ; 
upon the River Modou, below Monleſun. The La- 
$52 Writevs call it mp and Nugariolum. It 
has a Collegiate Church, and in the Years 1290.1303. 
1316. there were Synods affembled here. 

Rogent 1 Fytaud, a Town in the Province of 
Champagne in France, upon the Marne ; below 
Chaſteau Thierrs. 

Nogent le RKetrou, Nonrgentam Rotrudum, the 
faireſt Village in France ; the Capital of the County 
of La Perche ; ſeated upon the River Huyra. Four- 
teen Leagues from Chareres,(the Capitatof La Beauſſe) 
and honored with the Title of a Dukedom. The En- 
gif heretofore took it under the Earl of Salisbury. 
Charles VII. King of France retook it -in 1449. The 
little River Ronxe- falls into the Huzſne here. 

Nogent le Mop, a Fownin /a Beauſſe in France, 
upon the Eure, betwixt Dreux and Chartres- 

Nogent ſur fetne, a Town in Champagne, upon 
the River Seine, Which it covers with. a Stone 
Bridge. ; 

Nola, a City and Colony in Campanue Felix,(now 
Terra ds Lavoro) in the Kingdom of Naples z which 

is a Biſhops Sce, under the Archbiſhop of _ zn 
a tolerable State, and ſhews many Footſteps : ts or 
nt1quitYe 
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Antiquity. Hanmbal beſieged it without any fucceſs, 
in the Year of Rom? 540. In or near this City Au- 
guſt us (the firſt Roman Emperor) died, Anno Chriftti, 
14, Not lefs famous for being the Birth-place of S.Par- 
lJinus, who was afterwards Biſhop of it. It ftands four- 
teen Miles from Naples towards the Eaſt, near the Ri- 
ver Agno, Clans. He; 

Noli, Naulum, Naulinm, a {mall City in the States 
of Genoua ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Genoua. It {tands in a Plain, on the Shoars 
of the Liourian Sea; but it has no Harbor, as I have 
often ſeen, (faith Baudrand.) Once a Free State ; now 
ſubject to the State of Genora ; from which City it 
ſtands thirty one Miles to the Weſt, betwixt Savonna 
and A/bengua. : 

Nombze de Dios, Nomen Dez, Onomatheopols, 
a City of Terra firma, a Province upon the Streights 
of Panama ; twenty five Leagues from Panama to 
the North ; which has a noble and ſafe Harbor, to the 
North Sea : Built by the Spanzards, but ſince forſa- 
ken, for its unwholſome air. : 

Nomentum or Nomenrano, the Capital Town of 
the ancient Nomentani in Latium, frequently men- 
tioned by the Claſſicks. It hath ſometime been a 
' Biſhops See, but now is only a Village, in the Duchy 
of Monte-Rotundo, in the States of the Church, _ 

MNomenp, Nomenzum, a City or great Town m 
the Dukedom of Lorazn, -in the Territory of Meſſin, 
upon the River Sezl?, Sala ; five Mites from Nancz 
to the South, and ſeven from Marſal to the South-Eaft. 

Nona, #nona, a City of Dalmatia, mentioned by 
Prolemy ; which is now a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Fara or Jadar ; well fortified :"ten Miles 
from Fara to the North. It 1s under the Yenetians ,. 
and hath a Port to the Adriatique. The Sclavonians 
call it N*n. Some admit it to be the A£n0na of the 
ancients. : 

Nonſuch, a Palace Royal in the County of Surrey, 
not far from Ezſham: delightfully ſituated, and 
magnificently built by K. Henry VIIE 

De Noozdtſhe Wee, Mare Germanicum, the 
German Ocean. 2 ©, 

Nozcia, Nurſia, a ſmall City in the Dominions of 
the Church ; placed by Livy, Pliny, and the reſt of 
the Ancients, in Umbria. It ftands amongit the 
Hills, near the Apennine, by the River Fredda ; fix 
Miles from the Marchia Anconitana to the-South ; 
between 4quila to the Eaſt, and Spolerro to the Welt ; 
thirteen from either. This was the Count: y of S. Be- 
nedift, the Father of the Weſtern Monks; as alſo of 
Sertorius,the great Roman Commander, flain in Spar. 
It hath been an Epiſcopal See. _ : 

Nozden, Nordenum, a City in Weſtphalia in Eaſt- 
Fr:ie/land, uy on the German Ocean z to which it hath 
a conliderable Port : under thePrince of Ea/t-Frie/land, 
ſixteen Mites from Embder to the North. 

Nozdlingen, Nortmga, a City of Schwaben, in 
the Year 1251, made a Free Imperial City : it ſtands 
upon. the River Eger ; four German Miles from La- 
mingen to the North, ten from YVerden to the South- 
Welt, and from Ingo/ſtad to the Welt: between the 
Territories of the Duke of Newburgh, and the Count 
of Oetingen. Famous. by. a Defeat of the Swedes in 
1634, and a Victory of the Swedes and French in 
1645, tho otherwiſe finall, and in a decaying condi- 
tion. This place is called by the French, Norlingue ; 
and by the Germans alſo written Norlinghen. 

Nozfolk, Norfo/cza, a County on the Eaſtern 
Coatt of England. Bounded on. the North with the 
German Ocein; on the Eaſt in part by the ſame O- 
cean, in part by Suffo/k; on the South by the Rivers 
of FYaveney and the little Oſe, which part it from 
Suffo!k ; on, the Welt with the great Ouſe ; and to- 
wards Lincolnſhire with that part of the Nene, which 
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paffeth from YV:sbich to the Waſhes. It containeth 
in length from Tarmonth to VYsbich fifty Miles, in 
breadth from Therford to VVells thirty ; in circuit 
about two hundred and forty. The Southern parts, 
Which are Wood: Lands, are fruitful; the Northern 
or Champain, barren and dry. * In the whole are 
fix hundred and fixty Pariſhes, and thirty one 
Market Towns; and befides the VV/aveney and the 
Ouſe, watered by the Rivers Tare and Thryn. Its Ca- 
pttal City, Norwich. The largeft County next to 
Torkshire, m England z and ſurpaffing even Torksbire 
in populonfneſs. In the time of the Heptarchy, it 
was a part of the Kingdom of the Eaſt-Anzles. The 
firſt Earl of Norfolk was Ralph de VVaet, Created 
In the Year 1075, After whom facceeded the Brigors 
from 1135, to 1270, in ſix Deſcents. In 1313, Tho. 
de Brotherton, a Son of Edward T. was made Earl 
of Norfolk: Margaret his Daughter, in 1398, was 
made Duchefs; whofe Son Thomas Mowbray, (and 
his Deſcendents ) contimred the Honor to the Year 
1461. In 1475, Richard Duke of Tork was made 
Duke 6f Norfolk. In 1483, Fohn Lord Howard was 
veſted with the ſame Honor, in whoſe Family it now 
is. Henry the prefent Duke of Norfo/k being the ninth 
Duke of this Race. 

Noztmburgh. See Nurenberg. 

Nozin, a fort of Dalmatia, betwixt the River 
Narenta, and the branch thereof called Norin, which 
returns into the bed of the Narenta again. Under the 
Venetians. 

Nozkoping, Norcopia, a fmall City in Sweden, 
between two Lakes; five Miles from the Baltick Sea; 
in the Province of Oſtrogothia, by the River Motala : 
ten Miles from the Lake Verer,; Eaſt. 

Nozmandy, Neuſtria, Normannia, is a great and 
fruitful Province in France, which has the Title of a 
Dunkedom. It has this name from the Normans ; 
who, under Rollo their firſt Duke, fetled here in the 
time of Charles the Simple, King of France. Bound- 
ed on the North and Welt by the Brizzſb Sea; on 
the Eaſt by Picardy; on the South by /e Perche, 
and'le Maine. It lies fixty fix Leagues from Eaft 
to Weſt, and from North to South about thirty ; the 
principal City in it is Roar or Rowen. This Province 
is divided into twelve Counties ; but more uſually 
into the Upper and Lower Normandy : the former 
contaming the Bailywicks of Rouen, Eureux, Caux, 
and G:/ors : the other thoſe of Alenzon, Caen, and 
Conſtantin. Its principal Rivers are the Seine, Eure, 
Rifle, Dive, Soule, Ouve, &c. A cold Climate, 
plentiful in Corn, Cattel, and Fruits z but generally 
wanting Wine. It yields fome Mines of Iron and 
Brafs, together with Medicinal Waters : Is better in- 
habited by Gentry, than almoſt any other Province 
of France; and reckons above a hundred Ciries, 
and a hundred and fifty great Towns ſtanding 
m it. Rollo the firſt Duke, / under whom the Nor- 
mans belieged Paris three times J obtained that Ti- 
tle in 912. from Charles the Simple, ( who gave his 
Daughter in Marriage to him, ) upon condition 
to hold Normandy in homage to' the Crown. Wk 
liam the baſe Son of Robert { the ſixth Duke) Con- 
quered England in 1066 : by which means 1t was 
United to the Crown of England till 1202: when 
King 70-n was outed of it. Henry V. about 1420. 
reconquered this Duchy : His Son loſt it again about 
I 450. ever fince which time it has been annexed to 
the Crown of France. 

De Nwzt Caep, Rubea, Rubee Promontorium, 
is the molt Northern Point of F:nmark; and indeed 
of all Europe. $ There is a Cape of the ſame Name in 
Guiana, in South America. 

Noztgow, Nortgovia, a Province of Germany ; 
between Bohemia to the Ealt, the Danube to __ 
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Eaſt and South, (which parts it from Bavaria; ) 
Schwaben and Franconia to the Welt, and Yoige- 
land to the North. The Capital of it is Norsmburg. 
This name, in the German Tongue, Ggnifies the North 
Country. It was the Seat of the antient People, 
Nariſcs. | 

Nozth-Allerton, A Market Town in the North- 
Riding of Torksbire, near the Stream 5k , which 
falls into the Swale, The Capital of its Hundred. 

Nozthamptonſhire, Norehantonia, is ſeated almoſt * 
in the midſt of Eng/and: on the North it is parted 
fron Lincolnſhire by the River Weland; on the 
Eaſt from Huntington by the Nene ; on the South 
it has Buckingham and Oxford; and on the Welt 
Warmickshire, ſeparated by Watlingſtreet, a Roman 
way. From North to South it is forty fix Miles in 
length ; but not full twenty in breadth where broadeſt. 
In the whole,there are three hundred twenty fix Pariſh- 
es and thirteen Market Towns. The Rivers Nen and 
WVVeland have their riſe in this County, together 
with the Ouſe. The Air is temperate ; the Soll rich, 
fruitiul, champain ; full of People. The chief Town 
is Northampton, pleaſantly ſeated on the Bank of 
the River Nez, where two Rivulets from the North 
and South fall into it ; which for its Circuit, Beauty, 
and Buildings, may be compared with molt of the 
Cities of England. It was burnt by the Danes. In 
the Wars in King Johr''s time it ſuffered much from 
the Barons. Near this City in 1460. Henry VI. was 
overthrown ; and fir{t taken Priſoner by Edward IV. 
In 1261. the Students of Cambridge are ſaid to have 
removed hither by the King's Warrant, with Intcn- 
tions to have ſetled the Univerſity here. In the Reign 
of King Charles II, Sept. 1675. it was totally de+ 
ſtroyed by Fire ; but by the favour of that gracious 
Prince, and the chearful Contributions of good Peo- 
ple, foon rebuilt. Long. 19. 40. Lat. 52. 36. To omit 
the more ancient Families ; VVillsam, Lord Compton, 
was created Earl of Northampton, by King Fames I. 
in 1618, The preſent Earl, George, is the fourth of 
this Noble Famuly. 

Nozthauſen, Northyſia, an Imperial Free City 
of Germany, in Thuringsza, upon the River Jorge ; 
between Erford to the South, and Halberſtad to the 
North; eight German Miles from either. This City 
is under the Protection of the Elector of Saxony ; 
and faid to have been built by Meroveus I. King of 
the Franks, in the Year of Chriſt 449. 

The Nozth Fozcland, Cantium, a Cape of the 
Ile of Thanner in Kent ; famous for a Sea Fight be- 
tween the Engliſh and the Dutch, in 1666. When 
the brave Duke of Albemarle, with only two Squa- 
drons of the Engliſh Fleet, maintained a Fight againſt 
the whole Dutch Fleet of an hundred Sail, two days 
together : Prince _—_ coming up in the Evening 
of the ſecond day, the Engliſh fell' again ( the third ) 
on the Dutch Fleet, and beat them home : which, 
all things conſidered, was the moſt wonderful Naval 
Fight that ever w.s fought upon the Ocean. 

Nozthumberland, Northumbria, is parted on the 
South by the Derwent and the Tyne from the Biſhop- 
rick of Durham : on the Eaſt it has the German 
Ocean ; on the North Scotland : on the Weſt Scor- 
land and Cumberland: it has the form of a Triangle 
or Wedge, containing i length from North to South 
about forty Miles, in breadth where it is the broadeſt, 
thirty : in the whole, four hundred and fixty Pariſhes, 
and only fix Market Towns. The Air is cold and 
ſharp ; the Soil barren and rugged, but much ime 
proved by the Indultry of its Inhabitants; and chiefly 
towarcls the Sea, fertile. The Bowels of the Earth are 
full of Coal Mines, whence a great part of England 
's ſupplied with that Fewel. The principal Places in 
't, are Newcaſtle and Berwick. George Fit;-Roy a 
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Natural Son of Charles I. was created Duke of Nor- 
thumberland in 1674, Whiclr Title had been once 
before enjoyed by Fohn Dudley, Earl of Warw:ch: , 
created Duke of Northumberland by K. Edward VF. 
in 1551. and beheaded by C). Mary. After the death 
of the ſaid Fohn, the Title of Earl of Northum- 
berland returned to the Percies : in whoſe Family, 
as it had heretofore belong'd to them from the Year 
1337, When Henry Piercy, Lord Conſtable, pollefled 
it under K. Richard II. and was ſucceeded in it by 
five of his Name and Family, with little interruption; 
ſo it continued till the Year 1670, when Foceline 
Piercy died at Turin without Iſue Male. 

Nozth-Currp, a Market Town in Somerſerſhire, 
upon the River Toxe : and the Capital of its Hundred. 

Nozthwich, a Market Town in Cheſhire, upon 
the River Dane, which runs into the Feeve : the Ca- 
pital of its Hundred. Its Salt-pits render it remark - 
able, | 

Nozwap, Norvegia, Nerigon, Baſilia, is a King- 
dom of great extent on the North-Weltern Shoar of 
[Europe ; called by the Inhabitants Norr:cke, and by 
Contraction Norke ; by the Germans, Norwepen. 
Heretofore elteemed the Weſtern part of cs 
via ; and called Nerigon, as Cluverins faith : it 
reaches from the Entrance of the Bal/tzick Sea, to al- 
molt the North Cape : but not of equal breadth. On 
the Kaſt a long Ridge of Mountains, always covere} 
with Snow, (called Sevones, ) ſeparate it trom Swe- 
den. Barren and Rocky ; or overgrown with vaſt 
and unpaſſable Woods. Its length is about one thou- 
ſand and three hundred Engls/Þ Miles; and two hun- 
dred and fifty its breadth. Divided into five Provin- 
ces; Aggerhus, Bergenſus, Dronthembus, VPardhus, 
and Bahus. The Inhabitants traffick abroad with 
Dryed Fiſh, Whales Greaſe, and Timber. Of the 
ſame Religion with the Danes ; and ſome of thein 
enclined to Magick, like the Laplanders, The 
Glama 18 the only River in this Kingdom that 1s ſut- 
ficient to carry Veſlels of great burden. In 1646. a 
diſcovery was made of a golden Mine, near Op/low 3 
which -was quickly exhauſted, Bahus was reſfign- 
ed to the King of Sweden in 1658. There depend 
upon this Kingdom ſeveral Iſlands; as 1/e/and, Groen- 
land, Spitzberg, the Iſles of Feroe, and thoſe of Ork- 
-' ; the latter whereof were reſigned to Fames VI. 
of Scotland. The principal Cities are Dron:theim, and 
Berghen. This had Kings of its own from very an- 
cient times; but in 1326. it was firſt united to Den- 
mark, in the Perſon of Magnus III. In 1375. they 
_— ſo united, that they were never {ance ſepa- 
rated. 

Rozwtch, Nordovicum, Norvicum, is a rich, po- 
pulous, neat City ; in the middle of the County of 
Norfolk; ſeated at the confluence of the Venſter ( or 
Venſder ) and the Tare, over which it hath ſeveral 
Bridges. This City ſprung up out of the Ruins of 
Venta Icenorum, now called Caſter, in which not 
many years fince was found a vaſt number of Ro+ 
man Urns. When or by whom Norw:ch was built, 
is not known : it ſeems to be a Saxon City ; it was 
certainly the Seat of ſome of the Kings of the Ea/t- 
Angles, In its Infancy Sueno, a Dane, burnt it in 
1004. In the Reign of VY/illiam the Conqueror it 
was beſieged, and taken by Famine. Herbert, Bt- 
ſhop of this Dioceſe, contributed to its growth ; by 
removing the Biſhops Chair from Theeford hither, a- 
bout 1096. In the ſeventeenth year of King Ste- 
phen's Reign, it was refounded and made a Corpora- 
tion. The Caſtle is thought to have been built in 
the Reign of Henry Il, Taken by the French in the 
Reign of King Fohn. In the Reign of Edward I. it 
was walled by the Citizens. Henry IV. in 1403- 
granted them a Mayor. Afterwards it began to de- 
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cay, till Queen Elizabeth (ent the Dutch Stuff Wea- 
vers { who fled over into England, from the cruel 
Government of the Duke d'A/va) hither : whereup- 
on it prew very populous, and rich. There was 
preat need of this ſupply : one Kett ( a Tanner of 
VVindham ) having almoſt ruined this City about 
1548. in the Reign of Edward VI. The preſent Bi- 
ſhop of Norwich 1s the ſeventy firſt from Bedwinus 
of Elmham, the ſeventy fifth from Felix, (the firſt 
Biſhop of the Eaſt- Angles ) who began the Biſhop- 
rick in 636. Lonp. 24. 55. Lat. 52. 49. This Ci- 
ty, being about a Mile and a half in length and half 
as much in breadth, contains twenty Pariſhes ; well 
walled, with ſeveral Turrets, and twelve Gates for 
Fntrance; and fo pleaſantly intermixt with Houſes 
and Trees, that it looks like an Orchard and a City 
within each other, It gives the Title of Ear! to the 
Duke of Norfo/k,; whoſe Palace, with that of the Bi- 
ſhop, the Cathedral, the Hoſpital, &c. are the prin- 
cipal Ornaments of its Buildings. By 
Noto, Nerum, Nea, Nettum, Neetum, a City of 
Sicily, of great Antiquity ; and at this time great, 
well inhabited, the Capital of the Province called by 
its name. _It is incompaſſed with high Rocks, and 
ſteep Valleys; being ſeated on the South fide of 1ſe- 
land. Eight Miles from the Sea, fifteen from Pachy. 
0 to the South-Weſt, and twenty five from Syracuſe 
to the South. Co 
Il Uai di Noto, Netina Yallss, the Province in 
which the laſt mentioned City ſtands, 1s the ſecond 
Province of Sicily ; and lies on the South fide of the 
Iſland, On the North it has 1! Valle d: Demona, on 
the Weſt i/ Val ds: Mazara, and on the South the 
African Sea. = 
Notteberg, Noteeburgum, a Town in Ingria in 
Sweden ; ſeated on an Iſland in the Lake Ladoga: to- 
wards the Confines of Moſcovy. Called Oreska by 
the Ruſs. A very ſtrong Town by 1ts Situation ; yet 
Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, took it from 
the Moſcovites, in 1614. It takes its name from 
Nutts. : 
Nottinghamſhire, Notringhamia, 18 bounded on 
the North and Weſt by Torksbire ; on the Eaſt by 
Lincoliſhire, ( divided from it by the Trent ;') on 
the South by Leiceſterſhire, on the Welt by Darby- 
ſhire, It is in length thirty eight Englz/Þ Miles from 
North to South; in breadth from Eait to Welt not 
above nineteen ;z; and in Circuit about an hundred and 
ten, containing 168 Fariſhes, and nine Market Towns. 
The Air is good and pleaſing ; the Soil, rich Sand and 
Clay : ſo that for Corn or Graſs it may compare with 
any County of England : it abounds equally with 
Wood and Coals; and is watered with the Rivers 
Trent and Iddle, beſides ſeveral ſmall Streams. This 
County takes its name from its principal Town, 
Nottingham, Rage, a delicate pleaſant Town, 
ſeated on a high Hill ; full of fine Streets, and good 
Buildings ; upon the River Line ; towards the South 
Borders of this County : and abaut a Mile from the 
Trent, to the Welt. Over the Trent and the Line 
it has two Bridges, beſides two others over two Ponds, 
called the Cheney Bridges. It has three Churches, 
and a ſtrong and goodly Caſtle ; built on a ſteep 
Rock on the Welt ſide of the Town. In the Reign 
of Burthred King ot the Mercians, and &/Erhelred 
King of the VVeſt-Saxons, the Danes having got the 
Poſleflion of this Caitle, kept it againſt three Kings, 
(united againſt them) and forced them to a Peace. 
Atter this Edward, the Elder, walled the Town : the 
South part of which was thandingiin Mr. Cambden's 
time. The Caſtle, which is now ſtanding, was rebuilt 
by YVlliam the Conqueror, to curb the Engliſh. 
Edward IV. repaired it- In 1175+ it was betieged 
by Henry II. but could not be taken. In the Ba- 
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rons Wars it was ſurpriſed by Robert de Ferrarizs, an 
Earl ; otherwiſe it was never taken by force, as the 
ſame Author obſerves. Long. 22. 14. Lat. 53. eo. 
Charles Lord Howard, deſcended from the Houſe of 
Norfolk by the Mowbrays (Earls of this County, from 
1377» to 1475+ ) was in 1597. created Earl of Noe- 
tingham. This Family ending in Charles Lord 
Howard, the third in that Line ; the Honor was con. 
ferred May 12. 1681- upon Heneage Lord Finch, Ba- 
ron of Daventry, (then Lord Chancellor of England;) 
and it 1s now enjoyed by Danzel, Son of the ſaid 
Heneage. 

Nova Antequera, a City of New Spain in Ame- 
rica, in the Province of Oaxaca; eighty Spaniſh 
Leagues from Mexico to the Eaſt, ſeventeen from 
the North Sea to the South, and ſeventeen from Vera 
Cruz. It 1s little, and not much inhabited ; though 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Mexico, ever 
fince 1535- 

Nova Guinea, a large Country in the Weſtern 
part of the Pacsfick Ocean, which is a part of the 
Terra Auſtralis: on the Eaſt of the Molucco Iſlands, 
Firſt diſcovered by Andrew Ardaneta a Spaniard, in 
1528. and then thought to be an Iſland, but ſince to 
be a part of the South Continent. 

Novara, Novarza, a City of Italy, which in Pliny's 
time was the Capital of Inſubria. It is now a part 
of the Duchy of Ms/an; and a Biſhop's See, under 
that Archbiſhop 3 the Head of a ſmall Territory, cal- 
led by its name. Very (trong, and can ſhew many 
anctent Roman Inſcriptions as Te{timonies of its An- 
tiquity. It ſtands twenty five Miles from Mzlan to 
the Weſt, and ten from Turin, in a well-watered and 
fruitful Soil, and upon an Eminence well fortified. 
Near this, Lewis Sforza Duke of Mi/an was taken 
by the French in 1500. But twelve years after, the 
Swiſs gave the French a great Overthrow in this 
Place, to abate their joy for their former Succeſs. Pe- 
ter Lombard, the Maſter of the Sentences, (and ſome- 
time Biſhop of Paris ) was a Native of this City ; 
and Pope Innocent XI. Biſhop of it, when he was 
choſen. 

N ovellara, a fine Town in the Lower Lombardy, 
between the Territories of the Dukes of Mantoua 
and Modena ; ſubject to a Count of its own, who is 
of the Family of Gonzaga ; ten Miles from Regio to. 
wards the North. Ir hasa Caltle called Bagnnollo. 

Novibazar, Novus Mercatus, one of the princi- 
pal Cities of Servia; upon the River Oraſca; fifty 
Miles from Ns/a to the Welt. 

Novigrad, Novigradum, Argyrutum , a Town in 
Dalmatia, which has a Caſtle: ſeated upon a Bay of 
the ſame name ; twenty Miles from Xara to the Ealt, 
and twenty five from Sebenzco to the North. It be- 
longed to the Venetians ; but was taken by the Turks 
in 1646. 

Novigrad, a ſmall City in the Upper Hungary , 
which gives name to a County; one German Mile 
from the Danube, - five from Gran to the North-Eaſt, 
and four from Vaccia. It has a Caſtle which is ſcated 
on a Rock ; and a, Dike thirty four foot deep, cut in 
the ſame Rock ; which makes it almoſt. inacceflible : 
yet the Tnrks took this ſtrong Place, in 1663. 

Novogozod Yelki, Novogardia Magna, a City of 
Meſcovy ; called by the Germans Neugarten ; Which 
1s very great, and an Archbiſhops See; the Capital of 
a Principality of the ſame name : ſeated in a ſpici- 
ous Plain upon the River Wolkow , ( where it iflueth 
from the Lake of 1/men ) an hundred and five Gey- 
man Miles from Moſco to the North-Weſt , forty fix 
from Pleskow to the Eaſt, and forty from Narva to 
the South-Eaſt. Leng. 50. oo. Lat. 58. 23. The 
River Wolchou or Woldga, ( ſaith Olearius) falls by 
Notzeburgh , and the Gulph of F:nland into the m_ 
ric 
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erch Sea : this River is the chief cauſe of the Wealth 
and Greatnels of the City z being Navigable from its 
Fountains almoſt to the Balrickh, : which has made 
this City the chie! for Trade in all the North. Vi- 
thold , ( Great Duke of Lithuania ) was the firſt, 
who in 1427. obliged this City to pay a valt Tribute. 
Fohn Baſilowit; Grotſden, Duke of Mrſcovy , over- 
threw an Army raiſed by this City in 1477. Thereupon 
he made himſelf Maſter of it , and carried thence to 
Moſeo three hundred Wagons loaden with Gold, Sil- 
ver, and rich Goods. Fohn Baſilowit;, another o*' 
their Princes, in 1569. flew two thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred arid ſeverity of its Inhabitants, and caſt them in- 
to the River, upon a bare groundleſs ſuſpicion ; be- 
fides a vaſt number trodden to death by a Party of 
Horſe. This City was taken by the Swedes in 1611. 
and reſtored to the Rrſs in 1634+ It hath formerly 
been fo puiflant , that it paſſed for a common Pro- 
verb, Who 1s there that can oppoſe himſelf to God, 
and the great City of Novogrod 2 They reckon a- 
bout ſeventy Monaſteries in it. Its largenefs h1s been 
ſet in the parallel with that of Rome : but its Walls are 
of Wood, and the Buildings mean. 

Movogozod Nifi, that is, the Lower ; is a vaſt 
Ci:y of Moſcot'y , ſeated upon the Woſga , where it 
takes in the Occa : an hundred German Miles from 
Moyſco to the NorthEaſt , and forty from // o{rgda to 
the South-Eaſt. 

12bvogzoD, Novogroda, firnamed Litamrisks, 18 a 
City of Lithuania, under the Crown of Poland ; the 
Capital of a Palatinate of the ſame name ; in which 
the Diet of Lithuanza ought by turns with Minſk» 
to be holden. It ſtands ſcarce four Po/zſh Miles from 
the River Nrzemen or Meme/, and twenty from V3/na 
to the South. 

Novogrodeck Devicrsky , a ſtrong City of Rr/- 
fia ; which his been attributed to Lithnana , When 
under the Poles ; but now it is under the Ryſs again. 
It ſtands upon the River Dezna ; ſeventeen Poliſh 
Miles from Czernichou to the North-Ealt , forty 11x 
from Kyovza to the ſame, and the fame diltance trom 
Smolenska to the South. Thus is allo the Capital of a 
Palatinate. 

Nopon, Novomagis, Nowiodunum, a City in the 
Iſle of France ; near the Borders of Picardy ( of 
which it ws a part) upon the River Vor/e, which two 
Miles lower falls into the Ozfe 5 eight Leagues from 
Soiſons to the South-Welt, fifteen from Amrens, tix 
from Reims to the Weſt, and twenty two from 
Paris to the North. It is a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Re:ms : the Biſhop of it is one of the 
three Earls, and a Peer of France ; the Dioceſe which 
belongs to it, is called Le Noyorors. 

$2Qbia, a preat Tract in the Eaſtern part of 4- 
frica, ind the River Ni/e : ihncompaſied on the North 
and Weſt with Mountains : by which it 1s ſeparated 
from Egypt to the North ; Groga, Borno, Janfara, 
and Brafara to the Weſt ; on the Eaſt ithas the 
Nz/e, which parts it from Baynagaſſo ; and on the 
South Abaſſima, or Athiopid. It lies three hundred 
French Leagues in length, ard riot much lefs in 
breadth ; the Capital of it 'is Dancala ; the other Ci- 
ties, Cuſa, Guala, Falac, and Sia. This wis the 
Country of the ancient, Nibe or Nubet , atid 'Nu- 
mides. It-is rich and fertile enotph towards the Nele,

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Mus, or Nuztt, a finall Town in the Dukedom 
of Burgundy , upoin the River Armanſon, betwixt 
Mombard and Tonnere. Some are of opinion, that 
it was the Work of the ancient Nuzzhones, a people 
of Germany. 

Tland van Picter Nuttz , The Land of Perer 
Nuiz, 18a part of New Holland, in the North Ames. 
rice dil by a Dutch-man of the Name,in 1625. 

Numantta , an ancient and celebrated City of 
Spain, It ſuſtained a Siege againſt an Army of for- 
ty thouſand Romans, for fourteen years together ; an 
by its Courage and Conduct , did reduce /Ami/ins 
Leprdus, and C. Hoſtslius Mancinus , (the two By- 
man Conſuls, in the year of Reme 6L7.) toſuch a dif- 
honourable Treaty, that the latter was ordered by the 
Senate to be delivered to the Enemy by a Herald at 
Arms, naked, with his hands tied, in indignation at 
the Conditions of Peace palled by him. But Nu- 
mantia retuſed to take hum. Scrpro Africans, after. 
wards undertaking the Siege , made himſelt Maſter of 

the place in fifteen Months : and the Inhabitants it 
deſpair burnt whatever was molt dear to them, even 
their Wives and Children, and caſt themſelves naked 
upon the Swords of the Conquerours. 

Numidia, the Country in the ancient diviſion of 
Africa, which is now called Biledulzertd. There 
was allo a Numidia propria. This latter had the ho- 
nour to be a Kingdom, famous in the Perſons of Ma- 
ſamſſa , who atiitted the Romans in the lalt Punick 
War; and of his Grandſon Fugwrtha, taken Prifoter 
and carried to Rome, after a long War he had main- 
tained againft the Romans. 

Nura, Nicsa, a River in the Dukedoms of Parma 
and Placentia. 

Aurnberg, Nuremberg, Norimberga, Nurimberga, 
No12corum mons, a great Imperial Free City, in Ger- 
many, itt Franconia ; upon the Confluence of the 
Regen and Pegen, two German Rivers ; ſeated at the 
toot of an Hill of the Hyrcanian Foreſt ; and forti- 
hed with a Caſtle, and an Arſenal : Frederick I. made 
the Capital of Norzgorw. It has belonging to it a Tract 
which lies between the Marquiſate of Holach to the 
Welt; Culenbach to the North, the Upper Palars- 
»ate tothe Eaſt , and the Biſhoprick of Arch/tad to 
the South. This City was the Birth-place of Wen- 
ceſlaus the Empervur, and now in a flouriſhing con- 
dition, It ſtands nine Miles from Bamberg to the 
South, fourteen from Ratrobon, thirteen from FFureſ- 
berg, and nineteen from Amburg to the North. It 
bought its liberty of its Princes ; and has carefully 
preſerved it, ever ſince 1027, The Emperour Hen- 
ry V. rumed it : but Conradus II. Henry VI. and 
Charles VI. re-ettabliſhed and augmented it. In 1427. 
it bought the Caltle of the Burgrave, which is ſince 
imployed as a Granary. It borrowed its form of Go- 
vernment ( which is Aritocraric,) from Venice. In 
1506. it unbraced Luther's Doctrine in his time ; but 
tolerated the Calviniſts. In 1649. here was a general 
Peace concluded amonglit the Princes of Germany. 

Nuſco, Ny/erm, an Epiſcopal City in the Further 
Principate in the Kingdom of OT. The See is a 
Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of Salerno. :

Nylandt, Ny/andia, a Province of Finland, up- 
on the Bay of Finland ; between Carelia to the

There are but 
three Towns of Note in it ; Borgo, Helſing fors, and 
Lſeborg. 

_ Nemeſa, a ſmall River in the Biſhoprick 
of Trier ; which watereth Schezneck and Bzeberg,then 
ends in the Saur. : : 

Npne, Aufona, a River which __ the Town 
and County of Northampton , and Wubich ; falls 
into the German Ocean , between Norfolk and Lin-

Manus, See Fraſcolari. $ Stephanus makes men- 
tion of an ancient City, Oanus, in Lydia, in Aſia the 
Leſs.

Paſig. The name of two ancient Solrtary Receſſes, 
in the Deſarts of Barca, in Lybia, in Afriva; whi- 
ther Eugenius and Macarius , both of them Holy 
Prieſts of Antioch , were baniſhed by the Emperour 
Fulian the Apoſtate : and S. Hilarion retired,to avoid 
the fury of the Emiſſaries of the ſame Prince. The 
famous Neſtorsus died in his Baniſhment there alſo.

dia, now called Armiro. Virgilepithets it 
rapidum venmemus Oaxem. 

Other Ancients ſpeak of a City or Town there , of 
the ſame name. 

Dbb. See Oby. 

©bdoza, a Province in the North of Moſcovy, on 
the Frozen Sea; between the River Oby to the Eaft, 
and Perzora to the Welt, There 1s never a City or 
Town of Note in it. The Dutch who have lately 
diſcovered its Sea Coaſts, have preſumed- to call it 
Niew Welt Frieflandt : but they have not ſettled 
any Colonies here, and probably never will. 

Dbeck, Gr, a River of Lyb:a in Africs. 

Dbengtr, Ochus, a River of Perſia ; which wate- 
retÞ the Provinces of Balach and Tochbareſtan ; the Ci- 
tics of Balach, Varvalin, Talecan, Badhaſcian, Ari- 
ander ; and then falls into the Gehun or Oxu, above 
Bichende, bringing with it the Ba/can. This River 
1s the North-Eaſtern Boundary of Perſia, towards 
Tartary. 

Dber Baden, Herme Superiores. See Baden. 

Dber-iDeſet, Ficcha, Vaſhets » a City in Germa- 
ny, upon the Rh:ne ; once an Imperial Free City, but 
in 1312..t fell into the hands of the Elector of Trier: it 
lies between Baccharach to the South , and Boppare 
to the North. S. Werner was here lain by the Fews, 
in 1287. in the time of Lene. Mammaa, the Mo- 
ther of Alexander ( the Roman Emperour, ) was 
alſo aſſaſſinated in this place, as the Inhabitants report. 

Dbit Baptum, a River of that part of Arhi- 
opia next Egype ; which flowing Eattward toward 
Qrs/mancy, watereth the City of Quz/oa in Janguebar ; 
then falls into the AZrhiopran Ocean. 

Dbtricht, Oberick, the ſame with Maesftriche. 

ODburg, Obrgum, a City in Finland. 

by, Obb, Owis, Obius, a valt River on the. Eaſt 
of Moſcovy ; which ariſing out of the Lake of Ka- 
taysko, and running Northwards , parts Europe from 
Afia. Between the Province of Obdura to the Welt, 
and the Samoredes to the Eaſt , it falls with a vaſt 
Current into the Frozen Sea. It has been ſometime 
called Carambuc. 

©cca, a River which riſeth in the Borders of Crim 
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Tartary ; and running North Eaſt, watereth Bulzoff 
and Colomna ; ten German Miles Welt of Moſeo : 
and taking in the Cleuſma and the Mooxa at Niji Ne- 
vozorod, talls into the olga, 

_Dchums, Tarſuras, a River in Mengrelia ; which 
riſeth out of the Mountains of Co/chis, and falls into 
the Enxine Sea. 

Dchawva. The ſame with Giuſtandll. 

Ochſe.ifurt, Boſphorus , Ochſenfurtum, a Town 
or City in Franconza, upon the Maine ; in the Bi- 
ſhoprick of VYuresburg ; three Miles from the Capi- 
tal City to the South. 

Dcklep, a Town in the County of Surrey ; where 
King Erhelwolf, Son to King Egbere, fought a ſuc- 
ceſsful Battel againſt the Danes, 

Dczakow, Axiace, a City of Podelia , ſeated at 
the fall of the Nzeper into the Euxine Sea; thirty 
Miles from Cz:ircafſia. Near this City the Poles gave 
the Tartars a fatal overthrow in 1644. 

Ddenſee, Odenſche, Oronium, Othoma, Orton, 
a City of Denmark ; the Capital of the Uland of 
Fionia, almoſt in the Centre of it : fourteen Miles 
from Sleſwick, to the North, and eighteen from Cop- 
penhagen to the Weſt. Built by Haro/d King of 
Denmark, and called fo in Honour to Oro I. Empe- 
rour of Germany : it was made a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Lunden, in 950. S. Kanute, King 
of Denmark, was flain here in 10986. whoſe Body 
was found in 1582. and much honoured, In this 
City alſo are Tombs of the Kings of Denmark, In 
1257. the Eccleſiaſtichks afſembled a Council here , 
which had the honour to be confirmed by Pope A- 
lexander IV. 

Dder, Odera, a Town in Ss/efia, in the Dukedom 
of Troppaw, in the Borders of Moravia ; at the Foun- 
tains of the River Oder ; four German Miles from 
Olmutz. | 

Die, xDder , Odera, Suevus, Guttalm Via- 
dus, Viadrus , one of the preateſt Rivers in Germa- 
ny. It ariſeth in Sileſia, a Province of Bohemia, by 
a Town of the ſame name , in the Borders of Mora- 
via : and taking with it the Oppa , it watereth Ra- 
ts:bon, V/ratiſlaw, and the Greater Glogaw in S:1- 
leſia : then entering Germany, it paſſeth the Marqui- 
fate of Brandenburg , and Franck fore ad Oderam : 
at Cuſtrin 1t admits the V/arta ; then entering Po- 
merania beneath Stetin, it makes a Lake called dag 
Gzoſs Haff, out of which by three Mouths it pafleth 
into the Baltick Sea: 

L' Dder, Oder, Odera, a ſmall River in Bretagne 
in France , which watereth Quimper-Corantine , and 
falls into the Bay of Aquztain. 

Ddernhetm, a ſmall Town in the Palatinate of 
the Rhine ; which was once an Imperial and Free Ci- 
ty, but ſince exempt, and now under the Eletor Pa- 
latine. It ſtands two Miles from Oppenheim, and the 
Khine to the Welt. 

Odtaa, the Capital City of the Kingdom of Siam, 
in the Eaſt-Indtes. 

Odiham, a Market Town in Hampſhire. The 
Capital of its Hundred ; belonging formerly to the 
Biſhops of VVinchefter. The ruins of that old 
Caſtle, ſo ſtrong in the Reign of King Fohn , as 
with thirteen Engliſh to hold out againſt the Dau- 
phine of France and his Army fifteen days , ſtand 
near this Towns 

Ddzta, Tedanium , a River Which divides Croatia 
from Datmatia; then falls into the Gulph of Yenzce. 
Called alſo Xermagna, 

PHeafo, a Promontory in Guipuſcoa, in Spain ; to- 
wards the Cantabrian Ocean, near the Mouth of the 
River Brdaſſoa ; commonly called the Cape of Fon- 
tarabia or Cape Figuier , as the Town Fontarabia 
hath had anciently the- name of Oeaſopols, 

Qq Debalta, 
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Debalta, the ſame with the modern Sacar'a, in 
the Morea, $ Alſo a City of the ancient Latium, 
near Tarentum. | EP : 

Dechalia. Divers ancient Cities in Theſſalza, Laco- 
ma, Arcadia, and Eubza are mentioned by $trabo, 
Pauſanias, and Mela, under this name. But we have 
now no further knowledge of them. _ : 

Dedenburg, or Odenburg, Sempronium, a City of 
the Lowey Hungary, called by the Inhabitants So- 
pron. It ſtands upon the Borders of Auſtria , near 
the Lake of Newſidlerſce ; and is very well fortified 
by the Imperzaliſts, who have a great while poſ- 
ſefled it. | 

Deland, Oe/andia , an Iſland in the Baltick Sea , 
belonging to Sweden ; on the Coaſt of the Province 
of Smaland, over againſt Calmar ; from whence 1t 
is ſeparated by the Streights , called Calmard Sund 
by the Natives. It is ſixty nine Miles long from North 
to South ; but ſcarce twenty over,where it is broadeſt; 
the Capital of it is Borckbolm. I, 

noe, an ancient Town of Attica, in Greece. 

Delel, or Euſel, Ofiiia, an Iſland in the Baltick 
Sea, at the Mouth of the Bay of Livonia ; which 
has been under the Swedes ever ſince 1646. Not 
above three Miles from the Coaſt of Curland , and 
five from Eſthonia to the Welt : its Circuit 1s eighty. 
The chief places of Strength , are Arensburg, and 
Sonneburg; beſides which,it has eighteen Pariſhes. Some 
think it was of old called Latris. : 

Deftricher Quadi, the People of Arſiria in 
Germany. | 

Deſtrick. Auſtria. 

Oeltfriſen, O9ſtfriſen, Eaſt-Frieſland. : 

Deta , a Chain of high Mountains in Theſſalza ; 
reaching as far as to the Coaſt of the Agean Sea 3 up- 
on the Borders of Achaza , betwixt the Mountain 
Pindus to the North, and Parnaſſus to the South ; 
including the Thermopyl.e towards the Eaſt 3 and now 
called Bunina. Extremos ad Orientem Montes Oe- 
tam wvocant, ſays Livy of them. The Latin Poets 
frequently quote them , as the firſt, which, by their 
height and ſituation upon the extreme limits of 
Europe Eaſtward. behold the rifing Sun. Covered 
in many places with Woods, and fruitful in Hellebore 6 
giving the name of Sinus Octeus heretofore to 
the Gulph \, now called the Gulph of Xey:o, upon 
the Archipelago. 

Detmarlen, Marſi veteres , a Tract in Over- 


el.

ﬀf, Curia, a City in Yoigtland, a Province of 

the Upper Saxony. TT 

L' Dffanto, Aufidus, a River of Apulia in Italy , 
the only River that cuts the Appermme : yet it rt- 
ſeth out of that Mountain in the Further Princi- 
pate, fix Miles above Conza ; and running Eaſtwerd, 
watereth Conza, and Monte Verde ; then ſeparating 
the Baſilicate from the Capreanate , ( and this latt 
from Terra di Bars, ) and watering Canoſa with ſome 
other ſmall Towns, it falls into the Adraatich Sea z 
four Miles from Barle:ta to the Welt , twenty five 
from Manfredonia to the South-Welt. 

Dffen, the ſame with Buda. : 

Dffenburg, Offemburgum, a City in Schwaben in 
Germany , the Capital -of Or:naw : ſeated upon the 
River Kzntzig : an Imperial and Free City , but un- 
der the Protection of the Houſe of Au/7r4a : it (tands 
one Mile from the Rhzne,and not full two from Straſ- 
burg to the Eat. 

iDftown, a Town in the County of Saffolk : 
where Offa, King of the Mercians, in the time of the 
Saxon Heptarchy, having at an Entertairment trea- 
cherouſly murdered Erhe/bere , King of the Eaſt- 
Angles, in 793. erected a Caitle, whole Ruins -are 
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apparent by the name of Offron-Caſtle. 
figntfies, Offa's Town. | 

Dgle-Caſtie, a Caſtle upon the River Pone, near 
Belſey , in the County of Northumberland : giving 
the Title of Earl to the Duke of Newcaſtle, and its 
name to the VYard it itai:ds in, It did formerly. be- 
long to the Barons Ozle. 

Dglio, Ollzo, Olimns , a River in the States of Ye- 
nice 1n Italy 3 it ſpringeth trom the Mountains above 
Equlum, in the Borders of Switzerland, in the Valtes 
line ; and {lowing through Bre/cza or Brexa, into 
the Lake de 1ſeo, it leaves it at Calepto : a little lower 
ſeparating the Territory of Brg{cia from that of 
Cremona, ( or the State of Venice from the Duke- 
dom of Milan, ) and watering part of the Duke- 
dom of Mantoua, it falls into the Poat Burgoferte. 

Die, a County in Picardy. It is extended from 
Calazrs, as far as to Graveling and Dunkirk , and 
hath a Town in it of the ſame name. The Spars- 
ards, during the Civil Wars of the League, poſleſled 
themſelves of this County ; till by the Treaty of Yer- 
vin, 1n 1598. it was ſurrendred again to the Crown 
of France. The Erg/iſh heretofore held it above two 
Ages. $ There 1s a ſmall Iſland, Oze, near that of Re, 
upon the Coaſt of Saintonge, in Aquitain. 

L' Diſe, Oſeſia, Iſauria, Oefrta, Aſia, a River of 
France, which arileti in Pzcardy, in the Contines of 
Hatnault and Champagre ; and waſhing Guiſe, La- 
fere, and Noyon at Compezrgne , it takes in the .5vſne, 
( a bigger River than it ſelf : ) ſo by Ponte S.Maxzence, 
Beaumont, and Pont Oye, falls into the Seyne fix Miles 
below Parss, towards Roan. 

Dkeham or Oakbam , the Capital Town of the 
County of Rutland; ſeated in the rich and plezfant 
Vale of Catmoſs, and ſaid to derive its name irom 
the plenty of Oaks growing in its neighbourhood. 
It has a Caſtle where the Afiſes are kept , a Free- 
ſchool, and a Hoſpital. And by an ancient Privi- 
lege belonging to 1ts Royalty, a Nobleman entering 
on horſeback within its Precincts, pays the homage 
of a Shooe from his Horſe. Therefore upon the door 
of the Shire-Hall , there are many Hor/e-ſhooes nai- 
led ; and over the Judges Seat in the ſame, one curi- 
ouſly wrought , five foot and a half long, with a 
breadth proportionable. But this Homage or For- 
feiture may be commuted for money. 

Dkehampton, a Borough and Market Town in 
Devonſhire, in the Hundred of Black-Torring : It 
returns two Members of Parliament. 

Did ,or Ould, Olitis, a River in Quercy in France. 

Dlde, or Oude, Vlaa, a River in Bretagne. 

Didenburg, Ol/denburgum, Branneſia, a ſmall Ci- 
ty in VVeſiphalia ; the Capital of a County of the 
ſame name; ſeated upon the River Honta 3 twenty 
five Miles from Breman to the Weſt , and forty 
from Embden to the Eaſt. Built by Ocho the 
Great ; and almoſt totally ruined by Fire in the 
year 1676. that very day the Citizens were to have 
taken the Oath of Allegiance to the King of Den- 
mark. 

The County of Didemburg , is a finall County 
in the Circle of YVeſtpha/zra ; between Eaſt-Fries 
Jland to the Weſt, the Dukedom of Bremen to the 
Eaſt, the Biſhoprick of Mmur/ter to the South , and 
the German Ocean to the North. Very fruitful, &> 
ſpecially as to Paſture and Cattle ; the Air 1s cold 
and Foggy. This tor a long time was under Counts 
of its own 5; who are derived from VVittikin- 
dus the laſt King, and firit Duke of the Saxons : 
Vl alepart, one of his Nephews, in 850. being 
the Earl of O/demburg. This Line continued with 
ſome ſmall variation for twenty three or twenty four 
Deſcents : and in 1676. failed Since which , it 
has been annexed to the Crown of Denmark; that 
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King being deſcended of the Eldeſt Branch of the 
Earls of Oldenburz. : 

Dlidenbozg, a Town in Holſtein, in the Territory of 
Wageren 3 once a Biſhops See, but removed Jong 
fince to Lnbeck: it ſtands not above three Miles from 
the Baltich Sea, and thirty from Lubeck, to the

" "Om Oldenpoa, a Tratt in Eſthonza, in L:- 
vonia ; between Letronia to the South ; Eſthonia, 
( properly fo called } to the Weſt ; Alentak to the 
North, and Myſcovy to the Eaft : under the Swedes ; 
the chief Town in it is Tonſpat. 

Didenzeel, or O/denſe!, Odeſa/ia, a ſtrong Town 
in Overyſſel, in the United Netherlands taken and 
diſmantled by the Hollanders in 1626. ; 

xDideſlo, Oldenſloe, Oldeſloa, a Townin HolFKein, 
in Wareren; upon the River Travay 1n the Borders 
of Lavemburg ; three German Miles from Lubeck to 
the Weſt, and five from Hamburgh to the South- Eaſt. 
The King of Denmark, erected here] a-ſpacious For- 
tification ja 1688. At which Lubeck, was not alittle 
alarm*d. + 

Dleron, Uliarns, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Aqur- 
tain belonging to the Duchy thereof, upon the Shoar 
of Saintonge ; againſt the Mouth of the River Cha- 
rente, two Leagues from the Continent. Six from 
North to South, two from Eaft to Welt : ſtrengthened 
by a very ſtrong Caltle on the South Side ; and uni- 
verſally famous for the Sea-Laws, here Publiſhed by 
Richard 1. King ot England, at his Return from the 
Holy!Land, in the fifth year of hts Reign : at which 
time this Iſland lay under the Dominion of the Kings 
of England. This is the ſame Iſland with the O/arzo77 
of Sidonius Apollinaris, which, he fays, yields plenty 
of Rabbets. 

Oleron, or Oleron ſur le Gave, Oloronenſis urbis, 
Huro, Hurona, Elarona, Loronenſium Crvitas, a City 
of Bearn, in the South of France ; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux. Deſtroyed by the 
Normans in the year 1080. and rebuilt by Centulus, 
(one of the Earls of this Province ) upon a Branch 
of the Gave, thence called Le Gave de Oleron ; ten 
Leagues from Tarbes to the Weſt, eighteen from Dax 
to the South, and twenty four from Pampelona to the 
North. It {tands upon an Eminence, having an old 
Tower. | 

©Oltka, Ol:ica, a City in Volhinia, a Province of 
Poland ; five Miles from Lucko to the South-Ealt : 
which in 1651+ ſuſtained a Siege againſt the Coſſacks, 
and preſerved it ſelf out of their Hands, 

Dlinde, Olinda, a Maritim City of Braſil, in A- 
merica; the, Capital of the Province of Pernambuc. 
Taken by the Hollanders in 16:9. and fortified ; but 
afterwards deſerted, and returned under the Crown of 
Portugal. This City ſtands upon a Hill, near the 
Mouth of the River Bibiribe ; has a Caſtle called 
S. George, and a large Haven. In 1676. it was made 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of S. Salvadore. 

Oliivenza, Evandria, Oliventra, a firong City of 
Portugal, upon the River Guadiana ; three Leagues 
{from Elvas to the South-Welt, and twelve from Evora 
to the Eaſt. Taken by the Spaniards in 1658. and 
reſtored to the Portugueſe by the Treaty of Peace at 
Lisbin, in 1688. 

_ Dlivero, Ol:verso, Helicon, a River on the North 
of Stcly. 

., The Mount of Dlives, Mens Ol:iverus, a Mount 
In the Vicinage, to the Eaſt of the City Jeruſalem, 
in Paleſtine ; which hath the Valley of Fehoſaphat ly- 
ing betwixt Feruſalem and it, and the Brook Kedron 
gliding at its Foot, About two thouſand Paces in 
length ; from North to South, and fix hundred in 
heighth, affording a delightful Proſpect not only over 
Feruſalem, but towards the Mountains of Arabia, 
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towards Jordain and the Nead Sea, Hebron and S- 
maria. It breaks into three Points or little Hills, 
whereof the loweſt to the South is called the Moun- 
tain of Scanda!, that to the North Mons Virz Gali/e: ; 
the other in the midſt is the higheſt. And upon each 
of theſe Hills. in the times of the ancient Moabztes 
and Ammonites, ſtood a Tabernacle of the Idols 
Aſhtaroth, Chamsſh, and Melchon, which were ado- 
red by Solomon's Concubines. Hither our Saviour re- 
tired to pray the Night preceding his Paſſion, as before 
often ; and from hence he a/cended into Heaven, leav- 
ing the Print of his Foot upon a Rock, which is ſhown 
to Pilgrims to this day, Helena, the Mother of Con- 
ſtantine, built a Noble Church here, whoſe 'Ruins are 
extant ; together with others of the Temple of Me- 
loc, the Village Shiloah, the Garden of Gethſemant, 
and the Sepulchres of the Prophets. Haggas and Je- 
chartah, (everally ſcattered up and down the Moun- 
tain. The Turks have now two or three ſmall Moſques 
upon it. It is- of a fruitful Mould, yielding Corn, 
and plenty of O/:ves according to its Naine. 

:Dliveto, a Principality towards the middle of the 
Baſilicata, inthe Kingdom of Naples. 

Dlmitz, Olmutz, Olcmutium, a ſmall, but neat, 
firong, populous City ; once the Capital of Moravza, 
a Province in Bohemia; and a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Prague. Taken by the Swedes in 1642. 
and defended by them againſt the Emperor, till the 
Peace of Munſter : it ftands feven German Miles from 
Bryn to the South-Eaft, twenty from Vienna to the 
North, and twenty fix from Cracov:iato the Welt, in 
a fruitful Soil. The Poles call it Olontonicc ; the 
Germans Ulmitz, 

Dit, A4luta, a River of Tranſylvania, cafled by the 
Germans Ylt; flowing Southward through Tranſ1/- 
vania, and watering Cronſtad, Mergenburg, Foga- 
ras, it leaves Hermanſtat to the We xa; BS 
the Mountains of Eyſenthorn, and the Weſtern Part 
roar » falls into the Danube above Nige- 

ols. 

Dlpmpia, an ancient City of Elis Cnow the Province 
of Belvedore | in the Morea ; where F1p:ter thence fir- 
named O/ympins had a magnificent Temple dedicated 
to him, which the Oracles therein delivered, and the O- 
Iympick, Games every five years celebrated in his Ho- 
nour, rendered immenſely rich. Famous moreover 
fora Statue and Throne of Fupster, made by Phidias 
of Gold, Ivory, and Precious Stones with that Art 
and Grandeur, as to he accounted amongſt the 
VLonders of the Old VYorld. Pauſanias delivers a 
particular Deſcription thereof. Srrabo remarks a 
Fault in the Proportion. The Emperor Caligula 
would have taken 1t away, but was diverted from his 
Enterprize by ſtrange Prodigies, according to the Hi- 
ſtories of Dion, Suetonius, and Joſephus. In the ſame 
Temple, amongſt many other Altars, there was one 
dedicated eo the Unknown Gods : which gave the 
occaſion to the like Inſcription at Athens. 

Dlympus, a high Mountain of The//alza, betwixt 
the Mountains Pel/zon and OfjJa; well known in the 
Writings of all Greek and Latin Poets. It is now 
called L acha. 

Om, Lar, a Riverof Arabia Felix, which falls in-

to the Gulph of Per/ia. | 

Dmbla, Arjons, a River of Dalmatia, which falls 
into a; Harbour of the ſame Name; two French 
Leagues from Raguza to the North. This ſeems to be 
the Port belonging to Raguza. 

Ombzia, or  Umbra, Umbria, was in ancient 
Times a confiderable part of I:aly : Bounded on the 
North by the Adrzatickh Sea : on the South by the 
River Nera, Nar; on the Welt by the Tiber ; ard 
on the Eaſt by Picenum, the Apennne dividing it. 
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This, in ancient Inſcriptions and Authors epitheted ac- 
cording to its ſeveral Provinces, Umbria Thuſcia, 
Umbria Sabina, Umbria Cruſtomina, Umbria Fi- 
denata, Senonza, &c. contained the Dukedom of 
Urbino; a part of the Marchia Anconitana, and of 
Komandiola ; the Dukedom of Spolero ; and the great- 
eſt part of what is now from the ancient name called 
Ombria; which is bounded on the North with the 
Dukedom of Urbino, and the Marchia Anconitana ; 
on the Weſt with the Dukedom of Florence; on the 
South with S. Peters Patrimony, and on the Eaſt with 
Abruzzo : all under the Pope except S. Sepulcro,which 
belongs to the Duke of Florence : the Capital City of 
Ombria is Perugia. 

Dmbzone, Umbro, a River of Italy; which ari- 
ſeth ten Miles from Siena to the Eaſt, and flowing 
Southward by Buonconvento, takesin Merſa and Or- 
cia: and five Miles beneath Groſſeto, falls into the 
Tyrrhenian Sea ; ſeven from Talamont to the North 
Weſt. There isa Caſtle called by the ſame name at 
its fall into the Sea. 

Dmland, a part of the Province of Groeninger- 
lanat, in the United Netherlands; well Peopled with 
Villages and excellent in Paſturage. It did belong 
heretofore to Friſcland. 

Dime, See Trero. 

:!Dnega, a vaſt Lake in Moſcowy; between the hire 

Sea to the North, Ladoga (another great Lake) to 
the Weſt, Kargapolia to the Eaſt, and Megrina to 
the South : It parts the Dominions of the Swedes 
from the Moſcovites to the North and South; and 
tranſmits its Waters by the River Surs into Ladoga. 
The Natives call it Onega Ozero. It 1s computed to 
be fifty Leagues in length, eighteen in breadth, and 
one hundred and twenty in circumference. 
' Dnar, a City on the Promontory of Malabar, in 
the Eaſt-I:gies ; eighteen Spaniſh Leagues from Goa- 
to the South : which has a ſtrong Caſtle, a large 
Haven; heretofore in the hands of the Portugueſe ; 
but now ſubject to the King of Canara, with the 
Kingdom depending on it , called by the ſame 
name. | 

Oneglia, or Onezille, a Valley upon the Borders 
of the States of Genoua, in Italy, under the Duke 
of Savoy. It hath the honour to be a Marquiſate, and 
is extremely commended for its Vines, Olives, and 
Fruits. 

Dnſpach, or Anſpach, Ono/dum, Onſpachium, 
Anſpachium, a Town and Caſtle in Franconia, upon 
a Kiver of the ſame name in Franconia; fix German 
Miles from Norsmburg to the Eaſt, and ten from Bam- 
berg. This 1s the Capital of a Marquiſate, belonging 
to a Prince of the Family of Brandenburg ; between 
the Biſhopricks of Bamberg and PVurtsburg to the 
North, and that of E:ch/tad to the South. 

Ophtophagt, an ancient People of A:h:op;4,whom 
the Claſſicks charaCterize under this name, becauſe 
of their Eating of Serpents. 

Dppelen, Oppolza, a City of Bohemia in Sileſea, 
upon the River Oder ; the Capital of a Dukedom. It 
has an ancient Caſtle, which together with the Duke- 
dom was mortgaged to f. Caſimir King of Poland. 
The City 1s well fortified ; yet taken by the Swedes, 
and kept till the Peace of Munſter. It ſtands ſeven 
German Miles from Ratz#bon to the North , nine 
fiom YVratiſlaw, and fix from the Borders of Po- 
land. 

- The Land of Dphir. When Chriſtopher Colume 
bus firſt diſcovered the Iſland of Hiſpanola in Ame- 
rica, in 1492. he was confident he had: found the 
Ophir of KR. Solomon, to fee the vaſt Mines of Gold 
there; Per, and Mexico, have had the ſame judg- 
ment pafied upon them; as in Afr:ca, the Kingdoms 
of Angola, Melmmde, and Sofala, together with Car- 
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thage ; and in Afia, Arabia, the Iflands of Ormu, 
Aeylan, Fava, Sumatra ; the Kingdoms of Peg:;, 
Sram, Benrala and Malaca: But the American 
Voyages, of all, found the moſt improbable, becauſe 
of the immenſe diſtance of that Country from Pale- 
ſtine, and the want of the Compaſs in thoſe times, 
which made Men ſcarce dare to loſe the fight of Land. 
Foktan, of the Poſterity of Shem, had two Sons, cal. 
led Ophir and Havilah. Gen. 10.29. Hawilah is the 
name alſo, in Gen. 2, 11. of a Country, where there 
is Gold, the Bdellium and the Onyx Stone : which be- 
ing the ſame product with that of the Land of Ophir, 
(procured by David and Solomon), may f(ignitie the 
Lands of thoſe two Brothers to compoſe but one an4 
the ſame Country, to wit Arabia, variouſly called by 
each others name. And Bochartus allows, that the 
three thouſand talents of the Gold of Ophir, prepared 
by King David, (1 Chron. 29. 4. ) were fetched from 
Arabia. It is true, Foſephus ſays, Solomons Fleet 
went to the I:4zes, to a Land called, the Land of 
Gold, meaning the Cherſoneſus Aurea (now Malaca:) 
and S. Zerom, that Ophir of the polterity of Shem 
gave his name not only to that Cherſoneſus, but alſo 
to the Ifles of Java and Sumatra, and the Kingdoms 
of Siam, Pegu, and Bengala : Whereby, the three 
years time, ſaid to be ſpent in the Voyage, may 
be the better accounted for. But this 1s no place to 
Ccontrovert opinions. | 

Dppaw, the ſame with Tropparr. 

Dppenheim, Oppenhemaum, a ſmall German City 
in the Lower Palatinate of the Rhine ; heretofore an 


Imperial and Free City, but granted to Kupere Prince 


EleCtor by Lews the Emperor in 1402, With its Ter- 
ritory, It ſtands upon a Hill three German Miles 
from Mentz to the South. Rupercus King of the 
Romans died here in 1410. The French put a Garrt- 
ſon into it in 2688, and have demoliſhed it 
fince. 

Dppido, Oppidum, a City of the Kingdom of Na- 
ples, in the Further Calabria s which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Regzo ; ſeated at the foot of 
the Apennine, at the Riſe ot the River Marro ; twelve 
Miles from the Tyrrhenzan Sea, thirty from Meſſina 
to the North-Eaſt, and twenty from Mzleto to the 
South, Cluversus believes it is the old Mamer- 
rum. 

Dpus or Opuntum, an ancient City of Buotza, in 
Greece, near the Gulph of Negroponte. Ptolemy, Stra- 
bo, Ovid, &c. mention it. Since the times of Chrt- 
ſtianity, there has been an Epiſcopal See placed in if, 
under the Archbiſhop of Athens. 

Dzan, 1coſium, Oranum, Orano, a ſmall City in 
Barbary; called by the Moors Guharan ; which has 
a very ſtrong Caſtle. Seated upon the Shoars of the 
Mediterranean Sea, in the Kingdom of A/gier. Ta- 
ken in 1509. by the Cardinal of X:menes for the 
Spaniards, in whoſe hands it itill is. In 1556. the 
Turks unprofitably beſieg'd it. The Spaniards in 1687. 
ſent thither a greater Garriſon than it formerly had. 
A numerous Army of Moors encamped very near it 
for ſome months in 1688. and retired without any 
Action conſiderable. It has a ſafe and large Haven ; 
ſeated over againſt Cartagenain Spain, andattributed 
to the Dioceſe of Toledo there. It has been heretofore 
called by the name of Qu:/a. 

D:zange, Auranche, Arauſio, Colonia Secundano- 
rum, Arauſio Cavarum, Arauſica Civitas, in Sido- 
nius Apollinars Araufionenſis Urbs, a City of Pro- 
vence in France ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Arles; and an Univerſity ; tho of ſmall 
extent, ſeated near the River Ligne ; three Miles from 
the Rhoſne, and from S. Eſprze to the South-Eatt ; 
four trom Avignon to the North, and near ten from 
Montlimart to the South. This City is the Capital - 
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the Principality of Orange; and (faith Bandrand) 
under the Prince of Orange ; but the Caftle ſtrongly 
built upon an Hill by Prince Maurice of Naſſaw, in 
1622. ( Which ſhould have defended it) was deltroy- 
ed in 1660. There is in 1t the Ruins of a Roman 
Amphitheatre 3 and of a triumphant Arch, without 
the walls, erected by Caius Marius and Luftatins Ca- 
tulus, after their Victory over the Cimbyz and Teu- 
tones. The Principality of Orange is a very (mall Ter- 
ritory, not exceeding (ix French Leagues in Circuit : 
ſurrounded by the County de Venaſcin on all ſides ; 
and contains beſides its Capital fifteen Villages. It has 
belonged to the Illuftrious Houſe of Naſſar, ever 
fince 1559. The Right and Title of it belonging 
now to K. William, the moſt Illuftrious Prince of 
Orange. It is of a fertile Soil for Wine, Corn, Saf- 
fron and Fruits. The Univerſity of Orange was foun- 
ded by Raymond V. of the Houſe of Baux, Prince 
of Orange, in 1365. In 1562. and 1571. during the 
Civil Wars of Religion,under the Reign of Charles IX. 
K. of France, this City, addicted to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, ſeverely ſuffered by Plunder, and Fire, and 
Sword. In the Year 441. S. Hilarius Biſhop of Arles, 
preſided at a Council here touching the regulation of 
Ecclefiaſtical Diſcipline. In 529. Czſarius Biſhop 
of the ſame See preſided at another, which determi- 
ned the controverſies about Predeſtination, Grace and 
Free-will, according to S. Auſtin's diſcourſes ; having 
their Cannons afterwards approved by P. Boniface IT. 
In 1228. there was a third celebrated againſt the A/- 

enſes. 
eee or f Orba and Urba, Urbs, a River of Li- 


gurza, which rifing from the Apennine, and a" 


towards the North, (through the Territory of Aleſ- 
ſandria) talls into the Bormia; four Miles from Aleſ- 
fandria: and Bormaa falls into the Tenaro, two Miles 
beneath the ſame City. $ There is a Town and Bay- 
liwick in Switzerland, under the Cantons of Bearn 
and Fribourg, of this name ; in Latin Urba, Urbi- 

enus. $ Alſo a River of the Province of Languedoc 
in France ; arifing from the Mountain /es Sevennes, 
near S. Pons de Tomzeres; and paſling by Beſiers into 
the Ocean, below Serignan. In Latin, Orby or Oro- 
bris. The French write it  Orbe. 

D:bego, Urb:icus, a River of the Kingdom of Le- 
on 3 which ariſeth from the Mountains of Aſturza ; 
and flowing South, takes in the River Aſta near Aſtor. 
ga: then falls into the Ela, which by the City of 
Leon conveys it into the Douro ; between Miranda 
to the Welt, and Samora to the Eaſt: upon the 
Banks of Orbego, Theodorick (King of Spain) obtained 
a ſignal Victory over the Suabians, as Ado Viennen- 
is relates. 

Davbitelle, a Town upon the Borders of Tu/cany in 
Ttaly, in the Territory call'd Srato dells Prefidis by 
by the Inhabitants. It is a firong Town ; under the 
Emperor Charles V. it refilted the Turks. In 1646, 
the French : Anciently the Szeneſe were Maſters of 
It : but now the Spaniards ; as of the whole Territory 
where it ſtands. | 

Dzbo, Hierus, a River in Corſica. 

The Dxcades, now commonly called the Ifles of 
Orkney, are. a Knot of Iſlands about thirty in num- 
ber ; lying at the North Point of the Kingdom of 
Scotland. In Solanus bis time not inhabited, but over- 
grown with Wood and Weeds ; now inhabited ; have 
no Wood, and bear no Corn but Oats and Barley. 
The Romans are thought to have poſſefſed them firit 
in the days of Hadrian ; and to have loſt them to 
the Saxons in the days of Honorius, from thoſe words 
of Claudian the Poet, 

_ unt Saxone fuſo 


Orcades. 
From theſe they came into the hands of the Norwegs- 
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ans, by the Grant of Dona/d ban, one of the Rings 
of Scotland. In 1266. they were re-conquered by 
Alexander King of Scotland. This Title was con- 
firmed by Haquin King of Norway, and Robert Bruce 
King of Scotland, in 1312. In 1498. Chriſtian I. 
King of Norway matching his Daughter to Fames Vi. 
of Scotland, renounced all his Right for eve: to them ; 
which was Confirmed by the Pope. The Inhabitants 
being a Colony of Norway, ſpeak the Gothich Tongue. 


The principal of them is Mainland; in which the Bi- 


ſhop of the Northern Iſles keeps his Refidence. They 
have the commendation of being very healthful 
places. | 

D;chomene and Orchomenws, an aricierit City of 
Bwzotra, in Greece ; where there was a famous Tem- 
ple of old, dedicated to the honour of the Graces. 
It retains its appellation, amongſt the Turks; at this 
day. $ Antiquity tells us of another City, Orchomene, 
in Arcadia ; and likewiſe calls a River of Theſſalia 
by this name. | 

Dxco, Morgus, a River in Piedmont, which falls 
into the Po at Chivaſo, ten Miles beneath Turin, 

Dze, a River in the County of Suffolk, upon which 
Orford is ſituated; and Fram/ingham near its Head. 

D:ebzo, Orebroa, a ſmall City in the Province of 
Nerke in Sweden. | 

The River of Dzellan. The ſame, with the River 
of Amazons. | 

Dtenoque, Orenochus, a vaſt River in South Ame- 
rica ; called Tyyapars : It divides Paria from Guia- 
na ; and after the reception of many Rivers, falls with 
a vaſt mouth into the North Sea ; near the Iſland of 
S. Trinzdada, in deg. 4. of North Latitude. 

Dzenſe, Auria, Amphilochia, Aque Calide, A- 
que Celine, a _City.of Gallicia in Spain; upon the 
River Mznhbo ; fourteen Miles from Compoſtella to 
the South, and twenty from Braga to the North-Eaſt; 
which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbjſhop of Com- 
poſtella; and much Celebrated for its Natural Bathes. 

»Dieſtx, an ancient People of Macedonia, towards 
the Adriatique Sea, and the Kingdom of Eptrus ; 
mentioned by* Lucan with the Epithet of Extremos 
Oreſtas. 

Q:eſund, the Sound. 

Dzfa, the fame with the City Rhog. 

Dzfea,' Alpheus, a River in the Morea; which 
falls into the 1onzan i Sea, over againſt the Ifle of 
Strophad. | 

Dzfozd, a Corporation in the County of Sofok 
and the Hundred of Plumſzate, between the River 
Ore on the Eaſt, and a ſmall fiream on the Welt ; 
diſtant from the Sea about two Miles. It elects two 
members of Parliament, and is remarkable for a Light- 
houſe at the Neſs, called Orford Light-houſe.. Sir Rich: 
Baker reports a Story of a Fiſh, ſhaped like a Man, 
that was taken near this place in the Reign of King 
Henry Il. ; 

* D:ge, Orgia, a (mall River in the Ifle of France. 
There 1s another in the Province of Yendoſme, more 
commonly called Sorgne. : 

Dita, Uria, a City n the Province of Orranto, in 
the Kingdom of Naples ; which is a Biſhops See,under 
the Archbiſhop of Brind:ſi: placed at the foot of the 
Apennine, 16 Miles from Brinds/i to the Weſt. Once a 
conliderable City, but now inhabited by few ; and has 
ſcarce any thing worthy of regard, but an old Caſtle. 

Dzthuela Or:ola, a City in tbe Kingdonn of Va- 
lentia ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Palentia. It 1s ſeated on the. River Segura, five 
Miles from the Mediterranean Sea, ſeven from Car- 
_— to the North, and three from Murcia to the 
Eaft. 


Oxia, Menluſew, a River of Spain; which ariſeth 
in the Confines of A/ava, trom Mount S. Adrieng

ind flowing Weſt through Guspuſcoa, waſheth Se- 
Sura, Franea and Toloſa ; at Ori falls into the Bay 
of Biſcay, ſeven Miles from S. Fean de Luz to the 
Weſt 


O:iſtano, Oriſtanum, a City of Sardinia, ſeated 
on the Weſtern fide of that Ifland ; which is an Arch- 
biſhops See. Heretofore called Arborea and Uſellrs : 
In 1639. the French belieg'd it. It denominates the 
Gulph of Oriſtano, and is the Capital of a County 
of the ſame name. In the latter Maps, written Or:- 
ſtagns. E 

D:ita, a City in the Hither Indies ; with a, King= 
dom on the Eaſtern Shoar of the Promontory of Ma- 
labar, on the Gulph of Bergala; in the Poſlefian of 
the King of Golconda. Called ſometimes the Ring- 
dom of Orixa, and at others of Golconda. | 

Dzknep. See Orcades. 

Dzleans, Aurelia, Aurelianum, Genabum in Cz- 
ſar, a City of France, in a Province of the ſame name; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Pa- 
7%, ſince the Year 1622. having been before under 
the Archbiſhop of Sexs. One of the nobleſt Cities of 
France ; ſeated on the Loyre, in the midſt of this 
Kingdom : Honored with the Title of a Dukedom, 
belonging to the ſecond Son of France ; and an Unl- 
verſity founded by K. Philip /e bel, Said to be built 
by Marcus Aurelius the Emperour, in the Year .of 
Chriſt 163. and to have had its name from that Prince ; 
Or, as another derives it, Aureliana quaſi Ore Lige- 
7iana, becaule it is fituated towards the mouth of the 
Loyre (Ligeris), to which it enjoys a convenient and 
fafe Port. .It is a delicate City, ſeated in a fruitful 
Country, which yields a generous ſort of Wine ; and 
planted with a Civil and Ingenuous People. Atez/a, 
King of the Hunns, unſuccelsfully befieg'a it in 450» 
Under the Merovignian Line, it was the Seat of a di- 
ſtin&t Kingdom for ſome time. In 1428. being be- 
fieged by the Engliſh, and in great diſtreſs, it was re- 
lieved by the Valor of Joane de Arc, that Female Ge- 
nefal ; whom the Eng/sſb afterwards took and burnt 
for a Witch. Upon the Bridge over the Loyre'(which 
is very large and beautifu!, with fixteen Arches,) you 
have a lively PortraiCture in Braſs of the Virgin Ma- 
7y in a fitting poſture, with the dead Body of our 
Saviour laid a crofs her lap. On the right hand at a 
little diſtancegthere is the then French K. (Charles VIL.) 
upon his Knees praying towards the Virgin. And on 
the left this Lady of Arc, done all in Man's Armour, 
in the ſame poſture. She continues to this day in 
great Veneration amongſt the People ; and is common- 
ly called by the name of. Pucelle D* Orleans, the Maid 
of Orleans, In 1312. the Hall for Reading Law was 
opened here by Philip le Bel, King of France. In 
1551. Hen. II. opened here a Court for the determi- 
ning ſmall Caſes. This City, eſpecially the Cathedral, 
ſuffered very much in the Civil Wars of France. It 
ſtands thirty four Leagues from Paris to the South, 
upon the aſcent of an Hill, in the form of a bow, en- 
compaſſed with a Wall of eight Gates and forty Tow- 
ers, containing twenty two Pariſhes, and four Colle- 
giate Churches, beſides a rich and noble Cathedral. In 


the Years 511. 533- Or 536. 538. 541. 549, there were- 


Councils celebrated here, tou the regulation of 
Ecclefiaſtical.Diſcipline. In 645. the opinions of the 
Monothelites were oppoſed in a Council ; as thoſe of 
the Manicheans in 1017, or 1022. in the preſence of 
Robert K. of France and Conſtance bis Queen, In 
1411. Joby Duke 'of Burgundy, with his adherents, 


was excommunicated in another @ouncil here : [not 


to mention inferiours. 4a 

:Datcanois, Aurelsanenſis Ager, is a part of the 
Prefecture of Orleans : bounded on the North with 
la Beauſe, on the Eaſt by Gaſtinos, on the Weſt by 
B/ai/ors, and on the South by So/ogue ; from which 
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laſt it is divided by the Loyre ; though ſome attribute 
ſeveral Villages to it, beyond that River. The Cities 
of it are Orleans, Baugency, and Chartres. 

Dzmus, Armuzia, Ormuzium, Organa, a (ſmall 
Iſland on the Coaſt of Perſia ; known to the Greeks 
and Romans ; with a City of the ſame name. This 
Iſland is ſeated at the Mouth of the Perſian Gulph 
upon the Province of Schiras, over againſt the Mouth 
of the Drut ; nine Spaniſh Miles in compaſs, and 
twelve from the neareſt Shoars of Perſia. The City 
which was once ſo potent and rich, fell into the Hands 
of the Portugueſe in 1517: and was re-conquered by 
the Perſians, afliſted by the Engliſh, April 25. 1622. 
Whereupon this ſo famous Mart, preſently became 
deſolate and torſaken : ſo that there is now little of 
it left but the Caftle, that the Porrupueſe built, which 
has deluded the Forces of the Turks* and Arabians. 
Out of the ruins of it is ſprung up Gambron, on the 
continent. Long. 91. 20. Lat. 27. 30. This Iſland 
wants freſh water. It hath formerly ſuſtain'd the title 
of a Kingdom. The Tartars call it, Necrohin. The 
Portugueſe were thought to loſe fix or ſeven Millions, 
at the retaking of it by the - Eng/iſh and Per/;ar 
Forces. 

Dumond , .Ormondia. The North part of the 
County of Tipperary, in the Province of Munſter ; 
called by the Þiſh, Orwowon, that is, the front of 

onſter. A lean Mountainous barren Country ; 
which gives the Title of a Duke to one of the beſt 
and molt Loyal Families in that Kingdom : the firſt 
of which was Fames Butler, Created Earl of Ormond 
by Edward HI. Fames the late Earl, was for his Gg- 
nal ſervices in the old Rebellion in Ireland in 1643 
Created Marqueſs of Ormond, In 1660. he was by 
Charles Il. made Duke of Ormond in Ireland ; and 
in 1661. in England. 

Dzmskirs, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Darby, not far from Merton Meer. 

D:nano, a Signory in the Iſle of Cor/ica. 

Dzne, Orna, Olina, a River in Normandy, which 
watereth Argentan, Caen; and at Eftreban falls into 
the Britiſh, Sea. 

D:ne, Odorna, a River of Lorrain, which fills in- 
to the Moſelle, between Mets ard Thionville ; it has 
a Town of the ſame name upon it, between the Mo- 
ſelle and the Maes ; but neareſt to the laſt. Hof 
man. 

D:ontes. See Farfar. $ The ſame is alſo the name 
of a Mount, near the City Tauris in Perſia. 

Dzopus or Orope, an antient City of Attica in 
Greece : called now Zucamini and Suzamino. Au- 
lus Gellius ſpeaks of it. $ There was a ſecond in 
Macedonia, the Birth-place of Seleucus Nicanor. $ A 
third in the Iſland Eubira, in Ariſtotle's time, who 
remembers it. $ And Srephanus places a fourth in 
Syria, called alſo Telmiſſus. 

Dzfot, Orfoium, Orſovium, a ſmall, but firong 
and an important Town in the Dutchy of Cleves, in 
ang ng pon rp tg Taken for the Hollanders 

e Prince of Orange in 1634: and in 1 
the Duke of Orleans, j- the F _ RP 

Dzſla, a ſtrong Town in the Dukedom of Lichu- 
axza, 1n Poland ; ſeated at the Confluence of the Ri- 
ver Orſca with the Nieper, eighteen Poliſh Leagues 
from Smolensks to the Weſt and twelve frem Mobs- 
law to the North, towards V/V-epski. It is detended 
by a good Cittadel. Sigzſmond 1. King of Poland, 
defeated the. Muſcovizes before it in 1514; taking 
Priſoners four thouſand, and leaving dead: upon the 
Place forty thouſand, It hath heretofore been in the 
hands of the Myſcovrtes. 

Dzta or Orti, Horeanumn, a ſmall City inthe Ec- 
cleltaſtical State, upon the Tiber ; near its Confluence 
with the Nera, and upon an Aſcent. | It belonged 
formerly 
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formerly to the Dukedom of ToTana. Pliny takes 
occaſion to mention it. It is an Epiſcopal City, thir- 
ty four Miles from Rome to the North. _ 

D:tenbourg, Ortemburgum, a Town in the Pro- 
vince of Carinthia, in Germayy, upon the Drave : 
having the honour to give a Title of a Count of the 
Empire. 

Gremm, a Market Town in the County of VVe/t- 
morland, in Eaſt Ward, amongſt the Heaths 3 much 
wanting Wood. 8 

O:tona, a City of the Hither Abruzzo ; and a Bi- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Tr:vento ; which 
has a ſafe Port on the Adriatick; twelve Miles from 
T-ivento North-Eaſt, eight from Lanciano to the 
ſame, and eleven from Peſcara to the South-Eaſt. 
Tt is now called Ortona 4 Mare, to dittingutſh it 
from Ortona di Marſi, in the ſame Province. Made 
a Biſhop's See by Pope Pzus V. in 1570. The Ree 
venue of this Town beloigs to the Papacy. 

Orvieto, Oropitum , Urbiventum, Herbanum, a 
City of Italy, of great antiquity ; called in ſeveral 
Ages by various names. It was heretofore included 
in the Province of Toſcana, now 1n S. Peter's Patri- 
mony ; the Capital of a Territory denominated from 
it, and a Biſhop's See ; ſeated upon the River Pe/za, 
(which a little higher takes in the Chiana, and three 
Miles lower falls into the Tiber ; ) twenty Miles from 
Viterbo to the North,fixty from Rome,and thirty from 
Perugia. Very ſtrong by its Situation ; being fenced 
on all ſides by Rocks, and ſteep Valleys or Precipices. 

D2zwell, a River in the County of Suffo/k : upon 
whoſe Banks not only Ipſwich, but Stow Market and 
Needham are alſo fituated. 

Dlazo. See Serchzo. 

Dsboz, or Olbor, Osborizum. The Geographers do 
not determine whereabouts in Germany it was, that this 
Place ſtood. But they omit not to mention 1t, up- 
on the account of a Council there afſembled,*in the 
preſence of the Emperor Henry IV. which condemn'd 
the Anti-Pope Honorius II. and confirm'd the Ele- 
Ction of Pope Alexander II. 

Olean, Oſſavus, a ſmall River in Bearn. 

Dſenvurgh, Oſnaburgum, Oſnabrugum, Oſnabru- 
cum, a City of VVeſtphalia in Germany : which is a 
Hanſe Town, and a Biſhop's See, under the Archbt- 
ſhop of Cologn ; inſtituted by Charles the Great in 
776. It is ſeated upon the River Haſa ; eight Ger- 
man Miles from Munſter to the South-Eaſt, and fif- 
teen from Oldenburgh to the South. Famous for a 
Peace concluded here between the Emperor and the 
Crown of Sweden in 1648. This City 1s under the 
Dominion of its own Biſhop, who keeps his ordina- 
ry reſidence at Patersbourgh: and called ſometimes 
Oſnabruck, Not only the Parochial Churches are 
divided here amongſt the Roman Catholicks and Lu- 
therans ; but the Lutherans alſo have the Poſſeiſ- 
on of three Prebends in the very Cathedral, with a 
Voice ( Ative) in the Election of Dignztaries. 
The Roman Catholick Prebendaries have Voices Aftzve 
and Paſſive, eleQing and to be elected. $ The Bi- 
ſhoprick of Oſenburgh is a Tract of Germany, under 
the Biſhop of this Dioceſe ; by the Order of Charles 
the Great. Bounded on the Weſt and South with 
the Biſhoprick of Munſter ; on the Eaſt by the Prin» 
cipality of Minden, and the County of Ravenſperg : 
from North to South forty Miles, from Eaſt to Weſt 
twenty five. The Biſhop of this Dioceſe is to be a 
Roman Catholick and a Lutheran by turns ; accor- 
ding to the Treaty made in this City, in favour of the 
Houſe of Brunſwick, 

, Dſero, Abſireum, Abſortus, Abſorus , Civitas 
Auſarenfis, an Iſland and City of its naine upon the 
Coaſt of Dalmatia; under the Venetians. The City 


1s a Biſhop's Sce, under the Archbiſhop: of Zara in 
Dalmatia. 
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Dimo, Auximum, a City in the Marchia Anco- 
2irana 1n Italy, upon the River Muz0; ten Miles 
tron Ancona to the South. It is a Biſhop's See, un- 
der no Metropolitan but the Pope ; in whoſe Domi- 
nion it is: and in a Conſumptive Condition. Lucan 
calls it Auximon. A Synod was held at it in 1593. 

Dſma, or Oſmo, Oxoma, Uxama, a ruined Ci- 
ty in O/d Caſtile, upon the River Dowuro; which is 
yet a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of To/edo : 
eighteen Leagues from Burgos to the South. This 
City was ruined by the Moors. The Avion and Vx- 
ero fall both near this City into the Douro. In 1550. 
there was a {mall Univerſity opened here. _ 

Dimanili, Bithynia, a Province in the Leſſer 
Afia. 

Dſnaburgh. See Oſenburgh. 

Dſrhoene, Oſroene, and Oſdroene, an antient Pro= 
vince of Meſopotamia in Aſia, near Comagena, upon 
the Euphrates. In the year 197. an early Synod was 
aſſembled here, about the Celebration of Eaſter. 

Dſla, a Mountain of Theſſaly, near the River Pe- 
neus and the Mountains Pelion and Olympus ; 
equally with them famous in the Writings of the 
ancient Poets. Since, otherwiſe called Monte Cafſo- 
vo and Olira, $ Strabo writes of another Mountain, 
Oſla, in the Peloponneſus ; and Ptrolomy of a City, 
ſo called, in Macedonia. $S The River Of is the 
ſame with the modern Fiore. 

Dſlet, an ancient City of Hiſpania Bwxtica, now 
in the Kingdom of Andaluzia, near Sevil, in Sparn ; 
with the name of Triana. In the fixth Century there 
was a flouriſhing Roman Catho!ick Church in this 
City, whoſe Caule againft the Arrians was pretended 
to be favoured by Miracles. 

Dflona, 4n/a, a ſmall ruined City in Catalonia 
in Spain ; which is yet a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Tarragona. Seated in a Plain not far 
from the River Tera: eight Leagues from Grrone 
to the Welt, and ſeventeen from Barcinona to the 
North : and inhabited by few. 

Dilery, Oferia, a Tract in the Province of Lein- 
fter, in Queens-County ; which is both an Earldom 
and a Biſhoprick. The Biſhop reſides at K#lbenny, 
being a Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of Dublin. The 
Earldom belongs to the Duks of Ormond, and de- 
ſerves a particular regard on that account, 

Dfluna, Orſma, a ſmall City in Andaluſia, thir- 
teen Leagues from Sevz/ to the Eaſt; which is a 
Dukedom. OY 

Dftende, Oftenda, a Sea-Port Town in Flanders, 
ſeated in a Marſh at the Mouth of the River Geule ; 
well fortified, and {till under the King of Spain. It 
ſtands three Leagues from Newport to the South-Eaſt, 
and four from Bruges. This Town was beſieged 
from Fuly 5 1601. to September 22. 1604. by the 
Spaniards ; being then in the Hands of the Hollan- 

rs. And at latt was taken for want of Ground to 
defend it, by Albert Archduke of Arſtria, upon good 
Articles. 

Dfterlandt, O/ieia, a Tract in Mi/nia; between 
Thuringia to the Weſt, Vozgtland to the South, 
Leipfick, to the North, and Er:Zeburgiſce to the Eaſt. 
The greateſt part of it is under the Duke of Saxony 
VVeymar ; and the chief Town is  Altemburgh. | 

Ditta, an ancient City, built by Ancus Martius 
King of the Romans, upon the Sea of Thuſcany, at 
the Mouth of the Tiber ( where it formerly had a fa- 
mous Port), in the Eccleſiaſtical State. It is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, continually attributed to the Dean of the 
College of Cardinals. S. Monica, the Mother of 
S. Auguſtine, died at it. In 1556. the Duke of Alva 
took it : but the Pope's Forces retook it ſoon after. 
It had the Fortune to be deſtroyed by the Saracens 
in their times. 
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Ttiong, a City and Province on the Eaſt of 
Ruſſia, The City ſtands upon the River Suchana, 
where it receives the Zug ; a hundred and eighty Miles 
from #'ologda to the Eaft, and fifty from the Divina. 

Ditrogothia, Oſtrogothland, or- Eaſt Gorhland, 
a Province in the Kingdom of Sweden. Bounded on 
the North by Sueonia, on the Welt by Weſtregorhia, 
on the South by Smaland, and on the Eaſt by the 
Baltich Sea. The principal Cities are Norkoprng , 
Soderkoping , and Stegeborg- The antient Oftrogathi 
and W:fſigoths had this diſtinction in their names 
from their living, the one in 1taly, the other on this 
fide the Mountains. 4 

 Dftrovizza, a Fort in the County of Zara, in 
Dalmatia ; ſurrounded with delightful Forefts, Pa- 
{turape, and Springs, in ſo good an Air withal, as 
renders its Situation charming. About a hundred 
years ago the Venetians took it from the Turks and 
burnt it. And after the latter had again rebuilt it, 
the Morlaques of Croatia in 1682. ſet, a ſecond time, 
fire to it. But in 1683. the Vener:ans entered upon a 
ſetled Poſſeflion of it, and ſecured it with a Garriſon. 

Dſtuni, Oſtunum, a City of the Province of Orran- 
to, in the Kingdom of Naples z which is a Biſhop's 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Brinasſi ; towards the 
Shoars of the Adriatich : ſixteen Miles from Brindifi 
to the Weſt, and twenty two from Taranto to the 
South»Eaſt. 

Dſweſtree, a Market Town in Shropſhire. The 
Capital of its Hundred : near the Borders of Wales. 

Dtfozd, a Town in the County of Ken, in Sur- 
ton Lath, near the River Darent : where Canutus 
the Dane, in a Battel with King Edwmmnd Ironſide, 
was put to flight with the loſs ot- five thouſand Men. 
It is a Town of good Antiquity, 

' Dtlep, a Market Town in the We#t Riding of 
Yorksbire, in the Hundred of Skerack, upon the Ri- 
ver Wharfe. 

Otranto, Hydruntum, Hydrus, a City in the 
Kingdom of Naples ; which is an Archbiſhop's See, 
and the Capital of a Province of the ſame name ; on 
the Shoars of the Adriatick, to which it hath a Port ; 
forty five Miles from B-indi/i to the South, twenty 
four from Gal/zpols to the Eatt. This City was taken 
and miſerably ruined by Mahomee I. ( Emperor of 
the Turks) in 1480. But he dying ſoon alter, A/- 
phonſus Duke of Calabria, fate down before it ; and 
took it before the Turks were in condition to relieve 
their Garriſon, There is now in it a ſtrong Caſtle, 
fituated upon a Rock. In 1567, a Provincial Synod 
was allembled here. 

La Terra d' Dtranto, (the Province which takes 
its name from the City laſt mentioned) is bounded 
on the Eaſt, South and Welt, with the Med:terr a= 
nean Sea ; on the North by Bars, and the Baſilicare. 
This was a part of the ancient Calabria ; and has 
many Greeks living on the South fide. The principal 
Places next Otranto, are Lecca, Brendiſi, Gallipoli, 
Matera, and Taranto. 

Dttenwalt, Gechonia Sylva, a Forelt in the Pa- 
latinate of the Rhine ; between the Marne and the 
Necker ; which has been under that Elector ever ſince 
1465. It lies 1n the Conftines of Francorza, towards 
Gerazver and the: Earldom of Erpach. 

Dtterey D, Mary, a Market Town in Devonſh.” 
The Capital of its Hundred. 

Dtthen, O:caumium. See Odenſee.,) 

Duvenarde,. A/denarda, Aldenardum, a Town in 
Flander: of great. ſtrength; divided by the Scheld 
into two parts, and {irengthened by a Caſtle called 
Pamele, which is joyned to the Town by a fair Bridge 
' Over the Scheld. It lies five Leagues from Gawne, 
and fix from Tournay, Taken by the French in 
1658. and 1667, Belieged without ſycceſs by the 
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Spaniards in 1674, but by the Treaty of Nimegren 
reſtored to them in 1679. Scme Cerive its beginning 
from a Fortreſs built by the Hw77:5 upon the Sche!de

; "HA Olda, a River in France, in the Provirco 
of Anjou. Another m Aquitazn, called le Lot more 
com monly : and a third in Beazyolors. 

T ver-Pllel., Over-1fſel, Trars-Iſſalana, a Province 
of great extent in the United Nezherlands, toward's 
Germany ; which was a part of the Biſhoprick ot 

Utrecht from the year 1046, and called fo becauſe 
it lay beyond the 1ſſe/. It is divided into three parts; 
the Drente, the Sallant, and the Twente. Buunded 
on the Eaſt by the Biſhoprick of Munſter ; on the 
North by Frze/land and Gronigen ; on the Welt 
and South by the Zwyder Sea, and Guelder/and. It 
was granted from the Biſhoprick to Charles V. in 
1527. In 1582. it revolted from Sparn, and united 
with the Holanders. In 1672. it was over-run by 
the French; who were forced two years after to 
draw off: ſo it returned to its former liberty, The 
principal Places are Deventer, Campen, Awol, and 
Coevorden. 

D vellant, VUxants Inſula, an Ifland on the Weſt 
of Britany in France. 

D viedo, Ovedum, Ovetum, a City in the King- 
dom of Leon in Spain ; the Capital of a Territory 
called les Aſturies d'Oviedo ; and a Biſhop's See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Compoſtella 5 between the No- 
ra and the Nalona. Once the Capital of a Kingdom, 
begun in the Perſon of Pelagius in 917. and conti- 
nued in his Succeſlors till the year 913, when Orden- 
z0 Il. took the ſtyle of King of Leon. This City 
ſtands five Spensf Leagues from the Shoars of the 
Ocean to the South, eighteen from Aſturia, and ſix- 
teen from Leon, betwixt the Mountains. There was 
a ſmall Univerſity opened here in 1580, which never 
much improved. In gol. a Council was aflſembled 
at this City, under Pope Fobn VIII. which advanced 
the See to the Dignity of an Archb:ſhoprick, But 
it has loſt again that Dignity ſince. 

Duinep, a Market Town in ron +. ot 
in the Hundred of Newport, upon the River O»ſe. 

Dandle, a Market Town in Northamptonſhire, in 
the Hundred of Polbrooke ; pleaſantly ſeated on the 
Banks of the Nez, over which it has two Bridges. It 
1s beautified with a fair Church, a Free-School, and 
an Almſhouſe. 

L*Durt or Onuree, Urea, a River of the Low 
Countries, \pringing near the Frontiers of the Duke- 
dom of Luxembourg, and patling by Offalize, Roche- 
fort, Durbui, it receives the A/be with the change of 
its name into Vre Ovrt, and falls into the Maezſe at 
Liege. © 
TDurtes or Orthez, Orreſium, a Town in the 
Canton of Bearn, in Switzerland, upon the Gave de 
Pan, betwixt Pau and Bayonne. Remarkable for 
an antient Caſtle, and a Proteſtant School. 

Dulche or L'Ouche, Oſcars, a River of the Duke- 
dom of Bourgegne in France, paſſing by Fleuri and 
Dzjon, and after the Reception of ſome Riyulers joyn- 
ing with the Saoſne, near S. Fean de Lone. 

Duſe, Iſis, a River in Gloceſterſh. which ariſcth in 
the South Border of that Shire, near Toorleron ; at 
Crekelade, it takes th the Churne ; at Lechlade, the 
Colne ; and beneath it the Leche. This is properly 
the Head of the Thames ; tho it has not that Name, 
till-its conjunCtion with the Thame in Oxfordſhire. 

Duſe, Garryenmw, a River called Ure, and Toure ; 
which parteth the Weſt, from the North-Riding of 
Torksbire; watereth the City of Tork ;\ and then talls 
into the Pherfe at Catrood Caſtle. 

Dule the Gzeat, arifeth in the County of Hert- 
ford, in a plave called Dane End-abore Lurton : and 

run- 
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runnice Norh-Weſt. ente.erh Bedfordſhire, and wa- 
tere(h the principal Town of it : from thence 1t pat- 
ſeth to Hwncington by Ey; above which joynt::g 
with the River Granta from Camoridze, and beneath 
Little Port taking in the 1.zrrle Ouſe ( which ariſeth 
at Loppham Ford, in the County of Srffo/k, ; ard 
dividing Sv»ffoth, from Norfolk, paſſ-th by Thetford, 
into the Great Orſe ) by Downhum and Kimgs Linn, 
falls into the German Occan. This 1s one of the 
greate{t Rivers of England. 

Durque, a Town in Portnga! ; made famous by 
a Victory obtained by Alfonſo, againit five Kings of 
the Moors, 1n 1256. EE, 

:Duſte, or L'Arſt, Ouſta, Anſta, a River in Bre- 
tapne. It takes its ſource in the Forelt of Laudeac, 
near Avatgour ; then palling by Rohan, Focelsn, 
Maleſtroit, Pont- Corbin, augmented with the Ars 
and the Cl/aye, it unites with the Vi/aine near Redon, 

Owar, Ovaria, a Town in the Upper Hungary, 
upon the River Yar, at the foot of the Mountains 
which part that Country from Poland. It ſtands be- 
low Tranſchin. 

Drfozdſhirc, Oxonienſis Comitatus, is bounded 
on the North by Warwick and Northampton; on the 
Eaft by Buckingham, on the South by Barkshire, and 
on the Weſt by Glouceſterſhire. The Air of it is 
mild, ſweet and pleaſant ; the Earth fruitful both in 
Corn and Graſs, by reaſon of the great abundance of 
Rivers and freſh Springs. It is of a triangular Form : 
forty Miles from North-Welt to South-Eaſt in length, 
ſcarce twenty in breadth, and in circumference an 
hundred and thirty ; containing two hundred and 
eighty Pariſhes, and fifteen Market Towns. Watered 
by the Thame and Iſis, the Cherwell, the Windruſh, 
and the Evenlode, The Dobani were the old Inha- 
bitants of it, during the times of the Romans. It 
takes its Name from the principal City. See the Na- 
tural Hiſtory of this County, fully and curiouſly 
written by the Learned Doctor Robert Plot. 

:Drfozd, Oxonium, Oxfordia, Calleva, Rhydicina 
frem the Welſh name Rhidychen, is ſeated in the 
Southern Border of the County of Ox/ord, towards 
Berkshire : having the Cherwe! on the Ealt, and the 
Tis (or O'1ſe) on the South. It 1s a very fair and 
ſubſtantial City, ſeated in an excellent Air, ind en- 
Joying ſo delightful a Proſpect, that the Covntry 
adjacent has thence long ago contracted the T1- 
tle of Bello/itum, amongit the Ingemious. One of 
the nobleſt and ancienteſt Univerſities alſo in the 
World. Begun, or rather (after. the Deſolations it had 
ſuffered, in common with the reſt of England, under 
the Saxons and Danes) reſtored by King Aifred, a 
Saxon, anno Chriſts, 806, the great Civilizer of the 
Engliſh Nation : who ſending his Son Erhelward hi- 
ther, encouraged the Young Nobles to come to it 
from all Parts. In the time of William the Con- 
queror, it was a conliderable City : having then ſeven 
hundred ſeventy and four Houſes ; five hundred: of 
which paid yearly Cuſtoms to the King. In this 
Prince's time Robert 4 Ozly, a Norman, built the Ca- 
file on the Weſt fide of the Town. In 1074, King 
Stephen cloſely beſieged Maude the Empreſs, (Daugh- 
ter of Henry I. and Mother of Henry II.) in this Ca- 
ſtle. Stephen Langton, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
celebrated a Council here in 1222. There have in 
proceſs of time by ſeveral Princes and Noble Benefa- 
tors been founded and liberally endowed here, 
eighteen Colleges and ſeven Halls ; of which Univer- 

ſity, Baliol and Merton Colleges, were the firſt en- 
dowed in all Europe : of latter times by Sheldon 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, a noble Theatre: and at 
the Charge of the Univerſity, a ſtately Duſcernm was 
finiſhed in the year 1683. Then the Bodlear Library, 
( contending with the Patzicar it ſelf) , the Publick 
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Scvools, and Phyſich Garden are admired by all. By 
the Charter of K. [E4ward II. the Mayor of the City 
ſtands bound to obey the Orders, and live in Subje- 
Con to the Vicechancellour of the Univerſity: waich, 
from the time of its Reſtauration under K. 4:;fred, 
has been all along accounted one of the four princip:l 
Umoverſities of Europe ; the three other being Parzs, 
Salamanca, and Bo/ogna. Henry VIIL. added in the 
year 15441. the Honor of a Biſhop's See. Aubrey d- 
Vere, the preſent Earl of Oxford, 1s the twentieth of 


his Family ; which has been honored with this Title 


ever fince the year 1155, (or as others fay in 1137.) 
It 1s certain he is the tirtt Earl in Eng/and. Long. 
19. 20, Lat. 52. ot. This City having ſuftered very 
much with and for Char/es the Martyr, after a Siege 
from May 2. to Fime 24. 1646, was (urrendred to 
the Parliamentarians. 

Drirynchus, or Oxgrynchus, an ancient Town in 
the Kingdom ot Ezypt, mentioned by Evagrius. He 
ſays, the Inhabitants were almoſt all Monks or Nuns; 
and that it had then twelve Churches, beſides the 
Monaſteries. 

Dyſe, #/ia, a River of France, which ariſeth in 
Picard) ; and running Southward by Guiſe, and /z 
Fere, takes in there the Serre ; then entering the Iſle 
of France at Competgne, it takes in the Ayſne; an 
between Clermont and Senlzs, paſſeth to Pont=Oyſe ; 
beneath which it falls into the Seyne, eight Leagues 
below Paris. 

Dzaca, a great City of the Kingdom of Fapan, in 
the liland of Niphonia ; with a ſplendid Caſtle be- 
longing to the King, built ſome few years fince. The 
Iland is in a very large Bay of the Province of Fer- 
ſeſena. The City itands in the middle of the Iſland, 
ti.ty Leapues from Meaco to the North-Eait. 

| D3zfurgheti, Ozurierum, the Capital City of the 
Kingdom of Gurie!, in Georgia; where the King of 
Gurzel relides. | 

D3zwieczin, Oxzmzecinum, a Town in the Leſſer 
Poland, in the Palatinate of Cracoviaz upon the 
Viſtula, where it takes in the Sa/. : ſcarce three Po- 
liſh%Wiles from Silefia, and about ſeven fron Craco- 
724 to the Welt. It has a Timber Calle, ſeated in 
a Moraſs : Honored with the Titie of a Dukedom. 
In the year 1654, it returncd tothe Crown of Poland, 
aſter it had for many years 5xen arinexed to Sz'eſia. 
This Towa is called by the Germans, Juich-Ivits. 
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Achacama, a famous, fertile, and pleaſant Valley 
in the Kingdom of Peru, four Leagues from L:- 
ma : where ſtood, in the times of the 7czs or Indian 
Emperors of Peru, a moſt magnificent Temple by 
them built to the honour of the Creator of che UVni- 
verſe, ſays Garcillaſus ; not of the Sun, as others 
milrepreſent their Devotion. Its Ruines are yet ap- 
parent. This Temple was immenſely rich with the 
Treaſures eſpecially hidden ig it, when Pizarro be- 
came Maſter of the Country. It is faid, himſelf drew 
thence above nine hundred thouſand Duccates. 

Pacamozes, a People of Peru near the Confluence 
of the Maranzo, and the River of Amazons. 

Pacca, the Mvor:s/ſÞþ Name of Beja, a City of 
Portugal. 

Partolus, a River of the Leſſer Aſia, which ari- 
ſeth in Lydia from the Mountain Tmolus, and paſſeth 
by the City Sardzs into the Hermnus (now Sarabat) ; 
whence it 1s alſo by the Moderns called by the ſame 

Rr Name 
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Name of Sarabat. The antient Poets often quote 
its golden Sands. 

Padebozn, Pad:rborn, Paderborna, Padeburna, 
a City of Weſtphalia ; which 1s a Biſhop's See, urider 
the Archbiſhop of Merz, by the In{ti:ution of Char/es 
the Great, who held a Diet or Parliament here 11 777. 
In 799. Pope Leo III. took refuge in this City. In 
999. it happened to be burit. In 1c02. the Empreſs 
Cunegonda was erowned at it. Of old an Imperial and 
Free City ; but lince exempt, and in the Hands of its 

wn Biſhop ever ſince 1604. It is ſeated near the 
Rife of the River Lippe ; twelve Miles from Munſter 
to) the North-Ealt, and ten from Caſſel to the South- 
Weſt : about two Miles from it lies the Caſtle of 
Newhauzs, built by Theodore Furſtemberg, Biſhop of 
this See, in the year 1590, ſor the Reſidence of the 
Biſhop. Long. 30. 30. Lat. 51. 45- $ The Biſhop- 
rick of Paderborn, is a Tract in the Circle of W-/t- 
Fhalia ; bounded on the North by the County of 
Lippe, on the Eaſt by Munſter, on the South by 
Haſjia, and on the Weſt by the Dukedom of We/?- 
phalza. It is from North to South forty Miles. The 
principal Places in it are Paderborn, Brackel and 
Warburgh. Ferdmand Furſtemberg, Biſhop of this 
Dioceſe, has written a Hiltory of it. : 

Pavoua, Paravium, a Ci y of [taly, in the States 
of Venice ; upon the Rivers Brenta, and Bachig/rone ; 
twenty four Miles from Venice to the Welt, exghteen 
from Vicenza, and forty eight from Ferrara to the 
North. All the ancient Writers agree this City was 
built by Antenor a Trojan, ( particularly YVirgsl ſpeak- 
ing of Antenor ſays, Hic tamen ille urbem Patavi, 
ſedeſque locavit,) ſoon after the Ruin of Troy : They 
pretend to ſhew his Tomb here ; upon which there 
38 an Inſcription in Gorh:ck Letters , that cannot be 
equally old. In this City was brought into the World 
Lrvy, the great Roman Hittorian. About the year 
of Chriſt 452, it was ruined by Artila, King of the 
Huns; rebuilt by the Inhabitants of Ravenna. About 
an hundred years after the Lombards deltroyed it, 
and Charles the Great refounded it. In 1140. 1t came 
into the Poflefſion of the Carrar:s. In 1221, Fre- 
derick 1I. Emperor opened the Univerſity here. In 
1403. Fohn Galeatius, Duke of Milan, put an end 
to this Family ; and three years after, the YVenetrans 
took it from him. In 1509. it was taken from them 
by Max:imz/:an I. Emperor of Germany ; but being 
ſoon after recovered, has ever ſince continued under 
that State. It 1s great and ſtrong, but not very po- 
pulous ; and a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Aquileja. Long. 33+ 58. Lat. 44. 54. The Country 
it ſtands in js fo ftruittul, as to give occaſion to this 
Falian Proverh to prefer Padua before either Venice 
or Bologna, Bologna la graſſa, Venetia la guaſta, 
ma Padoa la paſja. It is made a ſtrong place by its 
Caftles, Towers, Walls and Ditches. The Palaces 
and publick Buildings are noble ; the Unzverſity 18 
partictlarly famous tor the Faculty of Phy/ick. It 
1s the Capital of the Territory, called the Padonuan ; 
which comprebends Eſte, Arqua, Poluerara, Caſtel. 
baldo, Montagnana, Mirano, &c. There are two 
Academies of the Þ;genzous eſtabliſhed in it, under 
the Titles of glt Recoverats, and gli inflammati, It 
ſhews the ruimnes of a Roman Amphitheatre ; And in 
the year 12350. a Synod was afſenibled in this City. 

Pavſtow. a Market Town in the County of Corn- 
wall, in the Hundred of P:ider, with a Haven to the 
North Sea. 

Pagets Bzomiley, a Mirket Town in Stafford- 
ſhre, in the Hundred of Pzrehill, upon the River 
B':ithe. 

Paglicn, Paulo, a ſmall River which waſheth 
the City of N:ce in Picrdmont ; then falls into the 
Mediterranean Sa. 
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alamos, a Sea-Port Town in Cat4lonirt. 

The Palatinate of Bavaria. See Bavarta, 

The Palatinate of the Rhzne, Palatinatus Rhee 
ni, Palatinatus Infertor, is a Province of Germany, 
in the Circle of the Rhene ; called by the Germans, 
Nider Pfaltziſche Landt ; under the Electorat 
Prince, who has his Title from it. The R57e divides 
it into two unequal parts; on the North it js bound- 
ed by the Biſhoprick of Menzz, and in part on the 
Eaſt ; the rett of that fide is incloled by Gerawer ; 
on the South it has the Lower 4!ſat#a; on the Welt 
the Biſhoprick of Trier, and the Dukedom of Brpone. 
This Country 1s now divided into thirteen Bailywicks. 
The chief Towns of it are Heydelberg, Manheim , 
Franckenthall, Oppenheim , Kaiſers-Lautern, and 
Creutznach. Theſe Countries, or at leaft a part 
of them, have been enjoyed by the Palatinate Fami- 
ly ever fince 1195. 

Talazzulo, - Herbeſſus, a City of Sicily ; twenty 
Miles from Syracrſe to the Welt, and tfixteen from 
Lentini to the South. 

Talencta, Palantia, Pallantia, Palentia in Va- 
cexis, a City of the Kingdom of Leon in Spain, with 
a Biſhop's See heretofore under the Archbiſhop of Te- 
ledo, now of Burges, Mela, Livy, Strabo, &c. of- 
ten mention it. In 1388. a Council was celebrated 
here under Pope Clement VII. It has been in for- 
mer times a ſtrong and conſiderable Place : but in 
that part of its Character it is deficient iow. 

Palermo, Panormw, a City in the Valley of Ma- 
Fara, in the Iſland of S:cz!y ; which is an Archbiſhop's 
Sce, and the preſent Metropolis of that Kingdom. It 
1s great, populous, and rich ; built by the Phanzci- 
ans before the Greeks entered this Iſland. Under Ro- 
ger Earl of Szc:ly it became the Capital of the I{land. 
It 1s pleaſantly ſeated on the North-Wett Shoar, at 
the mouth of the River O/e/t;s, where it hath a Port: ' 
four Miles from Montreal to the North, and fourteen 
trom Meſſina to the South-Weſt. Baudrand faith, 
the French beat the Dutch and Spanzards, near this 
City, Fune 2. 1676. 

Paleſtina, Pa/eſi:na, a ſmall, but celebrated and 
noble Country in Ajia ; extended from North to 
South ; between Syria to the North, the Deſarts of 
Arabia to the Eaſt, the Stony Arabia to the Suuth, 
and the Mediterranean Sea to the Welt. This was 
that ſpot of Ground allotted by God to his own Peoes 
ple the Children of Iſrael ; and divided at firit into 
twelve Tribes. About the time of our Saviour's Birth 
it was divided into fix Provinces. Now commonly 
called the Holy Land ; and in the Hands of the Turks 
ever 1ince the year 1519. See Feruſalem. 

Paleſtrina, Preneſte, Polyſtephanos, a City of 
Latium in Italy, of great Antiquity ; of a Colony 
made a Mmmnicipium by Auguſtus. It 1s in Campagns 
di Roma, under the Dominion of the Pope ; twenty 
two Miles from Rome to the South=Eait. Of old it 
ſtood upon a high Hill, where the Caſtle is now : but 
alſo built down as far as the Plains. This ancient 
City was pulled down by Pope Bonzface VIII. and re- 
built in the Plain, upon the River Yereſis : it is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, which belongs to one of the fix Senior 
Cardinals; and a Dukedom born by the Family of 
Barberimi. Suareſiw, a French Man, has publiſhed 
a particular account of it. In the Roman times it 
had ſtanding in it a Temple, dedicated to Forterme 
and much reſorted to upon the account of Lers : Ma- 
ny of the Ruins thereof are yet apparent. 

Palicenus, a Fountain near the City Catanza, in 
the Ifland of Szczly ; where the Romans ſacrificed to 
the Dis Paliſcs. 

Jalimban, a City in the Iſland of Sumatra, itt 
the Eaſt. Indies. 

Dalmela, a Town near Seruval in Portngal. 

Pamia 
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JJalma la Tova, a ſtrong and furtilied Cicy in 
Friuls in Italy ; under the Dominion of the States of 
Venice ; built by them in the Year 1593, in the Con- 
fines of their Territories, and thoſe of Auſtria; eleven 
Miles from the Shoars of the Yenerzan Gulph, and 
fifteen from Gor:itza to the North-Weit. Dr. Brown, 
who ſaw this place, faith 5 It x the largeſt Regular 
Fortification T have ſeen : havinz nine Baſtions,bear- 
ing the Names of ſo many noble Venetians. The Ditch 
is thirty paces broad, twelve deep; and i kept dry, 
in order to make-the place the more healthful ; but 
it may be filled upon occaſion. It has three Gates, 
"and about an hundred Cannen, always monnted ; and 
there are many more upon occaſion. In the Centre 
of the Town there #s a Well, and over it s fixed a 
Standard, The Venetians believe ths the ſtrongeſt 
Fortification in the World. But the Doctor wiſh- 
eth they may never know a Compleat Turk:ſb Army 
before it, when they are in no good condition to re- 
lieve it. Travels, pag. 84, 85. 

Palma, or /a Palma, one of the Canary Iſlands, 
in the At/antick Ocean: twenty fix Leagues in com- 
paſs. Conquered by the Spanzards in 1491, and now 
well inhabited. The principal Town of 1t is Santa 
Cruz de la Palma. There 1s a Volcanoe-Mountain in 
this Iſland, which in Nov. 1677. raged with a mighty 
vehemence, accompanied with Thunder, Earthquakes, 
and Rivers of Fire. 

Palma, the ſame with Jadaon. 

La Cividad di las Palmas, Palmarum Civitas, 
the principal City of the Iſland of Canaria ; which 
has an Harbor on the Atlantichk Ocean, and is placed 
on the Eaſt fide of the Iſland. Sometime called Ca- 
naria, but Palmas is its true Name ; and it 1s under 
the Spaniards. 

Palmpra, an ancient City of Syr#a, near the 
Arabia deſerta: the Capital heretofore of the King- 
dom and Country of the Palmyrenz, and the See of 
an Archbiſhop, The Emperor Adrian augmented it, 
and called it Adrianople. Some now give it the name 
of Amegara; and others, Faid, 7 #+**." foo mor 

Paltpolt, Celendrs, a City of Czlicia, in the 
Leſſer Afia ; which is a biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Selencia ; and has a tolerable Haven. 

Palos de Moguer, Palus, a ſmall Town in An- 
daluzia; at the mouth of the River Odzel, (Luxia) 
or Tinto, (as Baudrand explains the Latin Name in 
another place ; ) upon the Bay of Cadiz ; fifteen 
Leagues from Sevil to the Welt, and nine from the 
Mouth of the Guadiana to the Eaſt; in a declining 
State. From this Town Columbus ſet Sail in 1492, 
when he went to diſcover America. 

Palotta, Paloda, a Town in the Lower Hungary, 
in the County of Alba Repalis, near the Confines of 
Anſtria ; antl about three Miles from Alba Regalzs 
to the North : which was in the Hands of the Turks 
till 1687. And then taken by the Imperial Forces, 
after the Battel of Mohatz. | 

Palus Mzotis, a great Gulph, or Marſh, made 
by the Euxine Sea, betwixt Europe and Aſia ; hav- 
ing the Crim Tartary on the Weſt, Sarmatia Euro- 
pea or Moſcovia to the North, and C:rcaſſia to the 
North and Eaſt. About fix hundred Miles in Circuit, 
and paſſable in ſome places by boats. Now called 
Limen, the Sea of 'Fabache , and the Sea of Tana. 
See Lamen. 

Pamiers, Pamie, Apamie, Epaunum, Fredela- 
cum, a City in the County de Fozx ; which is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Tolouſe by the 
Inſtitution of Pope Boniface VIIL. having been here- 
tofore a part of the Dioceſe of Toloufe. © It ſtands near 
the River Arzege 3 three Leagues from Foxx to the 
North, and nine from Tolouſe. A late Biſhop of this 
Dioceſe has made it much taken notice of, by his op- 
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poſing the preſent Ring of France in the Buſineſs of 
the Rezalia. The Counts of Carcaſſone built it an 
Abbey in the eighth Century, which in 1295. Pope 
Boniface erected into the aforeſaid Biſhoprick. This 
See was at firſt a Suftragan to the Archiepiſcopal 
Throne of Narbon, till Pope 7:-bz XXII, made Fo- 
louſe an Archbiſhoprick, and then it became ſubject 
to Tolouſe. Pope Bened:t XIl. was a Biſhop of 
Pamzers. . 

Pampyelune, or Pamplona, Pamplona, Pompels, 
Pompelon, the Capital of the Kingdom of Navary ; 
ſuppoſed to be built by Pompey the Great, or rather 
perhaps rebuilt, and from him called Pompejopols. 
It ſtands upon the River Arza3 called by the Natives 
in their proper Tongue Irma, that is, the Gaod 
Town ; in a fruitful Valley, farrounded on all fides 
with afpiring Hills and Mountains: twenty French 
Leagues from Bayonne to the South, and forty from 
Saragoſa to the North. Taken by Charl:mazgne in 
778. in his Paſſage into Spain. This was the Seat of 
the Kings of Navary, till in the ye:r 1512, it tell in- 
to the Hands of the Spanzards. Philzp IE. built a 
Cittadel in it, to fecure his PofſeſTion. It is alfo 1 
Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Brrgos fince 
the time of Pope Gregory XIII ; having heen here- 
tofore under the Archbiſhop of Saragoza, by the In- 
ſtitution of Pope Folm XXII. Some private Synods 
have been held here. Long. 19. 50. Lat. 43. 58. 

Pamphylta, a Province of the ancient Afia Ni- 
Nory now included in Caramar, and called Sertalia : 
Its principal Cities were heretofore Perga, Aſpendus, 
and Atta/ia. See Settalia. 

JPanama, a City and Sea-Port in South America, 
of great Fame and Reſort ; in the Province called 
Terra Firma ; on the Shoars of the South Sea, ſea- 
ted in an unhealthful Air. It was built by Perrus 
Ario, in the year 1515. for the Reception of the Ef- 
feds bronght from Peru ; as Nombre de Dios was 
on the oppoſite fide of the 1/hmns, for thoſe brought 
from $.4449. Soon after honoured with the Birth of 
a modern Saint, called Roſe of Panama ; whoſe San- 
Ctity was ſo conſpicuous, that the Gnats and Flies in 
her Cell obſerved and reverenced it ; as Father Oliva 
( the late General of the Feſuirs) informs us in her 
Life. But alas ! this Saint has not been able to pro- 
tect the Town from another fort of Flies ; for Fanu- 
ary 25. 1671. it was taken and plundered by the 
French : and in 1586. by Captain Lawrence a Buc= 
caneer. The City, though ſmall, and built of Wood 
only, is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of L5- 
ma; eighteen Leagues from the North-Sea. Long-- 
294+ 30. Lat. 8. 30. $ The Iſthmus, or Streight 
of Panama, is a Neck of Land eighteen Leagues over 
from Eaſt to Weſt; by which the Northern and Sou- 
thern America are tacked together. 

Panaro-Dcultenna, a River of T:a'y ; which a- 
rifing from the Apennine, in the Territory of Frzg- 
nana, in the Dukedom of Modena ; and being cal- 
led at firſt Scultemna, ( after it has taken in the Dar- 
dagna, and ſome others ) takes the Nanie of Panaro ; 
and dividing Modena from Bononia, twelve Miles 
above Ferrars, falls into the Po. 

JPanarucan, a City in the Iſle of Fava, ' in the 


| Eaſt-Indies , by the Streights of Balambuan ; thirty 


Miles from Paſſarven to the Eaſt, and forty five from 
Balambuan to the North 5 on the Eaſt Side of the 
Iſland. It is the Capital of a ſmall Kingdom there. 
Near it, ſtands a Sulphureons Mountain", which in 
1386; deſtroyed above ten thouſand perſons in a Rup- 
ture that hapned to it. | 

Pancalieri, Parcalerium , a ſmall City in Pied- 
mont, in Italy, upon the Po; nine Miles from Turin 
to the South, 1." 7 

Pandatarta. Sce Sana Maria. 
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Pandoſia, an ancient City in the Country of the 
Brut, in the preſent Kingdom of Naples, in Italy. 
Taken by the Romans at the ſame time with Con/en- 
tia ( Coſenza,) in Calabria, according to Livy : and 
more eſpecially remarkable for the ruin of Alexander 
King of Eprrus here , into which he was deceived by 
an Oracle. The Town Caſte! Franco is ſuppoſed to 
ſtand now near the remains of this City- : 

Pantz3a, a River in Bulgaria, which falls into the 
Euxine Sea ; four German Miles North of Me- 
ſember, and about five from the Borders of Thrace. 
In Latin Panyaſu. L : © 

Pannonta, a great Country in the anc:ent Div:- 
fion of Europe : comprehended betwixt 1!/yricum, the 
Danube, and the Mountains Cethi. It was diſpoſed 
into two parts, called Prima & ſecunda Conſularis ; 
or the Upper and Lower Pannonia. The prima Con« 
fularis, or Upper Pannoma, lay Weſtward ; con- 
taining the modern Provinces of Stirza, Carnzola, 
Carinthia, Croatia, VVindiſch-Marck, and the grea- 
teſt part of Auſtria. The other, to the Eaſt ; where 
are now Boſn1ia,Sclavonia,and Hungary ; as much as 1s 
encloſed betwixt the Danube,the Raadb, and the Drave. 
There was alſo Pannowia Riparia , and Paleria. 
The firſt made a part of the preſent Sclavonia and 
Boſnia ; the ſecond, of Stiria. This Country firlt 
beheld the Roman Arms under Fulius Ceſar. Atter 
him, Tiberius rendered it Tributary ; next the Gerhs, 
Hunns, and other Barbarians, poſlefſed themfelvs of 
it. Its moſt celebrated ancient Cities, were Szge/t4 
or Siſcia ( now Sifſeg;) Petavium ( Pettaw,) Nau- 
portus, ( Labach;) Vindobona, ( Vienna ;) Sirmu- 
um, (Sirmiſh ;) Taurum, ( VVeiſſenbowr ;) &c. 
Its ancient Inhabitants were a Nation of the Celtick 
Gaules. | 

Panozmo, Panormus, a Sea-Port in Epirus. 

Pantiro, the ſame with Heraclza. ; 

Panuco, a City and Province of New Spain in 
America. The Province lies upon the Gulph of Me- 
xico, towards New Biſcay, within the Prefecture of 
Mexico. The City, its Capital, is otherwiſe called 
S. Eſtevan del puerto. 

Paoking, or Pooking, a City in the Province of 
Huquam, um the Kingdom of China, at the toot of 
Mount Lungus. 

Paola, a Town in the Kingdom of Naples , in 
the Hither Calabria; where S. Francis de Paola, the 
Founder of the Order of the Minimes, was born. 

Paoning, Paoganum , a great City in the Pro- 
vince of Suchem , in the Kingdom of China, upon 
the River Kalang. EE 

Paoting, Paoringa , another great City in the 
Province of Suchem, in the Kingdom of China, upon 
the River Ktzaling. 

Papa, a ſmall, but very ſtrong City of the Lower 
Himgary, upon the River Marchalt7; in the Coun- 
ty of Veſprin ; in the middle between 7avarin to 
the North, and Veſprin to - the South ; fcarce three 
Hungarian Miles the Turks/b Conquelts. This 
Town in the year 1683. with Dotzs, /eſprim, and 
L eewentz, yielded to Count Teckely : But after the 
raiſing the Siege of Vienna , they returned under the 
Obedience of the Emperour. 

. Papalopam, a River in New Spain , in the Pro= 
vince of Guaxaca; which is called alſo the River of 
Alvarad ;' and is the biggeſt in that Province. It ari- 
ſeth from the Mountains of Zoncholzuchan 3 and re- 
cciving Quiyorepec, Huitzilan, Chinantha, Quaubquet- 
Rp alrepes, Tutzlan, Teywoiyucan, falls into the 

ofth Sea. #2 , 

Paphiagonta, an ancient or Province of 
bhie Leſſer Afia, betwint Galatia and the Euxine Sea, 
extended along the Coaſt ; now called | F/apanta, 
Bok, and Ronie Its principal Cities, in thoſe days of 
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Antiquity, were Sinrpe and Thenthr xids 

Paphos, a celebrated ancient City in the Ifhand $# 
Cyprus , where Venus had a Temple 1n her honour. 
It became a Biſhops See in Chri/tzan times - 
but now ruined, under the Turks ; and called 
Baffo. 

Papous , or /a Tierra dos Papoas, as the Porty- 
gueze call it ; and Terre des Papous, as the Frenth : 
15 a Country in the Terre Auſtralis 5 to the Eaſt 
of the Iſlands Ceram and Gz/olo in the Eaſt-Indies , 
near the Equino&ial Line 3 by ſome, made to be a 
part of New Guinee ; by others, ſeparated from it by 
a ſmall Streight. The Princes of the neighbouring 
Iſlands have the Natzves in Eliteem for Courage and 
Fidelity. 

Pappenheim, a Town in the Circle of Schwaber 
in Germany, upon the River Al:mul ; adorned with 
the Title of a Barony formerly, now an Earldom. 
It gave its Name and Title to the. famous General 
Pappenherm,in the late German Wars, 

Para, a City in the North part of Bra/i/, upon the 
River of Amazons ; under the Dominion of the Pore 
tugueſe ; forty Miles above the fall of that River. 
Long. 328. Lat. 01.30. There belongs to this City 
a Province of the ſame Name, called Capitanta de 
Para. 

Paragoja, an Iſland of the Eaſt-Indzes, called like- 
Wile Puloan and Calamianes ; between Borneo to the 
South-Weſt , and Manzil/a to the North-Eaſt ; an 
hundred Miles in length, twenty in breadth, and two 
hundred i: circuit. It is one of the Phzlippine 
Iſlands, which was never conquered by the Europe- 
ans. Not very fertile, or well peopled. 

Paragnap, Paraguaza , a vaſt Country in the 
South America, the greateſt part of which is ſubject 
to the Spaniards. Bounded on the Eaſt by Bra/// ; 
on the South by Magellanica ; on the Welt by Peru, 
and the Kingdom of Chz/s. It is divided into feven 
Counties, which are fruitful in all things, with Mines 
and Sugars, Not many Spaniſh Colonies are ſettled 
in it ; yet it has one Biſhop at / Aſſumption, and ano» 
ther at Buenos Ayres. This Province takes its Name 
from the River Paraguay ; which ſignifies the}Rzver of 
Feathers. It ariſeth from the Lake of Xaraies;and go- 
ing South,receives the River of P/ata,and many others; 
and at laſt by avaſt Mouth falls into the Sea of Magel- 
lan. This is one of the greateſt Rivers of America. 

Paratba , a ſtrong City in Braſi! , which has a 
large Haven, and gives name to a Province, called the 
Government or Capitania de Paraiba. Not above 
eight Miles from the North. Sea, upon a River of the 
ſame name. It was long ſince inhabited by five hun- 
dred Portugueſe, beſides Slaves and Negroes ; and be- 
ing unwalled, its beſt ſecurity was the Fort of 
S. Francis built by the French, and taken by the 
Portugueſe, in 1585. In 1634. both the City and 
Fort were forced to ſubmit to the Dutch Valour, who 
new named them Frederich#ade. But the Porru- 
gueſe have at laſt recovered the Poſſeflion of it, Theſe 
latter have ſometimes called the City, Noſtra Sezmore 
das Nieves. 

Parana, a River and Province of Paraguay. The 
Spaniards have about four Colonies in this Pro-' 
VINCE, 

Paranaiba, Paranayba a River and a Province on 
the Confines of Braſil. The River falls in that of 
the Amazons ; on the South Side-ot which , the Pro- 
Vince lies. ' 

Paray-le-Poinean , Pareium Moniacum, a 
Town in the Dukedom of Brurgogne, in France; in 
the Territory of  Charolois, upon the River Brebin- 
che ; two Leagues from the Loyre. 

Pardiac, Pardiniacum, a County in Aquitain in 


France. | 
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Sarenzo, Parentum, Parentium , a ſmall City in 
FM. nar the Venettans ; which 18 a Biſhops 
See, under the Patriarch of Aquileja. It ftands ſeven 
Mites from Citta Nuova, to the South ; twenty eight 
from Capo di Iſtria, and eighty from Fence to the 
Eaſt ; upon a Peninſula, well fortified, having a con- 
venient Haven: But not much inhabited, by reaſon of 
the unhealthfulneſs of the Air. : ; 

Parta, a Province in the Terra Firma, 1n South 
America ; near the Shoars of the North Sea, and un- 
der the Dominion of the Spanzards ; between the 
River Orinoque to the Eaſt, and the Vener-la to the 
Weſt. This is a principal Member of New Anda- 
Infia, from hence often called Parza. There are ſome 
f:w Colonies of Spaniards in it, and a Gulpn of its 
Name. . : 

Parimao, a Lake in South America, which 
which bounds the Country of Guiana on the South ; 
under the Line. Some call it Roponorvim. It has 
not hith-rto been fully diicovered by the Euro- 

eans. : 

Partunacocha, 3 Province of Per, towards the 
Andes, under the Spaniaras. 

Pario, Parium, a City of the Leſſer 4/ia, upon 
the Propontis; twenty Miles from Lamp/aco to the 
Eaſt, and thirty from Cyzicus, now Spinga. It has a 
lrge Haven, and is a- Biſhops See under the Archb1- 
ſhop of Spinga. : : 

Parts, Lenteria, Luotetia, Lucetia, Leucotetia, 
Pariſii, and Lutetia Parifiorum, the Capital City of 
the Kingdom of France ; boaſted by Baudrand, to 
be the geeateſt City of Europe ; with a Nemine re- 
clamante, no body derying it to be ſo. This was a 
celebrated City in the Times of the Roman Empire. 
Fulian the Afoſtate (whilit he was Ceſar only) re- 
lided here in the Reign of Cerſtantins : and adorned 
it with Baths and a Palace. But its greateſt Riſe 
was from the Franks : Clodovew ſettling the Royal 
Thronein this City, about the year 4538. Fulins Ca- 
ſar is the firli that mentions it ; it was then very ſmall; 
being wholly contained in an Ifland in the Seyne, 
not exceeding forty Acres, which had then a Wooden 
Bridge over the River. In this Ifle the Cathedral 
Church now is, and the Palace of the firſt French 
Kings. From the times of Clodovers the firſt Chri- 
{tian King, as long asthat Race laſted, it grew migh- 
tily, and became very conſiderable. But under the 
Caroline Line it was very little improved ; thoſe Princes 
not fixing here, or in any other place. In the year 
585, it happened to be almoſt all burnt. In 845, 856; 
886, and 850, the Normans, by Sieges and Incurſions, 
did extremely endamage it. In 896, it was very 
hardly preſerved out of the Hands of the Normans, 
as to the Iſland ; what ftood out of the Iſland was 
redeemed from Ruin by Money. The Poſterity of 
Hugh Capet on the other fide fixed here ; and- be- 
ſtowed great Sums of Money in enlarging and adorn- 
ing this City. Charles the Great, about the year 796, 
at the Requeſt of A/cnnus, a Saxon, Sc an Uni- 
verſity here; to whoſe further Grandeur King Lews 
the Seventh, and Ph:/ip the Auguſt, contributed very 
much, The Colege of Sorbonne holds the firſt place 
therein. In the year 1034, it ſuffered another Fire 
and in 1206, a terrible Inundation of the River 
Serne. In 1420, Henry V. of England, polleiled 
himſelf of this City, by marrying Catharine the 
Davghter of Charles VI. of France. In the year 
1422, Henry VI. (Son of this Victorious, but ſhort 
lived Prince ) wascrowned King of France in Pars. 
And again in 1431. After this it remained in the Hands 
of the Engliſh till the year 1433- The Diviftons.of 
England under Henry VI. made, way for the loſs of 
France. The year 1592 brought great and unparallel'd 
Infamy and Calatnity upon this potent City z 10008 
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Gentlemen being affafſinated within her Walls ( who 
came thither upon the Publick Faith to the Celebration 
of a Marriage ) in cold Blood, and in a time of 
Peace. In 1588, the Inhabitants became almoſt as 
infamous by the Baracades againſt Henry HI. where- 
by the Life of that Prince was indangered, and he 
driven out of his Royal Palace by a Seditious Subject, 
who made himſelf the Head of a Faction under the 
Pretence of Preferving the Religion of his Country. 
In 1589, Henry III. was {tabbed by Fames Clement 
a Dominican Fryar, under the Walls of Pars; juſt 
as he was upon the point of revenging the Infotence of 
the Baracades. The year 1590 was no leſs miferable: 
this City being by a Siege reduced by Henry IV. to 
fo dreadful a Famine, as 1s fcarce any where elſe to be 
read of. In the year 1610, the ſame Streets were 
ſtained with the Blood of Henry IV. flain by Ravil- 
lac, another Enthufiaftick Monk, on the ſame Pre- 
tence that his Predeceſſor was. In the year 1649, they 
ſaftered the Calamities of another Siege ; and were 
forced to comply with the Queen Mother of France 
by Famine. In the year 1622, at the requeſt of Ki 
Lewis XII. Pope Gregory XV. raiſed the Biſhop | 
Parts to the Honour of an Archbiſhop, with three 
Suftragans under him ; the Biſhops of Charere?; 
Meaux , and Orleans. In 1674. the Dignity of a 
Dukedom and Peerdom was added to the Arch- 
biſhoprick by the preſent King Lews XIV. This 
great City is ſeated on the Seyne ; forty five Leagues 
rom the Brzt;ſh Sea. Long. 23. 20. Lat. 48. 38. 
Charles V. Emperor ( others write Si23/mond ) uſed 
to ſay, he had ſeen in France, one Village, Poittzers ; 
one City, Orleans 5 and one World, Parzs. The City- 
Walls have eight Gates; thoſe of the Univerſity, 
nine. The Houſes are computed to about fifty thou- 
ſand: there is a great number 'of Hoſpitals, Ab- 
beys, Monaſteries, Ecclefiaftical Seminaries, Churches, 
and Palaces ; amonglt which ktter the Lowore obtains 
the Preeminence, begun by King Philip th: Auguſt 
In 1214 ; and fince by times, gloriouſly enlarged 
adorned by Charles V. Francs 1. Henry Ul. Charles fX, 
Henry IV. Lewis XIIL and XIV. Mariy Councils 
have been celebrated here ; whereof the eldeſt, and ohe 
of the moſt remarkable, is that about the year 3852, 
againſt the Arrians, held by S. Hilary Biſhop of 
Poitiers, The Tervitory about this -City has the 
name of Parsfis : reaching heretofore as far as to 
Pontoiſe one way, and to Claye towards 1a Brie anos 
ther. And our Author- reports, that the Villages and 
Caſtles in the ſpace of ten Leagues round, amount 
to the number of ten thouſand. 

Parita, a Town of New Spaiy, with an Har= 
bour on the South Sea, in the Province of Verazna; 
which gives Name to the Bay on which it ſtands. 

Parma, a River of Lombardy in Italy , which 
ſpringeth out of the Appennine, in the Borders of the 
States of Genona, towards Pontremoli ; and running 
North through the Dukedom of Parma, watereth the 
""_ City of it 5 and ten Miles lower falls info the 


0. 

PÞarnia, a City and Colony of the Bvzz, as it is 
called by Serabo and Pliny; now a Biſhops See, utider 
the Archbiſhop of Be/ogna; having beet under the 
Archbiſhop of Ravemna. It ſtands upon a River of 
the fame Name, in a fruitful and well watered Conn- 
try ; 'ten Miles from the Po to the Soath, thirty five 
from Modena to the Eaſt, and from Praterza to the 
Weſt. A great, rich, populous City, adorned with 
a ſtrong Caftle; and a Noble Palacez mn which the 
Duke of Parmareſides. In the yeat 1599, there was 
an Univerſity opened here, The Ettiperor Frederick 
Barberouſſe. belieged this City two years together 
without ſucceſs. It is about three Milesin compaſs : 
Has an Academy of the Ingenious ſettled in it, 
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called Gli innomnati ; and in 1602, there was a Sy- 
nod aſſembled here. 

Dukedom of Jarma, Parmenſis Ditzo, Lo 
Stato del Duca d: Parma, or zl Parmegtano, 1s a part 
of Lombardy : bounded on the North and Welt by 
the Dukedom of M:r/an ; on the Eaſt by that of Mo- 
dena, and on the South by the States of Genoua. 
The Dukedom of Pzacenza, the Val ds Taro, and the 
Eſtates di Buſſero are contained in the Eſtates of this 
Duke. The principal Cities in it are Parma , Borgo 
S. Donino , Fiorenzuola, Piaenza, and Briſcello. 
This Dukedom was erected by Pope Pau! IL ( in 
in favour of Peter Lews Farneſe his Son, whom the 
Emperor Char/es V. diſturbed in the Poſletiion 
thereof for ſome time, ) in the year 1545. called be- 
fore his Elevation Alexander Farneſe. : 

Parnaſſus, a celebrated Mountain in Phocis in A- 
chaza, ( now Livadia; ) conſecrated to Apollo, and 
the Muſes ; near to Citheron and Helicon, It 1s now 
called by the Inhabitants Lzacoura: about twelve 
Engliſh Miles from the Gulph of Lepanzo to the 
North ; between Leucadia to the Eaſt, and Delphi to 
the Weſt; fifty Miles from Corinth to the North- 
Weſt. $ There {has alſo been in Cappadocia, in 
Aſia Minor, an Epiſcopal City of this Name, 

Parnaw, Parnavia, a City in Livonia, ſubject 
to the Crown of Sweden, in the Province of Eſtho- 
24a: ſeated at the Mouth of a River of the fame 
Name, upon the Bay of Rzga ; fifty five Miles from 
Revel to the South, and from Riga to the North. 
The Maps place it twenty German Miles from each of 
them. It is little, but well fortified ; has a Caſtle, 
and an Haven : It belonged at firſt to the Polrs ; but 
in the laſt Century was often taken, and retaken ; till 
1617, the Swedes finally poſſeſſed themſelves of it, 
and have kept it ever (ince. Long. 46. oo. Lat. 57. 
20, There belongs to it a ſmall Territory, or Di- 
ſtrict, called by the Poles, Wotewodz two Par- 
nawskie ; which together with the Town, 1s now in 
the Hands of the Swedes. 

Paropamiſus , Paropaniſus, and Paropaniſſade, 
a Country and People of the ancient Perſia, which 
lay betwixt Ba&riana, Aria, India, and Arachoſia. 
Ptolemy calls them by divers Names; and makes them 
an extremely ſavage People. Curtius adds, they had 
no Communication with other Nations ; and that A- 
lexander's Army ſuffered very much in their Country, 
which was cold and barren. It is placed: by Moderns, 
in part in the Province of Candahar in Perſia, and in 
part in that of Cabul in the Eaſt-Indies. $ A Moun- 
tain in this Country did anciently bear the ſame Name ; 
which the Writers of Alexander's Life miſcall Cau- 
caſus. 

aros, Paro, or Pario, one of the Iſlands, Cy- 

es, in the Zgean Sea; which hath been in all times 

of paricular Renown for its White Marble. The An- 

cients give 1t the ſeveral Names of Demetrias, Pa- 

Hya, Minoa, &c. It was heretofore in the Poſſeffion 

of the Yenetians; and a Biſhops See 'under the Arch- 

biſhop of Rhodes. But in 1470, the Turks became 
Maſters of it. 

Parret, a River in Somerſerſhire: the moſt con- 
ſiderable next to the Avon mn the whole County. 
Bridgewater, South-Petherton and Crokehorn ſtand 
upon it; and Longport near it. 

Parſhore, or Perſhore , a great Thorough-fare 
Market Town in Worceſterſhire, upon the River A- 
von, Which it covers with a Bridge. The Capital of its 

undred. Enriched heretofore with an Abbey. 

_ Parthenat, Parthenigcum, a City in Pozfou in 
France, upon the River Tove; in the middle be- 
tween Tours to the North, and S, Maxence to the 
South : fix Leagues from each. 
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Jarthen, Aliſus, a City of Pomerania, to. 
wards the Shoars of the Baltzck Sea: under tae Do- 
minion of the Swedes, near the River Bar:: two Ger- 
man Miles from the Borders of the Dukedom of Mag- 
deburg to the Eaſt, and four from Gr:p/wald. : 

Partherberg, the German Name of the Apennine 
Hills in 1taly. 

Þarthta, a Kingdom of the Arczent Perſia : ee 
ſftabliſhed about the year of Kome, 505 ; of the 
World, 3808S ; two hundred ard fifty years beloxe 
Chriſt ; 1n the perſon of Arfaces, from whom all the 
ſucceding Kings were . called Ar/acides ; and ended 
with the Death of Artabanus, King of Parthia, 
ſlain by Artaxerxes King of Perſia , about two hnyn- 
dred twenty ſeven years after Chrzj! 5 when it had 
enjoyed a Duration of above four hundred years. Tt 
rendered it ſelf ſometime fo puillant, as to diſpute 
the Empire of the Ea{t with the Romans. Situated 
betwixt Hircania, Media, Aria, Carmania, and the 
Modern Provirice of Fars, 1. e. Perſia, properly fo 
called, A Country not at all fruitful ; yet nevertheleſs 
then inhabited by a fierce, warlike, indefatigable Peo- 
ple ; particularly famous for a Dexterity in ſhooting 
one way, ( behind them, ) as they fled another. 
Ptolemy reckons, in his time, in this Kingdom, twenty 
five Cities ; whereof the Capital was Hecatompolzs, 
which 1s :under{tood to be the Modern Haſpaam in 
the Province of Hterach, Arach, or Erak- Atzem in 
Perſia ; as that Province, together with Khoemus 
and a part of Coraſan, are underſtood to comprehend 
RoW the ancient Parthzia. 

Le Partois , Pagus Pertenſis, a Tract in the 
Province of Champagne in France; between Cham- 
pagne to the Weſt, and the Dukedom de Bar to the 
Eaſt ; towards the River Marne. The principal Town 
of which is Vitri le Francoss. 

Pas, a Town and Bailywick in the Earldom of 
Artozs, upon the River Authie ; which pives Name 
to one of the ancienteſt and beſt Families there. It 
had heretofore.a Caſtle and a Collegiate Church. The 
Bailywick is of a conſiderable Extent, adorned witl 
the Title of a Barony, and united to the Crown of 
France by the Treaty of the Pipenees. 

Pas de Calais, Fretum Britannicum , 
Streight between Calais and Dover. 

Paſſage, a Port Town in B/cay. 

Paſſarvan, a City and Port on the Eaſt of tie 
Iſland of Java in the Eaſt-Indies, betwixt the Cities 
Panarucan and Fortan, towards the Cape of Balam- 
buam. Heretofore the Capital of a Kingdom of its 
Name there. | 
_ Paſſaw, Patavzia, a City of the Lower Bavaria 
m Germany ; which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Saltsburg; of old called Batava Caſtra. 
It ſtands at the Confluence of the Inn, and the Da- 
nube ; by which it is divided into three pats, called 
Paſlaw, Inſtat, and Innſtat. An Imperial and Free 
City ; but under the Protection of its own Biſhop, 
( whoſe Revenue is about forty thouſand Crowns, ) 
with the Territory about it : which lies between the 
Dukedom of Bavaria to the Weſt, and the Upper 
Auſtria to the Eaſt; having the ſtrong Caſtles of O- 
bernberg and Ebersberg ſtanding in it, This City 
ſuffered very much by a Fire of late, in 1661, being. - 
moſtly built of Wood, Over againſt it lies Oberhuss, 
the Refidence of the Biſhop. That which makes this 
City moſt regardable, is the Peace of Relsgion here 
Eſtabliſhed by Ferdinand I. Emperor of Germany, 
in 1552 : whereby the free ProfeTion of Lutheraniſm 
in Germany , upon equal Terms: with the Roman 
Catholick Religion, was declared and confirmed. 

Paſſava, a Fort in the Province of Laconza, in 
the Morea ; upon the Cape Matapan, near the Banks 
of the Bay of Coloehina : taken and demoliſhed by 
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General Morofins in 1685, becauſe of a narrow Pal- 
ſage hard by , where a handful of Men might make 
head againſt an Army. 4 ; | 

Paſſo di Cane, C/max, a Mountain of PLen:- 
cia, twenty Miles trom Tripoli to the South. : 

Paſtrana, a Town in O/d Caſtile, upon the River 
Taio ; thirteen Miles from Madrid to the Eaſt , 
and eighteen from Toledo, Honored with the Title 
of a Dukedom. 
| Pata, a City and Kingdom upon the Borders of 
Fanguebar in Africa. : 

Les Patagons, Patagones, a People of Magel- 
lJanica, near the Shoars of the North Sea, towards 
Brafil. This County was firlt diſcovered by F. Ma- 
gellane, and yet not much known. ; 

Patane, Patana, a City and Kingdom in the 
Further Indies, under the King of S:zam, and near 
the Kingdom of Malaca: in a healthful and fruitful 
Clime. The City ſtands upon the Bay of Szam. 

Les Jatans, a Mahometan People poliefling the 
Mountatns about the River Ganges, in the Empire of 
the Great Mogul. They heretojore dwelt toward the 
Kingdom of Bengale; whence making a Tranſplan- 
tation of themſelves into Delly, they became fo pu- 
ifſant there, as to render many Princes and Places tribu- 
tary to them. But when the Tartars conquered hidza, 
about the year 1401, being no longer able to main- 
tain their Power or Refidence in the open Country, 
they took Refuge in the Mountains; ſortifying, and 
abiding 1n,them ever fince. | 

Patap en Beauſſe, Patavinm, a Town in 
Beauſſe in France ; ſeated five Leagues from Orleans 
to the North, towards Chartres ;z nine to the South. 
Near this Place the French ( under the Command of 
Fohn Duke of Alanzon ) got a great Victory over 
the Engliſh , under Talbot ; the Terror of the French 
Nation. ; | 

Patera, Patara, or Paterea, a City of Lycia, 
in the Leſſer 4ſia; once called Arſinoe, as Strabo 
faith; it itands upon a Hill, at the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Xant/us, {( now called I! Scamanadro ;) elghty 
Miles from Rhodes to the Eaſt : a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Myra : Famous in the perſon of 
S. Nicholas, who was both a Biſhop and a Native 
here. Apollo had an Oracle in this City in the Times 
preceding Chriſtianity ; which obſerved to make 1ts 
Reſpon'es the ſpace of fix Months in the year. 

ÞPathmos , or Patmos, an Iſland in the Aigean 
Sea ; of Ggnal Fame fur the Baniſhment of S. 70h 
the Evangeliſt, and his Writing the Book of the Apc- 
caiypſe there. Now called variouſly by Writers Pal- 
hs and Petina. 

Patras, Parre, a City of the Morea, 1n the Du- 
chy of Clarentia, of great Antiquity ; cailed by the 
Turks Badra, and Waligbadza 3 that 1s, the Old Pa- 
tre: as Leunclauvzus expounds their Name. The Ita- 
lians uſed to call it Neopatria. It is an Archbiſhops 
See; and now in a flouriſhing Condition : Seated 
at the Entrance of the Gulph of Lepanto ; about fſe- 
ven hundred Paces from the Shoars of the Gulph of 
Patras to the Eat, and. ninety from Corinth to the 
Weſt. Choſen by Auguſtus for a Station for his Fleets, 


and on that account much honored by him. Under - 


the laiter Greek Emperors it had Dukes of its own ; till 
the year 1408, when the lait of them religned it to 
the YVenetzans, not being able to defend it againſt the 
Turks. When it came firſt into the Hands of the Turks 
I do not find ; but Mahomet III. received a great 
Defeat near this Place, in the year 4602. Dorra the 
C/r1ſtia!, Admiral took it from the Turks in 1533. 
They then ſoon after recovered it ; but in the year 
1687, 1t tell again into the Hands of the Vener:ans 
aiter the Pattel of the Dardanells. In the times of 
ancient £:3an1ſm, this City was honored with the 
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Oracles of Merciry and Veſta ; and with divers Tert- 
pies dedicated to Minerva, Cybele, Atys, Fup:ter, and 
The Apoltl- 
9. Andrew preached and ſuffered his Martyrdom 
here. Its Cittadel ftands upon a high Mount, to 
ſtrong, that in 1450, it held out 2gainit Conſtantivs 
Paleolegus , the Welter Emperor, a year. They 
compute about four or five thouſand Inhabitants in 
this City, Greeks , Turks, and Fews: whereof 
as the firit poles the Cathedral, fo tle ſecond before 
the late Conquelt had fix Moſques, and the other 
four Synagogues. Near a thouſand Churches are faid 
tO be contained in the extent of the Archbiſhops Pro- 
vince. And not only the Greeks of the Neighbouring 
Ifles, but.the Engliſh and French are accuttomed to 
traffick to this Port. | 

D. Peters Patrtomonyp Patrimonium, San; 
Peers, called by the Italians La Provincia del Pau 
trimonio ; 1s a conftiderable part of the Eccle/iaſts - 
cal State 1n Italy ; under the Papacy ; which was a 
part of the O!/d Hetruria, Bounded on the North 
by Ombria, on the Eaft by Sabina, on the Welt by 
the State of Sena, and on the South by the Tyrrhe- 
7zan Sea. The Capital of this Province is Vzterbo ; 
and the other Cities are Aquapendente, Civita Vec- 
cM1a, Croita Caſtellana, Cornetto,; Toſcanella , and 
Orvzeto, 

Patteſi, Paz/;, Timethus, a River on the North 
Side of S7cily. 

Jatti, Pact.e, Pa#a, a City on the North Shoar 
of Sicily, at the Fall of the River Patte/i, into the 
Tyrrhenian Sea ; forty eight Miles*rom Me{jina to the 
Welt, eighty trom Palermo to the North-Eaſt, and 
fifty from Catania to the North. This City was built 
by; Reger, Earl of Sicily, after the Expultion of the. 
Meors ; made a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
As by Pope Eugenzus II. and now in a good 

ikate. 

T2an, Epaunum, Palum, the Capital of the Province 
of Bearn,in Aquitarn in France; ſeated upon the River 
Gave, { thence called /e Gave de Pau; ) four Leagues 
from Oleron to the Eaft, nine from the Borders of 
Arragon tothe North, and eighteen from Dax to the 
South-Eaſt, Henry IV. King of Navarr was born 
12 the Caſtle belonging to this City, December 13. 
1557. A Caſtle, of the Foundation of Henry d' Al- 
bert, King of Navarre and Prince of Bearn; who in 
I519 eſtabliſhed alſo a Parliament here ; which Lews 
the Thirteenth, King of 'France, reeftabliſhed in 1621, 
together with the Roman Catholick Religion, that 
had been thence expelled by the Huguenots in the 
Civil Wars. 

Pavia, T:cinum, a City in the Dukedom of M:z- 
lan, in 1taly, of great Antiquity ; called in latter times 
Papa, Papia Flavia, arid now Pavia. It ttands up- 
on the River Te/ino, Tecinum ; twenty Leagues from 
Milan to the South, fifty from Genoua, and thirty 
four trom Pzacenza to the Weſt. Built by the L:- 
gurians, and thought more Ancient than Milan: At- 
czla ruined it, and Odoacer befieged Oreſtes in it. 
The Lombards took it, not without great difficulty, 
under A/boinus their firſt King, in the Year 569. At- 
ter this it became the Capital of the Kingdom of the 
Lombards; and continued ſuch, till in the Year 773: 
Charles the Great took this City, and Deſiderinus their 
lait King therein. Afterwards it became the Seat of 
the Kingdom of I:aly ; to which Oreo I. put an end 
in the Year 951. by the Expulfion of Berengarius 
and. his Son. In 1004. it ſuffered very much by a fire. 
About the-Yeav 1059. it had a fharp War with the Ci- 
ty of Afc/an. In the Year 1361. here was an Uni- 
verſity opened by Charles LV. Emperor of Germany , 
under Galeatzus Dake of Ms/an, under whom this 
City then was. Franes L of Frante, in 1525. atteropt- 
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ing to take it, was defeated by the Spantards, and 
himfſelt taken Prifoner. In 1527. it was taken by 
the French under Lantrech ; but ſoon after returned 
under the King of Spain, as Duke of Mzlan : and be- 
ing again attempted by the French in 1655. they were 
the ſecond time defeated by the Spaniards ; 1t cont!- 
nues under $pazn to this day. Next Mz/an, the beſt 
City in that Dukedom ; a Principality, and a Biſhops 
See, under the Archb ſhop of Mzlan ; but exempt 
{rom the Juriſdiction of that Metropolitan : It has one 
of the greateſt and fairelt Stone Bridges in Iraly, and 
many pieces of Antiquity ; the Caſtle amonglt them ; 
which was the Royal Palace of the Kings of Lombardy. 
The body of S. Auſtin is depoſited in a Monaſtery of 
Rel:gious here of the order of his name. There have 
been ſeveral Eccleſiaſtica! Councils aſſembled at this 
City : Particularly that in 1076 held by the Partiſans 
of the Emperor Henry IV. is remarkable, for its con- 
demning Pope Gregory VII who had excommunica- 
ted them before at a Council in Rome. The Ter- 
ritory belonging to it is called the Paveſe. 

Pavoſan, Yavoaſanum, a City in the Iſland of 
S. Thomas. 

Pautzkerwick, the German name of the Bay of 
Dantzack. 

La Paz. Pax, a City of Peru, between the Moun- 
tains of Bra/i/ to the Eaſt, and the Lake Titzaca to 
the Welt : which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Lima ; fituate upon the River Cavane. 

Þazzt, Pachya, a City of Thrace,. which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Heraclia, 

The Peak in Derbyfhre,lyes in the Norih-welt parts 
of the Couiity amongſt the Mountains: And is a famous 
place as well for its Lead and Quarrtes, as for the three 
Caves, whoſe height, length and depth, with the juſt 
tides of water ebbig and flowing trom them, and the 
ſtrange irregularities of the Rocks within, appropriate 
to them the character of ſo many Wonders. To which 
mult be added Brrxton Wells; where out of the ſame 
Rock in the compaſs of eight or nine yards, ariſe nine 
ſeveral medicinal Springs, eight warm, the ninth very 
cold ; which at the diſtance of three hundred foot re- 
ceive another hot Spring from a Well, near the Ebul- 
lition of another that is cold again. 

Pedecna, Perina, a mall City in Hiſtria in Italy ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Patriarch of Aqui- 
leja: and the Head of a Territory of the ſame name, 
under the Dominion of the Emperor. Twenty two 
Miles from Pola to the North, and fixty from Lau- 
bach to the South ; near the Head of the River Ar/a, 
which divides [raly from 1/{yricum. 

Pedeo, Pedeis, a River on the Eaſt of the Iſle of 
Cyprus. 

{cdir, Pedira, a City in the North of the Iſland 
of Sumatra, Which has a Haven : under the King of 
Acem. 

ÞPeelandt, a Tract in Brabant. 

Pegtan, the Leſſer Armenia. 

Pegu, Peguum, one of the Principal Cities in the 
Further Eaſt-Inates, called by the Inhabitants Bayon ; 
and by the Europeans Pegu. It has a Noble Palace be- 
lovging to the King of Pegu, which is fortified in the 
manner of a Caſtle and ttands upon a River of the 
ſame name, which falls a little lower into the Bay of 
Bergala. Long. 126 05. Lat. 19. 55. 

The Kingdom of Pegu was once a, moft Potent 
Empire in the Further Eaft-Inates, containing twen- 
ty fix Kingdoms in ſubordination to it : but now much 
diminiſhed, having been often ruinated by the Kings 
of Arratam,: Tungking and Stam. Nevertheleſs a fer- 
tile Country, much vitted by the Merchants of Eu- 
rope. In the Year 1568. the King of Pegu knowing 
the King oi S$:am to have two white Elephants, defi- 
red by his Embaſſagors to purchaſe one of them at 
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any price requireJ ; but was refuſed. He therefore 
entereth in revenge iato Stam with a powerful 
Army, and takes the Capital City ; ſo that the King 
of Sram fearing to fall into the hands of his Enemy, 
poyſoned himſelf: from which time .the Kings of 
Siam have acknowledged the Soveraignty of the Kings 
of Pegu. This Kingdom belongs now to the King of 
Ava. The frontiers both of S:am and it ſuffer the 
greateſt miſery by the continual Wars betwixt the two 
Crowns: it lies between the Kingdom of Tunghing to 
the Eaſt, and that of Arracam to the Wet, 

Petn, Peina, a Town in Lnnenburg ; famous for 
a Fight between Albert Duke of Brandenburg, and 
Mauricius Duke of Saxony, Fuly 9. 1553. Manrice 
got the Victory, but died within two days of the 
Wounds he received. Albert being driven out of 
Germany, died in 1557+ In France, in the XXXV. 
year of his Age: having lived much loyger than was 
conſiſtent with hu Inconſtancy and Perfrdy, faith Bric- 
tius. This Town is ſeated upon the eſe. 

Peiſeda reca, Pez/ida, a River in the 4ſian Tar 
tary, Eaſt of the River Ob ; whoſe Fountains are not 
known, as arifing in deſolate and unTequented Coun- 
_ : it falls into the Frozen Sea above Nova Zem- 

la. 

Peking, Pechinum, the principal Province in the 
Kingdom of China. Bounded on the Eaſt by Leas- 
tum, and Xantum ; on the North by Tartary, and 
the great Wall ; on the Weſt by Xanfi, and on the 
South by Honan. The principal City ts, 

Pcking, Pechinum. A vaſt and populous City ; 
which in 1404+ became the Royal City of China, in- 
ſtead of Nangum. The Inhabitants are innumerable, 
though 1t has been often taken and plundered in the 
late Tartarian War. It is now recovering thoſe lof- 
ſes and ruins under the King of Tartary ; who is be- 
come the Maſter of it. : 

The Province of Peking contains eight Capital 
Cities; one hundred and thirty five lefſer Cities ; four 
hundred and eighteen thouſand nine kundred eighty 
nine Families. 

Petlecas, Altzacmon, Haliacmon, a River in Ma- 
cedonta ; which falls into the Bay of The/ſalonica, over 
againſt Theſſalonia to the South-Welt, thirty three 
Engliſh Miles. Called P/atamona, Biſtriſa, and Als- 
agmo from Aliazmon the name it bears in Clau- 
dian, 

Pelton. See Petras. 

Pella, an ancient City of Paleſtine, in Aſia ; fome- 
time dignified with a Biſhops See under the Patrs- 
archs of Feruſalem, who for many years kept their 
Reſidence here, $ A ſecond in the Kingdom of Ma- 
cedonia, made famous by the Births of Philsp King of 
Macedon, and Alexander the Great his Son, thence 
ſurnamed Pe/leus. Some call it now Fanizza, others 
Ruchria ; Tt being hitherto extant, and noted for 
excellent Works in Marble. $ The Ancients mention a 
third in Achara. 

Þeloponneſnts, the ancient name of the Morea, 
then divided into theſe eight parts ; Achaia properly 
ſo called, Arcadia, Argos, Corinthus, Elis, Laconia, 
Meſſene, and Sicyonia. See Morea. The famous 
Peloponneſian War,which laſted from the Year of Rome 
323 in the 87th Olympiad to the taking of Athens in 
the Year 350, rather choſe to be named from the 
People of this Country, who maintain'd it again{t the 
Athenians, than from the Athenians their Ene- 
mies. | 

Pelozus, Pelorias or Pelorum, the ſame with Ca- 
po di Faro. 

Peluſiym. Cee Belvas. 

Peilyf3, Pely/ia, a Town in the Lower Hungary, 
which 1s the Capital of a County of the fame Name. 
It hes fiftecg Miles from Vaccia to the South-Welt,

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twenty fix-from 41ba Regals, and twenty from Bu- 
4a to the North-Eaſt. of dp 

Pembzidge, a Market Town mn Herefordſhire in 
the-Hundred of Strerford, upon the River Arrow. 

Jzenbzokeſhire, Penbrochium, one of the Shares 
in IYales. Bounded on the North by Cardigan, (e- 
parated by the Rivers Ty, and Keach :) on the Eaft 
by Caermarthenſhire, on the South and Welt by the 
Iriſh Sea. From North to South it is twenty fix 
Miles; from Eaſt to Weſt twenty ; in Circuit ninety 
tive. This County aftords Corn and Cattle in great 
plenty ; and has a mild and pleaſant Air. - 

Penbzoke, the Town which gives Name to this 
Shire, is one direct Street 3 upon a long narrow Point 
of a Rock in Milford Haven ; the Sea every Tide flow- 
ing up to the Town-Walls. It has a Caſtle, though 
now ruined; and two Pariſh Churches within the 
Walls ; and is a Corporation, repreſented in Parliament 
by one Burgeſs. The firſt Earl of Pembroke, was Gz/- 
bert de Clare, Created in 1138. In 1201. it came 
into the Family of Mart:al by Marriage: this Family 
enjoyed it fix Deſcents ; and by Females it continued 
till the Year 1390. After which it became very un- 
ſteady, till Edward VL. in 1551. Created W:llzam 
Herbert Lord Steward, Earl of Pembroke ; whoſe 
Poſterity ſtill enjoy that Honour in the ſeventh Def- 
cent. 

Pendennis, a ſtrong Caſtle in Cornwal. | 

Pene, Suevus, one of the Branches of the Oder in 
Pomerania. : 

Peneus, a River in the Province of Theſſalia, in 
Macedonia ; which greatned with the Rivers [on, Paz- 
tiſus, and Apidan, paſſes betwizt the Mountains Of- 
{a and Olympw to ſurrender it felf into the Bay of 
Theſſalonica, having firſt watered the pleaſant Fields 
of Tempe. It is now called Salampria. The Fiction 
of the Metamorphoſis of Daphne 1nto a Laurel in this 
River, gives it a place in the Writings of the Poets. 

Jengeab, the ſame with Lahor, a City in the 
*:ſt-Tndies. | 

Pengick, Penica, a City in M:ſnza, upon the R*. 
ver Muldaw ; between Altemburg to the Welt, and 
Chenmitz to the Eaft, ſeven German Miles : and the 
lame diſtance from Lezp/ick to the South. 

Þentel, or Penuel, an antient City of the Holy 
Land, in the Tribe of Reuben, beyond the Brook of 
/abbec, at the foot of Mount Libanus, near Tripo- 
{i, and upon the Frontiers of the Amorites. So cal- 
led from Facob's Vition of an Angel wreſtling with 


him, according to his own Interpretation thereof, that . 


he had ſeen God face to face, Gen. 32. 30. Gideon 
broke down the Tower, and flew the Men of this 
City, becauſe they refuſed to give his: Army Bread. 
Fug: 8. 8. 17. But Feroboam rebuilt it. | 
, a River in Staffordſhire, near to which 

ſtands Penkridge ; a Market Town in the Hundred 
of Cudleſton ot good Antiquity. & 

Penna, or C:wita di Penna, Penna $. Foamniy, 
Pimna in Veſtints, a City in Abruzzo, in the King- 
dom of Naples : and a Biſhop's See, over which there 
1s no Archbiſhop who has any Juriſdiction. Thrs 15s 
very frequent mm Italy. In 1585. a Synod was aſſem- 
bled here. | 

Penna=-Fiel, Pexzna fidelis, a Town in O!d Ca- 
fiile in Spain, near the Duero, fix Leagues from Y.c. 
iadolid, It had the honor to give the Title of Duke 
to Ferainand the Fuſt, King of Arragon, from the 
Year 1395. to 1412, before his Afcenfion to the 
Crown : which Title afterwards was enjoyed by his 
Sort Fohn , who ſucceeding to the Crown alſo in 
1458. changed this Dutchy mto a ſimple Seigniory ; 
which degradation of it, Philip I. King of Spain in 
part retrieved again, by making it a Marquiſate. 

Yengn de Uclez, a Fortreſs of the King of Spain, 
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upon the Coaſt of Barbary ; between Tetuan to the 
North-Weſt, and Alcudia to the North-Eaſt ; fixty 
two Engliſh Miles from either; over againſt Malaza 
10 Spain. ; : ; 

Penriſe, a Market Town in the County of G!a- 
morgan in Wales, in the Hundred of Swanſey. 

Penrith, a Market Town in the County of Cum- 
berland, in Lethward Wapentake, betwixt the Ri- 
vers Eamont on the South , and Lowther on the 
Weſt: large, well built and peopled ; The ſecond 
Town of note in the County. 

Penrpn, a Market and Borough Town in the 
County of Cornwal, in the Hundred of Kerryer ; 
which elects two Members of Parliament. BE = 

Yentapolis, a Region with tive Cities ſtanding in 
it: of which kind Antiquity delivers two eſpecially, 
that were notified by this name. 1. The Plain of 
Sodom, Gomorrha, Adama , Seboim and Segor, in 
the Land of Canaan ; being the five Cities conſumed 
by Fire from Heaven, Gen. 19. 2. The Pentapolis. 
Cyrenaica 1n Libya. See Carroan. | 

JPenzanſe, a Market Town in the County of 
Cornwal, in the Hundred of Penwich. | 

Pera, Perea, Cornu Byzantit, Chryſoceras, a Ci- 
ty of Thrace, or rather a Suburb of Conſtantinople 3 
from which it is parted only by a narrow Channel. 
By reafon of the frequent and eafie Paſſige between 
theſe two Places by Boats, it may well ſeem a part 
of that City. The Ambaſſadors of the Chriſtian Prin- 
ces, and the Latin Chriſtians for the moſt part re- 
fide in it. The fame with Galata, and there more 
at large deſcribed. | | 

Le Perche, Comtatus Perticus , a County in 
France ; between /a Beauſſe to the Eaft and South, 
Normandy to the North, and Lemaine to the Weſt. 
About eighteen or twenty Leagues in length, and 
the ſame almoſt in breadth. The Rivers Eure, Lotrs, 
Haiſne, and Aure derive their Sources from it. Di- 
vided into the Vpper and Lower Perche, of which. 
the firſt makes properly the Corinty ; the other bears 
the name of Perche-Gouet, and contains the five an- 
tient Baronies of Autom, Monmirail, Allyye, Bazoche, 
and Brou. The antient Inhabitants in Czſar are cal- 
led Aulerc: Diablintes. The Capital of it is Nogent 
le Retrou: befides Mortagne, Belleſme and Mon:mi- 
rasl, are conſiderable Places. 

Pereaflaw, Pereaflavia, a Town in the Ukraine, 
in the Palatinate of Kiovia, beyond the Nzeper : up- 
on the River Tr1hicx ( which two Miles lower falls 
into the Nieper ) ten Miles from Kfovia to the 
North-Eaſt. A populous, ſtrong, and fortified 
Town. | | | 

Perec3as, Peregia, a ſmall City in the Upper 
Hungary ; Which 1s the Capital of a County of the 
ſame name. Five Miles from the hy to the 
North, forty five from Caſſovia to the Eaſt, and as 
many from Tokay, This Fown amd County has all 
along been in the hands of the Emperor, and never 
under the Turks. 

Pergamo, Pergamus, a City of Myſia in the” 
Leſſer Afia, upon the River Caricus : now called Per- 
g2amo and Bargamo. At firſt a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbrſhop of Epheſus ; but that City being ru- 
ined by the Turks, tt became the Metropolis; and 1s 
now it ſelf almoſt ruined. This was the Royal City 
of the Atralick Kings; whoſe Eftates were called the 
Kmgdom of Pergamo. A Kingdom founded about 
the year of Rome 470 ; and after a duration of a 
hundred and fifty two years, ended in the Perſon of 
Artalm TIT. dyirngg without Iffne in the year of 
Rome 621, and inſtituting the Romans his Heirs. 
This was alſo the Conntry of Ga/en, the celebrated 
Phylictan. Thirty five Mites from Smyrna, fixty tix 
from Sardus, _ tifty five from Adramnerinm to the 
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©uth-Weſt. One of the Seven Churches mentioned 
in the Apocalyps. The River divides it, being ſeated 
in a Plain, at the foot of a Mountain : in this City 
Parchment was firit invented. Long. 55- 39+ Lat. 
41. 51. It ſhews the Ruines of the Palace of the 47- 
talrch Kings, of a Fheatre, and an Aquaduct : Peo- 
pled by about three thouſand Turks, and twelve or 
fifteen Families of Greeks, to whoſe uſe there re- 
mains one Church in the room of the Cathedral en- 
tirely ruined.

Perigozd, Petrocorzenſis Provincia,,a Province 
in Aqmtam in France, of great extent ; between 
JL imejin and Quercy to the Eaſt, Angoumos to the 
North, Azenors to the South, and Saznronge to the 
Wefi, The 1 rincipal City is Perigneux, the ret 
are Sarloe ard Bergerac. Some divide It into the 
Upper Perigerd, winch is Mountainous ; ard the 
Lower, Woody. The one lying along the River L:/e, 
the other towards the Dorcgn? and the Yerzere. It 
affords many Medicinal Springs, with Mines of Steel 
and Iron. | 

BDerigucix, Perrocorium, Petrigoraum, Veſuna 
Petreca 10711m, the Capital of Perzgord, 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiltop of Bourdear:x ; ſeated up- 
on the River Lille: twenty Leagues from Bourdeaux 
to the North-Eaſt, and ten from Angouleſme. An 
antient City, as appears by the Infcriptions, the Ru- 
ines of a Temple of Yenns, of an Amphitheatre, and 
other {tately Works. Near to it King Pepin the 
Short obtained a fignal Victory over Geofry Duke of 
Aquitain 11 7 68. : 

Periſtaſi, Periſtaciim, a City of Thrace upon 
the Propontis; which 1s a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Herac/za ;, fixteen Miles from He x:- 
2::/z to the North. In the latter Maps called Pe- 
raſte. 

Permawclikyp, Permia Magna, a City in the Pro- 
vince of Permsky in Ruſſia ; between the Dmwina to 
the Weſt, and the Obb to the Eaſt ; ſeated upon the 
River Kama, 

Permeſlus, a River of Bzotia, in Greece ; 
ſpringing from the Mountain He/zcon, and conſecrated 
amonglt the ancient Poets to Apollo and theiMuſes. 

Permie, or Permsky , a Principality in the Em- 
pire of Mpeſcovia; very marſhy and uncultivated ; 
mhabited by a Salvage People with ſome few 
Chriſtians, to whom about 1550, Duke John Baſilo- 
witz granted a Biſhop, ſince changed into an Arch- 
biſhop reſiding at Wo/ozda, and taking his Title 
from Perm or Prems , the capital City of Permsky. 

Pernambuco, Pernambucum, a City in Brajil; 
which is the Capital of a Province of the ſame name, 
above ſixty German Miles long, upon the North 
Sea ; and a Biſhops See. Seated upon the River Bz- 
biribe, which makes a large Haven. Long. 346. co. 


Lat. 9. 15. This was made a Biſhops See in 1676; 


after 1t was recovered ont of the Hands of the Ho!- 
land:rs : who in 1629. took it from the Poreugueſe. 
Otherwiſe called O/:nde. 

Pernaw. . See Parnarw, 

Peronne, . Perona, a lirong City upon the River 
Sonam? in Picardy, mn the Territory of Sanſterre : 
eight Leapues from Amzens to the Eaſt, ſeven from 
uambray to the South, and twenty five irom Paris 
to the North,  Oiten attempted by the Spaniards 
without any Succeſs. Charles che Simple, King of 
France, died here in 926. It is one of the Keys of 
France. . , 

Perpignan, Perpignano, Perpiniannm, Paperia- 
num, a City which 1s the Capital of Rev/illon, (a Pro- 
vince of Spain, but Conquered by the French, ) up- 
o1 the River Tet, three Leagues from the Sea. It 
was built 1n 1968, by I/nard Count of Kor/il/on ; and 
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in 1642. taken by the Frexch. In 1235. Cparles ee 
Bold. King of France, died in this Town. In 1604. 
the Biſhop of Elna ſettled his See here. It ſtands not 
above three Miles from the' Medzterranean Sea, ant) 
ten ſrom Narbon to the South. Peter, King of Ar- 
ragon, opened here an Univeriity. The Antipope 
Perer de ia Luna, called Benedi& XII. celebrated 
a Council at this City in 1408. a 

Perſepolts, a noble City of the antient Kingdom 
of Perſia : built upon the River Rhogomane, as Pto- 
lomy calls it, in 91. deg. of Long or the Araxes, as 
Serabo and Curtius It had been the Capital of the 
Kingdom, adorned with a Palace of Cedar ; till taken 
by Alexander the Great and at the Perſwaſion of 
Thas, the Alexandrian Courteſan, burnt in the year 
of the World 3624. : 

Perſia, Per/is, one of the moſt Ancient, Great, 
and Celebrated Kingdoms of Afia ; called by the In- 
habitants, Far/iſtan ; and otherwiſe, the Empire of 
the Sophy. At this day it 1s bounded on the North 
by the Ca/þian Sea and Mauralnahalria, or Trans- 
Oxiana: on the Eaſt by Ind:a Propria, or the Em« 
pire of the Great Mogul ; on the South by the In- 
dian Ocean, and the Perſian Gulph 3 on the Weſt 
by Arabia Deſerta, the Turkiſh Empire, and Geor- 
2a: ſo that it extends from the River Indus in the 
Eaſt, to the Tygr#s in the Welt : that is from 82. 
degrees of Longitude to 120, (which 1s thirty eight 
degrees); and from23 to 43 degrees of Latitude. 
The Earth in ſo vaſt an extent being very dit- 
ferent ; but the Air pure and healthful throughout. 
This vaſt Kingdom 18 divided into theſe Provinces ; 
Fars or Perſia, ( properly fo called, ) Kirman, Ma- 
keran, Send, Chuſtuſan, Sitſiſtan, Sabliſtan, Dilemon, 
Khoems, Tabareſtan, Gordian, Choraſan, Erack-At- 
zem { or Ferack,) Agemy, Kylan ( or Gilan, ) 
Candahar, Schirvan, and AderbeitZan. The Cities 
are Ardevil, Caſpin,.Caſſian, Com, Erivan, Herat, 
Hiſpaham, Lar, Mexat, Schiras, Sitfiſtan, Schama« 
chie, Sauſter, and Tauris. Tt did anciently compre- 
hend the Countries of Media, Hyrcania, Margiana, 
Aſſyria in part, Suſiana, Parthia , Aria, Paropa- 
niſus, Chaldea, Caramania , Drangiana, Perſia 
properly fo called , Arachoſia and Gedrofia : which 
were moſt of them powerful Kingdoms. This Peo- 
ple were at firſt ſubject to the A/jyr:zans and Medes. 
In the year of the World 3406. Cyrus vanquiſhing 
Aſtyages, King of the Medes , made Perſia the Seat 
of the General Empire : which continued in this Na- 
tion, till it was transferred to the Greczans by Ale- 
xander the Great, in the year 3635. In the year of 
the World 3718. Arſaces, (the Founder ot the 
Parthian Family ) aflumed the Royal Diadem ; which 
in time expelled the Greeks, and obtained the King- 
dom of Perſia. This Family continued four hundred 
and ſeventy years : ſucceeded by Artaxerxes a Per- 
ſian: whoſe Line aſter twenty eight Deſcents ended 
in Hormiſda, vanquiſhed by Haumar the Saracen, in 
the year 634. It continued under the Saracen Cal:prs 
till the year 1030- when Tangrolipix, a Turk, invaded 
this Kingdom. This laſted but three Reigns ; Ca/- 
ſanes the laſt of them in 1202, being ſlain ;. and Ha- 
alon made King of Perſia by Occata the Great Cham 
of Tartary. This Prince exterminated the whole 
Race of the Calrphs of Bagdat ; and his Poſterity 
reigned till 1337. When it alſo fell under the Tar- 
tarian fary, to which it owed its Riſe. In 1405. af- 
ter almolt an hundred years of Coniufjon , Mirza 
Charock IV. ( Son of Tamerlane) aſcended the Throne 
of Perſia : whoſe Family lated till the year 1 492. 
Then T/an Caſſanes began another Line 3; which en- 
ded in 1505. when - Hy{mael, ( the Founder of the 
preſent Line of Perſia) began his Reign. Solyman, 
the preſent King of Perſia, is the Tenth of this Line ;

and ſucceeded inf1666. The principal Commodity of 
this Country now is Silks ; whereof it is reported to 
produce yearly twenty thouſand Bales, at two hundred 
and ſixteen pound weight a Bale. Arabick is the 
Learned Language there, as Perſian ( which hath 
a great mixture of Arabick) and the Turkiſh, the 
Yulgar. But the Perſians, though Mahometans, dif- 
fer as to Religion from the Turks fo profeſledly , in 
explaining the Alcoran, and in their Saints, and Cere- 
monies , that each, as they conquer, deſtroy the very 
Churches of one another. | 

The Perſian Dea , or Gulph, Perſicus Sinus ; 
commonly called Mar de Elcatiff., or de Baſſora; 
is a Branch of the Indian , or Ethiopick Ocean : be- 
ginning at Cape Raz, (the moſt Eaſtern Cape of 4- 
rabia, in Long. 96. 45- ) and running into the Land 
to $1. having Perſia to the North and Eaſt ; and 4- 
rabia and Perſia to the South and Weſt. In the 
moſt North-Weſt Point , the Euphrates and Tigris 
fall into it with a vaſt Current, It receives alſo the 
Rivers of Arabia and Perſia, which lie near it: but 
they are not of any conſideration, being neither ma- 
ny, nor great. Some others have counted the begin- 
ning of this Gulph , at the Ifle of Ormus and the 
Streight of Baſſora ; which will make it much ſhor- 
ter, than the length I have given it. 

Peztois, Pertenſis Ager, a Tract in Champagne 
in France ; between Champagne , ( properly (o cal- 
led,) to the Weſt, the Dukedom de Bar to the Eat, 
and the River Marne. ; 5 HE 

Perthe , Perthia, a County in Scotland 5 which 
has Angus to the North , Stratherne to the Welt, 
Fife to the South, and the German Ocean to the Eaſt : 
divided into two parts by the Fyrch of Tay. It 1s a 
ſmall County ; and takes it name from Perth, ( or 
S. Fobn's-Town) the Capital of it. One of the prin- 
cipal Cities in the North of Scorland, upon the Tay ; 
in which the Kings of Scot/and have commonly been 
crowned. It lies thirty Miles from Edinburg to the 
North, and twelve from Dunkeld. This Town was 
totally ruined by an Inundation in 1029. and rebuilt 
by /illiam King of Scotland , where 1t now ſtands. 
Long. 16. 8. Lat. 52. oo. 

Peru, Peruvia, Perua., a large Country in South 
America affording great plenty of Gold and Silver 


Mines ; and at the Diſcovery of the New World , the. 


molt Potent Kingdom in South America. Its length 
from North to South 1s fix hundred Span1ſh Leagues : 
its breadth in ſome places ninety, in others leſs. 
Bounded on the North by the Prefecture of Popian ; 
on the South by the Kingdom of Ch:/i; on the Welt 
by the Pacsfick Ocean, ( or South Sea; ) and on the 
South it has undiſcovered Countries. It is at this day 
divided into three Provinces ; los Reyes, Queto, and 
los Characas ; or, de la Plata. The old Capital was 
Cucko ; the preſent is Lima. This Kingdom was dif- 
covered by the Spaniards in 1529. under Francis Ps. 
Farro, a Spantard. Who finding two Brothers of the 
Royal Family, (Huaſcar and Atabalipa, betwixt whom 
their Father had parted the Kingdom) in diſagreement, 
made nſe of their divifions to both their ruins : 
and taking Atabalipa ( the laſt King of Peru, ) 
Priſoner, ( who before had ſurprized his Brother, de- 
feated his Forces , put to death all the Princes of the 
Royal Family, and cauſed Huaſcar to be drowned in 
the River of Andamarca;; ) after he had extorted a 
vaſt Ranſom in Wedges of Gold, the perfidious baſe 
born Villain hanged him May 1533. contrary to 
his faith given. What the Spaniards report of the 
Fertility, Wealth , and Govetnment of this Kingdom, 
is ſcarce credible: yct all fell into the Power of P:7arro, 
an expoſed Baſtard, and a Hap-drivet ; who fled from 
Spain, becauſe he had loſt a Hog out of his Herd and 
durſt not return home without it, He afterwards 
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and his Partner in the Diſcavery, Almagzro,quarrelling 5 
they formed their Parties, and made War with one 
another for ſome years: at length P:zarro was kil- 
led at Lima by Almagro's Party ; Almagro came to 
be taken and executed by Gonzalo Przarro, the others 
Brother : And Gonzalo Pizarro, w:rring againit Pe- 
dro de la Gaſca Vice-Roy for the King of Sparn, 
ſuffered the ſame fate to be taken and executed like 
a Criminal in Guaynanima. So both the Pizarro's 
and with Almagro loſt their lives, the Govern- 
ment of all that Country they had conquered for the 
King of Spain, The ancient Emperou?s of Peru 
were called by the Natives, Tzcas. They began their 
Reign about the year 1125. four hundred years before 
the coming of the Spaniards hither. Garcilaſſus de 
la Vega has publiſhed a noble Hiſtory of them. In 
divers parts and. Provinces of their Empire, they had 
erected Palaces and Temples the richelt in Go/d and 
Silver as perhaps ever the Sun beheld. There being 
ſo prodigious a quantity of thoſe Mettals here, that in 
leſs than fifty years, the King of Spain's fifth part out 
of only one of the Mines of Potoſi, amounte{ to a- 
bove a hundred and eleven Millions weight of pieces 
of thirteen Reales and a quarter weight a piece. It 
lies moſtly betwixt the Equator and the Tropick of 
Capricorn. 

Perugia, Peruyſia , by the French called Peronſe, 
a City of Hetruria, (now in Ombria) in the States 
of the Church : a Biſhops See, and an Univerſity : the 
Capital of a Tract of the ſame name ; ſeated upon 
a Hill near the Tzber : forty Miles from Vrbino to 
the South, ſixty one from Rome to the North-Eait, 
and thirty from Nocer a to the Weſt. This is ene of 
the molt ancient Cities of Hetruria. Made famous 
by the beſfieging of L. Antonius, (Brother of the 
Great Antonius) by Auguſtus , 11ll he was forced to 
yield by Hunger ; ſo that Peryſina fames became a 
Proverbil Expre:tJion. To::/a , a King of the Goths, 
befieged this City feven years before he took it. 
anions retook and repaired it : The Lombards 
were the next Matters of it. Charles the Great gave 
it to the See of Rome. In the Wars betwixt the 
Gueiphs and the Gzbelines , it ſuffered very much : 
two or three ſmall Synods have been aſſembled at it. 
It gives its name to the famous Lake, where 
Hanmbal defeated the Romans under Flammias, 
Conſul, in the year of Rome 537. P. Paul II, built 
in it a Caſtle, which added to the natural {trength of 
the Place ; its pleaſant Situation , magnificent and 
ſpruce Buildings, and the great plenty of all things, 
have made it one of the molt conliderable Cities in 
the Popes Dominions. | | 

Peſaro, Psſaurum, a City and Roman Colony in 
Umbria, of great Antiquity : now a part of the Duke« 
dom of Urb:no, and a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Urbino : built near the Mouth of the River 
Foglia ( Piſaurus ) upon the Shoars of the Adriatick 
Sea ; forty five Miles from Ancona to the Welt. A 
fine, great, and populous City ; the Seat of the Popes 
Legat, and of old the Relidence of the Dukes of 
Urbino. Totila did heretofore ruine it, and Bet:- 
ſarius repair it. There is now a Fortreſs ſtanding for 
its ſecurity. | 

Peſcara, Aternum, a City in the Hither Abruzs 
x0, in the Kingdom of Naples ; of old a Biſhops See. 
Seated at the Mouth of a River of the ſame name; 
forty five Miles from Termols to the North-Weſt, and 
near an hundred from Ancona to the South. The 
River, upon which it ſtands, arifeth out of the Apen- 
nine in the ſame Province ; and watereth Aquila, 
Tocco, and Perugia ; then falls into the Adriatich, 
Seas : 

Peſcha, Argiruntum, a City of Liburnia in Dal- 
fmatia z now a Village over againſt the Iſland of 
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Pago , in the Borders of Croatia 3 on the Shoars of 
the Adriarich Sea. "IE 
Peſchiera , P:ſcaria, a ſmall, but ftrong City in 
the States of Venice, in the Territory of Vcrona ; 
upon the Lake gs Garda , where the River Men;0 
flows out of it ; fifteen Miles from Verona to the 
Weſt, and twenty five from Breſcia to the Eatt. 


Peſcia, Arnime, a River of Hetrura ; wiuch bas 


a great and a populous Town upon it of the ſame 
name ; in the Territory of Pa, Twelve Miles 
from Lucca to the Eaſt. The River falls a little lower 


into the River Arno. ; __ 
ſinus, an ancient City of Galatia, in the Leſ- 


ſer Aſia ; near the Mountain Ida, and on the Cenfines 


of Phrygia ; where the Goddeli C ybele had heretofore 
a famous Temple and Statue : which latter being by 


Attalus King of Pergamus prelented .to the Romans, 


In the year of e 649. they inſtituted the Meg- 
lefian Gan he honour of the Goddeſs. It is 
now a ſmall Town, in the Province of Chiangare, uns 
der the Turks. Cybele was thence entituled Pe/ji- 
nuntia. | 

Peſt, Peſtum, a great Town in the Upper Tune 
gary, ſeated upon the Danube, over agai.'t the 
Lower Buda. It is a ſquare Town in a pleaſant 
Plain ; and gives the beholder from Buda a very de- 
lIightful Profoect , by reaſon of its Walls, Towers, 
and Noſques. The Country about it is called the 
County of Peſt, from this Town. Between it and 
Buda, there is a fine Bridge of Boats, almoſt a quarter 
of a League long, orhalt an Engliſk Mile. In 1 541. 
Solyman the Magnificent took it without Reliſtance : 
and though the next year after, it was attempted by 
a Potent Army under the Marqueſs of Brandexburgh, 
a Breach made and a brave Aſſault given by Vzrellrus, 
an Iralian ; yet the Germans cowardly left the Siege. 
In the year 1602. whilſt the T\rks were butie in the 
Siege of Alba Regalis ; the Germans took Peſt and 
the Lower Buda : after which, many ſharp Rencoun- 
ters paſſed between the two Garriſons ; eſpecially 
when the River was frozen. In 1604. Fagenreuter 
( a baſe Coward ) being intrufted with the Govern- 
ment of it, without any force or ſo much as the 
appearance of an Enemy , upon a bare report the 
Turks were coming to befiege it , deſerted the Town 
and fled. It continued in the hands of the Twrks till 
1684. when it was taken by the Duke of Lorrarn, 
and kept all that Summer ; but deſerted, when he 
drew off from the Siege of Buda. In 1686. it was 
retaken ; and by the acquiſition of Buda , aſlurcd to 
the zwperialiſts, : 

Peſto, Peſts, Peſtum, Poſidonia, a City and Colo- 
ny of Lucania 3 and a Biſhops See in the Hither 
Principate, in the Kingdom of Naples ; upon a Bay 
of the ſame Name, twenty two Miles from Salerno 
to the South, and three from Capaccio. This City 
in 930. was taken by the Saracens , and entirely ru- 
ined. Allits Inhabitants ſlain, or carried into Cap- 
tivity : It neyer recovered this blow ; but the Biſhops 
See was thereupon removed to Capaceio. 

—_— Patala, a City of the Hither Indies , 
at the Mouth of the River Indus ; which is of great 
Antiquity. | 
 Peterbozongh, Perroburgum, Petuaria, a City 
in the County of Northampton ; ſeated on the River 
Aufon or Nen, over which it has a Bridge 3 in the 
Borders of Huntington , Cambridge, and Linceln- 
ſhires ; five Miles from Crowland to the Weſt. This 
place ſprung up out of a Monaſtery here built , and 
dedicated to S. Peter by Penda the firlt Chriſtian 
King of the Mercians, about 546. Wolpher his 
Succeſſor finiſhed it in 633. In 867. it wasdeſtroy- 
ed by the Danes. In 960. Erbelwold, Biſhop of W1n- 
cheſter , began to rebuild it with the affiſtance of 
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King Edgar and Aduiph the Chancellor. In the 
Reign of Will;am the Conquerour, it was plundere( 
by Herward a Saxon ; but it recovered in after- 
tunes. When Henry VIN.chifolved this Houſe, there be- 
longed to it a Reyenue of one thouſand nine hundred 
ſeventy and two Pounds the year, This Prince in 
1541, founded a Biſhoprick in this Monaſtery ; and 
ajznexed to it a Dean and {ix Prebends : Fohn Cham- 
boys, the laſt Abbot , becoming the farſt Biſhop ; 
from whom , the preſent is the thirteenth. 
Charles T. ot Bleſſed Memory, added another Honour 


| to this place ; when in 1627. he created Fobn Lord 


Mordant , Baron of Turvy, Earl of Peterborough. 
In which Family that Honour now is. See the 
Antiquities of this Church, publiſhed by Dr: Patrick. 
Before it took the name of Pererburgh or Peterbo- 
rough from the dedication of its Monaſlery-ta S. Pe- 
ter, this Town was called Medanſhede. 

Pcteril, Perriana, a River in Cumberland ; which 
rifeth five Miles from Kefw:ck to the Norih-Eaſt ; 
and by Penreth, and Heskee falls into the Eden abave 
Caris/le. y | 

Petersfield, a Market-Town in Hampſaire, in the 
Hundred of F:nchdean,priviledged with the Election of 
two Parliament: Men. The Lady Lawiſa de Cyerongilic 
Dutcheſs of Por:ſmouth , bears the Title of Baroneſs 
of Petersfield, by the Creation oc King Charles 11. 
1673. | 

DPetherton , North and South ; two Market- 
Towns in Somerſerſhire, the Capitals of their Hun- 
dred. The lait is fituated upon the Bank vf the Ki- 
ver Parret. 

Petigitano, Perz/aanum, a fortified ftrong Town, 
in the Borders of the Ecclefjaſtical State, and the 
Dukedom of Florence : tive Miles from Savona to 
the Eait, and thirty from Orbirells. This is the Ca- 
pital of a Sovereign County or Earldom ; belonging 
heretotore to the Family of Sforza , but lately pur- 
chafed by the Great Duke of Tuſcany In whoſe Terri- 
tories it lay. 

Petra, or Petra Deſerts, Cyriacopols, Mons 
Regalis a City of the Stony Arabia ; which was of 
old the Capital.of the Kingdom of Ammon , and 
called Rabbab. Taken by King David, in revenge 
of the Injuries offered to his Embifladours. In the 
times of Chriſtianity, it became an Archbiſhops See 
under the Patriarch of Feruſalem : at this day called 
by the Arabians, Krach and Kelazgeber. Long,66 45. 
Lat. 3o. 20, 

Petras, Pelsus, Pelion, a Mountain in Thefſalis. 
Dicearchus Siculus, ( one of the Scholars of Ar:/to- 
te) found this Mountain to be the highelt in 'The//@- 
lia, by 1250 Paces, as Puny fai.h 

Petrina, a ſtrong Caltle in Croarze ; ſeated upon 
a River of the ſame name, which there falls into the 
Kulp; eight Miles from Zagaras, (or Agram} a 
Town of Sclavonia. This was once in the Hands 
of the Turks : but retaken by the Germans, and now 
in the Polſe/iion of the Emperor. 

etrtkow, or Prietrihow , Patcrkau, Peotrkorw, 

Petrilow, Petricovie, a Town in the Palatiate 
of Sirackie, in the Greater Poland; two German 
Miles from the River Pslcza, four trom the Conſines 
of the Letfer Poland, and twelve from Sarackz to the 
Eaſt. It isa neat populous Town, ſeated in a Mo- 
raſs : often honored with the Diets of Po/awd ; but 
in 1640. almoſt entirely burnt down by a Fire. The 
Kings of Poland had formerly a Palace Royal near 
it; which alſo happened to be burnt. There have 
been, upon ſeveral Occafions, Counctls of the Clergy 
celebrated here. 

Petro-Waradin, Acuminuium, Petre Varadinum, 
a Town in Sc/avonta; called by the Inhabitants Perre 
Far ; by the Germans, Peter Wardein. It ſtands 

upon 
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upon the Nanibe ; between the Savg-and the Drave ; 
tix Hungarian Miles from Be/grade to the North: 
Weſt, and about twelve from 4#/eck ta the South. 
This Place has been very f:nous during the preſent 
W.r.

Phittidid, Pi, the rhoſt ancient Inhabitants of 
Scotland ; who lived in-that Kingdom, when the Ro- 
mans Conquered Britain : -atid by their Inroads up- 
on the Britains, (after the Romans withdrew) , oc- 
cafioned the calling in the Saxvmrs, See Pitts. 

Dhivari, ' Events, a Rivet of Ztolia; which ri- 
ſeth out of Mount Callidromns, and' purfues its courſe 
Southward to the Ionian Sea 5 which it entereth not 
far from the Gulph of Corinth, or Lepanto, 

Philavelphia. Sec Filadelphia, in Lydia. $ The 
Antients mention a ſecond in C:licia, a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Seleucia; and a third in Ce- 
leſyria, a Biſhops See likewiſe under the Archb. of Bu/- 
ſereth. But there have been Alterations in thoſe Sees in 
following times. The latter Place, according to S. Fe- 
rom, ſhould be the farne with the Hebrew Rabath, 
or the modern Petra; in the Stony Arabia. 

Civtad del Re Philippe, a Town built by the 
Spaniards in 1585. in South America, purpoſely to 
preclude the paſſage into the Streights of Mage/lan, 
from the Eng/if and Dutch. Since, ruined by the 
Indians; and the place called Porto Famine. 

Philtppeville, a Town in Hainaule , of great 
ſtrength : fortified by Mary Queen of Hungary, [Go- 
hes of the Low Countries) in 1555, and fo na- 
med from Philip II. King of Spain : by the Pyre- 
nean Treaty in 1660. granted to the French. It ſtands 
thirteen Miles from Bruſſels, ſeven from Namur, aud 
ten from Mons. 

The Philippine Iſlands, Philippine, called alſo 
the Iſlands of Lufſon and les Manilhes from the 
principal of them, are a knot of Iſſands belonging to 
Aſia ; which took this name ſrom Ph:/:p Il King of 
Spain ; in whoſe times, { in 1549.) they were view- 
ed, and carefully obſerved by Ruy Lupo a Spaniard, 
Some apprehend them to be the Baruſſe of Ptolemy. 
In 1564. Michae! Lupo, another Spaniard, was ſent 
to people and reduce them. They lie between Chi- 
»4 to the North, and the Molueco Iſlands to the 
South ; between thirteen and fourteen degr. of Nor. 
thern Latitude. The exact number of them is not 
known ; but they are ſuppoſed to be above ten thou. 
ſand: the greateſt of them is Manilia, or Luconia, 
The Spaniards were once Maſters of the greateſt part 
of theſe INands, and built ſome conſiderable Cities in 
them ; but their Afﬀairs growing leſs proſperous in 
Europe, and the Dutch Eaſt-India Company havin 
ruined their Trade here, many of them have defecte 
from the Spaniards ; who have been forced to leave 
others ; ſo that they do with fome difficulty keep 
- their poſſefſion in the Ifland of Maniba, the greateſt 
and moſt Northern of them, the Seat of the Gover- 
nour and a Biſhop. Theſe Iſlands were at firſt ſub- 
ject to the King of China ; who abandoned them, 
about 1520. Firſt diſcovered by Ferdinando Ma- 
gellanes, who periſhed in one of them. The Air of 
them is very mild and temperate ; the Soil is very 
fruitful, and produceth whatever is needful to the 
Life of Man. The Nanges of the principal of them 
are Mindano, Peragoja, Calamianes, Mindora, Tan- 
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daja, Cebu ( in which Magellanes was ſlain,) Pinta- 
dos, Parraja, Masbat, Sabunra, Matan, Luba, 
Ts; Abuyo, Banton, Bohol, la Verde, dos Negous, 
and San Fuan, Ao to 81:4

Philippopolts, an ancient City of Phenicia in S- 
1:44: mentioned in the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtories of So 
crates and Sozomen, upon the occaſion of a Statue 
erected there, in the Primitive Times, of our Saviour 
Feſus Chriſt ; together with the Statue of the Wo. 
man he cured of an invetcrate Bloody Flux by the 
touch of his Garment, placed at his Foot : The ſame 
Hiſtortans relating, that an Herb of an unknown Spe- 
cies; of ſo ſoveraign a Vertue as to heal all forts of Dif. 
eaſes, ſprung up cloſe by them : and when the Empe- 
ror Julian the Apoſtate in the year 362. commanded 
them to be broken down, and a Statue of himſelf to 
be advanced in their rooms, a Fire from Heaven de- 
{troyed Fulian's Statue. 

Philipsbourg, Philippoburgum, a ſtrong Fort or 
Caftle upon the Rhine ; which before was called 
Udenheim. Firſt watted in 1343. by Gebhard Biſhop 
of Spire, And afterwards took its prefent nane from 
Philip Chriſtopher ae Socteren, Biſhop of Spire ; 
who 1n 1615. refortitied it for the defence of that Bi- 
ſhoprick. George Count Palatine of the Rhine, a 
former Biſhop of Spire, had built in this place, in 
1513, a noble Caſtle, ( or rather Palace; ) which 
was much improved in 1570, by Marquardus ab 
Mm another Biſhop. Being thus improved and 
made very conſiderable, it was reduced by the Swedes 
in 1634. by Hunger. Surprized by the Spaniards 
by a Stratagem in 1635. Taken by foree. by the 
French in 1644. The French beltowed very much, 
during the time they were poſlelſed of it, in adding 
to the Fortifications : but in the year 1676. the Duke 
of Lorram retook it, though the French came up 
with a great Army to relieve it. By the Freaty of 
Nimeguen in the year 1679, it was conligned to the 
Biſhop of Spsre. The French began the preſent War 
with the Siege of it, and obliged it to ſurrender 
November 1. 1688. This Town ſtands three Ger- 
man Miles from Heydelberg to the South, one from 
Spire to the North, and three from Durlach. 

Philtps-Nozton, a Market Town in Somerſer- 
ſhire, in the Hundred of W*/lo, near the River 
Froume. 

The Phtliſtines, a part of the moſt antient Inha- 
bitants of the Land of Canaan, diſpoſed along the 
Sea Coaſt, towards the Borders of the Kingdom of 
Egype ; whoſe frequent Wars with, and Victorics 0- 
ver the Iſraelites, their taking and remitting of the 
Ark, and all their valiant Actions at various times 
conquering and conquered, with Sampſon, David, 
Saul, Ely, %c. are recorded in the Hiltory of the Old 
Teftament. 

DPhocza. See Fopze. 

Dhocts, an ancient City and Country of Greeca 
betwixt Beotia and /rolzra. Honoured heretofore 
with the Cities De/phos, Anticyra, Cirrha ; the Moun- 
tain Parnaſſus, and the River Helicon, lituated in this 
Country. In the Year of Rome 399. and the hundred 
and fixth Olymp. the Phocenſes pillaging the Tem- 
ple of ' Fpollo at Deiphos, and defeating the Locrenſes 
their Neighbours in a Battel under Ph:/omelus, drew 
upon themſelves the Vengeance of Greece to ſuch a 
meaſure, that a Holy War, to puniſh their Sacrilege, 
was preſently commenced againſt them : which, tho 
the Athenians and Lacedeemenians became their _ 
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lies ended with the fotal rafure of the City Phock, 
in the Year of Rome 408. O/ymp. 108, 

Phozthhetm. See Pforrſherm. 

Dyrygia, a Country of the Leſſer Afia; divided 
in ancient times into Phryg:4 Magna or Major, and 
Phryzia Minor. Phryg:a Major lay betwixt Bithy- 
nia, Galatia, Pamphylia, 1.ydia; and Myſia. Its 
principal Cities were S174 and Hierapolss. Some- 
time called Pacatiana; Now, as it 1s under the Turks, 
Germian. The other was ſamous for the Rivers Xan- 
thu and Simos, nd the City Troy ſtanding init : the 
ancient Troas being in this Phry214 contained by the ge- 
neral accounts. This Phryg:a had the name alſo of 
Helleſpontiaca, from its ſituation upon the gear 
Sea, towards the Hel/eſpont. 

Piacenga, Placentia, a City cf Lombardy, of great 
Antiquity ; called by the French Plariſance, It 1s a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bologna ; and 
the Capital of a Dnkedom of the ſame name, which 
ever lince 1557. has been in the Hands of the Dukes 
of Parma. It is a neat, populous City ; faid to have 
twenty tive thouſand Citizens within its Walls, and to 
be {ive Miles in Circuit : tull of fine Buildings ; and 
blefled with an ingenuous Race of Men, fit either for 
Arts or War. One Mile from the Po, forty from M:r- 
tan to the Eaft, and thirty five trom Parma to the 
North-Eaſt ; in a pleaſant place,ſurrounded with fruit- 
ful Ficlds, Meadows, and Paltures; having many 
Channels cut for the watering their Ground, and the 
bringing in Mercha:.dizes. It has ſeveral Salt-Springs, 
Mines of Iron ; ple::ty of Wine, Oil, Corn ; and Fruits 
of all ſorts: the belt Cheeſe tn the whole World is made 
here in great quantity- Nor does it want Woods and 
Foretts jor Hun'ng ; fo thatall things conlidered, it 
is one of the pleafanteit ſituated Cities in the World : 
ard tought it» have taken its name from thence, It 
was one of the firit Cclonies the Romans (etled in 
Gallia C:ſalpina agaiilt the Gauls, They tfortttied it 
fo well, that though the hſubres and Bozz out of di(- 
content Revolted and joined with Hannz:bal, (who 
made the Siege of this place one of his tirlt Attempts) 
yet he was not able to take it, Nor had Aſdrubal 
who followed him any better ſneceſs : fo that Lz#vy 
informs us, this was one o; the twelve Colomes which 
in the ſecond Punickh War ſaved Rome. In the Year 
of Rome 553. Amulcar a third Punich General, took 
this City with the help of the Gazls ; and in a great 
degree ruined it by Fire and Sword. Celins, a Thuj- 
can General, not being able to detend 1t againit the 
Siege of Cinna and Marius, rather than he would be 
taken, defired his friend Perronzus to give hin his 
ſword in his heart 3 who did ſo, and afterwards exe- 
cuted the ſame to himfelf. Spurina, a Commander 
under Virellivs, defended this City with great Gallan- 
try againit Cecmma, (one of Ortho's Generals; } who 
yet at lait took and burnt it, Arno Chriſt: 69, ' In 
269. M. Aurelianus received a great overthrow ſrom 
the Marcomanni nearit. In 542, Totz/as King of the 
Geths, took it by a Stege : which reduced them to the 
necefſity of eating Mans Fleſh. About 1335. it fell 
firit into the Hands cf the Viſcounts of M-lan. About 
1447+ they call:d in the Venetians, and endeavoured 
to ſhake off the Dominion of the Mz/aneſe : which 
hid like to, have ended in their Ruin; the City being 
taken and ſacxed, and a moſt cruel Slaughter made 
of the Inhabitants. It continued after this under the 
Dukes of M/an; till together with Mz/an, it fell 
into the Hands of Lews XIL. King of France, in 
1499. Pope Fulrus in 1512, got the Polletiion of it, 
In 1545. Pope Paul lll. Created Lerms (his Natural 
Son) Duke of this City : who was ſlain for his Cruelty 
and wickedne's by ſome Gentlemen hereof ; and the 
place put wto the Hands of Charles V. in 1547. 
Phz/ip IL. has Son, ten vears after this, granted it to 
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the Duke of Parma ; whoſe Poſterity of the Houſe 
of Farneſe enjoy it now. This was the Country of 
Pope Gregory XN. Pope Urban II in 1094, or 93+ 
celebrated a Council here, in which the divorced Em 
preſs, Wite to Henry III. preſented her Complaints. 
There have been other ſmall Councils held here. The 
Territory, :/ Peacentino or il ducato di Piacenza, has 
ſome conſiderable Towns and Springs in it,with Mines 
of Iron and Braſs. 

La Ptave, Anaſſus, Plavy, a River of the Mar- 
quifate ds Treviſo in lraly ; which ſprings out of 
the Carnick Alpes, in the Borders of Germany and 
Carinthia ; near the Fountains of the Drave, And 
flowing Southward through this Marquiſate, to water 
the Cities of Cadorino, Belluno, and Feltria, it takes 
in the Boero, Calore, and the Cordevolro : then falls 
into the Adriazich Sea, thirteen Miles from Yenzice to 
the Eaſt. | | 

Picardie, Picardia, a Province on the North of 
France, towards the Low Countries ; between Cham- 
Pagne to the Eaft ; Hainault and Artors to the North; 
the Britiſh Sea, and Normandy to the Welt ; and the 
lile of France to the South. Heretofore much greater 
tnan now ; part of it being now taken into the Iſle of 
France (to wit, le Beauvoiſis, le Noyonos, le Laonos 
and le Yalos : ) there remaining to it /e Bou'enois, le 
Ponthieu, le Sanſterre, le Vermandnns, la Tierache, 
and ” Amienoris. But it has alſo had ſome additions 
made to it by the Conquelts in Artois. The Capital 
of this Province is Amiens. The other good Towns 
are Abbeville, Boulrgne, Ca/ais, Doulens, S. Quin- 
tin, la Fere, Guiſe, Ham, Monſtrevil, Perone, and 
Rove. The Rivers watering it are the Somme, the Oyſe, 
the Authie, the Canche, &c. N 

Dicent and Picentins, two diſtin& Tribes or Regi- 
ons of the ancient People of Italy. The one, contained 
now in the modern Marcha Anconitana,"in the Do. 
minions of the Church : the other, the latter,in a part 
of the Hither Principate in the Kingdom of Naples. 
Both ſubjected under the Romans about the year of 
Rome 480. |

Picighitome, Piceleo, a ſtrong Town in the Mi-" 
laneſe in [taly, upon the River Adda, betwixt Cremo- 
na and Lods : where Francis I. King of France re- 
mained a Priſoner, after his being taken by the Army 
of the Emperor Charles V. at the Battel of Pavia. Its 
Cittadel was heretofore built by one of the Dukes of 
Milan. 

Pickering, a Market Town in the North Riding 
of Torksbire, The Capital of its Hundred ; upon a 
ſmall River falling into the Demwent : Not far from 
the Sea. 

Pico, or Pica, one of the I{lands of the Atlan- 
tick, Ocean, which is one of the Azores; extending 
twelve Miles from Ealt to Welt ; under the Portus 
Lueſe, . 

Picolmaio, a River of Paragua in South Amer:- 
ca ; which ariſeth in Peru, near the City of La Plata 
aad falls into the River of the ſame name after a 
long Courſe, and the addition of many ſinaller Ri- 
vers. 

The Pits, Pi#i. It is not very certainly con- 
cluded, whether this ancient Nation of Barbarians 
firtt came into the Iſles of Orkney, then Scotland, out 
of Scythia or out of Denmark, But having by force 
eltabliſhed themſelves in the Counties of F:fe and L:- 
thaine, they grew in the deſcent of time by enter-mar- 
riages and contracts with the Scots to make one People 
with them. And it is ſuppoſed, - their name comes 
trom their cultom of painting their Bodies, See Phi- 
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The pits Wall, Yallum Hadriani, Murus Pi- 
Hlicus, was the moſt ancient Boundary between Eng- 
land and Scotland; begun by Hadrian the Emperour 
to ſeparate the P:{ts (or Barbarous Northern N ations ) 
from the Civilized RomaneBritains, in 123. It reach- 
ed from Eden in Cumberland to Tine in Northum- 
berland : firſt made only of Turf,fupported by Stakes, 
and ſtrengthened by Palliſadoes. Severus the Empe- 
ror repaired it, and made it much {iranger in 207. Be- 
fore theſe times, there had been one made in the nar- 
rowelt part of Scotland ; firſt by Agricola, and aiter 
by Lollius Urbicus, under Antonius Pins ; but theſe 
Countries being not thought worth the keeping, Se- 
verus fixed the Bounds finally where Hadrian had at 
firft ſetled them ; and erected this Wall of ſolid Stone, 
with Towers at the diſtance of a Mile from each other, 
from the Iriſh to the German Sea eighty Miles 1n 
lengih This Wall was repaired by Cararf1us, under 
Dioclefian the Emperor, about 286. Having been ru- 
ined by the Pr&s in ſeveral places about 388, 1t was a- 
gain repaired by the Britarns, (after the defeat of the 
Pits) by the affiitance of the Rowans, about 404. 
In 406. it was beaten down by the Pitts. Etius( a 
Reman General) rebuilt it the laſt time of Brick, a- 
bout 430. Soleſt the Britiſh to defend it. The Scots 
ruined it again the next year : after which it was ne- 
ver more regarded, but only as a Boundary between 
the two Nations by Conſent. It ran on the North 
fide of the Tine, and the Irthing, two conſiderable 
Rivers, The Tract appears at this day in many places 
in Ciwnberland, and Northumberland ; ſo many hun- 
dred years not having been able to deface intirely that 
great Roman Work. : 

2tdanemo, Apidanus, a River of Theſſalia ; it 
ariſeth jrom Mount Gomphos ; and watering Pharſalus 
and taking in the Enipeus, the Melax, and the Phe. 
2ix, falls into the Peneus above Lariſſa with a very 
ſwift Current. 

Piedmont, Piedmontium, Pedemontium, is a.Pro- 
vince of Italy, towards France and Switzerland ; cal- 
led by the French P:zedmont ; by the Spaniards Pia- 
»nonte ; by the Germans Das Pemund y, by the - 
liſh Piedmont ; which ſignifies the foot of the Hills. 
It has the honour to be tiled a Principality : under the 
Duke of Savoy; having been of old called Gal/ia Sub- 
aipina. Great, well watered, truitful, and populous , 
extended between the Dukedoms of Alan: and Mont- 
ferrat to the Eaſt; the States of Genoua, and the 
County of Nezza to the Sonth-; the Dauphine and 
Savoy to the Welt ; the Dukedom of Auoftor, (Ofta) 
and a ſmall part of Mz/an to the North. It contains 
the Marquiſate of Sa/uzzo, the County d' Afi, the 
Territories of Verelleſs, Brelleſe, Atbeſana, and Pied- 
monte (properly ſo called, ) together with a part of the 
Dukedom of Montferrat. The Capital of this Pro- 
vince 18 Turin, Twine: the other Cities are Afti, Br- 
ela, Furea, Foſſano, Mondovs, Prgnero! (under the 
French), Saluzzo, Suſa (lately taken by the French) 
and Verel/s. Under the Lombards this was called 
the Dukedom of Tui: The Hiſtory of it belongs 
properly to Savoy; of which this is but a Province. 
The Taurtxe, Satlaſſt:, Segnſiams, Bec. were the ancient 
Inhabitants thereof 1n, and before the Roman times. 
Now the eldeſt Sons of the Dukes of Savoy are ſty- 
led Pritzces of Pzedmone.” 

Ptenza, Pientia, Corfemranum, a City of Hetru- 
Tia, now in the Territory of Siena: and a Biſhops 


See (by the Inſticution of Pope-P7z#s IL- in 1462. who. 
was born at it') under the Archbiſhop of Sena. It- 


is little, but well Peopled ; fix Miles from Monee 
Prlcrako to the Welt, ten from the Popes Domini- 
ons, and twenty five irom Szexa to the North-Eaſt : 
mnder the Duke of Florence. Bandrand in another 
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place ſtates the diſtance thus ; three from Monte 
Pulciano, and twenty two from Siena. 

Piergo. See Polsna. 

Pieria and Pzerius. By theſe names in ancient 
Hittories we find mentioned, a River of the Pelopon- 
neſus in Achaia. $ A fountain in Els in the fame 
Country. $ A Mountain of Theſſaiza in Macedonia, 
conſecrated to the Muſes by the Poets, who there- 
fore give them the name of Pierzdes. $ An entire Pro- 
vince of the ancient Macedonia, towards the Sinus 
Thermaicus, and the Borders of Theſſaly; the Inha- 
bitants whereof were called Pzeres. $ As likewiſe a part 
of Syrza, near Cilacta. 

Pifar, Phirernus, Tifernus, the ſame with Bifer- 
20, a River in the Kingdom'of Naples; it ariſeth out 
of the Apennine in the Province of Moliſe near Boza- 
n0; and flowing to the South-Eaſt, watereth Guar- 
dia Aiferes, and paſſeth by Larina : at laſt by Ter- 
minz, (aCity of the Capitanata) falls into the Adria- 
tick Sea ; between zl Fortore and Tr:gno, two other 
Rivers of that Kingdom. 

Pignerol, P:xarolo, Panarolium, a City of Pied- 
-m0nt, upon an Hill ; which has a ſtrong Caſtle, upon 
the River Cluſo ; at the foot of the Alpes. Twelve 
Miles from Turin to the North-Weſt, nineteen from 
Suſe to the South, and ten from Saluzes. This City 
belonged to the Dukedom of- Savey ; but was raviſh- 
ed from that Prince by Cardinal Rzchelieu in 1630 : 
and by Lewis YH, United March 31. 1631, to the 
Crown of France for ever, according to the Articles 
of the Treaty of Queraſque  betwixt him and Y:&or 
Amadeus D. of Savoy. There are divers Churches and 
Religious Houſes here : And the Caſtle is very ſtrong 
both by art and nature. 
| Prilaca, Ajax, a River of Calabria, which falls 
into the Ionzan Sea, 

Ptlan, P:lana, a ſtrong Fort or Caſtle in the Dy- 
cal Pruſſia; at the Mouth of the Bay of Koning ſperg ; 
three German Miles from that City to the Weſt. Ta- 
ken by the Swedes in 1626 : but now under the Duke 
of Brandenburg ; and has a very good Harbour be- 
longing to it. 

- Pilſen, Pzlſenum, a City of Bohemia, upon the 
River Mzes ; nine German Miles from Prague to the 
Weſt, fix from the Borders of the Upper Palatinate, 
and eleven from Eger or Heb. Thus is a great and 
ſtrong City : belieged unſucceſsfully by the Huſſars, 
but taken by the Count de Mansfelds in 1118. The 
Ates below it receives a (mall River in that form, as 
makes this place ſeem to ſtand in a Peninſula. 

Piiſno, P:/ſna, a City of the Leſſer Poland, in the 
Palatinate of Sandomzr, near the YV:ſtula: the Capital 
of a Territory of the fame Name. 

Pineo, Pmcus.a River in the Iſle of Candy,or Crete. 

Pindas, avaſt Mountain now called Mezzovo, a- 
{cribed by Strabo to Macedonia ; by Ptolemy to Epie 
ras, ( it paſſing between it and Macedonta;) by o- 
thers to Theſſa/za. It itretcheth from Eaft to Welt 
from the Acroceraunian Hills, ( now called Capo della 
Chimera in Albania )) to the Thermopyle, now Bocca 
ds Lupo: in the midit of this Courſe it, brancheth out 
to the South the Parnaſſus and Helicon ; which has 
occaſioned the confouncing theſe three Names. The 
Enacho and Eas, (two Rivers) ſpring from this 
Mountain. : 

Pingiam, a preat and rich City of the Province 
of Xanſi, in Chma; faid to be the Capital over thirty 
others in the ſame Ptovince. 

. Pingive, a City in the Province of Queichen, in 
China, 

Pingleang, a City in the Province of Xen/; , in 
China; upon the River Kzang, at the Foot of the 
Mountains, | 


Pinglo, 
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Pinglo, a great City in the Province of Qzam/t, in 
China, upon the River Lz. The Capital over ſeveral 
other Cities. TE 

Pinhel, Pinelum,a ſmall,but ſtrongCity in the King- 
dom of Portugal ; in the Confines of the Kingdom of 
Leon, upon a River of the ſame Name : four Leagues 
from the Dzero to the South, and fix from Guarda- 

Pingk, Pinſcum, a Town in Lithuanta, in the 
| Palatinate of Breſcia; upon a River of the ſame 
Name. Once a very conſiderable place, and now the 
Capital of a Diſtrict called by its Name * but being 
taken by the Cofſacks, they burnt and plundered it : 
- by which Devaſtation it is reduced into a mean Con- 
dition. It ſtands nineteen Miles from Breſcic: to the 
Eaſt, 
Pionba, Helvinum, Matrinas, a River of As 
bruzzo ; flowing between the Cities of Adria and 
Penna, ( in the Further Abruzzo,) into the Adriatick 
Sea. 

Piombino Plumbinum, a great and Soong City 
inthe Territory of Sena in Italy; on the Tyrrhenan 
Sea : under the Dominion of a*Prince of its own, but 
has a Spaniſh Garriſon for its Protection : It lies in the 
midit between Orbztello and Ligorne, fifty Miles from 
either, and from Siena. This City ſprung out of the 
Ruins of Populonium, which ſtood not far from it. 

Pir, Orontes. : 

Pirgt, Perga, once an Archbiſhops See, now a 
ſmall Village in Pamphylia, in the Leſſer Aſia. 

Pirn, a Townin the Province of Meſſen ( Mzsſ- 
74) in the Upper Saxony, in Germany, upon the 
Elbe : three Leagues from the Borders of Bohemaa, 
near Dreſden. Remarkable for a Treaty concludcd 
at it in 1635, betwixt the Elector of Saxony and the 
Emperor Ferdimand I. As alſo for the Protection 
given here in 1628, to the Refugee Proteſtants of 
Bohemia and Auſtria. In 1640, the Army of the 
King of Sweden took this Town. 

Piſa, Pi/e, a Town of Hetruria, of great An- 
tiquity ; built by the People of Peloponneſius, as Stra- 
bo averrs: now an Archbiſhops See, upon the River 
Arno, which divides it, and 1s covered with three 
Bridges. Great, but not well peopled. It has an U- 
niverfity, which was ojenea here in 1349, and a 
ſtrong Cittadel Alſo once a potent Commonwealth ; 
which recovered Sardinia out of the Hands of the $4- 
racens, maſtered Carthage and Majorca, and gave 
great ailiſtance tothe Chriſtians of the Eaſt : but be. 
Ing it ſelf firſt overpowered by the Florentines, and 
reſtored to its former Liberty by Charles VIII, of 
France, it fell the ſecond time under their Power ; 
and together with Florence ſubjected to the Houſe 
of Medices; under whom it now 1s. This City 
ſtands fix Miles from the Mouth of the Arno 
to the Eaſt ; and forty five from Florence, ten 
from Lacca to the South, fifteen from Ligorne. In a 
numerous-and ſplendid Council here held in 1400, 
Alexander VN. was choſen Pope, and the two Anti- 
popes, Benedi& XIII. and Greg. XII. declared to be 
Schiſmaticks and Hereticks, and as ſuch depoſed. It 
1s famous for many other noble Councils. One in 
1134, under Pope Innocent II. excommunicated the 
Antipope Anacletus. Another in 15 11,aCted againſt the 
perſon and Government of Pope Julius H. Whereun- 
to add the Treaty in 1664, betwixt Pope Alexan- 
der VIE. and Lewss XIV. King of France, touching 
the Eſtates of Caſtro and Renciglione , the Reſt. 
tution of Avignon and the County of Venarſſin into 
the Hands of the Pope. The Archbiſhops See was ſet- 
tled by Pope Urbaz U. Anno Chriſti 1992. S Piſa 
1s the Name alſo of an ancient City of Els, in the 
Peloponneſis: near to which, the O/ympick Games were 
celebcated in the- Honour of Fupzter. 

Piſano, or the P:ſantine, Piſanus Traus, is a 
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part of Hetruria in Italy; between the States of Flo- 


: rence, and Siena to the Eaſt ; the States of Lucca to 


the North, the Tyrrhenzan Sea to the Welt, and Tuſs 
cany to the South. Once a Comtnonwealth, but now 
under the Duke of Florence. The Capital is Piſa. 
The other conſiderable places are Lzizorn, and Vo!- 
terra. 

Diſatello, Rubicon, a River of Romandiola in 
Italy ; ſmall, but of great Fame ; having been the 
ancient Boundary between Gallia C:/padana and Ita- 
ly; and on that acconnt mentioned by many of the 
ancient Hiſtorians. The pafling of it by Fuliu Cx- 
ſar was the firſt Aft of Hoftility againft the Com- 
monwealth of Rome. It is now called towards its 
Fall, z/ Ps/atello ; at its Rife, Rico; before it reach- 
eth the Seas, s/ Fiumicello ds Savignano. This River 
runs near Ceſene and Savignano; and falls into the A- 
driatick Sea, ten Miles R:iminz. In this place 
there was a Marble Inſcription erected in 1546, to per- 
petuate the' memory thereof ; yet ſome Learned Men 
have rather thought it to be Lyfe, ( a River in the 
Territory of Riminz ), than this which was the anci- 
ent Rubicon. 

Piftota, P:/tor:a, a City in the State of Florence ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Fle- 
rence ; built upon the River Szella, at the Foot of 
the Apennine: now in a flouriſhing State. Twenty 
two Miles from Florence to the North-Weſt. Pope 
Clement TX. was born in this City. The F#talians 
ſpeaking ot it, call it, P:oria la bene Strutta, The 
well-built Piſtoria. The Statues of Pope Leo X. and 
Clement VIL are erected in one of the principal 
Churches. 

Piſtres, or P:ſtes. This place 1s remarked in the 
Tomes of the Councils, for a Council afſembled at it by 
Charles le Chauve, King of France, in 863, or 864. ; 
called Concilzum ad Piſtas. But the French Writers 
diverſly ſituate it ; ſome upon the Seine 5 ſome upon 
the Andele near Pone de U Arche in Normandy, in 
the Dioceſe of Rowen. 

Piſtrina, Phs!:ſtine Foſſe, one of the Mouths of 
the Po. 

Piſnerga, Peiſoraca, a River of Sparn; which #- 
riſetl2 out of the Mountains of Old Caſtile ; and run- 
ning South, ſeparatesthe Kingdom of Leon from that 
of Old Caſtile. It admits the Carrion, ( another of 
its Boundaries } and the Ar/antion ; and watering 
Duennas and Valladolid, falls into the Duero above 
S1maucas. | 

Pitane, an ancient City of Myſia, in the Leſſer - 
A/jia, towards the Agean Sea. A Second, in Troas.' 
A third in Laconia, in the Morea : Whoſe Names had 
even periſhed with them, if not preſerved by Pliny, 
Strabo, Ptolemy, &c. S A Riverof the Morea, and 
another in the Iſland of Corfica ( the latter, now called 
Fiuminale d Ordano, ) did heretofore go by this 
Name alſo. 

Placentta, Placencia, a City of the Kingdom of 
Leon, in the Province of Extremadura; which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Compoſtella. 
Built in 1180, by [ny oa VIII. King of Leon, 
out of the Ruins of Deebriga, { a City of the Ver- 
tones in Lufitania:) and the place where it ftands was 
called The Village of Ambroſto. It is ſeated in a very 
fertile Plain, called La Yera de Placentia, upon the 
River Xexte; twelve Miles from Cersa to the Eaſt, 
twenty {ix from Salamanca to the South , and 
as many from Merida to the North : and was once 
honoured with the Title of a Dukedom. $ There 
is another Placentia in O0!d Caſtile, amongit the 


Mountains: ſecured with a ſtrong Caftle , and ho- 
noured with a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Toledo. 

Tt phiſance- 
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Hlaiſanice. See Pzacen;z4. 

Platſance en Jrmagnac, a Town of France, in 
the County expreſſed in its name, in Aquitain: a ſe- 
cond in Rowergne, in Gaſcony : and a new Fortreſs 
m New France , in Nortb —_ 

lattz, Celzus; See Henſterverg. 

mo Inachus, a River on the Eaſt of the 
Morea : which falls into the Mediterranean Sea, near 
Napol: di Romania. ; 

La Plata , Argenteus Fluvius, a River of South 
America ; called by the Spaniards, El rio de la Pla- 
ta; by the Americans Paranaguazu; by the Er- 
gliſh and French, The Rever of Plate. Thought to 
be one of the greateſt Rivers in the whole World. 
It ariſeth in Paragua, above the Lake de Los Xa- 
rates; and running a vaſt Courſe to the South, and 
ſeparating Paragua from Chaco, ( beneath the City 
de Buenos Ayres ; ) It entereth the Sea of Paraguay ; 
by a Mouth of ſixty Eng/zſh Miles in breadth, or forty 
Spaniſh Leagues. Fhis River was firſt diſcovered in 
1513, by John Diaz, a Portugueſe. ; 

La Plata, Argentea, a City in Peru, in the Go- 
vernment of Characa, or los Charcas ; built by the 
Spaniards in the Valley of Chuquiſaca, upon the 
River Picolmaio; an Archbiſhops See, ( by the Inſti- 
tution of Pope Paul V. having before been a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Lima 3!) and the Capt- 
tal of the Province of Characa, otherwiſe called Pro- 
vincia de Rio de la Plata by the Spansards : one hun- 
dred and fixty five = Leagues from Cuſco to 
the South, eighteen from Potoſi, and one hundred 
and ten from the 'Pacsfick, Ocean. This is one of the 
richeſt, moſt populous, and beſt built Cities in Ame- 
7:ca; and ſtands near the Silver Mines. 

Platamona, Alzacmon, a River of Macedonza ; 
which ariſeth from the Cambuvian Hills ; and run- 
ning Eaſtward by Pidna ( now Chitro, or Platan), 
falls into the Gulph of Salonica. It is called Pele- 
cas by Sophianus ; Platamona by Moletius ; Biſtriſa 
by Holſtenius ; in the latter Maps Aliagmo, and Ii- 
Jacovs. 7 

Platano, Lycus, a River on the South of S:cily g 
which falls into the Sea eighteen Miles from Gergenes 
to the Welt. 37 

Platzz, an ancient City of Beotia in Greece : fa- 
mous for a Temple in thoſe times, erected in the Ho- 
nour of Fupiter Liberator. Near toit, the two Athe- 
nian and Lacedemonian Generals, Pauſanias and 
Ariſtides, defeated Mardonius General of the Perſians 
in the year of Rome 275, and the ſeventy fifth Ol/yme 
| piad. It was ſurprized by the Thebans, anno Rome 
323: who for their Fat were maſſacred by the In- 
babitants. In 381, the Thebans and the Lacedemo- 
n1ans together quite ruined it. 

Platſee, Platzee. See Balaton. ; 

Plaven, Plaun, Plava, a City of Voight/and, a 
Province of the Upper Saxony in Germany ; or as 0- 
thers ſay, in Miſma ; ſeated upon the River E:/ter ; 
between Amwickaw to the South-Ealt, and Curow or 
Curen to the North-Weſt; four Miles from the Bor- 
ders of Bobemia. Under the Duke of Saxony. 

Plawe, Plava, a Town in the Dukedom of Mag- 
deburg, upon a Lake of the fame Name; near the 
EfMlux of the River Elde; fix German Miles from 
Guſtrow, and ten from Havezberg to the North. 
 Pleſeow, Pleſcovienſis Ducatus, the molt We- 
ſtern Province of Moſcovy. Bounded by Ingria to 
the _ pomey a to pe path Livonia to the 
Weſt, and Novogard to the Ealt.. It 1s great, popu» 
lous and fruitful : was. a Sovereign Dukedom, till 
Jobn Baſilovitz conquered it-in 1509. The principal 
City is Pleskow,  Pleskoviaz which ftands upon the 
River Yeliks ; forty Miles from the Confines of Ls- 
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vonia to the Eaſt, ſixty from the Lake of Imen, 
and forty from Riga to the North-Eaſt. This City 
was betrayed into the Hands of the Ryſs by the Prieſts, 
in 1509, upon a Religious Pretence: who were ſe. 
verely puniſhed for their Treaſon, by that perfidious, 
bloody, cruel Tyrant. In 158', it was beſieged, and 
taken by Stephen, King of Poland. Apain in 16x g. 
by Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden; out of 
whoſe Hands the Ruſs were forced to redeem it, by the 
Payment of a vaſt Sum of Money, The Ruſs call it 
Pshouwa. 

Plieſſis, a Seigniory in the Province of Po:ou, in 
France : giving Name and Origine to an Honourable 
Family, which produced the late famous Miniſter ot 
State in that Kingdom, the Cardinal of Richlzer. 

Plymouth, P/ymnurhum, a Noble Sea-Port Town 
in the moſt Weſtern part of Devonſhire, on the 
South of England. It takes its Name trom the River 
Plyme ; between which and the Tamer ( a 
much greater River, and the Weſtern Boundary of 
Devonſhire ) this Town is ſeated; and has one of 
the largeſt, ſafe{t, and moſt convenient Havens in the 

'orld. It was anciently called Sutton ; and ( faith 
Mr. Cambden ) of late times was a poor Fiſhermens 
Town ; but within the compaſs of a few years be. 
come equal to ſome of the beſt Cities in Evgland. 
Fortified both to the Seaward, by a Fort built on 
St. Nicolas Iſle ; and to Landward, by two Forts upon 
the Haven, and a Caſtle on a Hill ; beſides which it 
has a Chain for the Security of the Haven in time of 
War, Henry IV. granted it a Mayor. From. this 
Town Sir Francis Drake fet Sail in 1577 ; when he 
went that Voyage in which he ſailed round the Ter- 
reſtrial Globe. Out of this Haven the Engliſh Fleet 
was Towed by Ropes ( the Winds being contrary ), 
when in 1588, Charles Lord Howard, Admiral of 
England, went to fight the Spanifh invincible Ar- 
mado, as they unwiſely called it. Charles IT. added 
to the Strength of this Place, by building a ftately 
Cittadel on a Hill near it; and to its Honour, by 
creating Charles Fitz-Charles, ( one of his Natural 
Sons) Baron of Dartmouth, Viſcount Totnes, and 
Earl of P/ymouth, Fuly 9. 1675, who afterward died 
at Tangier. 

Ploen, Plona, a ſmall City in the Dukedom of 
Holſtein, in the Province of Wagaren ; between a 
double Lake of the ſame Name : fix German Miles 
from Lubeck to the North. It ha# a ſplendid and 
noble Caſtle ; which together with the City is under 
the Dominion of a Prince of the Family of Ho/ſte:n. 

Plotzho, Ploczkho, or Ploſco, Plocum, Ploſcum , a 
ſmall City in the Greater Poland; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Gneſna ; the Capital of 
a Palatinate of the ſame Name, in the Dukedom of 
Mazomiekie , or Maſovia; to which there belongs a 
Caſtle. It is ſeated upon the Viſtula, fourtcen Poliſh 
Miles from Farſaw to the Welt. 

Pluadents, a ſmall Seigniory in Tyrol, belonging to 
the King of Spain. 

Pluſa , Apruſa, a ſmall River in Romandiola , 
which ſpringeth out of Mount T3:anz ; and running 
Southward, falls into the Adriatick Sea near Rimind. 
Alſo called L' Aveſa. 

Pluviers, Aviariwm, a City in the Province of 
La Beauſe, upon the River  Oeuf; ten Leagues 
from Orleans to the North, and as many from Mon- 
eargis to the Eaſt: it is a ſpruce City, and by the 
Writers of the middle Times called P:thuria. 

Plurs, or Pleure, Plura, an Italian Prefecture, 
belonging to the Griſons ; by the Gift of Maximi- 
lian Sforza, Duke of Milan, in 1513. It takes its 
Name from the chief Town of the fame Name ; 
once ſeated at the Foot of the Alpes, near Chiavenne, 
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apon the River Mazra.; ( the chief of ſundry Villa- 
pes, lying in the ſame bottom ;) now nothing but a 
deep and bottomleſs Gulph. For on-Aprzl 26. 1617. 
a huge Rock falling from the top of the Mountains, 
overwhelmed it ; and killed in the twinkling of an 
Eye fifteen hundred people ; left no ſign or run 
of a Town there ſtanding ; but in the place thereot, 
a great Lake of about two Miles in length. Heyl9n. 
There were eight Religious Houſes in it ; yet ſcarce 
one perſon of all the Town eſcaped. alive. The 
day before this, a roaring noiſe was heard from the 
Mountain. - 

Po, Pads, Eridanus, the greateſt River in Italy ; 
which arifeth in Piedmont 3 and dividing Lombardy 
into two parts, falls into the Adriatick Sea by many 
Mouths. Called by the Italians, French , and En- 
gliſh, Po ; by the Germans, Paw, lts Head 1s In 
Mount Yiſo, ( Veſulus ), one of the Cotrian Alpes 3 
in the Borders of Dauphine, in the Marquifate of 
Saluzzo, from a Spring called Yiſenda, in the midſt 
of a Meadow ; and running Eaſt by the Caſtle of 
Paiſana, it hides it ſelf in the Earth again. So di- 
viding Piedmont at Villa Franca, it takes in the 
Chiſone ; and at Pancalieri, the Veraita and Ma- 
cra; by the addition of which, it becomes capable of 
bearing a Boat. Then it waters Turin ( the Capital 
of Savoy ) where it takes in the Doria : fo conti- 
nuing his Courſe to the Eaſt by Chivas and Caſal, he 
takes his leave of the Duke of Savyy's Dominions , 
and entereth Mzlan : leaving Pavia five, and Mzlan 
' twenty Miles to the North , 1t pafſeth on the South of 
Pzacenza, and the North of Cremona; leaving Par- 
ma four Miles to the South , and Mantoua {ix to the 
North, he paſſeth to Fichervolo ; where he divides 
bis vaſtly improved Streams into two great Branches. 
. The Northern watereth the State of Venice, and by 
five Mouths entereth the Gulph of Venice : the Sou- 
thern paſſeth to Ferrara, and is there ſubdivided into 
three other Branches ; the moſt Southern of which, 
runs within four Miles of Ravenna. This River re- 
ceives abont thirty Rivers in all from the A/pes, and 
the Apennine ; and being by far the greateſt River 
in Italy, is mightily magnified by the Latn Poets: 
who would have it no leſs than the Nzle, and the 
Danube ; call it the King of Rivers , and the grea- 
teſt in the World. It muſt be confeſſed , that it is 
a noble Flood; and the only one which has found 
a place in Heaven too, or hath the Glory to be made 
a Conſtellation. But ( faith the Learned Dr. Brown, 
who ſaw it } there are many Rivers that exceed it in 
Greatneſs. The Names of the moſt conſiderable of 
its Branches, ate, 32! Po grando, il Po di Ariano, 4l 
Po diVolana, and i/ Po ds Argenta. 

Poblet, a Monaſtery in Catalonia, where the 
Kings of Arragon were anciently buried. 

Pocevera, Porcifera, a River in the States of Ge- 
70ua, which takes its riſe from'the Appennene ; and 
by a Valley ten Miles long, makes it paſſage by Ge- 
201u4a into the Liguſtich Sea. | 

Pocklington, a Market Town in the Eaſt Riding 
of Tork ſhire, and the Hundred of Harthill; upon 
a ſmall River, falling into the Derwene. 

Pocutie, Pocutia, a ſmall Tract in the South 
part of the Kingdom of Poland, called by the Natives 
Poconk , or Pocouth. It is a part of the Territory 
of Halitz; between the River Tyra, ( now the Nez- 
ſter,) and the Borders of Tranſylvania and Wala- 
chia : the principal Town is Snzatim upon the Pruth : 
the reſt, Colomey and Martino, 

JIodgarim, Baby/onza, a Province in Aſia, 

Podolia, Bodens, Budini, Patzinace Populi, a 
Province of the Kingdom of Poland ; comprehended 
under the Red Ruſſia, of which it is a part ; and ſub- 
xct to a Palatine of its own, Bounded on the 


North by Vothinz2, on the Eaſt by the Palatinate of 
Braſlaw, on the South by Wallachia, and on the 
Welt by Ruſſia ( properly fo called), or the Black 
Ruſſia. This Country extends Eaftward through vaſt 
uninhabited Countries, as far as the, Euxire Sea. 
They divide it ordinarily into the Upper Podolia to 
the Weſt,and the Lower to the Eaſt. . The people are 
Ruſſians by their Original ; conquered. by the Poles , 
and in the year 1434- admitted to the ſame Privileges 
with the reſt of Po/and, by Vlad:i/laus then King of 
Poland, It 13 fruitful to a- wonder 3 yet more ac- 
commodated to the life of Beaſts, than Men. - Could 
it enjoy a ſteady Peace, it ſhould not need to envy 
the Fertility of 1raly, or any other Country :. but be- 
Ing a Frontier againſt the Turks and Tartars., and 
always expoſed to their devouring Incurfions ; it is 
but meanly inhabited, and not much improved. In 
the year 1672. it was yielded to the Turks ; a part of 
it has been retrieved ſince. The principal place is Cami- 
nieck , in the Vpper Podolia ; the reſt are Tzudnow, 
Brat;law ( in the Lower, ) and Orc;akow, which laſt 
is in the hands of the Tarztars. 


Pottctiers, Piftavium, Auguſtoritum , Piftava, 


Piftavorum Urbs , a City which 1s the Capital of the 
Province of Pozfou in France; a Biſhops. See under 
the Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux,and a celebrated Univer- 
ſity founded by Charles VIL in 1431. It ſtands up- 
on the River Clan , at its Confluence with another 
ſmall River, which there makes a large Lake 3 four- 


teen Leagues from the Loyre to the South , thirty. 


from Saznzes to the North, and thirty five from 
Bourges to the Weſt: Famous for many Battels fought 
near 1t ; eſpecially that of the Black Prince, in the 
year 1356. In which, Fohn King of France was 
taken Priſoner, together with many Lords, and two 
thonſand Knights and Eſquires. Fifty: two Lords, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred Knights and Gentlemen, 
were ſlain of the French. Three French Battalions, 
{ the leaſt of which exceeded the Eng/iſh ) were in- 
tirely routed, and in great part deſtroyed. In the 
Reign of Charles VIL King of France, whileſt the 
Victorious Engliſh were Maſters of the Capital of 
the Kingdom , the Parliament of Paris for fome 
years fat here. The old Caſtle by the Gate of S. La- 
Zare is thought to have been the Work of the Ro- 
mans ; who built befides an Amphitheatre and other 
Edifices, yet apparent in their remains. This City 
contains twenty four Pariſhes, five Abbeys, and divers 
Monaſteries. The Epiſcopal See became famous in 
the Primitive Times by the Perſon of S. Hilary. 
Divers Councils have been celebrated at it. In one, Ar- 
10 1075. Berengarius appeared ; whilſt the Doctrine 
of the Preſence, in oppoſition to his, was received, 
recognized, and eſtabliſhed. Another under Pope 
Paſchal II. excommunicated Ph:/:p I. King of France. 
The Reman Catholicks took Poiftiers from the Hu- 
gnenots , and plundered it in 1562. In 1569. the 
Hupguenots under Admiral Coligny beſieged it , but 
were forced to riſe without ſucceſs. | 

Potctou, P:Havienſis Provincia, is a large Pro- 
vince in France 3 which was a part of Aquitazn , 


' whileſt under the Romans ; and called by the 1ta- 


ltans, Poitu. Its greateſt extent is from Eaſt to 
Weſt : being bounded on the Eaft by Touraine , and 
la Marche; on the North by A»jou, and Bretagne ; 
on the Welt by the Bay of Aquztain', or the Bratiſh 
Sea; and on the South by Saintonge and Angou- 
leſme. This Province was plees in the fifth Cen- 
tury by the Vandals, Huns and Germans. The Re« 
mans 1n the Reign of the Emperour Honorius , leit 
it to the Mi/ipoths ; whom Clovis the Grand ex- 
pelled about the year 510. Then from the time of 
Charlemaigne, it was under Sovereign Counts of its 
own, till 1271 : when upon a failure of the Line, "it

was united to the Crown of Frahce. Theſe Counts 
had, for about nineteen ſeveral Succeffions , attained 
the Title of Dukes of Guyenne. Not to omit, the 
the Deſcent of the Provinces of Guyenne and Potion, 
upon the Crown of England in 1152. by Eleanour , 
Wife to Henry IT. Nor the attempt made in 1242. 
( though without ſucceſs) by Richard Earl of Corn- 
wall, Brother to King Fohr,, to reduce Porzfou under 
the Obedience of England again, after the French pre- 
tended K. Jobn: had forfeited his Rights by the Death of 
Arthur, The principal Towns next Poz@zers, are 
Chaſtelleraud, Thouars, $. Maxtent, Fountenay, Lou- 
dun. Niort, Parthenay, and Richelien. 

Poiflp, Piſc:acum, a Town in the Iſle of France, 
which has a Stone Bridge over the Sezne ; fix Leagues 
above Paris to the Eaſt, S. Lewis King of France 
was born here in 1215. The heart of King Phz/zp 
le Bel was interred in a Church here of his own foun- 
dition. It has divers Religious Houſes. And in the 
laft Age was more eſpecially famous , upon the ac- 


-.. count of a Conference of Reli2ion betwixt the Ro- 


man Catholicks and Hugnenots from September 4. 
1560. to November 25. held in the preſence of 
Charles TK. King of France, and Catherine de Me- 
dics, the Queen Regent ; aſſitted with the Princes of 
the Blood, a great number of Cardinals , Biſhops , 
Counſellors, and Grandees of the Kingdom, and Lear- 
ned Men of both Religions. Beza, as the Head of 
the Reformed, chiefly managing, and bending his ut-, 
moſt force, againft the Doctrine of the Preſence. 

Pola, Polra, Julia Pietas, a City and Colony in 
Iſtria, mentioned by Strabo and P/sny ; ſtill called 
by the ſame Name : being one of the ſtrongeſt Cities 
in Itria, and a Biſhops See under the Patriarch of 
Aquileja. Seated on a Hill near the Shoars of the 
Adriatich Sea , upon which it has a large Haven : 
twenty eight Miles from Parenzo to the South, fixty 
from Trieſte, and an hundred from Ancona to the 
North. Said to have been built by the Co/chi. Now 
under the States of Venice ; but ſmall, and not much 
inhabited ; 'it having not above ſeven or eight hundred 
Inhabitants. The Venetians fend a Governour how- 
ever to it, who takes the Title of a Count. It has a 
ſmall Cittadel. In the time of the Reman Empire, 
this City, as a Free State, dedicated a Statue to Seve- 
. rus the Emperour : it has ſeveral other noble Re- 
mains, which ſpeak 1ts Greatneſs and Antiquity ; as 
Mr. Wheeler acquaints us in his Travels, pag. 5. Longs 
37. 09. Lat. 45. 04. _ 

Polan, Bollsa, a River of Srzria. 

Polana, Monalus, a River in the North of Sicily ; 
written in Baudrand , Polina. 

Poland, Polozza , is one of the principal King- 
doms in Europe ; called by the Natives Fre $ 
by the Germans, die Polen; by the French,Pologne ; 
by the Spaniards and Italians, Polonsa ; by the En- 
gliſh, Poland. A part of the old Salmatia Europea ; 
and has its Name Nom Pole, which ſignifies a Plain 
in the Sc/avonian Tongue.. Bounied . on the North 
by the Baltick Sea,the Swediſh Li-onia, and Ruſſia; 
by the laſt,and the Deſarts of Tartary, on theEalt ; on 
the South by the Upper Hungary, Tranſylvania, and 
Walachia ; on the Weſt by Germany. This King- 
dom is of a round Figure, two thouſand fix hundred 
Miles in compaſs. The Earth plain , but full of 
Woods ; which do in ſome degree rectifie the Cold- 
neſs of the Air. They have no Wine; as for Bar- 
ley and Pulſe, they have more than they ſpend. The 
People are Induſtrious and Learned ; good Souldi- 
ers, proud and prodigal. The Chriſtian Faith was 
firlt ſettled in Poland, under Miceſlaus, in the year 
963. by one Meinardus. The Reformation about 
4535- crept into theſe Countries; but never general- 
iy umbraced, nor perſecuted, The Greek Church has

ſome footing here too ;3 but the moſt general, is the 
Roman Catholick, This vaſt Kingdom 1s divided in- 
to thirty four Palatinates, moſt of which I ſhall men- 
tion in their proper places. The principal Cities are 
Belzko, Braclaw, Braſlaw, Brieſcie, Kaliſs, Kami- 
niec, Chelmo, Krakow, Elbing , Dantzick , Gneſua, 
Kiow, Lenzycze, Lwow, Lublin, Lucko, Malbork , 
Mſciſlawau, Minsko, Novogrod, Plocko, Pozan, Prze- 
miſt, Konigsberg, Sendomiers, Siracz, Thorn, Trocko, 
Warzawa, ( commonly called Warſaw, the Capital 
of Poland), Wilna, Witebsko , and Wlodzimiers. 
The firſt Duke of this Kingdom was Lechus, who 
began his Reign in 694. His Poſterity in eleven De- 
ſcents continued till $00. when Priaſtus was the 
firſt elected Duke. In the year 1000, Boleſlaus 
( Son of Mpeceſlaus ) received the Title of King, 
from Ozcho INT. Emperour of Germany. The preſent 
King is the forty fixth Prince, and the thirty ſecond 
King of Poland ; who has had the Honour to be the 
Preſerver of Chriſtendom by the Relief of PYienna, 
and many other brave Actions. Though this- Prince 
has the Name of a King, and the firſt Dukes were 
in truth Kings without the Title; yet at preſent he 
is nothing leſs: being not allowed to make Peace or 
War, to impoſe Taxes, make Laws, alienate any of 
his Demeans ; or in ſhort, to do any thing of Impor- 
tance, which concerns the Publick, without the con- 
ſent of the Diet. He does not only (wear to do all 
this ; but allows their Diſobedience , in caſe he vio- 
lates his Oath : which makes the Subjects the Princes 
Judges, and this Kingdom a meer Ariſtocracy ; or 
knot of petty Kingdoms under one Head. Whence- 
the Tartars and Muſcovites have reaped great advan- 
tfages ; and the King of Sweden once, with forty 
thouſand men,reduced this Country to the laſt extre- 
mity, which otherwiſe accounts two hundred thouſand 
men a ſmall Army to be ſent into the Field by Poland. 
Socinianiſm hath been a prevailing Sect here : it 
oweth its denomination to the two Socinus's ( Le- 
lius and Fauſtus, ) Natives of this Kingdom : who 
in the laſt Century, amidſt the diſtractions of people 
about Relzgion, revived the ancient aſfertions of 4- 
r1us, Neſtorius, &c. called Herefies, under their own 
Names. There is befides a general mixture of Ro- 
man and Greck Catholicks, Jews, Calviniſts, Lutherans, 
Anabaptiſts, &e. 

Polaquie, Polach:a, a ſmall Province in the King- 
dom of Poland; between Mazovia to the Weſt, Li- 
thuania and Poleſia to the Eaſt. The principal Town 
of which, is Brelka. 

Dole, Pola, a Province on the Eaſt of Moſcovy, to- 
wards the River Tanazs ; between Mordua, Rezania, 
and the Kingdom of 4ſtracan ; in which there is no 
City or Town of Note. 

oleſie, Poleſia, a Province of Poland, in the great 
Dukedom of Lithuania; extended from Eaſt to Weſt 
between Red Ruſſia, Volhinia, Mazovia, and the Pa- 
latinate of Novogrod. The principal Town is Breſcie ; 
twenty five Miles from Lublin, and thirty from War- 
Jaw to the Eaſt. This Province is extremely over- 
run by Woods, and full of Bogs and Marſhes. 

Policaſro, Policaſtrum, Poleocaſirum , a City in 
the Kingdom of Naples , in the Hither Principate ; 
on the Shoars of the Tyrrhenian Sea ; filty five Miles 
from Sa/erno to the North-Eaſt. It is now almoſt 
deſolate ; yet a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Salerno; and gives Name to a Bay, formerly called 
Sinus Laus, 

Polignano, Pol;nianum, Pulintanum, a ſmall Ci- 
ty 1n the Province of Bars, in the Kingdom of Na- 
Pet which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Bars. 

Polina, Aous, one of the principal Rivers of Alba- 
ma ; It ariſeth ten Miles above Apollonia, an ancient 
City, 
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City, ( now called Pollina; ) and falls into the Adri- 
rich Sea. Others call it Pzergo. Near this River, 
Philip King of Macedon received a great Overthrow 
f:om the Bomans ; on which account it is mentioned 
by divers Hiſtorians. {6 . 

Poltzzt, Politium, a great Town in Szci'y ; built 
upon an Hill ; tix Miles from Nicoſia, and twenty 
from Palermo. : 

Pollina, or Periergo, Apollonia, a City of Mace- 
donia, (now in Albania, ) upon the Adriatick, Seas 
Heretofore a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Du- 
747z0: but now a Metropolitan See it ſelf. Seated 
thirty five Miles from Durazz0 to the South ; and in- 
habited by a ſmall number of Men, under the Domt- 
nion of the Turks. In this place Ofavianu, (after- 
wards Angnſtus) was at bis Studies z when Fulzus Ce- 
ar, his Uncle, was Murthered in the Senate. Long. 
45+ 06. Lat. 40,19. 

oloczko, or Polloc;ks, Poloczha, Polocia, Polo- 
tium, a City of Lithuania, in the Kingdom of Po- 
land ; the Head of a Palatinate, which was once a 
Dukedom. It ſtands upon the Dwzna, where it re- 
ceives the Polotta; having upon each River a Caſtle : 
ſeventy five Po/zſh Miles above Riga to the South-Eaſt, 
and fifty five from VziIna to the North-Eaſt. Taken 
by the Reſs in 1563 3 retaken by Stephen King of Po- 
/and in 1579. Of later times it changed its Maſter a- 
gain; but is now under the Poles. 

Pologne. See Poland. 

Jomejok, an Indian Town and River in Virginza, 
upon the North Sea. 

Jomeranta, a Province of Germany, called by 
the Inhabitants, Pomeren 5 by the Poles, Pomersk. 
It lies in the Upper Circle of Saxony ; bounded on the 
North by the Baltickh Sea, on the Eaſt by Pruſſia, on 
the South by the Marquifate of Brandenburgh, and 
on the Weſt by the Dukedom of Meck/enburgh. Ex- 
tended upon the Balcick Sea from Eaft to Welt two 
hundred Engliſh Miles. A plain and fruitful Coun- 
try, yielding oo plenty heth of Corn and Graſs, But- 
ter and Cheeſe, ©c, full of People of a vigorous 
Conſtitution. This Country in 1295, was given by 
Meſtovims, the laſt of its Princes, to Primiſlaus King 
of Poland ; who enjoyed all the Eaſtern part as far 
as Pruſſia, and the River Weyſſel or Viſtula, The 
reſt continued under Princes of its own, till 1637 : 
when Bugius (the laſt of them) dying without Heirs 
Males, this great Country, by the Treaty of Munſter, 
was divided between the Swedes and the Duke of Bran- 
denburgh. All that lay on the Weſt of the Oder, and 
the Dukedom of Stzetin, being left to the Swedes ; 
together with Ruger, an Iſland in the Baltick Sea ; 
and Dam and Golnorw, two Towns beyond the Oder. 
The further or more Eaſtern Pomerania, and Pruſſia, 
was granted to the Duke of Brandenburgh. There is 
in this vaſt Country under the Swedes thele Cities ; 
Anclam, Gripſwa!d, Stetin, Straiſund, and.Wolgaſt: 
and under the Brardenburgh, are Camin, Colburgh, 
and Stratzard, __ 

Klein Pommeren, Pomerania Parva, the Little 
Pomerania, or the Palatinate of Pomerania; is that 
part of Pomerania, which long fince was given to the 


* Crown of Poland ; called by the Poles, Wotewodzewo | 


Pomorskze, and for the molt part included in Pruſſia: 
Bounded on the Welt by that part of Pomerania which 
is under the Duke of Brandenburgh ; on the North 
by the Balezck Sea ; the River V:/tula to the Eaſt, by 
which it is ſeparated from the reſt of Pruſſia ; and 
the greater Po/and to the South. The principal City 
in it 13 Dantzich. 
Pommereite, or the Dukedom of Pommeren, is 
part of the Eaſtern Pomerania, which is under the 
Duke of Brandenburgh. Bounded on the Eaft by 
Cafjubia, and the Marquiſate of Brandenburgh ; by 


the Daltzch Sea on the North ; the Oder on the Weſt ; 
and the Dukedom of Stetin on the South. The Great 
Towns in 1t are Stargart, Camin and Treptow. 

Pompetopolis,an ancient City of C:/:c:a,in 4/ia Ms- 
70r ; to which has 7. the Great imparted his name 3 
as Trajan afterward alſo did, that of Trajanopols.It has 
been honoured, fince Chriſtianity, with a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Seleuc:a. But nv, become 
a miſerable Town  called,accqding to ſome, Paleſal:. 

S There was a ſecond in Paphlagonia, which receiv= 
ed Pompey's name, after his defeat of Msthridates 
King of Pontus ; having before been called Eupato- 
742. This latter became an Archbiſhops See under the 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople : Now wholly ruined. 

Pons, a Town of France, in the Province of Sain« 
zonge, upon the River Seugne, which falls in the Cha- 
rante below Sainftes, It gives its name to a Neigh- 
bouring Foreſt, and likewiſe to an honourable Fami- 
ly of France. In Latin, apud Pontes. 

Pont 2 Mouſon, Muſipontum, Muſipons, a 
Town in Lorazn, in the Dukedom of Bar, upon the 
Meſelle ; five Leagues from Nancy to the North, fix 
from S. Michael, and five from Tou!: it has been well 
fortified ; but at preſent diſmantled,and made an Uni- 
verſity ; in which there is a Scozch College of the foun- 
dation of Pope Gregory XIIL It gives the Title of a 
Marqueſs ; hath two Abbeys and divers Churches. 

Pont de ' Irche, Pons Arcus, Pons Arcuenſis, 
a City in Normandy,in the Bifhoprick of Roan ; which 
has a ſtrong Caſtle, and a Stone Bridge upon the Sezne 
(which here receives the Eure and the Andele) built 
by Charles the Bald. It ſtands three Leagues above 
Roan to the South ; and was the firſt Town, that ſur- 
rendred it ſelf to Henry IV. after his advancement to 
the Crawn of France. 

Pont YJudemer, or Ponteau-de-Mer, Pons Audo- 
mars, a {mall City in Normandy, upon the River Ril- 
le; two Leagues from its Mouth, and ten-from Roan 
to the Welt : ſurpriſed by the Leaguers in 1 592+ but 
ſoon after returned to the King, In 1279; a Council 
was aflembled here. | 

' Pont Beauvoiſin, Pons Bellovicinus, a Town in 
Dauphine, upon the River Guyer; here covered with a 
Bridge, which gives it this name ; and ſeparates the 
Province of Dauphine from Savoy, 

Pont de Ce, Pontes Ce2/ars, a Town in the Duke- 
dom of Anjou, upon the Loyre 3 over which it has 
a very long Bridge : and had once a very ſtrong Caſtle. 
One League from Angiers to the South, At this 
Town the Troops of Lewis XU. under Mareſchal 
de Crequi defeated thoſe of the Queen Mother (Ma- 
71a de Medicis) in 1620. 

Pont du Gard, Pons Vardonis, or Gardonis g 
three reg built one over the other, over the River 
Gardon, tor the continuing an Aquaduct to.Niſmes. 
The lowelt having fix Arches, the tecond-twelve, and 
the higheſt thirty four ; a thing of great Antiquity. 
It ſtands in the middle between Avignon to the Ealt, 
and Ns/mes to the Welt 3 four Leagues from the late 
ter. The Learned Dr. Brown in his Travels, gives 
the Figure of this wonderful Work: z and aſſures us, 
that the top of it is one hundred and eighty ſx Foot 
above the Water of the River. 

Pont Eau de Mer, a Town in Normandy, the 
ſame with Pont Audemer. . 

Pont 1! Eveque, Pons Epi/copi, a Town in Nor- 
mandy near Caen, upon the River Leſon, three Leagues 
from L:/ieux, and two from the Sea. It 1s noted for 
good Cheeſe. 

Pont-Diſe , Ponteſium, Pontiſara, fie pons, 
and Pons ad Oeſiam,. a Town in the Iſle of France; 
which has a Stone»Bridge over the River Oiſe ; and N 
Engliſh Nunnery : fix Leagues from Parzs to che 
North-Weſt tawards Ryan. Taken by the Egs/Þ 
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in the Year 1417, and recovered by the French in the 
Year 1442, after a Siege of fix weeks. It was alſo 
taken and retaken in 1589. ſucceſſively, by King 
Henry III. and the Duke of Mayenne. In 1561. in 
the beginning of the Reign of Charles IX. the Eſtates 
of the Kingdom were aſſembled here. It hath a Caſtle, 
with diverg Churches and Monaſteries ; giving the ti- 
tle of a Viſcount. Situated in the Territory of Yex:7 
Francoss, at the Confluence of the Oyſe and Sezne. 

Pont Ozſon, Pons Urſonrs, a Town in the Con- 
fines of Normandy and Bretagne in France ; upon 
the River Coneſnon, which a little lower falls into the 
Britiſh Sea ; between Auranches. to the Eaſt, and 
Dole to the Weſt ; two Leagues from Mount S. 
Michael. 

Pont S. Eſpuit, Pons Sands Spiritus, a City 
of France in the Lower Languedoc : which has a Ca- 
ſtle, and a Stone Bridge over the River Rhoſne, of an 
extraordinary ſtructure. Three Leagues from V:vzers 
to the South, and ſeven from Avignon to the North, 

Pont ©. Maixance, Poms Sante Maxentie, a 
Town in the Government of the Iſle of France, in the 
Duchy of Yalois ; upon the Oyſe, (here covered with 
a Bridge ) : three Leagues from Senlzs. 

Pont-Pool, a Market Town in Monmouthſhire, 
betwixt the Hills ; of chief note for Iron Mills. 

Pontefract or Pomfre:, a pleaſant, neat, Borough 
and Market Town in the Welt Riding of Torksbre, 
and the Hundred of Oſgodcroſs: fituated upon a ſtream, 
a little below the confluence of the Warfe and the 
Are. Formerly ennobled with a Caſtle Royal,mounted 
on an aſcent, with Ditches and Bulwarks ; which was 
in the long Rebellion demoliſhed. K. Richard IL. at- 
ter his reſignation of the Crown was murdered in that 
Caſtle. The Borough returns two Parliament Men. 

Pontten, - or Ponthien, Ponticum, Pontinia, a 
County in Picardy, which lies towards the Mouth of 
the Somme ; between the Chanche, and the County of 
Bologne to the North ; and the Somme to the South. 
The chief Towns in it are Abbeville, Monſtrevil, Rue, 
Pont S, Remi, and C/ers. This County was confirm- 
ed to the Crown of England,by Eleanor of = =" 
(Counteſs of Ponthien, Daughter to Ferdinand II, 
King of Caſt:/e,) her Marrying to Edward I. King of 
England : Being afterwards enjoyed by K. Edward IT. 
and III. and never finally re-united to the Crown of 
France, till the Reign of Charles VII. when the Eng- 
liſh quite loſt their Dominions in that Kingdom. 

Pontion, or Poxt- Tor, Pontzgo, an ancient Royal 
Houſe, belonging to the Kings of France, in the 
Territory of Parthoss in Champaigne ; two Leagues 
from Vitrs le Brule: where Charles the Bald afo 
ſembled a Council in 876. Some have miſtaken it 
for Pont ſur Fonne,three Leagues from Sens ; and for 
Pontroy or Pongoin in la Perche,upon the Eure. 

Ponte Mole, M:/vius Pons, an ancient Bridge 
belonging to the City of Rome, over the T:ber. It 
lies two Miles above the City to the Eaſt. Near this 
Bridge Maxentius was defeated ; and in his paflage 
over the River drowned in the Year 312. By which 
Victory, Conſtantine the Great obtained the Empire 
of the World. 

Pontus, an ancient Kingdom in the Leſſer Afia, 
betwixt Bithynia and Paphlagonia ; extended along 
the Pontus Euxinus or Black Sea; and famous here- 
tofore in the} Perſon of Mz:thridates the Great, its 
King ; who upon the News of the revolt of his Son 
Pharnates' againſt him, killed himſelf in the Year of 
Rome 691. after a Reign of fiity ſeven years. Hera- 
clea Ponts was its Capital City. The Romans redu- 
Wd this Kingdominto a Provinde. * 

Ponza. Portia, an Iſland of the Med:terranean, 
uPt the Coaſt of the Kingdom of Naples : known 

by tis baniſhment of divers famous Romans to it, 
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Tonzone, a ſmall Town in the Duchy of Moxe- 
ferrat in Italy. It ſuffered very much in the 
Wars; till the Peace at Quzeras in 1631. 

Pool, a Market and Borough Town, and Port, in 
Dorſetſhire, in the Hundred of Cogdean : encloſed on 
all ſides, except Northward, with an out-let of the Sea, 
called Luckford L ak#;and admitting an entrance into it 
by one Gate only. Henry VI. firſt granted it the pri- 
vilege of a Hayen, and leave to the Mayor to Wall it. 
In this Haven, the Sea ebbs and flows four times in 
twenty four hours. It elects two Parliament Men, 
and has the honor beſides to be a County Corporate. 

Potremolti, Pontremulium, a Town and Seigni- 
ory in Italy, anciently called Apua; at the Foot of 
the Apennine, in the Eaſtern Borders of the States of 
Genoua ; fifteen Miles from Genova to the Eaſt, and 
eleven from Maſſa to the North. This Town and 
Seigniory in the Year 1650,was fold by the Spaniards 
to the Duke of Ti/cany ; under whom it now is: and 
has belonging to it a ſtrong Caſtle. 

Popayan, Popaiana, a great Province in South 
America, in the Terra Firma, towards the Mountains ; 
which on the Weſt is bounded by the South Sea, on the 
South by Peru, on the Eaſt by New Granada, and on 
the North by New Carthagena. Its greateſt extent 
is from North to South. The Capital City of it is Po- 
payan ; ſeated near the riſe of the River of S. Martha ; 
one hundred and forty Miles from the South Sea to 
the Eaſt. It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
de Sanfta Fe d Antiquera. The other Cities are 
Caramanta, Arma, Sanfta Anna d Anzerma, Car- 
thagena, Cali, Amaguer, and Agreda. Under the 
Spaniards. 

Popfingen, Popfinga, a ſmall City in the Circle 
of Schwaben in Germany, in the Tract of Rieſs ; up- 
on the River Eger. One Mile from Norlingen to the 
Weſt: An Imperial and Free City. 

ozentru, Brundufia, a Town in Switzerland ; 
called by the Inhabitants, Bronerut ; by the French, 
Porentru. The Seat of the Biſhop of Baji/, and ſub- 
ject to him. It ſtands in the Borders of Suntgow, 
and the Higher Alſatia ; upon the River Halle; three 
German Miles from Ferrezte, (or Pfirt) to the Weſt, 
and fix from Baſil, The Tract in which it ftands 
is called E//gar. 
_ Pozmon, Thermodcn, a River of Cappadocia, 
which falls into the Enxine Sea. 

Po020s, an Iſland in the Gulph of Corsnth, (or d' 
Engina) between the Morea and Athens : eighteen 
Miles in compaſs,and very fruitful and populous. Now 
under the YVenetians. 

Poztalegre, or Porto-Alegre, Portus Alacris, A- 
mea, a City in Portugal in the Province of Alentejo, 
towards the Borders of Extremadura: which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Evora ; fourteen 
Miles from that City, and twenty eight from Lisbon 
to the Eaſt : thirty three from the Az/antick, Ocean, 
Eaſt. Well fortified, upon a River ; and giving the 
Title of a Count. 

PÞozt-au-Pztnce, a Town upon the South Coaſt 
of the Ifle of Cuba, in the Weſt-Didies ; with a Port, 
which drives a great Trade in Hides. 

Pozt aux JPzunes, a Country in the North of 
the Ifle of Madagaſcar. 

Ji Poztatoze, Ufens, a River in Campagna di 
Roma, 1n the States of the Church ; which artſcth at 
a place called Caſenoue, two Miles from Sezze, (a 
Town in the ſame Province,) and falls into the Tyr- 
rhenian Sea, near Terracina ; fxty Miles from Na- 
ples to the Welt. 

Poztland, Yi#delrs, a ſmall Peninſula in Dorſer- 
ſhire; which ſhoots into the Brzreſh Sea, about nine 
Miles from North to South. The principal place in if 
is called Por: /and Caſtle, built by Henry VIII. Oppo- 
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ſite to which, towards Weymouth, on the Land ſide, 
ftands Sandford Caſtle ; and theſe two together com- 
mand all Ships that paſs into the road here.' This 
Iſland belongs to the Church of Wincheſter, by the 
Gift of Edward the Confeſſor. It hath one Church, 
on the South Eaſt ſide near the Sea ; affords Corn 1n 
good plenty, and excellent paſture for Sheep : but 1ts 
Quarries of Stone, of late much uſed in Building, are 
its moſt remarkable Commodity. Charles I. 1n 1632, 
Created Richard Lord Weſton of Neyland, Lord High 
Treaſurer of England, Earl of Portland : which Title 
continued in the ſame Family for three ſuccefſions in 
the Perſons of Jeremy, Son to Richard ; Charles, Son 
and Heir to Feremy ; and Thomas Weſton, Uncle to 
Charles. 

Pozto, Puerto, ein Port, un Port, a Port, or Ha- 
ven, is a part of the Sea, ſo incloſed and deep, that 
Ships may ſafely ride in it ; Load and Unload ; whe- 
ther it be made by Art or Nature. All which vulgar 
Names in Italian, Spaniſh, German, French, and 
Engliſh, are derived from the Latin Word Portus, 
Ggnifying the ſame thing. | : 

Pozto, Poreus Auguſti, Portus Romanus, an Epil- 
copal City, which once ſtood at the Month of the 
Tzber, in the States of the Church ; and had a conlide- 
rable Port to it, built by the Emperor Claudms; then 
repair'd by Trajan. But both that and the City, for 
the unwholſomeneſs of the Air, have been deſerted and 
deſtroyed ; tho giving a title to one of the fix Senior 
Cardinals. 

Pozto, Pore 2 Port, and Cividad de Puerto, Por- 
tus Cale, is a great City, and a conſiderable Mart 1n 
the Kingdom of Portugal ; at the Mouth of the Doe 
ro, on the North Side of that River :, which 1s a Br- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Braga; and has 
a large, ſafe, and convenient Hayen upon the Wettern 
Ocean ; within one League of which this City 1s built : 
eight from Braga to the South, and forty ſeven from 
Lisbonto the North. This City took its Name from 
Cale, a Village near it ; and gave the Name of P.reu- 

al to the Kingdom (before called Lufitanza : } it 
\ 2re one of the firſt and mott frequented Ports of that 
Kingdom. Lonp. (1. 15. Lat. 41. 10. 

Pozto'de Acarutla, a great and celebrated Port, 
in New Spain in America; in the Province of Guati= 
mala, upon the South Sea; near Sanfa Trinidada. 

Pozto Belo, Portus Belus, a new City in South 
America, upon the Shoars of the North Sea : which 
has a celebrated Haven, ſecured by two ſtrong Forts ; 
eighteen Leagues trom Panama to the North, in the 
Province of Terra Firma. This City was taken and 
plundered by the Buccaniers. ; 

Pozt en Weſlin, Poreus Bajocerſis, a Port in Nor- 
mandy, on the Britiſh Sea ; one League North of 
Bajeux. 

Pozto Wetto, Portus Gazeorum, Majuma. Sec 
Gazara. . ; 

' Pozto Won, Ach.corum Portus, Portus Bonus, a 
Haven on the Euxine Sea, at the Mouth of the Nte- 
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Pozto di Cozuna, Por:tus Brigantius, a large 
Port in Gallic:ia in Spain ; ten Leagues from Com- 
Foſtella to the North. | 

 Pozto deſire, a Port in Magel/anza ; between the 
River of Plate, and the Terra de Fuogo in South Ame- 
rica. It is otherwiſe called Baya de /os Trabazos- 
The entrance into it 1s about half a League over : 
where ftand two ſmall Iſlands. It affords freſh 
Water. 

Pozto Ercole, or Hercole, Portus Herculzis, a 
Seax-Port in the States of Siena ; on the Tyrrhentan 
Sea ; five Miles from Orb:zello to the South, and 
twelve from Talamont to the ſame. In the Hands 
of the Spaniards ; it has a Fort and a ſmall Haven« 
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Pozto di Gozio, Carbonaria, a Haven at the 
Mouth of the Po ; which takes its Latin Name fron 
a black Tower. It is the Southern Branch of the 
North Branch of that River : in the Dukedom of Fer- 
rara, under the Dominion of the Pope: within fix 
Miles of the Borders of the.States of IVemce to the 
South. And made by that Branch of the Po, which 
1s called 1 Po di Ariano, or the Right Hand 
Branch. 
| Pozto di Gruaro, Porteus Romatinus, a Town 
in Friuls ; upon the River Lemene, ( Romatinum ) 
under the Yenetians : two Miles from Concordia, a 
ruined City to the North. The Biſhop of which re- 
fides in this Town : forty Miles from Yenzce to the 
Eaft, and twenty five from Aquzlejas 

Pozto di Lione, Pireus, the Fort of Athens in A+ 
chata, 5 Miles South of the City ; joined to it by a don- 
ble Wall, built by Them:ſtocles, in the year of Rome 
276 ; which was ruined by the Victorious Lacedemo- 
n1ans,in the year of the World 3546, and of Rome 350, 
after the taking of Athens : being rebuilt, it was after- 
wards ruined by Syl/a. This Haven would then contain 
four hundred Ships; and was both ' as to Peace and 
War, one of the moſt frequented Ports in the World. 
In after-times it took the Name of Pore Lione, from 
a huge Marble Statue of a Lion; of admirable work, 
placed at the bottom of the Bay in a fitting Poſture, 
but erect upon his fore Feet, ten Foot in height. 
This Harbor would not hold above thirty or forty of 
the Ships of our Times, as Mr. #/bee/er judged.

Pozto Samins See Civdad del Re Philippe. 

Pozto Jſfino, Portus De/phins, a ſmall Town and 
Port of I1raly, about- twenty Miles from Genoua to 
the Eaſt ; rowards the Gulph of R:pallo. 

Þozto Longone, Poreus Longus, a large fafe Ha- 
ven 1n the Iſle of ua, od Elve ; under the Spaniards, 
ever fince 1577. Fortified by them in 1606, Taken 
by the French in 1646. Retaken by the Spaniards in 
1650, It ſtands over againlt P:iombine, twelve Miles 
to the South ; fifty four from Lzgorxe, thirty ſeven 
from the Iſle of Corfica to the Eaſt. Before under 
the Princes of P:zombino. | 

Dozto Lovis, Lews, or Blavet, Portus Ludovici, 
Blabia, a ſtrong Town in Bretagne in France ; at 
the Mouth of the River B/ave : which has a large Ha- 
ven. Twelve Leagues from Yannes to the Welt, and 
fifteen from Quimper to the Eaſt. This Town ſprung 
up out of the ruins of Blaver, an old Town near it. 

Pozt Lovis, a new built Town in the Lower Lan- 
guedoc, on the Medzterranean Sea, near Mount de 
Sete, This Haven and Port was made by a vaſt Ar- 
tincial Mount, raiſed out of the Sea with a mighty 
expence. It ſtands two Leagues from Fronezgnan to 
the South, and five from Agde to the Eaſt. 

Þozto Moziſo, Portus Mauritius, a pleaſant 
Town in the State of Genoua; upon the Medzter- 
ranean Sea, well Peopled : it ftands near Onelia, 
upon a Hill ; in. the midſt between Savona- to the 
Eaſt, and Niz7a to the Weſt, thirty fix Miles from 
elther : but it has now no Port, as Baudrand aflures 
us on his own knowledge. | 

Il Pozto di Paula, Portus Pauley a Sea-Port 
in the State of: the- Church, in Campagna di Roma ; 
near Mount Czrcello; into which the Lake of Sana 
Maria vents it felf. Able to contain two thouſand 
Ships: 1t has.every where the marks of a Roman Port, 
but being neglected fills up with Sand. 
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Porto de la Paz, Poreus Pacy, a Port at the 
North end of the Ifland of H:ſpanioia ; where there 
is of late a French Colony ſettled. ES: 
 PÞozto Di Pzimars, a Town and Port in the 
Dutchy of Ferrafa in Italy, where a branch of the 
Po, called Po & Primaro , delivers it ſelf into the 
Gv'ph of Venice. It-has a je wy - its _— 

Pozto di ſan Pedzo, a Port in, South America, 
4 ms Mouth of = nn, hs and Eaſt of the 
River P/ata: upon the Sea of Paraguay. - 

Pozto Kavagiioſo, Portus Oreſtis, a Port in the 
Province of the further Calabria ; in the Kingdom 
of Naples, upon the Tyrrhenian Sea : at the Mouth 
of the River Marro, near La Palma. Thirty Miles 
from Rego to the North, and twenty from Tropea 
to the South, - It is of great Antiquity, but no great 
uſe. 

PFozto ices, or S. Fean de Porto Ricco, or Pur 
erto Rico, Portws Dives, a City in South America 5 
ſeated at the North end of an Ifland of the ſame name 
in the North Sea; which is a Biſhop's See, unde the 
A:chbiſhop of 8. Dominico. Taken and plundered 
by the Engliſh in 1595- and by the Hollanders 1n 
1615- The Iſland lies eight Leagues from Hiſpani- 
ola to the Eaft, at the entrance of the Gulph of Me- 
xico, about a hundred thirty fix Leagues from the 
Continent of America to the South: thirty or thirty 
five long from Eaſt to Weſt, and twenty in breadth. 
Firſt diſcovered by Chr. Columbus in 1493; who de- 
dicated it to S. 7obn Baptiſt; and called this Place 
Porto Ricco, becauſe the greateſt Galleons ride in its 
Port in Safety. The Spaxzards began to plant their 
Colonies here in 1510. They have ſecured this Port 
with two ſtrong Caſtles, befide two little Forts. The 
whole Iſland enjoys a temperate Air, a fruitful Soil for 
Sugar, Ginger, Caflia, and Cattel: but the antient 
Indian Natives have all been barbarouſly murdered 
by the Spaniards. 

Pozto KRopal, Portus Regius, a Port of North 
America, in the Province of Tabaſca; in the Con- 
fines of Tucoatan, upon the Bay of Mexico: called 
by the Spanzards, EI Puerto Real. $ There is another 
Porto of the ſame name in the Kingdom of Andalu- 
fia, over againſt the Iſle of Cadzs ; which of old was 
called Portus Gaditanus. 

Pozt Kopal in New France,in North America,in 
the Province of Acadia, was taken by the Exgl:ſh, and 
reſtored to the French by the Treaty of Breda in 
1667. It ſtands at the bottom of the Bay of France, 
and has a ſafe and large Harbour. 

Pozt Kopal, a Port in F/orida, near Vrrgina. 

Þozt Eopal, a celebrated Nunnery near Cheurenſe 
in France, fix Leagues from Pars. 

Pozt Kopal, a Port on-the South of Zamaica, in 
the Hands of the Exg/:ſÞ : by whom the Town was 
built. Which (before the late dreadtul Earthquake 
1692, ruined the greateſt part of it), had in it above 
one thouſand and five bundred Houſes ; and ex- 
tended twelve Milesin length; extremely populous, it 
being the Scale of Trade in that Ifland. It 1s feated 
at the end of a long point of Land which makes the 
Harbor, and rnns into the Main about twelve Miles; 
having the Sea on the South, and the 'Harbor on the 
North. The Harbor is about three Leagues broad ; 
and in mioſt-places ſo deep,that a Ship of one thoufand 
Tun may. lay her fides to the Shoar of the Point ; 
Load and Unload at pleaſure; and it affords good 
Anchorage all over. For the fecurity of it there is 
built a very ſtrong Caſtle, always well Garriſoned with 
Soldiers; and has ſixty pieces of Cannon mounted. 
'Yet this Fown ftands uv a looſe Sand ; which af- 
fords neither Graſs, Stone, freſh Water, Trces, nor

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Pozto Dabione, Edron, a Port on the Gulph of 
Venice, near Chiofa, (Foſſa Clodia) a City in that 
State ; twenty five Miles from Venice. 

Pozto dt Dalo, Salorius, a Port in Catalonis : 
four Miles from Tarragona towards Barcinone. | 

Pozts Banto, Cerne, one of the Azore Iſlands - 
diſcovered by the Portugueſe in 1428, and by them 
called Ilha de Puerto Santo: Not far from the Ma- 
dera ; about eight Leagues in Circuit. 

Pozto Deguro, a City, Port, and Prefecture jr 
Braſil in South America, upon,the Sea Coaſt ; un- 
der the Portugueſe, The PrefeGture lyes be- 
twixt that called - /os I/leos, and the other of Spirieee 
Canto. 

Pozt Uendzes, Portus Yenerss, a large Port in 
the County of Keuſſilion, upon the Mediterranean 
Sea: in the Borders of Catalonia. Seventeen Miles 
from Perpignan to the North-Eaſt. It has this name 
from a Temple dedicated to Venus, in the times of 
Paganiſm ; which ſtood near it. 

Pozto Uenere, Poreus Venerii, Portus Peneris, 
a Town in the States of Genoua ; which has a Haven 
and a Cattle, built by the Genoweſe in 1113 : ſeated 
over againſt the Iſle of Pai/maria. Sixty Miles from 
— and three from the Gulph de/ Spezza to the 


Pozto Uiejo, a Town and Port in Pers in South 
America, upon the Pacifick Ocean ; in the Province, 

and not far trom the City, Quz#o. 

P8zto Zora, Piidon, a City of Africa Propria, 
mentioned by Ptolemy ; now called Zora by the Emu 
ropeans, and Zuarat by the Moors. It is a ftrong 
Place, which has a large Harbor belonging to it, in 
the Kingdom of Tims; one hundred and twenty Miles 
from Tr:pols to the Weſt: taken and plundered by the 
Knights of Malta not long fince. 

Þoztſmouth, Portus Magnus, a Town in Hampe 

ſhire, in the Hundred of Ports down, of great Anti- 
quity ; called by Ptolemy Mi3ay Muiv,the Great Ha- 
ven ; the Old Town then ftood higher up. The New 
Town 1s built upon an Ifland, called Poreſey; (which 
is about fourteen Miles in Circuit, and at a ſull Tide 
floats in Salt Water) ; by a Bridge on the North join- 
ed to the Continent. The Town 1s fortified with a 
Timber Wall, covered with Earth : on the North-Eaſt, 
near the Gate, it has a Fort ; and two Block: Houſes 
at the entry of the Haven ; built of hewen Stone, by 
Edward IV. and Henry VIE. To which Qu. Elizaberh 
added other Works, and a Garriſon to watch and de- 
fend the Place. The latter Princes have built Store- 
houſes for all forts of Naval Proviſions, and Docks for 
the building of Ships. In Mr. Cambdens time it was 
more reſorted to on the account of War, than Com- 
merce ; and had little other Trade than what aroſe 
from the boiling of Salt. But fince, its Trade is 
much encreafed, It is grown populous ;z a good Nur- 
ſery for Sea-men ; and a Corporation, repreſented by 
two Burgeſſes in the Lower Houſe of Parliament. Giv- 
ing alſo the Title of Dutche(s to the Lady, Lowsſa de 
Querouaille Created by K. Charles Il. 1693. Baroneſs 
of Petersfield, Counteſs of Farnham, and Dutcheſs 

of Portſmouth. © 
- Poztugal, Luſitania, Portugallia, a Kingdom on 
the Welt of Spam: bounded on the Weft by the A-- 
lantich Occan, on the South by Algarve, (which is 
annexed to this Kingdom); on the Eaſt by Andaluſia, 
Extremadura and Leon ; and on the North by Galli= 
cia. It lies on the Sea Coaft from North to South four 
bundred Miles ; not above one hundred where broad- 
eſt, and eighty in the narrower places; eight handred 
and ſeventy nine in Compaſs. Divided into five Pro- 
vinces, to wit, Extre Donero © Minho, Tra los Mon- 
res, Berra, Eſtremadura, and Alentejo or Entre Tefo 
e Gnadiana ; whereunto was added 4iparne, under 
Alphonſus 
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Alphonſus WW. with the Title of a Kingdom. The 
principal Rivers are thoſe four expreſſed inthe Names 
of the Provinces; Pouero, Minko, Tafo and Guads- 
ana, which turniſh the Kingdom with very convenient 
Ports. It was anciently called Luſitania , from the 
the L1fitani its firſt Inhabitants 3 and took the pre- 
ſent Name about the fifth Centary, from Porzocale, 
a celebrated Mart. The Air 1s generally healthful ; 
the Earth Hilly and Barren, eſpecially as to Corn , 
which is much of it imported from France. But it 
yields Wine, Fruits, Fiſh, Game, Salt, Horſes, and 
Mines. And is ſo very populous about Span, eſpe- 
cially towards the Sea , that they reckon more than 
four hundred Cities, or preat privileged Towns ; three 
Archbiſhopricks, ten Biſhopricks, - and above four 
thouſand Pariſhes. This Kingdom: is ſaid to be foun- 
ded by one H-nry Earl of, Lorain about 1099. For 
this Prince having ſhewn much Gallantry in the Wars 
againſt the Moors, was by Alphonſus VI. King of Ca- 
ſtile, rewarded with the Marriage of Tereſia (a Natu- 
ral Daughter of his, ) and a part of this Kingdom, 
with the Title of an Ear. The Son of this Henry, 
Aiphonſus 1.) having in-1139. in the Battel of O- 
rx defeated five Mooriſh Kings, aflumed the Title 
of King. This Prince aſſembled the Eftates of his King- 
dom at Lamego,in the Province of Bezra:who there paſ- 
ſed a Law called the Lam or Statute of Lamego,for the 
excluſion of Strangers from the Crown, which remains 
in full force to this day, His Poſterity enjoyed this Kings 
dom ; and very much inlarged it by Victories againſt 
the Mv-ors at home, and by the Diſcovery of ſeveral 
unknown Countries abroad , for ſeventeen Deſcents. 
Amongſt which, Fohn I ſtyled the Father of his 
Country,ſucceeded in 138 5+ tho only the Natural Son of 
Peter I. the King, fave one, immediately preceding his 
aſcenſion. But Sebaſtian a yaung Prince ( who ſuc- 
ceeded King Fohn IH. in 1557. ) periſhing in a Battel 
in Africa; in 1580. and Henry: dying ſoon after, 
( who was a Church-man, very old when he came to 
the Crown ;) Philzp IT. King of Spain obtained this 
Kingdom by force , and a pretended Title in 1584: 
After whom Phzlsp III. and IV. ſucceſſively enjoyed 
it. But in 1640. Fob Duke of Bragan;za, who had 
a better Title, encouraged by the unſupportableneſs 
of the Spaniſh Government to the Portugueze, by an 
univerſal Revolt of the pcople in all parts, ejected the 
| Spantards and affumed the Kingdom : ſucceeded in it 
by two of his Sons ; the youngeſt of which, Peer, is 
now King of Portugal, and the ſecond of his Name. 
Porzevera, a River of Italy, which falls into the 
Sea by Genoua. | 
Poſega, or Poſſega, the Capital City of Sc/avonia, 
upon the River Orsawa ; eight. Miles from the Save 
to the North , thirty from Gradiſta to the Ealt ; it 
conſiſts of about ten thouſand Houſes. Taey- are 
mean and ſmall, after the manner of the Buildings in 
this Country. It is ſeated in a very fruitful Earth, 
which produceth Fruits of all forts, of a more than 
ordinary ſize; and gives its' name to a County lying 
betwixt the Save and the Drave: This Town fell 
into the Hands of the Turks, under Solyman the 
Magnificent, about 1544. together: with Walpo and 
Quinque Eccleſie: and continued fo till 1687. when 
the Turkiſh Army after the Battel of Mohats revol- 
ting from , and mutinying againſt the Prime Vifier 
their General; the Garriſon which was laid in this 
City to defend it , ( of a ſudden, no Enemy being 
near them ) deſerted, and carried many of the Inha- 
bitants with them, and ſlew others.. Whereupon.Ge- 
neral Dunewalt, (who had then croſſed the Drave 
to befiege Zygeth,) returned and took Poſſeſſion of 
it, without torce, or any oppoſition : and immedi- 


ately took care to ſecure it, - by raifing new Works 


and Forts. Four hundred Villages depend upon this City, 
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Poſnan, Poſnam, or Poſen, Poſnania, a City in 
the Greater Poland; the Capital of a Palatinate, cal- 
led by the ſame Name ; built upon the 'River Wars 
ta, amongſt the Hills; ſeven Miles from Greſna to 
the Welt, twenty from Franch fore upon the. Oder to 
the Eaft, and as many from W|Wrateiſlaw to the North : 
it is little, yet a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Gneſzxa ; and has an excellent and well built 
Caſtle. The Palatinate of Poznanskie; ivbounded 
on the Weſt by the Marquiſate of Brandenburg ; on 
the North by the Further Pomerania; ' on the Eaſt 
by the Palatinate of Kalski;& an the South by Miſnia. 

Poſon. . See Preburg. 

Potenza, Potent:a, a City of 1taly, aſcribed by 
Ptolemy to Lucania; now eated inthe Baſilicate, 
in the Kingdom of Naples ; at the foot: of the 4- 
pennine : fifteen Miles from Acerenza to the North- 
Welt, and eighteen from Venoſa ( Venujia) to the 
South. This wa Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Acerenza ; and now in a tolerable good condition. 

. Pothereus, a River of the Iſland of Crete, menti- 
oned by ancient:Writers , as paſſing by the City Gor- 
tis, or Gortyna, there. -% 

Potoſi, Poroſium, a great City in South America, 
in the Kingdom of Peru ; on the South part of that 
Country ; in a Province: called Los Charcas : ſeated 
at the foot of a Mountain of the fame Name, and 
divided in two by a Rivulet from a Lake that ſtands 
about a quarter of a League off, Eighteen Spaniſh 
Leagues from La Plata to the Eaſt , eighty from the 
Pacarfick, Ocean to the Eft , one hundred and fixty 
from Cuſco to the South. Moſtly regarded on the 
account of rich Mines of Silver here diſcovered in 
I 544. by the Spaniards ; who built this City, and call 
it an Imperial one : which is fince become one of 
the greateſt, richeſt , and moſt populous Cities in 4- 
merica : adorned with divers Magnificent . Churches 
and Monaſteries ; and inhabited by above twenty 
thouſand people, Spaniards, Strangers, Indians, Mou= 
lates,&c.almolt every one appearing in Gold and Silver. 

Potton , a Market Town in Bedfordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Big leſwade,bordering upon Cambridgeſh. 

- Pouges, a Vulage in the Province of Nivernois 
in France, betwixt Nevers and /a- Charite ; much 
frequented upon the account of two Medicinal Springs 
at it, which have: long been'in great eſteem for the 
curing of the Dropfie. | 

Pouligny, or Polzgny, Polichnium, a Caſtle in the 
Franche Comte, which was heretofore a place of great 
{trength.It ſtands ſeven Leagues fromDole to theSouth. 

Poulton, a Market Town in Lancaſhzre , in the 
Hundred of Amounderneſs, upon the River Irwell, 

Powhatan, or James River, the principal River 
in Virgina, dividing that Country by the middle. 
It denominates an Indzan Kingdom there , in which 
Captain Smith in his Voyages made large Diſcoveries. 
The Capital Town of it was Pomezok., 

Powis, or Pow:ſland, a Sovereign Principality, in 
the former times, in Waies; whereof Mathraval in 
the County of Mon:gomery was the Capital. 

P933nolt, or Pozzuolo, Pureols, Dicearchia,a City 
of 1taly, in the Province of Campaxia ; built by the 
Samians ; and called Flavia by Yeſpaſian; now in 
the Terra di Lavoro, ( a Province of the Kingdom 
of Naples.) and a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Naples: It ſtands upon an Hill, by the Shoars of 
the Tyrrhenian Sea ; ppon which it has a large and 
ſale Haven, and aBay of the ſame name ; eight Miles 
from Naples to the Welt. There are within the 
bounds or this City, thirty five natural Baths : which 
have their ditterent forts of warm Water,wonderouſly 
uſeſul for the Cure, of ſeveral Diſeaſes, This City 
was the place, to which the Roman Emperours retrea- 
ed ( for the moſt part) for their divectiſement and 

Uu plea- 
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pleaſure : at this day a great, populous, fine City : 
in which the Spensard: bave built a Cittadel. There are 
very many Reman Antiquities, and natural Rarities in

Pzague, by the Inhabitants called Prag, Praga, 


Cafurgis, Marobudum, Bubicmum, the Capital City 
of the Kmgdom of Bohemia ; an Archbifhopric, kin- 
ſtituted by Pope C/ement VI. and the Royal City ; 
or rather three Cities within one Wall ; which toge- 
ther make it undoubtedly the greateſt City in Ger- 
94x. It ſtands upon the River Muldau, ( called by 
the Inhabitants Fertane ) a large rapid River , cove- 
red by a Stone Bridge of fixteen great Arches, feven- 
teen long, and thirty five broad. This 
City is divided into three parts; the O/a, the New, 
:'+ the L3zzle City, The ©/d lies on the Eaſt of the 
Maldau ; very populous, full of Buildings ; and in this 
theUniverſity was founded by theEmperor Charles1V. 
about the year 1370, 2. The New is very large; ſe- 
parated from the former by a large Ditch or Trench. 
3. The K/ein Seitten , or Leſſer —__ , for plea- 
fantnefs, beauty of Buildings, and fair Palaces, far ex- 
reeds the other two : this lies on the Welt of the 
Muldau : in this is the Royal Palace, the Cathedral 
Church { dedicated toS. Feit ) built by S. Wexcelaw 
Duke of Bohemia, in 923. The Circuit of the City 
is very great : there are many Hills and yoid ſpaces in 
it ; yet it is more populous than Florence, and 
the Streets larger. Dr. Brown in his Travels, has 
given an exaCt account of it. It ſeems to be a 
Place of great Antiquity ; and to be the Marobudum 
of Ptolemy. Fohn King of Bobemaa took it from 
Henry Duke of Carenthia, in 1311. The Inhabitants 
mwpriſoned Finceſtlavs their King in 1392. George 
Podiebrach, the Revenger of the Perfidy of the Coun- 
cil of Conſtance, took it in 2447. The Univerfity 
was opened here by Charles IV. Emperour of Ger- 
many, in 1370. which has had above forty thouſand 
Students at once in it ; eſpecially in the time of Fohn 
Hw, about 1409. ( whoſe DoCtrines were condemned 
m a Council, aſſembled by the Archbiſhop of Prague 
here in 1405+ according to the German Wr:ters.) But 
It is moſt famous for the Defeat of the Proteſtant 
Forces near its Walls, Novemb.8. 1620. by Max:- 
witian Dake of Bavaria ; which ws after ſeverely re- 
venged in the Swediſh Wars. And in this City Aday 
26. 1635. a Peace was made between the Emperour 
and his Proteſtant Subjects. It lies fifteen German 
Mites from Brdiweiſs to the North , eighteen from 
Dreſden, and thirty eight from Vienna to the North- 
Faft. A Fire maged it «ne 21. 1639. to 
the value ( as they computed it ) of two Miltons. 
Long. 36. 38. Lat. 50. 06.

»wbe ; eight German Miles from Vienna to the Eaſt 
and as many from Newheyſel and Comore to the 
North-Weſt ; ſeventy from Raab. The Capital of a 
Connty of the ſame name 5; between 4uſtria, Mo- 
ravia, and the Danube. It has a conſiderable Caſtle, 
built of White Stone. on the top of an Hill, (a ftate- 
ly and beautiful Pile ) to preſerve it {rom the Inroads 
of the Turks. After Gran fell into the Hands of the 
Turks, the Archbiſhops See was removed hither: the 
Aſſemblies of the States of Hungary , have been of 
late ever held in this City. * After Newhenſe! in 1662. 
fell into the Hands of the Turks, it was fortified : be- 
ing then a Frontier. Prince Foſeph Archduke of 
Auſtria ( the preſent Emperour's cleft Son ) was 
crown'd King of Hungary here, Decemb.

Arms agamft their Prince, in the cafe of his aCting con- 
trary to Law, being particularly excluded out of the 
Coronation-Qath by the Conſent of the States of that 
Kingdom : And the Crown thence forward to deſcend 
by Inheritance. A Council was celcbrated here in 1309; 
which Pope Clement V. confirmed.

Or, from Pre- 
troſus Fobannes, which is the Latin Taterpretation of 
the Tithe, Bela/-Gran, that the Abyſſines give their 
King. Or, from Preſde Cham in the Perjiar Lan- 
guage, fignifying a Chr:ftian Emperoar, &c. For 
we find no agreement either in Travellers, or the Lear- 
ned Erymologits, abaut it. And fome moreover attri- 
bute this Kingdom not to-/Erhiopia, but Tartary. 
Daefton , a handſome, large , and populous Bo- 
rough m L axcaſhire ;, in the Hundred of Amonnder- 
eſs : repreſented m the Lower Houſe of Parliament 
by two Burgeſfes; and honoured with the Court of 
Chancery , and the Offices of Juſtice for Lancaſter, 
as a County Palavine. It is feated upon the River. 
Ridle, having a fair Stone Bridge over the ſame. 
Paoveza, Nitopaiss , a City of Epirus ; calledby 
Peotemy and others, Cafſiopeja. It is ſeated at the 
Mouth of the Gulph of Larta, or Prezeſa ; near 
the Shoars of the Tonian Sea ; between the Hands of 
Coxfz, and Sandia Maxra : a Biſhops See, under the 
Axchl of Lepantco. This City took the name 
of Nacopo/ss in the time of Auguſtus Ceſar ; being 
built and fo called by that Prince, in memory of tus 
Victory obtained at Aywn, near it, oyer gn 
all 
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and Cleopatra, m a Sea Fight. In 1539. the 
Pope's and King of Spain's Galleys endeavoured 
to furprize it from the Tzrks, but ' failed in 
the attempt: In 1584. Adero/ans taok it , upon a 
furrender, for the Yenetians. © Long. 46. 20. Lat. 
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wht ers Citra, Principatus Citerior 3 the 
Hither Principate ; a Province in the Kingdom of 
Naples : bounded on the North by the Further Prin- 
cipate, and part of Terra di Lavaro ; on the Weit 
and South by the Tyrrberian Sea; and on the Ealt by 
the Principate. It is feventy Miles in length from 
the South. Eiitt to the North Weit. The Capital of it 
is Salerno ; the other Cities ave Amaifi, Nocera, Mar- 
fico, Nuovo , and Sarno. A part of the Country of 
the ancient Picentinr, and Lucania, lies contained 1n

P:incipato. Oltra, Prencipatus Vlterior ; the 
Further Principate ; is a Province of the Kingdom of 
Naples. Bounded on the Eaſt and North by the C- 
pirmnate; the Terra di Lavoro to the Weſt , and the 
Hither Principate to the South.

Capital of it : it has beſides Conga, Aveliino, Arian, ' 


and Cedvgna z in ancient times the greateſt ,part of 
this Province belonged to the Church, See Benevento. 
Jl p2incipato di Wal di Taro, a Valley and 
ſmall Province of Lombardy in Italy, under the Duke 
of Parma : through which the River of its own 
name, Taro, takes its courſe to the Po. The Towns 
Campiano and Borgo di Val di Taro ftand 1n this 
Prencipate. : ; 
Yriftinag a large City in Bu/garza, fitvated in the 
midway between Nz//a and Vſcopza. Taken by the 
imperialiſts 1n the year 1639. OS 
D:ochita, or Procida, an Ifland three Miles in 
compaſs, on the Coalt of Terra di Lavoro; near the 
Bay of Naples: which has a fine Caſtle,and a Monaſtery. 
P:opontis , the Sea betwixt Aſia Minor and 
Thrace: now Called the Sea of Marmorga.See Mar mora. 
La Pzovence, Provincia , one of the. Southern 
Provinces of France. The firit part of Fraxce which 
the Romans conquered , and reduced into the form 
of a Roman Province; from whence it has its Name, 
( Provincia Romana.) In thole times it was houn- 
ded on the Eait by the Mar:z#rm Alpes; on the South 
by the Mediterranean Sea; on the Welt by the 
Rhoſne ; and on the North by the Vocontzz, Catu- 
78pes, and Ebreduntit , three Gallick Tribes or Nati- 
ons: within which bounds 1it contained all theſe other 
Tribes; the Cavares, the Sa/iz, Deſviates, Albict , 
Mzment, and Oxybis. It is now much leſs than it 
was then : but (till one of the greatett Provinces in 
France : bounded on the North by the Dauphine ; 
on the Eaſt by the Alpes, and the County of N:77a 
on the Weſt by Languedsc, cut off by the Rhoſne ; 
and on the South by the Mediterranean Sea. From 
Eaſt to Weſt, from the Rhoſne tothe Var, forty four 
. Leagues : from North to South thirty two: in Circuit 
one hundred fifty eight ; as Honorate de Bouche has 
ſhewn in a very exact Deſcription of it , lately pub- 
liſhed. The Capital of this Province is Azx; the 
other Cities are Antibe, Arles, Avignon, Carpeitras, 
Digne, Dragugnan, Frejus, Graſſe, Marſeille, Orange, 
Sſteron, Taraſcon, Toulon, Voifon. The Rivers Rboſre, 
Var, Durance, Veraon, Arvens, Gc, water it. This 
Province was conquered by the Romans , before Fu- 
lius Ceſar entered France, upon the complaint of the 
Marſil:ans againſt the Salians. M. Fulvius Flacens 
was ſent with an Army againſt them in the year of 
Rome 627. ore hundred twenty three years before 
the Birth of our Saviour : and the War was ended by 
Fabius Maximus in 632. It continued under the 
Romans till the year of Chriſt 411. when it was gran- 
ted to Atholphus ( King of the Goths ) with Placidia 
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a Siſter of the Kmperour Fonor:us , by that Prince. 
Theodorick expelled this Nation in 462. and brought 
i under the O/trogoths.or Goths of Italy: from whom 
it paſſed to Theodobert King of Metz, a Frank, 
about 549. by the Grant of the Emperour Fuſt:- 
xian, From theſe it paſfed to Rodolph Duke of Bur- 
gundy : and in 876. Hugh de Arles obtained this Pro- 
vince of Boſou King of Burgundy, by the Title of Eari 
of Provence.It continued under Earls with the changes 
of Families, till x4$1. when Charles Earl of Maime 
C the laſt Eart of Provence ) gave it to Lewy KL. 
King of France , his Couſin German ; from which 
time it has been united to the Crown of France. 
There were in this Province three other ſmall States, 
not ſubject de Fure to the Crown of France : as 
Avignon under the Pope 3 N:7za under the Duke 


" of Savoy ; and Oranze under the Prince of Orange. 


P2zovins, Provinum , a Town, fometime the Ca- 
pital, of /a Brie in France, upon the River Voufte ; 
whence the Province» Roſes take their denomination. 
It has been underſtood by ſome , to be the Az2rz- 
cum of the Ancients. ; 

P2:uſa, See Burſa. Beſtdes whieh, two other an- 
cient Epiſcopal Cities in Bithmia, in the Leſſer Aja, 
bave their Names remembred by Szrabo, Pliny, and 
Ptolemy. Said to be now called Cherz and Barech. 

Pzuſſiia, Boruſſia, Pruthenta, a great and fruitful 
Province of theKingdom ofPoland:(which is aDukedom ) 
called by the Inhabitants Pron/s; by the Poles Prufſ3;by 
the Germans Prenſſen, and by the Italians Pruſſia. 
Bounded on the North by the Baltick Sea ; on the 

Veit by Pomerania on the South by Po/ard and 

Mazovia ; & on the Eatt by Lithuquig & Samogitzg. 
This Proviiace was at firſt under Sovereign Dukes of 
its own ; after that, under the Knights of the Teu- 
tonick Order, who in 1228. began a long and bloody 
War towards the Conquelt of it: in 1454. the We- 
fern part was loſt from that Order , being ſubdued 
by the Poles : In 1500. the Grand Maſter of the Qr- 
der triumphed over the M:ſcovites, that had fallen 
upon Pruſſia and Lithuania. In 1525. the Eaſtern 
part ſubmitted to the Crown of Poland too. Albert 
Marqueſs of Brandenburg ( the thirty fourth , and 
laft Maſter of that Order ) doing Homage, and ob- 
taining from that Crown the Eaftern part, with the 
Title of Duke of Pruſſia. It ftands now divided in- 
to two parts, called the Regal and the Dacal Pruſſia: 
in the firſt are Dantzzich, Marzenburg', Ejbing and 
Thorn : in the ſecond are Koningsberg, and Memel. 
The Regal Pruſſia, ( Dantzick excepted ) was yiel- 
ded by a Treaty in 1655. to. the Crown of Sweden. 
The Duca! is under the Duke of Brandenburgh, who 
farmes the Amber-Fiſhery along the Coaſt of the 
Baltich, Sea, in this Province, at eighteen or twenty 
thouſand Crowns a year. : 

P2nth, Porata, Hieraſius , a River of Moldavia ; 
which arifing in Red Ruſſia, entereth Walachia ; and 
watereth Faczy, (the Capital of that Province ;) and at 
fait falleth into the Danube, | 

Pzuym, or Prume, Prumia, a Caſtle, Town, and 
Monattery in Germany, of the Order of S. Benedi8, 
in the Foreſt of Ardenne; built by Pepin King of 
France, 1n the year 760. It itands upon a River of 
the fame Name 5; which falls into the Saar, be- 
twixt the Electorate of Trier and the Dutchy of 
Luxembiurgh: ſeven Leagues to the North from Trzer, 
and fx from Limburg to the South. Lotharins the 
Emperour, Son of Lewzs the Debonnaire , reſigning 
the Imperial Dignity, died a Moxk in this'Monaltery, 
in 855. In 1576. the Territory belonging to that 
Abbey ( which trll then had been ſubje# to the Ab- 
bot of this Houſe only ) fell under the Elector or 
Trier ; whoſe Succefſors are ever fince the perpetual 
TR” of this JuriſdiCtion, ( confirmed there- 
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in by the Der at Ratisbone in 1654. ) which extends 
to ſome Villages about this Monaſtery. _ 

Pzzemyfl, Premi/lia, a City of the Kingdom of 
Poland, upon the River San, in Red Ruſſia ; which 1s 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Lemburg, 
and ſixteen PolzſÞ Miles from Sandomir to the South, 
and eighteen from Lemburg to the Weſt. It ſtands 
upon an Hill , well peopled , and in a flouriſhing 
ſtate. 

Pſpllii, an ancient people of Libya in Africa: de- 
ſeribed by Suetonius, Herodotus, Gellius, © c. to have 
had a particular art at expelling and mortifying of 
Poiſons '; whence Auguſtus Ceſar , defiring to pre- 
ſerve Cleopatra for a Triumph. cauſed theſe P{y/lz to 
ſuck the Poiſon out of her: But too late. 

Ptolemais. See Aca. " 

Ptolemats Cyrenaica, one of the five Cities of 
the ancient Pentapolis in the Kingdom of Egypt ; 
which was a Biſhops Sce, of great note heretofore 1n 
the Perſon of Syneſus, its Biſhop ; who in 411. al- 
ſembled a Council at it for the excommunication of 


Andronicus, Prefect of the Country. The modern 
Name of it is Tolometa. 
Ptolemats Ferarum, See Suachen. $S The An- 


cients mention another Pcolemats , in the Thebazs, in 
Ezypt ; near the Nele. 
uerto. See Porto. 

Pugan, Pugawm, a City in the Province of 
Queycheu in the Kingdom of China. 

* Puglta. See Terra d: Bari, Apulia,and Capit anata. 

Puihely , a Market Town in Caernarvanſhire in 
Wales, in the Hundred of Gyflogzor. 

Le Pup , Podium, Anicium, Avicium, Vellavz, 
Vellaunorum Urbs, a great and populous City in the 
County of Ve/ay in Languedoc, upon the River Loyr ; 
which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bour- 

es; but exempt from his Juriſdiction ; and the Bi- 

op is Earl of Velay. It is the Capital of the Coun. 
ty in which it ſtands; adorned with many Pariſhes and 
Religious Houſes : twenty two Leagues from Lyor: 
to the North-Weſt ,, twenty from Clermont to the 
North, and eighteen from Yiemne. In 1130. the 
Biſhops of Aquitarn aſſembled in Council here ; con- 
demned Anacletus , an Anti-Pope, 1n favour of the 
Election of Pope bÞ:nocent Il. 

Puy-=en Jnjou, Podium Andegavenſe, a Town 
in A7Jou in the Borders of Pozttou ; three Leagues 
from Salmur to the South, and eight from Poi&ters 
to the North-Eaſt ; near the River Thoue. 

Pup Lawzens, Puteum Laurents:, a ſmall Town 
in Languedoc, which has been dignified with the 
Title of a Dukedom ; two Leagues from Chartres 
to the Welt, and three from Lavaur. 

Puyg de Cerden, 7ugum Carretanorum, a Town 
in Span, in the County of Cerdaigna 3 upon the Ri- 
ver Segre, in the Pyrenean Hills, in the Borders of 
France ; fourteen Leagues from Perpignan, and fix 
from Urgel, a City of Catalonza. This Town is the 
Capital of the County in which it ſtands ; and was 
lately in the hands of the French ; but by the Treaty 
of Nsmeguen, reſtored to the Spansards. The French 
call it Puycerda. 

Puz3znolo, Puteols, See Poz7uols. 

Pp, a ſmall River in the Biſhoprick of Reims in 
France, which falls into the Swippe ; and with it into 
the Aiſne at Nenufchaſtel. 

Pplus. The Ancients mention ſeveral Towns and 
Mountains of this Name. The moſt eminent of 


them, now extant, is Navarino in the Morea. See 
Navarino. 

The Pyramides of Egppt. Theſe, as it were, 
immortal Buildings , accounted among(t 7 the Won- 
ders of the World, ſtand the diſtance of about ten 
Miles from Cairo in Egypt, Pliny lays, three hun- 
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dred ſeventy thouſand men were employed upon the 
largeſt of them, twenty years: whoſe height amoun- 
ted to five hundred and twenty foot, the breadth fix 
hundred eighty two ſquare 3 aſcended ( being the 
only open one ) by two hundred and eighteen  Tovy 
of about three toot deep. Within, Caverns for the 
repoſal of dead Bodies ; a Hall, a Chamber, and an 
empty Tomb made of a ſingle Stone of the like- 
neſs of Porphyry. Without, before it, as before two 
others of the chiefeſt, appear the Reſts of certain 
ſquare Edifices like Temples: and hard by, a vaſt Pile, 
repreſenting the Face and Breaſt of a Woman,twenty 
fx foot high ; which Pliny calls Sphynx, becauſe there 
was then a contrivance to utter Orac/es from it. 
The ancient Egyptians believed, that Pharaoh and 
Amaſis, Kings of Egypt, lay entombed in theſe Pyra- 
mides. The Baſes of them,as far as to the ſixteenth 
ſtep upwards, to the North, by time, have been cove- 
red with Sand. 

The Pyzenean Yills, Mens Pyrenevs,one of the 
greatelt Chains of Mountains in Europe : called by the 
Spaniards, les Montes Pyreneos ; by the French, les 
Monts Pyrenees ; by the Italians, Ii Monts Pirenes. 
They lie between France to the North, 2nd Spain to 
the South ; extending from Eaſt to Welt eighty Spa- 
21ſ/h Leagues; that is, from Port Vendres ( in Roufil- 
lon, on the Mediterranean Sea), to S. Sebaſtian on 
the Bay of B/cay: in various places called by difte- 
rent Names. 

Pyrzug. See Porto di Lione. 
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Uadalquivirjo, See Gnadalquivirejo. 
Nuadt, the old Inhabitants of Moravia, and 
the North of Auſtria, as far as the Danube : who 
maintained a perpetual War with the Romans, till the 
year of Chrilt 565: when they were conquered firſt 
by Lechus Duke of Poland. In the time of the 
Emperour Valentinian , they advanced as far as to 
Aquileja * and though the Marcomannz dwelt in 
Moravra too , yet the adi and them were two as 
diſtinct people, as the preſent Moravians and the 
Tranſ-Danubian Auſtrians ; which latter poſleſs the 
Seats of the Quad:. 

 Nuancheu, Quangchen, Quancheum, the Capital 
City of the Province of 2vam/1, in the Kingdom of 
China ; ſometime called Fangching and Quangeung ; 
and by Foreigners , Canton. It ſtands upon the Ri- 
ver Ta, which a little lower falls into the Ocean ; and 
affords it a large and ſafe Harbour, detended by two 
Caſtles. It is ſurrounded with Hills, in Circuit four 
German Miles. Befieged twelve Months by the Tar- 
tars ; and a laſt taken more by fraud, than force ; 
to the great ruin of it, and the ſlaughter of its In- 
habitants in 1650» Long. 140. 30. Lat. 26. 25. ac- 
cording to the laſt and beft Maps. 

Nuangan, 2vanganum, a City in the Province 
of 7imnan, in China; in the hands of the King of 
Tunkim. 

Quangping, a City of the Province of Pekim in 
China. 

Quangſi , one of the principal Cities of the Pro- 
vince of Junnan in China. 

Quangte, a City in the Province of Nangquin , or 
Nankim. 

Quamſi, or Quanſi, Wanſia,a Province in the King- 
dom of China : bounded by Tunnan on the Welt, 
Queycheu on the North, Cochin China on the South, 
21antum on the Eaſt, The Capital of it 2yeilin. It con- 

fains 
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tains eleven Cities, ninety nine great Towns ; 136719 

Families: the laſt Province which the Tartars Con- 
red. :

Quantum, Cuangtung, a vaſt Province in China 3 
bounded on the North by Kzamſi, and Huquam ; on 
the Eaſt by Fokzen ; on the Welt by Qvam/?7, and the 
Kingdom of Tumkim, or Cochin -China ; ard on the 
South by the Ocean. It contains ten Cities, ſeventy 
three great Towns, and 483360 Families. One of 
the belt watered, and molt fruitful Provinces 1n this 
Kingdom. 

MNuaquacuſt, /z coſte des Dents, a part of Guinea 
in Africa ; which extends eight Span;ſh Leagues 1n 
length from Eaſt to Welt. See Guinee, and Coſte 
de dents. 

Quarentan, Yadicaſſes, or Carentan ; a Sea-Port 
Town in Normandy ; ſeventeen Leagues from Caen 
to the Weſt, and eight irom Contances to the North- 
Eaſt. ; 

Muarsg. See Car. Tit 

Quebec , the Principal French City in New France 
in Amer:ca: taken from the Indians in the Conqueit 
of this part of their Country by French Men, and very 
itrongly fortiked. 

Mueda, a City of the Eaſt-Ind:es, upon the Pro- 
montory of Malacca, over againit 5:matra. Long. 
125. 31» Lat. 5-50, It has an excellent Port, and 
a very great Trade, being much trequented by the 
European Merchants and the Capital of a Kingdom 
of the ſame name ; which was ſubject to the King of 
Siam, but has now a Prince of its own. 

QNuedelinburgh, a Town 1n the Vpper Saxony in 
Germany. Once a Free Imperial Town, but being 
afterwards exempted, became (together with its Ter- 
ritory) ſubject to its own Abbeſs, whoſe Houſe here 
was of great fame. It lies two German Miles from 
Halberſtad to the South : now ( with 1ts Territory) 
ſubject to the Duke of Saxomy. In the year 1085. 
Hermannus, elected King of the Romans by the Par- 
tiſans of Pope Gregory VII. to oppoſe the Emperor 
Henry IV, afſembled a Council at this Town; in which 
fentence of Anathema pailed upon the Henrycianes, 
called Hereriques ; and the Antipope,. Gurbertus, ſet 
up by the Emperor. There was another in 1103. re- 
markable for its giving abſolution to Henry, Son of 
the Emperor Hezry IV. for revolting againtt his Fa- 
ther ; tho others place this latter ſometime to Northaue 
ſen in Thuring1a. 

Nuedenau, a Village in the Dukedom of Pruſſia 
in Poland. Of great note amongit the Sea-taring 
People, for a Church there dedicated to S. Fames ; 
whither they repair to perform thetr Vows and Devo- 
tions. 

MQucens County, a County in the Province of 
Leinſter in Ireland ; called by the Ir:ſh, Cunntae 
Lo:ghſaigh. Bounded by Kildare to the Weſt, Kl- 
kenny to the South, and Kings County to the Eat. 
The chief Town of which is Queens Town, fixteen 
Miles irom Kz{dare to the Welt, and twenty two from 
K2zlkenny to the North. 

Quetcheu, 2Queichea, a Province on the South- 
Welt of China ; bounded on the North with Suchuen ; 
on the Eatt with Huquam ; cn the South with 21uam/i, 
and on the Welt with 7imnan. This Province is ex- 
tremely Mountainous : It has eight Cities, ten great 
Towns, and forty five thouſand three hundred and 
three Families. The Capital City is 2yezyan. 

Queichen, a City in the Province of Syuchuen, in 
the Kingdom of China, upon the River Kzang ; built 
in a very fruitful and well watered Plain. This is the 
Capital of twelve Towns. 
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Qucilin, a City in the Province of Quamſi itn Chi- 
na, upon toe River Wer, | 

Qucillca, £4:os, Kz'oa, a Kingdom of Jangue- 
var, mn Africa; between Moſambique and Ve/mae ; 
on the Eaitern Shoar of Africa : the King of which 
Is a Tributary to the King of Porruga/, It has a City 
of the farae name, feated in an 1:Jan} ; which in 1509. 
was taken by Francs Aimaiaa, the Portiigal Vice- 
Roy of Afr:ca. Long. 63 25. South Lat 9. 18. This 
Iſland, c.lled alſo Qrez//oa, hath a firong Cittadel for 
its detence, together with a famous Port ; and is ho- 
noured with the Reſidence of the King. $ Some place 
— an old City, 2c:/loa, upon another quarter 
of it. : 

Ducite, Queitum, a City in the Province of Honan 
in China, 

_ Queipang, a great City in the Province of Quer- 
cheu in Chia. 

Quercp, Cadurcenſis Traftus, is a County in Gui- 
enne> in Aquitain, in France ; great, populous, and 
fruitiul in Corn, Wine, Cattel, £9. Bounded on the 
North by Limoſin ; on the Ealt by Auvergne and Re- 
vergne; on the South by Languedoc ; and on the 
Weit by Agenoz and Perzgort. The Capital of it is 
C2hors; the other Towns are Montauhan, Figeac, 
Gordone, and Martel. This was the Country of the 
ancient Cadurc: in Ceſar, who furniſhed the Gauls 
with twelve thouſand Men 1n their League againſt the 
Romans. It became united with the Crown of France 
12 the Reign of Ph:l:p the Hardy. 

Duyuerimba, an LIiland towards the North-Eaſt of 
Madagaſcar. 

Quernfurt, a ſmall Town, which is yet the Ca. 
pital of an Earldom of the fame name, in the Vpper 
Saxony ; in the County of Mansfe/d; under the Duke 
07 Saxony ever lince 1635 : but it belonged before to 
the Biſhop of Magdeburg. 

. Queſnop, Quercerum, a ſmall but very ſtrong 
Town -1in Haznault ; three Leagues from Landrecy 
to the North, two from Valenciennes, ' and five 
from Cambray: In the Hands of the French ever ſince 
1654s |

Quianſy, or K:angſy, Qrrarſia, a Province in 
China, towards the South of that Kingdom ; boun- 
ded on the Ealt by Chekzam, on the South by Qan- 
tum, on the Weit by Huquam, and on the North by 


. Nankim. The Capital of which is Nanchang. It 


contains thirteen. Cities, fixty ſeven great Towns, and 
one hundred thirty fix thouſand fix hundred and twen- 
ty nine Families. 

- Nuibziche, the ſame with Bernich in Bar- 
ary. 

Duieras, a ſtrong Town in Predmont, upon an 
Hill 3nd the Banks of the River Tanaro : where the 
famOus Tre.ty betwixt France,. Spain, the Empire, 
Savoy, and Modena was celebrated in 1631. 

Dutmper, Cor:ſopitum, a City in the Province of 
Britagne, in the Territory of Cornvazle ; which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Tours ; upon 
the Oder. Three. Leagues from the "Ocean to the 
North, ten from Breſt, and forty from Rennes. 
Called commonly alſo Quimper-Corantine, from Co- 
rantinus , the ſuppoſed Tutelar Saint of the Dio- 
ceſe: to whom is Dedicated here the Cathedral 
Church. 

Quimperlay, a Town in Br:itagne, upon the River 
Tforte ; two Leagues from the Sea,and ten from 2ime 
per to the Eaſt. | 

QDuinbozongh or Queentorongh, the chief Town 
of the Iſland of Shepey in Kent, in Scray Lath ; which 
hath the honor to be repreſented by two Burgelles in 
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the Lower Houſe of Parliament ; and to be ſecured 
by a Caitle Royal. 

Qutnque Ecrielix, a City of the Lower Hungary 3 
called by the Inhabitants,Oreg1azae ; by the Germans, 
Funfkirchen ; by the Turks, Peeſber ; by the French, 
Cing Egliſes. It ſtands in the County of Baran, upon 
the River Keorez, not far from the Drave : fix Ger- 
»:an Miles from the Danube, twenty three from Be/- 
grade to the North-Weſt, fourteen from Alb.z Regd- 
/s, twelve from Byda to the South. It has this name 
from five noble Churches which were heretofore 1n this 
City. Stephen King of Hwngary eſtabliſhed the Bi- 
ſhoprick here, (in 1009,) under the Archbiſhop of 
Gran. Solyman the Magnificent took it with great 
difficulty, in 1543 : and diedinit after, whilit his Ar- 
my Jay be'ore $:2eth, in 1466. Count Ser: [I. barnt 
it and the Bridge of &fjec%/in 1664. Having been fur- 
priſed and plundered by the Croatian Army, in 1685+ 
the year following after the taking of Buda, it was 
ſurrendered without reſiſtance to the Inperia/rſts, The 
Turksſl7 Govertior f:ying 3 Now the old Hen was ef. 
caped out of their Hands, the Chickens would follow 
her. Long. 42. 08. Lat. 46. 09. 

Nuinfap, King/a, Keingſe, or Kangcheu, and 
2uifay, a valt City ini the Province of Chegeun ; which 
in 1300. was the Capital, and Royal City of China, 
the Relidence of the Emperors : ſaid then to be ten 
Leagues in length, five broad, and thirty m Circuit ; 
containing about a Million of Familtes: to have twelve 
hundred and fxty Stone Bridpes, a Lake in the mndit 
of it about thirty Miles in cincwnierence, four hun- 
dred and ſeventy Gates, with a Wall thirty Lragues 
in compaſs of that breadth at the top,that twelve Horſe- 
men'might Ride a breatt without any inconvenience 
upon it, This City itands upon the River C:entang, 
about fotty Leagues from the Eaitern Ocean. Some 
confound it with Peking. The Cham of Tartary is 
faid to keep a Gartiſon 1n it of thirty thouſand Me. 

S.Nuintin, Qurntnium, a City in the .Province 
of Picardy in France ; winch is the Capital of Ver- 
mandoess ; and ſprung up out of the ruins of Augaſta 
Veromanduorum, a Roman Town. Famous for a great 
defeat of the French Forces ; upon which it was yield- 
ed to the Earl of Pembroke, who beſieged it in 1557. 
Bat the getting of this Town was the loſs of Catars : 
the Garriſon of which was drawn out by Kmg Phelip 
to manage this Siege ; two years after, the French 
recovered S. Q mein by a Treaty, and kept Calats 


too. It ſtands upon the River Somme ; fix Leagues . 


from Perroxne to the Eait, and ſeven from Cambray 
to the South. 

 Nuir, a part of the unknown Terra Auſtralss ; 
diſcovered by a Spaniard of the Name, but unculti- 
vated as yet by Europ2ans. 

con, or Quſcun, Toria, a Province of the 

Leſſer Aſia. 
— Nuailo, Cys, a River of the Colchi ; which falls 
into the Euxime Sea; feventy fix Miles South of the 
Mouth of the Pbaſos ; now called i! Fazo. 

Quieſs, 2u:/)us, a River of Bohemza, in the Lower 
Silefra ; which1n the Borders of Lnſatia falls into the 
Borber, near Sagan; ſeven German Mikes from Glo- 
gar to the Wett. 

a, or 2ureteva, a City and Kingdom in 
Afrrea, on the South of pPribay ſve a.part 
N the Kingdom "of Monotapia ; towards Zargue- 
ar. 
_- Quito, a Province of Peru, in South America, 
in the North part of that Kingdom : between the Pro- 
vince of 2u;x0 to the Eaſt, and the Pacifick Orean 
to the Weſt ; rs Gonca Jong, and thirty tive 
broad. Tt had at firſt Kings of its own 5 but before 
the arrival 'of the Spaniards, was Conquered by the 
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King of Peru ; and together with it, fell under the 
Dominion of Span. 

E1 Nuito, the Capital City of the Province called 
by its name ; a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Lima ; in a ſruitful Valley, at the foot of a Mountain 
called Volcano Pinta ; near Machargara,and Machan- 
gavilla, two Rivers almolt under the Line. It is like- 
wile called $. Irazci/co det Quuto, Two hundred and 
tiity Spaniſh Leagues irom Lima to the North, and 
{ix from the Pacefick Ocean to the Eaſt. In 1586. 
there was an Univerſity opened here. 

The Government of Quits, is a conliderable part 
of South America z and one of the three principal Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom of Peru ; on the North it is 
bounded with Pop:an ; on the Eait with the Rivers 
of Pulumaio, and Amazons ; on the South with the 
reſt of Peru, and on the Weſt with the Pacizfick Ocean, 
The Andes divide it mto two parts; belides 2uzto, it 
contains Cane/a, Quzxos, and the South and middle 
Popian ; with ſome other Territories of ſmail Note. 
This is a fruitful, populous, and well watered Pro- 
vInCe. 

Quivira, a Province in North America; between 
New Mexsco, Mount Sua!, and Florida ; which was 
never Conquered by any of the European Nations, ror 
indeed throughly Diſcovered. It attords good palty- 
rage along the Sea Cot. 

Quixos, or /os Qurx0s, Q!u4xorum Provincta, A 
Provirice in the North of Peru ; between 27470 to the 
Welt, and Caneia to the Eait.; firſt Diſcovered in 
I557. by the Spanzaras, who have only four Colonirs 
In 17. 
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Jab, Jawrexum. See Gerver: 

KRaab, or /e Rab, Arrabo, a River of 4Hw- 
gary ; Which ariſeth in the Lower Stiri, near Gratz : 
and running Eaftward throngh the Lower Hungary, 
by the Counties of Salawar and Gewer, it entertains 
the Lauſmitz, the Binca, and the Guntz ; and wa- 
tering S. Gothard, and K2rment, beneath Sarvar 2t 
divides into two Branches : the right Hand Branch ts 
calied Rabnitz, the other Rab : theſe two make tac 
Ile of Rab, ſeven German Miles in length. At Rab 
or Favarn, they reunite into one Stream again ; and 
fall into the Danube. Tins River 18 particularly mee 
morable for a great Defat of the Turksft> Forces, by 
the French and Germans, 1 1664. upon the Banks 
of it near Kerment. See Ricaut's State 07 the Orco- 
man Empire, pag. 207. 

Rabaſteins,' Kapiſtarzom, a Town inthe Vpper 
Languedoc in the Dioceſe of Aiby, in Fravice, upon 
the River T.zrz : whoſe Coat of Arins is, three Tiurneps 
ſuitable to the Derivation of its Name from both the 
French and Latin, Rave, and Rapa, a Turnep. 

Kabath, Oppraum Novum, a City in the Kingdom 
of Fez ; fixty wwo Miles from Tangzer, and ſeventy 
four from Fez. 

RBabath. See Petra. 

Racanetla, Cy.#/tarnus, a River of the Hither Ca- 
labria, in the Kingdom of Naples ; whith flowing by 
Coſano, falls into the Bay of Taranzo. 

Kachetburgh. Sce Ra:Fburgh. 

Backelfpurg, Polentzum, Raceburgum, a City of 
Germany, in the Lower Stzria ; upon the River 1Mu- 
er ; under the Emperor, as Archduke of 4uſtria; 
four German Miles trom the Borders of Hungary to 
the Weſt, and fix from Grazz tothe Eaſt This City 
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is a Roman Town, afcribed by Antonius to the Vp- 
er Pannonia. WET 

Radicofant, a Caſtle and Seigniory in Tuſcany, be- 
tween $:ena and Rome. 

KRadtni, the fame with Ser7ymomn 
parts Thrace and Macedon1a. _ 

IRavnorthire, Radroria, one of the twelve Shires 
in the Principality of ales : Bounded on the North 
by Mormonth ; on the Eaſt by Shropſhire and Here- 

fordfhire ; on the South by Brecknock , cut oft by 
the Rivers of Clarwen and Fe ; the Weſtern point 
falls upon Cardigenſhire. Its form is Triangular 3 
the ſides almoſt equal ; the whole Circumference be- 
irig about ninety Miles. The Air 1s ſharp, the Soll 
barren. The Silures were the ancient Inhabitants of 
this County. The Town of Radnor, which gives 
name to it, was by the Romans oalled Mags, or Mag- 
#05 : pleaſantly ſeated under an Hill, which bears up- 
on his top a large and ſtrong Caſtle ; from whoſe Bul- 
warks there is a Trench drawn along the Weſt of the 
Town, on which has ſtood a Stone Wall: tt 1s repre- 
ſented by one Burgeſs in the Eng/sſb Parliament. Its 
Long. 1s 17, oo. Lat. 52. 45. John Roberts, Lord 
Roberts of Truro , was by Charles Il. Fuly 23. 1679. 
Created Vifcount Bodwyn, and Earl of Radnor : the 
firtt Earl of this County. This County proved fatal 
to Vortiger, (the laſt Monarch of the Britiſh Blood) 
here flain by Lightning : and to Llewellin, (the laft 
Prince of the Britiſh Race) in 1282, found hid in the 
vaſt Mountains of this County, and ſlain by one Adam 
Franton : his Head being Crowned with Ivy, was fet 
upon the Tower of London; in whom the Brz#7 
Race of Princes ended. 

Ravom, a Town in the Leſſer Poland, in the Pa- 
latinate of Sendomzir 3 which is the Capital of a Dt- 
{ri&t of the ſame name. Twenty Poliſh Miles from 
Warſaw to the South, and fifteen from Sendomy tothe 
North. 

Baglins, Rica, an Iſland on the North of Ire- 
land, on the Coaſt of the County of Antrim ; which 
has a Caſtle ; fometimes reckoned amongſt the He- 
brides, though it lies but etght Miles from the Con- 
tinent. 

Raguſa, Raguſium, Epidaurns, Rhanzinm, a City 
of Dalmatia; which is an Archbiſhops See,and a Free 
State ;-called by the Selavomany Dubrounich ; by the 
Italians, Raguſi. It ſtands in the Confines of A41ba- 
14, on the Shoars of the Aarzatich Sea, to which it 
has a Port ! at the foot of a Mountam, called by the 
Greeks, Lau; upon a Rock : in ſo difadvantagebus a 
fituation, that the Turks by rouling down great Stones 
from the Mountain might have overwhelmed it and fo 
have become abſolute Maſters of it, if they had ever 
deſired to be fo. This City ts about a Mile in com- 
paſs: has hrge Suburbs befade' ; populous, rich, well 
Traded, and Fortified. About a League from it lies 
the Harbour of Santa Crz7 of great Capacity ; fecu- 
red by the Iſland of Lacroma. The City out of which 
this ſprung, was called Epidaurrw, from its Founders ; 
ſix Miles more to the Eaft: where the place of its ru- 
ins is called Razaſi Vecchio, the O/d Raguſa. It did 
pay a Tribnte of twelve thopſand five hundred Hunga- 
74an Dackats to the Grand Seignior ; but had ſeve- 
ral Privileges in recompence by way of Trade ; and 
ten Colomes in Servia, Bulgaria, and Thrace be- 
fides; fo that this was no hard Condition. Yet in 
1686. they ſent Ambafſadors to the Emperor, and de- 
fired to be received into his Proteion. About the 
Year 1634. and in 1667. this City ſuffered much by 
an Earthquake. The Territor of Raguſano belong- 
ing to 1t is about a hundred Miles in length, from the 
North-Eaft to the South-Weſt * but not above twen- 
ty five Mikes broad : having only two or three Towns 
more 18 1t. Granted to this City by Srephen King of 


; a River. which 
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Boſnia, in 1333. Long. 42. 52. Lat. 42. 50. The 
Senate of this Republick is conſtrtnted of fixty Sena- 
tors, under one Rector or Dake; of whom and of 
their liberty they are ſo exceeding jealous, that our 
Accounts tell us, they change him every month ; not 
ſuffering the wearing of a Sword, or a Mans lying from 
his own houſe, without adviſing the Senate; nor open« 
ing the City Gates above three or four hours in the 
day in Summer ; and in the Winter, the half thereof: 
and for ſtrangers, eſpecially Turks, they ſecare ther 
all the Night m their Lodgings. ey fear the Turks, 
hate the YVenerians; honour the Pope, Emperor and 
King of Spain and pay tribute fo all. | 

" Jl fame di Raguſa, Hirmmins, a River on the 
South of S#cz/y ; fo called from a Town it waſheth : 
it falls into the Africa Sea; between Camerino to 
the Weſt, and Cape Paſſaro to the Eaſt ; ſometimes 
called z/ Mauls. 

Raithe, a defart near the Mountain $247, in the 
Stony Arabia ; or as others place it, in the Kingdom 
of Epypr: much vifited and inhabited by the religious 
Anchorztes of the 13th Centary. 

Rain, Rama, a ftrong Town in the Dukedom of 
Bavaria, in the Borders of Schwaben ; at the Con- 
fluence of the Lech, :nd the Danube; two German 
Miles from Donamweyt tothe Eaft, and a little more 
from Newburgh. Often taken, and retaken in the 
Swediſh War; and now rebailding. $ There is another 
Town of the ſame name in S$:rir:a; in the Borders of 
Carniola, and Croatia, upon the Save z twenty five 
Miles from Cilley to the Eaſt, and twenty two from 
Met ling to the North. 

Rakonick, Raconicum, a City of Germany, near the 
River Miza ; ſeven German Miles from Prague to the 
Weſt, thirteen trom Egra, and ſeven from Litomi- 
ershe, or Leutmerztz. 

Rama, 'or Ramia, the namic of the Kingdom of 
Boſnia, in the Royal Title of the Kings of Hungary ; 
which has been uſed by them ever firice 1138 : when 
Bela Cxcus, King of Hungary, Polleſſed that King- 
dom, or at leaſt a part of it. There is ftill a River in 
that Kingdom of this namez which falls into the Na- 
renta, and gives the fame name to a ſmall Territory as 
it paſſeth. 
 Ratha, or Ramathaa City of the Tribe of Ephraim, 
afterwards a part of Samaria;z now called Ramola by 
the Turks. It ſtands ten Miles from Foppe to the 
Eaſt, and thirty from Feruſalem : KEE entirely 
ruined. 

Ramoth, or Ramath-Miſpeh (as it is written Foſh. 
13+ 26.) was one of the three Cities of Refuge, ap- 
pointed by Moſes in the Caſe of accidental Manſlaying, 
Dent. 4. 43. It belonged tothe Tribe of Gad; itand- 
ing near the Mountain, and in the Territory of Gilead ; 
in the Region of Trachonites in Paleſtine, as the Ro- 
mans named that Country. 

* Rampano, Biandyna, a Town formerly,now anly 
a Caftfe on the South of the Morea ; at the Mouth of 
the River of Eurotas. It gives name to a Bay former- 
ly called Sinus Laconicus, how the Gulph de Caſte! 
Rampano, on the Eaſt of Cape Malzo. 

Ramfep, Linmnos, a ſmall Ifland in the Info 
Sea ; called by the Welſb, Lymen. It lies upon the 
Coaſt of South Males, three Miles from St. Davids. 
S. Alfo , a Market Town in Huntingdonſhire, in the 
Hundred of Hurſtington, towards Candy; eſhre : 
near a meer of its own name, and another called #hz- 
tleſey, each affording plenty of Fiſh and Fowl, toge- 
ther with the Rivers watering them. It ſtands among(t 
the rich grounds of the Ferns ; and had heretofore an 
Abbey of vaſt wealth to boaſt of, till its diſſolution 
by King Henry VIIT. " 

Ranals, Ocets, one of the Iſles of Orkney, ten 
Miles from the Coaſt of Scotland. 

Vanguitz, 
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 Kangnitz, Regnicia, . a City in the: Kingdom of 
Poland, jn the Ducal Praſſia ; upon the River Ruſſe, 
in the Borders of Samogithia ;, ſixteen Poliſh Miles 
from Koningsberg to the Eaſt. Under the Elector of 
Brandenburgh.” | , 

Kaolconda, -a City in the Kingdom of Go:conde in 
the Hither Eaſt-Indies, on this fide the Bay of Ben- 
gala; five days journey from the City Goiconde. 

Raon, a River of Germany, which falls into the 
feft Branch of the Moſe/le. : . 
' Baperſwyl, Raperſvilla, a Town in Switzerland, 
which has a very ancient Caſtle ; on the Lake of 4u- 
rich, between it and the Upper Lake; five German 
Miles from Zurich to the North-Eaſt. So ſeated that 
it is only approachable by a Timber Bridge : and hav- 
ing been taken in 1458. by the Sw1iſ5, (though often 
attempted) could never be recovered out of their 
Hands. © 

Bapin, Rapidus, a ſmall River in Lorazn. 

Bapin, a Town and Earldom in Germany of the 
ſame narme ; eight Miles from-Havelberg to the Eaſt, 
and nine from Ber/:n to the North. 

Rapoe, Rapa, once a City, now a Village, in the 
Province of U/ſter in the County of Dunga! : which 
is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Armagh 3 
but united to that of Derry ; from which it ſtands 
twelve Miles to the Weſt, forty from Duzga!, and 
forty five from Armagh to the South-Welt. 

Bapolla, Rapalla, or Rapello, a ſmall ill-peopled 
City in the Bafilicate, in the Kingdom of Naples 3 
twenty Miles from Conza to the Eaſt. It was ancient- 
ly a Biſhops See; but in 1528. Pope Clement VII. 
united this See to that of Melfs far ever. $ There 1s 
another Town, anda Bay, upon the Coaſt of Genoua 
of this name. 

Baſchtt, the ſame with Roſerro. : 

Baſcia, the ſame with Servia, a large Province 
under the Turk ; or rather a part of that Province, as 
others ſay; which takes its name from a River that 
paſſeth through this Diſtrict into Moravia. The prin- 
cipal Towns of it are Belgrade, Semendria, and Co- 
tumbach. Brietius, { cited by Baudrand,) ſaith, this was 
once a diſtinct Kingdom. I am ſure the Raſcians have 
ſuffered very much in the preſent War : and when the 
Turks in 1687. CGeſerted Poſſega, they put ſome thou- 
ſinds of theſe Raſcians to the Sword, for refuling to 
go with them ; and Plundred all the reſt. Thefe were 
the ancient Scordsſcr. 

Kaſebozg, Raſeburgum, a ſmall City in Finland, 
under the Swedes, in the Province of Ny/and: which 
has a large Haven on the Bay of Finland ; and ſeated 
on the Borders of Sourh-Finland. 

Baſen Market, a Market Town in Lincolnſhire, 
in the Huudred of Waifcroft : fo called for its diftin- 
tion from three other Raſens in the ſame Hundred, 
which have not the privilege to be Market Towns. 

Kaſino, Era/mw, a River on the Eaſt of the A4o- 
rea, Which fafls into the Izacho ; ard with it into the 
Bay di Napo!s Romania. _ 

Bathal FIthaga, Arabia Perrea ; the Stony Ara- 


ia. | 
Kattboz, Ratzbora, Rarssboria, a (mall but ſpruce 
City in Sz/efia in Bohemia ; which is the Capital of a 
Dukedom, upon the Oder. Four German Miles from 
Karnor to the Eaſt, ſeven from the Borders of. the 
Leſſer Poland, and the ſamie diſtance tram Oppolen to 
the South. This place was Mortgaged to Caſimir King 
of Poland. ' | 
Ratiſpon,'Rarzrsbon, Auguſta Tiberis, Rats/pona, 
Ratisbona, Caftra Regina, Reginum, Rhetobonna, 
Rhztopolis, a City of Germapy, (called by the Inhabi- 
tants, Regeyſpurgh) in the Circle of Bavaria ; ang a 
Biſhop's See, ludder the Archbiſhop of Sa/tz%urgh. It 
was tirlt a Roman City or Colony, built by Txeriyus 
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Cefar : afterwards the Seat of the Kings of Bavaria; 
and after that of the Dukes of the ſame Title. Fre. 
derick 1. made 1t a Free Imperial City. Henry the 
Lyon profcribed and degraded it ; and put it under 
the Dominion of Ocho #itre!ſpach, Duke of Bavaria. 
It ftands upon the Danube, (which is here covered 

a Stone Bridge, built by Herz V. in 1175 ) at the Con- 
fluence of the River Regen ; fifteen Miles from AM4u- 
nick to the North, ſeventeen above Paſſaw to the 
Welt, and ſixteen from Ausburgh to the North-Eait. 
Said to have been Converted to the Chriſtian Faith by 
Lucius Cyreneus, a Diſciple ot S. Paul, in 69. The 
Biſhoprick was Inſtituted by Charles the Great ; who 
held a Council in this City in 792+ There have been 
many German Diets held here, which for brevity I muſt 
omit. This City has embraced the 4uguſtane Contel. 
tion. Long. 34. 18. Lat. 49. 00. 

Katzburgh, Ratzemburg,. or Ratzebourg, Races 
burgum, a City of Germany, in the Lower Circle of 
Saxony ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Breme. It 1s little, and ſubject as to the Ci- 
ty, to the Duke of Mecke/burgh ; but the Caſtle is 
in the Hands of the Duke of Lawemburyh. Before 
the Peace of Weſtphalia, in 1648. they were both ſub- 
ject to the Biſhop : by that Treaty they were thus ſet- 
tled, and made a Principality. This City embraced 
the Auguſtane Confeflion in 1566. by the procure- 
ment of Chriſtopher the thirticth Biſhop of this See ; 
who was of the Family of Mecke/burgh. It ſtands up- 
on a Lake of the ſame name ; three Miles from Lu- 
beck, to the South, four from Lawemburgh, and fix 
from Swerin to the Welt. 

Rava, a City of Poland, which is the Capital of a 
Palatinate of the fame name : ſeated upon a River 
called Rava too ; eleven” Poliſh Miles trom Plocks 
to the South, and fifteen from Warſaw to the Welt. 
The houſes are all of Wood. It has a Fortreſs. 

Ravello, Kebellum, Ravellum, a City in the Fur- 
ther Principato, in the Kingdom of Naples; which 
1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Salerno. 
But in 1086. freed from his Juriſdiction by Pope 
Victor II. In 1603. the Biſhoprick of Scala was 
for ever united to this ; from which it ſtands only 
two Miles, ard ten from Salerno to the Welt. 

Lavenglaſs, a Market Fownin the County of Cum- 
berland, in the diviſion of Allerdale ; encompaſſed on 
three parts of it by the Sea, and the two Rivers, betwixt 
which it ſtands. | 

Ravenna, a City of Romandiola in Italy, of great 
antiquity ; which 1s an Archbiſhops See, and the Capi- 
tal of that Province. It ſtands on a marſhy Ground ; 
forty five Miles from Bononza to the Eaſt, thirty from 
Rimini, forty two from Ferrara ; near the Shoars of 
the Adriatich Sea, upon which it had a great Harbor ; 
now filled up with Sand. Built by the Sabins, as Pliny 
faith ; as others, by the UmBrians about four hundred 
and ten years aſt:r the Flood A. M. 1766. In the 
latter times of the Roman Empire under Honorius, is 
became the Seat of the Emperors: fortified with new 
and {trong Walls for that purpoſe. Auguſtus had be- 
fare made it the Station of his Fleets, on the Adria- 
tick Sea; and made a noble Haven here, wkich may 
be ſuppoſed to have contributed ſomething to its 
growth and this change. Theodorick,, King of the 
Goths, in 493- took 1t after a Siege of three years ; 
and made it the Seat of his Kingdom. In 539. Bels 
ſarins, General under Fuſtznian the Emperor, reco- 
vered it to the Empire. In 569. it became the Seat 
of the Exarcbs, or Vice-Roys of Italy, under the Con- 
Stantinopolitan Emperours. In 725. it was Sacked 
by Luitprandus, King of Lombardy, upon the Eme 
perors Edit againlt Images; but recovered by the 
Exaich, by the aſſiſtance of the Pope and the Vene- 
tans, two years after, In 752. Ariſtulphns, King - 
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the Lombards, took it from the Greeks ; and drove 
out the Exarchs. + In 774; Charles the Great took tt 
f-om the Lombard, and- gave it to the Church of Rowe. 
This City maintained a War-againſt the Yenerzans, 1n 
1140. In: 1441. the Venetians took it and kept it 
till 1509.: when it was forced from, them by a League 
of the Emperor, -King of, France, Pope, the Duke of 
Milan, and a joynt War of all theſe Princes upon them. 
But the Pope falling out with the French King, 
Lewis XII. loſt the City to him again and an Army 
of ſixteen. thouſand Men in 1512: they were ſoon 
after forced to deſert it. The Archbiſhops See . was 
founded by YValentinian the Emperor, about. 425 : 
and never ſubject tothe Pope till 684 : when the Pope 
after a great conte{t obtained this paint from Conſtan- 
rinus Pogonatus, \ Emperor of Greece). who was. a 
great admirer of the Sanctity of Benedict Il. and with 
reſpect to that, ſubjected this See! to Kome, There 
was a Council held here in 501; which contirmed: all 
the proceedings of a Council at Rome under Pope 
John IX. for the catfating of Pope Srephen VI. .tns 
Acts againſt the memory' of Pope . Formeſus. And 
another in 967, in the preſence of .Pope John XIIL 
and the Emperor O:ho L touching the reformation of 
Ecclefiaſtical Diſcip!ine; with. divers others, of the 
ſamg ſubject. The City is now in a declining condi- 
tion, and decays ſenſibly. Long. 34- 53. Lat. 43+ 54+ 

Ravensberg, Ravensberga, a ſmall Town which 
gives name to an' Earldom in the Circle of Weſtphalia. 
It ſtands upon an Hill; eighteen Miles trom Oſnaburgh 
to the South,thirty two from Paderborne to the North, 
and thirty from Munſter to the Eaſt. 

The Earidom of Ravensterg, is a (mall Terri:ory 
between the Biſhopricks of Msnden. and Oſnaburgh, 
to the North and Weſt ; that of Mynſter to the South, 
and the County -of Lippe to the Eaſt. The Capital 
of which is Bifeld. This was ſubject to the Dukes of 
Fuliers 3 and now under the Duke of Brandenburgh;

It is 
ſometimes written Ravenſpurg ; and is of great an» 
tiquity. _ | 

Raveſtein, a Town upon the Maes, in the Duke- 
dom of Brabant, in the Borders of Gue/derland; four 
Leagues from Bo/leduc. Which belongs, with its 
Territory, to the Duke of Newburgh ; but in the cu- 
ſtody of the Unzred Netherlands. The Cittadel, that 
did itand here in the times of the Dukes of C/eves, its 

former Maſters, was demoliſhed by the Articles of a 
Treaty paſſed betwixt W/4:/l;am Duke of Cleves and Fu- 
liers, and the Emperor Charles V. 

Rayleigh, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
in the Hundred of Rochford, _ 

Re, Rea, Reacus, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Sain- 
zonge in Aquitain, near the Pazs a" 4unis, inthe 
Dioceſe of the Biſhop of Rochelle : three Leagues from 
Rochelle to the Wett. The- principal Town: of it is 
S. Martin ; once a place of. great ftrength : near 
which the Engliſh received a: great defeat from: the 
French, in 1627: whillt they attempted the Relief of 
Rochelle. There is now a confiderable Fort ſtanding, 
to ſecure it : a high Watch-Tower upon the Coal 
built by Lews KIV. called /a Tour des Balenes, to 
lighten the road, and prevent the —_ of the Shel-.

King of Denmark for Protection. (Having been built 
by Waldemar or Walmar Il. King of Denmark, 1n 
1223.) This Prince not willing to engage in a War 
in his old Ape, refuſed their proffered ſubmiſſion. But 
the next year Erich King of Sweden acceptcd it : 
whereupon in 1563, there followed a ſharp War be- 
tween. him and the City of Lubeck, In 1569, the 
Swedes receiving. a great Defeat, a Peace was made 
at Stetin 1n 1570: Maynus Duke of Holſte:n being 
unployed by the Refs in the {ame year, laid cloſe Siege 
to Reve/, but with no ſucceſs. In 1577, the Ruſs did 
likewiſe attempt it, with the ſame fucceſs. So that 
ever fince it has been im the Hands of the Swedes. This 
City, as Olcarims faith, was built in 1230. Sold to- 
gether with Narva and Wefemberg by Waimar III. 
King of Dexmark,, in 1347, to Gofvin d Ech, (Great 
Maiter of the Order of Livonra) tor nineteen thouſand 
Marks of Silver. About 1477, it began to be a place 
of great Trade ; by reaſonof its very excellent Haven, 
and convenient Situation for the Trade of Ruſſia : and 
being therenpon grown great, rich, and inſolent, it 
broke with the other Hanſe Towns in 1550. But

Monts from the. Biſhoprick of Cologne, it watereth 
Bonne, Cologne, and Duſeldorp: at Duſdorp in the 
Dukedom of Ceves,, the \Rowre ; at 1+ efel, the Lippe 
comes in to augment his Stream :. ſoon after in Guel- 
derland, this Torrent grows too great for one Chan- 
nel ;- and divides into two Branches, and. forms the 
Iſland of Schenker. ' The leit or Southern Branch 1s 
called the FFacl; which by Naneguen, and Bom- 
mel goes to Worcum-; above which the Mae out 
of Brabant comes 1n.; at Dore it. divides again, . and 
forms the Iſle of 1jJe/. The Northern Branch goes 
by Arnhem, Utrecht, and Newport to. Reterdam, 
and Vtaerding ; where it unites with: the, Southern 
Branch ; and both fall into the Br:z;/Þþ Sea, by the 
Briel. Above Arnhem there is another Branch, de- 
rived from the North Branch of the firſt Diwilion : 
which by Doesburg,, Autphen, Deventer, Hatten 
and Campen, falls into. the Zuyder Sea :., this laſt 
Branch 1s called by the Dutch the Tet. There can. 
be nothing greater. ſaid of this River, than that.it was 
for many Ages the Boundary of the Roman Empire. 
Byeineders , or Rfmbery, Rhenoberga, a City 
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in the Biſhoprick of Cologne ; in the Borders of the 
Dukedom of Cleves, upon the Rhzne ; which 18 lit- 
tle, but very ſtrong. Taken from the Spaniards 
by the Hollanders, in 1633 : and continued under 
them till 1672 ; when it was taken by the French, and 
reſtored to the Elector of Cologne, the proper Own- 
er. It ſtands two German Miles from Weſe/ to the 
South, and three from Gue/ders to the Ealt. 
'Rheinfelden, or Rbeinsfeld, is a ſmall, but ſtrong 
City of Germany : in the Province of Schwaben ; 
which has a Bridge upon the Reine; under the Houſe 
of Auſtria. It lies about two Miles above Baſil! to 
the Eaſt. Often taken in the Swediſh War, and 
ſuffered very much in 1678, by the French. Once a 
Free Imperial City ; but in 1410- granted by Lewis 
of Bavaria, to the Archduke of Auſtria. Alſo the 
more famous for a Defeat of the Impertaliſts ; and 
the taking of John de Wert, by the Duke Bernard 
FFaymor, in 1638. , : 

Rheinsfeld, a ſtrong Caſtle upon the Rhezne ; 
above S. Gewer ; in the County of Caltsmeliboch, un- 
der the L andrgrave of Heſſe. Built by one Dyerer, 
a Count of this Country, in 1245 : between Coblent; 
to the North, and Bingen to the South, in the Bor- 
ders of the Biſhoprick of Trzer. . 

Rhene, Rhenia, Rhenica, Rhens, one of the T- 
flands called plurally &yacd by the Greeks, and by Ma- 
riners corrnptly Sdille. See Delos. At a diſtance it 
ſeems to make one HKland with Delos: in the Agean 
Sea, amongſt the Cyclades. | 

Retimso, Rherimo, Rhitymna, a City in the Iſle 
of Candy or Creet, mentioned by Ptolemy ; and called 
at this day by the Greeks, Ryrs:mmz. It is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Candra ; has a large 
Harbor at the North end of the Iſland ; and now 
ſtrongly fortified. Taken from the Yenetians, by 
the Turks, in 1646, under whom it 18 now ; alſo the 
Capital of a County of the ſame name in that Iſland. 

Rhiphzt Montes, the Mountains 1n the Province 
of Petzorcke, in the North of Mofcovy : running to- 
wards Obdora and the River Oby, upon the Borders of 
the Afiatick Tartar: and called -by the Ruſs, Xzem- 
710iporas, that is, the Girdle of the World in their 
Language. 

Rhoa, Edeſſa, a City of Meſopotamia , menti- 
oned by all the ancient Geographers; famous for 
the Story 'of King Abgarws : very great, and an 
Archbiſhops See, under the Patriarch of Antz:och. It 
has had anciently many other Names; at this day it is 
the Capital of Dzarbeck, ( or Meſopotamia ) under 
the Turk. It ſtands in the middle between Aleppo 
to the Weſt, and Amida to the Eaſt. In the times 
of the Holy War it had Counts ;' but falling into the 
Hands of the Mahometans again, they have reduced 
It into the State in which it now is. Thus deſcribed 
by Mr. Thevenot, who ſaw it. Th City # about two 
hours march in circuit ; the Walls are fair, and 
pretty entire, and form a Square ; within there ts 
hardly any thing but Ruins to be ſeen, and yet it is 
very populous : on the South Side # a Caſtle upon an 
Hill, with large and deep Ditches, tho they are cut 
in the Rock : this Caftl # of a large circumference z 
has little within it, but Ruins ; and ſome patiful old 
broken Guns. Long. 72 30. Lat. 37. 30. 

Rhodes, Rhodws, a celebrated I(land in the Meds- 
'terranean Sea; upon the Coaſt of the Leſſer Aſia, 
near its South-Welt Point ; over againft Caria : ha- 
ving Cyprus to the Eaſt, Egypr to the South, and 
Candia to the Weſt, Of old it had very many names ; 
and is now called by the moſt remarkable of them. 
About an hundred and thirty Miles in compaſs; or as 
'others-ſay, 'an hundred and ten. The principal Place 
in it's' Rhodes: an Archbiſhop's See; ſeated upon an 
inſenfibe Aſcent of a Hill, near the North-Eaft part 
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of the Ifland 5 and environed with divers other little 
Hills, full of Springs and Fruits : it ſprung out of 
the Ruins of Fal:ſſi, an ancient City near it. It 
has a delicate Harbor to the Eaſt and North; form'd 
by two ftrong Moles approaching each other demi- 
circularly, ſo: as to leave a Paſſage betwixt them for 
no more than a fingle Veſſel : and of old much fa- 
med for a vaſt Colols, ( or Statue of Braſs of the Sun) 
made by Chares, a Lydian, a Scholar of Lyſippus of 
S:cyon ; ſeventy Cubits high : which ſtood a-ſtride 
over the Mouth of this Harbor, upon two Rocks; 
ſo that the Ships failed between his Legs; and this 
was then thought one of the ſeven Wonders of the - 
World. The Braſs of this Statue in 654, ( one thou- 
ſand four hundred and fixty one years after it was 
built), when Muhavia the Saracen Sultan of Egypt 
had conquered the Ifland, was carried to Alexandria 
in E7ype by the Saracens, upon the backs of ſe- 
venty two Camels: having, it is faid, been thrown 
down in an Earthquake : which verifies the Predi- 
Ction of the Oracle long before, That Rhodes 
ſhould be loſt, when that Coloſſus broke, This Iſland 
is ſeated twenty Miles from the neareſt Coaſt of 4/i2 
to the South ; one hundred and thirty four from 
Crete or Candy to the North-Eaſt ; and five hundred 
from Conſtantinople to the South : of a molt fertile 
Soil, and ſo ſerene and pleaſant an Air, that as the 
Ancients dedicated both it and the Coloſſus to the Sun, 
becauſe not a day paſſes without the tull difplaying of 
his beams here ; ſo many of the chief Romans chole it 
for the place of their Retreat. Firſt peopled by Do- 
danim, the Son of Favan (Grandchild of Faphet), 
be'ore he peopled Greece. After theſe, the Enpine 
of this Ifland paſſed to the Phenicians ; who made 
the Inhabitants ſo very expert in Navigation, that for 
ſome Ages they gave Law to the World, and were 
Sovereigns of the Sea : their Conſtitutions and Judg- 
ments in Afﬀairs coneerning the Sea being withal ſo 
juft, as to become incorporated afterwards mto the 
Roman Pande&s. Their fear of the Macedonians 
made them ſue to the Romans for Protection 3 whony 
they ſerved very eftectually to the Ruin: of the for- 
mer : after which they hetped on the Ruin of Antio- 
chu; and withſtood the flattering Fortune of Ms- 
thridates King of Pontw, till at laſt the Roman 
Greatneſs became undiſputable by this ſmall Iſland ; 
and under eſpaſian they were made a Roman Pro- 
vince. It continued under the Greek, Empire, ( to 
which it tell in- the Diviſion ) till 652 : when it was 
conquered by Muhavia, the Saracen Sultan of Egypt. 
It returned under the Greeks again during the Civil 
Wars of the Saracens; and in 1124. was taken by 
the Venetians. ' The Greeks recovered it under Foh1s 
Ducas, about 1227, About 1283. it fell together 
with the Leſſer Aſia, under the Turks. In 1310. the 
Knights of S. Fohn of Jeruſalem (when Feruſalem 
and all the- Holy Land was loit from; the Chriſtians ) 
retook it, after a Siege of four years under Fulk 
Villares, Great Maſter of that Order. The Turks, 
'ere*1t could be. re-fortified, again befieged it: mn 
which ConjunCture, Amadeus IV. Duke of Savoy 
bravely ſuccoured it; and to eternalize the Memory 
of his Victory, changed the Eagles, the Arms of his 
Predeceſlors, into the Szlver Croſs. of the Order of 
the Knghts ; with theſe four Letters F. E. R. T, 
to fignifie, Fortsrudo Ejw Rhodum Tenuits After 
this it was one of the Bulwarks of Chriſtendam again(t 
the Turks. Mahomet II. the Great, attempted the 
Reduction. of it m 1457. Again in 1480, with 
100000 Men, and the greateſt Art and Obitinacy ima 
glnable for 3 Months, but without Succeſs: in comme- 
moration whereof, Perer d'Aubuſſon, the then Grand 
Maſter, built the Church of $. Maria della Vioria ; 
with a Chappel- to the Honour of S, Pantalcon hare ; 
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it being upon his day that the Turks in their laſt A(- 
fault were defeated. Nor had Sol[ymanlII. the Magnitt- 
cent, had any better Succeſs in 1522 3 if he had not 
met one Andrea Amarato a diſcontented Traitor, a 
Portugueſe ; (diſcontented at the Elevation of another 
to the dignity of Grand Maſter betore him) within the 
place ; who was Chancellor of the Order, and betray- 
ed their Counſels to that Prince : who yet ſpent fix 
Months before it, and loſt an infinite number of 
Men. And Amarato, his Treaſon being ( before the 
Surrender ) diſcovered, had his Head cut off on 
OR. 30. Mr. Knolls in his Turkiſh Hiſtory, p. 391, 
has well deſcribed the Situation of the principal City 
in this Iſland. Bellonrus faith, it was ſeated in a, 
Plain ; fenced with double Walls, thirteen Towers, 
and five Baſtions; of great Strength and Beauty. The 
Turks have to this day ſo great a Veneration for the 
- Valor of thoſe Knights of S. Fohn of Jeruſalem, that 
they preſerve (ſaith he) their Houſes as they left 
them ; with all the Arms, Paintings, Statues and In- 
ſcriptions; and the Walls of the City are put into the 
ſame ſtate they were before the Siege. . From hence 
theſe Knights paſſed to S:ci/y ; and in 1530. obtain- 
ed from Charles V. the Iſle of Malta. Two ſmall 
Bays accompany the Harbour on the North and 
South ſides. The former is lock'd up by a Mole, 
which enters into the Sea above 3co Paces; bearing 
a Fort, called The Tower of S. Nicholas ; built by the 


Order in 1464, and worthy of remembrance, for. 


its withſtanding the 'repeated furious Afaults of the 
Turks in the Siege in 1480. Long. 58. oo. Lat. 37.50. 

Bhodope. See Rwlla. Eb. 

Khoectia: This ancient Country, which ſome de- 
nominate the Weſtern 1/[yricum, was of that extent, 
as to comprehend a part of what we now call the 
Circles of Schwaben, Bavaria, and Auſtria in Ger-, 
many ; the Country of the Grzſons, and ſomething. 
of Switzerland. Of which the Griſons, who are 
more properly called the A/pine Rhetians, are the 
only People at this day retaining the memory of its 
Name : where, as one remarks of their Country, you, 
have Mountains of Pride and Valleys of Miſery. See 
Griſons. : 

Rhofne, Rodan , one of the molt celebrated Ri- 
vers in France ; called by the Germans Der Kogen; 
by the Fronch, Rhoſne. It ariſeth from a double 
Spring, in Mount de la Fonrch ; 1n the Borders of 
Switzerland ; two German Miles from the Springs 
of the Rhein. And running Weſtward through Val- 
las (or Walliſſerland), it divides that Tract water- 
ing Son, or Sitten, and Martinach, (the principal 
Places in it; ) then entering the Lake of Lemane, 1t 
divides Svoy from Switzerland : five' Leagues be- 
neath Geneva ( ſaith Baudrand ), it burieth it ſelf 
for ſome time in the Earth, & I have often ſeen. 
Then turning South, and dividing Savoy from Bugey, 
at Bellay it becomes great enough to bear a Boat ; 
then turning- Weſt, and dividing Dauphine from 
Bugey, at la'Breſſe it entertains the Ain ; at Lyons it 
Is covered by a Bridge of Stone; and improved by the 
Addition'of the Saone, (a preat River; ) here tarn- 
ing South, it parts Lyonnsy from Danuphine ; watereth 
Vienne 'and Condrieu ; divides the Viveras from 
Dauphine, and falutes Andaſſe : at 'S, Vallier, ( over 
againſt Tournon ) receives the I/ere above Valerie; 
beneath it the' Er:1co, the Drome, and the Ardoſche; 
at S. Eſprit it is again covered by a noble 'Stone 
Bridge : fo dividing Languedoc from Provence, and 
encreaſed by the Sorgue, 1t watereth Avignon, where 
there 18 a third Bridge : then' receiving in the D#- 
rance, and the Gardon, and watering Beaucazre,” at 
Arles it divides into two Branches. The Weſtern 
Branch divides into two more ; at laſt it talls into the 
Mediterrantan Sea by five Mouthst each of which his 
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its proper Name; to wit, Gras du Midi, Gras de 
Paulet, Gras d Enfer, Grand Gras, and Gras de 
Paſſon. Some adding thereto, Gras Neuf. Which 
Word Gras is underitood to be taken from Antoni= 
nu's Gradw, where he ſpeaks of the Entrance of the 
Rhoſne into the Ocean. But there is no Town built 
upon any of them, of any note, beneath Arles ; which 


ſtands about eight Miles into the Land. This is a

Bian, Abravanis, a Lake and River in the South- 
Weſt of Galloway in Scotland ;. of which Cambden 
ſaith, that they are exceeding full of Herrings and 
Stone-Fiſhes. 

Richelieu, Richeleum, a City. in the Province of 
Pozttou ; built by the Cardinal of that Name, who 
was born here in 1585; and for ſome time under 
Lewis XIII. of France, governed that Kingdom as 
he pleaſed. Amongſt other of his Actions, he built 
or rebuilt at leaſt this place, to perpetuate the Memo- 
ry of his Name and Family ; and procured it to be 
honoured with the Title of a Dukedom. It ftands 
four Miles from Loudon to the Eaſt, five from Mzire- 
beau, and one from Tours to the North-Weſt. Now 
in a flouriſhing State. | 

Bichenſe, Yerbigenus, a Lake in the Canton of 
Argow in Switzerland. 

Bichmond, a Town and County in Torkshzre ; ly- 
ing on the North Welt of that County, towards Lan- 
caſhire ; which bounds it on the Weſt. It is a 
mountainous and deſolate Place; yet produceth Grafs 
in reaſonable quantity. This County took its Name 
from Richmond; a Town built by Alane, Earl of 
Bretagne in France ( the firit Earl of this County, 
after the Conqueſt ; Nephew to W:ll;am the Conque- 


ror ;)' upon the River Swale, over which it hath a 


Stone Bridge : thirty two Miles from 7ork to the 
North-Well. and twenty from the Sea to the South- 
Weſt. The Town is. indifferently well frequented, 
ahd populous. It was anciently walled, and tortified 
with a Caftle by the ſaid Alane, for the greater ſecu- 
rity of theſe Parts againſt the Engliſh : the Gates are- 
{t1]! ſtanding, but in the midſt of the Town; ' its Si- 
tuation being ſhifted. Before it was. thus rebuilt, it 
was called Gtiling. © Ofwwy, King of Northumberland, 
was baſely murthered' here in 659 ; ever after reputed 
a Martyr. It is now a Corporation, repreſented by 
two Burgeſſes m-the Houſe of Commons; and con- 
taining two Pariſh Churches ; in the Hundred of Gi/- 
lImgweſt. Long. 18. 15. Lat. 55. 17: This Earl- 
dom continued in 'that- Family tilf 1171: when it 
came to Geofre; Plantagenet, the fourth Son of K: 
Henry II. (by the Marriage of Conſtance, Daughter 
of Conan, Duke of Bretagne.) In 1230. Peter de 
Dreux, was Earl of Richmond ; one of whoſe Deſcen- 
dents (Fohn de Montford) was created Duke of 
Richmond in 1330, the ſixteenth Earl, and firſt Duke : 
to whom in 1342. ſucceeded Fobn' gf Gaunt, after- 
wards Dake of Lancaſter. The twenty ſecond Earl 
of 'Richmond was Henry VII. King of E»gland. The 
twenty third was” Henry Fit Sip, 3: Nopurgl Son of 
Henyy VIIT. "The twenty fourth was Zzwis Duke of 
Lenox, created Eirl of Richmond by Ring Fames 1. 
in 1613, and Duke of the ſame in 1623. Which Fa- 
mily' ended in Charles, the fourth, of that Line, who 
ded} without Tflue, © Ambafſador in Denmark, in 
1672. In 1675, Charles Lenox was \created Duke 
of Richmond by Charles the Secoiid; his Natural Fa-

RKimint, Ariminum, a City in Romandiola ; which 
18 a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Ravenna. 
It is a neat, populous City ; in a fruitful Plain, upon 
the Shoars of the Adriatich Sea ; at the Mouth of the 
River Marecchia ( Arimmw ; ) over which it has a 
Bridge, built with great Art, by Auguſtus Ceſar : but 
the Haven is almoit choaked with Sand. This City 
ſtands between Bononga to the Weſt, and Fncona to 
the Baſt; twenty five Miles from Ravenna to the 
North-Eaſt, and a little more from Urb:no to the 
North, The Ya Flaminia made by the old Romans 
with fo much Expence, ended at the Bridge of this 
City : and the {zan began here, which went to 
Piacenza. The Inhabitants were very faithful to the 
Romans, under the Diſtceſſes brought upon them by 
the. Victorious Arms of Hannibal, in the ſecond Pr- 
nick War. The taking It by Zulius Ceſar, was the 
firſt Act of the Civil War between him and Pompey. 
Being deſtroyed by the Da/matians, it was rebuilt by 
Dvocleſian. In the times of Juſtin it ſultained a 
Siege from the Goths. In the year 359, here was a 
famous Arrzan Council, of above four hundred Bi- 
ſhops, held under Conſtantius the Emperor ; who 
found means to gain a , general Subſcriptton to the 
#396, and the, Arrian Qpinions, even from thoſe 
who were not Arrians. In after times it was ſubject to 
the Family of Melateſta.; who adorned it / with no- 
ble and magnificent; Palaces. Before this it had .been 
ſabject to the Lombards and Franks. The firlt of 
the, Matateſta's obtained it from Ocho the Third, in 
the year 1002. This Family is no more mentioned 
till the year 1348, which is on anather occafion too. 
The fame continued till about the year 1522 : when 
Pandulfus, the laſt of this Houle, being hardly laid 
at by Pope Alexander VI. fold it to the Yenetsans : 
out of whoſe Hands Pope F#ul:us Il. recovered it the 
laſt-mentioned , year. . In the year 1527. it was again

Antiquity near the Toure, over which 1t has a Bridge, 
Adorned with a Collegiate Church, with three lotty 
Spires ; and antiently with a ſtately Monaſtery built 
by Wilfride Archbiſhop of ork , till the Danes de- 
ftroy'd it with the Town. Yet Odo Archbifhop of 
Canterbury repaired it again, and tranſlated the Re- 
liques of the holy Founder to Canterbury. There 
is a narrow hole in .a Vault under ground in the 
Church, called S. 17{fride*s Needle.

The prindipal Place in the We- 
ſtern is Aranza 3; once an inconſiflerable V 3 
lately a Place of great Trade and Wealth, having ſixty 
Sail of Ships trading into all parts of the World: but 
their Shipping is now declining. The principal Place 
in the Eaſterq, is Sar&zane; a Town of . great 


Rivolt, Rzvolium, a ſinall Town in Piedmone, 
called by the French, Kivoles. It Rands upon the 
River Dor: ; eight Miles from Turin to the Weſt - 
and has one of the moſt ſumptuous Caſtles in Pied- 
mont. | 

Koay, Rotomagus, the Capital City of Normandy : 
called by the French, Rouen ; by Ceſar, and the other 
ancient Hiſtorians, Urbs Velocaſſium, It is an Arch- 
biſhops See, and the Seat of the Parliament of Nor- 
mandy. Great, rich, populous, well built, in all re- 
ſpects one of the beſt Cities in France ; and thought 
by fome to be the greateſt, next to Pars. Tt ſtands 


upon the Seyne ; ( which affords it a noble Harbor, - 


and a great Trade ) at the foot of an Hill ; twelve 
Miles above Dgeppe, and twenty eight beneath Pars - 
with a Bridge upon the Seyne, for the convenience 
of a Land Trade. Tt has an old Caſtle called the Pa. 
lace, in whick the Dukes of Normandy kept their 
Court; and is about ſeven Miles in compaſs, having 
( befides what lies within the Walls) fix very great 
Suburbs; and 'containing in the whole thirty five Pa- 
riſhes, with thirty four Monaſteries for Men and Wo- 
men. Thie Caſtle on S. Catharines Hill is now in- 
tirely ruined. This City 1s ſaid by Yitalss, lib. 5. to 
be built by Ful5us Ceſar, Yaleſins proves it one of 
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ROC 
the moſt ancient Cities of France z and that in the 
times of Theodoſius the Great, it was eſteemed as a 
City of the higheſt rank. Taken by the Normans 
in 889, and affigned to Roto ( firſt Duke of Nor- 
mandy) in 912, when Rollo became a Chriſtian. It 
continued under his Poſterity fourteen Deſcents. In 
1019. it ſuffered very much by fire. Taken from 
Fobn King of England, by Phalip the Auguſt, King 
of France, in 1204; after it had been in the Hands 
of the Normans three hundred and fixteen years. This 
City continued under the French till 1418: When 
the Engliſh under Henry V. retook it, after a bloody 
Siege. Charles VII. of France recovered it to that 
Crown in 1449. In the times of the late Civil Wars 
of France, it was.taken and ſacked by the Hugonor s 
in 1562 : but recovered after the Battel of Dreux. 
and plundered by the Royal Party; Anthony of 
Bourbon, the King of Navarre, being {lain before it. 
It fell after"this into the Hands of the Leaguers. Her- 
7y TV. befieged it in 1593. but was prevented from 
taking it by the Prince of Parma ; though in the 
year following 'it willingly ſubmitted to him, atter 
he had imbraced the Reman Catholick Religion. The 
Parliament in this City was inſtituted by Phz/ip the 
Farr, in 1286. Eſtabliſhed by Lewzs XII. in 1499. 
and re-eſtabliſhed by Francs L in 1515. Pope Cle- 
ment VI. was ſometime Archbiſhop of the See; Pope 
Martin TV.' and Gregory XL. Archdeacons, There 
bave been divers provincial Councils here aſſembled. 
Particularly in 1074. one againft the Concubinage 
of the Clergy. — : 

Roane, or Rovane, Rhodumna, an ancient Town 
in France, in the Dukedom of Bourbonre, and the 
County of Forerz, upon the River Loyre, ( where it 
becomes firſt capable to bear a Boat :) Very great and 

tho not walled. It ſtands twelve Leagues 
from Lyons to the South-Weſt, and eighteen from 
Moulins. The Territory belonging to it, is called /e 
Roanez or Roanno:s.; and has the Honor of being a 
by the Creation of King Charles IR. 

Rober, Erubris, a River in Lorain, which falls 
by Trier into the Moſelle, 

Robtil, Robel, Rebellio, a City or Town in the 
Dukedom of Meck/enburgh ; in the Lower Saxony, 
by the Lake of Muritz, in the Borders of Branden- 
burgh : two German Miles from Far, and ſeven from 
Guſtro. 

Kobogh, a Village in the County of Fyron ; upon 
the Sea Shoar againſt Scorland, in the Province of V!- 
fer ; which has preſerved the memory of the Rho- 
bogdii, (an old Iriſh Clan,) that poſſeticed the Coun- 
ties of Antrim, Colran, and Tyrone, in this Province ; 
from whom that Cape now called the Farr Foreland ; 
by the Engliſh, was then called Rhobodzum ; being 
in the County of Antrim, ſcarce fifteen Miles South 
of the neareſt Shoar of Scotland. 

Rocca a Town in the Terra di Otrante, 
in the Kingdom of Naples ; honoured with the Title 
of a Dukedom. 

Rocca Romana, a Town in the Terra di Lavoro 
in the Kingdom of Naples, near Alfa : honored with 
the Title of a Principality. 

RKochvale, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Salford, upon the River Roche ; in a Dale 
or Vale ; which together compound its name. 

La Roche, R»pes, a Town in the Territory of 
Genevos, in Savoy ; five or fix Leagues from Gene- 
va, little leſs from Amneci, and one from the River 
Arve : at the foot of the Mountains. It hath a Col- 
legiate Church, and two Religious Houſes. 

Roche=-chouart, a Scigniory in the Province of 
Poitou, towards the Borders of Angoumes ; giving 
name to a Family of Honour, : 
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La Roche-En-Irdenne, a fortified Town in the 
Dukedom of Luxembuyrgh in the Low Countries, up- 
on the Riyer Urt ; twelve Leagues from Luxem- 
burgh and nine from Liege. Honour'd with the Ti- 
tle of an Earldom. 

Rochefozt, a Town and Port at the Mouth of the 
Charante, in the Pas d Aung in France : Heretofore 
no more than a Village ; but now become a Maga- 
Zine, enlarged with divers Buildings ; and more daily. 

La Roche-fur-Pon, Rupes ad Jonem, a Town in 
the Lower PorRou in France, towards Lufſen; upon 
the River 707, which after joyns with the Lay. Ho- 
noured ſome Apes. fince with the Title of a Princi- 
pality ; which is enjoyed by the Houſe of Bourbon. 

Rochelle, Portus Santonum, Rupella, Rupella San- 
tomum, Rupella, a City and famous Port of Fraxce, 
upon the Bay of Aqmitain ; the Capital of le Pay a* 
Auny, and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Bourdeaux. Seven Leagues from Brouges to the 
North, two from the Ifle of Re, and thirty from the 
Mouth of the Loyre to the South-Eaſt. It takes its 
name from the Rock on which it ſtands; ſuppoſed 
to be built about the Sixth Century ( becauſe not 
mentioned before) againſt the Incurfions of the Nor- 
mans. At firſt it had Princes of its own. After this 
it was under the Engl;ſþ from the times of Henry IT, 
who poflcſſed it as Duke of Anjor. And that Prince 
granted this City its firlt Charter and Prwileges, which 
were confirmed by Richard and Foþn his Sons. King 
John Landed here in 1206. when he went to the 
Siege of Mountauban ; and after, in 1213. In 1224, 
it was taken from the Engliſh by Lews VIIL King 
of France ; but recovered the next year, and conti- 
nued under the Engliſh till 1453. And then finally 
taken by Charles VIT. In the beginning of the Ci- 
vil Wars of France, this Town fell under the power 


of the Hugonots: who very much improved its 


Fortifications. It was their principal place of refuge, 
under Charles IX. After the Maſſacre of Pars it 
was beſieged by all the Forces of France ; defended 
it ſelf to a wonder; and at laſt forced that Prince to a 
Peace in 1573. It continued after this in their hands 
till 1628. and then was taken by Hunger; (in order to 
which, the Ocean was bridled with a prodigious Bank, 
begun in 1627.and carried the length of 7 47. toeſes;) 
the Engliſh having twice unſucceſsfully attempted to 
relieve it. After the taking of it, Lews XII. King 
of France, viſited it in perſon; re-eſtabliſhed the 
Roman Catholick Religion, deſtroy'd its Fortificati- 
ons, ( ſaving two Towers built heretofore by Charles 
the Fifth, for the Defence of the Port) ; and took a- 
way its former Privileges. In 1649. it firſt became 
a Biſhoprick ; the Chair being removed hither from 
Mallezass, a ſmall Place in Poiou, by Pope Inno- 
cent X. at the requeſt of Lews XIV. Long. 19. 25. 
Lat. 45. 56. 

Rocheſter, Roſſa, Durobius, Dorobrevis, Rutupie, 


a City in the County of Kent ; and a Biſhops See, un- 


der the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; upon the Med- 
way ; over which it has a ſtately Stone Bridge, one 
of the faireſt in England; five Miles from the Thames, 
twenty five from Canterbury to the Eaſt, and Lon- 
don to the Welt. This was a Roman Town, or ras 
ther Caſtle, as Willzam of Malmsbury tiles it : much 
enlarged to the Eaſt, Welt, and South. In 676. 


It was ruined by Mtheldred King of the Mer- 


cians z and after this, ſeveral times by the Danes. 
fEthelbert King of Kent erected here a ſumptuous 
Church ; and cauſed one Fuſs to be made the fir(t 
Biſhop of it in 604. Gundu!phus the Norman, about 
1080, rebuilt this Church, and brought in Monks ; 
which are tince changed into a Dean and fix Preben- 
daries, It has a Caſtle built by F/:/l;am the Con- 
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Gueror, which in the Reign of 1P%!l;am Rif.is, (and 
twice after in the Barons Wars } has been belieged. 
Dr. Sprat, the preſent Biſhop, 1s the eighty third of 
this Dioceſe. Charles UM. added an Honor to this 
Place 3 when he created Henry Viſcount PFilmot of 
Athlone in Ireland, Baron of Alderbury in the Coun- 
ty of Oxon, and Earl of Recheſter, December 13. 
1652. Whoſe Son, Jobn Wiimor, ſucceeded him 1n 
1659. Which Family failing, Laurence Hide, \ e- 
cond Son to Sir Edward Hide, Earl of Clarendon, 
and Lord Chancellor of Enzland ) was by the ſame 
Prince created Earl of Rocheſter, November 29. 1682. 
But before theſe, it gave the Title of YV:ſcount to 
Sir Robert Carr, created Anno 1611. by K. Fames I. 
Viſcount Rocheſter, and afterwards Earl of Somerſet. 
Bochfod, a Market Town in the County of Ef- 
ſex. The Capital of its Hundred. So 
Rochitzerbergh, C/audzus, a Mountain in Stirza, 
various names. ? 
gyee {once a Market Town 1n Northampton: 
ſire, 1n the Hundred of Corby, upon the River We- 
land: giving the Title of Baron to the Right Ho- 
norable Edward Watſon Lord Rockingham, to whom 
belongs the Caſtle here 3 which hath loſt its ſtrength 
e. 
ha oY Rypes Regia, a ſtrong Town 1n Cham- 
pagne, in Rereloy; in the Borders of Hainault.; 
twelve Leagues from Retel to the North, four from 
Marizebourgh to the South. Near. this Place the 
Spaniards received a great Defeat from the French, 
under the Duke D'Anguien May 19. 1643. fix days 
after the death of Lewis XIIL King of France. But 
afterward the Spaniards took this Town, under the 
Prince of Conde's OT, - 1653. It 1s ſince re- 
der the Crown of France. : 
— Erodanis, a River in Pruſſia in Poland; 
which riſeth out of a Lake twenty five Miles above 
'Dantzick; and falling into the Viſtula not much 
above this City, a little beneath it enters the Balzick 


ken a ſmall River in Shropſhire. : - 

Kodez, or Rhodes, Segodunum, Rhutens, Rute- 
ne, Segodunum Retunorum, a City of Aquitain ; the 
Capital of the County of Rovergne, and a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Bourges : The Biſhop 
takes the Title of an Earl : a great and beautiful City, 
ſeated upon the River Veronzum 3 fifteen Leagues 
from Mende to the Weſt, thirty two from Narboxe 
to the North, and twenty two from Cahors to the 
Eaſt. A very ancient City, and mentioned by 7ul;us 
Caeſar. The Goths, Saracens, and Franks ſuccefſive- 
ly ruined it in their times. It ſerved heretofore un- 
der its own Counts: till it became united with the 
Crown of France in the Perſotz of Henry IV. 

Roving, a Stream in the County of Eſſex, 

18odoſto, Redceſtum, a City of Thrace ; which is 
a Biſhops See, under .the Archbiſhop of Heraclea : 
it ſtands upon the Proponts, twenty Miles from He- 
raclea to the South ; at the foot of an Hill by a 
Bay of the ſame name, which affords it a convenient 
and very large Haven : fo that it is now a Place of 
conſiderable Trade, and reaſonably populous. Pliny 
calls this City Re/iſton. It is beautified with many 
great Moſques, ſome Grecian Churches, and two Sy= 
nagogues: and much frequented by the Merchants 
of Romania, the Sea of Marmora, and the Black 
Sea. 

Roer, Rara, in Trizhemius Rera, Adrana, a Ris 
ver of Germany'; called by the French, Roure. It 
ariſeth in Z:fe!,in the Dukedom of Fulers ; and wa- 
tering Fulters and Linnich, at Roermonde it falls 
into the Maes. 

Roermonde , Ruremunda, a City of the Low 
Countries, in the Province of Guelderland : called by 
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the French, Ruremoncde. Tt hands upot) a River of 
the ſame name, and the Maes ; baving the firſt to the, 
South of it, the ſecond to the Welt : three Leagues 
trom Yenlo to the South, twelve from Liepe to the 
North, Cologne to the Weſt, and Weſel to the Baſt. 
Made a Biſhops See by Pope Paul IV. under the Arch- 
biſhop of Mecilin in 1559, (he changing its Collegi= 
ate Church into a Cathedral); and was an Hanſe Town 
till 1635 : when it fell into the Hands of the Hollan- 
ders, from whom it is fince recovered by the Spa- 
niards. Tn 1665. it ſuffered much by a Fire. 

Rohaczow, Rohac70via, a conſiderable Town; the 
Capital of a Territory of the ſame name in Lrith!- 
ania; upon the Nizeper, where it takes in the O- 
drucz ; twenty Poliſh Miles from Mobilow to the 
South, and forty from Kzovia to the North. ; 

Roham-Thanra, Antirarrus, a Mountain in the 
Lefler Armenia ; which lies to the North of the Great 
Taurus ; between the Euphrates and the Arſanins : 
ſeparated from the ſaid great Mountain, and therefore 
by the Ancients called Antitaurus. In the Valleys 
beneath it ſtands the City of Comana, now called L- 
bachaſa. 

Rota, Rodium, a City of France, in the Province 
of Picardy ; upon the River Auvergne, in the Terri- 
tory of Santerre ; four Leagues from Noyon to the 
Welt, nine from Amiens, and ſeven fiom Compeizne 
to the North. A ſmall City, but populous. 

Roll-rich-ſtones, a Monument of vaſt unwrought 
Stones, circularly ſet, near Enſham in Oxfordſhire : 
ſuppoſed to have been erected in Commemoration 
of ſome great Victory in ancient Times. 

Boin, one of the Names of the Leſſer 4/74. 

Bom, Roma, a ſmall Iſland in the Baltick Sea ; 
upon the Coaſt of the Dakedom of Sleſw:ch , about 
two Engliſh Mites from the Shoar : under the King 
of Denmark. 

Romagna, Romandiola, a preat Province in 
Tealy, in the States of the Church : of old called /Emi- 
lia Regio. Bounded on the Weſt by Bononia, on 
the North by the Dukedom of Ferrara, on the South 
by the Dukedom of Urbino, and on the Eaft by the 
Adriatich Sea: a ſmall part of it towards the Appen- 
nine 1s {ubject to the Duke of Florence, and there- 
fore called Romandiola Florentina: The reſt ( which 
is the far greateſt part } is under the Pope, as a Tem- 
poral Prince. © The- principal Places in it are, Raven- 
na, (the Capital), Faenza, Imola, Forli, Bertinoro, 
Rimins, Cervia, Ceſena, Sarſina, and ſome others. 

Romanta, the ſame with Thrace. 

Komania, Argia, the Eaſtern Province of the 
Morea ; the Capital of which is Napols di Romania. 
The other Places are of ſmall importance. 

Romans, Romantium, Romans, a ſpruce fine City 
in Dauphrne in France ; ſeated in a pleaſant Plain 
upon the River Tſeare 3 over which it has a Bridge ; 
four Leagues from Yalence to the South«Eaſt, toward 
Grenoble ten Miles, and the ſame diltance from YVi- 
enne to the South. It 1s thought to repreſent Feru- 
ſalem in its Situation and Figure ; inſomuch that in 
I 520. there was a Building added to it, made in the 
faſhion of the Holy Sepulchre that ſtands upon Mount 
Calvary; FrancisI. King of France himſelf laying 
the firſt Stone: And alſo a Convent founded, under 
the Name of the Houſe of Mount Calvary ; now in 
the pofſeflion of the Recolle&s, but firſt givento the 
Religious of the Order of S. Francis. The Hugue- 
nots (acked and ruined this City in 1562. It has been 
often taken and retaken in the Civil Wars. 

Rome, Roma, the Capital City of [ra!y, once the 
Sovereign and Miſtriſs of the whole World; the more 
immediate Capital now of Campagna di Remi. The 
Emperour Commodus defired to faſten his own 
Name upon it , by calling it Commodiana; as a Go- 
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thiſh King, called it Gothia ; and other Princes the 
like : But the Name of *ome {till has been always 
preſerved by it. This City is ſeated upon the Tyber 3 
twelve Miles above its fall into the Tyrrhenian Seq to 
the North-Eaſt ; one hundred and twenty from Na- 
ples to the North ; three hundred from Genova to 
South ; one hundred thirty five from Ancona, and one 
hundred and forty from Florence. Long. 36. 30- 
Lat. 40. 40. Though there are great Controverfties 
concerning the Time and the Founder of it, yet the 
moſt received opinion 'is, that it was built by Romn- 
{us and Remus; in the firſt year of the ſeventh O- 
lympiad, Anno Mundi 3198. ſeven hungred and fiſty 
years before the Birth of our Saviour. Its Foundatt- 
ons were ſmall and obſcure 3 and not aboye two 
Miles in cowpals ; with four Gates, incloting only 
the C1pitoline and Palatine Mountains. It continued 
under ſeven Princes two hundred forty five years; 
when Sextus,theSon of Tarquimins,raviſhing Lucrerza 
a Roman Lady,it ſo incenſed them, that thereupon they 
not only dethroned Tarquinins ; but for many Ages 
they would not endure the Name , much lefs the Au- 
thority of a King ; but lived under Temporary ac- 
countable Magiſtrates,Conſuls 3 two together, my e- 
lected ; with Pretors, Tribunes, Queſtors, Cenſors, 
Prefetts, and other Magiſtrates under them. And 
when extream necefity. required it , they created a 
temporary Di&ator with Supreme Authority over 
all. At this time their Empire was not above fifteen 
Miles in length : and this Change greatly hazarded 
the Ruin of the Infant City- In the year of Rowe 
365. (during the Conſular Government), it was ta» 
ken by Brennus King or General of the Gaules ; 
and all but the Capitro! burnt down to the ground : 
yet it continued a Free State , though ſorely ſhaken 
by Hambal about the year five hundred thirty ſe- 
ven ; and by their own Domeſtick Broils under Ma- 
r1us and Sylla, between the years 665. and 672. But, 
the fatal time being come, Fulius Ceſar "i the 
year of Rome 705.) by the Batcel of Pharſalia, put 
an end to that Commonwealth , forty ſix years before 
the Birth of our Saviour : making himfelf to be de- 
clared Perpetual Diftator and. Emperour ; and the 
Name of the Commonwealth of Rome to be changed 
into, the Reman Emprre. And though the Civil Wars 
broke out again to the great hazard, not only of their 
Empire, but Being ; yet Auguſtus, in the Battel of 
Atium , put a happy Period to them, in 721. and 
prepared the World to receive the Prince of Peace, 
by an Uuiverſal Peace. He was born under this Prince 
in the year of Rome 753. and of the World 3950. 
The times that followed were fatal to __ 5 Which 
double dyed her Purple in the Blood of Holy Men, 
who endeavoured to reduce her from the Vaſlalage 
of Demons to the Knowledge and Service of the 
True God. - To thefe an end was put by Conſlantire 
the Great , by the Defeat of Maxentius under the 
Walls of Rome, in the year of Chriſt, 312. of Rome 
1064. This great Prince laid ſoon after the founda. 
tion of the Ruin of Rome, by removing the Seat of 
the Empire to Byzantium or Conſtantinople, in the 
year of Chriſt $30. which afterwards brought on the 
Divifon of the Z:pire, into the Eaſtern and MPeſtern. 
Alaricus King ol the Goths 1n 410. ( of Rome 1162.) 
took and ſpoiled tins City. Genſericus, the Vandal, 
followed lim; and in 455. took it the ſecond time. 
Odeacer cok it in 465. Ricimere 1n 472. Totila 
1 547. So that in the ſpace of one hundred thirty 
{even years , it was taken and ſpoiled by theſe Barba- 
rous Nations four times. In 580, it was beſieged by 
the Lombards z and preſerved by the Emperours 
Forces, which were ſent to relieve it. Leo IV. in 
553- bellowed ſomething in the repair of it. Rome 
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was now recovered by the Eaſtern Emperours, Ty- 
ftinian by Narſes his General in Italy, having lain 
Totzla in 553. and three years after, by the taking of 
Capua, having put an happy end to the Gozhick War 
in Iraly. This City continued under thoſe Princes, 
till 726. when under Gregory II. Italy ( by the nro- 
curement of that Pope) revolted, becauſe Leo the 
Emperour had by an Edict prohibited the Worſhip 
of Images. The Lombards were very inſtruments! 
in this Change. Neither could they and the Popes 
long agree : but Azſtulphus in 753. befieged Rome ; 
and Pope Stephen III. (obtaining no reliet from the 
Emperour againſt the Lombards ) ſends for Pepin 
King of France 3 who came and delivered him for 
that time. Deſfiderius the next King of the Lombards 
got Rome by a Stratagem in 770. and uſing his Power 
tyrannically, Charles the Great (in 774.) was called 
in; who put an end to the Kingdom of the Lombards, 
ar:d mide theWeſtern Empire once more conſiderable. 
The Lembards and theſe French Princes in order to 
oblige the Popes by the Ties of Gratitude to them, 
had at ſeveral times beſtowed ſeveral Territories upon 
the See of Reme. Charles the Great reſerved to him- 
ſelf and his Succefſors the Approbation of the future 
Popes; which was confirmed by a Council held at 
Rome, in 773+ This in after-times embroiled the 
Popes and the Weſtern Emperours, as much as ever 
the Eaſtern and the Lombards were. Far Charles the 
Great being crowned at Rome in 800. his Poſterity 
had frequent quarrels with the Popes, ( the Clergy 
and City of Rome ) about the Elections of the Popes. 
The firſt Invafion was made by Stephen VI. about 
817. under Lewis the Gentle; who 1s pretended to 
have granted away that Right of electing the Pope, 
which had been acknowledged in Charles the Grear. 
In 819, Paſchal I. a Roman, was choſen Pope againſt 
the Will of this Prince. But in $823. Lotharre co- 
ming to Rome to receive the Crown, put this Pope 
to purge himſelf by Oath 3 and flew many of the 
Nobility, for ſetting him up againit the Emperours 
Will : for which that See bore him no kindneſs. 
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againſt him, and pretending to reconcile them, when 
he came into Germany, he took part with his Son 
againſt the Father; and Pope-like, threatned to ex- 
communicate the Emperour, if he did not refign the 
Empire to his Son : which Treachery of his, in 839: 
was ſeverely revenged by Lothatre the Emperour , by 
taking many Places from him in Iraly. In 839. the 
Saracens orely diſtreſſed the Papacy ; which necefii- 
tated the Pope to have recourſe to the Emperour for 
Protection,and he had it : In this Invafion,the Saracens 
waſted the Suburbs of Rome, as they did in 846, which 
occafioned the building of the Cattle of S. Ange/o by 
Pope Sergius H.The Empire being tranſlated from the 
Franks to the Germang . in the Perſon of Ar- 
nulph ( a Natural Son of Carloman ;) againſt him 
Formoſus crowns Y5uzdo a Rival, in 891. And in 
893. ſendeth for Arnulph to come and free Rome 
from the opprefſions of this Guido. Arnulph comes 
into Italy, and.in 906. took Rome. A Schiſm- being 
about this time in the Church of Rome , there was 
little done by the Popes, till Berengarius ( growing 
Potent in Italy ) necetlitated them to ſeek to Ocho I. 
who being crowned at Rome, in 952. a Council there 
held in 954. acknowledged the ſame Right in him, 
that had been in Charles the Great. Gregory VIL on 
this account begins a quarrel with Henry LV. Empe- 
rour ; fets up Anti-Emperours, and excommunicates 
the Emperour, in 1076. whereupon that Prince thus 
provoked , beſieged Rome in 1081. took it in 1084. 
and burnt it : and ſoon after, this Turbulent Pope 
dicd-in Baniſhment in great miſery, In 1242. Pope 
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Grezery TX. ( having excommunicated Frederick Il. 
Emerour, for refuting to give the See of Sardinia 
to kome ;) and proclaiming a Croyſade againft the 
Emperour ; that Prince defeated his Army : and fol- 
l>wing his blow , took Ravenna, Srena, and Faenza 
( with divers of the Cardinals, ) and reduced the See 
of Rome to a mean condition. Innocent IV. inſolent- 
ly renews the Excommunication againit the Empe- 
rour in 1242. Whereupon aroſe the famous Facti- 
ons of the Guelphs tor the Pope , and the G:belrnes 
for the Emperour ; which made I1:aly extremely mt- 
ſerable for ſome Ages. During part of which times, 
in 1305. Pope Clement V. removed the See to Aviz- 
n0n 1n France where it continued to 1376. upon 
which aroſe a Schiſm between the Popes of Rome 
and Avignon ; not ended, till the Council of Conſtance; 
which begun in 1414. In 1408. Lad:/laus King of 
Naples took Rome , and laid its Walls in the duit. 
In 1494. Charles VIII. of France took Rome, In 
1526. Cardinal Pompeius Columna; and in 1527. 
the Forces of Charles V. took and ſacked Rome. 
Philip 11. beſieged it, and had certainly taken it, if the 
Pope had not complyed about 1557. Yet after all 
theſe Changes and Calamities, this City at this day is 
ſaid to be fafteen Miles in compaſs; very populous ; 
and full of magnificent Buildings, as well Ancient as 
Modern. They reckon in it above three hundred 
thouſand Souls : befides eight thoufand Fews, who are 
encloſed in a particular quarter by themſelves ; and 
obliged every Saturday to hear a Chriſtzan Sermon. 
Houfes and Palaces twenty two thouland ; Pariſhes 
ninety two: forty one National Churches; fixty four 
Religious Houſes for Men ; above forty for Women ; 
thirty Hoſpitals ; one hundred and fix Societies of Pe- 
nitents ; and divers Colleges. It hath eighteen Gates ; 
three hundred and fixty Towers flanking the Walls ; 
fix Bridges over the Tiber ; three principal Fountains 
and eight Obelisks remaining out of about forty five, 
it formerly had, rchearſed in the Writings of Ant:- 
guaries. The Church of S. Peter, (in which the Body 
of that Apoſtle is depoſited ) built within and without 
of Marble, in the Figure of a Croſs ; near one hun- 
dred Tozſes long, ixty fix broad in the Branches ; 
with a Dome fifty five Toz/es high, a Portaz/ twenty 
four, erected in 1612. by Pope Paul V. to a Portico 
of the ſame largneſs; together with all its Riches, 
Paintings, Columns, Statues, Altars and Galleries ; ſur- 
paſſes the greateſt Idea that the mind can well form 
of Beauty and Grandeur. Then the Lzbrary in the 
VaticanPalace obtains the pre-eminence of all otherLi- 
braries 1n the World. Anciently this City Walls were 50 
Miles in compaſs ; with ſeven hundred and forty 
Towers in them ; and thirty Gates, leading to, and de- 
nominating as many broad High-ways , which were 
paved and adorned with wonderful Magaificence : 
where the Reſts of Tombs yet appear 3 it being 
by the Law of the Tivelve Tables ( in Urbe ne ſepe- 
lito, neve urito) forbidden to bury in the City. It 
had anciently eight Bridges; of which Por Sblictus 
built by the King Ancus Marcius , and repaired: by 
Amnnlius Lepidus, where Horatius Cccles (uſtained 
the Effort of the Thuſcanes who would have"re-efta- 
bliſhed the depoſed Tarquinius upon the Throne ; 
and where afterwards the Emperour Heliogabalus was 
precipitated into the Tiber, is ruined. But Pons Mz!- 
v1us5, Without the City, 1s no lefs remarkable, for 
the Victory there obtained by Conſtancine the Great 
over Maxentius, and the drowning of that Tyrant in 
the Tiber alſo, It had anciently eighteen Fountains ; 
eight hundred Baths ; an unknown number of Sta- 
tues, Columns, Coloffuſſts, Obelisks; ( the Columns of 
Trajan and Antoninus are {till ftanding;)and Temples 
for no leſs than thirty thouſand Gods, by the accounts 
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that Varro and others make of the Gods of the Ro- 
mans. The Cenſors have fometimes ſold the Com- 
mon Sink to Gardiners for tix hundred thouſand 
Crowns. The number of Inhabitants in Tiberins's 
time was computed to {ixteen hundred thouſand, two 
hundred ninety and one: In Anug/tus's, much more. 
Their Army, under the Emperors , ordinarily con- 
filted of two hundred thouſand Foot, and forty thou- 
ſand Horſe : their Fleets, of fifteen hundred Galleys, 
and two thouſand Ships. There were one hundred 
and fixty Granaries in their Empire : And in fine the 
Empire it ſelf had for its Bounds to the Eaft, Ew- 
Phrates, the Mountain Taurws, and Armenia ; to the 
South, Athiopia; to the North, the Danube ; and 
to the Welt, the A:lantich Ocean. For the Conn- 
ctls that have been celebrated here ſince Chriſtianity, 
by Popes and Anti-Popes againſt one another , 
again{t the Schiſmaticks and Hereticks ( fo called ) 
of all Ages, and againſt Emperours and Princes, or 
the Abuſes committed. and occaſioned by them and 
any of them; it is not for this place to rehearſe fo 
valt a number : Themſelves have ſometimes proved 
the greateſt Abuſe. Of late, the Proſecution of 
Dr. Mz:chae! Molinos , ( Author of the Doctrine of 
Quzertiſm,) and his pretended Aljuration, Septemb. 3. 
1687. may be adjudged one of the molt remarkable 
Occurrences that has for many years happened in 
Rome : of which See the Supplement to Dr. Bur- 
nets Letters. After Pope Innocent Xl. the Election 
fell upon Cardinal O:tobonz , a Venetian, Ofober 6. 
1639. who took the Name of Alexander VII. Af- 
ter him, upon Cardinal P:gnatel{i : who is called Inn- 
cent XIL. 

Rome, R:-ma , a ſmall Iſland in the Kingdom of 
Congo, 1n the River Faire; twenty Leagues from its 
Fall into the Ocean z in which there was ſome few 
years fince a French Colony. 

Romecht , the Turk:ſþ Name of Greece. 

Le Romois, the Territory of the City of Roan ; 
beyond the Seyne, in Normandy. 

Romont, Rozundus Mons, a ſmall County in the 
Province of YVaac or Vaud; which was under the 
Duke of Savoy, but now a part of the Canton of 
Freiburg. 

Roncevaur , a Town in Navarre, where the 
French received a great Defeat under Charlemagne 
In 792. 

Ronches, Aronches, Arunce, once a City of L:- 


fitamia; now a ſmall, but ſtrong Town in the Pro- 


vince of Extremadura ; between the Rivers of Ca- 
ja and Elva ; three Leagues from Albuquerque to 
the Welt. | 

Ronetglione, Roncihio, a Town in S. Peter's Pa- 
trimony ; the Capital of a Territory of the ſame 
Name, feated upon the River Fatsſcus : thirty Miles 
from Rome, and ten from YViterbo ; heretofore under 
the Dukes of Parma, but now under the Pope ; and 
the Territory belonging to 1t, is called Lo Stato 4: 
Ronciglione. 

Ronda, Aranda, an ancient City in Spain ; ca!- 
led alſo Ronda la Vieja; in the Kingdom of Gra- 
nada in the Borders of Andaluſia , upon the River 
Guadtaro ; not far from the Goza and the Guada!- 
qua Virejo ; twelve -Leagues from Gzbraiter to the 
North, and thirteen from Malaga to the Welt ; it 
has a: Caſtle, and is the Capital of a Territory ; and in 
a thriving State. Long. x5. oo. Lat. 36-10, 

'Ront, Paphlagonia, a Province in the Leffer 
Aſia. 

i Roſehilda, a City in the Hand of Je- 
land, in the Baltich Sea,under the King of Denmark ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of La:n- 
den 3 and ennobled by the Bones of the Kings of 
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Denmark here buried. Often mentioned alſo on 
the account of a Peace here concluded between the 
Danes and Swedes in 1658. It ſtands tour German 
Miles from Koppenhagen to the Welt, and icventy five 
from Kroouburg to the South-Eaſt. The Biſhop- 
rick was founded by Sweno King of Denmark, 1n 
IOI2. 

Roſcomen, Reſcomenum, a Town and County in 
the Province of Conaught. The County 18 bounded on 
the North by the Cur/ew Mountains, dividing 1t from 
Slego; on the Eaſt by the River Sharmon, dividing 1t 
from the Counties of Loerim, Longford, Weſt- Meath, 
and Kings Cornty; on the South by Kings County 
and Gallcway ; and on the Welt by the River Suck , 
which parts it from Ga/loway and Mayo. It 1s of a 
conſiderable length 3 viz. fixty Eng/zſh Miles from 
North to South, but not above nineteen where broa- 
deſt ; the Soil is level and extremely fruitful ; fo 
that it abounds with Graſs and Corn, produced by 
very little Husbandry. Rofcomen , the principal 
Town ( which gives nzme to it,) ſtands upon the 
| River Suck; towards the Weltern Border , but near 

the middle of the County ; twelve Miles from Ar h- 
lone to the North-Welt, and thirty three trom Gai/way 
to the North-Eaſt. 

Roſas, Rhoda, Rhode, Rodepolis, once a City, now 
only a Caſtle , and a ſmall Town in the County of 
Rouſſillon in Catalonia in Spain 3 which has a large 
Harbour on the Mediterranean Sea ; very ſtrongly 
and well fortified : taken by the French mn 1645. but 
reſtored" by the Pyrenean Treaty to Spain. It ftands 
ten Spaniſh Leagues from Perpzgnan to the South, 
This place was firlt fortified by Charles V. before 
which, it was only a Monaſtery ; though in the time 
of the Romans, it had been one of the moit conſi- 
derable Cities in Spain; ſuppoſed to have heen built 
by the Rhodians, before the Romans were Matters 
of this Kingdom ; and from them to have taken this 
name. h 

Roſetto, Metel:s, a City of Egype ; called by the 
Turks Raſchit ; by the 1ralians Reſetro: it ſtands 
with a Port upon the Mediterranean Sea, upon the 
Mouth of that Branch of the Nz/e, which was ancient- 
ly called Canopicum ; now one of the principal Ct- 
nies of that Kingdom. Monficur Thevenot, who tra- 
velled from Alexandria hither, tclls us, that it is fixiy 
ſhort Miles. This City, faith ke, was anciently called 
Canopus ; it lies five Miles up the River from the 
Sea; and is next to Caro, one of the beſt Cities in 
Egypt 3 and till encreafing ; being a place of great 
Traffick, very pleaſant, ſurrounded by lovely Gardens, 
and full of well-built tall Houſes ; and in which there 
is great plenty of Victuals very cheap ; but in the 
Months of Fuly and Augrſt, they have none but C1- 
Ftern-waters to drink. Many picces of ancient Money 
have been found in the Sand betwixt A/exandria and 
this City. The Country about it yields Sugar-Canes 
in plenty. Long. 60. 45. Lat. 3. 6. 

Koſeveque, a ſmall Town in Flanders; famous 
for a Battel , which Charles V. won againſt the Re- 
bellious Gante-men ; of whom were ſlain forty thous 
ſand, and their General Phz/ip d' Artevii! taken and 
hanged. 

Roſieme, Roſima, a City in Poland ; the Capital 
of Sa» upon the River Dubiſſa ; twelve 
Poliſh Miles from Corona to: the North, thirty from 
Riga to the South , and twenty ſeven from V:/na to 
the Weſt ; this place is little and ill peopled. Bau- 
drand writes Roſiente. 

Roſs, Ruſſia, a County in the North of Scotland ; 
bounded on the North by Naverina and Sutherland, 
on the South by Murray and Abria, on the Eaſt by 
the German, and on the Welt by the Iriſh Sea, 
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Charles 1, was Earl of this County in the Life of his 
Father. ; 

Roſſano, Roſc:anum, Ruſcianum, a City in the Hi- 
ther Calabria, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which is 
an Archbifhops See, and a Principality ; built upon a 
Rock , incompatled on all {des by Rocks ; ard 
ſeated ſcarce three Miles from the Shoars of the Bay 
of Taranto ; ſixteen from Biſjpnano to the Eaſt ; 
thirty five from Coſen;a to the South-Eaſt, and twelve 
from Thurzum to the South 3 which laſt, being an old 
City, was formerly the Biſhops See. This Place is 
great, well peopled, and was the Birth-pl:ce of Pope 
John VII. 

Roſle, Roa, a Town :nciently in the Province of 
Mounjter in the County of Cork ; and a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Caſheli ; it ſtands upon the 
Britiſh Channel , at the Mouth of a ſinall River cal- 
led Fin; thirty Miles from Cork to the South-Wett 
and twenty two from Kznſale to the Weſt. The Bi. 
ſhops See in 1618. was united to that of Cork; the 
Town being reduced to a meer Village. $ There is 
a Market Town of this name in Herefordſhire, in the 
the Hundred of Greyzree, upon the River He. 

Roſſetto. Sce Reoſerro. 

Roffillon, Ruſeznonenſis Comrtatus, a County of 
Catalonia, called by the French Rouſſillon, by the Spa- 
mards Roſſillon : bounded on the Eait by the Medi- 
terranean Sea, on the North by Lanyuedce, on the 
Welt by Ceretania, and on the South by Cata!onta : 
The Capital of it is Perpiznan. There are beſides in 
it Leucate, Villa Franca, Kodes, Eina, and ſome ©- 
ther Places of note z it extending from Ealt to 
Welt eighteen Spaniſh Leagues. This Country was 
anciently a part of Galiza Narbonenſis i; annexed to 
Spain in the Times of the Gorhs : had then Earls 
which were Sovereign Princes of it ; and on the Death 
of Gerard the laſt of them , under A/phon/us II. ad- 
ded to Arragon. By Zames I. annexed to the King- 
dom of Majorca; and recovered back again to that 
Crown by Pedro IV.By King Fobn: TI. fold to Lewy X1., 
of France, in 1462, and by Charles VIII. of 
Frarce, returned back freely to Ferdinando, on 
condition he ſhould not obſtruct his Conquelt of the 
Kingdom of Naples in 1493. It continued under that 
Crown till 1659. when Lewis XI. retook it by his 
Arms. and had the Pofſetſion confirmed by the Pyre- 
nean Treaty, There are three conſiderable Rivers w:- 
tering 1t, the Ter, the Tech, and the Ez/-. 

Roſtock, Roſtoczum, Roſtochium , Raciburgum 
Rhodepoly, Roſarum or Reſarium Urbs, a City in the 
Lower Saxony upon the Baltich Sea; in the Duke- 
dom of Meck/eburg in Germany : which is a Free 
Imperial City, and bas an Harbour made by the River 
Warna, on which it ſtands eight Miles trom Wiſemar 
to the Eaſt, and eleven from S:ralſimde to the Welt. 
It 1s under the Protection of the Dukes of Meckle- 
burg, by whoſe Anceſtors it was built about 329. and 
walled by another about 1160. Its Ancient Name 
was Roftzoch or Rotzoch , which Ggnifies a Mzry 
Ground. Ericus King ot Denmark conquered this 
Territory about 1286. Chriſtopher III, his Succeſfor 
in 1322. reſtored it to the Duke of Meckleburs. 
Waldemarus IV. granted this City and its Territory 
to Albert Duke of Meckleburg, in 1360. Ai- 
bert another Duke in 1416. founded an Uni- 
verlity here , which was opened three years after. 
It 1s about five Miles-in compaſs, and almoit equal to 
Lubeck, | A Sedition ariſing in this City in 1573. a- 
gainſt the Duke, he entred it in Arms, and treated the 
Senate with great ſeverity. In 1629. it was with 
the - whole Dutchy of Mecklenburg taken by - the 
—_ - out _ os hands 1t was recovered 

y the Sweaes, Octob., 16. 1631, . 
es ; 631, Long. 34. 20 
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Noſtow, Roſtovia, a great City in Ruſſia 3 which 
is the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame Name, and 
an Archbiſhops See. It ſtands upon the River Cot0- 
rea, having a Fortreſs of Wood : twenty {tx Miles 
from the Wolga to the South , and thirty four 
from Moſco to the Weſt. The Dukes of this 
Province were next Novograd in the greateſt Eſteem 
of any in this Kingdom ; till Fohn Baſilovitz, in 
1565. totally extirpated the Family ; and ſince that 
time it has been given to the ſecond Son of the Czars. 
Rotcnburg, Rorenburgum. a City of Franconia 1n 
Germany, upon the River Tauber ; nine German 
Miles from Nor:mburg to the Welt, and a little more 
from Furtsburg to the South. Made a Free Imperial 
City by Frederick Lin 1163. There is another Town 
ef the ſame name in Schwaben, upon the Neckar : 
one Mile frpm Tubingen to the Welt, which 18 under 
the Emperor. | : 
Roterdam, Rozerdamum, a great, ſtrong, rich, po- 
lous City ; the Capitalo( the Province of Schzelanat, 
and one of the molt celebrated Sea-Ports in Holland. 
It ftands on the North fide of the middle Branch of 
the Rhine ; four German Miles and an halt from the 
Sea, and eight from Amſterdam to the South-Weſt. 
T-:1themius faith , it was built in 89. by Racherzus 
the twentieth King of the ffranks. Eraſmus, the 


' great Reſtorer of Learning , was born in this City. 


They have taken care to preſerve the memory of 1t 
by an Inſcription ſet upon the Houſe; and placed 
his Statue on the Bridge beſides : which was erected 
in 1564. and very injuriouſly treated by the Spans- 
ards in 1572. The greateſt convemence of this 
Town is, that Ships of great Burthen are taken into 
the middle of many of the Streets without difficulty ; 
their Channels being deep and large. It was ſmall, 
when the Spaniards were ejected 3 and therefore not 
mentioned as to the time of its conjunction with 
the States. 

Rother , a River which ariſeth in Sſſex ; and 
paſſing between it and Kent , falls into the Britsſh 
Sea at Rie. Appledore in Kent 1s ſeated upon tt : 
And Oxney-Iſle, encompaſled with it. 

Rotherham, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Yorkshire, and the Hundred of Strafford ; upon the 
River Dun, over which it hath a fine Stone Bridge. 
Of note, for giving Name and Birth to Thomas of Ro- 
theram, Archbiſhop of Tork , one of the Founders 
of Lincoln College in Oxon: who expreſſed his 
kindneſs to this Town by founding likewiſe a Col- 
lege in it ; with three Schools for Grammar , Wrt- 
ting and Maſick. 

Rothſape , a Caſtle in an Iſland in Dunbritton 
Fyrth or Bay on the Weſt of Scorland ; which has 
annexed to it the Title of a Dukedom ; and belonged 
heretofore tothe Prince , or Eldeſt Son of the King 
of Scotland. It is ſaid, the Royal Family of the Szeu- 
arts came at firſt from this Cattle ; which was thet 
molt ancient Seat. 

Rothwell, or Rozell, a Market Town in Northam- 
ptonſhire. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Rota, Ebors, a Caſtle in Andaluſia, upon the Bay 
of Cadiz; at the Mouth of the River 2uadalquivir ; 
three Leagues from Cadiz to the North ; menttoned 
by Strabo, Mela and Stephanus , as one of the Cities 
in that part of Span. 

Rotta, Rutuba, a ſmall River in Liguria in Ttaly ; 
which riſeth out of the Appennine ; and flowing 
through the County of Nz7za , and dividing it from 
the States of Genoua , falls into the Mediterranean 
Sea at Vintimiglia. Fn 
* Rotwyl, or Reewes!, Rubea villa, Rotewilla,a ſmall, 
but Imperial and Free City in Schwaben in Germany ; 
upon the Necker , under Mount Abenow ; 
which it ſtands three Leagues to the South, ten from 
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Briſach to the Eaſt, and fix from Schafhouſe to the 
North. In this City Conrad III. Duke of Schwaben, 
in 1147. inſtituted a Chamber of Juſtice for that 
whole Dutchy, It has its Name from Rott a Ger- 
man word, which ſignifies a Troop ; built at firſt on 
the oppolite (ide of the Necker ; and removed to the 
place 1t now f{tands in, upon the account of frequent 
Inundations. In 1643. 1t was taken by the French. 
Monſieur Guebrande , the French General, died in 
the City ſoon after of the Wounds he had received in 


| the Siege 3 by the Treaty of Munſter it was reſtored 


to its former itate, and is united now with the Sw:/7 
Cantons for its Preſervation. 

Roucy, a Town of France in Champagne , upon 
the River A:ſne: giving its Name and the Title of 
Earl to an Honourable and Ancient Family there. 

Rouen. See Roan. 

Rovergne;, Ruzenenſis Provincia, a Province in 
France , under the Generalite of Gaſcony : bounded 
on the South by Languedoc, on the Eaft by Givau- 
dan, on the North by Auvergne, and on the Weſt 
by 2zercy ; the Capital City of it, is Rodez : Vile 
Franche de Rovergue , is another principal place. 
Ceſar and Lucan mention its old Inhabitants by the 
Name of Ruthens, The Riches of it confiſt in Cat- 
tel and Wooll, Mines of Iron, Braſs, Allum, Brim- 
ſtone, 9c. It is watered by the Tarn, the Lor, the 
Aveirou, &C. 

Rovigo, Rhodigium, a ſmall City in Italy z here- 
tofore under the Dukes of Ferrara, but now unde: 
the Republick of Yenice ; and the Reſidence of the 
Biſhop of Adrza ; from which it ſtands twenty Miles 
to the Welt, and twenty five from Ferrara to the 
North, the ſame from Padoua to the South. The 
Learned Czl:ius Rhodiginus was a Native of this Ci- 
ty. It is the Capital of Rovigno, a ſmall Province in 
Lombardy, (urrounded by the River Adige : which 
was anctently a part of Romandso/a ; but in 1500. in 
the diſorders of Italy ſeized by the Venetians. 

RouſtHon, See Rojal/on. 

Korburg, Marchenium or Marchidun, a ſtrong 
Caitle, both by its Situation and Art; feated upon 
the Tiwvede, (where it receives the Tiefe} almoſt twen- 
ty Eng/1ſþ Miles from Berwick to the Weſt. Fames IT. 
of Scoriand, a Frince of great Virtue and Goodneſs, 
was {lain at the Siege of this Place by one of his own 
Cannon, which accidentally broke in firing it againſt 
the Caſtle, in 1459. The next year the Caſtle was 
ſurrendred to the Scots ; who intirely ruined it, in 
revenge of the Death of their Prince ; ſo that it can 
ſcarce now be ſeen where it ſtocd. 

Royan, Royanum, a Town in Saintonge, at the 
Mouth of the Garonne z heretofore ſtrongly fortified. 

Royaumont, an Abbey in the Government of the 
Iſle of France, eight Leagues from Paris, towards 
the River Oiſe : which in 14c9. ſuffered much by 
Thunder and Lightning. 

 Roye, a conliderable Town in Picardy : adorned 
with a Collegiate Church, and fome Religious Houſes : 
upon one of the Sources of the More. It gives 
Name to an Honourable Family alfo. 

Royſton, a Market Town, divided betwixt Cam- 
bridgeſhire and Hartfordſhire :' at the bottom of an 
Hill, in the Hundred of Odſey. 

Rubicon. See P:ſatello, the Modern Name. 
Ruvdolfgwerd, Rudolphi-verda, a new and very 
ſtrong City in the Borders of Carniola , upon the Ri> 
ver Gurk,; [three Miles from the Save to the South, 
= age Cell, and five from' Caro//tadt to the 

elt, oh | 

Ruffach, Rubeacum, a ſmall City in the Upper 4- 
ſatia, in the Territory of Mundat , upon the River 
Roteback : once an Imperial and Free City : but ta- 
ken by Twurene, in 1675. after a great Defeat of the 


Imperzalsts ; 
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Imperialiſts ; and now under the Biſhop of Stra-onrg. 
It 1s one of the ancienteit Towns in Aiſatia ; and 
was for the rare fertility of its Soil , ( for five hun- 
dred years) the Scat of fome of the Roman Nobility. 
Conradus Pellicznus was born in this City. It ſtands 
three Miles from Briſachto the Weſt, and two from 
Mulhuſe to the North. : 

Riffec, Rufeacum, Roffiacum, a ſmall Town in 
the Dioceſe of Poitiers tive or fix Leagues from Are 
gouleſme, in France : pleaſantly ſituated ; and honor'd 
with the Title of a Ma1quifate. Pope Clement V, be- 
fore his elevation to the Fontificate prefided at a Coun- 
cil here in 1304. There have been others celebrated 
at it in other times. 

Rugby, a Market Town in Warwicksbire, in the 
Hundred of Knzghtlou', upon the River Avon. 

Rugen, Kugenlandr, Rnugia, an Iſland in the Bal- 
tick Sea, upon the Coaſt of Pomerania ; which has 
the Title of a Principality ; about ſeven German Miles 
ſquare ; but the Sea breaks in and covers a confidera- 
ble part of the middle of it from the Welt, and al- 
molt divides it into ſeveral Iſlands. This was cauſed 
by an Outragious Tempeſt in 1309. A part of this 
Iſland at the fame time, which lay to the South-Eaſt 
as far as the Iſle of Ruden (then conjoyned with this,) 
was torn away ; and ſunk ſo deep into the bottom of 
the Sea, that the greateſt Ships may Sail over it : what 
remains,affords Corn and Cattle in great plenty ; ſerv 
ing as a granary to the parts adjacent. The beſt 
Town in it is Bergen : the others of note are Sogart, 
Tick, and Bingſt. This Ifland is able to Arm about 
ſeven thouſand Men in caſe of neceflity. About 1066. 


it was ſubject to Buthen, Son of Godeſcalch King of 


the Heruli. Chriſtopher II. King of Denmark , in 
1322. ſubjected it to that Crown» YYratiſlaw IV. 
Duke of Pomerania, in 1325. becoming Heir of it, 
by the death of YY:;7/aus the laft Prince, drove out 
the Danes and became Maſter of it: after this the 
Danes regained the Poſſeſſion of it. Erick King of 
Denmark in 1438. reſigned it the ſecond time to the 
Duke of Pomeranza ; and under them it was in 1630. 
when Guſtavus Adolphus began the German War with 
the Conquett of this Ifland. By the Treaty of Mun- 
fer in 1648. it was confirmed to the Swedes. In 
1698, the Danes attempting to recover it out of the 
Hands of the Smedes, received at firſt a great over- 
throw ; but in a ſecond attempt in the ſame year pre- 
vailed ; and kept the Iſland till the Peace of S. Ger- 
mane,in 1679; by which it was reſ{tored:to the Swedes, 
who now have it. The Chriſtian Faith was firſt 
Preached in it by the Monks of Corby in Saxony ; in 
875. They, built a Chappel here for the Service of 
God, which was after abuſed to. the Pagan Idolatry ; 
till PVa/demarus a Dane, (about 1161) deſtroyed 
the Idol they Worſhipped, and thereupon they be- 
came generally Chriltians. 

Bugoſo, the ſame with Rubicown. See Piſatello. 

Bulla, Rhogope, one of the greateſt and beſt 
known Mountains in Thrace; out of which the River 
Hebrus ariſeth : it ſtretcheth from Weſt to Eaſt, at 
this day little Inhabited ; the Turks call it Rwl/a, that 
1s the Queen of Mountains ; the Italians Argentario, 
the Greeks Baſulsſſa ; it divides Thrace, and ends at 
the City of Apollonia. | 

Bumelia. See Greece. 

Bumfozd, a Market Town in the County of Ef x, 
inthe Hundred of Havering.  _ : 

Kaumnep, a Market Town and Corporation in the 
County of Kent in Sheway Lath, which returns two 
Members of Parliament. $ Alſo a River in Monmouth- 
ſhire, talling into the Severn. 

Kumſep, a Market Town in Hampſh:re, in the 
Hundred of K#ngſomborn, upon the River Teſt. 

Boypel, Rupera, Rupela, a ſmall River in the 
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Dukedom of Brabant ; made by the Demera . 
Dila, Senna and Neth ; which falls into the Scheld at, 

Kupclmonde, Rupelmunda, a Town and ancient 
Caltle in Brabant 3 which has its name from the 
lack mentioned River ; between the Sche/d and Ry- 
pel ; two Miles from Antwerp to the South. Mercaror 
the great Geographer was born in this Town, In 1512. 

uremond. See Roermond. 

Ruſs, Urſa, a River in Switzerland, which ari- 
ſeth from the Alpes and Mount S. Godard ; and run- 
ning Northward by A!/torff and the Lake of Lucern, 
watereth the City of Laucern ; and being improve 
by ſome ſmaller Rivers, finally buries it ſelf in 4a. 

Ruſle, Ruſna, a River of the Ducal Pruſſia, which 
has been call'd Chronus, It arifeth in Lithuania, 
where it is called Nzemen ; and entertaining the Se- 
Zara, and YVilia, it watereth the Southern parts of 
Samogitia : af.er which it takes the nanie of Ruſſe ; 
and at laſt ends in the Bay of Meme! by five Out-lets ; 
having watered Grodno and Kowna, two conliderable 
Cities of Poland in his Progrels. 

Ruſſia, a vaſt Country ia the North-Eaſt part of 
Europe ; called by the Inhabitants Ry/7 ; by the Ger- 
mans Ruſſanat ; by the Engl:ſh Ruſſia and Muſcory ; 
by the Poles Moskwa and Ruſſenlanat ; by the Turks 
Ruſs; to the Ancients, known by no other name 
than that of Sarmatia Europea : It is bounded on 
the North by the frozen Ocean ; on the Eaſt it is ſe- 
parated from the A/iatick Tartars, by the Rivers of 
Obb and Fazickz ; on the South it is divided from 
the Crim Tartars by the Tanars Minor, or the Do- 
netz, as it is now Called ; on the Welt the Nzeper and 
Narva divide it from Po/and. Its length from North 
to South is three hundred and eighty German Miles ; 
its breadth from Eaſt to Welt three hundred of the 
ſame. So that it is by far the greateſt Kingdom in 
Chriſtendom ; if it were equally Civiliz'd, Fertil, and 
Peopled, as it 1s not. For the diſpatch of Buſineſs and 
the Management of Afairs, it is divided into forty 
Provinces ; the names of which, (and of about thirty 
three Cities, that are to be found in it) would take 
more room than this ſmall Work will allow, This 
Nation in 861. made an Invaſion into Greece ; and 
beſieged Mzchael the Emperor m Conſtantinople, but 
could not take it. The Captives they carried home 
with them, and made them partakers of a greater ble{- 
{ing by teaching them the Chriſtian Religion ; which 
was atter this in 866. promoted by Baſi/zus the Em- 
peror. In 944. they made a ſecond attempt: upon 
Conſtantinople, which miſcarried alſo. In 980. Uls- 
domsr Duke of Ruſſia, (Marrying Anna Daughter to 
Bafiliw Emperor of Greece,) embraced the Chrittian 
Religion, and ſettled it intirely in this Country : from 
whence it comes to paſs, that they embrace the Te- 
nets, Rites, and Ceremontes of the Greek Church ; 
and have the utmoſt Averfion for the Latin Church 
and Service. About 1058. Bo/c/laus King of Poland 
Conquered Rvſſia; which was reduced to obedience 
after a Revolt by another Boſe/laus in 1123. In aſter- 
times they had frequent Wars with the Po/es ; who 


prevailed {o far as about 1342. they intirely Conquer- 


ed the red Ruſſia ; the Nobility of which, (in 1434) 
were received into the ſame ttate with the Nobility 
of Poland ; allowing them at the ſame time the Ex- 
erciſe of the Greek Religion, which they from their 
firſt Converſion to this day follow. They are as well 
by Intereſt as Conqueſt united to that Crown ; and 


- never to be ſeparated from it, but by another Con- 


queſt. About 1205. the black Ru/jia (now called 
Muſcovy) was Invaded by Barton Son-of Ghangius 
King of the Tartars, who lived to the: North-Eatt of 
this-Country : they opprefſed this Nation for many 
Ages, and fo harrafſed them, that no account can be 
given of the times, when the Reigns of their Princes 

began 
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began or ended. Fohn XI, was the firſt who began 
to enfranchiſe theſe Countries from the Servitude of 
the Tarrars, which they had ſo long groaned under. 
Fohn Baſilovstz the 4th. of this Race (who began his 
Reign very young) 1n 1540. ended it by the Conqueſt 
of the Tartars and all the petty Princes, which had 
till then reigned in ſeveral parts of this Empire. This 
was the cruelleſt Tyrant that any Age has produced ; 
2nd died as wretchedly as he hved, in 1584. Faxdor 
Fuanovits his Son ſucceeded him at the Age Of twen- 
ty two years ; he was a perfect natural Fool, There 
was another Brother called Demetrius of nine years 
of Age, which had more ſenſe, But Bors (who ma- 
naged all this under Fedor) cauſed Demetrius to be 
Murthered. In 1597, Fedor dying ſuddenly without 
Children, Bors was Elected ; and foon after Depofed, 
in Gvour of a Counterfeit Demetrius brought in by 
the Poles: after which followed nothing but-Calami- 
ties and Confufions; till in 1615. (or as others fay 
in 1612) one Michael Fedrovizt , Son of Fedor 
Nikits (a Kinſman far removed, *of Fohn Baſilovitz ) 
was choſen by the Body of this Nation Emperor of 
My!ſcovy. This Prince ſettled this vaſt Empire ; go- 
verned it with more Juſtice, Clemency, Prudence 
and Piety than: all his Predeceſfors had uſed ; and at 
Laſt died in great Hanor Fuhy 12.1645. To him Suc- 
ceeded Alexius his Sen. - The two Princes, which fome 
few years ſince aſcended the Throne together, are of 
the ſame Race. 

Red Ruffia, isa Province under the Crown of Po- 
land ; ſometimes called the Proper Rufſia and Roxo- 
lanis ; it lies extended towards the South, between 
Puland (properly fo called) and Muſcovy, This con- 
tains the Palatinates of Ruff (properly fo called, ) 
Podolia, Volhinsa, Rel; a, Brafhaw, K1ovia, and the 
Territory of Chelm : being that: part of Rzſſia, which 
C as 1 faid before) was Conquered by the Poles 3 
and by Cafimir 11. in 1342. united for ever to Poland. 

White Ruſſia, is a very conſiderable Province un- 
der the Crown of Poland; and fo called, becauſe it 
was of old a part of Muſcovy or Ruſſia : it is divi- 
ded into fix Palatinates ; which are Novogrod, 
Mziſciflaw, Witebsko, Minskie, Polokie, and Smo- 
lenskie. This laſt Palatinate has - been recovered in 
Latter times by the Ryſs,and is not now under the Poles. 

IRufſia, properly ſo called, Ruſſi, Rutheni, is a 
Province of Poland, and a part of Red Ruſſia ; which 
has Po/and on the Welt,” Volhsnza and Podolia on the 
Eaſt, the Territories of Clmz and Belſia on the North, 
and the Carpathian Hills, (dwiding it from Hungary 
and Tranſ/y/vanza) to the South: the Capital of it is 
Lemburgh. Some give this Province the name of 
Black Ruſſia. ; 

KEuſtan, Rytanus Ager, a ſmall Territory in the 
Province of Bigorre in Aquitain in France ; near the 
River Arroux and S. Severe. 

Rathen, a Market Town in Denbyſhre in Wales. 
The Capital of its Hundred. 

Kutlandſhire, Rut/andia, 18 the leaft of all the 
Counties of England. Bounded on the North by 
Lincolyſhire, on the Eaſt and South by Northam- 
ptorſhire, (divided from it by the River eland) and 
on the Welt by Leiceſterſhire : its gveateſt length is 
from North to South, not full twelve Miles ; from 
Eaſt to Weſt hardly nine ; and its circumference about 
forty. The Air is temperate, ſerene and healthful ; 
the Soil rich, and fruitful in Corn and Paſturage, ef- 
pecially about the Vale of Catmoſs, Woods and 
pleaſant Springs are plentiful enough ; (of the latter, 
the Weland and the Waſh are the principal : ) fo that 
it wants nothing. This County was a part of the Lands 
poſleſſed by the Corit ans, before the Roman Conqueſt : 
and was Conquered by P. Oſterius, in the Reign of 
Clandian the Emperor. Afterwards it made a part 
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of the Kingdom of Mercia; and now is in the Dioceſe 
of Peterborough. There are but forty eight Pariſhes, 
and two Market-Towns in it. Okeham being the Shire 
Town, and Uppingham the other. In 1390. Ed- 
ward Plantagener, eldeſt Son of Edmund Duke of 
Tork,; In 1326, Richard, ſecond Brother of the faid 
Edward; and in 1450. Edmund Plantagenet, e- 
cond Son of Richard Duke of Tork ; (all of the Royal 
Family) ſucceſſively were Earls of this County. But 
in 1525- Thomas Mannors, Lord Roos of Hamlake, 
Tresput, and Belvoir (Deſcended by the Lady Ann 
his Mother, from the ſaid Richard, Duke of York ) 
was Created Earl of Ruzland;by Henry VIIL. in 1325- 
whoſe Polterity enjoy this Honor to this day. Fohn the 
twelfth of this Family, ſucceeding Fohn his Father, in 
the year 1679. | | 

Wntalti, an ancient People of Latium in Italy, 
Ardea was their Capital City. 


Ruvo, R#bz, a City in the Province of Bars, in 


the Kingdom of Naples ; which 1s a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Bar ; a ſmall, but ſpruce and 
populous City : about feventeen Miles from Bars to 
the Weſt. Horace mentions it in his Satyrs ; Inde Rite 
bos feſſi pervenimus, &C. 

Bye, a member of the Cinque Pores, upon the edge 
of the County of Suſſex, towards Kent, in Haſt ings 
Rape ; fituated at the fall of the Rother into the Sea; 
where it hath a convenient Haven, eſpecially for a ready 
paſſage to Diepe in Normandy. It returns two Mem- 
bers to the Lower Houſe of Parliament. The Fiſher- 
men take excellent Herrings here.

Jada, a City in the Happy Arabia, perhaps of 
old called Sabarha : it tiands in the inland parts 
of that Country; three hundred Miles from Aden to 
the North. Ifit is Sabatha, its Long. is 76. oo. Lat. 
I6. 56. 
Daal, Sala, a River in Germany, called by the 
French, Sale. It ariſeth in Francoma ; over againſt 
the Nab and the Mays ; and flowing through Thu- 
ringia, it watereth Saalfeld and Fena; then entering 
Mzſnia, and paſſing by Naumburgh, Mersburgh, and 
Hall, (and being in this paſlage ſFeeled by many ſmal- 
ler Rivers) it falls at [aſt into the E/be ; beneath Bern- 
burgh, in the Upper Saxony ; four Miles from Mag- 
deburgh to the South. 

Saan, Savaria, a River of Stiria. 

Daare. See Sare. | 

Saba, ſuppoſed to be the ſame with Meroe in 
Ethiopia. $. One of the Charibye Iſlands in Ameri- 
ca, under the Hollanders, and near S. Chriſtophers, is 
likewiſe called by this name. 

Sabaro, Sybars, a River in Calabria, in the 
Kingdom of Naples ; others call it Cochi/e ; and ſay 
it falls into the Bay of Taranto, near Moranc. | 

 Dabaria, a Town of the ancient Pannonia in 
Hungary, the native place of S. Martin of Tours. 
It is not certainly known where it is: ſome con- 
jeCturing it to be one place, and ſome another. 

Dabini, an ancient People of Latium, in Italy ; 
whoſe memory is ſtill preſerved in the name of a Pro- 
vince, now in the States of the Church, called Terre 
Sabina ; which contains a part of the Territory here- 
tofore belonging to them ; the Capital whereof was 
Cures. There 18 a Monaſtery in this Territory ho- 
noured with a Biſhop's See, under the Title of the 
Biſhop of Sabina: and in the years 1590. 1593- 
1595. &ec. Symodal Conſtitutions were publiſhed ow 
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the (then) Biſhops, bearing the ſame. Tt is ſufficient* 
iy known,” how the firſt Romans under Romulus pro- 
cured themſelves Wives from this People, their Neigit- 
bours. 

Sabionetta, Sabulonete, a ſtrong Town in Lom- 
bardy, which has a ſtrong Caſtle Garriſoned by >?4- 
nrards. It is the Capital of a ' Sovereign Dukedom 3 
belonging heretofore to the Caraffa's, and now to the 
Guſman's, a Spaniſh Family ; between the Dukedomn 
of Mantoua to the Eaſt, and the Territory of Cre- 
ena to the Welt ; twenty five Miles Eaſt of Cremo- 
7a, and fifteen North of Parma. ; 

Sabl-:, Sabo/ium, a {mall City in the Province of 
Maine, upon the River Sarte ; ten Leagues from An- 

gers to the North, and from Mans to the South. 

Savieſtan, Sabl;/tania, an inland Province in the 
Kingdom of Perſia ; towards the Eaſt, in the Moun- 
tains ; between Chorazanto the North, and Khermon, 

(or Caramania) to the South. - The Cities of which 
are Zarans, Boſt, and Nebeſaet. | 

Sacz, an ancient People of Scythia, betwixt the 
Mountain Imaus, and the Sarmatian Alanz ; repre- 
ſented by Dionyſins Africanns and others, as a wild 

and cruel Nation. 

Dacanta, Laconia, the moſt Southern Province 
in the Morea; containing that part which was ancient- 
ly under the: Lacedemonians, and Argia. The Capi- 
tal of which is Mz/izra. 

Dacap, Sacaza, a City in Zapan. 

Dacca, Siacca, Saxa, Xacea,'a City on the South 
Shoar of Sicily, in the Valley of Mazara 3 called by 
the Ancients, Therme Selmuntie.

Sagabzta. See Fagabria. 

Sagan, Saganum, a City in S:lefia, in the King- 
dom of B:hemia ; the Capital of a Dukedom of the 
ſame name z called by the Germans, Aegan. It ſtands 
upon the Bober, (where it receives the Qzes/s) ſeven 
German Miles from G/ogaw to'the Welt, and fix from 
Croſſen to the North. Now.in the Hands of the Em- 
peror, as King of Bohemia ; whoſe Predeceſſors in 
1548. redeemed it out of- the Hands of the EleCtor 
of Saxony 3 to whom it was Mortgaged together with 
its Dukedom. | 

Sagone, a ruined City in the Iſland of Corſica ; 
which 1s yet a Biſhop's Ste, under the Archbiſhop of 
Piſa in Traly: the Biſhop Keeping Reſidence at a 
neighbouring Town. 

agriano, Sagra, a ſmall River in the Farther 
Calabria. : 

Saguenay, a River, Town, and Province in New 
France. The River diſcharges it ſelf into the Gulph 
of S. Lawrence. 

Saguntum,a noble and famous City of the ancient 
Spain ; whoſe memory is recorded with honour for 
their fidelity to their Allies the Romans ; when Han- 
1ibal bexGeg'd them nine months together in the year 
of Rome 535. Chuling, rather than betray the one, or 
fall into the Handsof the other, in one vaſt fire made 
in the middle of the City to deſtroy themſelves, their 
Wives and Children, with every thing that was dear 
and valuableto them. Hannibal razed the place. Which 
fact of his became the Subject of the ſecond Pwnzch 
War, Flor. 2: -N , 
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Sahib, Delta, ar Ifland made by the divided 
Branches of the Nile, and the Mediterranean Sea ; 
which is the beſt part of the Lower Egypt. Ses

Satlle, or Haute-Sailie,, Alta Sylva, a Monaſtery 
of the Crſtercian Order in the Pars de YVauge, in the 
Dukedom of Lorain: firſt eſtabliſhed about the year 
I140, inthe midit of a great high Foreſt : and there. 
fore called Saz!le by a corruption of the word Silva, 

Saint, Santo, Santa, Saint, Is a VVord fre. 
quently put before the Names of Places, fince Chris 
ſtianity prevailed in. the VVorld : of which thoſe 
that are omitted under their proper Names are as 
followeth., | 

S. Agatha di Gotti, 4gatha, or Fanum Sante 
Agathe , Agathopols, a City in the Kingdom of 
Naples, in the Further Principate ; which 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Benevento ; nine Miles 
from Teleſe te the South, and fourteen from Capua 
and Benevento. 

S. Aignan or 4Agnan, a Town of the Dukedom 
of Berry, in France ; which ſtands at the reception 
of the River Saudre by the Cher: adorned with the 
Title of a Dukedom and Peerdom now, of an Earl- 
dom betore ; and- ſo called in honour-of a Biſhop of 
Orleans of this name, its tutelar, whoſe reliques they 
preſerve here. Its more ancient name was Ha- 
gand. . 

S. Alpre, a Town and Abbey in the Province of 
Auvergne in France, near Clermont ; by which the 
River Tiretaine paſles. ' 

S. Amand, E/no, a Town in the Exrldom of 
Flanders, and Confines. of Hainault ; in the Hands 
of the French, and heretofore very ſtrong, but now 
diſmantled. It ſtands upon the River Scharpe, (which 
a little Lower falls into the Sche/de) four Leagues 
from Tournay to the South, and three from Yalen- 
ciennes. The Lands lying between the Scharpe and 
the Schelde, are from this place called the Iſles de 
St. Amand ; but its greateſt glory is a celebrated Mo- 
naſtery, Abbatia S. Amandi Elmonenfis, where the 
Saint of that name dyed. This Town was taken by 
the French in 1667. The Foreſt, beginning upon 
the Frontiers of Flanders and extending nigh to Ya 
lenciennes in Hainault, hath the name alſo of the Fo- 
reſt of S. Amand. 

S. Jmour, a ſmall Town in the County of Bur- 
gundy, in France, and the Dioceſe of Lyons. Hono- 
red of late with a Collegiate Church. 

D. Andero, Andreapols Antiqua, Flavionavia, 
a Town and Port in the Principality of B:ſcay in 
Spain : lately advanced to the Dignity of a Biſhop's 
See. Some place it in the Aſturias. 

S. Indiol, a Town in the Province of Vivarerz 
in France, upon the Rhoſne ; adorned with divers Ec- 
clefiaſtical and Religious Houſes, and a College of the 
Barnabites. Its ancient name in Latin was, Gento, 
Gentibo, Gentibus, This of S. Andiol, and Fanum 
S. Andeoli, deſcended upon it by the Martyrdom of 
S. Andeolus, a Grzcian Subdeacon here, in the Reign 
of the Emperor Severus,about the year I90 : who with 
others had been ſent to ſerve the Gauls by S. Polycarp 
from the Eaſt. It hath the Latin name alſo of Y:iva- 
rienſe Monaſterium, being under the Biſhop of Vi> 
VIETSs 

D. Indze, or Fort de Saint Anare, a ſtrong Cit- 
tadel in the Dutchy of Guelderland in the Low Coun- 
tries ; ſituated betwixt the Maze and the V/ael,about 
two Leagues from Boſteduc. Built in 1599. by An- 
drew Cardinal of Auſtria; and the year after taken 
by the Dutch, who remain the Maſters of it. Oaly 
in 1672. the French gained it, and ſoon after ruined 
and abandoned it. $ A Town near Buda in Hun- 
gary, ſuppoſed by Bonfinims to be the Quarta ds- 
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cima legio Germanica of Ptolemy, beais this name 
alſo. 

Capo di ©. B#ndzea, a-Promontory of the Iſlar:d 
Cyprus ; the fame which Pliny calls Dinaretum. 

Capo ©. Indzca, a Promontory of the Pelopon- 
neſus, in Achaia :' the ſame with the ancient Artzr- 
rhium- of Ptolemy and Piny. | 

S. Indzes, Lavantum, Flavia, a City of Ger- 
many, in the Lower Carinthia; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Saltzzburgh. It ttands 
upon the River Lavant, or - Lavanthal,. (which two 
Miles Lower falls-into the Drave) from which 1t has 
its Latin Name; and it is under the. Archbiſhop of 
Salezburgh. This City ſtands ſeven Miles from Inden- 
burgh, and eleven from Clagenfure'to the. Eaſt to- 
ward Marpurg. | The Biſhoprick was inſtituted by 
Eberhard, Biſhop of Saltzburgh, in 1221, who re- 
ſerved to himſelf and his Succeſlors the Right of Elect- 
ing, Invelting, and:Swearing the: Biſhops ot it : Theres 
fore they were not . numbred amongit :the.

S. GaU, Fanum Santi Galli, a Town in Swite 
zerland ; which has a famous and rich Bened:ine 
Abbey, of greater Antiquity, and much greater 'ex- 
tent and juriſdiction than the Town ; being = td 
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levy above ſix thouſand Men of its own Subjects. The 
Abbot is a Prince of the Empire, fince the year 1226. 
It ſtands in the Territory of Torgot, betwixt the Can- 
tons of Aur:cb and Appenzel, and the Dioceſe of'Con- 
ſtance; and is one of the principal Cartons : one 
Mile from the Lake of Conſtaxce, and four from Lin- 
dat to the Weſt. Heretofore an Imperial and Free 


City, but now exempt. The Abbey owes its Beginning - 


either to an Jriſh or Scorch Devore of the name ; who 
preach'd in the 7th Century the Goſpelin divers Places 
in Switzerland, eſpecially in the Territory of Tergam : 
where having refufed an Offer of the Biſhoprick: of 
Conſtance mate to him, he retired at length to his 
Solitudes in this place 3 which became the Seat of an 
Abbey from him : enriched ſince vaſtly by the Vona- 
tions of the Kings of France,and the Emperors.

S. Germain en Laye, Fanum Santi Germany 
in Laya, a Town and Royal Caſtle in the Iſle of 
France ; feated upon an high Hill by. the See : ha- 
ving two magnificent Palaces : one new, of the foun- 
dation of Henry le Grand ; the other ancient, built 
by Charles V ; continued under the Engliſh in the 
time of their French Conqueſts, and repaired by Fran- 
cis I, King of France: whither- the Kings of France 
frequently retire. The Court of K. Fames II. of En- 
land and Qu. Mary his Confort is kept here. It 
3s four Leagues from Paris to the Weit. Henry Il. 
King of France, was born here in 1518. Charles TX. 
in 1550. Lewis XIV. ( now King of France) in 
1638, who has added divers great Ornaments to it. 
And it is no leſs famous for a Peace made here in 
1679, between the Kings of France and Sweden , 
ar.d the Elector of Brardenburgh. 

S. Germain Lembzum, a ſmall City in Auvergne, 
near the River Allzer ; in the Tract de Lembryn ; 
two Leagues from Tſſorre ; eight from Clermont to 
the Sou:h, and the ſame from S. F/our to the North- 
Eaſt. i 

S, Germains, a Corporation in the- County of 
Cornwal in Eaſt Hundred ; reprefented by two Bur- 
geſſes in the Houſe of Commons. © 

S. Gewer, $S. Gower, Fanium Sandi Goart, a 
Town upon the Rhine; in the County of Carzene!- 
lobogen, m the Borders of the Biſhoprick of Trier ; 
four Miles above Coblent; to the South : which be- 
longs to the Landgrave of Haſſia Rhinefeld. 

S, Gilles, a Town in the Lower Languedic in 
France, one League from the Rhoſne, betwixt Beau- 
caire and Aries, upon a Rivulet. In Latin, Fanum 
Santi Agicn, and Palatium Gothorum in ſome Au- 
thors. It has been taken for the Anatolia of Pliny, 
and likewiſe for the Heraclea of the ſame Pliny and 
Antonius. The Huguenots gave the Roman Catho- 
licks a Defeat near it in 1562. 

S. Gothard, Ala, the higheſt part of the Alpes ; 
between the Switzers and the Dukedom of Mzlnn. 
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The French call it 8: Godard. $ Alſo an Abbey of the 
Lower Hungary, upon the River Raab and the Fron- 
tters of Steria, two Miles from Kerment : betwixt 
which and Kerment the Turks receiv'd a bloody De- 
feat in 1664, : Hp IE 

S. Yabext; a City and Biſhoprick in the Dukedona 
of Lyuxembourgh. RY Oh, 

S. Jago, aCity' of Africa, in an Ifland of the 


ſame Name ; well fortified, and'tmade a. Biſhops Sec 


by the Portugueſe; under whom it 1s: taken and 
plundered by Sir- Francis Drake in 1585. This is 
one of the Iflands off Cape Yerde. About forty five 
Leagues long, ten broad, and ninety five or a hun- 
dred in Circurference. It produces great quantities 
of Salt. | A 

S. Jags, a City on the South Shoar of the Iſle 
of Cuba, which has a ſafe Port; and is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of S. Domingo. | 

S. Jago de Compoſtella. Sce Compoſtclia. 

©. Jago de Chili, Fanum $an#i Jacobi, a City in 
South Americs, at the foot of the Monntain Andes ; 
built by the Spanards, by the River Maipus ; fit 
teen Leagues from the South Sea. Made a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of /a Plata. Tt is the Capital 
of the Kingdom of Ch1l:. . 

'S. Jago del Eltera, the capital City of Tycuma- 
"14, a Country in' South America ; ſeated upon the 
River Eſtero: a hundred and feventy Leagues fron 
Porofi : which is a Biſhop's See, utider the Dominion 
of the Spaniards. | 

S. Jago de Guattmala, a City of New Spazn in 
North America ; Which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Mexico. ns 

S. Jean de Angelp, or D'Angerz, Angeracum, 
Ageriacum, Engeriacum, fanum S., Fobannis Ange- 
r8aci, a celebrated Town in Saintonge in France; 
apon the River Bouronne; two Leagues from the 
Borders of Por&on, and ſeven from Sarntes to the 
North. Heretofore very ſtrongly fortified ; and in 
1562. defended againſt the Huguenors : who taking it 
in a ſecond Attempt, encreafed its ſtrength by adding 
more regular Fortifications to it. ,Jn 156+ it ſur- 
rendred to Charles IX. by a Siege of two Months, 
with his loſs of t-n thouſand Men before it.: but fall- 
179 into the hands of the Huguenots again in 1620, 
Lewy XIII. diſmantled it in 1621, after he had by 
force of Arms and a Siege taken it from them. 

S. Jean de 1Itine oz Lofne,, Farum S. Fohan- 
nu Lanudonenfis, Laudona, a Town in Burgundy, in 
France ; upon the Saoſne, betwixt Auxone and Belle- 
garde. Famous for repulling an Army of the Dbnpe- 
rialiſts in 1636. 

; S. Jcan de Leon, a Town in Burg:ndy upon the 
0ane. 

S. Jean de-Luz, Fanum Sanft Fohannis Luiſis, 
or Luifium : a Town of Aquitain 1n France, in the 
Pats des Baſques, arid the Territory of Labour, with 
a Port upon the Ocean, at the Fall of the River Ur - 
dacuri into it : two Mites from the Borders of Spain. 
L ews XIV. now King of France, was Married in this 
Town in 1660. 

$S. Jean ve Manrienne, Fanum Sant: Fohannis 
Maurzenſis, a very conſiderable, but unwalled, open 
City in Savoy; upon the River Arco, in the Valley 
de Mauritenne, {which is a County ) ; three Leagues 
from the Borders of the Dauphine to the South, and 
ten from Grenoble to the Eaſt. This is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Vere, And the Ca- 
thedral ſhews the Tombs of divers of the Dukes of 
Savoy. 

S. Jean Pte de Pozt, Fanum $ 7ohannis Pede- 
Portuenfis, a very ſtrong Town in the Lower Na- 
varr ; in the Mountains, vpon the River Nzve, which 
falls into the Adoure ; eight Leagues from Bazonne 4 
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the South, This Town is yet ;1n the Harids of the K. 
of France, as King of Navarr. 

S. Johns Point, 1/amnirm, one of the molt Ea- 
ſtern Voints of Ire/and : in the Province of Ver, 
in the County of Downe. 

S. Johnſton, Fanum Sanfti Fohannis ad Tavum, 
the ſame with Perth. : 

S. Juan de Puerto Rico, Fanum Santts Fo- 
haunts de Portu divite, a City of North America ; 
in an Iſland of the ſame Name, in the North Sea. 
It Rands on the North fide of the Iſland ; has a fa'e 
Port and Caſtle ; and is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of St. Domingo. Taken by the Engliſh in 
1599; and being plundered, left to the Spanzards. 

S. Juan ve Uliva, Fanum Sans fohannis de 
Ulva, a triangular Fort in a ſmall Iſland in the 
North Sea ; on the Coaſt of New Sparn, over againſt 
the Port of Vera Cruz ; erected by the Sparzards for 
1s ſecurity and defence. It ſtands eighty Miles from 
Mexico to the Eaſt. Vera Cruz was at fir(t' called 
by this Name; but the Spaniards changed it of latter 
years. ; 

&. Jves, a Market Town and Corporation in the 
County of Cornwall, in the Hundred of Penmwith : 
having a Haven upon the Irzſþ Sea, and the Election 
of two Parliament Men. $ There 1s a ſecond S. Foes 
in Huntingtonſhire, in the Hundred of Hurſtington ; 
upon the River O»ſe, with a fair Stone Bridge over 
it ; which is a Market Town of good Antiquity. 
Said to have received this name from a holy Biſhop, 
Tvo, who laboured in the Converſion of the Sa- 
xons about the year 600, and died here. But his 
Body was removed afterwards to Ramſey Abbey. 

D. Lawrence, a great River of New France, in 
North America ; taking its Source towards the Lake 
des Hurons, and running from Welt to Eaſt, falling 
into the North Sea over againſt Newfound Land : 
making a great Bay or Gulph there, called the Gu/ph 
of 8. Lawrence. See Canada. 

S. Leo, Fanum Santis Leonis: The ſame with 


 Monfeltro. 


S. Leonhart, a Town in the Lower Carinthia, 
in the Valley of Lavanthal; near the River Lavant, 
in the Borders of Strr#a ; two Miles from S. Andre, 
a City of Carinthia This Town is under the Biſhop 


_ of Bamberg. 


S. Licer, or $S. Lizier. See Conſerans. 

S. Lucar de Barameda, Fanum Sant: Luce 
Luciferi, a City in Andaluzia in Spain ; called by 
the French, S. Lurques. Some will have it to be 
the Lux Dubia of S:trabo. It has three Caſtles ; and 
a large and fate Port 2t the Mouth of the River Gra- 
ddgnier, upon the Atlantich Ocean. 

S. Lucta, or Alouzia, one of the Charibye 
Iſlands in America; under the French, 

S. Macaire, a Town in the Province of Guyenne 
in France, upon the Garonne : ten Leagues from 
Bourdeaux, and thirty from the Ocean ; which riſes 
no further than to this Town. 

S. Maixent, a Town in the Province of Por&ou 
im France, upon the River Serre Niortosſe ; which 
hath an antient Abbey : noted for a Council held at 
it againſt Berengarzs in 1073” and another in Ic75. 
The Emperor Lewis the Debonnaire repair'd this 
Abbey in his time. 

S. Malo, Maclovzpolis, Aletha, Maclovia, Ma- 
c'opclis, Maclovium, a City in Bretagne in France ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Tru: s; ſeated im a ſmall Ifland called S. Aron, but 
very little removed from the Continent ; to which it 
is joined by a Bridge. It grew up out of the Ruins 
ot Aletha. Though its Circuit 15 not great, yet it is 
well peoples, rich, ſtrong ; and by reaſon of the 
zoninets of the Haven much frequented. It ſtands 


four Leagues from Dole to the South-Weſt, and four- 
teen from Rennes to the North. Fortified and 
well Garriſoned, in conſideration that its great im- 
portance renders it 'one of the Keys of the King- 
dom. Fames Cartier, the French Diſcoverer of C4. 
nada in America, was a Native of this City. A Sy- 
nod was held here in 1618. 

©. Mango, a Town in the *H:ther Principare, 
in the Kingdom of Naples in Italy : bearing the Ti- 
tle of a Principality. hf 

DS. Marco, Argentanum, Fanum Santts Marcs, 
a ſmall City in the Kingdom of Nap/es, in the Hither 
Calabria ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Coſenza ; but exempt from his Juriſdiction. 
It ſtands ten Miles from the Tyrrhensan Sea, and fix- 
teen from Coſenza to the North. $ There is a Town 
of this name in the Iſland of Siczly : the ſame with 
the Ca/ata of the Antients. 

S. Margarita, Gorgon, an Iſland of the Tyrrhe- 
ian Sea, under the Grand Duke of T»ſcany : betwixt 
the Province of Toſcana and the Ifland of Corſica. 
Called alſo by the Italians La Gorgona. 

S. Marie, an Iſland in the AZ:h5opick Ocean, 
towards the Bay of Anthongil and the Eaſtern Coaſt 
of the Ifland of Madagaſcar : at the diſtance of two 
Leagues from the latter ; where the French have 
planted ten or twelve Villages. It 18 eighteen Leagues 
in length, three iq breadth ; fruitful in Rice, Sugar, 
Gums, Tobacco, Fruits, and Cattel : White Coral 
and Ambergreaſe are found here- The Climate con- 
tinually rainy. The Natives repute themſelves to be of 
the Line of Abraham ; calling the land in their 
Language, The I/land of Abraham. 

es Daintes Maries, De/phicum Tem- 
Plum, a ſmall Town at the Mouth of the Rhoſne 
in Provence, in France : Honoured heretofore with 
a Temple built by the Marſei/tians, in honour of 
Apollo Delphicus : and ſaid to be the Place, where the 
Veſſel came ſafe a-ſhoar, with Lazarus, St. Mary 
Moegdalen, Mary the Mother of Zames, and others, 
which the Fews expoſed to Sea to the mercy of the 
Winds and Storms, without Sails or Oars. And that 
the Bodies of the St. Maries were found hidden here 
in 1448. 

D. Maria di Lenca, a City and Biſhops See in 
the Terra di Otranto in the Kingdom of Naples. 

Santa aria, Pandataria, an Iſland in the Thr- 
rhenian Sea ; upon the Coaſt of Terra ds Lavoro (a 
Province of the Kingdom of Naples ) , thirty Miles 
from Puteols. It 1s ſmall, deſolate, and uncultiva- 
ted. Agrippina, the Mother of Caligula the Roman 
Emperor, was baniſhed into this wretched Place by 
Tiberius the Emperor ; according to the Roman 
Cuſtom. 

DS. Maria de Fins terre, Artabarnm, a Pro- 
montory in Gal/ic:a, which is the moſt North-Weltern 
Cape of Spazn; called by the Spaniards, El Cabo de 
Finis terre ; by the French, Le Cap de Fine terre. 
It has the name of S. Mary alſo from a near Town, 
_ ſtands ten Leagues from Compoſtelia to the 

eſt. 

S. Marino, Marin»m, Mons Titanus, Fanum 
Sante Marie, Acer Mons, a City in the Dukedom 
of Urbino, in Romandzola ; ſcarce four Leagues from 
the River Rim, twenty two from Peſaro to the 
Weſt, and five from S. Leo to the South-Eatt : 
which 1s the Capital of a ſmall Republick ( Republi- 
chetta, the Italzans call it) of the ſame name: elta- 
bliſhed in the year 600, and containing about fix 
thouſand People: who bought the Fortreſs of Pen- 
naroſta in the year 1000; the Caſtle of Caſolo in 

1170; and in 1463 received four other Caſtles with 
the Town of P:agge by Donation,from Pope Pzus II. 
This City ftands upon a high Hill, well fortified ; un- 
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Ger the Governmerit of two Military Officers, whom 
they change in every year twice. $ There 1s like- 
wiſe in the Montouar and the Modeneſe, in Italy , 
two Towns of this name ; each adorned with the 
Title of an Earldom: a Fortreſs in the Pro- 
vince of Toſcana near Florence, and a little Principa- 
lity in S. Peters Parrimony. $ Not to omit the 
liland, S. Marino. de Vaz, near the Cape of Geod 
Hope, upon the Coaſt of Africa: fo called by the 
Portugneſe : an uninhabited Place, almoſt wholly 
tovered with Mountains Nor the Charrsby Ifland 
" in America ; which firſt the Spaniards poſſeſſed, 
and was afterwards divided betwixt the French and 
Dutch. ; 

Santa Martha, Fanum Sanite Marthe, a City 
in the Terra Firma, ( a Province of South Amerzca) 
on the Shoar of the North Sea 3 which has an Haven, 
and a Caſtle in the Hands of the Spaniards : Alſo a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of S. Fe de Bogota. 
It has been taken and plundered both by the Erng/1/h 
and Hollanders z and therefore not much peopled. 
Yet it is the capital City of S. Martha, a Province in 
Caſtile D'or in South America, of the ſame name, 
The Province abounds in Oranges, Citrons, Pome- 
granates, Vines, Maze, Mines of Gold, Pretious 
Stones, &c. Partly under the 8panzards, and 
partly under a Race of unconquered Natives; 
who with Kings of their own make vigorous oppoſi- 
tion to the Spaniards. It hath ſome Mountains in it 
covered with Snow, though the Maritime Parts are 
hot. The City ſtands with a large Port upon the 
North Sea ; honoured with the Retidence of the Go- 
vernour of the Province. In 1595. Sir Francs Drake 
ſet fire to it. In 1630. the General of the Dutch 
Weſt India Company took it : but the Spaniards 
ranſomed it again. The French have had their turns 
likewiſe of pillaging of this City. $ The Mountain, 
Sierras Nevadas, in Caſtile D'or, paſles alſo by this 
naince 

Sanita Maura, Leucadia, Leucas, Neritum, an 
Iſland in the Jonran Sea, on the Coaſt of Epirns ; 
to which it is joined by a Timber Br.dge ; nine Miles 
from Cephalonia. It has a City of the ſame Name 
.. very ſtrong, ſeated on the Eatt fide, in the middle 
of the Channel; where it 1s a League over. This 
Town is a mere Neſt of Pyrats : which thongh they 
live in the Turkiſh Territories, are yet by their own 
Maſters perſecuted for this infamous Trade : the Baſſa 
of the Morea making a Voyage thither to burn their 
Galliots, as Mr. Wheeler acquaints us. There belongs 
to it an Aquadud, which now ſerves inſtead of a 
Bridge to thoſe that go on Foot to this Place. It 1s 
not at the top above a Yard bread, and about a Mile 
long; and ſo very high, that if two ſhould meet upon 
it, their Lives would be endangered; there being no 
Stairs, and ſcarce room to paſs. This City has a- 
bout fix thouſand Inhabitants, Greeks , Chriſtians, 
and Turks. It is alſo a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
 biſhop-of Lepanto. The Iſland was under the State 
of Venice, till Mahomet II. took 1t from them. In 
1684. the YVenetians under Moroſins retook it; It is 
fruit ul in Corn, Oranges, Limons, and Almonds; 
its Palturage very good ; and though about forty 
Miles in compaſs, yet has it not above thirty poor 
Villages, inhabited by ſuch as Till the Ground, and 
Fiſh. So that the Biſhop has apparently a ſmall Re- 
venue. 

S, Maximin, a Town of Provence, in the Dio- 
ctſe of Ax; in which Charles II. King of France, 
in the thirteenth Century, Founded a famous Monaſte- 
;y of the D:mmicans. It was alſo adorned with a 
College in 1476. The common Opinion, as to its 
+r:cnt Name, fpeaks it to be Villa Lata. 
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S. Wenehould, Faym Sant; Menehildis, x 
Town-in Champagne, in the Territory of Argonne, 
(the Capital of which it is) upon the River A:ſre ; 
nine Leagues from Chaalons to the Eaſt, and the fame 
dittance from Virdin : it has a ſtrong Caſtle built 
on an Hill: takeri twice within the compaſs of a few 
years. | : 

S. Mithdel, the chief Town-in Barbadoes, at the 
bottom of Carlsle Bay, in the. South part of the 
Iſland; which has arr Harbour able to ſecure five hun- 
dred Veſſels at once. This Town 1s long, containing 
ſeveral Streets, and beautified by many well-builc 
Hotifes. Alfo very populous ; being the Seat of the 
Governour, (or his Deputy ) and of the Courts of 
Juſtice for the whole Ifland ;. the Scale of their Trade, 
where moſt of the Merchants and Factors have their 
Houſes and Store- Houſes ; from whence the Inhabi- 
tants are ſupplied with the E:2/iſþh Commodities, by 
way of Exchange ; yet is the Fown liable to be float- 
ed by the Spring Tides, and by that means made uri- 
healthful. For 1ts defence it has two ſtrong Forts, 
with a Platforrh in the middle ; which command the 
Road, and are well ſtored with Cannon. | 


Mount S. Michel, Mons San&s Michaelis in 


periculo Maris, a Town built with great art upon 
an inacceſſible Rock in the Sea ; between Bretagne 
and Normandy ; whence cane the firſt Inſtitution 
of the Knights of the Order of S$. Michel. It belongs 
to Normandy, and 1s ſeated at the Mouth of the River 
Lers; at a low Water it may be approached by 
Land 3 beſides the Caſtle, it has an Abbey and a 
Charch built by Aubere ( Biſhop of Auranches ) in 
7c6, in the Reign of Childebert, King of France» 
The Rock had been choſen for a Retreat by Hermites 
in the times foregoing. This Town ftands four 
Leagues from Auranches to the Weſt, and the ſame 
diſtance from S. Malo to the Eaft, The Sand here is 
good for making of Salt. 
County of Cornwa!, there is of this name a Hill, cal- 
led S. Michael's Mount ; (ſeparated by a ſandy Plain 
from the Main Land ; but at Ebb water acceflible.on 
foot. This Mount riſeth to a good heighth, and bears 
an old Fort upon the top of it.

The 
firlt Colony the Spaniards ſetled in this Province. 
The Indians nfed to call it Chila. There is a Town 
of the ſame Name in New Sparn, in the Province of 
Guatimala ; at the Mouth of the River Lempa ; ſix- 
ty Miles from Guatimala to the Eaſt. Another in 
New Granada. A fourth called S. Migael del Eſtes 
70, 1n Tucumania; twenty eight Leagues from San 
FJago del Eſtero ; which 14 a Bifhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of /a Plata. 

S. Mthel, a City in Lorain, upon the Maes ; in|

” S, Nicolas, Fanum Santts, Nicolaz, a pleaſant 
Town upon the Meurze in Lorain; two Leagues a- 
bove Nancy to the South ; much addicted to the Ho- 
nour.of S. Nicolas Biſhop of Myra, whoſe Reliques 
it referves. $ There is another Town of the ſame 
Name in Flanders , three Miles from Antwerp to- 
ward Gant ; from which it ſtands five Miles. ; 

” S. Nicolas, a City of Moſcovy, upon the White 
Sea; on the Weltern Shoar of the River Div#na, over 
againſt Archange!, from which it ſtands ten German 
Miles to the North- Welt. A Place of fo conſidera- 
ble a Trade, that the White Sea is from 1t frequently 
called the Bay of S. Nicolas ; into which the Dima 
falls. 
_  S., Diners, Anudomarenſis Vrbs, a City in Artozs ; 
heretofore called the Abbey of Sithien; upon the Ri- 
ver Aa, which beneath Gravelzn falls into the Brt1f12 
Sea; eight Miles from Bologze to the Eaſt, three 
from Arras ts the North, {ix from Dunkzrk to the 
South-Eaſt, and five from Grave/in to the Ealt. It 
has this Name from Audomarus, a holy. Biſhop, who 
died here in 695. Made a B.ſhops See, under the 


Archbiſhop of Cambray, (in 1559. } in the tlead of 


Terouarne,. a ruined City, which ftands three Miles 
from it to the North. Fuico, Abbot of 8. Bartn, 
began to wall-it about the year 880. Ba/diw:n II. 
Earl of Flinders, perfected that Work in go2 There 
was a Council held here in 1c99, under Robere Earl 
of Fianders; and another in 1583. About 1595, 
Philip 11. King of Spain, founded here a Colleze 
for Englſh Jeſuits, to which he gave a good Anaui- 
ty. That Houſe has fince purchaſed Water Cloliter ; 
a pleaſant Plzce belongivg before to the Beneaittines, 
two Leagues from S. Omers ; which 1s worth tive 
hundred pounds a year.

S. Palais, Fanum S. Palatii, the capital Town 
of the Lower Natarre, under the French : ſituated 
upon the River Bideuſſe, near Grammont. 

S Papoul, Fanum Papruli, a ſmall City in Lan- 
guedoc ; which is a Biſhops 5ee, under tne Archbiſhop 
of Tolouſe, by the In{titution of Pope 7obr XXIE 
who changed its antient Monaltery, that had been 
founded about the end of the eighteenth Century, 
into a Cathedral in the year 1317. Five Leagues 
from Carcaſſone to the South-Welit, and nine fi om 
Tolouſe. | 

DS. Paul de Leon. See Leon, or Leondey!. 

S. Paul de Trois Chaſteaux, Auguſta Tr:ica- 
flinorum, Sans Pauls Tricaſtmnorum Civitas , an 
ancient City ; aſcribed by P/1y to Gallia Narbonen- 
fir, now in the Dauphine ; and a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Ar/es, but: formerly of Yienne, It 
Is a flouriſhing Town, built upon an advanced Chft ; 
one Mile from the Rhoſne ; four from Monrelmnart 
to the South, and from Oranges to the North. The 
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Huguenots had the polleitton of it near fifty years 
in the laſt Age, till 1599. It is the Capital of the 
Territory, called Tr:caſtin ; which preſerves the name 
- the antient People, Tricaſtins, mentioned by Pro- 
emy. 

S. Pierre le Moutier, Monaſterium San#t: Pe- 
tri, a Town in the Province of Nzvernoz 3 in which 
the Law-Courts of that Province are fixed: . It ſtands 
between Nevers to the North, and Mownlzns to the 
South ; ſeven Leagnes from either. 

.'S. Pons de Tomiers, Tomerea or Pontiopoles, 
Santti Portis Tomeriarum Urbs, a City of Langue- 
dec-; which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Narbonne ; from whence 1t ſtands eight Leagues to 
the North, and alittle more fron Alby to the No-th- 
Welt. It is a ſmall City, ſeated amongtt the Moun- 
tains, not much peopled ; and honored with this 
Biſhops See by Pope Fon XXL in 1318: who at 
the ſame time changed its Benedittine Abbey, that 
had been founded inthe year 936. by Raymond, fir- 
named Pons ( Pontins) Earl of To/ouſe, into a Cathe- 
dral: The Biſhop is Eord of the Place. 

S. Duintin, Auguſta Nova Veromanduorum, 
Quinttinopolis, Samarobrina, Quimtins Fanum, a Ci- 
ty of P:icardy upon the River Somme { or rather be- 
tween 1t and the Oyſe ) ; which ſprung out of a Re- 
an Town called Ayguſta Nova, Ec. two Miles from 
this Place. It ſtands 11x Leagues from Peronne to 
the North-Eaſt, and ſeven from Cambray to the South, 
Taken by the Spanzards in 1557, after a great De- 
feat or the French Forces upon S. Quintin's day, 
Ang.10: and reſtored by the Treaty of Cambray, 
In 1559. The French ſometimes write it S. Quentin. 
It is tie Capital of the County of Vermandozs in 
Picarayz hath been honoured with the Seflions of 
Freach Synods in the yeares 1235. 1237. atd 
1271. and now contairs divers Monaferies and 
Churches, befides a Collegiate Church. 

_ S. Semt, a {mall Town in Provence, four Leagues 
from Arles : acorned with a Colleptate Church of 
the Foundation of Pope Zobn XXII about ihe year 
1330. Its antient Name was G/anum. There are 
Urns, Medals, and Inſcriptians frequently diſcovered 
here, which prove its Antiquity. And near it 
a triumphal Arch, with a ftately Manſolerm illu- 
{trated w.th Trophies, 1s obſerved with admiration. 

&. Seo, Fanum S, Remuls or Romioct, a Sea- 
Town upon the Coaſts of Genoua i hy 5-4, : 
truntal Country for Oranges, Citrons, and Olives. ; 

Sara Saba, fo called by the Italians ; or the 
Province of Arcegovina ; les between Dalmatia, Bo/. 
Jima, ar:d the Quarter of Momenegro ; ſeventy Miles 
long, thirty broad 3 inhabited by about fitty thouſang 
Famiites, of which the T7ks make not the tenth part 
Caſtlenovo Niands in this Province. The Inhabitants 
were very jorward to put themſelves under the Pro- 
tection of the Venet:ans, in 1688. 

S. Salvadoz, Sozeropo!rs, the Capital City of the 
Kingdom of Congo in Africa ; feated one hundred 
and forty Miles to the Ealt trom the Ocean, and fixty 
from the River Jazre to'the South. The Inhabitants 
call it Banz4a; but the devout Por:ngneſe gave it this 
Name, : 

S. SalLadoz, Sorerepolrs, a City in South Ameri- 
ca; Which 1s the Capital of Braſil, an Archbiſhops See g 
the Seat of the Vice-Roy, and of the Courts of Juſtice 
tor that Kingdom. It ſtands on the Eiltern Shoat 
of Braſil; has a capacious Harboz on the Ocean ; 
ftrongly fortified ; and: defended by three Forts ; yet 
the Ho/landers took this City in 1624+ The year fol- 
lowing, the Porrugreſe recovered it, and are at this 
day in the Poſſeffion of it. The Archbitho. s See was 
erected in 1676, by Pope Dmecent REL, = 
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Sar <Salbadoz, a ſmall City in North America, 
in the Province of Gratimala ; called by the Nattves 
Cuzcatlan. It ſtands forty Miles from S. Fago tothe 
North-Eaſt, by a ſmall Lake. _ 2 

S. Sebaſtian, Fanum Sana; Sebaſtiani, a City 
of preat ſtrength, ſeated at the foot of an Hill, on 
the Shoars of the Ocean ; .at the Mouth of 'the River 
Oro, in the Province of Gi#puſcoa mm Spain ; not 
above three Leagues from the Borders of Gallicia to 
the Weſt, twelve from Bayonne to the Welt, and the 
ſame diſtance from Pampelona to the North. © 

S. Sebaſtian, a City in Braſil in America 3 Which 
is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of S. Sdlva- 
dor ; and the Capital of a Province ; it has alſo a latge 
Haven ſecured by two Forts : in the Hands of the 
Portugeſe. 0 
 S. Sever, Severopolis, a City of France ; which 
1s the Capital of Gaſcoigne, properly fo catled ; upon 
the River Adour ; fix Mites beneath A4:re to the Weſt, 
eight above Dax to the Eaſt, and twenty three from 
Bourdeaux to the South. © 

San Severo, a ſmall City tn the Kingdom of Na- 
ples; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbifhop of 
Manfredonia ; but exempt from his Juriſ1Qtion- It 
ſtands in the Capitanare in a Plain; eleven Miles from 
the Adriatich Sea to the South, and twenty fout from 
Manfredonia to the Weſt. This Biſhoprick was ſet- 
led here by Pope Gregory XII. it being a flouriſhing 
populous City. | ; 

DS. Severtna, $:berima, a City in the further Ca- 
labria ig the Kingdom of Naples 3 which is but ſmall, 
yet an Archbifhops See. It ſtands upon a ſteep Rock 
by the River Neeto; tet Miles from the Tonzan Sea, 
twelve from Crorone, and forty from Cofenza. 

San Severino, Seprempeda, a City im the Mar- 
qQuiſate of 4nconirana; winch is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Fermo: It is ſmall, tho of great 
Antiquity. In 543. Seprempeda, the Reman Town, 
was burnt by the Gorhs. In 1198. there was a Caſtle 
built, which in time, and by degrees, produced this 
City : in 1598, firft made a Biſhops See by Pope S7x- 
7us the Fifth. It is built by the River Porenza ; fix 
Leagues from Tolentino to the Welt, and fixtcen 
from Macerata to the South-Welt. : 

S. Stmon, a Town in the County of Vermandox 
in Picardy, upon the River Somme, betwixt S. Quen- 
tin and Ham : Honoured with the Title of a Duke- 
dom, and giving name to an antient Famuly there. 

S. Thierrp, an Abbey near Rezms, in the Pro- 
vince of Champaizne : founded about the year 525 ; 
and after being ruined by the Saracens, repair'd again 
in the ninth Century. A Council was held at it in 


953- ; 
S. 'Thottaſo, Me/anpe, a City of the hither Eaſt- 
Indies, called by the Natives Malzapur. It is a City 
of Coromandel, on the Bay of Bengala; two hundred 
Miles from the Iſland of Aeilar or Cez/an to the 
North. This Town which has been a Jong time in 
the Hands of the Portugueſe, had the Name of S. The- 
mas given it by them. In 1671. the French took 
it : but two Years after they were forced to leaye it, 
and the Portugueſe recovered their Poſſefſon. 
_ S. Thotnas, is an Iſland of a confiderable bigneſs 
| In the Atantich Ocean ; faid to be thirty Spanifh 
__ nes in compaſs, or one hundred and thirty En- 
Z > Miles round, It was found by the Portngueſe 
the twenty thitd of December (being S. Thomas's day) 
and therefore ſo called, in 1405- When they thns 
found it, it was one continued Foreſt, never before 
inhabited by men. The Portugueſe have tamed thoſe 
{ till then ) untouched Foreſts, and ſince well peopled 
it: The Neproes live longer, and thrive better than 
thew Maſters ; ſome of which have died here at an 
hundred arid ten years of Age. The Air is cxceffive 


hot ; fo that no Wheat will come to any perfection, 
nor any Stone-Fruit. . Sugar Canes thrive exceflively ; 
forty Ship Loads have beeri bronght trom: thence ih 
one Year, In the midit there is a Mountain, always 
ſhadowed with Clouds, and covered with Trees, which 
occahotis thoſe Dews which nouriſh. the Sugar Canes 
in the hotteſt Seaſons. The principal City | is called 
Pavoaſan, or 3. Thomas, built of Wood z yet adorn- 
ed with the Title of a Biſhops See, and a ſtrong Cit- 
tadel ; and tnakts about ſeven hundred - Porenpueſe 
Families. This Iſland was taken by the Holmdos in 
1599, and abandoned: and again irt 464z. - Bat then 
the Portugueſe having uſed all fair means to recover 
it the ſecond time in vain, they entered it with theie 
Swords ; and by force” of Arms recovered what was 
their jaſt Right, This Ifland lies exactly under the 
Line, in Long. 27+ one hundred and eighty Miles from 
the Coaſt of Afrzca, in nigh a Circular Fignre. 

S. T:intdad de Buenos Ipres, Famm Sanfe 
Trinztatis, a City of South America, inthe Province 
of Paragua ; and a Biſhops See attler the” Archbiſhop 
of La Plata; the Seat of the Courts of juſtice of Le 
Plata ; a celebrated Sea-Port, and Emporium; ſeated 
on the South fide of the River of 'P/aze; whitre it en- 
ters the Ocean. The Spaniards (atider whom it is) 
have added Buenos Ayres, Good Air, to 18s''Name, 
to ſhew its greateſt Excellence. | 5:5 

D. T2opez, Fanunt Santi Forperss,- a ſrmalf but 
very ſtrong City of Provence in Fr ate 7” which has a 
Sea-Port or Haven upori the Mediterrantan Sea ;

S. Ueit am-Flann, Panum Sant Vits Flomo- 
xsenfis, a ſtrong Town itt Carniola ; which has a Ca- 
ſtke and an Haven on the Gulph of Ferrce ; in the 
Borders of Croatia ; in ſubjection to the Emperor. 

Daintes, or Sainfes, Mediolanum Santonum , 
Santona, Santones, Urbs Santonica, a City ty Aqui- 
tain : the Capital of the Province of Saintonge, and 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop' of Bourdeaux. 
It ſtands upon the River Charente ; twenty Leagues 
from Bourdeanx to the North, eleven from Rochelle 
to the South-Eaſt. Great, but not equally rich and 
populous. Fhis City was in the times of the Romans 
built upon an Hill ; where there appears the Rums 
of a Roman Theatre , and many other Antiquities : 
this firſt Pile being ruined by the Goths, Franks, and 
other Barbarous Nations ; the preſent was built near- 
er the River, and in a lower Ground. In the times 
of the Civil Wars of France 1n the laſt Age, this Ci- 
ty had alſo a great ſhare; the Hugonots for a long 
time being Mafters of it. It hath now divers relig1- 
ous Houfes. In 563. a Council here depoſed Emer: 
:us Biſhop of the Place, for having eritered upon the

which Decree drew upon the Authors of it a ſevere 
Prefecution from the Crown. 
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 Saintonge, or Xaintonuge, Santonia, a great and 
Fnicful Province of France : bounded on the North 
by Poifou, on the Eaſt by Angoumos, on the South 
by the Garonne; (which ſeparates it from Gurenne, ) 
and on the Weſt by the Bay of Aquitain. This was 
the Seat of the Santones, an ancient Nation of the 
Galls : its Capital is Saintes: the other Cities of Note 
are Brouges, S. Fean de Angely, and Taillebourg. The 
Rivers Garowne, Charante, Seudre, &c. water 1t. 
They make' great quantities of Salt in this Province. 
The Romans had their Colonies init : who often deride

Salamanca, Sa/mantica, a City in Spain ; called 
Urbs Vettonum by Ptolemy, and perhaps the-fame 
with Polybius his .Elmantica ; it ſtands in the King- 
dom of Leon, upon the River Tormes ; a Biſhops See 
under-the Archþiſhop of Compoſtela; and an' Uni. 
verſity, founded by 4/fonſus IK. King off Leon, in the 
year -1200,. Whieh is-one of the moſt conſiderable in 
that. Kingdom, . adorned w'th noble Schools and a 
large Library. About ten Leagues from Jamora to 
the South, fourteen from the Borders of Portugal to 
the Eaſt, and two and twenty from Valladolid to the 
South-Weſt :. upon ſeveral Hills, in a very unequal Sj- 
tuation ; of a ſmall circuit, 1ll built, worſe repaired : 
moſt of the Houſes being falling down ; and beſides 
its Churches, Monaſteries, and Colleges, has no- 
thing that deſerves Regard.

in 485. It afterwards took the name of z/-Porto C- 
ftan;o or Conſtantia. The; Philoſopher Anaxarchus 
ſufteredin this City the pounding to death in a mortar, 
by the order-of , Nzcocrecn King, of Cyprus, with a 
ſingular conſtancy. It is now utterly ruined, 

Salamis, an Iſland. See Colur. 

Salandza, Sa/andrilla, or Acalandra, a River in 
the Baſilicate'in the Kingdom of Naples; patſing by 
Rrſetto {and thence called alſo Pizume dz Roſerte) to 
the gulph of Taranto. 

Salawar, Zalawar, or Zalad, a County in the 
Lower Hungary, upon the Borders of Stiria : with the 
Drave to the South, and the County of Veſprin to the 
North. Kaniſa ſtands in this County, upon the River 
Sa:a. But the Capital Town of 1t bears the ſame 
name of Salawar. 

Sale, Sala, a City aſcribed in ancient time by P:0- 
lemy to Mauritania Tingitena ; (cated at the Mouth 
of a River of the fame Name ; on the Shoars of the 
Kingdom of Fez, on the Atlantich Ocean. A place 
of great Trade, and has a noble Hibor ;z but it 1s an 
infamous Neſt of Pirats.. It was heretofore a Com- 
mon-Wealth z now under the King of Fcz, who is 
Maſter of the Caſtle. It ſtands one hundred Miles 
irom Fez to the Weſt, and Tangier to the South, 
Almaneſor one of the Mooriſ Kings much beautitied 
it, and was after buried in it» , The Spaniards took it 
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in 1287 ; who loſt it in ten days again: in 1642, 
King Charles I. ſent a Fleet againſt this City ; which 
blocked it up by Sea, whilſt the King of Morocco be- 
feged it by Land ; and by this means brought it un- 
der : the Works being levelled and thoſe Kogues Exe- 
cuted ; for which King Charles had three hundred 
Chriſtian Captives ſent him as a Recompence , a 
Reward worthy of that Holy King.

Salerno, Salernum, Salerna, a City in the King- 
dom of Naples, which: was a Roman City and Colo- 
ny ; Called by Strabo and Livy, Urbs Picentinorum. 
Now an Archbiſhops See, a Principality, and the Capi- 
tal of the Hither Prancipato. It ſtands upon the Ris 
ver Buſanola;, upon the Shoars of the Tyrrhenian 
Sea, upon which 1t has a Bay called by its awn Name, 
ard a ſafe and large Haven; twenty four Miles from 
Naples to the South-Eaſt,; and thirty from Beneven- 
to. to the South. Long.. 38. 44. Lat: 40. 33. This 
Archbiſhoprick was founded by Pope Bonzface VII. ia 
974. The Body of S. Matthew the Apoſtle is ſaid to 
be in this Place. Pope Gregory VII. died here in 1085. 
It hasa Caſtle and many Antiquities, which are the 
Remainders of the Roman Works. ' When Naples

Bau- 
drand. The Italians call it Didimo. 

Dalino, Suinw, a River in the Kingdom of N4a-

Dalſes, or Sarſſes, Sa/ſule, a ſirong Caſtle in 
the County of Rowfi/lon ; built on an Hill by a Lake 
of the ſame Naine, in the Borders of Languedoc : four 
Leagues from Perpignan to the North, and two from 
the Mediterranean Sea Weſt. This Caſtle was built 
by the Spanzards againſt the Inroads of the Caſtle of 
Leucate ; but taken by the French in 1640, and con- 
firm'd to them by the Treaty of the Pyrenees. The 
derivation of its name is taken from the Salt-Springs 
near it. 

Saltfleet, a Market Town in Linco/nſhire, in the 
Hundred of Loutheaske, upon the Sea: much fre- 
quented in the Summer Seaſon for its good Fiſh. 

Salwarp, a River in PPorceſterſhire, falling into 
the Severn. Droztwich and Bromeſgrove ſtand upon 
the Banks of 1t. 

Saltzburg, Zvavia, Salnburgum, Pedicum, Ha- 
driana, a great City inthe Circle of Bavaria in Ger- 
many ; Which 1s an Archbiſhops See, upon the Ri- 
ver Saltzor ; and has a very ftrong Caſtle, built 
on an advanced ground, under the Dominion of its 
own Archbiſhop ; together with a very large Terri- 
tory called the Biſhoprick of Salrzburg. This City 
ſtands nineteen Miles from Inſpruck to the North- 
Eaſt, ſeventeen from Munchen to the Eaſt; and thir- 
teen from I!ſtade to the South. - Hiſtorians do ge- 
nerally believe, that it was at firſt the Capital of No- 
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ricum ; in which the ancient Geographers place it. 
Made an Archbiſhops. See, *in the year7795, in the 
times of Charles the. Great; having before [been a 
Biſhop's See, in the fifth Century : but the Goths. ſack» 
ing the City, and deſtroying the Chriſt: ans, the ſuc- 


cefſion- to that See ſuffered an interruption nigh two 
Ages, Tt was alſo for ſometime an Imperial and Free 
City, but fince exempted. In 1195.-the -Emperour 
Henry VI. reduced it into aſhes :. but . being 
reedified, it carries the name at preſent one of, the

The River Po owes its head to Mount 
Vifo in-this Marquiſate.z and the ſtrong Fortreſs of 
Carmagnole is one of its dependencies. - It takes its 
Name from Saluzzo, Salutie, the principal Town :

This City was anctently called Auguſta Vagiennorum. 
Samachonitis, or Semechonztzis, the Lake of Me- 
r0z. : made by the River Fordan in Paleſtine, on the 
North of the Sea of. Galilee. About fixty Greek 
Sead:a 1n length, and thirty in breadth. In-the Winter, 
fivelled with the Snow from the Mountain Libanus. 
Damandzia. See Spenderobr. el 
SDamarchand, Samarchanda, Marchanda, a vaſt 
City in the Afiatickh Tartary ; one hundred Miles be- 
yond the River Oxw ; the Capital of that Kingdom, 
and the Royal City of that great Prince Tamberlarne, 
who ſtiled himſelf F/agellum Dez,the Scourge of God : 
who about the year 1402, took Bajazet the Emperor 
of the Turks his Priſoner, and died in the year 1406. 
This Prince beſtowed . his ntmoſt. care in adoraing, 
beautifying, and enlarging this City : built in it a very 
ſtrong Caltle , and inſtituted an Univerſity, But 
in what ſtate it now is, is nat-eafily known, | 
- Samarta, a City of Paleſtine, mentioned by-Pro- 
lemy and Strabo, as well as by the Sacred: Writers.

3019.) and becoming from theneeforward the Royal 
City of that Kingdom, it became one of the greateſt, 
firongeſt, and'moſt populous, as well as moſt beauti- 
fat Cities of the Eaſt. Benhadad, King of Syria, be- 
Geg'd it firſt, about 3146. with a vaſt Army ; arid 
reduced it to great Extremities: -it was then delivered 
by a Miracle. Sa/manazar, King of Aſſyria; was the next 
that attempted-it, and took 1t after a Siege of three 
years in 3314. He carried the J/Fael:tes into Captivi- 
ty, and peopled it with a new Colony , compoſed of 
divers Nations ahd Religions ; who were the impla- 
cable Enemies of the Fewiſh Nation ; eſpecially after 
the building of a Temple in Samaria ( after the man-' 
ner of that of Fer»ſa/em ) about the times of Nehe- 
miah, by one of the Sons of Foxda the High Prieſt ; 
who had married a Daughter of Sanballat ( the Ho- 
ronite, Governour of Samaria under Darins King of 
Perfia)\, for whom his Father-in-law built 'a Temple: 
on Mount" Gerizim. Hyrcanins the High Prieſt of 
the Jets about the year of the World 394t. took, 
and'intirely-ruined this City 3 which lay deſolate, tilt 
Herod the Great rebuilt -it about 4033. and called it' 
EiCz5; in Honour of Auguſtus. The Temple of 
Samaria was ſtanding in our Saviour's time, as appears. 
in S, Fohn's Goſpel : after our Saviour's Paſſion, this 
City r«ceived the Chriſtian Faith, by the Preaching of 
Phitip' the Evangeliſt, about the year of Chriſt 35. 
Simon'the Father of Hereſie , was one of theſe new 
Converts, and the Founder of the Gnoſt:cks. About 
42. Herod Agrippe obtained this City as an Addition 
to his Kingdom trom pr nm ry In' the firſt ruin- of 
the Few:iſh Nation, ( under Veſpaſian ) this' Nation 
and City had no great fhare of the Calamity ; becauſe 
I ſuppoſe, they fided with the Romans in this” firſt 
Revolution againſt the Fews. But in the ſecond, un- 
der Adrian the Emperour, they acted otherwiſe; and 
about the year of Chriſt 135. were, together with the 
Fews, extirpated by the Arms of that Prince. This 
City has ever fince lain buried in its Ruins ; though 
there are ſome few remainders of the Samaritan Na- 
tion to this day in Paleſtine and Grand Cairo, where 
they keep their Synagogues and their ancient Sacri- 
fices: Eſpecially at Sichem, now called Naplouſe , in 
Paleſtine ; (the reſidence -of their High Prieſt, who 
preter;ds to be of the Race of Aaron.) But following 
Laws and Rites, different from thoſe of the Penr a- 
reuch, they have nevertheleſs the eſteem of He- 
reticks amongſt the Ferws. The Samaritans of 
Mount Gerizim were mortal enemies to the aiicient 
Chriſtians there, till the Emperour 7«/tinzan took 
and burnt their King Fulian, and curbed them from 
time to time by very ſevere Edicts. See Gerizim. 
It Rood thirty five Miles from Feruſalem to the 
North. * Long.

Sambales, the little Iflands near the Peninſula 
of Fucatan in New Spain, in America; where good 
Amber-Greeſe is fiſhed up with great dexterity by 
the Indians, 

Sambas, Sambaſum, a City on the North fide of 
the Ifland'of Borneo in the Eaſt-Indies, which hasan 
Harbour upon the Ocean ; though it lies thirty Miles 
from the Shoar up into the Land. 

Sambta, a Province of Pruſſia, called by the Poles 
Szamlandt; one of thoſe. twelve Counties , into 
which Pruſſia was divided by Venodotzus ( one of its 
Pririces) in 733- $ Alſo a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Gr:eſna, whoſe Seat was at Coninzſperg ; 
but now united with the Biſhoprick of Erme/ana-or 
Warmerland: It lies between the Bay of Curland'to 
the North, the River Pregel to the South; and was--a 
part of the Cirele of Nategen ; now under the Duke 
of Brandenburg. 


Sambye, Sabis, Saba, a River of the Low-Coun- 
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tries; which ariſeth in Picardy; and ſoon after etjs 
tring Hainault, divides it ; watring Landrecy, Berla. 
mont, and Maubeuge. It paſleth by Charleroy to 
Namur, the Capital of the Province ; and there falls 
into the Maes. 

Damnites, an ancient and powerful people of 
Ttaly : who inhabited the Countries now contained in 
the Terra di Lavoro, the Capitanata, the Abruzzs, 
the Dukedom of Benevento, ©c. and made War with 
the Romans a long time before they could-be entirely 
reduced. ; 

' Damo, Samos, Parthemia, Cypariſſa, an Iſland be- 
longing to the Leſſer Aſia ;' in the: Ionian Sea, near 
Tonia ; as being but five Miles from the neareſt Shoar 
of Epheſus, :and fixty from Chius, (now So ) to the 
Sonth. It 1s about eighty in compaſs. It has a City 
on the Eaſt fide, which is a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Epheſus ; ſo poor, that it will ſcarce 
find its Biſhop Bread : yet 1s this Iſland fo fruitful,that + 
almoſt nothing can be planted; which the Earth will 
not bring to maturity. The Wines of it are excee- 
ding pleaſant 3 but for want of a Trade and encou- 
ragement, the Inhabitants plant . little more than they 
uſe. The Inhabitants were ſo powerful in ancient 
times, that they managed a proſperous War againſt 
the Epheſians; and afterwards againſt the Athenians . 
and M:leſians, about the year of Rome 313. and the 
cighty fourth O/ympiad : till Pericles about the year 
of the World 3510. reduced them. Upon his depar- 
tare, they reat{umed their Liberty ; and forced him 
to befiege their City nine Months before he could take 
it; to invent the Batrering Ram , and ſeveral other 
Engines for that purpoſe ; and even after this, they 
ſuſtained ſome other Wars. Their: greateſt Glory was 
Pythagoras,the Father of Philoſophy. Zuno was their 
principal Patroneſs and Goddeſs,irr whoſe honour there 
was a famous Temple erected by them. _This Iſland 
once fo powerful, rich and populous, is by the Turks 


| are Maſters of it ) reduced to that mean and 


epopulated -condition,that a few Pyrates dare land and 
plunder 1t as they pleaſe. So that ever fince 1676. 
no Turk durſt venture to live upon it, leſt he ſhould 
be carried into Captivity by theſe Rovers; as four of 
them were then by Monfieur Crevellizer , a famous 
Privateer. 

Samogithia , a Province of the Kingdom of Po- 
land ; called by the Inhabitants Damodzka-Sem- 
bla ; by the Poles Damudska=Siemta ; by the Ger- 
mans Samaiten, by the French Damogitie. It is 
a very large Province; bounded on the North by 
Curland, on the Eaſt by Lithuania, on the South by 
Pruſſia Ducalis , and on the Welt by the Balt:ck 
Sea ; its length from Eaſt to Weft 1s thirty five Ger- 
man Miles, but not of equal breadth. The principal 
Towns in it are Mibnitky { or Womte), Rowno 
and Roſſienie ; which laſt, is the Capital of this Þro- 
vince. It was anciently divided into twelve Coun- 
ties, now into three ; and overſpread with dark thick 
Woods, Yet it is a Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop 
of Gneſna, the Biſhop having his Reſidenceat Wome ; 
and this Province 1s very often. included in Lithu- 
ania largely taken ; the Fortunes of which it has al- 
ways followed. | 

Samoiede, or Samoyedes, Samoieda, a Pro- 
vince in the North-Eaſt of Muſcovy, upon the Frozen 
Sea ; lying on both fides of the River Obb, which is 
ſubject to the-Cgars ; but in ſuch manner, that the 
People are almotit free. This is a part of the Ancient 
Scythia or Sarmatia ; and had this Name given them 
by the Ruſs, which fignifies Dclf-Eaters : it being, 
their Cuſtom to eat Mans Fleſh, even that of their 
nearelt Relations, ( mixed with Veniſon ) to this day. 
They have no Cities , yet they are no wandring N#- 


tion ; their Cabbins or Huts are built one half _—_ 
AN 
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and the other beneath the Earth ; with an hole at the 
cop, which ſerves both, for a Door and a Chimney ; 
the Snow rifing ſometimes the depth of a Pike above 
che Earth: they have alſo Paſſages under the ground, 
to go from Caban to Caban at ſuch times; for ſix 
Months of the year they have a perpetual Night, and 
the reft perpetual Day. They have neither Woolt nor 
Corn ; their Food is Fiſh dried in the Wind and Sun, 
Honey and Venifan z their Cloaths are the Skins of 
Beaſts dreffed with the Hair on ; and fewed with the 
Nerves of Beaſts, inftead of Thread 5 which by mix» 
ing various Cotqurs, they will ſo diverfitie , as to' re- 
preſent Foreft Works and. Flowers as they pleaſe. 
They are low ot Statare ; have large flat Faces, fmall 
Eys, ſhort Legs, and wear their Hair very long. Till 
of late they were Pagan Idofaters. When the Durch 
in 1595. diſcovered theſe Coaſts, there were great 
numbers of Idols upon the Shoat 3 of whictr they 
would not ſuffer the Hollanders to carry any one a- 
way ; they have been fince converted to Chriſtianity, 
and baptized by one Utavtmer ( a Biſhop ], who 
yas ſent to them by the Kufs. Oleariue.

Saverne, or Zabern, Taberne' Alſatie, a Town 
in Al/atia; called by the Germans Elſas Jabern, and 
by the French Saverne ; under: the Biſhop of Serras- 
burg, and his uſual Relidence. ' Antoninus mentions 
this Place in his Itinerary :' It is-a'ftrong and populous 
City ; had heretofore a very ſtrong «< aſtle, which 1s 
now demoliſhed ; and it is ſeated upon the River Sorr, 
near the Borders of Lorain : four Miles from Seras- 
burg to the Welt, and from Hagenaw towards Nancy. 
The Lutherans were defeated: before this Town in 
1525. by Anthony Duke of Loraine: It yields very 
good Wine. $ There 1s a ſecond, Saverne, in the 
Palatinate of the Rhine in Germany, upon the River 
Eribach : called 'by the Natives Berg Zabern, to di- 
ſtinguiſh it from Rhein Zabern ; a Town in the ſame 
Province, fituated at the Confluence of the Rhine and 
the Er/bach. | 

Savigliano, Savilianum, a great Town in Pied- 
mont, upon the: River Magra ; under the Duke of 
Savoy : between Foſſano to the Eaſt: and Saluzzo to 
the Weſt, five Miles from either. ' 

Davto, Iſapis, Sapis, a River. of Italy ; which 
ſpringeth - out -of the Apernne, in. the Florentine 
Romandiala, twelve Miles from Sarſina ; and flow- 
ing through Romandia properly fo' called, waſheth 
Sarſina and Seſena ; and falls into the Adraatick Sea 
five Miles from Cervia to the Weſt. 

Sauildze, Sodera, a River of France, mentioned 
by Venantius Fortunatus; which: ariſeth in Berry, 
and flowing through Sologne and Blazſox, ( four 
Leagues beneath Romorentzn ) falls into the Cher. 

ault, Salrus, a Caſtle and a County in France. 
The Caſtle is ſeated in the Borders of the Dauphine 
and YVendoſmors; ſeven Leagues from Carpentras to 
the Eaſt, and four from Apte in Provence to the 
North ; from this Caſtle the adjacent Country 1s 
called the Comte de Sault. 

Saumont,;.Saluas Mons, a Town in the Dioceſe 

of Paris'in France. 
_ Saumur, Salmurium, a City of France, which 
has been called Truncum : it 1s ſeated in Arjou upon 
the River Loyre, over which it has'a long Stone 
Bridge ; eight Leagues from Angiers to the Eaſt. 
The Tuede a ſmall River talls near it into the Loyre. 
It is a pleaſant City upon an Hill ; having a ſtrong 
Caſtle, and not built above fix hundred years fince. 
This, whilſt the Proteſtant Religion was ſuffered in 
France, was imployed by them as an Univerlity. The 
Oratorians have riow a College at it. It has been 
anciently honoured with four or five Synods. Taken 
from the Huguenots in 1634+ An Image of the B. 
Virgin there now is ſaid to do Miracles. 

Sauna, Spina, a River of Romandiola. 

Daunot, Salonenſis Ager, a Territory between 
the Sezle, and the Nita, in the Dioceſe of Merz in 
France. 

Davolax, Savolaxia, a County in Sweden in 
Finland ; | between Kekholm to the Eaſt and. Ta- 
vaſthia to the Weſt, Carelia to the South, and 
Muſcovy to the North : in which there is no place of 
note. 
 Davona, Savo, Saona, a City of Liguria ; called 
by the Inhabitants Sana, by the Spaniards Saona. It 
1s ſeated in the States of Genoua ; and is a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Mslan ; very populous, 
deiended by two ſtrong Caltles, with five Gates, and 
divers fine Churches : the ſecond City of note in the 
States of Genoua. The Popes Gregory VIL. Zulgus 11. 
and Szxtus IV. were all its Natives. It had a very 
convenient Harbor, (which the Genoueſe have defign- 
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— 3 ) and ftands inthe Bay delle Sperie, whict; 
makes the be(t- Harbour: in all the Mediterranean, 
Fhis Port of Savona was ruined by:the States; becauſe 
the French demanded it to make-it a Magazine for 
Salt > Andrew: Doria had before begun this Work, by 
finking two great Vellels in the Mouth of it loaded 
with Earth :- and fince,*they have walled it up with 
Mafons Work to make'it for ever uſeleſs. . This City 
ftands twenty five Miles from Genoua to the. Wekt,and 
from Albenga to the Eatt.: #7 5.1 244 | 
'Davonnieres, an ancient Town, 'otie League from 
Toul in Loraine > wherein the year $59. in the Reign 
of Charles the Bald'K. of France, and P., Nicbolas I, 
a Provincial Councth-wascelebrated, called by-the name 
of Concilium ad Sapomarias. Gt - 
.' - Daur, Sura, a Village, and a River which falls into 
the Moſelle. See Sour. Fay: 
- ' Saura, 1ſauria, a-City in the Leſſer Aſia; which 
1s a Biſhop's See; 'under: the Archbiſhop of  Iconzum ; 
and ftands in South Galathia near Pſidza. 
_ Dauſltia, Sebaſta, tin Epiſcopal City in Cappadocia 
in the Leſſer Aſia Long: 67. 30. Lat- 42. 39. 

- Davoy, Allobrogts,, Sapandia, Sabaudza, a cele- 
brated Sovereign Dukedom in Europe ; called by the 
Natives Savoy, by the Germans Saffoy, by the Spa- 
niards Saboya: It was of old a-part of Galiza Nar- 
bonenſis ; and the North part of the Country poſleſ.. 
ſed by the Allobroges : on the North bounded by Val- 
lais, Cor Walliſſerlands), Switzerland, and Gex ; on 
the Weft by Beugey, ſeparated from it by the Rbofne ; 
on the South by Dauphene ; on the Ealt by P:e4mont 
and the Dakedom of -Mzlan ; a part of it: reaching be- 
yond the Alpes. The: whole is covered by vaſt high 
Hills and Mountainst: and as it is thereby made health- 
ful, ſo it 1s generally-barren ; the, Valleys.:excepted. 
There are ſome Mines in it, and.a great deal of game, 
Divided ordinarily-into fix parts 3 viz; Savoy properly 
ſo called, Genevos, Maurienne, Tarantaiſe, F ofſignt ; 
and Chablay. The Inhabitants are-dull of _— - 
fion, and no great Soldiers : the chief City, Geneva, 
15 a Free State : the. beſt under the Duke of Savoy is 
Chambery or Cameraci. . The Conquelt of this Coun- 
try for the Romans was begun by Cn. Domitius Ahe- 
nobarbus, 1n the Year of Rome 631 : one hundred 
and nineteen Years before the Birth . of our Saviour. 
Nero firſt made it a Roman Province. At the fall of 
the Roman Empire, itbecame a part of the Kingdom 
of Burgundy ; and under Rodo!ph the laſt King was 
united to Germany. -In-the year 999, Berald of Sa- 
xony fled hither -and ſettled ; whoſe Son .(Humbert ) 
was by Conradus Salicus made Eart of Maurence, a 
Town in this Country, in the year 1c27. From this 
beginning by Conqueſts and Marriages, this Family 
became ſo conſiderable, that Sz2:/mond the Emperour 
Created Amadee (the eighth m the Line,) Duke of 
Savoy, in the year $397. (or as others, in the year 
1416. ) Victor Amadee Il. (the preſent. Duke of Sa- 
voy ) ſucceeded Charles. Emanue! his Father, in the 
year 1675 : being then; a Child of nine years of Age ; 
the thirtieth in this Line, and of the Roman Catholick 
Religion ; his uſual Reſidence is at Turin in Pied- 
mont : Where he declared War againſt France Jun, 4. 
I690 ; in Conjunction with the Confederate Princes. 
But has ſince loſt a conſiderable part. of his Domi- 
nions. Feit. 

Sauve, or Saulve, Salvia, a Town and Viguerye 
or Provoſtſhip in Languedoe; in the Diocele of N:ſmes,. 
upon the River Y:dourle ; adorned with an Abbey of 
the Bened:fznes fince the year 1020. |

the Principality of Anhault : Bounded on the Eaft by 
Luſatia and Poland; on the North by the Baltick 
Sea ; on the Weſt 'by the Lower Saxay ; and | on 
the South by Franconza and Bohemia. - The Electo- 
rate of Saxony is a Province of :Germuny, in the Vp- 
per Circle of Saxony: bounded: onthe Eaſt by. L#- 
fſatia ; on the North by the Mar uiſate of Branden” 
burg, and the Principality of Anbanl ;.on the Weſt 
by the Dukedoms of Brunſwick. and Haſſia, and on 
the South by Fravcoua and Bobernra. The principal 
Town of it is #i#teburg. This Electoral Prince has 
the fixth Place amongſt the Electors, and his Refi- 
dence at Dreſden.' In the year 1652. Fobn George 1. 
Elector of '$4x0ny, divided this. Duchy between. his 
four Sons. The: Aricient Inhabitants. were the Lox 
bards : As theſe and the Franks went South upon their 
ueſts made in the Roman Empire, fo the Saxons 
followed thety;"and* took Poſſeſfion of their Ancient 
Seats as far as the Rhine. They were with great dit- 
ficulty Conquered by Charles the Great, about the 
year 785. after thirty years of War with them. Wiees- 
kindus their laſt King being made by. Charles the 
Great the firft Duke of Saxony, upon his embracing 
the Chriſtian Faith. From him are defcended all the 
Kings of France, fince Hugh Capet'; the Kings of 
Denmark, of the Houſe of -O/denburg ; the Dukes of 
and Savoy ; the Marqueſſes of Morrz5ferat, 

and many other Noble and Iltuftrious Families of lefler 
Note; fo that this Perſon ſeems to have inherited 4- 
braham!s Blefling as to this. This Dukedom 1s {till 
in the ſame Family : tho there was an Interruption of 
two hundred years, beginning in the year 1180. and 
ending in the year 1423. To this Illuſtrious - Houle, 
Germany in a great degree owes the Reformation ; 
which n by Luther here but for Fohn Frederick 
(the thirtieth Duke) had been ſtifled in its Riſe. Fohn 
George 1II. the preſent EleCtor is the thirty ſeventh 
Duke from Wittikindus : and the twelfth ſince the 
Reſtitution of the Line. The: Richeſt as well as the 
moft Ancient of the Princes in the Electoral College 
next the Emperor. He alſo is by Birth-Right Great- 
Marſhal or Gentleman of the Horfe in the Empire ; 
and by Religion of the Auguſtane Confeſſion. The 
principal Bariches of the Houſe of Saxony, are thoſe 
of Saxe-Hat!,, Saxe-Meribourg, Saxe-Naumburg, 
Saxe-Weymar , Saxe-Eyſenach , and Saxe-Gotha, 
The Saxon-Beptarchp. The ancient Bratt ans 
under Yorezger, in their Wars with the P:&s and Scors, 
cating unto their affiftance (after the Roman Forces 
were totally withdrawn) the Saxons and Angles out 
of Germany about the year 428, or as others 449 : 
Theſe Sax:ns under Heng:ſt, their General, not only 
completed the Work they came for by chafing away 
the Northern Invaders ; but made themſelves in time 
Maſters of the Country of the Britains too ; ſup- 
prefling the names of the Provinces and: People that 
had been before affigned by the Romans, and dividing 
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their own Conqueſts into the feven Kingdoms of Ken, 
the South Saxons, Weſt Saxons, Eaſt Saxons, Eaſt 
Angles, Mercia and. Northumberland. The firlt ot 
which, Kent, was ſet up by Hengiſt in 455. contain- 
ing the County of Kent. That of the Sourh Saxons 
contained Suſſex'and Surrey ; and began in the Perſon 
of MZlla, who. arrived in Britain a little before the 
death of Heng:/t in 488. The Kingdom of the Weſt 


and Saxons took 1n Cornwal, Devonſhire, Somerſerſhire, 


Dorſerſhire, Wilehire; Berksbire, and Hampſhire : 
commencing about 'the year 519. 'in the Perſon of 
K. Cerdicus, The Kingdom of the -Eaſt.Saxons ad- 
vanced next, about the year 527. under K Erchen- 
weme ; taking in Middleſex, Eſſex, and part of Hart- 
fordſhire, Towards 547, Ida, Governour of Nor- 
thumberland under the King of Ker, ſet up for him- 
ſelf; and extended bis Kingdom over 2orkghire, L an- 
caſhire, Durham,  PFeſtmorland, Cumberland, and 
Northumberland; with the Southern parts of Scot- 
land, as far as.to._ Edinburgh. About 575. Uffa, 
King of the Eaſt-Angles, eitabliſhed a Kingdom in 
Norfolk, Suffolk, - and Cambridgſhire. And laſtly 
towards 580. began the great and mland Kingdom of 
Mercia, under K. Cridda, whole extent is already cx- 
preſſed under the word Mercia. This Heptarchy by 
the ſucceſies of Egbert ' the 18th. King of the Weſt 
Saxons, (who had followed abroad the Wars of Charles 
the Great, and began his Reign about the year 801,) 
united in one Monarchy under him, by the year 819. 

Whereupon the name-.of Heprarchy was ſuppreſſed ; 

and K, Ezbert by.a ſpecial Edict,with the concurrence 
of the ftates of the whole Realm convened at 175n- 

cheſter m $19;; ordained, that the: Kingdom and 
Country ſhould be called Anglelond or Englelond, 
(whence England)by reaſon himſelf was deſcended from 

the Angles: So Egbert was the firſt King of England.

Scagen, Scagenſe Promontorium, the moſt Nor- 

thern Cape of Furland; in fifty eight degrees of Lati- 

tude over againſt Gorrenburg in Sweden ; ten Daniſh 

Miles from Alberg to the North-Eaſt,” and from Gor- 

tenburg to the Weſt. There is a Village near-this Cape

Scala, Scalis,-a City m.the Kingdom of Naples, 
in the Hither Praicipato ; which is a Biſhop's See un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Amalfi ; but this Biſhoprick is 
united for ever to that of Ravels, from which it ſtands 
one. Mile, and two from Amalfi : it is very ſmall and 
has net above one hundred and fifty Houſes ; ſtanding 
on an Hill at the Foot of Mount Cama ; and hereto- 
fore from that called. Cama. 

Scala Marmozea, Amycl:, Daphne, a Port of 
Bithynia in the Leſſer Aſia ; upon the Thraciau Boſ- 
phorus: or Streights of Conſtantinople, beyond: Chal- 
cedon to the North : now alſo ſometimes called L1- 
mia. = | 
Scalambzti, or Scaramis, Caucana, a ruin'd City 
and Port on the South of S:ic:ly; near Cape Paſſaro, 
the moſt Eattern Point, 

Scalona, Aſcalon, a City in the Holy Lard, on the 
Mediterranean Sea; between Azorus to: the North, 
and Gaza to the South eighteen Miles. It was one 
of the Regal Cities of the Phil:ſtines : after this it was 
a Biſhop's See, under the Patriarch of Feruſalem : 
now reduced to a poor Village, and a few Cottages, as 
Leunclavius faith: and the See 1s united to that of 
Bethleem. 

Scamand2o,: Scamander, a ſmall River in Phry- 
gia 1n the Leffer Afia; mentioned by Homer. It falls 
into the Archipelago near Cape Faniſary; at the very 
entrance of the Helleſpont, North of the New Dar- 
danells. The: River arifeth out of Mount 1da, and has 
but a ſhort Courſe,

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Scandaloz, Pamphylia, a Province in the Leſſer

Scanderone, Alexandria, a City of Syria ; call'd 
by the Italians Alexandretta ; heretofore a Bilhop's 
See, and a celebrated Sea-Port ; at the Mouth of the 
River Be/um (row Soldrat, ) upon the Biy of Laia770 
(Iſſicum ; ) fifty Miles from Aleppo to the Welt,twen- 
ty five from the Confines of Cz/zcza to the Eaft. The 
beginning of it is owing to a Caſtle, built by Arex- 
ander the Great for a retreat, whilſt he befieged 
Tyre, at the diſtance of four or five Miles from Ty7e, 
upon the ſame Coaſt, to the South. A Caſtle which 
Alexander called by his own name : but time and cor- 
ruption firſt changed it to Scandalion, and now to 
Scanderoon. Pompey deftroy'd it in his Conqueſt of 
Phenicia. And in 1116. Baldwin 1. King of Fe- 
ruſalem, whileſt he beſieg'd Tyre as Alexander had 
done before, rebuilt it : from which time it became a 
ſtrong place, an honourable Government, and a fafe 
retreat to the Chriſtians, during their poflefſions in 
the Holy Land. New (faith Baudrand) there 1s 
ſcarce ary mention of it remaining ; except a few 
Cottages for the uſe of the Merchants, and a Stone- 
Houle for the Captain of the Zaniſaries ; who col- 
lets the Grand Seigniors Cuſtoms. But I have 
been informed by ſome Maſters of Ships that have 
been there, that thu Place of late years n much im- 
proved by the Trade the Engliſh and Dutch drzve in 
:t. Long.,68. oo. Lat. 38. 10. 

Scandinavia, a vait Peninſula in the North of 
Europe ; containing the Kingdoms of Swede, Nor- 
way, and Lapland. Scandia, or South Gothland, by 
ſome Geographers is repreſented as the Southern 
part of it ; and Lap/and the moſt Northern.

carbozough, a ſtrong Town in the North Ridin 
of Torkshire, and the Hundred of Pzckering ; not _ 
ry large, but welt built and inhabited ; ftanding to 
the Sea, with a convenient Port for Trade ; upon a 
craggy, keep, and almoſt inacceſſible Rock, which 
the Sea waſhes on all fides but the Weſt, where the 
paſſage is narrow , yet hath a ſtrong Wall to ſe- 
cure it. This Rock upon the top of it preſents us 
with a fair Plain of fixty Acres of ground, a Caſtle 
Royal garriſoned, and a Spring of freſh Water. For- 
merly a high ſtately Tower ſtood upon it, which 
ſerved as a Landmark to Ships at Sea : but this in the 
laſt Civil Wars was demoliſhed. Scarborough befides 
is made a noted place by its Spaw, and the Herrin 
Fiſhery upon its Coaſts:: Between which and Whitby 
to the North lies the Bay of Robin Hood, the famous 
Robber in the Reign of K. Rzch. x. It hath the ho- 
nour to be a Corporation alſo, repreſented by two 
Burpeſles in the Houſe of Commons, 

cards, Scardona, a City aſcribed by Ptolemy to 
Liburnia, (now in Dalmatia : ) and a Biſhop's See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Spalatoy ever ſince 1120 : 
called by the Sclavonians Scardin. It is now but 
ſmall ; lies upon the Adriatich Sea, near the Lake of 
Prochlian, at the Month of the River Titins ; ard has 
.a ſmall Caſtle on an Hill, ir} the Hands of the Turks. 
This Place was taken by the Venerians, and ruined 
in the year 1570. After this, . the Turks repoffeſſed 
it, and were -re=expelled by the Yenertans in 1647. 
In 1683. the Morlaques of Croatia drove the 
Turks away from it and garrifoned it. Banudrand 
placeth it thirty five Miles from Jana to the Eaft,and 
nine from S:bentco to the North : and ſaith the Vene- 
tians bought it of the Fayvode of Boſnia, in the year 
41 1- for five thouſand Duckats of Gold. | 

Scardonra, an Iſland of Da/wmria, mentioned in 
the Writings of the ancients : but now unknown. 

Dcaren, Scara, a ſmall City of Weſtrogothia, a 
Province of Sweden ; which is a Biſhops Sce,under the 
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Archbiſhop of Upſal ; and heretofore the Seat of the 
Kings of Gothland, but now 1n a declining Condition : 
it ſtands ten Miles from the Lake of Venner to the 
South, and twenty from Falcop to the Norch, 
 Scarlins, Scapris vel Scabris, a Town in Iealy:; 
in the Territory of Szena, and Principality of Prom 
bino; ten Miles from Maſſa to the South. Before 
which was flain the famous Seroz37 (Prior of Capoua,) 
in the French Quarrel. | 

Scarpanto, Carparius, an Hland rear. Rhodesg be- 
twixt that and! Candia, in the Archipelago; towards 
the Coaſt of the Leſſer 4/ia, belonging to the Turks. 
It had heretofore four conſiderable Cittes,, which are 
now reduced to one of the fame name with i els; 
but half ruined, ' The former Knights of Rhodes (or 
Malta, as they are row called) fortified.it ſo; as to 
reap great advantages by it, both over the $u/cans of 
Egypt and' the Turks ; its ſituation, rendring it confi- 
derable m relation ta Egypt and $3714: The preſent 
Inhabitants generally follow the Greek rites: The 
Mountains have been thought totontain Mines of Gold 
and Silver : but none have kitherto undertook ta open 


them. The Soil yields plenty of Wine and Fruits: and 


here are delicate Partridpes. 

Scarpe, Scarpa, a River in Artoiſe ;; it ariſeth three 
Leagues above Arras ;. and watering it and Doway; 
and dividing Hainault from Flanders, falls into. the 
Schelde near Mortagne, a great Town in Flanders ; 
fix Leagnes above Tournay to the South-Weſt. 

Scarſdale, a Dale or Valley in Derbyfoire, encom» 
pafled with Rocks and Mountains, according ta- the 
ſenſe of the word Scaire in the Saxon Language, fig- 
nifying a Craggy Rock. It cantains one of the parts, 
into which the County is divided. Chefterfield ftands 
m it. And K, Charles I. did it the honour to make 
at Farldom of it in the Perſon of Francs Leak , Lord 
Deyncourt of Sutton, created Rarl. of Scarſdale in 
1645. Which Title deſcended to.his Son Nicholas, aud 
now - enjoyed by his Grandſon the. R. H. Reherr 
Leake. 

Scatono, a ſmall Townin the Province of Toſcana 
in Italy, near a Lake. Noted upon the account of 
certain ſtones tound thereabouts,, which do not Cat- 
cine by fire. 

Dcenitz, ſee the Bedovins of Arabia. 

Schaffhauſen, Probatopolis, Scaphnſia, Schafuſia, 
a City of Switzerland ; called by the French. Schaf- 
houſe ; the Capital of one of the Canrons.. It ftands 
upon the Rhine four Miles beneath Conſtance: to the 
Weſt, two beneath the Lake of Ze{, (ov das Jetley 
fee, as the Germans call it) fix from Baſil, and\four 
from Zurich to the North. Thisis a- new City; and 
took its Riſe from an Abbey of Bened:&ins ; built 
here by Eberhard Count of Nellenburg, in the Reign 
of the Emperour Henry TIL. about, i 052. Abaut 1090. 
here was alſo a Nunnery built. The abbats and--the 
City not agreeing, it was made an Imperial and. Free 
City. Sold by Lews of Bavaria to Frederick Duke 
of Auſtria, about 1330. It continued under' that 
Houſe eighty five years. In 1351. the Inhabitants of 
this City belieged Zurich, thaugh againſt their: Wills: 
in 1372. it was. almoſt deſtrayed by Fire. .F44r: Duke 
of Auſtria being proſcribed. for withdrawing. Pope 
Fohn XXIl. from the Council of Conſtance, during 
the War which enſued, this City returned to: the Em- 
pire; and by their Money obtained great Privileges 
from the Emperor. The better to aſſure theſe Lihews 
ties, in 1424. it joined in the, League with Zurich.

DSchyelling, ok : a Ifland and Sea-Port 
Town upon the Coaſt of Holland and Friſeland ; of 
about twelve Miles over ; and the ſame diſtance from 
Harlingen, a City of Weſt Friſeland to the Welt. 
The principal Town in it is of the ſame Name : taken 
and burnt by the Engl:ſh the Seventh of Auguſt 1666. 
together with one hundred and fifty Sail of Ships, 
moſt of them richly laden : the Town is by ſome cal- 
led Bandaris, and ſaid to conſilt of one thouſand 
Houſes. That Squadron of Ships which performed 
this Action , was Commanded by Sir Robert 
Holmes. i 

Schelde, Scaldx, one of the moſt noted Rivers 
in the Low Countries; mentioned by Ceſar, Pliny 
and others of the Ancients. Called by the Hollanders 
the Schelde ; by the French L' Eſcaut ; and by the 
Spaniſh Schelda. This River ariſeth im Pzcaray in 
Vermandos near Chaſtelet ; four French Miles from 
S. Quintin to the North-Weſt ; and flowing Nerth, 
it watereth Cambray ; then entering Hainault, 1t pal- 
ſeth on the Eaſt of Bouchain to Valencienne ; and 
being augmented by many lefler Streams, becomes 
there firlt Navigable by Boats: then taking in the 
Huiſne above Conde from the Weſt, and the Scarpe 
beneath S. Amand, it divides Tornay (or Dornick ) 
and Oudenaerde; and haſteth to Gant, where it 1s 
ampmented by the Lys: hither alſo the Tides of the 
Ocean reach: from hence it goes to Dendermonde, 
where it takes in the Dendre, and a little lower the 
Rvpele ; and ſeparating Brabant from Flanders, it 
waſheth the Walls of Antwerp; and forms for it a 
noble, large, and ſafe Harbour : three German Miles 
lower, it divides into two vaſt Branches at S. Yullter : 
That to the South ſeparating Flanders from Zeeland 
by Uliſſing falls into the Ocean, being here called the 
Honte : The other parting the [ſlands of Zeeland, falls 
into the Ocean between Walcheren to the South, and 
Schouen to the North; retaining its firſt name to its 
fall. Aha 

-Schening, a Town'in the Province of South Goth- 
land in Sweden: in which a Council was held in 1247. 
by a Legate from the Pope. 

Schenken-ſchans, Schenk, or the Fort of Schen};,, 
Munimentum Schenckii, a {trong Fort in the Duke- 
dom of Cleve, in the Borders of Grel/derland ; in a 
ſmall Diſtrict call'd S' Gravenwert, (where the Rhine 
divides it ſelf into two Branches,and the Wael! begins; ) 
one German Mile from Enmerick to the Welt, and 
from Cleve to the North : which has this name from 
the - Builder of it, ' Martin Schenkius. It was taken 
from the Hollanders , in 1635. by the Spamards : 
they retook it the next year, after a Siege of eleven 
months. In 1672. 'it was taken by the French in 
two-days. In 1674. it was conſigned to the Duke 
of Brandenburg, and in 1679. by him Mortgaged 
to the United Provinces, who are now Malters

It is furniſhed with ſeveral ſafe Harbours, which give 
the Chriſtian Corſazres too much encouragement to 
infeſt it. The Principal of them is *AzG- Te6p3e5- 
or S. George, Which 1s: attended with a Town o: the 
ſame name, ſhowing the rnines of a ſplendid Place in 
ancient times; 

Schitavont, Sclavs, the Sclaves or Sclavonians, 
which Inhabit Dalmatia ; trony them called Schiavs- 
nia. 

Schiras, or Scherazz, Schirafium, a great City irs 
the Kingdom of Perſia, in the Province of Fars (os 
Perſia properly ſo called) upon the River- Bendimer ; 
two hundred Miles from Ormus to the North, two 
hundred and fifty from H:/pahan to the South. This 
City ſprung out of the ruins of Perſepolzs, about nins 
Miles in compaſs ; the Country about* it producing 
excellent Wine. It is largely deſcribed by Monfieur 
Thevenot in his Travels, Part. IF. pag. 124. He faith 
it is the Capital of Perſia; ſeated in a pleaſant and 
fertil Plain extending from North to South ; and in- 
compalled with lovely Cypreſs Trees and Gardens - 
the City is but two hours walk, has no Walls, nor any 
other defence but a ſcurvy Dike. It has a College in 
which Theology, Philoſophy, and Phyſick are taught ; 
and about five hundred Students. Lat. 29. yo. 
Mr. Herbert ſaith, the Plain it ſtands in, is twen- 
ty Miles long, and fix broad; encompaſſed with 
great Hills z under one of which this City is placed: 
And others tell ns, it hath a hundred thouſand houſes : 
believing it may be the Maraſium of the Ancients.

Schleſien, the ſame with Sz/e/74. 

Scehleſtadt, Se/eſtadium, a City of Germany in 
the Lower Alſatia, upon the River 14; in the Terci- 
tory of Hagenaw ; four German Miles from Briſach 
to the South-Weſt, a little further from Colmar to 
the North, and the ſame diſtance from Serasburgh. 
Heretofore an Imperial and Free City ;! but now un- 
der the French by the We/tphalitan Treaty ; who in 
1673. diſmantled it z and two years after began to're- 
fortitie it : 1t is now a very ſtrong place. 

Schenberg, a Part of the Carpathian Hills ; the 
ſame with that which Latin Writers call Ceezas ; and 
the Germans Kalenberg, Dewsberg, and Heritzberg ; 
varying its name in the different Countries it paſlethy 
through. ; 

Schiro, Scyros, an Iſland in the Archipelago ; cal- 
led by the Greeks, Schiros ; by the Italians, Schiro ; 
by the French, Squire, It is exghty Miles in Circuit, 
truitful and- populous : forty from Negropont to the 
North, and ſeventy from Macedonza to the Eaſt; Welt 
of Sc:io. It has a ſmall City called Skrro ; which is a 
Biſhops See, under the. Archbiſhop of Arhens, and 
four other ſmall Villages. The City has a Port to the 
South-Welt ; 1n fubjection to the Turks. Called alſo, 
San Georgio di Scaro. 

Schonen, $Sconia, Scania, a Province of Sweden; 


| called by the Inhabitants Schaane, by the Swedes 


Skone, by the Germans Skonen. It lies upon the Bal- 
tick Sea over againlit Xeeland, 'from which it is divi- 
ded by the Sownd : it has the Sea on all tides but the 
North ; being almoſt an Ifland ; on the North it is 
bounded by Haland and Weſtrogothia; and it is its 
ſelf the principal part of South Gothland, This Coun- 
ty was fold to Magi:us King of Sweden, in 1330: by 
7ohn.

Schoznvazff, Schorndorfium, a ſmall City, well 
fortified, in the Dukedom of Wirtemberg in Gei ma- 
7y ; upon the River Remms ( which gives name to 
the Diftrit in which this City ſtands : ) four G-r- 
man Miles from Srutgard to the Eaft, and fix from 
Hailbrune to the North-Eaſt. It has a Caſtle; and 
obtained its Charter from Frederick II. in 1230.

Schowen, or Schonwen, Scaldia, an Iſland of 

eeland, (one of the United Provinces, ) near the 
Ealt Mouth of the Schelde : heretofore much greater 
than now. There are three places of Note in it, Az- 
riczee, Brouwers, #nd Bommene. It is fix French 
Leagues long from Eaſt to Weſt, and above two 
broad. So-near in former times to North Beveland, 
another Iſland of Ze/and, that the Inhabitants of each 
could diſcourſe from thett with one another.

Citnorum Inſula,a great Iſland in the Lower 
Hungary, made by the, River Danube ; called by the 
Hungarians, Chalokew7 ; by the Germans, Schut. It 
extends from -Presburgh to the North-Weſt, to Co- 
mora Faſt, nine German Miles: about four broad, 
and in circuit twenty four. Tt has three hundred Vil- 
lages: its principal place is Comorza ; beneath which 
the Danube again unites in one Stream.

the Rhine dividing it from A/ſatia on the Welt ; Stmie- 
zerland-to the South, and Franconia to the North. 
It had heretofore Dukes of great Name and Power : 
but now divided into ſeveral lefler Territories under

Scopta, Scapr, a City of the Upper Moeſia, and 
the Capital of Dardania, in the Borders of Macedo- 
nia in the times of Pe-lemy; now called Scopia by the 
1talians, and Vſchub by the Turks. It is a great po- 
puloud City in Serv3a ; an Archbiſhop's See, and the 
Seat of the Seaniack of Servia ; ſeated in a fruitful 
Plain, upon the River Yardar, over which 1t has a 
Stone Bridge of twelve Arches ; one hundred Miles 
from Theſſaloniea to the North-Welt, ten from So- 

hia to the Weſt, and about the ſame diſtance from 
Giuſtands! to. the South.

1412. having before been a Maritim City of Cr9ar14.

ving Modena to the Eaſt, and Capps to the Weſt, it 
falls into the Po at S. Benedi&s Abbey, tn the Duchy 
of Mantoua ; five Italian Miles from Mcrirandola to 
the North-Welt, _ Pop | 

Sechp, a Market Town in the County of Norfolk, 
in the Hundred of Frebridge. | 

Seckaw, Secoria, Secovitim, x ſinill Caſtle m 
Stzria; which .is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of. Saltzburgh ; erected in 1219. by Pope Honorms 1 
and Eberhard, Archbiſhop of Salttbirgh. © Tt ſtands 
upon the River Gay!, a little above its falf into the 
Moure ; not above {our German Miles ffons the Bor- 
ders of Auſtria, to the. South, and twenty frottt Salcz- 
burgh to the Eaſt. . ,The Archbiſhop has the Klectt- 
on and Confecration of this Biſhop ; gives hit his 
Jnveſtiture, takes an Oath of Fealty ſfotm hin: arid 
he has no Place nor Voice in the Diet of Germany.

A celebrated Place, well Peo- 
pled and Rich, by reaſon of a great Cloathing Trade 
driven in it : And befides very large Suburbs, it has a 
Caſtle called E! Alcaſer. By the City, on the North- 
fide, flows a ſmall River called Ereſma. It ttands at 


the foot of an Hill in a pleaſant Plain ; has a nob/e 


Aquadud, ſupported by a hundred and ſeventy feven 
Arches, in double Rows, which reach from one Hill 
to another ; built by the Emperor Trajane. This 
City is twenty Spaniſh Leagues from Toledo to the 
North.

Seg2e, Sicoris, a River in Catalonza, which art- 
ſeth in the County of Cerdagne; at the foot of the 
Pyrenean Hills, in the Borders of France ; and wa- 
tering Livia, Cerdagne, and Urgel, receives the No- 

guera Pallareſa, and the Nognera Rogercana : the firſt 
at Camaraſa, the ſecond above Lerida ; beneath it 
comes in the” Cinca ( a great River) above Meqri- 
nenca ;, below which this River Scgre unites with the 
Ebro, nine Miles above Garcia to the Welt. 

Segura, Serabs, Sorabis, a River of Spazn, which 
ariſeth in New Caſizle from a Mountain of the fame 
name ; and flowing through the Kingdom of Murcia, 
falls into the Bay of Alicant ; having watered Cara- 
wvacca, Murcia, and Orihuela. 

Sehuſen, Senohuſium, a City of Brandenburgh. 

Setdidag. See Agion Oros. 

La Seille, Sala, Salra, a River of Lorain ; which 
/ariſeth out of the Lake de Lindre ; and flowing North- 
Weſt. watereth Dieuze, Nomeny and Going : and at 
Metz falls into the Moſelle. 

La Seine, Semme, Sequana, one of the principal 
Rivers of France ; which ariſeth in the Dukedom o 
Burgundy, in 'a mountainous place near the Caſtle of 
Chanceaux ; two Leagues from a Town called Sezne, 
and fix from Drjcn to the'North. Being augmented 
by ſome ſmaller Rivers, it watereth Chaſti/lzen, Bar 
ſur Seine, Troye, Pont ſur Seine, (above which the 
Aube comes in; and beneath it the Tone and. the 
Loring :) ſo it haſteth by Melun to Corbes/. The 
Marne comes in a little above Pars, the Glory of 
this River :' and beneath that City, above Pozſſy, the 
Oiſe, the Epre ; and in Normandy the Eure, and the 
Andelle above Roan, the Capital of Normandy. At 
Caudebec in Normandy it forms a great Arm of the 
Sea ; which admits the Tides of the Ocean thirty 
Leagues into the Land; gives paſſage to a Ship of great 
Burthen as high as Roan, and ſmaller Ships as high 
as Pars. 

Selby, a large Market Town in the Weſt-Riding 
of Torkshire and the Hundred of Barkston,. upon the 
River Ovſe. | Remarkable for being the Birth- place 
of K. Henry I. 

Selemne, the name in Pauſanias of a River. of 
the Peloponneſus ; gliding by Patras, in the Province 
of Clarentta. | 
- Selefchia, Seleucia, a” City of Cilicia ; which is 

an Archbiſhops See under the Patriarch of Antioch ; 
twelve Miſes from the Mediterzanean Sea to the 
North. Long. 64. oo. Lat. 38. 40. The: Antients 
gave it the Titles of Selencia_Olbia, Seleucia Hirig, 
and Seleucia Aſpera: which latter might be occafion- 
ed by the-many Mountains in this Country... Gregory 
Nazzanzen calls it Seleucta S; Thecle, becauſe it was 


famous for the Sepulchre of that Martyr. In the year 
359. the Arrians aflembled a Council of a hundred 
and fixty Biſhops here: to which S. H:lary Biſhop of 
Porters came, being at that time an Exile in Phry- 

ia. 
p Seleucajciboz, Seleucia Pieria, a City of Syria ; 
built by Seleucus Son of Antiochs King of Syria, 
near the Morth of the River Oronzes ; ten Milzs from 
Antioch : which 1s a Piſhops See, under the Patriarch 
of Antioch.

A Biſhops See under the Archbyhop of An- 
troch. Now under the Turks, called Caragar, Cara- 
ſazar ; and by others Celeſtr:a. 

Seltvrea, or Selibria, Selymbria, Sclybria, a 
City of Thrace upon the Proponrts, of great An- 
tiquity; being mentioned by P/z3y and Pezolemy. 
It was at tirſt a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Heraclea ; but now the Metropols it felf. Great 
and populous, tho without Walls :. it has a good Har- 
bour too. This City ſtands twenty five Miles from 
Conſtantinople to the Welt ; alſo called Selombria.

Selſep-Ifle, a Peninſula, commonly fo called, 
near Chicheſter in the County of Suſſex. Aſſigned 
about the Year 711. by Edilwach, King of the South 
Saxons, to Wilfride Archb. of Tork for his Seat 3 who 
being baniſhed his Country by the King of Northum- 
berland, came thence to preach to the South Saxons, 
Cedwal, King of the Feſt Saxons, having Conquer- 
ed the Kingdom ,of the So::th Saxons, built a Mona- 
ſtery here, and. made it a Biſhops See : which cont. 
nued in the ſame place above three hundred years,with 
the Title of the Biſhops of Selſey ; till Biſhop Stigard 
in 1070 removed the See to Chiche!t-r, Its chiefeft 
Note now is, that it yields plenty-of excellent Lob-

 Semtgallen, Semzgallia, a Province of Livonia 

in the Kingdom of Poland; which fignifies in their 

Tongue, The, End of the-Earth, Bounded on the 

North by Livonia properly fo called, cut off by the 

Dwina ; on. the South by Samogithia, 'on the Welt 

by Curland, and on the Ealt by the Palatinate of 

Ploczko,. The. principal Town is Mztaw the uſual 

Reſidence of the Dukes of Curland, under whom 

this Province is. _ .

Semur en Aqnrois, Semurium, a ſmall City in 
the Dukedom of Burgundy, upon the River Arman- 
ſon; ten Leagues trom Autun to the North, eleven 
from Dxjon to. the Weſt, and twenty two from Troye 
to the South. | | 

Semur en Bztennois, a Town in the Dukedom 
of Burgundy, in the Territory of Autun ; one League 
from the Loyre to the Eaſt, and three beneath Ro- 
anne to the North. | 

Sendomir, Sendomira, a City in Poland ; the 
Capital. of a Palatinate of the ſame nme in the Leſſer 
Poland; built upon an Hill by the Y:ſtu/a, ( where it 
receives the Sanum) twenty eight Poliſh Miles from 
Crakow to the Eaſt, and tturty two above Warſaw to 
the South. This Town was taken by the Swedes, m 
1655; and retaken next year by the Poles, 


Senef, 
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Senef, a Town in the Dukedom of Brabant in 
the Low Countries: made remarkable by a Battel he- 
twixt the French under the Prince of Conde : and the 
Spaniards joyned with the Dutch, in 1674. in which 
the former carried the Victory. It ſtands upon the 
Borders of Hainault and Namnr. | 

DSencga, a great River in Africa ; called by the 
Portugueſe Janaga, by the Natives Ouedec. One of 
the principal Branches of the Niger, and the moſt 
Northern ; ( which was calle} Darat or Daradu,) 
and falls into the Atlantich Ocean by Cape Verde, 
( where there is a French Colony : ) Upon its Banks 
ſtand the Cities of Genehoa, Tombutum, and fome 
others ; its courſe is from Faſt to Weſt, between 
the Kingdoms of Genehoa and Jalofarnm. 

Dencz, or Senes, Civitas Sanitienſium, Saneſio, Sa- 
nitio,Sanitium,a ſmall Clity of Provence; and a Biſhops 
See,-under the Archbiſhop of Ambriun ; from which it 
ſtands fourteen Leagues to the South, and eight from 
Siſteron to the North-Eaift. Now reduced almolt to 
a Village. The See is removed to Caſtelane, a Town 
upon the Yerdon two Miles South from Senez, And 
the Chapter of the Cathedral of the Order of S. Auſtin: 
was ſecularized by Pope Innocent N. in 1647. It 
ſtands amongſt the Mountains of Provence : belie- 
ved by ſome to be the Sanztium of Ptolemy. 

Ji DSeneſe, Senenſis Ager, a Territory in Italy, 
called by the Inhabitants 1/ Saneſe ; by the French /e 
Siexoss : it is a conliderable part of Tuſcany towards 
the South ; between Florence and Piſa to the North 
and Welt ; the Tyrrhenian Sea to the South, and the 
States of the Church tb the Eaſt : Heretofore a Com- 
monwealth and a Free State; but has been fubject 
above a hundred years to the Duke of Florence. The 
Maremma dt Siena is divided between the Prince d; 
Piombino (under the Protection of the Spanzards, ) 
and the Staro di Preſidii ; in which is Orbite/lo and 
Tellamont, immediately under the Spamzards, though 
they be parts of the Seneſe. The Capital of this Pro- 
vince is Szena. The other Cities are Monte Alciano, 


Colle, Pienza, Soana, Chinſi, Maſſa, Roſetto, and ' 


Przombino ; and the Ifland on this Coatt belonged 
alſo to this State. 

Senga, or Crn0a, Cinga, a River in the Kingdom 
of Aragon ; which ariſeth from the Pyrenean Hills 
above Brzela: and flowing South watereth 4:inſa, Ba!- 
baſtro, Moncon and Frapga: at Mequinenca talls into 
the Segre, and with it into the Ebro ; having in this 
courſe entertained the Efſera, the Graticalema, . and 
Yuelr, and fore other Rivers. 

Denigaglia, Senogal/ia, Sena Gallica, a ſmall, 
but handiome and itrong City upon the Coaſt of the 
Gulph of Yenice, in the Dukedom ds Urbino in Ita- 
ly; belonging formerly to the Dukes of Urbino and 


the Family of the Malateſti, now to the Papacy. It 


has a Port, at the Fall of the River Nigola into the 
Gulph ; and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Urbino. In 1627. a Synod was held at it. The Se- 
20nes, a Tribe of the ancient Gauls, eſtabliſhing 
themſelves in the Country hereabouts , gave it this 
name of Senogallia. Aſdruba! received a Defeat be- 
tore it ; whoſe name 1s retained by a neighbouring 
Mountain,called The Mountain of Aſdrubal. 

Dento, Senna, a River of Umbria in Italy. 

Denlis, Auguſtomagnus, Silvaneflum, Sylviacum, 
a ſmall City in the Iſle of France ; which is a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Rerms, and the Capital 
of its County. Seated upon the River Nonetre, ten 
Leagues from Parss.to the North : it has this Name, 
Sylvanettum, becauſe it is ſurrounded with Wood 
from the Foreſt de Rers. The County or Bazl/zage 
de Senls lies between the Ifle of France, Le Valozs, the 
Oye, and the Ayſne; The principal Towns in it 


being Sen/:s and Compeigne, Sen! contains ſeven 
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Pariſhes and two Collegiate Churches. The Leaguers 
in the Civil Wars beſieged it, and were here engaged 
by the K:ngs Party. There have been divers Frenc/ 
Synods afſembled at it. 

Denne, or Jenne, Senna, a ſmall River of the 
Low Countries; which ariling in Haimault, and 
flowing through the Dutchy of Brabant, watereth 
Bruſſels and Mechlen ; then falls into the Rupel. 

Denno, $57, a River in the Baſilcare; a Province 
of the Kingdom of Naples ; which watereth Agro- 
mento, and then falls into the Bay of Taranto; fif- 
teen Miles from Torre ds Mare to the South. It had 
once a City upon its Banks called $:zr:s too 3 but now 
intirely ruined :, its Rubbiſh ſcarce appearing, three 
Miles above its Out-let. + y | 

Senonots, Senonenſis Ager, a Tract in France 3 
annexed to the Generalite of Champagne ; Which is a 
part of the Poſſeſſions of the old Senones, and has 
this Name from Sens its capital City. | 

Dens, Senones, Agendicum Senonum, a'great Ci- 
ty of France, called by the Italzans Sans: fo very 
antient, that it is thought older than Rome ; and an 
Archbiſhops See. Built in a beautiful Plain up.n the 
River Tonne, which has over it there a Stone Bridge. 
It is alſo the Capiral of Senonos, in the Prefecture of 
Champagne ; though ill attributed by ſome to: Bur 
gLundy. A beautiful City, twenty fix Leagues from 
Paris to the South Eaſt, and the ſame from Ocleans 
to the North-Eait. Made famous heretofore by the 
Conquelis of the Senones,: (a Tribe of the Gau!'s ) 
its old Inhabitants in Italy and Greece : who in the 
former took Kome, and built Siena and Senogaz lia 
with other Places to this day retaining their Memory 
in the Names they gave them. KRobere, King of 
France, took this City out of the ha::ds of its Counts 
in 1005. It 18 plentitully watered by Rivalets from 
all Parts: adorned with a noble Metropyulitan Church, 
ſix Abbeys, and divers Ecclefaltical and Religious 
Houſes. The Archbiſhops take the Title of Primates 
of Gaul and Germany. Several French Councils have 
been celebrated here. The Territory of Scnonors 
reaches about fixtee:1 or ſeventeen Leagues 1n length, 
and eight in breadth. The learned Petrus Abelar- 
dns (uficred the Condemnation of one of thoſe Coun- 
cils in 1140. in the preſence of R. Lewis le Zeune 
and S. Bernard : from which he appealed to the 
Pepe. | 

Senguino, Arymazdus, a River of C:l:c:a, in the 
Leſſer Ajia ; which ſpriogeth out of Mount Taurus, 
atid falls into the Mediterranean Sea; between the 
Citics of Anemcra and Arſmoe. 

Sentino, Sentinus, a (inall River in the Marchia 
Anconitana z Which running by Senzzna ( once a Cone 
ſiderable Town, but now only a Caſtle in the Duke- 
dom of Urbino; in a pleaſant Valley, fifteen Miles 
from Eugubio; the Town being ruined by the Lom- 
bards ;) talls into the E/ino, | 

DSephozis, an antient City of Paleſtine in Galilee, 
four Miles from Nazare:h; towards Mount Carme! ; 
upon a little Hill in the midlt of a Plain. Herod made 
it the principal Place for Strength in all Galz/ee, tor 
the greater fecurity of his Tetrarchy. Foachim and 
Ann, the Father and Mother of the B. V:rgin,were 
Natives and Inhabitants of it; in the place of whoſe 
Houſe a Chriſtian Church in the Primitive Tunes 
was erected, as appears by the remaining Ruines. 
There is a very large Fountain near it, called com- 
monly by the ſame name of the Fountain of Sephoris ; 
by which the Chriſt:an Armies often atſembled in the 
times of the Kings of Feruſalem. From Sephoris, 
ſome write, that Foachim ad Ann removed to Na- 
zareth, and thence to Feruſa/em. It has been lirce 
Called Dio-Ceſarea ; but now lies in Ruines.

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Der, Cyrrhus, a River of Albania, a Province or 

Kingdonr of Greece. | ; 

erato, Seraium, a City of Boſnia, upon the Ri- 
ver Migliazha, in the Lower Boſnia. It is great and 
ſtrong ; the Capital of that Kingdom ; being ſome 
few Miles from the Borders of Servia, and about 
thirty from the Save to the South, and about ninety 
from Belgrade to the South-Welt. 

Seram, a River of Bugey in France, 1n the Ter- 
ritory of Yaromey : paſſing under the Bridge of Soy 
into the Serverin, and thence near Rochefor into the 

hoſne, 

- <<” Mſaris, Auſer, Sarculus, a River of 
Italy ; which ariſeth out of the Apennine in Tuſca- 
ny, in the Borders of the Dukedom of Modena; and 
flowing through Carfagnana and the States of Luca, 
not far from the Capital City of that State, entertait- 
eth the Oſaro: and entring the Dukedom of Florence, 
falls into the Tyrrhenian Sea; five Miles North of 
the Mouth of the River Arno. : , 

DSere, Sara, a River of France in Touraine : Ano- 
ther in the Low Countries, which falls into the Oyſe. 

Seregippe del Kep, a City in Braf#/ in South 
Ameriea; built on an Hill near the Mouth of tte 
River Porigipeda, on the Eaſtern Coaſt : the Capital 
of a Province of the fame name, between Pernam- 
buc to the North, and the Province of A!l Saints, to 
the South : both City and Province being ſubject to 
the King of Portugal. , 

DSereth, Tiarantus, a River of Moldavia, which 
falls into the Danube, near Galacz or Axiopols. 

DSerica, a great Region of the ancient Aſia ; be- 
twixt China to the Ealt, and the Mountain Imaus to 
the Weſt : famous heretofore for Manufactures in 
Silk. Its Cities were Iſedon, Serica, Ottorocorra, 
Piada, &c, The Inhabitants are known in Antiqui- 
ty by the name of Seres. This Country at preſent 
les contained in the Kingdoms of Niuche, Tangut, 
&c. in the Afiatickh Tartary, to which ſome add 
Cathay. As fome include it in the ancient Scyrhia 

Aſiatica, others make them ſeparate. The Occhar- 
dus (now Tartar) is a River of Serica. 

Derto, Serius, a River in Lombardy in the States 
of Venice ; which ſpringeth out of the Mountains in 
the Borders of the Griſons: and flowing South by 
Bergamo and Crema, falls into the Adda above Pici- 
glione ; a great Town in the Dukedom of Mzlan; 
five Miles from the Borders of the Dukedom of 
Parma. 

Sermoneto, Sulmr, Sermineta, a Town in Cam- 
pagna ds Roma, in the States of the Church ; which 
gives the Title of a Duke to the Family of Cajeran. 
It ſtands twenty eight Miles from Rome to the South, 
and ſeventeen from Terracing to the North-Eaſt. 

Derpa, a Town in the Kingdom of Portugal, to- 
wards the Borders of Andaluſia, near the River Gua= 
diana: upon an Eminence, with a Caſtle for its ſe- 
curity. It hath an unfruitful Country about it. 

Derphino, or Serfinus, Seripbus, an Iſland in the 
Archipelago towards Europe : tull of Rocks, about 
thirty Miles 1n- Circuit, betwixt the Iſlands of Ferme. 
mma or Thermia, and Sifano. The Romans uled to 
baniſh Criminals to it. 

Serrano, a ſmall uninhabited Iſland in the Noreh- 
Sea in America, betwixt Famaica and the Region 
of Nicaragua i New Spain : to which the Misfortunes 
of a Sparzard, called Serrano, who was Shipwrack'd 
upon it in the time of Charles V, and detained all 
alo;ze ſome years there, for want of a Vellel to take 
him up again, have faſtned his own name. 

Derres, or Seres, Serre, a City of Macedonia ; 
mentioned in Niceta, Cedrenus, and the latter Greek 
Writers ; by Leunclavius now called Seres. It is 
new a Cconfiderable and well peopled Place ; advan- 
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ced to the Honour of an Archbiſhops See, in the place 
of Amphipolis: between which, Theſſalomea and 
Philipp: , it ſtands upon an Hill ; our latter Maps 
place it thirty four Miles from Amphipolis to the 
South Ealt, fixty fiom Theſſa/onzca to the North- 
Eatt, and thirty from Conre/ſa to the North- Welt. 

Servan, or Schirwan, Servama, Atropatia, a 
Province in the North-Welt of the Kingdom of Per/aa, 
towards the Borders of Georg:a and the Tr iſh Em- 
pire; the Northern Bounds of which are the Caſpian 
Sea. It has many great Cities: and is one of the mott 
Fruitful and Populous Provinces in that Kingdom ; 
though it has ſuffered much 1n. latter times by the 
Depredations of the Turks. The Cities of it are Tau- 
ris, Schamachie, Servan, Ardebes/ and Bacu. This 
Country makes a part of the ancient Medza. 

Servta, a Province of the Turk:ſh Empire, called 
by them Zzirfia. It is of great extent. Bounded on 
the Weſt by Croatia, ( or rather Bo/nza and Dalma- 
tia, ) and in part by Sc/avonia ; on the North by the 
Danube, which ſeparates it from the Vpper Hungary 
and Moldavia; on the Ealt by Bu/garia ; and on 
the South by Macedonia, Aibania, and Dalmatia. 
The chief Towns and Cities in it are Belgrade, Praſc 
ren, Novibazar, Procupre, Semander, and Scopia, 
which was anciently the Capital. In the times of the 
Romans this was called Moeſia Superior, elteemed a 
part of Thrace, and the moſt b.irbarous Nation the 
Romans had ſubdued ; which was done by Marcus 
Licinius Craſſus in the times of Auguſtus Ceſar. In 
the fall of the Roman Empire, the Serws (a Branch of 
the Sclaves ) became Maſters of this Country, and 
gave it the name of Servia. About 1000. it was 
conquered by the Emperors of Conſtantinople ; but 
ſuffered to continue under their own Princes,as Homa- 
gers to the Empire. Amurath I. was the firlt of the 
Ottoman Princes, who invaded this Country : He took 
Nija about 1374. after which they maintained a 
Bloody War with ſome Intermiſfions, till 5450 : when 
they finally ſubmitted to Mahomet the Great, and 
ever after citeemed a Province of that Empire. The 
Chriſtian Faith was fir{t fetled here by Cyril and 
Methodius, between 8£0. and 890. Methodius taking 
Care fo give them the Bible in the Sc/avonian Tongue ; 
together with the Divine Offices ; which they bokd in 
high elteem to this day. The Country is very fruit- 
ful and rich; has Mines of Gold and Silver, eſpeci- 
ally about Zerbenick, Herzegovina and Reaſcia, are 
the. two principal Parts of it. 

Sellanne, Seſanna, a ſmall City in La Brie, a 
Province of France, in the Borders of Champagne : 
13 Leagues from Troyes to the North, and 24 trom 
Paris to the Eaſt ; of late years it ſuffered much by fire, 
but now rebuilding. Some have written it Sezanza. 

Seſans, or Sezans, Circamagus, an ancient Rp- 
man Town in Dauphine ; two Leagues from Brian- 
zon to the Eaſt, at the foot of the Corrran Alpar. 

La. Deſia, Se/ites, a River of Lombardy, which 
ſpringeth out of the Pennine Alpes: and flowing be- 
tween the Dukedom of Mzlan, and the Principality 
of Piedmont, watereth Varallo, Romagnano and Ver- 
celizz then falls into the Po, ſix Miles below Caſale. 
 Deſla, Sueſa, 4urunca, an ancient City in Italy, 
in the Terra ds Lavoro in the Kingdom of Nap!es ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Ca- 
pua; from. which it ttands. ſixteen Miles to the 
Welt, and twenty from Gaeta to the Ealit ; in a ve- 
ry fruitful foil for Wine and Corn Honored with the 
Title of a Dukedom. 

Delto, Seſtos, Seſtus, a Town and Fortreſs upon 
the Coalt Ot Remamia in Europe, On this fide the 
Helleſpont, oppolite to Abydes in Afia on the other. 
Theſe two Fortreſfles guard the Paſſzge of the 4rcin- 
pelago into the Sea of Marmo a. See Abydos.

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Seſftila, the chief Town of the Territory of Frip- 
nana, in the Dukedom of Modena in Italy ; towards 
the Borders of the Bo/ogneſe. : 

Seftri, the name of two Towns in the States of 
Genoua in Jtaly, to the Eait and Welt of the City 
Genona. 

®ctia, a City in the Ifle of Caizdy, called by the 
Greeks Sitia ; which ( though very {mall ) 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Candy. It ſtands on a 
Peninſula, on the Ealt fide of the Iſland ; under the 
Turks, 

Scthie, Dite, an Ifland on. the Eaſt of Candy, 
thought by the Pagans to have been the place where 
ove was Nurled.

Scttic, a Mariet Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Forkshire, in the Hundred 'of Stamcl:ff, upon th 
River Reb/e. - 

Sevenoke, a Market Town in the County of Kent 
in Sutton Lath: which hath a Hoſpital and a Free- 
School founded in 1418. by #:l:am Sevenoke, a Lord 
Mayor of London. ; 

' Les Devennes, Cemments, Gebenna, a Mountain 
in France ; which runs a Courſe of thirty Leagues : 
between Rovergne and Givaudan (two Provinces of: 
France) to the Weſt, the Switzers and le Velay to 
to the Faſt. Theſe Mountains begin near the Fonn- 
tains of the Loyre, in the Provirice of Vivarazis ; and 
are extended as far as Rovergue, and the Borders of the 
Lower Languedoc.

DSeverne, Sabrina, one 'of - the nobleſt- Rivers of 
Eygland ; which arifeth in the County of Monego- 
mery in Wales, near Plyzllimon Hill, and flows at firſt 
Eaſt, as far as Llandos: then turning North»Eaft,. it 
watereth New-town ; and (leaving Montgomery to the 
Eaſt). paſſeth by 1e/ſh-Pool to the borders of Shrop- 
ſhare: taking in the Tanor before it entercth that Coun- 
ty. So paſſeth South-Weſt to Shrewsbury, and Wor- 
ceſter ; beneath which the Temde, and at Tewkesbury 
the Avon come in : paſling to Gloceſter, it becomesby 
that time very great, and beneath that City it has ne- 
ver a Bridge over it.

Sevilla de Dro, a deſerted Town in the North 
part of the Iſland of Famarca ; which has a good Har- 
bor upon the Gulph of Mexico, but little frequented 
by the Erg/iſh. The Spaniards were the Founders 
of 1t. | 

Devilie, Hiſpalss, Tſpals, and Hiſpaiss ad Betim, 
a City of Spain ; called by the Spanzards Sevilla ; 
great, rich, and populous; the Capital of the Lower 
Andainſia, ard an Archbiſhop's See ; ſeated upon the 
River Guadalquivir, upon which it has a frequented 
M.rbor. There belongs alſo to it an Univerſity, a 
Court of Inquiſition, an old Caſtle (called A/cajer) 
ir a large Suburb called Tr4zana, It 1s one of the 
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anclenteſt Cities in Spain; aſcribed to Hercules as. its 
Founder, whichſhews it to be a Phznician City. The 
Moors conquered it in the year of Chriſt 713, and held 
it five hundred thirty four years. In 1248 it was reco- 
vered by Ferdinando, out of the hands of the Moors, 
after a G-ge of ſixteen Months : fince that time two of 
the Kings of Caſtile were born here, viz. Ferdinand 
IV. ard Henry Il. Ferdinand II. dicd here in 1252, 
Alphonſius X. in 1284. When the Sparzards took it 
from the Moors, there belonged to it a very populous 
Territory (being ſeated in a very truitfal Plain; ) but 


by the Baniſhment of the Moors, it is become almoſt © 


deſolate. Long- 14. 30. Lat. 37 25. The Weſt-bDr- 
dian Ficets for the moſt part land their Merchandiſe 
at this City : the Form of whoſe fituation is. almoſt 
round. The Metropolitan Church paſſes for the largeſt 
in all Spain: You fee a great number of Colleges, 
Chappels, and Religious Houſes beſides ; with Palaces, 
Grand Places, and Fountains adorning them ; whoſe 
Streams, by an Aquaduct, are fetched the ſpace of five 
or fix Leagues from the City. In the years 590, and 
619, two noted Councils were celebrated here. I/ie 
dore Biſhop of Sewil rendered both the See and the 
City famous in his time. The Spaxiards proverbially 
fay, 212 no ha vsito Sevilla, no ha-viſto Maravilla: He 
that hath not ſeen Sevill, hath not ſeen a Wonder. 
S$ Near this Sevil/, in the ſame Andaluſia, ſtood the 
ancient City of Italica; whence the Poet Szlins, its 
Native (as many write) was denominated Tralicys :

l Depde, Sidon, by the Germans called Said, is a 
City of Phenicia, in Syria, upon: the Shores of the 
Meatterranean ; North of Tyre ; about a League di- 
ſtant from the remains of the ancient Sidox, Siſter to 
Thre in the Scripture, for its Sins and the Punifhments 
of them. A populous City, full of Merchants and 
Artiſans of all Nations; driving a great Trade in Cot- 
ton and Silk. The Franciſcans, Captichins and Feſu- 
its have cach their Chappels ; the Turks ſeven or eight 
Moſques ; and the Jews one Synagogue here. The Ma- 
ronites of Mount Libanus, and the Armenzan Greeks 
enjoy the like Liberties. Without the City, appear ma- 
ny Gardens of Oranges, Citrons, Tamarines Valinotiees, 
and the Fig-trees of Adam; (fo called, becauſe bearing a 
Leaf of the length of fix foot and the breadth of two, 
Adam (it is ſuppoſed): covered his nakedneſs - with 
them.) It hath two fmall Fortreſſes ; but ſo far ruined, 
as to remain indefenſible. The Turks Keep a a Sangi- 
ack here, under the Bellay of Damaſcus ;. a Cady, 
or Judge, and an Aga of the Fanizaries, The French, 
a Conſul. All which Officers are handfomely lodged : 
the reſt of the Houſes are ill built. The Harbor for+ 
merly. was capable of receiving many and great Veſ- 
ſels : but is now choaked with Sand to that degree, as 
to admit only of Skifts ; whilſt Ships lye in the road 
behind the Rocks for Shelter. In the Chriſtian tires it 
was a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Tyre. The 
Eutychians held Council here of twenty four Biſhops; 
in 512, under the protection of the Emperour Ana-

«herein lye one hundred and ſeventy Parithes, and tit- 
teen Market Towns. The Air of it 1s gentle and 
healthful, the Soil rich and fruitful ; abounding in 
Wheat, Barley, Pit-Coa!s, Iron and Wood. The Se- 
verne ( which is the [econd River of England) divides 
this County almoſt in the middle ; recetving ito it the 
Camlet, the Morda, the Mele, the Rodaon, the Terne, 
the /Vorſe, and ſome others : on the Southit has the 
Temde, which receives the Bradfie/d, Onke, Omey, 
Lenny, Stradbrook,, Corve, Ledwich and Rea z all 
which, and ſome other Rivers, water and enrich the 
South part of this County ; ſo. that it may very well be 
one of the molt fruitful and bett peopled Counties in 
Eng/and. The Principal City is Shrewsbury. 

Siam, a City and Kingdom beyond the Ganges, 
in the Further Eaſt Indies. The Kingdom 1s boun- 
ded on the North by the Kingdoms of Pegu and Ava; 
on the Eaft, Cambaya, Lao, Fancoma and Tangu: 
on the South, the Bay of its own Name; and on the 
Welt by the Bay of Benga/e: making by this form of 
its ljtuation a Demicircle of about tour hundred and fit- 
ty Leagues. Some aflign it a far greater extent, and 
bound it by Pezu and Lao on the North ; the Chinzan 
and Indian Oceans to the Eaſt and Weſt ; with the 
Kingdom of Malaca to the South: And this way 1t 
makes a great Peninſula. It is certain; the King of 
Stam keeps ſeveral other Kingdoms and Pringipalities 
wributary to him ; and his Country being -blefſed with 
a good Air, a fertile Soil, Mines of Lead; Tin, Silver 
and Gold (tho of a baſe Alloy,) with ſtore of Ivory 3 
and being vilited continually by Vetlels from Zapan, 
China, Cochinchina, Tonqiiin, the Sound ard the Phi- 
l:ppine Iſlands ; from af parts of the Hither Eaſt 
Indies, and from Arabia, Perſia, and the Kingdoms 
of Europe ; it affords the enjoyment of every thing 
almolt that is valuable. Whultt the Sun 1s1n the Nor- 
thern Signs, from March to September, the Fields are 
generally overflown by the Rivers, which much con- 
tributes to the fertility of them : for the Ear of the 
Rice mounts above the height of the Waters. The 
King of Siam was Maſter heretofore of Malaca ; fee 
Malaca. Of late, himſelf became a Tributary to the 
King of Pegu ; fee Pegu. But he is very abſolute o- 
ver, and ſerved with the profoundelt Adoration by, his 
own Subjects. The Engliſh, French and Dutch have 
each their Factories in this Kingdom. The Portugueſe 
and Armenians, Moors and Chineſe, ſettle here in great 
Numbers : being allowed dwellings in the City Szam, 
by a Favour not made common to all Nations. Siam, 
the City, ſtands in an Iſland that 1s formed by the River 
Menan: ſurpaſſing z in the richneſs of its Temples, 
molt of the pronceit' Cities in the Inazes; and its Pa- 
lace Royal, where the King relides, built by the River 
fide, is of an extent ſufficient tv denominate a City 
of it ſelf. In 1634, the Dutch built themſelves a 
Houſe in Szam, which'is one of the beſt, belonging 
to their Company 1n theſe Inates. 

Siangpang, $1a12yanum, a City in the Province 
of Huquam, in the Kingdom of China. The Capi- 
tal over fix other Cities, 

Stara, a (ſmall City in Braſil, upon the North Sea, 
which 1s the Capital of a Province ;z hasa large ſafe Ha- 


ven and a Caltle z but not very populous, - Under the 
Portugweſes 
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tba, a Kingdom under the Great Mogul, in the 
Eaſi-Indies ; towards the Fountains of Ganges, and 
Mount Caucaſus ; betwixt Naugracut and Pztane. 

Dtben, Sab:ona, now a Caſtle only, but formerly 
a City in the County of Tirol, and a Biſhop's See. It 
is ſeated upon the River Eyſock,; ten Miles from Brexia 
(whither the Biſhoprick is removed) to the South-Welt. 
 Diberta, a Province of great extent , under the 
Crown of Muyuſcovy ; towards. the river O66, in the 
Delart Tartary ; between the Provinces of Condora. 
Legomoria, and Permia. . Some few years fince firli: 
diſcovered; all covered with uninhabited Woods, Mar- 
ſhes, and deſolate Countries ; having only a few Inha- 
bitants, which have a particular Language of their 
own, and not the uſe of Bread. The Moſcovites have 
of late built the Cities Tobolsk, upon the River Nezm 
and $iber on the Obb here,and united both in one Arch- 
biſhoprick. At the former the Vice-Duke, under the 
Grand Duke of Moſcovy, reſides ; he commands over. 
both Siberi4 and Samoyeda. They have allo ſet up 
Churches 1n divers places, for the Moſcovian Chrilti- 
ans. | 
 Sicambzt, a People of the ancient Germany ; pla- 
ced, by moſt, about the (now) Province of Gue/der- 
land in the United Netherlands, betwixt the Maes, 
and the Rhine. By others, upon the banks of ths 
Mayne, Strabo calls them Sugambri ; Ptolemy, Syn- 
wcng The Brutters were a part of their Depen- 
cents. 

Dichem, an ancient City of the Territory of Sama- 
r14, in Paleſtine; in the Tribe of Ephraim. The 
ſame which S. Zohn calls Sychar, John 4. 5. ſtanding 
near the Well,where our Saviour diſcourſed the Sama» 
ritan Woman. It is mentioned in Abrabam'stime for 
the place of his abode, Gene 12. 6. Afterwards for the 
Sepulchre of Zoſeph, and the Inheritance of h# chil- 
dren, Foſh. 24. 32+ For the Election of Rehoboam 
King of 1ſrae/, here, by all Iſrael, 2 Chron. 10. 1, 
and upon other Occaſions. Now . called Naplouſe, 
_— and New Samaria. The High Prieſt of the 
preſent Samaritans reſides at it. 

Dictlp, Sicilia, Sicelia, Trinacria, Sicania, Tri- 
quetra, a very great Iſland in the Mediterranean Sea, 
at the South-Weſt point of Italy. Thought by ſome 
Ancients,to join originally with I:aly,as part of the con- 
tinent, and to have been ſeparated from it by the ſtormy 
Powers of the Ocean. It lies in the form of a vaſt Tri- 
angle (from whence ſome of its namesare derived ; ) 
having three great Capes (Pelorum) now Faro, to 
the North-Eaſt towards Italy ; Pachynus (now Paſſa= 
ro) towards the Morea, and the South-Eaft 3 and 
Lilybezum (now Cape Coco) tothe Weſt. Threehun» 
dred and eighty Miles from the Morea, one hundred 
from Africa, one hundred and ſeventy from Sardinia, 
and from Italy a Mile and a half. Its North fide is two 
hundred fifty five Miles ; its Southern one hundred and 
ninety; and the Weſtern one hundred fifty five, as 
Cluverius (aith, who meaſured the whole Iſland. It is 
now divided into three Counties, Val di Demoni to the 
North, Val di Noto to the South, and Val ds Maza- 
74 to the Welt. The ancient Cities of greateſt power, 
were Syracuſa (now Syrazoſa,) Panormus, Palermo, 
Meſſina, and Meſſana; of which the two laſt re- 
tain their former Dignity. The other Cities are Ger- 
gents, Calatagirone, Catania, Cefalu, Trapano, Ma: 
Fara, Monreal, Noto, Patti, Sacca, and Terra Nova. 
It is wonderfully fruitful as to Corn and Wine; there- 
fore called by Cato, The Granary of the Common- 
VVealth, and Nurſe of the People of Rome. Abounds 
alſo with Cattle, Sheep, Honey, Wine and Oyl. In 
ancient times it had ſeventy three Free Cities: in the 
time of the ſecond Punick War it had ſixty fix. We 
have only Fabulous accounts who were the firſt Inha- 
bitants ; but certainly the Phanicians have been' here, 
Ccc 2 and 
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and were expelled by the Greeks ; who not well agree- 
ing amongſt themſelves, drew over the Carthaginians 
to their common ruine. The Romans followed not 
long after; and in the year of Rome 454, (two hun- 
dred and fifty ſix years before the birth of our Saviour) 
made themſelves Maſters of it; it being the firſt Pro- 
vince they poſſeſſed out of the Bounds of Jraly. In 
the mean time Dionyſrus, Agathocles, Hiero, and Peri- 
cles advanced themſelves to an Abſolute Tyranny here, 
by the uſe they made of their ViEtories. It continued 
under the Romans till the Reign of Z1ſtinian : then the 
Vandals under Genſericw, (in 439. and 440.) for 
ſome time became Maſters of it, who were expelled 
by Belkſarims in 535. Having been miſerably ſpoil- 
ed by the Emperor Conſtans, in 669. it fell into the 
Hands of the Saracens ; who plundered it, as they 
did ſeveral times after, and left it, Leandro Alberts 
faith, that in the Divifion of the Empire between 
Charles the Great, and Nicephorus Emperor of the 
Eaſt , (about 800. ) Sicily, Calabria, and Apulia 
fell to the Emperor of Conſtantmople : and that 1t 
continued under them till the times of Nicephorus 
Thomas. However we find the Saracens ( in 910. ) 
after a great Naval Victory, became Maſters of Cala- 
bria, Apulia, and Sicily. Leandro placeth this in 
914 : and faith, the Greeks had part of $:c:/y ſtill. In 
1035. the Saracens were ftill pofleſſed of part of Sr- 
cily: but as Leander faith, they and the Greeks too 
were expelled by the Normans, in the times of Ms- 
chael ey vj ( who reigned but one year, about 
1041. and 1042 ) by Gulielmus Ferebatus ; | and 
not by Tancred, as ſay others. ] To this William 
ſucceeded, C as Counts of Calabria ) Roger 1. by the 
Pope created King of Srcity; he having taken the 

Priſoner in the year 1139, Wilzam I. Wlli- 
am IN. and Tancred, a Baſtard, oppoſed by Pope Ce- 
leſtine THI: who preferred Coſtanza, ( a Daughter 
of Roger II. an ancient Lady, a Nun ) and marric 
her to Henry, Son of Frederich Barbaroſſa, and 
made him King of Sic:ly; to whom ſucceeded Fre- 
derich II. his Son. Then followed Manfredus, his 
Natural Son ; but the Pope ſet up Charles Duke of 
Anjon againſt him im 1263. In 1281. upon Eaſter- 
day, in time of Veſpers, ( whence the name came of 
the Sicilian Veſpers.) the French were all maffacred 
by the Sicifsans, by the Order of Peter II. King of 
Arragon, who had married the Davghter of Manfred. 
During this Interval, this Crown had been offered to 
Richard, Earl of Cormwal ; (Brother to Henry 111. 
King of Eng/and) and he refuſed it. From thence- 
forward it became inſeparably united to the Kingdom 
of Naples, and has ever fince had the ſame fate to 
this day, being governed by a Vice-Roy, who reſides 
at Palermo the preſent capital City of nz. Hoffman 
ſaith, the Saracens were poſiefled of Palermo ; had 
their Admiral, ſor General) there, from $27. to 
1070: when they were finally expelled by the Nore 
mans, to whom Pope Nico/as granted this Ifjand on 
that condition, 1 1058. So that the Normans might 
perhaps expell the Greeks in 1042. and the Saracens 
in 1070. The Inhabitants forced the Spaniards in 
the year 1647. to recall all their Taxes. This Iſland 
enjoyeth three Archbiſhops Secs, Palermo, Meſſina, 
and Menreale ; about fix or ſeven Biſhops Sces, and 
one Univerſity, Catania. MAtna is a known Moun- 
tain here. 

DSicypon, an ancient ruined City of the Peloponne- 
ſus ; of fuſficent note in its time. The Turks have 
buijt Yaſilica upon the Ruins of 1t, 

Sida , Side, a Maritime City of Pamphy/ia, in 
the Leſſer 4fia; upon the Mediterranean and the 
Borders of Tſauria. Honoured formerly with an 
Archbiſhops See. In 385. a Council was celebrated 
at it under Amphilochins Biſhop of Iconrm. Now 


in a condition of ru'ne ; and called diverſly Scandaloy, 
Candelohora, and Chzriſonda. 

Htdon. See Seyde. 

Stdmouth, a Mzrket and Sea-Town in Devonſkgre, 
in the Hundred of Budley ; of good account, before 
its Port was choaked up with Sand. 

Stena, Sena, Sena, Senz, a City of Hetruria in I- 
taly, of great antiquity ; and a Roman Colony. Seated 
in the Borders of the Dukedom of Florence ; thirty 
two Miles from that City to the South, and an hundred 
and ſeven from Rome to the North. This City, as Poly- 
bius faith in his ſecond Book, was built by the Gau!s in 
the year of Rome 396. A. M. 3730. after the taking of 
Rome by Brennus, and from the Senones, ( one of their 
tribes)took this Name. In the fall ofthe Roman Empire, 
it ſuffered very much from the Barbarous Nations ; and 
is ſaid to have been rebuilt by Charles Marte!/, The 
Inhabitants purchaſed their freedom of Rodolphns the 
Emperor, and managed the ſame with various ſucceſ. 
ſes till 1555: when it was taken by the Spaniard, and 
fold to the Duke of Florence in 1558. under whom 
it ſtill is. In 1459. it was made an Archbiſhop's See 
under Pope P:us TE.. Tt was a flouriſhing Univerſity in 
1386. but when founded is not known to me. Seve- 
ral Popes (Alexander III. Pinus HI. Pzus II. Alexane 
der VII. Jand great Men bave been Natives of this place : 
its greateſt glory is S. Catherine of Siena, a Domins- 
can, who perſuaded Pope Gregory IX. to leave Avis - 
non. She died in 1380. Canonized by Pope Pzus IE. 
In 146t. 

Sterra-Liona, a chain of Mountains upon the 
Frontiers of Nigrit#za and Guinee, in Africa; there- 
fore placed ſometimes in the one and ſometimes in 
the other, by Writers. It gives name to the River Ser. 
7a-Liona, and to a large African Kingdom, whither the 
Engliſh, French, Dutch and Portegueſe traffick for 
Ivory, Ambergreaſe, Pepper, Cryſtal, Coral, pieces of 


d Gold, &c. The Engliſh, for the ſecurity of their 


Commerce, built themſelves a Fort upon the River 
S$terra-Liona ; Which in 1664 was loſt to the Durch. 
In 1607 the King of this Country with his Family and 
others received Chriſtian Baptiſm of Father Barreira a 
Portugueſe Jeſuit of the Mitſion. The Portugueſe cal- 
led him Dom Philippe de Lion, in allufion to the name 
of his Kingdom. The preſent King is alſo a Chriſtian ; 
tho the greateſt part of the People, Heathens. His 
Kingdom extends from Cape FYerga to Cape Tagrin 
and hath its name from the noile of the Sea againit the 
Rocks, and the thunder from the Mountains of it re. 
ſembling the roaring of a Lion. 

Sierras-Nevadas, a Chain of Mountains in Ca- 
ſtile & Or, in South America ; extended the ſpace of 
forty Leagues, and accounted two in height : being, 
tho near the Line, in the hotteſt ſeaſons always covered 
on the top with Snow ; as it 1s intimated in its Name. 

Stga, a City of Mauritania Ceſarienſis in Afri- 
ca, with a Port upon the Mediterranean, in the King- 
dom of Al/piers. It is an ancient City, and in Chri- 
{tzan times has been a Biſhop's See. Now called Hu- 
main. A River of its own name, S7ga, falls into the Me- 
diterranean here. 

Sigan, a City of the Province of Xenſiin China ; 
which 15s the Capital over thirty five other Cities, 

__Sige, and $Igezum Promontorium, an ancient E- 
piſcop.l City of Troas, in Afia minor : ruined. For 
the Promontory ſee Fani77ars. 

Stgeth, 5a/ine, Metuharis, a ſtrong Town (the 
Head of a County of the fame Name) 1n the lower 
Hungary, (cated in a Marſh made by the River Ame ; 
two Hungarian Miles irom the Drave, ſeven from Al- 
ba Regatis to the South, and five from Quinque Ec- 
clefiz to the Welt. It has a very ftrong Caſtle, forti- 
fied with three Ditches and as many Walls: which, ad- 
ded to the fituation of it, make 1t very conſiderable. 

So/yman 
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Solyman the Magnificent ended his Life at Nuingue Ec- 
cleſie during the Siege of this place 3 which was yielded 
to the Turks September 7. 1566, after a Detence that 
wanted nothing but Succeſs to have rendered it the 
moſt celebrated that has happened : Nico/as Efarin, 
Count of Serini, (Gavernour of it) being ſlain in the 
laſt Sally, which he mad? at the head of his remaining 
Forces. It is now in the Emperor's hands by re-con- 
queſt : ſurrendred Fanuary 15, 160%; The Imperia- 
lis found therein eighty five pieces of Cannon $ There 
is another Town of the ſame Name in the Vpper Hur- 
gary ; near the Fountains of the Tib:ſcus, in the Prin- 
cipality of Tranſylvania. —_ : 

Sign, a Venetian Garriſon in Dalmatia, beſieged 
by the Turks twenty four days, 1n 1687 : and re- 
lieved by the Forces of the Republick under General 
Cornaroe s ; 

Stlaro, Silarus, a River in the Kingdom of Naples, 
in former times the Boundary of Lucania ; and now 
often called z/ Selo, and i Silaro. Tt ariſeth inthe His 
ther Principate from the Apennine z and falls into the 
Bay of Salerno,cighteen Miles from that City to the Eaſt, 

1 Sile, $:/x, a River in the States of Yenice ; 
which watereth the City of Trevzſo, and then falls into 
the Adriatich Seas : 

Sileſia, a great Province in the Kingdom of By- 
hemia ; called by the Inhabitants, S/7sko ; by the Poles, 
Slusko ; by the Germans, Schleſien. Bounded on the 
Eaſt by Poland; on the North by the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburgh; on the Weſt with Luſar:a and Bohe- 
mia, properly ſo called ; on the South with Moravza, 
and the Upper Hungary. It was for eight hundred 
and fixty years a part of Poland : and revolted from 
that Crown under Vlad:/laus Loch, King of Poland, 
in 1327. In the fifteenth Century, this Country ge- 
nerally imbraced the Doctrines of Fohn Hus : which 
were tolerated by Rhodo/phus 1I.-in 1 609, It had at firſt 
ſeveral Princes of Royal and Sovereign Juriſdictions 
in their ſeveral Priticipalities ; which together with the 
Piaſtean Family, ended in the Perſon of George Wl- 
' tram, in 1675 : whereupon that Country returned en- 
tirely to the Emperor, as King of Bohemia ; having 
been above three hundred years agounited to the King- 
dom of Bohemia. The Principal Cities ar.d Towns 1n 
this Province are, Brieg, Croſſen, Glogaw, Grothatv, 
Fatver, Lipnitz, Monſterberg, Olſs,Troppaw, Oppelen, 
bps, ſc Schweidmtz, Volaw, and Breſlaiw, 

ich is the Capital City of this Country. It is divided 
into the Upper and Lower Sileſta. 

The Iſles of Sillp, S:/urum Inſulz, Caſiterides, 
a knot of Iſlands in the Vergivian Ocean ; to the Welt 
of the Land'send of Cornwal ; an hundred and twen- 
ty Miles South of the Coaſt in Ireland, fixty from the 
Land's end, and an hundred and forty from Cape S. 
Mahe in Britagne. The French call them the Sor/in- 
gues. They are and ever have been under the Crown of 
England: 1n all above an hundred and forty five ; all 
clad with Graſs or green Moſs. The greateſt of them 
is S. Mary, which has a Town and Harbor of the ſame 
Name. Where Queen El:zbeth, in 1593, built a 
Caſtle to defend it from the Spaniards ; and fixed a 
Garriſon in it. King Achelſtane was the firſt of the 
Saxon Kings that conquered them. See Cambden. 

Sjmmeren, a Town and County in the Palatinate 
of the Rhine in Germany. The Town hath a Caſtle 
belonging to it. | 

Stmois, a ſmall River of Troas itt Phrygia, in the 
Leſſer Alia. It ariſeth out of Mount Ida, and joining 
with the Scamander, falls into the Archipelago toge- 
ther with it near Cape Fanri7arz, at the entrance into 
the Streights of Gallzpols. 

Sin, $734, a City in the Kingdom of Ching, in the 
Province of | Choquang ; ſeated at the foot of a Moun- 
tain. $ Atfo a Deſart, betwixt the Mountains Elm 
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and S:naz, in Arabia : whither the I aelites, in their 
March,came the fifteenth day after their departure from 
Epypt ; and murmuring for hunger, were relieved by 
- extraordinary Rain of 2aails and M1nna, Exod. 
I6, 4 13+ 

Sinat, a part of the Mountain Horeb, upon the 
Coalt of the Red Sea, in the Stony Arabia: ſeparated 
by a large Valley from the Mountain of S. Catherine. 
It hath at ſome diſtance from its foot a Spring of good 
Water : and upon the top two Grotto's in Rocks.at this 
day faid to be the plice where Moſes received the Ta: 
bles of the Law, and where he pafled his forty days faſt: 
It 8 now wholly covered with a Multitude of Chappels, 
Convents, Cells and Gardens ; poſſeſſed by fome La- 
tim, amonglt a crowd of Greek Chriſtians, who, e- 
ver (ince the third Century, have been planting their 
ſolitary Settlements here : So that in the former Chri. 
{Jan times, this Mountain with Horeb had as many 
Chappels upon it as employed fourteen thouſand Her. 
mits to ſerve them ; but the Turks have reduced that 
number fince. The Iſraelites lay encamped a whole 
year qhont this Mountain. 

Stngara, an ancient City in Meſopotamia, near a 
M »untatia of the fam= Name ; now faid to becalled 4- 
ta'ts. It ſaw a fevere Battel betwixt the Armies of the 
Emperour Conſtantius and Sapores II. King of Perſia, 
in 349. 

Stngen, two Villages upon Rocks, almoſt inacce{- 
fib!e, within a quarter of a M le from one another in 
the Dukedom o Wirtemburgh, in Schwaben in Ger- 
many : near the Cattle of Hoentwrel. 

Sinopt, $:20pe, a celebrated City of Paphlazonza, 
1n the Leſſer Aſia, upon the Euxine Sea ; which is a 
Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Amiſum. Seats 
ed upon a ſmall River of the ſame Name, having two 
Harbors. Built by Macrizzus ,a Coan, about the year of 
Rome125 : and tell not into the Romans hands, till they 
had conquered Mithridates , who had a Palace here. 
Atter this it became a Colony. In later times ſubject 
to its own Biſhop, from whom it was raviſhed by the 
Turks, who call it Sinabe : It has had yet the good for- 
tune to preſerve it ſelf in a tolerable State under thoſe 
devouring Enemies of Mankind. Long. 64. oo. Lat. 

5. 00. Walerius Flagcus intimates its ancient Splen- 
or, where he ſays, 

Aſſrios complexa ſinus ſtat opima Sinope. 
Dzogenes the Cynick Philoſopher, was its Native. 

Sinueſla, an antient Roman Colony in the Cam- 
pazna di Roma 1m Italy: which Ptolemy calls Soeſſa, 
and Livy Synope. It became afterwards a Biſhop's See, 
but is now ruined; and Rocca di Mondragone is built 
in the place of it, Baronzus refers the Council in 303, 
that was held in the affair of P. Marce//inys,to this City. 

Ston, Sedunum, a City aſcribed by Pliny to Gal- 
lia Narbonenſis ; now the Capital of Yalais; and 
called by the Germans, Sitten. It is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Moutiers en Tarontasſe ; in 
a pleaſant Plain, having only one Hill on the Eaſt 
ſide; on which ftand three Caſtles; in one of them 
the Biſhop reſides. There is a ſmall River runs by 
it, called Sz:ra, which after falls into the Rhoſne. It 
ſtands fifteen Miles from Bearne to the South,and fif- 
ty five from Geneva to the Eaſt. The Biſhop is the 
Sovereign of the City, Earl of Yalais, and a Prince 
of the Empire : who for his ſecurity is Leagued with 
the Seven Catholick Cantons of the Swiſs ; the Pre- 
tenſions of the Duke of Savoy to his Country having 
formerly occafioned long and bloody Wars. The See 
did refide at Mar:zgpy in Chablas,till the ruine of that 
Place ; and then it came to be tranſlated hither. 
Charles the Great, about the year 802, beſtowed 
theſe great Privileges upon this See. 

Ston, a Mountain and Cittadel in the ancient Fe- 
r:1ſalem, on which a part of that City was built. The

Knichts of the Teutonick Order bore tie name hete-

This Kingdom lies to the 
North-Eaſt of China; in a great Peninſula, toward 
Japan, and the Streights of Anian. | ; 

Sipontum, an old Roman Town 11 the Trovince 
called Capiranata, in the Kingdom of Naples: whoſe 
Ruines yet appear at the toot of Mount Gargano, 
two Miles from Manfredonia. It had the honour 
to be made an Archbiſhop*s See : but being by the 
Saracens in the eighth Century, Earthquakes, and 
o:her Misfortunes, defiroyed ; the See was removed to 
Manſredema, The Antients mention it under the 
ſeveral names of Sypus, Sepius, Sepus, Srxpontum, and 
S-juntum. The Gulph upon the Adraatich Sea near 
to it, took and retains its name. : 

Sirad, Srackz, Siradia, a City in the Greater 
Poland, which is the Capital of a Palatinite of the 
ſame name. It ſtands upon the River Warta ; fix 
Miles from Vie/un to the North, twenty trom Bre/lo 
to the Eaſt, and torty five from Warſaw to the 
Welt. 

Sirmiſh, Sirmich or Rirmach » Surmis , 
Sermium , Sirmium , a City ot the Lower Panno- 
21a, in which Prcbus the Emperor was born. Now 
called Szreim by the Natives, and S$:rmiſh by the 
Germans: a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Colocza; and the Capital of a County, called by its 
Name, in Sclavonia. It lies between the Danube to 
the Eaſt, the Save to the South, Wa.cowar to the 
North, ard Poſſega to the South. This City ſtands 
fourteen German Miles from Belgrade to the Welt, 
about two from the Save to the North, and from 
Eſjech, to the South, at the foot of Mowne Almus. 
Now by the Turks reduced to a mere Village; for- 
merly famous for two Arzan Councils held under 
Conſt antius the Emperor ; one 1n 351. the other in 
357. Socrat. |. 2. C. 25. Longs 43- 05. Lat. 45. 24. 
Photinus was then Biſhop of the Place, whom they 
depoſed for a Sabellian. In one, they omitted the 
Word Con/ubſtantial ; in the other, they forbad both 
the Word and the Thing. 

Le Siron, Sirio, Serio, a River of Aquitain in 
France. 

Sirus, or Sidrecapſa, a City of Macedonia, fa- 
mous for its Silver Mines : and a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Theſſalonica 3 from which it ſtznds 
fifty five Miles to the Eaſt, towards Mount Azhos. 
Called in the latter Maps, Szdrocapſe ; but by Leun- 
clavius, Sirus. 

Diſleg, S1{cia, an ancient City of Pannonia ; and 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Co/ocza. Now 
a Village in Croatia, with a Monaſtery ſeated upon 
the Save, and the Colaps ; in the Borders of Sc/avo- 
nia: two Miles from Zagrab, (or Agram, ) which 
has robbed it of the Biſhops See. Under the Em- 

ror. 
gi Siſtcron, Seor:ſtero, Segeſteriorum Urbs, Siſtari- 
ca, an ancient City of Gallia Narbonenſis ; now a 
Biſhops See in the Province of Provence in France : 
great and populous : built upon the River Durance, 
( where it receives the Buech) in the Borders of Dau- 
phixe: twenty four Leagues from Orange to the Eaſt, 
twenty 1ix from Grenoble to the South, and from 
Marſcilles to the North-Eaſt. 

Sittaw, or Zztaw, Setuja, a City of Germany 
m Lufatia. 

Sitten, See Szon, a City in Valaz:s, 
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Sittia, Cy/£1, a City at the Noith-e::d of the 
Iſle of Candy, called Serza (and Sitia;) which is a 
Biſhops See : ſmall, but very ſtrong : ſeated in a Pe- 
11n1{ula, and for the molt part furrounded by the See: 
it has a noble, lirge, fate Haven; the Capital of a 
County, and one of the four Cities of that Iſland : 
but in Slavery under the Turh:s. 4 
_ Stuchen, a Territory in the Province of Nanguin 
In China. 

' Sixenne, a Village upon the Borders of the 
Kingdom of Arragon in Spam: famous for a Priory 
of the Order of S. Fohn of Feruſalem, founded about 
the year 1188. by Queen Sancha of Caſtile, Wife to 
Aliphonſus II. King of Arragon, firnamed the Chaſte : 
who after the Death of her Husband, took the Habic 
her ſelf in this Houſe, and divers Princeſſes with 
her. She endowed it with large Revenues, and a very 
confiderable Juriſdiction : to the Benefices and Cures 
whereof the Prioreſs at this day nominates, and hath 
a Voice and Seat in the Provincial Chapter of Arra- 
£on, The Houſe is walled like a Fortreſs , with a 
Noble Palace in it , for the Relidence of the Prio- 
reſs; who attains to her Dignity , by the Election of 
the Religious, They bear the name alſo of the La- 
dies of Malta; as owing Fidelity and Obedience by 
Oath to the Great Maſter of the Knights of Malta : 
from which, though they ſubſtracted about the year 
1470, to put themſelves immediately under the Pope ; 
Yet in 1569. they returned again to it, fearing 0- 
therwiſe to fall under the Spiritual Juriſdiction of 
the Biſhop of Lerida. The perſons admitted muſt 
make proof of their quality, as Ladies. They wear 
a large Croſs in white Silk upon their Breaſts ; and in 
time of Office, bear in their hands a Silver Scepter, as 
the Badges of their Order.

It lies about 
three Miles from the Shoars of Ro/ſ to the Welt ; and 
has never a Town or City of Note. 

Sladitza, Oſmus, a River of Bulgaria. 

The Sleeve, the Sca between France and En- 
gland : or the Streights of Calais. | 

Slawkow, S/aukovia, a City in Bohemia in Mgq« 
ravia ; called by the Germans Auſterlitz: it ſtands 
five Miles from Olmitz to the South. 

 Sleafozd, a large, well inhabited Market Town in 
Encolnſhire, in the Hundred of Flaxwel! ; near the 
Head of a Stream of its own name, falling into the 
Witham. Tt ſhews the ruined Walls of a Caltle, which 
it had in former times. 

Slego, Slegum, a Town and County in Conaught 
in Ireland, on the Weſtern Shoar. 

Sleſwtck, Sleſvicum, a City of Dexmark ; here- 
tofore called Hedeba and Sltetozp. It is a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Lunder, and the Capital 
of a Dutchy of the ſame Name : ſeated upon the 
River Sl/eze, ( which falls into the Ba/tic{ Sa ) four 
German Miles from the Mouth of that River to the 
Welt ; between Flensburg to the North , and Ren/ſ- 
burg to the South ; fixteen Miles from Lubech and 
Hamburg to the North. Its Biſhoprick was inſtituted 
in 948. by Harald Blaatland; and extinguiſhed in 
1556. by Frederick II. King of Denmark, Once an

Once an Imperial Free City, but 
now ſubject to the Elector of Brandenburg, as Earl 
of Mark : Taken by the French in 1673. and aftere 
 vards deſerted. This City, .in more ancient times was 
granted by. Frederick I. to the Archbiſhop of Co- 
/ogne ; but being too much opprefled by them, it 
put it ſelf under the Protection of the Counts of 
Mark : and this in time turned to a Sovereignty ; 
but it has ſome remains of its ancient Liberty. It 
ſtands ſeven German Miles from Paderborne Weſt ; 
and Munſter South ; and four from Ham to the 


Eaſt. ; 

Sofala, Zofala, a Kingdom in the Lower /Ethi- 
opia in Africa, in the Country of Cafraria; towards 
the Erhiopich Ocean ; in an Iſland in the Mouth of 
the River Zambez,, in the Borders of Xanguebaria ; 
which takes its name from Spfala, a ſtrong City un- 
der the Portugueſe ; one hiindred and fifty Miles from 
Zanguebar, and three hundred and forty from” Me- 
ſamb:que. Fifty Miles Weſt of this City, there are 
rich Mines of Gold , called the Mines of Mansca, 
from which the Portugneſe raiſe a valt Revenue.

of Sofala pretend to prgve from their own Books,

the Surkiſt: Governour : but it has no Walls , nor 
other Fortifications ; Hoffman calls the River, Ciq- 
brum. In this place was the greateſt General Coun- 
cil of the Ancients held that ever met, in 347. In 


which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Reims ; and the Capital of a- County called Le 
Soiſſonnots, A great, fine, ſtrong City ; ſeated upori 
the River Ai/ne, which divides 1t ; five Leagues from 
the Confines of Picardy.; eleven from Reims to the 
Welt, and twenty two from Paris. Pepin was firſt 
proclaimed King of France in this City, in 752. Soz/- 
was hereto- 
fore a part of Pzcardy : 1t lies between Reims to 
the Eait, P:cardy to the North, Yalozs to the Weſt, 
and Le Brie to the South. It took this name from 
the Sueſſones,an old Ga!llick Tribe, which inhabited it 
before the Roman Conquelt. Honoured for many

Solfarin, a ſmall Scigniory or Lordſhip in Mar- 
Solms, Solm:a, a County in Germany, which has 
its Name from a . ruined Town on the River Lohne. 
It lies extended from North to South, part in Weſter- 
waldt, and part in IWeteraw ; between Haſſia to the 
Eaſt, and Treves to the Weft' ; under its own 
Count , whole Reſidence is in the Caſtle of Brunſe 
Doloe, or So!s, the Birth-place of the ancient 
Greek Poet Aratus. This City is a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Seleueza. It ſtands in C:/icia, in 
Afia Mor ; and took for ſome time the name of 
Pompetopolis, from its re-eſtabliſhment by Pompey the 
Great. Pliny mentions it upon the account of a Foun-

Sologne, Solonia, Sicalonia, a ſmall Province un- 
der the Prefecture of Orleans : by Latin Writers alſo 
called -Secalonia, Sigalonia, Siligonta and Sabulonta, 
being a Sandy Country;&particularly fruitful in Wheat 
and Rice.

. Spain, Hiſpania, is one of the moſt conliderable 
King in Europe, called heretofore Heſperia and 
Iberia. It is ſeparated from France towards the 
North-Eaſt by the Pyrenean Hills; on' all other fides 
ſurrounded by the Mediterranean Sea, the Streiphts 
of Gibraltar, and the Atlantick Ocean: fo that it 
lies in the form of a vaſt Peninſula, joined to France 
by a Neck of eighty Spawſk Leagues over. Called by 
the Natives La E/panna, by the French L' Eſpagne, 
by the [talzans La Spagna, by the Engliſh @ypain, by 
the Poles Diſpangka, by the Germans @panien , 
and by the Dutch Spangien. Its greatclt lengtt 
from Eaſt to Weſt 1s one hundred and ninety German 
Miles; or five hundred Italian, Its circuit two thous 
ſand four hundred and eighty Italian Miles ; taking 
in the Creeks and Windings of the Seas and Moun- 
tains, it 1s.two thouſand eight hundred and fixteen 
Miles ; the leaſt of which Computations, is four hun- 
dred and fixty Miles greater than France was forty 
years agone.- The ancient Geographers with one con- 
ſent affirm , That it abounded with whatſoever the 
Ambition or Needs of Men required; full of Men 
and Horſes ; all over replemjie with Mines of Gold, 
Silver, Braſs, Iron, and Lead, ( white and hlack ; ) 
bad Corn, Wine, and Oyl m abundance : in ſhort, [0 
extremely fruitful, that if any place for want of 
Water was leſs uſeful, yet even there Hemp and 
Flax thrived very well, It was in thoſe days the 
W:/t-Indies :of the World , and like them the Store- 
Houſe of the ancient Treaſures. The Ancients divr- 
ded it into three great parts ; called by them Tarra- 
conenſis, Batsca , of 0:6 Bu Firſt, Hiſpania 
Tarraconenſis was the greateſt of the three, and the 
moſt Eaſtern, On the Eaſt bounded by the Pyrenear 
Hills ; on the North by the Bay of Bz/cay ; on the 
Welt by the Atlantich Ocean, and Luſitania; on the 
South by. the.. Mediterranean ,Sea , and Batica. 
Secondly , Hipavie Betica was the moſt Southern 
part ; bounded 'on the Faſt and South by the for- 
mer in part,..and by the Ocean ; on the Weſt and 
North by, the ſame Ocean and Luſitania.

this Country is either fabulous or. loft, The Pheni- 
eians may juRtly be ſuppoſed to have been the firſt 
Civilizers of it, and the Founders of the molt ancient 
Cities, as Diodorns Siculus and Strabo affirm. After 
thele (who ſettled moſtly in Betica) the Grecrans 
followed ; who from Marſeille fent mahy Colonies 
into Hiſpanta Tarraconenſis. The Carthaginians 
were the next 3 who about forty years after they were 
by the Romans dilpoſiefſed of S:czly, Sardinia, and 
Cor/ica, (in the end of the firſt Punch, Wat about the 
year of Rome 512 3) by the iſle of Gades (which 
was theirs beore) entered Spain ; and in leſs than 
twenty years (under Amilcar, Afdrubal and Hanni- 
bal,the Son of Amilcar) deltroyed Sagiumtum ; built 
New Carthage ; conquered all the Nations of this 
Country, as far the Pyrenean Hills, and the Medzter- 
ranean Sea ; and might eafily have ſubdued the reſt ; 
but that Zamnibal choſe rather to revenge the Injuries 
of his Country, and ruin Rome by an Invaſion of Tta- 
ly. The Jeatoulie of the Carthaginians ruined his 
Deſigns in Italy ; and the Roman Fortunes prevailed 
in Spain too, under Cornelrus Scipro, about the year 
of Rome 545. The People having been -broken by 
the Carthaginians, ſubmitted the more willingly and 
eaſily to the Romans ; and continued under them till 
about the year of Chriſt 400, when Gunderzcus (King 
of the Vandals) firſt conquered them. The Goths 
followed theſe; and in 418, ſet up a Kingdom; 
which in time extirpated the Vandals, or drove them 
over the Sea into Africa, This Kingdom continued 
under thirty one Princes, till 724 ; when the Moors 
came in, and after a Fight of ſeven Days continuance 
prevailed againſt the Goths, and forced Spain. They 
brought over fifty thouſand Families of Moors and 
Fews ; and fo fixed themſelves here, that though they 
were in a ſhort time cantoned into a ſmall Kingdom 
and the Spaniards with the remainders of the Goths 
(who had ſecured themſelves in the Mountains and 
other places of difficult acceſs) by the help of the 
French, made a gainful and prevailing War upon 
them ; yet they could not be intirely ſubdued before 
1492: In after times it is hard to ſay, whether the 
good Fortunes or ill Government of the Spaniards 
have contributed moſt to the ruin of this once moſt 
potent Kingdom. For firſt Ferdinando and Iſabella 
in 1492, expelled out of Spain one hundred and feven- 
ty thouſand Families of the Fews. Philip IL. in 
1610. expelled nine hundred thouſand Moors. And 
America being found in the mean time, the numbers 
of Spaniards that paſſed thither isunknown. Phzl:p T. 
ſucceeded in 1504 : The firſt Prince of the Houſe of 
AuZtria, who reigned in Spazn. » Charles V. his Son 
in 1516. PhilipI. in1556. PhzlspIIT. in 1598: 
Philip IV. in 1621. Charles II. the preſent King be. 
gan his Reign in September 1665, -being then an In» 
fant. This Kingdom is now divided into fifteeen 
Kingdoms or Provinces, vi7. 1. Navarre. 2, Biſcay. 
3. Guipuſcoa. 4. Leon and Oviedo. 5.Gallicia. 6.Cor- 
duba. 7. Granada. 8. Murcia. 9. Toledo. 10. Caſtile. 
11. Portugal. 12. Valentia. 13. Catalonia. 14. The 
Kingdom of Majorca. 15. And the Kingd. of Arragon. 
Which are at this day all reduced under three Crowns 
or Governments, Caſtile, Portugal, and Arragon. The 
Reltpion profetled is frict Reman Catholick; eſpecial- 
ly tince the introducing the Inquifition by Pedro Gon- 
fales de Mendoza, Archbiſhop of Toledo, in 1478.

New ®pain, Hiſpania Nova, is i conſiderable 
Country in North America ; called by the Spaniards 
la Nueva Eſpanna, and ſometimes et Mexico, from 
its Capital City, It contains all that ſpace of Land be- 
tween the North and the South Sea, that lies between 
the Terra Firma (or Streight of Panama) to the 
Eaſt, and Fiorzda to the Weft ; which by the Indians 
was called Anahuac ; that is, The Land by the Water. 


It extends from fifteen deg. of Latitude to twenty Tit=—— 


excluſively ; in breadth fix hundred Tralan Miles, in 
length twelve hugdred. The Air is very temperate 
(tho ſituate wholly in the Torrid Xone) by reaſon of 
the frequent Showers which fall in Zune, 7u/y, and 
Arguſt ; (their hotteſt Months in the year} and alfo by 
reaſon of the Sea Breezes. It is abundantly inriched 
with inexhauſtible Mines' of Gold, Silver, Braſs and 
Iron : has great plenty of Cocc-Nuts, Cochineel, 
Wheat, Barley, Oranges, Limons, Figs, Cherries, Ap- 
ples, and Pears, Cattle and Fowl : but it has few 
Grapes, and no Wine. Their Szed time is in 4prz/ or 
May ; their Harveſt in Ofober : in the Low Coun- 
tries they ſow in Ofober, and reap in May. This 
Kingdom had Kings of its own, from 1332, to 1520 : 
about two years before which, Francs Cortez, a Spa= 
niard, entered it' with eleven Ships, and Gre hndred 
and fifty Men ;' by help of which he ſacked the Town 
of Pontonchon, defeated by his Cannon” and Horſe for- 
ty thouſand naked Indians, (who came to revenge this 
Injury ;) and_ in 1531, took the' City of Mexzco, 
Aug. 13. and put an end'to the Indian Empire. The 
Provinces of this vaſt Kingdom, are 1. Panuco. 2. 
Mechuacan. 3. Mexicana. 4 Tlaſcala. 5. Guaxaca. 
And the 6. Fucatan, Governed by a Viceroy under 
the Ring of Spain ; who from this Acceflion to his 
European Dominions uſes the Royal Stile of Hiſpante 
arum Rex. . oy 
Spalatro, Salo, Salona nova, Spalatum, Palati- 
um Diocleſians, a City of Dalmatia; called by the 
Tealians, Spalato; by the Sclavantans, Spla. It is 
very ſtrong, rich, and populous; andan Archbiſhops 
See, ſeated upon the Adriatich; (upon which it has 
a large and ſafe Haven) 'thirty five Miles from Sebens- 
co. Long. 40. 54. Lat, 44. 00. This City grew up 
out of the Ruins of Salona ; which ſtood four Miles 
more to the North. And in 1420, deſtroyed an Ar- 
my of the Turzs, which was ſent againſt it. The Learn- 
ed Mr. Wheeler in his Travels, pag. 15. has given a 
large account of the Site of this City ; and 1 little 
lower, pag. 19. of the City of Salona, the Mother of 
Spalato. The Emperour Dzocleſian was a Native of 
Salona: who building himſelf a Palace in this place, 
(whence the name Spalatro might be occafioned by 
an eafie corruption,) the other, (Salona) . grew by time 
neglected. It is commanded by a Fortreſs, upon an. 
Hill, without the Gate ; in which the Penerians keep, 
the lefſer Garriſon, becauſe they make ſure of the For- 
trefs of Cliſſa, by which the paſſage lies out of Turky, 
to Spalatra. The Walls of Drzocleſian's Palace you 
have yet ſtanding ; and the little Temple, which he 
built in the middle of it, has become the Cathedral 
Church. It is fituated 'in a fruitful Country. . = 
Spalding, a Market Town in the divicion of Ho/- 
land, in Lincolnſhire ; and the Hundred of 'Ellow ; 
npon the Weland. Well built and trided ; though

Siztin. Stetinum, the Capital City of the Duke- 
dom. of Pomerania, in Germany ; Called by the Ger- 
mans, $7ceem. It ſtands upon the Oder, over which 
it has a Bridge 3 and is divided by it into two equal 
parts : eight Miles from the Ba/rsck Sea to the South, 
four from the Contines of Brandenburgh, and forty 
four from Dantzzick to the South-Welt. This City 
grew-up after the Ruin of Vineta (in the Ifle of T/e- 
dom, ten Miles more to the North-Welt ) from a ſinall 
Village, to that greatneſs it now enjoys, by becoming 
the Seat. of the Dukes'of Pomerania ; who lived here

many Apes in a Caſtle-of an elegant and ndble Stru- 
Qure. Otho (the Father of Barnmimins 1. Founder 
of the Line of Stern) removed hither jn 1345. This 
amily continued the Poſſeſſion of it till 1630 ; When 
Guſtavus Adolphus coming before it with an Army, 
obtained an admiſſion partly by force, and partly by 
the terror of his Arms : Bogi/lans, the laſt of that 
Line, dying ſoon after. The Right of the Succeſſion 
nndoubtedly belonged to the Duke of Brandenburgh : 
but the Swedes being in Poſſeſſion, got their Right 
confirmed by the Treaty of Munſter, and kept this Ct- 
ty till the year 1677. When the Duke of Branden» 
burgh, coming before it with a powerful Army, after 
a tedious Siege took it; In 1679, by the Treaty of

Stirta, a Province of Germany ; {tiled by the In- 
habitants, die Steyer or Steyeremarck ;. which was a. 
part of the Old Norscum, (or Upper Pannonia) tos 
wards the Mer, and the Drave. It is bounded on 
the Eaſt'by Hungary ; on the North by Auſtria 3 on 
the Weſt by the Dioceſe of Saltzburgh,. and Carin- 
thia ; and on the South by Carnio/a. The Capital of 
it is Graz ;, the other Cities, C:/ley, Kernend, Marc- 
purg, Petaw, Pruckam Muey, and Rakelſpurg, Ca- 
21/a belongs alſo to this. Province ; and reckoned to: 
the Lower Hungary. - The Quads werethe old Inha- 
bitants of this Country; who being driven out by the 
Romans, the Country was called Valeria in Honor of 
a Dayghter of Diocleſian, ſo called. It was at tirſt a 
Marguifate: and by Frederick, Barbaroſſa, the Em- 
petor, changed into a Dukedom.  In.length,one hun- 
dred arid ten Miles, in breadth fixty :: for. the moſt 
part barren; being covered with the Spurs and Bran- 
ches of the A/pes; and rich in nothing but Minerals.

Stromona, $:rzmon, a River of Thrace, which 
ſprings irom a part of the Mountain Hemus ; and ſe- 
parating Thrace from Macedonza, falls into the Ar- 
chipelago, at the Gulph of Conteſſa. In the Summer 
Seaſon the Cranes frequent it ſo notably, as to take 
the name of Strymonre aves from it. In the Winter

Stroud, a Market Town in G/ouceſterſhire, in the 
Hundred of Bi/ley, upon the Banks of a River of its 
own name, over which it hath a Bridge.

Struden, the Cataracts or precipitate Fall of the 
Danube in Auſtria, beneath Lintz ; the Germans call 
it Seauvreſſel. 

Strumita, Myra, a City of Lycia; placed by Stra» 
bo in the Inland Parts, near the River Lemyrus, about 
two Miles from the Shoar ; formerly a Biſhops See, 
now the Metropolis ; having thirty fix Suffragan Bt- 
ſhops under its Archbiſhop. Long. 59. 40. Lat. 
35. 2%. - 

Stugart, S:ugardia, Stugartia, a City of Schiva- 
ben in Germany ; the Capital of the Dukedom of Wur- 
zemburg, and the Seat of the Dukes. It has a tine and 
a noble Caſtle : ſtands upon the River Necker ; one 
German Mile from Eſl:ng to the Welt, and four from 
Tubingen to the North. 

©tultngen, a Town and Landzravate in the Cir- 
cle of Schwaben in Germany. 
 LaStura, Seura, two Rivers in Lombardy. The 
firſt in the Dukedom of Mont#xferat, which falls into 
the Po at Pozteſiura, four Miles beneath Caſa/. The 
ſecond riſeth in Savoy, and running South, falls into 
the Po three Miles beneath Tur: from the Welt, 

Sturbzidge, a Market Town in Worceſterſhire, 
and the Hundred of Ha/fs ire, upon the River Storer, 
over which it hath'a Bridge : It 1s ſituated in a Flatt. 
There is a Free-ſchool, and a Library here. 

Sturminſtcr-Newton, a Market Town in Dor- 
ſetſhire, in the Hundred of Brownſell. It itands up- 
on, and hath a fair Stone- bridge over , the River 
Stower : ſhowing the reſts of an ancient Calle hard by, 
12 which the Ki»gs of the Weſt-Saxons kept their Re- 
ftdence. 

Stymphalis, a Mountain, Town, and Lake of the 


Pelopouneſus im Arcadia; called anciently by this 
name : Now, Monte Pog!:/i, Vulfs and Longanzco. 

Styx, a Fountain ſpringing from the Lake of Phe- 
neus, at the foot of the Mountain Nonacrr, in the 
Peloponneſus tn Arcadia: which the fictions contra- 
cted by its contagious qualities,amongit the Foets,have 
made known to all. 

Suyabia, Schmaben, 

Suachen, Pzclemas, a celebrated Port of the hjgh- 
er /Erhopia, upon the Red Sea; in tie Hands of the 
Turks, Long. 66. 00. Lat. 16. 26. According tothe 
latter Maps, Long. 68. 15. Lat. 19. 27. It is written 
Staguem in theſe Maps. 

Suauf, an ancient People, remaining to this day 2- 
bout the Mountain Caucaſus in Afia, to the Eatt of 
Mengrelia. They are mentioned in S:rabo, And 
now, the molt civilized of all the Inhabitants of that 
Mountain. A hardy valiant People, good Soldiers, 
and pretending to the name of Chriitians. 

Succadana, a City in the Iſland of Borneo in the 
Eaſt- Indies, 

Suchen, Sucheum, a City of China in the Province 
of 2eychen. 

k DUcheu, a City of China in the Province of Nan- 
"IM. 

Suchitng,a City of China in the Province of Quam- 
ſi: now under the King of Tiunkim. 

Suchuen, a large Province in the Kingdom of Cht- 
na ; lying towards the South-Weſt Borders of that 
Kingdom, upon T1ndia and the Kingdom of Thzber. 
Bounded on the North by Xen/i, on the Eaſt by Hu- 
quam, on the South by 2»eychen, and on the Weſt by 
the Further Eaſt- Indies : the principal City of it is 
C/zngtu. It contains eight great Cities, one hundred 
twenty four ſmall Cities, and four hundred fixty four 
thouſand one hundred twenty eight Families. The Ri- 
ver Kang divides it in two. It ſuffered very much 
in the laſt Wars with the Tartars. 

Suchzow, $Suczova, a City of Moldavia, (or as 
Baudrand faith in Walachia) upon the River Stretch ; 
in the Borders of Tranſylvania ; fifty Miles from 
Faſſy to the Weſt, Always kept by a ſtrong Garriſon 
of the Turks, in whole Hands it has been for ſome 


_ Ages. 


Suda, Amphimalia, a Sea-Port Town at the North 
End of the Ile of Candy ; which has a {trong Caſtle, 
and a good Harbor. 

Sudbury, Co/onia ; That is, The South Town: 
ſuppoſed to have had this name in oppoſition to Nor- 
wich (or the North Town) and to have been in an- 
cient time the Capital or County Town. It is feated 
upoa the River Stour, inthe Borders of Eſſex, in the 
County of Suffolk : with a fair Bridge over the Stour, 
leading into Eſſex ; and three Pariſh Churches. A 
Mayor Town, rich, and populous, by reafon of a 
conſiderable Clothing Trade here driven; eſpecially in 
Sayes ; about fifteen Miles from Ipſwich to the Welt, 
and forty from London to the North : repreſented by 
two Burgeſles in Parliament.

Sudermanland, Sudermannia, a County in the 
Kingdom of Sweden; called by the Natives Soder- 
manland. Bounded on the North by Weſtmannia 
and UVpſall ; on the South by the Baltick, Sea. It has 
the Honor to be a Dukedom of great Eiteem, being 
born by the Royal Family of that Kingdom. The 
principal Places in it are Nicoping , Stregnes and 
Troſa. 


Suellt, Sel; a very ſmall City in the Iſle of Sar- 


dinia ; and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 


Cagliari ; from whici it ftands fifteen Miles : reduced 


almoit to a Village. 
Eee Sneonte, 
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Sueonie, Suevonia, a conſiderable part of the 
Kingdom of Sweden ; between Lapland to the North; 
the Baltick Sea, and Bay of Botner to the Eaſt ; Go- 
thia to the South, and Norway to the Weſt. It con- 
tains ten Counties. The Capital of it is the Royal 
City of Stockholm. 

Sues, Sue, Arſinoe, Cleopatrs, Poſidium, 18 a 
City or Sea-Port Town of Ezypr, in the bottom of 
the Red Sea: containing about two hundred Houſes, 
and has a pretty Harbour z but ſo ſhallow, that a Ship 
cannot enter it, nor a Galley till half unloaded : but 
the Road is ſafe. It has a Baraque rail'd with Timber, 
Palifladoes, thirteen Culverins ; and as many Cannons 
for its ſecurity. It has a Greek Church, an old ruin'd 
Caſtle and ſome indifferertt Houſes. When the Ships 
or Galleys come in, it is pretty Populous : at other 
times, almoſt defolate. Thevenor, Part I, pag. 176. 
Long. 63. 20. Lat. 29. 10. The Ethiopian Mer- 
chants with Spices, Pearl, Amber, Musk, precious 
Stones, and other raritics out of [ndia rendeſvourz here : 
Whence they tranſport them upon Camels to Cazrro 
and Alexandria, and there fell them to tbe Venerrans 
and other Chriſtian Merchants. The Country, envi- 
roning this City, is a ſandy Deſart z which forces the 
Inhabitants to ſeek their Proviſions elſewhere, and 
their water at two Leagues diſtance. The Iſthmus 
betwixt the Medzterranean and the Red Sea, ſepara- 
ting Exype from Arabia, receiveth the name of the 
Iſthmus cf Suez trom this Port. 

Sucvt, the ancient Inhabitants of the preſent Cir- 
cle of Schwaben in Germany : who in conjurction 
with the Vandals and the Alani,about the year 406,cn- 
tred and pillaged divers Provinces of the Gar!s : thence 
in 409 patling into Span, ſettled into a Kingdom in 
Galicia and Portugal, under Hermericus their tir(t 
King ; who died about 440; and was ſucceeded by 
eight other Kings: till about the year 585. Leuvig/- 
dus, King of the VViſegoths, conquered and united 
their Eſtates of the Suev: to his own. 

Suffolk, Suffolcra, is bounded on the E. by the Ger- 
man Sea; on the N. by the Waveney,and the little Ouſe 
(which riſe in the middle of its bounds : the firlt run- 
ning Eaſt,and the ſecond Welt divide it from Norfo/k:) 
on the Weſt by Cambridgeſhire ; and en the South 
by Eſſex, ſevered from 1t by the Sroure. It lies in 
the form of a Creſcent : The length from Eaſt to 
Welt about forty five Miles ; the breadth thirty ; the 
whole circumference of it is about one hundred and 
forty, containing five hundred and ſeventy five Pa- 
riſhes, and thirty Mark<t Towns : the Air mild and 
healthful ; the Soil rich, level, and fruitful ; ſuch as 
yields abundance of Corn of all forts, Peaſe, Hemp, 
Paſturage , and Wood]. The more inland part is 
commonly called High Suffolk, or the VYoodlands. 
This County reckons nigh fifty Parks in it. The 
Ormwell,Ore,Blithe, Deben,and Breton, contribute their 
ftreams for the watering of it with the three former 
Rivers its Boundaries. The ancient Icenz, (a Britiſh 
tribe) and afterwards the Eaſt-Anyles pollefſed it in 
the ſeveral times of the Romans, and the Saxon Hep- 
tarchy. The principal places in it are 1p/wich, Bury, 
ard Sudbury. The Marqueliles or Earls of this Coun- 
ty, were Robert de Ufford or Clifford in 1335. VVil- 
liam his Son in 1369. Michael de la Pole (Lord Chan- 
cellor) Created Earl in 1379. VFll:am de la Pole 
(the IV. in this Line) was made Duke of Suffolk by 
Henry VI. Edmond the VIIE. in this Line, was the 
laſt of that name ; Beheaded by Henry VIII. about 

1510. In 1513, Charles Brandon (Viſcount Liſle) 
was Created Duke of Suffolk : who by Mary ſecond 
Sitter of Henry VIII. had Henry Brandon ; who died 
a Child. In 1551, . Henry Grey Marqueſs of Dor/er, 
having married Franc's Daughter of Charles Brandon, 


) SUN | 
was made Duke of Suffo/k: he was Brheaded in the 
Reign of Queen Mary, in 1553. This was the laſt 
Duke of Suffolk. In 1603. King Fames I. Created 
Thomas Lord Horard of VValden Earl of Suffolk ; 
to whom Fames Lord Howard the Ill. of this Line 
ſucceeded in 1640. | 

Sugen, Sugenum, a City formerly part of the Pro- 
vince of Quam/i, and belonging to China; now un- 
der the King of Tunkin, who has fortified it very 
{trongly. | 

Sulmona, or So.mona, Sulmo, a City of great An- 
tiquity in the Province of Abruzzo; in the Kingdom 
of Naples ; upon the River Sangro (Sarus.) Eight 
Miles from the Borders of Abruzzo to the Eaſt, al- 
moſt ſeventy from Naples to the North, and near 
ninety from Rome to the Eaſt. It is a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Theatino ; and a principality 
belonging to the Houſe of Borgheſe. The Birth-place 
of Ovid the Latin Poet : who tells us its diſtance 
trom Rome, and praiſes it for its Streams, in 


Sulmo miki Patria eſt , gelidys Uberrimusunds ;. 
Millia qui novies diſtat ab Urbe decem. 


Dultzbach, Sultsbachium, a ſmall Town in Nort- 
gow, 1n the Upper Palatinate of the Rhine ; one Mile 
diſtance from Amberg to the South-Eaſt : which gives 
the Title of a Prince to ſome Branches of the Palatine 
Famuly. 

Sumatra, a vaſt Iſland in the Eaſt-Indies to the 
South. Welt of the Promontory of Malaccza ; from 
which it is ſeparated only by a narrow itreight ; as alla 
by another trom the Iſle of Fava to the South. It ex- 
tends from North-Welt to South-Eaſt, one hundred 
and eighty five German Miles; or nine hundred and 
ten Engliſh ; and is two hundred and ten broad in 
the miadle. There are ſeveral Kingdoms in this I- 
fland, which ordinarily go to war with one another. 
The principal of which are 4chem, Camper, Famby, 
Menanchabo, Pacem, Palimban, and Pedir : The 
principal City in the whole Iſland and Kingdom 1s A- 
chem, towards the North ; the King whereof polleſſes 
one half of the Iſland. The Coa(t upon the {treights 
of the Sund is under the obedience of the King of 
Bantam. Some parts are covered with Wood and 
Mountains: amongit which latter, one in the middle 
of the Iſland caſts forth flames by intervals. It is di- 
vided by the Equator into almott two equal parts; the 
Arr 18 very hot and unhealthful ; the Soil will produce 
little Grain but Rice and Millet. It yieldeth Ginger, 
Pepper, Camphir, Agarick and Caffta in great abun- 
dance, Wax and Hony, Silks and Cottons ; rich Mines 
of Tin, Iron and Sulphur ; and ſuch quantity of Gold, 
that ſome conceive it to be So/omons Ophir ; and ſome 
the Taprobane of the ancients. The Inhabitants are 
for the molt part Pagans; except the Sea Coalt, 
where: Mahometaniſm has got ſome footing. It has a 
valt number of Rivers and Marſhes ; which with the 
Woods do much promote the unwholſomeneſs of the 
Air. The Hollanders enjoy four or five Fortrefſes in 
it, and are bzcome more powerful than ſome of the 
Kings. The Portugueſe traffick to it ; but it is, when 
the others will permit them ; tor they have no eltabs 
liſhments here, 

Ste Sund, Sunde Fretum, Sundicum fretum, a 
ſtreight between the Baltick Sea, and the German 
Ocean; call'd by the Duech Ore Sunn ; by the Eng+ 
liſh the Sound, It ftretcheth fifty Miles from North- 
Weſt to South-Eaſt; ahout fif.cen at its greatett 
breadth : but between Eiſingburg and Cronenburg 
not above three over : which neceiiitates all Ships that 
pals to and fro to pay a Toll to the King of Den- 

mark, 
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;nark.; he being able otherwiſe by the Cannon of his 
Caſtles to ſhut up the. Paſſage. S. Tis name 18 at- 
tributed alſo to the Streights, betwixt the Iſlands of 
Java and Sumatra in the Eaſt-Indies. The Dutch 
-all it, Seraet Van Sunda: and Latin Writers, Sunde 
rreeum. 

The Jfland of the Sund oz Dounud, compre- 
hend in the Portugueſes's accounts who gave them 
this name, all thoſe Iſlands in the Indian Ocean, which 
lye beyond the Promontory of Malaca: fome near, 
ſome under the Equinoctial. Commonly divided 
into the Iſlands of the Sund to the Eaſt, and to the 
Welt. Of the former, Gzlolo, Banda, Flores, Ma- 
caſar, and the Moluccaes, are the Principal- Of the 
other, Borneo, Fava, and Sumatra. 

Sundenberg, or Sunderbourg, a Town and Duchy 
in the Iſle of 41ſen near Jutland. 

Sunderland, Sunderlandia, a{mall land at the 
Mouth of the River YVere, in the North-Eaſt part of 
the Biſhoprick of Durham, in Efington Ward : once 
a part of the Continent ; but rent off by the violence 
of the Sea; from whence it has the name of Sunder- 
land. A place of no great note, only for its Sea-Coal 
Trade, till it was made the Title of an Earldom by 
Charles 1.- who in 1627, Created Emanuel Lord 
Scrope of Bolton, Preſident of the North, Earl of 
Sunderland, He dying Childleſs, Henry Lord Spen- 
fer, of VVormleighton, (in 1643.) was Created Earl 
of Sunderland, and ſlain the eighth of June the ſame 
year in the firſt Battel of Newbery. To whom ſuc- 
eceded Robert his Son, ſometime Principal Secretary 
of State, and Prelident of the Council to King 
Fames Il. NE 

Sungkiang, a trading and populous City in the 
Province- of Nanking in China. The Capital over 
two others. ak 

Suntgaw, or Sundgow, Suntgovia, a Province of 
Germany, now under the King of France, by the 
Peace of Munſter. Bounded on the North by A/ſatia ; 
on the Eaſt by the Rhine, and the Canton of Baſil ; 
(which lat is ſometimes included under this name 3 ) 
on the South by the Dominions of the Biſhop of Ba- 
(il; and on the Welt by the Franche Comte. The 
Principal Places in it are Befort, Mulhauſen, Perre- 
ze, (whence it hath the name alſo of the County of 
Ferrete) and Huningue. The lalt has been lately 
fortified by the King of France. | 

Sura, an ancient Epiſcopal City of S57:a, near the 
Euphrates. The'See is a Suttragan to the Archbiſhop 
of Hierapols. S. Plutarch remembers us of a Town 
of this name in Lycia, in the Leſſer Afia : tamed for 
Oracles in ancient times delivered there, Betwixt 
Phellus and Strumzta. 

gurate, Surata, a very famous City of the H:ther 
Tndiesy in the Kingdom of Guzarar, upon the Bay 
of Cambaya : under the Dominion of the great M9- 
gul; which has a convenient Port or Haven, much 
trequented by the European and Armenian Mer- 
chants for Diamonds, Pearls, Ambergreaſe, Musk, 
Civet, Spices, and Indian Stuffs ; procured from di- 
vers parts, and here laid up in Mazagines. It hes (ſaith 
Monſieur The venot) 21. deg. and\ſome minutesfrom 
the Line : and was then deſigned to be Fortified with 
a Brick inftead of its ancient Earthen Wal ; which 
had not been able to preſerve it from the depredations 
of a Raja. In the time of the Moſer or Fair (kept 
in the Spring Quarter) it is exceeding full of People; 
not meanly ternifhed at others ; nor are thoſe Inhabi- 

tants leſs confiderable on the account of their Wealth, 


than Number. The Eng/ifſh and Dutch have their 


Factories here : it is the Staple of the Engiygfh Trade 
in the Eaſt-Indies. It has a Caftle at the South end 
of the Town, - upon the River ; which is ſquare, 
flank'd at each corner by a large Tower, The Ditches 


on three ſides are filled with Sea Water ; on the Weſk 
the River runs ; and there are many Cannon mounted 
in it. The Governor commands over all the adjacent 
Provinces, and keeps the train and equipage of a 
Prince. For the reſt you may conſult Thevenor 
Part IT. pag. 15. 

SDuritna, a Province of South America, between 
the confluence of the River Cayana, and that of the 
Amazons. : 

Durrep, Surza, is ſeparated on the North from 
Buckingham and Middleſex by the great River 
Thames ; on the Eaſt it is bounded by Kent, on t'e 
South by Sr»ſſex and Hampſhire, and on the Welt 
by Hampſhire and Barkshire. In length thirty four 
Miles, in breadth about twenty two ; in circumference 
one lundred and twelve; including one hundred and 
forty Pariſhes, with eight Market Towns, The Air 
is {weet and pleaſant ; the Soil, eſpecially in the verges 
of the County f.uitful; the middle Parts being ſome- 
what hard to cultivate. Whence the People are uſed 
to ſay, their County is like a Co:wſe piece of Cloth 
with a fine Liſt. Beſides the Thames, here is the 
VVay, the Mole, and the Wandle, (whoſe head ſprings 
trom Croydon, )all emptying themſelves in the Thames. 
It has many Noble and Princely Hou'es ; but few 
Towns or Places of any confiderable greatneſs : the 
Principal Town in it being K;neſton upon Tham s. 
The Regn1 an old Britiſh Tribe were the firſt Inha- 
bitants of this County. In the times of the S$2x.2 
Heptarchy, 1t was a part of the Kingdom of the Squth 
Saxons. The tir{t Earl of it was Y/4ll. de Varren, 
Created by VYuliam the Conqueror in 1067. PVi- 
liam ( the third of this Line) ſucceeded in 1135. 
who was followed by /Villizam de Blox Son of King 
Wo grey Husband of I/abel de VYarrer in 1145. 
and by Hameline Plantagenet, baſe Son of George 
Earl of Anjou, half Brother to Edward TI. fecond 
Husband of the faid 1/abe/ in 1163. His Poſterity en- 
joyed it in four defcents till 1347: when the Male 
Line failing, Richard Firz Alan Lord Treaſurer was 
Earl of Surrey.

This City ſhews an Inſcription 
upon a Triumphal Arch, from which Learned Men 
conclude, that the Emperor Auguſtus erected his 
Trophy hereabouts for the Conquett of the 4/p1neNa- 
tions, in the year of Rome 740; fourteei Years before 
our Saviour. For tho others place that Trophy about 
the Foot of le Col de Tende or the Maritime Alpes, 
near Nice and Monaeo, from a part of the words 
Gentes Alpie Devils, ſeen there upon a Fragment 
of a ſtone: yet theſe two Opinions are reconctlable, 
by ſuppoſing that Angſt ſet up this Trophy at the 
foot of both the Mar:t1me and Cortian Alpes for the 
greater glory. $ Suſa was alſo the Capital of the an- 
ejent Country Suſiana in Aſia ; at the entrance of a 
ſpacious Plain , which the River Choaſpes watered. 
The Kings of Perſia uſed to paſs the Spiing at 1t. 
Dari repaired it, ſays Pliny. Alexander the Great 
took it. It isnow in a flouriſhing tate, if the ſame 
Souſter.

Sygdal, Suſdalia, a City of Muſcovy ; the Capi- 

tal of a Province of the ſame Name, and a Biſhop's 
See under the Archbiſhop of Reſtow. It ſtands eighty 
Miles from Moſcow to the South-Eaſt, and one hun- 
dred and thirty from Novogorod Nifi to the North- 
Welt. 
Sufiana, an ancient Country of A/ia; betwixt 
Syria, Perſia and Chaldea : whereof Suſa was the 
Capital City, and Melitene one conliderable Province. 
It had the honour to be a Kingdom : which, after the 
death of Abradatus King of Suſiana, ſubmitted to the 
power of Cyrus. 

Sullex, Suſſexia, one of the Southern Counties 
of England: Bounded on the North by Surrey and 
Kent ; on the Eaſt by Kent ; on the South by the 
Britiſh Sea; and on the Welt by Hampſhire. Its 
Length from Eaſt to Wet is ſixty Miles 3 the broadett 
part from North to South not above twenty ; and its 
Circumſerence about one hundred and fifty : wherein 
are contained one hundred and twelve Pariſhes, with 
cighteen Market Towns. The Air is good ; but ſub. 
ject to great Fogs and Miſts out of the neighbour 
Sea ; which recompenceth this Inconvenience with 
plenty of Fiſh and Fowl. There are few Harbors 
upon this Coaſt : the Soil is rich and fruitful, but the 
Roads miry and unpleaſant: the Middle of the Coun- 
try has excellent Meadows; the Sea-coaſts are Hilly, 
but afford plenty of Corn and Graſs : the North-lide 
full of Woods and Groves. The principal River is 
Arun. The chief City in it is Chicheſter, which is a 
Biſhop's See: the next to it, Lewes. The Regan: 
werethe ancient Inbabitants of this County : who 
were ſubdued by Aulus Plaurrw inthe reign of Clard;- 
#5 the Koman Emperor. In 478, Ela erected here 
the Kingdom of the Sourh-Saxons, from whence this 
County has its Name, The firſt.

Sutri, Surrium, Colonia Fulla Sutrina, a City in 
the States of the Church in S. Peters Patrimony, up- 
on the River Poxzolo: which 1s a Biſhops See, but tor 
ever united to the See of Neps; trom whence it ſtands 
four Miles to the Welt, and twenty tour trom Rome 
to the South-Welt, It is little and inco.npalled with 
Rocks on all ſides. L:vy ſays of it, that Camllus, 
when it had revolted againſt the Romans, went with 
an Arwy to reduce it. In the year of Chr:/# 1046. the 
Emperor Henry IH. atſembled a Council here, which 
depoſed Pope Gregory VI. (who had intruded into the 
Reman See in 1044. ) and elected Conſtantine II. in 
his ſtead, In 1059. another Council confirm'd Pope 
Nicholas II. his Election to the See, and depoſed tie 
Antipepe to him, Benedit&, before Biſhop of Velerr:. 

Sutton-Cofield, a Market Town in Warwick- 
ſhire, in the Hurdred of Hemlingford. 

Suvas, Sebaſtopol, a City of Cappadocta in A- 
fia ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Sebaſtia : now a very conſiderable Place, and the Seat 
of a Turkiſh Governcr : about fifty Miles from Ama» 
ſia to the North-Eaſt, Long. 67. 3o. Lat. 42. 30. 

Swatham, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
folk, in the Hundred of S. Greneho. 

Swanſep, a Market Town in Glamorganſſnre in 
Wales; the Capital of its Hundred. 

Swarteneſs, Iccium, a Cape in Picard), fo called 
by the Dutch ; four Leagues from Calais to the Wett, 
and fix from the Coaft of Kene. The Engliſh call 
it Blackneſs, 

Swarte Slups, a ſmall City in Over-7/e/, one 
of the United Provinces of the Low- Countries. 

SWeden , Suec:a, one of the Northern Kingdoms 
of Europe ; called by the Inhabitants Swerie, Swe- 
denrick,, and Swerieſryke : by the Germans Schwe- 
den; by the French Suede; by the Poles Szwecya, 
and Szwedzka ZXiemia ; by the Italians La Sueria, 
by the Spanzards La Suecia. It is a great and po- 
pulous Kingdom ; contains the greateſt part of that 
which was of old called Scandinavia ; for ſome time 
united to the Crown of Denmark * and has been a 
ſeparate and diſtinct Kingdom, only fince 1525. 
Bounded on the North by Lapland, Norway, and the 
Frozen Ocean ; on the Eaſt by Muyſcovy or great 
Ruſſia ; on the South by the Baltick Sea; and on the 
Weſt by Denmark and Norway. The principal Parts 
of it are, firſt, Gothia ; ſecond, Sweden properly fo 
called ; third Norland; fourth Finland ; fifth Ingria ; 
ſixth Livonia ; all which are ſubdivided into thirty 
four Counties. They are again ſubdivided into Hae- 
radls like our Hundreds. It has ſeventeen Cities ; 
'the Capital of all Srockbo/m. The Air of this whole 
Kingdom is very cold ; clear or foggy as it lies nearer 
or remoter from. the Seas, Lakes, and Marſhes; and 
for the moſt part more temperate and pure than that. 
of Norway. In length from Srockbolm to the Bor- 
ders of Lapland one thouſand Italian Miles; in 
breadth twenty days Journey on Horſeback : fo that 
with all its Appendages it is thought nine hundred 
Miles greater than France and Iraly put together. It 
hath one Foreſt, betwixt Fenkoping and Elſimbourg, 
thirty Leagues long ; with plenty of Rivers, Lakes, 
Marſhes, Rocks and Mountains: fo that the foil is 
more fertile than that of 'any other of the Northern 
Kingdoms: which enables them to tranſport great 
quantities of Malt and Barley ; Braſs, Lead, Steel, 
Copper, Iron, Hides of Goats, Bucks, Oxen, rich 
Furrs, Deals and Oaks for Buildings. They have ſome - 
Silver in their Mines; in the Woods Tar and Honey ; 
and vaſt quantities of Sea and Freſh-water Fiſh. The 
People are ſtrong and healthful, hoſpitable and civil ; 
live ſometimes to a hundred and forty years of Age. 
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$ induſtrious, that a Beggar is not to be ſeen amongit 
them. Of latter times they have ſhewn the World 
they are good Soldiers, and Capable ot Learning too. 
This was the Country of the Gorhs ; who 19 the jourth 
Century pulled up the Roman Empire in the Welt, 
and let in the other Barbarous Nations; who ft1!l 
poſſeſs it. This People were never ſubject to the Ro- 
41s : but have been under Kingly Governinent irom 
the firſt Veopling of the Country. We have a pretty 
certain Catalogue of theſe Kings from the times of 
Charles the Great to Magnus IV. King of Norway 
and Sweden : ( among!t theſe, O/aus I. tir.t took 
the name of King of Sweden : his Predecetiors were 
called Kings of Vpfal, aſter their capital City : ) who 
in 1363. was ſucceeded by A/bert Duke of Meckien- 
burg in prejudice gf Haquin King of Denmark, and 
Norway ; after whom ſucceeded Margaret the Semz- 
rams of the North, *( Queen of Denmark, Sweden, 
and Norway, ) in 1387, She united all theſe King- 
doms into one by an Act of State. In 1411. Erick 
IV. Duke of Pomeren ſucceeded as her Adopted Son 
In all theſe Kingdoms. After this the Kingdom be- 
came Elective and Unſteady: till in 1523. (or 25 ) 
Guſtavus Ericus was choſen King ; who expelled the 
Danes, and put an erd to that Union. He died in 
1560. In 1611. Guſtavus Adolphus the Great attain- 
ed the Succeflion in this Line; who was killed in the 
Battel at Lutzen in Miſnia in Germany 1n 1632. To 
him hitreted his Daughter, the moſt famous and ad» 
mired Chriſtina ; who of her own voluntary motion, 
and pleaſure, by declaration in form of Law, with the 
conſent of the States, z. e. truly Abdicated the Crown 
to her Couſin Charles Guſtavus in 1654.and lately died 
at Rome. Charles the preſent King of Sweden 1s the 
ninth in this Line ; and fucceeded Charles I.-his Fa- 
ther, in 1660. This People was converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith by An/ſgarus Biſhop of Bremen about 
816. Lotharins the Leapetce procured the ſettle- 
ment of Biſhops in theſe Northern Countries 1n Tr33. 
"They received the Reformation under Gr»ſtavus I. in 
T525; and have ever fince ſtuck to the Auguſtane 
Confeſſion : which they preſerved in Germdny too, 
when it was ( about 1630. ) in great danger to have 
been over-powered by the Profperity of the Houſe of 
Auſtria. They have alſo planted a New Sweden, in 
New America, not far from Virginia. '© © * | 
Dwerin, Suerinum, a City of Germany ; which 
1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Breme ; in 
the Lower Saxony. Heretofore ſubject to its own 
Biſhop and the Duke of Meckenburgh : but now'in- 


tirely under that Duke by the Treaty of Mwfter. - It _ 


itands upon a Lake of the ſame name ; ſeven Ger- 
man Miles from Gu/trow to the Weſt, and three from 
Wiſmar to the South. This City received with its 
Biſhop the Auouſtane Confeſſion, in 1530. In 1631. 
taken by Guſtavus Adolphus ; and was under the 
Swedes tilt the Peace of Munſter. The Biſhoprick 
was Founded by Frederick 1. Emperor of Ger- 
M4Ny. 

Swernicke, a conſiderable City and Paſs upon 
the River Trina, near the Confines of Boſnia. Taken 
by the Imperialsſts Oftober 15. 1688. TOE 
. _— a Lake in the County of Derry in Ire- 
and, 

Swindon, a Market Town in Wiltſhire, in the 
Hundred of Kinmwarſton. 

 Dwine, a River or Bay in Pomerania, the ſame 
with the Oder ; the Germans write Schwine. 

Dwitzerlaztid, Helvetia, is a large Country in 
Errope : which of ancient Times was eſteemed a part 
of France or Gallia ; in the middle times, of Germa- 
2) 3 and for three of the laſt Centuries has been a 
Free and Independent Country ; governed by its own 
Magiſtrates. It is called by the Germans Schmitzev- 
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land; by tie French Sujſe 3 by ſome of the Nativ=s 
Eyatgnoſts-Schatfe, that is, the United Lands ; by 
the lralzans Þ Elvetia; by the Spamiards Helvzce ; 
by the Poles Szwayc;arsha: On the North it 1s 
bounded by the Kb1ze, which ſeparates it from G-r- 
many ; on the Ealt by the Lake ds 1d4ro or Breſcza, 
and the ſame River which divides it froin Germazy 
and the Grz/ons ; on the South by the Lake Lemme, 
Waliſſerland, and the Dukedum of 7-4:/un ; on tho 
Welt by the Frenche Comte. The Country is for 
the moſt part over-ſpread with Lakes ani Mouns 
fains: yet not barren; the tops &he(e Hills being 
full of Graſs, a::d the bottoms ſurrounded with rich 
Meadows and truitftul Paſtures. It yields Corn and 
Wine, but not ſufficient for its Inhabitants. In lezgth 
two hundred and forty Miles, in breadth ore hun- 
dred and eighty. The Inhabitants are Honeſt, Frq- 
gal, Induttrious, great Lovers of Libeity, good Sol- 
diers, Lovers of Impartiality and Juitice. About the 
time of 7u/ius Ceſar's Conquering Gaul, tifty tix 
years before the Birth of our Saviour ; thefe People 
being oppreſſed with too! great a number of People, 
to the number of three Millions fix hundred and cight 
thouſand made an Irruption into Gaul ; burning all 
their own Towns before they left them, But Fulrvs 
Ceſar gave them ſuch warm Entertainment in Gaz, 
that they were forced to beg his leave to return; two 
Millions of them having periſhed in this War. From 
henceforward they were ſubject to the Romans ; till 
in the Reigns of Honorius and Valentinian Il. they 
were conquered by the Burgunaians, and Germans, 
A part of this Country about 635. was given to Szge- 
bert Earl of Habſpurg, the Founder of the Houſe of 
Auſtria : though that Dukedom fell not into the 
hands of this Family, till the times of R2do{ph the 
Fortunate, about.1376. He being the twentieth in 
this Line, and elected Emperor of Germany in 1273; 
in 1282. created Albert his Son Duke of Auſtria. 
The reſt of this Country was given by Redo ph ( the 
laſt King of Burgundy ) to Conrade It. Emperor of 
Germany, in 1032» From henceforward they were 
elteemed a part of: Germany. But being unjuſtly 
handled by. 4/bert Duke of Auſtria in 1308, they Re- 
volted and Leagued agatnit him ; that is, the Can- 
tons of Switz, Underwalt, and Uri ; (He was after- 
wards killed in a Battel with, them : ) which League 
tiey made perpetual in the year 1315. In 1332. Lu- 
cerne 3 1n 1351. Zurich ; in 1352» Glaris; the ſame 
year Zug and Berne two Free States; in 14831. Fri- 
burg, Baſil and Solothurne ; in_ 1501. Schafhanſen ; 
and in 1513. Appenzit were added to':the former ; 
which thirteen Cantons make up that knot of Com- 
monwealths, now. called the Swzez : and their Liberty 
in the year 1649. was intirely fixed by the Treaty of 
Munſter. - Theſe Cantons in. the- year-1663. made a' 
League with Lews XIV. Kiog: of France for. lixty 
years, They were converted to. the Chriltjan Faita by 
one Lucius, about the year of :Chrift-177: At. the 
Reformation Xuznghus began; here, to Preach before 
Luther ; and had that ſucceſs, that the Cantons of 
RFurich, Berne, Baſil and Schafhawuſen,. followed his 
Doctrine ; and held a Syned at Ba/# for the Ettabliſh- 
ment of it in 1530., The Cantons of Glars and Ap- 
penzz/ are mixet} of both Religiens; the reſt perſiit- 
ed in the Commutiion of the Church of Rome ; and 
hive been more” addicted to her Intereit, than ther 
Anceſtors were before the Reformation. The Romau 
Catholick Cantons aflemble ordinarily ; at Lucerne « 
the Reformed, at Aran. The General Afſemblies of the 
whole Cantons. are; worit to be. held at Bader. Theſe 
Cantons have cach their different; Laws, independent 
of one another ; and-are governed in; the nature of ſo' 
many diltinEt Republicks, | 
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 Dwol, Navalia, a ſtrong Town or City in Over- 
Mel, (one of the Provinces of the United Nether- 
lands) ſeated on the ſſel ; three German Miles almott 
above its fall into the X»yder Fee, ten from Nemeguen 
to the North, and two from Swarte Sluys to the 
South. It has double Ditches and Rawparts: thought 
the ſtrongeſt Town in this Province : fo that the 
States always retire hither in time of great necellity, 
Guicciardin. ; Ce 

| Syena, an antient and noble City of the Thebaz, 
in the Vpper 3a in the Borders of /Er-opra, 
and upon the Binks of the Nz/e. The utmoſt Boun- 
dary of the Turk:ſþ Empire on that fide now, as it 
was heretofore of the Roman. One of the principal 
Catarafts of the Nile falls near it, amongſt the Rocks, 
with great Noiſe and Violence. The Mountains here- 
abouts produce the Granzte Stone, called therefore Sy- 
entzes after the name of this City : of which the 
antient £2yptians made their Tombs, Columns, Obe- 
lisks and Pyramids to eternalize the memory of their 
Great Men, It is an Archbiſhop's See : ſheweth ma- 
ny noble Edifices, and Tombs with Epitaphs in La- 
tim and the Egyptian Languages. But of a greater cir- 
cuit in former times. The modern Name by ſome 
is put Aſa; others, Zema, and Aſnan. ; 

Sygazos, an Iſland, mentioned by Phny in the 
Gulph of Arabia. 

Spmplegades, Cyane, two Rocks or ſmall Iſlands 
in the Canal of the Black Sea, or the Seresghrs of 
Conſtantinople : (o near to each other, that the anticnt 
Poets faid they daſh'd together. ; 

Synnavda, an ancient City m Phrygia Magna, im 
the Leſſer Afia : in which Eyſebins places a Councul 
in 265, that did declare, Baprifſm by Hereticks to be 
mull. 


Spracnſa, once the nobleft and moſt potent City 
in the IfNland of S:cety, on the Ealt fide'ot that Tfland. 
Built by Archias a Cormthien, wn the year of the 
World 1190 ; above ſeven hundred years before the 
Birth of our Saviour ; in the days of V;zz:ab King of 
Fudah. In after-times it became the greate[t and the 
moſt celebrated City the Greeks poſlefied in any part 
vf the World. Strabo ſaith, its Circuit in his time 
was an handred and eighty Greek Stadia's ; that is, 
twenty two'Engliſh Miles and an half, Levy in his 
twenty fifth Book faith, the fpoil of it was almoſt e- 
qual to that 'of Carthape ; wherem Plutarch agrees 
with him. Famous it is for a great Defeat of the 
Athenians vinder its Walls ; in the year of the World 
3536. of Rome 339. It fell under the power of the 
Romans in 'the year of the World 3738. of Rome 
541. two hundred atid-ten years before the Birth of 
our Saviour ; when it was intirely ruined by Marcel- 
tus, the Roman General. It had a triple Walt, two 
Ports, three Fortrefſes ; three famous Temples ( be- 
ſides others ) of Fapirer, Diana, and Minerva : an 
admirable Statue of Apollo, an Amphitheatre, a Pa- 
Jace of Hiers's Building, and divers'other noble pub- 
tick Works. The Mathematiclan 4rchimedes (its Na- 
tive) retarded more'the taking 'of it by Marce lus with 
His Art, than the Citizens and:Garriſon by their Arms 
and Sallies. And at'laſt in the-Conquelt, was killed, 
unknown. Theocrstus the 'Poct, and Eprcharmus the 
Philoſopher, were its Natives alſo. It recovered again ; 
and in Tres times had three Walls, three Caftles, a 
Marble Gate; and could ratfe twelve thouſand Horſe, 
and four hundred Ships. In the year of (Chriſt 884. 
the Sarazens took it, and razed it toitheground ; ant! 
1t never red -fince. For whereas [before it was 
an Archbiſhops See, and the'Metropolis-of the Ifland.; 
It 1s now'but a'Biſhops Sec under the Archbiſhop.of 
Montereale ; ſmall, and not mighty populous ;-called 
by the Inhabitants, Siragoza, or Syragoſa. Mr. San- 
dys,. (who faw it ) ſaith, it ſtands now in an Iſland, 
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cailed Or:32774 3 having a ſtrong Callle well fortified ; 
and 15 it felf ſtrongly walled, having two nuble Ha- 
vens ; kept by a Garriſon of two hundred Spantards, 
and three hundred Towns: men, The Buildings are 
ancient ; the Inhabitants grave. Tt ſtands in a Marſh, 
which makes it leſs healthful, though it aftords the 
City a great plenty of all things. The Cathedral 
Cimurch of S. Luke that 1s there now, was heretofore 
the Temple of D:ana. Long. 39. 24. Lat. 36. 24. 

Spria, a vaſt Country in the Greater Aja ; called 
by the Zews Aram or Charam. When it 18 largely 
taken, 1t contains Phancia, Paieſtine, ( or the Ho- 
ly Land ) and Syria properly fo called. In the latter 
Acceptation it 1s bounded to the North by Ce/:c2, 
and the lefler Armenia; on the Eaſt by Meſopota- 
24a, (divided from it by the Euphrates, and Arabia 
Deſerta ; ) on the South it has Paleſtine and Phenz- 
caa; and on the Weſt the Mediterranean Sea. Now 
called by the Inhabitants Souriftan, by the French 
Sourze, by the Italians Soria. Its length from North 
to South four hundred ; from Eaſt to Welt it is in 
breadth two hundred Ttalian Miles. In very ancient 
Times Damaſcus was the capital City : in the middle 
times Antioch 5; now Aleppo. This Country is by Na- 
ture extremely Fruitul ; and once as Populous, but 
now almoſt deſolate. As to the Story of it, N. Da- 
maſcenus mentions one Adad!s ſlain by David King 
of Iſrael; after whom there followed a Succetiion of 
Kings, thirteen in aumber : the laſt of which ( Rezin ) 
was conquered by Tig/ath Phileſer King of Are, 
and beheaded in Damaſcus about the year of the 
World 3213. After this they were ſubject to the 
Kings of Af{yria, Media and Perſia, till after the 
Death of Alexander the Great. Seleucas Nicanor 
began another Kingdom here, about the year of the 
World 3644 ; whole Poſterity and Succeſſors to the 
number of twenty one, or twenty tive, ( of which 
Antzechus XII. was the laſt) Reigned, till Pompey 
the Great made a perfec} Conquelit of all Syria for 
the Romans 1n the year of the World 4650, ſixty two 
years before the Birth of our Saviour, It continued 
under the Romans till the year of Chriſt 636. ( or as 
ethers 34. ) when it was conquered by Haumer the 
third Calyph of the Saracens. About the year of 
Chriſt 1075. Melech and Ducat began a Turkiſh 
Kingdom : which in the year 1262, after a Deſcent 
.of nine Kings, was deſtroyed by Haalon the Tartar. 
;Next it fell into the Hands of the Mamalucks of E- 
£xþt 3; under whom it continued till the year 1515 : 
and. then was conquered by Selmm, Emperor of the 
Turks * under whom it is at this day, molt wretch- 
edly harafſed and defolated. 

Dprtes, two dangerous ſandy Gulphs in the Me- 
aiterranean Sea, upon the-Coaſt of Barbary in Afri- 
6a ; called antiently, Syrees anagna & parva: now, 
.the Gulph de Szdra, and de Capes. In one name, the 
Shoals of Barbary. The fvit” lies betwixt .the King- 
doms of Tr:ipo/; and Barca, the other betwixt Tri- 
pols and Tung. 
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A, a River _ South.of China, in the Dro- 
vinces of ey and Qrantam. 

— Tabago, roi > Iſland, in the #eſt-Ind;es, 
11 'the North Sea : Potkefied by the Dutch : .com- 
-menly alſo called New Walcheren. It lies eight 
Mules from la Tremdad to the North-Eaſt, and nine- 
ty South of -Barbadoes : having-eightcen ſmall Rivers. 
and many -fafe Harbours : about nine Dutch Miles 


long, 
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Yong, and three broad ; very fruitful, and full of all 
Neceſlaries. About forty years fince, the Dutch be- 
gan to plant it. In 1673- the En2/:ſh, under Sir To- 
bias Bridge: took and plundered 1t ; carried away 
four hundred Priſoners. and as many Negroes. In 
1677. the French ( being detirous to drive the Dutch 
out of it) ſent the Comte 4 Eſtree with ten Ships : 
which entered K!ips Bay, and for ſeveral days ingaged 
a Fleet of eight Dutch Ships there lying under the 
Command of Fames Binckes, a Dutchman : who ſo 
well defended the Iſland, that thongh the French 
pretended they deſtroyed the Fort the Durch had built; 
yet they were forced to draw off, and leave the Durch 
Maſters of the Place. Long. 315. Lat. 106. 30. The 
whole Plantation of this Ifla::d 1s Tobacco, after its 
name. 

Tabareſtan, Tabareſtania, a Province of Perſia, 
toward the Caſpian Sea ; containing a great part of 
the ancient Hyrcania. The Caſpian Sea is ſometimes 
from this Province called the Sea of Tabareſtan. Aſte- 
rabath its Capital City. 

Tabarque, Tabraca, an ancient City in the King- 
dom of Tunis in Africa, upon the Mediterranean 
Sea, betwixt Hippo and V:zea, It hath had the ho- 
nour in the times of Chriltianity there, to be a Biſhops 
See; but now, only conſiderable for 1ts Pert. Pliny, 
Claudian, and Stephanus mention it. 

Tabaſco, Tabaſca, a Town and Province in New 
Spain, in North America. The Province lies between 
the Bay of Mexico to the North, and the Province 
of Chiapa to the South : extended from Eait to Weſt 
forty ſix Spaniſh Leagues. The principal City in 1t 
was by the Ind1anzs called Tabaſco ; but the Spanzards 
call it Nueſtra Sennora de la Vittoria, cur Lady of 
Victory ; becauſe Corzez, the Spanzſh G-neral, gave 
the Mexicans an irrecoverable Defeat near this Piace. 

'Tatenna, an Iſland of the Thebazs, in the King- 
dom of Egypt ; near the City Syeve. Inhabited for- 
merly by the Monks, entituled Tabernio/ire from it ; 
in whole times, Tabennis, was a ſmall Town ſtanding 
here. 

Taboz, Taborium, a Town in Bohemia, upon 
the River Lauznc;; twenty Miles from Budmeſs, 
and forty five from Prague. The Huſſires made this 
Place the Seat of their War, and fortified it : and 
from thence for twenty years ruined the Imperial 
and Hereditary Countries ; called thereupon Taborztes. 

Tacara, a ſmall Kingdom on the Coaſt of Gn:- 
nea, in Africa. 

Tacaze, Tacaſus, Aſtaboras, a vaſt River in the 
Higher Athiopia ; which ariſeth in the Kingdom of 
Angote ; chiefly from three Fountains 3 and runs 
Welt ſometime between Dagana and Hoga. Then 
bending North through the Kingdom of Tzgre, it 
watereth the Deſart of O!/deba ; and joyns the River 
Mareb or Marebo. Being much improved, it pafleth 
through the Kingdom of Dengin ; and at Zalach falls 
into the Nz/e in, the Kingdom of Nub:a, from the 
Eaſt. nl 

Tachtalt, Antzoch:a Meandri, a City of Caria, 
in the Leſſer Aſia; which was a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Epheſus ; from which it ſtands ſe- 
venty Miles to the Eaſt, upon the Meander 3 and 
thirty ſeven from Bur/ia to the South. Latitus Bis 
ſhop of this See, ſubſcribed to the Council of Chalce- 
don. Long. 58. co, Lat. 39. 30. 

Tadcaſter, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding 
of Torkshire : which bath a large Stone Bridge over 
the River Warfe ; and Lime-Stone digged up in its 
Neighbourhood in Plenty. | 

Tadoullack, Taduſ/acum, a Town in New France, 
npon the Bay of S. Laurence : where it receives the 


River Soguen; a hundred Miles from Quebee to the 
South-Eait. 
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Txnarns. See Matapan. : 

Taff, Rhatoftathybius, a ſmall River in Glamor- 
ganſhire in Wales $ which watering and giving name 
to Landaff, falls into the Iriſh Sea near the Borders 
of Monmonthſhire. 

Taflete, Tafleta, a Kingdom in Bzledulgerida-in 
Africa ; between Segellomeſſa to the Eaſt, and Dar- 
ha to the Weſt : bounded with the Kingdom of Mo- 
rocco to the North. The Capital City is of the ſame 
name. A populous and plentiful City , fortified with 
a Caſtile; of great Trade for Indico, Silks, and Maro- 
quines: but the Country elſewhere is extreme Sandy, 
hot and deſert. About 1660. the King of this place, 
after many Victories, conquered Morocco and Fez ; 
and kept them for ſome time. This is ſuppoſed to 
have been a part of the ancient Numzsdza. 

Tagaſte , is now a deſolate Village in the Pro- 
vince of Conſtantine, in the Kingdom of A/pters 
in Barbary : which heretofore was a Biſhops See, and 
famous for giving Birth to S. Auguſtine. 

Tagat , a fruitful Mountain, two Leagues from 
the City Fez, to the Eaſt; in the Kingdom of Fez in 
Barbary: about two Leagues in length. Covered 
with Pines on one fide, and affording Land for Til- 
lage on the other. 

Taicheu, Taicheum, a City in the Province of Che- 
hiam 1n China. It ftands upon a Mountain, and is 
the Capital over five other Cities. 

Tajima, a Town and Province in the North part 
of N:plon. 

Taillebourg, a Town in the Province of Xain- 
tcnze in France, upon the River Charante : at which 
S. Louis King of France in 1242+ defeated the Male- 
contents of his Kingdom, that were riſen in Arms a 
gainlt him. 

Tajo, Tagus , one of the moſt celebrated Rivers 
of Spain. It. ariſeth from two Fountains in New 
Caſtile, but in the Borders of Arrapon ; at the foot of 
Mount Yallez://o. And running North, it takes in the 
Molina : then turning South- Wett, it paſſeth by Pa- 
ſtrana to Aronjues: where it admits the Tajuna, 
with a knot of other Rivers from Madrid and He- 
nares : turning more Weſterly, it ſalutes Toledo g 
takes in beneath it the Gaudarrama, and the Alberch ; 
viſits Talavera, and Puente de Archobybo, where it 
is covered by a Bridge ; beneath Almaraz it receives 
the Guadalupo. So pafling by Alcantara, it entereth 
the Kingdom of Portugal at Perdigaon ; and recei- 
ving the Rio Monſul, and a vaſt number of ſmall 
Brooks in that Kingdom, it forms the valt Haven of 
Lxbon ; and on the South fide of that City paſſeth 
into the Azl/antickh Ocean : having from its Fountains 
run one hundred and ten Spaniſh Leagues, and being 
at its Mouth two Spaniſh Leagues broad. There 1s 
no River in Spain more frequently mentioned than 
this, eſpecially on the account of its Golden Sand, by 
the Poets. | ; 

Taiping, a City of the Province of Nankim, up- 
-on the River Kzang in China. There is another of 
Quantum: which 18 now under the King of Tumkim. 

Taitung, a ſtrong City in the Province of Xam/? 
in China. It is the third of Note there, and drives a 
great Trade. 

Tajuna, Tagonzus, a River of New Caſtile ; which 
falls into the Tajo. 

Tatpven, the Capital City of the Province of 
Xanſi in China, near the River Truen. 

Talabo, or Talaro, Pitanus, a River in Cor/ica. 

'Talamone, a Town and Port to the Tyrrehenian 
Sea, in the Eftate called Degls Preſidis, upon the Bor- 
ders of the Dukedom of Tuſcany, in Italy» Belong- 
ing to the Spaniards.

whieh :ariſeth in Gal/z0za, above Mone Roy ; and run 
ning South through 'the Province of Entre Dowro C 
munho, falls into the Dowuro 3 fix Sparrſr: Leagues 
aboye Porto to the Ealt. 

Tamar, Tamaris, a River in the Eaſt of Corn- 
rai , Which divides that County from Devorſiorr?. 
It arifeth in Dewvpſhrre , near the Irifto Sea; and 
ruaning South, Watereth Br:d2rule, Feicot. Tumere 
ten, ( which his its name from this River } Beyton, 
Lamwhitton, Cal-Srnch : and having received amonglt 
others the Foy , at Plmouth it entereth the Brit» 
Sea ; forming there a Noble and Capacious Haven. 
See Cambd:n. 

Taimaraca, a City ard Iſland upon the Coaſt of 
Brafil in South America , under the Portwoueſe : 
making one of the {ourteen Governments or Pro» 
viaces of Braſil. : 

Tamaro, Thamarns, a {mall River in the Princt- 
pato, in the Kingdom of Naples : which ring trom 
the Appennine , a little above Beneverto, falls into 
the Catore. 

Tamaſſo, Tamaſſizs, a Town in the I{ſard of Cy- 
prus, towards Famagoſts. Ot great Repute for its 
Tin-Mines. W | 

ECaming, Taminga, a City m the Province of Pe- 
tim 1m China» 

Tarmpan, the Mouth of the Rhoſne. 
 Tamyll, apetty Kingdom contained in Biſnagar, 
in the Hither Eaſt-Indtcs. : 

Tamwozth., a Borough and Market Town 1n the 
Borders of Staffordſhire and Warwickshire, at the 
Confluence of the Tame and the Anker : whereot one 
waſheth that part of the Town, which ſtands in Szaf- 
foradſture ; and the other that in Warwickshrre. It 
kath a ftrong ( though ſinall ) Caſtle for its defence : 
1s beautified with a large Church ; and in the Lower 
Houſe of Par{iament repreſented by two Burgeſles. 

Tanagra, an ancient City of Buotza ( now Sera- 
»ulipa ) in Greece, near the River Aſopus: Called 
Orops by Ariſtotle, and Gephyra in Stephanus. A- 
thenens mentions, Cetus Tanagranus , as a Proverb 
for a valt Whale, becauſe one of a prodigious Mag- 
nicude was caſt up here. It is a Biſhops Sce under 
the Archbiſhop of 4:hers, the ſame with the Anatoria 
of ſome Moderne. EI 

Tanats, a River of Crim Tartary , which divides 
Enrope from Aſia. Called by the Neighbouring Na- 
tions, Don; by the Jra/rans, Tana. It arifeth in 
the Province of Kezan. , in Meſcovy ( cleven hundred 
Miles from Meſcow,) from the Lake Juvanouvo 
Lezicro, which is fve hundred Ceſts broad ; and 
towing with avery Oblique Courſe through the Coun- 
tries polleſled by! the Precopen/ian , or Crim Tar- 
zars ; not far from the Welga falls into the Lake of 
Mvgeotis ; near a City called from 1t Zanars, now ru- 
ined. This City: was once taken by the Rſs ; but 
row in the hands of the Turks, The River divides it 
into two pafts, and affords it the convernence of an 
Haven ; though now not much ſrequented. Long.

Tanaro, /anarns, a Navigable River of Lombar- 
ay; which ariſeth in Predmont, in the Borders of 
the States of Gexoua from the Adpcnniine : and run- 
ning NorthFalt, watereth Mondovs, A/bay A/ts, and 
cAlexordrin, inthe Dakedom of Mz/an : 1t falls into 
the Po at Baſſionano ; between Caſal to the North, 
and Fo2herato the South, 

Candaypa, one of the P/z/ippine Illands. 


Tanda, an Iſland of the Euxine Sea, at the Mouth 
of the Bory/thenes. 

Tanegaxima, a ſmall Iſland belonging to Zapan. 

- Tanes, Taniticum Oſtzum , one of the Eaſtern 
Mouths of the Nz/e. This gave name to Tanis, now 
Tanes, a deſolate Village in Egype at this time ; but 
tormerly one of the greate!t, richeſt, and ſtrongeſt 
Citics of Ezypt ; a Biſhoj:s See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Damctta The Calyphs rebuilt it , after it had 
been ſome Ages detolate 5 but it ſoon returned to its 
tormer St.te. 

Taugicr, Tings, Tings, one of the oldeit Cities of 
Africa, in the Province of /7asbar, in the Kingdom of 
Fez. Puilt by Antens a Phanician, as the Learned 
Sr /0b4 Marſham proves from Or, who men- 
tions an ancient Pillar with this Inſcription in the 
Phanician Tongue; We arc tled from Joſhua the 
Son of Nun, a Robber ; whereupon he placeth the 
building of it in Frfnd's time, and faith it is undoubt- 
diy a very ancieiit Phencian Colony. It {tands at 
the Mouth of the Strezohrs of Grbraltar, towards 
the A:r/antick Ocean; and was anciently an Archbi. 
thops See, and an Univerlity. The Goths polletled it 
after the Romans , and annexed it to the Government 
of Ceuta. In 1471. Aiphonſus King of Portugal 
made himſelf Majier of it. From which time it con- 
tinued in the potlctiion of that Crown, till in 1652. it 
was put by the Portreueſe into the hands Of the En- 
gliſh. Charles I. having beltowed immenſe charges 
upon the Haven and Out- Works of it, ( after it had 
proſperoully repelled ſeveral Attacks of the Moors in 
1563, 1664. and in 1682 ;) in 1683. by the Lord 
Dartmouil) , that Prince ordered all the Forts and 
Works to be blown up; the Mole to be lighted ; 
and withdrew the Garrifon into England ; finding the 
benefit not equal to the charge of keeping it» Long. 
6. 30, Lat. 35.56. 

Tangermund, Tangermunda, a Town in the 
Old Marquiſate of Brandenburg ; upon the Elbe, 
where it takes in the River Tanger : ſeven German 
Miles from Magdeburghto the North, toward Havel- 
burgh. Heretofore a very ſtrong and conſiderable 
place. The Emperour Charles IV. kept his Court 
there : but in the Swediſh War it was often taken, 
and ſutlered fo very much, that it is become very in- 
conſiderable now. 

Tangy, Tangum, a Kingdom in the Further Eaſt- 
Indies, by the River Menan ; which has a City of 
the ſame name, and was formerly ſubject to the King 
ot Pegu. 

Tangut, Tangutum, a Kingdom in the Aſian 
Tartary, towards China and the Eaſt-Indics. The 
Capital City of it, is Tangu. 

Tanjaoz, a-City and Kingdom in Coromandel, in 
the Eaſt-Indies ; 1ormerly ſubject to the King of 
Biſnagar ; but has now a Prince of its own 3 who is 
a Tributary to the former. It lies fixty Miles from 
the Coatt of Coromandel to the Welt, 

Tanoz , a {wall Kingdom in the Hither Eaſt-In- 


a1es, 1n the Promontory of Malabar : which hath a 


City of the ſame name, five Leagues from Calecut 
to the South. The King relides at a Palace one 
League from the City, and preferys a {trict Alliance 
with the Portugueſe. 

Taozmina, a City of $:c:ly. 

Tapayla, or Tapy, a great River of South Ame- 
rica : Which riſeth in the Borders of Brajſi! ; and aft- 
ter having given name to a Province, falls into the 
River of Amaſons in Guiana. 

Tapiaw, a Town in the Duca/ Pruſſia in the 
Kingdom of Poland. 

Tapzobane. See Jezlan. 

Tapſus, an ancient City in the Province of By- 
74ccna , now 1n the Kingdom of Tunis, in Barbary. 
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Ceſar beſieged it, to oblige Scipio to a Battel *. and 
os his Defeat of Sczpio , it ſurrendred to. the Con- 
ur. Ent 
2 Napas guaziy; a Province: of South America in 
Paragua ; near the Lake of Xaray, in the Borders of 
L : 
ES a people of Braſil, in the Prefecture 
Santg Spirito. ys ? 
by Toa: ras, a ſmall River in the Province of O- 
tranto, in the Kingdom of Naples: which arifing from, 
the Apennine near Maſſafra, falls into the Gulph of, 
Taranto, by the City of Taranto; which has its name 
from this River. on 
"'T aragale,a City in theRegian of Darha in Biledul- 
gerid,in Africa; near the City of Darha : fortified with 
7 Caſtle and a conſiderable Garriſon, for the ſecurity of 
the Mint , which the Emperour of Marocco keeps 
here.

_ Carentaiſe, Tart»zeſia, a Tract or Valley in the 
Dukedom ot Savez, between the Alpes and the Duke- 
dom of Aorfte to the Eaft ; - Hoſſano-to the North; 
Savoy (properly, fo called ) to the Weſt;. and the 
Valley ds Morzana to the South. This. was the Seat 
of the ancient Centroness The principal place in it, 
Montzers. Its .one of the three principal Provin- 
ces of the Dukedom of Savoy, but very. Wountainous

Targa, a Kingdom, Defart, City, and Lake in 4-

their fortunes, in the year of the World 3242. forty 
five years after the building of - Rome. It became a 
famous Common- Wealth. , Its ancient Inhabitants, 
the Tarentini, ſolicited Pyrrhw*s Deſcent into Italy to 
make War with the Romans. In the year of Rome 
' 481. Milo, aCitizen of it, betrayed it to the Romans. 
In the ſecond Punick War it received Hannibal, 
And in the year of Rome 545. was recovered out of 
his hands again by Quintus Fabius Maximus. In 
631. it was made a Roman Colony. In 1194. Hen- 
ry IV. gave it to YV/ulliam, ( the Son of Tancred. ) 
Prince of Taranto 3 when. he had cauſed him. to be 
caſtrated , to prevent any Poſterity. It ,is now an 
Archbiſhops See ; ſmall, but ſtrong, and well peopled ; 
has a Caſtle garriſoned with Spaniards. The Haven 
was once very good, but ſpoiled by great Stones ſunk 
in the Mouth , it ; ſo that none but ſmall Ships can 
enter it. - This City has alſo ſtill the Honour of the 
Title of a Principality, It ftands upon a Peninſula, 
on a Bay of .its own Name, at the Mouth of the River 
Tara. Some derive the Name of the Tarantule 
whoſe Venom is cured only by violent dancing ) 
rom it. In 1614. a Synod was held here by its Arch- 
biſhop- Long. 41. 30. Lat. 39. 58. : 

Tarara, Cemmenus, a Meuntain near Lyons in 
France ; more commonly called les Sevennes. 

Taralſcon, Taraſco, an ancient Roman Town in 
Provence in France, upon the Rhoſne, four Leagues 
beneath Avignon to the South, and three from Arlez. 
It is great and populous, and has two ftrong Caſtles, 
a Collegiate Church, with divers Ecclefiaſtical and Re- 
ligious Houſes. The Reliques of S. Martha are ſaid 
to be preſerved here. 

Tarazona, Turiaſo, an ancient Roman City, in the 
Kingdom of Arragon in Spain ; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Sarragoſa; upon the 
River Queoss ; four Leagues from Tudela to the 
North-Weſt, and ten from B:lbao to the North. This 
City was recovered from the Moors by A/phonſus VIII. 
in 1010. And is chiefly commended for the rare tem» 
per of 1ts Steel. Long. 19. 02. Lat. 42. 50. 

Tarbes, Tarba,Turba, Caſtrum Bigerre, aCity of 
Aqu#tain, in the County of Bigorre, whereof it is the 
Capifal :. ſeated in a pleaſant Plain, upon. the. River 
Adour ; well peopled, and has a Caſtle called Bizorre, 
which gave name to this Coun'y. It is alfo a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux ; from which this 


Moldavia, and the Seat of their Princes. The Na- 
tives call it Terniſch. It ſtands in the Borders of Wa- 
lachia, up the River Faloniza ; fixty Miles from Ni- 
geboli to the North, . and a little more from Crox- 
tad, or ( Braſſaw ) in Tranſylvania tq the South, 
in a Marſh.

place, but now almoſt ruined : inhabited by a few, 
though it has a Caſtle and. an Haven. It was recove- 
red from the Moors in 1292, And Oob. 28. 1340. 
the Moors received a great Defeat near this places 
which ſtands four Leagues from 4/gez:ra to the 
Welt , and fix from the Coaſt of Barbary to the 
North, | 
Tarne, or le Tar, Tarnss, a River of Aquitam in 
France : which ſpringeth from Mount Liſe in Gi. 
vaudan ; and being improved by ſome leſſer Streams, 
watereth Mzl/aud ; then entering Languedoc , it vili- 
teth Montauban , where it is covered by @ lovely 
Stone Bridge : and a little beneath Morſſac, falls in- 
to the Garonne ; five Leagues above Agen. ' The pre- 
ſent King of France, has with great expence of late 
years made this River Navigable by Boats. | 
Taro, or Tafro , Tarus, a River of Lombardy in 
Ttaly ; which ariſeth from the Apernine, in the Bor- 
ders of the States of Gexoua : and running through 
a Valley of its own name , ( and through the Duke- 
dom of Parma )) falls thirteen Miles below Cremona 
into the Po. Upon the Banks of this River, Charles 
VIII. of France, in 1495. defeated all the Forces of 
Italy aſſembled hither to ſtop him from going out 
of Italy. PE GD 
Tarpeya, a Lake in the Kingdom of Peru in 
South America, near the City Porofi: ſpringing from 
a large Fountain in the middle of "clelf eb 
Tarragona, Tarraco, a City of Spain ; which in 
ancient time gave name to that part of Spazn called 
Hiſpania Tarraconenſis. It was built by the Sc:pio's : 
others ſay, before the Roman Conqueſt : Eratoſthe- 
nes having mentioned it in the year of the World 
2780. The Scip1o's much enlarged it : and therefore 
Pliny and So/tniuvs make them the Founders. Melia 
ſaith, it was in his time the richeſt Maritira City on 
the Eaſtern Coaſt of Spain. It was certainly a great 
F ft Metre- 
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Metropolis , ard had fourtcen lefſer Cities under it- 
The Moors ruined the K-man City ; and rebuilt that 
whichnow ſthnds 3 walling it ſor the greater ſecurity. 
It js now an Archbiſtops See, and an Univerſity feun- 
ded by Cardinal Gaſparo de Cerwantes , ( Archbiſhop 
of this See ) in the Reign of Philip IT. It ſtands at 
the Mouth of the River Tu/cris, now el Fraco/s ; which 
aflords it a ſmall Haven on the Medr7crrancan Sea : 
thirteen Spaniſh Leagues from "Tor/oſa, and fiſtect 
from Baycelone. In a decaying condition. Long. 22. 
53. Lat. 41. 58. In 1242-4 Synod was held here 
to «ppoſe the progreſs of the* Doctrines of the 
Vandois. ; : ; - 

Tarſis, Tarſos, the Metropolitan City of Cil:cra, 
in the Leſſer A/ia : upon the River Cydenum, which 
divides it into two equal parts. It took divers 
names from the R-man Fmperonrs. At this day 1t 1s 
called by the Inhabitants, Teraſſa 3 by the Turks, 
Terfis; by the Italtans, Tarſo, Now an Archbi- 
ſhops See; fix Miles from the Shoars of the Mezbrer- 
ranean. Pope Clement 1X. bote the Title of this Sec, 
before his Election to the Ponriftcate. Long. 66.14. 
Lat. 38. 56, This City defervs a ng vencra« 
tion from all Chriſtians ; becauſe S, Par/, the 
Great Apoſtle of the Gentzles, was born in it ; and 
by that means pleaded its privilege to avoid ſome 
ill uſages he had otherwiſe ſuffered, This 1s alſo the 
Tarſhiſh, whither Fonas deſired to paſs, when he took 
Ship at Feppe, (C Fob. 1. 3.) : which the following 
part of his Story hath made ſo memorable. Lyra 
and S. og interpret the Thar/ts of King Solomon, 
whither his Fleet went to buy. _—_ Merchandiſcs 
for the Temple, of this place'alſo. But others reject 
their opinion ; and we have no Concord amongſt the 
Learned upon that queſtion.

Tartar, Occhardus, a River of Serica, ( apart of 
the A/iatick Tartary ) trom which that Nation took 
its name of Tartaria. The Country is bounded on 
the Weſt by Mount Imaus ,- and' on the Eaſt by Chs- 
ma: now thought to he called Sttchur. There 1s a 
City npon it, of the ſame name. ; 

& artaro, Tartarns, Atrianns, a River in the States 
of Venice ; which ariſeth in the Territory of Yerona ; 
and'flowing Ealt, watercth Adr-a, an ancient City : 
then one part of it falls into that Branch of the Po, 
called i Froſa ; and the other into! the River A- 
dipe. 
"Tartary, Tartaria, Scythe , is divided common- 
ly info the Great and Affatick , the Leſſer and 
Envopean Tartary. For this latter, fce Krim 1 avta- 
ry, Cherſoneſus Tawurica, and Precop. The Afiarich 
Tartary is the far greateſt Country in all A/ta : cal- 
ted by the Poles, Tartareka. Bornnded on the North 
by the Frexen Ocean ,- on the Eaſt by the fame Sea, 
and China; on the South by China, India, Perſia, 
and the Caſpian Sea 3 on the Weſt by Ruſſia. The 
North Faſtern Bounds upon Fapan and China are 
utterly unknown. It is not certain, but that Afia 
and America may there meet; or at moſt may be 
divided by a narrow Channel, which could never yet 
be diſcovered. This Country extends from the Mouth 
of the Nzeper, to the Cape of Tabin North-Eaſt, one 
thouſand German Miles! and from the Mouth of the 
River Obb to the Wall of China South-Eaſt , fifteen 
hundred of the fame Miles: perhaps it is much prea- 
ter towards the North and Eaſt. It is divided into 
Tartary preperly fo called, Tartaria Deſerta, Rapa- 
thai, Cathay, and Turqueſtan : theſe, containing ma- 
ny Kingdoms : ſome of which, as to the names of 
them, are as yet unknown fo us. The people are the 
moſt Barbarous of Mankind ; Bloody, Fierce, and 
Brutiſh. The Country appears Barren, Deſolate, Un- 
cultivatetl; without Cities, fettled Inhabitants, Agri- 


culture, and fixed L1mits. The Prir.ces are abſolute 
Maſters of their reſpective Pecple ; which live in 
Hrards, wandrirg with their Wives and Children ih 
covered Wipgers frem plice ito plice; with their 
Cattle, (their only Wealth, ) is neceti.ty and the ſeaſon 
of the year require. This courſe of hife has in a preat 
degree fitted them for War. Accordingly, when ever 
they have broken 1n upon the Civilized World, they 
have proved it every Ape the Scourges of God. 11 
this laſt Age, one of theſe Princes broke in upon Chi- 
7a ; ard in a tew years cor.quered it. 

Taruvante, Tarodantum, Terodantum, the Capi- 
tal City of Sux. Heretofore ſubject to the King of 
Morocco. , but has rew a Prince of its own. It is 
great and populous; about fiſty Miles from the Az- 
lantick Ocean, and three hundred from Morecco to 
the South. 

Taſſo, Thaſſos, Thalaſſia, Chryſe, an Iſland of the 
Archipelago, one League diſtant trom the Continent 
Of Romara in the Morea, and about ſeven or eight in 
Circumterence : divided: betwixt Plains and Moun- 
tains , which afttord good Wine and Marble. The 
Pheniciansanciently planted a Colony here , who 
built the City now {tanding ; which is in a tolerable 
ry but far difterent from its priſtine Splen- 
our. | 

Tatta, a Kingdom in the Eaſt-Indies, under the 
Great Mogul ; leparated from Perſia to the Weſt, by 
the River I4153and bounded to the North by- Buckor, 
to the Faſt by the Kingdom: of Fe/ſe/meere , and to 
the South by the Indian Sea, The Capital City is ot 
the ſame Name ; near the Indas, Long. 102. Lat. 
26. 45. 

Tatterſhal , a Market Town in Lincolnſhire, in 
the Hundred of Gartree, and the Diviſion of Lind- 
ſey : neas the Influx of the River Bane into the 
Witham, 

'Tavaſthis, Tavaſtia, a Town and County in the 
Kingdom of Sweden in- Finmarck ; called alſo '/Tas 
vaſttanv. Bounded on the' Eaſt by Savolaxia', on 
the South by Ni/and, on the Weſt by Finmarch , 
( properly ſo called ) and on' the North by the Boe- 
ner Sea. Tavaſthas, the principal Town in it, was 
callec| Gzonenberg ; and ſtands in a Marſh : well for- 
tified againſt the Ruſs : ninety Miles from A4b»a'to 
the Eaſt, Burger Farel built a Caſtle in 1 250. to awe 
the Inhabitants, 

Tanber, Tuberis, a River in Francomia; which 
ariſeth near Rotenburgh, nine Miles from Nor:me 
burgh to the Welt ; and by Onſpach, Papenherm, and 
Aichſjtat falls into the Danube below b:golſtad, and 
above Regenſperg- 

Taverna, TZaberna, Triſchene, a decayed City in 
the Further Calabria , in the Kingdom of Naples ; 
which was a Biſhops Sce under the Archbiſhop of R/e- 
820; but having loſt that Dignity, is now a member 
of the Dioceſe of Catan;aro. 

Teudemberg , # Town m Hungary ; at which 
Mahomet I. in 1400, beat the Hungarians. 

Taveſtock, a Market Town :nd Borough in De- 
vonſhire , upon the River Tave : the Capital of its 
Hundred, in the Lower Houſe of Parliament repre- 
ſented by two Burgelles. 

Tavira, or Tava, a City of Algarve in Spain, 
upon the Ar/antick Ocean ; between the Mouth of 
the Guadrana to the Fait, and Faro to the Welt ; 
tive Leagues from either, It is under the King of 
Portugal : has a large Haven at the Mouth of the 
River- X5/aon, and a Caſtle for its ſecurity, 

Taurica Cherſo:cfug, the Peninſula dividing 1E:1- 
rope and Aſia ; upon Y Mare Mapgrove, and the 
Sea of Fabache: _ from Eaſt to Weſt twenty 
four Miles long, fifteen broad 5 filled heretofore 
with 
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with Noble Greek Cities. Upon the Eaſtern fide 
of it, ſtands Caffa , ( which was the ancient T heodo- 
tia) under the Turks. In the entrance of the Neck of 
t,Precop ; under the Tartars : from whence the whole 
Peninſula is ſometimes called Precopſca ; and the In- 
habitants, the Precopenſian Tartars, It makes the 
moſt Southern part of the Krim' Tartary. 
Tauris, Ecbatana, Tabreſinm, Tanureſinm, Ti- 
eranana, « great City of the Kingdom of Per/ta,called 
by the Inhabitants Tebr/s. It ſtands in the Province 
of Aderbuitzan ; cleven hundred Miles troin Conſt an- 
rtinojle to the Walt , and twenty five German Miles 
from the Caſpian Sea to the South, Founded, ( as the 
Perfrans all agree ) inthe one hundred and {ixty fifth 
year of the Hegyra, in the year of Chrilt 786. In 
849. it was ruined by an Earthquake. In 1490. the 
Frinces of the Race of Shertb-Sephr, removed to this 
City from Ardevil. In 1514. Selim, Emperour of 
the Turks, took it upon Articles, two years after the 
Kings of Perſia removetl to Casbin. Inthe time of 
Solyman the Mavenificent, the or rebelled 2 aflaſſ1- 
nated the Turksſh Governour, anc Garrifon ; which 
was ſeverely revenged by Ibrah1m, ( General of that 
Prince) in 1548. In the Reign of Amurath, it re- 
helled again; and was again taken and ſacked by the 
Turks in 1585. In 16c 3+ Abas, King of Perſia, took 
it by Stratagem: ever {ince which, it has been under 
the Perſians. The Learned Minados, ( in his Hiſto- 
ry of the Turkiſh and Perſian War, pag. 311.) thus 
deſcribes it. It is ſeated ( faith he ) on the North 
tide of Mount Orontes; having Perſia to the Eaſt, 
the Caſpian Mountains to the Welt, and the Caſpian 
Sea to the North : in a fruittul Plan ; in a cold, 
fnowy, healthful Air ; abounding with all things need- 
ful for the Life of Man ; enriched by great Caravans 
of Merchants, which paſs to and fro through it ; fo 
populous, that it maintains two hundred thouſand 
Inhabitants ; yet without any Walls or Batttons, or 
the leaſt defence againſt an Enemy : The Houſes are 
low and mean : the Gardens, Fountains, Baſars ind 
Moſques, Magnificent and Sumptuous. Sir Fobn Char- 
din, who ſaw this City, agrees with him : and adds, 
thit a ſinall River ( called Spinercha,) runs acroſs 
through it; and another called Agz, on the North 
ide. Long. $8. oo. Lat. 41-19. Sir Zohn Chard 
eltimatcd the Inhabitants to be tive hundred and tifty 
thouſand : ſo much has a long Peace improved] it ſince 
Minadot's time. It extends its Commerce over Per- 
ſia, Turkey, Vartary, Moſcovy , ard the Back Sea ; 
conlilting much in Cottons, Silks, Chagrines, Bro- 
cades, ©c, which fills it well with Strangers. The 
Moſques are reckoned to two hundred and titty; where- 
of ſome have been Chriſtzan Churches. The Capu- 
chines had a convenient Houle built in this City in 
1668, Without the City to the South, appear the 
Ruins of the Palace of the ancient Kings of Perſia : 
ard to the Eaſt, the like of a Caltle, which was the 
Royal Seat of Choſroes, The Geo _ generally 
aftirm, Tauris (tands in the place of the ancient Ec 
batana. It 1s governed by a Beplerbeg, of preat 
power and conlideration in the Kingdom of Per/1a. 
Taurn, A/pes Norice , a branch of the A/pes in 
Carmthia. | 
Taurus , the greateſt Mountain in all Aſia ; fo 
called , as Enſtathins faith, from its Magnitude. It 
begins at the Faſt or Cbiman Ocean ; and traverſeth 
the whole body of Aſia, as'far as the Sea of Pamphy- 
lia in the LeſJer Aſia ; dividing Afia wto the Nor- 
thern and Southern , and a{luming various Names in 
ditlerent Places. Yet the particular Name of 7aurus 
belongs moſt properly to that Branch of this Moun- 
tain, which divides 14s he and C:licia trom the 
LeſJer Armenza. Sir Fohn Chardim who crofled that 
part of this Mountain, ( called Caucaſus ) ſaith; that 


it is the higheſt Motintain; and the moſt difficult td 
paſs over that ever he beheld : full of Rocks and dif- 
mal Precipices. The top of it (eight-Exagues broad), 
Ccover'd with Snow and tot inhabited / 'yet the fides 
are prodigious truittul ; afford] Honey, Wheat, Gums, 
Wines, and Fruits in vaſt quantities The Inhabitants 
are a good natur'd ſort of Chriſtiaris, © In* Tartary 
this Mountain 1s called Imaus, In this lorig courſe 
it ſeparates many Potent Nations one from another; 
Herbert ( our .Country-man) ſaith ; that it is fifty 
Engliſh Miles over, and fifteen hundred long. 

axiala, a great City of Indra, tmentioned by 
Strabo and Philojtratus, as the Relidence of the an- 
cient King Phraorees, But we have now no know- 
ledge of it ; unleſs, the ſame with Cambara. 

Taw, a River in Devonſhire, upon which Barn- 
ſtaple ftands. 

Tap, Tavus, 1s a great River in Scotland; which 
arthng from Mount Grampus, and flowing Ealt helps 
to divide that Kingdom into two parts 3 the Nor- 
thern and the Southern. Its Fountains are in A1- 
bany, It paſleth through Azbole and Perth, wa- 
tering Dunkeld and Aberneth; ant between Angus 
to the North, and Fife to the South; by a vaſt Arm 
of the Sea talls into the German Sea z almoſt twenty 
Engliſh Miles North of $t. Andrews. 

'Tapgetus, a Mountain of the Province of Laco« 
ma in the Peloponneſus : conſecrated in Pagan times 
to Caſtor and Pol/ux. Standing in the neighbour 
hood of Sparta, (now Mzyſitra); and being broken 
once by an Earthquake , it did much miſchief to 
that City. 

Tearas, a River of Thrace, falling into the He- 
brus : (o admired-by Darius, the Son of Hyſtaſpes, for 
its Water according to Heradotus; that he erected a 
Colom in its honor. 

Tcane, a River in Staffordſhire, upon which 
Checkley 1s ſituated, 

Tebeſca, an ancient City in the Kingdom of Tims 
in Africa: which was a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Carthage. 

Tech, Ter, Il:ybirts, Thicis, Tichts, a ſmall River 
in the County of Rovſſillon ; which ſpringeth out of 
the Pyrencan Hills in the Borders of Cerdanna; wa- 
tereth Arles and Cerdanna ; then falls into the Mz- 
diterranean Sea, twelve Miles from the Mouth of 
the Ep/z to the South, 

Tectoſagx, an ancient People of Gallia Narbo- 
nenſis; whoſe Capital City was the modern Toloſe. 
They mate an incurlion into Germany , and there 
eſtabliſhed themſelves, near the Hyrcinsan Foreſt. 

Tedles, Tedleſia, a Province in the Kingdom of 
Morocco: Its chict City is Tof7. 

Tees, Atheſis, Tuaſir, a River which parts Enz- 
land from Scotland: It avileth in Twedale ; there- 
fore called the Tweed no lefs frequently ; and run- 
ning Eaſtward, and being augmented by the Cale at 
Kydam, it becomes a boundary ; at '13/tmonth takes 
in the Bromyſhe out of Northumberland ; and on 
the South tide of Barwick , entereth the German 
Ocean. 

Teflis, Artaxata, Arxata, Tephlis, Jogocara, 
the Capital City of Georeza; in the Province of Car- 
duel, upon the River K/ur, or Cyrus. Anciently one 
of the greatelt Cities of the Eaſt ; but being taker 
and 1ll handled by the Turks, it contiits of very few 
Inhabitants ; under the King of Per/ia. (Banudrand). 
Sir /ohn Chardin who ſaw it ſome few yeors lince, 
contrariwiſe atſures us it is one of the fairelt,though 
not the biggelt Cities 1n Per/ia; at the byttom of 
a Mountain, upon the River Cur ; incompatied on 
all tidesx but the South, (where the River ſecureth 
it) with a ftrong and beautiful Wall; and has about 
tourteen Chriſtian Churches, ferved by Ar mensans and 
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Georgians; together with a, large Caſtle guarded 
by Natural Perſians only. Phe Biſbops See or Pa« 
lace is near ther Cathedral Church-: It has in the mean 
time not oneMofque, (except a fmall one lately built 
1n the Caſtle y) þecauſe the Chriſtians will not endure 
it, and the: Perſians are too Wile to exaſperate their 
Frontier People; who can with caſe call in the Turks to 
revenge the Injuries of their” Rebgion. It 18 well 
Peopled, full of Strangers,who reſort thither on the ac- 
count of Trade. Twice in the hands of the Turks, in 
the Reigns of 1/4mael 11, and So/yman. lus Son. - The 
tter took this aud Taury about 1548. The Perſian 
ables place it, Long. 83. oc. Lat. 43. 05. The 
Congregation. at -Rome de propaganda. fide, keeping a 
Mifſton of.-Capuching .in Georgia, (who underttand 
Phytick and by that means render themſclves very 
acceptable to the Country ;) their Prxtect relides here.

Teiſſa, or Ti5ſa, Tibiſcus, the Theyſſe, a River 
of the Vpper Hungary 3 which ariſeth in the Carpa- 
thian Mountains ; and floweth through Tranſ/lvania 
hither, to pay its Tribute to the Danube. Segedim 
ſtands upon it. The Hungarians ule to ſay, It 1s two 
parts: Water and the third Fiſh. 

Tejum, an ancient City of Paphlagonta in the Leſ- 
fer Afia: remarkable by being the Birth-place of A4- 
nacreon the Poet, who died of a Grape-itone ticking 
in his Throat. 

Telepte, an Ancient City of- the Province of By- 
zacena, in the Kingdom of Twmrs in Barbary, It 
was a Biſhops See, particularly remarkable 1n the per- 
ſon of Donatus ; who, in 418, celebrated a Council 
at it againſt the Pe/ag1ans. Now in flavery to the 
Moors. 

Teleſſia, a City of the ancient Samnium in Italy ; 
(now 1n the Province called Terra di Lawvoro, in the 
Kingdom of Naples.) It became a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Benevento, and was adorned with 
the Title of a Dukedom. But fince 1622, the See has 
been transferred trom hence. 

Teigen, 7e(ga, a City in Sudermannia in Sweden, 
four Miles from Srockbo/m, to the North-Weſt. 

Ng fig Temeſena, a Province in the Kingdom 
of Fez. 

Temelwaer, Temeſuaria, a Town in the Upper 
Hungary ; Which is the Capital of a County of the ſame 
Name... A great and ſtrong place, leated upon the 
River Temes (whence ut has its Name : ) tive Leagues 
from Lippa, towards the Borders of Tranſy/vansa; 
and about ten from Belgrade. The Tirks twice at- 
tempted it before they took it, (in 1552) from the 
Tranſ/yl ugntans : upon which they bettowed preat 
colts in-the fortifying of it, and eſteem it invincible ; 
as indeed it is the {trongeſt Place they have Jett them. 
The County of Temeſiwaer 1s bounded on the North 
by Chaunad and Tranſylvania, ; on the Welt by the 
Tibiſeus, on the South by the Danube, and on the 
Eaſt, by Moldgva. 

 Temtam, Temiamum, a Kingdom in Niyritia in 
Africa; bounded on the North by the Kingdom of 
Gangars, on the Welt by that of B:ro, on the South 
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by the River Niger; and on the Eaſt by the Defart of 
Sert or Seu. | The principal City of which is Temzcan. 

Tempe, a \weet Valley in the Province of Theſſa- 
lta;, in Macedonea, watered by the River Peneo. 
The Poets have rendered it famous to all Ages, Tt 
lies betwixt the Mountains Olympus and Offa. And 
ſome place the ancient City Lycoſthome jn it, which was 
a Biſhops See under the Archbithop of Lar://a. 

Temruck, or Tomaruchi, Trambe, "Ty; ambis, a 
City of Crim Tartary in Aſia ; ſixteen Miles from the 
Cimmerian Boſphorus to the Eaſt, and ten {rom the 
Lake of Corocondamr to the North. 

Tenburp, a Market Town in Worceſterſhire, up. 
on the Edge of Shropſhire, and the Banks of the Ri- 
ver Tent : in the hundred of Doddingron. 

Tende, Tenda, a Town in the County of Nizza, 
In the Appenine, near the Borders of the States of Ge- 
nona: eighteen Miles from Aba to the Narth, and 
twenty five from Foſſano South : which has a Moun- 
fain near 1t, called Le col de Tende ; and a very {trong 
Caſtle. This wasa Sovereign State, under Counts of 
its own ; but now ſubject to the Duke of Savoy. 

Tenduc, Tenducum, a City and Kingdom of the 
Aſian Tartary» Bounded on the North by the Great 
Tartary, on the Katt by 7upra, on the Welt by the 
Kingdom of Tangut, and on the South by China. 
This Prince has within a little more than forty years 
laſt paſt, Conquered the Kingdom of China ; and is 
one of the greateſt Princesin the World. His Domi- 
nions extending from Cochin China to the River Ob6, 
North-Weit and South-Eaſt. There 1s lately pub- 
liſhed a ſhort Account of theſe Zartars, in two Let- 
ters written by -a Chinzan Jeſuit, who travelled with 
tlus King into Tartary- 

Tenedos, a \m4ll Iſland of fixteen Miles in Com- 
paſs : five from the Shores of A/ta, twenty five from 
the Ifland Mete/ino to the North in the Archipelago, 
and eighteen from the Dardanels to the South : cal- 
led by the Turks Boſh Adaſi, the Barren Iſland : 
yet it aftords excellent Mrſcadine Wine; Plenty of 
Game : and 1s well (ituated to bridle the Streights of 
Gallipoli : Tt has a City, two Caſtles, and an Harbor 
tor (mall Veſſels: and being taken by the Venetians 
(with whom the Genoreſe diſputed the potletiion of it 
a long time), was betrayed to the Turks by their Go- 
vernor. In the tume of Troy, which itood within two 
Leagues of it, this Iſland was conſecrated to 4pello; 
and the Grecran Navy, feigning a Deſpair to take that 
City, retired hither to diſguiſetheir deltign. It became 
ſince Chritttanity, a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
oft Maitelene. The Promontorium Sig.eum, or Cape 
FanizFari, lies near it. 

Teneriffa, one of the Canary or Azores Iſlands in 
the Azl/antick Ocean; over againlt Mauritania in 
Barbary ; called by the Natives Theneriffe. It is about 
forty eight Spani/p Leagues in Circumterence. Fruit- 
tul, populous, rich, and has been ({ubject to the Sp.- 
mards ever tince 1496. The Ancients called this 
Nzvaria; (as 1s ſuppoſed), becauſe the top of 1's 
Point or Peak, which is thought the highett in the 
World, and very ſharp, 1s rarely without Snow. Thus 
Peak 18 ſaid to be fifteen Miles high : and may be feen 
one hundred and twenty Eng/;/Þ Miles at Sea. The 
principal Towns 1n it are Laguna and S. Croce. To 
which belongs an excellent Haven B/ake an Engliſh 
Admiral, April 20, in 1657, (notwithſtanding a Ca- 
{te, ſeven Forts, fixteen great Galeons, all well man'd 
and provided with Cannon and. Ammunition, which 
threatned 1.is inevitable Ruine) enred this Harbor : 
and 1n fix hours time beat the Sparzards out of their 
Ships and Forts too. He put the Exp/:/l> in potleition 
of the vait Treaſure of a M4 Indza Fleet : winch 
they plundered ; and burnt all thoſe Spar; Ships they 
tound, This I{land is no leſs remarkable tor having

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been made the firſt Meridian by many of the latter

In 1615, Famesle Mnvre, 
a Native of Amſterdam, made a Dilcovery of another 
part of 1t, to the Ealt of the Streighrs of his own 
Name : which he called Staten/ande : the fame time 
tat he diſcovered his own Streights and Mazur it7- 
landt.

Terne, a River in Shropſhire, upon which Dray- 
£07 is ſituated. It 1s a Boundary between that County 
and Staffordſhire. 

Terskop Leporie, Terſa Leporia, the moſt Eaſt- 
ern part of Lapland: under the Ruſs ; between the 
Frozen and the White Sea, and that part of Lapland 
which is under the Swedes. It is a deſolate Country ; 
has neither Towns nor Villages, though ſome Inha- 
bitants, 

Tervel, Tiar, Fulia, Turulium, Turia, Terulum, 
a City of the Kingdom of Arragon, upon the River 
Turia ; Where it takes in the Albambra ; twenty four 
Leagues from Tortzoſa, and ten from Valencia. It is 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Tarra- 
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, Telchin, Teſchena, a (mall City in Szleſia in Bohe- 
1a ; Called by the Inhabitants Teſſin, by the Germans 
Teſchin. It is the Capital of a Dukedom ; upon the 
River Oe/{ſs, upon the Contines of Moravia ; ſeven 
Miles from Ratzbor to the South. The Dukedom of 
Teſchin lies at the head of the Viſtula : between the 
Leſſer Poland to the Eaſt; Hungary to the South, 
Moravia to the Weſt, and the Dukedom of Ratibor 
to the North. 

Teſino, Twins, Ticinus, a celebrated River in 
Lombardy ; which ariſerh out of Mont de S. Godard, 
one of the Alpes ; and flowing through the Lake cal- 
led i! Lago Maggiore, (Verbanus) towards the South, 
entereth the Dukedom of Milan : waſheth the Walls 
of Pavia; then four Miles lower falls into the Po; 
preſerving the clearneſs and perſpicuity of the Stream 
four Miles further in that thick and troubled River, as 
Ferrarius faith.

Teſt, a River in Hampſhire, which joins with the 
Itching at their common fall into the Ocean, near 
Southampton, Whitechurch, Stccksbridge, and Rum- 
ſey are all three ſituated upon 1t.

' [Teverone, Anro, a River of Taly ;' which: ariſeth 
in Campania ds Roma, three Miles above Trevz ; and 
dividing the Ancient Latium from Sabma, falls into 
the Tiber, three Miles North of Rome. 

Teutones, the Ancient Germans : from whom 
Germany took the Name of Teut/ch/ande, They ſu- 
{tained along War with the Romans, and remained in 
the end the Invincible Enemies of that Empire. Lu- 
can Odiftinguiſheth the Cantabri and them by their 
long and ſhort Arms ;

Teutlchlandt, Terra:Teutonica, one of the anci- 
ent Names of Germany. 

'Tewksgburp, a Market Town and Borrough in 
Worceſterſhire : the Capital of its Hundred ; repre- 
ſented in the lower Houſe of Parliament by two Bur- 
geſſes. The North Avon falls into the Severne here. 
It is watered with two Rivulets belides. In the 
year 1471, at this place was fought a memorable Bat- 
tel betwixt the Houſes of Lancaſter and Tork, by 
King Henry YI, and his ſucceſior Edward IV ; in 
which the former ſuffered an entire Defeat ; and Ed- 
ward the young Prince (only Son to King Henry VI. ) 
was ſlain. 

Texel, Texelia, a ſmall Iſland at the Mouth of 
the Zuyder Zee ; which has a ſtrong Caſtle and a 
good Harbor on its South ſide. The uſual place where 
the Duzch Fleet rendezvouz in times of War. Near 
it the Liluſtrious General Moxk (afterwards Duke of 
Aibemarle) beat the Durch Fleet, Fuly 31. 1653 ; 
ſlew their famous Admiral Yan Trump ; burnt and 
ſunk twenty fix of their Men of War, with the lofs of 
only two ſmall Eng/:ſþ Ships ; and drove the reſt in- 
to the Texe/. Which being ſeen by the People from 
.the Shore, prevented-the uſual Ceremony of a Thank(- 
giving for being beaten. 

Tepder-Aa, T7:ydera, a River of Livonia in Lit- 
land; whih watereth Adzal and Wolmer, then falls 
into the Bay of Livonia. 

Tepſterbandt, Tefterbantum, a ſmall County in 
the Dukedom of Cleves : towards the Maes, the Wae/ 
and the Rhine : in the North of C/eves, and on the 
Southern Border of Guelderland : which has been uni- 
ted to C/eves ſeven hundred years. 

Thaboz, a celebrated Mougtain in Galzlee, in Pale- 
fline : fix Miles from Nazareth to the Eaſt ; near the 
Plain of Eſdrelon and the Valley of Teſree! ; ha- 
ving the Brook cf Endor ſpringing from its foot. 
Foſephw gives it the Height of thirty Greek Stadia 
and the Plain upon the top of it, the compaſs of two 
thouſand five hundred Paces ; where the Wind blows 
very to hard and cold in the hotteſt Seaſons. Here our 
Saviour honoured S. Perer, Fames and Fohn with the 
View of his glorious Transfiguration: in memory 
whereof Helena , the Mother of Conſtantine the 
Great, built upon the place a ſtately Church with three 
ſmall Chapppels, reprefenting the three Tabernacles in 
S. Peter's Wiſh : which Chappels now are almoit bu- 
ried under the Ruines of the Church; ſaving one 41- 
tar, uſed ſometimes for Maſs by the Religious of Na- 
zareth. Alexander Fanneus, King of Fudah, who 
began his Reign one hundred and three years betore 
Chriſt, built a Fortreſs upon this Mountain ; which 
probably continued till the time of our Saviour ; and 
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was the ſame with-that, taken by Compoſition in the 
year after Chriſt 2, by Veſpaſian 3 when the Church 
and Chapvels were demoliſhed. Theſe latter were. re- 
eſtabliſhed in 1099; by Godfrey of + Bozillon ; and 
divided betwixt the Greel, Calcyers and the Bene- 
diftine Monks; under a Biſhop, a Suffragan to the Pa- 
triarch of Feruſalem. In 1137, Saladine took the 
Mountain and ruined its Works. In 1253, the Chrt- 
ſtians retook it 3 and Pope Alexander gave it to the 
Templars. But in: 1290, it was finally loft from the 
Chriſtians to the Sultan of Egyp:. It ſtands in a round 
conical figure; with its fides to the Weſt and South, full 
of Shrubs and Greens. : 

Thamar, Rha, the ſame with Wolgha. 

Thame, a Market Town in Oxfordſhire, upon the 
Borders of Buckinghamſhire ; which takes its Name 
from the River Thame (one of the Fountains of the 
Thames, joining with the 1/is at Dorcheſter 3) whoſe 
Branches almoſt encompaſs it, and are here covered 
with a Bridge leading into Buckinghamſhire. It is 
the Capital of its hundred 3 and enjoys the Benefit of 
a Free-School , and a Hoſpital, founded by the Lord 
Williams ot Thame. : : 

Thames, Thameſis, Tameſts, Famiſſa, the prin- 
cipal River of England. Which has this Name from 
the Thame and Iſis, two ſmaller Rivers, its Foun- 
tains. The firſt' of theſe ariſes in- Bucksnghamſhire : 
the ſecond in VViltshire. The ſecond-is far the great- 
er; receives the VVindruſh and the Evenclods before 
it arrives at Oxford; beneath that- City, the Charwell 
a noble Flood ; and at Dorcheſter it takes the Thame- 
Then ſporting it-ſelf with vaſt turns, it watereth VVal- 
ling ford, Reading, and Henty : dividing Buckingham- 
ſhire from Surrey, it watereth VVindſor : ſo paſſeth 
to Stanes in Middieſex.: above which it- takes in the 
| Colne; and watering' Hampton=Court ,- Kingſton, 
Brentford andChelſey ; it gently glides between, Weſt= 
minſter and Londen on the North, and Southwark on 
the South-; where it is covered by one of the nobleſt 
Bridges in the World. More to the Eaſt-it receives the 
Lea out of Eſſex; & being now able to. bean valt. Ships, 
it hafteth by Graves: Ext into the German Ocean 3. bee 
tween Eſſex to the North, and Kene to the South. 

Thanet, Tanetos,Thanatos & Athanatds in Solinus,a 
ſmall 1fland on the Eaſtern Coaſt of Kent; ſurrounded 
on the South by the Sea; and on the Weſt by the River 
Stoure,here called the Tenlade : about eight Miles long, 
and four broad. Iri this Iſland the Saxons firſt land- 
ed; and alſo S. Auguſtine the Monk. In 1628, N:- 
colas Lord Tufton was. created Earl of Thanet by 
Charles IT. Richard the fifth of this Family, ſuc- 
ceeded in 1680. | 

Thaurn, Taurus. fo 

Thaxted, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
in the hundred'of Dunmorw. 

Theaco, 1thaca,' an Ifland in the Ionzan Sea, bes 
twixt Cephalonia, Santa Maura, and: the Curzolars ; 
"under the Venetians. The Iralsans call it Val ds 
Compare. It reckons about fifteen thouſand Inha- 
bitants; a great part, baniſhed perſons from Aante, 
Cephalonia , and Corfu. It hath a ſpacious and 
fafe Haven ; but no City or good Fown ; only ſome 
Villages: and it pretends to ſhew the ruins of Pene- 
lope's Houſe z ſuppoſing Viyſſes to have been a Native 
of this Ithaca. - 

Thebe, Thebe, two celebrated Cities in Antiquity;in 
Ezypt and Greece. That in Egypt received its ruin 
from Cornel:us Gallus, Governour of Ezypr. But 
the marks of its former Opulence, the number of its 
Inhabitants, its Conqueſts, the tribute-and impoſts it 
paid to the King, and to the Temples, remained en- 
graved in Egyptian Characters upon Obelishs in Ger- 
manzcus's time; who vifited (as Tacitus ſays)the ruins 
of this City in his Travels. It contained one hundred 
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and forty Stadza in Circuit, one hundred -Gates; and 


according to thoſe Ovelssks, ſeven hundred thouſand 


fighting Men.. See Dioſpolis. S The other in Buotia 
in Greece, hath ever pretended; to challenge the an- 
cient Cadmus for its Founder, about the. year of the 
World 2620 : nigh one thouſand fone, hundred years 
before the coming of Chriſt, During -which- Inter- 
val, it was firſt adorned with the Title ofa King- 
dom.

The Chziſians of S. Thomas, an ancient 
Church-of the-£4ſtern Chriſtians about Goa, Melia- 
pour, Cranganoor, &c.' in the Hither Eaſt- Indies : 
Which claiming its Eſtabliſhment from the Apoſtle 
S. Thomas (whoſe Body is pretended to be preſerved 
at Goa,) keeps it ſelf at an entire Independency from 
the Laws and Rites of both the Roman and Greek 
Churches: whoſe ſeveral Founders (it ſays) were the 
Heads of the Churches of their own Foundations ; but 
no more; and fo S. Thomas was the Head of Theirs. 
In 1546. Dom Fuan Albuquerque a Franciſcan, Arch. 
biſhop of. Goa, erected a College at Cranganor, for 
the converſion of theſe Chriſtians to the Church 
of Rome. In 1587. the Feſuzts eſtabliſhed another, 
one League from Crangamor. And in 1559. Me- 
neſes, Archbiſhop of Goa and Primate of the Eaſt, 
was employed-:in a grand Miſſion hither to promote 
the ſame Converſion. But the Chriſtians of S. Tho- 
mas will not; by all the endeavours that are uſed, be 
induced to forſake the ancient Cuſtoms of their Fore- 
fathers. They uſe the Chaldee language in their Of. 
fices. Acknowledge the Patriarch of Babylon for their 
Chief. Practiſe their own Ceremonies ; and in mat- 
ters of Faith are Neſtorsans. F 

Thongcafter, an ancient Town in the diviſion of 
Lindſey in Lincolnſhire : upon the. ſide of a Hill. 
Owing its riſe to a Caſtle, ſaid to he built here with the 
permiſſion of Vortiger the Britiſh Prince by - Hen- 
gift the Saxon, after his Victory over the P:&s and 

C0t's. 

Thozn, Torumum, a City of Pruſſia Regals, upon 
the Viſtula ; four' Poliſh Miles "4 iq ron 
two from Dantzzck to the South, and twenty nine 
from Warſaw to the North-Weſt. This was once an 
Imperial and Free City, under the protection of the 
Teutonick, Order, whom ſome make the Founders of 
it-in 1234: but in 1454- it put it ſelf into the Hands 
of the Poles, who have granted. it great Privileges. 
Nicolas Coperſſicus, the great Aftronomer, was a Na- 
tive of this Place. Albert King of Poland,died here in 
1501, In 1645. there was a Conference here between 
the Lutherans, Catviniſt;, and Roman Catholicks ; 
Which had no ſucceſs. In 1655. this Place was taken 
by the Swedes: retaken by the Po/Jes in 1658, by a 
Siege of fix Months.

pire. The Mariza or Hebrus is its principal River. 
Rbodope, Orbelus, and H.emus its moſt famous Moun- 
tains.

Lews the 
firſt Landrgrave of Thuringe, (who died in. 1055. ) 
was a Defcendent of Charles the Great, and thought 
to be the Son of Charles Duke of Lorain, {Brother 
of Lewis IV.

La Trinidad,. 7r7:n:#atzs Inſula, one of the Ca- 
rabby Iflandsin America: planted with . Sugar. 
-Trinquimale, a City in the Iſland.of Cey/an. 
-- Txriodos or Threhodos, a Mountain in the Iſland of 
Cyprus : ſo called by the Greeks. ; 

Tripoli de Dozia,. 75polis ; a City in Syria ; 
called by the Turks Tarabolos-ſcham:: In 1289, taken 
and intirely ruined by the Saracens: and atter rebuilt 
by-the Franks ; in a fruitful Plain, with a firong Cx 
{tle ſeated upon a Rock. This place is now in a good 
condition ; having - about-two thouſand Houſes, and 
a very convenient Harbor on the: Medrterranean Sea. 
It ſtands twenty German Mules from Damaſcus to the 
North, and a little more from Famagonſta to the 
South.

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of its own ; from 1109, to. 1288. Now the Seat of

Tripoli, Tripolis, Neapols, Leptis, or Tripoly of 
Barbary, is a great City on the Mediterranean Sea in 
Barbary ; which is the Capital of a Kingdom of the 
ſame name; has a large Port and a {ſtrong Caltle ; 
but extremely infamous for its Piracies. Hereto'ore 
a part'of the Kingdom of Tins. In 1510, it was 
taken by the Spaniards : eighteen years after it was 
granted to the Knights of Matra; whoin 1551,were 
expelled again by the Moors. . Since that it is govern- 
ed like a Commonwealth : Having a conſiderable Ter- 
ritory belonging to it, betwixt Tunis and the Ocean; 
but very few Towns. Sanſon ſuppoſes it to be the an- 
cient Oea. It lies over againſt the Iile of Malta. Long. 
42. 00. Lat. 41. 40. S. There is another T7zpolt in 
Barbary, upon the -Mediterranean, with the Titfe 
of Tripoli Vecchio or the Old Tripoli ; which ſtand- 
ing in an 4ll air, has almoſt loſt its Inhabitants.. $. A 
third in the Leſſer Aſia, upon the Euxzne Sea. 

Trivento, Tr:iventurm, Triventinum, a (mall Ci- 
ty of the Kingdom of Naples, in the County of Mo- 
liſe, upon the River Trigno ; which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Benevento; and ftands in 
the Borders of Abruzzo, upon the Adriatich Sea, 
ſeventeen Miles from Bozano to the North. 

Troefen, an ancient City of the Peloponneſus : 
which preſerved their Alliances with the Azthenztans 
with great Honor ; and ſince the times of Chriſtiani- 
ty, became a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Ce. 
rinth. Gaſtaldus calls it now Pleda. 

Troglodptz, an obſcure People of A£:hiopra, from 
whom the 'S:21u8 Troglodyticus there anciently receiv- 
ed its denommation ; having the Caverns of its Rocks 
(adjacent) poſſefſed by them. 'Whence all ſubtercane- 
ous dwellers in Rocks, Caves, and Cabbins in Indi, 
Africa, &e. were called Troglydite, 3-258: 

| Troja, Hum, a City of Phrygia im the Feſſer dſin ; 
upon the Coaſt of the /Egear Sea; made famous' by its 


Ruin, and a ten years War, about the year of the 


World 2870. in the Reign of its King Priamus. It 
ſtood upon the River Xanthus, near Mount 14a; three 
Miles from the Archipelago, thirty two German Miles 
from Smyrna to the North, and from Conſtantinople 
to the South. Said to have been built about the year 
of the World 2574. Whereby this City and Kingdom 
laſted not above two hundred and ninety fix years. 
Some Marble ruins of it are yet vifible. Mahomer IV. 
uſed the Columnes he found amongtt them, in the 
building of a: great Moſque. $ There was another City 
of the fame Name, (Troas Alexangri) built by Ale- 
xander. the Great, fome Miles from this : which in 
the beginning of Chrittianity was a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop ef Cyz1qua; but that too is now rui- 
ned.

Troja, a ſmall City ot the Kingdom of Naples, in 
the Capitinato upon the River Chzlaro : which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Arciibiſhop of Benevento, and 
a Principality ; it ſtands at the Foot of the Apennine ; 
twenty five Miles from Benevento to the Ealt, and a 
little more from Manfredona. Built in 1008, by the 
Greeks. In 1195 and 1115. Councils were afſembled 
at this City. | 

Trois Chaſteaux, Auguſta Tricaſtinorum, Trie- 
ves, the fame with S. Paul ; a City in the Darnphine. 

Troki, Troka, Troccum, a City of Lithuania, 3 
Province of Poland ; which is the Capital of a Pala- 
tinate of the ſame Name. It ftands upon the River 
BreſJa, in a Marſh of difficult acces; defended by a 
ftrong Caſtle. This City was built by Ged:mininus 
Great Duke of Lithuania, in 1321 : taken by the _ 
Rnſs, and: burnt in 1655. It f{tangs four Poliſh Miles 
from Vs/na to the Wett.

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'Trolhette , a River in Ieſtrozothia 1n Sieden , 
which waſheth Bahuſe ; then by the Lake of Menner, 
paſſeth into the Ba!tick Sea. 

Tronto, Truentum , a River which ariſeth out of 
the Apennine in the Province of Abruzzo ; and flow- 
ing through the Marcha Ancomtana , is augmented 
by the Le:a;' and watering Aſcoiz, and ſeparating the 
Popes Dominions from the Kingdom of Naples , falls 
into the 4driatich Sea at Porto ds Aſcoli. | 

Tropea, Trop.ea, Tropas, Tropia, Poſtropea , a Ct- 
ty of the Kingdom of Naples in the Further Cala- 
bria-: and a Biſhops See under the [Archbiſhop of

M roppaw, Oppavia, a City of Silefia, called by 
the Bohemians, Opparw. It iftands upon the River 
Oppa, which falls into the Oder near Hilſchin: and 
is the Capital of a Dukedom of its own Name, and 
has an ancient Caſtle. Three German Miles from 
Ratibor to the Welt , and nine from Oppelen to the 
South. This City and Dukedom was formerly a part 
of Moravia. 

Troſli, Tro/leum. In the years 909. 921. 924. 
and 927. Councils were aſſembled here.But the French 


 Geograpiers deſcribe it be no other Character , 


than a place in the Dioceſe of So:ſſons. : 

Trowbzidge, a Market Town in F/:ſkire, in 
the Hundred of M-/ksham, near the Avon, 

Troyes, Trecaſſes, Treve, Auzuſtobona, Auguſt- 
mana, Treca, Tricaſſis , Tricaſſium ,, Auguſta Tri- 
caſſinorum, a great City, which is the Capital 'of 
Champagne in France: and a Biſhops See uncer the 
Archbiſhop of Sens. It ftands upon the S-yne 3 trur- 
ty four Leigues from Paris to the North-Eaſt, and 
twenty from Chalon to the South. Long. 25. I5- 
Lat. 48. 08. Pope Vrban IV. was a Native of this 
place. | It hath fix Pariſhes, two Collegiate Churches, 
( beſides the Cathedral ) ; an Abbey, a College of the 
Oratorians , and divers Eccleſiaſtical and Religious

It 
ſtands eleven Miles from Merida to the South-Eaſt. 
Franciſco Pizarro, the Conquerour of Peru, was a 
Native of this place. $ There is another Town of the 
fame Name in New Spazn , 1n the Province of Hoz- 
duras ; which has a Port on the Bay of Mexico. Ta” 
ken by the Hollanders, and ſacked in 1633. But re- 
paired fince. $ A third in Peru. 

Trulius, the great Hall of the Imperial Palace at 
Conftantinople, in the times of the ancient Greek Em- 
perours: Which took this name from its being arched 
in the form 4 Trulle) of a Cup. Here in the year 
6930. was celebrated the ſixth General Council , or the 
third of Conſtantinople, under the Emperour Conſtar- 
tinus Pogonatus , againſt the Monotheiites, And in 
652. or 707. Another, called the ſecond in Tru/lo and 
TyTx1]n, or Synodus Quina Sexta; conliſting of one 
hundred forty ſeven Eiſhops, under the Emperour 
F1u/tinian I. which undertook to ſupply the defects 
of the fifth and fixth General Councils, as to Points 
of Diſcipline, by one hundred and two new Canons. 
But neither the Weſtern Church received thoſe Canons, 
neither all the Patriarchal Churches of the Eaft. 

Tlchelminar , a Maſs of tome of the nobleſt Re- 
mains of Antiquitie in the Kingdom of Perſia: near 
the City Schrras, in the Province of Far/i/tan. Be- 
ing great Pillars, Canals, Idols, Sepulchres in Rocks, 
Relts of Editices, and bas relrevo's above two thou- 
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ſand. They may be a part probably of the Riiins of thE 
ancient Per/epols. This Name, which the Turks give 
to the place, ſignifies in their Language the Forty 
Pillars. , 

Truro, a Market Town and Corporation in the 
County of Cornwal, and the Hundred of Porrder : 
honoured with the Election of two Parliament Men. 
It is ſeated betwixt two Streams , that run into Fa!- 
mouth Haven : and gives the Title of a Baron to the 
Right Honourable Char/es Bodvile Roberts, Earl of 
Radnor. 

Tubingen, Tubinga, a pleaſant City in the Duke- 
dom of W:rcemburg, in the Circle of Schwaben,upon 
the Necker: four German Miles from Stugard to the 
South, and twelve trom V/m to the Welt. Anto- 
nius Caracalla , who was Emperour about ' the year 
of Chrift 213. had a Palace in this City. In 1342+ it 
was fold to FYerick Duke of Wurtemberg by its 
Count : and in 1477. there was an Univerſity opened 
here by Eberard le Barbe,Count of YYurtemburg. 

Tucho, a City in the Province of Werchen, in 
China 

'Tucuman, 7ycumania, a Province in Paragua in 
South America ; between the River of Plate to the 
Eaſt, the Mountains and Kingdom of Chis to the 
Welt ; the Capital of which, 18S. M:zuel de Eſftero.

'nTne, on the other fide of the Rhine, ih Germany : 
:ormerly joined to it by a Bridge, which no lefs than 
the Town challenged Conſtantine the Great for its 
Founder. This Towr- is fxmous for a Monaſtery; in 
winch in' the twelfth Century, an Hof#r4 is pretended 
to have remand unburnt in the midft of a Fire. 
_ ['Tulles, Tuele, Tutela, Tutella, a City of Limoſin 
in France, upon the River Courrez ; the Capital of 
the Lower L:moſin, and a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Bowges, by the Appointment of Pope Joby 
XXII. in the year 1319. Tt lies two and tweaty 
Miles irom C/-rmont to the Welt, and fqurteen from 
Limoges to the South. Long. 22, 59. Lat. 45.20. 
The Biſhops are Lords and Viſcounts of the City. 

Tulujas, Tulr2re, a Caſtle in the County Of Row- 
ſillon in Catalonia, one League from Perpignan : at 
which, 1n 1050, the'Cquncil, called Conc:/inm Tulu- 
21enſe, was celebrated. 

Tun, a River in the.County of Ker, falling into 
the Medivay. Tunbridge ftands upon it. 

Tunbzidge, a Market Town in the County of 
Kent, in Ayesford Lath, upon the River Tur. 
Much noted for its M:neral 'ells. 

@Tunchang, a City in the Province of Xantorn in 
the Kingdom of China'z upon the River In, in the 
Borders of Pechin. 

Tunis, Times, Tunetum, a City and Sea-Port on 
the Coat of Barbary, upon the Mediterranean Sea ; 
now called by the Natives Tune ; by the Spaniards 
Tunez ; by the Italians Tuniſi. It is great, ſtrong, 
and populous ; about five Miles in compaſs : con- 
taining three hundred Moſques ( befides the grad 
one, which is a Noble Structure ) ; twelve Chriſtian 
Chappels, eight Synagogues of the Fews, twenty four 
Cells for Hermites,one hundred and fifty Hott-Hoviles, 
cighty fix Schools, nine Colleges maintained upon 
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the Publick Expence, fixty four Hoſpitals, and about 
ten thouſand Families. The Venetzans, Genoueſe , 
and others drive a great Trade with it. It has two 
Walls, a Palace Royal, a Magazine of Merchandiſes, 
a ſpacious Haven, and Priſons for Chr:/t:an Slaves too 
well known. Seated in a Plain by the Lake Barba- 
ſueco ; nine Leagues from the Ruines of Carthage , 
and from the Shoars of the Mediterranean Sea ; ergh- 
teen from Goletta: at the bottom of a Bay, to the 
Weſt of the moſt Weltern Cape of S7cz/y. Not far 
from this place, Regu/us the Roman Conſul was de- 
feated , and taken by the Carthaginians. In the 
Times of Chriltianity it was a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Carthage. In the year 1270. unſuc- 
ceſsfully belfieged by Lewis IX. King of France, In 
the year 1535- taken by Charles V. In 1570. it re- 
turned under its former Kings ; who being fince ex- 
tint , it is governed like a Common-wealth , under 
the Protection of the Turk ; but very infamous for 
Pyracies, Long. 34. 53- Lat- 32 19. The Country 
about it yields Olives, Fruits, Grain and Paſlurage very 
well. 

The Kingdom of Tunquin , or Tonquin, Tu- 
chinum, is bounded on the Eaſt and North by that 
of China ; on the South by Cochinchina , ard by the 
great Bay ; on the Welt by the Kingdom of Brama, 
The Capital City of it is Kzc:0. The King of this 
City is alſo Maſter of a part of the Province of 2yan- 
fio. He formerly paid Tribute to the Emperour of 
China : Now, Homage only by an Ambaſladour, by 
an Eſtabliſhment in 1667. Of late years the Chriftian 
Religion has been preached with good ſucceſs, ( as 1s 
faid ) by the Miflionaries of the Church of Rome. 
A Kingdom of great power, and nigh as large 
as France : ſifuated in 20 deg. of Lat. and 145. 
Long. Moſtly under the Torrzd Zone : yet very 
fruitful, and healthful ; and watered with above fifty 
Rivers. Cochin China was formerly a Province of it ; 
now a Kingdom tributary to it. It is ſaid to con- 
tain about twenty thouſand Towns and Cities. The 
Sect of the Chineſe Philoſopher, Confuſius, obtains 
much amongſt the Tonguzneſe. It became a ſeparate 
Kingdom about ſeven hundred years ago : Before 
which, it depended as a Province, upon the Empire 
of China. 

Tyrcomania, Armenia Major, a vaſt Country in 
the Leſſer Aſia : of old cal'ed Armenia. It lies between 
Georgia to the North , the reſt of the Leſſer Aſia to 
the Weſt , Perſia to the Eaſt, and Drarbeck to the 
South. This was the firſt Country the Turks poſlef- 
ſed, after they came out of Tartary , (being moſt 
probably deſcended from the Scythzans , that lay be- 
twixt the Euxine and Caſpian Seas ); under Tan- 
grolipizs, about the year of Chriſt 1037. But the pte- 
ent Line was begun by Ofman or Ottoman , about 
the year 1290 : who was a Husbandman, or com- 
mon Labourer ; and by his Valour raiſed this Family. 
Burſa in Bithyn#a was the firit Seat of their Empire, 
afterwards Adrianople, and then Conſtantinople. So- 
{yman the preſent Emperour of the Turks, 1 one 
and twentieth of this Line, ſet up by the Army a- 
gainſt Mahomet IV. his Brother , out of a Dilcontent 
at his Misfortunes in the preſent War againſt the Chri- 
{tiars, November 9. 1637. 

Turenne, -Twrena, a Town in L:oſin,two Leagues 
from Courez, and four from Tulles. 

Turin, Turino, Auguſta Taurinorum, Tanriana, 
Taurinum , the Capital City of Piedmont in Lom- 
bardy : called by the Italians Tormo, by the French 
Turin. It is an Archbiſhops See, and the Seat of the 
Duke of Savoy; in a very fruitful and pleaſant well 
watered Plain, twenty Miles from the A/pes ; upon the 
River Po, where it receives the Dorz#a. Adorned with 
a {trong and beautiful Caſtle, built by Emanuel Phzl- 
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bert, Duke of Savoy, in 1565. It has alſo an Uni- 
verlity, opened here by Pope Bened:@ XIIL in 1405. 
and the Courts of Juſtice for that Province are held 
in it, The City 1s very ſtrong, and grows greater and 
more ſplendid; yet in the year 1640. it was taken 
by the French. Long, 29, 3o. Lat. 43 50. The di- 
{pute betwixt the Biſhops of Penne and Arles for the 
Primacy, was heard , but not definitively decided, by 
an ancient Council held herein 397. or 401. 

The Emptre of the Turks, contameth from Eaſt 
to Welt , accounting from the Wettern Borders of 
the Kingdom of Alziers to the City Baiſara upon 
the Per/ian Gulph, the ſpace of at lealt eight hundred 
Leagues. From North to South, that is, from Caffz 
in the Taurica Cherſoneſus, or rather from the City 
Tanazs near the Lake of Mwotis to Aden on the 
Mouth of the Red Sea and the Streights of Babelman- 
del, 7 hundred other Leagues : which together make 
an Empire of the greateſt Extent of any Seignior 
or Sovereign in theſe parts of the World ; and theres 
fore the Emperor thereof bears the Title of the Grand 
Seiguzor, He hath in Aſia, Natolia, Syria, Turco. 
mannia, Diarbech, and the three Arabia's. In Afri- 
ca, he hath the Kingdoms of Barca and Egypr ; and 
the States of Algiers, Tunis, and Tripo/s are under 
his ProteCtion. In Europe, his Dominion extends over 
Romelia, Macedonia, Albania, Thrace, moſt of the 
Iſlands of the Archipelago, Sclavonia, Servia , Cro- 
atia, Buigaria , and part of Hungary ; except what 
this preſent War hath diſmembred trom them z when 
the Princes of Tranſy/vania, Moldavia, and Wala- 
chia paid him alſo Tribute : as the Republick of 
Raguſa alſo did : and even the Crim Tartars recognize 
his Protection. In the whole, before the preſent War 
there were twenty five Governments in this Empire. 
To wit, Cazro in Egypt, for Africa. Aleppo, Cara- 
mit, Natolia, Cogns, Chars, Damaſcus, Van, Moſul 
Suvas, Bagdet, Erzerum, Trebizonde, Tripoli, &c. 
in Aſia. In Europe, Caffa, Canaia, Cyprus, Romelia, 
Boſnia, Temeſiwaer, and Buda. The beginning of 
this Empire was laid in the Greater Armenia, about 
the year 1037. In 1290. the Ottoman Line took its 
riſe: ( See Turcomania:) whoſe Power over the 
Subject is come to be completely Abſolute, Arbitrary , 
Deſpotical,Tyrannical. They pray by the Alcoran, and 
govern by the Sword. 

Turqueſtan. Some make this and the Kingdom 
of Thibet in the Afiatich Tartary, to be the ſame 
Country. Others deſcribe it as a Province betwixt 
the Great Tartary, and the Empire of the Mogul. 

Tuver, Tavera, a City of Moſcovy. 

Tuxfozd, a Market Town in Noztenghamſhire, in 
the Hundred of Southclay : called commonly Tux- 
ford upon Clay , from the quality of the Soil it 
ſtands 1n. 

Tup, Tude, Tyde, a City of Gallicia in Spain, up- 
on the River Mz:nho; fix Leagues from its Mouth to 
the Eaſt, twelve from Compoſte/la, and ſeventeen 

acara. It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Compoſtella ; but a ſmall City. 

Tweede, Tu&ſfis, Vedra, Tueda, a River which 
divides Scotland trom England; and falls into the 
German Ocean at Barwick, Giving name to Twee- 
dale, a County in Scotland. 

Tyana,an ancient City of Cappadocia in the Leſſer 
Aſia, at the foot of the Mountain Taurus: famous 
for being the Birth-place of the Philoſopher Apello- 
nius, Called Tyaneus from it. It became in theChri- 
{tian times, an Archbiſhops See : and in 365. a Coun- 
cil of the Or:zenral Biſhops was celebrated at it. 

Tpndaro, Tyndarus, a Town in the Iſland of S:- 
cily, in the Valley of Demone towards Petri : which 
was formerly a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Syracuſa, But as Syracuſa has been fince redu- 
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cd to a Biſhoprick;ſo has Tynudaro from a City become 
a Town. 

T prconel. See 'Tirconel. 

Tyre, Tyrus, one of the moſt ancient and cele- 
rated Cities of Paleſtine : ſuppoſed to be older than 
the coming of the Children of I/rae! out of Ezypt : 
but certainly at the lateit built in the year of the 
World 2693. two hundred and forty years before So- 
lomon's Temple, which is the account of Foſephns. 
It Houriſhed, and had the Trade of the whole Med 
terranean Sea: ſent and ſettled its Colontes on all its 
Coalls ; as far as the Weltern Ocean, yea, as Britarn 3 
and amonglt the reit, founded Carthage. But when 
Fernſalem tell, Tyre kept her company. For N: 6u- 
chadnezzar took. and burnt this City, in tae eighteenth 
year of his Reign, Anno Mundi $371. the year before 
he took Jeruſalem, Alexander the Great took and 
ruined it the ſecond time. after a Siege of ſeven Months, 
in the year of the World 3618. Yet it recovered a- 
gain ; and was in great repute ' during the Roman 
Empire ; and was an Archbiſhops See, in the times of 
Chriſtianity, under the Patriarch of Antzoch, and af- 
terwards of Feruſalem. Adrian the Emperour ha- 
ving made it the Metropolis of Phaxzicia. About the 
year of Chriſt, 641. after the Saracens had by a Siege 
of three years forced Ceſarea to ſubmit to them, they 
became Maſters of this City . without reſiſtance : Da- 
maſcus, Antioch and Feruſalem being taken betore, 
Together with Feruſalem, it returned under Chriſtian 
Princes again, about the year 1099. In 1111. the 
the Saracens in vain attempted the Recovery of it: 
but in 1123. it was taken by them. The Chriiiians 
regained it, and kept it till the year 1259. when the 
Tartars took it. In 1263. the YVenetians retook it. 
In 1292. the Saracens finally prevailed, and drove.the 
Weſtern Chriſtians out of Syria. This is now ca!!ed 
Sour by the Turks ; and has ſome lovely Antiquities, 
as Thevenot ſaith , but no Inhabitants.: - Long. 67. 
Lat. 33. 20. In the year 335+ a Council here af- 
ſembled by the order of Conſtantine the Great, con- 
demned Athanaſius, deprived him of his Biſhoprick of 
Alexandria, and baniſhed him from-that City.” In 
448. Ibas Biſhop of Edeſſa, accuſed of Neſt ori aniſm, 
was acquitted by a Council at Tyre © and 1n 518:there 
was a third celebrated here. 

Tyrnaw, 7irnavia , a ſmall City in the Vpper 
Hungary, in the County of Tranſchim, upon a River 
of its own name: called by the Germans, iDurn or 
Dyrne ; which has always been under the Empe- 
rour, and is the common Reſidence of the Biſhop 
of Gran, being ſeated in his Dioceſe ; nine Miles fron 
Comora to the North, eight from Presburgh to the 
Eaſt, ard fixteen trom Y:enna. 

Tyrone, Tyronenſis Comitatus, the County of 
Tir-Den, or as the 1r:/þ call it of Thiozoghain, 
is in the Province of V/{ter in the Kingdom of Ire- 
land ; between the Catnify of Antrim to the Eaſt, 
Londn Derry to the-North and Welt, and Ferma- 
nach and Armagh t9ithe South, There 1s no Town 
or City of any Note in this County ; which hereto- 
fore extended further to the Weft, than now 1t doth : 
apart of it being taken into the County of London- 
Derry). 

T3aconta, the {ame with Laconia, a Province of 
the Morea. ; 

T3zebona, a ſtrong Town in Bohemza. 

T30zlich, or Ti«ru/ium, or Ciarlo, a City of 
Thrace, which is a Biſhops See ; almoſt in the middle 
between Conftantinople and Adrianople. 

T3uconi, a Kingdom of Fapan 
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VV Ibzes, Yabre, Vabra, Vabrincum, Caſtrum Va. 
brenſe, Vabrium, a (mall City in Rovergue 111 
France upon the River Dourdan ; at the foot of an 
Hill; three Leagues trom Rhodex to the South, and 
tour from the Borders of Languedoc. Made a Bi- 
ſhops See in 1317. under the Archbiſhop of Bourges, 
by Pope 7ohn XXIL who converted its Benedittine 
Abbey into a Cathedral. The Biſhops enjoy the 
Title of Earls of Yabres. Long. 23. 40. Lat. 33. oo. 

Uaferine , or Yanferine, a River of 
France ; which ariſeth from the Valley of Cheſierz 
in Bugey, and feparates the Territory of Mzchaille in 
that Province from Savoy : then paſſeth by Bellegarde 
into the Rhone. 

Gag, Vagus, a River of the Upper Hungary; which 
arifeth from the Carpathian Hills, in the Borders of 
Peland ; and running North-Weſt , watereth Trenſc 
chin, Freiſtadel, Leopolſtadt, Schinta, and Sche. 
liz, Between Comora, and Presburgh, falls from the 
North into the Dazube. Whiltt Newheuſel was in 
the hands of the Turks, this was the Boundary on that 
ſide between the two Empires. 

Uat, Sabatinm Vadum, Vada Sabatia, a 
Sea-Port on the Coaſt of Genoua 5; five Miles from 
Savona to the North-Weſt. 

Uaiſon, Vaſio, Forum Vocontiorum , a City in 
Provence , in the County of Venaiſjin : upon the 
River Louveze, and the aſcent of a Hill ; four French 
Leagues from Orange to the North-Eaſt, and ten from 
Avignon to theſame. It is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Avignon. In 337.a Council here afſetn- 
bled in the Reign of the Emperor Con/tantius,received 
_ added te the Gloria _ the Verſe following, 

acut erat wn principio, &c. In 442. and 529. 
read of other Conncis here. on _ 

Cal des Choux, a Priory in the Dukedom of Bur- 
gundy, and the Dioceſe of Langres, near Chaſtzllon ; 
founded in 1197. It belongs to the Benedifines. - 

Cal des Ecoliers, an Abbey in the Dioceſe of 
Langres in France : founded in 1212. by ſome Pa- 
7:ſian Doctors, for their retirement ; whoſe example 
drew the Scholars of the Univerſity of Paris in ſuch 
numbers to the ſame life, that their Honſe was cal. 
led the Scholars Valley ; and became the Head of a 
New Order. 

Uaickembourg, a Town in the Dutchy of Lim- 
burgh, in the Low-Conntries, two Leagues from 
Maeſtricht. Taken by the French in 1676. and re- 
ſtored to the Spaniards in 1679. by the Treaty of 
Nimeguen. The French call it Fanquemont. $ Alſo 
a ſmall Town in the State of Holland, one League 
from Leyden : which has been adorned with the Tit'e 
of an Earldom. 

- Ualdiva, a ſmall City in the Kingdom of Chils in 
South America; which has a large and fate Haven on 
the Pacifick Ocean ; under the Dominion of the $ par, 
24ards, though it has been often ruined by the Ind:- 
ans. It ſtands ſeventy five Leagues trom Imperia/s 
to the South ; written ſometimes Ba/diva. 

Ualence, Yatentia, Fulia Yalentia, Sepalaunorum 
Urbs, a City of Gallia Narbonenſis , in Ptolemy ; 
now called Valenza by the Italians. It is a neat, po- 
pulous, great City in the Dauphine ; and a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Y:enne , upon the River 
Rhoſne; eleven Leagues from its Metropolis to the 
South, This Biſhoprick was for ever united to that of 
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Dye, in 1275. The Biſhops take the Title of Earls 
of Valence. In 1452. there wasan Univerſity opened 
here. The River J/ere cloſeth it on the North, and 
the Rhoſne on the Weſt, It 1s theCapital of the 
Dukedom of FYa/entinors : hath a Cittadel, an Abbey, 
and a Collegiate Church, ( befides the Cathedral ) 
with a great number of Religious Houſes. And an- 
ciently was a Roman Colony. In 374. 584-and 855. 
Councils were atlembled at this City. In 890. Lews 
Son of Bozon , was confirmed King of Arles by the 
Biſhops here met for the purpoſe. There have been 
more Councils in after times held in the ſame place. 
S Alſo a Town in the Province of Gryerne, near the 
Garonne. 

QUalenchtennes, Valenciennes, Vallencene, Va- 
lentiane, Valentiniane, a City of Hainault, upon the 
Schelde ; where it receives the Rone/ , which divides 
it. A great, ſtrong, ſpruce place two Leagues from 
Queſnoy to the North, five from Tournay to the South, 
and from Cambray to the Weſt. Henry VII. Empe- 
rour of Germany, was a Native of it 3 and Baldwin, 
and Henry, Emperors of Conſtantinople. In 1655. 
the French beſieged it under the Mareſchals Turenne 
and /a Ferte : But Don Fohn of Auſtria, aflifted 
with the Prince of Conde, raiſed the Siege and took 
the latter Priſoner.In 1667.it was taken by the French, 
under whom it now is. They have ſince added to its 
Fortifications. It was made an Univerſity in 1475. 

aalencia, Yalentia, Valentia Conſtetmorum, a Ct- 
ty and Kingdom in Spain. The City is called by the 
Tralians, Valenza ; and ſtands about a Mile from the 
Mediterranean Sea ; forty nine Leagues from Barcs- 
one to the North-Weſt , from Toledo to the Eaſt, 
and Saragoza to the South, Built by Funius Brutus, 
a Roman, in the year of Rome 616. Reſcued out of 
the hands of the Moors, by Rodersc Bivar el Cid, in 
the year 1025. Taken by them again, and recovered 
the ſecond time by James I. King of Arragon, in 
1235. Made a Biſhops See in 1492. by Pope Alex- 


ander VI. In Pliny's time it was a great, noble, ele- - 


gant City 3 walled, with five Bridges over the River 
 Guadalaviar : and now the beſt peopled in all Spazn, 
except Lisbon and Madrid. An Univerſity ; the Ca- 
pital of a Kingdom, and the Seat of its Courts of Ju- 
ſtice, and a Vice-Roy. It has given to the See of 
Rome two Popes, Caliſtus I. and Alexander VI. The 
Spaniards proverbially call it, Falencia la Hermoſa, 
the Beautiful, Long. 25. 15. Lat. 39. 55. 

The Kingdom of Ualencia, lics upon the Meds- 
teranean Sea. Bounded on the Eaſt by Catalonia, 
and that Sea ; on the Weſt by New Caſtile ; and by 
the Kingdom of Myrcia to the South. The chief 
Cities in it, are Valencia, Segorve, Orighuella, Xati- 
wa, Elche, and Alicante. Watered by the Ebro, the 
Mervedre, the Guadalquivir, and the Xucar,: ſo 
that it enjoys at once the moſt fruitful Soil, and the 
moſt pleaſant and temperate Air of all Spazn ; much 
like that of Naples. Their Silk and Wooll are the 
beſt in the World. Their Sheep were firſt brought 
thither from Cotſwald in Erg/and, in 1465. by the 
imprudent Courtefie of Edward IV. In ſhort, the 
Plenty, Delicacies, and Pleaſantnefs of this Kingdom, 
has efleminated its Inhabitants, and made them leſs 
able to defend it. The ancient Edetans and Conte- 
ſtani dwelt here. It became a diſtinct Mooriſh King- 
dom in 1214. Submitted to Arragon in 1228. Fi- 
nally conquered by them in 1238. Phz/zp IL. baniſh. 
ed out of it twenty two thouſand Families of the 
Moors. 

Qalencta d' Alcantara, a ſtrong Town in the 
Province of Extremadura in Spain, but 1n the Bor- 
ders of Portugal,upon the River Savar ; eight Leagues 
from Alcantara to the Welt, Taken by the Portue 
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gueſe ; and reſtored to the Spaniard by the Treaty of 
Peace 1n 1668. 

 Ualencta di Minho, a ſtrong Town upon the 
River Mzinho , in the Kingdom of Poreugal : which 
has reſiſted the repeated Attacks of the Spaniards. 

aalenza, Yalentia, Forum Fulvii, or Valentinum, 
a ſtrong Town in the Dakedom of Mz1ay, but in the 
Borders of Monzferrat. Built upon an Hill by the 
Po, ten Miles from Ca'al to the Eait, and ſeven from 
Aleſſandria to the North. It was attempted by the 
French in 1635. and in 1656. with great loſs : they 
took it in 1657, The Spaniards were defeated 
in1658. 1n their deſign of recovering it : but gained 
it by the Treaty of Peace the next year at the Pyre- 
nees, and are till in poſſeflion of it. 

Qalentinois, a Territory in Dauphine , of which 
Valence 1s the Capital. It is divided into the Upper 
and Loier Valentinois : The Upper extends from the 
River T/ere to the Droume ; the other from the 
Droume to the County of Venaiſſm. Formerly un- 
der its own Counts. It became united with Dar- 
Phine and the Crown of France in the time of 
Tews XI. King of France. Lewy XII advanced it to 
the quality of a Dukedom. 

Ualette, Valerra, a new, very ſtrong, fine, popu- 
lous City, in the Iſle of Malta. Built by Fean de 
Valette, a French Man , ( Maſter of the Knights of 
Malta ) in the year 1566. after the Turkiſh Siege ; 
on the North fide of the Iſland , upon a Mountain 
called Sceb Errgs : having an excellent Port. The 
_ that Order _- refided in that City ever 

ince the year 1571. The Caſtle belongi It 1 
called $. Elmo. - enraged 

La Ualette, or Y:l/ebois , a Town in the Duke« 
dom of Angouſmoss in France. t 

Ualtza, Rhodope, a Mountain in Thrace ; called. 
by the Inhabitants, Rulla. It divides Thrace into 
two parts ; extending from Eaft to Weſt ; and gives 
Birth to the:River Hebrus, and ſome others. 

_ Ualladoltd, Pintia, Valliſolttum, Valliſoletum, a 
City of Old Caſtile in Spain : great, elegant, and po- 
pulaus; upon the River Pizxerga , a little above its 
fall into the Dowuroz in the Borders of the Kingdom 
of Eeen ; ( of which it was a part.) Sixteen Spa- 
n:ſh Leagues from Burgos to the South-Weſt, and 
twenty from Salamanca to the North-Eaſt. This 
City was built by the Gorhs, in the year of Chriſt 625. 
Made a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Toledo, 
in the year 1595. Chriſtopher Columbus , the firft 
Diſcoverer of America , died here in the year 1 506. 
It was for ſome time the Seat of the Kings of Caſtle ; 
and now an Univerſity of great eſteem. Inthis place, 
Philip II. King of Spain,by the perſwafion of Mr.Par- 
ſons, ( a known Engliſh Jeſuit ), erected a Seminary 
for the Engliſh in 1589, the very year after the Spa- 
nmſh Armado had miſcarried, Philip IV. built a 
Magnificent Palace in it. In 1322. a Council was af- 
ſembled here. Long. 15. 40. Lat. 42. 16. $ There 
are two New Cities of the ſame Name in America; 
one in New Spain, in the Province of Honduras ; 
which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Me- 
x3co, fince the year 1558. The other in Peru. 
og Uallais, or Valais, Valeſia, See VValliſſer- 
andt. 

Ualle, 1. d: Demona, Demone Valli. 2.Valle ds 
Mazara. 3. Valle di Noto, Valls Neetina, are the 
three Provinces into which the Ifland of S:cily is now 
divided. 

The Uallep of Jehpſaphat , a Valley betwixt the 
City Feruſalem,and the|Mount of Olives in Paleſtine ; 
to the Eaſt : which lying two hundred and fifty paces 
lower than the City toſthat quarter , ſerves as a Foſſe 
to it, Its length frgln North to South comes to 

about. 
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zbout two thouſand paces. The name, ſome derive 
from the Sepulchre of RK. Zehoſaphat, anciently built 
upon it. Some, from a pretenfion that God will 
judge Mankind in this place ; becauſe of the fignth- 
cation of the word Fehoſaphat in Hebrew, (Gods 
Judgment ; ) and an expretiton in 7oel, 3. 12. Where 
v.14. the fame Valley is alſo called the Palley of de- 
cifion ; elſewhere in Scripture, the Yalzy of Kedron, 
trom the Brook of that name, which traverſes the 
middle of it; and the Kings Valley, from Solomons 
Garden, at the foot ct the Mount of Scandal, a pait 
of the Mount of ©/zves. Upon this Valley, at pre- 
ſent, 1s pretended to be ſhown the Sepulchers of King 
Feboſaphat, Abſalom, the Prophet Jachariah, and 
S. Fames Biſhop of Jeruſalem, all cut in Rocks : 
The Sepulcher of the Virgin Mary, in a Chutch, 
built by Helena in 326. Where are allo the Tombs of 
Foachm and Ann, (the Parents of the Virgin ; ) S:- 
meon and Levz;;: and | that famous Queen Meliſende, 
in the eleventh Century, who was the Daughter, Wiic, 
and Mother of Baldwin IT. Fouth , and Baldwin 11. 
three ſucceſiive Kings of Ferufa/cm. The Armenians, 
Facobites, and Aly/Jines have their ſeveral Altars and 
Apartments in this Churth ; which {tands upon tus 
Valley, at the foot of the Mountain Virzs Cali:e, 
another part of the Mount of O/zves. 

Gallona, a large Town in + Alibanza, recovere] 
out of the Hands of the Turks by the Forces of the 
Republick of Yenice, Sept. 18. 1650. There were 1n 
it one hundred and thirty Pieces of Cannon. 

Ualois, Yaleſti, a Duchy in the Iile of France ; 
between it, and P:icardy, and Champazne ; upon the 
River Oyſe. The chief Town of which is Crepz en 
Valox. All the Kings of France from P-31/ip IV. to 
Francs I. (that is, trom 1328, to 1515 ) were trom 
hence ſurnamed de Yiloz. 

Ualombze, a Benedi&ine Abbey in the Florentine, 
in Italy. 

calpo, a River, Town, and County in Sc/avonza ; 
between Efſſeck and Belgrade; all in the Hands of 
the Emperor. This River falls into the. Danube, three 
German Miles below Eſſeck to the South. 

Ualtelina, YVallis Telina, Volturena, a ſmall Tract 
belonging to the Grzſons, at the Foot of the Aipes ; 
through which the River Adda runs. It belonged to 
the Dukedom of M5z/an ; and was granted to the Gri- 
ſons, by Francs I. in the year 1516. The Spaniards 
have thereupon all along pretended a Right to it ; and 
in 1620, ſeized upon it ; more for the convenience of 
a paſlage between Tiro! and Mlan, than for the va- 
lue of the place; though it is a moſt fruittul ſpot of 
Ground : but the French, the Pope, and the Yene- 
tians interpoſing, and a War inſuing, the Gr:/ons at 
laſt recovered the Poſlefſion of it. This Valley ex- 
tends from Eaſt to Welt fixty Miles: on the North 
it is bounded by the Grzſons, on the South by the 
States of Venice, on the Eaſt by Tirol, and to the 
Welt by Mzlan. There are four conſiderable Towns 
in it, Morbegno, Sondrio, Tirano, and Bormio. It 
made a part of the ancient Rhoerza, and was then 1n- 
habited by the YVennonetes. 

Uan, a Fortreſs of the Turks, upon the Frontiers 
of Perſia, in Armenia; whuch 1s little, but very 
{trong : and ſtands upon a Lake of the ſame Name, 
betwixt Mar d: Bachu and the Tigrs ; which ſome 
call the Sea of Van, and the Sea of Armenia, becauſe 
its Waters are ſalt. Learned Men take it for the at. 
cient Artemita. It ftands two hundred and fifty Miles 
f.om the Caſpian Sea to the Welt. Long. 78. 40. 
Lat. 40. 3o. 

Uandali, an ancient People upon the Coaſts of 
the Bairrck Sea, in Germany: who in the fifth 
Century, in conjunction with the 4/anz and others, 
mad? Invafions into Gard an} Spain, In Gay/, they lot 


Godegeſilas their King, and twenty thouſand Men in 
one Battel, in the year 405, before the 4/anz could 
advance to their relief. In the other, they Conquer- 
ed the Kingdom of the Syevi, deieated the Roman 
Forces in Bwerica, called a part of the Country YVar- 
dalitia { now Andaluzia ) afier their own name : 
thence paſled into Africa ; and eſtabliſhed a Kingdom 
there in the Perſon of their General Genſericus : wo 
whom ſucceeded five others in the ſame honor ; til! 
Beiltſarius with .the Emperor J7uſtinians Forces took 
their laſt King Gel/imer (an Ufurper upon the Right 
of Hilderic, Kinſman to Fuſtinian) Priſoner ; and 
brought him to Conſtantinople, in 533. Theſe Kings 
—_ Arrians, and fevere Perſecutors of the contrary 
aith. 

Uannes, or Vennes, Venetia, Dai iorigum, Vene- 
tie>Darworigum Venetorim, a City of the Leſſer Bre- 
tagne in France: the Seat of the ancient Yererz, 
who were hardly conquered by F1/s1s Cſar in a Sea- 
Fight. It is now a Biſhops Sze, under the Archbiſhop 
of Tours; and 1s a fine, populous City, by the Bay 
de Morbihan, with a Caitle, which was anciently the 
Palace of the Dukes of Bretagne, and divers Churches; 
two Leagues from the Sea, and twenty fix from Ren- 
nes to the North-Weſt Long. 17. 28. Lat. 47. 15. 
In 465. a Council was celebrated here. 

Uar, Varus, a River of Taly, which arifeth in 
the Maritim Alpes, in the County of Ni7za ; and 
flowing South, receives the Faire, Tince, Veſubee, 
and Eſteron ; and at Niz7a, (or Nice) falls into the 
Mediterranean Sea ; after it bas for many Miles divie 
ded Provence from the County of Nizza ; it is 
theretore accounted the Boundary between France 
and Ttaly ; though” the French have ſome places on 
the South of this River, and the Duke of Savoy on 
the North of it. 

Uarcevo, Collentum, a City of Dalmatia ; between 
Zara to the Weit, and Scardona to the Eaſt ; under 
the Yenetians. 

Aarna, Dzonyſiopolis, Barna, Tiberiopolis, Odeſ« 
ſus, Varna, a City of Bulgaria ; which is an Archbi- 
ſhops See, and has a Port upon the Euxine Sea ; at 
the Mouth of the River Zyra, now Varna. It ſtands 
between this River to the North, the Seca to the Eaſt, 
and the Lake of Devina to the South. Still a place 
tolerably well peopled : feven German Miles trom 
Meſember, and the Borders of Thrace to the North. 
Moit taken notice of upon the account of a great 
Defeat the Chriſtians received here, under Uladi/la- 
as, King of Hungary, November 11. 1444» Long. 
54. 20. Lat. 44. 15. 

Ji Uaro, the ſame with ar. 

 Uaſento, Caſuentum, a River of Calabria, in the 
Kingdom of Naples ; which flowing by Coſenza, falls 
into the Gratz. In the Bed of this River, Alaricus 
King of the Goths, was buried, as ornandes faith : 
who was one of thoſe Barbarous Princes that ſacked 


Rome. 

Uaſiligozod, a City in the Dukedom of the little 
Novogorod in Meoſcovy ; upon the River olga, where 
it receives the Sure. 

Ualilipotamo, Eurotas, a River of the Morea. 

aaſſerburgh, a Town in Bavaria, where the Duke 
keeps his principal Treaſures. It ftands upon the, Ri- 
ver Inn, which almoſt incompaſſcth it ; ſeven Miles 
from Munchen to the Eaſt. | 

aatzen or Veirzen, Vaccia, a City in the lower 
Hungary upon the Danube : and a Biſhops See,under 
the Archbiſhop of Gran. | 

aauciuſe, quaſi Yallis Clauſa, a Fountain in the 
Valleys ot the County of Avignon in Provence, at the 
foot of a Mountain: famous tor the frequent refort 
of the Learned Poet Peerarch, thither, about the year 
1300 ; Who honoreth it with the Title of the _ 
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of Fountain, Some old remaining ruins upon the 
place are commonly to this day called, Petrarch's 
houſe. This Fountain forms the River Sourges (Suls 
24) very near its head ; afliſted by the influx of a 
number of other little ſources, from the fame Moun- 
tain. 

Uanud. See Waad. 

Uaudzevange, Valderfinga, a Town in Lorazn, 
upon the River Saar ; ten Miles from Mers to the 
Eait, and from Thiowville: which ſuffered much 1n 
the late German War, but fince rebuilt. About a 
Mile from this place was built a very firong Fort, cal- 
led Saar Lovis. 

gauge, Yogeſus, Voſagus, a celebr.ted Mountain 
in France; which extends from North to South, be- 
tween Lorain, Aljatia, and the Franche Comte, (1 
which it is called Mont des Faucilles; ) out of 1t a- 
riſe the Moſelle, and the Saone, or Soſne. There 15 
a ſmall Territory near it, which by the French 1s 
called /e Pars de Vauge 3 and by the Germans, Waſ= 
201 ; a part of the Dukedom of Lorain.

Le Uault, R»mana Ditio, a Diſtrict belonging 

to the Canton of Bearn, in Switzerland; betwixt 
the Lake of Lemane, and the'Mountain Jura. Lau- 
ſanne 18 its Capital City. Formerly under the Duke 
of Savoy. The French Call it Vaux, and Pa:s de 
Vaux.

Uaur, a ſinall Territory near Orleans. 

Ubeda, a great, populous City, in the Eaſtern 
Part of Andaluſia in Spain : towards the Borders of 
New Caſtile ; one League from the River Guadalqui- 
vir to the North, and fix from Jacn or Gaen to the 
South-Eaſt. This City was recovered from the Moors, 
September 29. 1234, by Ferdmando King of Caſtle : 
and betides a  ttrong Caltle, has a very advantageous 
Situation. Long. 17. 3o. Lat. 38. 30. 

Uberiinghen, Uberlinga, a ſmall but Imperial 
and Free City, in the Circle of Schwaben ; upon the 
Lake of Conſtance towards the North, two Miles 
from Conſtance. Made an Imperial City in 1267 : 
often taken, and retaken in the SwedsſÞþ War. 

, an ancient People, who dwelt about the 
(now) Archbiſhoprick of Cologne, and Dutchy of Z- 
liers, in the Circle of Weſtphalia'in Germany : the 
memory of their name being ſtill preſerved in a place 
there, called Ubich. 

Uchter-See, Lacus Moratenſis, a Lake of Swit- 
zerland, called alſo Murtenſee by the Germans. The 
River Broye flows through it, and falls ito the Lake 
called Newenburghſee. 

Tvenhetm, the ſame with Philipsbourg. 

Udtaa, the Capital Cily of the Kingdom of Szam, 
in the Eaſt-Indies. 

Udine, Urinum, a City in Frawl:, called by the 
Germans Weyden. The Capital of that Province, and 
the Seat of the Patriarch of Aquileja, fince the de- 
clenfion of that laft City into ruin ; of old a Biſhops 
See: Brought under the ſubjeCtion of the States of 
Venice in 1420: and built on the River Tore ; twen- 
ty Miles from the Adriacick Sea to the North, eleven 
from Paima, twenty from Gorstia to the Weit, and 
eight from Frzuls. Long. 35. 28. Lat. 45.46. 

Qccht, Vidrus, Vider, a River of Weſtphalia in 
Germany, mentioned by Tae:tns and Prolemy : it

'Qeletri, or Yelrrs,Yeletre, a moſt ancient City,and 
Colony in Campania di Roma ; taken by Ancus Mar- 
tius King of the Remans, Now a Biſhops See, but uni- 
ted to that of Oftia, and under the Pope. It is a 
_—_ ſpruce City ; twenty Miles from Rome to the

Ueleuve, a County in the Province of Guelder- 
land, in the United Netherlands : Harderwick is a 
pringjpal City in it. 

Qenafro, Fenafrum, a City in the Province ds 
Lavoro, m the Kingdom of Naples, of great Anti- 
quity : a Principality, and a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of:Capua. Twenty two Miles from Capue 
to the North. Long. 37. 58. Lat. 41. 35. 

Uenaiſlin; or Vena:ſſe, Vindaſane, Vindaucenſis, 
Venaſcinus Comitarus, a County in Provence in 
France ; between the Dauphine to the North, the 
Durance to the South, the Rhoſne to the Welt, and 
Provence to the Eaſt. In 1348, given by Fona Qu. 
of Naples, and Counteſs of Provence, to Clement VI. 
Pope of Rome ; and till, together with Avignon, 
ſubject to the Pope.

Uenice, Venetia, one of the nobleſt Cities, and 
Free States of Iraly ; called by the Inhabitants, Vene- 
tia, and Vmegia; by the Poles, Wenecya ; by the 
Greeks, Beysnz by the French, Veniſe ; by the Ger- 
mans, Venedr ; by the Georgians, V; enedich : and by 
the Turks, Venedick. It is the Capital alſo of a mighty 
Common wealth, and a Mart, or Sea-Port ; as much 
frequented -by the Merchants of all Nations, as moſt 
other in the World. Begun by the Inhabitants of 
Padona, about the year of Chriſt 421, upon the 
Rocks of the Adriatick Sea, out of a terror of the 
Goths and other barbarous Nations: which then like 
an impetuous and irrefiſtible Torrent over-run [taly. 
The Senate' of Padoua, as Maſters of the Iſlands of

whereupon enſued an Interregnum of five years; in 
which the State was committed to certain Officers, e- 
very new year changedand elected. Then they deſi- 
red to have a Doge again: And from 697. to 1177. 
they had about thirty four or thirty fix Sovereign Do- 
ges. In 1172. the Election of the Doge by the voices 
of all the People was aboliſhed ; and a Sovereign in- 
dependent Counſel appointed for that uſe, conſiſting 
of two hundred and forty Citizens, choſen indifferent- 
ly ont of the Gentry, Citizens, and Artizins : But 
withal they Created twelve Tribunes, with power to 
oppoſe the Doges Ordinances, in caſe they appeared 
unjuſt. This form of Government continued one 
hundred and eleven years : Andin 1280. the Coun- 
cil was fixed upon a number of certain Families and 
their deſcendents, expreſſed in publick Regiſter ; 
with an utter excluſion of other Perſons and Families, 
of all States and Qualities whatſoever. Which laft 
form, time hath improved with many additions. The 
Sword is now carried not before , but behind the 
Doge ; and the publick Coins repreſent him in Du- 
cal Habits, upon his Knees before S. Mark, (who is the- 
Symbol of the Republick;) two no ſmall intimations of 
lis inferiority to it. It is lawful for the Senate to de- 
poſe him (otherwiſe his Dignity is for lit) in caſe of 


in 1591. The Arſenal for their Gallies is the moſt 
celebrated, and their Harbor the moſt large and ſafe 
in the World. This City is the Miſtreſs fa Pmoors 
of the Adriatick Sea; once the Miſtreſs of the Morea, 
Cyprus, Candy, the Negropont, almoſt all the Iſlands 
of the Archipelago up to Conflenomcyhs Thefſalonica, 
molt of the other Sea-Port Towns of Greece, Smyrna, 
and many others in 4/ia ; which have been raviſhed 
trom her, by the prevailing fortunes of the O:romar 
Houſe. She is now no leſs gloriouſly ſtrugling to 
regain what ſhe dearly ſold, if the Turk had at all va- 
lued human Blood. But of all theſe places I have 
diſcourſed in the Accounts I have given of them. She 
ſtands two hundred and fixty Miles from Rome to the 
North, two hundred and eighty from Vienna South, 
one hundred from Ravenne North, fifteen from Ms- 
lan Ealt. Upon Aſcenſion-Day, the Doge accompa- 
nied with the whole College, and Ambaſladours of 
Crown'd Heads, performs a Ceremony yearly at Pore 
Lido, which is peculiarly remarkable in this City, of 
marrying the Adriatick Sea ; which is done by throw- 
ing out of his Buccintoro (a molt rich and pompous 
Galley for the purpoſe, wherein he rides in triumph) 
a Gold Ring into the Sea, with thele words; Deſpor- 
ſamus te, Mare, in ro_ vers & perpetus domunis. 
This Ceremony was firſt inſtituted by Pope Alexan- 
der Ill. towards the end of the twelfth Century ; 
as a ſolemn Declaration of the Sovereignty over the 
Adriatick , which the Republick had acquired by 
their Arms. Zebaſtians Jani was the Doge at that 
time. To him Pope Alexander delivered a Ring, 
ſaying 3 Take thu Ring, and upon this day in every 
year £0 come give one to the Sea, as to your lawful 
Spouſe, to the end that all poſterity may know, that 
the Sea by the right of Arms belongs to you. The 
Venetians had done great Services to Pope Alexan- 
der, againſt the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa ; and 
particularly by their Victory at Sea over O#ho, Son

to that Emperof';\ which induced the'Pope to create 
this Ceremony in "their honour :\not pretending. to 
grant from the -Roman'Sce, what that See never had ; 
but declaring and izing- ſolemnly an ancient 
right'in the poſſefſion of this State.” "Therefore when 
Pope Julius TI azked Donati, - the Venerian Ambal- 
ſador -in Raillery,' ts ſhow the Titles of this right ; 
it was thought ingenionſly anſwered by him ; If your 
Holineſs pleaſes to look out the original of Conſtan- 
tine's Donation to P. Sylveſter , you will find the 
grant of the Adriatick Sea to the Venetians. Their 
Generals over the Gulph, )Jof whom they ſhow in their 
Records, an uninterrupted Succeffion from 1230,) are 
the moſt ancient Marine Officers of the Republick. 
Biit the preciſe time of their Creation firſt was loſt 
amongſt the Records in a fire that year. A Yene- 
tan Hiſtorian calls this gulph, Reipublice domum, 
the houſe in which the Republick was born. Its 
mouth betwixt the Cape of Orrantro and that of Ex- 
Y queſta near Vallona, extends the ſpace of fifty or fif- 
ty five Miles. See Golfo di Veneria. The particular 
part of it in which the City Venice ftands,was anciently 
called Gallice Paludes, Septem Maria,Stagna Hadria- 


2ica: Now Lagune di Venetia, See Lagune. The 


Venetians date the beginning of their Republick not 
from the Election of the firſt Doge in 697. but, to 
repreſent its Age greater, from the day of the Procla- 
mation of Rralts an Alum, in March 25, An. Dom. 
421 : and they think it renders them more Auguſt, to 
compute their beginning from the ſame Epocha, as to 
the Month and Day, with that of the Incarnation of 
Chriſt, and (according to ſome opinions) the Crea- 
tion of the World. They have in their preſent Confti- 
tution a Grand Council of the Nobility, a Senate, a 
College of Twenty fix who give Audience to Ambaſ- 
ſadors and report their Demands to the Senate, a 
Council of Ten; anda Triumvirate (menthly choſen 
by, and ont of, the Tenof three Inquiſitors of State ; 
whoſe Anthortty is ſo abſolute, as to extend to the ta- 
king away of the Life of the Doge no lefs than the 
meaneſt Artiſan, without acquainting the Senate, pro- 
vided they all three agree m the Sentence. And 


no Ecceſiaſticks, tho Nobles, are futfered admittance 


into the Councils or Offices of the State, to prevent 
the Policies of the Church of Rome ; whoſe long in- 
terdi&t/ upon the Republick in the laſt age cannot be 
forgotten.

Ueragua, a Province of New Spain in South A- 
merica : included in the Government of Guati- 
mala. : 

Uera Paz, a Provincein the Government of Gua- 
timala in New Spain, in South America; upon the 
Borders of the Provinces of Guatimala, properly ſo 
called, and Honduras. . The Capital City bears the 
ſame name ; and is a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Mexico. This Province abounds with ſpa- 
cious Foreſts and Mountains, which the Spaniards are 
dayly levelling to improve the Air and the Soil. Upon 
the Eaſtern Coaſt of 1t lies the Golfo Dolce, or ſweet 
water-gulph ; by which Adventurers have ſometime 
ſoaght a paſſage to the Pacifick Sea in vain. 

Uerberie, Vermeria, a Royal Houſe belonging to 
the Kings of France, in the Dutchy of Valox, and the 
Dioceſe of Sosſſons, upon the River Oiſe ; where there 
have been four Councils celebrated. 

Uercelli, (as the French write) Vercezle, Vercelle, 
a City of Piedmont of great Antiquity z which is a Bi- 
ſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Mz/an. It ſtands 


upon the River Seſia, in the Borders of the Duke of . 


M:1an ; and has a Diftrict called by its own name be- 
longing to it, betwixt Montferrat, the Ms/aneſe and 
Toree : ten Miles from Caſal to the North, and from 
Novara to the Weſt : thirty five from M:/an Eaſt, 
and trom Turin Welt. It is a very ſtrong Place ; 
hath a Caſtle, a Cittadel, a famous Hoſpital, and 
handſome Churches ; often taken and retaken in the 
late Wars ; and particularly in 1638 by the Spaniards, 
who by the Pyrenean peace returned it, as 1t is now, 
under the Duke of Savoy. In the time of the ancient 
Rimans, it flouriſhed. Since, it hath been a Repub- 
lick ; next under the Duke of Mzan ; then Savoy. 
In 1050. P. Leo XIX. celebrated a Council at it a- 
gainſt Berengarius, Archdeacon of Angers: who was 
cited, but did not appear to the ſame. 

Uerdun, Verduna, YVeroduna, Verodunum, Vir- 
dunium, Vereduna, a City of Gall:ia Belgica, men- 
tioned by Antoninu : now inthe Dukedom of Lo- 
rain, but ſeparated-from it by the French : under 
whom it has been ever fince 1552, when Hewry IL 
took it. A Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop oi 7rzer ;

Six- 
teen Lea from Pampelon to the Welt, twelve 
trom Bilbao, and twelve from Burgos to the South- 

Eaſt, 
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Eaſt. Built in 1180, and now in a thriving condi- 
tion. | 
Uidin, Widin, Bydena, Viminiacum, a City of 
Servia : which is an Archbiſhops See,. and the Seat of 
the Turkiſh Governour. It ſtands upon the Danube, 
( Where it receives the Lon } 9 German Miles from 
the Borders of Thrace to the Weſt, and fifteen from 
Niſſa to the North. Taken by the Imperiali/ts after 
a defeat of 10000 Turks that were poſted near it, 
Ofob. 1689. Retaken by the Turks in 4 days Sep. 
1690. 
Uteliluki, Vielluchia, Vielkolucha, a ſtrong City 
upon the River Lovat, in the Dukedom of Koſcorw, 
in the Borders of Lithuania in Moſcovy : 30 Poliſh 
| Miles from /:repska to the North; and 16 from the 

Lake of 1/lmex to the South. Taken by Stephen, 
King of Poland, Decemb. 16. 158. 

Uienna, Vienna, Ala Flaviana, Fuliobona, Vin- 

dobona, the Capital City of Auſtria, and Seat of the 
Emperors of Germany ; called by the Inhabitants 


Wien, by the French Vienne, by the Turks Weets - 


or Weetz, by the Poles Udieden. It 13 one of the 
greateſt, moſt populous, ſtrong, and rich Cities in 
Germany : ſeated on the South fide of the Danube; o- 
ver which it has a Bridge, (where it receives a ſmall 
River called the Wien ; from whence it has its pre- 
ſent Name.) Alfo a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Sal:zzburg. Made an Imperial City by Frede- 
rich II. in 1236 : But this Privilege laſted only four 
Years. Hofman faith, it is the nobleſt City on the Die 
2ube, both as to the Beauty, Magnificence of its Buil- 
dings, and the abundance of all things uſeful to the 
Life of Man. Takenin 1485. by Matthias Corvinus, 
King of Hungary. Belieged by the Turks in 1529. 
September 15. under So!/yman II. with an Army 0 
200000 Men : but his Cannon being ſunk. or difar- 
dered by the Governour of Presbourgh in their way 
up the Danube after two general Affaults in vain, 
and the News of the March of the Emperor Charles V. 
to its relief, he raiſed the Siege, Oftober 15. Again 
they belieged it in 1532. and 1543; - And when 
in 1683, 1t was reduced in a fourth Siege to great 
Extremities; it was relieved by Fohn II. King of 
Poland, September 10; (the Anniverſary whereof is 
religiouſly here obſerved) after it had been violently 
battered from Fuly 14. by an Army of 100000 Turks ; 
who loſt all their Tents, Baggage, Cannon and Mor- 
tars, (to the number of 180 Pieces, whereof fome were 
marked with the Arms of the Emperors Ferdinand I. 
and Redulph II.) Victual, and Ammunition; the Stan- 
dard of the O:toman Empire, engraved with theſe 
words, There is no other God but one God, and Ma- 
homet is his Prophet ; their Reputation abroad, and 
their Courage at home, by this Defeat ; which has 
made them contemptible, unfortunate, and miſerable 
ever fince. The Creſcent and the Star, (the Ottoman 
Arms) till this, had continued engraved upon the 
higheſt tip of the Tower of S. Szephens Church, from 
the year 1529 : when the Citizens placed them there 
for an acknowledgment to So/[yman Il. who, during 
his Siege, totally exempted that Cathedral from Bat- 
tery. But no ſuch regard to it having been obſerved 
by the Turks in the laſt Siege, a Croſs was immediately 
advanced in the place of the Creſcent. This City has 
been the Seat of the Emperors of Germaxy ever lince 
1438. Frederick II. founded an Univerſity in it, in 
1237. Which Albert III. Archduke of Auſtria reeſta- 
bliſhed in 1365. In 1267. a Council was celebrated 
here. The Sootch College was a principal, and ſtate» 
ly Building of this City, before its deſtruction in the 
laſt Siege. It is fortified with 12 Baſtions. The Lear- 
ned Dr. Edward Brown, inhis Travels, has excellently 
deſcribed the preſent State of it ; and to him I remit 
the Reader. It ftands 25 Germav Miles from Lantz 


to the Eaſt, 6 from the Borders of Hyngary, 50 from 
Cracow, 34 from Buda. Long. 39. 1o. Lat, 48. 22. 
Uienne, Vienna, a moſt antient City of Gallia 
Narbonenſis : in the Roman times, the Metropolis of 
the Allobroges ; and then a great and Royal City. 
Called, by Pomponius- Mela , Vienna Allobrogum. 
Now an Archbiſhops See; ſeated in the Dauphine up- 
on the R-oſne, ( where it entertains the Gera ) over 
which it had a Bridge, (now half ruined) ; at the foot of 
an Hill; 13 Leagues from Grenoble to the Weſt, 5 
from Lyons to the South, and 1 i from Valence. Po 
Calixtus Il. was an Archbiſhop of this City. It is the 
Capital of the Territory of YViennors; which lying be- 
twixt the Rhoſne and 1/ere, is called the Ifland of the 
Allobroges. This City in the Roman Coing, Inſcriptions 
and Hiſtories, is called the 1lluſtrious, Adorned, Strong, 
Beautiful, Fruittul Colony of Fienna. Claudius, the 
Emperor, choſe ſeveral of its Citizens into the Ro- 
man Senate, Hither Pzlate and Archelaus the Son of 
Herod the Great were baniſhed. V|ajentinian the 
Younger was here murdered by Arbogaſtes a trai- 
terous Courtier, in 392. In the fifth Century. it be- 
came the Seat of the Kings of Burgundy: that King- 
dom beginning about 408. In 504. Gunudabond, one 
of theſe Kings, took it by a Siege, and flew Godior- 
filas his Brother, whoa defended it againft him. In 
532- there was an end put to this Kingdom by Clo- 
thaire King of France. In $55. it became the Seat 
of a ſecond French Burgundian Kingdom ; which en- 
ded in 1032. And this City paſſed to the Emperors 
of Germany. In 1160. it was ſeized by one Guine, 
by the Title of Earl or Dauphine of Vienne : and 
continged in this Line till 1342, when it was again 
united to the Crown of France. Allo regardable on 


f the account of a Council held here, in 1311. by Pope 


Clement V. aflifted with the Patriarchs of Alexan- 
dria and Antioch, and 3oe Biſhops ; in the preſence 
of Philip le bel King of France. This Council ren- 
dered the Feaft of Corpus Chriſti, before inſtituted

Uteſte, Vieſta, Apeneſte, a City in the Capitan;- 
fo, a Province of the Kingdom of Naples : which is 
a Biſhops Sce, under the Archbiſhop of Manfredonia ; 
and ftands at the foot of Mount Gargarz, * upon the 
Adriatick Sea ; - 25 Miles from Manfredonza to the 
South-Eatt. Built out of the Ruins of Marinum, an 
antient Roman City ; which was honoured with a Bi- 
ſhops See, and mentioned by Pliny. 

lietri, a Town and Dutchy in the Kingdom of 

Naples, near Salerno. 

Uigazolo, Vigiſole, Togi/onus, a Lake in the Ter- 
ritory of Padoua mn Lombardy. 

Uigenne, Yincenna, a River of Burgundy. 

Uigevano, YViglebanum, Vergeminum, a ſmall 
City with a ftrong Caſtle in the Dukedom of Mslan : 
in 1532. made a Biſhops Sec, under the Archbiſhop 
of Milan ; from whichit ſtands 20 Miles to the Welt, 
and 12 from Novara, upon the River Tecino. There 
is a ſmall County belonging to it of the ſame name. 

Uignozi, Yangions Rivw, a Town in Champagne. 

Uthitz, YVihizza, a City of Croatia, alſo called 
Bigton , upon a ſmall Lake made by the River ana; 
45 Miles from Segna or Seng to the Eaſt, and from

Utikefland, a Tract in Eſthonia in Livonia ; be- 
tween Reval and Pernaw ; upon the Baltick Sea :

Uilatne, Yindana, Herius, Vicennonia, Vidana, 
a River of Bretagne in France ; which watering Ren- 
»es, the Capital of that Province, falls into the Brz- 
ziſh Sea, between Nantes and Vannes. | 
UiNna de Chieſa, Y/://a Eccleſie, a City on the 
South fide of the Iſland-of Sardinia; which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, ever ſince the year 1513. but little, and 
not much inhabited. 
Uflach, Cacorum, Villachum, a City of the Vp. 
er Carinthia, upon the Drave, (where it receives 
the Geyla) in the Dominions of the Biſhop of Bam- 
terg 3 eighteen Miles from Clagenfure to the Welt, 
and forty ſix from Udine to the North. 
Utila Franca, a Town in P:edmont, -in the Coun- 
ty of N:zz4; with a large Port on the Mediterranean 


Sea, Built in 1295. by Charles II. King of Naples: * Ul | ; 
.taymulium, a City of Liguria, in the States of Genoua ; 


five Miles from N:7za to the Weſt, and from Me- 
naco to the ſame. Near this place the French defeat- 
ed Proſper Colonna, in 1516.

fluentum, a City of Rou/illon ; in the Mountains, up- 
on the River Thers, at the foot of the Pyren ; ten 
Leagues from Perpignan to the Welt. 

Utile Ffranche de Bovergue, a great City of 
Aquitain; in the Province of Rovergue, upon the 
River Yeroninm : eight Leagues from Rhodes to the 
Weſt, and from Caors to the Eaſt, $S. There is ano- 
ther Town of this name in the Territory of Bear- 
olos. 
: Uillemur, a Town in Languedoc. 

Utlena, Bigerra, once a City of the Baſtitana's ; 
mentioned by Livy, Ptolemy, and ſome others. Now 
a Town in the Kingdom of Murcia, in the Borders 
of Valencia ; twelve Leagues from Murcia to the 
North. As appears by ſeveral ancient Inſcriptions 
there found. 

Utine, Vilna, a City in the Kingdom of Poland ; 
called by the Inhabitants, Filenskz ; by the Poles, Wy1- 
n4 ; by the Germans, Wilde, and Wildaw ; by the 
French, Vilne, and Vilna, It is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Gneſna, and the Capital of L:thu- 
ania. Built in 1305. by Gedemin, (Great Duke of 
Lithuania) and fince become a very great City, Ill 
handled by the Refs, in 165 5. when they took it. The 
Swedes have ſince regained, and rebuilt it. In 1579. 
there was an Univerſity opened here by King Stephen. 
'TIt ſtands upon a River of the ſame name: one hun- 
dred and thirty Polsſh Miles from Cracory to the South- 
Eaſt, and forty eight from Rzga to the South. Long.

Uimen, Vinemagum, Vimeſium, a Tract in P:- 
cardy ; between Normandy to the South, the Mouth 
of the Somme to the North, and the Briz:ſþ Sea to 
the Welt. 

Uimozy, a Village in the Province of Gaſtinos 
in France ; one League from- Montargis : where the 
Duke of Gu:ſe obtained a Victory over the Foreign

Uire, Vir:a, a City in the Lower Normandy, of 
good elteem, upon a River of the ſame name ; twelve 
Leagues from Caen to the North-Weſt, and a little 
more from Courance to the Eaſt. 

Uirginta, a Country in Norch America. Bounded 


,on the South by Carolina, on the Eaft by the Verg:s- 


ian Ocean, on the North by Maryland ; on the Weſt 
by Mountains, and a vaſt Tract of undiſcovered Lands. 
Firſt diſcovered by Sabaſtian Cabot, a Portugueſe, in 
an Engliſh Ship, in 1497. Viewed by Sir Fran.Drake ; 
called Virginia by Sir Falter Rawleigh, in Honour of 
Qu. Elszabeth, in 1584. Firlt planted in 1607. by 


Sir Zohn Popham. The Air is pleaſant and wholſome, 


except in the Lowlands and Marſhes. Subject to vio- 
lent changes, eſpecially when the North-Weſt Winds 
blow : which coming from Mountains,always covered 
with Snow,are violently cold. It abounds with all things 
uſeful to the Life of Man, except Wine and Oil. The 
chief Town where the Geovernour Reſfides is Fames 
Town: and the whole 1s divided into nineteen Coun- 


ties. 

Cirton, Virronium, a ſmall City in the Dukedom 
of Luxemburgh, in the Borders of Lorain: five 
Leagues from Luxemburgh to the Weſt,and four from 
Arlon to the South ; under the Spanzards. 

Uiſapeur, or Vi/iapour, Viapora, the Capital City 
of the Kingdom of Decan, in the Hither Eaſt- Indies ; 
one hundred and ſeventy eight Eng/z/h Miles from Goa 
to the North-Eaſt, and ſomething more from Maſul:- 
patan to the North-Weſt. Taken by the Great Mogu! 
in 1687. Decan is ſometimes called the Kſngdom of 
V:/apour from this City. 8 

QAisbut, a Town in Gothland. 

Uiftre, V:rreus, a ſmall River in the Territory of 
Niſmes in Languedoc, 

Uiſtula,one of the greateſt Rivers of Poland:which 
in ancient times was the boundary between Germany 
and Sarmatia. Called ancicntly by Pliny, Viſtullus ; 
Ptolemy, Iſtula ; Pomponius Mela, Viſula ; Ammia- 
nus Marcellinus, Biſtula; now by the Sclavontans, 
We:ſſel ; and by the Poles,W:/Ja. It ſpringeth out of the 
Carpathian Hills,i»the Upper Szlejra,in the Borders of 


Hurgary;flowing E.and being augmented with the Sala, 
watereth. 
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watereth Crakow; then taking in the Dunazeck,the Ni- 
da, the Wiſlaca ; and turning North, the Yzeprez, and 
the Pzlecza ; and watering Cersko, and Warſaw; it 
admits the Bug and Bſura, above Plocsko from the 
Eatt. Beneath 1t waſheth Doberzin, Thorn,Culm, New- 
enburgh. At Marienwerder divides into two Branches. 
The Eaſtern palleth by Margenburgh, and Elbing, in- 
to the Bay of Dantzzch : the Wettern ſubdivides into 
two other Branches. The moſt Weſtern of which 
goes by Dantzick into the ſame Bay, and ſo into the 
Balitickh Sea: being at its fall one of the noble(t 
Streams in the World 5 but ſo ſhallow, that a great 
Ship cannot come up to the City. ? 

UAiteflen, Virefleur, Gutefleda, Vitefleda, a River 
near Calazis in France. 

Uiterbo, Yirerbium, a City in S. Peter's Patrimo- 
ry : which is a Biſhops See, immediately under the 
Pope : great and populous : at the foot of an Hill : 
40 Miles from Rome to the North-Weſt, and from 
Civita Vecchia to the North. Patina faith, it was 
of old called Ferulonia. Four Popes lye interred in 
the Cathedral. In 1614. and 1524. the Biſhop of it 
held 2 Synods here. It 1s the Capital of the Province. 

Uitre, or Vitry le Francors, Vittoriacum Franci- 
cum, a Town in Champagne in la Perche, upon the 
Marne : Þ Leagues trom Chaalons towards DiFters. 
King Franch I. built it, and honoured it with his 
Name; to diſtinguiſh it from Yr: le Brule hard by, 
which was heretofore a confiderable Calle. 

Uitſtock, a Town in Brandenbourgh : where the 
Swedes and Saxons got a great Victory over the Im- 
perialiſts, in 1636. 

Uivaretz, Vrvarienſis Trattus, a Province in Lan- 
guezoc, called alſo Vivarazs, Bounded on the Eaſt 
by the Rhoſne, (which parts it from the Daupbine : ) 
on the North by Forez, and Velay: on the Weſt by 
Givaudan ; and on the South: by the Lower Langue- 
doc (ſeparated by the River Ardeche), and ſez. The 
Capital City of it is /ivsers; the reſt are Annonay, 
Aubenas, Priva:, and Tournon» A part of it is moun- 
tainous, and much exceeded in Fertility by the Plains 
that lye along the Khoſne. About 22 Leagues long,and 
17 broad. Divided into the Upper and Lower YVivaretz, 
by the River Erzerx. 

Uiviers, Vivario, Vivarium, Vivario Albienſium, 
the Capital City of Yivaretz : which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Yienne ; and ſtands upon a 
ſteep Hill, upon the Rhoſne ; 4 Leagues from S. Eſprit 
tothe North, and 5 from Valence to the South. The 
Maps place it 12. It is riſen out of the Ruines of Abs 
(A4/ba Helviorum) ; which being deſtroyed by the bar- 
barous Nations in 430, its See was tranſlated hither. 
There are divers Churches adorning this City. 

Utze, Byzia, an inland City of Thrace, upon a Ri- 
ver of the ſame name, in the Borders of Bulgaria: 5o 
Miles from Haraclea to the North. Now an Ar. Biſhops 
See, and the Seat of one of the Sangiacks of Romania. 

Utzzegrad, or P/indenbourgh, Viſegradia, a ſmall 
but ſtrong City in Hungary : upon a Hill, near the Da- 
nube ; 3 Miles from Gran, and 8 from Buda. It wasone 
of the Country Palaces of the Kings of Hungary: and 
has a Caſtle, which Marrhias Corvmus, K. of Hungary, 
very much beautified. Lew, K. of Hungary, died here 
in 1382. The Germans call it Plindenburg. 

Ukraine, Ukrania, Ucrania, Okraina, a Provirce 
of Red Ruſſia in Poland : fo called, becauſe it is the 
Marches between Poland, Moſcovy, and the leſſer Tar- 
tary: and no leſs frequently called the Palatinate of 
Kiovia, Itis divided into two parts by the Nzeper. 
The Coſſacks inhabit this vaſt Country ; which are 1n part 
under the Poles, in part under the Ruſs. The Induttry 
of the latter Kings has filled it with Villages, Caſtles, 
Towns, and Forts ; at this day very much cultivated. 
That part to the Eaſt of the Nzeper is under the R's.

_ Ula Tresk, V/a, a Lake in Sweden, in the Pros 
vince of Bothnia. 

Uladiflaw, Vlad:/{avia, a ſmall City in the greater 
Poland : the Capital of the Province of Cufavie, and a 
Biſhops See under the Ar. Biſhop of Gneſza ; called by 
the Po/es, Wladiflaw. 1t ſtands upon the Viſtula : be- 
tween P/osko to the North-Weſt, and Thorn to the 
South-Eaft ; 5 PolſÞ Miles from either. Made a Bi- 
ſhopg Seein 1173. 

Ulie, Flevo, Flevum, an Iſland at the mouth of the 
Re in Holland 3 3 Leagues ffom the Shoars of Friſe- 
land: where the Dutch Fleets uſe to rendezvous, when 
they go upon any Expedition. 

Uilles-Water, a Lake upon the Borders of Cum- 
berland and Weſtmorland, which yields great plenty 
of - Fiſh. 

alm, V/ma, a City of Germany, in the Circle of 
Schwaben, whereof it is the Capital: called by the 
French, Oulme ; great, ſtrong, rich, and populous. It 
ſtands upon the Danube, and the lier; 12 German 
Miles from Tubingen, and 24 from Strasbourgh, 10 
from Ausbourgh. In the Titles of the middle Age, it 
1s called Hulma ; in the more ancient Alcimoens. Not 
walled before 1300. Charles the Great gave it tothe Ab- 
bey of Richenow by Conſtance: and being redeemed 
from this Servitude, in 1346. Lewis of Bavaria made 
it a Free City. It embraced the Reformation in 1 529. 
In 1552. it ſuffered much from the Proteſtant Princes ; 


yet to this day it perſeveres in the Augnuſtane Confel(- - 


fion. Allowing to the Roman Catholicks 2 Churckes;

- Ultzen, a Town inthe Dutchy of Lunetibourgh in 
the Lower Saxony : upon the River I/menaw or Die 
Aw : 5 German Miles from the City Lunenbourgh to 
the South, and the ſame diſtance from Dannebergh to

Ulſter, Vlton:a, the moſt Northern of the four Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom of Ireland : called by the Iriſk; 
Cui Gully ; by the E2g/:p, Ulſter ; by the We!ſl, 
Witw ; bounded on the North by the Ocean, on the 
Welt by Canought and the Ocean,on the South by Lein- 
ſer, and on the Eaſt by the Irsſb Sea. In length fromi 
North to South 100 Miles ; in breadth from Eaſt to 
Welt 130; in circumference 420. Tho it lies fo far 
to the North; yet it is not ſubject to any extremity of 
Weather; the various Winds coolingit in Summer, and 
frequent Rains mollitying the ſharpneſs of the Air ia 
Winter. The Soil is fruittul in Corn and Graſs; affords 
great plenty of Timber and Fruit Trees.

Underwaldt, Sylvanza, Sylvanienſis and Undzre 
valdenſis Pagus, a Canton in Switzerland, the Capi- 
tal of which is S:zantz. On the North it is divided from

Bounded with Ruſſia, 
( properly ſo called) to the Welt ; Podolza to the 
South, the Palatinate of Breſcia to the North, and 
Kjovzg to the Eaſt. The Capital of it is Luſyck. | 

Uolhinia Jnferioz. Sce the Palatinate of Kzov1a. 
 Uoio, a Town and Fortreſs upon the Gulph of its 
own Name, and the Coaſt of the Province of Theſſa- 
{ia, in Macedonia : North of the Iſland of Negre- 
pont. It is the fame place with the Pagaſe of the An- 
tients, and the ſame Gulph with their Sznus Pagaſicus. 
The Turks made a Magazine of it,both for Amunition 
and Proyifion, It hath a fare and ſpacious Port, In 
the year 1655. Morofina, reſolving to ſeize the Turkiſh 
Magazine, ftormed the Town and Fortreſs, till he made 
himſelf Maſter of both 5 he put on board his Fleet 
twenty ſeven Canons, and above four Millions of Pounds 
- weight of Bisket, Burnt the Magazine, Houſes, and 

Moſques; and levelled the Walls to the ground. 

Qoicei, an antient People of Latzum, in Italy ; 
who reſiſted the Roman Power very much, to their 
own loſs. T. S$icinius, Conſul, deteated them in the 
year of Rome 257. Q. Capitolinus beat them again 
in 316. 4. Pofthumius Tubertus, Dictator, triumphed 
overthem in 325. And Camyllus conſtrained them to 
ſubmit in 365,/. Their Country now makes a part of 
Campagna di 'Roma. 

Qoliterra, Yolaterra, Volaterre ,one of the moſt 
antienteſt Cities in ay, in Herrura ; in the Territory 
of P:ſa, upon a Mountain ; and a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop. of Florence ; from whence it ſtands 
34-Miles to the South. In 1578, and 1590. Synods 


were celebrated here, The Soil about it yields abun-

Uoltozno, Yulcurnus, a River in the Kingdom of 
Naples : it ſpringeth out of the Apennine in the Bor- 
ders of the hither Abruzzo ; and flowing South through 
the Province ds Lavoro, near YVenafro and Alifi be- 
neath Toleſs, it receives the Sabato ; and watering Ca- 
pua, falls into the Tyrrhenzan Sea, 20 Miles North of 
Naples. | 

 Toltufiraria, Pulenraria, a ſmall City in the Capi- 
tanata, in the Kingdom of Naples : a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Benevento; from which it 
{tands 24 Miles to the North. 

Hoville, a Town in PozGrers in France : where 
Clovis, King of France, gained a great Victory over 
Alarick, King of the Goths ; whom he flew with his 
own hands, in the year of Chriſt 507. 

Uoutenai, a place near Auxerre in Burgiind) ; 
where Charles (ſurnamed the Bald) got a great Vi- 
Ctory over Lothaire, in the year of Chriſt 841. | 

Uplandia, a Province in the Kingdom of Sweden ; 
( the Capital of it is Upſal) 3 in which ſtands Stock= 
holm, the Royal City of that Kingdom, Bounded on 
the North with Geſtr:icia, on the Eaſt by the Baltick 
Sea, on the South by the Sudermannia, and on the 
Welt by Weſtmannia. Very truitful and well cultivated. 

Uppingham, a well built neat Market Town in the 
County of Rutland, and the Hundred of Martinſley : 
ſituated upon an Hill ; and accommodated with a Free- 
School and an Hoſpital. 

Upſal, Upſalia, is the Capital City in the King- 
dom of Sweden, in the Province of Upland ;in 1148. 
made an Archbiſhops See by Pope Eugenius III. It 
ſtands upon the River Sala, (which falls into the Lake 
of Ekolen) ſeven Swediſh Miles from Stockholm to 
the North. Long. 44. 15. Lat. 60. 05. It was for 
many Ages the Seat of the Kings of Gothland; and to 
this day the Kings of Sweden are crown'd there, in 
memory of its antient Glory. It is alſo an Univerſity : 
defended by a ſtrong Caſtle built near it on a Rock; 
In the Cathedral you ſee the Tombs of many of the 
Kings of Sweden; who bore the Style of Kings of 
Upſal in former times. And here in 1654. the fa-. 
mous Chriſtiana Queen of Sweden reſigned her Royal

Wallingfozd, a Market Town and Corporation in 
Berk ſhire, in the Hundred of Moreton, upon the Ri- 
ver Thames, here covered with a Bridge : a famous 
place both in the Roman and Saxon times. It is the 
antient Guallena g the Seat of the Arrrebatis, a Bri- 
tiſh Tribe ; and under the Weſt-Saxons was the Ca- 


'pital Town of theſe parts : being adorned with 12 


Pariſh Churches, a Caſtle of great ſtrength, and 
Walls which were a Mile in circuit. The Tracts and 
Ruines of thoſe Walls yet appear, and part of the 
Caſtle : together with one Church : which declenfion 
from its priſtine State was occalioned by a Plague in 
1343. It retains the Henor of the EleCtion of two

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Members to repreſent it in the lower Houſe of Par- 
hament. 

Wattiferlandt, Valinſa, Valleſia, a great Canton 
In Switzerland ; called by the French Vallass, or 
Vallays ; by the Germans Walliſſerlandt ; by the 
Italians Valleſia. It extends from Eait to Weſt ; be- 
tween the Canton of Sthwitz to the North and Eaft, 
the Dukedom of Mzlaz and Aouſte to the South, and 
Savoy to the Weſt. The Capital of it is Syzrei or 
Syon: and the other principal Cities are Martizny 
and S; Maurice. This Canton was united for ever 
fo the reſt in the general League, in 1533. Its ex- 
tent from Faſt to Weſt is almoſt 1co Miles, its 
breadth between 15 and 3o, The Religion here pro- 
tefſed is the Roman Catholick ; for the maintenance 
of which, the Biſhop (who is their Prince; combined 
with the 7 PopsſÞ Cantons, in 1572. It is a pleaſant 
fruitful Valley, abounding with Saffron, Corn, Wine, 
and delicate Fruits ; enriched with Meadows and ex- 
cellent Paſtures; ſurrounded every way with craggy 
and unpaſſable Rocks and Mountains, which afford 
hut one entrance into it, and that defended by two 
Gates and a Caſtle. Theſe Mountains are at all times 
covered with Ice and Snow; not to be pafſed by an 
Army, nor eafily by a fingle Perſon.

Warwick, Varvicum, Prefidium Verovicum, the 
Shire-Town of the County of Farwick, is ſeated on 
the Weſt-fide of the River Avon ( over which it has a 
Stone Bridge) in the middle of the County. Called 
by the Welſh, Caer Guarvic and Caer Leon ; by the 
Romans, Prefidium; which fignifies the fame thing 
with the Br:ttsſh Name. It ſtands upon a ſteep and 
craggy Rock mounted on high, not ealily approached ; 
hath two Pariſh Churches, a handſom Market-Houſe 
of Freeſtone, an indowed Hoſpital : the Afſizes and 
Seftjons for the County are kept at it; and it was 
fortified with Walls and Ditches, and towards the 
South-VVelt it had a firong Caſtle. ' * Erhelfled (a 
Mercian Queen) rebuilt it in the year 911. In the 
year 1096, Henry de Newburg was created Earl of 
Warwick by William the Conqueror. This Family 
laſted five Deſcents; and in the year 1242, Fohn Mar- 
ſhal was the ſeventh Earl, in the Right of Margery, 
Siſter and Heir of Thomas the laſt Eatl. Fohn de 
Placets, her ſecond Husband, was the cighth in 1243, 
William Maudit the ninth in 1263. William Beau- 
champ Sen of Iſabel ( Siſter and Heir of William 
MauditY in 1268. This Family continued five De- 
ſcents : amongſt which Henry Beauchamp the Favou- 
rite of King Herry VI, who crowned tnm King of the 
Iſte of VVight, received this Place with the advanced 
Title of Duke ; which vaniſhed after him. And in 
the year 1449; Richard Nevil: (who married Anne 
Silter of Henry Beauchamp,the former Earl and Duke 
of YFarwick ) ſucceeded ( in the Title: of Earl. ) In 
147I, George Duke of Clarence, Brother to Fdward 
IV, by the Mrridns of Anne Daughter of Richard Ne- 
vil, wastheeighteenth ; ſucceeded by Edward Plan- 
tagener his Son in 1471. In 1547, John Dudley: 
and in'1562, Ambroſe his Son, deſcended from the 
Lady Margaret , Daughter of Richard Beauchamp 
Earl of VVarwick, In 1618, Robert Lord Rich of 
L ee7e was. the twenty ſecond Earl of VYar- 
wich by James T. Charles, great Grandſon to Robert, 
died without Iflue : whereupon Robere Rich Earl of 
Holland, his Coufin Germain, ſucceeded in the Earl- 
dom of V/arwick ; and left both the Titles of War- 
wieh and Holland united to Edward the prelent Earl, 
the twenty ſeventh, and the fixth of this Family. 
Warwick returns two Parliament Men, and ftands in 
the Hundred of Kingron, ;

Waterfozd, Vaterfordia, Maprana,.a Town and 
County in the Province of ter on the South of 
Ireland, The Town is called by the Ir5ſb Phure- 
lairge. The Capital of its County, and next Dublin 
the greateſt place in that Kingdom : having a very large 
and ſafe Haven, under the Protection of a ttrong 
Fort, called Duncannon Fort ; and conveniently ſeat- 
ed fot a, Trade with any part of the World. Built by 
the Norwegians in a bad: Air and a barren Soil, at the 
Mouth of the River Shour. Ever fince it came into 
the hands.of the Enghzſh, it has continued very loyal 
fo this Crown 3 a s on that ſcore obtained many 
ſignal Privileges from it. In the year 1649, they for- 
ced Oliver Cromwel to draw off, when he was Maſter 
of the greateſt part of Ireland ; yet when reliftance 
was in vain it ſurrendred, uſt 29. 1650, on good 
terms. As alſo to King W:llsam, both Town and 
Fort, Fuly 25 and 26, 169o, without a ſtroke. 

The v ountp of Waterfozd, is bounded on the 
Eaft by Wexford, on the North by Tipperary, on the 
VVeſt by Cork, and on the South by the Sea: the 
Sewer encloſing it on the North and Eaſt, and the 
More on the VVeſt.

ſtrong Caſtle. It ſtands between RoſZoch to tlie Ealt, 
and Lubeck to the VVeſt ; ſeven German Miles from 
either. Built about the year 1240, by a Count of 
Swerin. In 1262, it was almoſt entirely ruined by 
Fire. In 1266, the Duke of Mecklenburg gave it 
great-Privileges to encourage the rebuilding of it ; 
which procured the building it with Stone, By the 
Peace of Munſter it wasafligned to the Swedes ; but 
being taken by the Danes in 1679, tho by the Treaty 
in 1679 they were to reſtore it ; yet that Crown has 
not performed that Article. 

Wetſlell, See Viſtula. : 

Wetlſemburg, Weiſemburgum, a City of Bava= 
ria, in the Territory of Aichſtadt, near the Fountains 
of Rednitz ; four German Miles from Donawert to 
the North, ſeven from Norimberg , and five from 
Newburs. This is a Free Imperial City. | 

Wetfſemburg, a City of A!/ſatia in the Territory 
of waſgow ; towards the Borders of the Palatinate of 
the Rhine : called Cron Weiſemburg, to diſtinguiſh 1t 
from the former : which is a Town in A/ſatza of old 
called Sebuſium.

This 
City is the Capital of aTerritory called die Prebſzey vor 
werſſemburg, the Prefefure of weiſſemburg ; which in 
the year 1540, was united for ever to the Biſhoprick of 
Spire. Lauterburg was the uſual Seat of the Preſi- 
dent of this Diſtrict ; but is now under the French

Weliſſenburg, 4/ba Fulia, a City in Tranſplvansa ; 
called by the Hungarians, Gyvla Fejervar. It isa 
Roman Colony ſetled in the times of Marcus Aureizus 
Antoninus(from whoſe Mother it had its Latin Name;)

, Weſtburp, a Market Town and Corporation in 
W:leshire , upon the River Broke , falling into the 
Avon : the Capital of its Hundred, and honoured 
with the Election of two Parhament Men. 

Weſterwaldt, Bacens, Buronia, a part of the Her- 
eynian Foreſt ; called alſo Yartzwaldt. Tt makes 
the South parts of the Dukedoms of Brunſwick and 
Thuringe, in the Lower Saxony ; others ſay, it lies by 
Schelde near Cologne. : 
 Weſterwick, Veſtrovicum , a Sea-Port City in the 
Province of Smalland, on the Baltick Sea m Swe= 
den ; fifty five Miles from Calmar to the North. 

Welt Froſon. See Fri/eland. 

Weſtmannia, Yeſtmania, or Weltmanland , a 
Province of Sweden ; between Upland to the Eaſt, 
Geſtricia to the] North, Sudermannia to the South, 
and Nericia to the Weſt. The Cities of it, are 4ro- 
ſen and Arboſen. | 

Weſtminſter, Weſtmmaſterium , once a Suburb, 
ſeated a Mile from the City of London , and called 
Thoznep: now a preat and populous City ; by its 
Buildings conjoined to London ; ſo that it ſeems to 
be a part of it ; but is indeed a diſtinct City, having 
its peculiar and proper Magiſtrates, and Privileges. In 
the times of the Romans, there ſtood here a Temple 
of Apollo ; which in the Reign of Antoninus Pius, 
was ſubverted by an Earthquake. Out of the Ruins 
of it, Segebere ( King of Kent ) built a Church in 
honour of S. Peter, about the year 655. About the 
year 7ot. Offa King of the Eaſt Angles, inlarged this 
old Church : which being deſtroyed by the Danes a- 
bout the year 854, S. Dunſtane Archbiſhop of Car= 
zerbury, re-edified it about 970. Edward the Con- 
Feſſor, in the year 1061. made great additions to this 
Fabrick. 4n the year 1221. Henry IT. pulled down 
this Saxon Building; and in the ſame place erected 
that great and noble Pile, now ſtanding; and put it 
into the hands of the Monks: to which Henry VII. 
added the Chappel called by his Name. In the years 
x066, and 1226, Councils were celebrated here. At 
the Reformation , inſtead of the Monks , was placed 
here a Deangtwelve Prebends and a Biſhop 3 which laft 
is firice ſuppreſſed. In this Church is uſually performed 
the Coronation ; it likewiſe contains the Bones of a vaſt 
number.of the Kings of Exgland, and was the Mother 
of Meſtminſfter ; which from it, as from a Centre, 
has ſpread it ſelf every way : Eſpecially after Weſt- 
minfter-Dall became the fixed place for the Courts 
of Juſtice, (built by William Rufus,in the year 1099. 
Rebuilt by Rschard IT. as Mr. Camden obſerves ) ; 
and; Whitehall, the Royal Palace of our Kings, about 
the year 1512. Xt £, | 

Weſtmorland, Dawn, ' Veſtmaria, Weſtmorlan- 
dia , .( one of the Northern Counties of - England ) 
took this Name from its ſituation, and the great num- 
ber of Moozg in it. © .On the North and Welt, it is 
bounded by Cumberland ; on the South by Lanca- 
ſhire ;+ and on the Eaſt 'by ork hire. From-Nozth 
to South it 1s thirty Miles, from Eaſt-to Weſt twenty 
four ;\- in- circumference” one- hundred and - twelve, 
Containing; twenty fix Pariſhes , and eight Market 
Towns-+-The Air is ſharp and piercing; heafthful : 
the Soil barren, and not eafily improved : two ridges 
of APIS as far as Cumberland.” "Yet the 
Southern ;parts contain: many fruitful Valleys; Mea- 
dows, Arable and Paſture Grounds: The Rivers E- 
den;. Ken, Lon and Eamon watering them-: beſides 
two noted Lakes, the Vleſwarer and MWindermeer © 
the laſt bordering upon'Cheſtrre , the other' updn 
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Cumberland and Weſtmorland. The ancient Inhabi- 
tants were the Brigantes : who in the Saxon Heptar- 
chy, conſtituted a part of the great Kingdom of Nor- 
thumberland. The firſt Earl of this County, was Ralph 
—_ Lord of Raby , E. Marſhall; in 1398 created 

arl of Weſtmorland by Ring R:ichard II. This Fa- 
mily in fix Deſcents continued, till the year 1584. it 
failed in the death of Charles Nevil. In 1624. this 
Honour was revived in Francs Fane, created Earl of 
Weſtmorland, and Baron of Burgherſh, by Fames I. 
as a deſcendent from the Nevz/s ; whoſe Poſterity 
{till enjoy it. | 

Weſtphalia, a great Circle or Province in Germa- 
ny; called by the Germans die Wephalen. It lies 
between the Lower Saxony to the Eaſt, and the Lomw- 
Countries to the Welt; bounded on the North by 
the German Sea , on the Eaft by the Dukedom of 
Breme, .Ferden, Lunenburg and Brunſwick ; on the 
Welt by the United Netherlands; on the South by 
the Dukedom of Guelderland, the Biſhoprick of Co- 
legne, VVeſterwaldt and Haſſia. Tt contains the Bi- 
ſhopricks of Munſter, Paderborne and Oſnaburg ; the 
Dukedoms of Cleve and Berg ; the Principality of Min- 
den ; the Counties of Oldenburg, Mark, Hoye, Diefe 
holt,Ravensberg, Lingen, Lippe, Benthem and Scaum- 
burg ; Eaſt Friſeland, and the Dukedom of eſt< 
Phalia. The capital City of this Circle is Munſter. 

The Dukedom of Weſtphalia is bounded on the 
North by the Biſhopricks of Munſter and Pader- 
borne ; on the Weſt by the County of Mark ; on the 
South by Weſter-waldt and. Haſſia ; on the Eaſt by 
the County of Waldeck. The principal places in it, 
are, Arensberg, Cleve, Duſſel-dorp, Embden, Eme- 
rick, Ham, Lipſtad, Minden, Munſter, Oldenburg, 
Oſnabruck,, Paderborne, Soeſt, Dortmund and Weſel. 
Beſides what is above expreſſed, this Circle in- 
cludes the Dukedoms of Fuliers and Guelderland ; 
the Biſhoprick of Leige, and the States of Utrecht ; 
but this laft has been ſeparated from it,ever fince 1548. 

Wweſtram, a Market Town in the County of 

ent, in Sutton Lath, upon the River Darent. 

Weſtrick, Weſtrych, Weſtrych, Auſtraſia, Lothag 
ringia, ( taken in its largeſt extent ) contained Bra- 
bant, Hawmault, Liege, Namur, Luxemburg, Fuliers, 
Epfall, Waſgow, Imperial Flanders,and Lorain. And 
under the firſt Race of the Kings of Fraxce , it con- 
tained alfo Schwaben, Bavaria, Thuringia, a great 
part of.Saxony, and ſome Provinces of Frauce, But 
the Names only now applied to Lorazn. 

Weteraw, Veteravia, Vederovia , a Province in 
the Upper Circle of the Rpine : between the Upper 
Haſſia to the Eaſt , Weſterwaldt to the North, the 
Rhine to the Weſt, and Mentz to the South, The 
principal Places in it are Dietz and Hademar. 

Wetherbp, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Yorkshire,in the Hund. of C/aro,upon the River Farfe, 

Wetfſch, the ſame with Penna. 

Werxfozd, a County in the South of the Kingdom 
of Ireland, called by the Ir:fþ Loghagarm, It is 
the South part of the Province of Lemſter. Boun- 
ded on the North by the County of Waterford, ( cut 
off by the River Barrow. ) It takes its Name from 
a great Sea-Port Town; on the South fide of the Ri- 
ver Sbemalym, not far fromthe South-Eaſtern Point 
of Ireland: fifty two: Miles South of Sweden, and 
about twenty Eaſt of Waterford. | 

Weymouth, a Market Town and Corporation in 
Dorſet(hire, in the Hundred of Vg/comb, at the Fall

Willy, or W:llibourn,a River in Wzlrſhrre ; which 
joins with the Nadder at Wzilron , near Sa/zbury ; 
and afterwards falls into the Avon. Werminſter is 
ſituated at the Spring of it. 

Wiltſhire, Wiltoxia, is bounded on the North 
by Glouceſter ; on the Eaſt by Berksſh:ire, on the 
South by Dorſet and Hampſhire, and upon the Welt 
by Somerſer and Glouceſter. From North to South 
thirty nine Miles ; from Eaſt to Weſt twenty nine, in 
circumference otie hundred thirty nine : containing 
three hundred and four Patiſhes , and twenty three 
Market Towns ; amongſt which, W:lton, its ancient 
Capital, gives Name to it. The Air very. ſweet, tem- 
perate eau the Soil fertile. The North parts ſwell 
into fruitful: and pleaſant Hills, diverſified with plea- 
ſant Rivers, ' and large Woods. The South are more 
level ;, and watered with the Wily, Adder, and Avon : 
the 1/is, Kenhet, and Deveril- The middle is .com- 
monly called Saltisbtiry Plaing , by reaſon of its 
great evenneſs ; which feeds valt numbers of excel- 
lent Sheep.

Wrinchelſep, a Sea-Port Town in the Eaſt part of 
Suſſex, where it adjoins to Kent ; in Haſtings Rape; 
upon an Inlet of the Sea , in the neighbourhood of 
Rye, A Member of the Cinque Ports : once a ſtrong 
and a beautiſul Town, walled : having eighteen Pa- 
rifh Churches: but by the receſs of the Ocean, now 
much decayed ; and the Haven choaked up. In the 
year 1250. the greateſt part of this Town was deſtroy- 
ed by the Sea. It conſiſts now but of one Pariſh. In 
1623. Charles 1. created EliZabeth Finch, Viſcount 
Maidſtone, Counteſs of Winchelſey : to which Ho- 
nour Thomas her Son, ſucceeded in 1633. and Hen 
neage her Grandchild in 1639. 

Wincheſter, Venta Belgarum, Vintonia, Winto- 
1a, a City of Hampſhire ; which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury : upon the Ri- 
ver Itching : fifteen Miles from the Britiſh Sea to 
the North. It ſtands pleaſantly'in a Vale, betwixt two

and Ferings. In this pleaſant Place was Ed. III. 
born : who afterward built that Noble Caſtle, which 
has ſince been the delightful Retreat of the Kings of 
England, from the Cares of Government and the 
Crowds of Men. In the ſame place that Victorious 
Prince inſtituted the moſt Noble Order of the G A R- 
TER. The Ceremony whereof hath been uſually 
ſince celebrated here upon S. George's Day. Out of 
the Caſtle ſprung the Town : and that in Bucking hav 


Hills ; adorned with five Pariſh Churches ; a Noble ſhire, ( not in Barkshire ;) it being on the North 


Cathedral,dedicated'to the Tranzty; in which the Bones 
of divers of the Saxon Kings and Queens, with two of 
the Daniſh Line of Kings,and two of the Norman,relt. 
A fine Hall for the Aflizes and Seffions, where King 
Arthur's Round Table hangs asa Monument of Anti- 
quity £ a College for the Education of Youth,built and 
endowed by W:ll. of Wickham, (the Founder of New 
College Oxon,) for a Seminary to the ſame College ; a 
Hoſpital, an Epiſcopal Palace, and a ſtrong Caſtle 
upon a Hill. The We/fþ call this ancient City at this 
day Caer Cruent : ( that is , the White City : be- 
cauſe it ſtands upon a Chalk ) ; and the. Latimm Wri- 
ters, Wintonia. In the Roman times it was one of 
the principal Cities of Britain. In the Saxons days 
twice conſumed and rebuilt ; being made the Seat of 
the Weſt Saxon Kings : which Family at laſt prevailed 
againſt all the reſt. The Biſhops See was founded 
Here in 660. by Kzng1l the firſt Chriſtian King of the 
Weſt Saxons. It felt the fury of the Danes. In the 
Norman times it kept up its Head : but in the Reign 
of King Stephen it was facked in the Wars betwixt t 
Empreſs Maud and him. Edward III. to revive it, 
made it the Mart for VVool and Cloth. In our days, 
faith Mr. Camden, it is about a Mile and a half in com- 
paſs ; reaſonably well peopled. The ancient Biſhops 
of this See wete reputed Earls of Southampton ; 
and pafs by that Style in the New Statutes of the Gar- 
ger made by King Henry VIII. The preſent 
Biſhop Dy. Mew, is the feventy third Biſhop. 
The firſt Earl of Wincheſter, was Saer de Quinſey 10

This Rt- 
ver riſeth in Norfolk near Hingham; and running 
Eaſt, watereth Norwich ; alittle above which, it takes 
in the Cringle ; and at it the Winder ; becoming na- 
vigable by theſe accefli6ns , it haſteth by Bucknam- 
Ferry to Burg, where it takes in the Waveny,” { ano- 
ther navigable River ) from Beccles ; a little above 
Yarmouth , the-Thyrn ; all which Rivers form here 
a convenient Harbour on the German 'Ocean. This 
was a Reman Town. Cerdick the firft King -of the 
Weſt Saxons , landed firſt'in' this' place, about the' 
year 507. And ntiot fir ding it worth his'while to ſettle, 
went to Sea' again , and founded the V Veſt Saxon 
Kingdom.” Between this and the Conquerour's times, 
this Town was rebuilt by the Saxons. In Edward 
#he Confeſſor's times, it had ſeventy Burgeſles 5 about 
1340. the "Inhabitants walled it. ' Henry IL: gave it 
the firſt Charter. After this, they had a VVar with the 
Town of Loweſtoft: between which two , there was 
a quarrel which has laſted to onr times. In the year 
1652. thete being a VVar with' the Hollanders and. 
the Merchants of London opprefling theth in the Her-' 
ring Trade, they began to ſend -Ships' to Legorne in 
Traly, and by degrees inlarged their Trade to all parts ; 
ſo that it became one of the beſt traded Towns on the 
Eaſt of England : and the Key-of this Coaft. ' But 
the | two following Dutch VVars fell heavy on 
them to their great loſs, In the year 1684. Charles 1. 
made this a Mayor Town not long before his death. 
It has but one Church, ( though a very large one )' 
founded by Herbert the firſt: Biſhop of Norwich ,*m 
the Reign of VViliam Rufus.” Charles TE. advanced 
the Hononr' of this place 3 when tn! the year 1673. he 
created W:llram Paſton, Viſcount Tarmouth; and in the 
year 1679.

tun, from the Mountains de Morvant : and paſ- 
ſing by Clamecy in Nivernois, receives the Cure. So 
palleth to Auxerre, Whete it is firſt Navigable. Then 
admitting the Serine and the Armancione, it falls be- 
low Sens into the Seyne : Severiteen Leagues above 
Pars, and ſeven above Melun to the Eaſt. 

Pozk, Eboracum, Eburacum, Brigantium, the 
Capital City of Torkshire ; and an arcbiſhops See ; 
in the North Riding. Called by - the Britiſh Caer 
Effroc, by Ninius Caer Ebrauc, by the Engliſh York. 
Seated upon the River Yer or Ure ; which 1s fince by 
the Saxons called Ouſe, from Ouſeburne, a ſmall River 
that falls into it. It 18 in Honour, Wealth, and Great- 
neſs the ſecond City of England : ahd the far great- 
eſt: not only in that Shire, but iri all the North. Hay- 
ng thirty Pariſh Churches, beſides the Cathedral; and' 
governed by a Lord Mayor, like London, A plea- 
fant, . well built, ftrong, and beautiful City : and the 
moſt ancient Archbiſhops See in this Tſland: The 
Urge or Ovſe, having with a gentle ſtream entered it 
trom the North-Weſt, divides it into two unequal 
parts; united by a Stone-Bridge. The Weſt part (tho' 
mueh leſs peopled) is incompaſſed with a fair Walf 3 

other which 'is greater, more populous and cloſe 
built, is fortified"alſo with ftrong Walls with' Turrets' 
upon them, and a' muddy Dike. Herein Witiam the 
Conqueror built a ſtrong Caſtle, now ruined by time : 
on the North-Eaſt fide of this part ſtands the Cathedrat 
Church dedicated to S. Peter ; which is a ſtately and 
a venerable Fabrich, This City was built by the Reo- 
mans, about'the times of Hadrian the Emperour ; 
and had the honour of a Roman Calony beſtowed on 
it irf the Reign of Severus, who died in his- Palace 
here; in the year of Chriſt 210. In the year 306, Fla- 
vins Valerius Conſtantius, Surnamed Clorus, (the 
Virtuous Father of Conſtantine the Great) ended his 
lifein this City. Conſtantine his Son, toox upon him 
here the Government of his Fathers ſhare of the Em- 
pire ; who became afterwards the firſt Chriſtian Em- 
perour, the deliverer of the Church, and the Eſtab- 
lIrſher and Exalter of the Croſs. In the times that fol- 
lowed, (though ſhe had the Honour to be an Archbt- 
ſhops See; and Eborivs Biſhop of this ' City in the 
year 313. ſubſcribed to the Council of Arles, before 
Reſtitutus Biſhop of London ; yet} the Barbarons Na- 
tions in the next Century breaking in upon the Ro- 
man Empire; this City ſuffered from the Pi#s ad 
Saxons all the miſeries of VVar. So that about the 
year 627. when Panlinus was to Baptize Edwin King 
of Nerthumberland, they were forced to build alittle 
Oratory of VVood for that purpoſe ; all the ancient 
Churches being entirely ruined. Hereupon that Prince 
began the building of the preſent Cathedral, which 
was finiſhed by his' Succefſor Oſwald. From this time 
forward, this Church and City began-to revive and 
flouriſh again. The Archbiſhops had utder them not 
only all the North of England, but all the Kingdom 
of Scotland, till 1471 { or as others, 74.) In 740,

Foebert, Archbiſhop of ork, opened here a noble Li- 
brary ; which a contemporary Hiſtorian calls the Ca- 
binet of all liberal Arts : from whence 'A!cuinus the 
Preceptor of Charles the Great, and Founder of the 
Unverfity of Parts, borrowed thoſe Lights which 
have fince plittered there. About 867, the Danes 
had fo weakened this City the ſecond time, that Os- 
bright and Ella, Kings of Northumberland, brake 
eahly through its V Valls : and fought the Danes in the 
City ; where both theſe valtant Prinees were ſlain, and 
the Danes remained Maſters of it. It was recovered 
again out of the Hands of the Danes, by King Athel- 
ſtane in 928 : and wasa City of ſixteen hundred and 
twenty ezght Manſions, in the Reigns of Edward the 
the Confeſſor, and William the Conqueror. In 1069, 
(the fourth year of the Conqueror's Reign) Sweno the 
Dane, and Edgar Atheling the lawful Prince of Eng- 
land, with the Scots, attacking this place 5 the Nor- 
mans firing the Suburbs, the City took fire too : and 
the Enemy entring at the ſame time, Fire and Sword 
almolt deſtroyed it. Thoſe few Citizens which efca- 
ped were made a Sacrifice to the Jealouſie of William 
the Conqueror. It-the Reign of King Srephen, Eg- 
berts Library, the Cathedral, and a great part of the 
City was burnt by a caſuat-Fire. Nor was the Ca- 
thedral rebuilt before the Reign of Edward I, At 
which time the Citizens alſo rebuilt the Walls of the 
City. Richard I. made it a County incorporate by 
it felf : Annexing a- ſmall Territory to it on the Welt 
tide, in which the Archbiſhops of 7ork enjoy the Rights 
of Palatines. Richard II. began the Repair of the 
Caftle, which ended with his ſhort Reign. Henry VIII. 
erected here a Court of Chancery for the North ; not 
much unlike the Parliaments of France : which laſted 
till the War in 1640, put a period to it. Charles I, 
retired hither in 1641 : when the Tumults of Loxdon 
forced him from thence. This City ſtood firmly to 
bim, and had certainly reſtored him to his rightful Do- 
minion and Authority, had not the Scores broke their 
Faith, and entred England the ſecond time in 1644 : 
who joyning with Mancheſter and Fazrrfax, beſieged 
this City with three Armies. Prince Rypere came up 
and relieved it Fuly 31. But the Kings Forces being 
defeated at Marſtonmoor ſoon after, Fuly 16. this 
Loyal City was elivered up to the Parliament upon 
Honorable Terms: and ill kept by the proſperous Re- 
bels. Long. 22 25- Lat. 54- 10. Cambden. 
Pozkſhire, Eboracenſis Comttatus, the far greateſt 
County of England. Divided for Civil Afﬀairs into 
three Ridings, or ſmaller Counties. Bounded on the 
North by the Biſhoprick of Durham, cut off by the 
River Tees; on the Weſt by Lancaſhire and Weſt. 
moreland ; on the South by Cheſhire, Darbyſhire, 
Nottingham, and Lincolnſhire, cut off by the Hum- 
ber : On the whole Eaſtern fide it is beaten by the 
German Sei» In length from North to South near 
ſeventy Miles, in breadth eighty, in compaſs three 
hundred and eight ; incloſing five hundred and fixty 
three Pariſhes, and forty nine Market Towns ; with 
many Chappels of Eaſe, as large and populous as 
Pariſhes. The Eaſt-riding is comprehended betwixt 
the River Derwent and the Sea ; being the leaſt. The 
North-riding extends as far as Weſtmorland ; and the 
Weſt-riding (which is the largeſt) is bounded by the 
two other Ridings to the North ; the Counties of 
Derby and Nottingham, with Cheſhire to the South ; 
Lincolnſhire to the Eaſt, and Lancaſhire to the 
Weſt. The Air is generally temperate, the Earth 
f-aitfal : Afﬀords beſides Corn and Graſs, excellent 
Mines of Coal and Lead, and Quarries of Stone. Be- 
fide the Tees and Humber, (its mentioned boundaries), 
and the Dun, which ſeparates a part of it from | Lin- 
co/nſhire : Here is the Swale, Toure, Nyd, Warfe, 


Are, Calder, Derwent, all falling into the O1/e at of 
below Tork; and the Hull, falling into the Humber at 
Hull. The ancient Inhabitants of it were the Brigan- 
tes; Who were conquered by the Romans with great 
difficulty, about the year 57. inthe Reign of Nero. 
About the year 547. Ina Conquered this County ; and 
began the Kingdom of Northumberland, of which this 
was a part. After the Conqueſt, the fir{t and only 
Earl of Zork, (which we find upon Record) is Otho of 
Bavaria, in 1190. In 1385. Edmund of Langley, 
(fifth Son of Edward III. Earl of Cambridge) was 
Created Duke of 7ork. In 1401. Edward his Son. In 
1415. Rechard his Grandchild ſucceeded in this Du- 
chy. In 1474. Richard of Shrewsbury, ſecond Son 
of Edward IV. had this Title. In 1495. Henry ((c- 
cond Son of Henry VIL. who was after King of Eng- 
land) had it. In 1604. Charles ſecond Son of King 
James I In 1643. Fames, ſecond Son of Charles I. 
was Created Duke of Tork So that the three latt 
_ of Tork, have been afterwards Kings of Ex- 
gland.

Twenty four Miles 
long, ſixteen broad, and ſixty in circuit, It lies twelve 
Miles from Cefalonza to the South, and the ſame from 
the Morea to the Wciſt. It contains forty eight Ca- 
ſles, fifty Villages, and one City of the ſame Name 
with the Ifland ; which is a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Corfu : his an excellent Harbor on the 

Ea(t 
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Eaſt fide, defended by a ſtrong Caſile upon an high 
Hill, and a Garriſon of Roman Catholicks ; but the 
Inhabitants are for the moſt part of the Greek Church. 
Mr. Wheeler faith, it is not above thirty Miles in Cir» 
cuit ; but one of the mo{t traitful and pleaſant places 
he ever ſaw. Lat 36.30, It produces Wine, Corn, 
and Oyl with great abundance : Robert Guichard the 
Valiant Norman, Dyke of Puglia, dyed here in his 
Voyage to the Holy Land.
